gion and Doctrine, both the ſame prophet hathe ſpoken 
before, and S. Paule comminge after him prophecieth alſo manifeſtlye. But in what ſorte the 
ſame ſhalbe,it it ſetforth an declared by mo than one or two, Howe be it the alteration that 
bath chaunced in this our time, it moſt notable of all others. The Romain Empire,whyche 
ſhould both be the laſt, and alſo much greater then the reſt, the prophet ſaid ſhuld be deuided, 
| «nd * that huge and vnmeaſurable great quantity, to « right ſmull thing, as it is 
now manifeſt, whiche only conſiſteth within the limites of Germany, and hathe bene manye 
times in great haſard and daunger, partly by reaſon of domeſticall enils,and partly throughe 
the factions of forain enemies. But at the length God hath geuen vs ſuch an Emperour, as 4 
more mighty hath not bene theſe many hondreth yeres: For vnto him haue deſcended mooſte 
ample realmes and prouincet: which as they be moſt ritch and welthy,ſo alſo be they mooſte 
commodious for the doing of thinges in ſondrye places bothe by ſea and lande. And like as he 
bim ſelf excelleth in power all other Emperors of Germanye, that haue bene ſence the tyme of 
Charles the great, ſo alſo, by reaſon of the thinges that haue chaunced in his time and gouern- 
ment, is he moſt famous and notable, But amonges all other thinges,the alteration of Religi- 
on hath the chiefeſt place: whiche with the beginninge of his raigne toke her original, For at 
that time, han the Emperour Maximilian departed out of this preſent life, that matter had 
not ben in hand aboue. xiiii.monther:but what time the Princes electours choſe this manne 
Emperour,in a manner the ſelf ſame time Luther beinge prouoked came forthe to reaſon the 
matter, and diſputed openly with Eckius at Lipſia, and than fell men to theyr ſtudy on ether 
Ade. Wherefore thempire Ll this man ought to be conſidered dilligentlye, and waited with the 
memory of former times. For god hath at euery time ſtirred vp certain great princes more no 
| tablethi the reſt , whe ether the ſtate of religion or comon welth ſhuld [4 altred,of the which 
- ſort was Cirus, Alexander of Macedonie, Iulius Cæſar, Conſtantine, Charlemaigne. Alſo Ot- 
tout of Saxonie, and nom he, of whom we ſpeale, Charles the fift. And certenly this alteratis 
3s of ſuch ſort, wherof we now make mention, that no man, thar knoweth the thing perfectly, 
can thinck therof without great maruel and wonder. For the beginning was ful jmall,and in 
manner to be contemned,and one man alone ſuſteined the malice &x violence of all the world: 
And yet might he him ſelf baue ben appeaſed and quieted,zn cafe his aduerſariet would haue, 
nalen the condition,which at the hegiuning he ofred them. For he promiſed to kepe ſilence, 
fo that they would do the likg: But when they refuſed that, and preſeribed him a recentation, 
and berein perſencred, and he ſaid,that vnleſſe they * firſt ſhewe his erroure, he coulde was 
itz. 
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thaung bis opinion, the diſſention inereaſed, & the matter as 7, gt before the eounſel of 
thempire, & now is come to ſuch a great maner, as we ſe, And by what meanes it came ſo ts 
Pat, whatthing the Biſhops of Rome, what, the vniuerſities, what Rings &. Princes haue at 
tempted, hem he him ſelf bath pleaded his own cauſe, before themperour and counſel of prin- 
ces, how diners men of excellent learning, haue ioyned them ſelues with him, home the matter 
again bath ben debated in thaſſembles of thempire, home meanes of reconcilemeut haue bene 
Haid, hom oftentimes the Biſhops of Rome haue bene in hand with the —_ and other 
Kinges, how oft they haue put them in hope of a reformation and of a counſel, what perſecu- 
tion and burning ther hath ben, what leagues and conſpiracies haue hen made, how this ſame 
religis hath ben ſetforth,not only in Germany, but in other places alſo, how diners haue rexol 
ted, and others remained conſtant, what tumultes, warres and battels haue riſen by this occa- 
fron:theſe I ſay,ſo great and ſondry things to leaue ynſpoken,aud not to commit them to me- 
mory by wryting, | think ther is no man, but would iudge it blame worthy, 

Moreouer it is not to be þ fed ouer in ſilence, what was the ſtate of the common wealthe, 
during this mans Empire, by the — now of fix and thyrty yeres, what wars he hatb kept, 
what commotions and tumultes haue ben in the meane ſeaſon,and what things haue chaun- 
ced in all realmes and prouinces. Neuertheleſſe, thordre that in this argumente ſpalbe obſer- 
ued, hereafter ſhalbe declared. For like as this Emperor raigneth ouer moſte large and ample 
dominions,ſo hath he had alſo moſt frong and puiſſant enemies, Wherfore the matters haue 
ben wonderful great, that haue chaunced in this our memorye, and duringe the raigne of thys 
Emperor. And therfore certen yeres paſt, diuert worthy and wel lerned men,when they chan- 
ced to talke of ſuch matters, began to perſwade with me, that whoſdener bad chanced in theſe 
dais,eſpecially,touching the cauſe of Religion, I ſhuld put in wrytinge : And herevnto dyd 
ex hort me, not for thatl could do this beſtor for that they wer not others much more mete for 
this purpoſe,but becauſe they ſaw me delite much in that ſame kinde of exerciſe, and therefore 


ſuppoſed, that through acerten natural inclination to the thing, T ſhould not beſtow my time 


and lahor amiſſe:I my ſelf doubtleſſe, who knew wel enough ,what a daungerous ſea I muſte 
enter into, and how that caſe required an other maner of man,endued with a greater wit, & 
eloquence: Albert, aas almoſt in deſpair, that I could bring the thing to paſſe „yet vanqui- 
Jhed by theyr authority, i hich had that opinion in me, I determined to aſſay the thing: And 
beginning from the time that Luther began to inuey againſt the ſelling of pardont, & bryn- 
ging the matter ſtill vnto the diſputati on of Lipſia, appoynted by Duke George, that ſame, 
that I hadde ſo compoſed , I ſente vnto them that were my ſetters on, at Woormes , where 
that time was the counſel f thempire, ten yeres paſt,to 2 eruſe ouer. They afterward 
by thetr letters, & by mouth alſo did more importune me, that I ſhould procede: but not longe 
after ther chaunced a ſorowfull time to Germany, whan there _ warre,which as it was & 
great let and hindraunce to ſtudy & learning, ſo did it alſo diſturbe and let all my purpoſe &- 
doingt. For net her could I procede, as I defired, & many times muſt Itarye, and make delay: 
but 7 fone at I was relieued from thoſe euili, & eſpecially theſe iii, yeares paſte, I imploide 
«ll my ſludy and trauel herein, and neuer reaſted,till I came to thend wiſhed for, And ſurely 
this worke is made chiefly and principally concerning Religion,neuertheleſſe for obſeruyuge 
an order, I thoizght good alſo to put in polliticke matters, Now as touching the whole narra- 
tion, after what ſort that 15,euery man by reading ſhall eaſely perceiue. Nathin becommeth 
an hiitory better then truth & fidelity. And doubtleſſe I, leaſt any man ſhould finde lacke in 
me in this behaif,haue traueled diligently: For I haue written nothinge by lighte reportes or 
by hear ſay,but I haue compiled my worke of publick records, which Thom gathred vp dilli- 
gently,of the verity, v herof no man nedeth to dout. I had alſo the aid and helpe of a worthye 
and noble man, lames Sturmie, oho hath ben occupied in publicke and waighty a faires theſe 
XXX.yeres and mo to his commendation,who of his gentlenes ſhewinge me frendſb ip. han I 
Jomtime doubted and ſlicked faſt on the rockes and ſpelues, he as an expert ſailer, many timer 
brought me again into the right courſe & void of dagers, & the moſt _ of the work, he red 
over at my requeſt, before his ſickneſſe,wherof he 22 admoniſhed me diligently of ſuche 
things as wer nedeful. Here is alſo much mention made of forein matters,eſpecially french & 


Engliſh, 
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Engliſbe. And therein haue I alſo folowed the ſame ordre, and haue put in nothing, but that 
which was tried & certenly knowne,and the French matters for the moſt part I my ſelf haue 
ſene, in theſe, ix, yeres that I dwelt ther. For diners executions and burnings,whereof is men- 
tion made, again many decrees made, and actions commenced by the diuines of Paris,again.ſte 
— of the Church,and ſhortly after articies of religion ſetforth, & fattions of the 
court,chaunced at the ſame time, whan I ws: in thoſe — warlthe matters, & ſuche 
other like affaires, I do not omit, for that I mighte in no wiſe do. Yet haue I not profeſſed to 
to treat of them expreſ/ly. For as I ſaid a little before, this laboure was purpoſed chieſly to the 
eauſe of religion. Therfore wold I haue the reader warned, that whan he ſhalt come vnto ſuch 
places, he 10e for no long diſcourſe of thoſe affaires. For nether is it mine intent, & they may 
read it in other mens works, which haue taken in hand to wryte of that part, ſo much as heres 
in ſhalbe wanting, An other thing that I ſaid is to be obſerued in a hi}tory,is fidelity ar p- 
rightnes,that is to wit, that nothing be told of affettion: which although it ſeme very harde, 
becauſe it is of few performed, and albeit that perauenture I ſhall not perſivade all men, that 
T haue ben dilligently ware of the ſame, yet I require theni inſtantly, that I be not buythened 
with any ſuſpicion before there be cauſe. This worke of mine, is wholy compiled, as I ſayde, f 

ublick recordes,colletFed with great dilligence avherof alſo æ great part was ſetforth in print 
befere,partly in the Latin, partly in the vulgare, ſome in Itali an, and ſome alſo in French. 

And it hath many orations, and demannds,and auſwers,and diners accuſations and conſuta- 
tions alſo: All theſe thinges I recite plainly, ſamply and truely as enerye thinge was done: For 
neither I adde to any thing of mine own,or ſpeak mine own iudgement, but leaue that to the 
reader free, neither vſe 1 alſo any collour of Rhethorick ,nor wryte any thing in the hatred or 
fauor of any man, I frame my ſiule only,and yſe mine own words, that the ſpeache may be al- 
wares like and equal, and I beſtow ee be thing in his place, as they followed in ordre. In thoſe 
firſt yeres Biſhop Leo and. Adrian ſpake many thinges bitterly againſie Lutheriſrom whoſe 
wrytinges,as I take away nothmg:ſo likewiſe do ] adde nothing vnto Luthers anſwers,ney- 
ther make I their complaint warſſe,nor yet his defence better. The Biſhops that ſueceded the 

Clement and Paule, and this man eſpecially,vhan Luthers doftrine was now ſpred abroade 


farre and neare,naking digreſſion from his perſon, haue inueyed moſt ſpitefully againſt prin 
ces alſo and cities: Here T follow the ſame ordre,and throughout the whole volumme kepe the 
ſelf ſame trade. Wherfore I beſeche the reader, that he lay a part all d1//1king,and kno w firſte 
the matter it ſelf,and tender my laboure, which hath ſurely bene very great,uwith theyr gaod 
wil and fauor. For certenly vnleſſe the ſame cauſes, which moned me to write at the firſt, had 
not eftſones allured me to procede, & denour all tediouſnes, I had long /ince forſaken my eu- 
terpriſe, u hen ther a 7 0 youu variety & much a do:but my ſizmack & flrength came 
u 


to me, firſt, becauſe Tſuppoſed,that the ſame ſhuld concern the glory of God, iwho had opened 


in this our time his ommpotency,& wonderful counſel: And again the comon viility moned 
me. For euen in Germany few remember the things paſt, forain nations know no cert ent 
at all, & many mennes mindes diſpoſed ta diſlikinges,thinck farre otherwiſe of many matters 
than they ought. Furthermore I had a reſpett to poitertty , if at the leaſte wife my mirytinges 
may abide light and continuaunce: beſides this alſo, many things of the like fort are by others 
put in wryting,nether truely nor nodeſtly. And ther is one of our natto, that ſet forth a boke 
vi. yeres ſince at Mentʒ, moſte full of lies and ſſaundert, triſling & rayling wordes: And in 
theſe laſt yeares paſt came forth tio tomes at Florence, the aut huur wherof handleth in dede, 
in moſt larg and ample wiſe the hiſtory of his time, but wherſo euer he ſpeaketh of Germain 
matters, eſpecially concerning Relegion, he bewrateth the diſeaſe of his mind: For the things 
be vntrue, falſe, and ſclaunderous,what ſo euer he wryteth,as it may be euidently proued. 
T omit here ſo manye Orations, Epiftles, Prefaces,whiche are ſetforthe in I no they 
touch theſe matters,they do handle all things not only of hatred and mallice, but ſmarue alſo 
moſt far from the truth. For theſe cauſes I ſay,I thought good to proceade , and not to permit 
that the ordre of actes done ſhould be vntrneſy ſet out, ether for this preſent age, or els for the 
time to come. For in this kind of thing, hat is more vile or les to be ſuffred,tha that the ſame 
things which ſhuld make the reader more _— ſhuld Myth falſe tales & lies be depraued. 
T uredly the Magiſtrate ought to foreſee that nothyng be done herein licentiauſy. 
And this faulte is vſed in oure dayes,that verye manye of thoſe wryters, 
ſeks

ſeke to bike a thanke,and whileſi they ind: uour to pleaſe aud gratifye one man, they deſerne 
eutl of met and induce mo into errour, Doutleſſe Ifir my part,whiche yet I would ſhuld be 
oken without oflentation, am ſo affected herein, that if 1 kneiv ther wer anye thing in this 
work vutrucly wrytten,I my ſelf wold ſcrape out the ſame,and frankly warn the reader, that 
he ſbould geue no credit to it. But I truſt aſſuredly,that no yntruthe can he obiected to me, 
For what ſludy, paines, and dulligence I haue taken theſe certen yeres, that I might know eche 
thing exaily, both manye good men can witneſſe,and as Itruit alſo the thing it [elf ſhall de- 
clare, Notwithitanding,although I compriſe thoſe thinges that haue chaunced in thys Em- 
perors gonernement, al be it he be yet aliue, and hath the gouerument, although many thynoes 
no, yet may fortune im his daies yet forſomuch as theſe farmer actes do chalenge the firſt,chie- 
feit and greateſt part vnto them, wold not that the ſame ſhould be longer wanting, ſo many 
learned men,not n' of Germany,but alſo of foreine nations inſtantly requiringe me, that I 
old gratify them herein.

The ſame time was Martin Luther an Auguſtine Frere, and pꝛo⸗ 
elled diuinttie in the Uninerſitie of wittemberge, who beynge not a 
ulttletickled with the pꝛeachinges, a fonde bokes of thoſe collectours, 
= forthatheſawe, howethe ſimple people beleued the thinges to be true, 
thatthey bꝛagged ol begunto admonithe men to be moꝛe ware and cir⸗ 
cumſpecte, and not to bie their marchaundiſe ſo dere: Foz that theſame, 
which they beſtowed vpon ſuch trilleg, might be much better emploied 
wy B.f. This 
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This was in the peare of our loꝛde a thoulande fine hondꝛeth and le⸗ 
M.D. xvi. uentene. And to thintent he might wooꝛke the thynge to more effect, 
he wꝛote alſo to the Archebyſhop of Mentz the firſte of Nouembre, 

— = ſignifying, both what they taught, and alſo lamenting that the igno⸗ 
or Wentz, kaunt people ſhould be ſo far abuſed as to put the whole truſt ok their 
ſaluation in pardons, and to thinke that what wickednes ſo euer they 

had committed, it ſhould by them be foꝛgeuen: And that the ſoules of 

them that were toꝛmented in Purgatory , ſo ſoone as the mony were 

caſt into their boxe, ſhould ſtraightwayes flie vp into heauen, and fele 

no moꝛe payne:he ſheweth him how Chꝛiſt cõmaunded that the Gof- 

pell ſhould be taught, and that it is the pꝛopꝛe office of a Bylhop to ſee 

that the people be rightly inſtructed. heꝛfoꝛe he putteth him in remẽ⸗ 

bꝛaunce of his dutie, and pzayeth him that foꝛ the authoꝛitie whiche he 

bearcth, he would eyther put thoſe pꝛattelinge pardoners to ſilence, oꝛ 

els preſcribe them a better oꝛder in teachinge, leſt a further inconue⸗ 

nience might growe vpon the ſame, as doubtles there wil doo, vnleſſe 

B. ot apayde· they be inhibited . The cauſe why he wꝛote vnto hun, was that foꝛ ſo 
burgs charge muche as he was alſo Byſhop of Maydenburg, the care of al ſuch mat- 
ters belonged vnto him. And with theſe letters he ſent certen queſtios 

whiche he had lately ſet vp at Wittenberg there to be diſputed, to the 


Lutbers og nombꝛe ot foure ſcoꝛe and fiſtene: In the whiche he reaſoneth muche 


quettons at of purgatoꝛp, of true penauuce, ofthe dutie of charitie, and of their in⸗ 
Weeteubcrge. dulgences and pardos at large, and inueigheth againſt their outrage⸗ 
ouſe pꝛeachinges, only of a certen deſyꝛeto boulte # trie out the truth. 
Foꝛ he pꝛouoked all men to come to that diſputation that hadde anye 
thinge to ſaye, and ſuch as could not be there pꝛeſent he deſpꝛed to ſend 
their myndes in wꝛytinge, pꝛoteſting that he would affirme nothing, 
but ſubmitte him ſelfe and the whole matter to the iudgement of holy 
Luthers cx: churche. Neuertheleſſe he ſayd , how he woulde not admitte Thomas 
ceptcon. = of Aquine, and ſuche other lyke waters, but fo farre fooꝛth as they be 
conſonaunt to holy Stripture, and decrees of the auncient fathers. 
The R. ol To this the byſhop aunlwered not a wooꝛde. But ſhoztly after John 
Wentz alenee Tetela Frere Dominick, ſet vp other concluſions at Franckfozd;quite 
Jhon Teceti Contrary to thoſe of Luthers, wherin he extolleth the ſupzemacie of the 
Ek Bylhop ol Rome, with the frute of his pardõs and other lyke thinges, 
in ſo muche as he compareth him with Peter the Apoſtte , the croſſe 
whiche he commaundeth to be ſet vp in churches, with the croile that 
Chꝛiſt ſuffered vpon. But where as no manot the cõtrary parte wold 
repeare to the diſputacion at no ittenberge, a the queſtions were ſuche 
as many were deſtrous to reade: Luther wꝛote a longe expoſition of 
the ſame, and ſent them lirſt to Hierome, byſhop of Bzaundenburge, 
aͤnd to one Stupice Pꝛouinciallof the Auſten Freres, deſiring hym to 
tauſe them to de ſent to the byſhop of Rome: And he him ſelfe in the mo⸗ 
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neth of June wꝛote vnto Leo the tẽth, partly complayning of his par⸗ D-V-zvis- 
doners whiche through their owne auarice abuſed his aucthoꝛitie: 1 
And partly purging him ſelle, knowing foza ſuertie that they had com {7207 Hers 
plapned on him foz the ſame matter but affirmyng that they did hym 
wꝛong: foꝛ he was infoꝛced, by reaſon of the fonde Sermos # bokes 
of the Collectours, to ſet vp certain queſtiõs only foꝛ y matter of diſpu- 
tation, whiche he woulde now moꝛe playnty declare:beſechinghimto _ 
geue no credit to ſclaunderous reportes:alledgingthat Duke Frede- Dake Freds 
ricke the Pꝛinte electour of Saronie, was a man of ſuche wiſdome 
honour, that in caſe ſuche thinges had been true that his aduerſaries 
repoꝛted of him, he would not haue ſuffered his countrey to beare ſuch 
an infamie: And that the vniuerſitie of Wittenberge was of lyke con- 
ſideration,and ſo ſubmitted vnto him both all his wozkes and his lyfe 
alſo, not refuſing death if it ſhould ſeme good vnto him. Foz what ſoe- 
uer ſhould pꝛocede from him, he would take as an ozacle that flowed 
from Chultehim ſelfe. | — + — 
Amonges others of Luthers aduerſaries; John Eckius wzoote a Eckins booke 
little booke againſt him at the ſame tyme.To the whiche Luther aun⸗ n Luty. 
ſwereth that he neyther bzingeth Scripture foꝛ hym, noz any thinge 
out ofthe auntient Doctours, but certein dzeamegofhis ovne, recei⸗ 
ued of ſcoolemen by an vnallo wable euill cuſtome. | 1 
After Eckius, one Silueſter Pꝛierias a freer Dominicke, maſter of a ez 
the holy palace ( as they terme it) wꝛote againſt hima dialoge with the 
preface to Leo the teuth right ſtoutelye: ſaying that he woulde pꝛoue 
whether Luther be ſo inuincible that he can not be confuted oꝛ van⸗ 
quiſhed: Foz ifhe can anſwer this, thẽ wil he ſet foꝛth greater thinges 
with moſte exacte diligence. Then ſpeaketh he vnto Luther, exhoꝛting 
hunto amende and befoze he commeth to his diſputation, he pꝛopoun⸗ , 0. 
deth certain Themes, that the Byſhop of Rome is head of the whole Themes. 
churche, and that the churche of Rome is the firſte and chiefeſt of all 
others, and can not erre in matters of faythe and religion. Neyther 
that the generall counſell can erre, where the byſhop of Roome is pꝛe⸗ 
ſent. Moꝛeouer that the holy Scripture taketh all his foꝛce and au⸗ 
thoꝛitie of the churche and byſhop ol Nome, as of a moſte certain rule. 
And he that beleueth other wyſe to be an heretiße. This foundation th ancwer 
ones layd, he beginnethto debate the matter. After ward doth Luther co On pers. 
make anſwer toy ſame boke: And in his prefaceto this Silueſter ſaith 
that he wõdꝛeth at his queſtions rather than vnderſtãdeth the ſame. 
Then takyng ofhun example, foꝛ the defence ol his cauſe, putteth foꝛth 
alſo certen themes, but ſuche as are taken out of holy ſcripture; wher⸗ 
in he ſheweth that we ought not to geue credit to euerye doctrine of 
man, but to way euery thing exactely, and to embꝛate that thing only. 
whiche is conlonaunt to goddeg woꝛde: 9 — to

choldewters be reteiued, but that which is left vs by the Pꝛophetes and Apoſtlog, 
although it haue neuer ſo goodly an apparence:Neuertheleſſe thauto⸗ 

ritie ot thoſe waiters whiche were next after them to be allowed, but 

fo the reſt to be well ware what they wzyte . And as concerning the 

indulgences, that it is not lawfull foꝛ the Collectours to uente anye 

Arpa ne wedeuiſe herein, bnt to followe in the ſame the oꝛder of the Canon 

cet the Canon lã w. After this he obiecteth that he alledgeth no teſtimonyof ſcriptur, 

2 but reciteth only the opinions of Thomas ofAquyne , who treated in 

a maner of al things, at his pleaſure without thauthoꝛitie of ſcripture. 

Whertoꝛe he reiecteth both affirming that he doth the ſame, not onely 

by the commanndement of ſaint Paule, but of S. Auſten alſv.Emogs 

- voe of ctting. the Ciuilians it is commonly ſayd, that it is not lawfull to pꝛonounce 

any thyng; but aſter the pꝛeſtriptofthe lawe: Much leſſe in diuine mat⸗ 

ters ought that thing to be ſuffered that is ſpokẽ without the teſtimo⸗ 

ny of fcripture. It is S. Paules pꝛecept, that ſuche as be appointed to 

inſtruct the people, ſhould be furniſhed, not with Syllogiſmes oz ſon⸗ 

dꝛy decrees of men, but with holſome and ſounde doctrine, lefte vs by 

godly inſpiration. But foꝛ ſo muche as many haue contemned this pꝛe⸗ 

cepte — blyndnes hath been induced, and an innumerable ſozte of 

vnpꝛofitable queſtions hath flowed ouer the woꝛlde. What tyme he 

hath thus made his waye he commeth to the confutacion, and aboute 

thende therol ſayth, howe he is nothinge affrayed of his manalinge 

woꝛdes which are ſet foꝛth foꝛ a bzauery:Foz albeit he ſhuld dye ther⸗ 

foꝛe, vet Chꝛiſte liueth and isimmoxtall, vnto whome all honoure is 

dewe. And therfoꝛe ik he liſt to come to a further trial in this matter, he 

muſt fight with ſtronger weapõs, oꝛ els his authour Thomas and he 

are lyke to goo by the wooꝛſe. Againe this Sylueſter wuteth Luther 

Dilve- dunt an aunſwer, and ſaytheit deliteth him muche, that he ſubmitteth hym 

wer to Luth. ſelfe to the iudgemẽt ofthe byſhop of Rome: wyſhing alſo that he ſpake 

it with his harte vnfainedly. Luther had charged hun with ambition 

and fllatterie, but he purgeth him ſelf therof as muche as he may: And 

defendeth right ſtoutly the doctrine of Thomas, affirming it to be in 

ſuche ſoꝛte receiued & appꝛoued by the churche of Rome, that it ought 

to bepteferred aboue all other wꝛitinges: And blameth him ſoꝛe, that 

hath ſpoken of ſo wozthy a man ſo vnreuerently:accomptyng it an ho⸗ 

nour to him ſelfe to be called a Thomiſte: Notwithſtanding he ſayeth 

ho we he hath red other mens wootkes allo, whiche ſhall hereafter ap⸗ 

pere. After this pꝛeface he ſetteth forth a little booke: wherin he cõmen⸗ 

deth exceadinly the aucthoꝛitie ofthe byſhop of Rome, in ſo muchthat 

he clerely pꝛeferreth him beloꝛe all counſelles and decrees, affirminge 
that all theſtrengthof Scripture dependethvponhis authozitie. 

This Thomas comming of a Noble houſe , gaue him ſelf wholy to 
learning. And leauing Italy went firſt to Collyn, and after to P arts, 
| | and pꝛo⸗ 
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and pꝛoued beſt learned ofal men in his time, wꝛpting diuers woꝛkes 
in the whiche he treated of matters of diuinitie and Philoſophie. Be 
was a blacke fcere, the diſciple of Albertus Magnus. nSyanhe was Thomas of 
dead John byſhop of Rome the. xxij. ofÞnanie;n made hima ſainct, a. 3: 12g 
bout fifty peãres after he lefte his lyfe. He was a great mainteiner of n — collar. 
the byſhop of Romes authoꝛitie. Foꝛ he attributed vnto hunmthe ſupre⸗ 
macie ouer all other byſhops, Kynges, and churches vmuer{all with Thotnts of 
both Juriſdictions aſwell ſacred as ciuile:affirming it to be aneceſſy- aui a fait. 
ry thyng vnto ſaluation, that all men be ſubiect vnto him, that he hath 
full authoꝛitie in the churche, and that it appertaineth to him to call — 
counſell, and to confirme the decrees made there: Mozeouer he ſayeth Jann 22s 
howe men map iuſtlyappeale from any generall counlell. Finallyche che Pope. 
aſcribeth vnto him all thinges: onelythis he ercepted that he can not oo 
make new? articles of dur faith neither aboliſhe thoſe whiche are left 
vs by the handes of the Apoſtles and auncient fathers. Ok indulgẽces 
and pardons, he wꝛote very muche alſo. And in graunting ofthe ſame 
maketh the bylhop of Rome a great Pzince, he died (as it is ſaide) in . hom 
the yeare ot our loꝛde. a thouſand two hundꝛeth thꝛe ſcoꝛe and foꝛtenc. of ⁊a. died. 
And is cõmonly called thangelical doctoꝛ, foꝛ the ſubtiltie of his witte. 

This booke of Sylueſters, Luther aunſwereth onlye in an Epiſtle Luth. krconde 
to the reader, ſaying it is ſo compacte altogether ofiyes and terrible — 24 
blaſphemics of Eods holy name that itſhould appeare thatthe deux 
himfelfe was the aucthour therof: ndherfoze if the Bychops and Care o me ehe tear 
dinalles be of the ſame opinion, and that ſuche doctrine be taughte at os Intechut. 
Rome, then is it no longer to be doubted ol but that Nome is the very 
ſeate of Antechꝛiſt. Then happy is Grece, and happie is the lande of Grecd und w. Bo 
Boheme, yca fortunate are all thoſe that haue made a diuoꝛcement w IVEY, 
her, and miſerable are they that haue to doe with the ſame. noherfoze 
vnleſſe the viſhop will ſee him puniſhed, and compellhim to recante, he brate 
pꝛoteſteth that he wil diſſente fro him. And not only foꝛſake the church | 
of Rome, but alſo to take it fromhencefozth,as a moſt filthy ſynke, and 
puddell of all vickednes . Foz there be daylye inu2nted newe ptayſes 
fo: theByſhap of Kome, ſuch? as the lyke haue not been heard of, fo2 
this ſubtile ende and craftie polycie, that a lavoful counſell ſhould take 
no place:And therfoꝛe do his flatterers pꝛeferre him aboue al counſels, | 
and affirme that the vnderſtanding of all Stripture muſt be fetched The cauC — 
at his hande, as of a mooſte certen iudge. wherekoꝛe if they holde on m eh — 
their madnes, and with their iuggelinge caſtes mocke all the woꝛlde 
alter this ſoꝛte: other remedy is there noone , but that the ciuile magi⸗ 
ſtrate muſt ſe them puniſhed: Theues and murtherers, and ſuch other 
malefactours,are puniſhed with death, but it were a great deale moꝛe ae ug 
right, that theſe whiche are muche moꝛe hurthtull enemies to the com- retoꝛme go, 
mon wealth ſhould with the common aſſent and trauell ofmenbe ad.

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The biſhop of ſuppreſſed .Fo2 the biſhop ofRomets in the ſame ſtate that al other me 
25 aher 10 be, ind is no leſſe bounden to the obſeruation of Goddes commaunde⸗ 
Gods com mentes, thanis the pooꝛeſt man liuing. And ſuch as teache other wyſe 
 aundement. do the greateſt iniurythat may be to the diuine maieſtie. 

At the fame tyme alſo James Hogeſtrate a blackfreer, wꝛote a- 
Jan's Hage gainſt Luther full bitterly,erhozting the Byſhop of Rome to fyꝛe and 
zains Auther woꝛde: whome Luther aunſwering in very ſewe woꝛdes repꝛoueth 
FEY his cruell and bloudy mynde, ſcoffing merely at the mans ignoꝛaunce, 
t admoniſhing him ſo to pꝛocede:foꝛ that it is the chiefeſt way to wyn 
true fame, what tyme a man is blamed of vnlearned and euil men: but 

at Byſhop Leo his handes he ſaith, he looketh foꝛ better thinges wyhi⸗ 
leſt theſe matters were thus handled on either parte after the maner 
Thafſembly of ſcolemẽ, Themperour Maximiliã calleth an aſſemblie at Auſpurg, 
r Warm. whether alſo Leo the tenthe ſendeth afterwarde his Ambaſſadour, 
kan. Thomas Caietane Cardinall. At this aſſemblie were pꝛeſent all the 
ſeuen Pꝛinces electours, ſo called bycauſe they haue the authoꝛitie to 
electe and create Themperour. They treated here of warre againſte 
the Turke: Foꝛ Solyman Emperour ofthe Turkes, hauing lately ſub 
dwed the Sultane, had conquered all Syua and Egipte . Wherloꝛe 
Che e#ty of the Cardinall made an erhoꝛtation, pꝛomyſing in his maiſters name 
the Tarkc.., thetreaſures of the churthe to be employde vpon this warre. And re⸗ 
quired herein the ayde and aſſiſtaunce of Marimiltan as defendoure 
ofthe churche. At this ſelfe ame tyme Leo the tenth created Albart 
Albert archb. 5 5. Archcbyſhop of Wentz Cardinall. And in this aſſemblie coinaundeth 
ol Mentz ma- Catetane to cõſecrate him with the ceremonies and rytes accuſtomed; 
de Cardinau. Mhiche thing being doone accoꝛdingly, Themperour leadeath home 
| the newe Cardinall from the churche,and ſendeth him pꝛeſentes, that 
is to ſaye a Pꝛincelyke horſelitter , wythe horſes , and manye ryche 
and coſtly hangynges. And the Byſhop of Rome gaue him alſo an hat 
ſet with golde, pearle, and pꝛetious Jwels, and a ſwooꝛde with a gylt 
The clute oe (kabarde.F Foꝛ the moſte part ofalthe biſhoppes in Germany be as wel 
dis Cardinal: Cillile às Eccleſiaſticall Magiſtrates:Howbeit it was thoughte that 
tip. Leo preferred him to this dignitie, to thende that the church of Rome 
myght haue a defendour in Germanp, ſuche a one as was both in no⸗ 
bilitie of birth and in authoꝛitie. alſo right famous as the lyke vnto this 
man could not be founde there. Foz beſydes that he was ofthe noble 
houſe of Bzandendarg,in that he was archebyſhop of Ment3,he was 
the chiekeſt of all the Princes electours, and as it were conſull foꝛ euer. 
And albeit that allbyſhops are bonds to the Byſhop of Rome, yet ſuch 

nzàs are made Cardinalles be muche moꝛe bonden. 

—— Maximilian being aduertiſed of the controuerſie of Luther, in the 
Leo cõterning moneth of Auguſt wꝛiteth his letters to the byſhop of Roome, ſignili⸗ 


Luther. 2d if he hath heard in what ſoꝛte Lutherhathreaſoned many = 
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ters, and pꝛeached alſo ſome thinges that ſeme to be hereticall: Ind he 
isthe moꝛe ſoꝛy for that he defendeth his doctrine ſtylly, and hath very 


many fauoꝛers ofhis opinion, emonges the whiche there be diners of 


hygheſtate, he erhoꝛteth hym thertoꝛe that he foꝛ his hyghe authoutie 
that he beareth, would abolyſhe all ſuche Jdle and vnpꝛofitable que- 
ſtiong, and inhibite all ſophiſticall contencions of woꝛdes, foꝛ ſo much 
as they that applie their ſtudy that way do not a little hurt the chꝛiſtẽ 
comon weale. Where as their intent is only, that the thing whiche 
they haue learned, ſhould bee pꝛayſed and receyued of all men, alled⸗ 


ging that in tyme paſt there was ul diligence ſhewed in appoyn- 
tingeapt pꝛeachers to the intent ya 
be eſchewed, howbeit this oꝛder by lyttle and lyttle felle into cotempt,

ſo that it is no maruell that ſuche as ſhould haue taught others, haue 
oftentimes erred thẽ ſelues: And this to be the cauſe therof, fo ſomuch 
as the auncient writers, and interpꝛetours ok holy ſcripture haue now 
a long tyme been layde a ſyde, and filled moꝛe full of lyes. It maye bee 
imputed to them alio that ſa muche contention is reyſed in theſe oure 
daies about matters of learnyng, and this laſte daungerouſe contro⸗ 


uerſie now about pardons. Certeinlythe weightines of the thinge re⸗ 


quireth a remedie betyme, leſt the diſeaſe runne to farre:fo2 in delaye is 
daunger. ndhat ſo euer he ſhall determine therin, the ſame wyll he al- 
lo we, and ſee that it ſhall take place throughout all partes otf Them⸗ 
pire. There was mencion made befoze howe Luther and Sylueſter 
voꝛoote one againſt an other. Nowe had he being in office at Rome, ſo 


aggrauated Luthers matter, that Leo cited hun tappeare at Rome, guther is ci 
and that vnder a great penaltie: After wardes the. xxiij. day of Auguſt ed co Rome. 


he wꝛpteth his letters to Caietane his Ambaſſadour in Germany, ſig⸗ 
nifivng howe he is aduertyſed that Luther holdeth certein opinions 
that be wycked and againſt the iudgement ol the churche of Roome, 
whiche is the maiſtres of faith and religion: And that he ofa fatherly 
loue deſyꝛous to repꝛeſſehis raſhenes,hath geuen in commanndement 
to Hierome byſhop of Alcula,vnto whome this thing pꝛoperly apper- 
teynethto ſomone hym to Rome, that both he might aunfwereto mat 
ters that he is charged with, and might alſo make a declaraciõ of his 
fayth. The byſhop of Aſcula executed his tommaundemẽt: But he did 
not only comme to auy amendement , but ſtubbernly perſiſtinge inhis 
hereſy, did ſet foꝛth muche mote peſtilent woꝛkes than he did befoꝛe, to 
the great grief and veration of his mynde: wherfoze let him fynde the 
meanes, that he may be bꝛought to Auſpurge, and herein requiring the 
ayde of the Emperour and Pꝛinces of Germany, ⁊ wha he is bꝛought 
thither that he be appꝛehẽded, and ſent to Rome: whertoꝛe il he repent 
of his owne accoꝛde, and deſyꝛe remiſſion ofhis offence , than let hym 
be pardoned and reſtozed to the churche , 2 is neuer — er- 
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clude a true penitent it not, let him be excommunicated, He conimaun 
deth moꝛeouer that all men ſhall obeye theſe his letters, and they that 
tall do otherwyſe, if they be eccleſiaſticall perſones, he confiſcateth all 
their goodes and pꝛomotions, and therwith taketh awapye all hope a 


- poſſibilitie to obtaine any moꝛe hereafter: Ind others that be in ciuile 


office to be depꝛiued of al honours, offices, and other commodities and 


kinally to want chꝛiſten buriall. But vnto all thoſe that ſhall dooe him 


faithfull ſeruice herein, his pleaſure is they ſhall haue eyther that com- 
mon and ful remiſſion of ſinnes, oꝛ haue alſo ſome rewarde geuen thẽ. 
And to this pꝛecept he byndeth all men (the Emperour only excepted 
but in no wyſe wylleth that any other mas fredome oꝛ pꝛiuilege ſhuld 


ThePopes be of anp foꝛce herein. The ſame day alſo he wꝛiteth to Frederick Duke 


of Saxon, who was the ſame tyme at Auſpurg, howe that emongeo⸗ 
ther oꝛnamentes of the houſe of Saronp, this was euer pꝛopꝛe vnto 
it, greatly to fanour Religion: wherkoꝛe (he ſayeth) it is not lyke, that 
any ofthat noble familie ſhould ſo farre degenerate from his elders, as 
to mayntayne any man that would impugne the ſame: not withſtan⸗ 
ding he harde dayly greuous cõplaintes of Martin Luther, who bea⸗ 
ryng him ſelfe highly on his pꝛinces fauour, and foꝛgetting both his oꝛ 
dꝛe andp2ofeſſion, doth many thinges wickedly againſt the churche, 
regarding the authoꝛitie of no ma:and albeit he doubteth not but that 
he bꝛaggeth of his Punces fauoure falſelye , yet he thought it good to 
wryte vnto him herein and to admoniſhe him, that being euer mynde⸗ 
full of his owne honour and dignitie of his aunceſtours , he myght eſ⸗ 
chewe not only the crime it lelfe, but alſo the leſt ſuſpicion of the ſame; 
fox ( he ſapeth ) he is well aſſured that he teacheth manye wicked and 
peſtilent hereſtes , whiche he and the maiſter of his palace haue dyly⸗ 
gently noted:and that ſame is verely the cauſe, why he hath cited hym 
to appere at Rome, and wꝛitten to Cardinall Catetanehis Ambaſſa- 
Dour, what he would haue furthermoꝛe donne in the matter, and fo: ſo 
muche as this is a matter of Religion, and doeth appertaine pꝛoperlye 
to the churche of Rome to examine euerye mans faythe , he requpꝛeth 
hym and neuertheleſſe chargeth and commaundeth hym that beynge 
requeſted here vnto byhis Ambaſſadour , he doe his endeuoure, and 
bꝛynge to paſſe that Luther maye bee delyuered into his cuſtodye, 
wherein he ſhall bothe dooe GOD hygh ſeruice, and alſo the thynge 
that thall be to hym ſelfe and to all hys familie ryght honourable. 
And in caſe there ſhall bee ſounde no faulte in hom. han he ſhall be 
examined at Roome, he maye retourne home ſafe and ſounde, but 
in caſe there bee ſounde Crime woꝛthie puniſhemẽt, than ſhal the duke 
whiche wold no longer ſufferſuch a peſtilẽt fellow be clere of al blame: 
And foz his own part he was of ſuch clemẽcie p neither wold he oppꝛes 
/ | | an innocent, 
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an innococent, noꝛ exclude out ot his fauour one that were willyng to 


amende. Thus ſought he all meanes poſſible to oppꝛeſſe Luther. The

ſame yeare moꝛeouer he wꝛote vnto Gabꝛiel, pꝛouinciall of Thauſtine bie venetus. 


fryers, that he ſhould ſpedely ſeke the redꝛeſſe ol Martin Luther a fri- 
er vnder his turiſdiction, who loweth newe opinions in Germany, x 
quickly to qnenche the flamme newly kyndled, leſt in pꝛoces of tyme 
takyng force and ſtrengthe it be paſte remedy and ſo ſet all on a fy2e. 
Foꝛ this diſeaſe increafcth dayly, neyther is there anythynge ſo much 


to be feared as delaye. Thertoꝛe he mutt applye this thynge with all 


— and diligence,fo2 ſo muche as he hathe authoutie 
ouer hym. 

whan Luther perceiued him ſelfe to be cited to Rome, he laboured 
muche to haue his matter heard in Germany beloꝛe ſome indifferent 
iudges, and in a place not ſubiect to iniury. But whenhe couldeby no 
meanes bꝛyng it to paſſe, the vniuerſitie of Wittenberge in their let⸗ 
ters to the byſhop of Rome, wutten the.rrv.of Septembee,gauehym 
a maruelouſe good repoꝛte both of his lyfe and learnyng. They ſape, 
howe heis cited to Rome foꝛ certain queſtions, howbeit dy reaſon of 
ſickenes and daunger of his lyfehe is notable, they beſeche hym to 
haue none other opinion of him, than of a good man. He pzopovwnded 
certen thinges to diſpute o only and not to determine, whiche his ad- 
uerſaries haue interpꝛeted in the wooꝛſe parte, and haue exaſperated p 


matter: They pꝛoteſte, howe they wyll admitte nothinge againſt the 


churche,and being requeſted of Luther, they toulde not but gene hym 
this teſtimony, to the whiche they beſeche him to gene credit. with

thele letters they ſende others alſo to Charles Meltice a Germaine, 


and Chamberlaine to byſhop Leo, vnto whome they declare how Ln 
ther without any of his deſertes was bꝛought into great hatred with 
the byſhop, in ſo muche as being cited to Rome, he could not pet fynde 
ſo muche fauourthat his cauſe might be herde in Germany. They ſaye 
howe they be ſo affected not only toward religion, but alſo towardes 
the holy churcheof Rome, that in caſe there were any cryme 02 wicked 


errour in Luther, they would not beare with him, but he is a man of 
ſuche learnyng and honeſtie of lyfe, and hath ſo well deſerued ofthem e 


ofthe whole vniuerſitie, that they can not faile him in this caſe. Nep- 
ther would Duke Frederick being fo faithful and wittie a Pꝛince, vn 
leſſe he iudged him to be an honeſt ma, ſuffer him ſo long vnpunyſhed. 
wherfoze they require him, that thꝛough the fauour and eſtunaeion » 
he hath with the byſhop . he would bꝛyng to paſſe, that ome indifferẽt 
iudges might be appointed him not at Rome, bnt in Germany: And 
they doubte not but that he will declare him ſelfe lyke a Chꝛiſten man 
and a good diuine, a that he hath not raſhely oꝛ without cauſe fought 


the occaſion ot ſtrife. Ind this they require him the mote earneſtly fox 
| ſomuche 
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ſo muche as they haue conceiued a greater hope ofhim,that he whiche 
is a Germain him ſelfe wil naturally foꝛ the coũtrie ſake, in ſo honeſt a 
matter, be helpfull to an other Germaine that is in a maner oppꝛeſſed 
and in daunger of his lyfe. Beſydes this interceſſion of his frendes, 
Luther is ca PUKE Fredericke deuiſed ſo with the Cardinall at Auſpurge that Lu- 
ed to ducputg ther ſhould not nede to trauayle to Rome, but ſhould come and pleed 
his cauſe befoze Catetane there. ndho comming thether in the begyn- 
nyng of October, remapned there the dayes beloꝛe he ſpake with the 
Cardinall. Fo: after Duke Friderick was gone homewarde , he was 
aduiſed by his frendes not to come in the Cardinalles ſyght befoze the 
Emperour Maximilian had graunted him a laufe conduicte, whiche 
nbtayned, he was gently receyued of the Cardinal, who ſayd, that he 
would not contende with him in diſputacion , but frendly appeaſe the 
controuerſy. And accozding to the Byſhops of Roomes commaunde⸗ 
mente he pꝛopoundeth two thinges: firſt that he ſhould come to amẽ⸗ 
dement, and reuoke ſuche errours as he had publiſhed : ſecondlye that 
from hencefozth he abſtayne from ſuche wꝛytinges as diſturbe the tri 
His conterens Alllllitie of the churche : Hereunto doeth Luther make aunſwer , that 
wich Larde: he is pꝛiuie to no errour, but ifhehath erred in any thyng, he deſyzeth 
nal Caittane. it maye be ſhewed him wherein: There the Cardinall chargeth hym 
that he affirmeth in his queſtions, howe the merites ol oure ſauioure 
a Chiiſte,conſiſte not in the treaſures of pardons, whiche ſentence (ſaith 
he ) is againſt thedecree of Clemẽt the ſyrte: Moꝛeouer that vnto thoſe 
that come to receiue the Sacramet,faith ſhould be neceſſary , wherby 
they myght be aſſured that their ſynnes were foꝛgeuen, neyther is this 
true(ſayeth the Cardinal. Luther aunſwered, how he had read that 
decreeofthe Byſhop a ſheyed what his mynde is touching the ſame, 
and where as mention ade of Thomas of Aquine, he affirmeth 
19 that the authoꝛitie of Scripture is to bepꝛeferred farre aboue hym: 
Ji} Than the Cardinall extollmgthe Byſhop of Romes authoꝛitie, pꝛefer⸗ 
1 reth him aboue all Scriptures and counſelles, recitvng howe the coũ⸗ 
1 ſell whiche had determined the contrary was abzogated , he condem⸗ 
neth alſo Gerſon of Paris,andthe fauourersof his opinion. Contrari⸗ 
wyle Luther demeth the authoꝛitie ofthe byſhop to be abouethe coũ⸗ 
ſell,alledgingemonges others the diuines of Paris to be ofhis opinito, 
After long diſputacion, where as they could not agree, Luther aſketh 
ſome deliberation: The next day he retourneth. And in the pꝛeſence of 
the Secretary and certainother witneſſes, and foure allo ofthe Em- 
— counſell, he pꝛoteſteth that he beareth all dew reuerence to the 
ly churche ol Rome: And if he haue ſpoken any thyng againſt the ſa⸗ 
me, he wyll not haue it ratified : Ho wbeit foꝛ as much as he is admoni⸗ 


henceloꝛth, he ſuppoſeth that he hath ſpoken nothing that ſwaructh ci- 
| ther from 
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ther from holy Scripture, oꝛthe opinions ofthe auncient fathers, the 
decrees ofthe byſhoppes, oꝛ alſo from ryght reaſon. Pet will he not de 
nye but that he may erre and be diſcciued, fo2 ſo may euery man: And 
thertoꝛe he committeth the hearing to the lawfull and holy churche,re- 
ferryng the whole matter to the iudgement ofthe ſame: And not that 
only, but he wil alſo rendꝛe a reaſon of his doctrine in any place: If this 
may not ſuffiſe, he wil make aunlwere in wꝛyting to ſuch argumentes 
as may be bꝛought againſt him, and will not refuſe to ſtande in iudge⸗ 
ment herein ofthe vniuerſities of Germany and Paris. The Cardinal 
charged him againe, as he had donethe daye befoꝛe, with the decree of 
Clement, as though it made muche foꝛ him: In fine he permitteth hym 
to deliuer vp a wꝛyting, theffect wherol was this. hat time he ſet vp 
his queſtions, and after wꝛote an expoſition of the ſame nt had red the 
decree of Clement befoꝛe, but his mynde was not there with ſatiſfied: 
Fo: although it be eſtabliſhed that the decrees of the Byſhopof Rome 
ſhould beaſwell receiued as the voyce of Peter the Apoſtle: Net ought 
this ſo to be taken, in as muche as thei be tonſonaunt to holy ſcripture, 
and agreable to the decrees of the auncient fathers. There is no doubt 
but the voyce ol Peter is ſacred and holy, yet was he ſooꝛe rebuked of 
Paule, neyther couldehis doctrine be receiued tofoze the conſente of 
the Churche ( whiche was than at Hieruſalem) hadde eſtablyſhed it: 
The woꝛdes of all men may be hearde , but all thinges muſt be refer- 
red to the woꝛdes of Chꝛiſt, who only can not be diſceaued: That de⸗ 
trees is againſt ſondꝛye places of Scripture , and that was the cauſe 
whiche he at that tyme bzought in the ſame queſtion, and afterwarde 
was not affraied to make an erpoſitton to the ſame. Euer ſynce that 
tyme he was fully reſolued to ſtire vp no further diſputation concer- 
nyng that matter, but rather to heare the opinion of others: but now, 
albeit he had leuer be inſtructed of others, eſpecially of the Byſhop of 
Roome. Net fo2 as muche as he is conſtrained of neceſſitie to defende 
his owne, he wyl pꝛoue and do the beſt he can to make the ſame decree 
and his queſtions to atcoꝛde. han he had made this pꝛeface befoꝛe 
him, he goeth to the matter if ſelfe, and by a certain expoſitid made, ſhe⸗ 
weth howe that decree maketh foꝛ his purpoſe, but yet ſo as he would 
neither that the Bilhoppes authoꝛitie, noꝛ his owne eſtimation ſhould 
be therby infringed. Alter this he commeth to the ſeconde parte of hys 
accuſation, and altedging foꝛ his purpoſe, many places of Scripture, 
declareth playnly, howe it is faith that maketh vs iuſt befoꝛe GOD. 
W herfoꝛe he deſp2eth him to deale fauourably with him, e ſhewe hym 
his errour. For the foꝛce of thinges whiche he had alledged out of the 
leriptures, was ſo muche, that he beleueth them to be ſufficiently groũ⸗ 
ded vpon their owne truthe, whiche he can not foꝛſake, foꝛ ſo much as 
we ought rather to obey God then mẽ. And thertoꝛe he req _ that 
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may be releaſed of the harde burthen ofrecantynge, foꝛ he came not in 
to this contencion vpon any arrogancie oꝛdeſpꝛe of vayn gloꝛie: Pea 
he would wylhe foꝛ nothing moꝛe than that the truthe might be ope- 
ned, and that any man els myght bꝛyng that were mooꝛe learned and 
godly:herol he beſeched him,y he may not be cõpelled to hurt his own 
conſciente. The Cardinall receiued this wꝛyting offered vnto him by 
Luther, and whan he had red it, eſtemed it lyghtly: yet he pꝛomyſed to 
ſende it to the Byſhop of Rome. Than he vꝛged him muche to recant, 
Ind vnleſſe he ſo doe, he thꝛeateneth him with the puniſhment appoin 


and vnleſſe he amende his maners, to come no moꝛe in his pꝛeſence. 


ted already by the ndehomanes commaundeth him out of his light 


After this thzeatening, which 


wꝛote vnto han 


as the.xvij. day of Octobꝛe, Luther 
gentle letters ful of good wil and dutie. Foꝛ Caietane 


after he had thus chidden Luther, a ſent him away, wꝛought ſecretly 
with John Stupice Pꝛouincial of the Auguſtine freers, that he ſhuld 


induce him to recant ofhis own accoꝛde. herfoꝛe Luther in the ſame 


letters maketh mention what Stupice did with him:verely omitting 
nothing that becõmeth a faithfull and frendly man to dooe: he geueth 
him thankes foꝛ his beneuoleuce towardes him whiche he perceiueth 
well bythe talke of Stupicious, wherby doubtles he was much com⸗ 
foꝛted, ſo that nowe he would gratifie no man mote rather than hym: 
he graunteth that he was oner quicke, and had to little regarde to the 
Byſhop of Rome his authoꝛitie: Howe be it the ſame is to be imputed 
to the impoꝛtunitie ofthe Collectours: he deſp2cth to be foꝛgeuen this 
fault, and pꝛomyſeth to be moꝛe modeſte hereafter, and affirmeth alſo 
that he wyll in his ſermons ſatiſfie the Byſhopsrequeſt And as cõcer⸗ 
ning indulgences he wil ſpeake no moꝛe therol, ſo that his aduerſaries 
maybe lykewyſe commaunded to ſilence. How beit to reuoke his ſen⸗ 
tence already taught and defended. he can not with a ſafe conſcience, 
tyll ſuche tyme as by the teſtimonies of holy ſcripture he be codemned 
of errour. He therfoꝛe requyꝛeth that the hearing of the matter may be 
referred to the Byſhop of Rome: foꝛ there is nothing can dooe hym 
moꝛe pleaſure than to heare the voyce of the churche . han the Car⸗ 
dinall would make none aunſwere to theſe letters, and had manaſed 
him in woꝛdes, thꝛough the counſell of his frendes, he departed thence 


— appe⸗ two dayes after leauing behind him an Appellation to be openlye ſet 


vp about the tyme o his departure. And oz euer he went, he wꝛote a- 
gavne to the Cardinall:that he hath done what he was able, howe he 
came on foote being ſickly a longe tournaye to Auſpurg , to the intent 
he might declare his dutie towardes the Byſhop of Rome: And nowe 
hauing litte monpe left, and being lothe to be longer chargeable to the 
houſe of the white freres (his hoſt) he is dꝛyuen to retourne, and the ra 


ther ſoꝛ that he can not abyde his ſight, and hath foꝛboden him h 


is pꝛe⸗ 
ſence. 
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ſens. wherefote all his freindes in a maner had counſailed him, to ap⸗ 
eale from himto the Biſhoppe him ſelfe, whiche he woulde not haue 
bone but by the aduiſe of his freindes, And chilely becauſe that he ſup- 
poſeth that Duke Friderick had alſo rather that ſome appellatid were 
made, than that any thinge ſhould be raſhely oꝛ vnaduiſedly reuoked. 
The appellation was made muche after this ſoꝛt. How that ſame que⸗ 
ſtion touching Jndulgences,hath bene diuerſely handted of many, but 
neuer thꝛoughly determined: And that in ſuche doubtefull queſtions, it 
hath bene alwayes lawlull, namely foꝛ Diliines, to reaſon:which thing 
alſo he did at the ſelfe ſame time, vohan certein clamorous Pardoners, 
did not onely wute and teache raſhely and vncircumſpectlye, but alſo 
polled the people exceadingly, and yet did he this not to affirme anye 
thinge, but to trie out the trueth: he committed alſo the whole contro⸗ 
uerſte to the iudgemente of learned men, and euen to the Biſhoppe of 
Nome, but his Pardonars haue inuented luchſclaunders againſt him, 
and haue complapned ſo ſoꝛe to the Byſhoppe, and bꝛought the matter 
to ſuche paſſe at the laſt, that the matter was committed to the Biſhop 
of Aſcula x SylueſterPrierias:by who he was cited to Rome: but fox 
ſo much as both theſe wer ſuſpected, the one ofthe alſo vnfit to be indge 
in ſuch a matter: Moꝛeouer, if he ſhold haue gone to Rome no mã dou⸗ 
ted but he ſhold haue ben in great daũger ol his lit: Ind laſt foꝛ that he 
was cõmaũded by his pꝛince to remain at home:fo2theſe cauſes, x alſo 
fo: ſuch feare as may come vpõ the moſt cõſtant mi liuing, he had deſp⸗ 


red duke Friderick, to bring to paſſe, ö thehearyng of the matter might 


be referred to ſome ſkilful and fitte men in Germany, in a place not ſul⸗ 
pected, noꝛ ſubiect to iniurie. M hertoꝛe the Biſhop of Rome hath com- 
mitted ÿͤ whole matter to his Imbaſſado2 Cardinal Caietane, whiche 
d oubtles was done at the inſtannce of his aduerſaries, whiche knewe 
alreadye the monde and wyll of the Cardinall. And all thoughe he 
myghte / not wythoute iuſte cauſe) be ſuſpected: yet dyd he obey, but 
the Cardinall by and by at the fyꝛſte metynge commaunded him, to 
reuoke hig woꝛkes: whereunto he aunſwered, that he woulde iuſtifpe 
that, that he had done, eyther in pꝛeſent diſputation, oꝛ by wꝛitinge. 
And pet would ſubmit the whole matter not onely to the vntuerſities, 
but alſo to the iudgement ol the churche of Rome: But he, with al theſe 
thynges beynge nothing ſatiſfied , commaunded him ſtylt to recante. 
And where he coulde not bzinge onthe ſame he thꝛeatened with gre- 
uous puniſhment bothe him and others alſo, that were of his opinion. 
Therfoꝛe whereas he findeth him ſcife ſoꝛe greued with ſuche premdi- 
ces, he doeth appeale from the Byſhoppe of Rome not well infourmed 
iuthis matter, to the Biſhop p ſhalbe better inſtructed in the ſame. And 
this he pꝛoteſteth openlye. Furthermore that lame decree of Clement 
is to be found? in that parte of the Cannon lawe, that is called extra⸗ 
C.j. uagaumt. 


M. D. xviij. T he firſt booke 
uagaunte.There Clemente appoynteth the pere of Jubile, which Bo- 


ye wer nilãte the eight had oꝛdained euery hundꝛeth peare, to be no we euerye 
wpꝛing ol Nar⸗ fiftithe peare, and ſpeakinge of the benefite ol our ſautoure Chulſte,he 


dong, 


ſayeth, howe that one dꝛoppe of Chꝛiſtes bloud had bene ſufficientto 
Hane redemed all man kynde, wherefoze the ouerplus he hathe left as 
a treaſure wyth Peter and his ſucceſſours to dyſpoſe and diſtribute 
vpon penitente perſonnes that conteſſe theyꝛ ſynnes lyke good Ste⸗ 
wardes , and ſo to releue them from Tempozall puniſſhemente dewe 
vnto them foꝛ theyꝛ ſynnes. Moꝛeouer and beſpde, the merittes ol 


the Uirgin Marie, and of all Sainctes , belonge vnto thys place, 


(ſaieth he ) ſothat the matter and po wer of remyttynge ſynnes is vn⸗ 
meaſurable. n heretoꝛe vpon this decree Caietaine groundeth the au⸗ 
thoꝛitie ofpardons. But Luther ſayth howe that there was nothyng 
committed to Peter and hys ſucceſſours beſydes the keyes and mini⸗ 
ſtration ofthe wozde, wherein Chꝛiſt commaundeth that thꝛough the 
truſt in him the remiſſiõ of linnes ſhold be ſhewed to the beleuers: And 


this to be the true ſence a meanyng of Scripture. And if the decree of 
Clemont meane thus, he can be content:otherwiſe he can not alow the 


ſame. And that whiche is ſpoken moꝛeouer ol the merites ol Saintes, 
is wholy agaynſt the holy Scriptures. Foꝛ men what ſoeuer they be 
can not onely not do moꝛe than they oughte , but alſo not ſo muche as 
they are bounden, neither are they ſaued by their owone merites, but by 
the ſole and mere mercy of God:foz all men muſt pꝛay dayly, that God 
the father will foꝛgeue vs our offences, and that he ſtand not in iudge⸗ 
ment agaynſt vs leſt we be damned. Touchynge that whiche the Car⸗ 
dinall inferreth foꝛ the authoꝛitie ofthe Byſhoppe of Rome, thus ſtan⸗ 
deth the caſe. It was enacted in the fourth and fiſte ſpttyng ofthe coũ⸗ 


Toe pape vn⸗ {ell of Conſtaunce, that the Biſhop ol Rome him ſelfe ſhould obey the 
der the Coun. detrees ol the Synode. The ſame was afterwarde eſtabliſhed and re⸗ 


peted in the ſeuententh and eyghtenth ſyttting of the CounſelofBaſil. 
But wheras Eugenius the fourth would not come to the Counſell at 
Baſill, although he were oftentimes warned and cited thither, he pꝛo⸗ 
nounced the ſame to be fruſtrate, and called an other at Farrare, whi- 
ther came John Paleologe the laſt Emperour of Grece ſaue one, and 
with him Joſippe the Patriarche of Conſtantmople, and a numbꝛe of 
Biſhoppes in the yeare of our Loꝛd M. CCC C. xxxvij. And from Far⸗ 
rare they remoued to Flozence where as by the conſent of the Grekes, 


_ tt wasdecreed amonges other thi that thechurch ofRome ſhould 


haue the ſuptemacie,xy the bihopof Rome was the ſucceſſoꝛ ofPeter, 
the pꝛince ofthapoſtels,z the trew vicar of Chꝛiſt, the head of p whole 
church p father,x docto?®f alchaiſtiis,s that to him was cõmitted by 
Chiſtthe ful power to fede# gouerne the church —— 

ecree 
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decree whereby Catetanus woulde pꝛeferre the Biſhoppe ol Rome be: 
foze,and aboue all generall Counſels,Foz ſyre yeares befoze, whan he 
was yet no Cardinall but maiſter of the blacke Frieres, he made an 
Ozation in the ſeconde ſyttynge ofthe CounſellLaterane, wherof we 
ſhall ſpeake hereafter, and inueiyng muche agaynſte certeyne Cardi⸗ 
nalles that had foꝛſaken the Biſhop of Rome, he taunteth by the waie 
the Counſelles of Coſtauntʒ and Baſil, foꝛ that the fathers at the ſame 
tune toke to them ſelues aucthoꝛitie ouer the Byſhoppes. Wherefoꝛe 
(faiethhe,it was weldoneofEugemus, that he ſuppreſſed that factio, 
and ſuffered not his aucthoutie to be diminiſhed. This oꝛation didJu- 
us the ſeconde ( in whoſe fauoure theſe thynges were ſpoken ) com- 


maunde to be recoꝛded. And Catetane was made Cardinall by Leo Gerfon of 
the tenth. Gerſon of whom we ſpake,was a Diuine of Paris right fa- . 


mouſe,and wꝛote diners woꝛckes: he was pꝛeſente at the Counſelt ok 
Conſtaus, and in bookes written he commendeth hyghely the decree 
whereby it is agreed that the Byſhoppe of Rome ſhonid be ſubiecte to 
the Counſell. And ſapeth how the thing is woꝛthie to be wꝛitten in all 
Churches and publike places, fo2 a perpetuall memoꝛpe. For he ſaieth 
they be peſtilent Flatterers whtche bꝛynge thys Tyꝛranny into the 
Churche,asthoughe the Biſhoppe of Rome ought neither to obeythe 
Counſel, noꝛ be iudged by the ſame, as though the Counſell ſhould take 
all his fozce and aucthoꝛitie of him, as thoughe it coulde not be called, 
but at his pleaſure, as though he were bounden to the obſeruation of 
no lawes, noꝛ none accompt myght be taken of his —— teinly 
theſe monſtruous ſayinges muſte be vtterly retected which are againſt 
all lawes equitie and reaſon. Foꝛ all the aucthogitie ofthe Churche de⸗ 
pendeth of the generall counſell, and it is lawefull to appeale from the 
pope vnto it:and thoſe which inquire whether the Byſhop of Rome oz 
the Churche be greater,make as wiſe a queſtion as if they ſhould aſke 
whether the part be moꝛe, oꝛ the whole, for it aperteineth to the couſel, 
toconſtitute, to tudge , and to depoſe the Byſhop of Rome, as lately it 


was declared at Conſtaunce, foꝛ where as ſome ſemed to doubte in Pope John 
the matter, and attributed ouermuche to the Byſhoppe, this queſtion ted. 


was there determined, befoꝛe John the thꝛee and twentith was depo⸗ 
ſed from his Seate.Theſe and many other thinges wꝛiteth Gerſon to 
to the ſame effecte. And theretoꝛe is he nowe reiected of Caietane. 
He died in the pere of oure Loꝛde. M. CC CC. xxix. And the vniuerſitie 
of Paris holdeth the ſame opinid, and includeth the vumeſurable vſur⸗ 
pation of the Romiſhe Bylhoppes,as it were wyth in theſe boundes: 
and but a fewe monthes befoze that Luther wꝛote of Jndulgences, 
the ſame Uninerſite appealed from Leo the tenthe fozabolyſhyng ofa 
law whych was very pꝛofitable foꝛ ſtudentes in Fraunce, and opened 
the waye to pꝛomotion. : 

| C. ii. After 
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Alter Luthers departure from Aſpurge, the Cardinal wꝛiteth let⸗ 
ters to p Duke of Saronie the fiue ⁊ twentye daye of October, ſigni⸗ 
fiynge how Luther in dede came to Auſpurge , but ſpake not with him 
till he had obteined themperours ſafeconduit He marueileth greatlye 
that ſo little credit is geuen to him. After much treaty aboute the mat⸗ 
ter. he. of a certaine fatherly loue admoniſhed Luther to amende. And 
albert he wared moꝛe ſtubberne, pet did he demle with Stupice and 
others, a waye of reconcilemente : And that in ſuche toꝛte, as ney- 
ther the Churche of Rome ſhoulde loſe her dignitie, noꝛ he his eſtima⸗ 
tion. And wheras there was a good foundation of this thing already 
laid, they went pꝛeuely away, firſt Stupice and after Luther, whiche 
chaunced muche contrary to his expect ation. Luther pꝛetendeth that 
he treateth ol theſe matters onlye by the waye of reaſonynge and o 
diſputation, but in his ſermons to the people he affirmeth all thynges 
whiche mape in no wiſe bee permitted: koꝛ ſo muche as hys Doctrine 
bothe ſwarueth from the churche of Rome, and is alſo verye parnt- 
cious:as it is certainlye to be pꝛoued. uSherefoze he dothe admonilhe 
him to regarde his owne honour;and his conſcience, and either to ſed 
Luther to Rome, oꝛ els to baniſhe him his countrye. Foꝛ it can not be 
that ſo peſtilent a thinge ſhoulde longe continue: neyther is there anye 
doubt but they wil pꝛocede in iudgement againſte him at Rome, and 
that he hath accoꝛdinge to his duetie ſignified to the biſhop the whole 
matter and the clokynge ol the ſame. He pꝛayeth hym therefoꝛe to 
geue no credit vnto ſuche as commended Luthers doinges, neither to 
ſuffer ſo greate an euill to ſpot and blemiſhe that noble houſe of Saro- 
nie, like as he had oftentimes pꝛomiſed. To the whiche Epiſtle erhibt- 
ted the ninetene dayeof Rouembꝛe, Duke Fredericke maketh aun- 

ſwere the eighte daye ol Decembꝛe, that he pꝛomiſed to ſende Luther 
to Auſpurge, whiche beinge perfourmed , they can require no moꝛe 
of him, And that he pꝛomiſed him likewiſe,to let him frendly departe. 
And nowe that he woulde dꝛyue hym to recante befoꝛe hys matter 
were hearde, he can not a lyttle maruell . Foꝛ there were dyuerſe 
well learned men aſwell in other partes as in his Countrye , whyche 
dyd not condempne his Doctrine: Ind ſuche as were hys aduerſa⸗ 
ries, were blyneded wyth Auarice, and coꝛrupted wyth filthye lu⸗ 


cre:but in caſe hys erroure hadde bene detected, than woulde he 


che ſeeketh bothe the gloꝛye of God, and the ſafetye of hys own e con⸗ 
ſcience, haue done all readye herein the duetye of a Chuſten Pꝛynce. 
And therefoꝛe where he wꝛyteth that pꝛoteſſe ſhall paſſe againſte the 
ſayde Luther at Rome, that is beyonde all hys expectation : Ind 
when he deſyꝛeth moꝛeouer, that eyther he ſhoulde be ſente to Rome 
02 elles into ertle, it is not lawfull foꝛ hym ſo to do: Firſte, becauſe he 
is not as yet detected of Hereſpe. Secondely,foz becauſe that the 
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ſhoulde be a greate loſſe to the Untuerſitie of noittemberge , whiche 
he had lately founded, whereof Luther was a certeine lyghte, and an 
oꝛnament. Unto whome he ſent his letters, that he myght reade them. 
And he offereth him ſelle (as befoze ) to be readye to diſpute the mat⸗ 
ter in anye indifferente place, and to be iudged by anye indifferente 
hearers, oꝛ elles to aunſwere the matter in wzytynge: Whiche re⸗ 
queſt, becauſe it is reaſonable, and foꝛ fo muche as he wyll defende 
none errour wyllyngly, he thynketh it meete to be graunted him, that 
at the length it maye appeare, wherefoꝛe he ſhoulde be accompted an 
Heretike, and what he him ſelle myghte chiellye folo we. Foꝛ lyke as he 
wyll maynteine no errour willyngly, and as he woulde be verye lothe 
to ſwarue fromthe Churchof Rome:euen ſo can he not condemne him 
foꝛ an Heretike tofoꝛe he be detected of errour. Howe Luther whohad 
ſene the Cardinales letters, (as befoꝛe is ſayed ) wꝛote againe to hys 
Pꝛince immediatſye that where as he wente not to Caietaine befoze 


he had obtayned the Emperours ſaufeconduit, it was done by the ad⸗ 
uiſe ofhis freindes: And that the Cardinall would haue had him to re⸗ 


cante ſuche thynges as he had wꝛytten touchynge Pardons' and 
faythe to be neceſſaryein the Sacramentes: ſoꝛ the fyzſte he dyd not 
muche paſſe: but to denye the other, wherein conſiſteth the cffecte of 
our ſaluatiõ, he might in no wile cõſẽt: After he declareth what places 
of ſcripture the Papiſtes do depzaue and wꝛaſte into a wꝛonge ſenſe: 
he reciteth alſo what was done euery day, and howe at the length the 
Cardinall began to thꝛeaten him:vndoubtediyhe wiſheth ſoꝛ nothing 
moꝛe, than that it might be ſhewed him wherein he erreth. But in caſe 

they at Rome ſhall refuſe to take ſo muche paine ſoꝛ ſo pooꝛe a man as 
he is, at the leaſt wife let them wꝛite hereof to the Duke him ſelfe oꝛ to 


Themperoꝛ, oꝛ to ſome great Biſhoppe of Germanpe:oꝛ elles appoynt 


ſomwhere a free diſputation:whiche thinges all they haue denyed him 
hitherto. And ik they will thus perſeuer, than is it eaſye to be tudged, 
whether the faulte be in him: oꝛ in them. And where they erhoꝛte him 
to crueltie, he oughte not to be perſwaded by their woozdes. Foz they 
that will ſemeto note errours, might muche moꝛe eaſely ſende them in 
wutyng into Germanp, thã he to his great charges and pzeſent daun- 
ger of his life, trauaile to Rome, there to vnderſtande his errours. Fi⸗ 
nally wheras he boaſteth, that iudgement ſhall paſſe againſte him at 
Rome, vnleſſe he eyther come thither oꝛ be extled, he refuſeth not tobe 
an exile:although he knoweth full well that he can be in no place ſafe, 
hauynge ſo many aduerſaries liynge in waite foꝛ hym: Mozeouer it 
ſhould be great griefe vnto him, that any man ſhoulde foꝛ his ſake in⸗ 
curreany daunger. udherefoze leſt they ſhould attempte any thing, he 
will departe out ofthe limittes of the whole — whither Qt

mape be ſhewed him, and lubmitteth himſelfe to the holy Churche ot 


Rome: They beſeche him, that he will ſee to it, that they do him no o- |? 
pen wꝛonge, but ſhewe him ikhe be in erroure, the way, oute of holye 1 
Scripture. He him ſelfe hopeth well in the gentleneſſe of Biſhop Leo, | 
but he feareth leſt his aduerſaries ſo flatter him, that they will abuſe 
him and the name of the Churche. Foꝛ albeit the Duke did not accom⸗ 
pliſhe the Papiſtes requeſtes, but ſemed rather todefende Luther , as - 
tokozeit maye appeare:yet had he neuer read any ofhys woozkesnoz M7 
as yethearde him pꝛeache, as he him ſelfe witneſſeth in letters wut- es 
ten at Juſpurge toRaphell Riarea Cardinall, who foꝛ olde acquain= 7 
taunce had frindely admoniſhed him, that he ſhold not take vpon him 8 
the defence ol Luther. Whileſt thele thinges were in doinge, Leo, fe- 

New pardõs ringe ſome alteration, eſtabliſſheth his Jndulgences with a newedes? 
cree, ſavinge that this is the doctrine ol the Romatne Churche, which 
is the maiſtres of all others, that the Biſhoppe ol Rome, the Surceſ⸗ 
ſour of Peter, and Chꝛiſtes Uicare, hath authoꝛitie to graunte this ſo 
great a benefite,in ſuche ſoꝛte as they ſhall pꝛofit, not onely the quicke, 

but alſo the deade mPurgatoze.And this doctrine muſte all men re⸗ 
ceyue and beleue, vnleſſe they will be ſequeſtred from the Felowſhippe 
of holy churche . This decree he ſent to Caietane, that it mighte be pu⸗ 
bliſhed vnto all men: who folo His commaundement, publiſſhed 
the thinge at Lintz atowne in Aultriche by the Riuer of Danubye oꝛ 
Tono ware, and in decembꝛe ſendeth out copies to the Byſhoppes of 
German, commaunding them in Leo his name, vnder a great penal- 
tie that they ſhould immediatly ſet it foozth enery man in his Dioces, 
and commaunded it to be reuerentiy kept and obſerued. But Luther 

Luther appis perceiuing by the Cardinals letters, that ſentence ſhoulde be geuen a- 5 

pope to the gainſt him at Rome, putteth vp an newe appellation the. xxviij. day of 1985 

Lounſell, NQouembꝛe, wherin was conteined that he would not diminiſhe thau- 9 
thoꝛitie of the Biſhoppes of Rome, thinking rightly muche leſſe diſſent 1 
from the Churche:notwithſtandyng foꝛſo muche as the Byſhoppeis EE 
in theſame ſtate that other moꝛtall men be in, it maye be that he maye 5 
erre and offende, neither ought this to be attributed vnto him, that he E 

alone cannot erre noꝛ be diſteiued. Ye pꝛoueth this by the exemple of | 


Peter, who, foꝛ that he erred in ſounde doctrine, was ſharpely x *

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tye rebuked of S. aule: But and if the aucthoutie and riches of the 
Biſhoppe of Rome be ſo great, that he may commaunde and do what 
he liſte, and careth foꝛ no man, than ſuche as thinke they haue wꝛonge 
at his hande, haue onely one remedie lefte them, that is to appeale. At 
ter he retiteth howe he was infozſed thwoughe the ouer muche aſperi⸗ 
tie of Cardinall Caietane, to appeale to the Biſhop of Rome, in whoſe 
humanitie he had thought to haue founde ſome fauoure, foꝛ aſmuch as 


both he offered moſt reaſonable cõditions and pꝛomiſed to do al thin 


ges(the errour beyng taken away.) But nowe ſins that this Appella⸗ 
tion is condemned, the offers diſpiſed, lookynge fo2 no moꝛe helpe noꝛ 
health at the Biſhoppes hande, as he might learne by the Cardinalles 
letters wꝛitten to the Duke of Saxonie, beynge bꝛoughte thoꝛow ex⸗ 
treme neceſſitte , he appealeth from the Biſhoppe of Rome to the nerte 
general Coũſell, which by al meanes ought to be p2eferred before him. 

After this the Biſhop of Rome ſendeth Charles Metice his Cham-

berlaine into Germanye, to pꝛeſente Duke Fridericke with a golden den Roſe to 


Rooſe, which the Biſhoppe yearely is wonte to conſecrate, with many 
Ceremonies, and great pompe and ſolemnitie. And after as a token of 
ſingular freindſhip to geue it vnto ſome mã. He wꝛot alſo to Degenart 
Pyeſfinger a noble man ofthe Dukes counſell,pzaiyng him alſo that 
he woulde further his ſuite to the Duke his maiſter,that Luther the 
childe of Sathan ) might be pimiſhed, that the noble houſe of Saronie 
might not thoꝛowe him be blemiſhed. And to the ſame effecte alſo he 
wrote to Geoꝛge Spalatine, whom the better to perl wade, he ſaid he 
was wholy geuen toplucke vp euillwedes out of Chaiſtes felde. And 
after the ſame ſoꝛte, w2ote his vice Chauncelour alſo to degenart, deſp⸗ 
ring him to moue Duke Fridericke to the imitation ol his aunceſtozs, 
that he commit nothing vnwoꝛthy their famoule memory. 

hã Meltice was come into Saxonie, and had erhibited his Roſe, 
he folo wedhis ſuite right ſtoutly. nhiche thynge once knowen , Lu⸗ 
ther the thirde day of Marche wuteth to the Biſhop ol Nome letters 
fall of ſubmiſſion, wherin he declareth howe greuoufly he is complai⸗ 
ned vpon vnto the Duke, whoſe diſpleaſure is no ſmal griefvntohim: 
beſydes that he is ſtil called vpon to recate,whichifit might be foꝛ the 
honoure and dignitie ofthe Churche of Rome, he will not refuſe: But 
lince that in Germany therbe many wittie ⁊ wel lerned men, that are 
hable to tudge of the controuerſie,it ſhould be rather ablotte and hin- 
deraunce to the Churche of Rome, than anye furtheraunce oꝛ dignitie,

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fo he hath done no iniurie therunto. But thoſe Collectours and Par- 


doners who fo couetouſnes vttered ſhamefull thynges to thepeople, 
haue complained, and accuſed him without deſerte,fozhe beareth ſich 
anaffection towardes him, and the Churche ol Rome, that he will at- 
temptnothinge againſte it: And the power thereof w fo oe 
ij. U 
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chi onely excepted, there is nothinge in this woꝛlde moxe excellent: 
He beſecheth him, not to credite his enemies: And of Pardons he wyll 
make no further mention, ſo that hys aduerſaries maye be lykewyſe 
commaunded to kepe ſilence:He wyll alſo admoniſhe the people in his 
Sermons, to thinke well ofthe Churche of Rome, that they do not 
aſcribe vnto it the auarice ofothers,no: yet folowe his example, who, 
thozowe the Jmpudencie of his aduerſaries was enfoꝛced to treate 
it vnreuerently:bꝛiefely to do all thinges foz a quietnes, ſo that no er⸗ 
rour oz falſe parſwaſion remayne in the mindes of men. 
Daunen  Befoze Meltitius came into Germany, Themperour Maximilian 
was departed out of this life in Auſtriche, the vy.daye of Fanuarye. 
That time wer Pꝛinces Electours, Albert of Mentz, Herman of Col⸗ 
lon, Rycharde of Treuers, Archebyſhoppes: Lewes the Palſegrane, 
Fridericke duke of Saxronie, Joachin Marques of Bꝛandenburge: 
the kingdome of Boheme had Lewes kinge of Hungry. Theſe beynge 
called to an aſſemblie by the Archebyſhop ol Mentz after the cuſtome 
of the Empire, in the month of June, mette at Franckefourt,a towne 
by the Kyner of Moene, all except the kinge of Boheme, who ſent thi- 
ther his depute Ladillaus Sterneberge. The Archebyſhop of Mentz 
beginneth an oꝛatiõ, who ſpeakyng much of the weightie impoꝛtaunce 
of the thing, exhoꝛteth them vnto concoꝛd, declaryng by many exãples, 
what an heape of euilles the diſſention ol the Punces Electours had 
bꝛought into Germany within their fathers memozye : And that they 
ſhould nowe be all of one mynde and conſent, it is ſo muche the moꝛe 
requiſite,fo2 that the greater daunger hãgeth ouer them by the Turke 
and others, which ſeke the ſpoyle of Germanye. Two did aſpire to the 
dignitie of thempire, Charles Archeduke of Juſtriche who had thꝛee 
yeres befoꝛe ſucceded Ferdinando kinge of Spaine, his graundfather 
on his mothers ſide; And Fraunces the Frenche kynge, whiche foure 
yearespaſt had vanquiſſhed the Heluetians at Marignane , and poſ- 
ſeſſed the Dukedome of Millan. And the kynge of Spaines Ambaſ- 
fadoures were comen alreadye to Mentz, whiche is fpue miles from 
Franckefurt:Ind the Frenche Ambaſſadours ſtated at confluence, a 
Towne of the Archebiſhoppes of Treuers, where the Rhine and Mo⸗ 
ſelle mete. From whenceeither partie by letters and meſſagers com- 
mended eche their pꝛince to the Electours with the beſte reaſons they 
had to'perſwade:Eipecially the Frenche mẽ who perceiued their cauſe 
to be leſſe fauoured, fox that they differed frõ the Germans in laguage, 
lawes, and maners. They ſente therefoze to the Heluetians , pꝛaiynge 
them to further the matter to the Pꝛinces, who not withſtandyng dyd 
cleane contrarye, exhoꝛtyng them not to choſe him but ſome one pꝛince 
of Germany. And the Swiles alſo wꝛote to Leo thetenthe, pꝛaiynge 
him that foꝛ aſmuche as it was hys parte to inueſte and 1 — the 
| | nperour 
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Emperour beyng once choſen, he woulde ſe that it ſhould not be geuen 

to any fozeine Pꝛince. And he aunſwered that he heard ſay thetẽ was 

one laboured fo it. that might not haue it by the lawe:toꝛ the kynges 

of Naples are tributaries to the Biſhoppe of Rome, and haue pzomy- 

ſed their faith. not to couet the Empire; but to be content with the one 

oꝛ the other: and that he hath admoniſhed the pzinceshereofalreadye; 

He ment in this tale Charles of Auſtriche: fozhe fauoured moꝛe the 

Frenche kynge ener ſyns he ſubdewed the Heluetians, and led awaye 
Maximilian Sfoꝛtia Duke of Millan captife into Fraunce , whiche 
was the pere of our Loꝛde. M. D. xv. aboute the Jdes of Septembꝛe, —.— 
with whome in — — » mette at — there 

made a pertecte league of amitie hun. Touching the kingdome 

ol Naples, thus it ſtandeth. hat time Manfredus the Baſtarde 

ſonne of the Emperour Fridericke the ſeconde made warre agaynſte 

the Churche of Rome, Clement the fourtheBylhoppe ofthat name in 

the veare ofoure Loꝛde M. CCC CC. xv. to thentent ta repꝛeſſe hym, 

did that, whiche his pꝛedeceſſoꝛ Urban the fourth was aboute to doo: 

And ſent foz Charles the Erle of Gaunte a ofthe Pꝛoumte in Fraunce «ings 
into Italy, and made him kynge of Sicilie and ol Naples, yet vnder Hogs pope 
this condition, fyꝛſt, that foꝛ ſuche a benefite recetued,he ſhould pay ye⸗ Rome. 
rely to the churche of Rome foꝛtie thouſand Ducates: Mozeouer that 

he ſhoulde at no time ſewe to be Emperour, noꝛ vet take it vpon him 

beynge offered freely. rohen the Pꝛinces were tomen to conſulte, the 
Archebiſhoppe( after he had talked ſeuerally with Fridericke Duke of 2n0:ation of 
Daxonie, whole Authoꝛitie was verye greate)begynneth the matter, 9 at herz. 
whiche,he ſaieth is diuided into thꝛee queſtions. Whether that Fraun 

ces the Frenche kyng, oꝛ Charles the king of Spaine, oꝛ els ſome Ger- 

mane be choſen Emperour. Touchinge the French kynge(fateth he) J 


ſuppoſe we are prohibited both by our lawes and our othe alſo, wher⸗ - 


by it is pꝛouided that the dignitie of the Empire ſhould not be aliena⸗ 
ted to ſtraungers: And I thinke there is no man that doubteth but 
that he is a fozeine pꝛince: And albeit that were no let, yet were it not 
foz the commune weale. Foꝛ he ſeketh all meanes to enlarge his king⸗ 
dome, he hath ioyned to it Millan, he will attempte the ſame in Ger⸗ 
many:he will warre vpon Charles, whome he hateth : yea and hathe 
pꝛoclamed it already, Germanpye ſhall be toꝛmoiled wit h vpꝛoꝛes, and 
we ought to foꝛeſe, that we ſtyꝛre vp no Ciuill warres. Ifhe inuade 
Auſtriche,as ſuerly he will do, hall we leaue them in the Bꝛeres! hath 
Themperour Maxilimilian deſerued thus of vs, and ol the Empire. 
Ind ifthoſe countreis be ouer runne, howe longe thinke you ſhall our 
libertie tontinewe! e maye not truſte their fayze pꝛomiſes:foꝛoften⸗ 
times couetouſneſſes and ambition cary awaye men headlonge from 
doyng theyꝛ dewtie. In times paſte, there were many noble — in 
fraunce 
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Fraunte. vohich nowe be but fewe in nombꝛe:ſoꝛ the kinge in maner 
hathe all in his owne handes: They lay, de is a ſtoute pꝛince: che moꝛe 
like to bꝛynge all toa Monarchie, but we ſene to maintaine this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ſtate of nobilttie, he pꝛomiſeth great aide agatſt the Turke: which 
in dede is a thinge to be wiſhed for that Germany mighte ioyne wyth 
Fraunce and Italy:but firſt he wil bend his power againſte the houſe 
of Burgund y, and warre vppon Flaunders and Naples,and ſhall we 
aide him in theſe enterpꝛiſes? And leaſt any miſhouldſap, J pꝛopheti⸗ 
ed of dꝛeames and doubtfull matters, he is now in leuying his armye. 
Foꝛaſmuche therloꝛe as we are letted by oure lawes, othe, and loue of 
our natiue country, I pꝛoteſt and iudge him vnmete to be elected. And 
nowe to the reſt ofthe parties: J ſuppoſe that ſome ot vou thyncke it 
vnmete that Charles ſhoulde be choſen, becauſe Spaine is ſo farre of, 
and that thzough his abſence, it ſhonld not go well with Germany ei⸗ 
ther toꝛthe Turkiſhe warre,oz fot ciuile dillentions. whichthinges 
do not onlye graunte to be true, but alſo, when J conſider depelpe, 
am ſo moued, that in maner, I quake for feare:toꝛ waye this alſo: Jf 
the emperour,at anytime come into Germany in diſpleſure, and bꝛing 
with him the Spaniardes, we ſhalbe in daunger to loſe our liberty. J 
conſider moꝛeouer that it may be, that the Spaniards wil hardly at a⸗ 
ny time reſtoꝛe vnto vs again this dignitie ofthempire. And, il, by their 
foꝛce and power they recouer Millan, they will kepe it hereafter to 
them ſelues: So that almoſt it ſemeth better, to create one ot our owne 
nation that is fit foꝛ it, after the example of our elders whiche paſſinge 
ouer foꝛeine Pꝛinces haue choſen an inhabiter ofthe contrie. This wil 
not J deny, but the ſtate ot that tyme was the farre otherwiſe and the 
wozlde a great deale better. But nowe if the Emperour be of ſmall po⸗ 
wer, thinke you that Auſtriche and other countries will obey him? Oꝛ 
if the Frenche kinge warre vpon Charles, as without doubte he wyll 
do, epther in the lo we countrey oz in Italie, ſhall he gene them the lo⸗ 
kyng on? oꝛ ſhal our new Emperour ſtraunge nations to ſpoile a 
great parte of the Empire. Nea, and as the woꝛld goeth now a dates, 
it is to be thought that the Punces of Germany, contemnynge theyz 
Emperour, will ioyne them ſelues, ſome with the houſe of Juſtriche, 
and ſome with the Frenchemen.ndhen Fridericke the third was Em⸗ 
perour, Charles the Duke of Burgundie warred in Germany. And 
Philip Maria Duke of Millan in Italp, and noma did repꝛeſſe them, 
but the ſame was to our diſhonour: Moꝛeouer a greater ſhame whan 
the Emperour was beſeged in Auſtriche: Nea, and dꝛiuen then oute ot 
his owne countrey by the Hungarians. And pet at the ſame time dyd 
the lande of Boheme take his parte: and ſo did alſo my graundefather 
Albert Marques ol Bꝛãdẽburge a the Duke of Saxonie of the ſame 
name. If it chaunce ſo, thẽ pou ſee what is like to enſew at theſe — 
when 
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when ſome pꝛinces are addicted to others foꝛ ſtipendes. Fleaue of to 
ſpeake, howe many incidente cauſes maye chaunce , ſoꝛ the whiche the 
Pꝛinces and Cities mape refuſe to ſhewe their obeidience. Mozeouer, 
now we are like to haue great tumultes#troubles foz religiõ. Foꝛ ther 
are ſpꝛonge vp diſputations of indulgences, ⁊ the authoutie of the By⸗ 
ſhoppe of Rome, and of the Eccleſiaſticall lawes, whiche ſeme as pet 
curable, but oz euer it be longe they will cauſe a great Ruine and alte⸗ 
ration of the Churche: Foꝛ manye do ſubcribe, and myghtye Nations 
maynteine the cauſe, the Sarons and the Heluetians:neither can this 
miſchief be holpen but by a generall counſell. And ho we ſhall an Em⸗ 
perour of ſmall power eyther call a counſell oz defende the ſame, eſpeci⸗ 
ally if other kinges be agaynſt it? there remayneth the Turkiſh warre, 
the which we muſt not onely defende, but make alſo, to recouer that is 
loſt, and reſtoꝛe Grece vnto libertie: fo2 the doynge whereof we haue 
nede of the aide ot many and ſundzy nations: which, if the Emperour 
haue but ſmall power and litle authoꝛitie, howe ſhall he gather greate 
Armies o mẽ: Foꝛ which cauſes I iudge it mete to choſe ſome mightie 
Pꝛince, and Charles of Auſtriche to be pzeferredbefoze all otherÞÞzin- 
ces of Germanie. And ifany incommoditie ſhould put you in feare ſo to 
do, Ithinke it is a great deale leſſe then that will be, which ſhall enſe wo 
incaſe the gouernement be committed to anye other: Fox he is bothe a 
Germayne boꝛne, and hath many countries holdynge of the Empire, 
and will not ſte his owne countrey bꝛought in bondage: beſydes that, 
he ſhallſweare neither to alienate noꝛ diminiſh thempire, noꝛ to bꝛeak 
02 infringe our liberties. And albeit theſe be great cauſes which J haue 
here mentioned, yet ſhould they not moue me one whit, vnleſſe his to⸗ 
wardnes were wel knowen: Foꝛ he loueth Religion, Juſtice, and cha⸗ 
ſtitie, he hateth all crueltie, and hath a good witte: which vertues ſhall 


euer admoniſhe him to mainteine the comon wealth. They that know 


him thꝛoughly, do muche commende him: Ind if we conſyder well hys 
father Philippe, and his graundfather Maximilian, we can not doubt 
ofhim. He is of no great age, but yet fitte and ripe to gouerne : He ſhall 
haue his graundefathers counſellours , and certeine Pꝛinces of Ger- 
many choſen foꝛ the purpoſe. And whereas J ſaid before that the woꝛſt 
were, if he ſhoulde be longe oute of Germany, we ſhall condition with 
himfoz that matter, and foꝛ aſmuche as he hathe greate poſſeſſions in 
Germanp, it can not be, but that ſome time he will come ſee them. So 
ſhall the Turke be dꝛiuen out of hungary, and the Frenchemen oute of 
Italy:the Church ſhal be refourmed and eſtabliſhed, and many others 


holpen: which thynges when J cõſyder, I care the leſſe fot his abſens: 


fo: his owne naturall courage, the loue ot his countręp, and the verye 
neceſſitie of thinges, hall pꝛouoke him to come ofte amonge vs. udhen 


ſpeabe 


the Archebyſhop had ended his Ozation, and had exhoꝛted the reſt to of Treuers, 
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fpeake their myndes:the others after they had talked a litle together, 
deſired the:Archebiſhoppe of Treuers to ſuccede. ho for his ſpngulaxr | 
witte and experience, was ol muche eſtimation. And he began his tale | 
of a pꝛophete that ſayd Maximilian ſhould be the laſt Germaine Em⸗ 
perour: owe ſaieth he) me thinketh it is almoſt comen to paſſe, foꝛaſ⸗ 
muche as my Lowe of Mentz ( who hath ſpoken many thinges witte- 
Ip, hath gon aboute to perſwade vs to commit the gouernement ofthe 
Empire to a ſtraunger. But J maruell muche, why he pꝛeferreth the 
Spantarde beloze the Frencheman? Certes J lament the ſtate of Ger⸗ 
many: oꝛ if we folowe the ſteppes of oure elders, we ſhoulde nede no 
foꝛayne helpe:But no we ſeyng that we ſeke vpon ſtraungers, what o⸗ 
ther thinge do we, then pꝛocure our owne bondage? But leauynge of 
this complainte, J will kolo we the ſame oꝛder that my loꝛde of Wentz 
hath done, and ſpeake fyꝛſt of the lawe and of oure othe. And the chiefe 
cauſe and ground of the law J ſuppoſe to be this, leſt, if a fozeine pꝛince 
ſhould be choſen, that had no certen habitation in Germany, the digni⸗ 
tie of thempire ſhoulde by litle and litle be alienated to ſtraungers. If 
this be the meaning ofthe lawe, then can no moꝛe the Spaniarde be 
choſen, then the Frencheman. But now, if Charles map be created, be⸗ 
cauſe he hathe landes lyinge within the Empire, ol neceſſitie, the ſame 
| muſt be of force alſo in Fraunces, which hath Millan and other mem- 
France 3 bꝛeg of our common weath.u9herefoze of two thinges pꝛopounded let 
vucted. vs ſee whether is better. Certaynly, whã Fraunte was vnited to Ger- 
manp, then did our Empire moſt floꝛiſhe: in fo muche that the remem- 
bꝛaumte of that time doth not a litle delite me, when F chance to reade 
the ſtoꝛies therof. And now is the like occaſion offered vs, whiche cer⸗ 
tainly would not be let ſlippe.Fozepne nations are alſo of this opinion 
the biſhop of Rome, the venetians, all the ꝛinces and cities of Italie. 
Fo the Frenchmen come of the ſame ofſpꝛinge that we do, and vſe al⸗ 
molt the ſame lawes and maners, ſhewyng all loue and gentleneſſe to 
our men: And foꝛthe vicinitie therof are very neceſſary foꝛ the Italiãs 
and vs. If any tumult ſhall ariſe, ſtraightwaies ſhall an armpe be rea- 
dy, and Fraunce ſhall paye their wages. And ifthe Turke ſhall inuade 
either Hungary oꝛ Italye( as verelye I thincke he wil), ſhal it not be a 
goodlymatter to haue ſo nere and ſo floziſhing an Emperoure, fourni- 
ſhed with the ſtrength of either nation? As foꝛ the Spaniards, though 
they be accompted warlicke, what notable thing did they euer in Ita⸗ 
ive without the healpe ol the Germanes: furthermoꝛe becauſe they be 
fo farre from vs, e can loke foꝛ no helpe at their handes in time: And 
though they would neuer ſo faine yet can they not healpe vs greatlye: 
Foꝛ Spaine is ſo waſted with continual ſayling, that it can ſend foꝛth 
no great nombꝛe of men. Moꝛeouer we ſhall haue the Frenchmen our 
fellow ſoutldiours)and companions of our trauell and — the 
pa⸗ 
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Spaniardes, if any thing be wel done, will haue al the pꝛaiſe to them 
ſelues, they will enioye our boaties, and rule our countries. Then ſhal 
we bewaile our bondage all to late. But J will leaue this compari⸗ 
ſon, and come to the election. It we choſe the kynge of Fraunce; there 
ſhalbe none occaſton of warre in Italy. Foz he hathe Millan nowe in 
poſſeſſion, and we ſhall perſwade him that he ſhall attempte nothinge 
aͤgainſt Naples:nether againſt the bafe countreis of Flaũders + Ar⸗ 
tois, ſo þ they wil be quiet. And pet J ſee not why we ſhoulde thincke 
that theſe countreis ought to be defended ol vs. They be in dede oure 
neigbours, but we haue no league w them neither do they obſerue the 
lawes of thempire, noꝛ geue any thing to wardes our cõmon charges. 
no moꝛe thẽ doth Englad oz Scotlãde: Seing than p the Frech kiges 
power is greateſt,xthat he hath Lübardy in quiet poſſeſſiõ a is furni⸗ 
ſhed w al thinges neceſſary, he wil attempt greater enterpriſes moꝛe 
honoꝛable,⁊ moue warre namely againſt the Turke, a bend al his po⸗ 
wer thitherwardes,y the cruel enemie erpulled out ofHiigary a Ita⸗ 
lv, Germany maͤye liue at reſt. But in caſe we pꝛeferre Charles befoze 
him ( O liuing God ) what tumultes ſhall we raiſe vp in Italy: De wil 
recouer Millan, a that wilbe a long warre,x whileſt this goodly coũ⸗ 
trey ſhalbe thus tourmoyled, the Turkes will inuade Hungary with 
they: whole po wer. ho J pꝛave you ſhall reſiſte them: O be able to 
bꝛinge aſufficient Armie agaynſt them! Theſe thinges would be con⸗ 
ſydered moꝛe diligently, and not paſſed ouer lightly. Nowe, what the 
end of the Jtalyan warre ſhalbe, it is vncerten. If the Frenche kynge 
conquere, he will couet Naples, and it maye be that the Byſhoppe of 
Rome thꝛoughe his impulſon will vndo oure Election: what trouble 
will ariſe thereby , euerye manne perceyueth righte well, Agayne ik 
Charles get the better hande, let vs not loke to haue Italy reſtoꝛed a⸗ 
gaine, the Spaniardes will kepe that ta them ſelues foꝛeuer. And not 
onely that, but wyll hardely let out oftheyz handes this our Emppꝛe. 
About the kepyng of Naples, the poſſeſſion wherol, it is wel knowen 
how they came by, what miſery haue they ſuffered? they may not ther 
fore be bꝛought into Italy. Now will J ſpeake ſome thinges ofeither 
king. I doubt not but king Charles is of a milde and gentle diſpoſiti⸗ 
on, foꝛ ſo is he repoꝛted of many, but being but a vonge man, howe can 
men diſcerne ſuch vertues in him as be required in a mightye pzynce? 
The common welth had nede of ſuche a one, as beſides other thinges 
could eſtabliſh a refoꝛme the ſtate of the church, as my Loꝛdof Mentz 
here did wittely admoniſhe. This verely can king Frauncesperfoune 
beſt ofall men:foꝛ he hath both a good wit, and a good iudgemente, x 
hath oftentimes conferens with lerned men, ok religion, and readeth 
muche him ſelſe. Moꝛeouer the ſtate ofthis pꝛeſente time requyzeth a 
Punce and captaine ſkilfull in warres, payneful and lucky. But who 
ſhall in this behalf take the pꝛice away from Fraunces:foꝛ his 
| D.i. 
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is rightwell tried and knowen: Of king Charles we haue none erpe- 


riment, but that his towardnes pꝛomiſeth ſome thinge: but the other 
in pꝛʒowes and dedes of Armes doeth farre excell all his aunceſtours. 


Fort he hath latly ouercome in battaill the Swilers, a mighty nation 


oughte in no wyſe to be pꝛeferred befoꝛe ſo woꝛthye a Capitgpne. My 
loꝛde of Mentz doeth accompte it a diſcommoditie, if thẽperdur ſhold 
be longe out of Germanye, but yet he biddeth vs take no thoughte foꝛ 
that matter: But J thinke it a matter full ot greate daunger , to haue 
an Emperour abſente farre withoute the boꝛders ofthe Empire. Fo? 
who ſhall reſiſte the inuaſions of the Turkes? Who ſhall repꝛeſſe the 
ſodayne inſurrections and Ciuile vpꝛours? And there ariſe a tempeſt, 
who ſhall ſaue the Shyppe that wanteth her Maſter? He ſhal know 
no certentie of oure affapꝛes beynge abſent:many thynges ſhalbe told 
him vntruely:he ſhall haue no Germaines of his counſell, but Spani⸗ 
ardes onelp:he wyll make many decrees, and ſend them vnto vs farre 
out oftyme and ſeaſon. After wardes, ik he beynge tyckled wyth falſe 
complaintes and ſulaunders, ſhouldcome into Germany at anye tyme 
an Armye of foꝛeine ſouldiours. In what ſtate thinke you chall be our 
wyth Emptre then? | 1 8 | 

wherkoze if vou thinke it good, and that it be ouredeſtime, that a 
foꝛeine pꝛince ſhall at this time weare oure Crowne vpon his heade, 
certenly I thinke mete to pꝛeferre the Frenche kynge befoze the Spa? 
niſhe: But ifthe lawe do pꝛohibite vs to choſe the Frenchekinge, letthe 
ſametake place in the Spaniſhe kinge, and let vs not thꝛoughe a ſub⸗ 
till interpꝛetation accompt king Charles a Germame, but let vs eſpie 
out amonges all the Pꝛinces one, whiche hath no manſion but in Ger 
many, which is a Germanie in birthe, language, maners, and diſpoti⸗ 
tion.

Emperour befoꝛe Maximilian, was a man but of Small power, but 
he excelled in vertue. Ind he reſtoꝛed Thẽpire that was ful weak, and 
ſoꝛe afflicted with great warres, in ſuch ſoꝛte that all the kinges about 
him did feare him. hat a good opinion had alſo foꝛeine princes, and 
amonges others, Lewes thexij. king of Fraunce:of themperoꝛ Mari- 
lian, onely fot his wit a vertue, J ſuppoſe you knowe righte well: Foz 
doubtles the pꝛinces of Germany haue bene euer of muche eſtimation: 
Ind as yet their noble fame is not extinguiſhed, but floꝛiſheth ſtil. And 
amoges others at this day, there be thꝛe pꝛincipal houſes in Germani, 
the houſe of Bauar, Saxonie, # Bzadenburge:Ind of theſe houles al⸗ 
ſo diuers woꝛthy me.ndherfoze if we choſe one ofthe, aſſiſt him with 
our aides, as ſurely we are boũden, we ſhalnedeto feareno ſtraũgers.

The 
chief of thẽ was Fridericke the Paulſgraue.Howbett in meane tune 
diuerſe meſſengers went into Spaine, x amonges other one went fro 
Franckefurth to Barcelona in nine dapes. The Countie Palatine ar⸗ 
riued there at the ende ol Nouembre,x deliuereth the Pꝛinces letters, 
the content wherof was this. That he would receiue thempire offered 


him, and all delaye ſette a parte, repaire into Germany ſo ſoone as he 


mighte. He aunſwereth ryght curteſlye by the mouthe of Mercurine 
Cattinar, that all beit there was muche trouble to wardes him, what 
by the Turkeg, and what by the Frenche men: yet this not withſton⸗ 
dyng/ he ſayd, he neither coulde noꝛ woulde faile the common tountrie 
chiefly,ſyns that ſo noble P ꝛinces had ſuch an opinion of him, # requi⸗ 
red him ſo to do.ySherkoze he recetueth their honour offered him right 
thanketully,x ſo fhoꝛtly as may be will imbarke him ſelfto come to the 
boꝛders of thempire. And in maner with the ſame woꝛdes he wꝛiteth 


to the Pꝛinces Electours, and ſendeth home Fridericke honourably 


rewarded.Thus was he made Emperoꝛ the fift of name, being than

lie, foʒ that he perceiued a greater daũger to hang ouer his ſtate, ſeing 
the power of his enemie, whom befoze he ſuſpected, herby to be muche 
mcreaſed:fo2 he had rather any man els had bene choſen, than he.

He 
that neither cometh himſelfe, noꝛ yet ſendeth his Ambaſſ. oꝛ depute to- 
fore the buſines be ended, ſhall loſe his right of Electiõ fo2 time: The 
officers of Frakefurth ſhal ſhew al fidelitie to thelectours, duringe 
the time ofthelectiõ ſuffer nomã to enter beſides the pꝛinces a their fa- 
mities:Aftery ail be comen together, they ſhal haue ameſſe of the holy 


Ghoſt, in the church orſ. Bartholomew: ã thẽ euery mã ſweare they 
ſhai do nothing in ỹ matter, foꝛ any bargain, bꝛibe reward, oꝛ pꝛomiſe: 


Afterward to come to the electiõ, a not to depart thẽce beloꝛe thẽperoꝛ 
be choſẽ: And if the thing be differred aboue . xxx. daies thẽ to haue no⸗ 
thing geuẽ thẽ, but bꝛead a water: whõ the moꝛe part (hall choſe, to be 
of as muche effect as if he were choſenw the cõmen aſſent of almẽ: and 
that thenperoꝛ thus elected ſhal firſt ol all cõfirme al their pꝛiueleges, 
and whatſoeuer apperteineth to their honoꝛ, dignitie, libertie, ⁊ fredõ. 
Moreouer it is pꝛouided and oꝛdeined how one ſhall ſuffer another to 
paſſethzongh his coũtrey, what plate eche ofthẽ ſhal haue in the conſi⸗ 
ſtoꝛy, in what ſoꝛt they ſhall giue their voices, and what office enery ol 
the ſhall haue, what time Thẽperoꝛ either dineth abꝛoade, oꝛdoth any 
thig opẽly. Furthermoꝛeß durigß vacatis of thẽpire, the coũtye Pala- 
tine ſhal haue the gouernemẽt in Sueuelãde, Frãkeconie, a —_ the 
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Rhine: the duke ol Saro.in ſuch plates as they vſethelawes ol Sar 
nie: That when apꝛince electoꝛ is departed, his eldeſt ſonne ſhal ſucced 
him, oꝛ his brother Germayne:that if the Clectour be vnder. xviij. yea- 
tes of age. his next kinſman ſhall ſupplie the rowme til he come of age: 
that the electours mete euery yere once, to conſult ofthe come wealth: 
That Frankefurth be the place of election, and Agnon in the baſe con⸗ 
trey the towne where he ſhalbe inueſted. J ſpake befoze ofthe conditi⸗ 
ons preſcribed by the pꝛinces, and ratified by the Emperours ambaſſa⸗ 
dours, puttyng in a Caution, as the maner is, and waitinges mad ol 
the ſame in his name, whiche were theſe. That he ſhall defend the cl;:t- 
ſten comen wealth, the Biſhoppe, and churche of Rome. whereof hes 
aduocate:that he ſhall miniſter the law vprightly, and ſeeke to may;n- 
teine peace: That he ſhall not only confyzme and eſtabliſh al the lawes 
of thempire,and chielely that which is called the golden Bulle, but a: 
ſo by theyꝛ aduiſe, when time ſhall require encreaſe the ſame : That h⸗ 
appointe a Cenate oz counſell within the empire choſen of Germaine? 
onelp, which ſhallminiſter thecomon wealth: That he ſhall not bꝛeake 


oꝛ diminiſhe the lawes, pꝛiueledges the dignitie of the Pzyrices , and 


ſtates of thempire: That it ſhalbe lawful foꝛ the electoures when nede 
ſhall requyꝛe to aſſemble and to conſult ofthe common welth : And he 
ſhall be no let hereunto,noztake it in euillparte:Thathe ſhall aboliſhe 
allconfederactes and conſpiracies of the nobilitie and commõs againſt 
their Pꝛinces, aud pꝛohibite by a law that there be no ſich made here⸗ 
after: That he make no league noꝛ compacte with ſtrangers, touching 
the matters of thempire without the aſſent of the. vii. Pꝛinces:that he 
neither alienate no: lay to pledge anye parte of thempire, oꝛ deminiſhe 
the ſame:and that ſuch goodes oz landes of the Empire, as other natt- 
ons haue plucked away, and do occupy,he ſeeke foꝛthwith to recouer, 
pet ſo, as he infringe not the lawes oꝛ pꝛiueleges: Alſo if he him ſelfe, oꝛ 


any of his houſe do poſſeſſe any parte ofthempire,vnlawfullye gotten, 


that he reſtoꝛe the ſame, beinge required of the. vii. pꝛinces:that he kepe 
peace and amitie withall Chꝛiſten Pꝛinces, and that he attempte no 
warre foꝛ the affaires of the empire, without the conſent of al þ ſtates, 


but chiefly of the Punces electours, either within the empire oz wyth⸗ 


out, that he bung no ſtraunge ſouldiours into Germany without their 
aſſent: And if any man moue warre againſt him oꝛ thempire, that then 
it ſhalbe lawfull fozhim to vſe what aide he can. That he cal none aſſẽ⸗ 
bly of the Empire, noꝛ commaunde any taſke oꝛttibute, but by the con⸗ 
ſent of the Electours: And the lame alſo to be within the limittes ofthe 
Empire: And that foz publike affaires he appointe no Fozeyners but 
Germarnes,and that ofthe nobilitie. And that all wꝛitinges be made 
in Latin, oꝛ in the Duche tonge. That no man be ſommoned to appere 
in any court with out the bondes olthempire: And foꝛaſmuch 10 — 
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thinges are done at Rome contrary to couenaũtes made in time paſt 


with the Bilhoppes therof, that he deuiſe with the Biſhop that there 
be no fraude vſed towardes the pꝛeuileges and liberties. of thempire: 
that he impoſe no cuſtome oꝛ dꝛoicte with out v aſſent of thelectours: 
neither that though his letters he diminiſh the cuſtome of thelectoꝛs 


that dwell by the Rhine: If he haue any action agaynſt any man, that 


he ſhall trye the lawe, and vſeno force to ſuche as will aunſwere to 
the lawe, but ſtande to the oꝛdꝛe of lawe. . 

The goodes ofthe Empire, whiche ſhall chaunce to be vacant, he 
ſhall geue away to no man, but a lotte them tothe publickePatrimo- 
nye: If he ſhall wynne any foꝛeine countrey thꝛoughe the aide of the 


ſtates of Germany he ihal annere it to thempire:if he ſhal recouer any 


publike thinge by his owne foꝛte and power, he ſhall reſtoꝛe the ſame 
to the common welth:that he ſhall ratifie that which was done in the 


vacation of thempire, by the countie Palatine, and the Duke of Sar⸗ 
onie. That he take no counſel to vnite Thempire to his houſe and po⸗ 
ſteritie, as his pꝛopꝛe iuheritaunce, but that he leaue tothe ſeuen Pꝛin⸗ 
ces fre Election accoꝛding vnto the la we ol Charles the fourth, # pꝛe⸗ 
ſcript okthe Canon lawe:ifhe do any thinge other wiſe, to be fruſtrate 
and of none effect: That ſo ſhoꝛtly as may be, he repatre into any 
to be inneſted, nohat time the Ambaſſadours had app2oned th thin- - 
ges with an othe in his name, they deliuered vnto echeoftheelectors 
wꝛitinges therof ſealed . That whiche is hereÞpoken of the Cannon 
lawe, is conteined in the Epiſtle decretall of Innocentius the thyzde; 
which teſtifieth that the ſeuen Pꝛinces electours haue fre authoꝛitye 
to create themperoꝛ. And that thempire goeth not by ſucceſſion but by 
election. nohich Innocẽtius liued about the yere of our Loꝛd. M. ii. C. 


Nowe let vs retourne to Luther. About this ſame time, Eraſmus of . 


Eraſmus 


dgement of 


Koterdam wzote letters from And warp to Frederick Duke of Sar⸗ Lucher. 


onie, wherein amonges other thinges he maketh mention of Luther: 
ſaying that his bokes are ioyfullye receiued and red ol good and well 
learned men: and moꝛeouer that his lite is of no man repꝛehended, foꝛ 
that it is farre from all ſuſpicion of auarice oꝛ ambition: But that the 
deuines ol Louain hearinge that he is greatly oppꝛeſſed, with thauc⸗ 
thoꝛitie ot the Cardinall Caletan, do nowe triumphe. Ind in all 
they ſermons and bankettes, raile vpon him /callyngehim Heretike, 
and Antichꝛiſt:declaringe with mo woꝛdes the fame to be much ton⸗ 
trary to theyꝛ profeſſion, ſo to ſlaunder any man, befoze he be comucte 
of hereſye. He wꝛyteth alſo in amaner with the ſame wooꝛdes, to the 
Archebiſhop of Mentz and to Cardinal Campegius; taumtyng theſe 
ſophiſticall Diuines, and Monkes whiche cannot abide the ſtudye ol 
tonges and ofeloquens, noꝛ ot any good learnynge. He wuteth allo to 


Luther very frendiy from Louain, and ſayth howe he hath receyned 


D. iiii. his 
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receiued his epiſle,whiche declareth both the ercellencic ofhis witte, 
and alſo his chꝛiſtian hert,ſhewinge him what a Tragedie his bokes 
haue ſtyꝛred vp their, and what hatred and ſuſpicion he ronneth in⸗ 
ofthe Diuines, and that he can pꝛeuaile nothinge by ercuſynge the 
| * natter: And howe there be many in Englande of great Eſtimati⸗ 
n. whiche thinke right well of his woꝛkes? And that he himſelfe hath 
taſted of his Cõmentaries vps the Pſalmes, a truſteth that they ſhall 
p2ofit many, foꝛ they like him very welt: but ofone thing he would ad- 
Mmonithe him, that a man ſhall mote pꝛeuaile with a certeine ciuile mo⸗ 
deſtie, then ik he be to vehement: And that he muſte rather thunder a⸗ 
gainſt them which abuſe the biſhop of Komes authoꝛitie, then againſt 
. the Bilhoppesthemlelues: with certeine other good counſels, whiche 
he gaue him, exhoꝛting him to pꝛocede as he hath begonne. Luther ha- 
uing thus manye aduerſaries, there was a diſputation appoynted at 
Che duc Lypſia, a towne of Miſnia, belonging to Geozge Duke of Saxonie, 
«6 at Arpa. Ancle to duke Friderike. Thither came Luther Melanthon which 
; read the Gꝛecke Lecture at Mittenberge. Thither came alſo John 
Eccius a Dlutnebothe ſtoute and bolde, who the fourth day of Julye 
began the diſputation with Luther touching the ſupꝛemacie of the bi- 
ſhop of Rome, affirming that they which ſaid that the church of Rome 
was not the fyꝛſt and chiefeſt of all others (euen befoze the time of Cil⸗ 
ueſter) did erre, ſoꝛ he that hathe the Seate and faith of Peter, was e⸗ 
ner taken fot his ſucceſſdur, and Chuſtes Uicar in earthe. Foꝛ Luther 
had ſetfoꝛth onecontrary to the ſame: that ſuche as dyd attribute the 
ſupꝛematie to the Churche of Rome, did ground themſelues onely vpã 
the Biſhoppes decrees, whiche were made foure hundꝛeth peres ſyns. 
which decrees are cõtrarp to all Hiſtoꝛies wꝛitten a thouſande yeres 
paſt, contraty to the holy ſcripture, and tothe counſell of Nice moſt fa- 
mous of all others. But Eccius mainteyneththe ſupꝛemacie ołthe Bi⸗ 
ſhoppe of Rome, and talled Luther which diſſented from the ſame, a 
Bohemer,becauſe John Huſſe was in times paſt ol the ſame opinion. 
Luther aunſwereth that the Churche of Chꝛiſte was ſpꝛeade abꝛoade 
farre and nere twentie yeres befoze Peter came to Rome to eſtabliſhe 
the Churche there:therfoze is it not the fyꝛſt noꝛ the chiefeſt by the law 
of God, as he ſateth:then they diſputed ol Purgatoꝛp, of Andes, 
of Penaunte, of Remiſſion of ſynne,and ofthe authozitie of Pꝛieſtes. 
And ended their diſputation the fourteneth day of July, whiche was 
not appointed fox Luther, but foꝛ Andzewe Caroloſtadiusx Eccius. 
But Luther commumgonely fo the company ot Caroloſtadius, and to 
here: was dꝛawen forth by Eccius, which had got him a ſaufe cõduict 
of Duke Geoꝛge, ſa that he muſte nedes diſpute. EE 
Foꝛ Eccius wasofa luſtie courage by reaſon ofthe matter it ſelfe, 
Wherein he thoughte him ſelle aſſured of the victoꝛpe. At — 
_— | uta- 
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diſputation Luther ſet foꝛth afterwardes. And ofthe woꝛdes a w2y- 
tinges of his aduerſaries, thꝛoughe his wittye obſeruation he collec⸗ 
ted diuerſe articles of doctrine,altogether(as he termeth them) here⸗ 
ticall to thintent he mighte playnely declare, ho we they, whileſt they 
ſpeake and wꝛite all thinges in the fauoꝛ ol the Bilhop of Rome, and 
of a deſpꝛe to maynteine they? cauſe, ſtraiynge farre a bꝛoade, do con⸗ 
founde moſt thinges, which beynge nerer looked to, conteyne ofte ty- 
mes great errours # wickednes. At the ſame tyme Ulrichus Zwům⸗ 
glius taught at Zuricke,and ſhoztly after the Byſhop of Rome 
ſent thither a Pardoner , one Sampſon a Graye Frere of 
Millan, to gather vp money, whom Zwinglius ſtout- 
ly reliſteth,declarynge him to be a diſceyuour 
ofthe people.

T the motion of les — — w2pteth to the Pope: and dedicateth vnto him 
a Boke ot᷑ the C ian Libertie. Themperour nge paſſed thzoughe Engtande,came 
into his lowe es. Luther wziteth a Boke ot Fouretene Images ofconſolation:of 
confeſſion:of ULowes:pzoupngx that the Loꝛdes Supper ought to be permitted to all me vn⸗ 
der both kyndes. There was obiected the Counſell of Laterane vnder July the. ui. where⸗ 
dpon by the wap is ſpoken of July his actes, and * — counſell. In the meane white the Di⸗ 
uines of Louapne condemne Luthers Bokes. In his the articles of Picus Erie ot Miz 
randula, the Queſtions of Dckam, and the controuerſie of Rewciine with the ſame Dunes are re 
cited. Seyng him ſeife aſſapled with fo many enemies, he wziteth to themperour, and ſhoztelyp after 
to tharchbiſhoppes of Mentz and of Marſeburge. Duke Fridericke beyng aduertiſed, that he had 
cuill will at Rome by reaſon of Luther, he makcth his purgation by letters, # Luther in lyke caſe, 
And pet this notwithſtanding, the Pope by an extreme Bulle doeth excommunicate Luther,who 
Ccontrarp to a decree of Mantua by the ——— his appellation, hauinge ſet foꝛthe in 
Paint a Boke of the captiuitie of Bavilon,/The emperour at the ſame tune goeth to be crowned as 
Icon, the ſolemntties and mancr whereof be there recited, The Pope beginneth agayne 
to ſollicite Duke Fridericke Luther, but pꝛeuauyng he cau⸗ 
ſeth Luthers woꝛkes to be and like wiſe Luther burneth the 
Popes Decretals. and ſheweth the cauſe why ,afterwarde 
hc aunſwereth Ambꝛoſe Catarine, who had 
wzitten agaynſt him,

Ahen Charles Meltice;that was ſent from Leo 
the tenthe unto Duke Fredericke with the gol- 

den Roſe , perceiued howe Luthers doctryne 
was ſo farre ſpꝛeade abꝛoade, and ſo highly eſte⸗ 
med of many, that it ſhoulde be hearde, andal- 
moſt vnpoſſible to quench it, he ſought all mea⸗ 
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rens with Luther and his frendes,at the laſt the meanes was foilde, 
that Luther ſhould wꝛite his letters to the Biſhop,repoztyng ofhym 
muche honour. And ſo did he at the requeſt of his Frendes aboute the 


ſyxte day of Apꝛill. The tenure of his letters was this: that albeit he 


had appealed him to the Counſel. Pet neuertheleſſe he ceaſed not 
to make his pzayers vnto God foꝛ his healthe: And foꝛ as much as he 
is ſoꝛe blamed, to haue hurt and offended his name and dignitie: he is 
hartelyſozye to be ſo charged, and this to be the cauſe of his wutinge 
at this pꝛeſent: ſignifiyr ge that in dede he hathe bene earneſt in revu⸗ 
kyng of vice and errours, but hath euermoꝛe wꝛitten of him right ho- 
noꝛablie, as it is to be ſeue in his bokes: And in that he doth ſo franke⸗ 
ly taunte falſe doctrine, he doeth it by the example of Chꝛiſte, his ꝛo⸗ 
— 8 Apoſtles:but that ſuch repꝛehenſions, and holſome admo⸗ 
niſhementes can as pet take no place, to be long of naughtie flatterers 


Che court of Which tickle men in the eares: And that he regardeth gods gloꝛy, and 


Nome is vn: 
curable: 


ſeeketh onely that the truth might appere:tifhe may this obtaine, to be 


willinge ynougy to gue place in other matters: but to leaue of the 
pofeſſyng of Gods veritie,he can by no meanes.Then commeth he to 
the Court of Rome, as they call it, and ſapeth it is moꝛe coꝛrupt ã wic⸗ 
ked, then euer was Sodome, oꝛ Babilon, and that therecã be no moꝛe 
miſchiefe wꝛought then is there, no not of Antichꝛiſt him ſelfe, where- 
fore he is ſoꝛy that he is there as a Lambe amonges manye Wolues. 
Foꝛ Rome is not worthy to haue fo good a man to gouerne it: that it 
were muche better foꝛ him to be content with a meane benefice, oꝛ to 
liue ofhis ovone landes and reuenewes karre from ſuche peſtiferous 
flatterers, whiche to ſerue their ow one luſt and ambition, do depꝛaue 
his name and dignitie:he adverhtar Barnarde bewailed the ſtate of 
Eugenius, when Rome was better then it is at this pzeſent:but now 
fot aſmuche as it is the moſt filthy ſinke of al the places in the Uniuer⸗ 
ſail woꝛlde, and a rakehell heaped of all miſchiel he ought much moꝛe 
to be lamented: Ind this to be the cauſe, why he inueighed ſo ſooze as 
gaynſt it:whiche appertayneth nothing to his repꝛoche, but rather to 
his ſaluation:and he would wiſhe that all learned men woulde ſet on 


with touch and nayle to ouercome that Monſtre. Touching the thing 


it ſelfe, whan he had ſet loꝛth certeine litle bokes, and ſawe that his at⸗ 
tempt was vayne, he was willyng to haue leſt ofhis enterpꝛiſe, a im⸗ 
ployed all his ſtudye to the pzofite of his bꝛetherne in the ſame houſe: 
but than roſe vp Ecctus, who diſturbed all theſe quiet cogitations and 
deſyzed leaſure wherin he did nothing els but mote aptely Diſcloſe the 
ſhame a wickednes ol Rome. After he toucheth in ewe woꝛdes howe 
he was vſed befoze Cardinal Caietane, who ( he ſateth) might haue ap⸗ 
peaſed allthe matter if it had pleaſed him, vnto whom the faulte is to 
be imputed, if any thinge be a miſſe, ⁊ not to him: Ind that afterwarde 
came 
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tame Charles Meltice, who had quieted the kinge had it not bene foꝛ 

the impoꝛtune diſputation of Eccrus,whiche pzonoked him to reaſon 
matters agaynſt his will, and is in dede his enemie, which fyꝛſt of all 

men kindled this fyꝛe. And no we foꝛ aſmuch as he was requeſted, by Conditions 
Melticius a otherg his betters, to wꝛite to him in the wayeofſubmi: r Tucher. 


ſion, he would refuſe nothing that appertained to reconcilement Firſt 


thertoꝛe he required him that his aduerſaries might kepe ſilence, ⁊ not 

raile vpon him as they did: ſecondarely that he were not dꝛiuen to re- 

tante, oꝛ bounden to interpꝛete the ſcriptures atter the pꝛeſcript of mã: 

fo2 the doctrine ofthe Goſpell, which bungeth libertie tothe myndes 

of men, can not be bounden within any certen limites: if theſe thynges 

may be graunted him, he is content to do any thinge:ſo that it lyeth in 

him nowe to ende the ſtrife, ifhe will vnderſtande the matter, a com⸗ 

maunde either partie to ſilence: But herein he muſt chiefely beware of — 
fattcrers;and with a deafe care, ſayle beſydes theyz ſonges as the en⸗ mud be et 
ticementes oꝛ daungerous rockes of the Sirenes, which aſcribe vnto chewed. 
hima godlines, and affirme him to be the head of all the woꝛld, pꝛefer⸗ 

ring him aboue all generall counſelles:foꝛ there is nothing moe peſti⸗ 

ferous than is this kynde of Paraſites: but that he credite them rather 

which admoniſhe him of his dewtie and put him in remẽbꝛaumce that . rg 0 
he is a man, and this to be the dewtie of a very frende. Finally he dedi⸗ 7 
cateth to him his booke which he had lately wꝛitten of Chuſten liber⸗ 


tie, commendinge the ſame in fewe woꝛdes, foꝛ that it conteyned the 


ſumme of trew doctrine. Inthe begynning of the ſpunge time, Them⸗ 
perour taketh ſhippinge in Spaine to ſayle into Englande, where he 
was ropally receiued ot kynge Henry the eight, who had maried hys 
Aunte Katherine, which amonges other kyndes of his pꝛintelike libe⸗ 
ralite builded a goodlye lodginge purpoſely foꝛ him vpon the Niuer of 
Themſe, called Bꝛide well, and from thens he ſayled into Flaunders, 
where he was ioyefully receyued of almen. About the ſame time duke 
Fridericke fell ſoꝛe ſicke: noherfoꝛe Luther compiled a boke to cõfoꝛte 
him, and in his letters to him he ſaith it is the cõmaundemẽt of Chꝛiſt, the dune os 
that amonges other woꝛkes of Charitie, whiche we oughte to do one Sarome. 

foꝛ another, we ſhoulde alſo comfoꝛte the ſicke:therfoze he which foꝛ ſo 

many cauſes was fo greatly boũden vnto him, had foꝛ his ſake gathe- 

red this litle boke, beyng not otherwiſe able to comfort him: ſignifiyng 

that like as in mans body: if the head do ake, it greueth the reſt of the 

membꝛes, taking the ſame to apperteine pziuatly to euery ofthem:fo =. \ 
nowe that he lieth ſicke, the people not with oute iuſte cauſe, are all in 

teares and mournyng: Foꝛ the greateſt part of Germany doth depẽde 

vpon him, and reuerence him as their chiefeoznament and refuge. Af- 

ter warde he maketh a booke of confeſſion: where he teacheth that we Contemon of 


ought not to leane to the truſt of conteſſiõ, but to the pꝛomiſe of God, cenncs. 


which

ry 
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whiche loꝛgeueth oure ſinnes. And that firſte of all we muſte confeſſe 
vs vnto God, that who ſo confeſſeth him, muſte hate ſinne, and couet 


to amend his life. That thereherſall of euery ſinne particularly is not 
neceſſarp, noꝛ poſſible to be perſoꝛmed w diuers otherthings, and laſt 
of vowes,wherof he wrote a ſeueral woꝛk after wardes. In an other 
certaine boke he had ſaid that he thought it expedient it by the autho⸗ 


xity of the counſel it might be permitted that all men ſhuld receine the 


whole ſupper;o: as they vſe to ſpeke vnder both kindes. which ſaying 
for that it was contrary to the decrees of the laſt counſelof Laterane, 
did offend many, and among others, Jhonbiſhop ol Miſene who cõ⸗ 
maunded to be taught thzoughoute his dioces that the whole ſupper 
was compꝛiſed, vnder one kinde, and condemned Luthers voke, whi⸗ 
che thing he vnderſtanding maketh anſwer in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he layeth 
not the fault thereofin the biſhop, but in certaine other vnlearned and 
troubleſome perſons vnto whome he ſaith, that this wiſhe or his, that 
ſuch a decre might be made by the tounſell, deſerued no tuft repꝛehen⸗ 
ſion, no more then if he had wiſſhed that by a decree of the counſell, it 
might be lawfull for pꝛiſtes to haue, wiues, whiche Pius the ſeconde 
Biſhoppe of Rome, ſaide and wiſhed: ndherefoze he oughte nat to be 
blamed foꝛ wiſhyng the ſame: e graunteth this to be a Decree ofthe 
counſell of Laterane: But yet neuertheles the ſame to be contrarye to 
the fyꝛſt and eldeſt counſelles, and the aunciente maner ofthe churche: 
Agayne we diſpꝛaiſe the men of Boheme becauſe they receaue vnder 
bothe kyndes, wheras we kepe vs to the one halfe onely, and pet haue 
they to make foꝛ them, the inſtitution of Chꝛiſte, and the maner obſer- 
ued in the churche fromthe Apoſtels time til it was now of late dates: 
Ind we haue nothing to aledge againſt them, but the counſels of L a- 
terane:whiche is a lighte and verye weakereaſon:fo2 what maner of 
coũſel p was, it is wel knowen, ⁊ euen laughed at ofthe Romanes thẽ 


The countel ſelues: And thoughe it were of neuer ſo greate aucthoꝛitie: Pet for as 
ot Katherane. muche as they can not pꝛoue the thinge by any reaſon of moꝛe antiqui⸗ 


The counſel dinalles departed from him and came to Millan, and called a general 


of Piſa. 


tie it is but a very mockery. But concernyngthe counſell of Laterane 
thus it was. Julius the ſeconde whenhe-was elected Byſhoppe, pꝛo⸗ 
myſed by a ſolemne othe, with in two yeares ſpace to holde a generall 
tounſell, this was inthe vere of our Loꝛde a thouſande fyue hundꝛeth 
and thꝛee. But whileſt he made warre one while againſt the Frenche 
kynge, another while againſt the Uenetians, and nowe withthe duke 
of farrare, and nowe with others, and troubled all Italy. Nine Car- 


counſell at the Citie ot Piſa, the.xix. dap of May, the ere of our Loꝛde 
athouſande fiue hundꝛeth and eleuen, to begynne at the kalendes of 
September folowyng, the chiefeſtoftheſe was Bernardinus Crucei⸗ 
us, William of Dzeneſte, Fraunces Coſſentine, wyth whome — 
| annere 
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anhered the Ambaſſadours of the E mperoꝛ Maximilian, and or Le⸗ 
wes the Frenche king, which intended by the ſame counſell to depoſe 


hun from his bihopß like which he had got by buberye.· And nome fox 


as niche as he had boken his othe, in that hehad bene Biſhoppe 
many peres, and called nocounſ?t;no2 pourpoſed to do, they tuulte lu 
fer the chuſttan common weale to be no lenger deluded. And becauſe 
theſe letters coulde not ſaully be conueighed vnto him, theyſet them 


vp in alt his Townes in Italp, admoniſhinge him to appeare there in 


purſon at the days appoynted. Julius, vnderſtandynge the matter, 
maketh anſwere theft of Auguſt. That whattimehe was Tardl: 
nall he deſoꝛed nothing moꝛe than agenerall rounſett;whiche is well 
knowen to — — Ato the whole Catiege of Cardinals: 
Foꝛ even foꝛ this cauſe was Alexãder the ſyrt ſoꝛe offended with him: 
And that he is ſtin ol the ſame minde allo: Howe be it that the ſtate of 
Italy hath of late yrres bene lo trouhleſome ( and was ſo leſte by By⸗ 
ſhoppe Alexander) that there coulde be no counſell called in ſuche ad⸗ 
uerſitie ol time:àfter he cokuteth therrappoyntment foꝛ the ſhoꝛtneſſe 
of time, and the diſcommo dite ol the place. Foꝛ iſe was a Towne 
toꝛne and delaced with the warres of foꝛmer yeres; and all the coun⸗ 
trie abonte layde waſte. Neyther that men can ſafely repayꝛe thither 
by reaſon ofthe. waurres bet worte the Floꝛentines and them of Sene. 
Monꝛe ouer, howe they haue none Authoutte to call it, and that theyꝛ 
cauſes alledged be moſt vntre we. WDherefoze he commaunderh vnder 
the paine ofercommunicatynge, that nd man obeye them. . 
Then called he a Counſell agaynſte the nerte peare, ta begynne at 
Rome vpon theninetenth daye of Apꝛill, in the Churche Laterane: 


Where vnto ſubſcribed one and twentie Cardynalles. Foꝛ this (they Sitte. 8 


ſaye)is euer the Byſhoppes policie, when they are afrayde oft Coun⸗ 
ſell, to appoyncte another in ſome place mete foi they purpoſe. After 
this he warneth the Cardinalles that were agaynſte hym, to leaue ot 
they: entecpꝛiſe, and come to Rome, offerynge them pardon: but after 
they dubuld not cine de banniſhedthem the rriii ot Octobꝛe, and na⸗ 
meiythoſe tine which Jipake ot, as Heretykes, ſtimũtykes, andttai⸗ 
—— ——— they: preſcription to Maximitian, and 
nd becauſe many Byſhoppes of Frauncehadiopned 
then lues with theſe Cardinalles, he banniſdeth them alſo; vnieſſe 
they foꝛſake them, and within a certeine tyme malietharpiwgation, 
Againe , when choc ardittalshad diuerſetimes tited him to the coun⸗ 
lei m vaine, and had ſytten eyght tymes they ſuyends him from al, as 
well eimill as Ecctefiaſticalituriſdiction; commannduig.all mẽ intze⸗ 
nerall, that hereafter they obey hym not. Thys — — 
ourL.odecathouſande;fpue hundꝛed and twee, the one a twenty 


of e u tymeat hauie, was Philippe Decius a Citntianz:

Afterwardes Maximilian ſoꝛſakyng the Cardinals, made a league 
with Julius, and with Fardinandokinge of Spaine, and ſent to the 
Counſell at Rome, Mathew Lang ppe of Gurte:which at the 
ſametime was made Cardinal. But Lewes kynge of Fraunte which 
perſiſted ſtyll in his purpole, and had lately oterthzowenthe Biſhops 
armye at j auenna, was ſtriken with the:thonderboite of curling and 

Fraunce io ot VYS Realme uerto be ſpoyied. But after he had ſytten in the 

kered to the Counſell fyue one; he diedthe Tri. daye of Febzuary the yeareofour 

(potle. Loꝛde a thouſande fpue hundꝛed and thyꝛtene, and Leo the tenth dyd 
ſuccede him. oho tontinewed the counſel, and reſtaꝛed the Cardinals 
to thepz former dignitie.

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chalenge and take vpon them the greateſt authoꝛitie in the Churche, 
haue in dede no thinge elles but a vayne title, but others that be farre 
from the lyke oſtentation, moꝛe ryghtely maye chalenge that name: 
Bꝛiellye howe they haue thus vered at all tymes, all good and well 
learned men, yet dyd they neuer contende wyth the ſame, wyth anye 
ſounde oꝛ trewe reaſons, but rather by very diſceipte, crafte, and ty⸗ 
ranye:A's they dyd with John Huſſe, and Hierome of Pꝛage, the me⸗ 
mozy wherof ſhat endure foꝛ euer But he marueleth at their raſhenes 
that they can not be ware by ſo many examples to blemiſhe the ſelues, 
and other Uniuerſities foꝛ euer. Foꝛ althoughe they had neuer ſo ſure 
a grounde, and alledged neuer ſo ſtronge reaſons agaynſt thoſe other 
famouſe men:pet touching his matter, they haue dealt bothe wicked⸗ 
ly, and maliciouſſy. Foꝛ if he had ought offended, they might haue con⸗ 
ſidered that to be the parte of a man, and haue vſed a certen lenitie in 
iudginge of hys doctrine: But where they be moued with fury to cõ⸗ 
demne althinges without reſpecte, herein they bewꝛey they malici⸗ 
ouſe myndes, and ſpitte oute the poyſon of theyꝛ hatred. 

They make great accompt of Ariſtotle, and will defende him what 
ſoeuer he ſayeth, be it neuer lo contrary to our religion, they will make 
an excuſe and a gloie fo him: but they depꝛaue his woꝛckes agaynſte 
all charitie, where as they be conſonant to the trweth, to declare their 
maliciaus and cankred hertes, where they oughte fyꝛſte to haue ſhe⸗ 
wed his faulte, admoniſhynge him gently to haue refozmed the ſame, 
and if he had not, then they might —— as Chꝛiſt hath gyuen 
in commaundement: But no we they do no finall iuiurie to the By- 
ſhoppe of Rome, tocondempne a Boke dedicated vnto him, and with 
a certeine pꝛeiudice to repꝛoue his negligence, but to de no newes, noꝛ 


maruell that they committe ſuche a faulte agaynſte the Biſhoppe, ſe- 


vnge that they moſte malapartely do contemne the lawes of God. 
This wylliam Ockam that he ſpeaketh of)flouriſhed in the tyme 
ofthe Emperour Lewes the fourth, aboute the peare ofoure Loꝛde 
a thouſande thee hundꝛed and twentie, and amonges other thinges, 
he wꝛote of the power ofthe Biſhoppe of Rome, and in the ſame boke, 


he handleth eight Queſtions diuerſſpe. 


Whether the office of the highe Biſhoppe, and ofthe Emperoꝛ may 
be erecuted by one and the ſame — themperoꝛ hath his 
authoutte of God only, oꝛ alſo of the Biſhop of Rome? hether chꝛiſt 


gane aucthoꝛitie to the Biſhop # church of Rome, that they ſhould cõ⸗ 
mit to themperoꝛ and other Pꝛintes their iuriſdiction?n9hethers the 
Emperoꝛ beyng once choſen, hathe thereby full aucthoꝛitie to gouerne 
the common wealth nohether that other kynges beſydes the Empe⸗ 
tour, and kynge of Romanes, foꝛ ſo much as they be crowned by Pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes do recepue anye aucthoꝛitie of them? |

As concernyng Capmo Revcline,thusſtandeth the matter, John 

Phelercoꝛne a Jewe that pzofeſſed Chꝛiſtianitie had ſued long to the 

Emperour Marimilian, that all the Bookes ofthe Jewes myghte be 

aboliſhed, foꝛ that they were wicked and full ofſuperſtition, and were 

a hynderaunce, that they were not conuerted to Chꝛiſtianitie: And 

thereloꝛe, that they ſhoulde be ſuffered to kepe none, but the Bible. 

Maximilian at the length commaundeth Uriel Archebyſhoppe of 

The noi ot Mentz, that he ſhoulde appointe certeyne Untuerſities, and James 
Reuchune. Yogoſtrate the inquiſitour, and John Reucline to ſearche and conſult 
whether it were mete and expedient foꝛ oure Religion, that, excepte 

their Bybles, all other Bookes ſhoulde be burned . This was in the

contention. Laſt uf ah where he requreth that his err maybe ſhew⸗ 
ed him, and pꝛomiteth tu be tractauie he ſaithhaw he can not anſwer 
thertd by wyyting:butarrother.time when they hal mete,ho-wil talk 
with him moꝛe at large. Duke Fridericke at the faum time had cer- 


„: taine hies at Rome; which he had tommended to Malentine Ditleb 


a Germane. He ſent woꝛde that his matters were not well hearde at 
Rome qby reaſon ofthe raſhnes and leud demener of Wuther, wohn had 
waitten many thinges bitterly and ſpitefully againſte the biſhop, and 
the church of Rome, and all the college of Cardinals, which: fellowhe. 
nouriſhedand maintained, as moſte men affirmed han the Duke 
had receiued theſe letters, he aunſwereth.that it was neuer his intent 
to defende Luthers doctrine by his maintenaunce, neither dothe he 
take.vppon him any iudgement ol the thinges that Luther teacheth: 
He heareth in dede that his doctriue is well allowed ol learned men 
that can iudge therof,and that he hath long ſince made this offer, that 
ifhe may haue a ſure ſauf conduicte, to rendꝛe a reaſon ofhis Doctrine 
betoꝛe the Biſhoppes Legate, what ſoeuerhe be:and then ifhys erroꝛ 
can be ſhewed him to be moſteready to foꝛſake hys opinion, and thus 
hathe pꝛoteſted openlye. And althoughe thys myghte appeare to be 
ſufficient, vet being admoniſhedothymlong ſence;he wold haue fozſa- 
ken the country, had not Charles Meltiee aduiſed him to the contra⸗ 
ry: Foꝛ he thought it better that he ſhould remaine here ſtil, then to go 
to an other plate, where perauenture hauing moꝛe libertye he mighte 
ſetfoꝛth woꝛſe thinges then hitherto he hath done: wherfoze there can 
be no iuſt cauſe alledged to ſuſpect any euil of him:and truſtethto fare 
neuer the woꝛſe at the Bilhops handes therfoꝛe. Foꝛ he wold be right 
hartely ſoꝛp that any exroure ſpꝛonge vp in his time, ſhoulde be ſaid to 
be defended and eſtabliſhed by him. After this he deuileth w him moꝛe 
familiareip howe the contention began by reaſonof Eckius d others, 
what excellent wittes, what good learning and knowledge of tõges 
do floꝛiſhe nowe in Germanye, what deſire the common people haue 
to read the ſcriptures, how Luthers doctrine is infired in many mens 
mindes, ſo that ifhe be vſed other wiſe then well, it is like to ſtyzre vp 
ſuche tumultes in Germany, as will turne nother the biſhop oꝛ no mi 
els to any pꝛofit. hen the Duke had thus wꝛitten at the kalends of 
Apꝛill. he reteiued the. vi. day 2 letters from the biſhopofRome, 
wherinhe reioyſed not a little, that he wold haue nothing to do wyth 
Luther that wicked man, affirming that he had euer a very good opi⸗ 
nion ofhim betoꝛe this: But now foꝛalmuch as graue mẽ haue _ 
che 
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ched it to be true, the good wil, that he bare him befoꝛe, is hereby not a 
little encreaſed: Foꝛ this thing doth rightwel become him, and all hys 
houſe, which hath euermoꝛe done great honoꝛ to the church of Rome: 
And that his ſingulare wiſdome doth alſo herein appeare, that he per 
ceiueth him, not to be ſente of Chꝛiſte, but of Sathan the ennempe of 
almankinde. nohiche, foꝛ a mad kinde of ambition reyſeth vp agayne 
the Hereſyes of Wiclife and Huſſe befoze condemned, whiche ſeeketh 
the fauoure ofthe people, and vayne gloꝛye, whichs by the falſe enter- 
pꝛetatiõ of Scripture, giueth to the ſimple an occaſion to ſinne, which 
Diſpiſeth Chaſtitie, and ſpeaketh againſte Confeſſion and Penaunce, 
which beareth fauoure to the Turkes, and raileth againſt all the diſci⸗ 
pline of the church, which lamentech the puniſhemente of Heretikes, x 
to be bꝛiefe turneth all thinges vplide down, which is growen to ſuch 
u pꝛide and arrogancie, that contemning the aucthoꝛitie of Counſelles 
and Biſhoppes of Rome, he woulde haue hys owne oppinion to take 
place againſt the iudgement of mẽ: herloꝛe it is wittely done of him 
to haue, no familiarytie with ſo peſtilent a fellowe, noꝛ to alowe hys 
errour. In the whiche thinge all graue and wiſe men do muche com⸗ 
mende his vertue: And chteflye he giueth God hertie thankes, that he 
bath giuen him ſuche a mynde:alfirming moꝛeouer that he hath ſuſfe- 
red and bone with his raſhenes a while, to ſee if he woulde amende: 
but no w foꝛ aſmuche as he hathe nothinge pꝛeuailed with gentle ad- 
moniſhmentes, he is compelled to vie an extreme remedy,fearyng,leſt 
thꝛoughe his contagion, he ſhoulde infecte many: W berkoꝛe callyng a 
counſel of Cardinalles and learned men to debate the matter, he hath 
made a decree, by the inſtinction of that holy ſpirite, whiche neuer fai⸗ 
leth the Churche ol Rome, the copie wherof he hath ſent vnto him to Tie pope cut 
the intent he might ſee what monſtrouſe errours that miniſter of Sa tech Lacher. 
than defendeth: he wilieth him therkoꝛe, that, vnleſſe he do openly and 
ſolemnely recant with in the daye pꝛeſcribed, he ſhould commit him to 
ward: foꝛ ſo ſhall he put away all ſhame from his houſe, and from Ger 
many, wynne muche honoꝛ , and do God highe ſeruice. The decree is 
ouerlonge, but the ſumme is this. HS 
Fyꝛſt the Byſhoppe Leo callynge vpon Chuſte,Peter and Paule, 
and other ſainctes, to tourne awaye the daunger hangynge ouer the The Suite ec 
Church, moſt lamentably complayneth that now there ſhould ſpꝛing . 
vp a doctrine, conteinyng bothe the Hereſies already condemned, and 
alſo newe errours, and great wickednes: And that in Germany, that 
was wont to do ſo muche foꝛ the Churche of Rome, bothe longe ſins, 
and of late dayes, concernyng Huſſe and thẽ of Boheme: But becauſe 
the numbꝛe ol Chꝛiſtians thzoughout the vniuerſall woꝛlde, are com⸗ 
mitted vnto his charge by Chꝛiſt, he can no lenger wyncke at ſo great 
à matter: After, reciting Luthers opinions, ſaieth, that they oy; —

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Chꝛiſtian charitie, and the reuerens that all men owe ol duetie to the 
Churche ol Rome, and agaynſte the counſell of the aunciente fathers:

Not withſtandynge he commaundeth Luther to teache no more, pꝛe⸗ 
ſcribynge him. lr. dayes, wythin the whiche time he ſhoulde amende, 
burne his owe bokes, and recante his doctrine openlye:if he did not, 
he condemneth him as an Heritike, ⁊ to ſuffer accoꝛdynge to ß lawes, 
he ſuſpendeth him out of the Church, commaunding al men to eſchew 
his talke and his company, vnder the lyke penaltie:and this decree to 
be red in all Churches a aſſemblies of people at certen dapes appoin- 
ted. Touching P ius and Julius, thus it ſtandeth. | 
This Pius hilde a Counſell at Mantua, in theyearc of our Loꝛd. 
M. CCC C. lix.chielely becauſe ofthe Turkiſſhe warre: And there a⸗ 
monges other, he made a decree that no man ſhould appeale from the 
Byſhoppe to the Counſell, foꝛ that vnder the Coope of heauen, he ſaid 
there toulde nothinge be founde better then Chaiſtes Uicar: And not 
longe after he ſuſpended Sigiſmunde duke of Auſtriche, foz takinge 
the Cardinall of Cuſane pꝛiſoner: The duke appealed from him to the 
counſell: no hertoꝛe the Byſhoppe did excommunicate Geozge Heim⸗ 
burge the worker herof,commaunding the Senate of Roꝛinburge to 
baniche him the Citie, and to ſpoile him of his goodes.n9hiche decree 
was after renewed by July to maynteyne him ſelfe agaynſt the Car⸗ 


dinalles that ſwarued from him, agaynſt kynges and pꝛinces, and the

terteine mapers:whiche ended, the Archebyſhopnes of Wentz andof

will perfourme and gyue him theyꝛ faythe and allegeaunce? Whiche 
thing pꝛomiſed, and againe tertein pꝛaiers finiſhed, he annointeth his 
Bꝛeſt, head, the boughtes ol his Armes, and the palmes of his hãdes: 
This done, the Archebiſhoppes of Mentz and Treuers, lead him into 
the reueſtry, and there apparelled like a Deacon, bꝛing him agayne to 
his chayꝛe. And after moꝛe pꝛayers ſayde, Collen accompanied wyth 
the other two, delyuereth hym a Swoꝛde dꝛawen, and commendeth 
vnto him the common wealth. And againe, puttinge vpthe Swozde 
into the ſkabarde, he putteth alſo a rynge on his Fynget, and aboute 
him a Roobe royalle:Moꝛeouer, he reacheth hyma Sceptre, and an 
Appell of Golde, repꝛeſentynge the ſhape ol the rounde woꝛlde. Then 
all thꝛee Archebiſhoppes together ſet the Diademe vpon hys head: 
And ſv led to the Aultare,heſweareth agayne that he wil do the dew- 
tye ofa good Pꝛince: After wardes they followe conueing him vp into 
an higher place, and ſet him in a ſeate of ſtone: There tharchebilhoppe 


of Mentz ſpeakyng in the vulgare tounge, wiſhethhim great pꝛoſpe⸗ 


ritie, commendynge vnto him moſte _—_ him ſelfe, and his Þe- 
res, with all the ſtates ofthe Empire. Likewiſe do the Pꝛebendes ol 
that Churche,foz he is choſen owe oftherr Colledge by an olde cu⸗ 
ſtome:nohen all this is done, the Oꝛganes, and the Trompetes blow 
bp myꝛthe and Melody. all theſe thynges behelde the Lady Marga⸗ 
rete his Aunte,y was 1{cgent of Flaunders. nohan Maſſe was done, 
and themperour had receiued the Loꝛdes ſupper, he dubbed as many 
knyghtes as were willyng.u9hich honoꝛ in times paſt, was wont to 
be gyuen onely to ſuche as had foughten manfully agaynſt theyꝛ ene⸗ 
mies, and was the rewarde of valeauntnes: And nowe the maner is, 
that kynges with the ſwozdes dꝛawen, ſhall ſtrike ſoftely, the ſhoul- 
ders of them that deſyꝛe the oꝛdꝛe, whether they be of the nobilitie, oz 
Marchauntes, that couet honour. From the churche they came, to the 
Palace, moſt ſumptuouſiy hanged and arayed, where the Emperoure 
dined, and the Electours alſo, euery man by him ſelle. Fo in the ſame 
hall were diuers tables ſet on eche ſyde the Emperours table. Ind the 
Archebiſhoppe of Treuers was placed right ouer againſt themperoz, 
accoꝛdyng to the lawe of Charles the fourth. That day ot an auncient 
cuſtome there is rooſted a whole Dre, farſed wyth other Beaſtes: 
A piece whereof is ſerued to the Emperours table, the reſt haue the 
tommon people:Moꝛeouer all that day there runne two Conduictes 
wyth nopne, free foꝛ all men. : 

After diner thẽperoꝛ retoꝛnyng to his fodging,deliuereth to tharch⸗ 
biſhop of Wentz v ſeales of thempire:the next day = maketh .

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fo: the Pꝛinces Elertours. And the daye that folo wed, reparynge to 
the Churche, when he had hearde Maſſe, he worſhiped the reliques 
of Sainctes, and amonges others, as they ſav.a cloth that our Saut- 
dure was lapped in when he was in his ſwaddlyngecloutes : After 
this, the archbyſhop of Mentz pꝛonounceth that the Biſhop of Rome 
appꝛouynge his Creation doeth commaunde him hereafter to vſe the 

name ot Ceſar. The electours beyng departed out of that contagious 

place, Ceſar taketh alſo his iourney and arrineth at Collen, aboute the 

fyꝛſte of Nouembye:from whence ſendyng letters thꝛoughe out Ger- 

Thempero; Manp, he calleth an aſſemblie of the Empire at Mozmes agaynſte the 

calleth a toũ ſyrte dae of Januar ' 

ſel imperlal. As conternyng that which the Archebiſhop of Wentz ſpake howe 
the Biſhoppe of Rome hid confyꝛmed the Emperours creation, thus 

hauethey tourned Totnam into Frenche of late yeres. Foꝛ in tymeg 

paſt the Biſhoppes of Rome were wonte to be appꝛoued by thempe- 

rours, when they were but poze:but encreaſed in wealth, they did not 

onety begyn to rule at theyꝛ pleaſure,but alſo at the length bꝛonght it 

The Pope vnto this paſſe; after muche ſtrife and contention, that in dede they 
was ſablecte permitted that the ſeuenP2incesof Germany might electe hym, but 
tothempero2 ſaye, how it lyeth in theyꝛ power onely to coftrme and ratif:e the ſame 
And this Authoꝛitie haue they vſed many tymes, in maner thꝛoughe 

all realmes, but chiefly in Italy, Fraunce, and Germany, what tyme 

they haue put do wne kynges, and ſubſtituted others in theyꝛ place. 

For beſides other places ot the Canon lawe, in thepiſtles decretall ot 

Gregoꝛy the w. Innotentius the tij. aſfirmeth, that the aucthoutie of 

choſyng themperoꝛ was by the benefit of the Biſhoppes and Churche 

of Rome conueighed from the Grekes to the Germanes in the tyme 

of great Charlemaigne, and howe it is theyꝛ partes to know dc iudge, 

whether the perſon be mete. And yet not cõtẽted with that, they haue 

alſo extoꝛted his faithe by an othe from the higheſt Magiſtrate of the 

whole vniuerſall woꝛlde. hiche thynge hathe bene often tymes the 
Cbe lawe of cauſe of great warres, and muche other miſchief. And in fyne Clemẽt 
Ciement. the fiſt bounde them to it bya lawe, who lyued in the pere ol our loꝛde 
a thonfande and thꝛe hundꝛed. Foꝛ wheras Henty the ſeuenth Empe⸗ 

rour of that name, of the houſe of Lucemburge, woulde not after thys 

ſoꝛt be bounden, toꝛ that he ſaid it was a matter newly inuented, ney⸗ 

ther vled in foꝛmer time: Clemẽt koꝛ them that ſhould come after , ope⸗ 

neth the matter at large, declarynge what is in ſame othe conteyned, 

(that is to ſay) that themperour ſhoulde defendethe Church ol Rome, 

that he baniſh Heretikes, and haue no company with wicked mẽ, that 

he by al meanespoſſible mayneteine the Dignitie ofthe Bifhoypes ol 
Rome, d he delend a kepe al pꝛiuiledges graũtted to the church of Rome 
at any tyme, but eſpecially ſuch as were geuen by Cõſtantine, Charles 
maigne, 
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maigne Henry, Otto the fourth, Fridericke the ſecõd, and Rodulphe, 

fdhat he chalenge no parte ol the landes and poſſeſſions ol the Church 

ol Rome, by any maner of title oꝛ pꝛetente. In theſe thinges ( ſaith he) 

the Emperdur is bounden to him. And that Henry alſo by meſſengers 

pꝛomiſed hym no leſſe, howe ſoeuer he diſſembted afterwarde: Thys 

decree came forth alter the death of the Emperour Henrye; The ſame 

Clement was the firſt of all, that called fozth the Cardinals frõ aome 
to Lyons, and kept his Court in Fraunce. Syns the whiche time the Tbe courte 
authoꝛitie and power ol Emperours hathe decreaſed in Italy daplye e Rome in 
moꝛe and moꝛe. And the power and dignitte ol Biſhoppes bene aug: Fraunct. 
mented, in ſo much that at theſe our dayes, and a lytle befoꝛe our time, 
Emperours haue ſuppoſed, that they owe this faithe and obe diens to 

them euen ofbounden dewtie. But the chiefe ol the Biſhoppes y haue 

moleſted oure Emperours are theſe:Gregoꝛp the ſeuenth, and the. ix. 

Alexandꝛe thethyꝛde. Innotentius the thyꝛde, and the fourth. Hitola⸗ 
us the thy2de,Bonifacethoeyght;and Clement the fyſte. Nowe let vg 
retòourne to our pourpoſe. * % | 

- Jnthenteanetyme that Cefar was yet at Collen, theByſhoppeof tk 
Rome ſent Marinus Carraccivlug;amd Hierome Aleander to encenſe The dune or 
the Duke of Haronie againſte Luther, who ſpeakynge fyꝛſte in the Sars. incen⸗ 
pꝛaiſe of him and his familie, than tellynge ot the d that haged. led againſte 
ouer all Germany foz the deuiliſhe woꝛtes of Luther, demaunded of Tutber. 
him in line two thinges. Firſte that he would commaunde all his bo⸗ 

kes to becaſte in the fyꝛe, ſecondarelye that he woulde eyther ſee hym 
erecuted,o2 ſend him bounde to Rome: This was befoze Peter Bon: 

homme ol Tergeſte, and Barnarde of Trent, Biſhoppes. They had 

alſo com miſſion that Ceſar, and all other Pꝛinces of German, beyng

place when fo euer he is commaunded, ſo that he may be aſſured, and 
maketh ſo large and great an oller, that no moꝛe tan be required 
This is the opinion of good and welt learned men ; that he hathe 
thus farre pꝛoceded, not ol his owne atcoꝛde, but pꝛicked lor warde of 
his aduerſaries:as vet he hath neyther bene ſo heard of the Empersz, 
oꝛ of any others, that his woꝛkes ſhould be ſo conuicte of Hereſpye, that 
they ought to be burnt:ozels would he already haue done the duetye 
of a good Puince.He requireth them thereloꝛe that they woulde not 


deale after this ſoꝛte, but rather fynde the meanes that ſome Godlye 


learned menne mape be choſen , that ſhallfrendely and quietlye heare 
the whole matter: that Luther maye haue a good ſaſeconduicte, and 
that his bookes be not burned, beloꝛe he hathe pleaded his cauſe. And 
ik he can by the teſtimonies of Scripture, and ſo wunde argumentes 
be conuicted, than will not he holde with hys doynges: and although 
that bothe he and his cauſe ſhoulde tane the foile: yet woulde he truſt 
that the Byſhoppe would requyꝛe him to do nothyng but that might 
ſtande with his honoure. In all other thengestinoughe Gods helpe 
he would do asſhoulde becomea.Punceof the Empire, and an obe⸗ 
dient childe ol the church: nohat tyme this anſwere was geuen them, 
Alter dme deliberation, chey began to recite howe many thynges the 
Bypſhoppe ol Rome had done, and ſuffered, that Luther mighte at the 
length retourne into the right way: but that he hath kepte no parte ol 
his pꝛomyſe. Ind that it lyeth not nowe in the Archbiſhoppe of Tre-

After warde he ſet foꝛth a boke, wherin he ſheweth the cauſes, why he 
burned the Canon lawe. Firſt that it hath bene an olde cuſtome obſer⸗ 
ned at all times that naughtie and Peſtuent bokes ſhould be vurtied, 
a teſtimony wherof is vet in the actes al the Apoſtles:Moꝛeouer that 


it conterueth his de wtie that is baptiſed in Chꝛiſte, whiche is a pꝛo⸗ 


feſſour and an open teacher of holye Stripture, to impugne wycked 


doctrine, and to teache men that is holeſome, and to plucke out ofßmẽs 


mindes falſe and erronious opinions. and that the ſame apperteineth 
Alſo to many others. And although v theybeyng letted cyther though 
ignoꝛaunce, oꝛ foꝛ feare ofperill do not that they onghte to do. vet can 
that be none excuſe to him, vnleſſe ho do his dewtie. Moꝛeouer the Bi⸗ 
ſhoppe of Rome, and all his rable areſo obſtinate and ſhameleſſe, that 
not onely they wyll heare no good admonitions, but alſo condempne 
the doctrine ol Chꝛiſt and his Apoſtles, and compell men to committe 
open Jdolatry. Furthermore he ſuppoſeth howe theſe booke burner 

haue no commiſſion to burne his bookes,no moꝛe than had the Diui⸗ 
nes of Collen and Lonain of the Emperour. Finally foꝛ as muche as 
his wozkes beyng burnt, and the brute therof ſpꝛead abꝛoade ouer ail 


countreis, many will growe to be weaker and doubtfull, ſuppoſynge 


they were not caſte into the fyze withoute cauſe : therefore dyd he, ſe⸗ 
vnge his aduerſaries paſt all remedy, burne theyꝛ Bookes alſo, that he 
might therby erecte # confp:ine the mindes of men. wherfoꝛe he bele- 
cheth all men that laying a ſyde thambitiouſe and pꝛoude titles of his 
aduerſaries, they would looke nerer to the thinge, that is, howe wic- 
ked and peſtilent opinions are conteyned in thoſe bokes of the Law. 
Which thinge that it maye be the better perceyucd,of innumerablehe 
hath gathered a fewe thynges, whiche belonge to the repꝛoche of al- 
mightie God, to the iniurie of the ciuill magiſtrate, and to the eſtabliſ⸗

ſhing of their owne tyꝛranny:to the numbꝛe of thyztie places whereby 


he ſheweth that he had iuſte cauſe to burne them. Than pꝛouoketh he 
them to ſhewe the reaſons wherfoꝛe they burnt his woꝛkeg. And the 
cauſe why fe we oꝛnone haue in diuerſe ages paſt attempted ani thing 
agaynite the tyzrannyeof Antichꝛiſt, he laieth, hathe bene, foꝛ that the 
Scripture hath pꝛophecied, howe he ſhoulde deſtroy his aducrfaries, 
and haue the kynges to aſſiſt him. Seyng therloꝛe that the Pꝛophetes 
and Apoſtles haue tolde vs befoꝛe of ſuche tyꝛrible thynges to come, it 
is eaſye to conſydꝛe howe greate it behoueth hys crueltye to be.

ulll in the meane tyme petlwade thee, to ſet ſoꝛth others agaynſte Rez 
ligion and godlines, that ſo thy bokes may be altogether condemned. 
Foz thoſe that thou haſt ſet foꝛth laſt, declare ryght well, how the tree 
ts tu be knowen by the fruites, and not by the bloſome. Thou art not 
ignozaunt.how diligently the Scripture warneth vs, to beware of

kes, and pꝛechinges ſeduced from the Churche periſhe againe, the dig⸗ 
nitie of the which Church all men ought to acknowledge reuerently. \ 
Foz in all the wozld is there nothing better, tha the obleruation of the | 
ſawes. And lyke as no com9 weale conſiſteth wout lawes:enen ſo vn- 
leſſe the moſte holy decrees of our forefathers be reuerently kept, there 
ſhall be nothing moꝛe troubleſome than the ſtate of the Church, which 
ſhould be moſt quiet and ſtable. Theſe noble and vertuouſe Bzinces 
here pꝛeſent, foꝛ the ſingular zeale they beare to the comms weale, and 
foꝛ thy cauſe and wealth alſd, thoughte good to admoniſſhe thee of all 
theſe thinges. Foꝛ doubtles if thou wylte perſeuer thus obſtinatlye in 
thine opinion, and not relent, the Emperour wyll bannilhe thee gut ol 
the Empire, and wyll fozbydthee to haue anye reſtynge place of Ger⸗ 
manp, to the ende thou maieſt the better conſyder thine owne ſtate.

From the tyme of this publication, Duke Fridericke appointed cer

kes of Luth. cateth to his bꝛethꝛen the Juſten Freres:of Religious Yowes, to his 
father John Luther, and a booke agaynſt James Latomus a Doc- 
toꝛ of Lꝰuaine. The Auſten Freres beganne nowe fyꝛſte of all men to 
leaue ol Maſſyng, and foꝛ that cauſe Luther compiled this Booke fox 
them, that he might encourage the weake, and confyꝛme the ſkylfull, 
exhoꝛtinge them muche to perſeuer in the ſame purpoſe. 
Whiche thinge knowen, Duke Friderick fearing that ſome great 
trouble oꝛ commotion ſhould arriſe therof,commaunded that the opi⸗ 
Ortdemalle nion of the whole Uninerſitie herein chould be knowen and bꝛought 
to be abolil ⸗ vnto him: The Uniuerſitie choſe iiij.foꝛ the ſame purpoſe, Juſtus Jo⸗ 
wrd. nas, Philip Melanchthon, Ryclas Amſtoꝛfe, and John Dulce. noho 
conferryng with the Auſten Freres, bꝛought woꝛde what they: intẽt 
was. And furthermoꝛe declared what an iniury was done to the loꝛ⸗ 
des Supper. nherloꝛe they beſeche the Pꝛinte that he would aboliſh 
fo great a wickednes, not out ofone Churche onelp, but alſo in all pla⸗ 
ces, and ſet vp the trew vſe ok the Loꝛdes Supper, accoꝛdyng to Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes commaundement, and the maner of the Apoſtles, ſtoutly contem⸗ 
nyng al the repꝛoches ofthe aduerſaries:foʒ it hath euer bene ſene, that 
who ſo taketh in hande to maynteine the trew doctrine ofthe — 
| gs io | mu 
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muſt ſuffre many thinges: and that he ought greatly to fozeſee,that he 
accept reuerently this preſent gifte of God, wher with he is chiefly ad⸗ 
oꝛned, by reaſon ofthe lyght of Ghoſpell;fpxonge vp amonges his peo⸗ 
ple. nherunto the Duke anſwered, that he would leaue nothing vn⸗ 
attempted that might be foꝛ Gods gloꝛy: but foꝛ ſo muche as the thing 
is ful of difficultie, he thinketh good not to beto haſtie, for litel it is that 
fo fewe can bꝛinge to effect: but in caſe the matter be grownded on the 
Scriptures,they ſhall doubtles haue mo to take theyꝛ parts. And the 
ſhall that alteration, which ſhall ſeine both Godly and ueteſſary, nioꝛe 
conueniently be bꝛought to paſſe:Foꝛ he him ſelfe which is ignoꝛaunt 
in the Scriptures,ca not tel what time this accuſtomed vle ok maͤſſe, 
which you repꝛoue came vp, oꝛ when / maner that the Apoſtles vſed, 
was lefte: But as he taketh it, the moſt part of Colledges and Chur⸗ 
ches, were fownded foꝛ Maſſes, whiche if they ſhould be put dovone; = 
and the landes taken awaye, that were geuen foꝛ the fame purpoſe,/e- 
uery man might well conſyder what hurly burly would follow vpon 
the ſame: w herloꝛe his aduiſe ſhalbe, that they go , and conſult further 
ofthe matter with the reſt of good and well learned men of the vniuer 
ſitie, that all theyꝛ heades leyde together, ſuche meanes may be foude, 
as maye kepe a Godlyquiet. E 
Theſe men, after moꝛe deliberation had make him anſwer, admo⸗ 
ching him as bekoze,to put downe the Maſſe, that the thinge maye be 
done without any tumult. Ind thoughe it coulde not, vet that whiche 
is righte and godlye, woulde not therfoꝛe be lefte vndone:that they be 
fe wer in numbꝛe, it is no newes: Fo: ener ſyns the woꝛlde began, the 


greater part of men haue reſiſted the trewe doctrine:moꝛeouer p thoſe The belt 


onely ſhall recetue this ryght vle of the Loꝛdes Supper, vnto whome t 
it ſhall be gyuen from aboue. 2: 12 
Furthermoꝛe, that Colledges were fyꝛſt inſtituted, not foꝛ Maſſes, 
but that youth myght there be vertitouſely bꝛought vp in learnynge. 
And the landes gyuen to fynde ſome to teach, and ſome to learne, and 
the reſte to the vſe of the poꝛe. And this vleto haue continewed in ma⸗ 
ner to the time oft Barnarde: But aboute foure hundꝛeth yeares ſyns 
this Marchaundiſe of Maſſes began, whiche is vtterly to be taken a⸗ 
wapye: And albeit the oꝛiginall thereof, were yet moꝛe auncient, yet is 
not ſo great a wickednes to be ſuffered. And in caſe any buſynes ſhold 
come therof,the ſame ought not to be aſcribed to the doctrine, but to 
the wickednes of them, which foꝛ their owne lucre will unpugne the 
truthe, againſt their conſcience. And that we ought not to regard ſuch 
inconueniences, but to pꝛotede conſtantlye what trouble ſo euer ſhall 
come therot᷑:foꝛ all theſe thinges were ſhewed befoꝛe of Chꝛiſt. Thys 
yeare Themperours bꝛother Farnando Archduke of Auſtriche,mart- 
eth the lady Anne, ſiſter to Lewes thekinge ofYongary.Emonges ſo 
| G. iii. many 
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Denrp kyng many aduerſaries as Luther had, Henrythe eyghte, Kynge of Eng⸗ 
at Englande lande wꝛote ſobze agaynſt him. And fpꝛſt heconfuteth his iudgement, 
wateth a- touching Indulgences, and defendeth the Biſhops authoꝛitie. After 
gainſt Luth. he repꝛoueth all his diſputations, concerning the Sacramentes of the 
Churche, taking the occaſion ol wꝛiting out ol his boke intitiled,of the 
F captinitie of Babylon. | 
Whan Luther knewe therof,he anſwered moſt vehemently, ſhew⸗ 
ynge that in the defence of this cauſe, he did not one whit reſpecte the 
highnes oꝛ dignitie of any parſon. Foʒ this cauſe the Biſhop Leo gaue 
the kynge an honozable title, callyng him, the defendour ofthe faith. 
Themperoz; Howe kynge Charles was choſen Emperour, it is here to loꝛe de⸗ 
bath warte clared: And wheras euer ſyns certen pꝛiuate dyſpleaſures did growe 
with Frafice betwirte hym and the Frenche kynge, it bꝛake out into warres. But 
fyꝛſt in the bozders of Spaine, and of Flaunders. The ſame tyme the 
Frenchmen kept Parma and Placence in Italy: which the Biſhoppe 
Leo was right ſoꝛy foꝛ. And when they had alfo of late attẽpted Rhe- 
gium, he vtterly foꝛſoke them, and entred into league with the Empe⸗ 
rour, wherof the chiefcondicions were theſe. 

That the dignitie of the Churche of Rome ſhould be defended, that 
ſuche Townes as the Frenchemen ok late had taken from him, ſhould 
be recouered, that Frances Stfoꝛtia, that time a baniſhed man, ſhould 
be reſtoꝛed to his fathers ſeat and to the dukedome ol Millan. Thus 
toyning their powers together, they recouered ofthe frenchmen Par⸗ 
ma and Placence,and by foꝛce toke the citye of Millan and dꝛoue the 
French king out of Lumbardy, which he had kept in quiet poſſeſſion 
fullye.vi.yeares,and after wardes reſtoꝛed Sfoꝛtia, by the conduit of 
pꝛoſper Columne, ⁊ Fernando Daualle marques of Piſcare. And not 

{2 log after theſe newes wer bzought, Leo departed not without the ſu⸗ 
Tbe death ſpicion of poyſening. He was ſõne vnto Laurens Medices and had to 
of Les the. r. hig great grandfather Colmus, that was þ great honoꝛ of that houſe. 
| Leo was made Cardinall when he was but.xii.yeares old: he liued 

| not paſt ſeuen and foꝛty:his ſucceſſoꝛ was Aduane the ſirt a Hollãder 
Adztan ſucce who had bene tutoꝛ to the emperour. About the ſame time Soliman 
deth Leo. lately created Emperour of Turkes moued warre vpon Lewes king 
of Boheme and Hungary, which hadmaried the Lady Marye them- 

Lhe Turke perours iſter,and beſides many other townes and Caſtels , he tooke 
takeih Bel · Belgrade the chief foꝛtreſſe ol Hungary,and placed therin a garriſon. 
grade. Whileſt Ceſar maketh his abode in Flaunders and Germanp, greate 
Commotiòs ſe ditions aroſe in Spaine: herfoꝛe to the intent he might remedye 
in Spaine. the thing in time, hauing firſt appoynted a coũſel to miniſter the law, 
and to ſee to the affaires of thempire, he ſaileth againe into Spaine. 

B.ut befoꝛe hetoke his ioꝛney, the ſtates of Thempire were all readye 

- aſſembledat Nozinbergeconcerninge diuers matters, but chieflye the 

Tur- 
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Turkyſhe warre: And Ceſar ſending loꝛth his pꝛoclamation at the la- 
ter ende of Marche, warneth chielly all eccleſiaſticall parſons, to pzay 
and make ther; ſupplications vato God: Afterwardes the fyꝛſte of 
Mape, was aide grauntedto kynge Lewes. Themperour in his re⸗ 
tourne, goeth agayne to ſee the kynge of Englande, whom to haue his

aſſured frende agaynſt the Frenche kynge, he pꝛomyſeth to geue hym 


perely,a hundꝛeth and thzee and thyꝛtie thouſande Duckates . Foꝛ ſo 
muche did the Frehchkynge paye yearelp, to the kynge of Englande;, 
and to his ſyſter Mary the French quene noherſoꝛe vnleſſe he mighte 
de ſaued harmeles, he would attempt nothing againſt him. This trea 
tie was made the thirtene dayof June in the Caſtell of e. yx 
myles from Lõdon: And foꝛ a moꝛe entiere loue and frendſhip, it was 
agreed, that the Emperour ſhoulde take to wyfe, the lady Mary the 
kynges daughter by his aunte Quene Kataryne, and marry her whẽ 
time ſhouid ſerue, fo ſhe was then but ſeuenyearesof age: udhether: 
ſoeuer bꝛake of, to pay to the other foure hundꝛed thouſande crownes, 
The Frenche kynge bendeth all his fozce towardeg Italy, to recouer 
that he had loſt: yu haue heard befoꝛe of Ziunglius:and now Hugh 
Bylhoppe of Conſtance, within whoſe pꝛouince Zurtcke is aduerti⸗ 
ſed the Senate, what complaintes he heard ol Zuinglius, and what 
a kynde of newe doctrine he had bꝛoughte in: he defendeth hys cauſe 
beldꝛe the Senate, whome he ſatiſfied. Aftar the Byſhoppe wꝛote his 
letters to the College of Canons, wherof Z uinglius was one, ſpea⸗ 
kyng muche of new doctoursthat troubled the Churche, he erhozteth 
them to take hede and beware ofchem: And for ſo muche as Leo the 
Biſhop of Rome, and the Emperdur alſo haue by moſt ſtreigth pꝛocla 
mations condemned thys doctrine ;he warneth them that they obey 


the ſame, and neyther alter noꝛ chaunge anythinge, till they that haut

Authozitie,ſhould decree ſome thinge by a generall counſeil, this was

And all beit that al thinges be not wel eſtabliſhed amonges them:

Lu. wziteth After this Luther compiled a Boke againſte the falſe named oꝛder of 
againſte the Bilhops, in the pꝛeface wherof he ſaith it is to them great ſhame that 
5: thoppes. ſo many ofthem as they be with — — liuinges and honourable 
titles, pꝛoſeſſpng them to be maiſters of the wholẽ Scriptures, ᷣ they 
dare not come to diſpute with him onelye befoꝛe indifferent Judges, 
beyng ſo ofte pꝛouoked therunto. iSherfoze(he ſaieth) that from hence 
foꝛth, he will no moꝛe ſubmitte his wꝛitynges vnto them, as he dyd at 
Woꝛmes, foꝛ the Doctrine is not his, but Chꝛiſtes. Who lyueth and 
reigneth foꝛ euer, who will once reſtraine theyꝛ madnes, and bluddye

as they charge him, that his franke rebuking ofthe,ſhuld ſtyꝛre vp the 
people againſt him, in that they do him muche wꝛonge: foz it is to be 
pꝛoued by the Scriptures, ſuch repzehẽ ions are neceſſary, when the 
paſtozs of Churches bevnlearned, wicked, ⁊ obſtinate, neither doynge 
their dutie theſelues,noz permitting others to do. d would a can doit 
right well.

perfoꝛmed him ſelf:hauing ſent a great ſum of moneyto the knights of 
the Rhodes, which at this pꝛeſent are in great daunger of thẽperoꝛ of 


Turkes: After wardes calling home his remebzatice of fozeinperiles, , 


X loking moꝛe narrowly vpõ domeſtical euils, he heareth, to his great 
diſcofozt,y Martin Luther ( who hath oftẽtimes bene gently, a father⸗ 
ly admoniſhed at the length, whan there was none other remedy, cõ⸗ 
demned # baniſſhed by certein Uniuerſities, by Leo his pzedeceſſoz, x 
alſo by themperoꝛ, by the cõmon cõſent, is not yet put to ſilẽce, but ſtyll 
at libertie, ſetting foꝛth dayly new bokes, by the which the chꝛiſtiã reli 
gi, x al honeſt liuing is ſoꝛe decaied: nohich thing greueth hi ſo much 
the moꝛe, foꝛ that he heareth ſaye, howe diuerſe of the nobilitie fauoure 
hym, and that the matter is ſo farre gone, that Eccleſiaſticallparſons 
are in daũger to loſe both lides a dignitie, thꝛough out German, tou⸗ 
ching v which things, certein haue already ſtyꝛred vp ciuil war: It is 
trewly ſpokẽ of Baule,y nedes there muſt be Hereſies, but as thinges 
{fad now, it chaüſeth moſt out of cealon. But the deuill is diſpoſed to 
wꝛap vs in ſondꝛy calamities at one time:foꝛthꝛough his inſtigation, 
the fury ofthe Turkes,x the Hereſie of Luth. oppꝛeſſe vs both at once: 
Ind although it were foꝛ vs poſſible to diſcofitethe foꝛeine enemie:pet 
fo lõg as this domeſtical aduerſarie is vnuãquiſhed, it ſhould litel pꝛe⸗ 
uaile. hat time he was pet in Spaine, he hearde muche of Luthers 
falſe opinions albeit it greued him v ſuch an euyl ſhold ſpꝛing in the 


tountrey where he was bozne,yet did he comfoꝛt him ſelf w. ij. things. 


Fyꝛſt, foꝛ that his truſte was, that ſo trifelynge and wicked a doc⸗ 
trine ſhould haue bene diſpiſed of all men. 2 

Secondelp, that ſuche peſtilente plante bꝛoughte out of an other 

place, ſhould not lightiytake roote in that countrie. whiche had al⸗ 


wapes ingendꝛed the roters out of Hereſpes. But where it hath chaũ⸗ 


ſed other wiſle, whether it be by the iuſt iudgement of God, oꝛ thzoughe 


ſed it in tyme.

euer amonges vs, woulde haue ſuffered his churche to remayne ſd lõg 

in errours. As thoughe he were onely wiſe, and ſtyꝛred vp of God foꝛ 

this intent, to open the errour of the whole woꝛlde: which thinges are 

doubtles to alithat wile be, a very mockerpe, and be laughed at: But 

they haue a deuiliſh purpoſe, that vnder the pꝛetence of Chꝛiſtiã iber⸗ 

tie, they may contemne all la we, rule and aucthoꝛitie, and work what 

outrage they lyſt:foꝛ ſeyng they haue already cõmitted ſacrilege, e vn⸗ 

reuerently handled the lawes okholy Biſhopges and cotinſels,yea caſt 

they them in the fpꝛe:thinke vou that they wyll knowe oꝛ obey any ci⸗ 

uill Magiſtrate? but as they haue begon to ſley Pꝛieſtes, and to enter 

vppon their poſſeſſions, ſo wil they in fine, ende theyꝛ miſcheuous enter⸗ 
pꝛiſes with the Pꝛinces themſelues, theyꝛ wiues, childꝛẽ and families:

in his abſens. Ind whan Leo the tenth died, wheras Julius Medices 

and Alexander Farneſius, laboured exceadyngly foz it, Adꝛiane beyng 

abſent and vnknowen, was chofen Biſhoppe the. ix.daye of January 

in the peare ol our Loꝛde, a thouſande ſyue hundzed twenty and two. 

n9hohearinge thereof, wꝛote letters of thanckes to the Colledge ot 

Cardinalles, foꝛ the good opinion they had of him. 

And wheras iij. Cardinals were appointed to be ſentto him Ambaſſa⸗ 

dours into Spaine, he willeth them to ſpare theyz papnes,fo2 ſo ſhoꝛt⸗ 

ly as may be, he will come to Rome him ſelfe. He wꝛiteth moꝛeouer to 

the Senate, and people ol Rome ( who were not a litel diſplealed that 

a ſtraunger ſhoulde haue that dignitie ) pꝛomilinge them, what ſoeuer 
pleaſure he could ſhew them. 

Anda fewe monethes after chaunſynge on a fayze wynde, he ta⸗ 
keth ſhypppnge into Italy, and arryueth at Rome, in the monthe of 
Auguſt. Ind all beit that at the ſame tyme Ceſar was commynge out 
Flaunders(to appeaſe the rebellyon) was arryued in Spaine, yet de⸗ 
parted he, and neuer bad hym fare well, but wzote vnto hym gentell 
letters, ſigniliyng that he had great haſt.

to reſourme the ſame thoughe no man had ſpoken therin, and to ſuffer 
no man to ſuſteine any w2onge,muche leſſe them, whom foz the coin 
mon countrey ſake, he coueteth chiefly to gratitie: nd where they de 


ſyꝛe that their actions commenced might be retourned in to Germany 


fo ſoone as the Judges and aduocates, whiche are fled oute of Rome 


- fox the Plage, ſhall retourne, he will inquire of the caſe, and dotherin 
that which ſhall ſeme reſonable. He commaunded mozeouer his Am- 


baſſadour, to require an aunſ were of the Princes, what in them opi⸗ 
nion) were the beſt way to deſtroy this peſtiferous ſecte, that he maye 
vnderſtande in time, what ſhall be his part to do therin. 


Theſe thinges beyng declared ta the counſel, the Pzinces and other be anſwer 
ſtates make aunſwere. Fyzſte, in recityngbzefly his demaundes, they of the pꝛices. 


ſay they are ryght glad that it hath pleaſed God to place him in the go⸗ 


ueraement ofthe church, which in this perilous time had nede ol ſuch 
a Paſtour;who beareth ſuche a ʒeale to the common wealthe, and ta⸗ 


keth ſuche paynes to ſet kynges at quietnes, and emploieth hys trea⸗ 


ſure to the repꝛeſſing of the Turkes violence, whiche thynges they re- 


ioyſe to heare of :ſoʒ by theſe ciuill warres thempire is decaied, and the 
Turkes power increaſed, where no man pꝛepareth any Armpe to re 
ſil him. Here be the Ambaſſadours ofthe kyng and Pꝛinces of Hun⸗ 
gary, which not without great lamentation haue recited, what cruell 
thinges they haue ſuffered, and what daunger they ſtande in dayely: 
nhyerkoze they deſyꝛe him which is the father a N aſtour of all others, 
that he will perſeuer in this moſt holy purpoſe and trauaile, p eyther a 
ſuer peace, oꝛ els a long treuce may be taken, in the meane time they 
may make pꝛeparation, to withſtande the Turkes violence, and reco- 
ner the countreis ol the Empire, which are loſte: nohereunto they pꝛo⸗ 
miſe their aide bothe of men and money. _ | 

As concernyng Luther, if any diſpleaſurebe growen in Germany 
by the meanes of his doctrine, they are right hartely ſoꝛy thereloꝛe, as 
it becommeth them no leſſe, and deſy2e alſo to remedy theeuyll,know- 


yng it to be theyꝛ duetie to obey both him and themperour:nother wil by v vt, 
they degenerat from their pꝛogenitours herein: where he complaineth was n 
that he is not already puniſhed — the Emperours decree, it ni 


is vpon no lyght conſyderation omitted: loꝛ all degrees do complayne 
molt heinouſly of the courte of Rome. Ind in maner al men are ſo wel

they.earneltly require him that he woald do loꝛ other wiſe there is no 
tertein oꝛ longe quietnes to br wked for. Germ is muche impoue⸗ 
riched woith watres and other charges, and with tributes that be ex⸗ 
traoꝛdinarie, ſd that it is hardelg hable to nrſtepne the nereſſary char⸗ 
ges of the Common wealth aud to gyue aide to the Hungrians and 
others againſt the Turke: Nvwe in what ſoite the Germanes certein 


yprereg pnſt, did permitte, that thett Biſdops and others of che Clergie, 


ſhauld foꝛ certein time botribataries to the B iſhop ol Rome:they ſup- 
poſthe is not ignoꝛaunt:they coditioned at che ſametyme that al that 
money when tynie ſerued. chould be employed bponthe warre againſt 
the Turke: But nowe bothe the tyme ta erpited, and his pꝛrdeceſſoꝛs, 
Bilhoppesof Nome haue not put the money to the ſame bie that they 
ought to haue Done: forthe whiche cauſe / no doe that a ſubſidie is to be 
gathered in all countreis ot the Empyre fot the Turkiſhe warre, men 
do grudge and mutine. And think that thole great ſummes of money, 
which haue bene leuied in many yeres, # kepte foꝛ the ſame purpoſes, 
ſhould now ſerue thetourne, and they to be no further charged: They 
deſyꝛe therloꝛe that rpm hente toꝛth he demaunde not an ye ſuche tri⸗ 


bute, but permitte the ſame to be bꝛoughte into thecommon treaſure 


houſe ofthe Empite: Foꝛ thus ſhall many men be quieted in Germa⸗ 
np, and when nede ſhall require, there ſhall not want money, to ayde 
fozeine nations agaynſt the fozce and violence of the Turkes: where 
he axeth their tounſell in this alteration ol Religionconſydering that 
the matter conſiſteth not onely in Luthers doctrine, but aiſb in many 


other abuſes and errours crepte into the Churche, and mayntened by 


longe cuſtome ot men that be of a coꝛrupte life and iudgemente, as he 
him ſelf cõfeſſeth: They cã ſee no better way, to redꝛes al theſe things.

ſed by certeine learned men, appointed by the Bylhoppes and all mat 
ters of controuerſie to be reſerued foz the counſelles .

And where amonges other thinges,his Ambaſſado2ſpake of pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes that mariedwiues:fozſomuch as there is no puniſhment appoin⸗ 


; ; ted koꝛ them in theCiuilllawe,they thinke it not a miſſe that ſuche as 


haue offended,ſhoulde be puniſhed after the Canon lawe: Finally they 
beſeche him to take in good part theyꝛ opinion touching euery thyng: 
fo: it doeth pꝛocede ofa ſyncere minde , which both tendereth the com 
mon weale, and fauoureth alſo his dignitie. 

Inthe ſame tyme chaunſed a great alteration in Denmarke. And 
thus befel the caſe. Chꝛiſtierne the fyꝛſt of that name king of Dẽmarke 
No2weye,and Suecia, had two ſonnes John, and Fridericke, John 
did ſuccede his father, and had warre with the Suectans, whiche re⸗

This John had a ſonne named Chꝛiſtierne, who, whan he was but 
(pre peres of age, was pꝛoclamed kynge, his father vet lyuing, and ſyre 
and twentie yeres after that, whẽ his father was dead, he was crow⸗ 
ned inthe yeare ok oure Loꝛde. M. D. xiiij. Durynge whoſe reignethe 
Suecians rebelled againe, and ſet vv Steno Stura, to haue the go⸗ 
uernement. Chꝛiſtierne made all his power agaynſte them, and after 


many battels and ſondꝛy ſieges, he ſabdueth them, commaũdyng that 
this Steno, which was ſlayne in battell, and buried, ſhoulde be taken | 


vp and bꝛent. This was in the yeare. M. D. xx. the Suecians beynge 


thus vanquiſhed, Guſtauus Erironius, a noble man hauing aide as it 


Was thought, ofthe Lubeckes, ſtirred them vp to a new revellion, and 


had good foꝛtune. He pꝛetẽded fyꝛſt to haue done it foz Steno his chil⸗ 
dꝛen, and foꝛ the moꝛe aſſuraunce, maried his daughter. when the king 
had loſt this pꝛouince, and was euill beloned at home ( toꝛ he gouerned 
the common welth crnelly, and offended all men. when alſo his vncle 
Fridericke, and they of Lubecke moued warre againſt him: fearynge

they: letters, to the Emperoz,to the Byſhoppe ol Rome, and the other 
Pꝛinces of the Empire, they reudꝛe a reaſon why they dyd ſo, they ac- 
cuſe him of moſt greuous crimes, and ſap, ho we he is baniſſhed by hys 
iuſte deſeruinges. The ſame thinge allo doeth Fridericke and the Ci⸗ 
tie of Lubecke, which is of moſt aucthoꝛitie and power in al thoſe par⸗ 
tics. But Chꝛiſtierne fyndpnge a good wꝛyter, Coꝛnelles Scepper, a 
Flemmyng very well learned, aunſwerethto theſe crymes and deſp⸗ 
reth the ſtates of the Empire(aſſembled at Nozinberge)of aide a ſuc- 
cour.He had one ſonne, whom the Emperour toke vnto him:and two 
doughters, Doꝛothie and Chꝛiſtine. The ſame pere his frendes attẽp⸗ 
ted warre, to haue reſtoꝛred him, but it was in vaine. The erour 
beyng intangled with the Frenche warres. The Ambaſſodoꝛ of Rome 
had complained of the pꝛeachers of Nozinberge,thatthey ſhould teach 
euill doctrine, and required that they might be layde faſte by the feete: 
But the Pꝛinces ſuppoſed how he was mille infourmed:foꝛ the Pꝛea⸗ 
chers ſaye, they are had in greate eſtimation with the people. And il 
ought ſhould be done to them, all men would take it to be done ol a ſet 
purpoſe, to oppꝛeſſe the trueth:whiche thinge myght cauſe a rebellion. 
Not withſtandyng they wyll appoint certein men that ſhall make in⸗ 
quiſition of the whole matter, and ther in do as ſhall be reaſonable. 
What tyme the Pꝛinces had anſwered to all the Biſhoppe of os 
mes demaundes, they gather into certeine articles, ſuche thynges as 
they would haue done by him aud other Biſhops in Germany, which 
were ſuch as infringed their liberties, made Germany bare ofmoney, | 
and kept men in great bondage, which they ſaid plainely they would 
no longer ſuffer but in caſe they were not retoꝛmed with ſpede, they 
wold ſeke a redꝛeſſe thẽ ſelues. Concernyng the tribute of the Clergie, 
thus it was. Amonges other meanes to gather vp money, this was 
one, that Byſhoppes and other ſpirituall parſons ſhoulde paye to the 


The begin ⸗ Byſhoppe of Rome, after the rate of the benefice , a certeine ſumme ol 
nyngofthe money, commonly called, fyꝛſte fruites and tentes. Some do aſcribe

teth him miche to gyue his mynde, for the ſame thyngconcerneth the 
pꝛoſperitie and dignitie ot᷑ al magiſtrats.

Germany hath bene wondettully altered with in theſe ſewe yeres cõ⸗ 
cernyng Religion: but he vnderſtandeth howe muche the commõ peo 
ple do differ from the nobilitie and P ꝛinces, the rulers ot the tawes, a⸗ 
monges whom he is as pꝛincipal, amel by his own, as alſo by deſerte | - 
ofhis aũteſters / which haue euermole done great honoꝛ tu the church; 
of Rome: no hertoꝛe the Biſhop requireth him that in theſedaugerous Þ * 
dayes, he woulde after the example ot his el ders declare his vertue of 
ſtoutenes, not onely in miſlyking this lybertie of the people, hut alſo in 
extremely puniſhing the ſame:foꝛ vnleſſe theyꝛ licentious boldnes and 
malapertenes be reſtrained, it will bꝛing the lyke miſerie and confuſt: 
on into Germany, that it did befozetyme into Boheme and Hongary, 
which are not yet quieted: Foꝛ they that da ſtubbernely contemne the 
ſacred Lawes, and Eccleſtaſticall Magiſtrate, will alſo vndoubtedly 
worte their violence againſt the Ciuil Magiſtrates, whom they loue 
not: Manye are nowe glad to ſee the Paſtours of Churches, and the 


Courte of Rome thus troubled and diſpilſed: whiche perceaue ful litel, 


what daunger they them ſeiues ſtande in: But the Byſhoppe, whiche 
as the maſter ofa ſhyppe ſitteth watching at the Healme, doeth fozeſee 
this ſtoꝛme appꝛoching, and hath ſent hym, to warne allthe Punces, 
and him eſpecially, to bewate ofthis tempeſt, which is like to diſtroy, 
not onely the titie of Rome, but alſo Germany it ſelfe. And foꝛ the ſame 
cauſe alſo, hath ſent letters dy him and willed him to treate diligently 
with him of all theſe matters, to the intente the tranquilitie and quis 
etnes ol Germany might be recouered: Foꝛ he is purpoſelꝝ ſent, to liſte 
vp them that are fallen, and to receiue vnto grace, ſuch as are penitẽt.

and thoſe which after theyꝛ time embꝛaced Chꝛiſtes doctrine:the ſame 
they truſt, ſhall be no we alſo amonges ſuch as giue their minds here⸗ 
unto. And if Luther oꝛ any other do ſo teache, it is well done, neyther 
ought Gods word to be called his doctrine: And although they do ho⸗ 
noꝛ Chꝛiſt only: yet do they no iniurie therfoꝛe to the virgin Marye, oz 
other ſaints: Fo: al they being here in earth, loked foꝛ eternall ſaluatiß, 
by the onely name of Chꝛiſt, and no we is there ſuch a light giuen, that 
in maner all men within their citie do reade Bible diligently:ſo that 
the miniſters can not wꝛaſt a wꝛye, that is ſv continuallye in all mens 
handes: wherefoꝛe there can be no ſecte obiected vnto them , but that 
name accoꝛdeth to them, which to mainteine their lucre and digtittie, 
Wꝛaſte Gods woꝛde whither they liſt, They are ſaid to be in an erroꝛ,

but no man can ſhewe it:they haue often times required herin the Bi⸗

Ind they neither can noꝛ wyll 
be without women, they thinks it not good to reſiſt God, who oꝛdey⸗ 
ned holy wedlocke,ſufferyng them that haue not the gifte of Chaſtitie, 
to marrie, rather than in ſinglenes to lyue a fyithylyfe. -: 

Colledges and ſuch other places were fyꝛſt founded fo2 the poze, but 
now foꝛ the moſt part they poſſeſſe them, which haue enough beſides.

Howe muche Furicular confeſſion is of valewe, that numbꝛeththe

haue acceſſe vnto Chꝛiſte theyꝛ medtatoz,they iudge not onely pꝛolita⸗ 
ble, but alſo neceſſary, ſoꝛ conſciences troubled, and pꝛeſſed down with 
the burthen olfſinne.

And that fox dinerſes cau⸗ 
ſes, but chiefly, foꝛ that the maner liked vs not, to witte, that we ſhold Co ſerue fo⸗ 
ſende our ſtrength and ſouldiours vnto ſtraungers, which foꝛ money, reine pꝛintes 
ſhould be hired to warte on them, that neuer did them harme to bꝛing is vile. 
vp luche an euill example, and maineteine them in Jdlenes: whiche k 
they ſhould die in the warres:theyꝛ wiues and childꝛẽ ſhould come to 
extreme miſerie:Fo2 we iudged it an vnſittynge thynge to oure owne 
great loſſe and hynderaunce, to ſerue the kynges toꝛne, and to bꝛynge 
our countrey men into ſuche a bondage to him. | 
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And therefoꝛe haue we iudged it beſt, toretaine and kepe the ſame li- 
bertie both of bodie and goods, which our elders with great valeaũt⸗ 
nes, and blouddy handes haue gotten vs, wyth like vertue and con⸗ 
ſtauncie. And this is al the matter, this is the very cauſe, and as it wer 
the welſpꝛinge and begynnyng of all the diſpleaſure:fo2 if we woulde 
haue ratified the league, we thinke there ſhould haue ryſen no diſplea⸗ 
ſure at all: Foꝛ when you were oftentymes in hande with vs, that we 
ſhould not foꝛſake your league, we ſhewed you our mynde ( that was 
to kepe amitte with the kynge, accoꝛdynge to the compoſition of peace 
tions of our olde league that was made foꝛ the wealth and pꝛeſerua⸗ 
already eſtabliſhed: * 

And moꝛeouer that we would obſerue the condition of our com- 
mon Countrey. And becauſe we perſeuer herein, we haue gotten 
dilpleaſure a bꝛoade. Foꝛſyns the lyghte of the ghoſpell ſpꝛange vp, 
we haue ſhaken of our ſhoulders that moſte weigtie burthen, whiche 
the Biſhoppe of Rome, and his adherentes, had laide vpon vs, 2 abol 
ſhed manifeſterrours. This occaſion haue ſome of you taken of late, 
and by your Imbaſſadoꝛs ſent, haue intreated vs that we ſhould con 
nerte aud amende. And we aunl were thereunto (as befoꝛe) that we 
woꝛke after the pꝛeſcripte of Goddes woꝛde:if any man can ſhewe vs, 
that we be in errour, we will alter our purpoſe: ik not, ſurely it is moe 
reaſon to obey Godthan men. Than ſtode vp Eglythe Captein of Lu⸗ 
terne, thꝛeatenyng vs, that vnleſſe we foꝛſake the doctrine of Luther, 
and Zuinglius, the Lucernates, Uꝛanites, Switenſians,Unterual: 
dians, Tugians, and they of Friburge, will ſit no moꝛe in counſel with 

vs from hencefoꝛth. And not longe after that they had confy2med this 

thing amonges them ſelues by a law, the Captaine of Turege had ta⸗ 

ken in the night ſeaſon John Oxeline, a preacher of the ghoſpell in hys 

owne houſe, and caried him away pꝛiſoner. hich vnto vs is a double 

iniurie, in that our owne man, is taken out of our owne liberties. 

And whereas many ran oute the ſame night of al parts at the outcry, 

and did many thinges wicked ly, all the blame was layde vpon vs and 

our men, that happened to be amonges them. "i 

No we the ſeconde matter that you charge vs with all pzocedethof = 

that aſſemblie, whiche Ferdinando Archeduke of Auſtriche yelde te 

a; laſt pere at Z2genſpurge, with the rulers of his countrie, allo with the 
The craft of; giſhoppes and ſuche others as hate the doctrine of the Ghoſpell. But 
thc Papibes gat they endeuoꝛ and go about, it is not vnknowen, verely to make 
diſſention amonges vs, and to plucke vs a ſonder. Whichthinge gre⸗ 

ueth vs the moꝛe, that you will credite ſuche, as in time paſt you haue 

kno wen, at the leaſte ſome ot them to be lewde and wycked parſons 

whome we alſo, vnderſtandyngtheyꝛ craft and treaſon, haue baniſhed 

out of our limittes.Euen they nowe, foꝛ ſo muche as we wouldegyur

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no eare to them, are fled vnto you, and accuſe vs nowe, as though we 
had bꝛokẽ the league that was made with the houſe of Auſtrich. They 
ſay how we ſent aide to them of Malſute againſt they: Punce Ferdi⸗ 
nando, but that is vntrew: Foꝛ where the Walſutenſiãs were in dañ⸗ 
ger, foꝛ theyꝛ Religion, and could not be ſuffered to ſpeake foꝛ them ſel⸗ 
ues, a fewe ot our men ( againſt our knowledge ran thither to ſaue the 
harmeles men from imurie and violence. hom, ſo ſone as we knew 
therof,we called backe againee. 

Therefoze is the grounde of theyꝛ accuſation vntrewe. And ferdi 
nando haue any thing moꝛe to ſhewe that the league ſhould be bꝛokẽ, 
let him bꝛing it foꝛth, and he ſhall be aunſwered in ſuche ſoꝛt as al men 
may plainly ſee, whether parte hath kept couenauntes. where there⸗ 
foꝛe you haue had ſecret talke with Ferdinando his Amnbaſſadonrs, a 
part from oures, we can not a liteli maruel, foꝛ it you treated of tholde 
league, than ought our mẽ to haue bene made pꝛtuie to the ſame:but it

Of line ſoꝛt is that, where they ſay,howe we wil ſodainly by tte ſollde 
of a dꝛamme tauſe men to take Armure, and ſo to ſurpꝛiſe Baden, and 
certeine other places. nohich lies are deuiſed loꝛ this entente ad pur⸗ 
pole, that you might take thoſe Townes and laye in them garniſdus 
againſt vs. hichthing if it were done) they doubt not but that ſome 
greater tumult would therby arriſe; which mightkindle amonges vs 
domeſticall and ciuile warre. Ind belydeg thele there go manye other 
fclaunderonſe repoꝛtes af vs, as this is oue. Howe we ſhouſde teache, 
that Marythe mother of Chꝛiſte had mo ſonues and that the ponger, 
Janes-an Apoſtle, died foꝛ vs, aud not Chiſt him ſelfe.

caſe you will permitte vs foz to do.u9hy ſuffer we this diuiſyon to be 
made amonges vs? It is knowenin what ſtate and condition ſome 
of our Aunceſters were, which content with a pooze liuinge that they 
gote with ſoꝛe laboꝛ foꝛ them and their houſeholde, were oppꝛeſſed ol 
the nobilitie with extreme bondage : But God looked mercyfully vp⸗ 
on them, fo: they expulſed the tyzrauntes,and gote libertie. 

And after they were inriched with the ſubſtaunce of ſuche as they 
had dꝛiuen oute, they foꝛtified them ſelues with a league, by the foꝛce 
wherot they were able to defende they? coũtrey from the inuaſtons of 
all foꝛein power, and had many times the victozy ouer they: enemies.

— aroloſtadius criled from Wittenberg goeth about to make his purgation. Luther marieth 
à nonne, I winglius and he mecte at Marſeburge to conferreof they: controuerſic ofthe Loꝛdes 
ſupper, While the French king was puſoner, Pope Clement, receiuing letters from the kynges 
mother, ſollieiteth the parlamente ot Paris to make perſecuſion , Faber was conſtrained to flee, 
whcroftheking wing aduertiſed cauſeth ſuch ſuites, and actions againſt learned men 
toſurceaſe, the common weith of Pꝛuſe is altered from the Rnightes of Ger⸗ 
many to a Dukedome, and recemeth the Goſpell.

tie, and not teaching thoſe thinges, that are of the ſpirite. The bilhops 
decrees we mayefafely contemne, foꝛ that they helpe nothynge vnto 
ſaluation:whiche to obtayne ſaith he, we muſt firſt eſchewe open cry⸗ 
mes, as murther, adultery, blaſpheming of gods name, the body mult 
be chaſtened and made leane with faſting a ſimple apparel, the coũte⸗ 
naunce muſt be framed vnto grauitie, ſpeake ſeldome a weare a long 
beard.

ſet lyght by this ſame ſediton: Mot foꝛ that J feare left they ſhoulde be 
able to deſtroye vou, foꝛ I would not you ſhould dꝛeade that: but that 
the Jre of God ſhould be be fearfull vnto you.

Foz certainlyour offences where with 
we haue ſtyrred gods wrath agaiſt vs, are ſo manifeſt, that we ought 
to be afrayde of euery lyttle ſturre, muche moꝛe whan ſo great a num⸗ 
ber of ennemies are aſſembled to offer battell. Lenytie and gentlenes 
cantourne pou to no loſſe, and ifit ſhould , yet after it wyll reſtoꝛe you 
the ſame with the aduauntage: but ik you go to it by foꝛce, it ſhal perad⸗ 
uenture be in great haſarde. And where as you may pꝛeuaple moꝛe by 
other meanes, why wyll pou venter with ſo great daunger. Their re⸗ 
queſtes be twelue, wherof ſome be ſo agreable to reaſon and equitie, 
that you maye haue good cauſe to beaſhamed . They demaũde firſt of 
all, that the miniſter of the churche may be oꝛdeyned lawfully ſuche as 
can pꝛeache gods woꝛde. And albeit they haue a reſpect herein to their 
owne pꝛiuate commoditie, in aſmuche as they would pay hym his ſti⸗ 
pende of other mens tythes: Net is it againſt reaſon, it ſhold be denied, 
for it is lawefull foꝛ no magiſtrate, to keepe their people from the doc⸗ 
trie ol the Golpell. Others that concerne ſeruices, dꝛoictes, and ſuch 
lyke thinges are grounded alſo vpon reaſon. Foꝛ it is not the parte of a 
Magiſtrate, to vere oꝛ pille the people: but rather to maynteine and 
pꝛeſerue their wealth and ſubſtaunce. But now there is no ende of pil- 
lage, and howe ſhould this continue? Certainly ye ought to leaue this

thinges: And thole woꝛdes of Chꝛiſt: This is my body, he — 
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thus here ſytteth my body, and rayleth on the Duke foz erylynghym, | 
but layde all the blame in Luther. nDhereunto Luther aunſwered at 

large defendyng his opinions and affirmed the cauſe to be iuſt, wher⸗ 

fore the pꝛince had banyſhed him. Now after this ſedition was opꝛel⸗ 

f ſod, the armies of the commoners diſcõlited, and many executed dayly 
in al plates: Caroloſtadius beyng afrayde of his own parte, cõpyleth 
—.— abooke wherin he pourgeth him ſelfe ryght dilygentlye, alfirmynge 
bis pozgatis that they doe vnto hym great imurpe that repoꝛte hym to be one ofthe 
authors of this ſeditiõ. And wꝛitig his letters to Luther deſyꝛeth hym 

earneſtly to ſet foꝛth this ſane booke , to defende his innocenſie, that 

he be not vniuſtly condempned,and neuer come to his aunſwere. Lu⸗ 

ther wꝛpting an epiſtle, that all be it he diſſented much from hym, yet 

foz almuche as in this diſtreſſe he fleeth vnto hym for ſucour, he ſapeth 

he would not diſceyue his expectacion herein, conſidering chiefly that 

this is the very dewtye of a Chꝛiſten man. nohertoꝛe he deſpzeth the 
Magiſtrates, and all others in generall, that in ſo muche as he vtter- 

pe denpeth the thyng that is layde to his charge; and refuſeth not to 
come to his anſwere befoze any lawful iudge, the ſame might be graũ⸗ 

ted him, whiche ſtandeth both with equitie and iuſtice. After this Ca- 
roloſtadius ſendeth Luther an other boke, wherin he pꝛoteſteth, that 

ſuche thinges as he wꝛote of the Loꝛdes ſupper, was not to defyne oz 

determine any thing, but by wap ol diſputatid tu ſcarche out the truth 

Luther admitteth the ercuſe,but he warneth al men to beware o his 
opinion, ſoꝛ ſo much as he is doubtfut in it him ſelle, oꝛ els if thei doubt 

in iꝑke caſe, to ſuſpende their itudgement, tyl ſuch tyme as it be certenly 
Faith ought kno wẽ what to beleue therin. fa in thynges that we muſt belene, we 
not ta bauer ought not to doubte oꝛ wauer, but to be ſo texten, that rather than to 
- in fozſake our opinion, we ſhould not refuſe todyea thouſand tymes. In 
L atber ma, thoſe dayes Luther maried a NAunne;wherby he gaue occaſion to his 
ried a Pine. aduerſaries to ſpeake euyll of hym. Foꝝ than they ſapd playnly he was 
madde, and became the ſeruaunt ot the deuill. At this tyme, Z wyn⸗ 

glius the miniſter ofthe congregation at Zurick, agreing with Lu⸗ 

ther in all other thynges diſſented from him, touching the loꝛdes ſup⸗ 

per. Foꝛ thoſe woꝛdes of Chailt, this is my body, Luther vnderſtode 

barely and ſymply after the texte of the letter, admitting none other in 

n, affirming the bodye and bloude of Chiſte to be verely in 

the bꝛead and wyne, and ſo to be recepued with the mouthe alſo : but 
Tumqlius taketh i to be a trope o: afygure, as manp other mo are 

to be ound in the Scriptures and expoũdeth the woꝛdes thus: This

at Baſill, interpꝛetyng it thus: This is a ſigne ofmy body. The mat- 

ter was hadled on eyther ſyde with much contention & wꝛyting.

From 
the firſt maiſter, to the Marques Albert of Bꝛandeẽburg, were theitty 
and thꝛe.

In this tyme Albert ſed oft to the Emperour and the ſtates 
of the Empyꝛe, loꝛ ayde and commyng to the councell at Nurrenberg, 
wherok we haue ofte tymes ſpsken, had his place amonges them as a 
Pꝛynce at the Emppꝛe. Fo: the cauſe ot the warre was, that he wold 
not be ſwoꝛne to the kyng. But what tyme the Emperour was empe⸗ 
ched with the Frenche warres, and the Turke inuaded Hongary, and 
Germany was lv tourmoyled wirh the ledition ofthe communaltie, 
that no ayde was to be looked-f6y from thence, and the tyme of the 
trewce was erpyꝛed he makethpeace-with the kyng ol Pole, geuyng 
hym him his faythe as to his ſupꝛeme Magiſtrate, c receyue the doc⸗ 


And he that beloꝛe was maiſter, no we by the kynges aſſente, is called 
Duke df Pʒuſe: And ſhoꝛtly after ie maried Dozothethe daughter of 
Frederick kyng of Denmarke, and foundeth the vniuerſitie of Con- 
ninglberge;called the kynges mount; nohetbyhe had the difpleaſure 
of all the oꝛder:foꝛ al de it he keptthecountrey,and was ſuppoꝛted he⸗ 
re in by the kyng of Pole, vet by a tommon aſſene was choſen in his 
rowme.Walther Cronberge; dohieh ſhold repꝛeſent the aunciẽt name 
and dignitie: who after in all aſſeniblies complayned vpon hym gre⸗ 
uouſly. Againe he defended his cauſe by wꝛytyng, declaryng howe he 
was dꝛyuen by extreme neceſſitie beinge vtterly foꝛſaken ol the Em⸗ 
pyꝛe, to ſubmytte hym ſelle vnto the kyng. There is an epiſtle of Leo 
the tenthto Sigiſmunde and Alberte, erhoꝛting them vnto concoꝛd, 
and eyther fo committe their matter to his legate, whiche he ad 
ſende, oz to the counſell ol Laterane:foꝛ that it is moſte conuk 4!

Ouhaue heard heretofoꝛe howe the kynge of 
Englande wꝛote agaynſt Luther, and Luther Tut. letters 
agaynſt hym: But when he had hearde certen t ſubmiſſis 
Iſtyynges that ſounded muche to the kynges c6- — — 
A mendation, delighted with that repoꝛte, he wꝛi⸗ * 
teth to hym with great ſubmiſſion. Doubting 
not but he had ſoꝛe olfended his hyghnes, by ſet⸗ 
ting foꝛth his booke: neuertheleſſe he dyd it not 
| === muche of his own accoꝛde, as by the inſtiga⸗ 
tion of others. And where as he is ſo bolde to trouble hym with hys 
= letters at this pꝛeſent, it pꝛoceadeth of his Pzynclyke humanitie, 
= whicheishyghly commendedofmanye. - 
* Moreoner foꝛ that he vnderſtandeth howe the bookes ſet forthe 
a agaynſthym, were not ofhys owne doynge, but wytten of certen 
Sophiſters, whiche full craftelytooke an occaſion. Ind ſpeakynge 
here by occaſion ofthe Cardinall of Pozke , he calleth hym the plage 
of ©nglande : And that he heareth mozeouer to his great comfozte, 
howe that his grace miſſpketh that naughtye ſoꝛte of men, and gy- 
ueth his mynde to the knowledge of the truthe ; n>herfoze he bele⸗ 
cheth hym to pardon hym that one facte: And that it woulde pleaſe 
hym to remembꝛe, that fyns he is a man moꝛtall, he ought not to 
beare ennemptie immortall.

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And ik he ſhal commaunde him, he wyl confeſſe his faulte openly,and 
mmende his pꝛyncelike vertues in an other wozke, After he exhoꝛ⸗ 
eth his maieſtie to gyue no eare to ſklaunderous tales, that repozte 
him to be an heretyke: Foꝛthe chief point of his doctrine is, how al we 
muſt be ſaued by fayth in Chꝛiſt, whiche bare the punyſhement of our 
ſynnes on his necke, ſhoulders, and al his body, who dyed fo? vs, roſe 
agayne, reigneth with his father foꝛ euer: And this to be the doctrine 
ofall the Pꝛophetes and Apoſtles: This foundatiõ ones layde, he tea⸗ 
cheth the dewty of charitie, what one ought to do foꝛ an other, howe 
we mult obey the magiſtrate, and applye our whole lyle to the pꝛokel⸗ 
ſion ofthe Goſpel: If there be anye errour oz wyckednes in this doc: 
trine, why do not his aduerſaries ſhewe it hym! ohy do they condẽp⸗ 
ne and banyſhe him, beyng neyther examined noꝛ conuicted! where as 
he wuteth againſt the byſhop of Rome and his adherentes , he doeth 
it, foꝛ that they teache contraryto Chꝛiſt a his Apoſtles, ſoꝛ their owne 
gayne and lucre, to the intent they may cõmaunde all men, x lyue lyke 
gluttons in all voluptuouſnes:fo2 vnto this ende, tende all their deni⸗ 
ſes and doinges, whiche thing is ſo well tryed and knowen, that they 
them ſelues can not deny it: but in caſe they wold amende their liues, 
and not lea de this idle a beaſtly lyle, to the loſſe a iniurp of manpe, the 
ſtryfe myght ſone be quieted. Diuers p2ynces and cities in Germany, 
haue embꝛaced his doctrine, acknowledging it reuerently to be Gods 
benefite;and he woulde gladlye wyſhe, that he myght alſo be accop- 
ted in that nombꝛe. And where as the Emperour and certen others, 
do attempte thynges agaynſt hym, it is no newes. Foz Dauid hathe 
pꝛophecied longe ſynce, that kynges and other people ſhould conſpire, 
and imagine many thynges agaynſt the Loꝛde, and his annopnted, 
reiectyng his lawes and commaundementes. So that when he con- 
ſidereth ſuche places of Scripture , he maruapleth that there is anye 
P2ynce,that ſhould fauour the doctrine ofthe Goſpell. Fynally, he re⸗ 
quyzeth hym that he may receyue a gentle aunlwere. And not longe 
after, he w2yteth alſo to Geoꝛge Duke of Saxony, ſignifyinge howe 
God hath accuſtomed in the beginning to chaſtiſe me ſeuerely x ſhar⸗ 
pely,but after getly a louigly to embꝛace the ſame.he was aterrour,x 
a feare to the Jewes, whã he gaue thẽ the law by Moſes, but after by 
the pꝛeachig ofthe goſpel,he ſhewed thẽ great toye4gladnes;x that he 
hath followeth the ſame maner,in hãdling ſome ouer roughly, a euen 
him foꝛ one:but pet ſince hath he wꝛittẽ other thinges ful ol fruite #c0- 
ſolatiõ:wherby it is eaſy to ſe,y he taketh al this payn to pꝛofit others 
of no euil will, but of a zeale he beareth to the truth. And where as he 
heareth p he relenteth nothing in the diſpleaſure that he beareth hym, 
but increaſeth his malice againſt him daily moꝛe and moꝛe, that is the 
cauſe whye he nowe wꝛyteth vnto hym, deſpꝛyng him to — — 
perſecute 
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perſecute his doctrine , whiche ts conſonaumt to the wꝛitinges of the 
Pꝛophetes and Apoſtles:he admonycheth him alſo to haue no reſpect 
to the baſenes of his perſone, toꝛ the matter is not his but Gods almi⸗ 
gyty. Al be it that all men ſhould fret a fume therat, vet ſhall this doc⸗ 
trine continue foꝛ euer Ind therfoꝛe it greueth him the moꝛe, that he 
is ſo muche offended with the ſame, which he may in no wile fozlake:: 
and yet foꝛ that he ſeketh to gratiſie him, he deſpzeth to be fozgeuen , if 
he hath ſpoken any thing ſharpely againſt him. he wil agayne craue 
pardsn of God fo him, in that he hath perſecuted the Goſpel,z doub⸗ 
teth not but he ſhal obtein, ſo that he leaue of in time, a ſeke not to ertin 
gwiſhe that great lyght of the Goſpel, that appercth no we vnto al che 
woꝛlde Foꝛ il he fo pꝛocede he will pꝛay ſoꝛ Gods helpe againſt him. 
doubteth not but his pꝛayer ſhalbe heard, whiche he taketh to be ſirõ⸗ 
ger than all the craftes ol the deuyll: which alwayes is his refuge and 
moſte aſſured defence. nohanthe kyng of Englande had receiued Lu⸗ 
thers letters, he made a ſharpe aunſwer a defendeth his boke, whiche 
he ſayeth is well accepted of diuers good and well learned men: And 
where as he hathe rayled on the reuerend Father the Cardynall of 
Hoꝛke, he marueyleth nothing therat, which can not abſtayne frõ the 
contumelies both of men & ſainctes:he ſayth the Cardinall is a neceſ- 
ſarye inſtrument,foz hym and his whole Realme: and where he hath 
loned hym befoze dearelye well, nowe wyll he let by hym ten tymes 
moꝛe, conſyderyng that he myſſyketh hym. Foꝛ amoges other thinges 
this doeth he fozſee with great dylygence , that none of his Lepꝛoſpe, 
contagion, and hereſpe, do infecte any parteofhisRealme, 

After he caſteth in his teeth his inceſtuouſe marryage, whiche is a erpgmas 
vyte moſte deteſtable. This Cardinalles name was Thomas Wul⸗ wulley Car- 
ſey,aBuchers ſonne of Iplwyche, but in hyghe authoꝛitie wyth hys dinal a But⸗ 
Pzynce. Lykewyſe Duke Geoꝛge made Luther ſuche an aunſwere, chers ſonne⸗ 
as a man myght well perceyue what moꝛtall hatred he bare hym. 

When the Ambaſſadours of Fraunce , whiche were ſent into 
Spapne fo2 a peace, amonges whome was Margaret the Frenche 
kynges ſyſter a wydowe, could bxyngenothyng to paſſe, Ales his mo- 
ther whiche had the gouernaunce, koꝛ her ayde and defence founde 
the meanes to bꝛyng into her league and amitie, Henry the kynge of 
Englande, whiche was done in the moneth of Auguſte. | A league be⸗

humble aſubmiſſion. Jn lyke maner, he intreated getly both by wozd, 

and wꝛiting, Chꝛiſterne kyng of Denmarck, that he wold receiue the 

pure doctrine, truſting to haue pꝛeuayled with gentlenes, and nowe 

he perceiued how farre he is abuſe: The lyke thinge happened onto 

him in Cardinal C aietane, in Geoꝛge Duke of Saronie, in Eraſmug 

of Roterdame, vnto whome he hath written frendly, at the requeſt of 

others, and hath obtayned therby nothynge els, but made them moꝛe 

fierce, ⁊ cruell, to be fondely done ol him, to thinke that he coulde haue

be extyꝛped, and that the peace being concluded, they ſhall ſet an oꝛdꝛe 

in the common welth, and moue warre againſt the Turkes and He⸗ 

retikes that be out of the communion ok the churche: fox this is verye 

nedefull, and the byſhop of Rome hath often warned them, and bene 

in hande with them, to applye this thing diligtly : wherfoze the ra⸗ 

ther to ſatiſfye his requeſt, they are determyn d to entreate hym that 

he would appoynte a certaine daye in ſome glace conuenient, fox the 

Ambaſſadours of all Pꝛynces to aſſemble in, hauyng ful power & au⸗ 

thoꝛitie, to agree vpon all ſuche thynges, as ſhalbe good and requiſite,

ued okal men and put in execution. when certen were choſen ot alt 
degrees to treate of theſe matters, and emonges them allo the Lant⸗ 
graue, James Sturmius of Straiſboꝛourqh, and Creſſus of Noun- 
berge: The Emperours deputes calt an aſſembly ot all ſtates the. iii.

punate aſſemblies, there is not only no good to be done, but alſo er: 
The Turke rours and licenciouſe lybertie of the people moze cofirmed. A bout this 
inuadeth Þi tyme,the Emperour of Turkes ſettyng foꝛeward with his armie fro 
garp.

Further 
twene the moe out of Italy came certen newes, that Clement byfhop of Rome 
venetians, and the Uenetians, hadde made a legue with the Frenche kyng, that 
Pope, 4 Fre was lately retourned home out of Spayne, to warre vpon the Empe 
che kyng. rour, as pou ſhall heate afterwarde. han the Emperours letters 
befoꝛe mentioned, were read in the aſſemblie, the cyties foz the moſte 


parte, namely, of hygh Germany, put vp their aduiſe in wziting:decla⸗ 3 


ring how they deſyꝛed by all meanes to obey and gratifies the Empe- 
rour, nowithſtanding the controuerſie about religion encreaſeth day⸗ 
lp, eſpecially touchyng ceremonies and mens traditions:hitherto the 
decre of Moꝛmes, could not be well obſerued foꝛ feare of ſedition and 
vpꝛoꝛes: but nowe is the daunger muche moꝛe, as in the laſte aſſem⸗ 
blye, befoꝛe the Legate of Rome, it was alſo wel declared. In ſo much 
that ifthe Emperour him ſelfe were here pꝛeſent and infourmed ofthe 
ſtate of thinges, he could iudge none otherwyſe. He maketh promyſe

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no leſſe perilous to put in vꝛe the decree of oꝛmes: And thertoꝛe to 
entreate hym , that foꝛ the auoydynge of a further inconueniencie, he 
would permitte them to holde a counſell pꝛoumciall of Germany, to 
treate ofall matters in controuerſie:nOhiche thyng was agreed vpon 
at Nozenberg,and the place appoyntedhere in this ſame citie a many 
of the ſtates had made pꝛeparation foꝛ theſame: But when it was a- 
gayne defeated by the Emperours countremaundemẽt, it opened the 
wape to rebellion, ſedition, and to ciuile warres, al the which thinges 
myght eaſelye haue bene eſchewed, in caſe at the fame tyme, the cauſe 
of relygion had bene heard indifferently: And i he wyll not allowe a 
counſell of Germany, than to entreate him to differre the execution of 
the decree of oꝛmes, vntyll the generall councell: foꝛ other wyſe it 
wyll come to paſſe, that the wounde newly healed , wyll ware rawe 
agayne , # another that ſhalbe woꝛſe, bꝛeake out.

Beſlydes this wꝛytinge, exhibited to the Pꝛynces the fourthe daye of 
Auguſt, they put vp alſo an other, wherin the pouertie coplayned that 

they were in all cities and townes ouermuche burthened wyth beg- 


gyng Fteres:Fox that whiche ſhould be a helpe vnto them to ſuſteyn Againfifalle 
their life, was pꝛeuẽted x caught vp by them:and not only that, but of- Freers. 


tentymes alſo there came to their handes, thꝛoughe flattrye, great 
landes and legacies, to the loſſe and hynderaunce okmany: wherfo:e 
their deuyſe was, that they ſhould not be ſuffered to make anye moo 
Freres when theſe are dead, and to permptte them that wyll take an 
other kynde of lyle vpon thẽ, to depart out of their cloyſter, with ſome 
annuall ſtypende: And the reſt to be geuen to the pooꝛe mens bore. 
Moreouer they thynke it not reaſon, that the clergie ſhould be frelype 
exempted from al charges and paymẽtes, ſoꝛ that pꝛiuilege was graũ⸗ 
ted them in tymes paſt, by the lyberalitie of kynges and Pꝛynces, but 
pet at ſuch tyme as they were both fewe in nombꝛe, and had but ſmall 
lpuynges: But no we that they be ſo many, a growen to ſuch a welth, 
there is an other conſyderation to be had, foz the cauſe of their inuni⸗ 
tie beyng taken away, the benefite alſo employed taketh place no lon⸗ 


ger, foꝛ they do enioye the benefytes and commodities, as muche as 0- The niber 
ther men, oꝛ moꝛe, foꝛ the whiche tribute, cuſtome, and all other mony of help days 


is payde: agayne to haue ouermany holye dayes, whiche hynder the 
people ſoꝛe, wherunto they are bounden vnder great penaltie, and 
do not only leaue their neceſſary wozkes vndone, but allo in thoſe idle 
daies offende God diuerſe wayes: They thynke it alſo mete to aboliſh 
the lawe that is made foꝛthe choyſe of meates, to leaue vnto all men 
their owne ceremonies tyll the counſell, and in no wyſe to ſtoppe the 
courſe of the euãgelical doctrine.

in Relpgion, the Duke of Saxon, and the Lantgraue, all conſulta- 
tion layde aſyde, ment to go home, and commaunded their company

That ſeyng Ferdinando, the Archebyſhop of Treers, and others 
conſyderynge what daunger it were in fo peryllous a tyme, yt they 
ſhoulde thus bꝛeakynge of in diſpleaſure conclude vppon nothynge, 
but departe wyth grudge and malyce : Founde the meane to Salue 
this wounde: Foz wherof the commotion in the yere befoze,and what 
diſſention ſo euer is nowe in Germany, ſpꝛange vp altogether ofthe 
controuerſye that is in Kelygion , they thoughte good to remedye the 
thynge in tyme.

A decree foz Wherfoze to appeaſe certen mens myndes, at the laſte they made 
Keligton.

pꝛoteſte here, that J appeale to a general counſell,in the ſame mape all 
griefes be decyded, and J requyze that the ſame maye be called fo 
choꝛtlye as map be. here he ſpeaketh of two lightes, he followeth 
herein the woꝛdes of Innocentius the thyꝛd, which applieth the two 
great lyghtes,that God created, the one to guyde the day, the other 
nyght, to the byſhops and pꝛincelyke dignitie. But that whiche mini⸗ 
ſtreth Godly thinges to be muche moꝛe excellent then that which go: 
uerneth polytike matters only: And loke what different is betwyrte 
the ſonne and the mone, ſo great a diuerſitie is there bet wyrt the office 
of the high byſhop,x a kinges office. no han Ceſar had made this aunſ⸗ 
were to Clemẽt, he wꝛyteth alſo to the coledge of Cardinalles, the ſirt 
day of October, ſignifiyng that he is not a little ſozy to heare that by: 


ſhop Clement is confederated with the French kyng, who reneweth 


warre agaiſt him afreſhe , ⁊ how the biſhop hath ſent him letters of de- 
fiance, which he ſuppoſeth were wꝛittẽ by their comon aſſent. wherat 
he marueleth not a little, conſidering there is no kyng y beareth moꝛe 
loue and affection to the churche of Rome, than he: Mitnes Parma # 
Placence,whiche being cities of the Empyꝛe, and plucked from it of 
late, he hath not withitanding reſtozedto the churche, all be it he was 
hy no ryght bounde ſo to do: And the punces and ſtates of Germanye 
coplayned vnto him at udozmes,of ſondꝛy inturies done by the courte 
of Rome, and required arecompence,but he fox a ſingular loue,zx natu 
rall inclination towardes the churcheof Nome, paſſed ouer their re- 
queſtes with deaf eares: And where as great ſedition and trouble en- 


ſued therupon thꝛough out all Germanpe, and the Pꝛinces there had

of Rome, countremaunded the ſame vnder a great penaltie, and to ap⸗ 
peaſe their myndes he put them in hope of a general counſell to be hol⸗ 
den out of hande : Sherfoze the byſhop hathe done hym great iniury, 
whiche hath done ſo muche foꝛ his ſake, that he hath by theſame mea- 
nes loſt the good wylles ofthe punces of the Empire:hedeſyzeth them 
thcrfozeto adinonylhe the byſhop ofhis duty, that he appointe a coun⸗ 
ſell, and perſwadehym to incline his mynde to peace, rather then to 
warre: whiche if he refuſe , and wyll differre the counſell, that cher

they would call it, foꝛ ifthe chꝛiſtian comen wealth ſuſteyne any loſſe, 

oꝛ dammage, eyther fo2 the want ofa counſell oꝛ foꝛ long delaye ofthe 

ſame, it ought not hercafter to be imputed to him. After the newes ca⸗ 

me out of Bongary of the great ouerthꝛowe there, the pꝛynces ſet foꝛ⸗ 

ward their Ambaſſade appointed at Spires to the Emperour, with 

the great ſpede. And fox the moꝛe expedition, they intreate the Freche 

kyng, to graunt them a ſaufeconduicte, to paſſe into Spaynethzough 
Fraunce:whiche he graunted pꝛeſcribing them a certen tyme to paſſe 

in, and toke an occaſion hereby to wꝛyte vnto them the. vj. of Octobꝛe. The trenche 
That foz the loſſe of Hongary, the death of Lewis the kynge, and the kyngs leters 
daunger that appꝛoched Germany , he had conceiued an inwarde ſo⸗ to tbe p2yn- 
rowe in his minde, and nothyng leſſe lamented þ the publique wealth ces ot Ger⸗ 
alſo peryſhed thzough ciuile warres:tt was not ſurely logof him that Mane. 
Chꝛiſtome is not quiet, but this to be the Emperours faulte, who re- 

fuſeth al honeſte, and reaſonable condicions of peace: And foꝛſo much 

as he is neither moued, with the comon loſſe x deſtruction, noꝛ with 

the moſte vnwoꝛthy death ofhis bꝛother in lawe king Lewis, noꝛ yet 

with the miſcrable eſtate ol his owne ſiſter now a wydowe, noꝛ cõſi⸗ 

dereth not in what daunger ſtandeth Juſtriche, they ſhal do wel a ac- 


toꝛding to their dutie, if they can exhoꝛte # perſwade him vnto peace, 


to kepe loue a amitie with kinges that dwell nere hym, and refrayne 

this vumcaſurable couetouſnes: foꝛ this ſhould be moꝛe honoꝛable foꝛ 

hym, than ik he ſtyll endeuour to get other mens landes, and poſſeſſe 

all him ſelfe alone: his pꝛogenitours kynges of Fraunce, haue often ti- 

mes fought many battelles with the ennemies ok chꝛiſtentie the ſame 

inyght nowe be done with their powers ioyned in one, if the Empe⸗ 

rour be ſo mynded: wherfoꝛe in caſe they can deuiſe to bꝛing this thing 

to paſſe, he wyll beſtowe on the Turkyſhe warre al his foꝛce, and him 

ſelfe allo: but if not, no man blame hym, if he aſſaye to recouer by foꝛce 
ofarmes,ſuche thynges as by good wyll he can not, foꝛ it ſtãdeth him 

bpon rather to ſeke foꝛ peace, which is nerer the Turkes daungertha _ 

he is. whan Ceſar was aduertyſed of theſe letters, the. xrir ol Noue- The Empe. 
bꝛe, he wꝛiteth to the Pꝛinces, and firſt he rehearſeth howe mercyfully conkuteththe 
and gently he vled the Frenche kynge pꝛyloner, ho we he ſet hym at ly⸗ letters. 
bertie, howe he gaue hym in marriage his eldeſt ſyſter, to hym in de⸗ 

gree of ſucceſſion the ſeconde. And where as he, all thynges beyng 
quyeted,aghe ſuppoſed, was takynge his tourney into Italye, to the 

entent he myghte bende hys whole foꝛce agaynſte the perpetuall en- 
nemyes of the Chꝛiſtiane Religion, he bꝛeakynge his fidelitte , and 
makynge a league wyth Byſhop Clement and certen others, and 
deuydynge emonges them the kyngdome of Naples, whiche they 
had alreadye in hope conceyued to be theyꝛ owne: Nene wed moꝛtall 
Warre. By meanes whereok he coulde not delyuer the countrey of

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Hongary from the violent fury of the Turkes being foꝛced to defende 
his owne limites. And whereas he pꝛetendeth to lament the death of 
kyng Lewis, and deſtruction of Hongary, it is a plapne diſſimulatiö, 
to the intent he myght by ſome meane put to ſilence ſuch as kounde his 
letters, and do conſtantly affirme, that the Turke attẽpted this warre 
thzough his inſtigation . nohen he was in Spayne , and ſynte his re⸗ 
tourne home allo, he confirmed by his letters the obſeruation of conne 
nauntes:but foꝛ as muche as he hath his kingdome, liyng in the mid; 
des of all Europe he is careleſſe, and ſeketh warres a contention, ther⸗ 
an avologie by to make his pꝛofite. Beſides the wꝛytinge befoꝛe mentioned, there 
foz the frech came foꝛth in the French kinges name an Apologie in his defence,de: 
kyng. claring the cauſes, why he ſtãdeth not to the peace of Madꝛice. woher. 
unto an an were was made in the Emperours behalf at large. Foꝛ as 
muche as the Turke had Buda with a great parte of Hongary , #op: 
pꝛeſſed the people miſerably being a great terrour to Germany: Certẽ 


be pzinces pꝛintes of the Empire conſulted at Ellyng, to write ſpedely to the Em 


letters to the 


©myecour, perour, intreating him to repaire into Germany as ſhortly as might = 


be,inconſiderationto the great daunger , that than hanged ouer the 
Einpire.in theſe letters, wuttenthe.rix.ofDecebe,they make mentiõ 

of the Ambaſſade that they were determined to haue ſent vnto hym: 

but becauſe they ſhould haue trauailed thzough Fraunce, a the kynge 

wold graunt them ſaufe conduict, but only foꝛ.iiij.monethes, wherol 

one was paſt,x befoze the Imbaſſadours ſhould mete together, the ti⸗ 

me wold be much ſhoztned.Therfozeto auoyd the daunger, they haue 
determined to differ the ſame vntil the next aſſemblie of the Empyre, 

ble whiche they haue appointed at Regenſburg, the lirſt day of Ipꝛil nert 

—— eng, lolowyng, to treate ofthe Turkyſh warre, truſting ß either by ß time, 
burg they lhal haue ſome better occaſio to lende, oꝛ þ he ſhal haue ſome intel 
* ligence of the thing inp meane time. Al be it that Ceſar wꝛote thus to 
the byſhop of Rome e his Cardinals, vet woldit pꝛeuaile nothing, but 

the cofederatours ſending vnto him Ambaſſadours, as was agreed 

vpõ, require hum to depart fro his armies, to reſtoꝛe Sfoztia Duke of 
Millan, to receiue the money fozhis raunſome, ⁊ ſend home the kyngs 

ſonnes whome he deteineth as pledges,x to repay the money, that he 

bozowed ofthe kyng ol England, hereunto anſwered the Emperour, 

at Ualolete the.rij.of Febꝛuary. That he ca not diſmiſſe his armies in 

any ſhoꝛt time:notwithſtãding he wil not refuſe to take truce fo2 thꝛe 

yeres 02 moꝛe, ⁊ to ſed the armies on both partes agaiſt the Turke our 

comon ennemie, ⁊ in þ meane time to treate ot peace. Sfoꝛtia holdeth 

his landes of the Empire, and is accuſed oftreaſon, he can not ther⸗ 

fore be reſtoꝛed, befoꝛe his matter be exramyned. noherfoꝛe let hym an⸗ 

ſwere to the lawe and his accuſers, and he wyll appoynt hym indiffe- 

rent iudges: To reſtoꝛe the kynges chyldꝛen vpon the receipte of the 
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money, he can not, and the ſame is agaynſte the kynges pꝛomeſſe, 
othe and fidelitie.nShere they require him to repaie the kinge of Eng- 
land his money, he marneleth not a litle, conſodering they haue no c0- 
maundement ol him in this matter, foꝛ the kyng a he be ſuch frendes, 
as a mony matter can not bꝛeake their frendſhyp:udherfoze ſeinge the 
requeſtes be vnſitting, he willeth them to bꝛyng foꝛth others fox his 
part he wyl do nothyng obſtinatly, but ſhalbe content to beare with 
many thinges foꝛ the comon wealthes ſake . noherfoꝛe the Ambaſſa⸗ 
dours thus departing without any thing concluded, they rene we the 
watres againe w all their foꝛce # power. In thoſe daies John Frede⸗ 
rick ſonne a heire to the pꝛince electour of Saxony, married Sibille 
daughter to Duke John of Cleaue.the lady Catharine p E&mperdurs 
pongeſt ſiſter, was pꝛomyſed him, ⁊ wꝛitinges made of the lame: But 
When this alteratiõ of religion chaũced in Saxony, they ſwaraed fcg 
their couenauntes. And Yawnart which was then Emperours Am- 
baſſadour in Germany, ſayd plainly, that there was no pꝛomiſe to be 
kept with Heretikes following herein (as J ſuppoſe) the fote ſtepes of 
the coũſel at Conſtance , as in dede the Duke ol Saxony reciteth in a 
certen wꝛiting. Emõges others of themperours captaines was Char⸗ 
les Duke of Bourbon, who going with d certen power to Naples, by

the way toke the citie ot Rome a ſacked it the next daye after he there Rome is ſac 
artiued, being the ſirt day ol May. Clemẽt the byſhop, the Cardinats ked. 


and other pꝛelates fleing in to Caſtell aungell, were beſeged a certen 
tyme, being trenched in on euery ſyde: whiche after they had endured 
ſiege ſeuen monethes, were at the laſte deliuered by the Emperours 
commaimdement.Jt is harde to expꝛeſſe with woꝛdes the great cru⸗ 
eltie and oultrage of the Germanes and Spanyardes at Rome. Foz 
beſydes the cruell laughters,deſtruction, ſpoyling and raueſhynge of 
women, they left of no kynde of contumelious repꝛoches x mockinges 
of the biſhop and his Cardinalles. The Emperour excuſed the facte di⸗ 
ligently, affirmyng that it was not done by his commaũdement. And 
chiefly he wꝛote therof to the king of England:that albeit he ſuppoſeth 
the thyng to haue happened vnto hym bythe iuſt iudgement ok God, 
who auenged the wꝛonge and iniurie done vnto hym: pet he ſayeth, 
he wil ſo vle the matter that this ſame calamitie, halbe the beginning 
and occaſionofthe helth ofthe common wealth. Whan newes were 
bought into Spayn of the ſackig of Kome,Ceſarimmediatly cõmaũ 
ded to ceaſe fro playing ol pageantes a interludes whiche werethe ſet 
forth foꝛ ioyof his ſon Philip, newly bozne.Theking of Englãd anſwe 
red nothig to themperours letters:and the biſhop of Rome being cap- 
tiue, vnto whom he bare a great zeale #reuerence,xthemperours po⸗ 
wer increaſing daily, he fixed his mind vpõ warre, ſending Cardinal 
of poꝛke ambaſſadour into Fraunce. To the coũſel of Regeſburg came 
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the Pꝛynces but ſent their #mbaſſadours only. ySherfoze there was 
nothing cõcluded ſauyng that they lent letters to the Emperour, the 
rviij day of May, ſignifiyng that foz diuers cauſes his pzeſence were 
requyſite and nedefull. In this tyme ſpꝛange vp a ne we kynde of doc: 
tryne, of ſuche as are called Anabaptiſtes. They condempne the bay: 
tiſme of infantes, and are baptyſed agayne them ſelues, teachyng that 
all thynges chould be common. Againſt theſe wzote Luther, Z wpn⸗ 
glius, and diuers others. And the magiſtrates puniſhed in euery place, 
They boaſte of viſions c dꝛeames, and at Sangal a town in Swy⸗ 
cerlande, one of them cut ok his bꝛothers head, in the pꝛeſence both of 
father and mother, whome he had perl waded, that God had comaun 
ded hym ſo to do: but being appꝛehended of the magiſtrate, he ſuffered 
the lyke punyſhment. How, how muche they increaſed, and what c5- 
motions they ſtyꝛed vp in Germany, hereafter ſhalbe declared . This 
yeare the Senate of Straſbozough decreed that none ſhoulde from 
hencefoꝛth be buried within the citie, and appointed certen places foz 
the buriall of the dead without their citte . hen the Frenche kynge 
heard that Rome was taken, makyng league withthe kyng of Eng⸗ 


Che Freche lande, he ſent a great armie into Italy, by the conduicte of Lautrech

a Gaſcon, to reſcewe the byſhop. ho comming into Lumbardp, and 
ayded by the Uenetians, taketh firſt Alexãdꝛia, and after Pauie, patt⸗ 
ly by foꝛce, and partly by compoſction, but the ſouldiours in their rage 
and fury, foꝛ that the king was there taken, after a wotiderful ſlaugh⸗ 
ter ofthe townes men, ſpoyled the citie. The. xxvij. day of July, Char⸗ 
les Duke of Burdon, lately ſtayne in the aſſaulte at Rome, was con⸗ 


tonoemoned dempned at Paris, by the court of parliamẽt of treaſon, his name and 
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memorall accurſed, his Armes plucked downe, and his landes and 
goodes confiſcated, Anthony Pꝛate Chauncelour, gaue the ſentence, 
This Duke bare a moꝛtall hatred to the kynge, and what tyme he 
went to beſege Marſeilles, as is mentioned befoze in the fourth boke, 
loz becauſe at the ſame tyme the kynge of Englande toke the Empe- 
rours parte, he wꝛote to the Cardinall of Noꝛke, emonges other thin- 
ges that he would ſpare no paynes no: peryll, that kyng Henry might 
by his helpe recouer the ryght and tytle that he hath to Fraunce. Fo! 
Englyſhe men doe clayme all Fraunce to be theires, foꝛ a two hun- 
dꝛeth yeares ſince and aboue, eſpeciallye Nozmandye, Gaſcoyne and 
Gwyne: In theſe letters therfoze did Bourbon pꝛouoke the kynge to 
clayme and chalenge his ryght. Whiche letters the Frenche kyng af- 
terwardes chauncing vppon , conceyued muche moꝛe hatred againſt 


/ hym.There was in the dukedome of Bauarieone Leonarde Ceſar a

pꝛofeſſour ofthe Goſpel, who being appꝛehended by the comaundemet 
of the byſhop of Paſſauie, defendeth theſe opinions. that faythe onlye 


\, dothiuſtifte:that there be only two Sacramentes, Baptiſme and the 
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Loꝛdes ſupper : the Maſſe to be no ſacrifice , not to pꝛofite the quicke 
noꝛ the dead. The confeſſion of Synsto depende of counſell and not

of commaundement:that Chꝛiſte only hath made ſatiſfaction foꝛ ſyn» - 


nes: That the vowe of chaſtitie byndeth not: That the ſcripture ma- 
keth no mention ol P urgatoꝛy: That there is no difference of dayes: 
That the dead be not interceſſours foꝛ vs: That in diuine thinges ma 
hath not free wyll. hen he was examined, he woulde haue declared 


theſe thynges to the people moꝛe at large, but he coulde not be ſuffe- 


red. Emonges other there was Eckius, who reaſo ned altogether in 
Latin, that the people ſhould not vnderſtand, but the other anſwered 
him in the vulgare tongue, neither pet coulde he cauſe him to doe the 
Ipke. In ſyne, being condempned by the byſhops owne mouthe foz an 
heretyke,he was burnt the. rvj. ol Auguſt, by the commaundement ot 
William Duke of Bauar, vnto whoſe iuriſdiction he was comitted, 
after his condempnation,fo2 the byſhop leſt he ſhoulde in deede defile 
the ſacred thynges, and become pꝛophane and irregular , gyueth not 
ſentence of lyfe and death. 
What tyme Ferdinando who was the Emperours depute in Ger- 
many, was after the death of kyng Lewis created kyng of Boheme, 
and contended with Uaynode of tranſiluania foz the kyngdome of 
Hongary, Philip of Baden, ſubſtituted in his place, appointed a coun⸗ 
ſell of the Empyꝛe in Ceſars name, cõmaunding them to beat Kegẽl⸗ 
burg, at the beginning of Marche in the peare followyng, to conſulte 
of Religion, and the Turkyſhe warre . The ſenate and people of Ber⸗ 
nes, whiche are of moſte fame and power emõges the Swycers; cõ⸗ 
ſydering ho we the diſſention about religion encreaſed daily, and that 
the Miniſters ol thechurche not at all one doctrine, doe aſſigne an o⸗ 
ther diſputation within their Citie, at the. r vij. or Decembꝛe: nd ſet⸗ 
tyng it foꝛth in wzyting, called vnto the ſame all the byſhops nere a- 
bout them, as the byſhoppes of Conſtance, Baſyll, Sedune and Lo⸗ 
lanna. arnyng them to come them ſelues, and bꝛynge their diuines 
with them:oꝛ els to loſe all their poſſeſſions , that they haue with in 
the pꝛecincte of their lymites. After this they nombꝛe the clergie with 
in their iuriſdiction, appoyntyng that the Scripture onely of the olde 
and newe Teſtament , ſhoulde be of foꝛce and authoutie: To all that 
wyll come thether, they graunt ſaufeconduicte: And make this lawe, 
that all thynge be done quietlye wythout chydynge and bꝛawlynge, 


ſuche ſoꝛte as euerye mans ſayinges myght be written: And what ſo 
euer ſhold there be agreed vpd, that the ſame ſhold be ratified a obſer- 
tied thzough out al their domions. Ind to thintent men myght know 
what thynges ſhoulde be decided, and comme thether all prepared, 
they pꝛopounded ten concluſiõs, which the miniſters of their church, 
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that euery man ſhoulde ſpeake his mynde frelye, and pꝛonounce it in en. 
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Frauntes Colbe, and Bertholde Haller, dyd pꝛolfeſte, and ſayde: they 
would pꝛoue by the Scriptures . Whiche are theſe, that the trewe 
churche, wherof Chꝛiſte is the only head, pꝛocedeth of Gods woꝛd per 
Theames 83 ſeuereth in the ſame, and heareth none other mans voyce:that this ſel 
concluſions, fame church maketh no lawes, without Gods woꝛde: therfoze are we 
not otherwyſe bounden to mens traditions, bearyng the name ofthe 
churche, but in as muche as they be conſonant to Gods woꝛde that 

| Chuiſte only hath made ſatiffactio fox the ſpnnes ofthe whole worde. 
/ Therfoze if any man ſay that there is any other waye of ſaluation, oz 
meane, to put away ſynne, the ſame dothe denye Chꝛiſte, howe it can 
not be pꝛoued by the teſtimome of Scripture, that the body and bloud 
; of Chuſt, is really and coꝛpoꝛally receiued:that the vſe of Maſſe wher: 
m Chꝛiſt is pꝛeſented and offered to his heauenly father, foꝛ the quicke 
and the dead, is againſt the Scripture, and a contumelie to the ſacri- 
fice, which Chꝛiſt offered vp foꝛ vs: that only Chꝛiſt is to be called vps, 
as the mediatour and aduocate of mankynde to God the father. that 
there ſhould be any place after this lyfe, wherin ſoules ſhould be pour⸗ 
pꝛapers foz ed, is not to be founde in the Scriptures: wherfoze all thoſe prayers 
the dead are and ceremonies , yearelyDiriges and Obites, whiche are beſtowed 
ſuperfluous, vpon the dead, alſo Lampes,Tapers,and ſuche other thynges,pofite | 
nothyng at all: That any image oz lykenes ſhould be ſet vp to be wo ⸗ 
ſhypped, is againſt the holy Scriptures:therfoze if they be exrected in 
churches fo2 that intent, they ought to be taken downe . That matri. 
mony is to no kynde of men pꝛohybited, but foz to auoyde foꝛnication, 
is commaunded and permitted vnto all men by holy wꝛytte. here 
E euery whoꝛemonger is euen by theteſtimony of Scripture, ſeque⸗- 
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ſtred from the communis of the churche: That the lyngle life vnchaſt, 
and fylthy, is moſte vnſemely fo2 the oꝛder of pꝛieſthode. nohat tyme 
e men ol Bernes had wꝛptten their letters, concernynge theſe mat: 
ters vnto all the Heluetians, exhoꝛtyng them both to ſende their lear⸗ 
ned men, and to ſuffer all others to paſſe ſaufelye thzough their coun⸗ 
treis, the Lucernates, Uꝛanites, Unterualdians, Engianes, Glareös, 
Soloturnians, and they of Friburg, exhoꝛte them with long letters, 
to leaue their enterp2yſe, ſayinge that it is not lawfull foꝛ any nation 
oꝛ pꝛouince, to alter the ſtate of religion, but the ſame to belonge to a 
generall counſell:wherfoꝛe they deſp2e them, that they wold attempte 
no ſuche wycked acte, but contine we in the religion, whiche their pa⸗ 
rentes and elders haue obſerued. Fynallythey ſaye that neyther they 
wyll ſende, noꝛ ſuffer any ok their men to come, noꝛ graunt faufecoduit 
to any others to paſſe thꝛough their countrey . All this not with ſtan⸗ 
dyngthe men of Berneſſe, pꝛocede in this matter, and at the daye pꝛe⸗ 

ſcribed, whiche was the. vij. of Jannary begynne their diſputation. 
There came none of the byſhops befoze named. They of Baſyll, 2 4

what tyme he ſought foꝛ helpe beſpdes the Scriptures , and the mai⸗ 
ſters ol the diſputation would not permitte hym ſo to doe, ſoꝛthat it 
was foꝛbydden by the lawe, he departed out of the place. The diſpu⸗ 
tation ended the. xx vj. of January, and the fozſayde concluſtorisap - 
pꝛoued by the common aſſente ofthe moſte parte, were ratified and 
oblerued not only at Bernes; but alſo pzoclaimed bythe magiſtrates, 
in ſond2y places there aboutes, Maſſes, Aultars, Images, abolyſhed 
in all places. They of Conſtance had chaunged certen thynges befote. 
And when they had made a lawe againſt whoꝛeddme, adultrye, and 
diſhoneſt o2 ſuſpected companp, theſe that are called Cannons, depar⸗Tbepꝛebids 
ted thence in great diſpleaſure. Ambꝛoſe Blanrer, was preacher ther, departe. 
who was a gentleman boꝛne, but had pꝛofeſſed him ſelfe a Monke in 

the Abbey ol Alperſpacke, in the Dukedome of woyyꝛtinberge, whyche Ambzoce 
bythe readyng of Luthers woꝛkes chaunged his mynde and his cote Banter. 
together, returnyng home agayne to his frendes. His Abbot woulde 

haue had hym agayne, and woote earneſtlye to the Senate of Con⸗

ſtance foz him. M herfoꝛe Blanrer expꝛeſſeth the whole matter in wꝛi⸗ 


tyng, and pꝛopoundeth certen conditions, where vpon he was contet 
to retourne, but they were ſuche as the Abbot refuſyng, he remayneth 
ſtyll at Conſtance: Where after the diſputation at Bernes, Images, 
Aultares, Maſſe, and Ceremonies, were vtterly abolyſhed. Lykewy⸗ 
le they of Geneua, in remouinge their Images and ceremonies, dyd Religion res 
imitate them of Bernes, wherfoꝛe the byſhop and clergie , fozſoke the fozme at 
titie in anger. The Religionbeing thus altered, they of Bernes renoũ Geneua; 
tedthe league made with the Frenche kynge , pꝛohibitynge the hyꝛed 
warfare,as they of Zuricke had done, and were contented with that 
yearely penſion that the kyng payeth them to kepe peace. 3 Che victozp

of Matrimonie, thirdly foure yeares penſion, whiche the Emperonre 

pꝛomyſed hym,as befoꝛe in the third boke is declared. rohen the Em 

perour hereunto had aunſwered,not after their myndes, the kynge of 

Englande alſo ſent hym defiaunce by an Herault of Armes, who at 

the lame tyme was conſultynge, howe he myght be deuoꝛced from 

Catherine the Emperours haunt, and Marry an other, whiche he did 

afterwardes, as ſhalbe recyted in his place, the Emperoure in his let; 

ters, to other kynges accuſed the Frenche kyng moſte greuouſly, that 

he kept not his fayth and pꝛomyſe, and had ofte tymes ſayd ſo muche 

to the Frenche Ambaſſadours. Where vpon the kynge in his letters 

wꝛytten at Paris, the.xxviij.ol Marche, which he ſent by an Herault: 

By the talke ſayth he, whiche thou haſt had with ſome ofmyne, J per: 
ceiue that thou bꝛaggeſt certen thinges, that ſounde to my diſhonour; 
as though J had eſcaped thy handes againſt my fidelitie: And nowe, 
al be it that he, whiche after the compacte made, hath put in pledges, 
is hym ſelfe quytte from bonde, ſo that J am hereby ſuffictently excu- 
ſed, yet neuertheleſſe in the defence of my honour, J thought to wꝛyte 
this bꝛielly vnto the. Therloꝛe if thou blame this facte of mine and my 
departure, oꝛ ſayeſt that euer J did any thyng, contrary to the dutie of 
a noble Pꝛynce, J tell the playnly, thou lieſt.Foꝛ I am determined to 
maynteyne myne honour and eſtimatiõ whyleſt J haue a day to lyue. 
We nede not many woꝛdes therloꝛe, and if thou wylt ought with me, 
thou ſhalt not nede hereafter to wꝛyte, but appointe the place, where 
we may fyght hande to hande: Foꝛ if thou dareſt not mete me, and in 

the meane tyme ceaſeſt not to ſpeake euyll of me, J pꝛoteſt that all the 
ſhame therof belongeth vnto the, foꝛ by our combat all the ſtryfe ſhall 
be parted. J tolde you befoꝛe o the contention betwene kynge Ferdi⸗ 
nando and the Nayuode of Tranſiluania. Whan the ſame burſt out 
in to a cruell warre, and Ferdinando was of the greater power, the 
Uayuode in the moneth of Apꝛyll, wꝛyting his letters to the ſtates of 
The empyꝛe. After the lamentable death of kyng Lewis, ſayeth he, J 
was by the common aſſent of the nobles, choſenand crowned kinge 
of Hongary:except thee, whome pouertie, hatred, and hope of better 
fo:tune,had ſeduced, chat fozgettyngthe wealth of their countrey,they 
ſubſcribed to Ferdinando kyng of Boheme. And what tyme J was 
wholy addicted to ſuccour my countrev, to recouer that was loſt, and 
by the ſame meanes to pꝛocure vour quiet, beholde he inuadeth my 
Realme with violence, taketh certen Townes, and bythoſe whiche 
were ol his faction, was created kyng at oſonye. J marueled not a 
lytle,and it greued me allo exceadingly, that this nation ſhould be mo⸗ 
leſted by hym whiche ought moſte of all to ſuccour and releue the mi⸗ 
ſery ofthe ſame. It had not bene harde foz me at that tyme, to haue 
gyuen hym the repulſe, but J would not halarde raſhely the —_ 
of the 
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ofthe po wer lefte of fo manye ſhyp wꝛakes and loſſes of that Realme, 
hath had of late, a J complayned vnto Clement the ſeuenth, to Frait- 
ces the Frenche kyng,to Henry kyng of England, and to Sigiſmũde 
kyng of Pole. Ind indede the kynge of Pole, ſendynge his Ambaſſa- 
dour, without my knowledge, entreated him that he wold not in this 
daungerous tyme make away thꝛough ciuile diſco2de to let in the fo⸗ 
reyne enemp, whiche after neyther he, noꝛ pet any other ſhould be able 
to kepe out, but that he would kepe peace with me, a ioyne his power 
to myne to reſiſte the common ennemye. And where as Ferdinando 
anſwered, that he would attempt nothing againſt ryght and equttte, 
it was agreed vpon, that a certen daye, fytte men ſhould be ſent to de⸗ 
bate the matters okcontrouerſie: ] was content, and ſendyng alſo my 
Ambaſſadours vnto pou, and ſubmytting my ſelfe vuto your arbytri⸗ 
ment, J made requeſt, that you woulde gyue none ayde to myne ad⸗ 
uerſarie:but what tyme they came into Ferdinando his countrey be⸗ 
png taken and deteyned as pꝛyſoners, againſt the lawe of all natiõs, 
they could not declare their commiſſion: And from you they ſhoulde 
haue gone to the Emperour. And al be it that this ſame was an ertre- 
me wꝛonge & iniurp, neuertheleſſe at the daye appoynted by the kyng 
of Pole, J ſent certen others that were very deſpꝛous of peace, both of 
them ſelues, and alſo by my commanndemet: Notwithſtanding Far- 
dinando his men pꝛopounded thinges ſo farre out of reaſon, that ther 
could be nothyng concluded. yShpleſt theſe thinges were a wozkyng, 
certen of the nobilitie, entyſed by the crafte and polycie of Ferdinado, 
bꝛeake their fidelite, which befoze they had gyuen me. And foz ſomuche 
as the waye is layde, that J can neyther come no: ſende vnto you, J 
thought good to declare vnto you by my letters, howe vniuſte warre 
he attempteth, peraduenture intending to recouer the ſame that his 
auncetours, Frederick and Maximilian Emperours, haue loſt here to 
fore foꝛ the one of them, when he was triumphyng, and thought hym 
ſelfe ſure of the kyngdome of Hongary, myne vncle Emeryck expulſed 
out ofthe whole countrey. And my father Stephen Sepuſe, when 
Matthie was kyng, did diſconfite them both in ſuche ſozte as he ad- 
ioyned Utenna to Yongary . And I my ſelfe beyng very ponge, gaue 
the repulſe to Maximilian, whan he moued warre againſt vs, c wold 
haue done the lyke to his enemy allo, but that he contendeth with me 
rather by craft and ſubtyltie, than he doth by power and manhood, 
Hytherto haue J boꝛne with this miury as J might. But thinke with 
pour ſelues ( moſte noble ꝛynces) howe greuous a thynge it is to be 
caſt do wne out ofthe hygheſt degree of power a digmtie to the ſtate 
ofa pꝛiuate man. I ſuppoſe there can none be found, fo mylde and pa⸗ 
tient, that ſufferyng ſo many iniuries, woulde not loke about hym on 


euerp ſyde fot all the apde he myght get. Wherkoze, ſeyng that = 
me 
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tyme ſynce J receyued the gouernment ofthe comms wealth, J haue 
refuſed any conditions reaſonable, noꝛ wyll not pet doe, and had ra⸗ 
ther doe any thyng than ſtyꝛe vp cyuyle warre. and myne aduerſarye 
pꝛoteadeth obſtinately, I doe pꝛoteſte, that it ought not to be layde to 
my charge, as blame worthy,iffoz myne owne defence, J ſeek the beſt 
meanes J can : Foꝛ in caſe the common wealth doe ſuſteyne thereby 
any dommage, that maye not be aſcribed vnto me, that hath ſoughte 
all wayes to haue peace, but ta myne ennemie, whiche inuadeth an 
other mans Realme, thꝛough great iniury. He hathe layde dylygent 
wayte in all wayes and paſfages, that nothynge be conueped vnto 


Kyng Ferdi you: Not withſtandynge J ſuppoſe you haue hearde, howe he foz- 
nãds fozſoke ſoke his bzother in lawe kyng Lewys:vnto whome, beyng ofte and 


kyng Lewis 
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earneſtly requyꝛed, he ſent neyther men noꝛ munition, noz any other 
avde, agaynſt the violence of his ennemie. And why? foꝛ he loked after 
his death to be kyng: Moꝛeouer the common ayde of the Empyꝛp, ap⸗ 
poynted foꝛ Hongarp, he ſent to his bꝛother ta diſquiet Italy. ohere 
as J ſent to kynge Levoys at the ſame tyme , my bꝛother with tier 
thouſande men of myne owne coſtes and charges, and woulde haue 
bene at the battell my ſelfe had J not bene commaunded by the kyng 
to remayne in Tranſiluania:My bꝛother dyed in the battel ryght va- 
leantlye. Ferdinando pꝛompyſed by an othe, that vnleſſe he dyd lyꝛſte 
recouer Belgrade and certen other caſtelles of the Turkes, he wold 
not take vpon him the gouernment: but his fayth fayled herein, foꝛ the 
Turkes haue inuaded further, deſtroyed and ſpoyled the coũtrey, and 
haue wonne the caſtell of Jaice, the chiefeſt foꝛtreſſe of all Boſna. 

Whiche Caſtel kyng Matthias, with a great loſſe ofhis men, recoue⸗ 
red in times paſt of the Turkes a mine vncle Emerick, delẽded the ſa⸗ 
me aftervoards,induring a long ſege,x the kinges haue fo2tified ſynte 
that time, to their exceading great charges, + now loſt by our valeaũt 
captaine,y made ſo many goodly pꝛomiles.and J thinke not log to, he 
wil foꝛ very neceſſite cal vpon you foꝛ ayde, as though he ſtode in daũ⸗ 
ger foꝛ the defence of Germany, but his mynde is an other wape. Fo 


he intendeth not to warre vpõ the Turke,vnto whom he 1s cõtent to 


pay tribute vearely, a hath ſent his Ambaſſadours thither fo2 the ſame 
purpoſe:but he myndeth with your men and money to helpe his bꝛo⸗ 
ther in Italye to deſtroye me , and bzynge the Kealme of Hongarye 
into bondage. Ind ſeyng the matter is thus, J molt earneſtly beſeche 
vou, to foꝛſee that this pꝛiuate iniurye donne vnto me, turne not to 
the great hynderaunce of the common wealth. And after a whyle he 
wꝛote alſo to the & mperour, muche lyke to this in effecte, exhoꝛtinge 
hunto appeaſe his bꝛother. And thus much for ÿ defece of his caſe, but 
Ferdinado grounded him ſelf vpõ the copoſition whiche themperour 
Maximilian had made w the Hongarians and their king 
i in 
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in the peare. M. ij. C. xci. by the whicheit was pꝛouſded, that if La⸗ 


dillaus died without heire male, that then Maximilian and his hey⸗ 
res deſcending in oftheright line, hold poſſeſſe that kingdome. woher 
foe whan Lewys the ſonne of Ladiſlaus was dead without iſſue, as 
Itolde you befoꝛe, Ferdinando nepheweto Maximilian by his ſonne 
Philip, and Archeduke of Auſtriche, and mozeouer hauig maried the 
fſterofkyng Lewys, affirmed the kyngdometo be his by good right. 
And this ſelfe ſame tyme, the Lantgraue ofHeſſe, and the pꝛince clec: 
tour of Saxony, muſtering their me,pzepared the ſelues vnto warre, 
the cauſe therof was this. One Otto Paccius a Lawer and a gentle 
man boꝛne, one of the chiefeſt councellours about Geoꝛge Duke of 
Sarony,dy occaſion of talke , admonyſhed the Lantgraue to loke to 
his owne thynges. Foz no we of late had Ferdinand, the Marques of 
Bꝛandenburge, the Cardinall of Wentz and Saliſburge, Geoꝛge the 
Duke of Saxon, illiam and Lewis, Dukes of Bauer, and certen 
byſhops , as Bamberge, and wirciburge, made a league to deſtroye 
him, the Duke of Saxon electour, and Luthers religion: And foꝛ the 
more credit of the thing, he ſhewed him the copie of the conkederacie, 
pꝛomyſing hym alſo the pꝛintipall. n hyleſt they leuie their Armies, # 
make pꝛeparation fo2 the warres, all men marueled muche wherfoze 
it was, and what would come of it, ſome ſayde one thynge, and ſome 
an other, as in ſuche caſes is accuſtomed, han they had all thynges 
in a redynes, ſendyng abꝛoade their letters and meſſengers into all 
partes, thei publiſhed the copie of the cõfederacie, which was bꝛought 
vnto them, and wꝛote alſo vnto thein whiche were thought to haue 
made this league, and ſent their Imbaſſadours, to knowe what their

intent was. But they al pourged them ſeiues euery man ſeueral, and⸗ 


ſending abꝛode their letters, alfirme it to be a fozged matter, and that 
it can not be pꝛoued. And Duke Geozge,y Lantgraues father in law, 
brged him chiefly to bꝛyng fozth the partie that tolde hym, whiche if 
he did not, he wyll thynke none other wyſe, but that it is his own de⸗ 
uyſe, to ſtyꝛe bp ſtryfe, and diſturbe the quietnes of German pe. Their 
kyꝛſt attempt ſhoulde haue bene to haue ſet vppon the byſhoppes that 
were next them, and therfo2e they toke vp and waged men, as many 
as they could get vpon ſuche a ſoden. But when Paccius coulde not 
ſhewe the dede it ſeife accoꝛding to his pꝛomyſe. Than the Lantgraue 
beganne to ware colde in the buſpnes: And at the laſte, by the media⸗ 
tion ofcountie Palatine, and Richarde Archebiſhop of Treer, they di⸗ 
myſed their armies, vpon condicion, that the byſhoppes ſhoulde paye 


vnto the Lãtgraue foꝛ the charges ofthis warre, a hũdꝛeth thouſand . 


ducates, the Archebyſhop of Mentz, loꝛtie thouſande, nirciburge as 
muche, and Bamberge, twenty thouſande. Afterwardes, what tyme 


the Ambaſſadours olthe pꝛynces did mete at a day pꝛeſcribed, —— 
in dede 
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in dede this accuſation did touche Paccius, whome the Lantgraue 
there pꝛeſented, was conuicted of falſſhode. Bet by his meanes put at 
tybertie, whan he had wandered in ſtraunge countrets certen yeareg, 
at the laſt was beheaded at Andwerpe. When the matter was thus 
pacified , the pꝛynces confederated of the Sweuicall league, accuſcd 


the Lantgraue, that he had done wꝛong and intury to their felowes: 


Ind where a new ſturre had lyke to haue growen vpon the ſame the 
matter in fine was quieted at Moꝛmes, about the ende of Decembye, 
by the interceſſion of the alſgraue. There be ſome that thinke it wag 
wot altogether nothyng, that he had ſpoken of the conſpyꝛacie: And 
the aſſembiteof certen princes at —— — yeares befoꝛethat 
encreaſed the ſame ſuſpicion . Wherftoꝛe it is ſuppoſed that ſome luche 
thing was conceaued, but not bꝛought to perfection, noꝛ fully deter; 
mined. ohiche thyng J doe not here affirme foꝛ a certentie, but leaue 
vnto euery man his owne iudgement. The aſſemblie of the Empire 
which J ſhewed befoꝛe, ſhold haue bene in the beginning ofthe ſpꝛing 
tyme at Regenſburg, was in this warlyke pꝛeparation, not at all the 
Emperours deputie, ſending woꝛde that they ſhould not come there. 
The Frenche kynges letters wꝛytten in the later end of Marche , the 
Emperour receiued the ſeuenth daye of June: Ifterwardes ſendyng 
an aunſwer by an Herault of armes, the.rxiiij. day of June, frõ Moũ⸗ 
tiſon: J blame the not, ſayeth he, noꝛ accuſe the foꝛ departing home ſoꝛ 
the ſame was done by my leaue and permiſſion: but foꝛ that thou did: 
deſt not returne againe into my cuſtody, captine, as thou diddeſt pꝛo⸗ 
myſe me by thy fayth, thou wouldeſt, vnleſſe thou fulfilleſt the condi- 
tions of peace, lpke as in dede it is to be pꝛoued by wꝛyting ſubſcrybed 
with thyne owne hande. This in dede it thou haddeſt done, thou had⸗ 
deſt played the parte of a Juſte man, and of a woꝛthye Pꝛynce: But 
nowe foꝛ ſo muche as thou haſt herein bꝛoken thy faith J affirme, and 
that without any lye, that thou haſt done ſhamefully and wyckedipe, 
And where as thou deſireſt to haue a place appointed fox the cobate, 
am content, and do aſſigne the place by the Ryuer that runneth be; 
de fount Arabie, and Fndey , whiche thou oughteſt in no caſe tore; 
fuſe.Fo2 if thou diddeſt their credit thine owne lyle and thy chyldzens, 
two yeres paſt what tyme being ſet at libertie to retourne home, thou 
gaueſt them to me foꝛ pledges,thou mayeſt aſwel now alſo committe 
thy ſelle to the ſame aſſuredly. And to the intent it be not differred by 
long delay, let noble men be ſent thether on both parties, that are ſkil- 
full in ſuche matters, whiche ſhall eſpye out a place conuenient and a⸗ 
gree vpon the kynde of weapons, and appoynte a certen daye. But in 
caſe J recepue none aunſwere from the within fourty dayes, after the 
receipt ołmy letters, what thy mynde is herein, the fault of the delaye 
and all the ſhame ſhall remayne towarde the, and to the cryme ol fal⸗ 
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ſifping thy fayth ſhall this be added alſo.Theſe letters the Emperour 
delpuered vnto the Herault, that he goynginto Fraunce, ſhould reade 
them beloꝛe the kynge openly, oꝛ tfhe refuſe to heare them, than he cõ⸗ 
maundeth him to deliuer them to the kyng to reade; 

When the Herault came at the lengthe the kynge ſyttyng at Pa- myemper, 
ris hearyng ofa ſermon with his nobles about hym; demaunded of Herautde 
hym ifhe had bꝛought the maner ol the combat! De ſayde,he had both came at Pa⸗ 
that and ſomwhat to ſaye beſydes that, and moꝛe howe he had in com ris. 
maundement to reade it befoꝛe hym, o2 els to delyuer it to his owne 
handes, whiche he beſought hym that he myght doe. But the kynge 
vnderſtandyng ryght well the Emperours requeſt herein, and lothe 
to haue the thyng read openly, fallyng at wooꝛdes with the Herault, 
arroſe and would neyther heare hym ſpeake any moꝛe, noꝛ receyue a- 
nye letters of hym, as in deede the Emperours men alfyꝛme in they: 
wꝛytinges. The kirſte of Auguſt, the Emperour wꝛpting his letters 
from Ualolete, calleth a counſell of the Emppꝛe of Spyꝛes againſt the An aſſemble 
beginning of Febꝛuarp, to treate of Religion and the Turkyſh warre. at Spires. 
He ercuſeth hym ſelfe by certen affayꝛes, by meanes wherofhe can not 
be there preſent, appoyntyng of his deputes, his bꝛother Ferdinando, 

Friderike Palatyne, william of Bauer, the byſhop of Trent, and of 
Hyldeſſeme, Lantrechus the Lieutenaunt oftheFrenchekynges Ar- 

mie, after he had taken Paute and Alexandꝛia, as you haue hearde, 

wyntered he and his Armie at Bononie. Ind in the begynning ofthe 

ſpꝛyngtyme went fozewarde,and beſeged Naples, whiche was kept Lantrech be 
anddefended by Alphonſus Daualus,Ugo Moncada, ferdiando A= leget Ha- 
larco, Philibert, pꝛynce of Ozenge,and Ferdinando Gonzago. ples. 

But inthe moneth of July a ſoze Peſtilence conſumed a great part 
of his Armie, and Lantreth hym ſelfe alſo in the moneth of Auguſte, 
and befoze hym Mounſour Uaundemont, bꝛother vnto Anthony du⸗ 
ke of Loꝛayne, whiche ſerued the kyng in hope to attayne to the king⸗ 
dome of Naples, fo that the houſe of Gaunte , whereof the houſe of 
Lozayn hath alſo his ofſpꝛynge, affirme it to be their ryght. 

After the diſputation of Bernes, Religion was altered in ſondꝛye 
places, wherupon the pꝛeachers at Strauſbozongh , emonges other Contention 
errours of the biſhop of Romes doctrine, taught chiefly that the maſſe about the 
was wicked, and a great blaſphemy to Gods holy name: wherfoꝛe it Pate.

niſters taught otherwyſe , which bꝛed no ſmal contention: whom af- 

terwardes, the ſenate fox bycauſe they refuſed to diſpute oꝛ conferre w Lhe papitts 
the others,comaunded to ſplence.

fo: the ſame belongeth to his office. But he notwithſtandinge that he 
would ſome tyme appoynte a metynge and a daye ſoꝛ ſuchematters, 
would do nothyng in ded, but only put them in feare with his letters, 
wherin oftentimes he mingled with intreatinges, thꝛeateninges, that 
they ſhould alter nothyng. | 
Ind when he was almoſte in diſpayre of the thynge, he intreateth 
Ste Ambaſ the Senate ol the Emppꝛe, whiche was at that tyme at Spyꝛes, by 
ſadour ofthe their authoꝛitie to ſet in foote in the matter. ho ſendynge their Xm: 
chamber im haſſadours ſolemnelp, at the later ende of Detembze, requyze them not 
pegall to to put downe the Maſſe:ſoꝛ that it is neyther in the power of the Em⸗ 
. perour noꝛ of other ſtates, to chaunge the auncient Religion of they: 
foꝛefathers, but eyther bya generall, ozelsby a pꝛouinciall counſell: 
whiche if they ſuppoſed to be farre of, oꝛ ouer long to, that they would 
differre it at the leſte vntyl the next aſſemblye of the Empire, and there 
put vp their requeſtes: where they doubted not, but that they ſhoulde 
receyue a reaſonable aunſ were. foꝛ it is foꝛboden by the lawes, that a 
pꝛiuate Magiſtrate may vndo ſuch thinges as be agreed vpon by the 
common conſent ofthe whole woꝛlde: wherfoꝛe it is reaſon that they 
ſhould obt ayne this at their handes: Foꝛ if they ſhould obſtinatly p2o- 
cede in their enterp2yſe,and woꝛke by fozce and violence, both the Em 
perour they: hyghe Magiſtrate, and kynge Ferdynando alſo his de- 
pute thzoughout the Empyꝛe, would take the matter right greuouſſp: 
And they lyke wyſe, accoꝛdyng tother office and dutie, muſt bothe in⸗ 
foꝛme the Emperour therofby their letters, and alſo ſee ſuche redꝛeſſe 
in the thyng as apperteyneth. nhiche they would be loth and vnwil⸗ 
ling to do: wherfoze they Deſire them aduyſedly to waye the matter # 
followe good counſel, fox the ſame ſhalbe to the Emperour moſt accep⸗ 
table, fox thẽ ſelues moſte pꝛofitable.nhen the ſenate had made anf. 
| were to the Ambaſſadours, what their purpoſe was, theydeparted,# 
ye bichops ſhoꝛtly after the byſhop ofHildeſſeme, came vnto the in themperours 
letters. name, with the like exhortation .Furthermoze the biſhop of Strauf- 
boꝛough wuteth letters to diuers ofthe ſenatours, which were gent- 
lemen that helde their landes ofhym:That fozas muche as they were 
bounden vnto him by their othe x fidelitie, they ſhould as muchas in 
the lieth, holde w the maſſe, e not ſufferit to be aboliſhed. In p meane 
time the ſenate, whã the thing had bene aboue two yeres in cotrouer- 


ſo were ſuters, callig the whole nũbꝛe of. ccc. as in matters of weight? 
difficultie is ther accuſtomed, doth declare in caſe they ſhuld aboliſhe 
the maſſe, what dauger they were in by themperour if they did it not,

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howe muche God would be offended, wherkoꝛe they graunt the lea⸗ 
ſure to conſider, and require them to conſulte together ſo, that at their 
next aſſemblie, by their common wyll and conſent, the matter may be 
determpned.ndherfoze when the daye came, their ſentence that were 
againſt the Maſſe pꝛeuayled. here vpon a decree was made the. xx. 
of Febꝛuary, that the Maſſe ought to be ſuſpended and lapde downe, 
vntyll ſuche tyme as their aduerſaries could pꝛoue it to be a ſeruice ac⸗ 
ceptable befoze God. And this decree to take place aſwel within their 
Citie, as without, in all places ſo farre as their iuriſdiction ſtretcheth, 
and after warde by their letters certific the byſhop of the ſame: which 
was newes to hym as heauy as leade, as he wꝛote agayne hym ſelfe 
in his next letters. There was alſo great diſſention about Kelpgion, 
certen peares at Baſill, and in fyne the ſenate decred that there ſhould 
be one vnifoꝛme doctrine thꝛough out the whole citie, and touchyng 
the Maſſe whiche as yet was ſayde in afewe places after an open dif 
putatiõ had, it ſhould ve determined by voyces, what were to be done 
therewith. But where as the Papiſtes defende their Maſle with 
touthe and nayle, and in their parſons rayled agaynſt the others vn⸗ 
punyſhed, the Burgeſes choſe certen to put the Senate in remẽbꝛaũce 
of their pꝛomile, and to requyꝛe that thoſe Senatours which are a let 
to the thynge, myght be diſplaced. when this coulde not be obtayned 
the Citezens flocke together and mete in the gray Freres church, firſt 
without Armure, and after with weapons kcepe the gates, Towres 
and ſtrong places ofthe Citie, with watche and warde. The Senate 
was glad to graunte them certen requeſtes to apeaſe their furye , re- 
ferryng the cauſe of their iudgement, that firſt were ſent vnto them. 
In the meane tyme, certen of thoſe that were appopnted to make 
pꝛouiſion in the Cytie fo2 the reſte, chaunced to comme into the chiefe 
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ſaincte, in ſo muche that it fell downe and bꝛake: Upon whiche occa- 
lion they ſerued mo in lyke caſe, but when the Pꝛieſtes cane thether, 
whiche were much offended with their doynges , they becauſe they 
woulde not paſſe their commiſſion,departed without any further ba- 
ble.ndhen woꝛde hereof was bꝛought to the Cytizens in the market 
place, and repoꝛte made that their fellowes ſtoode in daunger of their 
lyues, by and by were thꝛee hondꝛed Armed men, ſent to the heade 
Churche to helpe them. whan they came thether, the others were 
gone. But leſte they ſhoulde appcere to haue commen thyther fox 
nothyng, they bꝛeake do we all the Idols and Images, they coulde 
fynde there, and from thence goe to all other Churches and doe the 
lyke. And when certen of the Senatours, ranne feoꝛth to appeaſe the 
tumulte, the Cyteʒens ſayde vnto them, that, that vou haue bene con 
ſulted about theſe thꝛe eres, the ſame ſhall we diſpatche in one _ 
P. ij. to the 
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to the intent we ſhall haue no mote contention about images. Thug 
did the Senate condeſcende to al their requeſtes, and twelue Sena: 
tours were diſplaced , and emonges others Henry Meltinger, that 
tyme boꝛoumaiſter, and Lucius ztegler,captayneof the bourgeſes. x 
decree was alſo made, that as well within the citie as without in all 
their lyberties, the Maſſe, with all maner okimages, ſhould be aboly⸗ 
ſhed, and that the Senate from hencefoꝛth ſhould admitte two hon. 
dꝛeth and the ſcoze burgeſes to conſulte with them ofall matters cõ⸗ 
cerning Gods glozy and the common wealth. Theſe decrees made 
the citezens retourne home ioyfull, and all their anger was wꝛeaked 
vpon their images. The thyꝛde daye after whiche was Aſſhewedneſ⸗ 
daye, the images were diſtributed to the pooze to burne foꝛ want of 
fewell But what tyme they fell out about the partyng, and the mat⸗ 
ter came from wooꝛdes vnto hande ſtrypes, they agreed that they 
ſhoulde be bꝛent. whertoꝛe there were nyne ſtakes oꝛ heapes made 
befoꝛe the head churche, and ſet a fyze and burnt. 

And ſoit foꝛtuned that the ſame daye wherein the byſhoppes mini. 
ſters are wont to marke mens koreheades with Aſſhes, to the intent 
they ſhould remembꝛe them ſelues to be earth and aſſhes , was vnto 
the whole citie foꝛ conſuming their Jdolles into aſſhes,mery and ioy⸗ 
full. The meu of Zurick, Bernes, and Solodure hearyngof this tu⸗ 
multe, ſent Ambaſſadours to be meanes betwene the. but tofoze they 
came thether, the matter was appeaſed. J tolde you a lyttle before of 
the affembly at Spyꝛes, whiche the Emperour had appointed to cõ⸗ 
meuce at the beginning of Febꝛuary, but it began not tyll the Jdes ol 
Marche. Thither came many pꝛinces and ſtates:the Pꝛynce electour 
of Saxonp, bꝛought with hym Melanchton, fyꝛſt they treated of Re- 
ligion, and after muche deciſion, a decree was made, as we ſhall tell 
you hereafter . The Byſhoppes and their complices, dyd what they 
coulde toſequeſtre the Duke of Saxon and other Pꝛynces, from the 
Cities, that they ſhould not take counſell and agree in one, whiche 
they hoped well to bꝛynge to paſſe, foꝛ as muche as they dyffered in o 
pinion, touchynge the Loꝛdes Supper. And Ferdinande with his 
tolleges callyng befoze them the Ambaſſadours of certen cities, char⸗ 
ged them ſoꝛe that contrary to the Emperours decree, they had alte⸗ 
red many thynges, and fynally erhozted them to be confourmable to 


Le paptas the myndes of others, leſt thꝛough their diſſention the aſſemblye be 
i Swicerlad quite dilſolued. They make auntwere, that the alteration is not in⸗ 
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iurious to the Emperour, but that they are deſyꝛous of concoꝛde, and 
woulde doe anye thynge foz the Emperours ſake ,not refuſynge ta 
ſtande to the iudgement ofa lawfull counfell. ndhen two the moſte 
floꝛyſhynge Cyties ofthe Swycers, Zuricke and Bernes agreed in 
one Religion, the Lucernaites,Untes, Swites, r -

Engians, whiche abhoꝛred moſte this doctrine , make a league with 


kyng Ferdinando. Clement byſhop of Rome the. rin. day of A pꝛill ſen⸗ 


deth John Thomaſe of Mirandula, to erhozte the pꝛynces to warre 
againſt the Turke: And al be it that he hath ſuſteyned great loſſes of 
late peares,yet pꝛomyſeth he to aſſiſte them with ayde,and to doe his 
endeuoure, that the Emperour and the Frenche king being accoꝛded, 
the counſell may begynne immediatly, to the intent that Germanye 
may embꝛace again the ſame religion that other countreis do. In this 
aſſemblye, the Senate of the Empire woulde not permitte Daniel 
Miege Ambaſſadour foꝛ the citie of Straſboꝛough, to ſitte in counſel, 
foꝛ by cauſe the Maſſe was abrogated, befoꝛe this counſell imperiall, 
not withſtanding that they were intreated to the contrary, wwherfoze 
James Sturmius Ambalſſadour foꝛ the ſame citie, ſaped vnto them, 
that in caſe they were thus diſplaced, contrary to the lawe à cuſtome 
of the Empire, let them not loke from hencefoꝛth that they wyll beare 
any part of charges. But ali might not pꝛeuayl, and Ferdinando hymn 
ſelf aunlwering the interceſſours bad, that any other citie, that obſer- 
ned the Emperours decrees, ſhould be ſubſtituted in the place of the 
other. After alongeDiſpiteofReligion,the kourmer actes of Spires 
were repeted, and a new decree made on this wyſe. They which haue 
hitherto obſerued the Emperours decree, let the oblerne the ſame ſtyl, 
bntyll the generall tounſell, and bynde the people to do lyke wyle: but 
ſuche as haue altered their Religion, and can not nowe departe from 
the lame, foꝛ feare of ſedition, let them tape from hencefo:th and al⸗ 
ter nothynge beſydes, vntyll the tyme of the counſell: Furthermoze 
that their doctrine, whiche teache otherwyſe ofthe Loꝛdes Supper, 
than the churche doth, be not reccyued, noꝛ the Maſſe abolyſhed , noꝛ 
that in ſuche places where this newe kynde of doctryne is, anye man 
be lettedto go to Maſſe that wyll:The Anabaptiſtes alſo ſich as de⸗ 
fende their opinion obſtinately, ſhall ſuffer death: the miniſters ofthe 
churche are commaunded to teache accoꝛding to the interpꝛetaciõ re- 
teiued by the church, referring al diſputable queſtions to be in the cot3 
lell decided. Moꝛeouer that all ſtates kepe the common peace, a none 
to hurte other foꝛ the cauſe of Religion, neither one to take the defence 
of au others ſubiecte: they that ſhall do other wyſe to be accompted in 
the numbꝛe of outlawes. This decree, reſiſted the P unce electour ot 
Darony,Geozge Marques of Bꝛandenboꝛge, Erneſt and Frances, 
Duhkeg of Lunenboꝛough, the Latgraue,x counte Anhald, who b. xir. 
of Apul recite openip in wꝛyting, the cauſes why they doe not conſent 
thereunto . And firſte they doe repete the decree ofthe foꝛmer aſſem⸗ 
blie, whereby euery man hathe his Religion permitted him frelp , vn⸗ 
tyll the counſell: from this maye they not departe, noꝛ infrynge thoſe 
thynges, whiche after great deiyberation, were foꝛa common quiet 
P. ij. cltabipthed, 
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eſtablyſhed,and with their ſygnetes and othes alſo confirmed: They 
woulde in deede be glad, after the erample of their pꝛogenitours to do 
all thynge that myght content the Emperour, and as foꝛ their goodes

uice:but this pꝛeſent cauſe, coucerneth the euerlaſtyng ſalvation of al 
men. noherfoꝛe they deſire them not to be offended with them, foꝛ that 
thei herein diſſente from them: foꝛ like as the foꝛmer decree was made 
by the common aſſent of all:ſo can not the ſame be bꝛoken with out al 
their conſentes. They wyll not be againſt, that they ſhall in their own 
countrey,cſtablyſh what religion ſhal ſeme good vnto them, beleching 
God to illuminate the hartes of all men, with the light a knowledge 
of his truthe: And where as there hath bene diſſention, and controuer 
ſie about religion certen peares, it was declared in the counſel at No: 
rinberge, who haue bene the authours, and cauſers therof, as well by 
the confeſſion of the byſhop of Rome hym ſelf, as alſo by the requeſtes 
of Pꝛynces and ſtates of the mpyꝛe, which were delyuered to the by: 
ſhoppes legate, to the numbꝛe of foure ſcoze: wherof notwithſtanding 
as yet no redꝛeſſe is made: And that ofal conſultations, this hath euer 
bene the ende, that foꝛ the debating of controuerſies, and refourmpng 
of vices, there is nothyng better than a generall counſell. Ind where 
as the ſame left a parte, they haue nowe decreed, that ſuche as haue 
chaunged their Religion, and can not nowe without muche trouble 
foꝛſake the ſame, ſhal alter nothyng from hencefoꝛth, that can they nei⸗ 
ther comende no: allo we, vnleſſe they ſhould diſcredite the doctrine, 
whiche they haue pꝛofeſſed hitherto, as both true and Godly,x graunt 
moꝛeouer that they ought to leaue the ſame, if thei might with any tu: 
multe oꝛ vpꝛoꝛes: And what thynges els were that, thã to denye gods 
woꝛde, whiche is taught them purely and ſyncerely? whiche were the 
moſte heynous offence that coulde be committed: Foꝛ they muſt con⸗ 
feſſe it, not in woꝛdes only, but in very deede alſo: Moꝛeouer what an 
hynderaunce this abnegation would be and howe muche pꝛeiudiciall 
to the fauourers of the Goſpell, it is eaſy to coniecture. As cõcernyng 
the Maſſe, it is ryght well knowen, with howe ſtrong and inuincible 
teſtimonies of holy Stripture, the preachers within their dominios, 
haue confuted the Poptſhe Maſſe, and in ſteade therof, inſtituted the 
Loꝛdes ſupper, accoꝛding to the inſtitution of Chꝛiſte, and the maner 
by the Ipoſtles obſerued: wherfoꝛe they can neither admitte this part 
of the decree, neyther permitte their ſubiectes to heare Maſſe, whiche 
is abolyſhed: Foz though the byſhop of Romes Maſſe, were neuerſo 
good and godly, vet if they ſhould haue in their churches two cotrary 
Maſſes, al mẽ may wel perceiue what grudge a diſſentiõ would there 
vponenſewe. Moꝛeouer where they do pꝛeſcribe, what they ſhal com⸗ 
maunde their owne ſubiectes, and what lawes they ſhall make — 
; | in thel 
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in their owne dominions, they can not a lytle marnell, conſyderynge 
that they them ſelues would not ſuffer any man to doe the lyke with 
them.Furthermoze what thyng is taught in theirchurches, touchyng 
the pꝛeſence ofthe body and bloud of Chꝛiſte, is ſo euydent to all men, 
that it nedeth no further declaratiõ: Mot withſtandyng, as they haue 
ſayde oftentymes, ſo thynke they it good now alſo, not as yet to make 
any decree againſt the that teache other wiſe, foꝛ that the Emperours 
commiſſios(teach the Latin beneth,) maketh no mentiõ therok. Ind 
agayne foꝛ as muche as the maynteners of that doctrine, are nother 
called noꝛ hearde: o hiche in ſo weyghty matters is muche to be conſi⸗ 
dered, that nothyng be determyned at any tyme, and they not hearde 
ſpeake, whome the matter doth chiefly concerne.

Uergerius þ maundemẽt eſpecially to deuiſe with Ferdinando, that he ſhuld ende⸗ 


popes ambat uour to let ⁊ hinder þ pꝛouincial coũſel of Germany y in uo Wyſe there 
ſadour. ſhould any beholden. He handleth his cõmiſſiõ right diligently a ſeketh 
al meanes poſſible to hynder the Lutherians, and extended his lybe⸗ 

ralitie towardes John Faber, Eckius, Chocleus, and Nanſeas, that 

they ſhould play the men: and made Eckius a Cannon ofRatiſbonne, 

as the biſhops legate, in whoſe pꝛeſence, the right of Election ceaſſeth. 

the Emperour came to Auſpurg at the Jdes of June, and in his com: 

pany the Cardinall Campegius with the byſhoppes full authoꝛitie. 

The Emperour had purpoſed to haue rydẽ into the citie in the middes 

| betwene his bw 
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ther Ferdinando and the Cardinall, but becauſe it was againſt the 

maner of the Empyꝛe, the Archebylhop ol Mentz and Collen, rode be 

foze hym, and after hym Ferdinando and Campegtus. The nexte day 

was Coꝛpus Chꝛiſti day: the Emperour therfoze wet deuoutly to the 
churche, and the Cardinall of Wentz ſayde Maſſe. All the Pꝛynces 

were pꝛelent/ ertept the Duke of Saxon, the Lantgraue, thetwo Du e mces 
kesof Lunenbozoug,Geozge of Bꝛandenburge, and the Countie An- ht woulde 
holde. The Emperour in dede had both wylled them to be there, and or beare 
to put their pꝛeachers to ſilence:but thei neither tame them ſelues,noz Pane. 

yet impoſed ſilence to their pꝛeachers, which they ſayd they could not, 

foz as muche as the ſame aſſemblie was appointed to the intent al mẽ 

might ſpeake their conſciences. Two dayes after was a pꝛoclamation 

made, that the pꝛeachers on both ſydes ſhould kepe ſilence, til the cauſe 

ofreligion were decided, notwithſtanding howe the Emperour in the 

meane time, ſhould appointe certen that ſhould pꝛeache without the 

repꝛoche of any mã, this was pꝛoclaimed by the herault, vnder a great 
penaltie. The twenty of June, the parliament began, and the Empe⸗ 
rour goyng to heare Maſſe, as the maner is cõmaundeth the Duke of 
DSaronto be there to beare the lwonde befoze him. Lor that is the ol The onen 
fice ofthe houſe ol Saxon in ſuch Solẽnities: he aſked the aduiſe of þ = — en 
pꝛeachers, who ſaid, how that, he might be there pzcſent,fo2 as muche 9% 

as he was called foꝛth to do his office. Then wet he not to heare maſſe 

as gods ſeruite, but to execute his office, accopanied w Geoꝛge Mar⸗ 

ques of Bꝛandenburg: none ol the reſt came there, from maſſe he came 

to the court of parliamẽt. There Frederick coũte Palatin excuſeth the 

long abſẽce of themperour repeteth the cauſes ofthe calling of that 

alſẽblie. After this was recited a lõg oꝛation wꝛittẽ (as the maner is) 

wheri was alwel declared the cauſe of themperours departure out of 

Germany into Spapne, ⁊ of his lõg abode there, as alſo ofhis returne 

now the callig of this aſſẽblie, which is inſtituted chiefly fo2 two cau 

ſes, thone foꝛ eſtabliſhing of reltgio,foz the which ſins his depature, he 

hathheard to his great griefe, what tumultes and commotions haue 

bene in Germanp, the other foꝛ the Turkyſhe warre,coſidering what The Turks 
turmoyle of late the Turkes haue made in Zongarytaken Beigrade, yi,pe in 
and many other foztes caſtels, ſlayne kynge Lewis, æ wonne all the Bongarp. 
towꝛes a foꝛtreſſes, betwixt the riuers ol Saue # Dzaue,ſpoyled and 

bꝛent the whole countrey,x flayne ofmẽ ful many a thouſad, how fins 

that allo they haue inuaded Slauonie, lieng aboue the Goulfe of Ue⸗ 

nile, from whence, after they had done exceadynge muche miſchiele, 

in ſlaughter,burnyng,ſpoyiyng, deſtroying, and rauyſhynge, they led 
d waye.xxx.thouſande in to moſte myſerable captiuitie, and howe this 
laſte yeare they made an incurſion into Juſtriche with an Armye

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innumerable, and beſeged the chiefe citie Vienna, deſtroyed the coun, 
trey farre and nere, tyll they came almoſte to Lincie, wozkyngall the 
crueltie that coulde be tmagined , cuttinge a ſondꝛe in the myddeg, 
yonge infantes,deflouring and rauylhing pong maidens and wpueg, 


Tbe Turks and dꝛiuing them awapye befoze them, lyke a ſozte of beaſtes: It the 


crueltie. 


whiche tyme he was fully determyned to haue cõmen with his who⸗ 
le power againſt them, and ſo he wꝛote to his bꝛother Ferdinando, x 
the Pꝛynces and captaynes, that were beſeged in Nienna, that they 
ſhoulde defende it valeauntly,and loke certenly foꝛ his commyng, but 
earyng that the Turke had leuid his ſege, he chaunged his purpoſe, 
uppoſyng it moſte requilite to ſette all thynges at quiet in Italy, and 
to conferre with byſhop Clement, foz the eſtablyſhyng of religion here 
in Germany:to the intent peace and cõcoꝛde, and one vnifoꝛmitie of 
Religion had in all places, the Turke may the better be reſyſted of all 
handes, and ſtronger armies ſent againſt hym, than haue bene: Foz 
al be it he toke not Utenna at this pꝛeſent, but caried his Armie back 
agayne, pet lefte he behynde hym in the boꝛders, garyſons and captai⸗ 
nes, not only to vere Yongary, but Auſtriche allo and Stiria and all 
other places nere: And ſeyng that he hath his limites extended vnto 
ours, there is no doubte, but at the next occaſid he wyll retourne with 
a greater power to the vtter deſtruction of all, eſpecially Germanpe: 
whertoꝛe to be very neful & requiſite to cõſulte nowe how that houge 
and cruell ennemy, whiche ſeketh to bꝛynge all men vnder his ſubiec⸗ 
tion, yea to bannyſhe them quyte out ofthe bondes of nature, may not 
only be reſiſted, repulſed, and diſcomfited:but alſo ſubdued, vaquiſhed, 
and dꝛyuen out of all Europe. herunto we haue nede to be contribu 
taries foꝛ greater ayde of Men and mony, the highe byſhop hath pꝛo⸗ 
myſed him foꝛ his parte largely and liberally , and although he hathe 
bene at all the charges of his coꝛonation at Bononie him ſelfe alone, 
whiche hath coſt hym a great quantitie of treaſure, pet in ſo holye and 
neceſſary a buſineſſe, he wyll doe that, whiche ſhall become his eſtate: 
and lyke wyſe his bꝛother kyng Ferdinando,whiche isnowe ſet foꝛth 
as a ſtrong bulwarke of chꝛiſtendom, but chiefly of Germany, to flake 
the Turkyſhe rage. And alſo other kynges and Pzynces, wil not faile 
to helpe vs, wherin he hath wꝛytten to ſome alreadye and wyll be in 
hande with the reſte: And where there hath bene diſſention in religiõ 
euer ſynce, the firſt begynnyng ok his empyꝛe, to his great diſcomloꝛte, 
he accoꝛding to his office and dutie, intendyng to pꝛepare a remedy in 
tyme, made a decree at oꝛmes by their common alſentes, whiche if 
it had bene obſerued, Germany had not bene theſe peares paſt ſo ſoꝛe 
afflitted: with theſedicion ofthe commonaltie and the wycked ſecte 
ofthe Anabaptiſtes:And where as at ſondzyaſſembliestouchyng the 
ſame, nothynge coulde be concluded hytherto, thinkyng _ 00 ud 
ens ſhou 
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ſens ſhoulde be auayleable herein, he hath called this aſſemblie to the 
intent that euery man may herein pꝛopounde what he wil in wꝛiting, 
that the matter may ſo muche the ſoner and moꝛe eaſely be vnderſtãde 
and determined, and that he wyll both in this and all other cauſes of 
the Empy2e,do that thynge that ſhall concerne his office and dewtie, 
fox the loue he beareth to the common wealth and countrey, and re⸗ 
gupꝛeth that all others, would bzyng hyther with them the lyke mind 
and affection euery man foꝛ his parte. The Pꝛynces after deliberatiõ 
taken, iudged it mete firſt to treate ot relygion. The fourth daye after 
in the conliſtoꝛy beloꝛe the E mperour and the other Pꝛynces, Cardi⸗ The oꝛation 
nall C ampege made an oꝛation in Latin, exhoꝛting the whole numbze ot Cardinal 
there pꝛelent, that in matters okreligion, they would folowe and obey Campega. 
the Emperour, commending his vertue and deuotiõ: And that he wil

the Emperour, that he would heare the confeſſion of their doctrine 

compꝛyſed in wzytinge:he commaundeth the wuting to be exhibited, oe cones, 
and layde downe:agapne thei foꝛ as muche as the ſame thing concer- gon or the 
neth their eſtimatid, their lyle, landes, and goodes, and allo their euer⸗ p,otegantes 
laſting ſaluation, and fo becauſe happely the thyng hathe bene other 
wyſe repoꝛted vnto hym than it ts in dede, requyꝛe hym inſtantlye to 
be heard. The Emperour, commaundeth them to come home to his 
houſe the next daye, but the wꝛyting to be deliuered hym nowe. They 
agayne vrge hym and beſeche hym as earneſtlye as they could deuiſe: 
ſaying howe they had thought ful little, that this ſhould haue bene de⸗ 
nyed them, ſeing that he is content to heare others, that be their inferi⸗ 
ours muche, in matters of leſſe impoꝛtaunce. But when he would al⸗ 
ter nothyng of his purpoſe, they requyꝛe him to leaue them their boke, 
tyll ſuche tyme as it hath bene read opẽly: which graunted, they came 
the next daye, and in the audience of all the Pꝛynces and ſtates, the 
Emperour hym ſelfe being pꝛeſent, recite it ouer : Afterwardes they 
delyuer it vnto hym wꝛptten bothe in Latin and Dutche, and if they 
ſhall doubte in any thyng, they offer a further declaration, and in caſe 
the matter can not be determined at this pꝛeſent, they do not refuſe to 
abyde the counſeell ſo often tymes pzomyled and looked foꝛ. The Em⸗ 
perour, whiche had layne all the wynter from Nouentbzetyl March 
at Bononie in the ſame place with the biſhop of Rome, endeuoured as 
muche as he myght to appeaſe this controuerſie in Religion without 
àcounſel. Foz by this meanes he knewe he ſhould pleaſe Clement — 
Whoſe 
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whoſe intent was, that in cafe the matter could not bequueted by ge, 

tle meanes, it ſhuld be oppꝛeſſed by foꝛce of armcs.Therkozethe.rryy,of 

June he calleth befoze him in his owne hous, the Ambaſſladours ofal 

cities, a declareth vnto them by Frederick the Palſgraue,howe:inthe 

aſſemblye at Spires a decree was made, wherunto the moſte parte 

did conſent, where he was right glad: but that certen others contem⸗ 

ned the ſame,fo2 the which he was as ſozy: Mherfoꝛe he requp2ed the, 

not to ſwarue away from the reſt, oꝛels to ſhewe the reaſon, whp they 

ſhould not obey. Hereunto aunſwered the Ambaſſadours of the cities 

of Pꝛoteſtauntes, that they had done nothing contrary to their dutie: 

Fox they haue no leſſe deſyꝛe, than their elders haue had, to perfourme 

their fayth and obedience: but where as he woulde knowe the cauſe 

why they dyd not admytte the decre, they deſyꝛe ſome tyme to make 
aunſwer:and after the ſeuenth ol July, they put vp their aunſwere in 
wꝛytyng, in effecte lyke vnto that, whiche they ſent the peare befoꝛe, 

by their Imbaſſadours into Italy. Two dayes after that, the Empe⸗ 

rour cauſeth one to demaunde ofthe Duke of Sarõ and his ſelowes, 

whether they wyll exhibite any thynge moꝛe? They ſayt nothing els, 

but a bꝛief ſomme ofthe ſame confeſſion , whiche they haue delyuered 

already. After he commaundeth the Imbaſſadours ofthe Cities, that 

where they ſape, how they can not fo conſcience ſake, kepe the decree 

of Sppꝛes, they ſhould dꝛawe articles bꝛiefly, of the thynges where 

with they founde them ſelues greued: Ind he delyuereth the confeſs

Melancthon, with the two Ciuiliãs, and Eckius with as many, 
But in fyne they could not agree. hyleſt they were conſulting toge; 
ther, the Emperour doth ſolicite Geozge the Marques of Bꝛanden⸗ 
The Pꝛote / burge,by the byſhop of Mentz and others of the ſame familie, and the 
antes were Due of Saxon, bp Friderick Palſgraue, the Erle of Naſſo, and by 
labauted. Seoꝛge Truckeſſe, that thei ſhould leaue of their enterpꝛile. He ſought 
to dꝛawe awaye the Duke of Saron from the reſte as pꝛyncipal, and 
where he deſpzed to be inueſted in his Duckdome alter the cuſtome ol 
the Emppꝛe, he denied it, vnleſſe he would firſt reconcile himſeifto the 
churche of Rome: and tolde to the other playnely that vnleſſe he wold 
obeye, he would take from himthe wardſhyp of his nephewe Albert 
the ſonne ot his bꝛother Calimire. And they went about to perſwade 
with the Lantgraue, that in caſe he would agree vnto the Emperour, 
Uilriche the Duke of yꝛtemberge, ſhould be reſtoꝛed, and that ana- 
grement myght be had by the Emperours meanes, betwene hym and 
the Erle of Naſſoe, foꝛ the rule of Chattes. In this Aſſemblie the by⸗ 
ſhop of Rome had graunted to kyng Ferdinando, all maner of Plate 
and oꝛnamentes or golde and ſyluer, ol all the churches in Germany, 
fo: the Turkyſhe warre, and alſo to take aſubſydie ofthe clergie, but 
the ꝛinces woulde not ſuffer it, ſollicityng the Emperour to make 
decree fruſtrate. The. xviij.of Auguſt, Eraſmus of Roterdame, wp⸗ 
teth to Cardinall Campegius from Friburge. Howe the Emperours 
power is in dede great, but all men doe not acknowledge this name: 
The Germanes do ſo acknowledge it, that they rule, rather thẽ obey: 
Luthers doctryne is ſowen abꝛoade thzoughout Germany farre and 
neare, in ſo muche that the chayne of this miſchiefe reacheth from the 
Ocean ſea, vnto the vttermoſte boꝛders of Swycerlande. Nowe if 
the Emperour ſhall attempt to accomplyſhe the byſhop of Romes de⸗ 
ſpꝛe in all thynges, it is to be feared, leſt he ſhall haue but fewe to com- 
The woto mende his doinges: Moꝛeouer in what great daunger okthe Turke 
* _— ex we ſtande in, whole power all the foꝛte ol Europe is ſkant abletore- 
f ſpſte: and what a thynge it is to fyght with vnwyllyng ſouldiours, it 
is manpkeſt by mo examples than one. The Emperour W is —

nature inclyned to peace. Neuertheleſſe by a certen deſteny haled and 
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inloꝛted to warres.Fraunce and Italy, haue bene ſoze afflicted wyth 


But this warre wyll doe moꝛe harme 


than all the reſte, if it be not well foꝛſeen: Men are commonly perſwa- 


: ded, that all theſe thynges are Done thꝛough the inſtigation aud coun- 
ell ol the hyghe byſhop. But the feare is leſt a great parte ol the peril, 


redounde to the Emperour him ſelfe: Thei that loue ſectes, are in dede 


voꝛthy ol punyſhement, but yet ought rather a reſpecte to be had, foz 


the pꝛeleruation ofthe common wealth: The ſtate of the churche was 
in tymes paft full miſerable, whan the Xrrians,Pagans,Donatiſtes, 
and the Manycheis, ſowed abzoade their opinions, and alſo the Bar⸗ 
barous nations made warre ; Not withſtandyng it waded out of all 
theſe daungers at the length. Foꝛ verely tyme it ſelfe wyl at laſte bzing 


remedp allo, vnto moſte daungerous difedſes. The Bohemers were ©be Boht- 
bioꝛne with al, though they did not acknowledge the byſhop of Rome. wers. 
Itgtkthe ſame were alſo permitted to the Cutheriãs, it were not amiſſe, 


inhis tonceipt:and all be it this were verye muche, vet were it a great 
deale leſſe euyll than warte. The ſeuent daye of Septembꝛe, the Em- 
perour ſendeth foꝛ home to his houſe all the ꝛyntes and ſtates catho⸗ 
licke about none: And two houres after foꝛ the duke of Sars and his 
fellawes, and commannding all others aſyde, ſauyng his bꝛother Fer⸗

can not obtayne the Copie ot the decree, noꝛ tyme to conſulte of the 


whole mattet, it is but foly to make any further diſcourſynge thereof: 
wherfoze they do committe the whole canſevnto God, in whom thei 
repoſe the chiefe hope of their ſaluation . But where they are charged 
with the ſedition ofthe commons, thet be vtterly clere in that matter: 
foꝛ what they did at the ſame tyme;andhowe they ſpared neither coſt 
perpll,no2 paynes,tt is manifeſtly knowento all men: And the cauſe x 
ouginall of that ſedition / was declared alſo foure peares ſynce in the 
aſſembly of Spyꝛes. uoherloꝛe it is not well done to lay this thyng to 
their charge. but therein they ſufferininrie:fo2 if there be any man that 
wyll trye the la we with them, in this oꝛ any other matter, they refufe 


not to abyde iudgement. Udherfoze they beſeche hym, he woulde con⸗ 


ceaue no hamousDiſpleaſitreagainſt them, noꝛ be incenſed w hatred a 
malite:cõſtdering that al they haue is as well at his commaundemet, 
as any thyng els ofthe other ſtates. ohen they had thus ſayde, they 
ared leaue, and departed, leauing certayne of their coũſellers foꝛ their 
deputes . But beloꝛe they went, the Archebylhoppes of Mentz and 
Triers,and allo the Ballgraue, ſent to declare vnto them, that the ſa⸗ 


aſſiſtaunce fox the defenceof Religion, was done without their com⸗ 
maundement:whiche alſd they hyd not from the Emperour, 
ſhewyng him howe they had none occaſton of ennemitie oꝛ dilpleaſur 
againſt chem: nSherfoze in caſe they had conceaued any euyll opinion 
againſt them, they deſyꝛed them to leaue it. The Prince of Sarony 
was content with that purgation, and bad them againe to loke foꝛ al 
good wyll and frendſhyp at his hande. The next day after they were 
gone, the Emperour calleth befoze hymallthe ſtates,and firſt he com⸗ 
maũdeththe Ambaſſadours ofthe cities by Truckeſſe;that they ſhuld 
not departe befozethe end of the Aſſemblie, after that declareth what 
had bene done with the Duke of Saron and his fellowes ; and be⸗ 
cauſe the cities ot Strauſboꝛough, Conſtante, Memmyng, and Lyn- 
daue, had erhibited a ſeuerall vyll by them ſelues, he ſheweth howe he 
wyll treate with them in lyke caſe. Alter are debated other matters ol 
the Empyꝛe, chiefly ofthe Turkyſhe warre. This tyme at Rome the

delyberation:the eight day after the deputes ofthe Duke of Saronsx 
his fellowes, declare vnto the Archebiſhopof Mentz, whiche is chief 
emonge the Pꝛynces:that if they maye haus their Religion quiet vn⸗ 
till the counlell, they are alſo contented to berome cõtributaries with 
them fo2 money and ayde towardes the Turkpſhe warre. wherfo:e 
the next daye beyng called into the courte/ there was red befoze them 
a certen tenure ofthe peace, wherin they only were compꝛſed whiche 
had conſented vnto the decree made, where about role a contention, 
the Ambaſſadours affirming;that it concerned them nothynge at al, 
oꝛ if it did, howe it ought to be vttered with playner wordes ,to take 
awape all ambiguitte.

perour. After two dayes, the Emperour ſent foꝛ home to his houſe, thẽ

ters thꝛoughout Germany :therfoꝛe he requyzeth them eftlones to co: 
me to amendement and receyue agayne the auncient Religion, foz o⸗ 
therwyſe wyll not he fayle to do the thing which his office requireth. 
They aunwer not long after, that in this confutation they were char. 
Lheir ann- ged with many thinges that were vntrue,foz in ther cities is nothyng 
ſwer to the done out of oꝛdꝛe, but the ſame is ertremely punyſhed: wherfoze, ſeing 


ſame.

cannot be aunſwered,befoze they make certificat home to their cities, 


they deſpꝛe lyꝛſt therfoze to haue a copie, ſecondarely, that credite be 


not geuen to this accuſation; betoꝛe ſuche tyme as their pourgation be 
heard and examined: In all other matters they wyll do any thyng foz 
his ſake.

but he chargeth them to pꝛoleſſe the ſaine kynde of doctrine , that al o- 
ther Pꝛynces and ſtates do, and to gyue ayde againſt the Turke : fo: 
vnleſſe they foꝛſake theyꝛ ſtubburnes, he wyll woꝛke bythe counſell of 
the byſhop of Rome and other kynges, as ſhal become hym. After this 
they make a further ſute to obtayne a copie, and the ſame not graun⸗ 
ted, to haue peace and quietnes in their Religion tyll the begynnynge 
ol the counſell, and therin to haue their cauſe decided, and they wyl in 
the meane time geue theyz ayde againſt the Turke fo farfozth as their 
power wyll extende, oꝛ els could they graunte nothing. The Maques 
pꝛompſed them, to be a petitioner foꝛ them to the Emperour. At alter 
noone was red vnto them a graunt ofpeace , Wherein were only con⸗ 
teyned ſuche as receiued the decree,as was rehearſed befozeto the des 
putes of the Dukes of Saxon and his fellowes, wherunto they aun⸗ 
ſwered in lyke calſe, that the ſame touched them nothyng, and deſy2ed 
to knowe further of the Emperours pleaſure herein. In this meane 

whyle had they ol Ulmes, Auſpurge, Francke foꝛth and Halles, foꝛſa⸗ 
ken the decree made as concerning Religion, and vrged ſoꝛe to haue a 
couſel. But Faber and Eckius, craue a great rewarde ofthe Pꝛinces, 

fo makyng the tonkutations, and had it. And pzomyſe from hecefozth 

to beſtowe they: trauayle in the defence of the Romylhe Religion. Foꝛ 

they and dyuerſe others ſought pteferment by the meanes of Luther, 

and in dede Faber was afterwardes by kyng Ferdinando made by⸗ 


ſhop of Uterme.n9herupon Eralmus of Roterdame, was wont to ſay Pooze A u- 
merely, ho we pooꝛe Luther made many ryche. In the meane ceaſon ther maketh 
the Sarons and their fellowes , put vp a ſupplication to the Empe⸗ many men 
tour, intreating hym to eſtablyſhe a peace thꝛoughout the Emppꝛe, *xcbe. 


that no man be put in trouble oꝛ daunger foꝛ Religiõ. But where this 
coulde not beobtayned, they wꝛyte an Epiſtle to all ſtates, makyng a 
buefrehearſall what thinge hath bene done, deſpꝛyng that the names 
of their Pꝛynces be not put in to the later ende of the decree emonges 
the reſte. And loꝛ as muche as they haue ſued foꝛ peace in vayne, they 
laye howe they can graunte none ayde to the Turkyſhe warre. Moꝛe 
ouer, where it is pꝛouided in the detree, that they only ſhall haue place 
in iudgement andcounſell chamber, whiche allo we the decree made, 
they requyꝛe that the ſame may be chaunged and amended: fozels can 
they beare no parte of the charges, whiche the chambꝛe requyꝛeth. 

what tyme they had thus denounced, they departed the next daye, 
beyng the. rij. of Nonembye , J ſhewed pou in the fyft booke, howe 
Marques Albert of Bꝛandenbuͤrge was by the kyng of Pole made 
Duke of Pꝛuſelande. But the Emperour beyng ſued vnto by Walter 
Cronberge, diſallowed all that treatie oꝛ copacte as made to the dam⸗ 


mage of the Emppꝛe: and the, xiiij. daye ol Aouembꝛe u — 
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to be of none effecte . The fyft daye after, in the Emperours pꝛeſence 
was the decree recited befoze all the ſtates, and after a long diſcourſe 
ol thehandlyng of all matters, the Emperour decreeth,that they ſhuld 
no longer be ſuffered that teache otherwyſe of the Loꝛdes ſupper,than 
hath bene obſerued hytherto, that in the Maſſe,eyther common oꝛpꝛi⸗ 
uate, nothyng be altered, that chyldꝛen be confyꝛmed with chꝛeime, x 
ſycke folkes annoynted with oyle conſecrated: that no Images be re⸗ 
moued, and where they be taken awaye, to be reſtoꝛed:that the opiniõ 
of them that denye man to haue fre wyll be not receyued , foz that it is 
beaſtly and alſo contumeltouſe againſt God: that nothyng be taughte 
any where, agaynſt the authozitie of the magiſtrate:that the opynion, 
that fayth only iuſtifieth take no place: that the Sacramentes of the 
church be in numbꝛe and place accuſtomed, that the ceremonies ofthe 
churche, rites, obſequies for the dead and ſuche other be obſerued:that 
benefices vacant, be imploped vpon mete perſones: that ſuche pꝛieſte⸗ 
and men of clergie, whiche haue maried befoze this tyme, be depꝛiued 
of their benefices, whiche immediatly after this aſſembly ſhal be geuen 
to others. But ſuche as foꝛſakyng they wyues, wyll retourne to their 
olde p2ofeſſton and be abſolued,thebyſhop may reſtoꝛe, by the conſent 
ofthe byſhop of Rome, oꝛ his legate. But the others to haue no refuge 
in any place, but banylhed oz extremely punyſhed: that the pꝛieſtes be 
of honeſt conuerſation, their apparell decent and commonlp, that they 
auoyde all ſclaun der. That the pꝛeachers erhoxte the people to heare 
Maſſe, to pꝛaye to the virgyn Mary, and other ſainctes,to kepe their 
holy dapes and faſting dayes, to abſtayne from meates foꝛbodene, to 
releue the pooꝛe, to tell the Monkes howe they may not fozſake they; 
pꝛofeſſion and o2dze, bꝛiefly that nothyng be altered in Religion: they 
that ſhall do other wyſe, to loſe bodye and goodes. that where as Ab⸗ 
beys be pulled downe, they be reedified, and what ſoeuer hath bene ta 
ken awape from the clergie, to bereſtozed , that the wonted ceremo⸗ 
nies and rites, may be accomplyſhed. And ſuche as be followers of the 
olde Religion, dwellyng within the lymites ol the cõtrary parte, and 
allowe this decree, ſhall be receyued in to the pꝛotectiõ ol the Empire, 
and ſhall flitte whether they lyſte without any hynderaunce. that the 
byſhopol Rome ſhalbe called vpon to apoynte a counſell in ſome place 
conuenient, within ſyre monethes, that afterwarde the ſame may be⸗ 
gynne as ſhoꝛtly as may be, and at the furtheſt within a yeares ſpace: 
that all theſe thynges be ratified and eſtablyſhed. Al exceptions, oꝛ aps 
pellations made to the contrary, to be voyde and of none effect . And 
to the intent this decree may take place and be obſerued, as cocerning 
religion, the foꝛce and power that God hath geuẽ them, ſhalbe wholy 
applied hereunto, and their lyfe and bloude allo ſpent in the ſame qua 
rell. Puryng this Parliament, Luther by the — ofhis 
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Pꝛynce, was at Coburge in the bozders of Frankony. to the intent he 
myght be nerer Auſpurge, in caſe the matter requyzed his aduyſe oz 
counſell. And though he were abſent , yet to the intent hemygh? ſome 
what further the comms benefit, he wꝛote a booke to the byſhopprs/ 
relates in that aſſemblye, wherein he ſheweth what the ſtate of tize 
churchehath bene, vnder the byſhop ofRome, what wicked doctrine, 
what ſhamefull errours: And with moſte weightye woꝛdes, admoni 
ſheth ths of their dutie, chargeth them to be of cruella bloudy mindes, 
and agayne erho:teth them, not to let flippe the occaſion , nowe to re⸗ 
dꝛeſſe their euyll: e ſheweth them howe his doctrine is agreable to 
the bookes of the P2ophetes a Apoſtles, and pꝛoueth that is in vaine, 
what ſoeuer they conſulre oꝛ imagine againſt God. In this malyce a 
thꝛeatheninge of the Emperour and Byſhops, Melancthon was diſ⸗ 
couraged and careful in his mynde,not foꝛ his owne cauſe, but foꝛ po- 
ſterities ſaxe, and gaue hym ſelfe whol to penſiuenes, wepynge, and 
mournynge. But when Luther knewe therok, he comfoꝛteth hym 
with ſondzye letters: And foꝛ as muche as it is no mennes matter, 
but the cauſe of almyghtie GD, he admonylhed hymn, that layinge 
al thought and care a parte, he caſte che whole burthen vpon hym. 
And why ſapeth he, doeſt thou thus a,Flicte and tourment thy ſelle? It 
God hath geuen his ſonne foꝛ vs, why do we treinble and feare, why 
doe we ſyghe and lamente: Js Sathan ſtronger than he? Wil he that 
hath geuen vs ſo great a benelite, foꝛſike vs in lyghter matters? nahye 
ſhoulde we feare the woꝛlde, whiche hꝛiſte hath vauquyſhed? Il we 
defende au euyll matter; why doe we not chaunge oꝛ pourpole: It the 
cauſe be iuſt aud Godlye ; why truſte w ziot to Gods pꝛompyſes? Cer- 
tenly the Deuyll can take no mote from vs but our lyle:But Chꝛiſt li⸗ 
ueth and reigneth fox euer, in whoſe pꝛotection conliſteth the veritie. 
He wyll not ceaſe to be with vs, vnto the woꝛldes ende. | 

If he be wyth vs. J beſeche you where lhall he be founde? Ff 
we be not of his churche, doe you thynkethat the byſhop of Nome, and 
our other aduerlaries, be of itꝰ e be ſonners in dede dyuerſe wayes, 
but yet foꝛ all that Chꝛiſte is no lyer ,. whoſe cauſe we haue in hande. 
Let kynges and nations fret and fume, as muche as euer they lyſte: 
He that dwelleth in heauen , ſhall laughe them to ſkoꝛne. God hathe 
gouerned and maynteined this cauſe hetherto without our counſell: 
the ſame ſhall alſo from hencefozth,bzyng it to the ende wyſhed foz, 
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[were is not harde: Foꝛ both the fyꝛſt cõmaundement. and al the Pꝛo⸗ 
phetes alſo, doe cõdempne ſuche maner of woꝛkes: They may be a bo⸗ 
dely exercyſe:but if they come ones to wozſhyppyng,it is idolatry. A's 
ſoꝛ any agremẽt it is in vayne loked foꝛ:foꝛ neyther can we depole the 
byſhop of Rome, neyther can the true doctrine be in ſaletie . ſo _ as 
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Popery ſhall endure. In that yon wyll haue the Lo2des ſupper to de 
communicated wholy, and gene no plate to pour aduerſaries, whiche 

holde it to be indifferent, vou doe well. Foz it is not in our arbitremet, 

to decree oꝛ ſuffer any thynge to be vſed in the churche, whiche hathe 

not Gods woꝛde to beare it. They crye out that we condempne the 

whole churche: but we ſaye how the churche was violently taken and 

oppꝛeſſed with tyzannye, when the communion was deulded in the 

middes, and therfoze to be holden excuſed, asthe whole Synagoge 

Ede church wa$ercuſed,that in the captiuitie of Bahplon, it kepte not the lawe of 
oppꝛelled w Moſes a other ceremonies, beyng by fo ce pꝛohibited that they coulde 
Lyzanny,'s not doe it. Take hede in any wyle that you graunt not to the byſhops 
to be erculed ouer muche iuriſdiction, leſt moꝛe trouble enſue thereofhereaffer, Jl! 
this treaty of a toncoꝛde in doctryne is cleane agaynſt my mynde:foꝛ 

the labour is ſpent in vayne, vnleſſe the byſhop of Rome woulde abs;

deſtroied though their wicked doctrine, let thẽ reſtoꝛe thoſe great ry⸗

| abo, Many contumelies,diſhonored-vdhan they ſhalthaue made ſatiſtactiõ 
Burer 1290- gg) theſe thynges, we ſhall than talke with them vnto whome the pol 
cone. opimontouching the Lowes ſupper, whiche the catholykes reioyſed 
at, and the reſt mnche lamented, Bucer,by the Duke of Sarons p10: 
curement, went from — 775 ko Luther, foꝛ an agrement, and re⸗ 
teyued ſuche aunſwyere as he miſſpked not, in lo much as he went thics 
to Zwynglius and the Z wyters to the intent they might be ioyned 
nerer in mynde and opinion. rohen the ſtate of thynges ſtoodethus 
all was full of diſpleaſure The Lantgraue maketh a league for ſpre 
graae made ears, with the cities of Znricke, Balill and Strauſbozough,that if 
z lcauue w 312 be attempted with force fot Religion, they ſhoulde ayde one an o⸗ 
Strauſba · ther This was contiuded in Rouembꝛe. The fame tyme the Empe⸗ 
rough Zu · tout addꝛeſſeth his letters to the Duke of Saxon, commaumding him 
tick and Ba to be with him at Collon, the. xxi.of Detembꝛe, for certen weightie af- 
bwl. fapꝛes ofthe common wealth. n hiche after he had receiued the ſame, 
the. vii. ol Nonembꝛe, the ſame daye came a meſſenger with letters 
from the Archebiſhopof Mentz, wherein was wꝛytten, how the Ems 
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perour had required hym to cal to an aſſemblie to uncesElectours, 
to create a kyng of Romaynes . Wherfoꝛe he cited him to appeare at 
Collon the. xxix. ol Decembꝛe, foꝛ this appertainethto the byſhopsof- 
fice,as befoze hath bene declared. Whiche thinge ones knowen, the 
Duke of Saxon diſpatchyng his letters to the Lantgraue and to all 
other Pꝛynces and cities that were Pꝛoteſtantes, pꝛapeth and exhoꝛ⸗ 
tech them to mete at Smalcalde, at the.rrij.of Decembꝛe: Neuerthe- 
eſſe in the meane tyme, he ſendeth ſpedely to Collon John Frederick 
his ſonne, and with hym certen ol his pꝛiuie counſell, to be there at the 
daye appoynted by the Emperour. By whome he declareth, how this 
citation ofthe archebiſhop of Mentz is not rightly noꝛ oꝛderly done 
how by this creation ofthe king of Komaines, the right and libertie of 
the Empyꝛe is infrynged, and alſo the lawe of Charles the fourth bꝛo⸗ 
ken, wherkoꝛe he wyl not allo we no: ratifie their enterpꝛiſe. After that

haue quenched oꝛ quieted Luthers herelie:foꝛ vpõ this hope, a foꝛ this ot Poole. 


cauſechiefly he came to mete the Emperour at Bononie, to the intent 
he might encourage him foꝛward (who not withſtanding ol his owne 
acco2de was wel willing) foꝛ if thisthing had ben bzought to paſſe, re⸗ 
ligiõ had bene ſtaied, many mens ſoules ſaued, which thꝛough this he⸗ 
reſie are nowe in daitger,x then might remedy haue ben foũd againſt

me ot the whole Empyꝛe, it is knowen to all men: Hot withſtandinge 
he being alyue and in helth, and no ſuche chaunce happened, howe the 
Archebyſhop hath cited them to Collon, againſt the pꝛeſcripte of the 
la we, and agaynſt the cuſtome of the Empyꝛe: They heare mozeouer, 
howe the reſidue of the Electours wyll come thyther at his requeſte, 
to accomplyſhe the ſute of Ferdinando, as it were by conuenaunt and 
pzomyſe:fo2 this report is ſpꝛead farre and neare: ndherfoze they haue 
thought good to admoniſhe hym of terten thynges. And al be it they 
had leuer abſtayne from ſuche kynde of talke, yet foz as muche as they 
loue both hym and theyꝛ conntrey and eſpeciallye the lpbertie therof, 
which they haue receyued of their aunceſters, agayne foꝛ becauſe now 
in this later ende of the woꝛlde, many thinges are done captiouſſy and 
craftely,they can not other wyſe doe. Fyꝛſt therfoze,he knowethryght 
well how circumſpectly ho we depely, with what woꝛdes and bondes 
he bounde hym ſelfe to the Empyꝛe, how he gaue his fayth by an othe, 
that he woulde obſerue the lawe Carolyne , whereupon the lybertic 
of the Empy2e chiefly dependeth,howe he pꝛomyſed x cofirmeth by an 
othe, y he would neither him ſelf dd any thing againſt it, noꝛ ſufferany 
other to do. Ind certetily theſe conuenauntes may not be infrynged, 
bzoken oꝛ chaunged, without the conſent and aduyſe of all ſtates: But 
nowe in caſe during his lyfe and pꝛoſperitie a kyng of Romanes ſhuld 
be thoſen, and that his naturall bzother, makynge ſuite and labour fot 
it, he ſeeth hym ſelfe howe directly it were againſte the la we, againſte 
the ryght and lybertie of the Empyꝛe, agaynſte pzomyſe and conue⸗ 
naunt and the fayth that he oweth to the common wealth, confyrned 
by a ſolemne sthe: Mozeouer howe incommodiouſe alſo it were fot 
hym and howe chargeable to the whole Emppꝛe to haue two Rulers 
at one tyme, whome they muſt obeye. And becauſe they woulde beſo⸗ 
ry il any ſuche thynge ſhoulde be layde to his charge for bꝛeakynge his 
fidelytie, oꝛ alſo vnto them fox theit ſloughtfulnes in defending the co⸗ 
mon wealth, therfoꝛe do they erneſtly beſeche him to impute this their 
wanting to the loue ol him x their toũtrep, and to the world that now 
is that he would call to his temembꝛaunce thynges paſt , and by his 
office and aucthoꝛitie pꝛohibite the creation ofthis ne w kinge that he 
woulde conſyder well wythhym elle, to how man x euils a *

After this, the laſte of Becombup as wollthe Princes as cities befoze 
named, by cõmon alſent wꝛyte their letters to the Emperour, wherin 
they recite the treatie ol religion at 1 how long they ſued fox 
peace, what aunſwerhe made, e alſo what maner ol decree was there 
made after warde. And al be it he him ſeiſe did mitigate the woꝛdes of 
the Electour of Bzandeburge, affirrtiifi that he had made a compact 
with the reſt ofthe Pꝛinces for his owne defence only, and not ta of 
lende others. Net if that authoꝛitie be committed to the chambꝛe ims 
periall, as the Decree purpoꝛteth, to whome can it be doubtlul, but that 
the ſame thinge apperteyneth both to foꝛce and violẽce? but ſeyng that 
both they and their aũceſters haue ſhewed many teſtimonies of great

The Duke and his aſlociatcs, 
after deliberation, make hym e full aun were by wꝛrting. 


N the firſt aſſembly at Smalcalde, this emõges 
other thynges was agreed vppon: that foz as 
d muche as their aduerſaries did aggrauate the 
Ec aule and profeſſion of the Goſpell with manye 
ſclaunders, and bzoughte it euerye where in to 
great hatred, they ſhoulde wꝛpte pꝛyncipally to 
dhe kynges of Fraunce and of Englande, that 
tbey would not credite,noz be perſwoadedherin, 
—cxmherſoꝛe the.rvj. daye of febꝛuarp, the Pꝛute⸗ 
ſtauntes wꝛpte their ſeuerall letters to them both, of one effecte. How 
they knowe vndoubtedly of the olde complaint that hath bene ol long 
tyme, concernyng the vice and faultes of the clergie, whiche many na⸗ 
table men, and ofiate memozy,in Fraunce John Gerſon, and in Eng⸗ 
lande John Colet, haue foze noted a repꝛehended: the lame thing hath 
happened oflate yeares in Germany. Foz whereas certen freers wet 
about with indulgences a pardõs, whiche they ſa highly cũmended to 
the great contumelie ol Chꝛiſte a no lelle daunger ol mens ſaluation, d 
they got a ſhamefut« an vnreaſonable gayne therby. And being getly 
admonyſhed by certen good a wel learned men, that thet ſhould not ſo 
do, did not only abſtapne from ſuche vſage, but alſo cruelty condemp⸗ 
ned them foꝛ Heretykes, whiche gaue them good counſell, in ſo muche 


that they were conſtrapned to ſtande in the defence of the trewthe:

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vpon whyche occaſion many other thynges were eſpyed and repꝛehẽ⸗ 
ded,but the aduerſaries whiche thꝛough their impudent marchidice, 
gaue occaſion of offence , wouldeneuer be in quiet, tyll this doctryne 
whiche reuealyng their crafty iuglyng, was withoutdewe examina⸗ 
tion, condempned foꝛ wycked. And to the intent they might wholp op; 
pꝛeſſe it, haue bzought it into great hatred with the Emperour and o⸗ 
ther kynges. Neuertheſſe the truthe bꝛeakyng out lyke the ſonne bea; 
mes diſcouered the faultes moſte manikeſtly, whiche of euyl cuſtomes, 
and pꝛepoſterous iudgementes, were crepte in to the churche, in ſo 
muche they could not be denied by the byſhop ol Rome hym ſelfe, wh; 
they had bene exhibyted befoze to the Emperour by the ſtates of the 
Empypꝛe, in the aſſemblie at Moꝛmes.and after had bene treated ofin 
all aſſemblies of the Emppꝛe, all men iudging foz certentie, that ſoꝛ re: 
foꝛmation therof there were no wape better than a free and a lawful 
tounſell, where with the Emperour was allo content. But at his com⸗ 
myng out of Spayne into Germany thꝛough Italp, he was addicted 
wholy at Auſpurge, to quiet the matter without a counſel. Ind ſo thei 
diſcourſe the whole treaty at Juſpurge, as hath bene befoze reherſed, 
and howe foz the ſoꝛe decree made, they were compelled to ay: 
peale to a free and Godly cotiſel}, leſt they ſhould both haue hurt they: 
conſcience,and offended God moſte greuouſly.Afterwardes thei con⸗ 
fute the falſe opinions and ſclaunders, that they: aduerſaries aſcribe 


vnto them, to bꝛyng them into hatred with all men, and chiellye that 


and agaprie the people taught to owe all due obedience to the Mag., 


the doctrine whiche they do pꝛoleſſe, is againſt the authoꝛitie of Ma; 
giſtrates and dignities of lawes: but their confeſſion exhibited at Ju- 
ſpurge, doth fully aunſwere this matter, wheren is the office and ſtate 
of a Magiſtrate, by they doctrine declared to be of Gods oꝛdinaũte, 


ſtrate , foꝛ Gods comaundement and foꝛ colcience ſake:ſo that it may 
be truly ſayde , that the learned menof this tyme and doctrine , haue 
moꝛe hyghly commẽded the dignitie of lawes and Magiſtrates, than 
any fozmer age hath done. foꝛ els feing they are allo appointed of God 
to haue rule and gouernment of others. hat madnes were it fo the, 
to permitte that doctrine, whiche ſhould geue licencious lybertie,take 
awaye obedience, and ſtyꝛe vp the people againſt them? wherfoꝛe al⸗ 
ter this and dpyuers other thynges they ſaye, ho we that foꝛ ſo much as 
theſe ſclaunders are repoꝛted by them, and howe it foꝛceth very much 
fo: the comon wealth of chꝛiſtendome, that they beyng kynges of ſuch 


wwyſdome and authoutic,ſhould be ryghtly inkourmed in the matter: 


therfoze haue they thought good in their owne purgatis to wꝛpte this 
much vnto them, earneſtly deſyꝛing them to geue no credit vnto ſclau⸗ 


ders, no2to conceaue any ſiniſtre opinion ofthem, but to keepe the?! -

ofthe matter,and the p2ofit ofthe whole churche,he would call a god- 
ly and a free counſel! in Germany ſo ſhoztip as myght be: And that he 


woulde woꝛke no extremitie againſt them, vntyll ſuche tyme as the 


cauſe may be lawfully decided a determyned . Fo2 hitherto haue they 
alwayes done their duty to the common wealth of the Empyꝛe, and 
nowe that they pꝛoleſſe this doctrine, they are bzought in daunger of 
no ſelfe wyll noꝛ obſtinacie, but foꝛ Gods woꝛde and glozy : whereby 
they haue the better hope alſo, that they wyll graunte to theyꝛ reque⸗ 
ſtes ——— were hyghe pꝛayſe worthy , if they coulde thꝛoughe 
tiheyꝛ aucthoꝛitie and mediation bꝛyng to paſſe, that theſe controuer- 
ſies be not decided by foꝛce ol armes, but that an vpꝛyght iudgement 
be had, that abuſes maye be remoued , the Churches reconciled, and 
no foꝛte oꝛ violence done vnto mens conſciences. Finally if they maye 
vnderſtande by their letters oftheyꝛ good wylles towardes them, it 
ſhall be to theyꝛ great cõfoꝛte. In Febꝛuary, the Duke of Saxon ſum⸗ 
moneth all his fellowes to be at Smaltade the. rrix. of Marche to cõ⸗ 
ſulte howe to reliſte the foꝛce of their ennemies, if any thynge be attẽp⸗ 
ted againſte them: thoſe were the Pꝛynces and cities befoze mentio⸗ 
ned. But the Duke being diſcraſed, ſent thether his ſonne John Fre⸗ 
derick. At the foꝛmer meting it was agreed to ſollicite Fredericke the 
kyng of Denmarke, and the cities by the ſea coaſte of Saxonie, tou⸗ 
chynge their league. And nowe that they met agayne, reherſall was 
made what had bene done in the meane tyme, and what aunſwere e- 
uery one made. And the kyng in dede ſatde howe he fauoured the doc⸗ 
trine ol the Goſpel,but in his realme were ſo many biſhoppes of great 
power and aucthoꝛitie by reaſon of theit rycheſle , clientes, and noble 
kyndꝛed, that he coulde not enter into this league as kyng, but as con⸗ 
ternyng his other countreis, lieng within the Empy2e,he was contet, 
Henry the Duke ol Megelburge , erculed the matter, foz that his de⸗ 
putes had ſubſcribed to the decree of Auſpurge, notwithſtandinge he 
would be no ennemy to them. Bernmus Punce of Pomeraue, was 
not againſt it, but that his elder bzother had as yet in manerÞ whole 
gouernment. They of Lubecke refuſed not, but foꝛ as muche as they 
had bene at great charges in the warres, they deſyꝛed that the ſame 
myght ve conſydered. And ik it koꝛtuned that Chꝛiſterne kyng ol De- 
marke, whomethei had holpe to dꝛyue out of his realme, ſhould warre

conſulted about geupng they? voices, foꝛ ſodayne ayde, lemengofmo- 


ney foz continuallayde,chouſyngofCaptaines,and veceiuing of thoſe 
that would 
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that would be of the ſame league. After that they appointed they? at, 
tourneis and aduocates,to aunſwere foꝛ them in the lawe, ik the Em⸗ 
perour 02 any other, ſhould attempte ſute againſt them. And to this 
parte of defence, adioyned them ſelues, Geoꝛge Marques of Bꝛandẽ⸗ 
burge, Nounberge,Campedowne, Heilpꝛune, but the league theyre. 
fuſed. It was decreed moꝛeouer that open crymes ſhould be puniſhed 
by eche man in his dominion. Beloꝛe the league was made, they toke 
the aduyſe and counſell, not only of lawyers, but alſo of the diuineg. 
And Luther taught alwayes, that they myght not reſiſte the Magi 
be tawes ſtrate, and ſet foꝛth a boke of the ſame matter. But where as the law 
petmitte ; pers in this conſultation dyd affyꝛme, howe the lawes did permittein 
the infertour ſome caſes to reſiſte, and howe it was nowe come to the lame point, 
Magiſtrate that the lawes made mencion of: Luther confefſed playnlye, that he 
may? in ſom knewe not this to be lawfull befoꝛe, but fox becauſe the Goſpell doeth 
ccſes reſiſt ; not impugne noꝛ abolyſhe the polityke lawes, as he hathe alwayes 
laperiour. taught. And agapne, ſoꝛ as muche as in this doubtful and daũgerous 
tyme, manp thynges may happen, ſo as not only the lawe it ſelfe, but 
allo the fozce of conſcience, and neteſſitie may dꝛyue vs to take wea⸗ 
pons, he ſayety,howe they make a league in their owne defence, whe⸗ 
ther the Emperour hym elle oꝛ any in his name, ſhoulde moue warre 
againſt them. In a booke alſo ſet forth he declareth firſte howe obſti⸗ 
nate the Romiſhe ſyde was in the conuocation at Auſpurge,fecondly, 
he warneth all men in generall, that they obeye not the Magiſtrate, 
commaunding them to take in hande any ſuche warre. And he reti⸗ 
teth manye and moſte deteſtable errours of the Komplhe doctryne, 
whiche he layth, are mainteined of them that warre in thoſe campes, 
moherein he ſayeth is great wickednes: he ſheweth alſo howe greatly 
mens myndes are lyghtened, by the knowledge of the Goſpell , war: 
nyng men to tempꝛe them ſelues from entryng in to wycked warres, 
They appoyted an other metynge at Frankefurte, the fourth daye of 
June, wherein they ould determyne, whether they ol Zurick, Ber⸗ 
nes, oꝛ Baſyll, ſhoulde be receyued into the league without exception | 
ol any opinion oz doctrine, and the cities make a determinate an wer, 
touchyng the pꝛeparation foꝛ their defence.

wen, yet are they not ſdgreat, but that whenoccalis ſhall ſerue, he wyl 

do muche moꝛe foꝛ them, in caſe as they do pꝛoleſſe, they ſhall not refuſe 

the decree of a free and Godly counſell, toꝛ to haue the controuerſie de. 

cided by wape of diſputation, rather then by p worde, lyke as they re: 
queſte is, ſo ſemeth it vnto him alſo to be both moꝛe honeſte and pꝛoſ 

table ſoꝛthe common wealth: whiche ſhall ſuſfer great miſfoꝛtune in 

caſe the matter come to handſttipes. here he ſpeaketh ol the familia⸗ 

A  ritie and alliaunce betwyrt fraunte and Germanye, thus it is. The 
kyng ot tea · Sermanes of Franconte boꝛdering vpon Swaues , in times paſt ma 


ane. . xynginuaſid into Gawlesfubduedthe people about Treers, Gelder | 
lande,Cleauelande,and fo down to Terwen and Tourney, and van⸗ 


quyſhed Amiens, Beanuois and the Soiſſons:ſetlinge them ſeiues at 
the laſt in that patte ol &awleg, which is yet called Fraunce vnto this 
dap, the chief citie wherof is Paris. And where as many of their kyn- 
ges there reigned and enlarged their dominiõ, at the laſt the gouerne⸗ 
met cam vnto N ipine, c alſo to his ſonne charles, which was after fo; 
Cbanies the his worthy actes called Charlemaigne. All people ſaluted hym with 
, great, the tytle olthe Emperour Auguſte, he poſleſſed Germany, Italy, and 
Fraunce. Atter warde his ſonne Lewis, and his ofſpꝛyng were kinges 
ol Fraunce.uSherunto kyng Fraunces doth aſcribe his oꝛiginall, and 
ſayeth howe he is lineally defcended ol the ſtocke of Frankons, The 
ſame perſwaſions vſed he alſo, what tyme after the death of the Em 
perour Maximilian, he did ſeke the dignitie of the Empyꝛe. Fozkno- 
wyng that by an aũcient la we, no ſtraũget myght attapne the crown 
imperiall, he went about alſo to pꝛoue hym ſelfe a Sermayne . But in 
dede the laſte kynge of Fraunte of the heyꝛe males of Charlemaigne, 
was Lewys the fifte, who died without iſſhewe, in the yeare ol grace 
_ the nyne hãdꝛeth foure ſcozeand eyght:whan that poſſeſſion of that king: 
kette. dome had remained in the ſame familie two hondꝛeth and eight and 
thyꝛty peares. After his death the ſucceſſion had deſcended by ryght to 
HughCaeet Charles Duke of Loꝛayne, vncle to kyng Lewys: But hughe Capet, 
Erle of Paris, as they repoꝛte, whole mother fetched her 8 
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from great Charles, diſcomfiting and takynge the Duke of Loꝛayne 
pꝛyſoner, vſurped the kyngdom, and left it to his ſonne Robert, whoſe 
heyꝛes males continued afterwardes vntill kyng Fraunces. Some 
there be that ſaye howe that this Bnghe Capet was of lowe and baſe 
byꝛth, but the moſte parte of the wꝛyters of Frenche Cronicles recite 
his oꝛiginall, as J haue ſayde heretofore. Henry the eight,kyng of En- 
gland, wzteth to them agayne the thyꝛde day of Maye.That he hath 
red their letters to his great cõtentation, foꝛ as mucheas they be incli⸗ 
ned and bent, that true religion remayning ſtyll ſaufe, and peace con⸗ 
ſerued the faultes and abuſes of the churche and clergie maye be re: 
fourmed,and all ſuche thynges redꝛeſſed, as haue bene eyther by the 
wyckednes oꝛ ignoꝛaunce of men coꝛrupted and depꝛaued. Mozeo- 
uer howe he toke great aan to reade ouer the whole diſcourſe 
of their pꝛocead inges: That a repoꝛte in dede went of them, that was 
not very good, as though they ſhould maynteine certen franticke per⸗ 
formes, whiche ſought to diſturbe and tourmoyle all thynges vpſyde 
downe. But he gaue therunto no credite, firſt foz becauſe that Chꝛiſtia 
charitie doth ſo requpꝛe, ſecondly, knovyng foꝛ certentie , that ſuche 
kynde offclaunder can take no plate in me of ſuche dignitie, Nobilitie 
and wyldome. Ind all be it he would neuer haue beleued anye ſuche 
repoꝛte, befoze he had certenly tried and knowen it to be true: Bet fox 
as muche as they haue thus poutged them ſelues, he is glad foꝛ thys 
tauſe, that he was not diſceaued in his opinion and iudgement. And 
where as they deſyꝛe a refourmation , in that they doe agree with his 
mynde, and the opinion of all other good men. Foꝛ the ſtate of woꝛldly 
thynges is after ſuche a ſoꝛte, that lyke as mans body, ſo alſo in the cõ⸗ 
mune wealth and publique adminiſtration there is nede ok continual 
remedtes:wherfoze they deſerue gteat pꝛayſe, that can lay to ſuch me 
dicines as wyll ſo heale and cure the diſeaſe, that they doe not bꝛynge 
to an outrage the matter And doubteth not but that their endeuoure 
tendeth to the ſame ende: Notwtthſtanding howe they had nede to 
fake diligent care of that ſoꝛte of men who ſeke alterations, woulde 
haue all men a lyke, and bꝛynge the Magiſtrate in contempt. Foz he 
hath had certen of that ſecte within his Kealme, whiche came thether 
out of Germany. And foꝛ becauſe in their letters they mẽ̃tioned ot the 
obedience vnto Magiſtrates, therkoꝛe he thought good to admoniſhe 
them at fewe woꝛdes, that they geue no man ouermuche lybertie: Foꝛ 


ikthey beware ofthis, and ſeke a reloꝛmation, they ſhall donbtles doe 
hygh ſeruice vnto the common wealth. Howe he alſo deſpꝛeth chiefly 
agenerallcounſell ; beſechyng God to ſtyꝛe vp the hartes of Pꝛynces 
vnto this delyꝛe: And hath fo good an hope ofthem in all thynges, that 
there is nothyng, that he wyll not be glad to doe foꝛ their ſatzes: And 
wyll be a peticioner fo: them to the Emperour, that meanes

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and concoꝛde may be founde, and wyll woꝛke ſo herein, as they them 

ſelues ſhall from tyme to tyme, thinke beſt foz theyzpurpoſe.udhen the 

daye came of their aſſemblie at Franckefourth , the Ambaſſadourg of

of the cities tion, they founde that it was not expedient fox the titile x ſtyle of king 
of the kynge Ferdinando, to enter in to any ſute oz trouble. Foz ſo long as the Em: 
of Komatns perour lyueth oꝛ is within the lymites of the Emppꝛe, the whole po; 
| wer is his: And in his abſenceit commeth in dede to Ferdinando, but 
as to the depute 02 lieutenaunt of the Emperour: They haue at ſondy 

tymes pꝛomyſed to do what ſo euer laye in their power. And nowe in 

caſe tijey ſhould reſiſte the creation ol the kynge, many woulde iudge 

that pꝛomeſſe to be vayne, and therfoze would beare thẽ the leſſe good 

wyll, and woulde alſo woꝛke againſt them, whicheels woulde han 

done nothyng at al againſt the cauſe of Religion. It is alſo to be feared 

leſt ſuche as would haue ioyned them ſelues vnto this league, wyll be 

alfcayde nowe of this, and withdꝛawe them ſelues. Foz p which cauſe 

they may not be againſt the election of kyng Ferdinando, but holdeit 

indifferent as it is: But if Ferdinando ſhall commatide any thyng cõ⸗ 

trary to Gods woꝛde, they wyll not obeye it, oꝛ if he attepte any foꝛte, 

then wyll they woꝛke after the pꝛeſcripte of the league, and delend ta 

the vttermoſte of their power. Butthe Pꝛynces wꝛote vnto the Em: 

perour and Ferdinando, that they could not allo we that thing which 

was done againſt the cuſtome aud jybertieof the Empyꝛe, noꝛ attry⸗ 

gie Dake bute vnto hym the tytle of kyng ol Romaynes. The Duke of Saxon 
ef Haxons in his letters to the Emperour, added this moꝛeouer, that if the matter 
donbte of þ might be lawfully vſed,he would not be vnlyke his aunceſtours. Js 
Swyccrs. concernyng the Swycers whome the citie would gladly haue recey⸗ 
ued into their league, the Duke of Saxon anſwered by his Imbaſſa- 

dours, that foꝛ as muche as they were of a contrary opinion, touchyng 

the Loꝛdes ſupper, he myght haue no fellowihyp with them : Howe 

muche they were to be eſtemed fox their ſtrengthe and power, he was 

not ignoꝛaunt, but he myght haue no reſpect vnto that, leſt it ſhoulde 

come to an euyll ende, as the Scripture witneſſeth to haue chaunced 

vato thoſe , whiche foz their defence, haue not cared what ayde they 

haue (ought. Puryuge this aſſemblie, letters were bꝛought fromthe

ſauing one of the moneth of Auguſte. wigande byſhop of Bamberge, A contraner 
had certen peares befoze complayned to his feilowes of the Sweui⸗ le oi the by⸗ 
tallleague, of Geoꝛge Marques of Bzandenburge,foz certen v2oges — * 
and iniuries whiche he had done vnto hym, as hynderynge his eccle⸗ . = = C 
ſiaſticall iuriſdiction and lyung,and compellinge the pꝛieſtes to thys e 15 — 
falſe kynde of doctrine, and if they refuled, expulſynge them and un⸗ durg. 
ployinge the churche goodes to pꝛophane vſes. And loꝛ as muche as 

this was contraryto equitie and iuſtice, and againſt the decrees both 

okthe biſhop of Rome and the Emperour, he requpꝛeth that accoꝛding 

to the league, they would ayde and aſſiſte hym herein. wherloꝛe this 

yeare in themoneth of Julye,a daye was appoynted at Nolinge foz 

the hearynge ofthis matter, whether came at the requeſt of the Mar⸗

to remayne, duryng his lyfe, and that he had neuer to do with Anaba⸗ 
ptiſtes, noꝛ greatly with the Zwinglians. Inddefired thẽ to pourge 
him herein to the Emperour: They layd, how they knew it befoꝛe this 

to be ſo, neuertheleſſe they woulde declare it ſo to the Emperour, who 
no doubt, would be glad and ioyfull to heare it: Foꝛ the reſte of they?! i 
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demaundes they were agreed, they ſhould be Differred vntyl the nert 
aſſemblie of the Emppꝛe, whether they deſpze hym eyther to come him 
ſelfe oꝛ to ſende his ſonne: De ſapeth howe he woulde be glad to gra: 
tifie the Emperour in all thynges, but he is now aged and vnhabſe ta 
trauayle , and beſydes that there be certen weyghtie cauſes, ſoꝛ the 
whiche he can neyther come hym ſelfe noꝛ ſende his ſonne, vnleſſe the

And nowe in this laſte aſſemblie at Aulpurge, Fridericke Pall 
graue, auuſwered him ſo in his name, as it did eaſely appeare that the 
Emperour is ſpꝛe offended with hym:vpon whiche conſyderations he 
tan not come; vnleſſe he maye though their mediation, obtapne the 
Emperours ſaufe conduicte in dewe ſeaſon: And than he wyll come 
without fayle. About the later ende ol Auguſte, the Ambaſſadours of 
the Archebyſhop of Mentz and the Palſgraue , mette withthe Am: 
baſſadours ofthe Pꝛoteſtauntes at Smalcalde, ſpeakynge muche of 
the loue and3eale that theyꝛ Pꝛinces bare to they: countrey, who ſe: 
ynge that they coulde not agree at Auſpurge, and conſyderyngethe 
great daunger that myght enſue of that diſſention, would neuer reſte 
tyll the Emperour had graunted them leaue to treate of peace.u9her 
fo:e they thought it good to call agayne in queſtion ſuche thynges as 
coulde not be agreed vpon at Zuſpurge, and to begynne where they 
tefte there. The others ſaye agayne, howe the Pꝛoteſtauntes knewe 
not what thynges ſhould be pꝛopounded, and therfoze gaue them no

certen commiſſion to determyne any thyng, but wylled them to lende ; ;

And whanafter much altercation 

in woꝛdes, they could not stherwyſe c5clude,at the laſt it was agreed 

that they ſhould mete at Spyꝛes at a daye, whiche the interceſſours 

ſhould aſſigne, after that the pleaſure of the Duke and the Lantgraue 

herein were kno wen, who — in dede ſo ſhoꝛtly as myght be, in the 

Letters of þ name ot them ſelues and their fellowes to ſignifie their mynde therin. 
Duke t the This was decreed the ſeconde daye of Septembꝛe. And in the begin- 
Lantgraue nyng of Octobꝛe, the Duke and the Lantgraue, wꝛote to the Archby⸗ 
to the inter- ſhop to the Palſgraue, + repetinge the treaties ofthe Ambaſſadours 
cccours before ſayde , they declarehowethere coulde be no good done _ 
withou 
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no victuall to be bzought vnto them. This was when the dayes were 
—— at the longeſt. And where as great trouble was lyke to enſue therof, 
lets. the Frenche kyng and certen other cyties of the Suyſſes, laboured to 
take vp the matter,and ome certen conditions ot peace; but allwas 
in vaine. Than dio they of Zuricke and Bernes, declare by wyting, 
with what great wꝛonges and iniuries they were coſtreynedto top 
their victualles: Ind now fox as muche as theyrefuſe the codicions of 
peace, whiche the interceſſdurs haue deuiſed and pꝛopounded they de⸗ 
clare their malicious hartes againſt them, and howe they haue bꝛokẽ 
the fourmer conuenauntes made betwene them, wherkoꝛe it is lawe⸗ 
Full fo them to tut ot theyꝛ victualles: nd ifany! hurte cometherof, it 
ought to be alcrived vnto them,whiche ſecke nothyng elles but diſſen 
tion, this was the nynth daye ol Septembꝛe. And what tyme theſe 
fyue townes were in great want and penury the nynth ol Octobꝛe 
they armed them ſelues ſecretly and marched fozwarde: And before 
any man was ware ol them, come vnto the boꝛders of Zurirk, where 
as lape a garriſon of a thouſand men oꝛ moꝛe. Hhich ſent dinerſe mel 
ſengers into the titie to warne theix men to come to them with pede, 
but their ennemieg appꝛoched lu kate, that they toulde hardely come 
to their reſzewe. Foz when they were cene to the toppe of the Hylle; 
whereby they muſt nedes paſſe; they a wetheyꝛ men in great daũger, 
in the nert valley. Thanerhoxing's eone an other, they 
ranne downe thehytl, whonipyhego ſozemoſte, but the nature of the 
hylle was ſuche; as there ciande but one go downe at ones, whiche

ofthis by eſpeiall, went thether ſpedely, and ſet vpon them beynge a 

ſlepe, the. xxiiij. daye ol October. And to put them in the greater feare, An other 
they made a wonderkull clamourous outerye. Many were ſlayne on gaughter. 
both partes. And all be it the fyue Townes had the vpperhande, yet / 
woulde they of Zuricke nothyng relent in their Religion. At the laſt 

thꝛough mediation, a peace was concluded, whereunto was added 

that they of Zuricke, Bernes, and Baſill , ſhould foꝛſake the league 
whiche they had latelye made with the cytie of Strauſbozough and 
the Lantgraue:lyke wyle ſhoulde the fyuetovones bꝛeake of their lea⸗ 
que with kyng Ferdinando.

The Pꝛynces 
that were interceſſours, were there pꝛeſent, and by oꝛdꝛe geuen by the 
Emperour, do pꝛopounde theſe condition. |

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That beſydes the wꝛityng erhibited at Juſpurge touching Religion, 
_—_ they ſhould alter nothing, teache nothyng, noꝛ publyſheanything,but 
or a peacs ® xemayne in thoſe boundes, vntyll the tymeof the counſell: ſo as they 
Emperour hade nothyng to doe withthe Zwynglianes and the Annabaptiſtes, 
aud P;ote. Neither that thzough the occaſion of Religion they do allure vnto the 
other Pꝛynces lubiectes, and permitte any oftheir Miniſtersto pea. 
che out of the:r owne countrey:that they abſtayne from woꝛdes ofre⸗ 

pꝛoche:that they diſturbe not the iuriſdiction, rytes, and ceremonies 

of the churche, that they geue their / ayde agaynſt the Turke, and obey 

the decrees ofthe Empy2e,whiche\concerne the common wealthe and 

politike gouernaunce, that they be obedient to the Emperour xkpnge 

of Romaynes. And if they haue made any league againſte the Empe⸗ 

rour,kyng oz other ſtates of the contrary Religion, to abolyſhe the la 

me: It they wyl thus do, they truſte how the Emperourand the king, 

wyllleane and foꝛget all diſpleaſure paſte. The Duke had ſent thether 

hig ſonne John Fridericke, being him ſelfe ſoꝛe ſicke. There was allo 

Fraunces Duke of Lunenburg, and Counte Anhalde, agayn the am⸗ 
baſſadours of other Pꝛynces c cities, whereunto came alſo the Nox 

tuſians and Halbeſians of Swelande.Ffter muche debatyng, the in⸗ 
terteſſours aduertiſe by their letters, the Emperour of the whole mat 

ters, who was than at the aſſemblie of Ratiſbonne, to kno we his fur⸗ 

ther pleaſure in matters. Unto that demaunde, whiche was that the 
Duke of Saxon and his fellowes, ſhould obey the kyng of Romains. 

They wꝛyte an aunſ were to the Emperour , what lacke they fynde, x 

and what they woulde requyꝛe hym to doe therein. and deliuered the 

ſame ſealed to the interteſſours the. xvij. daye ol Apꝛyll, the effect wher 

of was, that Ferdinando ſhould not take vpon hym to be kyng ofi8o- 

maines, but in caſe the Emperour had nede ofa coadiutour, that than 

by the aduyſe and counſell of the ꝛynces Electours, he ſhould ſo in⸗ 

terpꝛete the lawe Caroline, makyng an actetheroffoz euer, pit myght 

Conditions be done lawefully after this ſoꝛte. That as longe as the Emperour ly- 
of creatinge ueth, there ſhould neuer hereafter be choſen a kynge of Komaines, vn⸗ 
a kynge ot {eſſe the ſeuen Pꝛintes Electours, and ſire other Pꝛynces of the Em- 
Nomaꝑpnes. yy2e iopned with them, iudge it ſo mete to be done. And what tyme it 
ſhall appeare to be foꝛthe pzofite of the common wealth, that than the 
Archebychop of Mentz ſhall appointe the reſt of the Electours,  ſyre 

other Pꝛynces to mete in a place conuenient foꝛ a further conſultation 

to be had therin: And whan they ſhall haue conſidered the whole mat⸗ 
terdiligentiy,that than the Pꝛynces Electours only with the kyng of 
Boheme,ſhall haue authoutieto electeakyngof Romaynes, who fo 
long as the Emperour lyueth,ſhallgouerne the cõmon wealth in the 
Emperours name onlpe, and other wyſe to take vppon hym none auc⸗ 
thozitie oꝛ gouernment. That the Pꝛinces and ſtates of the — 
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pe not bound to him by any fidelitie oꝛ othe,ercept it be after the Em- 
perours death. And whan a newe kynge ſhall be created, that he be

© Electours power to alter Þ ſame. He that ſhalbe pzoued to haue done 
# contrary to that othe, oz els be had in great ſuſpicion therof and ma⸗ 
| kethnot his purgation , ſhalbe depꝛiued of all ryght of Electourſhyp 
io euer. Moꝛeouer that there be not choſen thꝛee kynges ſucceſſiueiye 
| ofone houſe ol Pꝛynces, that none be choſen kyng of Romaynes, er- 
| cept he be ol ſome houſe ofthe Pꝛinces of Germany. Suche thynges 
as are eſtablyſhed by the lawe Caroline, concernyng the kynges elec⸗ 
tion, neyther the Emperour noꝛ kynge of Romaynes, maye chaunge. 
” yohanit ſhalſeme good tothe electoursto create a king of Romaines, 
that they ſhall not nede to ſignifte theſame befoze to the Emperour:— 
* Neither that it ſhalbe lawfull foꝛ the Emperour in this caſe, to com⸗ 
= maiidetheArchebyſhop of Metz , to aſſemble the Pꝛinces electours: 
but what tyme there ſhall appere tuſt cauſe, to electe a kynge of Ko⸗ 
mapnes, duryng the lyfe of the Emperour, that the Archebyſhop at a 
© certendaye call his company to Franckfurth: And that it tie not in his 
* authozitieto appointe the afſemblye els where, vnleſſe his collegues 
doe vpon weyghtie conliderations permitte hym, that the Archeby- 
ſhop ot Mentz ſhall not demaunde the Crowne, Scepter, and other 
= O2namentes of the Empire ofthem of Nounberge, but by the conſent 
ofhis peres. Neyther that he diminilhe anye parte of thzemonethes, 
which after they be ſommoned, is graũted to the Pꝛynces to haue cõ⸗ 
ference together, foꝛ it may be daungerous to the Empyꝛe and cõmon 
wealth, i one oꝛ two comyng not in tyme ſhould be abſent. That whi⸗ 
leſt the Electours conſulte at Frankefoꝛth, all others be ſhut out. Jf 
any ofthoſe matters be infrynged, that thẽ the Electours be not bonde 
eyther to repare thether, oꝛ there to remaine, and what ſoeuer is there 
done to be voyde and o none effect. That neyther the Emperour noꝛ 
king ol Romans in Italy, Fraũce, oꝛ other places do permitte harmes 
ofthe Pꝛinces Electours to be boꝛne befoze hym , oz their offices to be 
erecuted, but by the Electours them ſelues oz their deputes. That the 
kyng ol Romapnes do not ſolemnyſe his laſte coꝛonation, vnleſſe ey⸗ 
ther the electours oz their deputes be pꝛeſent, that neyther the Empe- 
tour noꝛ kyng of RKomaynes, be a let to the Ambaſſadours of fozeine 
kynges and Pꝛinces, wherby they may not come to the counſelles ol 
the Emppꝛe, there to pꝛopounde their matters: foꝛ that this appertey⸗ 
neth both to the lawe of nature, and is alſo a thyng full of humanitie x 
ciuile dutie. That neither the Emperour noꝛ kyng of Romapnes, in 
caſes ofthe Pꝛynceg of the Empyꝛe, take vpon them any authoꝛitie of 
determining, but ſuffer the ſame to be law fully decided, in place where 


they ought to be. That ſuche thinges as ſhal apperteine to the honour, 
welth, and

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welth,and pꝛeſeruation ofthePzinces and ofthe Emppꝛe, and ſuche 
as the Emperour hath pzomyſed vpon his fidelitie to obſerue , he doe 
maynteyne, and in caſe any thynge be other wyſe done to refourme it, 
and bynde the kynge ol Romaynes by a lawe, to obſerue the ſame. 
And if the Emperour woulde after this ſoꝛte expounde and confyyne 
the lawe of Charles the fourth the Duke of Saxon woulde not faile 
to doe his dutie: when ſo euer the common wealth ſhould requyꝛe any 
ſuche conſultation. But in caſe the interceſſours coulde not ohtayne 
theſe thynges ofthe Emperour, that they woulde not refuſe any law. 
full hearyng of the matter. Petſo that in the meane tyme king Ferdi⸗ 
nando, ſhould neyther take vpon him noꝛ vſurpe any gouernementol 
matters ofthe Empyꝛe noz authoꝛitie:namely ouer the, ouer will 
and Lewys, bꝛethꝛen Dukes of Bauier. And if this wyl not be graũ⸗ 
ted them, that then the Emperour would heare the openly in the colt; 
ſayle of the Pꝛinces and other ſtates: where they wyll declare, vpon 
how weightie and iuſte cauſes they diſalowe this election. And for 
muche as foꝛ the refuſall of the ſame, they perceyue how they incurre,

The othe of foꝛth, when maſſe is done they go vp tothe Aultar, and there lay their 
theelectoars handes vpon the holy boke ( as they call it) and certen woꝛdes beynge 
ſpoken, take a ſolempne othe, by the fayth that they owe to God and 
to the Empyꝛe, that they wyll choſe a newe and hyghe Magiſtrate, 
ſuche a one as they ſhall thynke moſte woꝛthy, mete, and neceſſary fo 
that office, ſo farrefozth as thei can coniecture by their wytte and iud⸗ 
gement, without any compacte, bꝛibe, re warde, oꝛ pꝛompſe.

— OT T that were interceſſours make aunſwere hereunto the.rr.day of Ipull. 
Ferd:nado. Howe they treateof theſe matters foꝛ a concoꝛde, neyther had they 
thoughte that they woulde haue pꝛopounded theſe thynges . Foz in 
that they haue choſen a kynge of Romapnes , the Emperour yet ly- 
uyng, they haue moſte weightie cauſes, whiche were at —_ — 
eclare 
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declared to John Fredericke his fathers deputie there,andifnede re⸗ 
guyꝛe, may be yet more playnely expounded, but ſonce this matter cb⸗ 
cerneth not them only, but the Emperour alſo and the kyng, and reſt- 
due of their fellowe Pꝛynces, they wyll not make many woꝛdes ther⸗ 


ok but leaue it alone, to the intent they may come moꝛe eaſelye to the 


reconciliation of the reſt. euertheleſſe ifthey be conſtraynedtomate

Ind in ſo doing they doubte not, but that the Emperourand the king

to be: But thole ſemed not to be ſo great, as thertoꝛe the lawe Caro- 
line, the rygyt and libertie of the Empy2e ought to be infringed. At 
what tyine,he and other ol his fathers Ambaſſadours did aunſwere 
them, why it ought not ſo to be done. Mherfoꝛe the thynge that was 
ſpoken in tho taſt place, nowe they repete eee caſe the

per, their declaration was excepted ot the Saxons. And therloꝛe now 
with one mynde they aunſwere all one and the ſame thynge to euer 
ry requeſte, and at the length pꝛopounde theſe conditions of peace, 


That they which at Juſpurge did erhibite the confeffion of they do- 


trine, and an Apologie ofthe ſame, and ſuche as hereafter ſhall recei⸗ 
ue the ſame doctrine, do conſiſte within theſe lymites, and rene we no⸗ 
thynge furthermoꝛe, vntyll the counſell, fo often tymes pꝛomyſed and 
poynted vpon : That they ioyne not with them, as concernyng they! 
doctryne, whiche teache other wyſe of the Lozdes Supper, # of Bap⸗ 
tiſme, than is ſpectfied in their wzyting exhibited at Auſpurg:thatthet 
neyther allure vnto them, noꝛ maynteyne an other mans Subiecte, 
though the occaſion of Religion. Howe be it ikit ſhall be lawfullfo: 
any men, eyther bylawe oꝛ condition, to go whether they wyll , whan 
they ſhal haue firſt declared the ſame to their Loꝛdes 02 Magiſtrates, 
they may flitte and remoue if they wyll, and be receiued. That they 
ſende fozthno pꝛeachers without their owne limites to pzeache , vn 
leſſe that epther the Magiſtrate of that plate, deſpꝛe oꝛ permitte hym 
ſo to doe, whan any aſſembly ſhall happen to bethere . For if herefuſe, 
than it ſhalbe lawfull foꝛ themto doe it at home:Andifthey (albeey» 
ther atthecounſelies of the Empyꝛe, oz ſende the power agaynſte the 
Turke, let them at ſuche tymes bie theyꝛ owne pꝛeachers, and alſo the 
Lozdes Supper, accoꝛdyng ta Chꝛiſtes cõmaundement, let them ab⸗ 
ſteyne from the repꝛoches: not withſtanding let the Miniſters ol the 


churche 
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churche,acco2ding to their dutie, repꝛehende errours and vices with 
a modeſtie, and ſhewe them the thynge that is ryght. That ſach as be 
oftheirReligion,be not ſecluded from the chamber imperiall:that the 
ercleſiaſticall iuriſdiction remayne in plate as it nowe is. And that it 
hall not be lawfull fox byſhoppes to moleſte oz bꝛynge in trouble any 
man foz pꝛofellpng this doctrine. That ſentences geuen concernynge 
Religion, iuriſdiction, Ceremonies, churche goodes, whiche are not 
pet put in execution, be diſfered tyll a generall counſell. Let them vſe 
the churche goodes, whiche remayne in thoſe places, wherunto thoſe 


gooodes do pꝛoperly appertayne, neyther let any thyng be violentipe . 


taken from any man, and that the yerely reuenewes be bꝛought to the 
ſame places, as thev haue bene of olde tyme accuſtomed, tyllthe coun⸗ 
ſell, ſhall otherwyſe determine it: In al ciuile matter, let euery man do 
his office and dutie, let all men tende the common wealth, and ſhewe 
mutuall faith and beneuolence . When the matter was bꝛought vnto 
this poynt and woulde come no nerer, the interceſſburs continue ſtyll 
they; purpole, and to the intent that all thynges myght be repoꝛted to 
the Emperour moꝛe ſpedely, they appointe an other metynge at No- 
rynberge, the thyꝛde daye of June. And there at the laſte, albeit the ful 
agrement was not had, yet foꝛ as muche as the Turke inuading Au- 
ſtriche, neceſſitie requyꝛed to make all the power againſte hym that 
myght be gathered, the Emperour doth eſtablyſhe an vniuerſall peace 
thꝛoughout Germany, and decreeth that no man be moleſted foꝛ Reli⸗ 
gion, vntyll the tyme ofthe generall counſell, and if there be none vn- 
tyll the ſtates ofthe Empyꝛe, ſhall fpnde an other meane, fo redꝛeſſe 
this controuerſie: vnto ſuch as ſhal do other wyſe, he appoynteth great 
punyſhement:And ſayeth he wyll do all his endeuoure, that it may be 
called within this half yeare,and begynne within a yeare after. And 
if this can not be obteined, that then the matter ſhalbe diſcuſſed in the 
counſell ofthe Empy1e: wherfoze he chargeth and commaundeth that 
all ſuytes and pꝛoces in the lawe, commented fo2 Religion, ſhal in the 
meane tyme be let falle and ſuſpended. Andifany thyng be otherwyſe 
done againſt the pꝛoteſtauntes, he commaũdeth it to be voyde and of 
none effect. Agayne the P2oteſtauntes which were than ſeuen Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, and. xxiiij.cities, offer vnto hym their obediences and ſeruice, and 
pꝛommyſe him ayde againſt the Turke. This peace was coucluded by 
the interceſſours the. xxiij. o July, and the Emperour, whom they ad⸗ 
uyſed by letters and meſſengers confirmed it the ſeconde of Auguſt, a

where as Albert perleuered in his purpoſe, he was outlawed at this 
tyme by the Judges ot the Emperialt chamber at the ſute of Malter 
Cronberge. no hiche thynge whan the kynge of pote vnderſtoode, he 
fent his Ambaſſadour to this aſſemblie, to dettare howe the lande ol 
Pꝛuſe hath ofolde tyme bene vnderthe defence aud tuition of his re: 
alme.wherfozehe defyzeth that this ſentence ol ontlawerye maye be 
reuerſed. But Cronberge with a long oꝛation had the thyzde dayeof 
June, pꝛoueth it to be vnder the iuriſdiction ofthe Empyꝛe, and to be⸗ 
long nothing at al to the kynges ol Pole. and al beit that his pꝛedecel⸗ 
ſours, vanquyſhed in battell, were conſtrained fo gene their fidelitie 
to Caſmire, father viito Sigiſmunde, yet was theſame cleane contra 
ry to the conuenauntes made vbeloꝛe tyme, whiche thynge he is ableto 
pꝛoue by the teſtimony of Albert him ſelle, who cõfeſſed the lame eight 
yeares ſynce in the aſſemblie at Noꝛinberge. Therfoze requpꝛeth he, 
that the requeſte of the kynge of Pole ſet aparte, the ſentence geuen a 
Cdbꝛiũiern e gaynſt Alberte may be put in execution. This yeare Chꝛiſtierne kynge 
kyng of Den of Deninarke, who had bene ten yeares a banyfhed man, pꝛoupded a 
marck is ta / nauie, intendyng to recouer his kyngdome, but he was taken on the 
ken. ſea, and committed to warde, and about the ſame tyme died, hauing a 
towarde young mants his ſonnne, and bꝛoughte vp withthe Empe⸗ 


rour his vuͤcle. The chiefeſt conſuttatron in this aſſemblie was about 


Che Turck the Turkyſhe warte. And whannewes came daylye by letters a mel⸗ 
inuaded Au- ſengers ho we the Turke had ſent befo2e great bandes of hozſmento 
Rricye. theRyuer of Danubius, and alſo the Ambaſſadours of Juſtriche,and 
of other countreys nere, had declared in what daunger they werein, 
they decreed to geue their ayde, ſo as al the ſtates ofthe Emppyꝛe ſhuld 
ayde, not with mony but with ſoldiours. Wherfoꝛe the. xxvij.daye ol 


Julp, ended this aſſembly, and al men pꝛepared them to warre. At the

and deſtroying all farre and nerxKanethno kynde of crueltie vnpꝛac⸗ 


tiled, but in his retourne, he fel in to the lappes of our hoꝛſemen, which 
woere made out to kepehyin krom the ſpoyle, and ſo beyng fought with 
in ondꝛy places to his vtter deſttuttion at the lengthe hym ſe lle was 


ſlayne. Solyman tournyng moꝛe and moꝛe on the left hande, mar⸗ 
cheth vnto Gratin a towne ofStiris. hiche thynge ones knowen, 
the Emperour beyng than at Lintze, taketh aduiſement what was 


beſte to be done. At the laſt it was determied, that he ſhould encampe 


with his whole armie at Nienna, abydyng his ennemie there. 
Thus in fyne Solimã retyꝛeth, without any notable exploict done. 


| Thc Emperourhadintreated the Frenche kpngfo2 ayde, but he made 


him aun were, as the Emperour that tyme repoꝛted, that Germanye 
was able enough to reipſte the Turke alone. 

The kyng of Englande alſo wꝛote agayneſomewhat doubtfullye: 
The bychop of Rome Clement, ſent hym ayde by the conduicte of Hi⸗ 
politus a Catdinall ofthe houſe of Medices.The Swycers beyng re 
gueſted by the Emperour, would not for all that ſtyze one fote . This 
peare was ſene a blaſyng Starre in Septembre and Octobre, befoꝛe 
the ſonne riſing. After the Turke was vetyꝛed with his armie, the Em 
perour millykyng theiraduyſe, that thought good to purſue the enne- 
inye,diſchargeth his armie, loꝛ that wynter was at hande ; and from 
Vienne toke his tourney into Italy. And being at Mautua, he ap- 
pointeth in his letters wzytten to the ſtates of the Empyꝛe, that his 
bꝛother kyng of Romaineg, ſhall gouerne the comon welth in his ab- 
ſence he was foz weightie cauſes gone in to Italy, and there woulde 
treate with the byſhopof Rome, concerning a counſell, as it was de⸗ 
creed at Ratiſbone: He wylleth all menne therfoze to maynteyne 
the peace whiche was of late pzoclaymed ; and be as obedient to his 
brother ag they would be to him ſelfe. Separtyng from thence to Bo⸗ 
nonie, he entred into talke with Clement the ſeuenth , deuyſnge a- 
monges other thynges ol Religion and a generall counſel. He maketh 
allo a legue with hym, and with the reſydue of the Pꝛynces in Jtaly, 
in woꝛdes to mayntayne the peace and quiet ol Italy. But in verpe 
deede to kepe out the Frenche men. 5 | 

The Embaſſadours ofthe Frenche kyng, were ſoꝛe againſt it, but 
the byſhop admonihed them not to be ſo erneſt,pziuely ſigntfipng that 
it ſhould not long endure,fo2 the Emperour had bꝛought with hym a 
great nombꝛe of Spanyardes, which the byſhop wold fayne-have dif 
patched out of Italy. And fot this cauſe made the league, obſeruig the 

occaſion of tyme . The Emperour ſhoꝛtly after ſayled int Spayne in

And 
dll be it that byſhop Leo condempned this doctryne, whiche bꝛought 
thoſe errours to lyghte , yet haue they hetherto impugned that con⸗ 
dempnatiõ with the teſtimonies ofthe Pꝛophetes and Apoſtles, And 
therfoze hath a counſell ben alwaye thought moſte nedefull, as well 
of other Pꝛynces and ſtates of them, wherin the cauſe myght be -

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mined and openly tryed , what is true and what is falle: fo2 that they 
ſawe howe many thynges were crept into Religion, whiche were to 
berefourmed. And therfoze in the aſſemblies ofthe Emppꝛe, it was de 
creed, that there ſhould be a free anda chziſtian counſell, eyther of al 
nations, oꝛ els ofthe pꝛouince of Germany: by thole eſpeciall woꝛdeg 
leſt that eyther the ſentẽce ofthe byſhop. oz the foꝛce and power of any 
other man, ſhould be pꝛeiudiciall to the cauſe. Agayne that in all this 
cauſe iudgement ſhould be geuen, not after the byſhoppes decrees and 
opinions of Scholemen, but accoꝛdyng vnto holy Scripture. For yf 
any mans power ſhould be of moze foꝛce than the Scriptures, than 
due examination, who doubteth . But that he that ſhoulde contend 
againſte the byſhop , ſhouldeloſe his labour, and ſtryue agaynſte the 
ſtreame:nhertoꝛe not without great conſiderations it hath been de: 
creed that the counſell ſhould be holden in Germany: And the Empe⸗ 
rour alſo content it ſhoulde ſo be, but nowe theſe requeſtes of the byl 
ſhop to be vtterly againſt the decrees ofthe Empyte,confpuned by the 
ſcales ofrhe Emperour and the other P2ynces. Fo all be it he ſpea; 


How a ttcee keth ofa free councel, vet doubtles he intendeth an other thynge,whi

to he goeth about to haue kynges and Pꝛynces bounden to hym : Fotin 


beunv2rlad raſe he woulde haue it free , what ſhoulde this obligation nede? But 


nowe ſeyng that he is wholy bent this waye, certenly this is his pur: 
poſe, that vnder the name ol a counſell he maye maynteyne his power 
and aucthoutie that no man ſhall repzehende his faultes and errours, 
oꝛ if any doe atttempte it, that he ſhall not eſcapevnpunyſhed . They 
knowe not what other men wyll doe; but ſurelye this demaunde 
of his, is wꝛytten in ſuche ſoꝛte that it rather maketh them afraydeof 
a counſell, than pꝛouoketh them to it:foꝛ who woulde bynde hym ſelf? 
aher this ſoꝛte, eſpecially beynge not pet knowen, what ſhall be theoꝛ 
dꝛe of the counſell, the ſourme and maner: whether the byſhop wyl 
haue his adherentes to beare there moſte aucthoꝛitie, oz whether the 
controuerſies ſhall be determined accoꝛdyng to the holy Scriptures, 
oꝛ after the traditions and lawes-of men grounded vpon no Scrip- 
ture at all.

ambiguous, and with his eloquence pꝛactyſeth a kynde of Ty2anyye, 


doubtfull woꝛdes, where as he coulde a oughte to ſpeake more playn⸗ 
lp, he aduoucheth that all thynges ought to be conſtrued agaynſt him. 
wherunto Erafmus afterwardeaunfwered and that ryght ſharpely, 
fot he feared moſtofal other thynges,left his woꝛkes ſhould lofe then 


thinge was. The Mapers wyle of the citie pzouided in her wyll, that 
ſhe would be buried without any pompe oꝛ noyſe. Fo: whan any de⸗ 
parteth in Fraunce,the Betmen are hy2edto goe about the Citie, and 
in places moſte frequented, to aſſemble the people with the ſounde of 
the bell, and than to declare the name and title of the partie deceaſed, 
alſo wher and whanthey ſhal be butied, and laſt to erhoxte the people 
to pꝛape foꝛ the dead.

Ferdinando the kyrſt ol Baye.ſet loꝛth a pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, that no man ſhoulde ayde that faction, but that al men ſhould 
reſiſte them to the vttermoſte oftheir power, and had wꝛptten to the 
Pꝛoteſtauntes his ſeueral letters, touching the ſame matter. And like⸗ 
wile had the Emperour done a litle befoꝛe, and openly no man did af- 
lite them. And al men marueled, to what end this ſtiring wold grow 
to. About the tyme of this warre, the archbyſhop ol Wentz, Geoꝛge 
Duke of Saxon, the L antgraueg father in lawe, ſought the reconci- 
iement otkyng Ferdinando, and the Pꝛince Electour of Saxon. 

And at Cadamea townot᷑ Boheme, the laſt day ol June ſauing one, 
they concluded a peace with thoſe cõditions. Foz religiõ no foꝛce to be

attempted, noꝛ any ſute in the lawe commenſed, and the ſame peace of peace. 


that Ceſar hath made to be obſerued. Ferdinando in the Emperours 
ceaſe 
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ceaſe from al pzoces againſt the Pꝛoteſtauntes, amonges whome not 
withſtanding neyther Anabaptiſtes, noꝛ Sacramentaries, no: any, 
ther ſuche lyke ſectes be compꝛehended. The Duke of Saxon and his 
fellowes ſhall acknowledge Ferdinado foz king of Komaines, ct gyue 
him that title. Ferdinando ſhall againe within a certen tyme deulſeſ 
with the Emperour, a other pꝛinces Electours, that a decree be made 


after this ſoꝛte. n han tyme ſhall hereafter require to make a kynge of 


Romaines, duryng the lyle ol the Emperour, that than the Electourz 
do firſt aſſemble and conſulte, whether the cauſe be iuſte and reaſona⸗ 
ble, and if it ſo appere, that than they do pꝛoceade after the Tenure of 
the lawe Carroline . That whiche ſhall be other wyſe done, to be fry; 
ſtrate. And vnleſſe this decree be made within ten monethes,thanthe 
Duke # his fellowes not to ſtande bound to theſe cõdicions: and that 
within the ſame time, the Emperour ſhall alſo cofirme the Dukes ſuc; 
ceſſion inthe poſſeſſions of his father a pꝛogenitours: Ferdinando ſha 
alſo endeuour, that the Emperour do ratifie ſuch compactes of matri 
mony as are bet wirt the Dukes of Sard and of Cleaue wohileſt thei 
treate of theſe matters, they take in hande alſo an other peace ma; 
king. And the Duke ol Saron offereth foꝛ the Lãtgraue a the Dube 
of irtemberge, as their ſubſtitute, that they ſhal ratifie, what ſo euer 
they ſhould agree vpon. After muche debating, the Dukedome beinge

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males, ſhall holde the Dukedome of irtemberge of kyng Ferdinan⸗ 
do as Archeduke ol Auſtriche, and ſo to be his wardes and clientes 
if it koꝛtune the houſe of Wirtemberge to be without heyꝛes males, 
than the Pꝛinces ot àuſtriche to poſſeſſe that region, to holde the ſame 
of the Empyꝛe whiche they ſhalbe bounden therunto . Ulriche toac- 
knowledge Ferdinando foꝛ king of Romaynes, ⁊to makeno league 
againſte hym: That the Lantgraue, and Duke Ulriche reſtoꝛe ſuche 
goodes , as they haue gotten in this tyme of warre, to their owners: 
that they doe conſtreyne no man to chaunge his Religion: that it (hall 
be lawefull foz ſuche as are ſled foꝛ feare oꝛ fo ſhamefaſtnes to retourn 
home. And they that lyſte, to take theyz goodes, and goe where they 


wyll. The petes ot oꝛdinaunce, that were foꝛ the defence of Auſpurge, 


ſhall remaine to kyng Ferdinando: the kinges debtes, foꝛ his own pꝛi⸗ 
uate affapꝛes, he him ſelſe ſhailpaye,but that which was employed fo! 
the comoditie ofthe cauntrey, the Duke ſhal aunſwere: Foz ſuche lan⸗ 
des of the Dukedome, as are holden ofthe kyngdome ok Boheme, the 
Puke and his heire ſhall holde ſtyl of Ferdinãdo x his heires as kiugs 


ol Boheme: That philip the Palſgraue, and the reſidue of the pꝛyſo⸗ 
ners, be let go without raunſome:that the Lantgraue and the Duke 


ſhaltſubmitte them ſelues, i aſbe pardon ofkyng Ferdinando either in 
therrovon petſons, oꝛ by their deyutes, than Duke Ulriche = _ 
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full ſtate and poſſeſſion of kyng Ferdinando: Ferdinãdo ſhallentrcate 
that the Emperour will allo fozgeue the, foꝛ the charges of the warre, 
nothinge to be required on either parte: that the Lantgraue and the 
Duke, ſhall ſende vnto Ferdinando, out of their armes, ſyue hondꝛeth 
hoꝛſe men, and thꝛe thouſand fotemen, whiche ſhall immediat ly gs to 
the ſege ol Munſter, of their colt and charge, there to pꝛomyſe their fi- 
delitie to Ferdinando by an othe, and ifnede tequyꝛed to ſerue him ſoz 
a the monethes. Foꝛ at the ſame time was Munſter a towne of we⸗ 
ſtyhalia, kept by the Anabaptiſtes, beſeged, as hereafter ſhalbe decla 
red. hertoꝛe king Ferdinando requyꝛed ofthe this aide, foꝛ the win⸗ 
ningof the to wne. han the Duke had by this means, recouered the 
countrep ol nirtemberge , made his peace with Ferdinando, befoꝛe 


the yeare was ended. he repated the French king his money recouc- The liberal! 


teththe poſſeſionof Wompelicarte.Audthe lone money the king foꝛ⸗ e or ö frech 
gaue him, whiche was no ſmall ſomme. This peace making did Pe⸗ zyng. 
ter Paule Uerger the byſhops legate, toke not very well. And in Cle⸗ 

ments name, did expoſtulate ſoꝛe with king Ferdinando, that he had 

taken Luther az pꝛinces into his amitie . And he anſwered that he dyd 

t in cõlideratiõ of the time, loꝛ the auoyding of further trouble. nohat 

tine Duke Ulriche was expulſed, his ſonne Chꝛiſtopher, being a child

ſicion Curtius. he had chaunged his diet, being an aged man, dieth in 
this moneth of Septembꝛe, and had to his ſucceſſour Paule the third 
furnamed Farneſius,whiche ſhoꝛtly after, made Alexander his young 
Nephewe by his Baſtarde Sonne Peter Aloiſe, and his ephewe 
Aſcanius, by his baſtarde daughter Conſtance, bothe Cardinalles, 

After that he calleth home Peter Paule Uerger oute of Germa⸗ 
ny, to vnderſtande the ſtate of the countrey : And he conſulteth with 
his Cardinalles,howe the counſel! myght be differred, tyll ſuche tyme 
as by their pꝛiuie pꝛactyſe, they might fynde the meanes to ſet the Em 
perour and other kynges together by the eares.

Kynge Ferdinando was cauſer, that Paule ſent againe Uerger, 
ſaping that he was a very fitte man foꝛ the purpoſe. At this tyme 
was Andꝛewe Ernte, Dukeofthe ſtate ol Uenyſe, a man ot great au⸗ 
thoꝛitie foꝛ his ſingular wyſdome and experience. ho what tyme he 
liued at Conſtanfmoble,had a baſtarde ſonne called Lewys: whiche 
being there bꝛought vp frõ his vougth, where he had a good witte, 
by his ſyngular induſtrie had attapned to great ryches, and though? 


his lyberalitie had gotten many Frendes firſt by the gentlemen of the 


courte, and after by the meanes of Ibꝛain Baſcha, who at that tyin! 
myght doe all thynges alone: he was ſo well knowen with the Empe⸗ 
rour Soliman,that he was alſo admitted vnto his pꝛiuate tale. 

Thus vſing the opoꝛtunitie oftyme thꝛough the beneuolence and libe- 
ralitieofthe great Turke, he came in to Hongary with great power 


ct dignitie, to poſſeſſe that part ol Slanome , that is next vnto thebey 
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ders of Uentſe to his own pꝛiuate vſe, a to kepe the nether part of Hon 

gary, wherof Belgrade is chiefe , foꝛ the Emperour of) Turkes. He 

had a ſonne named Anthony, biſhop of Quine ueeecleſta: whom biſhop 

Clement purpoſed, foꝛ his father a grãdfathers ſake, to haue made Car 

dinall: But in. the meane whyle that Lewys was in hope of no leſſe 

than a kyngdome, and had in muche reputation ol all men: And that 

his father was glad exceadingly of the good and lucky ſucceſſe of his 

Sonne, vy occaſion ofa grudge and a faction rey ſed againſte him, he 

was taken by his aduerſaries and beheaded, aboyte the ſame tyme 

that Paule ſucceded Clement. In this meane tyme beginneth ane we 

perſecution in Fraunce, againſte them that were anpe thynge ſuſpec⸗ Pertecution 
ted ol Lutheraniſme, wherof in dede the occalion was this.

tremepunyſhement, he paſſed in all extremitie. Neuertheleſle at the marchaũtes. 
lame tyme tame fo:th a booke in Frenche without the name ol the an- 
thour, againſt Nomyſhe marchauntes, tempered with mirth and gra⸗ 

nitie. And firſt he ſaycthhowe that marchandiſe is a kynde and trade 

oklyfe; neyther diſhoneſt noꝛ vnpꝛofitable foꝛ the common wealth, ſo it 

be voyde ol fraude and auarice. Fc of this kynde ofmen , Chaiſte toke 

his ſimilitude what tyme he commaunded that the talentes receiued 

thould be occupied that they might be made gainfull.uShiche place in 

dede is to be vnderſtande in a miſtery: foꝛ nothynge leſſe becommeth 

the paſtours and miniſters ol the churche, than the left ſuſpicion of fil:

Wherfoꝛe theſe marchauntes of whome J lpeake here, are craftic be; 
yonde all meaſure, and haue ſo auaunced their trafficke, that there is 
not ſo lytle a coꝛnet any where , that they haue not fylled full of they; 


ſtuffe. And al this though a pꝛetenſed kynde of kapned holines. In ay: 


parell they differ from the reſt, and foꝛ the moſte part are all ſhauen in 
the crowne: Neyther maye any others, than ſuche as haue the greate 
beaſtes charact, ot Balles marke, be permitted to occupie that trade of 
marchaundyſe.Theſe only leli and ſell againt, and chaunge, and that 
at al times: Foꝛ other marchauntes ceaſe from their bufyneg vpon ho⸗ 
ly dayes, eſpecially on pꝛincipall feaſtes: Agayne they followe and oc- 
cupte foꝛ the moſte part, but one kynde ol marchaundyfe as moulles 
02 Sylkes, oꝛ els Coꝛne oꝛ Myne, oꝛ eis Cattel, oꝛ Metall, oꝛ Groſſery 
wares: But theſe marchauntes let ſlippe no time ofthe peare, and thei 
occupie al maner of wares, and nothing eſcapeth their handes; nother 
men, women, noꝛ young chyldꝛen, as well bozne as vnbozne.Foz they 
reape againe of an thinges in generall: Unto their luſte feruethhea: 
uen and hell, the earth and tyme it ſelfe,yea in all creatures lyuinge, 
without lyfe, wyne, bꝛead ople, flare, milke, butter, chele, water; ſalte, 
fyꝛe, and perfumes. Of all theſe thynges can they wꝛynge out goidex 
ſpluer, to the wonderfull loſſe of people, both concernyng their goodes 
and chiefly their ſoule, hauing infected and vtterlye extynguyſhed the 
true doctrine of God. hat thinke you it not a point of a ſubtile mar⸗ 
chaunt to ſell athyng and that verp dere, whetofthe bier hath none o⸗ 
ther commoditie, ſauyng only the ſyght ol the thing? Other marchaũ⸗ 
tes, whan they fet-foxth their wares to ſell; are wonte to ſay commõ⸗ 


lv, vou ſhall ſee ſoꝛ your loue, and by foꝛ your money: but theſe do farre 


other wyſe. If any man departe, they are ſtreightwayes teadye to de⸗ 
maunde of you, whether you wyll haue the beſte croſſe, and the beſte 


bere cloth whan the coꝛps goeth to burieng, oꝛ els þ woꝛſte, oꝛ the beſt 


ſauyng onc:for as you ſhall choyſe, ſo ſhall pau paye accordingly. J be⸗ 
ſeche the what haſt thou foꝛ thy money, oꝛ what thinge carieſt thou a⸗ 
wape beſydes the ſyght therof?Fox they laye vp theit wares againe 
the next daye ſell it to an other foꝛ as muche. It is a lyke policie, to en⸗ 


Che Pꝛite cxeaſe the pꝛyce bthe thynge forthe better apparell of the marchaunt, 
of the maſſe foz in caſe the abo oꝛ the biſhop do ſap poua maſſe, it muſt coſte moꝛe 
is deret ſom than ifa monte oꝛ a chaplayne ſaye it.

Ind furthwith an other craueththe ſame, and lykewyſe the thyꝛde, oꝛ 
moe alſo, at the laſtecommet!} he fozth diſguyſed , and whan maſſe is 
done, tateth the whole rewarde ofenery of them. Ind thinke you this 
isnothynge? This gere dothnot wante a wylie wytte : And fo2 the 
moſte parte you ſhallfynde,that they nede lytle other thynge to make 
their pꝛolite of than crafte and pollycie. It foꝛtuneth that a pooꝛe wo⸗ 
man commeth into the churche , a ſetteth vp a candell befoze an image: 
my marchaunt the pz:clt is at hande , whiche fyngereth the candell, 
putteth it out, and ſelleth the ſame to lundꝛy others, one after an other. 
Fo: al the ſoꝛte of them occupie waxe, the pooꝛer ſoꝛte, as J haue now 
tolde you, but the greatter cobbes , in ſealyng their letters and other 
wiitinges ofthe whiche ſoꝛte be thole that are commonly called Dfft- 
cialles, Commiſſaries, Seale kepers, Notaries , and ſuch other lpke. 
But that great Choploch whiche ſo farre exceadeth all others, that he e od mar⸗ 
plateth him ſelfe two degrees aboue God, foꝛ where as God is called (une. 
danctus deus, he wyll be called danctiſſimus, that is to ſape, holy God, 
and the ther moſt holy father: he in dede vſcth no ware, but by a mar 
uelous artificial policie, thaungeth leade into golde, farreerceadinge 
all the Alcumiſticall multipliers that euex were, agayne he ſelleth hat- 
tes very dere, namely redde oꝛ purple, whiche alter the byers haue o⸗ 
nes gotten on their heades, they are as bꝛagge and as pꝛoude as pe⸗ 
cockes,and iette vp and do we in all piaces, where is great reſoꝛte of 
people, to ſhe we and ſet foꝛth them ſelues, and moſte commonipye fre⸗ 
quente the courtes of kynges, and Emperours, with whome they are 
checkmate. Foz they haue wonderfull great pꝛerogatiues, and maye 
enioye as many byſhopꝛikes and benefices as they lyſte, without any 
charges oꝛ paymentes. And againe they are of that numbꝛe whiche 
ate in election to clyme to the hygheſt degree and ſeate ofdignitie.If- 
ter whole example, the doctours of Louen, and of Paris , namely the 
Soꝛboniſteg, do ſell their cappes alſo to the Batchelars of diuinitie, 
and of their charges, fare ryght delicately. But here woulde Jayne Pope John 
no we, foꝛ as muche as John the eyght ol that name, was a woman, a woman. 
and deliuered of a chylde going a pꝛoceſſion, in the thirde yeare of her 
byſhopꝛpke ( J ſaye)J would fayne know firſt, whether ſhe were cho⸗ 
len by the vertue of the holy ghoſte? Again whether her doinges were 
to be appꝛoued andratified, what tyme ſhe ſolde Cardinalſhippes,by- 
ſhopꝛikes, æ Abbotſhippes? Finally what is to be thought of the pziefts 
marke, that ſhe receiued. But J returne to my purpoſe, which is to de⸗ 
claxe that in all the whole woꝛlde, is there not to be founde, moꝛe fyne 


crafre and ſubtiltie, than is in theſe kynde ol marchauntes. Do we not 
e,how 
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Conetous lee yowethey haue gotten into their handes, Empyzes, kyngdomeg, 
marchaunts countreis, cities and great poſſeſſions: Haue they not oftentymes de. 
poſed kinges and Pzynces, ſpoyled them of their Realmes and dom; 

Pꝛonde mar 11i9ns,and brought them into muche myſerp 2 And nowe are they of 
chauntes. luche loꝛce and power, that they kepe al theſe thynges by ſtronghand, 
and wyll tourmoyle heauen and earth together, rather than they wii 

koꝛgoe 02 loſe one iote.Oh vnſatiable woulues: home ryghte in tymes 

paſte, haue the Pꝛophetes and Apoſtles, namely Paule and peter, 

paynted and ſet vou foꝛth in your colours. Other marchauntes force 

no man to bye their wares: but theſe doe compellmen , wyll they nyll 

they to bye. And ik any do refuſe their baggage, they crie out vpon him 
Heretike, to the fyꝛe with hym. There dieth a very pooꝛe man, leauing 
behinde him wyfe and chyldꝛen, not able to helpe them ſelues:à pitie⸗ 
full caſe ſurelp, and the pooꝛe wydowe were woꝛthyto be releued, but 
what do they? They not only haue no compaſſion vpõ her, but hauing 
an eye to their pꝛape, immediatly after that they haue mumbled vp a 
le we pꝛayers, muſt haue money and good chere, and beſydes that the 
parſon and vicar wyll haue foꝛ a mortuary, oꝛ acoarſe pꝛeſent, the bett 
thynge that is about the houſe. But what greater iniurpe can de 
done, than to ſell athynge that is not his owne, pea and to ſell it vn- 
to thoſe that haue moſte ryght to it, and to ſondꝛy men one thyng. Tel 
me, I pꝛay the, who bought the belles a hanged them vp? Unto whõ 
belongeth the churche flowze? Js it their patrimony ? no foxfouthe, 
Why than do they ſel the ryngyng ofthe belles, and the church floure, 
ſo dere and fo oftentymes?Perauenture they wyll ſape, it is the right 
of the churche . J graunt,but not ofthat churche, whiche Chute hath 
walhed, inſtituted, and iuffifted, but of the ſame wherein they walke, 
that is replenyſhed with theftes,robbertes,and all other kynd ol vice. 
Fo Chꝛiſte commaundeth all theſe thynges to be geuen frely. But it 
is a (pozte and a pleaſaunt ſyght to ſee, howe the Rauens wyllſtryue 
Bꝛawlenge amouges them ſelues fox the carion.Foz when any ryche man is dead, 
Freits. pp and by come they flockyng and warming, gaping eche man fozhis 
pꝛape full buſely , eſpecially thoſe that are called beggyng freers. Fo: 

the graye freers contende with the Dominickes, and the white freers 

with the Xulten,oftentimes about the buripng,a kynde of people that 

is idle, ſloughtlful, and not only vnpꝛolitable, but alſo very chargeable, 

and woꝛthy to be whipped out ol euery good common wealth. Theſe 

thynges that J haue ſayde, can not be denied, and are ſenedayly : and 

pet is this miſerable woꝛlde fo aſſotted, and moztall men ſo blynded, 

that they can not vnderſtande with what ſpyzitethey are moued. 

Helling of han a beneficeoz pꝛebende 1sfallen(Lozd God) what buſie ſuite, 
benelices. What gadding and pꝛickyng vp and downe, what diligent inguiſition 
is made to knowe the pearelp value, what it is wozthe to be — 


Theuiſhe 
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what to be reſident vpon it, what pzofites arryſe of the chꝛiſtenyng of 
childꝛẽ, of mariages, pilgrimages, reliques of ſaintes, æ what may be 
euied of buriynges habites, and diriges; by legacies and laſte willes. 
But the moſte auauntage 1s gotten by ſuche ſainctes, as fox ſome no. 
table pꝛopertie and power are ſoꝛe feared, as ſainct Laurẽce, and S. angry taln⸗ 
Anthony, S. Roche, and ſuche other angry ſainctes, whiche muſte be tes; 
pleaſed with vowes and great giftes. But ohe kinges and Puinces, 
why do you wynke at ſo wicked and deteſtable thinges? hy doyou 
ſo longe ſuffer ſo paciently, ſo many great enounities? They wyll in 
dede reluſe to be refozmed by you, and pet doudtles haue you the rule 
ouer them, whether they wyl oz no. Foz Sod hath geuẽ you the ſwoꝛd 
and authoꝛitie to punylhe: And why do you not vſe the ſame than, and 
beauenged of this moſte cruell kynde of extoꝛtioners? God requyzeth 
this dutie at your handes, whiche if ye do neglecte , he wyll not leaue 
it vnpunyſhed.uSould to God you were as diligent in auauncing his 
glow, as they are vigilante and cirtumſpect in handlyng of their mat 
ters,fot they let flyppe none occaſion. They kepe ſo good watche,that Mrle mars 
nothing can eſcape them;hauingas many eyes as had epther Janus *4untes. 
oꝛ Argus. It they here the ſound ofthe bel, they runne thither ſtreight, 
il any welthie perſone be ſicke, they put them ſelues in pꝛeale, and will 
neuer awape tyll they haue their rewarde: At euery mariage wil they 
be, and muſt bleſſe the budes bed, and ſaye ouer it certen pzaters, chaſt 
and holy men ( J warrant you) whiche liue a ſengle lyfe moſte filthely, 
to the entent they may moꝛe at libertie, play their partes in all naugh⸗ 
tines. Ind this whiche J haue ſpoken here of marchauntmen, concer⸗ 
neth allo marthaunt women called nunnes, wherol ther be ſondꝛy oꝛ Idle Hünes 
ders. But it can not be expꝛeſſed with woꝛdes, what idolatry and wis 
kednes, all this rabble had induced . At the laſt arryſe thou O God 
auenge thy ſelf fox the gloꝛy ol thy name, into whole league oꝛ ſocietie, 
no man ought to pꝛeſume to come. And where as this foꝛeſayd buche⸗ 
rp began in the moneth ol Nouembze : Jn January followyng, the 
dyug came to Paris, and to appeaſe Gods wꝛath, he goeth a pylgry- 
mage to diners fainctes, with an vncredible nombꝛe and concourſe of 
people, They woꝛſhyp at Parts ſainct Geneuela a virgin, aboue al o⸗ 
ther ſainctes.nShoſe image was nowe caried about with great pope, 55 
and ſolempne pꝛoceſſion. Mhiche is neuer wont to be done, but in ty⸗ — Geneue- 
meofertreme daunger, whan either Gods wꝛath is pacified, 2 that „ nde 
they muſte fpghta great battell oꝛ eis when they fearegreat penury Parts. 
and ſkarſitie ofcome and wyne . Foz than ſlye they vnto her, as vnto 
the laſteancker , and only poꝛte ofthey2 ſuccour: And the people are 
perlwaded, that her helpe was neuer yet deſy2ed in vaine,inſo mutch 
ds lome wyll ſaye, howe God can do verey mutche, but ſaynct Gene- 
Uefais the ſauiour of Paris, It is caried offoure butchers, by an olde 
N cuſtome,

cuſtome, whiche pꝛepare them ſelues hereunto certen dayes befoze, by 

faſting and pꝛayer:and there be officers appoynted to make rowme a 

wape, whiche is not done without great payne. Foz when the image 

is boꝛne about, the people runne vnto it on euery ſyde with great de: 

uotion, and well are they that may touche it with they: fyngers ende, 

oꝛ els with theyꝛ cappe oz handkerchief, ſo that the thꝛonge and pꝛeaſe 
of people is beponde all teaſou. han maſſe was done, and the k 

The kluges had dyned in the byſhops palace by our ladies churche in the preſence 

bꝛation. ok his chyldzen, and the foꝛeyne Ambaſſadours, and al his nobilitie, he 

made an oꝛation full of aftections, teſtiſying the inward ſozow, which 

he had conceaued of the preſumption and naughtines of theſe wic: 

ked perſones : Than after he had made a longe diſcourſe concernynge 

his obedienceto the churche:he erhozted them all to bewareof thepe: 

ſtiferous ſecte, ſoꝛ none ſhould efcape without punyſhement that was 


taken with the maner. And ik he knewe any part of his owne bodyin⸗ 


lected with this contagion, he ſayed he woulde teare it awap, leaſtit 

ſhould growe any further. But to make amendes towardes God the 

ſame daye were ſpr bꝛought foꝛth, whiche beynge faſtened to the en⸗ 

gines, as before is ſayde,tnſondzy places, as the kynge ſhould paſle by 

home to his owne houſe, were burnt the fyze beyng kyndled at the ſa⸗ 

me inſtaunt, that the kyng ſhould go that waye by, and they beſeching 

hym of mercie and pardon. It is the cuſtome of Fraunce to doe execu⸗ 

tion at after none: And there when ſilence is pꝛoclaimed, are redde the 

The maner cauſes of his punyſhemen: But whan any man is executed fox hereſy, 
of execution if it be touchyng the tuſtification offayth only without reſpect of woz 
in Frame: kes, oꝛ againſt pꝛaping to ſainctes , oꝛ ifhe haue affyumed that Chaiſte 
onlyis the byſhop and aduocate of mankinde,o2ifhe haue eaten flehe 

on dayes fozboden, whiche is death with them, there is no ſuche thyng 

ſpoken of, but generally is repoꝛted to haue offended the diuine Maie⸗ 

ſtie, and bene cõtumelious againſt the virgyn Marp,s other ſainctes, 

The Lutbe - 30d to haue baoken the tawes of our mother holy chnrche.An therloe 
rlans are ab the people beleue that᷑ chere is nothynge moꝛe hurtfull, and wickedin 
bozred. all the woꝛlde than this kynde of people: and it is comoniyſeenthert, 
that whan they are burning in flammes ofkyꝛe, the people wyll gnaſhe 

they: teeth at them, and euen in the myddes of they tourmentes wyl 

curſe and deteſte thẽ as wicked and vnwoꝛthy to loke vpõ the fone. 

And where as the Turk es Imbaſſadours were at the ſame tyme in 


Fraunce, and the kyng hymlſelfe had heard, that he was foꝛ this ſame 


cauſe, bꝛought into hatred andluſptcionthzoughout Germany: And 

_ thatthisfpzynghadoffendedmanye, the firſt day of ebzuaty, he ad

wyll by reaſon of theraſhenes of certen whiche vnder the pꝛetence of 


Religion, intended the deſtruction of the common wealth, and wer- 
tuleth the matter as though it had bene foꝛ rebellion, and not foꝛ Relt- 
gion, that theſe men were executed. At the firſt beginning of the ſpꝛing 
tyme,the Lantgraue went vnto king Ferdinando, as in the yeare be- 
ſoꝛe it was agreed vpon foꝛ a full reconcilement , and there founde he 
Peter Paule Verger, newly come thither from Rome. ho vpo this 

occaſion did his meſſage to the Lantgraue, concerning the counſel be- 


fore mentioned, but he taking deliberation, made him none other aun- 
were. After y Uerger traueling to the reſt ofthe Pꝛinces, applied his 


buſines with diligence . And a fewe monethes after, the Lantgraue, 


Duke Ulriche alſo, went vnto kyng Ferdinãde. Foz where as it was 


tonuenaunted that they ſhould both come and atke him pardon, com⸗ 
- myngat ſeueral tymes, it waseaſely graunted. Howe beit, Duke Ul- 
riche was ſoꝛe ollended, both with the Lantgraue and allo with the 
Duke of Saxon, that they had conſented that he ſhoulde holde his 
landes of the houſe of Auſtriche,and was of long tyme doubtful, whe⸗ 
ther he woulde ratifie the peace made oꝛ no, at the lengthe by the per- 


ſwaſion of his frendes; he went to Ferdinando, actoꝛdin 
uenauntes. Inthe monethof Apꝛill, the Emperour tooke 


g to the con⸗ 
ſhippinge at 


Barchin, and tranſpoꝛted his armie into Barbarie. And whan he had 
wonne the citie of Tunnes, and taken the caſtell of Golete, he reſtoꝛed 
the kynge of that countrey Muleaſſes, being of Mahumetes Religto, 
whome Barbaroſſa the Turkes admirall had befoze erpulſed , byn⸗ 
dyng hym to paye him tribute, and after he had foztified the Caſtell, 
with a ſtrong garnyſon, he ſayleth into Sicilie. Unto this warre, by⸗ 
ſhop Paule, ent certen Galleis furnyſhed, by the cõduicte of virginie 
Vꝛline, ⁊ alſo did permit him to take tenthes of the clergie in Spaine. 
Barbaroſſa thꝛough our mens negligence and ignoꝛaunce ſteppynge Warbaroſſa 
aſyde eſcaped : And firſt he fled to Hippon ; and from thence to Argi⸗ 
ers, where he repared his nauie and returned to Conſtantinople, 

In Englande were two notable men, John Fyſher byſhop of Ko⸗ 
cheſter,and ſyꝛ Thomas Mooꝛe knyght, both very well learned. Foz 
the ſyꝛſt wꝛote ſondꝛye bookes againſt Luther, and Moore alſo, whi⸗ 
leſt he was Chauncelour, whiche is the chiekeſt office there, extremely 
puniſhed ſuche as were ſuſpected to be of Luthers doctrine. They nei⸗ 
ther appꝛoued the kings dinozſemet,x much leſſe the act of Parlamẽt, 


which denying the byſhop ol Romes lupꝛemacie, affirmed y kyng to be 
glãd:wherupõbeing both appꝛehended, wher

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they were beheaded. The byſhop of Rome had made Rocheſter Car 
dinall, whyleſt he was pzyſonerin the Towꝛe, which thyng was ſup 
poſed to haue kyndled moꝛe hatred againſt hym. 

After warde about the ende ol Octobꝛe, Fraunces Sfoꝛtia Duke 
of Millan died without iſſewe, whiche gaue the occaſion of a newe 
warre, as ſhalbe ſhewed hereafter. In the meane tyme the Emperour 
tame out of Sitilie vnto Naples, and in his letters wꝛitten the lage 
daye of Mouembꝛe to the Pꝛoteſtauntes. he ſayd in dede that he woſd 


obſet ue the peace of Nozinberge, notwithſtandyng he was infoꝛmed

howe thei had taken churche goodes and did withholde the ſame and 
whan indgement was geuen, that they ſhould make reſtitution, they 
refuſed, alledging the pacification of Poꝛinberge:which apperethyy; 
to hym vnreaſonable, and can not but diſcontente and offende hyy, 
About this time alſo went the pzince Electour of Saxony vnto kyng 
Ferdinando in Auſtriche, and bauing diſpatched his buſines forthe 
whiche he went thether, in his retourne home at Pꝛage, the chiefcitis 
of Bohemy , met him the byſhoppes Legate, Peter Paule Uerger, 
who declared vnto hym his meſſage touchyng the generall counſel] 


the Duke of Whiche the byſhop Paule intended as he ſayed)to holde at Mantua,

free, Godly, and lawfull, without any condicions, whereunto al other 
Pꝛyntces had conſented, foꝛ he had bene with them all, namely in Ger: 
many. w hertoꝛe if he ſhould nowe refuſe it, men woulde ſuppoſe that 
nothinge could contentehym . When both the Emperour and kynge 
Ferdinando are willyng with the thing and the place: and the byſhoy 
ſo erneſtly deſyꝛeth the lame, that vnleſſe he bꝛynge it to paſſe , he wy! 
doubtles be wery ofhts lyfe. Therfoze nowe the tyme requpꝛeth, that 
he ſhould declare howe muche he loueth the aduauncement ok Gods 
gloꝛy and the common wealth, willing him not to let paſſe this preſet 


opoꝛtunitie, whiche he ſhould hardely at any tyme hereafter recouer. 


And albeit he woulde nothynge further the counſell, yet neuertheleſſe 
ſhould it pꝛocede, and Chꝛiſt they truſted would not fayle them.u9her 
vnto the Duke of Saxon ſayd, whã he had demſed with his fellowes, 
he wold make him an anſwere, requiring him to deliuer vnto him ſuch 
thinges as he had ſpoken in wꝛytinge. herfoꝛe at the kalẽdes of De- 
tembꝛe erhibiting a wꝛyting, he declareth thinges moꝛe at large, and 
other wyſe than he had ſpoken befoꝛe, howe other Ambaſſadours were 
ſent vnto other kinges, and he vnto king Ferdinandoathe Pꝛinces of 
Germany, how Mantua is the place agreed vpon by the Empereur a 
other kynges, that Germany is ful of Sacrametaries,Anabaptilts, 
and ſuche other ſectes, that it is to muche daunger fo2 other nationsto 
kepe a counſell emonges them, foꝛ they are foꝛ the moſte parte Fran⸗ 
ticke and without all reaſon. Agayne ſuch as ſuppoſed, that the byſhop 
woulde gyue place in his ryght, that hath bene of ſo longe tune — 

| med to 
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med to be karre diſceaued: And they alfo that beleuehowe the Empe- 
rour can holde a pzouinctallcounſell of Germanpye , agaynſte the by- 
ſhops wyll, areas muche abuſed , And where as they talke ofaſaufe 
conduicte and pledges foxthey2 commyng into Italy, there is no cau- 
ſe why it ſhould ſo be: Foꝛ Mantua is a Citie of the Empyꝛe, nere vn- 
to Germany, and nerte the dominions of the Emperour and the Ue- 
netians, wherfoze there is no daunger. Finally he ſaycth howe he wil 
goto kyng Ferdinando abiding there foꝛ their aunſwere. He had been 
beloꝛe in Sarony,and had ſpoke with Luther at wyttemberge. And 
inhis retourne to kyng Ferdinando, he met with the Duke comming 
from thence home warde. „ x7 | 

The Pꝛoteſtauntes were appointed befoze to mete at Smalcalde 
the firteof December , fox other matters. n9herfore the. rxi. ofthe 
ſame, they framed an aunſwere foz the byſhops of Komes Ambaſſa⸗ 
dour, whiche they ſaye is not ſoeracteas the thynges requyꝛeth, pet 
foas muche as he Deſy2ed to haue the ſame with expedition, playne a 
manileſt. And firſt howe they haue declared their myndes concerning 


ſelfe,doubting not but all good men do deſyꝛe ſuche a counſell, as may 
helpe and pzofite the common wealth.

a ſondꝛe, and open crymes mainteined: but ſuche crueltie becommeth Craelele is

be roted out, and alſo vniuſte violence and crueltie be reſtrapned, and 
the churche from hencefoꝛth ſet in due oꝛdꝛe. They therfo2e wyll not 
laple the common wealth herein, but wyll ryght gladlye come vnto 
ſuche a counſell, as in ſondꝛye aſſemblies of the Einpy2e hath bene a- 
greedvpon:Beſechyng God that all the doinges there,mayredounde 
vnto his glozy,and the faluation of men. And wher as the biſhop hath 
choſen Mantua to be the place, they truſte affuredly that the Empe⸗ 
tour wyll not in this poynte ſwarue from the decrees of the Emppꝛe, 
and his owne pꝛomyſe allo, in as muche as it was pꝛouyded, that the 


tounſell ſhould be holden in Germany. 5 

Foꝛ where he ſayeth it is daungerous keping ofthe ſame there, the 
truthe is farre other wyſe, fo2 what peryll can be there, where all the 
Pꝛyntes and Cyties are obedient to the Emperoure onlye? ndhyere 


the Cyties be ſo oꝛdered that they defende ſtraungers from iniuries, 
and ſaue

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and ſane them from all peryll? Therfoze oughte it chieflyeto be hey 
there, to the intent that matters in controuerſie, might duely be debe 
ted, that men might frankely ſpeake, and indge vpꝛyghtly, and ſeare 
no foꝛte noꝛ faction, but faye theyꝛ myndes freely. Two peares paſte 
Clement the ſcuenth pꝛompyled a counſell, with conditions verye cay, 
"IN tious. And nowe the chieleſt point iscraftely left out, touchyng the jy. 
Theile cratt pertie ofthe counſeil and more of the treatie, and partlye referred tg 
Sad! tze Byſhopof Rome, whoſe office they ſape it is to call and oꝛdꝛe the 
counſell. Nowe is the byſhop whiche hath ſooftecondempned theyꝛ te 
ligion and doctrine, their opẽ enemie. But in caſe they ſhould permitte 
theyꝛ aduerfary to geue iudgement, than coulde not the counſel! be 
free: wherein by the aduyſe of the Emperour and other Pꝛyntes. 
Mete men ſhould be choſen out of the whole numbꝛe, whiche accoꝛ 
dyng vnto Gods woꝛde, might heare and determine the cauſe : Fo: 
tounſell is the iudiciall ſeate not only ofthe byſhop of Rome, but of al 
other ſtates alſo:foꝛ it is to be pꝛoued by the examples ofthe pꝛimatiue 
churche, and alſo by holy ſcripture, that Pꝛynces and other ſtatesha; 
ue in tymes paſte been admitted in counſelles, foꝛ the hearyng ofinat; 
ters. But whereſome woulde haue the byſhoppes power to be aboue 
the authoꝛitie of the whole churche, it is agaynſt all reaſon and fullof 
The Empe. tyꝛannpe: For it belongeth as wellto the Emperour and other cinile 
map oꝛdet᷑ ſtates to ſet in foote incounſelles, and to choſe experte men, eſpeciallye 
coantels. in ſuche cauſes, where the byſhoppes errours be impugned that isto 
wytte falſe doctrine and Jdolatry foꝛ this thynge is permitted alſo by 
the byſhop of Komeslawe. 
Popes con · Itdd ſeinge that this is the vniuerſall cauſe of all men and concer- 


cempnedof neth the whole common wealth, it is the Emperours parte and other 


Bereſp. Pꝛynces to foꝛſee, that vpꝛyqht iudgement be had: Foz both other by 
ſhops oftyeir ovone people, and alſo byſhoppes ol Rome haue in times 
paſte bene tondempned fo2 Hereſy and obſtinacie, of the Emperoure 
and the churche together. | 
And at this tyme there is contention of manie weightie matters, 
whiche the byſhop doth defende not in woꝛdes only, but alſoby wyc- 
ked and cruell decrees, puniſhyng moſt ſharpely, ſuche as obey not the 
ſame.Fo2 as muche therfoze as he is an aduerſary , and ſuſteineth the 
one halfe ofthe ſute,the thinge it ſelfe requireththat the whole church, 
the Emperour x other kinges take in hande to pꝛeſcribe an oꝛdꝛe, fo! 
thedeciding of the matter: wherfoze as they haue done euer, ſo they 
requyꝛe nowe alſo, that the matter maye be handled vpꝛyghtlye, ac- 
coꝛdynge to the examples of holye wꝛytte, and the olde pꝛimatiue 
churche . And 1fit ſo maye be, they wyll not be behynde with they? 
partes, truſtynge that truthe ſhall come to lyghte , andthe glozweof 
our Sauioure Chziſte be aduaunced and tranquillitie be 
| : o the 


tothe Churche , but if it be otherwyſe , there is no doubte but greater 
commotions wyll arryſe therof, than hytherto hath bene ſcen:fo2 their 
partes, they wil at no tyme neglecte the common wralth. Ind as they 
can not foꝛſake noꝛ ſhꝛynke from the true doctrine, ſo lykewyſe in all 
other matters, they will do all thynges foꝛ peace and concoꝛde. 

The kyng of Frauce whiche was fully determined to make warre 
in Italy ſent Ambaſſadour w illiã Bellape, to this aſſemblie at Smal 
talde. ho the. xix. daye of Decembꝛe, had there an eloquent oꝛation. 
Ind firſt he excuſeththe kynges ſeueritie in punyſhynge certen of his 
owne ſubiectes, whiche not withſtanding was nothing pꝛeiudicial o2 
hurtfull to their cauſe of Religion, though ſome euill tongues dyd re- 
pozte ſo, no more than it was diſpleaſure to him, what tyme they with 
all their fozce did ſuppꝛeſſe the rebellion oftheir commons, and puny- 
ſhed the Anabaptiſtes, doing yet nothing without iuſt cauſe. wherfoze 
he diſtruſteth not but they be men of ſuch wyſdomeand gramtie, that 
they wyll of no lyght repoꝛte conceaue any euill opinion of ſo noble a 
kynge that is their frende, who was no we koꝛ vꝛgent cauſes(not here 
to be fpoken of) conſtrayned againſt his nature to vſe extreme puniſh- 
ment, leſt hauing ſo large a Realme, he chould thꝛough ouermuche le⸗ 
nitie, ſet open the wyndo we of wickednes, to the temeritie of manye. 
And touching their religion and doctrine, the kyng wyll not take vpo 
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him the perſone of the iudge, but in dede lyketh many thinges well, x 


the reſt he leaueth vndiſcuſſed . After this he goeth about to voynne 
they fauour, and confuteth they opinion whiche had warned them 
to be ware of foꝛayne Ambaſſades: Foꝛ he pzoneth that the ſame doth 
tende to theyꝛ owne hynderaunce and bondage: ſayinge that there is 
no people ſo ſtronge that can long pꝛoſper and floꝛyche, vnleſſe they be 
mainteined by the league and amitie of thepz neyghbours. But the 


frendſhyp of the kynges of Fraunce , and the Pꝛynces of Germanye, ©! Frauncs 
hath bene ofſuche auncientie, and both nations pꝛocedinge of one oꝛi⸗ #nd Germs- 
ginall, and lye ſo boꝛderynge together, that they maye be not onlye an ne one of- 


— ſtrengthe, but alſo an honour and deautie, the one vnto 
eother, | 

Therfoze whan the kynge hearde ſaye howe the Germapnes dyd 
hardely agree amonge them ſelues,he was ryght ſoꝛye, and as muche 
ag in hym lyeth, wyſheth a reconcilement : fearyng leſt this diſſention

pleaſure. In the meane tyme , he doth exhoꝛte them to be at peace a, 
monges them ſelues # knitte their mindes with mutual conſent a by; 
therly loue, and the king wyl neuer ayde their ennemies, neyther with 
his helpe noꝛ counſell, in cafe they continue their good wyll to wardes 
hym, as they haue done alwayeshitherto . In the beginnyng of this 
The ludges booke, J lhewed vou howe the iudges ofthe imperiall chamber con: 
of the cham- krary tothe Emperours decree, made out pꝛoces againſt the Pꝛote⸗ 
ber trouble ſtauntes:Foꝛ the iudges in dede wer of the Komilh religiõ, and what 
Pꝛoteſtãtes. tyme the Emperour was retourned from the warre of Auſtriche into 
Italy, they at the ſuite ofthe clergie, whiche had complayned on the 
Pꝛoteſtauntes, attempted the lawe againſt them: And albeit the em 
perours pꝛoclamation were to the contrary , yet did they p2oceede a⸗ 
gainſt them. The pꝛoteſtauntes wꝛote herein to the Emperour, And 
the Duke of Saxon him ſelfe traueled to kynge Ferdinando, who cõ⸗ 
maunded the lawe to ceaſe, and ratifieth the peace made by the Em⸗ 
perour, but that would? not ſtaye them. Than did the Pzoteſtauntes 
vtterly refuſe their iudgement, as ſuſpected and their enemies, decla- 
ryng the cauſes wherfoꝛe. But that would not be admitted, foꝛ they 
were encouraged by the Emperours letters, whereby he gaue them 
authoutte to tudge, whiche were matters of Religion and which not, 
ſo that after that they pꝛoceaded not onlye in doubtfull cauſes , but in 
ſuche alſo as concerned religion and nothyng els.After this the Duke 
of Saron obtayneth a newe commaundement from the kyng Ferdi 
nando, but all was in vayne. Finally after muche adoe Ferdinando 
conſented that he would fynde the meanes to ſtaye all matters in the 
Theanſwer la we: whiche the Duke and his fello wes had touchyng Keligion, co: 
of the Pꝛate pꝛyſed in the peace of Nounberge: Unto ſuche thynges as the French 
ſlauntes to Ambaſſadour had ſpoken, this anlwere was made. Albeit that ofthe 
the Frenche execution done, repoꝛtes went diuerſly, vet ſoꝛ that he ſapeth, how thei 
Amballad. went about ſedicion, they can not be muche offended with the kynges 
doynges herein, whiche in deede woulde ſuffer no ſuche thynge them 
ſelues in their owne countrey: Meuertheleſſe they woulde wyſhe, the 
kynge ſhould haue a reſpecte vnto ſuche as do pꝛofeſſe the pure doctrt- 
ne of the Goſpell,whiche they pꝛoteſted in the aſſemblye at Auſpurgse, 
and not to punyſhe them with the reſt, foꝛ it can not be denied, but ma 
ny falſe and wicked opinions, are crept into the churche, which vnlear 
ned and malicious perſones, do defende with great crueltie, to mayn⸗ 
teyne their lucre and Authoꝛitie:and they though a maruelous poly- 
cie do ſoꝛge oftentimes great crymes,vpon the goodand * —

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ſones, to exaſperate the kynges mynde agaynſt them: But ſeyng that , 

it is the pꝛopꝛe office of kynges and Pꝛinces, to ſeeke Gods gloxye, to — — a 

yourge the churche of errours, and to inhibite vmuſte crueltie, they de 

ſpe inſtantly that the ſame moſte mightie kyng would wholy applye 

him ſelfe hereunto, foz if he ſo doe, than wyll they ſuppoſe that he bea- 

reth a frendly and louyng mynde towardes them, which they wpſhe 

to be lucky, and foꝛtunate to his highnes,x to the churche.Touchinge 

the auncient alliaunce and frendſhyp bet wirt the kynges of Fraunce 

and the Pꝛynces of Almapgne, all his talke was to them ryght plea⸗ 

launt, and they wyll to their powers endeuour, that the ſame mutuall 

loue and amitie may long continue. And as concernyng the reconcile- 

ment ol opinions in religion, they deſyꝛe nothyng els but that the mat 

ter may be heard indifferently , and determined by a lawfullcounſell: 

And ſoꝛ as muche as it is not the office ofthe byſhop of Rome only, to 

appointe the counſell, but that the ſame thynge alſo concerneth other 

kynges and Pꝛintes, they deſyꝛe the kynge to foꝛſee, that there be no 

violent counſell called, in a place ſuſpect a perillous, to the intent that 

vnder the name of a counſel, the true doctrine be not extinguiſhed, but 

that in ſo weyghty matters as concerne the pꝛeleruation, and peace of 

the vniucrſall churche, and euery particular perſone, free diſputations 

and vpꝛight iudgement be had accoꝛdingly: o hiche thinge ſhould get 

the kyng immoꝛtal fame and thankes, not only in this pꝛeſent age, but 

allo in tyme to come, ſo longe as the wozide ſhould endure. As foꝛ the 

conferens to be had betwene the learned me of Fraunce and Germa- 

ny, it requireth a long Deliberation and diuerſe cõmiſſions extende not 

to uche matters. But ſo ſone as any thyng may be determined herein 

they wyll aduertyſe the kyng by their letters. Foꝛ they deſpꝛe nothyng 

more than that holſome doctrine myght be ſet fozth and auaunced:laſt 

of all, where he ſayde howe the kynge would geue none ayde againſt 

them, they were very glad to heare thereof: wherfoze in all thynges 

that concernenot the Emperour and the Empyꝛe, they alſo wyll aſſiſt 

no man againſt hym. The Ambaſſadour had alſo pꝛiuate talke with 

Pontane, with Melancthon, with the Lantgraues learned men, and 

with James Sturmins, ot ſondꝛy doctrines, and declared what was 

the kynges opinion in enery article, and the myndes alſo ol other lear⸗ 

ned men in Fraunce, eſpecially of Paris. Of the byſhop ol Romes ſu⸗ The kinges

lippus opinon, that he is not chief ſupꝛeme by Gods lawe, but y mans places of Pe 


lawe as he alfirmeth, but the kyng of England denieth „ — lancthon. 
tenly ths 
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tenly the byſhop vſurpethouermutche authoꝛitie, whan he taketh vy3 
hym to depoſe kynges and Emperours; whiche noweheentendeth to 
put in pꝛactyſe againſt the kynge of Tnglande, albeit that the kyngez 
alſo diuers Cardinalles, iutreate him to the contrary. The dinines ſap 
he is head ofthe churche by Gods lawe, but when the kyng demaun⸗ 
ded the place they could not ſhewe it. He miſliketh alſo the defence of 
pourgatozy:Fot of that wel;ſpzyngeth maſſe, dirige, and al they mar. 
Tbe maſſe chaundiſe. But if the maſſe were taken away, their combes were cut, 
mainteineth and they ſhould no loger be able to defende their authoꝛitie. And whz 
purgato: r. the kyng had graũted them terten monethes, wherin they hold pꝛoue 
purgatozy by Scripture ; they aunſwered at the lengthe, howethey 
oughte not to reache their enemies weapons, whiche they myght ble 
againft thẽ. Is touching monaſticall vowes, the kyng ſuppoſeth that 
Ponaſticall it might be obteined of the byſhop, that none ſhould be taken in pong, 
voues. and bekoꝛe the vowers were of type peares, and that it ſhould be law: 
full fo: them to depart thence whan they woulde and mary: And thin; 
keth not good to deface theyꝛ houſes, but to conuerte them in to Colle: 
ges, wherein pought may be brought vp in learnyng and vertue. The 
diuines would in any caſe haue pꝛieſtes to liue vnmaried, but the king 
had deuiſed this meane waye, that ſuche as haue maried wyues , ſhold 
remayne ſo ſtyll, but the reſt not to mary, oꝛ it they did, to abſteyne fc 
ä the miniſtration ofthe churche. Foꝛ concerning p whiche is alledged of 
Paphnuti- Papbnutius, who in the counſell ot niece, perl waded the mariage of 
us. pꝛieſtes, the diuines aunſwere, that it can not be pꝛoued, that pꝛieſtes 
haue maried at any tyme, Not withſtandynge they wyl not deny but 
that they had wyues, beloꝛe they were admitted to the oꝛdꝛeok piieſt- 
be Lozdcs Hod. As concerning the loꝛdes ſupper to be receyued wholye oꝛ vnder 
ſuppervnder both kyndes as they terme tt, the kynge had conference herein with 
voth kyndes Clement the ſeuenth, and truſteth alſo that it wylbe obtayned at this 
byſhoppes handes, that it ſhalbe lawfull foꝛ euery man to receiue after 
his conſcience. Moꝛeouer the kynge affirmeth, that a hondꝛeth yeare 
ſpnce in Fraunte, they recetued the whole ſupper not in the myddes ol 
the churche, but in chappelles, as he had heard old men make relatio. 
And agayne the kynges of Fraunce do recepue the whole communio, 
And where as the kynge obiected this vnto them, the diuines made 
aunſwere that kynges were anoynted as well as pꝛieſtes, and that 
the Scripture ſpcaketh of a Pꝛieſthode Royall: Ind that the ſame 
whiche is lawfull foꝛ kyngcs , is not to be permitted to others, in 
lyke caſe . Furthermoꝛe in mattins and other dayly ſeruice, the kyng 
doth acknowledgethat many thinges may be cut ol, and many taken 
cleane away. And that Clemẽt the ſeuenth committed the charge here 
of vnto Cardinall Crucei, a Spaniarde, whoſe boke of the ſame thing 
remayneth , whiche the diuines of Paris haue condempned foꝛ — 
rely: 
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teſy: whiche be ſuche akyndeofmen, that wyll condempne nat onlye 
the Germaines,as wicked and erring in Religion, but aiſo the byſhop 
hym ſelfe with all his Cardinalles, and the caſe require it. But ſeynge 
the whole matter is full of difficultie, the kyng is altogether addicted x 
to haue the churche reſtoꝛed to vnitie and concoꝛde. And how he hath 
talked herein with the Dukes of Bauier, whom he fyndeth ſtiffer tha 
the diuines of Paris. Finally he exhoꝛted them, to admitte no place of 
counſel,but by the kyng his maiſtets, and alſo the kyng ol Englandes 
aduiſe, whiche wyll conſent both in one. Moꝛeouer how certen yeres 
paſt Lewys the Frenche kyng, contended that it was not lawe ful foꝛ The kynges 
July the byſhop,to appotnte a counſel without the conſent ofthe Em- of Fraunce 
perourand other kynges.

tbe churche Barnabas. Therfoꝛe is an vnifozmitie to be ſought fo2 , that mayer be 
xcoubleſome grounded vpon the ſure foundation of Scripture . Ind the byſhop ol 
Rome endeuonreth with all his myght. to let that peace and concord, 
wherfoze the kynge is of this opinion, that ſolonge as his authozitie, 
tyꝛanny and crueltie endureth, it is vnpoſſible to come to agrement: 
fo: that the kynge hath lately deliuered his realme of Englande, out of 
that moſte fylthie bondage, and reſtoꝛed it vnto lybertie, that Idole z 
Antichuſte is nowe ſtarke madde, and where as he can wozk no mil⸗ 
chief openly, he goeth about fraude and gyle, and with falſe foꝛged 
ſclaunders, to incenſe kynges againſt hym. And al be it he woulde do 
any thynge to mainteyne his authoutie: yet is this his deuyſe and po⸗ 
lycie, to ſtyꝛe vp cruell warres, and ſet one in an others toppe. Ind the 
kynges pleaſure was, that he ſhould thus declare vnto them, not fot 
that he ſtode in feare ol the byſhop, foz he was ſo furnyſhed with all 
be rage of thynges, that he cared neyther foꝛ hym, noꝛ yet loꝛ allhis adherentes, 
Antichꝛiu. but to the intent they might clerely perceyue what Antechꝛiſtes pur⸗ 
pole is, chieflye at this pꝛeſent tyme, whan he pꝛetendeth to holde a 
tounſell, but in his mynde intendeth farre an other thynge. The kyng 
doeth confeſſe and graunte, that a lawfull diſputation were very pꝛo⸗ 
fitable aud expedient foꝛthe common wealth. But yet ſoꝛ all that, it

” erpuifed and banyched out of his Kealme, the tyꝛanny ol the byſhop of 
* . Kome,from whence as out ofa well ſpꝛang all wicked idolatrye, they 
are glad and ioyful to heare it, and befeche God that he may thus pꝛo⸗ 
cede. Moꝛeouer where he doeth admonyſhe the to beware, that there 
benodiſſention in their doctrine , they gyue hym hartythankes: but 
doubtles there is no controuerſie at all, a they doe perſeuer in the ſame 
doctrine, whiche they pꝛofeſſed at Tuſpurge. Foꝛ as concernynge the 
Anabaptiſtes, they be with the extremely punyſhed, vnleſſe they come 
to amendement: Ind that they alſo reigne chiefly in thoſe places, wher 
the doctrine of the Goſpell is pꝛohibited. The talke alſo of the byſhop, 
and of his craftie dealynge, pleaſed them very muche, and that the by⸗ 
ſhops legate is nowe in Germany, makyng pꝛomyſe of a counſel to be 
holden at Mantua, and howe he had talked herein with the Pꝛynce 
Electour of Saxony. But what deliberate aunſwere they made vnto 
his demaundes, is compuiſed in wꝛyting, whiche he ſhall haue deliue⸗ 
red vnto hym to beare vnto the kyng,to the intent he may vnderſtade 
what is their mynde herein, koꝛ the kynges ſocietie and coniunction, 
wherofhe ſpake, they pelde him harty thankes.

neth, where with they beinge ſoꝛe offended , doe their endeuour to de⸗ 
barre him from pꝛeaching, but that was in vayne, he had ſo great fa 
uoure ofthe people. Mithin a whyle certen ofthe beſte and pꝛincipal 
Senatours, recepue hym into the Citie. Ind where he was keptout 
ofthe churche, they ſet vp a pulpet foꝛ hym in the churche poxche , and 
heare hym without. But where as his audience encreaſed daplye, te; 
queſte made, that the churche myght be open fo: hym, oz cls ſhould the 
doꝛes be broken vp. ph bils ' 

And he not longe after,thzoughthe aduiſe ot certen that the people 
had choſen, wutinge his letters into Heſſia not far of, the Lantgraues 
countrey , deſpꝛeth that certen good and well learned men myght be 
ſent thether to yep hym to pꝛeache the Goſpell. noherfoze a couple 

om Marpurge. And when they came thether they 
conſulted with Rotman, and thꝛe others howe they myght bannyſhe 
the byſhop ol Romes authoꝛitie fyꝛſte of all, that after they myghte 
teache the Goſpel, tothe moꝛe pꝛolit of the hearers. Foꝛ the compaſſing 
wherof, this waye ſemed bnto them beſt. 

They dꝛawe out certen articles ot the byſhops errors, to the num- 
bꝛe of thyꝛty, and delpuer them to the Senate, beynge in the meane 
tyme ſo pꝛepared, that vnleſſe they could pꝛoue by the Scriptures that 
all theſe were Directly agatuſt Gods woꝛde, they would refuſeno pu⸗ 
nyſhment. The Senate comaundeth the catholiques of the clergie to 
tome into the court, + there pꝛopoundeth vnto them the foꝛſayde arti⸗ 
cles of errours. And foꝛ becauſe they haue alwayes pꝛetended, that 
theyꝛ doctrine was pure and grounded vppon Goddes woꝛde , and 
the Pꝛeachers denye the ſame, and wyll ieoperde theyꝛ lyues to 
pꝛoue it. They demaunde whether they wyll confute by the Scrip⸗ 


tures . ſuche thynges as are obiected. Beyngthus ſpoken vnto, and 


perceyuynge that the Senate tooke pleaſure in the thynge , they 
— aunſwere 
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anaſwere in ewe woꝛdes, that they hanenothyng to alledge foꝛ them The vavitts 

lues: And where they haue affirmed hitherto, their doinges to be aaf tene 
ght and good, that was done by wening andignozaunce.Thanthe gnozaunce. 

Senate, foꝛ as muche as they were conuicte of falſe doctrine, and had 

nothyng to ſaye foꝛ them ſelues, and confeſſed their owne naughtines: 

commaundeth from hencefoꝛth, that they teache no moꝛe, but gene 

place in all churches to theſe newe Preachers , whiche haue detected 

their crrours. After by the conſent of the Senate and the common 

people, churches were aſſigned to euerye of them where they ſhoulde 

pꝛeache. n hiche thynge the Popylhe pꝛieſtes toke very diſpleaſaunt- 

jp eſpecially thoſe that were of the cathedꝛall churche , beynge for the 

moſte parte gentlemen boꝛne of good houſes. Who at what tyme they 

coulde not othervoyſe pꝛeuayle, departe thence in great diſlikynge and 

go vnto the byſhop of he citie, and layinge their heades together, doe Tbe papits 

deniſe to ſtopye all wayes and paſſages, that there ſhould no coꝛne be abe the 

bꝛought vnto the citie. And alyttle whple after, whan all the wayes 9 

were ſtopped on euery ſyde, the byſhoy and the others afoꝛe ſayde, fo! 

a further conſuſtation to be had, come to Telget which is a litle town 

a mole without the citie: from whence was a meſſenger ſent to the ſe⸗ 

nate with letters of this effect . That they ſhoulde foꝛſake their enter⸗ 

pꝛyſe, and reſtoꝛe the olde and former ſtate, oꝛ els they would takethe 


for their ennemies.

an Anabap. them pꝛiuatly, whether they ſuppoled, that yonge childze were rightly 
chꝛiſtened? which alter they had alfirmed, he, that was wholp addict 
to the contrary opiniõ, began to ſmile, and contempne they: anſwere. 
which thing once perceiued, BarnardeRotman(befoze metioned)er: 
hoꝛteth the people in his ſermõ to pzay,y they may kepe ſtill the trewe 
doctrine a maynteine it, that it be not infected of fantaſtiẽall perſons, 
namely oſ Anabaptiſtes, which now alfo are puuely crept in amongs 
them, and kept company with others, whoſe opinion, ik it ſhoulde pe: 
uaile, not only the ſtate ofthe comon wealth, but of religiõ alſo, ſhould 
Herman become miſerable. About the ſame time came thither alſo Hermi Sta 
Stapzed. pꝛed, who beyng cõpagnion to Rotman, inueighed openly againſt the 
. chziſtening of Childꝛen. He was ſcholler to Henricke Kollie, whiche a 
lyttle befoꝛe was executed at Utreight foꝛ thopinion of Anabaptiſine. 
And he was another occaſion ofthis newe doctrine. And nowe was 
the matter comen ſo farre,that there was a great bꝛute of the Anabay 
tiſtes thꝛoughout the citte, albeit that as pet the thynge was cloſſelye 
and ſecretly wzoughte. Foz no man was admitted, vnleſſe he wereof 
they: ſecte:beſydes that the chiefe aucthoꝛs, did not pzofeſſe theſe thyn⸗ 
ges openly, neyther taught they, but in the night when other me were 
a ſlepe, than pꝛactiſed they theyꝛ miſteries. But whan the thinge was 
kno wen, and many citezens ſoꝛe offended, whiche ſaid it was not lul⸗ 
frable, that a newe doctrine ſhould be pꝛiuatly taught in the night, by 
The Anab. à decree of the Senate, they were commaunded to departe the citie. 
bauiched the But they went out one wap and came in by another, bꝛaggyng how 
cite. God had commaunded them there to remayne , and defended ther 
cauſe earneſtly.nShich thing troubled the Senate, ⁊ alſo ſtroke them 
with a ſoden admiration:wherkoze,fo2 the auoidinge ofa furthertu⸗ 
multe and daunger,the Senate commaunded the pꝛeachers, aſwell 
e of the Anabaptiſme, as ot the Goſpel, to come befoze them, and certein 
came an 4, Other learned men with them. Than did Rotman bewzay his opinioi 
uabaptiſt. which he had kept cloſe vntill that tune, and condemned the chꝛiſte⸗ 
nynge ol childꝛen, as wycked and deteſtable: But Herman Buſche 
chicfive, defended the contrarye opinion befoze the Senate in ſich? 
ſoꝛte, that they were commaunded to get them oute of the Cytye im 
mediatlye by a common decree. And wohere they alledged that ther 


myghte not ſafclye paſſe thꝛoughe the Byſhoppes Countrey — 
Sena 
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Senate both obtayned foꝛ them a ſaufeconduicte, and gaue them alſo 
money to beare they2 charges:but they whiche longe befoze were de⸗ 
termined to go no whither els, went pꝛiuelyto the followers of they: 
ſecte, and lurked there fo2a certen ſpace . In this meane tyme bekoꝛe 
they tame abꝛoade agayne, the Senate ſhut vp all the churches ſaue 
one, fearyng leſt the Anabaptiſtes (the numbꝛe of whome encreaſed - 
dayly) accompanied with their teachers, ſhoulde haue Duuen the pꝛea⸗ 
chers of the Goſpell out of the churches. 

After wardes in the moneth ol Mouembꝛe, the Lantgraue at the re 
queſt of the Senate, ſent two thether to pꝛeache, Theodozicke Fabꝛi⸗ 
tius, and John Melſinger. And he in dede vnderſtanding the trouble 
towardes and affrayde of the daunger, retourned home agayne: but 
the other aboade ſtoutely, admonyſhyngthe citezens diligently to be- 
ware of the Anabaptiſticall doctrine , and keepe ſtyll this courſe and 
perſeuered tyll the Anabaptiſtes gettinge the vpper hande, dzoue the 
reſte out ofthe Citie, as hereafter ſhalbe recited. Ind to the entent thei 
ſhould fynde lacke in nothyng,he penneth out a certen fourme of doc- 
tryne and eccleſiaſticall adminiſtration , whiche was allowed of the

Senate and the commos. Moꝛeouet by the teaue of the Senate, Pe⸗ Peter Urirs 
ter wirtemte began to pꝛeache agayne : but he had made but a fewe temie. 


Sermons, be foꝛe he was through the inſtigation of Rotman , expul⸗ 
(ed of the Anabaptiſtes. noho nowe waringe fierſe, pꝛouoked Fabu- 
tius and others to diſputation. And the Senate did conſente, that the 
matter ſhould be tried by the Scriptures only, and by ſuche other like 
wyytinges as were agreable to the ſame. Ind that there ſhould be cer 
ten well learned men, as arbitrers, who conſyderynge the ſentences 
and reaſons on eyther parte, ſhould determine the caſe, and what they 
decreed to be ratified, to the intent that in fine all controuerſie ſeclu⸗ 
ded peace might be reſtoꝛed to thechurche. But this cõdition Rotman 
and his fello wes refuſed. ndherfoze whan they would not abyde iud⸗ 
gement, they began to be diſpyſed. But tothe intent they myght waſhe 
out this ſpotte, they inuente an other waye moꝛe eaſye. 


One ok them, as though he were moued with the ſpirite of pꝛophe⸗ A Pꝛopbet 
die tuneth vp and do wne the citie,crying repente, repente, and be bap⸗ mipired.

It this began the common people to ſturre, and as many as were 
chultened agayne, cryed out after the ſame maner as he dyd . Many 
fo: feare of Gods anger, that they ſo much bꝛagged ofabuſed though 
limplicitie, beyng in deede other wyſe not euyll, kollowe their myndes 
herein: Others alſo foꝛ ſauyng of their goodes, were rebaptyſed,fo2 the 
Anabaptiſtes puniſhed ſoꝛe they: aduerſaries, and the beſt was the 
lolſe of they; ſubſtaunce: This was at the = of Decembye. _ 

A, li, in 
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And nowe agayne were they crept out of their dennes, that we paz 
of befo2e,and reſoꝛtyng to the market, make an outcrye,and cõmaum 
that all whiche are not rebaptiſed ſhould be ſlayne as Paganes and 
wicked men. After this they take the common pieces of o2dinaunce; 
munition, they inuade the to wne houſe, and do muche miſchief to ma; 


ny. And others, to the intent they myaht defend them and theirs from 


the ſpoyle and iniuric,kepe againſt ehem an other ſtronge place ofthe 
citie, and take diuers of them. This contention with the Anabaptiſts 
that kept the market, and had foztifted it on euery ſyde, continewed ſ 
longe tyl at the laſt they tame to a compoſitiõ, geuing pledges on both 
parties, wherby it was agreed that euery one ſhould follow his own 
Religion, that they ſhould go home and kepe the peace . In the meane 
tyme Rotman and Cnipperdoling; vohiche was the chiefof that fac: 
tion, notwithſtandynge that they had commended the compoſition, 
yet ſendynge their letters puuely into Townes nere by, warned men 
of their ſecte, that leauing all their goodes behynde them, they ſhoulde 
repare vnto them with all poſſible diligence. And what loeuer they 
left behinde them, they ſhoulde receiue ten tymes as muche in recom⸗ 
peuce. They being allured with ſo large and amplepꝛomiſes came the: 
ther in great nombꝛes, both men and women, hauing an aſſured hope 
to attaine to better foꝛtune, eſpectally ſuche as were pooꝛe and not a: 
ble to lyue at home, reſoꝛte to the citie of Munſter. But the tounes me, 
eſpecially thoſe that had any great ſubſtaunce, when they ſawe they! 
citie full ofſtraungers, conueped them ſelues thence as well as they 
myght, leauing the Anabaptiſtes and the other multitude. This was 
about ſhꝛoftyde in the moneth of Febꝛuary. M. D. xxxiiij. And what 
tymethe one parte was thus weakened, the Anabaptiſtes, doe chouſe 
newe ſenatours, all of their ovone factiõ, and alſo make new conſelles, 
and one of them was Cnipperdolyng. And ſhoꝛtly after they fyꝛed the 
churche of ſaint Moꝛice in the ſuburbes, and all the other buyldinges 
thereabout. Than ſpoylethey all the churches, and vndermyne theca- 
thedꝛall churche within. That done they flocke together in euerye 
ſtrete, and crye firſt repente, repente: And by and by, auoyde thence 
quickly ye wicked men, vnleſſe you intende to hazarde your lyues. Fi 
nally they aſſemble in armure, and al that were not of their ſecte,un- 
mediatly they thꝛuſt out of the citte , without reſpect of age oꝛ ſere, in 
fo muche that in that hurly burly, diuerſe women miſcaried of chylde. 
And as ſone as they had putthem to flyghte, ſtreightwayes they tote 
their goodes. and albeit thatthis happened p day befoꝛe, that they be⸗ 
ſieged the citie yet neuertheleſſe where as certen of the that fled, chau⸗ 
ced into the byſhopyes handes, he toke them as his ennemies, and dy- 
uerſe of them ivſt their heades, and emonges others one oꝛ two pꝛea⸗ 


chers ofthe Goſpell. And the ſame Peter Wirtemie beyng in daunger 


amonges 
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amonges the reſt,at the requeſt ofthe Lantgraue, was pꝛeſerued. 
whiche thynge moued the reſidue of the honeſt citezens, that all be it 
they were mynded to foꝛſake the towne, yet ſeyng the pꝛeſent daũger 
without, they were in a maner conſtrayned to tary agaynſt their wil. 
At this ſame tyme the chiefeſt Pꝛophet amonges them, ſoꝛ that name 
they doe vlurpe to themſelues, John Mathewe commaunded them, ohn cat 
that loke what golde oz ſyluer euery man had, he ſhoulde bꝛynge it all ewe che 
ſooꝛth vnder payne ofdeath,and foꝛ the ſame purpoſe was a common big fr z01 het 
treaſure houſe appointed. The people beyng ſoꝛe aſtonied at this cruel 

decree, durſt not but obeye: Neyther myght any man diſteiue oꝛ begile 

thẽ ol any part, foꝛ two certen yonge maydens that pꝛophecied, coulde 

declare what fraude was vled, neither did they only bꝛyng their own, — _ 
but toke alſo to their owne vſe the goodes of the, whome they had cx- Me 
pulſed. After this the ſame Pꝛophet commaunded , that no man from 
henceforth ſhould haue oꝛ kepe any booke , ſauing the holy Byble : Jl! 
others he commaunded to be bꝛought forth and bꝛent. This tommaũ⸗ 

dement ſayde he, was geuen hym from aboue, therfoze were bookes 

bought thether in a wonderfull numbꝛe, and all conſumed with ſyꝛe. 

It cyaunced at the ſame tyme , that one hubert Trutelynge a ſmyth, 

jad ſpoken ſome thynge in teſte againſt them, whiche named them ſel⸗ 

ueg Pꝛophetes. nohan this was knowen, they calledthe people toge- 3eflvng pa 
ther, and commaunded them to put onharneſſe:by and by the mawas nchen. 
accuſed an d cõdemned to die: whiche thinge aſtonied the people mar- 

uelouſly. Than the chief Pꝛophet befoze named, taketh this pooꝛe man 

and caſteth hym do wne fat vpon the grounde, a thꝛuſteth his ſpcare 

into hym, yet he gaue him not his deadly wounde, althoughhe pearſed 

hym with great violence:that done, he tommaunded him to be caryed 

away to an other place. Then caught he a booꝛe ſpeare out of a young 

mans hande that ſtode nert him, and as he laie iobbed him in with the 

ſtaffe heade, and ſeyng that the man would not by à by die foꝛ all this 

hefayde howe it was declared vnto hym out of heauen, that his tyme 

was not yet come to dye, and that God had graũted him his pardon. 
Notwithſtandyng he died within a fewe dayes after. Whiche thyng 

whan the Pꝛophet knewe, he toke a long moꝛiſpike, and rode vp and Ther zopbee 
downe the towne a great pace, crieng that God the father had com- atted w 
maunded hym to diſcomfitetheennemies without the citie, and put 88 

them to flyght. rohan he came nere to their campe a ſouliour encoun⸗ 

tred with him a ran him through. And albeit pᷣ his falle pꝛophecie was 

thus detected the ſeconde tõme yet had his fellowe Pꝛophetes ſo be⸗ 

witched men, and made the matter fo fayꝛe to the common people, 

that they were ryght ſoꝛy foꝛ the loſſe of hym,ſaping that there hanged 

ſome great piage oner them, that ſo woꝛthye a man was taken from 


them. The next pꝛophet vnto hym, JohnLeidan,bad them be of — 
8 comfozt. 
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coimfoꝛte, fo2 it was reuealed vnto hym longe befoꝛe, that he ſhould; 
thus ende his lyle, and that he ſhould marry his wyte. Two dates be. 
foꝛe Eaſter, they ran in to euery churche, and there range all the belles 
Cntpper da“ at ones. And after a fewe dayes Cnipperdoling pꝛophecieth, that ſuch 
— 4 be/ ag are placed in high dignitie,ſhalbe caſt downe,and others preferred 
_ to their rowmes that be of lowe and baſe degree: than he commann. 
deth that all churches ſhould be deſtroyed, affirminge earneſtipe that 
this commaundement came from God.Therfoze was he obeyed,and 
the commaundement whiche he ſayd came from heauen, was accom: 
plyſhed with great diligence. Not longe after this John Leidane, de; 
liuereth the ſworde of execution vnto Cnipperdoling, and appointeth 
Fromtbe hym to be hangeman, koꝛ thus it hath pleaſeth God, that ye which 
bozteto th? had before bozne the hygheſt office of conſulſhyp,ſhould now haue the 
Ade. lo weſt office of the hangeman. He not refuſyng,toke his offer in very 
good part alſo.uShan the byſhop had nowe by the ſpace of two oz thre 
monethes, boꝛne the whole charges of this warre alone: Herman the 
Archebyſhop of Collon, and John Duke of Claeue, ſent hym money, 
munition and certen bandes of hoꝛſemen and fotemen fox his ayde. 
And the Archebiſhop wet alſo to the campe, taſiſt hym with his coũ⸗ 
ſell, and not longe after the citie was aſſaulted in diuers places. But 
when they were out ol hope to wynne it by aſſaulte, they buylded ſeuẽ 
bulwarkes oꝛ foites about the citie to take away their victualles, and 
put into euery foꝛte an enſeigne offotemen, with certen bãdes of hol 
men to wynter there. And foꝛ the continuance of the ſiege of warre, 
whiche aſwell concerned others, the byſhop of Munſter deſp2ed ayde 
of thoſe Pꝛinces and cities, that are of the pꝛouince of Rhine, by rea⸗ 
ſon they were nere at hande. Foz the whiche cauſe an aſſemblie was

And when they were all come thither,he taketh of his cloke, and 
thoweth it on the grounde,and the newe Teſtament withall : yoit- 
nefling and ſwearing by the ſame, that the thinge whiche he had pꝛo⸗ 
pounded, was reuealed vnto him krom heauen. Therfoze he thꝛetneth 
them with right high woꝛdes, as thoughe they ſhould not haue God 
to be theyꝛ frende, vnleſſe they conſented to him. 3 
In fine, they agree in opinions, and the Doctoꝛs pꝛeache of Matri 
monythꝛee dayes together. And ſtreight waies he marieth thꝛee wy⸗ 
ues at ones. n herot the one was the wife of the afoꝛeſaid great Pꝛo⸗ — 
phet John Mathew. whole example afterwardes others folow, in 
ſo muche, as it was all accompꝛed a pꝛaiſe, to be often married.

It the eight kalendes of July,arriſeth anewe pꝛophet, which was 
a Goldſinith.noho calling an aſſemblie of the people into the market- 
place,declareth vnto them , howe it is the will and commaundement 
of the heauenly father, that John Leidane ſhould poſſeſſe thempire of | 
the whole woꝛlde. And that he marchyng foꝛwarde with a pnifſaunt 39d" Leid 
armie,ſhould diſtroy all kinges and pꝛinces without reſpecte, a ſpare — 
only the multitude, at the leaſt ſuch as loued righteouſnes. And that me. 
he ſhould poſſeſſe the ſeate of Dauid his father, vntillſuche time as the 
father ſhould reuoke the kingdome into his owne handes: And howe 
the wicked beyng deſtroyed, godly men ſhould reigne in his life. 
When thele thinges were openly declared, John Leidane immedi 
ately fell downe vpon his knees, and liftyng vp his handes vnto hea- 
uen, ſaid : Men and bꝛethꝛen, this thing knew J many dayes ſins: Pet a "OY 
would J neuer ſpeake it. Foꝛ to the intent it might be of better credit, — OP 
the father hathe vſed another miniſter. And beynge thus made kinge, 25 
ſozthwith he diſplateth the rii. men, and after the cuſtome of kynges, 
chouſeth vnto him nobles, and commaũdeth allo, that a ſwozde — 
| à gylt 
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à gylte ſcabarde, two crownes, a cheyne, a ſceptre, and ſuche other ike 
omamentes, ſhould be pꝛouided fox him of pure golde. After that he ay 
pointed certen dayes wherin he wyll heare them openly that haue a 
ny ſutes to hym. As ofte as he came abꝛoade, he was accopanied with 
his nobles and officers or houſhold. Hext after him followed two pg 
men ryding, wherof the one of the ryght hande, caried the crowne and 
the byble, and the other bare the lwoꝛde dꝛawen: with the lyke pompe 
went his chief wyfe, foꝛ he had diuers at ones. In the market place 
was pꝛepared fo: hym an highe ſeate, hanged with cloth of golde, ſuch 
tomplaintes and ſutes as came befoze him, were all foꝛ the moſte part 
concerning wyues and diuoꝛcementes, whiche were then moſte com: 
mon caſes, in ſo much as many which had liued together a long time, 
were now fizft diuoꝛſed. And it foꝛtuned that what tyme the people 
ſtoode thicke about him, pꝛeaſing to heare, beholde Cnipperdoling ieg 
peth forth a creping vpon the mens heades and ſholders that ſtoode 
thick together, and bꝛeathing into their mouthes ſayd vnto euery one, 
the father hath ſanctified the, receiue the holy ghoſt. It an other certen 
tyme, when he daunced befoze the kyng, thus ſayeth he, was J wonte 
to plape in tymes paſt with my whoꝛe? and the father hath commaun⸗ 
ded me to do lykewyſe befoze the kyng. And where he was ouer tedi⸗ 
ous and could make none ende, the kyng being offended departed: thi 
getteth he vp into the kynges ſeate, and toke vpon him to be king: But 
the kynge retourning in the meane tyme plucked him down headlig, 
and kepeth him inp2yfon thꝛe dapes. During the liege, they compylex 
ſet foꝛth a booke, whiche they call a reſtauration: wherein amonges o⸗ 


The boze of ther thinges they teache that the kyngdome of Chꝛiſte ſhalbe of this 


reſtitution. 


ſoꝛte, betoꝛe the laſt daye oftudgement, that his elect and choſen ſhold 
reigne, the wicked being vtterly deſtroyed in all»ylaces .. They teache 
moꝛeouer, howe the people may put downe the Magiſtrate, Further 
moꝛe, albeit the Apoſtles had no commaundement to vſurpe any1urif- 
diction, pet ſuche as are nowe miniſters of the churche, ought to take 
vpon them the ryght ofthe ſwoꝛde, and by force to eſtablyſhe a newe 
common wealtyz,and that no man ought to be ſuffered in the churche, 
whiche is not a true chꝛiſtian. Againe, that no mi can be ſaued, vnies 
he make all his goodes common, and kepe nothing pꝛiuate to hymſell, 
They ſaie alſo, that Luther and the bichop of Rome be falſe pꝛophetes, 
pet of both is Luther the woꝛſe Finally they ſaye, how the mariage of 
ſuche as are not lyghtened with the true fayth, is polluted and filthie, 


Tho w2ote ad rather to be reputed fox whozedome oꝛ aduoutrie. Theſe opinions 
agatull the. of theirs were comfuted chiefly by Melanchthõ, Juſtus Jonas, Me⸗ 


mus, Uꝛbanus Regius, whoſe woꝛkes full of eloquence remayne tou⸗ 
ching the ſame. Than a fewe weakes after, the newe Pꝛophet that J 
ſpake of,blewe the trompet in every ſtrete and commaũded all men to 
arme 
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arme them ſelues, and repayꝛe to the head churche poꝛche: foꝛ the ene- 


my mult be dzinen from bekoze the citie. rohan they came thether they 
fynde their ſupper ready, and being commaunded there ſate downets 
the numbꝛe of foute thouland. Acterwardeg alſo ſuppe thei which had 
watched in the meane tyme eo at a thouſand, The kyng a the quene 
with theyꝛ familie ſerued, whar zyme they had eatẽ wel, and that ſup-

per was almoſte done, the king him ſelfe reacheth bꝛead vnto euere 


one with theſe woꝛdes, take, eate, ſhewe the death ol the Loꝛde. And 


i the Quene geuing the Cuppe, ſayeth, dꝛynke, and ſhewe the Lozdes 


death. This done, the Pꝛophete befoꝛe mentioned goeth in to the pul⸗ 
pet, and demaundeth of them , whether they wyll obey Gods woꝛde. 
whan they had all ſayde yea. Jt is the heauenly fathers commaunde- 
ment ſaith he: to ſende foꝛth pꝛeachers ol his wozde , to the numbꝛe of 
twenty eight. whiche going into the foure partes of the woꝛlde, may 
pꝛeache the ſame doctrine that is taught inthis Citie. Than he reci⸗ 
teth their names, and ſheweth whether eche man ſhall go. n8herfoze 
ſire were ſent to Oſenbꝛidge, as many to Marrẽdoꝛfe, eight to Soeſt 
and as many to Coſtelde. And than the kynge aud the Quene ſuppe 
with the reſt of the ſeruitours, and the Pzeachers that were appoyn⸗ 
ted to be ſent foꝛth. In ſupper tyme the kynge ryſeth vp and ſayeth, he 
hath a little buſines that the father hath commaunded him, it chaun⸗ 
ted that a ſouldiour was taken pꝛyſoner, whome the kyng accuſeth of 


treaſon as an other Judas, and beheaded hym his ſelfe . After this he The kin

retourneth to his ſupper, and telleth merely what he had done. After marther. 


ſupper theſe fozeſaid eight a twenty were ſent away about nyght, and 
beſydes their charges, euery man had deliuered him a piece of golde, 
whiche they were commaunded to leaue in ſuche places as would not 
admitte their doctrine . Whiche ſhould be atoken of their deſtruction 
and death enerlaſting,fo2 refuſpng ofpeace and holſome doctrine offe- 
red. ho ſetting loꝛth, whan euery man came to his place, they cried 


thoughout the townes, that men ſhoulde repent and do penaunce, oꝛ The pꝛea 
els they ſhould ſhoꝛtly be deſtroyed, they ſpꝛead their clothes vpon the chers ot Þ5- 
grounde befoze the Magiſtrate, and thꝛewe down vpon the ſame the er. 


pieres of golde whiche they had receiued, affirming how they are ſent 
of the father to offer them peace, which if they wyl receyue, thei bid thẽ 
to communicate their ryches. But if they refuſe ſo to doe, than do they 
by this ſygne witneſſe their acte and vnthankefulnes . Fox this is the 
ſame tyme that all the Pꝛophetes haue ſpoken of befoꝛe, wherin God 
would haue ryghtcouſnes obſerued, thꝛough out the whole vniuerſall 
woꝛlde. And whan the kyng ſhal( accoꝛdyng to his duty) haue bꝛought 
the matter ſo to paſſe, that iuſtice ſhall reigne in all places, than ſhall 
Chuft deliuer vp the kyngdome to his father. what tymetheyhad 


lpoken thus, they were appꝛehended, and fyzſt by gentle meanes, and 
afterwardes 
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They be rat Alter wardes by tozmentes being examined ok their bellefe, and kyndt 
u ollpfe, and the fortification al the ciete They make aunſwere howe 
; they only haue the true doctrine, and that woulde they witneſſeand 
ſtande to the death. For ſince the Apoſtles tyme hitherto, the woneof 

God was neuer preached ryghtly: neither hath there bene any iuſtite 

And that there be foute Prophetes, wherol two are iuſte, Bauid and 

John Leidane, and two vniuſte, the byſhop of Rome, # Luther, wie 

is woꝛſe than tho other is. Being demaũded wi they did erpulle the 

innotent people out of the citie contrary to their fidelitie and pꝛomyſe, 


taking theit goodes, their wyues and their childꝛe, and by What plate 


of Sctipture they could pꝛoue, and defend this their iuſtice? They ſay 

that nowe is the tyme come, wherin Chuſt ſayd, how the meke ſhould 

poffeſſe the carth. Ind þ after the ſame ſozte in times paſte, God gaue 

the goodes of the Egiptians vnto the people of Flraeit. Afterwardes 

ſpeazyng of the numbꝛe of men and victualles within the citie, they af 

firmed that diuerle and many hadaboue fiue votires, Wozeoner howe 

they lokeddayly foꝛ a greater power out of Hollande and Friſelande, 

So lone as they ſhould come,thekyng would marche fozwarde with 

his whole Atmie to ſubdue and coquere the would, deſtroying kinges 

Thetr obfti and Princes, fo2 that they had not miniſtred juſtice. After theirrac: 
nacie. edge no Magiſtrate, beſides their owne kynge, they were rewarded 
with the loſſe ot their heades; Neuertheleſſe one eſcaped. But nowe 
was the citie on euery ſpde ſo nartouly and ſtraightlye beſieged; that 
there was no wape to go out. n>herfore the citezens fearing amine 
being carefull foꝛ their owne perill, thought to appꝛehende the kynge, 
he Uynge and ſende hym to the byſhop boũde. But the king hearing therof, choſe 
taicth- bede out twelue amonges them all, whiche he thought were moſte faithful 
w hym ſelle. vnto him and called them Dukes, and appointed fo euerp of thema 
garde, and ſome part ofthe to wne to kepe, leſt there ſhould aryſe anye 

tumulte amonges the people. Than maketh he pꝛomyſe to the mutti 
tude, ho we at Eaſter they ſhould be deliuered, both from ſiege and pe⸗ 

nurie But vnto the twelue Dukes whiche he chole, he pꝛomiſed moꝛe 

ample thinges a great deale, telling them howe they ſhoulde haue the 


chiefe rule and gouernment, namyig allo what coũtreis, townes and 


Callels,he would geue vnto euerp one ol them. He ſapd, he would on⸗ 
ly ſpare the Lantgraue, foꝛ that he truſted that he woulde take his 
parte at the length. ſhewed you befo2e of the aſſemblie appointed at 
Confluence, in the moneth of Decembꝛe, fo2 the ſtates of the pꝛouince 
of Rhine. Unto whom alſo Friderick the Pzince Electour of Saro- 
ny, annexed him lelfe of his owne accoꝛde. In this aſſemblie, after 
conſultation had, was decreed te ayde the byſhop of Munſter imme 
diatly, with thze hundꝛeth hoꝛſemen, and thꝛe thouſande _ 
1 


king, whan they perſeuered ſtyl in their purpoſe, and would acknow⸗ 
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for ſyxe monethes: ouer the whiche garryſon and the whole warre al 
ſo, Wiricke, Countie Oberſted had the charge. They decreed moꝛeo⸗ 
uer to ſollicite the reſidue of the ſtates impt rial fox their ayde. And 
becauſe the Emperour was in Spayne,to entreate king Ferdinado, 
that againſt the moneth of Ipuil,he aſſigne a generall metyng foꝛ the 
ſame purpoſe. After this they admoniſhe them that were beſeged, by 
their letters earneſtly wꝛytten, that they ſhould leaue a loꝛſake theire 
enterpꝛiſe, whiche was fo diſhoneſt and wicked, as nothynge could be 
moꝛe: And vnleſſe thei would obey, and ſubmit them ſelues vnto their 
laweful magiſtrate, they do pꝛoteſte that the byſhop( who no we beſe- 
geththem ) lhal not wante the ayde of the whole Empyze. This was 
at the ende of Decembꝛe. And at the Jdes of January , inthe yeare a 
M. D. xxxv.Thei wꝛite again with many woꝛdes in dede, but to ſmal 
purpoſe, vet ſo as they cõmended and mainteined their guarel: but vn- 
to that, whiche was obiected vnto them foꝛ makynge of a kynge, they 
aunſwered nothynge at all. Howe be it in they: letters to the Lant⸗ 
graue, they go about to ercuſe the matter, ſpeakinge many thynges of 
the lalle and deſtruction of all wickedmen, and of the deliueraũce and 
kyngdome of the Godly in this lyfe. And ſende him withall, the booke 
ol Keſtauration, befoꝛe mentioned, admonyſhyng him to amende, and 
that he attempte no warre againſt them, as other wycked Pꝛwuces 
doe, foꝛ they are holy men and good people. The Lantgraue readinge 
ouer their booke and their letters, noted what he thought blame wor 
thy, and cõmaunded his learned me to aunſ wer it. And fo2 as muche 
as they had in fewe woꝛdes and thoſe abſcure wꝛitten that their king 
was not ſo muche of theirs, as of Gods appointment he demaundeth 
ofthe, wherfoze they did not expꝛeſſe thoſe places of Scripture, wher- 
by they thought it lawefull thus to doe? And why they dyd not con- 
firme the thynge befo2e with ſignes and wonders?Fo2 ofthe cõminge 
of Chꝛiſte, God had declared longe befoꝛe by alltheP2ophetes, ſo eui⸗ 
dently, that it was well knowen, not only of what houſe oz familie, 
but alſo whan and where he ſhould be boꝛne. They had alſo requeſted 


hat the matter might be heard, wherunto the Lantgraue anſwered, 


that the ſame might not now take place. Foꝛ ſo much as they had takẽ 
byon them the aucthoꝛitie of the ſwoꝛde, and had bene the woꝛkers of 
lo muche milchiefe. Foꝛ all men ſee what marke they ſhoute at, certẽly 
to ſubuerte all lawes and common wealth. And lyke as their intente 
is wicked and deteſtable, ſo is nowe their requeſte to haue their cauſe 
heard, fapned and diſſembled. He doubtles ſent vnto the faythful pꝛea⸗ 
chers and miniſters ofthe churche, of whome they were ryghtlye in⸗ 


ſtructed. Ind where as they nowecontepning their doctrine, dorefiſt the errours 
the magiſtrate, take other mens goodes, mary ſondꝛye wyues,+ haue andmilchtef 
choſen them a newe kynge . were allo they denye that Chuſteroke o Anabak. 
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the humane nature ol thevirgyn Mary, where they affirme that man 
hath free wyll, where they tompell men to make their goodes cõmon 
where they ſape there is no remiſſion loꝛ a ſinner that falleth , all the 
thynges ate againſt the lawes both of God and man. 
Abozkeors  Whanthis anſwer was bought vnto the, they voꝛpte agapne, and 
mille ries of ſende a booke with all compyled in the vulgare tõgue, ofthe miſteriez 
ſcripture. of Scripture. And againe in an Epiſtle they amplefie their cauſe, and 
delende their opinions. And in tyis booke they deuide the courſe and 
tyme ofthe whole woꝛlde into the partes, a the fyꝛſt age from Idan 
to Noe, they ſaye was deſtroyed with the Deluge of water the ſecs) 
wherein we are nowe at this daye,ſhalbe conſumed with fp2e,but the 
thyꝛde ſhall be cleane a newe woꝛlde, wherein tuſtice ſhail reigne: ne; 
uertheleſſe befoze this laſt tyme ſhall appeare, this pꝛeſent age muſt be 
pourged by fyꝛe, but that ſhall not be tofoze that Intichziſte ſhall be 
reuealed, and his power vtterly abolyſhed.Thi ſhall it come to paſſe 
that the ſeate of Dauid, whiche is decayed, ſhal be newly erected , and 
Chꝛiſte ſhall poſſeſſe his kyngdome here in earth, and the wꝛptinges 
of the P2ophetes ſhall be accomplyſhed . Ind that this pzeſent woꝛdde 
now, is lyke the tyme ol Eſaw. Foz iuſtice kepeth ſilence,and the God: 
Cbis pꝛeſẽt jp are perſecuted. But as after the captiuitie of Babylon, ſo nowe allo 
age cumpa? the tyme of reſtauration is at hande, to delyuer vs from all thele my. 
red to Claw ſerieg, and to rendꝛe vnto the wycked aboundauntly alter their deme: 
rites, as in the Fpocalipſe is declared: And that in this ſame Keſtau⸗ 
ration goeth befoꝛe the woꝛlde to come, to the intent that all the vn⸗ 
godlye beynge deſtroyed, the houſe and ſeate of iuſtice, myght be pꝛe⸗ 
pared and beautified. 
nhan the Lantgraue had red this booke , he ſet in hande the Mi; 
niſters of his churche to wꝛyte againſt it. The reſidue of the ſtates in 
perial aſſembled at Eflinge,do miſſpke the doinges of them that were 
at cũtfluence, affirming that they had no authoꝛitie to impoſe oz charge 
them with any burthen, vnleſſe it had bene by the conſent of the Em 
perour and all ſtates. In the moneth of Febzuary, Coꝛne within the 
citie waxed very ſcarſe, in ſo muche that ſome alſo died foꝛ honger and 
wantcof meate. It foꝛtuned that one ofthe Quenes, pitieng the peo⸗ 
ple had ſayde to the reſt, ho we lhe ſuppoſed that God woulde not that 
men ſhould peryſhe thus with famine. 
The kynge The kyng whiche had his ſtooze houſes furnyſhed at home, not on⸗ 
beheadeothe ly fo2 neteſſitie, but alſo foꝛ riot and voluptuouſnes, after he kuewe it, 
Quene. bought her fozthein to the Market place, and all the reſte with her, 
and commaundynge her to knele downe, ſtroke of her heade, and 
whan ſhe was dead, vttered her to haue played the whore. : 
This done the reſidewe ſyng, and gyue thankes to God the heaue⸗ 
lye father. After that the kynge daunceth wyth them and — 
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the reſtof the multitude , whiche had nothynge lefte them but bzeade 
andſalte, to dauncynge and mery paſtymes. han Eaſter came and 
no deliueraunce appered at all, the kyng whichehadpzomyſedſo ſtou⸗ 
telp,to inuente ſome excuſe, kayned him ſelfe ſicke foz the ſpace of ſyxe 
dayes: After he commeth abzoade amonges the people, and telleth the 
howe he hath ryden on a blynde Alle, and that God the father hathe 2 11,1 alle 
layde vpon his backe the ſynnes of the people.uSherfoze they are now 
made cleane, and delyuered from euery ſpotte. And this to be the deli⸗ 
ueraunce whiche he pꝛomyſed, wher with they ought to holde them cõ 
tented. Luther amonges other thynges whiche he let foꝛth in the vul⸗ 
gar tongue, about this tyme, wꝛote alſo of this tragedye of Munſter. Lothers wat 
Alas ſapeth he, howe ſhould Jcomplayne oz lamente thoſe wzetched 9 ot Pat. 
men?fo2 the thynge it ſelfe declareth, that there d well deuylles thycke 
and thꝛefolde: but yet ought we to pꝛaye the inkinite mercy of God he- 
rein, and haue good cauſe ſo to doe. Foꝛ albeit that foz the contempt of 
the Golpell, the repꝛoche of Goddes holy name, and the ſhedyng of in⸗ 
nocent bloud, Germany hath iuſtly deſerued to be plaged, yet hathe 
God hetherto reſtrayned the fozce and violence of Sathan, and hath 
not permitted him to haue the reignes at libertie,but mercifully admo 
nyſheth vs, and by this tragedye of Munſter, nothinge at all artikici⸗ 
ous, calleth vs to the amendement of lyfe. Foꝛ vnleſſe God had bzyde- Godbztdieth 
led hym, and holden hym backe, J doubte not, but that moſte ſubtille de power of 
ſynde, and wylie artificer, would haue handled the matter farre other ©atvan- 
wyle, But nowe that God hathe made a reſtraynte, he rageth and 
tourmopleth, not ſo muche as he woulde, but ſo much as he is permit⸗ 
ted. Foꝛ the wycked ſpirite, that ſeketh the ſubuerſion ol the Chꝛiſtian 
— not this way to woꝛke, to perſwade the marriage of ma⸗ 
ny wpues. | 
Foz ſeyng both the vnlawkulnes and the fylthye beaſtlynes of the 
thynge,is apparent in the ſyght of all men, he perceiueth well enough 
that men woulde abhoꝛre it. In dede the politicke and ciuile gouerne⸗ 
met may thzough this meane be diſturbed, but the kingdom of Chuſt 
mult be attempted withother weapons and Ingines. 
He that would circumuente and deceaue men, maye not affectate _ _ 
rule and gouernment, and playe the tyzaunt : Fox all men diſalowe Sy what 
this and ſee plapnely what his intente is. But he muſt attapne there- ramen 
unto by ſecrete meanes, as it were by certen bypathes. To goe in olde "_—_ 
and euyll fauoured apparell, to looke with a graue countenaunce, to 
hange downe the heade towardes the grounde, to Faſte, to handle Croked nec- 
no Money, to abſteyne from Fleſſhe, to abhoꝛre Matrimonpe, to ked cart«1l, 
eſchewe bearynge of offpce as a pꝛophane thynge, to refuſe gouerne- 
mente, and to pzofeſſe a wounderkull lowelynes ofmynde. : 
| Bb. ij. This 
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This J ſap, is the ready way and meane, to deceyue them that be ajh 
ryght woyſe, and the whiche couertly and pꝛiuely ſetteth open the way 
to a kyngdome.But it is ouermuche impudencie, foꝛ a mã to take bpd 


Cbe craft of him ſelfto be king a foꝛ his fleſhly luſte to mary as many wpues as he 
an ignozaũt fanſieth, this is not ſure vᷣ policte of anyſkilful deuyl, but of ones is yet 
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rude a ignoꝛant, oꝛ if he be expert, thã aſſuredly God hath him ſo boüde 
in achapne y hecan woꝛke no moꝛe craftely. Whiche doubtles he doth 
for this intentethat we ſhoulde feare his deitie, and amende our lines, 
befoꝛe he let loſe that cunning deuyl, whiche certenly wyll aſſaulteys 
muche moꝛe fierfly. Foz ifthis deuyl being but a ſymplegrammarian, 
hath ſtyꝛed vp ſo muche trouble, what (hal we than do, whan Sathj 
of muche moꝛe knowledge, being an expert Lawyer,andaperfite di; 
uine, ſhall make towardes vs with full ſayle. herfoꝛe there is ng 
greatfeare ofthis ſo vngoodly a deuyll. ſuppoſe alſo that all that be 
in the citie, lyke not well this ſpozt and gameplaye, but that many ate 
ryght ſoꝛy, whiche not without ſyghynges and teares, deſpꝛe of God 
to be delyuered, as chaunced certen yeares ſynce, alſo in the ſedition 
ofthe countrey men. And woulde to God, that in the whole worde 
there were no craftier Deuyll than this of Munſter: So that God 
would not take his woꝛde from vs, J beleue there are but fewe that 
woulde geue any credite to ſo groſſe and ſo dꝛunken a maiſter. Ind 
pet ſurely whan Gods wꝛath is kyndled, there is no errour ſo abſurde 
oꝛ vnſauery, whiche the Deuill can not perlwade, as we ſee happened 
in the doctrine of Mahomet. Foꝛ albeit, it is altogether folyſhe yet the 
lyght of Gods woꝛde beyng quenched, it toke foꝛce and ſtrengthe and 
is ſp1cad abꝛoade in ſuche ample maner as you ſee. And ik God had 
not infrynged the deuiſe and enterpꝛyſe ok Muncer, the ſame woulde 
haue come to paſſe alſo in Germany. Foꝛ Sathan can rayſe vp a great 
flamme through Gods permiſſion , ofa verey ſmall ſparke: neyther is 
there any better waye to quenche the fp2e , than by the woꝛde of God: 
foꝛ where as þ armure of our ennemies is al together incoꝛpoꝛate it ca 
neyther be ſubdued with tropes ol hoꝛſemen, noz pet by the foꝛce ofmu 
nition oꝛ other warlyke furniture. But our P2ynces and Byſhoppes 
go the contrary waye to woꝛke. They hynder the doctrine of the Gol⸗ 
pell, by the whiche only the myndes and hartes ofmen can be healed. 
And in the meane tyme, exercyſe cruelpunylſhement, to bꝛyng the body 
from the Deuyll, but they leaue hym the better part of man, whiche is 
the harte and the ſoule: whiche thyng ſhall haue like ſucceſſe wyth the, 
as it had with the Jewes in times paſt, who thought to quẽche Chiilt 
by his croſſe and paſſion. But as concerning thoſe thinges, which they 
of Munſter haue wꝛytten and ſet forth, J ſuppoſe the thynge ſtandeth 
thus, and theyꝛ wꝛytinge lately publyſhed maketh me ſo thinke, wher 
in they haue gallantly paynted out theyꝛ owne furye. rot 
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For fyꝛſt touchinge faythe they teache verey abſurde thynges, and ol 
Chuſte, as though he were not boꝛne of the virgyn Mary, not with- 
ſtanding that theyconfeſſe howe he came of the ſeede of Dauid. But 
they do not ſufficiẽtly declare the thinges, and aſſuredly Sathanbun- 
geth vp ome monſtre. This in dede doth heſignifie nothinge darkely, 
that theſcede oꝛ fleſhe of Warye , can not delpuer vs, but he labou⸗ 
reth in vaine:foꝛ the Scripture ſaith that Chꝛiſt was boꝛne ofthe vir⸗ 
gin Mary, whiche vocable ſure in al tonges is referred vnto the chyld 
whiche conceined ofthe fleſh and bloud ol his mother takyng ſhape, 
is bꝛought foꝛth into the woꝛlde. Agaime, where they condempne the 
baptiſine of the tyme paſte as a pꝛophane thinge, it is vnwittely done 
okthem. Foꝛ they do not iudge oz eſteme that woꝛke as athyng oꝛdey⸗ 
ned of God, but of man only. But in caſe euery thing ought to be diſpt- 
ſeda caſt away that wicked men geue oꝛ haue, J maruel ſurely wher⸗ 
foe they do not alwell contemne gold, ſyluer, and other ryches, taken 
fromthe wicked, and inuente ſome newe metall ozother deuiſe. Fox 
pke as theſe are, ſo is alſo baptiſme, the woꝛke and creation of God. 

Whan the wicked ſweareth, he abuſeth the true name of God: Ilhe 
haue not the true name of God, he offendeth nothyng. He that robeth 
oꝛ ſtealeth, bꝛeaketh the commaundement ok God: In caſe he haue not 
the true commaundemet of God, he ſynneth not: ſo like wyſe if the foz- 
mer baptiſine be nothyng , than ſuche as are waſhed there with, haue 
not erred. hy tha do theſe fellowes deteſt the Chꝛiſtening of though 
it were a wycked thyng, where it is nothynge at all, as they them ſel⸗ 
ues doe confeſſe. Il the mariages of this fourmer tyme, were to be ac- 


compted foꝛ whoꝛedome and adultery , becauſe they were contracted Of martage 


of ſuche as wanted faith ( as they ſaye) J pꝛaye you do not they graunt 
them ſelues to be whoꝛe ſonnes all the packe of them? Nowe il they 
be baſtardes and milbegotten, tell me why doe they emoye the landes 
and patrymony of the eitie and of theyꝛ aunceſters? Reaſon woulde in 
dcede that foꝛ as muche as they are of that ſozte, they ſhoulde inherite 
no lande but in this their newe kynde of matrimonie, ſhonld pzouyde 
them newe poſſeſſtons and rpches, whiche myght haue a moze honeſt 
tytle:Foꝛ it is not ſemelye, that ſo holy and Godlye people as they doe 
pꝛetende to be, ſhoulde lyue or the vnlawfull and baſtardelye goodes 
ol harlottes, muche leſſe take them fro others, by vyolence and playne 
tabberye. And as touchynge they: foolyſhe kyngdome, there be ſo 
many and open crymes in this one thynge, that it nedeth no longer 
diſcourſe : Ind certeniythat whiche is ſayde, maye feme ouer muche 
and not greatly neceſſarye, eſpeciall ſeynge that all theſe matters are 


lufficiently treated and dectared of others. 
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of Apꝛill at oꝛmes, the cities whiche hitherto had geuen no money 
Lhe allem. do pioteſte in the beginning, that their comming thether was not fn 
vue at WE the detree made at confluence,but only to obeye the Emperour Thing 
_ Ferdinando. After they had great altercatiõ with the Pꝛinces, about 
contribution . At the length they condeſcended to gine ayde foꝛ fpye 
monethes, twenty thouſand crownes monethly, they decreed moe, 
uer that what tyme the citie ſhould be wonne oꝛ taken, the innocent 
pcople ſhould be ſpared, and that ſuch good men, as either be there ye: 
ſeged,o2 els are fled thence, ſhould be reſtoꝛed to their goodes. han 
this decree was made, the byſhop of Munſter deltnereth his armie 
vnto Oberſten. But where as the money was ouer negligetly leuied 
and almoſt in dede to late, there coulde no notable exploicte be done. 
And the captaynes them ſelues, foꝛ lacke of money, were oltener than 
ones in daunger oftheir lyues, thꝛough the ſedicion of theſouldiours, 
What tymethe matter was bꝛought to ſuche an extremitie withinthe 
citie, that many died dayly fo2 famine, many alſo departed thence, and 
went a bꝛoade ſo pyned and hongerſtoꝛuen, that their very ennemies 
Che titie had pitie and compaſſion vps them: The Captaines ſent woꝛde to the 
wax requi / tovnes men, that in caſethey would deliuer the king x certen others, 
red torendze they ſhould haue no harme. Whiche albeit thecitezens woulde fapne 
haue done, yet were they ſo afrayde ofthe kynges crueltie, avigilacie, 
that they durſt attempte nothynge, fozhe was ſo obſtinate, that ſo lõg 
as any thyng remayned fo him ſelfe x a fewe others to eate, he would 
neuer rend2e.uSherfoze the captaynes wꝛyte againe, and bidde them 
ſende out no mote from hencefoꝛth, not ſo muche as women oz childꝛẽ. 
The coplait This was the firſt day of June: The next day they wꝛote an anſwer, 
of p Punic» complayning that their matter could not be heard, and ſaid they were 
rians. afflicted without deſert of their parte: Foz if any man coulde detecte 
them of errour, they would do as ſhould become them. After this they 
doe expounde a certen place of Daniel, ot the fourth beaſt which was 
much more cruell than all the reſt. The concluſion of their letters was, 
that they would thzongh Gods helpe perſeuer ſtyl in this confeſſionof 
the veritie. All whiche thinges were thus wꝛytten after the kynges 
mynde. But whan thynges were bꝛought to a maruelous extremitie 
in the citie, two certen men eſcaped out, the one ok them was takenof 
the ſouldiours, the other vpon his fidelitie came to the byſhop, and ey⸗ 
ther of the ſhewed the meane how to wynne the citie. Countie Ober- 
ſten and the byſhop, hearyng bothe their tales, the two and twenty of 
June, ſommoned the towne, charging the citezens to rendꝛe it vp and 
yelde them ſelues, that the people might be ſaned, and not peryſh thus 
fozhonger.They cauſe Rotman to aunſwet on the walles , the kynge 
ſtanding there by, in ſuche ſoꝛte as they would not relent no! chaunge 
their purpoſe. Two dayes after about aleuen a clock in the _ = 
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ſotemen were bꝛought cloſely to the citte , and certẽ choſen ſouldiours, 
though the conduict of the two men eſcaped, got ouer the dyche vp to 
walle, and ſlewe the watche:others followyng the, ſynde the poſterne 
gate open, and about fiue hondꝛeth with certen captaynes and enlig⸗ 
nes entred the citie. Than the tounes men being aſſembled together, 
ſtayed the reſte that would lykewyſe haue inuaded, and longe it was 
02 euer they coulde put them backe and ſhut the gate, that done, they 
geue charge by and by vpon thoſe that wer come in, and flew many of 
them. And whan they had foughten ſoꝛe by the ſpace of one houre oꝛ The wyn- 
two, the ſouldiours that were encloſed, ſtept to the next gate, thatwas neng of Þ6- 
kept with a ſmall garde, and bꝛeake it open perfoꝛce, and ſo made wap der. 
fot their fellowes without, which immediatly pꝛeſſedin with a ſtzõg 
power. And wheras the townes me at the firſt made reſiſtaunce, and 
zept the market place, whiche they had wel foꝛtified foꝛ their own de⸗ 
fence,at the laſt the matter being deſperate, and many ofthemflapne, 
at the firſt encountre, they craued and founde mercy. But the kynge a 
Cnipperdoling were taken at the ſame inſtante: Rotman being out of =_ ayng 
all hope to liue, running amoges his ennemies where they were thic⸗ . 
keſt was ſlayne, leſt he ſhould come into their handes alyne. Whan 
the Citic was won, the Byſhop toke to hym ſelfe the munitiõ and half — — de · 
the poyle, after diſcharging his armie, he relerueth to him ſelfe two en erate. 
ſeignes only to aſiſte him in the citie. 
Than followed an other counſell imperiall at oꝛmes, in the mo⸗ 
neth ol July, wherin kyng Ferdinando by his deputes, pꝛopounded 
and demaundeth, whether that the citie beyng nowe taken, they ſhall 
treate furthermoꝛe ho we to deſtroye altthe Anabaptiſtes : He admo- 
nyſheth them alſo to call vpon the Byſhop of Rome foꝛ a counſel.Thei 
layethatas touchyng the Anabaptiſtes, it hath bene all redy ſet foꝛth 
by diners pꝛoclamations, what is mete to be done. And the Byſhop The byſhop 
hath bene oft enoughe ſollicited foꝛ a counſell euen by the Emperoure ot Hunter 
hymſelfe:neyther can they doe any thiuge moꝛe therein. In the ſame demanndetb 
counſell the byſhop of Munſter requyzeth to be recompenced fox his dis charges. 
charges and cõplayneth that the money pꝛomyſed was not yet paide. 
Whan nothyng els could be concluded, and very fewe ſkates alſo wer 
there pꝛeſent: An other metinge was there aſſigned againſt Nouem- 
be, wherin they ſhoulde take oꝛdꝛe foꝛ the accomptes and charges of 
the warre,and howe the comms wealth of Munſter here after ſhould 
be gouerned . nohan thedaye was come, Ferdinando his Ambaſſa- 
dour in fewe woꝛdes repeteth the cauſes of that aſſemblie, and that a- 
monges other thynges they myght deuiſe alſo, how the citie lately ta⸗ 
ken, maye remayne krom hencefoꝛth in the olde religion. After this the 
Byſhoppes Ambaſſadour declarcth what charges he hath bene at all 


this warre tyme, what great ſomes of money he hath — ; — 
owe al⸗ 
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Howe after the citie was taken, foꝛ the auoyding oftumultes and ty 
ther daunger he wasenforced to buylde two ſoꝛtes in the citie and to 
manne them:Of all the whichthinges he deſy2eth that a cõſideration 
might be had.Yereunto aunſwere was made that the byſhop had the 
greateſt part ofthe ſpople, all the munition, ⁊ alſo thecitezens goodes. 
All the whiche thynges do in dede appertepne to the common wealth 
of the Empire: wherfoꝛe reaſon would that of al theſe thynges an eſti 
mate ſhould be made, and ſo much be out of thechargesdiducted, and 
than the ouerplus to be aunſwered accozdinglye. After it is decreed, 
that the byſhop of Munſter ſhould be vnder the Empire, accoꝛding to 
the olde cuſtome, that all the Nobilitie of the citte ſhould be reſtoꝛed 
the citezens alſo that are fled awaye ſo that they be not Anabaptiſt, 
Touching Religion the Byſhop ſhall take oꝛdꝛe therein accoꝛdinge to 
the decrees ofthe Empyꝛe, that in the ſpꝛing of the next yere following 
the Ambaſſadours ofthe Pꝛynces ſhould go to Munſter, and vnder⸗ 
ſtande the ſtate of the citezens, that they ſaue the innocent people, and 
deſtroye all the fortifications made by the Anabaptiſtes,and that the 
byſhop ſhall alſo caſte downe the two foꝛtes whiche he hath buylded 
within the citie And that he execute immediatly the king, Cnipper⸗ 
doling, and Crechtinge, pꝛyſoners accoꝛding to their demerites, and 
kepe them no longer. 

To that point concerning Keligiõ, the Duke of Saxon, the Lant⸗ 
graue, the Duke ol Wirtemberge, and Countie Anhalde, pꝛoteſted 0: 
penlp, that thep would neuer aſſente to. The cities alſo pꝛofeſſed the 
ſame, nepther would they haue the olde fo2tification defaced,for the 
The kyn1+ newe they were not againſt. The kyng and his two fellowes were 
dis el lowes caxied hither and thither vnto Hꝛyntes, foꝛ a ſhewe and mockery. By 
caried about tije whiche occaſion the Lantgraues preachers enter in diſputation 
dith the kynge, touchynge theſe opinions chieflye ofthe kyngdome of 
Diſputation Chyiſte,of Magiſtrates, of Juſtification, of Baptiſme, of the Lozdes 
wu ains ſupper, of the incarnation of Chuſte,and of Mariage, and bythe teſti 
= monies of Scripture pꝛiuayle ſo farre, that albeit they did not chauge 
him wholy, which ſtroue and defended his opinions ſtifly,yet did they 
turne him & cõfounde him, ſo that in fpne he graunted to many things, 
whiche not withſtanding he was ſuppoſcd to haue done to ſaue his 
lyfe.Fo2 whan he retourned vnto him the ſeconde tyme,he pꝛomyled if 
he myght haue his pardon, to bzynge to paſſe, that the Anabaptiſtes 
whiche were in Hollande, Bꝛabant, Englande and Freſelande, an er⸗ 
ceadyng great numbꝛe, ſhold kepe ſylence, and obey the Magiſtrates 
m all thynges. Afterwardes the ſame pꝛeachers reaſoned with his 
fellowes allo, both by mouthe and wꝛyting, of moꝛtification, of Chi 
ſtening of Chyldꝛen of the communion of goodes ol the kyngdome of 
Chꝛiſte. hat tyme they were bzought to Teiget, the kyng —

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maunded ofthe Byſhop, by what authoꝛitie he durſt be ſo bolde to v- 
ſurpe ſo muche libertie vpon his Citie and people: e aſked hym again 
who gaue him that power and aucthoꝛitie ouer the Citie? And wher The bolbe 
theByſhop made aunlwere, that by the conſent of the College a the zue ger at 
yeople,he had that rule and iuriſdiction: And J(fapde he) was called 
hether of God. At the thirtene kalẽdas of Febzuary,thei were bought 
again to Wunſter,# cõmitted euery man to a ſeuerall pꝛyſon. And the 
ſame daye alſo, came the Byſhop thether accompanied with the Arch 
biſhop. of Collon, and the Ambaſſadours of the Duke of Cleue. The 
ſpace ol two dayes follo wyng, was ſpent in Godly admonit ions, that 
they myght be reduced from their hereſy: And in deede the kynge con- 
ſeſſed his faulte,and fled vnto Chꝛiſte thzough pꝛayer. The other two 
neyther woulde acknowledge any offence and yet ſtode obſtinatly in 
their opinions. The next daye the king was bꝛought vp to the ſkaffold 
and tied to a poſt: There were two hangemen readp and eche ofthem 
a payꝛe of tonges read hote:at the thꝛee firſt pulles he helde his peace, | 
afterwarde callyng continually foꝛ Goddes mercy, whan he had bene The craeli 
thus turmented an howꝛe and moze;and at the laſt wasthzuſt to the death of ts 
harte with a ſharpe popnted dagger, he left his lyfe: and his fellowes kong.

In the moneth of January, ot this pꝛeſent yeare, died the lady Ka- The 
therine Dowager, whome Henry the eyght kyng of Englande, had . — 
put away thꝛe peares befoꝛe. ſhewed you in the fourth booke, howe terte.

Philippe died without iſſewe 
John Erle of Engolelme, had a ſonne named Charles, father to kyng 
Fraunces, who toke Maximilian Stoꝛtia pꝛiſoner, and ſubdewed all 
Lumbardie. But Leo the tenth and the Emperour, diſpoſſeſſing hym 
agayne, reſtoꝛed Fraunces Sloꝛtia an exile. udho being nowe dead, 
kyng Fraunces to reclapme his ryght (as he ſaieth and to be auẽged, 
moueth warre agayne. Foꝛ that after the deathof Sfoztia, the Em- 
perour had taken the poſſeſſio ol Lumbardte, by Anthony Leua, whõ 
he left his depute there, what tyme he fayled into Barbaria, as befoze 
is mentioned.

And therfoꝛe in theſe foꝛmer peares, they conſpyꝛed 
oftentymes, one whyle againſt the Frenche kynge, an other whyle a- 
gainſt the Emperour , that Fraunces Sfoztia myght be reſtoꝛed, of 
whome they ſuppoſed to ſtande in leſſe daunger. Foꝛ the league which 
Clement and the Uenetians made againſt the Emperour , ten peares 
befoze, was for this cauſe only. Thinkyng that the Emperour hauyng 
diſplaced Sfoꝛtia, would haue kept to his owne vle, all Lumbardie, 
whiche in dede they ſuppoſed would be to their great hinderaunce. 
And where at the interceſſion of Byſhop Clement (( ſire ycarespaſt)he 


reſtoꝛed Sfoztia at Boloigne la graſſe, he got him wonderfullfauour 
and great 
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and great good wyll. At Naples alſo the Emperour finiſhed bp thy 
martage of his baſtarde daughter, with Alexander Medices, whome 

The Duke he had made Duke of Flozence,as Itolde you in the ſeuenth booke, 
of Flozence This Alexander was the baſtard ſonne ol Laurence Medites, which 
marier9 it* had to father Peter, whiche was dꝛowned in the mouth ol Lire, 
dero in the laſt boze is mentioned. Nou haue heard howe Uergerius was 
ſent into Germany. Whan the Emperour was arriued at Naples, 
the byſhop calleth hym home againe, who returning with great erpe⸗ 
dition, whan he came to Rome, declareth his Ambaſſade, how the pio 
teſtauntes required to haue a free and a Chꝛiſtian counſell, and that 
within the pꝛecinct of the Empyꝛe, in a place conuenient, as the Empe 
Tutbers con rour had made them pꝛomyſe Of Luther and the reſt, there is no hope 
dancie.  vnleſſe they be diſpatched out ofthe way. And as concerning the king 
of Englande, the Pꝛoteſtauntes wyll not aſſente to it, and the reſte of 

the Pꝛinces are very colde. 

Howe Geoꝛge Duke of Saxonye , affirmeth that there is great 
daunger ofthe Lutherians, whiche can not be otherwile eſchewed 0: 
auoyded,vnleſſe the Emperour and the Byſhop make warre again 
| them ryght ſhoꝛtly. nSHiche thynge whan the Bylhop vnderſtode,he 
Aergertus ſendeth hym to Naples with all ſpede, to recite theſe thynges to the 
ſent to tbe Emperour, eſpecially concernyngthe warre to be attempted agaynſte 
Emperour. the Lutheriäs. Aterwardes wha the Emperour was come to Rome, 
he was earneſtly in hande to haue a counſel called, and coueted great- 
ly tocazy with hym the letters patentes of the ſame: The Byſhopſaid 
he was content, not withſtãding he woulde chouſe ſome citie in Ita⸗ 
ly; and pꝛeſcribe therein certen conditions neceſſary foꝛ the churche of 
Rome. Hereunto the Emperour ſo that he woulde do it ones, he cared 
foꝛ no moꝛe. Foꝛhe would bꝛyng the greater parte of Germany to fol: 
lo we hym herein, ſo therfoꝛe the Byſhop chouſeth out nyne ofthat nũ⸗ 
bꝛe to make the w2ytte. Thoſe were Campegius, Ceſius, Simonet, 
Tbediulſers Ginucius, Cõtarene, Doole, Cerdinals: The Archebiſhop of Bꝛundn⸗ 
of the ball. fe, the Byſhop ol Rhezo, and Uergerius thã made byſhopof Modzuſe, 
and not long after of Inſtinopulis. All theſe together, firſt in the Bp⸗ 
ſhops pꝛeſence, afterwardes ſeuerally bythem ſelues deuiſe the fozme 

of Somoningthe counſell. 3 
Nou haue heard befoze of the Ambaſſadours of Englande, with 
whome it was accoꝛded at Smalcalde vpon certen conditions, that 
the kyng ſhould ſet fo2th the pure doctrine of the Goſpell, whiche they 
pꝛofeſſed at Aufſpurge,and maynteyne the fame with them tn a lawe⸗ 
full counſell,tfany ſuche ſhalbe : that neyther ofthem admitte the cal⸗ 
ling oꝛ place ofacounſelt,but by comon aſlent . Neuertheleſſe il it may 
appere by certayne and manifeſt reaſons, that any ſuche counſel is lie 
to be, as hath bene declared to Peter Paule Uerger , the Byſhoppes

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legate that it be not refuſed : but in caſe the byſhop continue his pur⸗ 
pole that than his enterpꝛyſe be letted and by open pꝛoteſtation be re⸗ 

fuſed. And lyke as the kynge hath ioyned hym ſelfe to their religion, ſo 

pe wyſe to io yne with them in league alfo , and to be called the Pa- The king of 
troneand defendour of the ſame. That common opinion of the ſupꝛe⸗ england ts 
macie ofthe Byſhop of Rome, to be vtterly retected foꝛ euer. Jfanye patrone of þ 
warre be attempted againſt other parte foꝛ Religion oz other cauſe, Bꝛot. league 
that no ayde be geuen vnto hym that infoꝛceth the ſame, That foꝛ the 

defence ofthe league the kyng ſhal paye one hundꝛeth thouſand crow- 

nes,wherof the one halfe the confederatours ſhall and may employe, 

whanede ſhall requyꝛe, the reſt ofthe charges to be boꝛne ol their own 

money, whiche they lhall contribute amonges them: but ik the warre 

ſhal longe endure, and the fozce of the ennemy dꝛiue them to it, thã the 

king to diſburſe two hundꝛeth thouſand crownes, ſoꝛ as much as they 

il the lyke chaunce ſhould foꝛtune, ſtande alſo bounde, not only to ſpẽd 

their goodes but their bloud and lyfe alſo. And of this ſomme alſo the 

like conſideration to be had as beloꝛe, and that it be not emploied to a⸗ 

ny other vſe, than to defende the league, and the remainder to be reſto⸗ 

red whan the warre is finiſhed. That the Ambaſſadours ſhall wzyte 

to the kyng hereof,and whan they knowe his mynde, to aduertiſe the 

Duke of Saron and the Lantgraue therot, that after a commõ Am- Che engliſh 
baſſade maye be ſent vnto hym. whan the Ambaſſadours had ſent Ambalad. 
theſe requeſtes vnto the king, going than to wittemberge they paſſed — — at 
away the reſt of the wynter there. And in themeane whyle reafoned Aitteberge 
with the diuines there of certen articles, but their cytefe controuerſte 
was about the mariage of Pꝛieſtes, the Loꝛdes ſupper , the Popyſhe 
maſſe, and monaſticall vowes. But their chief deſyꝛe was, that the 
dunes would appꝛoue the kynges diuoꝛſement, but they ſayde, they 
toulde not do it by the ſcriptures. And whan they had alledged many 
thinges to perlwade the matter, and this one chiellye that the byſhop 
Clement varied in his ſentence, and had declared to the Frenche king 
in pꝛiuate talke, what he thought: The diuines anſwered, that in cale 
it were ſo, the king had great cauſe ſo to do. But where they vrged thẽ 
toſaythecauſe was moſt iuſt, to that would they not graũt. And nad 
when letters were come out of Englande, pourpoꝛting the declaratio Tbe kinges 
ofthekynges mynde herein, the Xmbaſſadours do aduertiſe the pꝛin⸗ ters to the 
ceElectour hereof. And the. rij. day of Marche at wittemberge, Whe⸗ =29tevants 
ther the Duke was at that tyme come, ſpeaking firſt many thinges of 

the kynges great good wil, declare how the moſt part ofthe requeſtes 

do content him, if a fewe might be amended . Ind albeit that in Eng- 

land all thinge is quiet, neither is there any cauſe wherfozc the kynge 

chould feare any man, and i happely any cauſe hath bene, the ſame is 


now tatzen away by the death of his wyke forſaken, neuertheleſſe to 
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retouer and mayntayne the true doctrine,he doth not refuſe to detto 
the ſomme of money whiche they requnꝛe 7 ſo that the league goe fu; 


warde, and hercof wyll treate moze at large withtheyz Imbaſq 
dours. And where they oller vnto hym this honour that he ſhoulde he 
defendour and patrone of the league he geueth them great thankes, 
and acknowledgeththeir good wil. Ind although he vnderſtandeth, 
with howe muche ene and diſpleaſure, the ſame is annered yet hy 

be common wealthes ſake,hecould be contente,ifthey can agree yy: 
pon the fyꝛſt and ſecond? demaunde. Foꝛ vnleſſe there be an vnifoꝛmi⸗ 
tie in doctrine, he ſuppoſeth that this charge can not be greatly to his 
honour. But he would chiefly wylhe that the learned men of his Re; 
alme and theirs, myght be wholy of one opinion. And where he ſeeth 
well that the ſame wyll not be, vnleſſe certen places ok the confeſſion 
and Apologie oftheir doctrine, mape befoze though pꝛiuate talkebe 
ſome thynge qualified. Therfozehe deſyꝛeth them inſtantlye to ſende 
their Ambaſſadours, and amonges them ſome one that 1g ercellently 
learned, whiche may conferre with his diuines ol the whole doctrine 
and ceremonies, and determine the matter. Ind where he ſheweth 
him ſelſe ſo lyberall vnto them, he requyzeth agayne, that in caſe anye 
man attempte warre againſte hym, fyꝛſte they wyll ayde hym eyther 
with fpue hondꝛeth hoꝛſemen, oꝛ els with ten Shippes well manned 
and fournyſhed foꝛ fouremonethes.Further moꝛe, that vpon his own 
charges, they ſhall pꝛouyde hym two thouſande hozſemen, and fyue 
thonſande fote men. Finally that the ſentence whiche the dininegof 
wittembergepzononced touchinge the diuoꝛcement made, they wold 
appꝛoue alſo, and defende in the next counſell. The Duke aunlwereth 
that foꝛ as muche as the whole matter concerneth his conſoꝛtes, he 
wyll make them pꝛiuie to it, and vſe their counſell in the ſame. 

After the foure and twenty daye of Apꝛill, was aſſigned fo? allto 
mete at Franckefozth, both for this and other cauſes. And firſte ther 
p2eſcribe there a fourme foz their Ambaſſadours to followe , whiche 
ſhould be ſent into Englande, wherein it was pꝛouided amoges other 
thinges,that whan they ſhall come thether, #perchaunce cõclude vpõ 
a league, that in al thinges they do except by erpꝛeſſe woꝛdes, the Em⸗ 
pire a the Emperour,vnto whom they are bounde by their othe a fide- 
litie. Ambaſſadour fox the citie was appointed James Sturmius, 
and the diuines were Melanchthon, Bucer, and Geoꝛge Dꝛaco. 

In this aſſemblie, were receyued into the league Ulriche Dube of 
Wyꝛtemberge, Bernine and Philippe bꝛethꝛen, Dukes of Pomerane 
Geoꝛge and Joachime bzetherne, Countes of Anhalde. Moꝛeouer 
the cities of Auſpurge, Franckeloꝛte, Kempten, Bamboꝛough, H anno⸗ 
bꝛia: they treated alſo of other thynges appertapning to the league 


and defencetherof,z ofthe iudgement ol the imperial chãber. I t = 
ec 
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decreed moꝛeouer to ſende meſſengers and letters to the Emperour, 
thereby to aunlwere to the Epiſtle ſcent them fro Naples . Ind where 
as Geoꝛge Duke of Saron,foz the exceadyng hatred he bare to Lu- 
thers doctrine, was oftentymes at great cõtention and ſute with the 

wnte Electour of Saxon, this mans father, and at the laſt an agre⸗ 
ment was made, and nowe bꝛoken againe by the ſayde Duke Geoꝛge 
diverſe wayes. The Pꝛyncecklectour declaringe the whole matter by 
his Ambaſſadours to his conſoꝛtes in this aſſemblie, requeſtyng to bs 
aſſiſted with their ayde and counſell, in caſe he attempte anye fozce 02 
violence. After the aſſemblie brake vp the tenth day of May. | 


And in the begynning of June, the kynge of Englande hauyng cõ⸗ The lamen⸗ 
dempned his wyue Quene Anne, of adultrye and inceſte, but vniuſtly table death 
as it is ſuppoſed and pꝛoued ſynce, cauſeth her head to be ſtryken of,af- or Quene 
ter that ſhe had boꝛne hym a daughter, calleth Elizabeth. And with Anne. 


her were executed certen Gentlemen of the kynges pꝛiuie chaumbꝛe, 
Noreis Meſton, Bꝛewton and one Parkes, whiche contrary to his 
conſcience (as it is repoꝛted) foꝛ hope of pꝛeferement ſubſcribed to a 
byll, whereby he condempned both hym ſelfe and all the reſte. | 

Foꝛ where the Loꝛde Idmrrall Fizt Williams, that was after 
Erle of Southhampton, ſayde vnto hym , ſubſcribe Markes, and ſee 
what wyll come of it, he ſubſcribed ; and recepued therloꝛe a rewarde 
bnloked foz . And alſo the Lode of Rochfozte the Quenes bꝛother, 
though the falſe accuſation of that errant ſtrompet his wyke , whiche 
afterwardes ſuffered therfoze , accoꝛdynge to her deſertes . Whiche 
doulfull tragedie toke cleane awaye the Ambaſſade, that ſhould haue 
been ſent into Englande. 


whanthe warrs was hotely begonne betwene the Emperour and g councet ts 
the Frenche kyng, Paule the thyzdepubliſhetha wꝛytinge vnder his called, 


Bulles of lead, the ſomme wherokis, to call acounſell at Mantua a⸗ 
gainſt the. rritj.dayof May, in the peare followyng,commaunding al 
Jrchbiſhops and byſhops, a other heads of churches to be there at the 
lame dap, vnder the penaltie by the eccleſiaſticall tawes pzeſcribed, fo} 
dilobediẽce. furthermoze he chargeth a deſireth the Emperour, kings 
and pꝛinces a al others, which either bylawe oꝛ cuſtome haue intereſt 
tobe there, foz the lone of Chꝛiſte # the cõmon welthes ſake, to tome in 
perſone, oz if they be other wyſe letted, thã to ſend their Imbaſſadours 
with their full authoꝛitie, to remayne tyll the ende of the counſell, that 
the churche may be refourmed, hereſies weded cleane out, andwarre 
attempted againſt the ennemiesolReligiõ.

Ind co, 
tenly reaſon would it ſhould ſo be. Foꝛthe Emperour gaue none octa⸗ 
ſion ofthis warre, but was fully reſolued this ſommer to haue warred 
Againſt the bpon the Barbarians and the ennemies of our Religion. Aotwith: 
Frech keng. ſtanding the Frenche kynge immediatly after the death of Fraunces 
Sfoztia Duke of Millan(albeit hehath no right noꝛ title therunto, a 
a compoſition made touchyng the whole matter certen yeares paſte) 
contrary tothe conuenauntes ſought to renewe warre , and to reto⸗ 
uer Lumbardy. And at the ſame tyme paſſing the Alpes with a great 
armie, inuaded the Duke of Sauoye,a Pꝛynce ofthe Empyꝛe, tothe 
intent that hauing ones ſubdued hiscountrey,he might hauethe way 
open to paſſe further. And nowe that the Emperour hath leuiedan ar 
mie to reſiſte hym, as he was in dede conſtreined, Jam infoꝛmed that 
he craueth nowe ayde agayne of you . Neuertheleſſe foꝛ as muche as 
he bꝛeakyng his fidelitie hath commenced warres a freſhe, J deſyꝛe 
you that you doe not aſſiſte hym hereby you ſhall do the Emperour 
The Pꝛote / and me pleaſure, and pꝛeſerug the quiet of your owne commõ wealth, 
ftantes ſend In this meane while the Pꝛoteſtantes had ſent an Ambaſſade to the 
to the Cmp. Emperour in Jtaly,to make their purgation in that he had charged 
them by letters to haue taken the churche goodes , and further more 
to complapne ofthe iudges of the Emperiall chamber. But beloꝛe the 
Ambaſſadours were arriued, the Emperoure , the ſeuenthe of Julve, 
The Empe. Had ſent letters to the Pꝛoteſtauntes fromthe Towne of Sauilie, 
letters to the ſignifieng how he hath at al tymes both pꝛeſent and abſent, by his let⸗ 
PzotcLant, ters and Ambaſſadours, ſought the quiet of Germany, and hath both 
pzomyſed them peace in they2 Relpgion, and alſo perfourmed the 
ſame. And nowe foꝛ as muche as the Frenche kynge, againſt whome 
he is enfoꝛced to rayſe an armie,mapye perauenture by falſe ſuggeſtion 
perſwade with them, that he would now take occaſion to bꝛeake that 
treuce of Religion, therfoꝛe hath he thought good to admonyſhe them 
by his letters, to beleue no ſuche thinge, but aſſure them ſelues that he 
woulde obſeruc his pꝛomyſe, nepther would he moue warre vpon any 
man foꝛ religion, noꝛ ſtyꝛe vp any trouble in Germany : foꝛ all this pꝛe⸗ 
paration of warre is to mainteyne his ryght and authoꝛitie. W herloꝛ 
let them quiet them ſelues, and ſtyꝛe not, what ſo euer they ſhal heare: 

Foꝛthis ſhall be both to hym acceptable, and to them alſo pꝛofitable. 
The Empe. Whan the Emperours power was come altogether, he marched 
inuadeth the through the myddeſt of Italye with a ſtronge armie, tyll he came in 
French pzo- to pꝛouynte ot Fraunce . The kynge had incamped hym ſelfe at I- 
ninces. uignion, betwyrte the Kyuers of Rhoſne and Dꝛuence, and deſtroy⸗ 
inge the countrey . uBhercinto he perceiued the Emperour woulde 
come, and kepyng hym ſelfe from geuynge the battell, he bꝛoughthis 
ennemies into great perplexitie and mylerie. as

Fo: the Emperour enfozced thꝛough the penurie and ſcarſcitie of all 
thynges, and the loſſe of manye thouſandes, whiche died foꝛ famine 
and peſtilence , and alſo foꝛ the death of Anthony Leute , diſchargeth 
thereſteofhis Irmye and retourneth to Genes. 

In other Armie ofhis,that warred this ſommer in Uermandoys, Peronne bes 

beſeged the towne of Peronne, by the coduicte of Henry Erle of Naſ- ſeged. 
ſowe,but pꝛeuayling not leuied the ſiege about the ſame time that the 
Emperour rety2ed in the pꝛouince, and the repoꝛte of eyther newes 
bought vnto Paris the ſame daye , retoyſed the citte exceadynglye. 
For they were in verye great feare,and the Pꝛeachers in their Ser- 
mons to the people inuehed ſoꝛe againſt the Emperour . And the kyn⸗ 
ges Lieutenauntes began to intrenche the cytie, and kepte the gates 
with watche and warde. william Furſtemberge a Germane, ſerued 
the Frenche kynge in this warre. 

About the begynning of this warre ended his lyfe the Frenche The death 
kynges eldeſt ſonne Fraunces, the Dauphin, eyghtene peares of age, of Fraunces 
the repozte went that he was poyſoned, and one Sebaſtian de monte the Dolphin 
Cuculo an Italian, beyng had in ſuſpicion, was fyꝛſte racked, and ak⸗ 
ter tome in pieces with ſondꝛye hoꝛſes at Lions. And the kynge after- 
wardes in his letters to the Pꝛynces ol Germanye , amonges other 
made a greuous complainte hereof,againft Anthony Leuie, and Fer- 
dinaudo Gonzage the Emperours Lieutenauntes, in whome he layd 
allthe blame. erman Archebyſhop of Collon, of long tyme intending - * _ 
arefoumation of his churche, holdeth at this tyme a counſell of his on “ 
owne pꝛouince, callyngeto it as the maner is, the Byſhoppes within 
his iuriſdiction, of Liege, Utreicht, Munſter, Oſenbudge, and Myn⸗ 
des. Herein were decrees made of ceremonies and doctrine, and after 
let foꝛth in a booke compyled by John Gropper wherein were al Po⸗ 
pyſhe Ceremonies foꝛ the moſte parte paynted out with new colours, 
— dyd not contente the Byſhop than, as hereafter ſhalbe 

eclared. 

About this tyme alſo in the moneth of July, Eraſmus of Roterdam Lhe death 
departed out ok this lyle, an olde man of thze ſcoꝛe and ten peares, and ol Craſmus 
was buried at Baſill. Howe ercellently learned, and howe eloquent a 
man he was, and ho we muche al learnyng is bounde to hym, his own 
woꝛkes ſhall teſtifie. By occaſion ofputtyng downe papiſtrie in Eng⸗ 
lande, and ſuppꝛeſſing of certen Abbeyes, vnder thꝛe hundꝛeth markes 0 
ofyearely valewe, there aroſe a commotion in Lynkcolneſhpꝛe, in a in Kumgcnin 
market towne theycall Lowthe, ſtyꝛed vp by Doctour Mackerell a ze. 
falſe Monke, who named him ſelfe captayne Cobblar, and after that 
it was appeaſed by the Duke of Southfolke the kynges Lyeute- 
naunt,an other began in Noꝛke ſhyꝛe, a greaz deale worſe. Fox thoſe 
Rebelles were manye and ſtronge, and —_— as farre as — 
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where the Duke of Nozthfolke met them with the kinges power aud 
when they ſhould haue ioyned together in battell by the mediation of 
the Erle of Shꝛewiſbury, which was a man welbeloued ofthe com; 
mons, the matter was taken bp without bloudſhed. Their chief Cay: 
taine was Robert Aſke, who was after executed foꝛ his treaſon, with 
terten others of the Nobilitte his adherentes. Unto the letters which 
the Emperour wꝛote in Julp, the Pꝛoteſtaũtes anſwer the nynth day 
of Septembꝛe, and where it pleaſedhym to wꝛpte ſo gentle and |; 
berally, they ſhewe hym howe they conceaue great pleaſure inthey: 
mindes:foʒ albeit they did neuer diſtruſte his pꝛomiſe, vet foꝛ as much 
as diuerſe repoꝛtes of his diſpleaſure came to their eares, and agayne 
foꝛ that the iudges ofthe imperiall chamber and others, makyng none 
accompteofthe peace concluded, did pꝛocede diuerſe wayes agaynſte 
them, they had ſome cauſe to doubte and fearethe matter. But nowe 
that hehath wzyttenagaineſo louingly and playnly, they are out ol 
all doubtes, that he wyll perfourme the ſame, and refuſe the ſclaunde⸗ 
tous repoꝛtes of their aduerfaries : lyke wyſe wyll theydoe, and geue 
no credite vnto ſuche as hall otherwyſe repoꝛte of him, and in al other 
thinges allo, doe accoꝛding to their dutie, than came they to the toun⸗ 
ſell which the Byſhop had lately appointed at Mantua. Ind fo: as 
muche as the Emperour had oftentymes pꝛomyſed them a free coun: 
ſell in Germany, and especially in the peace concluded at Nounberge, 
and what this ſhat#be,they can not perteiue by the wꝛyting, they de⸗ 
ſyꝛe hym that he woulde ſee the matter myght be indifferent iy heard 
and vſed. In this ſame moneth the byſhop ol Rome publyſheth an 
other wꝛyting and ſapeth ho we in the meane tyme tyll the counſel be: 
gynne, he wyl refourme the holy citie ol Rome, the head of all chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome, and maiſtres of doctrine , maner and diſciplyne, and walhe it 
tleane from all ſpottes and vyce, to the intent that his ovonehouſe be: 
ing firſt well pourged, he may after mote eaſely take oꝛdꝛe fox the reſt, 
and becauſe the nature of man is full of imbecillitie, neyther can he do 
ſo great a thing alone, and alſo diſpatche other affaires of the common 
wealth, therſoꝛe hath he cholen certen Cardinalles, whome the liuing 
God hath ioyned to hym , as the coadiutours and companions of his 
ture and of office, to be the woꝛkers ofthis neceſſary and holſome bu⸗ 
ſynes, the Car dinall ot Oſtia, Sanſeuerine, Ginute, Simonet, and 
with them thꝛe byſhops , whome he commaundeth all men to obeye 

vnder a great penaltie. | | 
Jn the moneth of Octobꝛe the Emperour imbarketh him ſelfe at 
Genes to ſayle into Spayne.

honeſt fame, farre excelled others. noho being ſlayne, the gouernment 

came vnto Coſmus Medices, which after by the Emperours conſent, 

married Elenoꝛ daughter to Peter Toletane Uicerop of Naples. 

At the Jdes of January, the kyngof Fraunce came in to the court 

ol Parliament at Paris, whiche thinge is ſeldome accuſtomed. And 

there in a great audiẽce, he maketh a ſoꝛe complaint of the Emperour, 

and declared cauſes, why the countries of Flaunders and Artois, 

whiche the Emperour holdethofthe kynges of Fraunce, as his elders 

haue done alſo, ought to be called againe to the patrimony of Fraũce. 

The ſpeaker hereof was Capell the kynges aduocate, and he named The Swy- 
hym not Emperour, but Charles of Auſtriche. In the meane tyme the cers ſewe 10 
cities ol Zuricke, Bernes, Baſyll and Strauſboꝛough, make ſute to ide kung fo; 
the Frenche king,fo2ſuch as were impuiſoned foꝛ Religion,intreating — Golpels 
hym that the extles myght be reſtoꝛed, the kyng graunted partly vnto * 

their requeſtes, but yet accompliſhed not their deſyꝛe. herfoꝛe whan 

they had receyued their aunſwere the foure and twenty of Febꝛuary 

by Annas Momoꝛantie the Coneſtable, and ſuſpected that the kynge 

though his impulſion, dealt the leſſe frendly withthem, the Ambaſ⸗ 

ſadours vſed afterwardes the helpe okthe Quene of Nauarre, the kin⸗ 

ges owne ſyſter, a very good ladye , and whiche bare a great zeale to 

the true doctrine. In this meane whyle the kyng haning muſtred his 

men, in the beginningof Marche leadyng his army towardes Arras, 

beſegeth the to wne and ſtrong caſtell of Heſdine, whiche he had ren⸗ Heſoine ten 
dꝛed to hym within a moneth. dꝛed. 

At the ſelfe ſame tyme came to the kynge an Ambaſſadour from the 

byſhop of Rome, Reignalde Poole an Englyſh ma boꝛne, ofthe bloud Cardinal 
roial, lately made Cardinal. The cauſe of his ambaſſade was thought pooie the 

to beto wozke ſome miſchief againſt the kinge of Englande . About Popes am- 
the ſame tyme that the kyng of Scottes maried the Frenche kynges vatavour to 
daughter, the byſhop had ſent him for a preſenta fayzeſwo2de ,riche,x toe Frenche 
well wꝛought, and did eraſperate him againſt thekyng of Englande. kyng. 

Fo: thebyſhoppes are accuſtomed on Chuſtmas daye at nyght, amo- 
ges other thinges, with certen ceremonies to conſecrate, as thei terme A ſwoꝛde 
it, a\wozde, whiche alter foꝛ an honour and token of beneuolente, they ballowed. 
geue ozſende vnto ſome man to whome it lyketh them. Sixtus the 
fourth was firſt authour ol this cuſtome, as is mentioned in the booke Pooles boke 
oftheirceremonies. Alter wardes Cardinall Poole wrote a booke, *9ainit king 
whiche he had intitled, a defence foꝛ the vnitie of the churche. And he — the 


addꝛeſſeth his ſtyle and ſpeache vnto king Henry, and reprehedeth = 
e, tha 
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ſoꝛe, that he toke vpon him to be head of his churche foꝛ that title to be 
longe only to the Bylhop of Rome, whiche is the Uicar of Chꝛiſte and 
the ſucceſſour of Peter , whome Chꝛiſte appointed Pꝛince of the àpo⸗ 
ſtles: Fo he it was only that aunſwered , how Chꝛiſte was the ſonne 
of God: vpon hym as vpon a Rocke, Chꝛiſte buylded his churche. And 
howe Chꝛiſte p2ayeth foꝛ his layth that he being conuerted, myght al 
ſo conuerte his bꝛethꝛen: And that John, after Chꝛiſtes death did euer 
obeye Peter. And what tyme they made haſte bothe to Chꝛiſtes Se: 
pulchꝛe, he wold not go in befoꝛe, but gaue him this honour. The ture 
and charge to fede the ſhepe, was committed chiefly to hym of Chil. 
And the nette alſo ful of fyſſhe, whiche many were not able to hale vy 
was dꝛawen vpon the ſhoꝛe by Peter alone. 

Than hath he a long diſcourſe of the deathes of the byſhop of 80; 
cheſter,and ſyꝛ Thomas Mooꝛe, deteſtinge his crueltie. Moꝛeouer, 
howe the kyng had afflicted all the ſtates of his realme, Ind into how 
muche mylery,he had bꝛought a moſte flozyſhynge kyngdome, what 


daunger he ſtode in ofthe Emperour, foꝛ the diuoꝛſement ofhis Aunt, 


and ſubuerſion of Keligion, and ſheweth yym how he neyther can noꝛ 
ought to loke foꝛ any ayde, eyther ofhis owne ſubiectes oz any other 
men, whiche hath delerued ſo euyll ofthe common wealth. And tour⸗ 
ning his tale to theEmperour, with many woꝛdes ſtireth him vp, pꝛo⸗ 
uoketh him and pꝛycketh hym foꝛe warde, to auenge that notable re- 
pꝛoche done vnto his familie, and ſayeth howe the Turkyſhed ſeede iz 
ſo wen abꝛoade in Englande, and in Germanp, ſignifiyng the doctrine 
that is contrary to the byſhop of Rome. Finally after many oppꝛobꝛi⸗ 
ous woꝛdes and ſharpe rebukes, he pꝛouoketh hym to regentaunce, # 
telleth hym howe there is none other remedy, but to retourne agayne 
to the boſome ofthe churche, whiche ones he defended by ſetting forth 
of bookes, greatly to his honour. This booke pꝛinted at Rome, bea⸗ 
ryng no date, was of long tyme kept cloſe, and at the laſt after manye 
peazes, it came to one oz two in Germany. And he ſapeth, the tauſe of 
his wꝛytinge therot was fo that the kynge had deſyꝛed hymto wiyte 
his opinion. And albeit that certen learned men in Englande, whiche 
had done the lyke, had loſt their lyues, yet could not he whiche was ſo 
muche bounde vnto hym, diſſemble what his opinion was, neyther 
ought it to be imputed to hym as raylynge oz curſed ſpeakynge: ſoꝛhe 
doeth both of his naturall diſpoſition and allo by a certen oꝛdꝛe of life, 
cleane abhoꝛre that vice. But in that he endeuoureth to reduce hima⸗ 
gayne into the waye, which deceiued by flatterers, was ſtrayed farre 
out ofthe ryght pathe, he geueth hym a great benefite . Kynge Henry 
had bꝛought hun vp in his pought in good letters, and done very much 
fox him. But whan this alteration was in Englande, whiche J haue 
ſpoken ol, and he myllyked it, Paule the thyzde,thzough the — 
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dation of Contarene, made hym Cardinal, and ſent foꝛ hym to-Rome. — 
They that are familiarly acquaynted with hun, ſay, how heknoweth (5 — 
ryght weil the doctrine of the Goſpell , and ſuppoſe the cauſe to haue 

been why he wꝛote lo againſt kyng Henry, to auoyde the ſuſpicion of 
Lutheraniſme. He cauſed the booke to be pꝛinted at Rome or his own 

coſte and charge, as they repoꝛte. Ind taking to him ſelfe all the Co- 

pies, gaue it to reade only to the byſhop him ſelf, and to the Car- 
dinalles, and others of his dere frendes:fo2 vnto ſuch he wold 
be commended and feared on the other ſyde, leſte if it 
ſhould be red openly ok all men, he ſhould incure 
the rebuke and obloguie of them, that had 
oftentymes heard hym ſpeake 
the contrary.

The argument of the eleuenth Booke 


He Pꝛoteſtantes hauing declared to the Emper6ur by ambaſſade thꝛee poyntes, Heldus ch 
ming to Smalcald, maketh them anſwer, to the which they reply, and vꝛge a fre counſcl,fuch 
as was pꝛomiſed: vpon this the Pour ſendeth the Biſhop of Þſte..The Pꝛoteſtants ſet fozth 
an Apologie vpon the refuſal ot ſuch a counſel, and wꝛit therof to the French 
king. The king of England wꝛiteth againſt this coũ⸗ 
ſaile of the Pope. 


K Spake of the Citie ot Auſpurge in the nynthe 
e booke, and ofthe chaunge of Religion there, foꝛ 
the whiche cauſe the Clergie being foꝛ the moſte 
parte of noble houſe, foꝛſoke the citie.noherupon 
the Senate in a wꝛiting directed to the Empe: A wrting 
{|:||rour,kyng Ferdinando, and all the ſtates of the 'r Auſpurg. 
Emppꝛe, declareth the caule of their doynges, 
howe frendly they dealte with them, how ma- 
M ny thynges they ſuffered, and howe ſcoꝛnefully 
they behaued them ſelues,and howe oftenthey went aboutto ſtire vp 
edition in the citie. nohereunto not long after, Chꝛiſtopher the byſhop 
aunſwered fox him ſelfe and the teſte, and alter many — 
woꝛdes, 
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woꝛdes, exhoꝛteth the Emperour and Pꝛinces, that foz as muche ag 
the daungers concerneth alwel them as him ſelf, they would loke toir 
in time. Bou haue heard in the laſt booke of the Ambaſſadours which 
the Pꝛoteſtauntes ſent to the Emperour in Italy, to whom they gaue 
commaundement chiefly thꝛe thynges to treateof.Firſt to confute the 
bzute whiche was rayſed vp, that they ſhoulde haue made a league 
with the kynge of Fraunce and of England, ſecondly that the Empe⸗ 
rour would reſtrayne the iudgement ofthe counſell chaumbꝛe, thirdly 
that ſuche as were come into their league, ſince the compoſicion ofthe 
peace at Noꝛinberge, myght iniope the ſame peace. Whiche requeſteg 
the Emperour in dede hearde, but being wholy occupied with ware⸗ 
lyke matters, he ſayde howe he woulde ſende his Ambaſſadour into 
Germanp, who ſhould make them aunſwere. wherfoꝛe at his depar⸗ 
ture from Genes, into Spapne, he ſent Matthie Helde his vitechaũ⸗ 
celour, into Germany. uShan the Pꝛoteſtauntes vnderſtode that by 
their Ambaſſadours nowe retourned , they appoynte a generall me: 
tyng at Smalcalde, the ſeuenth daye ol Febzuary, 

And becanſethe daye of the counſell appꝛoched nere, neyther was 
there any doubte, but that the Emperours Ambaſſadour would haue 
ſome talke ofthe ſame, they were agreed alſo to bꝛing with them their 
chiefeſt diuines.ndherfoze at the daye aſſigned, beſydes the Pꝛynces z 
Ambaſſadours of the cities, came thether Luther, Melanchthon, Bu⸗ 
ter, Oſiander and diuerſe other. han the Ambaſſadour was come 
to Smalcalde, thefyftenedape of Febꝛuarp, he ſpeaketh thus beloꝛe 


His eʒation them all. Howe the Emperour had commaunded hym to doe his meſ⸗ 
at Smalcald (age, only to the Duke of Saxony and the Lantgraue. But foꝛ as 


muche as they haue thought good, to make their conſoꝛtes alſo parta- 
kers ofthe ſame, he is contente to followe their mindes herein :he ſaith 
in dede that he knoweth not al the Ambaſſadours of the league, wher 
foze in caſe there be any amongs them, whom this anſwere ofthe Em 
perous doth not concerne, there is no cauſe why they ſhoulde ſuppoſe 
that any treaty is made with thẽ, but chiefly they ol Juſpurge, which 
haue oftentymes ſollicited the Emperour both in Italy and Spapne, 
about Religio,and nowe alſo lately at Genes by their Ambaſſadour. 
Unto whome the Emperour ſayde, howe he would ſende his Ambal⸗ 
ſadour into Germany, whiche ſhoulde make them an aunſwere. And 
they not abyding his commpng, haue altered the ſtate of Religion, not 
without voththe contempte and alſo making of the Emperour. There 
foꝛe whan he came to Auſpurge, beinge conſtrayned of neceſſitie to 
chaunge his purpoſe, he treated with them nothynge at all, and hath 
wꝛytten to the Emperour the whole matter, as it ſtandeth. After whi 
he had erhibited the teſtimoniall of his Ambaſſade, he pꝛocedeth. And 
where they had ſo diligently pourged them ſelueg ol the F — 
ng 
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Englyſh league, the Empero:we was ioyfull to heare it, whiche docth 
both credit them, ⁊ allo cõmendeth their vertue, that they haue © wit⸗ 
tely eſchewed the Frenche pꝛactiſes, full of biſceitfnines, Afterwards 
diſcourſing the warre of Sauoy, and ſpeakynge many thinges ol the 
Frenche kyng,layde that he was not onlya lette vnto the Emperour, 
that he could not bende his whole power againſt the Turkce, but alſo 
that he conſulted with the Turkes,z pꝛouoked the to inuade Cꝛiſten⸗ 
dome. And that this is allo his daily pꝛactiſe, to ſtyꝛe vp ſtryfe and ci: 
uile warre in Germany, and nowe endeuoureth al that he may to per 
ſwade them, that the Emperour wyll not kepe pꝛomyſe with them. 
he deſireth them therkoze not to credite his crafty tounſelles: For the 
Emperour to be ot ſuche honour and vertue, that he wyll not {hue 
from his pꝛomyſe: And that may they well perteiue by mo experimẽts 
than one. As touchinge the iudgement of the imperiall chambꝛe. The 
Emperours commaundemẽt was, they ſhould meddle with no caſes 
of Religion: But they aduertiſed him by their letters, that there was 
oftentymes controuerſies, whiche partely concerned religion partlye 
not. Ind therfoze the Emperour cõmaunded thẽ, that of ſuch matters 
as thei ſuppoſed were ſequeſtred from religiõ, thei ould iudge indif⸗ 
ferently. Foꝛ it were pitie but the la we ſhould haue his courſe. And ſe⸗ 
yng the Emperour hath tommaunded them to ſurceaſe from determi 
ning matters ol Religion, they ought to be contente there with. And 
if the iudges haue done ought, contrary to the Emperours decre, they 
hall not eſcape free, but ſhalbe puniſhed accoꝛding to the lawe made 
at Regenſpurge . But the Emperour againe admoniſhed them, that 
they would do nothing raſhely, neither pzefcribe the imperiall cham⸗ 
be. Foz this thinge is neither law full noꝛ voyde ol ſeditiõ, and ſhould 
leme to be done in contempt of the Emperours iuriſdictiõ, and to the 
repꝛoche of the iudges, whiche ar partly men of noble houſes, and part 
ly of excellent learning and vertu. And therfoze requireth them, not to 
hynder the lawe. Unto their thirde requeſte whiche is, that ſuche alſo 
as be not compꝛiſed in the peace of Nounberge,ſhoulde inioye the be- 
nefite therof, he ſayeth : the Emperour can not with a ſafe conſcience 
graunte it, fox that they haue pꝛomyſed and ſubſcribed to the decrees 
ofthe Emppꝛe, whiche are contrary to this Religion. And if eche man 
ſhould be ſuffered to fwarue from his pꝛomyſe whaihe liſte, that wer 
the ready waye to bꝛeake the pacification of Nozinberge . ndherfoze 
whanthe E mperour ſhall knowe more certenly oftheir pzocedynges, 
he wyll do than as ſhall ſeme ryght and reaſon. In the meane tyme he 
requyzeth them, to obſerue the peace them ſelues, and to ſee that it be 
not bꝛoken of others, whiche his truſte is they wyll doe, conſiderynge 
that the counſell is ſo nere, whereof they haue wzytten to the Empe⸗ 


rour, and is the fourth thyng , whiche he hath in commaundement to 
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treate with them of. And after vſetha great and long perfwaſis with 
them, that ſeing the Emperour and all other kynges and nations, in; 
tende to bethere and to further it, they wyll not refuſe noꝛ be agaynſt 
the ſame:wherein the Emperour deſyzeth to vnderſtand plapnlp their 
myndes. Foꝛ incaſe they ſhould refuſe, take exceptions and make de; 
laye. The Emperour thynketh both that a moſt Godly purpoſe ſhold 
be ſtopped in the middegof the courſe,and that ſtraungers woulde aj 
ſo conceaue of thema ſuſpicion, that they loued rather the veration of 
the common wealth, than peace and quietnes. And ſeyng the Empe. 
rour hath this reſpect only, that Gods gloꝛy be ſet foꝛth, and the ſalua 
tion of men be conſydered, he erhozteth,and earneſt ly requyzeth them, 
that they would ſatiſfie herein his deſyꝛe and the common wealthes 
alſo. He hath alſo in commiſſion, that if anye controuerſie ſhall happen 
in this matter, he ſhall ſolute and appeaſe the ſame, wherunto his wp! 
and diligence ſhalbe ready. Ik they deſy2ealſo any further declaration 
of his talke with them, he woulde not refuſe. The nert dapye after he 
had thus ſpoken , he treateth ſeuerallye with the Duke of Sarony, 
howe the Emperour beareth him an eſpeciall good wyll,but the lette 
that hehath declared not theſame hitherto hath bene the diſſention a. 
bout Religion. But ſeing that there is great hope, that all that matter 
ſhalbe quieted by the counſell already called, he deſp2eth hym to fur: 
ther the ſame, and to ſende his Ambaſſadours thether, to the intente 
that all diſcoꝛde taken awaye, he may declare his good wyl towards 
hym. Foz it he refuſe, and take exceptions, what diſpleaſure wyll come 
of it, he knoweth well enongh. Moꝛeoner fo: as muche as the Turke 
maketh great pꝛeparation to inuade Gerinanye , he requpꝛeth hym to 
ſende hym the ayde decreed at Regenſpurge againſt the Turkes force, 
o2 if chaunce that the Turke come not tothe field, no2 attempte Ger 
many, that then he woulde ſende hym the ſame ayde agaynſt the Fre 
che kyng, who hath inuaded Sauoye a pꝛouince of the Emperour. 
Laſt foꝛ becauſe the Emperonrhath boꝛne the whole charges ofthein 
periall chambze of long tyme alone and hath conſumed great treaſure 
in his warres,he requyꝛeth that after the olde cuſtome ofthe Tinpyre, 
he would becontributary,fo2 the poztion of monephereunto beloging, 
The Dukes as the relidue ofthe Pꝛynces haue allo pꝛomyſed. The Duke ſayeth 
aunſ were. that in as muche as theſe thynges concerne not hym alone, but his co- 
ſoztes alſo, he wyll take deliberation. After the. xriiij. daye of Febꝛuary 
all the confederatours make aunlwere together. And firſt wyſhynge 
vnto the Emperour longe health and pꝛeſeruation, as concernynge 
them of Auſpurge, they haue heard the whole matter by their Ambal⸗ 
ſadours, and ſay howe they can not ſequeſtre them from they? fello w⸗ 
ſhyp: Touchyng the Emperours warre with the Frenche kyng, ther 
are not a lytle ſoꝛp, ſepng the ſame to be commodious fox the Turkes 
the ennemies,

the ennem ies ol the Empyꝛe. Fox that the Emperourhath taken in 
od parte, their purgation, and mynded to kepe the peace made at 
ozinberge,they are ryght glad and thanke hym. But touchynge the 
udgement of the Impertall chamber: where he ſayde howe ſoꝛe it 
ould greue the Emperour , to ſtoppethe courſe of the lawe: They 
ſew how there was a diffitultie in the thinge, what time the Arche⸗ 
biſhop ot Mẽtz e the Pallgraue, were interteſſours. How after much 
long deliberation, there appered no ſurer way to eſtabliſh the cõmon 
welth, than to graũte peace tor n, to al matters annexed to the 
ſame till either a general tounſell of Europe oꝛ a pꝛouincial counſel of 
Germany migh be had. Foꝛ vnleſle it might ſo be, ⁊ except all maner 
ol matters that pzocede of religion, might be cõpꝛiſed together, howe 
lightly occaſion of trouble may be geuen, was both than conlidered a 
nowe may be alſo perceiued/The woꝛdes allo ofthemperours pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, ſet fozth at the ſame time, declare this ſufficiently, And that it 
was neuer their minde, to pꝛetende any other cauſe,iaue only matters 
ofreligion;neither are the tudges ofthe. counſel chãber in their opiniõ, 
able to pꝛoue the cõtrary. But now where he layth, how themperour 
gaue them authoꝛitie to iudge ol qualitie of matters, it is to them gre⸗ 
uouſe.Fo2 they accõpt al thole actions to concerne religion, whiche in 
dede tan not be decided, vnleſſe the controuerſie ok religion be lirſt in a 
lawful counſel determined. nohich thing they haue many times ligni⸗ 
fied both to themperour and kyng Ferdinando, by letters # Ambaſſa- 
dours.Foz this queſtion of Religiõ is ptetudiciall,x ought to be deter⸗ 
mined by a tounſell, befoze ſuche matters be examined, as depend vpõ 
the ſame. And ſeing that benefites are imployed fo2 deſert a dutie, they 
cannot ſulfer p thole, which win their dominions folowea cotraryre- 
ligidfrõ their doctrine to enioye the goodes ofthe church in as muche 
as either they wil not, oꝛ can not execute their dutie. And toꝛ fo muche 
as the matter cocerneth the cõſciẽce of the mynde, there remaineth no 
plate to right of poſſeſſiõ oꝛ of reſtitutiõ. And ſeingy whe the cõpolit iõ 
was made at Aoꝛiberg, they expꝛeſſelinamed al actiõs a ſutes, which 
hanged then eyther in the chiber oꝛ other courtes oftudgemet,erhivi- 
ting thẽ to the interteſſours as matters ofreligiõ, who pꝛomiſed than 
tofyndethe meanes, þ themperour ſhould erempt the fro iudgement. 
Theſame thing alſo king Ferdinãdo toke vpõ him in thaſſẽblie of Ca- 
dane, æby thoſe woꝛdes ofpꝛoclamatiõ, where thẽperout cuttey of all 
ple, al authozitie to judge of the ſtate of matters, was cleane taken a- 
way frõ the iudges of imperial chãber. And although they wold not 
tepoꝛt euil ofthẽ, yet many, ſeyng the ready to geue ſentence agaynſte 
them, wer incouraged to rather tocomeec their actiõs, which thing is 
to be pꝛouoked by mo wayes thã one. Foz what time their men do re⸗ 
quire iuge dmẽt in any thyng they ar not only admitted. but allo with 
tontumeliouſe woꝛdeg reiected. Is of late they of humboꝛough were 
DD. j. by them 
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by them cõmaũded to reſtoꝛe the clergie of their citie not only to thei 
goodes # poſſeſſions; but alſo to their olde religts à al their iurifdictis, 
And where as they could not ſo do w a ſafe conſcience,they were con; 
demned in agreatſome ofmoney. And therfoze themperour may ſe by 
this one fact what their mynde a purpoſe is. Foz either is th! a matter 
ok religion oꝛ els there is none at al: And il they may vſe the matter af 
ter this ſoꝛte, tban was the truce made in vayne. And in caſe by this 
meane the rites # ceremonies that are chaũged, may be reſtozed there 
ſhal nede no general counſel, wherunto notwithſtanding themperour 
him ſelf ſaith, that al theſe thinges do belong. udherfoze vpõ iuſt ane⸗ 
ceſſary cauſes they haue refuſed that iudgemẽt, whan after diuerſe tr 
ceptios they could pꝛeuaile nothing. Now as touching the perſons of 
the iudges, there can not paſt one oꝛtwo ofourreligio be found in the 
whole cõpany:but what decre was made at Regẽſburg in th{ behalf, 
is not vnkno wen. Foꝛ the moꝛe fierſly that any of the impugneth our 
doctrine, the better is he there accepted. And euẽ by their coittenaſices 
it may be eally perceiued, what affectiõ thei beare vs, in hãdlig or mat. 
ters. Whiche thing being thus, they doubt not, but that themperour 
wyll comaunde the to ſurceaſe. And incaſe themperour thinke, anye 
pꝛophane matter be mixed with matters of religiõ, they refuſe not the 
due craminatts of the fame, ſo that in the meane tyme, the iudgement 
of the imperial chabermap ceaſe. And foz ſuch as are cõmen into theit 
league ſince the pacification of Nounberge:in the foꝛmer peres the in 
terceſſours did require them at Scwinkoꝛte, that they ſhould receiug 
no mo into their league ⁊ nũbꝛe, but than they refuſed the ſame . Ind 
whan they came after to Nozinberge, they perſeuered in the ſame op. 
nion. But where he ſayd, that many had pꝛomyſed a cõditioned, not to 
alter their religion, ſome ol them anſ were thus, that they made no pꝛo 
myſe at al, ſome againe made exceptions in their pꝛiuate compoſitiss, 
that they might thus do, and ſome in dede pzomiled, but vpõ condicid 
that themperour put thẽ in hope to pꝛocure a coũſell to be called vin 
ſixe monthes, which ſhould begin within the yere after. But wheras? 
wag longer delayed, they in the meane while thzough Gods benefit, 
vnderſtode more rightly the true doctrine, thei could differre it no lon⸗ 
ger, a thought it their duty to pꝛofeſſe þ thing, which they knew to be 
true ⁊ Godly:oꝛ ybyſhopofRomeslawe ſo teacheth, d ifa man hath 
alſo bounde him ſeife by an othe to do any thing v is wicked , he is not 
bound to perfoꝛme it. And again, like as their aduerſaries will not re- 
fuſe, it any oftheir nũbꝛe chould fall to take their partes, no moꝛe may 
they allo, if any may eſcape from them, and come into their felowſhyp, 
let him, but that he maye ſo doe. noherfoꝛe they beſeche the Emperour 
that he woulde reſtrayne the Judges, and ſuffer not them onlpe, but 
others alld, whyche are ſynce tome to them, to enioye the _— 
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the peate:loꝛ if it be other wyſe, oꝛ that thei haue any woꝛõg offered the, 
they can not foꝛſake their league fellowes oꝛ lyke pꝛofeſſours of doc⸗ 
trine, in that neceſſitte, which they declared alſo to Ferdinãdo at Ute- 
na: foꝛ their caule is alone with theirg, which if the iudges of the chã⸗ 
ber ſhal take vnto thẽ, a pꝛeuente the counſell herein, who doubteth it 
to be extoꝛtion # open w2ong,agatuſt the which they are conſtrained, 
tuen by the lawe ofnature,todefende thẽ ſelues. But what diſcõmo⸗ 
ditie will come therof what wilbe the ende of it, Themperour ofhis 
wiſdome can conſider. Thei doubtles wiſhe foꝛ peace, couet to grati⸗ 
fie themperour in all thinges, vet ſo as all men may haue fre acceſſe to 
the truedoctrine. Ind if they may this obtayne, they wylbe the moꝛe 
peſt a ready to accopliſhe that, which the Emperour a king Ferdinã⸗ 
do require, touching the Turke, ⁊ charges ot the chabze.Cocerning the 
tounſaile, wherunto themperour ſo greatly perl wadeth them . They 
haue red the copie of the letters which Paule the third hath publyſhed 
touching the ſame, a perceius therby that he is not of the ſame minde x 
opinion, that themperour is ol. Foꝛ although Aduan the ſirt in thaſſe- 
blic at Nozinberge cõfeſſed there by his legate d in a maner althinges 
at Rome were ſoꝛe coꝛrupted, pꝛomiling to do his endeuour that they 
might be reloꝛmed. Pet was Clement the ſeuenth, his ſucceſſour with 
in two peares after, cleane pfan other minde, as appered by his legate 
ſentto the next aſſlembſie, in ſo muche as themperours lieutenaũtes, x 
other Pꝛinces, by a detree there made, oꝛd eined a fre general councell 
might be holden in Germany, in the which coũſel what errour oꝛ vice 
ſo euer had crept into the church, might be take away. This decre was 
afterwged cõfirmed by thẽperour at ſuiteoftharchbiſhopof Mete 
the Palſgraue Pꝛince Electour. Howbeit this Clement, a veare after, 
pꝛopoũded a counſel farre other wyſe, tha was ſpecified by the decrees 
ofthempire, a had aſſigned the place in Italy, which thã they refuſed. 
The ſame thing afterward did Paule thethird, whom they anlwered 
allo, following the iyke trade as they did beloꝛe. And nowe allo doeth 
the byſhop of Rome attempt the ſame ( although couertiy ) as did Cle⸗ 
ment the ſeuẽti openly by expꝛeſſe woꝛdes. Foz herein doth he by a cer 
ten unpliratiõ condene their doctrine, where he ſpeaketh of late ſpꝛõg 
bp hereſies. Fo that he meaneth the ſame of this doctrine, ĩ intendeth 
to plucke it vp by the rootes, it is manifeſt by thexecution a puniſhinẽt 
that he putteth innocẽt perſones to, foꝛ pꝛofeſſing this ſame Doctrine, + 
pet he through a ſhameleſle diſſembling, pꝛetẽdeth as though he wold 
refoꝛme thoſe hoꝛrible e rours a vices or his church of the which, theſe 
many yeres, ſo many good learned men haue cõplained. Andy them 
perour being thꝛough his crafty policy perſwaded, pꝛouoketh the to ỹ 
counſel which he would not do, if he knew his fraude a diſceiptkulnes. 
The ſame craftes he vſeth allo, what time by his legates, he folliciteth 
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kynges and Pꝛinces, vea and them alfo to admitte the counſell, to th⸗ 

intẽt he may haue the as fauourers a mainteiners ot᷑ his wicked pur; 
poſe, a by the confirmation of the counſel, myght thẽ ſelues condemne 
their owne doctrine. Bythe whiche craft Julian the Apoſtata diſcea: 
ued in times paſt the Chꝛiſten ſouldiours. And although the byſhop of 
Rome ſuſteineth the perlone ol their aduerſary,yet taketh he vpõ him 
the authoꝛitie of iudge, againſt al right a equitie, and hath all others, 
conſenting to him herein, whiche are bounde to him by othe a manye 
wayeg. But how vnlawkul the ſame is, how it ought not to be graft 
ted the, themperour doubtles a other kings in their opiniõ can indge, 
For þ the byſhop of Rome hath bzoughterrours into p churche,xa doc 
trine cleane cõtrary not only to Gods woꝛde, but alſo to the auncient 
toũſelles # doctours,*#marntemeth the ſame, that he hath allo made 
exceading many lawes againſt Godscomanundemet, wherby the true 
knowledge ts vtterly oppreſſed a defaced,the ſame vereli haue their di 
uines though Gods gift declared. Andtherfoze do they intẽde to at⸗ 
tuſe the byſhop* his fello wes in any lawfull counſell, of theſe ſo great 
matters a to condepne the of the ſame. How alſo thzough euil craftes; 
and diſhoneſt meanes, vea thꝛough foꝛce a guyle they achtefe their dig; 
nities, how filthie a life they leade, what euil eramples thei geue, how 
they do no part of their dutie, how thei neglect ſuch as are cõmitted to 
their charge, ⁊ wallo we in all wickednes oflyfe,it is ſo wel knowenz 
tried, it nedeth no further declaratiõ. Foꝛthe which cauſes allo, it is 
not lawfull foꝛ the biſhop(euen by the teſtimony of his owne lawe)to 
appoint there coũſelʒ muche leſſe to be iudge inthe fame. Neither may 
his ſwoꝛne cltentes vſurpe the perſone ot the iudge, ſeing they map not 
in dede, be any part ol alawful coũſel.moꝛeouer the place of the toũſel 
is appointed in Italy, cleane cõtrary to the decrees ot themperour a 
ſtates of thempire, which he ſcoꝛnefully diſpiſeth. Thei know not mote 
ouer as yet, whether other pꝛinces of Chuſtendom wil allo we y place, 
x that there be weighty cauſes foꝛ the which it ſhold be daũgerous fot 
them e theirs to tome thither. Foꝛ albeit they ſhould haue a ſaufe con⸗ 
duicte, yet fo2 fo muche as the byſhophath there his clientes euerpe 
where, which hate this doctrine moſt bitterly, ther is great daũger of 
lieng in wapyte, a pꝛiuie cõſpiracies, which in thoſe parties are much to 
be feared. Furthermoꝛe ſince this matter is moſt weighti, a ſuch as vn 
der the ſonne can arriſe no greater, which doubtles cocerneth either e⸗ 
uerlaſting ſaluatiõ oꝛ dãnatiõ. And ſeing that the greatnes of the mat 
terrequireth,y they ſhould in great nũbꝛe w the miniſters oftheir chur 
che a preachers be there pꝛeſent, a not to cõmit ſo weighty a matter ta 
their deputes a pꝛoctours alone, it ſhould be a great griefe vnto the, to 
paſſe out ofthe limites of thempire a go into Italy, ſeauing their cou 
rep x people, in ſuche grudge ofmindes as is now in Germany, wout 
garde, and their churches any long tune without pꝛeachers. noherloꝛe 
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they moſte humbly beſechethat theEmperour would way with hym 
ſelfe all theſe poinctes diligently, and ſeing he is the high and ſupꝛeme 
magiſtrate, vnto whom chiefly belongeth the ſetting foꝛth of the trew 
doctrine, that he wold applie him ſelf wholy, that the true knowledge 
of God might be aduaunced, foꝛ they doe embꝛace no wicked kynde of 
doctrine, noꝛ ſeke any other thyng, than the glozyef Gods holy name. 
Ind this aunſwere concerning the counſell agreed vnto, alſo the Am⸗ 
baſſadours of Geoꝛge Marques of Bꝛandenburge, and of the cities ot 
Hoꝛinberge, Halles, and Hailbꝛune:in other thinges they medled not, 
becauſe they were not of the league. hat time the Pꝛoteſtantes had 


thus ſpoken,Heldus the Amballadour aunſwereth by and by, # ſpea- The anſwer 
king many thinges againe ofthe great good will of the Emperour & of Heldus. 


ofthe Frenchekyng whiche had conſpired with the Turkes to the di⸗ 
ſtruction ofthe comon wealth,he cometh to that matter touching the 
indgement ofthe imperial chambꝛe, and fayeth in deede that peace is 
graunted foꝛ matters of Religion, a no man to ſay the cotrary,but all 
the ſtrife to conſiſte in this which be matters of religion, à which not. 
Ind where as they take ſuche fo2 caſes of religion, as others do accõ⸗ 
pte for ciuile # pꝛophane, how farre againſt reaſon is it, that the thyng 
ſhould not be debated,xthe cauſes a obiectiõs ot either part beheard,x 
ſopꝛotedeth further to the meaning okð ſame matter. And as touching 
ſuch as are lately recetued into their league, y Emperour thiketh thus 
that they p be not copziſed within the peace ol Nozinberg,are bounde 
al to the decrees oftHemptre,x ought to yeldeto v authoꝛitie of the coũ 
ſel. And loꝛ aſmuchas themperours minde is wholy addicte topeace+ 
tõcoꝛde, he requiretheftſones,y they wyl ayde him w men &mony, fox 
the Turkiſh warre,x nedeful charges of the imperial chãbꝛe. And ifthe 
Turke inuade not,y tha they wold a few monthes, aſſiſte themperour 
with like ayde agamſt the French king: whiche if they wil doe, it ſhall 
not repẽt the of y ſeruice, wherin he deſireth to know a direct anſwer, 
that he may aduertiſe themperour therof.Ind as concerning the coũ⸗ 
ſehthey thẽ ſelues knowe what labour x trauayle, themperour had to 
bꝛing it to paſſe. And how his truſt is,y in the ſame ſhalbe appeaſed all 
c0trouerſie,y is in religion wquietnes, a the ſtate ol the cond wealth 
be reloꝛmed to the gloꝛy of God, a pꝛeſeruatiũ of men. wdherfoze them 
perour truſteth aſſuredly that they ſhould makenoneerceptions , noꝛ 
ſwarue from the reſt of men, fo2 if they ſhould perſiſte herein, it would 
be grieffull foz him to heare. And after hehad againe vſed ſondyye per- 
lwaſions,x amonges other, that the Emperour would thꝛough faufe- 
conduicte ſaue them harmeleſſe, he requpꝛed to haue a determinate 
aunſwere herein, and beſydes the names ofthem, which are come vn⸗ 
to them, ſynce the peace of Nozinberge : wherein was wꝛytten that 
Marques Seoꝛge, the cities of Nozinberge, Weyſenburg,Hallbꝛune, 
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minſem andHales, were ofthe ſame Religion, but not of the leagne 
wherefoꝛe in the Emperours name he deſpzed to knowe what then 

league was, and the condition ofthe ſame . The ſelfe ſame daye came 

The Popes thether the Romylhe legate, the byſhop Aques, with letters from the 
4mbatav. byſhop of Rome to the Duke of Saxon, exhoꝛting him to come to the 
| tounſell, whome the byſhop of Rome ſent into Germany, inthe place 
of peter Paule Uerger , hopinge well that the newe Ambaſſadour 

ſhould ſomething haue bꝛought to paſſe, but he alſo loſte his labour, x 

was as little regarded, in ſo muche that on a certen day, whan he de⸗ 

fired to ſpeake with the Lãtgraue, he tolde him he was at no leaſure, 

| and in maner at the ſame inſtant, went to ſee howe Luther did, why 
The-Popes at the ſame tyme laye ſoꝛe ſycke ofthe ſtone. which thyng the Imbac. 
Ambaſſad. ſadour myght ſee out ofhis lodging. Uergerius hadgeuen this Jn: 
viſpyſso.  baſſadour inſtructions ofthe whole ſtate of Germany,and how euery 
man in the byſhops behalfe muſt be enterteined and vſed. Thefourth 

daye after, whiche was the laſt of Febzuary,the Pꝛoteſtaunteg aun. 

wer Heldus. That fo2 the Emperour him ſelk, they neuer doubted bn 

that he woulde obſerue the peace made, whiche he hath alſo pꝛomiſed, 

both in publique and pꝛiuate letters, but the imperiall chamber con; 

trary to the expꝛeſſe woꝛdes of the compoſition, ſealed and confirmed 

by the Emperour, hath taken vpon them to heare and determine, and 

to call beſoꝛe them diuerſe foꝛ the alteration of Religion, foꝛ Rites, ce 

remonies and churche goodes, whiche thyng were playnly exempted 

in the pacification concluded. But the iudges o the imperiall cham⸗ 

ber being alſo of a contrary Religion, #bounden by their othe to geue 
ſentence, as well after the pꝛeſcript of the byſhop of Romes lawe, as ok 

the Emperours, doe lyttle regarde the compoſitiõ of the peace, but pꝛo⸗ 

cede directly againſt it. nSherfoze they haue iuſt cauſe to refuſe they 
iudgement, and to deſire a refoꝛmation, and that foꝛ diuerſe conſidera 

tions, whiche are alſo befoze mentioned. Foꝛ firſt the indges ofthe im⸗ 

pertall chamber, are foꝛ the moſte parte ofacõtrary Religion, they ate 

bounde by an othe to iudge after the decrees of the Byſhop of Rome, 

as wel as after the lawes of the Empire. Thei beare fauour to our ad- 
uerſaries, and that manifeſtly, and frowne vpon vs and our fellowes. 

They medle with mere matters of Religion, contrary to the Empe⸗ 

rours pꝛoclamation. Finally they haue condẽpned our cofederatours 

of Hambozough,only foz matters of Religiõ, in a great ſomme of gold 

ct lo would pꝛocede againſtothers incaſe they were not refuſed , Ind 

as touching the names of them that are come into their league ſynce 

the peace making, they had long ſynce wꝛytten and ſent to the Empe⸗ 

rour in Italy bytheir Ambaſſadours. ho ſeing the tyme ofthe coun⸗ 

ſell ſo longe diſferred, ioyned them ſelues in league with thẽ, iudgyng 
it mete topreferre their conſcience, befoꝛe any ciuile bonde: 9 
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hedeſyꝛeth to knowe the fourme and maner of their league:thei mar⸗ 

uell that he will requy2e it, conſidering that the Emperour knoweth 

it well inough, and made meanes by the interceſſours at Nozinberg, 

that they ſhould haue left it: but they made hym ſuche aunſwere than, 

ashe moued them no moꝛe herein, howe their aduerſaries haue geuen 

the occaſion hereof. Foz what miſchiefe they haue deuyſed againſt the, 

it is right well knowen. And this league of theirs is oꝛdeined to inin- 
rienoman,bnt todefende themſelues, and ts framed of ſuche condict- 

ons as ifnede require, it may be declared to the Emperour oꝛ any man 

els without any ſhame at all. And as concerning ſuche thynges as he 

ſpake ofthe counſell, and ofthe Emperours mynde towardes the com 

mon wealth, they lyke very well all. Howe they do beleue alſo that the 

Emperour knoweth not the byſhoppes minde herein, therfoꝛe pꝛocu 

teth the counſell ſo erneſtly. But what opinion the Emperour hath of 

the biſhop,thet wil leaue vndiſcuſſed. Neuertheleſſe foꝛ as much as his 

wytte is cõtrary to the Emperours minde, and altogether ſuſpicious 

they can not diſſemble, what they thinke thereof . Foꝛ befoꝛe the coun- 

ſell do begynne,he hath condempned thetr doctrine, not only in word, 

but in dede alſo: and alſo it is wel knowen, how that in all aſſemblies, 

where religion is treated ot, albeit thei ſee that the Scripturemaketh 

againſt them, vet wyl they pꝛeſume and take vpon them the authoutie 

ol determmation. And although they are mynded in a lawefull coun- 

ſel to accuſe the byſhop and his complices, offalſe doctrine, hereſy and Tbe Popes 
impiet ie, vet is there no doubte, but that he will after his accultomed tours. 
maner be both partie and iudge alſo. Foꝛ that is his entent, the wꝛytte 
it elke witteneſſeth, whiche if they ſhould ones allo we, it were in vain 
and to late afterward to talke of any conditions oꝛ fourmeof diſputa- 
tion in the counſell. Ind whether this be ſuche a counſell than as the 
Emperour and the ſtates ofthe Empyꝛe haue in diuerſe aſſemblies a- 
grecd vpon, they leaue it to the opinion of any indifferent tudge . Fox 
euermaʒe thoſe woꝛdes a free and a Chuſtian counſell were wyſelye x 
pourpoſely added, and the ſame in deede not to be ſo taken, as that it 
ſhould be la wfull only, foꝛ euery man to ſpeake his minde there, but al 
o that neyther the biſhop no his adherentes, which are depely bound 
though their fidelitie and pꝛomyſe, one to an other, ſhould pꝛonounce 
ſentence in their owne cauſes. And the other ought not ſo to be inter⸗ 
pꝛeted, as though there were no place in the counſell foz the Turkes 
and ſuche others, vnt that accoꝛdinge vnto holy Scripture, allpartes 
ol doctrine might be examined and determined. And how they know 
moꝛeouer, that not in one countrey only, but euery where allo in the be Popes 
hole woꝛſde, are Godly and learned men diſperſed here and there: — 
whichethinge refreſheth their ſpirites to thinke vpon, conſideryngex 0 
hopyng that in caſe this vnrealonable power of the byſhop of — : 
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might be diminiſhed and that all thinges ſhoulde not depende vpon 
one mans cõmaundement, it would come to paſſe that not only their 
diuines, but allo diuers other good men in ſondꝛy countreis, whiche 
being now oppꝛeſſed with his tyrannie hyde the in comers and ſayde 
nothyng, would applie their whole ſtudy and endeuour to the refour: 
mation ofthe churche. And now as concerning the place of the coun; 
ſell, they knowe not where it ſhould better be choſen, than in Germa⸗ 
ny. Foꝛ albert the counſell doth alſo appertayne to other nations, yet 
chiefly it concerneth the Germatnes, whiche muſt come thether them 
{clues with the miniſters ol their churches , where as other kyngesx 
Pꝛynces may do the thing by their deputes, after the olde wõted ma⸗ 
ner of long tyme accuſtomed. Furthermoꝛe what the ſituation and < 
moditie of Mãtua is, they wyl not diſpute of, but there is now warte 
in Italy, but in caſe there were none, yet haue they lately declared, 
why that place ought to be of them ſuſpected. How the Duke of Bi: 
tua him ſelfe is affected, they wyll not reaſon, but his owe bꝛother is 
one of the chiefeſt Cardinalles, whiche maketh muche to encreaſe the 
ſuſpition. Therfkoꝛe ikother nations ſhall heare one of their reaſons, 
wherfoze they doe refuſe both the place and fourme of pleadyng, they 
doubte not but they wyll allowe the ſame , and if they did not, than 
ſhould they in dede conceaue of them a wꝛonge opinion. The Empe- 
rour knoweth alſo that in Germany be many cities as commodious 
foꝛ the pourpoſe,as Mantua, and the whiche ought chiefly to be re⸗ 
ſpected, muche commended fo2 equitie and iuſtite. Foz thoſe ſecret and 
Auie conſpiracies to diſpatche men out of the wape, are not ſo well 
knowen and pꝛactiſed in Germany as they be in ſome other places. 
And where as thei cleaue and ſticke on this wyſe to the decrees ofthe 
Emppꝛe, and wyll not permitte them ſelues to be remoued from the 
ſame, it ought to ſeme no maruell noꝛ newes to the Emperour. Foz al 
ſo in tymes paſt Liberius Biſhop of Rome, the frende and favotour of 
Athanaſius, required the Emperour Conſtantine to call a counſell at 
Ilexandꝛia, where the defendant and plaintiuesdwelled . And albeit 
that the ſame place was nothing commodious foꝛ the Weſt churche: 
And although the Emperour alledged that Athanaſius and his fello- 
wes were by the conſent of the whole woꝛlde condempned, and exco- 
municated:Albeit that he contended Liberius to be one man-emoges 
all others, that ſought to diſturbe the publique quiet: Het neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe did he relent nothyng, and than whan the Emperour had denied 
the ſame, a long time after, the errour of Arrius reigned, but in fine the 
doctrine of Athanaſius had the vpper hande, and pꝛeuayled fo2 euer. 
And who is able to recite, what bloud was ſpilte, in the quarell of his 
Doctrine? ind the condition of their Religion to be like vnto the ſame, 
whether aconuenient place be geuen oꝛ otherwyſe Fo2 a * c 2 
alſo, 


of Sletdanes (ommentaries. Fol. cxlix. 


alſo ſuche as were at the counſell of Baſill, refuſed Ferrare, where as 
Eugenius the byſhop had ſummoned an othercounſell; The Empe- 
tour Henry the ſeuenth, had a great ſute and cõtrouerſie with Robert 
kyng of Sicilie, e had cited hym to appere to Piſa: but the ſame was 
thought vnreaſonable to the bychop Clement the firſte, whiche bothe 
defendedthe kyng a alſo ſhewed reaſons, wherfoꝛe he was not boſide 
to tome thether, nathynge ſo weighty as theſe of ours. Therfoꝛe wher 
they nowerefuſe ſuche maner ol counſel, the faulte ought not to be im⸗ 
puted vnto them, but to the byſhop . For ſo ofte as they haue referred 
their matter to a counſell, they ment it of ſuche a counſellas the Em 

perour and ſtates ofthe Empyꝛe had decreed: Foꝛ they were not igno 
rant, that in cafe the byſhoppes might be permitted, to haue the whole 
oꝛderyng of the matter, but that they would wozke all to their owe 
aulauntage, and oppreſſing the true doctrine, woulde eſtablyſhe they 

owne wyckednes. And yet foꝛ all that doth Paul the thyꝛde ſo collour 
the matter with woꝛdes to the Emperour; as though he woulde vſe 

the thynge vpꝛyghtiy and ſincerely, where he intendeth the contrary; 
Moꝛeouer what counſell they requyꝛed, thei haue declared by waiting 

to Peter Paule Ucrger the Ambaſſadour, not only of Clement, but 

alſo of Paule the thyꝛde. And where as he ſayth that the Emperours 

mynde is, that errours and vices might be reformed, there is none ap⸗ 
parence therof at all in the byſhops wꝛyting. Foz in caſe he intended a 

true and a nedefull refoꝛmation, he would not haue cõdempned they 

doctrine befoze they were heard. And albeit they diſtruſte not the Em 
perours eaquitie, and are fo muche the moꝛe ſoꝛy that they can not gra⸗ 
tifte hym herein, yet are they nothing furthered thꝛoughthis his good 
wyland diligence. Foꝛ albeit the Emperour him ſelfe be pꝛeſent at the 
tounſell yet is it well enough knowen, what authoꝛitie the biſhoppes 
wyll permitte eyther hym oꝛ other kynges allo, to haue in ſuche maner 
of caſes:oꝛ the moſte that they wyll graunte to, ſhalbe perauenture 


The craft or 


to bie their counſell in matters, ſoꝛ as to determme any, they wyll not Popes bane 


permitte them, but reſerue that authoꝛitie to them ſelnes only, to the 
entent that in caſe the Emperour and cinile Magiſtrates went ſome 
thynge to farre, they myght hereby as with a bꝛidel hamper them in, 
#11 fine determine al thinges at their own pleaſure. They deſire ther⸗ 
foze.that the Emperour would not be offeded with them, in that they 
leke to eſchew the'e ſnares of the biſhop wherewith he wold intrappe 
them. Fo this is geuẽ naturallyeuen vnto bꝛute beaſtes, to ſhunnethe 
place, where they knowe they are layde in wayte fo to be taken. Fur⸗ 
thermoꝛe it is commonly knowen, howe the matter was handled in 
the counſell of Conſtance, with the Emperour Silgilintide. Foz albeit 
hehadgraunted aſaufeconduicteto JohnHuſle, pet did the byſhops

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no2nomanels to preſcribe oꝛ meaſure them in this behalf: wherwig 
the Emperour being vaquiſhed,gaue place to their authozitie whiche 
they chalenged to them ſelues, not with out ſighinge intheir opinion, 
but yet to the miſerable deſtruction ofhym , who truſtinge vpponthe 
ſaufeconduicte,fell into that calamitie. herby it appereth euidenthy, 
how muche the Emperour is able to helpe thẽ herein, though he wot 
neuer ſo fayne, after they haue ones intrapped them, and encloſed th 
as it were in a pinnetolde: therfoze muſt they woꝛke circũſpectiy, and 
pet fo2 all that, jeſt any thyng ſhould be imputed to them, they arerca; 
dy not only to abyde lawfull iudgement, but alſo moſte earneſtly beſe⸗ 
che the Emperour, to waye and pounder theſe ſo weightie matterg di⸗ 
ligently, and to call a la wfull counſell in Germany, wherin neither the 
byſhop noꝛ his tonſoꝛtes ſhalloccupie the plate of iudgemẽt. And if the 
bylhop wyl let oz tmpeche the Emperour in ſo doing, and ſhal not pers 
mitte a ſincere counſel to be holden in Germany, they do pꝛoteſte opẽ⸗ 
lp, that the faulte is not in them, that the matter is not bzought to a tã 
coꝛde. nohat incommoditie alſo ſhall ariſe therof, the ſame to be who 
aſcribed to the Byſhop : in concluſion they requeſte hym tomakethis 
ſame repoꝛte vnto the Emperour , and declare their good wylles and 
dutie towardes hym. han the matter was thus decided amonges 
them, And Heldus had pꝛomyſed them to make relation tothe Empe⸗ 
The Pꝛote / rourofa!l thynges the Pꝛoteſtauntes decree alſo howe to mainteyne 
ftaun'es de- the miniſters ot their churches in lyuing, for the erecting of free ſcho⸗ 
crefo2 mata les that their churches and common wealth might neuer want lear⸗ 
teining Pl- ned men, laſt ofſuche thynges as concerne their league and defence, 
nilters- As conterning the Turke, they had aunſwered the Ambaſſadour bez 
fore,thatifthey andtheirs might haue quietnes in other matters they 
would be glad and wyllynge to ayde the Emperour againſt hym, but 
no we the bzute went, howe kyng Ferdinido prepared warre againft 
John Uayuode,and therfozerequyzed ayde. Jnthe whiche perpleri⸗ 
tie, leſt haply they ſhould not do they: dutie to the common wealthe,it 
was decreed in the abſence of Heldus, that the Duke of Saxon, and 
the L antgraue , ſendynge abꝛoade efpialtes of the common charges, 
ſhould get intelligence what thynges were a bꝛewyng, a if the Turke 
entended toinuade Germany,that they ſhould than aſſemble agayne, 
to conſuite what eche mans dutie is herein. 
ke aſõs wby Moxꝛeouer to the entent that all men myght vnderſtand, what iuſt 
the Ppꝛoteſt. cauſe they had to refuſe the counſell they condeſcended to compꝛyſe the 
refuſe the Whole matter in wꝛyting. nohiche afterwardes they ſet foꝛth in punt, 
Tonaiel, and ſpeaking of foꝛeine kynges and nations: Paule the thyꝛde ( ſaye 
thet)hath ſent foꝛth his bulles of late, to ſommõ a counſel at Mantua, 
to begynne nowe at the. rij. daye of May, and alledgyng certen cau⸗ 
ſestherof. Mozeouer he hath ſente his Imbaſſadours to 4 — — 
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Pypntes as well Cermanes as others to aduertyſe them of the coun⸗ 
dell and to exhozte them, ether to come thither thẽ ſelues, oꝛ ſend their 
pꝛotectours. And where he moued vs alle by his Imbaſſadour here 
vnto, and ſo did the Emperour in lyke maner, the thynge it ſelfe requi⸗ 
reth that we ſhould therfoze declare, what peryll and loſſe it were not 
n bs only, but alſo ſoꝛ the whole common wealth ol Chꝛiſtendome, if 
men ſhould obeye hym herein. And not withſtandyng that the cauſe of 
dur determination is iuſt and reaſonable, yet is there no doubte, but 
dur aduerſaries be of ſuche nature, that they wyll blame our doyng 
© conſtrewe it to the woꝛſte parte. Fox to the entent they may bꝛyng vs 
nnd our cauſe into hatred, they wyll affyꝛme doubtleſſe, that we can a⸗ 
ppde no examination noꝛ iudgement, and that we deſpyſe al other na 
ions, amonges whome there haue often bene many excellent learned 
men. This wyll they ſaye moꝛeouer that it is wickednes to refuſe the 
deerees ol the counlel l. ĩoꝛ that it is the hyghe iudicial ſeate of the chur⸗ 
che, whiche all men are bound to obey. They wyl foꝛge alſo, as though 
© we were aſhamedofourdoctrine,oz afraid to come to light, n els that 
we dought contentiõ where no nede is, and can not endure an vniuer⸗ 
* fallquiet. Nowe if this myght be verefied ol vs in dede, it were not on 
pp wicked, but alſo deteſtable be heard of. Mherkoꝛe we mul ofneceſ- 
* ſitieſhewe the reaſon of our doynge, and we truſte than, that all good 
men whether they be in Germany oꝛ other places, wyll not only cre⸗ 
dit no ſuche thynge ol vs, but wyll alſo doe their endeuour, that this 
moſle weyghty cauſe of all others may be handled vpꝛightly, and that 
the byſhop of Rome be not permitted, vnder the foꝛged and coloured 
name of a counſell, to oppꝛeſſe the manifeſt truthe by a kynde of tyꝛan⸗ 
ny. Foꝛ we ſhal declare that we do not only p2ofeſſe the pure doctrine, 
but alſo reſpecte nothyng els but Gods glozy, and the pꝛeſeruation of 
the common wealth, and that there can be no obſtinacie, oꝛ froward- 
nes obiected vnto vs. And kyꝛſt to pꝛoue that we do not contemne the 
indgement ofother nations oꝛ ofthe churche, hereby it appereth ma- 
pleſtly, that al our care is leſt the byſhop and his clientes, ſhould take 
vpon them the authoꝛitie and iudgement, and that all thynges myght 
be decided by mete and no ſuſpected perſones. hiche thyng we truſt 
that all Godly men would lykewyſe wyfhe foz . Foz where as in dy⸗ 
uerſe countreis there remayne certen olde w2ytinges, and complayn⸗ 
tesofthe falſe doctrine ,vices,and idolatrie, that were than crept into 
the churche , we doubte not, but in the ſame places at this dayethere 
beſome Godly and learned men allo, whiche vnderſtande the ſounde 
doctrine, although being oppꝛeſſed with the byſhoppes tyzannye, they 
are conſtrayned to holde their peace. Theſe in dede ok iuſte deſerte Who ought 
ought to be preſent at the coũſel, that they myght ſpeake their myndes do be at the.

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the byſhop and his fellowes , whiche defende falſe doctrine by powy 
and violence, and of an olde cuſtome make decreescontrary to God 

woꝛde. Foꝛ Chꝛiſte what tyme he inſtituted this highe iuditiall ſcat 
commaunded that all matters ſhould be referred to the churche, tn 

requyꝛed a refoꝛmation. By the whiche ſelfe woꝛdes he excludeth al 
tyꝛanny and loꝛdſhyp. It is alſo a ſclaunder, where they ſaye perhayg 

that we are a feard to come abꝛoade and can not abyde the opẽ light, 

Foz in the aſſemblie imperial at Auſpurg, we p2ofeſſed our doctrine, 

=-be P22 penly,befoze the Emperoure and all the ſtates ofthe Empyre.Agair 
Goſpel haue this lelle ſame doctrine is preached openly inourdominions, and aur 
bzought god {earned men haue ſet fozth bookes of the ſame , and diuerſe ol our ad⸗ 
ly wozkes to uerſaries do confeſſe, that though our mens wꝛptinges, ſondꝛye arti; 
irgbt, cles are called agayne to lyght, whiche laye befoze hidde in darkenes, 
Foz nowe the true doctrine ſhyneth agayne, of penaunce, of fapthein 
Chuſte,oftheremiſſio of ſynnes, or good wozkes,of true worſhipping, 

of the vſe of Sacramẽtes, ot the authozitie ofthe keyes, of agiſra; 

tes, ot the traditions of men and ſuche other lyke thinges. Neither ar 

we aſhamed of the Goſpeil ( as Paule ſayth) but haue an eſpeciall de. 

ſyze, that we myght declare our mynde in theſe thinges beloꝛe al men, 

It is falſe d And where it is allo obiected to our pꝛeachers, that they ſhoulde haue 
they ſtyꝛe vp reyſed vp agayne the hereſies befoze time condempned, neither ſhould 
old bereſies. nede therfoꝛe further diſputation oꝛ hearing, it is falſe a may be eaſlye 
excuſed , befoze them that haue red our confeſſion and the defence an; 

nexed to the ſame. Foz the doctrine that we confeſſe is not newe, but 

the verey conſent ol the pꝛimatiue churche, as moſte clerely doth ap: 

pere. Neyther haue we admitted any hereſy oꝛ wycked opinion, but 

our men haue reſtoꝛed the doctrine ol the aunciet kathers, which was 

oppꝛeſſed by biſhops and monkes. It is vntrue alſo, that is repoꝛted ol 

vs, that we ſhoulde delight in diſſention, foꝛ we are ſoꝛy from the bo⸗ 

tome of our hartes that the Chꝛiſtẽ comms wealth is thus deuided,x 

to haue a conco2de deſyꝛe a lawfull counſell. But foꝛ as muche as the 

byſhop and his fellowes do cõdempne the true and neceſſary doctrine, 

and do toꝛmente and perſecute the pꝛoleſſers thereof,erhozting others 

to do the ſame, we can not but miſlike their cruel tiranny. Foꝛ God wil 

be honozed thzough the confeſſion of his name, and it is wickednes fo} 

any man to ioyne hym ſelfe to the byſhops tyꝛanny whiche fo rageth, 

Moꝛeouer it is manifeſt that we beare and ſuſteine all manerofchar- 

ges ot the common wealth, as the refidue of the ſtates do.udhereby it 

Bylhoppes is to be ſeene, that we woulde alſo gladly accozde with others in tely⸗ 
upꝛe vp pꝛi · ion, in caſe it were lawful.Beſydes this we vnderſtande what daũ⸗ 
ces. ger hangeth ouer vs foꝛthe ſame. Fo2 the byſhoppes haue nowe theſe 
many peares, declared manifeſtly, what they go about, and how they 

incenſe kynges myiides againſt vs. And were it not extreme —_ 

to aby 
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to abide all theſe ſo great datigers;and to be at ſo great charges with 
out iuſt caule? But we knowe aſſuredly that we owe this dewtte vn⸗ 
to God. And that there is nothing to be ſo much reſpected, as his com 
maundement, and take God to wytnes, that we ſeke foz nothing els, 
gowe that we haue confuted theyꝛ ſtzlaunders, we will come to the 
econde part. Emonges ſtraungers many parauenture ſuppoſe ,} we 
of acerten curioſitie haue impugned ſome light faultes, which fox ke- 
inge ol a quiet, mighte better haue bene diſſembled , eſpeciallye con⸗ 
— that the ſtate of woꝛldly thinges is ſuche , that in a tommon 
wealth be euer remaining ſome thinges, whiche malt ve wincked at. 
But the matter ſtandeth farre otherwiſe. 

Fo: fyꝛſt in dede errours and falſe opinions ma not be diſſembled TT 
with oz Chziſt commaundeth vs to beware of falſeteachers:Againe 7504 docs 
the controuerlie is not about light errours;but touching the doctrine , be bozng 
of faith, and the true knowledge of God, which is the pꝛincipallpointe wur. 
ofthe Chꝛiſtian life, and ſincere woꝛſhipping of God, whichought not 
tobepaſſed oner in ſilence, but tobe obſerued purely, anddiligentlye 
taught in the Churche. Ind it can not be denied but this doctrine was 
wholy extinguiſhed, and a newe bzought in fo it, to the greate contu⸗ 
melie of Chriſt. Moꝛeouer we do repꝛehende diuerſe and ſundaye er- 
tours and wickednes, which others alſo haue eſpied longe befoꝛe our 
daies, and therfoze deſpꝛed a connfell, that the wꝛong beyng redꝛeſſed 
concode might be reteined: But in this our time a Counſell is muche 
more nedekull, foꝛ as muche as the ſame errours and vices do remaine 
in ſundzy places, and ſtrife and contention is arriſen, and many there 
fozeare in daunger of their ſynes, that be innocent perſons. Fox theſe 
therfoze ſo weightie conſiderations, not onely we, but themperour al⸗ err ty the in 
ſo and the reſidew ofthe ſtates and Biſhoppes, haue determined that nocentes be 
acounſell is chiefly neceſſary foz the Church, wherin the pure doctrine in perul. 
might be mainteined. Foꝛ vnleſſe it were of uche ſoꝛt, they ſawe right 
well howe it would ſtyꝛe vp a greater confuſion:Butbehold, whilett 
we loke fo ſuch a counſell, the Biſhops Buls come foꝛth quite contra⸗ 
tyto the decrees of themppꝛe. And becauſe it doth not cõcerne vs only 
but alſo the whole commen wealth of Chiſtendom, we haue thought 
nedefull by this publike wꝛityng to teſtifie and declare, wherefoze we 
diſcommende this counſeit.Foz the power and Authoutie ol Judge⸗ 
ment belongeth not onely vnto Bilhoppes,but vnto the churche. Df pautbozl- 
which numdꝛe verely are all kinges and all other ſtates. ndherfore al tic of tavge- 
beit the Biſhoppe ol Rome were nothing at all accuſed, yet were not ment is in 
this to be graunted him that he alone and his ſhould be iudges, erclu- the churche. 
dyng other mluiſters ofthe churche: but ſeyng manifeſtly that he is a 
partie a one of the ſuters, much leſſe ought it to be permitted, bycauſe 


itis both againſt Gods lawe and alſo the lawe ol Nature: 
Ee. i. But 
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But we accuſe the Biſhop of Rome of no ſmale crimes, nepther dg 
we diſpute onely of his vſurped Authoutie and abhominable liningy, 
but we repꝛehende his doctrine, his lawes and wicked Religion that 
is, we accuſe him as giltie of Jdolatrie and Hereſie. Whiche crimes 


ts accuſed of beyng obiected, the Biſhoppe ought not, but the churcheto gene iud⸗ 
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gement, as the olde lawes of the Biſhoppes them ſelues do teſtifie. 
Furthermoꝛe the Biſhoppe is not only one of the parties, but becauſe 
he hath condemned oure doctrine longe befoꝛe, he hathe heaped vpon 
him ſelfe the greater ſuſpition: And ſeyng it is thus, who can doubte, 
what his iudgement ſhalbe in the counſell concernynge our doctrine? 
Fo: it is not to be thought, that he will contrary to his olde cuſtoine, 
permit any other man to haue the determination ok matters. 

And wheras in his wxitynge, he ſpeaketh nothyng ol the maner ol 
treatie in the Counſell, we haue iuſt cauſe to ſuſpecte all thynges the 
moꝛe.Foꝛ he calleth them onely thither, which are bounden vnto him 
diuerſe wayes, of whoſe good willes he is aſſured: And he pꝛoteſteth 
allo this to be the cauſe of calling the counſel, that the Hereſies ſpꝛong 
vp of late might be weded out. And albeit, the ſame may be taken lar⸗ 
gely,yet is there no doubt, but he meaneth it of our doctrine. Foz it is 
not credible,z he ſpeaketh ol his own errours. Bea, after he ſent fo:th 
an other wꝛitynge touchinge the refozination of the Courte ol Rome, 
wherein by expꝛeſſe woꝛdes he confefleth that the Counſell is called 
fo: this intent, that the Peſtiferous Hereſie of Luther might be abo⸗ 
liſhed. And fo in dede at the fyꝛſt he conered his mynde craftely,that 
his wꝛitte myght haue ſome ſhewe, but he diſcloſed it afterwarde. 
wherkoze thers is donbte, but that he is fullye bente, to roote onte 
our doctrine. And what madnes were it than fo2 vs to allow this his 
intention? Foꝛ this goeth he abont:that ſuche as receiue his wutyng, 
ſhoulde confeſſe oure doctrine, to be wicked and Hereticall: Moreo- 
nerthat Kynges and Pꝛinces whiche admitte the ſame , ſhoulde be 
bounden to aide and aſiſte him 

Therkoꝛe ſeing the thing concerneth the vniuerſal common wealth, 
we beſeche all men, that they will confider diligentlye, thys hiscrafte 
and policie. Foꝛ it ts to be marueiled, whie he conteaued his wꝛitynge 
with ſuche woꝛdes: And there is a doubt, whether he did it to the in 
tent to feare vs from the Counſel, oꝛ by the appꝛouing of the wꝛitte to 
haue vs intrapped. But amonges vs aſſuredly there is no doubt, but 
that themperours mynde is, to further the cemmon wealth, neyther 
do we thinke that he will allo we this fozme of wꝛitte. But the By 
Goppehathe not onely appoynted the Counſell, but hathe alſo pꝛo⸗ 
nounced ſentence againſt vs. Foꝛ he will not permitte that the matter 
map be tried by the Scriptaxes,but he will aledge his own lawes 


cuſtome, 
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tuſtome, and certen Counſelles ofthe latter time to pꝛoue the matter, 
But we chiefly hold a affirme,y» mens traditions that are contrary to 
Gods woꝛde oughte to be reiected. Foꝛ we admit the doctrine ol the 
church, dut the Byſhops erroꝛs a tyꝛannie ought not to be coloured w 
the title of the church. Tholde church neyther receiued any law cotra- 
rie to the Scripture, noꝛ attributed þ vnmeaſurable power to the Bi⸗ 
ſhop of Rome which he now taketh vpon him ſelfe. And againe » ſoꝛte 
of men, which do condemne # perſecute by the doctrine ofthe goſpell, 
be not the church, but paricides, the generatio # offpzing ol Cam. And 


in old time in dede godly Bilhops dyd oftentimes refuſe toũſels, ſeing Thotrpzing 
the ſame to be called, not to defende the veritie, but either loꝛ the main of Cain. 


tenaũce ol ſome wicked opinon, oz els to eſtabliſhe ſome mẽ in Autho⸗ 


ritie. Themperoꝛ Cõſtantine had aſſigned a counſel at Intioche:But 


Maximus BilhopofHieruſalem, albeit, it was not farre of, came not 
thither,foz becauſe he knewe themperoꝛs minde ,x what the Arrians 
intended. And although Xthanaſtus came tothe coũſell at Tyʒus, yet 
taried he not long, foꝛ d he ſaw the chiefeſt of the cotiſel plate the partg 
both of the accuſers a Judges. Ind foꝛ y heſaw certen accuſers pꝛocu⸗ 
red againſt him. There was holdẽ a great counſel at Sirmiũ, a town 
in hungry againſt Photynus, foꝛ the matter was weightie. And albe 
ttthemperour cõmaunded the Biſhops to come thither, vet wold nor 
they ofthe weſt partes obey him, foꝛ that they ſawe there a numbꝛe of 
Arrians there encreaſed, a ſuſpected ſome falſe opinion ſhoulde there 
be decreed. That time was Oſius Biſhop of Coꝛduba, a famous man, 
whom themperoꝛ , at the requeſt of the Arrians ,commaunded alſo to 
tome thither out of Spaine: hen he was come, he appꝛoued p peri⸗ 
lous counſell of Sirmie, which bꝛought afterwardes a great confuſis 
to the church a foꝛ this cauſe was Oſius ſoꝛe repꝛoued of Hilarie, whi⸗ 
che came not there. Cyꝛillus Biſhop of Hieruſalẽ neuer came at their 
aſſemblies, which denied Chzift to be of the ſame ſubſtannce w the fa⸗ 
ther, a is accompted the fyzſt;that euer appealed from the counſell by 
wꝛityng. There was a Counſell kepte at Millan, and the Biſhoppes 
called thither by the Emperour: But what time Paulinus, Biſhoppe 
of Treuers, and a fewe others, ſawe, howe Anxentius the Byſhoppe 


ol Millan and his mates went about an euill purpoſe, they departed, be Cenr- 


b!ake vp that Counſell. After this ſoꝛt did thoſe woꝛthy men flie at ſu- (cl of pus 
bꝛoken of. 


pected counſelles, leſt they ſhould be made partakers of the crime. 

And foꝛ aſmuche as the Biſhop ſignifieth plainly that this counſell is 

inſtituted to confirme his Authoꝛitic, we beſechal men that they wold 

not tmpute this refuſal to vs, as afault blame woꝛthy. Finally the ve- 

ry place ofthe counſell we can not like fo diuerſe cauſes. Foꝛ it is fitte 

to offer iniurie, and altogether ſuch,as ſhould let 2 libertie of you 
e. u.

And beſpdes there is muche hatred conceaued againſte vs in toꝛeine 
nations thzough the ſclaunders of our aduerſaries, as though Religi⸗ 
on and honeſt lining were exiled from among vs: which perſwaſion, 
when mennes mindes be thus pꝛepared, is not without great peril] 
noherfoꝛe it were very erpedient fo2 this cauſe onely that the counſell 
ſhould be holden in Germanp,to the entent that ſtraungers might ſee 
the oꝛder and maner ofoure Churches and Cities. And not thzoughe 


alle ſclaũders to hate the trew doctrine. The weightines ofthe caufe

alſo requireth,Y many of vs ſhould come to the coũſell oure ſelueg but 
to foꝛſake our own limites, is no maner way fo2 vs expedient. And ſe⸗ 
yng p foz molt weightte cauſes, it was decreed, the counſel ſhould be 
holden inGermany, we fe not wherkoze we ſhould depart fro the ſame 
Conſidering therfoze 5 this caſe cõcerneth the pzeſeruation of al Chi: 
ſtendome, we beſeche al kinges d punces, to geue no credit vnto oure 
aduerfaries, but herunto rather to applie the ſclues,? the trew know⸗ 
ledge of God might be reſtoꝛed: Foꝛ they cã do nothing y ſhal moꝛe re⸗ 
dound to theyꝛ honoz. The Biſhop laboꝛeth to this ende, d he mighte 
perlwade thẽ to pꝛactiſe crueltie:the which thei ought moſte chielſy ta 
abhozre.Foz euẽ foz this cauſe are they placed in this degre of dignitie, 
þ they ſhold honoꝛ Gods holy name, be a light vnto the reſt though 
their good enſample, t to defende innocẽt perlſons frõ wꝛõg a violẽte. 
And if there ſhal euer at any time be any lawfull counſell, tha ſhal we 
ſo defende our matter there, all men ſhall vnderſtande, how that our 
endeuours haue bene euer annered, with the pꝛeſeruation ofthe com: 
mon wealth. In this aſſemblie were theſe. The Duke of Saxon, Er⸗ 
neſtus + Fraũtes bꝛetherne Dukes ol Luneburge, Ulriche Duke of 
wirtemberge, the Lantzgraue, Philip pꝛince of Pomerane, the thꝛee 
Erles of Anhalde, ⁊ Albert Counte Manſfelde, beſides many Imbaſ- 
ſadoꝛs, of the cities with moſt large a ample cõmiſſion. Foꝛ they were 
admoniſhed what thinges ſhould there be treated. Beloꝛe they depar⸗ 
ted thence, which was the vi. day of March they addꝛeſſe their letters 
to the French king, wherin firſt they excuſed the matter, that they had 
not ſatiſfied his Imbaſſadoure in the foꝛmer aſſemblie, and ſhewe the 
cauſe alſo, whie they lende no Ambaſſadours as nowe vnto him Tha 
they deſyꝛe him to continew his frendſhippe, and ſeynge they haue let 
open to him all waies to come to a concoꝛde in religion, and pet haue 
nothing pꝛeuailed, that he would recompente this their endeuoꝛ, with 
his fauoꝛ and beneuolence. Fynally they declare what their mynde is 
touchyng the Counſell, and deſpꝛe to knowe what he hathe allo deter? 
mined to do herein. The kinge afterwardes maketh Aunſwere, at 
the tenth kalendeg ol June, he accepteth they ſatiſfaction and pzom!- 
ſeth largely concernynge hys continuall amitie towardes them, coll 
futyng the ſclaunders or his aduerſaries in a wzytynge , the whiche 
he ſent with all, and laieth that this is his opinion ol the counſell —

He 
in dede deſy2eth a Chꝛiſtian Counſell wyth all his harte, but vnto the 
Bylhoppes Counſell, he wyll nether tome him ſelfe, noꝛ yet ſende hys 
Imbaſſadours, Fox this is alwapes theyꝛ facion, that foꝛ theyꝛ own 
lucre ſake, they wyll in ſuche maner of aſſemblies, oppꝛeſie Chꝛiſt and 
his veritie: And foꝛ his parte, he will haue nothynge to do with the 
Biſhoppe of Rome, noꝛ regardeth no moꝛe his Decree, than the wꝛy⸗ 
tynge of anpe other Byſhovpe:Addynge that Counſelles were wont 
to be called bythe authoꝛitie ofthe Emperour and kynges, which ma⸗ 
ner ought to be reſtoꝛed, eſpecially at this tyme , whan the Byfhoppe 
hath ſo many graue perſonages to accuſehim. Net neuertheleſſe can 
he neither be repꝛehended, without the daunger of a mans lile, noꝛ ac⸗ 
tuled pꝛeſently:but in a lawfull Counſel: nether is there any pꝛouiſion 
made fozhim oz his by ſaufconduicte, and thoughe there were, yet ma 
nifeſt daungers ſhoulde let hym, that he coulde not come : foꝛ it is no 
newes to the Biſhoppes to falſefie they: faith, and to ſpꝛincle, and de⸗ 
lile them ſelues with innocent bloude: And albeit it ſhould be law full 
foꝛ others to repaire thither, yet were it no ſaftie foꝛ him, whome the 
Bilhop hath laide waite foꝛ, whõ he hateth deadly, whom he ſeketh to 
bung in hatred with other kinges, foꝛ none other cauſe aſſuredly, than 
foꝛ that his Tyzranny is exiled out ot his realme, and his yerely reue⸗ 


newes Laken away: which thinge in very dede he taketh in moſt euill 


part, and io much the wozle koꝛ that he feareth teſt other kingeg, war⸗ 


ned thzoughe his example, will hereafter do the like.

to him: Foꝛ he hath him ſelf ryght ample and large dominions and in 

the ſame many goodly cities, which his pꝛedeceſſourg haue gotten by 

foꝛce and ſubtiltie, he with as ſmall fidelitie kepeth . But ſeing there 

is no hope to haue a true coũſel, as men of witte and iudgemẽt do up 

poſe, he thinketh it beſt, that euery — — in his own dominions 

ſeke the refoꝛmation of Religion.

thether his eldeſt ſonne Henry the Daulphin, and Mommoꝛãcie, who 

making waye and entring perfozce,releued their pꝛeſent famine. In 

the moneth of October, the armie ol kyng Ferdinando, wherin were 

the hoꝛſemen of Saxony, and Meiſſen, of Franckonie, and Juſti- 

che, the Carinthians, Bohemers and Yongarians , whome the Ger⸗ 

maines cal Huſſares, beſeged the towne Exechium vponthe Ryuer ol 

Ferdinands Dꝛaue, whiche was kept with a ſtrong garryſon of the Turkes. And 
bis armiz ve where they tracted the tyme, and were conſtrapned foꝛ wante ol vic- 
fFroped. tualles to leuie the ſiege, inthe retire they fel intothe lappes of their en 
nemies, which had layd foꝛ them ambuſches in the woodes, and kept 

all the ſtraytes, that they could no way eſcape . In this diſtrefle firite 

terten Centurions and captaynes of ſouldiours, and the Hongarians 

fled,after allo went Cacianer the kinges Lieutenaunt. But the reſte 

who deteſted the ſhame of running away,erhozting them ſelues —

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manhode,c{þecially the hozfemenof Almaigne, aboade the charge and 

violent fozceoftherr ennemies, but tn fine, being vãquiſhed ofthe grea 

ter numbꝛe, were all foxthe moſte parte flayne, and manye of the cap⸗ 

taynes taken pꝛiſoners, and ledto Conſtantinople in to moſte miſera⸗ 

ble captiuitie. The fourth Jdes of Octobꝛe, the kyng of Englande had T ge birth oc 

a ſonne boꝛne at Yamptoncourt , Punce Edwarde , by Quene Jane nig Edward 

Semer, whome he maried after the death of Quene Anne. In the the xe. 
meane whyle the bylhop of Rome, foꝛ lo muche as truce was taken be 

twyrt Fraunce and Flaunders, went about to pꝛocure the like alſo in 

al other places, to the entent that thꝛough this occaſto he might wozke 

his purpoſe, and ceaſed not tyll he had bꝛought it to paſſe. The bilhops 

deniſe was, as it is repozted, that ſetting them at peace, he myght ſtire T be Pore 

them vp againſt the kyng of England, whom hehated vnto the death nnd ibs 

and againſt the Lutherians. About this tyme alla Chaiſtinathe m- 

perours nece by his ſyſter Quene of Denmarke, Ducheſſe of Millan, 

leauing Jtaly, retourneth into Flaunders, though Germanye, and 

there was a treaty of a martage betwene her and william Duke of 

Cleaue, but it toke not effect. Than alſo the men of Gelderland began Rebeltſon in 

to rebelle againſt their Pzince Charles Egmonde, whiche was al his Gelderland.

dians and than as it was ſayd, went about to make his country Fre- 

che. He was ſo chaſed out by his owe people euery where in this ou⸗ 

tragious tumulte, that he had ſcarſly a towne oꝛ two lefte hym to flye F 

into.

Theſe in concluſion after conſultation had, compꝛehended the hole 
matter in waiting,x addꝛeſſinge they? ſtile vnto him,ertollehim with 
great pꝛaiſes foꝛ the ʒeale he hath to the trueth, wherunto the eares ol 
certen Biſhoppes m times paſt haue bene ſtopped, chiefly though the

eaſe pꝛoceded, who follo wyng the Doctrine of S. Paule, wilbe a mini 
ter and a ſteward, and no loꝛde: Indfo2 almuche as he hath commit⸗ 
tedthis charge vnto them, they willyng to obey him herin, haue accoz 
dyng to theyꝛ meane wittes, dꝛawen certen Articles, whiche do con⸗ 
terne himzthe Bilhoppes, and the Churche. Foꝛ where he ſuſteineth a

titie of lawes is weakened and diſolued, whiche oure pꝛedeceſſours 
would heue to be kept as ſacred and holy. The next pointe is, that the 
Biſhop ol Rome, Chꝛiſtes Uicar, whan, foꝛ the Aluthoutie he hathe of 
Chꝛiſte, he geueth oꝛ graunteth aupe thinge, he take no money 02 re⸗ 
warde loꝛthe ſame : Foꝛ ſeynge that all theſe thinges are giuen freely, 
chuſt will alſo that the ſame be freely diſtributed to others.

Furthermoꝛe, there is much fraude vſed, what tyme a man leaueth 
his benefice, and reſygneth it to another, reſeruing to him ſelf an perly 
penſion, many times allo the who le pꝛofytes. Foxno penſion mapebe 
reteined, vnleſſe it be fo: the poꝛe, oꝛ ſome other godly vie. Becauſe the 
fruits are annered to the benefice, and ought no moꝛe to be ſequeſtred 
from it, than the bodye, from the ſoule. And he that hathe the ſame, is 
bounden to vſe the commodities therof honeſtly, and ſo much as ſuffi: 
feth,the reſidew to employ vpon ſuche vſesas is befozeſayd. Notwith 
ſtandyng it ſhalbelavwfull-foz the Biſhoppe,ifthe caſe ſo require to im⸗ 
pole this bondage, that he ſhall pay a certen thing yerely to ſome pote 
man, eſpecially beyng of the Clergie, wherby he may liue moze honeſt 
ty and better at eaſe. Againe they offende erceadingly in permutatiõs 
Unlatvefull foz all thinges are done fo2 lucre: nd albeit it is not lawefull to gyue 
to geue bene Benefices by legatie pet is there a ſubtill way founde by wyttie men 
fices be lega to defeate this law, and benefycesare giuen to another, pet ſo, as they 
d . haue theyꝛ reentrie agayne into the kame with the whole pꝛofytes and 
miniſtration.

In other euill vſe is to geue out vouſons of benefices, as it were 
in a reuertion, where an other mans death is wiſhed and looked for 
And others that better deſerue to haue it, are ſecluded from it, #1nats 
ter miniſtered ol muche ſtrike and contention. wo hat ſhall we ſaye to 
thole benefices, whiche becauſe they coulde not be employed vpon one 
man alone, were called commonly incompatibles:but herin is tholde 
diſcipline neglected, and to ſome one alſo is permitted to haue diuerſe 
Biſhopꝛikes, which ſemeth vnto vs worthy refoꝛmation Herunto be⸗ 
longeth theſe pluralities, totquotes, and vnitynge of benekices, whan 
many benefices be iopned together as the partes and membꝛes ol out 
body. What?is not this to delude the lawes? Finally nowe is dpi 
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eaſe crept in allo, that Bilhopꝛickes are giuen vnto Cardinalles, and 
that many vnto one: Mhiche thynge ſemet . vnto vs in dede a matter 
okümpoꝛtaunce, and chiefly to be refourmed.

Beſy- 
des this. diuerſe cardinals frequent the courtes ofkynges, to obteyne 
ofthem Biſhopꝛikes, and foꝛ this cauſe are lo addicte vnto them, that 
they dare vtter nothynge frankely , And woulde God this waye 
were inhibited. And the Cardinalsotherwikſe pꝛouided foꝛ, that they 
might honeſtly fynde them ſelues and theyꝛ families, and that Equa- 
litie were obſerued herin, that the yerely reuenewes of all were egall. 
Which thinge ſemeth vnto vs not harde to be bꝛoughte to paſſe, if we 
could, foꝛſaking all couctoufnes,folowe the foteſteppes of Chꝛiſt. 
Whan theſe faultes are redꝛeſſed, and mete miniſters in the Churche 
appointed, it is chieflp tobe loked to, that the Biſhoppes do inhabite 
amonges theyꝛ owne people, foꝛ they be the huſbandes ol the Church. 
But What moꝛe heuie oꝛ ſoꝛo wefull ſighte can be ſhewed, than euerye 
where to ſe congregations foxfaken,and flockes deſtitute of Baſto:s; 
deteyned in the handes of Hirelinges? Therloꝛe oughte they to be er- 
tremely puniſſhed, whiche leade their flockes to deſerte, and tobe er⸗ 
communicated oz outlawed onelp, but alſo to loſe they: liuinges for e⸗ 
ler, vnleſſe they craue pardon ol you within a ſhoꝛt tyme. Foz by aun 
cient tawes it was decreed, that a Biſhoppe might not be abone thꝛee 
wekes abſent from his tongregation. we ſe alſo that very many Car 
dinals are abſent from Rome, and do nothynge that pꝛoperlye belon⸗ 
geth to their office. ne graunt it to be expedient that certeineofthem 
bereſident in theyꝛ owne pꝛouinces. Foꝛ by them, as by certein bꝛaũ⸗

theyꝛ office , and alſo theyꝛ pꝛeſence ſhoulde be there bothe hononra⸗ 
ble and pꝛofitable to the courte of Rome. Moꝛeouer in punyſhynge of 
crimes and vices, there wanteth a greate ſeueritie of diſcipline, Fo 
ſuche as haue offended and deſerued puniſhment fynde a meane, wher 
by to conuey themſelues out of the turiſdiction of their Biſhoppe, oꝛ 
judge o2dinary,o2 in caſe they cannot do this, than go they tothema: 
ſter ofthe Pentionarics,and fyne with him foz a pete of money. Ind 
that do they chiefly,that are ofthe clergie, which thing doeth offende 
many. nohertoꝛe we belcche you in the bloud of Chꝛiſt, wherewithhe 
redemed, waſhed, and ſanctified his churche, that this licentious liber 
tie, may btterly be aboliſhed. Foꝛ ſeyng that no common wealth maye 


Bany filthy longe endure, wherein ſynne is vnpuniſhed, howe muche moze ought 


actes of

the ſame to be looked to in the Churche? Emonges the Monckes alſo, 
are many abhominable Actes committed, wherefoze we thinke good 
that their Colledges and Couentes be diſſolued, not ſodẽly, oꝛ though 
violence, but ſo, that no ma from hencefozth be admitted into that oz 
der. Foz ſo ſhall they by litle and litle decup. And afterwardes may ho 
neſter men be placed in theyz houles. Neuertheleſle we thinke mete, 
that all pong Nouices which haue not yet p2ofeſſed religion by a vow 
ſolempnely made, be preſently remoued fromthence, Theremuſtealſo 
be diligent hede taken, that they be mete perſons, which are ſet to here 
conteſſion. And herin ought the Biſhoppe to haue a vigilante eye, but 
chielly that there be nothinge done foꝛ money. Fox the ſame free gylte 
which we ſpake of befoze,concerneth not you onelpe, but all others in 
like maner. Moꝛeouer in the houſes of Nunnes,-and ſacred Uirgins, 
namely / where they begouernedofMonkes,are many, and that open 
crimes committed after a moſt filthy and deteſtable example, therſoꝛe 
muſt the ouerſight of ſuche be take from theMonkes,#comitted vnto 
others,of whom no perilloz ſuſpicion can be had. Now wherasinma 
ny places, and chiefly in Italie, certen wicked opinions are diſputed 
not onely in vniuerſities, but allo in churches, it deſerueth muche dil 
pꝛaiſe. Therfoze the Biſhoppes muſte be charged that in ſuche places 
wheras vniuerſities oz Scholes be, they admoniſh the teachers, that 
they pꝛopounde no ſuche thyngeherafter, but inſtructe and bꝛinge vp 
youth in vertue and feare ol God, noꝛ that they haue any open diſputa 
tions of matter of diuinitie, but within theyꝛ pꝛiuate houſes. | 
Likewiſe muſte P2zinces and Magiſtrates be admoniſhed, to giue 
tommaundement to theÞzinters,thatthey ſet not foꝛthe all ſoꝛtes of 
bokes,but ſuche onely as be permitted There is commonly read in al 
ſcooles a boke of Colloquies, compiled by Eraſmus of Boterdi,wher 
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in be many thynges. whiche may beate in to youngeand tender myn⸗ 

des, vngodlynes, and inkecte the frayle and bꝛyckel age. Therfoꝛe this 

and ſuche other lyke bookes muſt be bannyſhed tie Scooles. Further 

note where it is permitted to Montes, that haue pzofeſſed Religion Che cewle 
by a vowe, to put of theyꝛ owne wede and putte on other apparell, maketh not 
wethinke it not well done, foꝛ the garment is as abadge ofthe mona- tbe Ponke. 
ſtirall bo we. Therfoꝛe if they ones foꝛſake they; cootes, let them be de⸗ 

puued of theyꝛ lyuinges and all eccleſtaſticall function . Alſo ſuche as 

cary about the relyques of ſaincte Anthony, and other lyke, are in our 
iudgementes woꝛthy to be vtterly abolylhed, {oz thꝛough innumera⸗ 

ble ſuperſtitions they bꝛynge the ignoꝛaunt people in to erroure, and 

plapnly abuſe them. Oftentymes alſo, they ace permytted to marrye, 

whiche haue taken holy oꝛders, but this ought to be graunted to no 

man, but foꝛ vꝛgent cauſes , as whan the whole ſtocke and defence of 

à Realme is bꝛought to one man. And becauſe the Lutherians per⸗ 

mitte all men to marry without reſpecte,therfoze muſt we moꝛe ſtifly 

reſpſte the ſame. Nother may they be ſufferedto mary together, which 

are at theſeconde degree of bloud oꝛ affinitie, vnleſſe it be vpon moſte 
weyghtieconfiderations,but ſuche as are further of, maye haue moꝛe 
lybertizgraunted them, and that to be done without money, excepte 

perauenture they haue fyꝛſt had carnall copulation, than is it lawfull 

to punyſhe them by the purle, and the money to be employed immedi⸗ 

atiy to good vſes,But the vyte ol Simonie, whiche hath his name of Simone re⸗ 
Simon magus reigneth ſo in the churche nowe adayes, that men are — in ths 
nothynge achamed: Foꝛ they offende herein moſte boldely and ſeke to de. 
be aſſoyled bygeuyng of money, and the benelices thus wyckedly got 
ten, they entoye this not withſtanding. We doe not denye but youre 
holynes may pardon theyꝛ offence touchynge the punyſhement which 
they haue deſerued, but that the occaſion of tranſgreſſynge may be ta⸗ 
ken awaye, we thynke you had nedeto deale moꝛe ſtrayghtly, and not 
to remittethe punyſhement: Foz what moze ſhamefull oz deteſtable 
thyng can be, than this bieng and ſellyng? There muſt be a pꝛouiſo had 
that the clergie geue not away by legacie any part of the churche go9- 
des, without great cauſes, leſt that tothe hinderaũce ofthe pooꝛe, ſome 
other ſhal haue aboundaunce to ſpende in riot and voluptuouſnes, 
Allo licence is graunted foz euery manto chouſe a chaplaine where he 
lyſte, and to haue maſſe in pꝛiuate houſes:whiche ought not raſhlye to 
be graunted, leſt that ſecrete thinges ſhould come in contempt, and e⸗ 
ſpetially the chiefeſt ſacrament of all. Judulgences and pardõs ought 
not to be geuen ſo commonly, but only ones in the yeare, and that in 
Ireat cities, Uowes may not lightly be chaunged , no2 conuerted to 
an other woꝛke, vnleſſe it be coꝛreſpondent tothe vowe. 


Sometyme the laſt wyl ofthe teſtatours is wont to be chaunged, 
Ff.j. whiche 
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whiche happely had bequethed ſome poꝛtion of money to Godly yieg, 
and that chaunceth comonly by reaſon ofthe pouertie of the heireg n 
wylmakers,but there mult hede be take, that vnleſſe the teſtatour fal 
in pouertie, ſo that the wil can not well be perfourmed , it be not ſuffe, 
red. Foꝛ it is wickednes els to alter the deades wyll. And nowe that 
we haue declared our mindes in thiges cõcerning the vniuerſal chur⸗ 
che, we ſhal adde to the ſame a fewe caſes, whiche pꝛoperly belong to 
the byſhop ol Rome. nohere as this citie it churche of Rome is the mg. 


Harlottes ther and maiſtres of all churches, it were comlye and decent that it 
honoured at ſhould excelle others in Religion and honeſtie of life. But in the chur⸗

away Gods waath, which hãgeth now ouer vs, de we foz our _ 


che ol S.Peter,haunte many vnlearned a filthie pꝛieſtes, appareled 
with ſo vile garmentes, both of their owone x of their churche, that it 
were alſo vndecẽt to the like woꝛne in the pztuatehouſes ofthe pore 
ſozte. And in theſe garmentes ſay maſſe, to the great offence ofthe lo 
kers on.Therfoze muſt the Archedeacon, oꝛ the Cõmiſſarie be cõmaũ⸗ 
ded, that firſt in this citie, and after alſo in other plates, ſuche filthines 
be auoyded out of mens ſight. hat ſhall we ſaye of the vnchaſte wo: 
men and ſtrompetes, whiche in apparell and all kynde of oꝛnamentes 
differ nothing in this citie, frõ matrones of honour, rydyng vpon their 
Mules thꝛough the middes of the citie, euen at none dayes accompa⸗ 
nied with the familiar frendes and ſeruaũtes ol the chiefeft Cardinal. 
les and ſuche other like. Certenly we haue not ſene ſuche intemperan⸗ 
cie, and diſſolute liuing vſed,in ani other citie, but in this which ought 
in dede to be a ſpectacle and enlample to the whole vniuerſall world. 
Theſe Courtiſanes are alſo maynteyned to inhabit goꝛgeous houſes, 
which doubteles is great ſhame. There be alſo in this citie great con- 
tentions and factions: It is your parte to amende all theſe thinges, x 
it ſhalbe requiſite» vou oppointe certen Cardinalles mete foz the pur⸗ 
poſe, to appeaſe all ſtrife , and to reconcile the myndes ofthe citezens. 
Laſt of all, the pꝛouiſion ofthe wydowes & other poꝛe people, pꝛoperlp 
apperteineth to your charge. And theſe are the thinges moſte holy la⸗ 
ther, whiche we haue thought mete to be refourmed : Ind albeit we 
were vnmete foꝛthis charge, vet haue we done that laye in vs,xvtte- 
red our cõſcience vpꝛightly, we are entred into a great hope,y vnder 
your gouernment we ſhal ſee the church pure a cleane, a quiet, to the 
perpetuall immoꝛtall glozy of your name. Nou haue take to vouthe 
name of Paule, wherfoze we truſt it will come to paſſe, that after his 
example, vou will embꝛace the churche with a certen earneſt a feruent 
zeale.God choſe Paule as a ſingular inſtrument , to pꝛeache the Gol⸗ 
pell to the Gentyles: ſo truſte we allo that you are choſen to cal again 
to light the name of Chꝛiſt, bythe gẽtyles defaced, to remedy publique 
diſeaſes, to reduce the flock of Chꝛiſte into one ſhepefolde , and tourne 
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This refozmation was in deede conceaued in wooꝛdes, but neuer 

p2ounght to effecte,no2 publiſhed. Finally the byſhop delayeth the coũ 

ſell fromthe beginninge ol Nouembee to the kalendes ol May in the 

nert yeare follo wyng, and aſſigneth the place at Uicentia, a large and 

gplentifull citie belongyngto the ſtate ol Ueniſe, and ſendeth thither 

thee Cardinalles , Campegius, Simonet and Bzundule , whiche Pzeſidentes 
ſhould both begynne the treatie, and receyue them that came. The by⸗ or the coülel 
ſhop would haue had the matter of refozmation kept cloſe as is ſayde N 
beloꝛe, but it was not longe hydde. And what tyme it was bꝛought 

from Rome, into Germanp, Luther anlwered it in the duche tongue, 

and John Sturmius in the Latine, framynge they! ſtyle to the coam⸗ 53 
miſſioners ot the refozmation. Befoze Luthers booke was ſette out a 

picture, whiche plapnely declared the argument. Fo2 the byſhop was 

placed in an hyghe ſeate, and certen Cardinalles ſtanding about him, 

whiche with fores taples tied to ſtaues lyke beſomes, ſweepe all thin⸗ 

ges vpipde do wne. There was amõges theſe Cardinalles, Hicholas 

Archebylhop of Capua, who coulde abyde no refoꝛmation. He beinge | 
ſenteby Biſhop Paule l as it is crediblie repozted)contended ſoze that The C arde, 
nothynge ſhould be redꝛeſſed at all. Ind amonges other thinges,he — a 
ſaydz ho we than the Lutherianes would make their boaſt, that they , — 
wer dꝛiuẽ of thẽ ſo to doe in maner by compulſion. herupon the By⸗ 

ſhop and the Cardinalles were cõtenthed to be perſwaded to alter no 

thing. And yer he him ſelfe, that ſo letted them, is repoꝛted to haue ſent 

a boote pꝛiuely to a certen frende of his in Germany, whiche manye 

men take lo, as though he would haue both the byſhop and the ſayde 
commiſſconers lawoghed to ſcoꝛne fox their labours. Others thynke 

that the biſhop was made pꝛiuie to that booke of refoꝛmation, that by 

ſetting foꝛth of the ſame, there might appeare in hym ſome wyll of a- 

mendement of thynges, and yet vnderſtande it by an other meane, as 

though he hym ſelfe would haue done greater thinges , in caſe he had 

entended to haue publylhed any ſuche like matter. Ind as touchynge 

the collequies of Eraſmus, thus it ſtandeth. Amonges manye other The C81 
wozkes wherby Eraſinus wonderfully auaunced learning, he made A Cano” 
alſo a booke of Dialogues foꝛ chyldꝛen. And ſeyng it red ſo gredely;he — * 
ofteaugmented the lame. And as he was a man of an excellent witte, * 

and ol great eloquence, he toke pleaſure to wꝛyte ol ſondꝛy argumen⸗ 

tes taken out of naturall thynges, and of the lyfe of men. Ind with a 

certen maruelous dexteritie, and ſtyle moſte pleaſaunt, he ſetteth foꝛth 
pꝛecptes of Godlye and vertuouſe maners, and noteth with all by the 
lame occaſion,olde accuſtomed errours and vices, whereofcommeth „ 


tis comp laynte ofhym. In the moneth of Febzuarye ,the Frenche made conf

his ſonne Peter, whom Coſmus duke ofFlozence woulde layne haue 
maried alter the death of Alexander Medices. 2 

The two kynges ſpake not together in this place, albeit the By⸗ 
ſhopye deſyꝛed it muche : But a ewe dayes after, whan he was de⸗ 
parted, they mette at Jegnes Moꝛtes, a Towne ofthe Pꝛouince, in 
the mouth of the Ntuer ol Rhoſne, whither the Emperour retoꝛninge 
into Spaine, came with his Nauie at the Jdes of Julye. The hinge 
had ſent to mete him Melius his Ambaſſad oure, and Galleis to con⸗ 
duicte him. han the Emperour came nere vntoAegnes, the Cone- 
fable of Fraunce was there readye to entreate hym, that he woulde 

| arriuethere with his Nauie : Fozhe ſaied the kynge woulde be there 

within theſe two houres, and would come into his Barke to him. 

Whan the Emperour ſawe that the reſt ofthe Shippes ( which were 

ſcattered the daye befoꝛe by reaſon of amiſte ) were come together, 

he putteth into the hauen. And not longe after commeth the kynge 

allo, and accompanied amonges others, with Anthony Duke of Lo⸗ 

ratne,and the Cardinall his brother, goeth ſtreight waye to the ſhip- 

pes. The Emperour goynge fozth as farre as the ladder of the ſhippe 

to mete him, receaueth him in. But it can not be ſpoken, what embꝛa⸗ 
cynges, and gratulations were there. ;

minde.n2herkoze the next dap, the Emperour came againe to the ſea, 
accompanied with the king, and all his nobles: And whan they had 

dꝛunken together in the Emperours cabben ofthe ſhippe, they depar⸗ 

ted great frendes. hich thing once knowen at Parts and other pla 

tes, they ſonge Tedeum and made bonefyers. The Biſhop had regue⸗ 

ſted them at Nice, whan the peace was concluded, that they woulde 

go to the counſell Uicentta, and ſende thither ſuche Pꝛelates as they 

had than in theyꝛ companyes. And alſo to ſende commaundement to 

the reſt at home, to repayꝛe thither in like maner: But when they had 

excuſed them ſelues of both thoſe thinges. And the Cardinals, whiche 

he had ſent thither aduertiſed him that there was great ſolitarineſſe.

This yeare at Strauſebozough was erected a Colledge, oz a gra- A lodge. 
mer Scoole fox youth, by the meanes chiefiye of James Sturmie, a 1c nt 
pꝛintipall Senatoz: whiche in ſhozte time;thozoughe the diligence of © 
learned men ſo flozithed, that there repared thither not onely from the 
furtheſt partes of Germany, but alſo out of foꝛeine nations, the maner 
of teaching the youth, and diuiding them into fourmes, and the whole 
oꝛder was deuiſed by John Sturmie whiche he fyꝛſt exhibited to the 
Senate, and after wardes in a booke put foꝛth, he declareth it moꝛe at 
large. And wheras many were fapne to flie foꝛ Religion and conſciẽce 
ſake, out of Fraunce and Flaunders,and the Senate appointed them 
a churche, wherof John Caluine was fyꝛſte fo: certeine yeres the ſu⸗ John Caj- 
perintendent,and after hum Peter Bꝛulie of whoſe ende J wil ſpeake uin. 
heraſter. But in Englande Thomas ofCanturbury,wasoflong time Feter Bau- 
had in great reuerence; Ind his body was ſhzyned in ſiluer, and han- — 
ged rounde about with coſtly Jewelles of Gold and pꝛecious ſtones, 
beyonde meaſure. And amonges others, there was one riche Jewell, 
called the Regal of Fraunce. This yeare did king Henry take him out 
ofhis ſhꝛine, and burne his Reliques.This Thomas, ſurnamed Bec⸗ Tuomas 
ket, was in time paſt Irchebiſhopof Canturburp. And wherehe ſtode week. 
ſtyffe in defending the liberties of the Clergie hs fell into the diſplea⸗ 
ſure of the kyng of Englande Henry the ſeconde of that name, atom⸗ 
maunded into exile, he fledde to the Biſhoppe of Rome Alexander the 
thyꝛde, who at that tyme, ſoꝛ themnitie of themperonr Friderick Bar 


barouſſe, was in Fraunce. At the length Thomas Becket by the — 
ceilion 
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teſſion ol him, and of Lewes the vij. kinge of Fraunce , wasreconci 
led, and retourned home, the ſeuenth pere of his erile. And when after 
warde he troubled certen Biſhoppes that toke the kynges parte, and 
did excomunicate them, the kyng beyng againe offended, ſaid he was 
in a miſcrable eſtate, that could not line in quiet foz one pꝛieſt:he lam 
ted allo that there was no man aboute him, that woulde deliner him 


from ſuche diſquietnes: whiche woꝛdes lo ticled many, that, knowing 
it ſhould be no diſpleaſure to the kinge, they went to Cantoꝛburp and 
ſle we Thomas, The kynge pꝛetended a great ſoꝛowe: And ſen 
Ambaſſadoꝛs to Rome to make his purgation, in fyne entreated the 
Bilhoppe to ſende inquiſitours into England:to enquire and examine 
the matter. And vohat time the Biſhoppe at the laſte had ſente two 
Cardinals, and the murther could not be ſearched out, the kyng pour: 
geth him ſelfe by an othe: And becauſe ofthe fozmer hatred, and wo 
des ſpoken, there was ſome ſuſpecion and fault in him, in concluſion, 
he was reconciled vpon this condicton,that after thꝛe yeares he ſhuld 
go into Spꝛia, and warre vpon the Saracenes. This murther 


tommitted iu the yeareofinansſaluation. M. C, lrxj. And not — 
alter, the memoyall of Thomas waxed famous, thzonghe miracles, 


which the Monkes of Canturbury ſayd he wꝛought: nshereof when 
the Biſhoppe ol Rome was aduertiſed by the Legates, that came out 
of Englande, he Canontſed him, and made him a ſaint. 
What time the metyng was at Nice, Joachim Marques ol Bꝛan 
denburge, pꝛince Electout, the ſonne of Joachin, in the beginninge ol 
June, ſent his Ambaſſadoꝛ, Euſtace Schlebie to the Duke of Saxon 
with theſe inſtructions:howe Sigilmunde kinge of Pole, and John 
Mapuode kynge of Hungary, had aduertiſed hym , that the Turkes 
made great pꝛeparation to inuade Hungarp, and ſo foꝛtifiyng Buda, 


Lewes ol to make an incurſion into Germanye:Ind this ſame did themperour 
the Lurkes of Turkesſignifie vnto Bayuode: And where it was once iniopned,

his father in an open aſſemblie, that whan he had any intelligence of 
Turkiſhe matters, he ſhould aduertiſe the other ſtates therof,therfo:e 
tan not he alſo,but perfoune this dewtieto the common wealth, and 
is not a litle moued at theſe newes , foz the chaunce and calamitie of 
his natife tountrey:Foꝛ this therfoze and fox other cauſes he went to 
kyng Ferdinando into Luſatia: But he had both befoze his comming 
and when he was there allo, receiued letters and meſſagers touching 
the ſamethinges:n9herfoze in caſe he ſhould not be reſiſted, there is no 
doubt but they, which lie nexte him ſhould ſe ſhoꝛtly in they countrey 
that moſt cruell enemie:Fot all the way from Buda vntill theyꝛ fron- 
tiers, is there nother Caſtellnoz Towne foꝛtilied, able to hold out ſuch 
a power, no mountaines noꝛ ſtreight paſſages to ſtoppe his carriage, 
ſauing onelp the citie of Nꝛatiſlauie, and the towne of Lignice:Fot 1 
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fo: of the ſituation of Moꝛauie and Sileſie, and howe champion and 
fruictfull a countrey it is, he kno weth well enough, and nedeth no re⸗ 
hearſall. And albeit he hath pꝛomyſed ayde to kynge Ferdinando, foꝛ 
the common daunger pet he ſeeth howe lytle ſuche maner of ayde is 
able to helpe, foꝛ the greatnes of the caſe requyꝛeth al the ayde and po⸗ 
wer of the whole Empyꝛe. But ſoꝛ as muche as the ſame haplye can 
not be obtayned without a generall aſſemblye, and vnleſſe ail Ger⸗ 
many be quieted. And agayne the pꝛeſent daunger wyll permitte no 
long delaye,therfoze hath he in tale moued the kyng that he woulde 
wholy diſpoſe him ſelfe vnto this thynge onlye, that a ſyꝛne and ſure 
peate myght be concluded. herunto kyng Feroinando had anſwe- 

red ryght honoꝛably, and pꝛomyſed his endeuour, and to further the 
cauſe to the Emperour, ſo that he might vnderſtande what he and his 
league frendes, furthermoze demaunded. Ind ſeing it ſtandeth thus, 
he deſpꝛeth hym to geue his mynde hereunto, and open vnto hym vn⸗ 
faynedly, ſuche conditions ofpeace as he thynketh mete to be intrea⸗ 
ted of: And he hym ſelfe wyll deuyſe and that in his owne name, that 
ferdinando ſhall pꝛeferre them to the Emperour, in ſuche ſoꝛte as he 

truſteth that the treatie ſhalbe commodtous to the vniuerſall wozlde, 

And no we alſomayethe Turkes violence moꝛe eaſelye be reſiſted, foꝛ 

as muche as John Uapuode is reconcyled to kynge Ferdinando, as 

the kynge hym ſelfe tolde hym in counſel, foꝛ he would not haue it bꝛu⸗ 

ted abꝛoad leſte it ſhould come to the Turkes care. Certen peares paſt 
and hetherto hath a great part of Bongary bene plucked awaye from 

Chultendome thꝛough ciuile warres, but nowe their myndes are ap- 

peaſed and all diſpleaſure paſte, there is a goodlye occaſion offered of 

well doynge: oherfoꝛe eftſones he beſecheth hym, that he would help 

the cauſe ofthe common wealth. 

This Marques had maried the daughter of Sigiſmunde kyng of 
Poole, whiche was nece to John Uayuode by his ſyſters ſyde, and 
hereofcame that frendſhyp and familtaritie betwyrt them. He had al 
ſo than receyued the Religion of Saxony, and ſet foꝛth a booke of the The Par- 
lame, but kepte hym out of the league, and was other wyſe wholy ad — .d 
dictedto the Emperour and kynge Ferdinando, and retepned certen de Pate. 
ceremontes,and ſought to guiet offences. | e 

The Duke of Sarony ſignifieththe whole matter by his letters to uigon. 
the Lantgraue. And the twelfth daye of June after, they wꝛyte bothe 
to this Marques of Bꝛandenburg on this wyſe . Albeit the matter is 
of muche impoꝛtaunce, and altogether ſuche as they oughte to make 
their fellowes pꝛiuie to, yet doe they ſee what diſcommoditie myghte 
come thoꝛowe dele pe, eſpecialiy conſideryng how the Turke flacketh 
nothyng ot his fierlenes, and they haue alſo conſulted ouerlonge, how 


to quiet Sermany and to withſtande hym with all their powers , foꝛ 


Where 
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 whereheaduertiſed them by his Ambafladours, that it were nedefy 
to reſiſte that moſte cruell ennemie, truthe it is and they confeſſe, that 
the common wealth requyꝛed no leſſe. But they ſtad in that caſe, that 
they had chiefly nede of ſuche a peace as were honourable, trewe, fp, 
me, andnothyng doubdtfull. Foꝛ in caſe they ſhould ſpende they; trea⸗ 
ſure on the Turkyſhe warre, a the meane whyle, haue vnquiet neigh, 
bours at home, he ſeeth him ſelfe ho we vnmete and hurtefull the ſame 
would be vnto them. They fox their parte are verye deſyrous of peace, 
whiche ifthep can not obtayne, and therfoze in doubtfull matterg di⸗ 
miniſſhe no parte oftherr power, and in the meane time the cõmon we⸗ 
alth ſuſtayne any damage, there may no blame therof be imputed to 
them, but all together vntothoſe that refuſe the conditions of peace, 

Monꝛeouer they ſuppoſe, that it ſhould concerne thekinge Ferdinids, 
and others that bozder on the Turkes, that relatiõ were made of ther 
thinges vnto all the ſkates:udhere alſo het yerto there is no counſel im 
periall called, it is not foz the pzofite ofthe co:nmo wealth. Foz though 
perchauncethe time wil not permitte that publique ayde ſhould be de: 
creed ſodaynly,and nede requyzethto craue ayde of ſome men. Pet is 
the Turke of ſuche power, that he is able to continew in warres ina; 
ny peares:ànd wil not ceaſe tyl eyther he hath obteyned his pourpoſe, 
02 hauing an ouerthꝛow be cõſtrayned to bzeake vp warres fot a time. 
wherfoꝛe they thinke an aſſemblie ofthe Emppꝛe, to be very expeditt, 
that both the peace of Germany therein myght be eſtabliched, and c 
ſultation had conſerning the Turkiſhe warre. And this later tobe of 
ſo great foꝛce, that albeit al thinges were quiet in Germany, yet neuer 
theleſſe a common aſſembly to be nedefull. Moꝛ it ſkileth not greatly, if 
perchaunce kyng Ferdinado, can not well be there in the Emperous 

name, ſo that Ambaſſadours be ſent with full commiſſion and autho⸗ 
ritie. n hiche thing ikhe can bꝛing to paſſe, the ſame ſhalbe comodious 
foꝛ the Emperour, and foꝛ all Germany, Howe be it leſte they ſhoulde 
in any point fayle the common wealth, oz hinder the cõmoditie there. 
of, they woulde haue in a readynes ſuche ayde, as they fox theirpar: 
tes are acuſtomed and oughte to finde, to be alwayes read pe to ſerue, 
whan nede ſhall require: Neyther doubte they, but theyꝛ fellowes wil 
do the ſame, but vnder this condition, that kyng Ferdinando immedi⸗ 
atly obtayne foꝛ them of the Emperour a ſure and vndoubted peace: 
And the whiche all other Pꝛinces ofthe Empyꝛe, that be of the Byſ⸗ 
ſhoppes Religion, ſhall ratifie. That done, and the ſuites and actions 
ofthe chamber ſet apart, their ayde ſhalbe ſtreight wayes ready. But 
in caſe the Emperour by reaſon okhis abſence, can not bꝛynge all the 
Pꝛyncesheeeunto in time, at the leſte he perlwade theſe to be of his o⸗ 
puuion, illiam Lewis, Dukes of Bauier, Geoꝛge Duke of Saro- 
ny, the Irchebyſhop ol Mentz, Collon and Treuers, alſo the Boo 
| 0 l, 
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of Saliſburge, Waydenburge, Bꝛeme, Bamberge, Wyztenburge, 
Munſter, Auſpurge and Aellet. But in caſe they can not be perſwa- 
ded, that then the Emperour and kyng Ferdinando doe confirme the 
ume peace, foꝛ them ſelues and foꝛ all their ſubiectes, and make pꝛo⸗ 
myſeto do their endeuours that other Pꝛynces alſo maye geue theyꝛ 
alſente to the ſame:whiche in caſe they ſhall refuſe to doe, yet ſhall they 
neuer ſwarue from this conuenant. And ſo ſhoꝛtly as may be, foꝛ this 
and other cauſes,ſhall call an aſſemblie of the Empire. If this be done 
they truſte that their league frendes alſo wyll be ready to ſende theyz 
apde,lyke as they themſelues are determined to doe, in caſe their lea⸗ 
gue frendes be agreable to the ſame, and that as well they maye en⸗ 
toye the benefyte ofthis peace, whiche tame into their league after the 
compoſition of Hozinberge, as ſuche as hal repare vnto them hereaf- 
ter. Moꝛeouer that the ſame may extende, not onlyto the Pꝛinces of 
the Empyꝛe, but alſo to the kyng of Denmarke. And to the entent it 
may well appere ho we deſirous they be of peace, foz as muche as the 
ſtate of the Empyꝛe can not be ſo ſoone aſſembled, therefoꝛe wyll they 
appointe an aſſemblie of their company at Iſenacke, againſt the.rriung 
of July, to be there with moſte ample commiſſion Wherfoꝛe it were 
well done, if he could bꝛynge it to paſſe, that the Emperour and kyng 
Ferdinando, he hym ſelfe alſo and the Palſgrane , ſent their Ambaſſa⸗ 
doursthither . han they had aunſwered on this wyſe, they diſpat⸗ 
ched their letters vnto their league frendes requyꝛinge them to be at 
that daye at Jſenacke,a tovone of Turingie. The Marques had cau- 
ſed his AImbaſſadour to ſhewe them, that incaſe they were ſo content, 
he wold deuyſe that the Palſgraue who tẽdꝛed alſo the comon welth 
ſhould trauayle in the ſame matter. w ith the letters tothe Marques 
of Bꝛandenburge, they ſent alſo the whole treaty, that they had with 
Heldus the Emperours Ambaſſadour, that he myght clerely perceiue 
the whole matter, whiche thynges reteyued, the Marques intrateth 
bung Ferdinando, that he would immediatly pzeferre this matter to 
the Emperoure, to foꝛe he retourned out of Italy, into Spapne: After 
he requireth the Palſgraue, to take this matter in hide together with 
hym, he maketh aunlwere, that albeit the Pꝛoteſtauntes had not ſpo⸗ 
ken to hymn herein, vet woulde he not refuſe , but his men were gone, 
whiche were wonte to ſerue hym in the ſame affayzes: wherfoze he 
wylleth hym to ſende his counſellours all vnder one, and ifthe matter 
(hould afterwardes requyꝛe his pꝛeſence he would not fayle. Whan 
the daye came, the Marques by his Ambaſſadours declared this firſt 
to the Duke of Saxon and the L antgraue, and after to all the reſt, at 
Fſenacke,foz the Pꝛynces them ſelues were not pꝛeſent. And he wyl⸗ 
led them to deſyꝛe the Palſgraue to take this trauayle and payne, and 


that an other daye myght be appoynted, wherin to mete agayne: In 
the meane 
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the meane whyle the matter may be bꝛought to paſſe with the Empe⸗ 
rour, that his conlent alſo and aucthoꝛitie may be had. Moxeouer he 
requeſt ed them, that they woulde not be ouer ſtreight laſed, but to 
graunt to ſo muche as they myght with a ſaufe conſcience. Foz zyt 
Ferdinando wyll flacke no maner of dilygence, neyther doubteth he 
but that the Emperour 1s alſo greatly inclined to peace. 

Hereunto the Pꝛoteſtauntes aunſwere from Jſenacke the liſte day 
of Auguſte, that to make a concozde they are very deſirous ſo that the 
Emperours wyl and cõmaundement be accoꝛdingly. Further though 
they thinke it not nedefull foꝛ them to intreate the Pallgraue, whiche 
is of him ſeife well diſpoſed, and if the ©mperour comaunde hym, wil 
not refuſe it, vet wyll they wꝛyte vnto him, and whan the Emperourg 
pleaſure ſhalbe kno wen, by the aduiſe of him and the Pallgraue, they 
wyll aſſigne a daye, wherin they ſhall mete all to treate of the foꝛſayd 

The lady E matter. In this aſſemblie was recepued into their league the lady Eli 
igabetb if- zabeth, the Lantgraues ſyſter, a wydo we. The cities alſo of Halles: 
ter to the Hailbꝛune, made ſute to be admitted by the mediation of them of Ju: 
Lantgraue purge, and Ulmes. Here were heard alſo euery mas complaintes, but 
is cecetued in eſpecially the cauſe ofthe Goflarians, whome Henry Duke of Bum 
tothe _ ſwyckehad ſoze oppꝛeſſed. Wherloꝛe they agreed to requeſtethe Bar 
of Pete. ques, that he woulde obteyne okthe Emperour, thzoughthe meanes 
of kyng Ferdinando a pꝛecept, wherby the Duke of Bzunſwicke may 
be compelled to aunſwere the matter: Foꝛ other wyſe, the ſtate and cõ⸗ 
dition of the Goflariens is fo miſerable that they can not foꝛſake them 
in that diſtreſſe. Hitherto was alſo newes bꝛought of the peace conchu 
ded betwene the Emperour and the Frenche kyng. And the aſſemblie 
bꝛake vp the nynth daye of Auguſte. | 

This yeare ſpꝛang vp a ſecte ofthem , whiche are called Intino⸗ 
mians. Theſe doe affirme that repentaunte is not to be taught by the 
ten tommaundementes, and impugne thoſe , whiche teache that the 
Goſpell is not to be pꝛeached, but vnto the myndes that are firſte ſha⸗ 
ken and bꝛoken thꝛoughthe declaration ofthe lawe : But they deter⸗ 
myne that what ſoeuer the mans lyfe be, were it neuer ſo lin full yet is 
he iuſtified ifkhe beleue only the pꝛomyſes of the Goſpell.

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1the laſte booke you haue heard muche ſpeaking of Heldus, whom 
the Emperour ſent Amballadour into Germany. He receiuing ofthe 
teſtaunt es not ſuche aunſwere as he woulde, goeth to the moſte 
batte ok all the Pꝛinces, and deuiſing a ſclaunder, as though theP2o- 
teſtauntes could abyde no right noꝛ hearing ofmatters, and had refu⸗ 
ed moſte reaſonable conditions of peace by hym pꝛopounded, began 
to moue them to a league, wherok he pꝛoteſted bothe the Emperonre 
and kynge Ferdinando to be aucthours, and reſted not befozehe had 
bought it to paſſe with ſome.Thoſe were the Archebyſhops of Metz 


and Saliſburge , William and Lewys, Dukes of Bauier, Geoꝛge geg 

Duke of Saorony, Ericke and Henry Dukes of Bꝛunſwicke. And — 
fox this matter they aſſembled at Noꝛinberge, athe league was made gain the 
bnder this title, that incaſe any man were iniuried oz moleſted, fo2 the P2oteſtates 


byſhops Religion whiche they call the olde, the others ſhoulde aſſiſte 
him with their aide. Therkoꝛe thei called it holy, as oꝛdeined foꝛ Gods 
glozy and defence of the churche, . It is decreed foꝛ eleuen yeares, 
The Frenche kyngreturnyng from Nice, came to a cõmunication 
with Marie the Emperoursfyfter, Negent of Flaunders, at Compe⸗ 
gue a towne of the Swycers.

And becauſe they can neuer be quiet, and 
pon molte iuſte cauſes haue bene refuſed, And yet neuertheleſſe pꝛo⸗ 
cedyngobſtinatiye , haue nowe pꝛeſcrybed they: fellowes, the cite⸗ 
zeng of Myndyn, they doe admonythe and pzaye all Pꝛynces and 
ſtates, that they would repute the ſentence geuen as vniuſte, and not 
(uffer them ſelues to be ſtyꝛed vpto any violence. Foꝛ if it were other 
wyſe, and that the ſentence were put in execution, they would not ſure 
neglecte the iniuries of their confederatours . Inthe meane tyme the 
Cmperour beyng moued by kyng Ferdinando, as befoze is ſayde, ſent 
his letterg in to Germany , declarynge his good wyll towardes the 
comnon wealth. And howe muche he delyꝛed to appeaſe thys con- 
trouerſie in Religion. And becauſea fewe dayes paſte he receyued 
aduertylement , that the Pꝛoteſtauntes alſo dyd not refuſe the con⸗

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condicions of Peate, and required a treatie,ſo that his conſente were 
therto,therfoze he vnto whome nothynge is lieuer than the publique 
tranquilitie, doeth both allowe this waye, and maketh his deputes, 
the Archebyſhop of Londe,and Matthie Helde , oz one of them, and 

eth them ful aucthoꝛitie by thele pꝛeſentes, that they together with 
the counſellers ol his bꝛother kyng Ferdinando, and the other pyyn⸗ 
tes that be interceſſours, may treate and determyne the matter: what 
ſoeuer they ſhall doe, he wyll ratifie. Theſe letters were dated at To.

And did his endeuour to ſtyꝛre vp warre agaynſte the Putt 

F ſtauntes. And where he had about the ſame tyme recepued letters 

fromthe Archebyſhop of Wentz, on the mozowe after Chziſtmasday 

he aunſwereth at fewe woꝛdes committingthereſte in credite to hy 
Secretary Stephen Faber whome he ſente withall. 

And the laſt daye ſaue one of December, it chaunced not fare from 
the towne ol Caſſel, that the Lantgraue going a hunting, mette with 
him, and an other yonge man ol the Archebyſhop ol Mentz, that had 
bꝛought the letters. There the Lantgraue after the Almaigne lation, 
demaunded oftheyoungeman, which firſte mette hym, what he was 
Jam ſapeth he, ſeruaunt to the N ꝛynce Electour of Bꝛandenburge: 
what is the other? And he lykewyſe whan Stephen nowe came nere 
hym, he aſketh ol hym ſelfe, what he was? He aunſwered as the other 
had done, he enquireth whether he was goyng? He ſayde to Spyꝛez: 
howe doeth the Pꝛynce?! in health. After beyng demaunded, whether 
he woulde iuſtifie theſe thynges to be trewe? He ſayde yea that he 
woulde, and fo was dimiſſed. Ffterwarde whan he was gone alittle 
wape, one of the Lantgraues ſeruauntes tolde , howe that it wasthe 
Duke of Bzunlwickes Secretary, whiche after that an other had al 
ſo affirmed that knewe hym, the Lantgraue ſent to fetche them back 

Cbꝛ Lant- to Caſſelle,tyll he tame from huntynge hym ſelfe. In the meanetyme 
graue inter · Stephen Faber, whyleſt he was in the Stowffe, plucketh out ofhis 
cepteth tbe dolome a lether bagge, and takynge out of it certen letters, haſteth 
Dukes let · gut ol the doers:one ofthe houſhold ſeruauntes perteiued it, and gau 
* notite to the Stewarde, who as it chaunted was there p2eſent , lo 
kynge downe out of the ſto wife wyndowe into the courte vnderneth 

wherkoze being aſked foꝛ his letters, he dꝛaweth the out ofhis boſom: 

The Steward receiueth the into his cuſtody, and mo —

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the Lätgraue, whan he came from hunting, Thoſe were twoletters 
wherol the one was directed to the Archebyſhop of Mentz the other 
to Matthie elde. And with al were certen tables ofremembzaunce, 
0: iuſtructions of thinges he had ineredite. And ſeing the matter was 
ofit lelte very ſuſpiclous, and the notes within the table increaſed the 
ſaſpition' moꝛe the Lantgraue openeth them both. The ſomme ol the 
Irchebyſhoppes letters was this : That he had receyued his letter s, 
and reioſeth muche , that he hath hym in contynuall remembzaunce. 
and that he is all his to commaunde, and howe he hath ſent vnto him 
Stephen his Secretary, a truſtye man, by whome he mape vnder- 
ſtandethe whole matter, and what newes was bꝛought hym out of 
Bauier: Mnto whome he delyꝛeth hym to geue credit. Alter he wy⸗ 
ſheth wellto hym and they: adherentes, but his aduerſaries he com⸗ 
mendeth ta Sathan , of the ſame eſfecte he had wꝛytten allo to Het 
dus howe he had ſent agayne Stephen with inſtructions, he deſp- - 
rethtoheare hymgently , and gyue noleſſe crediteto-hym ,than if he 
pake pꝛeſently to hym in perſone , ſo longe as he iyueth , he wyll take 
the Emperours parte, howe ſo euerthe matter fafleth out. Neyther 
doubteth he but the Emperour wyll deuyſe fog all thynges well e⸗ 
nough. In the remembzaunce ofthe X p was this. Bow the 
Lantgraue was vnquiet , and could take no ſtepe noz refte, and was 
ſo geuen to huntynge, that he was almoſte madde: herby thething 
mygbt the better be done. And ſome parte ol it was already bꝛought 
to paſſe: and what the Lantgrane goeth abouteas not vnknowen to 
tothe Dukes of Bauier, and is terten chat he wil make warre 
againſtethe one ol them two: noherfoꝛe he muſte perſwade the fello- 
wes ol his college to come intothe league. He ſhall doe very well alſo 
to addicte him ſeife wholy vnto this league, and haue reſpect to them, 
of whome beynge ones loꝛſaken, he receyued muche diſpleaſure, - 
Howe the Duke of Banter and he intende to taike together, and by 
tonferryng their counſelles to determine ſome thyng. Moꝛeoner how 
the ſtate of Sweuia are moued vnto this league, and the matter 
bought almoſte to an ende. W 112! C356 3668 
The inftructions to Heldus were theſe. How his truſte is, that the 
taneinhispurpoeatcyynges ſhalt pocede well Fozthan he ta 
e in his purpoſe all thynge pꝛoce Fa than he tru⸗ 
ſteth that other kynges alſo, whiche as yet haue not vttered them ſei⸗ 


ues, voll fauour the ſame waye. And it all the contederatours beo —o 


the ſame mynde and wylle that he is of, there (hall wante nothynge. 
But ho we ſoeuer others vle them ſelues, he wyll euer remayne con- 
ſtant, and obedient to the Emperour . Howe he thynkethir good that 
the chamber cõmaunde the Lantgraue, to laye aparte his weapõs, in 
the meane whyle wyll he and the Duke ol _ , be 8 
g.ij. n 
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And ifhe do not obeye,that than the chamber may cõmaunde the Du 
ke of Bauier and him to foꝛſee that the chmon wealth ſuſteine no di 
mage, a inioyne other P2ynces allo to geue thett aſſiſtaunce aſterthe 
me ok the league. nohat time theſe were thus come to light 
becauſe there was great daunger to warde, and the occaſion of warte 
was fought ol them, the Latgraue furthwith wꝛote his letterg to hig 
father in lawe Duke Geoꝛge, aud declaringe the whole matter ag it 
ſtoode, ſheweth how he hath great wꝛong offered him, a howhema⸗ 
keth no pꝛeparation fox warte. About the ſame time, Matthias hel⸗ 
dus, rode in great poſt haſte thzough Fraũce into Spayneto the Em 
perour. ter wardes the Lantgraue wꝛote to king Ferdinando and 
to his ſyſter Mary, Regent of Flaunders, to the Princes Electourg, 
the Dukes ol Bauier, after the lame ſoꝛte as he did to Duke Geoe 
his father in lawe , and maketh his purgation. han the Duket 
Buifwicke perceiued thatthe matter was difcloſed and heard of the 
Lantgrauesletters,he aunſwereth,thathe hath not ſaſteined w 
at his handes only, whichegowe hath taken his Secretary, but all 
by the Duke of Saronthelaft yeare, whan by the commaundement 
of kyng Ferdinando,intheEmperours name, he went to Duke ge 
oꝛge of Sarony,md comming home from Nozinberge, what 
tyme the league was made, than did he laye wayte foꝛ him. Unto this 
the Duke of Saronaunſwereth. Foꝛ as muche as he denied him and 
his fellowes ſauferonduicte,vohan they went to bꝛunſwicke, againſt 
the lawe and cuſtome ofthe Emppꝛe, he coulde thinke none otherwy⸗ 
ſe of hym, but to be his ennemye: he had dyuerſe tymes beloꝛe gone 
with two oz thꝛe with hym, dilgupied in ſeruauntes apparell, that he 
ſhould not be knowen thzough his and his bꝛothers countrey pꝛiuelp, 
neyther did he whiche kne we this well enough, empeche ot lette him. 
But afterhe would haue the paſſage ſtopped foz hym and his league 
frendes, why ſhould he thinke to haue moꝛe libertie with other men, 
than he wyl graunt vnto them? uSherkoze vpon this occaſion they be- 
— to wꝛite one againſt an other, which not long after ended in moſt 
arpe and bitter inuectiues:hauing in dede the beginning ol the Du⸗ 
Bꝛunſwicke, vohiche after a rare example amonges Princes let 
paſſe no kynde ol raylyng and oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes, as bokes ſet forth 


The death in pꝛynte doe declare. Whyleſt theſe thynges are a wozkynge,dieth 
of John Du John Duke of Cleaue, leauyng william his ſonne and heyꝛe, whome 
ke of Cleaue Conradus Hereſbachtus , from his chyldhode had inſtructed in good 


letters and maners. uShat tyme they were come to Franckefurte, in 
the moneth ol Febmarye,acco2dyng to the tment. After much 
ſondꝛye and ſharpe debatynge of the matter. they concluded at the laſt 
the nyntene daye of Apꝛyll vpon theſe conditions. 

The Emperour, to the intent a cõmunication of learned inf = — 


» 
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had cõcerning religion, graunteth tothe cofederatours ofthe doctrine 
pzofefled at Aufpurge,whiche are nowe in that numbꝛe, truce foꝛ. xv. 
monethes , and.commaundeth , that in this meane tyme they be not 
moleſted in any caſe concernyng Keligion. The peace of Nozinberge 
and the Emperours decree at Kegenſpurge, are alſo foz this tyme ra- 
tified. And if duryng the tyme ofthis trute, they can not fully agree in 
Religion, vet (hall that peace be offozce , vntyll the nexte aſſemblie of 
theEmpy2e.Ind if perchaunce there be an aſſemblie befoze the truce 
be expy2ed , pet neuertheleſſe that peace ſhall take place, vntyll the o⸗ 
ther alſemblye. In the meane whyle,duringthe tyme of this truce the 
Emperour doeth ſuſpende all ſuites and artions in the lawe commen- 
ted againſte the Pꝛoteſtauntes, and alſo the outlawyng of the Cytie 
of Pyndin, and ik anye thynge be other wyſe done, he commaundeth 
it to be fruſtrate. nohere it is wonte to be obiected vnto them, as 
though foz the pꝛofeſſion of this Religion, they myght not conſiſte in 
iudgement, the ſame ſhall take place no longer, but they ſhall enioye 
the benelite ol the la we without exception. | 

Agapne the Pꝛoteſtauntes ſhall moleſte no man, and durynge this 
truce, ſhall take none in they: league, yet ſo as no man ſuſteyne anye 
mꝛonge in the quarell ot their Religion: The Emperour ſhall alſo foꝛ⸗ 
ſee that no man be recepued moze ouer in tothe contrary league. The 
Pyteſtauntes ſhall permytte the clergie to eniope all thoſe yearelye 
pofites whiche they haue at this daye. 

By the conſent of the Emperour, a daye ſhall be aſſigned at the ka⸗ 
lendesof Juguſte,atthe whiche daye ſhould mete at Nounberge the 
Cathoquues and Pꝛoteſtaũtes, ſuch as were good men and deſirous 
of peace, and not contentions oꝛ frowarde.Thoſe ſhal chouſe out acer 
ten numbꝛe of diuines, whiche quietly and frendlymay conferre of re⸗ 
ligion: with them alſo ſhalbe ioyned others, that pzofeſſenot diuinitie, 
but pet experte men and ſobꝛe. Moꝛeouer, the Emperour and kynge 
ferdinando if they lyſte, maye haue their deputes in this conference: 
and what ſoeuer ſhall there be agreed vpon by conſent ofeyther partie 
halbe ſignified to the ſtates þ be abſent, who appꝛouing the ſame , the 
Emperours Imbaſſadourallo ſhal ratifie it, oꝛ els the Emperour him 
ſelf in the next aſſẽblie of thempire, alter he ſhal haue cõfitmed, ſhal co 
maund to be kept inuiolate. Both parties ſhal lay away pzeparatios 
vnto war, x he y ſhal ſeme to go about any thig,ſhalbe enfozced toſhe w 
the cauſe whp he doeth it, yet ſo as no mã beinhibited to kepe a delẽce 
neceſſarp, in al other thigs, the law ofthẽpire ſhalbe ol both parties ob 
lerued. In this truce are cõpꝛehẽded neither Anabaptiſts, noꝛ others p 
followe a doctrine cõtrary to the tõfeſlid of Juſpurg. The pꝛoteſtates 
ſhal haue in a redines ayde foꝛ the Turckiſh warre, p ther be no delay: 
And whan the Pꝛinces Electours and other pꝛincipall ſtates, ſhall at 
Gg. ij. the Em⸗ 
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the Emperours commaundement ſende their deputes to wooꝛmes, 
at the. xbiij. daye of May, the Pꝛoteſtaũtes ſhall ſende theirs alſo that 
they may tonſulte of ſoden ayde againſt the Turke, and what ſome: 
uer there ſhalbe agreed vpon by the conſent of the maze patte , tothe 
ſame ſhaltthey alſo ſubſcribe . And if the Turke ſhall moue warre du⸗ 
ryng thetyme of the truce, they ſhall reſiſtehymwith the reſte. Ind 
theſe thyngesto be ratified, in caſe the Emperour within ſyre months 
ſhall allowe theſame,begynning from the kalendes al May. And in 
the meane tyme, that agrement concerning the truce, and not to ang: 
mente the league, ſhalbe of force. And in caſe the Emperour do not de; 
clare his mynde within the ſame tyme, pet ſhall the peace of Noyin- 
berge, be in as full ſtrength and vertuchereafter as it was beloꝛe 

The Emperours depute here was John Archebyſhop of Londe, fox 
Heldus was gone into Spayne as betoꝛe is ſapde. And kyng Ferdi. 
nando allo ſent thether his Ambaſſadours. The P2oteſtauntes were 
there many, and the Duke of Saxon him ſelfe and the Lantgraue, 
whiche bꝛought with themcertendiuines. The Palſgrane and the 
Marques of Bꝛandenburg, both Electours, did intreate as meanes, 


Tbe Duke The Duke of Saxon amonges other thynge s pꝛoteſted this at that 


me, that he would not to Ferdinando the title of the king 


woulde not of Romains, but ſtode to the tonuenaũtes of Cadame a Vienne, that 
geue to Fcr- ſame Archebyſhop of Londe was a Germapne bone , and counſel 
dinando tbe lour to Chꝛiſtierne kyngof Denmarke, who beyngerpulſed, was alſo 
titl of kung exiled and loſt his byſhopzyke,than came he agayne into Germany a 
of Komains attended vpon the Emperour, and afterwardes was made byſhopof 


Conſtannce.whyleſt this treaty was at Frankefurte, certen bandes 
of Souldiours were aſſembled in Sarony , and were commaunded 
by their gouernours to go lye in the countreis ofthe citie of Byeme, of 


the Duke of Lunenburge, and others ofthe ſame Religion, and thrre 


to temapne tyll the tampe remoued. It was kept very ſecrete at the 
firſt, by thoſe conduicte oꝛ aucthoꝛitie they were leuied, but at length 
it was certenly knowen that they were muſtred by Henry Duke of 
Bꝛunſwycke, and his brother Chuſtopher Archebyſhop of Bꝛemen. 

They that were imuried by them, complayned in dede to the imperial 
chãber, but it was in vapne. The Pꝛoteſtaũtes after wardes though 
their induſtrie, leſt they ſhould do any moꝛe harme, pꝛocured the ſame 
men to ſerue them, whome notwithſtanding they vſed to the iniurie 
of no man. At the requeſt ofthe Pꝛinces that wer intercelſdurs, Ste⸗ 
phen Faber, was ſet at libertie by the Lantgraue, who gaue him paſſe 
poꝛte. He had ſayde of his owe accoꝛde, that he woulde not retourne 
to his Pꝛince, foꝛ that he truſted hym no moꝛe. But whan he was re- 
leaſed, he went ſtreight way to him. In this aſſemblie william Duke 
of Cleue, by his Ambaſſadour, did exhibite a wrytinge to ww — 
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ſtauntes, wherinhe declared by what ryght e tytle he poſſeſſed Gel⸗ 


derlande. And pꝛayed them that they would be meanes foꝛ him to the 
Emperour, and to commende his cauſe allo to the Emperours Am- 


haſſadours there. | | 4 
The Frenche kyng,had aduertiſed Ulrich Duke of irtenberge, 


by his Ainbaſſadour, that he heard ſaye, howe he thzough the motion kyng geuetb 


ofhis confederatours, was determined to make warre vppon certen 


Byſhoppes in Germany. But this pourpoſe did not he alo we, and ſoz Dake of wir 


his good wyll he beareth hym, doth admonylhe hymthat he do it not: 
#01 ifhe did, he ſhould offende the Emperour and kyng Ferdinando, 
vnto whomehe was lately reconciled, and bꝛyng him ſeife and al that 
euer he had into great Daunger. The Duke geuyng him thankes for 
the good admoniſhement (layth) hetsſclaundered , and howe he ſup⸗ 
poſeth the ame to be reyſed vp by the Dukes ol Bauier, who hathe 
ally ſo wen a lyke bruite of hym in Germany, he deſpꝛeth hym to gene 
no credit to it. Foꝛ it is neither his entent, noꝛ yet his kellowes, to ſtyꝛe 
vp anp trouble, oꝛ to attẽpte any thyng by foꝛce of armes, vnleſſe they 
betonſtrayned. And doubteth not alſo, but when they ſhal heare ther- 
ol they wyl pourge them ſelues herein. Wherkoꝛe whan he had decla⸗ 
ted this to his fello wes at Franckefurte, the Duke of Saron and the 
Lantgraue, the. xix.daye of Apꝛill, addꝛeſſe their letters to the kynge. 
And lape ho we they vnderſtande by Duke Ulriche, what repoꝛte of 
then was made vnto hym: but to be a ſclaunder fo:ged by their enne⸗ 
mies and euill wyllers:Foꝛ they entende to make no warre, and how 
muche they deſyꝛe peace, that can the Pꝛinces tell, that were intercel⸗ 
ſourg. Foꝛ albeit they are moꝛe wayes than one pꝛouoked ,albeit theyꝛ 
fellowes citie is outlawed, and a league made of dyuerſe, fa2 the de⸗ 
fence of vniuſte decrees, though bandes of Souldiours by them hired 
foꝛ great and vnaccuſtomed wages, are nowe ſpoyling the countreys 
of their league frendes vet arethey quiet and ſtyꝛe not one whytte. fox 
they loue their natiue countrey and remitte all iniuries koꝛ the comon 
wealthes fake. But their aduerſaries are lead with a certen impudent 
hatred, and followe no temperate wayes, noꝛ wyll admitte no lawe⸗ 
fullreaſonyng, but ſeke only that Germany maye lwymme with ciuile 
bloud. And ſeyng it is thus, they deſyꝛe hym not to credit theſe falſe re- 
poꝛtes but to geue his ayde, that the churche maye be quieted by god⸗ 
y meanes:Fo2 this is pzoperly the dutie of kynges, to maynteine tru⸗ 
the and innocencie And where as they defende the cauſe of Religion, 
it is done ofnone euyll pourpoſe, but of a certen Godly dutic: foꝛ they 
doubte not, vut that the doctrine whiche they doe pꝛofeſſe, is agreable 
vnto Gods woꝛde, whiche they maye in no wyſe forfake. 
About the endeofthis aſſemblie, the. xxiiij.daye of pꝛyll, died Ge- 
Nge Duke of Saxony, withont chyldzen: Foꝛ his two 2 were 
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departed befoꝛe without iſſewe, whereof the one had maried Eliza. 
beth the L antgraues ſyſter, and the other one of the houſe of Wander. 
fielde. nohertoꝛe Duke Geoꝛge by legatie maketh his heyꝛes, his by. 
ther Heury, and his ſonnes, Maurice, and Juguſte, vnder this condi⸗ 
tion that they alter not the ſtate of Religion. uShiche vnleſſe they ſhall 
perfourme,he geueth his whole landes to the Emperour and to kyng 
Ferdinando, vntyll ſuche tyme as eyther he ot his lonnes, oz the nerte 
kynſman of that familie, doe accomplyſhe this condition. This wyl of 
his fo made, he ſheweth firſt to the Nobilitie and cõmons ok his toun⸗ 
trie, beinge nowe olde e ſickly, and wylleth them to conkirme the ſame 
by an othe neuer to alter this his laſt wyll. But they fearyng leſte i 
ſhould bethe occaſion of warre bet wene the kinſmẽ, intreate him that 
he would be content, to ſende to his bꝛother Henry : Foz they trulte 
that he wyll conſente to alter nothing in Religion . uShereupon Im: 
Amballa - baſſadours were ſent to perlwade with him, and whan they had al- 
dours lent to ſedged ſondꝛy reaſons, and eſpecially ſayd,how there was muche rea⸗ 
his bzotver dy Money, and a great quantitie of Plate and goodly ſtuſfe, whiche 
ventP> ſhould come wholy to his handes, in caſe he would obeye his bothers 
wyll. He aunſwered them by and by thus: Certenly pour meſſage ſe⸗ 
meth vnto me to reſemble the ſame that is wꝛittẽ in the Goſpel,what 
tyme Sathan pzomyſed Chꝛiſte the kyngdomes of the whole woꝛlde, 
ſo that he would falle downe and worfhyp hym. Doe youthynke that 
J ſette ſo muche by any ryches, that J would therfoꝛe ſoꝛſake the tru⸗ 
the and pure religion? Aſſuredly you are farre abuſed if you ſo thinke, 
noherfo2ce whan they had this anſwere, and were departed without 
their purpoſe ,befoze they came at home, Duke Geoꝛge had lefte hys 
lyfe. His brother Henry going immediatlyto Dꝛeſda, and other tow- 
nes,bindeth the people to hym by an othe, which was the more eaſely 
done,byreaſon he was in league with the Pꝛoteſtauntes. 

Moꝛeouer the Pꝛince Electour of Saxonp, hearyng ot his death, 
haſteth home with all expedition, that ik nede were, he myght ayde 
Henry. The Pꝛinces ofthe Popylh parte, foꝛ the loſſe of ſo ſure apyl- 
lour, and fo lucky ſucceſſe of the Pꝛoteſtauntes, were ſoze agreued, 
eſpecially the Arche dyſhop of Mentz, and the Duke of Buunſwycke, 
as hereafter you ſhal heare. Thus had Duke Geoꝛge a ſucceſſour and 
heire cleane contrary to his wylle. And he whome he hated moſte of 
all men duryng his iyfe tyme,namely Luther, was ſent loꝛ by the new 
Pꝛince to Lipſia, to pꝛeache and to alter the Religion. 

About this tyme in the monethol May, appered a blaſyng ſtarre, 
and ſhoꝛtly after departed Jſabel wyfe to Charles the Emperour,foz 
whome the Frenche kyng, lo ſone as he heard therol kepte a ſolempne 
funerall at Paris, as the maner of kynges is. Jſhewed you befoze of 
the counſell of Vicence,whiche the byſhop of Nome had nde 
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Eaſter ofthis yeare. But ſeyng than that none would come, he publi⸗ 
his letters the tenth of June, wherin he pzozogeth the counſell 
no moꝛe, but ſuſpendeth it at his owe pleaſnre,and ſenate of his Car 
dinalles. The kyng ol Englande had certen monethes betoꝛe ſet foꝛth 
mother wꝛyttyng touching this Synode of Uicence, and declareth 
howe the Bylhop deludeth the whole wozlde . Foz where he excuſed 
hom lelle by the Duke of Mantua, it was aplayne mockery: Fo ſe⸗ 
ing he taketh vppon hy:n fo great aucthouitie , why did henot com- 
pellehym? Ik he coulde not,wherfoze ſhoulde he commaundemen to 
tome to a place vncerten, and the whiche is not in his power. Nowe 
albeit he hathe choſen Uicence fox the ſame pourpoſe, pet is there no 
doubt, but the Wenetians, men of lo great wyſdome , wyll no moꝛe 
ſuffer their citie t be peſtred with ſuche a multitude without garni⸗ 
ſons of Souldiours, than woulde the Duke of Mantua, and that in 
ſyne there wylbe as mal! reſoꝛte thether,as was to Mantua. There 
fie it is but deluſion , what ſo euer he Doeth , neyther oughte he to be 
permitted in this diffolute lybertie any longer. There is nothpnge in 
dede better noꝛ moꝛe commodious than a lawfull counſell. But whan 
they are applied vnto pꝛiuate lucre and tommoditie, and to the eſta⸗ 
blyſhynge of certen mens aucthoꝛitie, they bzynge a wonderfull de- 
ſtruction to the common wealth. han the name ofthe counſell and 
ofthe churche was no we common in euery mans mouthe, Luther let 
teth fozth a booke of either ofthem in the vulgare ſpeache. Ind fyꝛſt he 
treateth ol the aſſemblie of the Apoſtles at Hieruſalem, whiche is men 
tioned in the. rb. ol the actes: Aſter he reciteth the contrary opinions ol 
the Dottours, eſpecially Juſten and Cipꝛian, concernyng baptiſine, # 
by the ſame occaſion he maketh mention ofthoſe lawes, that are called 
the Canons ofthe Apoſtles, and pꝛoueth by manifeſt reaſons that thei 
be falle and countreteated, and thoſe that geue them that tytle, to de⸗ 
ſerue death. Than doethhe recite in oꝛdꝛe thoſe foure counſelles which 
were of chiefe authoꝛitie, the counſell of Hyce, Conſtantinople, Ephe⸗ 
lus, and Calcedonie. And declareth foꝛ what caufes they aſſẽbled ther, 
and what they decreed in euery ofthem. After he commeth to the pꝛin 
cipall queſtion, and ſheweth what is the aucthoutie of a. counſell. 
Wherfoze he ſayeth howe a counſel maye not confirme any newe doc⸗ 
tryne noꝛ commaunde any newe woꝛke, neyther bynde mens myn- 
des with newe ceremonies, not to intermedle with ciuile gouerne⸗ 
mentes, noꝛ to make any decrees, to eſtablyſh the authoꝛitie ofa few. 
But the dutie therofto be, to abolyſhe and condemne ne we opinions 
contrary to holy Stripture, and newe ceremonies whether they be 
luperſtitious 02 vnpzofitable foꝛ the churche. And ſuche thynges as 
are bꝛought in controuerſie, to examine, and determine after the wait- 
ten tert of 6ods worde. After this he diffineth the churche , # — 
, y wha 
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by what tokens it ought to be knowen, and bya comparyſon made, 
declaring what Chꝛiſte and his Apoſtles taught, he ſayeth howe the 
Byſhop of Rome, whiche hath bzought into the churchea farre chtra: 
ty doctrine,andby wicked meanes hath pylledthe whole would with 
jeitollerable exactions, ought tobecondempned , and dzyuen to make 


reſtitution. #Xmonges diuerſe other thynges wherby in the ſame bcke

he declareth what biyndenesmen were led into vnder the Byſhop of 
Nome, and howe ſhameful and vyle was the Religion, he ſayeth how 
it was come thus farre.that amonke oz a freers wede , was thought 
to beſufficient to bꝛyng a man to eternall lyfe . And manpe not onlye 
meane foltzes, but aiſo great Pꝛyntes, would be buried in a freers gar 
ment. Thoſe that ſhall come after peraduenture wyl not beleue it but 
pet is it true and wont to be commonly done in Italy. And in our me 
mozy,Fraunces Marques of Mantua the ſeconde of that name, put 
into his laſt wylle, that he myght be buried in a gray freers cote: The 
ſame did Albertus Pius, Pꝛynce of Carpes in Paris: And Chuſto- 


pher Longelie a Bourgonnion, buried at ad wey, a man excellently 


learned, and a great Ciceronian, who alſo wꝛote an Ozation againſt 
the Lutherians, in lyke caſe as Alberte did diuers againſt Eraſmus 
of Roterdame Jmmediatly after the death of Duke Geoꝛge, Henry 
the Duke of Bꝛunſwycke, rydeth to the Emperour into Spayne tho⸗ 
rowe Fraunce. | 

About the ſame tyme,Henry the eyght kyngofEnglande, calleth a 
Parliament, wherein amoges other thinges were enacted certende- 
crees foꝛ Keligio,called the ſyre Articles, as followeth that vnder the 
fourme ol bꝛead and wyne, was the true and natural body andbloud 
of Chꝛiſte, and that after the woꝛdes of conſecration, there remayned 
no moꝛe ſubſtaunce ot bꝛead aud wyne, that the receiuing ofthe whole 
ſupper ofthe Loꝛde was not neceſſary to ſaluation, and that Chꝛiſt is 
wholy cõteyned vnder both kyndes. Bow it is not lawful fo pꝛieſtes 
to marry. That the vowes of chaſtitie ought to be perfourmed. That 
pꝛiuate maſſes were to be reteyned. That auricular confeſſion is good 
and neteſſary. To ſuche as thought and did otherwyſe , was appoyn- 
ted punyſhement dewe koꝛ heretikeg. And the ſame tyme, the kynge 
ſtoode in termes to marry the Lady Anne of Cleue, a mayde of an er⸗ 
cellent beautie, which after ſhe was affianced, within a few monthes 
was ſent to Caleis, whether the kyng had ſent the Loꝛde Admirall a 
others with his ſhyppes to reteyue her, and tranſpoꝛte her into Eng⸗ 
lande, But he hymlelfe accompanied with all the Nobles and Gentle 
men of the Realme, receiued her vpõ blacke Heath, and bꝛought her to 
Grenewitche, where ſhoꝛtly after they were married by the Frcheby- 
top of Canturbury. Some ſaye howe the Biſhoppes had perſwaded 
the kyng to colent to the ſyxe Articles, tothe intent they e — 

e 
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the Archebylhop of Cantoꝛburye and the Loꝛde Crumwell, whiche 
were great fauourers of Religion, out of aucthoꝛitie # creditte. This 


rare in the moth of Auguſt, Barbarouſſe the Turkes Lieutenaunt, Barbaronie 


taketh by aſſiege,Caſtelneufe a towne in Slauonie, boꝛderinge vpon 
the Goulfe of Ueniſe, and ſleying all the Souldiours, leadeth awaye 
many captiue. A pere beloꝛe in the moneth ol October, the Emperour 
and the Uenetians beyng of one confederacte had wonne it. And the 
Emperour in dede put in a garriſon of foure thouſand Spanpardes, 
and made captayne Fraunces Sarmiento. wohiche chaunced to the 
Uenetians contrary to their expectation, foꝛ that they ſayde the town 
ſtanding in that coaſte, ought rather to be theirs. Therfozenot longe 

after, when they moꝛe # mote millyked this ſocietie, and ſawe it wold 
bebery daungerours foz them,aſke truceofthe Turke and obteyneit,

In maner at the ſame tyme aroſe a ſedition at Gaunte. uhiche ci> Rebellen a? 
tie is ol great foꝛce and aucthoꝛitie in thoſe parties, and hath oftenty: Saunte. 


mes made many ſoꝛe bickeringes foꝛ their lybertie with the Gouer⸗ 
nours of Flaunders, in whoſe dominion it ſtandeth. The Emperour 
hauing intelligence hereof, where he firſte had thought to haue gone 
thongh Italy into Germanp, he altered his purpoſe,and determined 


topaſſe thzough Fraunce, ſeyng thekyng required hym inſtantly ſo to Tde Empe⸗ 
doe, and pꝛomyled hym all thynges franckely. In the meane tymethe Four patcth 
Pallgraue and the Marques of Bꝛandenburge, interceſſours, addzef beughe 


ſyng their letters to the Emperour of the pacification at Franckturte, 
had requpꝛed hym to permitte a conference of learned men to be had 
at Noꝛinberge. But he ſayde, that the death ofhis voyfe,and certen o⸗ 
ther affaires, would not ſuffer hym to entende ſuche matters. han 
the interteſſours had ſent a copie of theſe to the Duke of Saxon and 
the Lantgraue, and pet had not ſignified whether the Emperour had 
confirmed that truce of. rv. monethes. The. xix.daye of Nouember, an 
aſſemblie was appoynted at Arnſtet, a towne of Turingia. Here they 
conſulted to augmente their confederacte , # fox their nedefull defence 
incaſe the Emperour wyll not allowe the peace makyng at Francke- 
furte,foz well diſpoſyng the churche goodes, to ſende Ambaſſadours 
into Englande, touching the fyre Articles, and to mitigate the kinges 
mynde, to moue the Frenche kynge , that innocente perſones be not 
komented,fo2 Reltgid.Mozeoner to ſende Ambaſſadours to the Em⸗ 
perour ſo fone as they ſhall vnderſtande ol his commyng into Flaun- 
ders. Ind fox becauſe certenof the confederatours were abſent,and o⸗ 
ther ſome had not commiſſion to determine of certẽ matters, an other 
dave was aſſigned at Smalcalde at the kalendes of Marche, wher- 
in to treateofthe reſte. Here were receiued into the League the men 
of Rigen a citie in Liuonia, whiche were at cõtencion with their Ar⸗ 
chebyſhop, lyke as many others were in Germany. Neyther wer they 
| receyue 
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retepued vpon other condicion,thanto be defended in the counſel ch 
ber by the commõ pꝛocurers, & therfo2e payed to the confederatourg, 
athouſande and fyue hundꝛeth crownes. | 
Henry Duke of Saxon, was taken into the league two peares be 
foꝛe without any charge, becauſe he was but pooꝛe, but yet vpon con⸗ 
dition, that if he were at any tyme enriched, he ſhould beare like char; 
ge with the reſte: Rowe therfoze that he was auaunced to this good⸗ 


ly inheritaunce in this Aſlemblie they treated with hym touching the 
ſame, whiche affemblie ended the tenthe of Decembze. The Pꝛynteg 


were not there pꝛeſent, but had ſent their deputes . And the Duke of 
Saxon had ſent John Dulcie and Fraunces Burcarte vicechaunce:

Thether came the Byſhoppes Legate, Alexander 
Farneſius, Cardinall, who together with Cardinall Bellape the By⸗ 
ſhop of the citie, Recetued the Emperour into the Cathedꝛall churche 
at Paris. here the Emperour remaining ſeuen dapyes, after wardes 
departeth, the kynge hym ſelle accompanying hym into Uermandois, 
aud his ſonnes bꝛought hym as farre as Ualencenes, a towne in He⸗ 
naulte. The kynge was bꝛought into a great and almoſte a ſure hope 
to recouer Millan, but it chaunced farre other wyſe, as hereaftet J 
The Cmye purpoſe to declare. no hat tyme the Emperour was with the Frenche 
rours and kynge in Fraunce, they ſent both their Ambaſſadours to the Uenelt- 
Frich kings ans moſte nobly accõpanied. The Emperour ſent Alphonſe Daualle 
Amballade gouernour of Millan, and the kiag,ClaudieHannebalde Lientenant 
to the Tien? gf iedmonte.

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and to put to they2 good willes and power to ouerthꝛow the Turke. 
But they, whan they had moſt honozably dimiſſed the Ambaſladoꝛs, W 
conſidering the thing more diligently, thought mete toreconciiethem £000,040 
ſelues to the Turke, with whom they had trewce already. ndherfoze Turke 
conclading at the laſt, to rendꝛe vnto him Manplia, and Epidaurum, f 

they obteyned at his hande peace. Some ſaye, that the Frenchemen,

Their demaundes were reaſonable enough, neuer- 
theleſſe they ſignified this, chat the Emperour was almoſt perſwaded The faite 
as though they cared not foꝛ Religion, neyther deſy2ed peace in theyꝛ perſwaſts of 
hartes, but altogether ſought to conuerte the churche goodes to they the Emper. 
puuate vſes, delyghted in diſcozde,x bare him no good wyll, but were 
more addicte to take their partes, that were his open ennemies. And 
theſe things were repoꝛted to tye Emperour partly by their aduerſa- 
ties partly by the Frenchemen, as it is ſayde foꝛ a certentie.Fo2 what 

tyme the Emperour went thzough Fraunce, and all thinges were

The eyghtenthe days of Apꝛyll, the Emperoure addꝛeſſed hys let⸗ 
ters to the Duke of Saxon, and the Lantgraue. Howe he hathe 


other thynges ol the State of Germanye , but eſpectallye of the dif- 
ſention in Religion whiche he woulde fayne were appeaſed. Foz lyke 
as here toloꝛe he hathe omytted nothynge herein, ſo is be nowe alſo 
ofthe ſame mynde ſtyll: So that they wyll acknoweledge this zeale 
ofhig and not abufe the ſame . And that delyꝛe of peace whiche they 
haue longe ſynce pꝛetended in woꝛdes and pꝛomyſes, they wyll nowe 
perfourmein deed: He hath vled many yeares nowe ſondzye and gẽt⸗ 
le meanes oftreaty , but with them it hathe not pꝛiuayled hetherto. 
And no we is the matter come to that poynte, that vnleſſe it be ſhoꝛt⸗

And that 
they ſignifie the ſame to their fellowes, tothe entent they be there at 
the daye. And thether ſhall come his bzother Ferdinãdo, who can fic; 
ther declare ofhis mynde and wyll, and of theyꝛ Imbaſſade ſent vnto 
hym. And that they ſo frame them ſelues foz the pꝛeſeruation of them 
ſelues and the countrey, that all diſſention beyng taken awaye,they 


map ſo muche the better conſult ol the other affayzes of the Emppꝛe. 


And there is no cauſeto feare any daunger, foꝛ he wyl aſſure the vpon 
his fidelitie, and graunteth them the benefite of the peace of Hoꝛrin⸗ 
berge, and wyll ſuffer no man to doe againſt it, yet ſo as they agayne 


Theanſwer doe offendeno man. Unto whiche letters they aunſwered the. rb. day 
of the: Prot · of may. Foꝛ that he followeth the countelles of peace, they geue hym 
to the Emp- moſt harty thankes. And where he admonyſhed them that they ſhuld 


letters. 


acknowledge his ſtudious deſyꝛe and not abuſe the ſame, there is no 


cauſe they ſaye why he ſhould thin ke ather wyſe of thẽ and their cõle⸗ 
derates and league frendes. Foꝛ there is nothing more derely beloued 
ofthem than peace. And that the matter hath not ben agreed vpõ he⸗ 
therto, it ought not to be imputedwnto the, but to the greatnes ofthe 
cauſe, and to their aduerſaries, whiche coulde abyde no declaration ol 
their doctrine. Nowe where he would haue them to be there preſente 
at the daye appointed, they wyl gladly obeye. Bowe beit becauſethey 
woulde not that the kynge ſhoulde trauell in vayne, they wyll ſhewe 
their fantaſyetfo2 it is not vnknowen to his hyghnes, that euerſpnce 
the fyꝛſte beginning of this controuerſie, after muche delyberation in 
the aſſemblies of the Empire, this waye only ſemed beſte vnto al men, 
that eyther a la wefull counſell myght be had, oꝛ els apꝛouinciall Sy- 
node of Germany: but ſythe that fo the ſhoztaes of tyme , that ſemed 
litle to purpoſe, it was deuyſed at Franckefurte , to haue a communi⸗ 
cation of the matter, and a decree was made ofthe ſame. Ind ſeynge 
the matter is weightie, wherein the ſaluation ok man cõliſteth, it can 
not be ſhoꝛtly determmed, if it ſhould be purpoſely done, and therfoꝛe 
ſhould be troubleſome and paynfull both to kyng Ferdinando and to 
them allo and otherg, to traue in ſuche matters, to foze any commun 
cation be had, oꝛthe waye ptepared: wherfoꝛe that whiche pleaſed all 
men at Francketurte, ſemeth nowe beſt vnto them allo, that in = 
| WES conuocati 
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conuocation of Germany can not be had, a communication myght be 
appointed: Foꝛ in their iudgement, there can no better way be founde 
ag they declared alſo of late to Counte Nuenar: wherein they truſte 
that holy Scripture, euen by his commaundement ſhall occupie the 
chiel place, and that whan their aduerſaries ſhall ſwarue from the ſa⸗ 
ne, they mayebe called agayne into the waye. And albeit they maye 
got go thether without makinge their fellowes pꝛiuie to it, and the 
tyme is ſo ſhoꝛte that they can not aſſemble beloꝛe, yet whan the thing 
halbe comenced,and that there ſhalbe any hope to do any good there, 
they wyll not let to come thether in perſone. Requiring hym that he 
would graunte the ſaue conduicte, whiche he pꝛomyſed, not onlye to 
their Ambaſſadours, but to their deuines alſo. Foz as muche as they 
ſhal haue moſte to doe in this matter: laſte they deſyꝛe to vnderſtande 
his pleaſure herein. toldeyoubefozeof CardinallFarneſius,he went 
with the Emperour from Paris in to flaunders, ſcarſcly pet come to 
mans ſtate. In ſo muche that the Emperour toke it in very euill part, 
that the Byſhop had not ſent ſome man of rype peares and countell. 

What tyme therfoꝛe they did conſulte of Religion and the Turkiſh 
warte, and Granuellan had ſpoken his mynde, at the laſte the young 
Cardinall inthe pꝛeſence of the Emperour and king Ferdinands,ſa:d 
his fantaſie, inueighing chiefly againſte the Lutherianes throughout 
his whole oꝛation. and amonges many other thinges, he ſayd it could 
not well be diſcerned, whether were moꝛe againſt Chꝛiſte, the Pꝛote⸗ 
ſtantes, oꝛ the Turkes. Foꝛ the one of them ſhewe their crueitie onlye 
againſt the body, but the others dꝛawe the ſoules alſo into euerlaſting 
perdition.Farneſins had ioyned with hym Marcellus, Ceruinus,by- 
ſhop of Nicaſtre, as gouernour of all his counſelles, who in the ſame 
legacte was made Cardinall . This Oꝛation of Farncſius coming a⸗ 
bꝛoade a fewe monethes after, was ſet foꝛth in pꝛynte and John Cal⸗ 
line made a comentaryto it, leſte any man ſhould nuſtake it. 

It this tyme, the Duke of Cleaue came tothe Emperour, to be at a 
point with him foꝛthe poſſeſſion of Gelderlande, but it woulde not be, 
And therfoze returnyng home agayne, he began to conſulte with the 
Frenche kynge. Foz whan he was out of hope to recouer Millan, the 
Emperour offering hym ſuche condicions, as he woulde lyttle haue 
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thought, he tourned his mynde wholly from his frendſhyp, yet couert⸗ che kynge a 


ly, and complapned, that he was ſo farre abuſed. And than began to 
millyze the Conſtable, whiche had put hym in this great hope, # was 
the cauſe that the Emperour paſſed thzough Fraunce, and could neuer 
abyde hym after, where befoꝛe he did all thynges . When he thertoze 
lought all meanes pꝛiuelye, howe to moleſte the Empereur ; and the 
Duke of Cleane v as not able to ſuſteyfte ſo great a ſute and diſplca⸗

2 perulias- miſſion, ſeyng the peace did not take effecte bet wirt the Emperour z 
the Frenche kyng. And alſo vnkno wen to hym, a daye was aſſigned 

at Hagenaw foꝛ the ꝛoteſtauntes to decide their cauſe in, he depar⸗ 

ted out of j laũders, c came to Pais about the Ides of Way. Ind at 

the feaſte ol Pentecoſte in the Cathedꝛal churche there, he conſecrated 

Anthony, Uncle to madame Deſtampes, the kynges darlinge, Cardi⸗ 

nall of Medone, ſetting vpon his head a purple hatte, latelye bꝛought 

from Rome. And ſalutyng the kyng by the waye, he goeth with great 

ſpede to Rome. After warde kyng Ferdinando toke his tourney from 
Bꝛuſſelles, to goe to the aſſemblie at Hagenaw,fo it could not be hol 

den at Sppꝛes, by reaſon of the plague. Unto this aſſemblie the Fre- 

che kyng alſo ſente Lazarus Bayſius, by the aduyſe of the Emperour 
fozeptherofthem diſſembled they? grief, and the matter was hetherte 

handled with flatteryng woꝛdes. And the firſt dayeof June the kyng 

of Fraunce ſet foꝛth a ſoꝛe pꝛoclamation againſt the ſo wers abꝛoadeol 

Hereſie and the falſe doctrine of Luther and his companions. And the 
twelfthedaye after the ſame was impꝛinted and pꝛoclaimed at Pa⸗ 

ris. Aboute this tyme the kynge of Englande beheaded the Loꝛde 

Tbs Tode Cromwell, whome he had from lowe degree auaunted to hyghe digs 
Crumwell tie and a little beloꝛe made Erle of Eſſex, he loꝛſaketh the lady Anne 
beveaded- of Cleaue, and marrieth Catherine Hawarde Nece to the Duke ol 
Noꝛtolke. The Loꝛd Cromwell was the maker ofthe marriage with

And he wꝛought not this alone, albeit he was pꝛincipal, but 
certen others alſo of the ſame confederacie. | | 
Howe wyll J ſpeake ofthe aſſemblie at Hagenaw, whiche began 
the fpue and twenty daye of June. Whenkynge Ferdinando was 
come thether a moneth beloꝛe. A fewe dayes befoze the cõmencement, 
the Pꝛoteſtauntes had ſpoken to the Palſgraue, to the Archebyſhops 
of Cdllon and Treuers, to Ericus, Duke of Bꝛunſwick, and to the by 
ſhops of Auſburge and of Spyꝛes, euerye man ſeueralſye at his owne 
houſe, that they would entreate the peace. Ferdinando therfoze at the 
fo:laydedaye,callyng the Pꝛoteſtauntes befoꝛe hym , declareth vnto 
them the cauſe of that aſſemblye , And becauſe the Pꝛynces came not 
them ſelues, whiche the Emperour thought verely they woulde haue 
done, he wylleth them to ſhewe their commiſſion and aucthoꝛitie. Af⸗ 
ter he nameth interceſſours Lewys the Paulſgraue, John Archeby⸗ 
hop ol Treuers, Lewys Duke of Bauier, and william Byſhop of 
Htraſborough. hen they were contente with them, they beganne 
the treaty. Thether came allo the diuines ofthe Pꝛoteſtantes, a great 
number, Juſtus Menius P iſtoꝛius, Uꝛbanus Regius, Bucer, Bzen⸗ 
tius, Blanrer, Oſiander, Shirepſius and many others. Melanchthõ 
fell ſore ſycke by the waye. Theſe pꝛeached at home euery man to their 
tompanp, but chiefly what tyme al the Ambaſſadours mette together 
to conſulte vpon any matter. But Ferdinando whan he vnderſtoode 
it, foꝛbade them: the Ambaſſadours agayne ſhewed hym, howe they 
pꝛeached not openly, but only punatly, neyther was there anye cauſe 
why he ſhould be olfended. The Duke of Saxon and the Lantgraue, 
were about to come, in caſe the talke had gone foꝛ warde, and taried 
bpon the frõtiers, to the entent that hearing newes therof,they might 
haue bene there by and by. The interteſſours requyꝛe the Pꝛoteſtãtes 
to deliuer them in a buef ſomme the Articles that are in controuerſp, 
they ay, ho w they did exhibite the ſomme and confeſſion of their doc⸗ 
trine ten peares ſynce at Auſpurge a an Apologie to the ſame, whiche 
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they ſticke vnto,and to none other beyng ready to make annſwere, if 


anp man fynde lacke therin. And fox becauſe they knowe not what 
thynge chiefly their aduerſaries do repꝛehende therm, they haue no- 
thyng to exhibyte, but the ſame is rather to be tequyꝛed at their hãdes 
to hewe what they ſuppoſe to be contraryto Gods woꝛde: nohiche if 
they doe, and that the matter come to diſputation, as was thoughte 
mete at Franckekurte, they wyll not be againſt a cõcoꝛde. They ſhew 
them againe within a fewe dayes alter, that fozaſmuche as they — 
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ſtpll in their confeſſion exhyibited at Auſpurge, they doe fpndein rex 
dinge of the treaty there that certen thinges were bzought to aconci; 
liation,and certen not. Nowe that the reite aiſo myght come to a re: 
toncilement, they wyll doe their endeuours, and deſyꝛe them to viter 
their myndes herein. The Pꝛoteſtauntes agayne ſape, that there was 
in dede a talke of certen Articles, vut nothyng concluded, no anye a; 
grement at al made there. Thus the matter being debated to and ro, 
where the Pꝛoteſtauntes requyzed that they myght come to diſputa; 
tion, and they againe ſayd,howe it was comaundedthem by the bing 
and the Emperour, that they ſhould pꝛocede accoꝛdinge to the treaty 
Ferdinados at Auſpurge.Kyng Ferdinando the. xvi.daye of July, callyng them al 
requeſt, befo2e hym, foꝛaſmuche ſayth he, as the matter ſtandeth thus, that no⸗ 
thyng can nowe be determined, and that chiefly fox the abſence ol the 
Dukeof Sard a the Lãtgraue, an other day muſt be appointed, wher 
in the Ambaſſadours ⁊ learned men of both partes ſhall mete of lyke 
number, to conferre of the Irticlesp2ofeſſed at Auſpurge . Ind than 
after a longe controuerſie betwyrt thekyng and the Pꝛoteſtaunteg, 
for the peace of them and all their confederatours , about the reſtitu⸗ 
tion ofchurche goodes, and the iudges of the chamber, Ferdinando 
The decree the. xxviij. daye of July maketh a decree, and reciting the whole mat- 
sfÞagenaw ter, appoynted the day foza cõmunication to be at nSozmes the.rrviij 
daye of October, vpon condicion that the Emperour be ſo content. 
The pꝛynces Electours, the Dukes of Bauter , and the Duke of 
Cleaue, and the byſhoppes of Wadenburge, Saliſburge, andStraf- 
burge,are commaundedto ſende thether their counſellours, and the 
Pꝛoteſtauntes allo theirs, ſo that there be eleuen on eyther part. And 
alſo as many Scribes to wꝛyte diligently what euery man ſapeth x 
the conference to be had of the Pꝛoteſtantes doctrine p2ofeſſed at Juſ- 
purge, and that requeſt be made to the Emperour, that he wyll call a 
counſell of the Empy2e. And in the meane tyme he commaundeth all 
men to obſerue peace, and abſtayne from violence, vnder a great pe⸗ 
naltie, appointed by the Emperours commaundemet.ÞP2ynces beloꝛe 
mentioned at this aſſemblie were Chziſtopher the byſhopol Trent, x 
Henry Duke of Bꝛülwycke, but he went home befoꝛe the matter was 
ended. The greateſt peace makers in this aſſemblie were the byſhop 
of Collon, and the Paulſgraue Electours, and alſo the byſhop ol Aul⸗ 
purge:Foꝛ all the teſte were extreme agaynſt the Pꝛoteſtauntes. 
The death Duryng this aſſemblie, died John Uaiuode kyng ofHogary, leauing 
of zohn Uay behinde hym a younge ſonne, Stephen whome Jſabell daughter to

About this time alſo were certen towneg and villages of the Pꝛo⸗

pe was foꝛ a certen tyme fled out of Englande foꝛ the doctrine ofthe — 
Goſpell, and what tyme he vnderſtode, howe kynge Henry gaue his — 
mynde to the knowledgeofthe truthe, he retourned home agayn, and 8 
was alter in the Ambaſſade ſent into Germany, and was one of them 

whiche treated with the diuines at Wittẽberge, touching the kinges 
diuoꝛſement, as is wꝛytten in the tenth boke.

guſt ended his lyfe at Parts ydillia Budey, maiſter of the requeſtes, 

aman ofgreat learning, and woꝛthy to be had in perpetuall meinozy, Thee death 
for this cauſe only, that he and Cardinal Bellaye,byſhop of Paris, did et Buder. 
tounſell and perſvwade Fraunces the Frenche kyng, to do a moſte no- 

ble acte, that is to appoint great ſtipendes, foꝛ the readers of tongues 

and good artes at Paris. Foꝛ out of this welſpꝛyng, no ma can beleue 

what clere and plentiful ryuers flo we out, not only into Fraunce, but 

allo into other countreis. The lyke hath Henry the eight done in Eng⸗ 

lande both in Cambꝛidge and Orfozde. And Buden would be buried 

without any ſolemnitie. This peare was notable by reaſon of an intol 

lerable heate and dꝛought: Than alſo was excellent good wyne. In an erceadig 
the meane tyme the kyng ol Fraunce, diſpatchyng abꝛoade his letters bote ſbmer, 
to all his byſhoppes, commaunded them to go a pꝛoceſſion in all pla⸗ 

es.

The Emperour being aduertiſed by the letters of his bzother Ferdi⸗ 

nando and the interceſſours of the whole matter, cõfirmeth the decree 

of hagenawe. And wꝛyting his letters from Utrecht at the Jdes of 

Jugult, exhoꝛteth the Pꝛoteſtauntes to ſende their Ambaſſadours # 

diuines to woꝛmes at the daye aſſigned, and ſendeth ſaufe conduicte 

for them all. And becauſe or his affayꝛes he can not be there hym elle, 

be ſayeth he wyll ſende thether ſome notable man of his: And he doub 


teth not, but the byſhop wyl ſende thether alſo to quiet the —

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He pꝛomiſeth mozeouer an aſſemblie of thempire, whither he wil

After wardes at the Jdes of Dctob.in other letters, dated at Bu: 
ſels:he maketh Granvellan his deputie, giuing him full authoꝛitie at 
the communication to be had.

conco2de may be reſtoꝛed. Furthermoꝛe, let them wei with them ſel⸗ 
ues, and ſet befoꝛe their eies, what an heape of euilles haue thꝛoughe 
this diſlention, as it were, ouerflowed Germany : Foz to paſſe ouer 
The euils murther and miſchiet, religion is deſtroyed, Charitie out ol men herts 
that — i cleane quenched, all reuerence of the olde Catholike churche taken a⸗ 
2 neu way:finally, the great miſery cannot be ſufficentlye erpꝛeſſed by any 
gin. mans eloquence: In times paſt Germany hath flouſhed both in Kell 
on,aild in all kinde of vertu,but nowe it hath very muche degenera- 
ted And is accompted the cauſe and authoz of all thediſcommodities 
ofthe vniuerſall commune weale. And vnleſſe a remedye be founde 
fo2 this diſeaſe,all thinges will goto ruine. And loz aſmuche as _

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pero, hathe appoynte thys diſputation, to thentente that bothe the 

truth myght be ſearched out / gods glozy auaunced, they muſt bꝛing 

with them a mynd neyther ambitious noꝛ couetous, but godly # mo⸗ 

derat, hauing only a regarde vnto Chꝛyſt, who now with his armes 

ſtretched foozthe as he wold imbꝛace, deſpꝛeth the ſame ofall menne: 

This is alſo the only wiſh ofthe high biſhop,ofthemperour moſt Au- 

guſt a of king Ferdinando:Therfore he beſecheth them, fox the death 

of Chaiſt,x foz all loues, that they woulde amende oure loꝛdes eoate, 

which is rent & tozne on euerylyde, remembꝛyng the name ol Chꝛiſt, 

which was geuen them in holy baptilme, remembꝛing alſo the noble 

pꝛouince of Germany, the natifecountreyofthem all: Fox except they 

be retonſpled, it is to be aſcribed vnto them, what miſchiefeſome euer 

ſhall arryſe hereafter, ofthis they obſtioate mynde: but f they wyll 

handle ſo weyghty a matter with modeſtie a ſobztetie,the ſame ſhal- 

bebothe to God molt acceptable,and themperour will alſo accepteit 

inſteade of a very greate benefyte:who wyll afterward do his ende- 

uour that inthe nerte aſſemblie of thempire;the matter ſhalbe wholp 

accompliſhed. After the death of Uayuod, the tutours and reſt of the 

nobles ſent ambaſſadours to the Turke to commend the childe vnto ys Turks 

hym:who pꝛomiſeth to defend him, aud with all ſendeth hym giftes. receineththe 

Fernando alſo, when he knew therof,ſedeth Hteroſme Laſcie which infant oe 

certen yeres paſt had fozſaken the Uaynode, from Hagenaw fo Con- Uayuode. | 

ſtantinople, that by a fit man he myght appeaſe the Turke,After whe 

he came home, he thought it beſt to make warre beloꝛe the Quenebe⸗ 

ynga wydow, and the tutours of the infante were furniſhed. which 

knowen,the Turke thzowethhys Imbaſſadoure inpzyſon, as moſte 

pume of Farnando his counſel,and alſo ſendeth ayde, who not with⸗ 

ſtanding being letted by reaſonof the winter, came ſomwhat to late, 

Thenerte daye after that Gꝛanuellan hadhysozation, They beegan 

to deuyſe of the notaryes and ſcribes, and on eyther fyde werechoſen 

two,whyche ſhoutdepenns,and kepe althynges diligentelye. By the 

Pꝛoteſtantes were aſſygned,Caſpar Cruciger, a oolfangus Mul⸗ 

culus,diuines.

ferre it tyll an other tyme: but themperoure whyche is that eldeſt and 

obedient childe of the churche ol Roome . the Pꝛotectour allo and the 

auocate,hathe appoynted this conference, - acerten a

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tothe treatye that ſhalbe at Regenſpurge: by whoſe wyll and aſſent, 
and bythe Byſhops cõmaundement, he is coomen thither to intreat 
them that they would applye theyꝛ whole endeuours to vnitie a con⸗ 
coꝛde foꝛ ſertapnly the biſhop of Rome will do herein what he can ſa⸗ 
uing his holines. The preſidents of this aſſemblie toke oꝛder at the be 
ginning, that no man ſhould be made pꝛiuie to theire talke, vnleſſehe 
bc ofthe nomber appoynted, and that the actes therof ſhould not bee 
ynbliſhed, till themperoure wer firſt aduertiſed of all together: moꝛe⸗ 
ouer, they required that the Pꝛoteſtantes would compule, & exhibite 
in wꝛyting, ſuch articles as they wer fully reſolued to ſticke vnto. . 
theſe matters a ofthe maner ofthe othe, ol the nõber alſo ofthe diſpu 


ters, and ol geuing of voyces, they had a longe altercation: foꝛ when

the catholickes perceyued that the counſellours of the Paulſgraues 
the Marques ol Bzadenburg electours, ⁊ alſo of the Duke of Cleaue 
were inclined towardes the Pꝛoteſtantsfearing leſt they ſhoulde be 
ouer coomen with voices, ot a ſet pourpoſe differred the matter from 
dayto day, tyll ſuch tyme as they had other woꝛde from themperour 
as herafter J ſhall declare. And the ſecond dape ol January, they doe 
pꝛopounde new and ſtraunge condicyons, that of the whole nomber 
ther ſhould be choſẽ two diuines to reaſon the matter:that the ſcribes 
ſhould wꝛyte theyꝛ argumentes, and delyuer them to the p2eſydenteg 
that the leſſe parte ſhonlde not bee bounden to followe the opinion of 
the greater, vnleſſe themperoure and the ſtates ol themppꝛe choulde 
thynke it expediente:that the notaryes ſhoulde not wuteall the talte 
of the reaſoners, but the bare ſentences, whether they wer agreed vp⸗ 
on oz left in controuerſie:that the decree of Auſpurge, and ſuch other 
lyke, ſhoulde neuertheles be of foꝛce. But the Pꝛoteſtantes agayn re⸗ 
quire, that foꝛaſmuche as ther bee. xxii.on bothe partes appoynted to 
conferre:euery man mighte ſpeake hys mynde. And that not only the 
bare ſentences, but alſo the Argumentes and reaſons, withthe pꝛoba⸗ 
tions ofthe ſame be committed to wzytyng.They declare alſo that it 
is vnreaſonable in this moſt holy cauſe ol al others, to follow the opi⸗ 
nion of any part, #not rather the pꝛeſcripte of gods woꝛde, oꝛ to com⸗ 
pell any man, that he ſhoulde eyther thynke oz ſpeake againſt it.y9hi- 
leſt the time was thus pꝛolonged theppꝛoteſtantes oftẽtimes cõplain 
thereof and deſire, that the diſputation of the doctrine pꝛopounded at 
Auſpurge, may accoꝛdinge to the decree of Hagenawe,be fo:thewith 
commenced eſpecially conſpderyng the ſame to be a frendly diſcepta⸗ 
tion and not captious,to thentent a certen way vnto concoꝛde might 
be pꝛepared. The diuines alſo which were there very many, required 
the ſame, as Melancthon, Capito, Bucer Oſiander Bzentius, Cal- 
uine, Aleſius, a Scot ſent thither by the marques of Bꝛandenburge t 
diuers others, vnto whom wer annexed, Spmon Ezineus and John 


Sturmi⸗ 
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chooſe John Eckius,and thorhers Melancthon to diſpute together. 
Ind firſt ofalito tyentent they might pꝛocede in ozder, they Keaſoy 
ofozigina!lſpnne,by courſe, in open conſiſtoꝛy:but beholde the thirde

day after the diſputation began Themperours letters wer brought 
to Granuellan and to the reſt of Ambaſſadours, wherin he differreth 


the whole matter vntill the aſſemble at Regenſpurge,commaunding 
chiefly the Pꝛoteſtantes to come thither Granuellan to repare vn⸗ 
to hym with all ſpede. Theſe letters beyng red in the conſiſtoꝛie, the 
rviii,dayeof January,Granuellan, erhozteth them, to obey thempe⸗ 


toure and come vnto Kegenſpurge: fox he is very delyꝛous of peace: 


And yfhe him ſelf by occaſion oftalke hath ſpoken any thyng rough⸗ 
ppõhe delyꝛeth them not to take it in euell part, and pꝛomiſeth to beare 
hys good wyll towards the publyke weale. hereunto the Pꝛoteſ⸗ 


tantes ſay,how they are ryght ſozy,thatthe diſputation had not begõ 


a great whyle ſouner, and that they canot now procede further. ther⸗ 
in but foꝛaſmuch as themperour doeth ſo commannd, they muſt obey 
wherfoze they wyll now retourn home, to dectarehowe allthinges 
ſtande and doubte not, but their h ꝛinces and cities wiltgratifye thẽ⸗ 
perour herin: Not withſtand ng in cafe it be longe oꝛ euer they come 
oꝛſende, they ar to be holden ercuſed, by reaſon the time is but ſhoꝛte. 
Jnthysaſſemble,was allo Peter Paul Uerger, biſhop of Juſtinople 
in wo2de, as foꝛ the Frenche kyng, but ſent in dede by the Biſhop of 
Roome, who ſuppoſed that he myght ſerue hys tourne better, beynge 
there in an other mans name, he made an oꝛation ofthe vnitie # peace 
olthe churche, and ſettyng it foozthe in pꝛynte, he gaue it there to dy- 
uers. Mherein he goeth about chiefly to pꝛoue that we maye not ones 
thynke vpon a counſell pꝛouinciall foꝛ thatſame Aſſembly dyd repꝛe⸗ 


ente a certen ſhew ofthe lyke thyng, and ſemed to pꝛepare the wape: 


oꝛ the Byſhop coulde abyde nothynge worſe, and Uergeriusknewe 
hys mynde fall well. By hymtherefoꝛe, and by ſuche others of the bif- 
ſhops miniſters the thynge was letted and at the leugthe dyſſolued. 


Foꝛ in tractyng ol the tyme / kyndyng of delayes, they ſeeke ſtartyng 


holles, and wapes to eſcape; In the begynnyng of January thempe⸗ 
roure takyng hys omey from Bꝛuſſels, came vnto Mentz, the head 
ntiesf Loꝛayne tom thence by Spites he goeth to:Begenſpurge, # 
by m_ ſentthofe fofayD letters to Grauella; hetraueledby Noz- 
mberge, whiche virte he had not ſene beloꝛe, and was receyued with 
moſſe.ſtimptiiduspteparation. The eteuenth day of Febꝛuarpe Phi⸗ 
lyp Schabotte Idynttall:of Fraumce, a man ot great honour, beyng, 
bought into ſuſpition with the kynge foꝛ not acquitinge himſelfe in 
the Warte ol Sanope bꝛeibꝛe mentyoned, after longe and mooche 
mauiſityon ofhys demeanoure, was condemned ofextoztyon, and

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treaſon ,and depꝛiued of al his honour#dignittes, which he had molt 
ample, without all hope of reſtitution, and was committed to pꝛiſon 
at Uinc en, not farre fro Paris. Milliam Poiet Chaũceloꝛ of Fratice 


gaue this ſentence at Mellon, at the which Judgement were allthe 


notable men, and Judges in the lawe, in all Fraunce. Albeit that ſen 

tences geuen after this ſoꝛt, are wont euer to be diſſolued oz altered, 

yet by the kynges authoꝛitie not longe after he was cleane releaſed, 

as ye ſhall heare afterwardes.About this time alſo Maurice the ſoy 

of Henry Duke of Saxonie, maried Agnes, daughter to the Lantz⸗ 

4 greate al · graue. In the moneth of Marche divers Punces and ſtates reſoꝛted 
ſemble at to Regenſpurge, when themperoꝛ had taried foꝛ them a certen ſpace, 
Regeſparg. Thither came alſo the Lantzgraue, with a great companp, almoſtat 
thende of Marche. And thenerte daye wente to themperoz with his 

garde about him, ot whom he was receiued right gent lye. The duze 

of Saxonie ſent thither a moſt honoꝛable Ambaſſadoꝛ, and Diuines 

among whom was Melanchton. Fromthe Biſhoppe of Rome allo 

came Caſpar Contarene,a right famous Cardinall. There were pꝛe⸗ 

ſent, the pꝛince Electoꝛ of Bꝛandenburg, Friderick and Otto Henty, 
Paulſegraues, illiam and Lewis dukes of Bauier, Henry duke of 
Bzunſwike, Charles duke of Sauoie, Geoꝛge marques of Bꝛanden⸗ 

burge, Philip Duke of Pomerane,mozeouer the Biſhops of Mentz, 

Tutders Saliſburg, Bꝛeme, Bamberg, Spires, Auſpurge, Eiſtet, Conſtance, 
dens 5 Hildeſſene, Bꝛirieã Paſſaw . Aboute this time came foꝛth (and was 
— — — 'bzought to Regenſpurge ) a boke of Martin Luthers very vehement 
10 vutten in the vulgare tounge againſt the Duke of Buunſwycke.Jn 
the laſt boke befoze this, Þ mẽtioned of this dukes inuectiues againſt 

the Duke of Saxon, and the Lantzgraue: And where in a bookelet 

koꝛth of late, he called the Dune of Saxõ Heretike, rebel, Cain, Mon⸗ 

ſter, Geſope, hauing nether vertu, oꝛ qualitie of bodp, noꝛ yet of mind, 

whom Luther alſo him ſelfe( whom he maketh his god) doth laughe 

at and contemne. Luther thinking the ſame to concerne his eſtema⸗ 
tion,anfwereth ſharpely,and ſaieth it is a ſclaunder. And fozaſnuch 

as the aduerſaryes take vpon them the title of the Churche, by diuers 

and ſundꝛy argumentes bzought in, he pꝛoueth that they haue cieane 

forſaken the trew Church, x by acomparifon made, he ſheweth that 

the Biſhopꝛike ol Rome, which hathe altogether defyled and cozrup- 

ted the trew doctryne of Chꝛyſt, to be Antechziſt, of whom fo manpe 

yeares ſynce Daniell and the Apoſtles haue pzophecyed.Ifter he ob⸗ 

iecteth vnto them, that they flye from the lyght, t though they fpeake 

mnche of a lawfull counſeil yet. dare they not abyde it, but yk youre 

church be holy, ( ſayth he) why is it afearde of a counſell, oz what ne- 

deth it any refo2mation?o: pt it nedeth, why cal pe it holp? will ye allo 

redꝛeſſe youre holynes. | . * 
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we neuer deſpꝛed a counſelitorefourme our churche: Foꝛ God hathe 
already ſanctified it with his woꝛde, pourged it from all the Romiſhe 
fylthynes,and re ſtoꝛed the trew doctrine:howbeit our life doeth not 
anſwere to this pꝛofeſſion, neither do we perfourme in dede ſo muche

euer it came at home. So dere coulde the Bilhoppe of Rome ſell a ſo⸗ 
ry piece of clothe: This money had the Marchantes of Auſpurge dic: 
burſed: wherfoꝛe to pay them, Albert deuiſed this kinde of gaine. Ind 
the Biſhop did graunt it him, pet ſo, as the one halfe ſhold be bꝛought 
to Rome, to the buildyng ol Peters Church. But that time knew 
J none of all this gere:therfoze wꝛot Ito the Biſhoppe of Wentz, in 
humble wyſe, exhoꝛting him that he woulde inhibite thoſe criers:but 
he anſwered not one woꝛde. The Biſhoppe of Bzandenburge beyng 
alſo moued, admoniſhed me to ceaſe,andnot to bꝛing my ſelfe in dan: 
ger. After this Jpzopounded certen Theames, contrary to thoſe of 


 Tecels, which within a fewe dayes were caried oner all Germany,

and were gredely red ol many: Foꝛ all men complained of Pardons 
eſpecially of thoſe that Tecell taught. And becauſe there was neuer a 
Biſhoppe, no yet doctoz that durſt gaineſay them, foꝛ that Tecel fea- 
red all men with the Biſhoppes thunderbolt. My name began to be 
ſpoken of, that there was founde one at the length in all the woxide, 
that did reſiſt. But that vaine gloꝛy was not to me veryepleaſaunte, 
For J ſcarſely vnderſtode than, what the name ok Indulgences met. 
This is the fyꝛſt oꝛiginall and — this motion, whiche came not 
of duke Friderick, but pzoceded of the Biſhop ol Mentz, by the pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe of his collectoꝛ and bꝛiber Frere Tecell: no herkoꝛe if there be anye 
thing nowe that nippeth him, let him thanke himſelfe therfoꝛe. An o⸗ 
ther cauſe ofthis trouble gaue that moſte holye father, Leo thetenth, 
what time he curſed me, and excommunicated me, and manye in all 
places did triumphe ouer me, neyther was there anye man ſo vnlear⸗ 


turies of the ned, that did not pꝛactiſe his ſtyle to wꝛite againſt me. J thought al⸗ 
Pope. 


ſuredly at the fyꝛſt, that the Bilhoppe would aſſoile me, and condem⸗ 
ne Tetell, foz that the Canon lawe maketh foꝛ me, whiche teacheth 
plainely,that Indulgences can not deliuer ſoules out of ;Purgato?y: 
But lo, whileſt J loke foꝛ a ioyfull ſentence from Rome, J am ſtriten 


with the thonderbolt, and condemned foꝛ the moſt wicked ma — 
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Than began J to defende my doynges, ſettinge fozth many bokes of 
theſame,inſomuche that the matter was bꝛought at the laſte into the 

aſſemblie of thempire. Thus did the wollen thꝛede, wherof the Palle 

was made, bꝛeede matter ol contention. And nowe is the ſame ſo faſt q wort? bal⸗ 
wꝛought, and of ſuche ſtrength, that the Biſhoppe ol Kome is in Dail ter to Frans 
ger, to de ſtrangled withall. Ind ſeyng it is ſo let thẽ impute the fault gie the pope 
to themleiues, which lo impudently and erceſſiuely handled the mat 

ter. Jmaye well laughe in my ſleue: Foꝛ he that dwelleth in heauen 

hath ſtrinẽ them, and would not ſuffer ſo great wickednes to raigne 

any longer, and hath bꝛought his people out of y darkenes of Egipte, 

into the moſt cleare light and pleaſant ſyght ofthe ſonne. This Palle 

ſoften here mentioned, is geuen onely to Archbilhops, and as a ſyn⸗ 
gularbenefite,to a fewe other Bilhoppes, ofthe whiche numbꝛe the 

Bilhop of Bamberge in Germany is one. And it is made with thys he maner 
Ceremonie. In the Feaſt of S. Agnes the Uirgyn, whiche is the xri. or makynge 
day of January, what time they come to Agnus dei in the Meſſe, two this Paile. 
white Lambes are laide vpon the Aultar, which alter warde are de⸗ 

liuered to the Subdeacon of S. Peters churche. And they put them 

foth to paſture, and whan ſhering time commeth, do clippe them, of 

the which oll mingled with other woll, whan it is ſponne into fine 

thꝛede, are made theſe Palles, which are not paſt th:ce fingers bꝛode 

and hange do wone from the ſhoulders to the midde bꝛeaſt, and to the 

Reines ot the backe, like a ſtoale:and at eche ende, are thinne plats ol 
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and went about that all ſtates ſhould pay money, and the Cleargye

ont chꝛiſtendõ ouerflo w, that they could not be holpen, but by a coun⸗ 
ſeil:and that there ſhoulde now be any alteration of religion and ce⸗ 
remonies. thai had ſo many peares continewed, they could in nowile 
gene theire aſſent, eſpecially, conſidering, that the biſſhop byhis legate 
dothpꝛonnſe a counſel, and he him ſelle will moue him herein pꝛeſent⸗ 
land lay, how they are determined to ſticke to the old religion, coũ⸗ 
ſels a doctrine of their fozefathers which hath continewed from the 
apoſtles tyme vnto this day. And alledgeing moch other matter, but 
to no great pourpole, they thinke it molt expedient to differ the cauſe 
ofreligion vnto the connſell, eſpeciallp, foꝛ that the biſſhops legate is 
ofthe ſame opinion, the reſide w ofthe cities, whyche were not ofthe 
nomber of Pꝛoteſtantes, Collon, Mentz, Spier, woꝛmes. Tully. Ha⸗ 
genaw,Regenſpurg, Schwinfurth,Colmaria, Semund, Noteburg 
and dyuers others, whan they were excluded from couſultation, and 
that the pzinces wolde not geue them the copie of the aunl were, they 
complayne herof to themperoure, as they had don ofte befoze, requeſ- 
tinge him, that they myght uot be hindered in theyꝛ ryght, and many 
ofthem were content, that the articles agreed vpon ſhoulde be retey⸗ 
ued. han themperoure had hearde all mens opinions, he maketh a⸗ 
new pꝛopoſitiõ, and recytyng euery thyng in oꝛder becauſe the whole 
matter cannot be determined, and they moſt certenly ſtande in great 
ofthe Turke, and the time is farre ſpente, he ſayeth, he will 
teferre the matter to the couuſel,wherofboth the Biſſhops legat hath 
but him into an vndoubted hope, and he himſelle alſo will be in hande 
with the Biſhop: foꝛ he pꝛomiſeth alſo to retourne ſhoꝛtly into Ger⸗ 
many, and deſpzeth the Pꝛoteſtantes that — wyll inthe meane 
lt. tyme 
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de bios tyme attempt nothyng els beſydes thoſe thinges wherin the diut 

— —— ate accoꝛded: Than warneth he the Biſhpops, than they deupſethe 
to refozme meanes wherby euery one of thẽ, mape reloꝛme their owne churcheg 
their church to the intent ther be a way pꝛepared foz a cõmon redꝛeſſe. This mind 
of Themperoure foz the moſte parte al men commended, and thinke 

mete that the Biſchops Legate, ſhould geue alſo an erneſt q ſtreighte 

charge to the Biſhops,that theyredzeſſ; and pourge they; churches, 

And the Pꝛoteſtantes concernyng the conciliation ofdoctryne, and 

all other thynges, pꝛomiſe to do acco2ding to they; dewtie, # require 

that it may be lawful for all other Pzinces ther, to pzopounde intheir 

Thep:eſum Churches, the articles nowe accorded. Nou haue hearde how Ecking 
tuonſnes of Abhozred bothe the booke exhibited ofthemperoure,and alſo the Col; 
eckius. Jocutours.udherefoze after the conference — whan the booke was 
agapne reſtozed to themperoure, @ the matter debated in the coun; 
ſel of the Pꝛinces, he lying ſick of a feuer, ſendeth an epiſtle to the ptin; 

ces ofthis effecte, that he neuer lyked that foolyſhe booke, wherin he 

fyndeth ſo many errours: and therfoze ought not to be admitted : fog 

the cuſtome of theolde fathers and the church layde a ſyde, the ſtepe 

and phꝛaſis of Melanchthon are in it well perceyued: mozcouer he 

ſayeth, he ſawe not the booke whiche his fellowes coꝛrected, and af; 

ter reſtoꝛed to themperoure, but as he laye ſycke, there wer red vnto 

hym only certen opinions of the Lutheranes: Moche leſſe did he al 

low that wrytyng, that was pꝛelented to themperoure with the boke 

foz he neuer ſaw it. This thing knowne, Julius flugius and John 

Gropper, whiche thought how the tame concerned their eſtimation, 

deſyze the Pꝛeſidentes and hearers ol the conference, as witneſſes ol 

the whole matter that they would defend they; honeſtie againſte the 
ſclaunders of Eckius. They infozme themperoure ofall the matter, 

who after in a publicke wꝛiting,gaue vnto them bothe a goodly,and 

an honoꝛable repozt, affirming that they haue donne herein, as becd- 

meth honeſt men. It is befozeinentioned, that the cauſe ofreligyon 

was referred to a generall oꝛ pzquinciall counſeli of Germany:Ifter 

that Contarene vnderſtoode it, the.xxvi.day of July he wrote to the 

ſtates and Pzinces,requiryng that the laſt might be croſſed andean- 
celled:fozthecontrouerſies of religion, ought not to be determined by 
ſuchemaner ol counſelles, but the ſame to belonge to the vniuerſall 

churche: and what ſomeuer is determined in ſuche caſesof any one 

nation, to be of none effect wherloꝛe they ſhall ſhew a greate pleaure 

to the Biſſhop, who is the head of the churche and of counſelles, yl in 

dede they omitte the ſame: unto whom agayne it woulde bee diſplea⸗ 

ſaunte. in caſe they ſhould not do it, foꝛ the ſame would ſtyꝛe bp great 

ſtryle and offence not onlye in Germany, but aiſo in other countries. 


This he doeth admonilſhe them of, bothe by the commaundemenear 
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the Byſſhoppe and alſo of hys owne dewtye. The ſame day the Pꝛin⸗ 

ces make hym aunſ were, howe the Byſſhop maye auoyde all offenſi⸗ 

on, in caſe he will call a counſell, whyche hathe been fo longe pꝛomp⸗ 

ſed. Bf not the ſtate of Germany to bee ſuche, as they muſte of netel⸗ 

ſttie ſynd ſome other waye to ſalue the ſoꝛe: And therfoze require him 

earneſtly that he wold ofhys wyſdome and gentlenes ſo further the 

cauſe to the Byſhoppe that a remedie might be founde. Moꝛeouer the 

diuines ofthe Pꝛoteſtantes doe confute thoſe let ters and reaſons ol The pꝛotel- 
contarene by alonge wꝛptyng / and pꝛoue manifeſtly, how it apper- —— — 
teynethvuto all pzouinces,to eſtabliche gods trewe ſeruice and Reli- (Mee ne. 
gion. This done, themperour cauſeth a decree to be made and red the , 
xrviii.of Jul, he referreth the conference of the learned men, and tge 

whole treatie, vnto the counſell, to the Synode of all Germany, oz of 

the ſtates imperial:in hys Jozney mto Italy, he pꝛomiſeth to intreat 

diligently the Biſſhop ol Koome fox a counſell: And pk neyther genes 

tall noꝛ pꝛouinciall counſell can be obtayned, than wyll he call a con⸗ 

bocation of thempyꝛe within. xviii.monethes fo2 to quiet the cauſe of 
Religion, and will deuyſe, that the Bifſhop ſhall alſo ſende hys legate 

thither:he chargeth the Pꝛoteſtates, that they attempt no new thing 

beſydes the articles alreadye atcoꝛded, and the Biſſhoppes, that they 

ſhould clenſe their churches of they: faultes and enoꝛmities. In that 

decree were certen articles, that Religious houſes ſhoulde not be de- 

faced,that the churche goodes ſhoulde not bee put top2ophane vles, 

that no man ſhould be allured to a contrary Religion, ofthe iuriſdic⸗ 

tion, and Judges ofthe chamber:ydhiche thinges whan the Pꝛotel⸗ 

tants dyd miſlpke,themperour in a certen pꝛiuate wꝛpting, declareth The Empe⸗ 
ſeuerallp, what his opinion is herin. In the doctrine not as pet conci- rours paiuat 
liated. he doth pꝛeſcribe vnto them no meaſure: Wonkes houſes wold W2ytiug fa; 
not in dede bee pulled downe,but pet mete to beereuoked to agodly te P2oteſ- 
refoxmation :the lyke is to bee thought of the churche reuenewes:no antes 

man that is of an other 1uriſdiction oughte to be intyſed to theyꝛ Relis 

gion, and lo bee mayneteyned, but yet ſhall it bee lawefull foz them to 

reteyue any that will come vnto them vncalled: furthermoze the de⸗ 

crecof Juſpurge,concernynge relygion and doubtfull cauſes of the 

lame, fo a common qupet, he ſufpendeth tyll the cauſe be determined 

cyther ina counſell,o2 other aſſemblie,and commaundeth that no mã 

ſhalbe reiected of the Chamber fox a contrarye relygion, but that the 

laweſhalbe miniſtred vpughtly;vnto all men hat tyme they had 

theſe thynges confyꝛmed vnder themperours ſeale, they pꝛomiſe hym 

ayde agaynſte the Turke, ol whoſe commynge it was bꝛuted daylye 

moꝛe and more. And the Ambaſſadours of Hongary and Auſtryche 

were commenthither which with greate intreaty required ayde. So 

was there a ſodayn ayde ol Almaignes ſent into Hongary\by the cõ⸗ 

duict of Friderick countie Furſteinberg. Kk. iit. In 
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The @mve, Inthys aſſemblie,Themperoure,thethirde dap of July before al the 
me Cane“ Tates had a greuous complaynt of wptivam Duke of Cleaue fon the 
playnte of Poſſeſſion of Gelderland. He erhibiteth allo abooke vnto them, wher⸗ 
the Duke of in he declareth hvs ryght & tytle to the lame, and ſayeth how he wil; 
Cleaue, led hym to haue ben there, but he tooke acontrary wave, ſignifyinge 
couertly, Fraunce, as befoꝛe is ſayd.There were preſent the ambaſſa: 

dours of Cleaue, which excufed them pzince,and when they pzoceded 

The p:inces to declare his title themperour rifeth vp and departeth.The.rxi.day 
ma inter of July the Pꝛinres and ſtates ail ge to themperoure, x intreate him 
ceſſion.to; fo the Dube of C leaue, and tequeſt hym that he wold receynehimin 
the Dake of ko the tuition of thempire,# permit that the caſe may be decided frid: 
Cleaus ly,and pꝛomiſe to take paynes in the thynge, and in caſe thiy cannot 
make an ende in it. they beſeche hym, to make clayme to it, and to re⸗ 
couer his right by the law.y9herunto themperoure makethaunſwer 
by John Nauie,Fozafmoche as this aſſemblie is called foꝛ the com; 
mon welthes ſake to thentent that all diſſention and diſcoꝛde taken a 
waye Germany myght be reſtoꝛed to qupetnes, and herin hath moch 
tyme hen conſumed, and yet nothyng concluded, by reaſon of conten⸗ 
tion and diuexſitie of myndes vnto his greate griefe,and hinderance 

of hys owne affaires:he ſayeth he marue leth greatlp, that in this on 
cauſe, which is pꝛoperly hys, they can ſo wel agree. Thus he ſendeth 
them awape, not withoute diſpleaſure. The next day,Raymunde,the

Tbe Freche to themperour of Turkes: who ſayling on the Rtuer of Po, towards 
ambaſſa · UVeniſe wer taken and flayne abont the kalendes of July. That time 
derten Was William Bellaye the kynges lyputenaunt in Pied mount who 
dolmmperiall. beynge lertifyed of the thynge au he was maruclous circumſpecte, 
rertall. and induſtrious, umnediatly aduertifeth the kyng, and alſo the fyfte 

day of July, wꝛyteth from Turryn, to Alphonſus Daualus marques 

of Piſcare, than gonernoure of Millan and all Lumbardie, that he 

woulde ſee, that the kynges Ambaſſadours which wer taken, might 

be reſtozed, whom he knewe foz certentte that hys menne had appꝛe⸗ 

hended: o els foz the ſame cauſe ſhoulde the trewes be bꝛoken, which 

was made tie peares paſt, by thinterceſſion of the Bilſſhop ol Rome. 

And he required, they might be reſtoꝛed, eyther fozbecauſe at the firſt 

he kne we not, els diſſembling that he knewe not, what had hapned

| was coſyn germane to Fernando, Dauall of Piſcare,a moſt 
woꝛthye captayne.The.rr day of July the king anlwereth Alphonce 
by letters from Liner a Towne of Burges,admoniſſhing hym to re- 
garde hys honour and eſtimation, and ſheweth hm that vnles they 
de reſtoꝛed, he cannot neglect the iniury done to hys men. Many wer 
the letters that were ſent to and fro betwene Bellaye and the Mar⸗ 
ques foz this matter, but nothyng eis was Done, whan Daualus af- 
termoche ſearche,ſapd he could not fynd nothing, and herin perſcue- 
red The king moꝛeouer by his ambaſſadour complayned to thempe⸗ 
ur at Regenſpurge.

with an other power:ſo wer Fernando his men repulſed, Almaignes Is armie 
Bohemers, Moꝛauians leuing the ſiege, not withoute a greate ouer- diſcomtited 


theo we, and loſſe alſo of Peſtum a Towne ouer agaynſte Offen, the 
teſidew wer glad to ſaue themſelues by runnyng away. About thend 
ofJuguſt, the Turke ſendeth pꝛelentes to the infante Stephen, cloth 
ofgolde,and goodly hoꝛſes, and letteth ſhew hys mother, howe he is 
deſpꝛous to lee the childe, requyꝛing her to ſende hym vnto hym into 
hys Tente. The woman ſore affrayd,whan ſhe might not otherwiſe 
doe by thaduiſe of her counſel, ſendeth hym, and hys Nozice with him 
accopanyed with a greate nomber of the nobilitie. He receyueth —

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right gently, and afterſendeth woꝛd to the quenes counſellours, that 
he woulde haue Buda deltuered vnto him:foz he ſayeth, they are not 
able to kepe it agaynſte the enemie:and he ſhoulde be dꝛiuen to come 
oftẽ hither with an armie: which, would be both very painful a charg 
able:therfoꝛe it ſhould be better that he had it in his cuſtodi.

Foz the Frenche kyng being ſoꝛe offended with 
that acte had by his ambaſſadour oline, ſignifyed the whole matter 
bnto Solyman.n9hen the ſeſſians were don at Regenſpurge, them⸗ 
perour goth ſtreight into Italy, end talketh with the biſhop ol Rome 
at Lukes, whileſt his armie toke ſhipping, which he had gatheredbe- 
foze of Almaignes, Italians, and Spaniardes. And becanſe winter 
was now at hand the biſhop did what he could to put him in feareof 
ſayling. but he, although he had heard ol the ouerthꝛow geuen in Ho⸗ 
gary, to thend he might ver the Turkes in an other quarter, was ful⸗

that it letted all warlyke enterpꝛiles, in ſo muche that the Empe-

monge other thynges, the nobilitie of Auſtriche the. rii. day of Dece- 

ber putteth vp a ſupplicatiõ to the kyng. wherin firſt to haue his good Abe nobill⸗ 
will and fauoure, they offer allthat they haue, to maynteine hys pꝛol⸗ tie ef ul. 
perous eſtate and dignitie. After they lament the vnfoztunate ſtate ich, pur vp 
ofthe comune weale, and theyꝛ owne condition, whiche haue ſo nere — 
vnto them the Turke, a moſt cruell enemie, and allo ot late aconque- Goſpell. 
tour: wherfoze they ſaye, howe they muſte looke foꝛ remedies , chiek⸗

lengthe, what tyme they beyng ſo ofte pzouoked and warned, wolde 

neuer amend, but heaped vp line vpon ſpnne. Row pfa man ſhould 

compare thoſe kingdomes, that wer of ſuch power a dignitie, where⸗ 

in floꝛiſſhed fo many excellente wittes, with this very rude and beaſt⸗ 

ly common welth ol the Turkes, he ſhall fynde that ſpns Noes floud 

there neuer chaunted a greater talamitie. And y they ſo ſtronge and 

mightye nations were not able to reſiſte ſo weake a people, as the 

Turkes wer, at the beginnyng. god thus auengyng the ſynnes ofthe 

people, what maye we looke foꝛ, which in dede are gyltye of the ſame 

fault, but in ſo much the worſe taſe, foꝛ that we be matched with ane⸗ 

| nemiethat is ſtrong out of meaſure 2 we ſee how God doeth plage vs, 
The plages chielip in theſe parties wyth warre famyne, and peſtilence:The molt 
10 Audra kruell enemie hathe taken of late Offen the chiefe citie ol the Realme? 
and erm he hathe brent a ſpoyled the land ol Bohema: And what miſeric haue 
ny. we not ſuffered theleſixtene.yeres? howe mache blod hathe bene ſpilte

uitie:fo2 certenly now is the Turkes power ſo increaſed that he is far 

eralted aboue all other kinges. Ind fox by cauſe he obteyneth at oure 

ves handes in a mancrcontynuall victories he perreyueth him ſelfto bee 
"cu. * theſcourgeofGod and that no man is able to eſcape his vengeaunce 
SBgSeing therkoꝛe that our ſynnes be ſo great and many, what haue we 
to truſte vnto, oz howe ſhall we defendeouz ſelues agaynſtehim:Af- 
ſuredly thereis but one only remedy. All thinges are in the handes ol 

God offe» god:it is god that geueth andtaketh awaye empires, whiche woun- 
retb bis dethand healeth, who pꝛouoketh vs to repẽtaunte, by offering vs the 
won vef22e knowledg of his wold, which thing in dede he doth euer be fozchepls 
de plageth« geth. So lent he Jonas the pzophet to the Niniuites,and fozgaue the 
_ foz that they repẽted: So loked he mercyfully vpon — 
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the kyng of Aſſirians, followyng the counſell of Daniel. And certenly 
moſte myghty kyng, we knowe none other meane oꝛ remedye, than 
that Gods woꝛde may be purely taught, and the people exhoꝛted to a- 
mendement ok like, to the entent that being ful of confidence, they may 
boldely withſtande the Turktiſhe violence, foz herein conſiſteth-oure 
ſaluation that we ſerue God ryghtly, wherſoꝛe ſeing that manye er⸗ 
tours are crept into the churche , whiche in this our tyme are diſclo- 
ſed, and that lately in the counſel of the Empyꝛe, diverſe opiniõs wer 
agreed vpon, and foz a certentyme peace graunted foꝛ Religion, and 
the Byſhop commaunded to refonrme their churches : - We beleche

your hyghnes to geue commaundement that the Goſpell be pꝛeached article of doc 
ſincerely, eſpecially that article of iuſtification, whiche teacheth that trinc is tut 
ourſpnnes arefozgenen thzough Chꝛiſt only.

citedbnto loue and charitable woꝛkes, whiche are the true fruictes d 
tokens ol fapth. Moꝛeouer let them be made afrayd to ſynne, and ac- 
cuſtome them ſelues to geue God thakes, that of his mere mercy we 
aredelpuered though Chꝛiſt from ſynne, death, and hell, and made 
inheritours of the heauẽly kingdome:that ſuch as deſpꝛe, may reteiue 
the Loꝛdes ſupper after the maner ofthe pꝛimatiue church, And that 
alſothe Byſhoppes be cõmaunded accoꝛding tothe decreeofthe Em⸗ 
ppꝛe newly made, to redꝛeſſe that is amiſſe in the churche that they ap 

poincte mete miniſters to inſtructe the people, aud reiecte not the true 
preachers as they haue euer done heretofoze. And let not pour grace 
thinkethat we make this ſute vnto you, foꝛ that we either ſeke foꝛ a⸗ 
ny moze libertie, oꝛ intende at any tyme to diſobey:foꝛ we cõleſſe that 
our whole ſaluation conſiſteth in Chꝛiſte only, and that the knowe⸗ 
ledge of the Goſpell, muſt be adourned with godly liuing, a acknow⸗ 


ledge it our bounden dutie to ſhewe vnto you all obedience, as karre 


fothas our goodes and lyfe wyll extende. And ſeing it is ſo, we doe 
humbly beſeche you to ſuffer vs to enioye the benefite of this laſt de⸗ 
cree,and that ſuche as ſhall followe the fourme of Keligion of vs be- 
foe rehearſed, be not indaungered therfoꝛe. Foꝛ ſo ſhal you haue faith 
lull miniſters ol pour churches, whiche are nowe many vacant and 
voyde ol any, and men ſhall with moꝛe hardines warre againſt that 
moſte tertible ennemy,vnto whome foꝛ our ingratitude and wicked⸗ 

nes, God hath geuen ſo many victoꝛies and conqueſtes hitherto. 
The nobles and ſtates ol Auſtriche that put vp this ſupplication, 
were foure and twẽty men ol honour, and ten cities, wherof Uienne 
was one, and their next neighbours the Stirians # Carnites. Ferdi 
nando hetherto aunſwered that foꝛ calamities by them mentioned, 
he is ryght harte ly ſozy,and doubteth not but theſe are plages ſent foꝛ 
the ſynnes ofthe people, and therloꝛe hath oftener than once admoni⸗ 
ſhed the miniſters of the churche, that they ſhoulderhozte — —— 
o amende 
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to amendement ol lyfe.Wozeouer ſapeth howe he was neuer againſt 

that Gods woꝛde ſhould be ryghtly taught, actozding to the traditis 

and ſettyng fozth ofthe Apoſtles, and ſuch other interpꝛetours ag the 

churche hath recetued and allowed: neuertheleſle he chargeth them, 

that in Religion they do alter nothing tyll ſuche tyme as the matter 

be fully determined by a generalloꝛ a pꝛouintiall counſell of Germa⸗ 

ny,ozels by ſome conuocationofthe Emppꝛe. And not to thynke that 

the decree ol Regenſpurge concerned them any thynge at all, wherol 

the meaning is, that the catholickes ſhould remapne in the olde, and 

the Pꝛoteſtauntes in the ſame Religion whiche they followed atthe 

tyme ol this reconcilement;tyil ſome one of theſe counſelles were ay; 

pointed within eightene monethes:and ſeing it is ſo, he may not per⸗ 

mitte his ſubiectes, to do any thyng to the contrary. They delpꝛe bi 

The nobles agatne at fewe woꝛdes that the true Religion of Chaſte mape ben 

reicerat their uaunced,and that the good pzeachers be not brought in daunger: fop 

knte, otherwyſe let hym neuer loke to haue any victory oz lucky ſucceſſe ax 
the Turkes hande. 

Strife about A litle after this dyed the Byſſhop of Aumburge, in whoſe Reads 

tbe bilchop⸗ the College choſe Julius Pflugius befoꝛe mentioned but the Pꝛinte 

ricke of Qt, Electonr of Saxon, contended that they myght not doe it withoute 

durge ⸗ his conſente, and retectyng the Flugins, ſubſtituted in his roume Kab 

colas Amſtoꝛfe ot᷑a noble houſe, a doctour ot dininitie of nd ittemberg 

1542 whome Luther ſtalled in the moneth of January, and alter ſet fozthe 

abooke of the ſame in dutche, wherin he declareth howe the ſlocke ol 

Chꝛiſte ought not to be cõmitted to Pflugius,as ennemie to the pure 

doctrine. Pflugius being thus repulſed, complayneth to the ſtates ol 

the Empyꝛe howe w2ongfully he is put from his ryght. The Pzynce 

agayne aunſwereth howe the gyfte belongeth pꝛoperlye to the houſs 

of Saron, and reciting many oldepꝛeſidentes of great antiq uitie, al⸗ 

ledgeth amonges other cauſes, wherfoze he can not ſuffer him to bee 

Bylhop, this alſo fox one that he is openlye againſte the confeſſion ol 

Juſpurge. Aſter the ouerthzowe tnHongary as is laid befoze the Em 

perour calleth an affemblie of the ſtates at Spiers by his bꝛother fer 

An ademble dinando to begynne in the moneth of January, and appointeth ioy- 

at Spires. neth to him fo: aſſiftaunce Bughe Monfozte, and John Naute . The 

Pꝛinces that werethere pꝛeſente, were the Marques of Bꝛanden⸗ 

burge Electour, Fredericke the Palſgraue, Albert Duke ol Megel⸗ 

burge,Erneſt Marques ol Baden, the Byſhoppes ol Mentz, 190} 

mes, Spier, Conſtance, ahildeſſem, the reſidue ſent Imbaſſadours. 

what tyme they were aſſembled the nynth daye of Febzuary , kynge 

Ferdinando in the Emperours abſence pꝛopoundeth as the maner is, 

the cauſe of that afſemblie whiche was in bꝛiel to conſulte howe the 

Turke myght be kept out offyungary,x foz ayde touchyng the 22 
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the aſſemblic of Kegenſpurge, whan John Gropper, ambaſſa- 
— Archebyſhop of Collon, was retourned home, he comen- — — 
ded Bucer exceadingly, and ſayde he was meteſt ol all others, to ta⸗ — th 
ke in hande the reloꝛmation of Religion, foz he was bothe welllear- * * 
ned a louer of peace, and of apurelyfe. TheBylhop therfoze whiche 
znewe Bucer well enough beloꝛe, and thought to vie his helpe,ſen- 
deth foz hym in Febꝛuary to come to hym to Bonna, where he was 
yerey gentlye recepued, namely ol Gropper , who intreated hym to 
goe with hym to Collon. And ſo foʒ that tyme was lycenced of the 
Biſhop to departe,and to come agayn whan he ſhould beſent lo, as 
Jwylldeclare hereafter. . f 
oꝛeouer about this time alſo was beheadedCatharineHaward 
in Englãd, and foz that, where the king had maried her foz a mayde, 
he bunde that ſhe had troden her ſho we awꝛye. He that had deflou- 
ted her was gone into Jrelande, and had an office there, but beynge 
talled home againe by her whan ſhe was Quene, and taken into her 
ſeruice,he was beheaded after her, as were allo certein otherg, partly 
fo: concealement, part iy foz lyke offence. After her deathe the kynge Che king of 
marieth the ſyrte wyfe Catherine Parre, that had bene wyfe to the Eng! mas 
Lowe Latimer,andſyſter tothe Marques of Hoꝛthhamton. To the ried the ſyrts 
aſſemblye at Spiers, the Frenche kyng ſent an Ambaſſade thechiefe wyfe. 
wherof was Fraunces Oliuer Chauncelour of Alenſon. Who inthe 
preſence of all the ſtates whan they conſulted of the Turkyſhe warre, Thelzation 
thefourtene daye of Febꝛuarye made alonge Oꝛation, in the begyn⸗ of tbe frechs 
nyng whereof he ſekynge to wynne thep2 fauour reciteth howe the zmbellcdour 
peare beloꝛe the kynge vnderſtandyngethat the Turke wonlde in- 
uade hongarye, foꝛ the loue he bare vnto Germanye , ſent Ambaſſa- 
dourstmmedtatly to him to perſwade him, il he myght to the cotrary - 
butthe Emperours men toke themin Jtaly,x as vet it is notcertein- 
Ive knowen whethertheibe dead o2aliue:wherbynotonly thetruces 
ig bꝛaken, dut alſo the la we ol armes. And where as certein do encou 
tage the Germaines to warre againſt the Turke in the defenceofH6 
gatpand al Chꝛiſtientie, alledgyng that albeit he be ol great power, werſwaſtts 
yet maye he ryght well be vanquyſhed, by the example of John Hun⸗ to warte a- 
mades, Matthie kyng of Bongary, Scanderbeg loꝛde of Epirus, and gaina ths 
Tamberlane Emperour ofthe Scythias,al the whiche haue wonne Tarke. 
honour at his haude , as alſo they them ſelues did at Uienne a fewe 
reares paſt, and vſe diuerſe other perſwalions to pꝛicke the fozward, 
he contrary wyſe affirmeth that thoſe whiche geue this counſell, doe 
uot well confpder the ſtate of Germany, howe full it is of diſſention, 
n0:the daunger that of this warre myght enſue. Foz amyghtyer oz 
crueller ennempe is not in the whole woꝛlde, noꝛ one that is better 
lurnyſhed or all thpnges belongyngeto the warres. 
Ly, Neyther 
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Neither can this warre be finyſhed with one battell oꝛ two, but euer 
krequpꝛeth newe and freſhe men continuall, and marueplous greate 
tharges. The fozce a power of Germany is in dede exceading great, 

but yet is the Turtzes ten tymes greater, whiche palſeth litle of the 

loſſe of two oꝛ thꝛe hondꝛeth thouſand men, where ifthey ſhould loſe 

but one battell, in what daunger ſhould the whole countrey be in, be 

toꝛe they ſhould leuie an other in this grudge diſſention ofmindegs 
therfozehis aduiſe is that they attẽpte not warre againſt the Turke, 

neyther ſeke to recouer that he hath already gotten in Hongaryefo 

feareofa further miſchief . But in caſe he ſhould at any tyme inuade 

Germanp, that it ſhould ſtande vpontheir honours to bende all their 

fozce againſt him, ſtoutely to giue him the repulſe, otherwyſe not to 

medle vntill fuche time as they ſhalbe fully a thzoughly accorded in 

matters ot religiõ, in like caſe as they be partly already, name in the 

chiefeſt articles of iuſtificatiõ, of faith & wozkes, fox certenly without 

a perfit cõcoꝛde the ſtate of Thempirecan not long endure.eſpecially 

ne the Turke ſtil inuading. The Romains became loꝛdes of al the would 
Thept:, not lo much by power a force ol armes, as by a certe craft x polit. r 
mains in e. lohe whatnatid thei purpoled to ſubdue vnto their empire . thei wold 
tabliching euer practiſe to weaken by ciuile diſtoꝛde, a foꝛ a time wold maintein 
their empire thone parte of the faction, till at laſt thei had vanquiſhed thẽ both. y 
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this meane were the people of Carthage x of all Aſia, the French men 

and the Grekes ſupplãted: thus allo were the Germains deluded by 

Tiberius, what time they moued war in Italy, only Bꝛitaine which 

now is Englande eſcaped this yoke, foꝛ that they vnderſtode their 

ſubtill fetches,# always in cõmon perill powꝛed out all their ciuile ha 

Lye coneozd tred vpon their ennemy. And by the ſame meanes at the length were 
of England. the Romains thẽ ſelues ſubdewed. Philip alſo king of ß Wacedomis 
by this craft conquered Grete, ſetting together be theares the men ol 

Athens, Coꝛinthe & Theſſalie. Ottoman the firſte Emperour ofthis

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of Peloponeſus bꝛethꝛen, falling at variaunce, ſent fo them the one 

to deſtroye the other,whileſt they ofTpyzus did ayde the,oz the Mp⸗ 

fans conſpyꝛed with them oz the Hongarians of their owne accozde 

dyd moue them to come. Therloꝛe to mainteine their common lyber⸗ 

tie they mult fall to an vnitie and concoꝛde, and may not thynke that 

whyleſt they them ſelues ſytte ſtyll aud doe neglecte it, beynge deuy⸗ 

ded into ſectes and factions, that fozeyne nations wpil take this cars 

in hande foꝛ them. This he ſayeth is the kynges aduyſe and coumſell, 

whiche he deſyꝛed them to accepte in good parte, and ol hymto loke 

for allamitte and frendſhyp . The Byſhop lente thether his Legate 

John ozone, Bylhop of Mutmaz who beyng demaunded of kyng 
Ferdinando and by the Emperours deputies ofthe byſhop of Remes The opinton 
mynde the. xxiij. day of Marche, ſpeaketh on this wyſe. The taſt pere ol the Popes 
whan the Emperour went into Africa, paſſing thzough Jtaly, he cõ⸗ Ambaſſad, 
ferred with the hyghe byſhop concerninge theturkyſhe warre, and a 

generall counſell,but ſythe the matter was very weighty, #the Em⸗ 

perour made great haite,nothynge was determined, and Granuel-- 

jan remayned in Italy, with whome the caſe was furtherdebatedaf 

terwarde. Than he declareth howe the Bylhoppes mynde is, and e⸗ 

er hath bene, to warre vpon the Turkes, and that he wil ſende ayde 

ok fyue thouſande fotemen , in caſe the Emperour come to the fielde 

hym ſelfe, if not, halfe that nombꝛe. And lykevoyſe is cotent that there 

ſhalbe a counſell, but that the ſame ſhould be holden in Germany, ney ye Pops 
ther his age can beare, who both wyll and ought to be pꝛeſent, noꝛ al ſuſpecteth 
ſothe farre tourney und alteration of the aye wyll permitte:therfoze Germany · 
he lyketh better Mantua oz Farrare,Bolognia la gras, oꝛ Placence 5 
whiche are all ample cities, and fyt fo2 ſuche a purpoſe; ho we beit if 

none oftheſe wyll pleaſe them, he wyll not refuſe to kepe it at Trent, 

whiche is a towne nere vnto the frontiers of Germany, and woulde 

haue had it begonne at a wohytſontyde, but fo2 ſhoꝛtenes of tyme, 

hath ditterred it to the Jdes of Auguſte, pꝛaying them that al diſplea 

ſure ſet aparte, they woulde wholy applie them ſelues hereunto. King 
ferdinando with the Emperours deputies, and all the Catholyque 

Piynces, geue hym thankes, and if a meter place mape not be had in 
Germanye,as Negenſpurge oꝛ Collon, they ſape howe they are con- 

tente with Trente . But the Pꝛoteſtauntes doe neyther allowe the 
Byſſhoppes counſell noꝛ the place, noꝛ that there was anye mention 

made thereof in the decree, and openly pꝛonounce to the contrary. 

Whan the Frenche kynges Ambaſſadours coulde not pꝛeuayle, and 

the ates were inclyned to the Turkyſhe warre, and ſawe that the 
Emperours men both lothed and ſulpected their pꝛeſence, befoze the 

ende ofthe aſſemblye, they departe halle in diſpleaſure, 

Trent is inthe Alpes, bpthe Kiuer of Atheſe, a towne in Farnãdo

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hys dominion, thꝛe dayes Joꝛney on this ſyde Ueniſe, and not two 
fromUerona.Afcer the chauncelour of the Dutchie of Alenſon was 
retoutned home,thekyng begã ſtreight wayes to pꝛepare foꝛ the war 
And albeit he had already in effecte reſtoꝛed the Admiral, ⁊ vſedhym 
frendly:Pet leſt it ſhould be herafter pꝛeiudicial to him oz his childꝛẽ.

him to his poſſeſſions, dignitie and lame, and pꝛoteſteth that hee had 
committed neyther treaſon noz yet extoꝛtion, & releaſeth and geueth 
bym the condemnation ol ſeuen hondꝛethe thouſande crownes,com: 
maunding that theſe letters ſhould be enrolled at Paris, and in other 
h laces, to remayne as matter ofrecozde. this was the twelfte daye ol 
aſoven fear March. han the French kynge was at the ſame tyme belydes Pa 
in the Frich dis in Caſtell Uincenne, woꝛd came to him inß night, of a ſodẽ tumult 
court. dàs though the enemies, out of themperours contrie ſhoulde make an 
incurſion in to the contrie of Uermandoeis in Picardie: whereuppon 

the pꝛinces that chaunced that time to bee there, were ſent thither in 

al haſt, the Dukes of NMandome, Guiſe, Jumall, Niuerne, and diuerſe 

others, with a great nomber ol gentlemen. nohan they came there, al 

was hutlhte,neyther ſaw they noꝛ heard of any man. Many men ſapd 

how thys bꝛute was reyſed, that the people might be perſwaded that 
themperour ſotight warre, wherof the kinge him ſelf wold not be ac⸗ 

copted the authoꝛ, whan he had already vtterly determined the ſame, 

aàs ſhalbe declared herafter. Foꝛaſmuch as the ſtate of Germany was 

An army a ſuch as befoze J haue ſhewed vou, great ayde was decreed on, #com- 
gapuſte the maunded that an armie ſhould be leuted, which ioyned with the pow 
Tutas. er ol Fernando, might reſiſt the Turkiſhe foꝛce, and recouer that was 
loft.

Nome ſo ofte as he mynded to pꝛocure a maſle pf monie out of Ger⸗ 
manp, vled euer this collour;to gather it foz the Turkiſhe warre, and 
had ſhewed all the reaſons that moued hym than, and amonges o⸗ 
thers that a Chꝛiſten man ought not to reuenge noꝛ reſiſte euil, but to 
ſuffer all thynges acroꝛding to that ſaying of Chꝛiſte, ol leauinge thy

ligion but becauſe he robbeth and ſpoyleth, and maketh vniuſt warr, he Pope t 
and bꝛingeth in with him moſt ſhameful examples ol lyfe. By acdpas pared with þ 
nion made he pꝛoueth d the dylhop or Rome is nothing better tuã the Turks. 


Turke, toꝛ as he by his Alcoꝛane, ſo hath the Byſhop by his decreez 
tales quenched the doctrine ofthe Goſpetl. That whiche he doeth by 
loxce,the ſame doth the byſhop by his curſe: but theiboth woꝛke rep2s / 
che vnto matrimony,#abide puniſhment foꝛ the contempte of Gods 
lawe, which oꝛdeined holy matrimony, what time god geueth thẽ o⸗ 
uer to their filthy luſtes, athat they burne in moſt deteſtable deſires, 
woꝛtze molt wickedly againſt the oꝛder of nature. Finally ſpeakig of 
the turkiſh power, he admoniſheth the not to be careleſſe in warfare, 
but to kno we how thei haue to do with a moſte fierſe ennemy. Thele 
and diuerſe ot her, ſuche lyke thinges he treateth of in that firſt boke, 
but now what time the ſtate ol thẽpire. had at the requeſt of thempe. 
tking Ferdinado decreed war, he cõpiled an other woꝛke as J ſald, 
a war like erhoꝛtation oʒ ſermon, to thentẽt that tuch miniſters ol the 
LLiy. churche 
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churche as followed the warres, myght haue ſome foꝛme and oder, 
howe to teache and exhoꝛte. Firſt therloꝛe ſayth he, that men may vn 
derſtande what is to be thought ol the Turke the Stripture ſpea⸗ 
Cwo mſgh- keth oltwo houge and cruell Tyꝛantes which ſhall deſtroy Chiiſter, 
te Le;antes dome,befoze the laſte daye of iudgement, one though falſe doctrine, 
ol whome pꝛophetied Dantel, and after hum Paule:this is verelpthe 
ö Byſhop of Nome. And an other vy power and force ofarmes, that is 
Anß pleſant to ſaye the Turke;of whome Daniel in the ſeuenth chapter ſpeaketh, 
ite is not to Thoſe therfoze that wylbe chꝛiſtians, let them plucke vp their harteg 
be loked foz. and loke foz no peace and quietnes mox pleaſaũter lite fro henceforth, 
—— miſeradle tyme which he pꝛophetied of befoꝛe, ic now came, 
let vs comfozte our ſelues with the comnung of Chniſte and with 
our finall deliueraunce, whiche imme diatly after thoſe afflictig ſhal 
appeare, and let vs knowe fox certentie that althe woodnes and ma: 
ice ot the deuyll is powzed wholy vpon vs by the: Turke ,fot neuer 
did Tyꝛante pꝛattyſe ſuche crueltie, as he doeth. Aſter he expoundeth 
the ſeuenth chapter ol Daniel, whiche is of the foure beaſtes cõming 
aut ofthe Sea, declaring that the Turkiſhe Empire is there deſcri⸗ 
bed. Foꝛ this is that ſame litle hoꝛne whiche ſpꝛang vp bet wene thoſe 
ten hoꝛnes ol the fourth beaſt. And albeit it is wouderfully increaſed, 
pet can it not be that it ſhould be in nawer like to the Romaine Em- 
Lhe Turke ppꝛe.foꝛ the Pꝛophet doeth there deſcribe fonre Empy2es on, which 
wal not be at ſhauld fucceade in oꝛder, and the laſt to be the Empyze of Rome: ther⸗ 
luch foxce as ige ſhall there be none other that may be cõpared in greatnes to the 
were tbe K9 Romapne. And fox aſmiiche as Daniel did attribute vnto himthiee 
mates. Hyoznes only, whiche he ſhould plucke of from thoſe ten, his violence 
from hencefozth ſhall not pꝛuceade muche further, fo2 thoſe thiee are 
plucked of long ſynce, Ita, Grete, and Egipt, whiche beingethzce of 
the greateſt pzouinces in the Empire, the Turke now poſſeſſeth,with 
inthe whiche limites the Pꝛophet hath included him, wherkoze there 
is good hope that from hencetozth he ſhall poſſeſſe no pꝛouince ofthe 
Emppꝛe: And where he is nowe fo buſy in Hongary,and alſo readye 
The ben act to muade Germany,thisis the laſt arte ol thetragedy,foz it may ber 
af + Turks. that heſhall inuade thoſe countries, but he tan not thynke that euer 
he ſhall haue them in quiet poſſeſſion, as he hathe Iſia , Grete and 
Egipt, foz the pzophecie is playne and manifeſt. After this he treateth 
of all the other partes, pꝛouokyng them chiefly to repentaunce, and 
crhozteththem all to be ready and wylling to obeye the Magiſtrate 
commaunding vnto this warre, and not only to employe their goo⸗ 
A couſolatis des herein, but alſo to ſerue w their bodies. The pꝛiſoners allo whiche 
ot the p;ylo- epther be nowe in the Turkes handes, oꝛ hereafter ſhal come into the 
ners with ſame captiuitie, he comfoꝛteth with manyperlwaſions and admom⸗ 
tbe Turkes ſheth them to be well ware of that fayned and pꝛetenſed — 
i e Turkes, 
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the Turkeg, foꝛ he heareth ſaye howe many that haue pꝛofeſſed Chꝛiſt 
doe of their owne accoꝛde kalle into their Religion , foz that it hath a 
tetten ſhewe of vertue and holines, and that they ſuffer this bondage 
patiently,and ſerue their maiſters faithfully though thei be pꝛophane 
and wicked, neyther that they tunne away from them oꝛ foꝛdo them 
ſelues foꝛ vapatientnes and lothſomenes ofthat eſfate , but to beare 
alwayes in memoꝛy that ſame whieh Peter and Paule woyte of the 
dutieofbounde ſeruauntes, biſt vohat tyme they ſhal attempte warre 
againſt the chꝛiſtians, to haſarde their lyues rather than to ſerue vn⸗ 
det the loꝛ they be murtherers and make warte againſt the ſainctes, 
as Daniell ſayeth and ſhead innocent bloude ? therefoꝛe muſte they 
chiefpbeward that they be not partakers of ſo great a miſchiefe and 
wickednes ! Untothis Oꝛation he annexeth a maner of pꝛaying a⸗ 
gainſt the Turk pit futy, and about the ende,difcourſing the vice that 
in this our tyme in all ſoꝛtes of men he ſheweth howe Ger- 
many whiche is ſo coꝛrupted, and wholy infected, can not longe con⸗ 
tinewe in pꝛoſperitie. And this fourme-of pꝛayer he pꝛeſcribeth. 


Oouerlaſting father, we haue verely deſetued to be ſoze afflicted, ie payer 
but punnyſhe vs thyne owne ſelfeLozde , not in thy wꝛath and dil⸗ of Luther. 


pleaſure, but accoꝛding to thy great mercy, fo it is muche better foz 
vs to falle in thyne, than into the handes of men and our ennemies, 
ſoꝛ thymerci is vnſpeakeable and infinite! we haue certenly offended 
the, and tranſgreſſedthy commaundementes, but thou knoweſt O 
heauenly father, howe the deuill, the Byſhop, and the Turke, haue no 
rightnoꝛ cauſe to punylhe vs, foꝛ we haue treſpaſſed nothyng againſt 
them but thou vſeſt them as aſcourge to whippe vs, which haue mo 
ways than one al ont life time ſtyꝛed the vp againſt vs. They J ſaie, 
haue no quarell againſt vs, but would rather that we ſhould euer af- 
ter their example offende the moſte greuouſſy, that thꝛough idolatry, 
falſe doctrine, ſyes, diſteiptfull and craftye iugglynge, with murther, 
thefte and extoꝛtion, foꝛnication, adultery; and ſoꝛcerie, we myght of- 
ende the maieſtie ol thy name. This is the thing that thei moſt wiſhe 
lo and becauſe we confeſſe and honour the God the father, and thy 
lone Jeſus Chꝛiſte our Loꝛd and the holy ſpirite, one and euerliuing 
God, that ſame is our offence and wickednes, foꝛ the whiche they ſo 
greuouſly hate and perſecute vs. If we ſhould foꝛlake this fayth, and 
fal vnto their loꝛe, thã ſhould we loke fo2 no diſplealure at their hãds.

About this ſame tyme, Alphonſe Marques of Piſcare before 
of Piſcare ac mentioned, ſendyng a booke to the pꝛinces ol Germany, acculeth,and

Frech king · mon welth,goeth about to ſtyꝛe vp ltryke, to thentente he might hin- 
der the moſt noble enterpꝛiles of themperoure and al the ſtates;xpje: 

tendeth a lyght and a foꝛged matter, foꝛ Anthony Rinton d Ce. Fre: 

gole that ſhould be intercepted,vnto whom, what thing hath cham: 

ced,he could not, alter long anddiligent ſearche fynd out. The Frech 

Ringe, whan he knew thereof, declareth that he had an erceadinge 

The kinges great iuiurie done him, to haue his Ambaſladours ſo cruelly deſtroys 
pucgation. ed: of this thinge hathe he ofte complayned ſoꝛe to the Biſſhop andto 
themperoure, and hath requyꝛed that he might be ſatiſfyſed herin but 

it was in vayne: And ſeing it is ſo vn woꝛthie an act, he can not withs 

out the greate ſhame and diſhonoure of his name, neglecte it, Alter, 

the ſecond of Maye, addzeſſinghys letters to the Senate of Paris, 

to thende ſayeth he that god mayeillumine our heartes, and graunt 

vs the conſtancje of fayth, and bꝛing again thole that ere into the way 

of ſaluation, and ſende vs peace thzougherecompentce,foz the iniuries 

that we haue ſuſteyned, by the vſurping of our right, and the outrage 

donne to oure meſlagers and ambaſſadours, o2 if in diſpayꝛe to haue 
peace, we muſt nedes haue warre, that he would graunt vs victoꝛpe: 

our requeſt is, that the people go a pꝛoleſſion and pꝛay in all churches 

And that by ſome fyt pꝛeacher the cauſe therofbe recyted to the cõgre⸗ 

gation. Moꝛeouer in caſe any ther be that thinketh not rightly ofoure 

fayth and religion, neither will pꝛomiſe 3 
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that he ſuffer openlye ſoꝛ his offence. Not longe after he ſendeth the 

Duke of Longuill to the pꝛince of Cleaue, who leauing ther a power 

in the ſomer ſeaſon by the conduicte of Martyn van Noſſen looked 

foz an occaſion to doe ſome exploicte. In the meane ſeaſon, at the ka- 

endes ol June, the biſſhop appoynted a connlell at Trente agaynſte council 
the fyꝛſt of Nouember,at the which time he commanndeth to repay2e aucb ar 
thither Patriarches,biſſhoppes,abbottes and ſuche other lyke which rente 
eyther by right oꝛ pꝛiuiledg haue intereſt to be pꝛeſẽt at counſels, and 

are permitted there to ſpeake their minde. He crhorteth alſo thempe⸗ 

roure and the French kyng, that eyther they wolde come them ſelues, 

02 lend theyꝛ pꝛoctours, ⁊ to commaunde their biſſhoppes to be there: 

but the biſſhops of Germany he inuiteth aboue all otherg, foꝛ that, foz 

them cauſe chielly, and at theyꝛ requeſte is all this payne and trauaile 

taken. In the moneth of July the Frenche kinge, with moſtehatefull Tyc ęrtche 
wooꝛdes pꝛoclavmeth warre againſt thempercure, and in a wzyting king pꝛoclat 
publyſched, geueth his ſubiectes libertie to ſpoyle and diſtroy his con- meth warte. 
tries by ſea and lande, by what meanes ſo euer they might A littel be⸗ 

loꝛe the Duke of Longeuill and Martyn Koſſen had made an inua⸗ 

ſon into Brabant, and were a wonderful terrour to men vnpꝛouided The Duke 
and commyng vpon the ſodayne, had lyke to haue taken Andwerpe er Langue 
Louapne, but wantyng thinges neceſfarte foꝛ munition, they could and Hartin 
mae no battery, and marching foꝛe warde, whiche way ſo euer they van Kogen 
wente, they diftroyed al befoꝛe them, with yer and ſwoꝛd and extoꝛ⸗ invade Pꝛa⸗ 


tedmanp. Ind thus making theyꝛ waie by foꝛce in Auguſt they ioyne bart. 
themſelues with the kinges ſonne, Charles Duke ofOzleans, which 

warred that tyme, in the land of Luke. In this ſoꝛce were foure hon- 

det hoꝛſemen ſent by the kynge of Denmarke. Beſpdes Danmllter, 

Uirton, and Juey, was taken alſo Lucemburge the chiefe citie. The ten 


kinge hym fcife maketh warre on an other ſyde, and marchinge koꝛe⸗ 
ward with a ſtrong Armie, beſegeth-Parpignan a Towne of Rulſct- 
non in the mountaynes of Pyꝛene. Moꝛeouer he moueth warre in 
pledmount by the conduicte of William Langey, and alſo in the boꝛ⸗ 
ders of Flaunders,by the gouernment ol the Duke of Uandome. So 
that he aſſayled his enemies in fyue ſondꝛy places wherby the iudge⸗ 
ment ot many it had ben better foꝛ him to haue ſet vpon ſome one pꝛo⸗ 
uunce with his whole power, as thende alſo declared, foꝛ both he at⸗ 
tempted Parpignan in vayne, and alſo whan the Duke of Oꝛlcans 
was retourned home, the Imperialles recouered all agayne except it 
were Juey. By this occaſ on they began to foztifie And warpe, where 
beloꝛe it was eaſy to bee wonne. when the kinge pourpoledto haue 
warres, he ſente agayne oline to the Turke, to entreate hym, that 
he wolde ſende him a none into Fraunce: but where it was longe oꝛ 


Poline came there, Soiyman dilferred the thyng vntil the next pere. 
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Duryng this warre the king ſetteth fozth pꝛoclamations againſt the 
Lutherians:Moꝛeouer the parlament of Parts chargeth the Pyin- 
ters vnder a great penaltie , that they ſhoulde neyther pꝛynte noz ſell 
any bookes condempned oꝛ ſuſpected , namely the booke of Caluing 
whiche is intituled the Inſtitution of Chuſtiane Religion. Further 
moꝛe at the requeſt ofthe Jnquilitour as they terme hym the ſeuenth 
daye of July he maketh a Decree, that the pꝛeachers hall admonyſhe 
the people to doe their duty to the churche and if they know any Ly; 
theriane 02 one that thinketh amiſſe in Religion to pꝛeſent hym: fy 
this is a woꝛke to God moſte acceptable . And the Miniſters ofthe 
churche had an oꝛder pꝛeſcribed, whiche they ſhould followe in that 
Tbe maner inquirie. Foꝛ they were comaunded to inquyꝛe ofthe pzomoters, whe 
51 5 ther they knewe any man that would ſaye how there was no purga⸗ 
Tuthettas. toꝛy: whan a man is dead to be eyther ſaued oꝛ dampned, oꝛthat a mi 
is not iuſtified by obſeruing of Gods commaundementes, that God 
only muſt be called vpon a not Sainctes: p the woꝛſhipping ofima: 
ges, is idolatry? ſainctes woꝛke not miracles, that the ceremoniegof 
the churche pꝛotite nothing, that the lawes of the churche doe bynde 
no man:that the knowledge of the Goſpell is neceſſarye foz all men 
without exception, o2 that it is a fonde parte of the common people 
to pꝛay to God in Latin:how the pꝛieſt ca not ſoꝛgeue ſinnes though 
the Sacrament of penauute, but to be only a miniſter, to pꝛonounte 
the benefite of God whiche foꝛgeueth our ſynnes: that the church can 
bynde no man to moꝛtall ſynne, oꝛ that it is lawfull to eateficſhe at al 
tymes. This ſourme of inquiſition was geuen puuately to pꝛieſtes, 
but openly was ſet fozth a pꝛoclamation, wherin they were cõmaun⸗ 
ded to be pꝛeſented and accuſed , whiche doe neglecte the Kites and 
lawes ofthe churche, oꝛ ſuche as haue bookes contrary to the chiiſtia 
fayth,and eyther geue them others to reade, oꝛ purpoſely let them fall 
in the wayes as they goe, that thei may be ſounde, thoſe that aſſemble 
in pꝛiuate houſes and gardens, and foꝛge diuiſes againſt the lawes ol 
the churche, and they that receyueſuche kynde ol men into their hon⸗ 
ſes oꝛ gardens. They that are pꝛiuie to any ſuche thyng, are commau- 
ded to pꝛeſente them within ſyre dayes, to the doctours of Diumitie, 
choſen by the Inquilitour, oꝛ els to ſtande acturſed. The Stacioners 
were allo charged that if they hadany thyng eyther pꝛynted oz wayt- 
ten, that were in any point ſuſpected, oꝛ that ſwarued fro the cuſtome 
of rhechurche that within ſyre dayes they ſhould bꝛyng it befoꝛe the, 
9. Otneleua after, none excuſe to be taken. The ſame daye that this acte was pio⸗ 
clapmed they had a generall pꝛoceſſion foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation of the re- 
alme and ol Religion: and ſaynt Geneleua their truſty Goddes wos 
bozne about with ſuche ſolemnitie as J haue befoze declared in the 


nynth booke. And in theſe dayes were certen bꝛent in place 2 
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in aris, taught the people ſyncerely, and ſayde no Maſſe fo that he 
danke no wyne: whether he did it of nature oz of purpoſe, J knowe 
not. Againſt whome the Diuines had conceaued a great hatred. And 
after thei had noted certe in thinges in his pꝛeaching, they pꝛopounde 
vnto hym thele articles.

ges muſt be beleued, and of neceſſitie receyued , that are not expꝛeſſed 
inthe ſcriptures, that the Byſhop of Romes pardons doe releaſe the 
— of purgatoꝛp, that pꝛieſtes beyng neuer ſo ſynkull and vicious 
oe conſecrate the Loꝛdeg body, that all deadly ſpnne muſt be conkeſ⸗ 
ſed to the pꝛieſt, and than to receyue ofhym the ſacramentall abſolu- 
tion, owe man hath free wyll, wherby he may doe good oz euyll, and 
ryſe from ſynne thꝛough repentaunce, ho we not by fayth only, but by 
tharitie and true penaunce is obteyned the remiſſion of ſynnes, how 
the churche and counſell beyng lawfully aſſembled, can not erre, and 
therfoze mult be obeyed , howe . and interpzetation of 
Stripture apperteyneth to the churche, if any thyng be in controuer- 
ſpe, Theſe thynges would they haue him to ſublcribe to, and confirme 
with his Seale. He a fewe dayes after aunſwereth generally, that it

beries,Goflarie and Bzunlwicke,citiesof the Empire inlincked with 
the Pꝛoteſtantes, and would not obeye the decrees ofthe Emperour 
and kynge Ferdinando, who at their requeſt, had commaunded him, 
dd teaſe from all violence, the Duke ol Saxon and the Lantgraue, in 
The Dude the name ol al their tonlederates, make warre againſt him, and with 
of Baron © in a ſhoꝛt ſpace, bꝛynge all his countrie into their ſubiection, and his 
the nan ſtrong caſtell ofuoolſebutell,ſtandingnot farre fr the citie ol Buns 
againſte the Iwycte, wherein he put all his truſte,they wanne by compoſſein, he 
duke of Bzũ taried not long hymlelfe,but whan they began to inuade, he fled wi 
ſwicke who his eldeſt ſonne Charles Uictoz to the Duke of Bauier. In that foz- 
flieth. ſayde caſtell were founde ſondꝛie letters, wherby it was e ident to 
ſee, what thinge he and the Duke of Bauier, the Byſhop ol Mentz, 
Heldus, and diuerſe others went about, but that ſhalbe after repeted 
in place conuenient. The Pꝛoteſtauntes in a wꝛytyng ſet forth,declg 
rea Large the caules of this their doinge, and ſhewe howe they dyd 
not begynne this warre, but of necellitie defended their fellowes. In 
the fourmer aſſemblie at Spier they had intreated kyng Ferdinando 
that in the Emperours name and his own he would comaunde him 
to ſuffer the Gollarians to lyue in reſt by hym, Ferdinando followed 
their myndes, who at the ſame tyme had nede of their ayde agaynſte 
the Turke, and ſendyng his Ambaſſadours, warned hym ſharpely ta 
lurceaſe, bnt he aunſwered contemptuoufly and pꝛoudlye, and would 
not leaue, whereuponenſued this deſenſion befoꝛe reherſed , foz they 
had ſhewed kyng Ferdinãdo at Spier, that vnleſſe he obeyed his de⸗ 
cree they would not ſuffer their fellowes to ſuſteyne this wong. At 
the Jdes of July was an other aſſemblie ot the Empyze at Noryn- 
berg, fox ſo it was decreed at Spier, betauſe ofthe warre inHdgary. 
Kyng Ferdinando was pꝛeſent, and the Emperours deputies were, 
Fridericke the Palſgraue, the Biſhop of Auſpurge,Fridericke counte 
Furſtemberge, Hugh Monfozte, John Name. Ferdinando pꝛopoun⸗ 
deth howe the Emperour toke it in very good parte, that they ſents 
an army into Yongary , who had purpoſed to haue bene at the ſame 
warre him ſelfe with all his power, and therfoze had called an aſſem⸗ 
blie of the ſtates in Spaine:but in this cõfutation he fell into a great 
ſickenes, and ſo was conſtrayned of neteſſitie to differ it tyll an other 
tyme: And whan he was no we fully reſolued of ** — 
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to haue ſent his fozce out of Italy and Burgundye befoze, than bꝛake 
foo:the thenterpꝛiſes of hys enemyes, in ſo much that he hath cauſe to 
feare ſome perill not only in Italp, but allo in Flaunders and Artoys. 
wherofnotwithſtanding he hath geuen none occaſion, who chieflye 
loueth the comon tranquillitie:but as they knowe wellenough, how 
thenemies haue euer ſins the aſſemblie at Spier endeuoured to leuie 
men in Duyſerlande, # in Germany, to begin the warres:thus is the 
Emperour againſt his mindimpeached and letted, ſo that he canney- 
ther come hym ſelfe, noꝛ ſend his foꝛce, which he hathenede of: fo his 
owne defence, neuertheleſſe he is fully mpnded,befozethe nexte peare 
e aboute, to retourne into Germany, and accompliſhe the warre in 
bs mynde fo long intended. And that he will haue on the Sea alſo a 
nauie well pꝛepared a furniſſhed, that the Turke beyng aſſayled with 
double warre, maie not bende hys whole power agaynſte Hongary. 
Moꝛeouer whan he cometh into Germany,. he wil leaue nothyng vn⸗ 
attempted, that maye make fox the godly and tollerable reconcilemẽt 
n: And after complayning that al men did not obey the de⸗ 

tree ol the laſt aſſemblie:fo2 ſome ſent no ſoldiours, others ſente: but 


not the full nomdꝛe, ſom were ſent fooꝛth without money, there wan⸗ 


ted alſo ol the munitiõ a furniture that was pꝛompſed, which thinges 
fo: becauſe the captaynes made complaynte ot, he vewed himſelt and 
lawe it was ſo. And fox that the whole ioꝛney was letted herbyto the 
detriment a daunger ofthe empire, he is commen vnto this aſſemblie 
not without his loſſe  hinderaunce,to require the that in ſo nedetull 
atime, they would not faile the cõmon wealth.

CardinallFregoſe only ſtode in hys defence. Retournyng out of Ger:

ded foꝛ the Emperours comming, to goe into Barbarpe. Than going 
Þys death. with the Biſſhop to Roome, he was choꝛtly after created Legate of 
Bononie, where at the laſt he departed thys yere in thend of Juguft 
not without the ſuſpicion of poiſon. han his frende Cardinall Fre- 
goſe was allo dead alittle befoze they that knowe him well, ſayrhat 
beleued ryghtly touching mans iuſt ification, he was a man excel:

ly. Fo in thole foure peres that he had ben in that office, he had offen- 
ded all ſoꝛtes of men, and from fome lady ol the kynges courte came 
this miſioꝛtune to him. The condẽnation alſo ofthe Admiral augmẽ⸗ 
ted the hatred, as befoze is ſaid. e was in a great, in maner an a 
ſured hope to bee made a Cardinal, a therſoꝛe two oz thzee monethes 
befoꝛe, he wold nedes take holy ozders, which thing not withſtaͤding 
ſom mẽ ſaied he did, that ſoꝛaſmuch as he was in the hatred of mani.

The other 
was wonte to make his boaſte that he had the Cardinalles at hys 
decke. her foꝛe he doubteth whether the thynge be trewe oꝛ coun⸗ 
treleated. But ho we ſoeuer it be, he reſteth vpon a good conſcience,x 
both their doinges are openly kno wen. He hym ſelfe hath bene oner- 
tle to hym and fauoured hym a great deale to muche. Foꝛ all the 
abour he hath taken theſe many yearests in vayne: he hathofte bene 
würned of his dutye,ſondzye great ininries haue bene remitted, lea⸗ 
gies with hym haue often tymes bene remoued, but with all theſe 
thynges he is wared woꝛſe, and vtterly doeth abuſehis lenitie and 
patience ; who bzake the league and gaue the occaſion of warre, he 
hathe declared at Rome. nohat hathe happened ſince} he wyllvtter 
now alſo; For how frendly # deſirous of peace he hath bene, hereby 
may caſely appeare , that after the truce taken at Nice, he came into 
talke with him at Aegries moꝛtes, cõmitted him ſelf vnto him, the 
yeare follo wyng he paſſed though Fraunte to the great admiratidn, 
and not without the repꝛehenſion of many. Foz ſeing he hath oftener 
than onte bꝛo ken his fayth and is fickell c vnconſtant in all his toun⸗ 
ſelles, it was free a greatdannger, to haz arde his petſone vpõ his fi- 
delitieæ pꝛomeſſe.Moꝛeouer he knoweth ſoꝛ certeintie that thei deli⸗ 
berated to deteine him ar rhe ſame time. And where as many ſay that 
ko: the rebeflibn of Gaunt he muſt nedes paſſe that waie, that was no 
cauſe at all oꝛ that rebellion was ſtired vp ola very ewe, a that ol 
the baleſt ſoꝛte or inen / x al the toũtrey remayned in their allegeaunce 
andfidelitie;#thequene his ter could haue remediedthoſe marters. 
Howbeit where he was prefifed to tetourne into Germany thꝛough 
Italy he was moued by his intrenty to chaunge his purpoſe, a went 
though Fraũee Which thing he is adle to pꝛoue by his own letters, a 
by the letters or his lonnes a nobles. Foꝛ he requeſted this thing ofhim 
lo erneſtlpzß he rekened he ſhould be diſhonoured , in tale he toke any 
other way than thꝛough Fraunce. Ind what tyme he Was w hym in 
Ftaunce,heaffirmed many times, p he wold obſerue the truces made 
Sm. i. but after 
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But after he began to complayne,that Millan was not rẽdꝛed onto 
him accoꝛding to the pꝛomeſſe, where not withſtandinge vnto p ſame 
pꝛomeſſe was added thys condicyon, that he ſhould reſtoꝛe hys vncle 
the Duke of Sauoie and doe ſerten other thinges: ind yet ſpng that 
tyme hathe he pꝛactiſed agaynſte hym in ſondzy places, in Germanie, 
in Italy, with the Turke, with John Uaiuod,and his wyfethe wid: 
dow, and with certen noble men ofHongatye,by whoſe meanes the 
Turke had the citie of Offen: And yet in the meane ſeaſon he coulde 
full well cloake hys mallice,# pꝛomiſe hym greate frendſhyp,though 
a ſubtill fetche and polycie, that he myght tracte the tyme, and ſet vp⸗ 
The enter⸗ pon hym vnware. And than tooke he firſt occaſyon, what tymehys 
p:iles of Fre miniſters Fregoſeand Rincon, were intercepted: In the which thing 
gole  Rin- how he wolde in dede haueſatiſfyedhym,he hymlelfe can tell,whiche 
con⸗ was choſen vmpere in the arbitrement bet wene them. This therfoze 
f dyd he pꝛetende to bee the canſe of a newe trouble and diſturbaunte 
ofthe weale publicke dohan he had prefyred it long beloze: But what 
Fregoſe and Rincon attempted by hys commaundemente, in Italpe 
and Turkie, and what ſeruyce they had oftetymes donne hym, was 
knowen well enoughe. Foꝛ they wente aboute thꝛoughe treaſon to 
haue bꝛoughte the Chꝛiſten common weith into great daunger:ther⸗ 
foze coulde not they inioye the benelyte ol the peace Nicene, whyche 
had them ſelues intrynged the publycke peace . Agayne they wente 
by ſtealthe, and pꝛiuelye thꝛoughe Lumbardie , with a companyeof 
oute lawes, whyche is deathe, by the cuſtome of the countrye.He bla⸗ 
meth ſoꝛe the Marques of Piſcare, but he offered, to abide iudgment: 
And whye he ſhoulde refuſe it, and alſo foꝛſake other ſatyſfactions, it 
is not vnknowne , he certenly thinking he had been ſatiſfyed, paſſed 
oner into Barbarie, and ſendynge, hys Ambaſſadoure commended 
vnto hym the publycke peate and quyet And albeit hee made fayze 
pꝛomiſes, yet didhe attempte dinerſe thinges agaynſte hym, in Ger⸗ 
many. Denmarke ã other places:he intẽded alſa to inuade Nauarre. 
Agayne in the aſſemblie at Spier, he did what he coulde, to nurrylhe 
ſtrpfe in religion, whileſt he pzomyſed ſeuerally to eyther partye hys 
amytie and fauour: he indeuoured moꝛeguer to diſwadethe ſtates ol 
the empire from the Turkiſſhe warre, he lollyeited the Turke, helent 
a power into Italpe, and mooued warre agaynſte hym. in Bꝛabant, 
by Martyn Koſſenn, and in the lande of Luke, by the Dukeof Oz- 
leans, beefoze the ſame was pꝛoclaymed. The reſte of hys ſoꝛce hee 
bent wholy agaynſt the Frontiers of Spaine: And thys is the fruict 
that he gathereth ol hys dylygence whychehath geuẽ hym ſo moch of 
his wil, t exhozted him ſooft vnto peace: Furthermoꝛe where he hath 
luffered him, to deteine the arche biſhop of Ualencene, 1 and 
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terten noble men of Spayne to be outrageouſly inturted by Freche 
men at Auignion, hath in dede bene ouermuche ſufferaunce. Ho we 
therloꝛe is he compelled of neceſlitie to make reſiſtaunce , what tyme 
hehad lefte feare ol hym, by reaſon ol his moſte large and ample pꝛo⸗ 
myſes, and alſo what tyme he had pꝛepared hym ſelfe foz the Tur⸗ 
kyſhe warre,and therfoze was reſolued to retourne into Germanye. 
The iniurie ſure is great, and the dammagenot ſmalle, that he hathe 
done vpon his Frontiers, but yet is he not moued ſo muche with all 
theſe thynges, as foꝛ the calamitie of the common wealth. Foz con⸗ 
cernyng his owne affayꝛes, foꝛ as muche as he doeth ſo ofte bꝛeake

His Aunceſtours dyd vlurpe the Frenche pꝛoumce, whyche 
was of the dominion ofthe Emppꝛe. So nowe doeth he poſſeſſe Sa⸗ 
uoye and a parte of Piedmont, and ſo foꝛtifieth the ſame, that it is 
verye apparente, he entendeth not to reſtoꝛe them. And his pourpoſe 
was, not only to inuade Lumbardy, but alſo Parma, and Placence, 
and than Luke and Seine, after that alſo the dommion ofthe church 
ol Rome, to the entent he myght thus haue the waye open to Naples 
and Sicilie. It is no doubt, but this is his entente, and it maye be ca- 
ſelyperceyned by ſnche thynges as he attempteth and practiſeth in 
Jtalpe, To be bꝛief his couetons deſyze is conteyned within no cer- 
teyn limites, but is great and inkinite, neyther is it to be thought that 
euer he wyll oblerue conuenauntes ſo longe as any thyng remapneth 
that he map take a way fr others # to conuert to his owne vle. Fox 
with this diſeaſe a vice ol mind is he caried about, as with a Raging 
tempeſte, that fozgettyng all vertue and Religion, he hathe lyncked 

hym ſelfe in league with the Turke, and doeth participate not onlye 
his counſelles,but allo his goodes and foꝛtune with the ennempe of 
our common wealth and nowe alſo maketh his boaſte full ſtoutelpe, 

that Barbaroſſa ſhall come into our Seas with a nauie. Whether 

thele thynges doe make fo the refozmation ofthe common wealth,x 

begynning ofa counſell, he ought of his wyſdome to cõſyder, his ſtu⸗ 

dy hath bene euer, that there ſhoulde bee no counſell had, foꝛ that he 

iudged it to bee molte pꝛolitable ſo loꝛ his own? pꝛiuate commoditie.

tie. Foꝛto haue a counlell to recouer peace, and eſtablyſhe 
the common wealth, this is the only remedy. wher⸗ 
in ik he wyll doe his owne dutie vnfaynedly, 
he wyll not bee behynde with 
his parte.

ter. Thus ended the warre in Hongatye. The biſſhop had ſente ayde 
of the thouſand footemen, whiche wer led by Alexander Uitellius, 
Aare b At thys tyme allo began hote warre betwene England # Scotland, 
eorrre ne, the occalion wherof was miniſtred a yere beloꝛe, fo that theScottith 
land g @cox, king, when he had promiſed to mete hys vncle, the king of Englande 
lande. at Pozke,to make an accoꝛde touching they: limites, being diſwaded 
by hys mother and certẽ of his nobles, came not. And it foztuned that 
the Scottes had this yere inthe beginning ofdecember a great ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe at a place called Solymoſſe. In the whiche battell were ta⸗ 
The S totes ken the moſt part of all the loꝛdes in Scotelande:foꝛ the which loſſe 
taken atDo- the kynge toke ſuche thought, that retournyng home, he dyed within 
lemolle. afewe dayes after, which was the day betoze the Jdes of December 
when the eight day beloꝛe, the quene had bought him foztha daugh- 
They: king ter, Wary: whiche thinge allo did greatly augmente his ſoꝛrowe, foz 
dieth. that he wanted an heyꝛemale: Foz in the yere beloꝛe he had loſte two 
ſonnes, in ſondꝛi places, within the ſpate of foure and twenty houres: 
And he had to wyfe Marye, daughter to the Duke of Guyſe, ofthe 
houſe of Lozapne. nohen the Scottes werre in thys calamitie, the 
Frenche kynge ſent them monye and munition. After the kynge was 
dead the gouernement was committed to James Hamelton Erle ol 
Arrayne, whiche was the kinges greate coſyn, The next place vnts 
hym had the Cardiuall ol. S.Indzewes, moſt addickteto the kynge 
ol Fraunce.J ſhewed befoze how Henty the Pꝛinte of Saronie had 
foꝛ him ſelfe and his ſonne Maurice, entred into league with the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtantes: But after his death, Dune Maurice being moued herein, 
ſayed how hys father coulde not bynde hym, neythet wolde he be ty⸗ 
ed to the bondes ofhis father. nohẽ Henry Duke ol —_— — 
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expulſed,as bekoze is ſapd,he accuſed the Duke of Saron,theLantz- i Dun 

graue and they2 conſoꝛtes to the imperial chamber. ho being after- — — « 

warde cited, in the moneth of Detember, do refuſe theyz iudgemente he Lantz⸗ 

n allthinges, and ſendinge ambaſſadours thither, declare this vnto graue refuſe 

them, and alſo do pꝛoteſt, that they doe not refuſe a lawfull and oꝛdy⸗ the tudgmit 

narye Juriſdiction, but take exceptions to the Judges themſelues, ofthe chaum 

which are all of a contrary relygion, which pꝛayſe the decree made at ber. 

Juſpurge twelue peres paſt, and haue confirmed the ſame by an othe 

which fo the ſame cauſe diſſent from them exceadingly, and beare the 

greate mallice:whiche take themfoz heretikes, and thinke them vn⸗ 

worthy to haue any iuſtice miniſtred: which by ſõdꝛy pꝛeiudices haue 

oft tymes vttered and be wꝛeyed this theyꝛ hatred. In the conuentiõ 

at Regenſpurg it was decreed, that the chamber would this peare in 

the moneth ol January, be refourmed. This did the Pzoteſtantes al⸗ 

low ſd that men alſo oltheyꝛ rellgion might be admittedto be of that 

nombꝛe, which thing Themperour graunted them, and king Fernan- 

do renewed after in the alſemblie at Spier, and appoynted the mo⸗ 

neth of June foꝛ the ſame refoꝛmation, and by this meane obtemed of 

them ayde foz the Turkiſhe warre. Foꝛ yf it had ben other wyſe, they 

tolde him that tyme plainely, that they wolde not only beare no char⸗ 

ges frõ hencefozth touching the iudges of the chamber, but alſo wold 

refuſe hereafter to obey theyꝛ decrees. When therefoze nothinge was 

donne hitherto, they as befoze is ſayde ſending Ambaſſadours, doe 

refuſe theire iudgment. And agayne the iudges after in a wꝛytyng ſet 

fozth,dooe reiect that ſame refuſall. They agreed in theyꝛ laſt metinge 

at Noxcinberge, there to aſſemble agayne about the Turkiſh warre, Toe Duke 

the ili. daye of Nouember, but the matter was differred: And in the „Cleane re- 

moſt lharpe time of winter the Duke of Cleaue beſegeth and recoue⸗ couereth 

teth Dure, hat tyme the Frenche kynge beſeged Perpignan there Dure. 

arroſe a rebellion at Rochel an hauẽ towenin Pantois verey famous 

and ſituated. in a place right commodious. It was ones poſſeſſedof a tepelllon 

Englyſh men, but it was rendꝛed frenche, in the tymeof Charles the at Rochelle 

firſt ſonne and heire to his father John, The cauſe of that commoty- 

ou was foꝛ a gariſon placed there by the king, vnder the gouernemẽt 

of Jarnacke the Admirall his kinſmã: And in other places alſo there 

aboutes, they were vp foꝛ a tribute of Saltepittes, and dꝛoue awaye 

with repꝛoche the kinges officers and treaſurers that came thither. 

So ſoone as the kinge vnderſtode it, he ſente thither a new garriſon 

ol hoꝛſemen and footemen:Jarnake allo taketh from them, all theyꝛe 

munition and armure, and kepte the gates with watche and warde. 

The laſte day of December followyng, the kyng hym ſelle came thy⸗ 4 

ther, and the next daye.ſettyng in place of iudgement, whan boththe 

Townes men, a theyzneyghbours aboute them, laye pꝛoſtrate boos

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hym.and beſought hym of mercy. Albeit, ſayeth he, what tyme J an

as we haueiuſte cauſe to punniſhe vou, and foꝛ the eſtate ofoure per; 

| ſon, and enoꝛmitie of your offence , myght dzyne you to fyne: Pet fo 

; Theelemicy that we accomptit,noleſſe honoꝛable and pꝛayſe woꝛthye fora prince 
of king Frail tg extend mercy to his people, tyan it is honeſt fot hysſubiectestore; 
me main in their duty, e againe becauſe we ſet moꝛe by this your ſnbmics 
ſion aud wylyngmyndes,than by therigour of the lawe, we doe ins 

tende to forget the iniurie that vou haue done bnto vs, and to haue a 
conſideration not fo much ol your errour and treſpaſſe,as ofour own 
accuſtomed gentlenes,vpon this trnfte and confidence, that you wyl 

committe no ſuche iyke facte hereafter. Fozelsm a ſteade ofa gentle 

and merciſullÞunce,youſhall haue aſeuere executour oftuſtice, and 

that thzough your owne faulte, whiche doubtles ought to be accotty 

ted noleſſe,than that fo: the vohich in theſe laſte yeares paſt the Gans 

tois were handledertremely,whan they were not only executed and 
punilhed,butalſo'loſt their liberties foꝛ euer. hic he example in dede 

though we myght follo we without repzehenſion, becauſe we haue 

neyther ſuſteyned leſſe iniurie, neyther areinferiour vnto hym in any 

thynge, whiche hath thus reuenged his griele. Pet foz as much ag we 
loke to encreaſe rather thiongh the lone, fidelitie a beneuolente ok our 

ſubiertes, tha to be enriched bytheir goodes a ſubſtattce,we do clere⸗ 

iy foigeue you this act, ⁊ reſtoꝛs von to your former eſtate. Aotwith⸗ 

ſtanding ſuchethinges as you haue frely and lyberally geuen vs, we 

doe accepte and reteyne. wo hat ſo euer alſo hath bene taken from you 

in this tumulte, we wyll that it be reſtoꝛed you agayne. W han after 

this Oꝛation of the kyng thete enſued a reidyſing # a contuſed noyſe 

of the audience, by and by was heard a moſte rwete and pleſaunt me⸗ 

lodie inthe ſteple of the head churche of ſaynef Bartholome we, teſli⸗ 

fying the publique ioye and gladneg.

In this con⸗ 
uention the Emperdur had ſubſtituted for: his — —

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palatine,the Biſhop of Auſpurge, John Naute.The ſeconde kalend 
of febzuary,king Fernando maketh hys pꝛopoſition Ind foꝛaſmuch 
ag in certen aſſemblies befoze,continual ayde agaynſt the Turk hath 
dern detreed, he admoniſſheth and requireth them, that they wyll all 
condeſcend vpon this nowe, that nothing nedefutl be wantyng:fo2 it 
isrepozted ofall men, that he wyll retourne thys pere into Yongarye 
with an exceadynge greate power, and that he is pꝛouoked fo to Doe, 
by certen chꝛiſtian Pꝛinceg. And albeit his countries be ſoze impoue⸗ 
rihed with almoſte continuall warres, yet will he not faile them fox 
his part. And ho w great a matter it is, to defend Auſtrich, 
Mozauia and other countries adioining to the ſame, there is no man 
in maner,but knoweth. And foꝛthe better perfwaſion were red di⸗ 
uerſe letters, ſente vnto king Fernando others, from ſondzy places, 
all the which in a maner pourpoꝛted thys,that the Turke —— a 
new armie, and a Hauie, to warre bothe by ſea and land. There wer 
- alothe Ambaſſadours ofquene Marie, who gouerned the lo we toũ⸗ 
trye loꝛ themperour, w iricke Criechinge, and Uiglie, Zwichem a 
Lawyer. They in a longe o2ation accuſed ſoꝛe the Duke of Cleaue, 


that through hys ayde and counſell, the French kyng, by the conduict The treatye 
of Martyn Roſſenn, had made warre in thoſe parties, whertoꝛe they of Nozin- 
requeſted them to reduce and frame him to his dewtie that he myght berge 


leaue the — of Gelderland, a recompence the dommage don. 
Alter the fifte daye of Febꝛuarie, Granuellan ſhewed his commiſſion. 
And what the good will ol themperour was towardes the publicke 
weale, he ſayd it was no nede to recite: but he reioyſed not a lyttle, the 
laſt pere whan it was ſhewed hym,how they made oute theyꝛ pow⸗ 
ers together toyntely agaynſt the Turke, and wolde in dede haue ben 
there pꝛelent hym ſelle, and had pꝛeyared all thynges for the ſame ioꝛ⸗ 
ney, but then did the French king and the Duke of Cleauemoue war 
agaynſt hym vnloked foꝛ: which thing tertẽly diſapoynted his ſoꝛmer 
pourpos, ſoꝛ the foꝛce which he had intended to haue ſent agaynſt the 
perpetuall enemie of Chꝛiſtianitie, he was conſtrayned to teteyne a⸗ 
boute him, fox his owne defence:eſpectally ſeynge his enempes bꝛag⸗ 
ged alſo verey moche ofthe Turkiſſhe Naute, wherin they ſayd came 

eat ſoccour foꝛ them But all thys notwithſtandyng he perſeuereth 
ll in the ſame mynd, that he hath euer ben ol, and alſo declared, and 
is determined to ſpende not only hys Treaſure, but alſo hys lyfe and 
bloude in the Turkiſſhe warre, lo that they will agayne ayde hym a⸗ 
gaynſt the French king and the Duke of Cleaue. noherunto both his 
will and zeale towardes the common welth,and alſo the ſtate of this 
dangerous tyme onght to perlwade thẽ: ow the French king hath 
expulſed his vncle the Duke of Sauoie oute ot his inheritaunce, it is 


not vnkno wen: the lame he intendeth to doe allo vnto W 
| a | an 
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and occaſyon will ferue. And fox becauſe themperoure dooeth let his 
violent enterpuifes,therfoze doeth he beare hym all thys hatred and 
mallite. They heard ryghtnowe,by the letters that wer redde, what 
he wozketh with the Tutke, and what he pꝛactiſeth in Germany and 
how he ſeketh to hynder the Turkiſſhe warte. And foꝛalmuch ag the 
Duke of Cleaue is ioyned in league with hym, and alſo diſtourbe 
themperours moſte woꝛthye erploictes, and is a let to the ſaufgarde 
of Germany, it is requilite that ayde be decried agaynſte them bothe, 
A ſupplicatl- that theyꝛ inſolente Naſſhenes map be repreſſed. In the meanetyme 
tcantes. perours deputies:woherin they make a lunge rehertal, what hath ben 
don in Religion theſe many peres, how the peace was geuen at Ao 
inberge, and how the iudges of the chamber haue infringed it, howe 
themperour made them a pꝛouiſo two yeres paſtat Regenſpurg , and 
declared playnely hys mynde, and howe a decree was made there fo; 
the refoꝛmation of the chamber, and vpꝛyght miniſtration of Juſtice: 
what they alſo did pꝛoteſt than openly vnleſſe the decree were obſer: 
ued. And ſeing there is nothing redꝛeſſed hitherto: And that the indg⸗ 
es of the chamber do ſtil moleſt them after theyꝛ wonted maner, firft: 
foꝛ thepꝛ defence agaynſte the Duke of Brunlwicke ſecondly fo not 
paping the ſtipendes of the chamber, therloze haue they refuſed their 
whole iuriſdietion: which thing in dede they pꝛoteſted longe beforein 
the open aſſemblte that they wolde doe. How therfoze, yl the matter 
be other wife repoꝛted vnto them, they deſyꝛe them, to geue no credit; 
koz they were conſtrayned ol neceſſitie thus to doe, and vſed lawefull 
reinedy,whych both the law and equitie it ſelfedoeth permitte. Foz if 
they ſhould on this wyſe pꝛotede, and vſurpe the authoꝛitie ol iudge⸗ 
ment, and pꝛonounce publycations a other penalties, the ſame wolde 
not be to them only, but alſo to the publicke weale hurtfull. Fo: what 
time, thꝛoughe mallice and hatred kindled amonges the ſtates theire 
whole treaſure ſhalbe conſumed in tiuile warte, how fyt and pꝛolita⸗ 
ble the ſame wilbe fo the Turkes, there is no man but knoweth wel 
he Turks enough. Foꝛ howe harde a thing it is, after that althynges be exaſpe⸗ 
increaſe by rated, to quyet the matter, it maye by dyuers examples be ſhewed. 
the lolte ot They verelp doe wilhe foznothyng moe, than that a fyzme peace,vp- 
ch;iTians. right iuſtice, and publicke quiet might be ſtabliſhed in Germany,cer- 
tenly ofthe diſſention that is in religion arriſeth al this grudg # diffs 
dence: And that diſſention ſpꝛingeth of that ſame wel, foꝛ that the doc⸗ 
tryne ofthe goſpel, and Gods trewe relygyon are pꝛohibited, foꝛ that 
errours and open crimes are not only not taken awaye oz amended, 
but allo foz ambition and lucre ſake, are defended and maynteyned. 
Thertfozegodbeyngoffended a pzouoked to wꝛath fo2 thys vnthank- 
fulnes, doeth plage vs with greate calamities, and will not —_— 
bl 
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hand. lo longe as we perſeuer in the ſame: They pꝛaye them therloꝛe, 
that they wolde applye theyꝛ ſtudye hereunto, and at the leſtewyſe wd 
traueii in this matter that foꝛ teipgion ſake there bee no trouble mo⸗ 
ned, and that iuſtice maye bee miniſtred to al men indifferentiye :but 
ſoꝛlomoche as that can not be, as the ſtate ot the chamber is at thys 
neſent,theyrequyze.that accozdyng to the olde lawes of the empire, 
and Themprours declaratiõ, that iudgemente may derefouned, and 
other mudges appoynted, and actions to remayne in the ſame ſtate as 
they were in beloze the refulall made, and the indges to bee charged, 
that they oblerue exactelp, the fourme of the tetoꝛmation that ſhalbe,

And Duke Henry of Bzunle- 

wicte : e is alſo chargeable and hurtful to his kinſefolkes and alies, 

to chuſtierne king ol Denmarke, to Fernando his brother to hym 

chielye whiche hathe marird his eldeſte ſyſter: Foz that the Turke 

hathe of late inuaded Hongarye, and taken the chyefe Cytye, it ought 

not to be aſcribed vnto hym, but to hymleife and hys bꝛother, whiche 

layed wayte, foꝛ the yonge Heyꝛe, Uayuodes ſonne, and made warre 

agaynſte hym .

After this Themperour wente to Dure: And what tyme he tame be⸗ 
koꝛe the Towone the. rx. ul Auguſte. the nerte daye he ſent anHerauld 
to ſommon the Towne, wiliyng them to render it vnto hym, oꝛ eis he 
wil attempte it by tar. The ſoldiours within aunlwer hym conttp- 
tuouſly, lapinge, that they ars notaffrapde ofhym, who was a good 
whyle fence made bayte for fyſſhes: Fo the bzute went howe Them · 
perour in hys cetourue out of Barbarte, after the ouerthꝛowe at Ar⸗ 
giers, uffered Shipwꝛeake, a was dꝛowned.

As the Duke of Saxony was compng, whych was 

the.rviit.day of Febzuary,the Lantzgraue,the Archebiſſhop of Colo, 

Friderick the Paulſgraue,and the Micerope of Sicilye, went foozth 

and met hym. Two dayes after the counſel began. And Themperout 

pꝛopoundeth, foꝛ what cauſesleauynge Spayne,hets noweretour- 

ned into Germany,andhath called this conuention, he hath ſufficiet- 

ly declared by hys letters dated at Gene:neyther is it nedeto recyte, 

howe moche he hathe euermoꝛe loued the Publyke weale, that al 

thynges put in oꝛder at home, he myghte warre agaynſt the common 

enempe of Chꝛiſtendome:but howe he hath ben impeached hytherto, 

and by whom, it is not vnknowen. Foꝛ thys laſt yere, by the pꝛocure⸗ 

ment of the French kyng, the Turkiſſhe nauie is comen into the = 
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l Ligurie, and hath inuaded the countrey ofthe Duke of Sauope, 


a ꝛince ol Thempire taken the Citie and hauen ol Nice, and with 
greate fozce beſeged the Caſtell, and batteredit ryght ſoꝛe. And albe⸗ 
it they were conſtrayned, thꝛoughe hys Armye appꝛochynge to leuye 
they2 ſiege, yet haue they ſyns attempted other plates ol Themppꝛe, 
and of Spayne alſo, and are nowe wholy aboute to diſtroie all toge⸗ 
ther. Therfoze is the matter nowe bꝛought into an extreme daunger, 
and vnleſſe they ioyne theyꝛ mindes and powers to helpe it, it is to be 
ſeared, leſt Germanye ſhall acknoweledge and bewayle hys milerye 
al to late.

thys expoſtulatyng, that the ayd decreed foꝛ the Turkiſh warte, was 
not ſente actoꝛdyngly, foꝛ the wante wherof,the Turke hathe agayne 
thys laſte pere, pꝛeuayled, and taken certen Townes and Caſteis in 
Hongarye, he requpꝛeth them, that ſeeyng the Tnrke goeth about to 
wynne Hongarye, that he maye after inuade Germanye, they wolde 
conlyder depelye ſo weyghtye a matter, that they may haue ayde not 
onlye to defend, but to inuade alſo, to thende thys moſte noyſõ plage 
may ones be dꝛiuen away from theyꝛ wyues, childzen, and natif con⸗ 
trie:declaring moꝛeouer how willing he is, thinges amiſſe ſhoulde 
be rekourmed, and rmongs other the iudgement olthe chamber.

hym oz a P2ynce of Thempire, neyther will that any right ol oureg, 
The toke I oulde though hys preſence,be diminiſhed. noherunto the Dube of 
of Pune - eke aunkwereth ftreyghte waye, by hys Chauncelour. The 
Wicks accu · Dukeof Sard, fayeth he, the Lantzgraue and they? fellowes byea- 
feld theÞzo, Ryng both gods law and mans law, infringing the ſtatutes of them⸗ 
te, and the faythe publicke,by violence and open wꝛonge, haue ſpoi⸗ 

led me of my countrey:foʒ the which cauſe I haue accuſed the to the 
Adee of the chaber.And ſeeyng it is ſo, they ought to haue no place 

inthe Senate ol Thempire, and vf they had any, they haue no we loſt 

the lame, by committing that acte, and are wozthye, whoſe companye 

All men ſhoulde eſchewe: But ikit ſo be that J muſte nedes pt bythe, 

in comon counſelles, J pꝛoteſt, that J do neyther attribute this place 

vnto them, noꝛ will therfoze that the ſame ſhould be pꝛeiudicial to my 

taſe. The Pꝛoteſtantes were verye deſyꝛous euen than to haue reci⸗ 

ted the cauſe of theyꝛ ent ſe, and the whole matter in wꝛptynge, 
eee hrs complaynte ſhoulde appere to betrewe, oz ſettle in mennes 
| heartes. But Theperour, by Fridericke Palatyne, and by Hauius, 
required them,fozaſmoch as the day was farre ſpent that they wold 
differre it, affirming allo that he wolde affigne the a day foz the pour- 
pos and ſo they followed hys mynde. And becauſe as the Ptincesſat 
in counſell, it foztuned that the Lantz ſate next to the Dube ol 
Bumſwicke, the Pꝛince of Palatine, John Suner, fo: the auoyding 
of ſtryfe,atryſeth out ofhys place, and ſytteth downe in the myddes

Loꝛayne, they remapne there lookyng foꝛ Themperours ſaufcondict: 
Fo: the king, had ſent befoze to Spier an Heraulte,foz the ſame cauſe 
with letters to Themperour,and ſeuerall letters allo to the Punces 
Electours, wherin he required ſaufeconduite foꝛ hys Ambaſſadours, 
And when he came to Spier about the ende ol Febꝛuarpe, in hys rich 
tote of armes, as is accuſtomed, he was ſtayed by Granuellan, pnto 
whom he delyuereththe kyng his maiſters letters written to Them⸗ 
peroure, whan he myghte not other wyle doe, and declareth the cauſe 
of hys tomyng, requyꝛing that Thambaſſadours which are not farre 
ol mape accoꝛdyng to the law of Armes haue faufconduite,beyng tõ⸗ 
maunded to tary within and dilligẽtly watched that no man ſhould 
come to ſpeake with hym, the fourth day after, he was diſmiſſed with 
moſt charpe woꝛdes, that he had played a fond part, and was in daũ⸗ 
ger to haue loſt hys head, whych durſte pꝛeſume to come thyther. Foꝛ 
the kynge,beyng enemy to Germany hathe not to doe with in the ly⸗ 
mites ol Thempyꝛe, neyther is he woꝛthy to enioye the law ol Natt- 
ons:let hym retourne home therſoꝛe, and tell the kynge thus: Howe 
ther is no cauſe, that herafter either he oꝛ any other may tomeloꝛ him. 
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perours clemencie than of his delert, vut let him take hede from hẽce⸗ 
foꝛthe:oꝛ els he wil not eſcape vnpunniſſhed: Foz he hath don againſt 
the law ol armes, neyther was it laweful foꝛ hym to haue comen into 
Themperours habitat ion, without his leaue and permiſſiõ. And tou- 
thyng the letters whyche he ſayeth, he huth, the kyng hath ſo well de⸗ 
ſerued ol the Chuſten publicke weale and chefely of Germanpe, that 
in thys pzeſent ſtate ofthynges,Themperour neyther wyll, noꝛ ought 
to recepue them, leſt by hys accuſtomed maner of waiting and pꝛomi⸗ 
ſes,cyther he, oꝛ alſo others myghte be diſceaued. This aunſwer was 
delyuered vnto hym wꝛytten in Frenche. And thus was he ſent back 
with the kynges letters wꝛytten to Themperour andPrytices, and 
certen hoꝛſemen were ſente with bym to conduite him to Nance. To 


this were not the Pꝛinces made pꝛiuie: Ind many thoughte it was 


done agaynſt the cuſtome ofthempyꝛe. Thys thyng kno wen, the Am⸗ 
baſſadours were in a pecke of troubles, and toke great thought, how 
to tetourne home without daunger, and vſing the counſell ol Antho- 
ny Duke ol Lozayne, they went a wape ſecretly in the nyght ſeaſon, 
and ſo retourned into Fraũce. hyleſt they yet remayned at Nance, 
chuſtine, the Dukes daughter in lawe was ſente to Spier, that the 
thing which neither he could, noꝛ certen others, that might ſhe, which 
was Themperours Mete, by his ſiſter,thzough her intreaty a teares, 
and by a certen commendation other kind obtayne, but yet was this 
in bayne. Foz Themperour was wholy bent to haue warre: _ "ys 
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counſellours ſayde he muſte ſo doe, to mayntaine hys eſtimation and 
dignytie. The Duke of Loꝛayne, albeit he was addicte to neyther, x 
bad long ſyns couenaunted with them both, that he myght be anew⸗ 
ter, pet for aſmoche as the warre was to be kepte vpon, hys frontiers, 
and ſawe, howe that coulde not be done, without hys greate loſſed 
domage, was verye carefnil fox peace. The. ix.daye of Febꝛuatye ter⸗ 
ten Pꝛiuces tough Themperours motion, wet letters ro Spire, 
to the Bifſhop of Roome, partely commendyng hym, toꝛ that the aſe 
pere, he adioyned hys fozce with Themperours, to reſcue the Catel 
of Nite, partiy requiring him, that foꝛ as moch as the enempe is now 
rep arpnghis nauie at Tollone,to repare agayneto ice and to win 
that Caſtell, which ſhoulde be a greate ſhame and a ſoꝛe anoyeaunte 
vnto Italy, the Churche ol Roome a all the common welth, he which 
is the father ofthe comon welthe, and hygh Biſſhop, wolde ayde the 
Duke of Sauoye with hys helpe a counſell, and olhys ſyngular wil⸗ 
dome wolde deuyle ſome meanes ho we that cruell enemye myght be 


expulſed not only from Nice, but alſo fro thoſe places, where he hathe 
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hauen and holdes foz hys refuge: oꝛ thys ſhoulde be a thynge bothe 
to God moſt acceptable, and to the whole common wealth allo moſte 
holſome and pꝛofitable, with diuerſe other perfwations touching the 
ſame matter. To thistheBiſhop aunſwereth the.rxvi.dayof Febꝛu⸗ 
ary: Theſtect of his aunſwer is thys, that the caſtell of Nice may bee 
defended, he wyll be no leſſe carefull hereafter, than he hathe ben hy⸗ 
therto, truſtyng that as they are carefull fo it, ſo wyll they be no leſſe 
mydntull, to take paynes foz the whole common welthe,fo this ſhall 
beſt become them. And after a longe rehearſal ofthe ayde of men and 
captaynes, which he hath ſent into Hongary and Affrica agaynſt the 
Turkes, how he hath waſted his treaſure in ſuche alfayꝛes, how ofte 
he hath ſent Ambaſſadours, ho w oft traueled him ſelfaboute the pub⸗ 
lyke weale, he ſayeth in fyne, that lyke as they commende vnto hym 
Nice, ſo doeth he commende vnto them, the ſtate ofthe comon welth, 
whiche is loze afflicted and decayed. And the chiele and only waye to 
helpe thys matter, is, that the myndes of Kynges may be reconciled, 


cemon wel:h {92 out ol thys weilpꝛynge pꝛocedeth all the diſcommoditie,that is in 


the comon welth. And if diſſention betaken awaie, the fourmer beau⸗ 
tie will come agayne: Fo: befo2e this grudge and diſpleaſure, there 
were neyther hereſies in Germany, noꝛ Turkee in Yongarye,But ſo 
ſoone as the waye was made thꝛoughe ciuile diſcoꝛde, immediatelpe 
ſpꝛange vp hereſpes, factions, and hatred bothe publyke and pꝛyuate. 
And hitherto hath allo the counſel ben letted and hyndered. Therloꝛe 
mnſte we ſeeke to recouer the peace, that was beloꝛe: And after ther- 
ampls ot phiſitions, take away the fyꝛſt cauſe of p diſeaſe: Foꝛ though 
peace, warre and the Turk are put to flyght. And by a counſel — 
m peace, 
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inpeace may be kepte, all hereſyes and what ſo euer is amiſſe, may be 
retburmed: Other wiſe, let them not thinke that eyther Aycecan bee 
defended from the enempe oz any part of Chziftendome kept fre from 
daunger, but that all men ſhalbe w2apped in the ſame calamitie and 
diltructio. Jn the moneth of March the Paulſegraue Lewis prince 
Electour departed out ofthis lyfe,and his bzother Fridericke did ſuc⸗ 
cede him. The Puinces electours and thother ſtates,thzough Them- 
perours aduiſe the ſecond day ol Apꝛill ſende letters to the Swyſes, 
to diſwade them from aydyng the French kyng, who to the vtter de- 
cay and ruine of Chꝛiſten relygyon, hathe lincked hym ſelfe with the 
Turkes, and thys laſt yere, hath conducted theyꝛ Nauie, into the ſea 
of Lygurie: where they haue warred vpon the Duke of Sauoye, and 
taken Nice. And pet remapne ſtill mFraunce, intendinge to wozke 
moꝛe miſchiefe, to Th rour and all hys countries. M herfoꝛe they 
require them from hencefooztheto ſuffer non of theyꝛ men to ſerue the 

frenche kynge, who foꝛ thys wicked league with the people of Ma⸗ 
bet ught to be deteſted of all men, and taken fox a comon enemie. 

Ind yl any be gon to hym already, to call them home agayne, and ſo 
to vle them ſelues, that it maye appere, they doe not neglecte the pub⸗ 
lycke pꝛeſeruation. M hileſt they conſulted of matters pꝛopounded by 
Themperoure, The Duke, the Lantzgraue and they? confederates, 
the fyꝛſt daye of Apꝛill, beſoꝛe Themperoure, Ryng Fernando, and al 
the ſtates ol thempyꝛe, accuſe Henry the Duke of Bꝛunſwick, ol moſt

heynous offences, and alſo recite in oꝛder by wꝛytinge, what harmes 4z,unſwicks 


and iniuries he had done to the cytyes of Bꝛunſwicke and Goflarye, 
they: conſoztes,in whole defence they wer cõſtrayned, to repulſe that 
vniuſt violence. After they reherſe howe theſe many yeres,hys whole 
endeuour hath ben, to ſeeke occaſyon to moue warre agaynſt them:x 
pꝛoue the ſame by the teſtimonye of letters, which were founde,as J 
tolde pou befoze,whan he was erpulſed,inhys pꝛincypall Caſtell. In 
thoſe letters, whych he had wꝛytten fo: the moſt parte all to the arch- 
biſhop of Mentz to the duke of Bauier and to Heldus befoze he was 
dwuẽ oute, he wilcheth oft foz Themperours compng out of Spaine. 
And when there was any hope therok, than he bꝛaggeth and thzeate- 
neth: And what tyme Themperour was come,and ſlacked the mat⸗ 
ter he complayneth ofhys lyngering and delaye, and bewayleth, that 
he and hys fellowes are not ſatiſſyed a that the league made at No- 
tinberge was neglected, and layeth all the blame therof in Gꝛanuel⸗ 
lan, which is coꝛrupted with mony by the Pꝛoteſtantes, he raileth on 
hym, and wiſlheth hym a ſhamfull death foꝛ his demerites, and ſaieth 
how themperour is a ſlepe and can not be awaked. And that he vſeth 
hys name lometime, only foz a clootze and a terrour, as Faukners are 
wonte many tymes to ſhewe fooꝛthe a dead hauke, to feare the ou 
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withall. Theſe and manp other letters ofſuche lyke ſoꝛte, wherin he 

vttereth hys mynde and affections; were red openlye. And moche to 

the ſame effecte had the Duke of Bauier and Heldus woꝛptten to him 
agapne. And fox becauſe Henry bꝛother to Dude Gedige of Saxonie, 

was in league with the Pꝛoteſtanteg, and had. attered the religion, 
as befoꝛe is ſaide, the Duke of Bzunſwicke had witch letters z meſſa⸗ 
gers ſollicited Themperour, to take awape hys landes, truſtyng that 

| he ſhould beſet to kepe the poſſeſſton ofthe contrie: herof wer the let⸗ 
he Duke ters alſorecyted Furthermore they declare hym to be a wycked ma, 
of 152unſe- and that he doeth contemne# delude the Biſſhoppes relpgion, which 
wicke conti - he wyll ſeme to maynteyne, and pꝛoue it by a moſte euydent teſtimo⸗ 
nerb hys nie. Thys Duke ol Bumtwick had maryed the Lady Mary, ſyſter to 
ownereligl- Ulriche Duke of Mirtemberge, who had a gentletsvinan waytyng 
on. vpon her, of an excellente veautye, called Tue Trottine, vpon whom 
her huſbande doted in loue, and when he had perfwaded the mayde, 
A ſtraunge he had by her diuers childꝛen. After to thentent the matter ſhould not 
tale of tbe pee perteyued, and that he myght vſe her company the longer, he ge⸗ 
ſave Duke. njeth her countel, to faine, as though ſhe wold go home to her parẽteg. 
And he fourni:ſheth her of hoꝛſes, chazpote, and althynges neceſſarye 

foꝛ her Jozney. She departeth, and where ſhe was thought to haue 
gone home, ſhe was conueyed into a Caſtell of hys. And the captapne 
was made pꝛiuie to it befoze, what thyng ſhould be done. And a wo⸗ 

man oꝛ two appoynted to wayte vpon het, whom he moſte truſted, 
This Ene within a few dates after ſhe came thither, kepeth her bed, 

and fayneth her ſelf ſycke. He had befoze cauſed to be made an Image 

of wood, whiche dyd repꝛeſente the head, necke and Boulke of a dead 

body, the other partes were made e ſet out with lynen clothes, which 

the wemen had ſtuffed and filled with earth and aſſhes, that it might 

ſeme pꝛopoꝛtionate, and ſo ſet the Image ot wood and the clothe to⸗ 

gether:toꝛ the cloth was ſo ſhapẽ, that it couered alſo the otherpartes 
which were of wood The body therfoꝛe being thus oꝛdered and lap⸗ 
ped in the wynding ſhete, is layed fooꝛth on the floure, ſtreyghtwaies 
cometh one ofthe wome to the parlour doꝛe where the Captain was, 
and declareth how Eue is dead. He by and bycommaundeth a coffin 
to be made, to lay her body in: And to make men alfrayde, that no bo- 
dy ſhould come ners hir, they fayne that ſhe dyed of the plage, and per⸗ 
fume the houſe with the graines of Juniper, ⁊ other ſauoury thinges: 
Akter, is the cops bought ſooꝛth, and with a ſolemne pompe carped 
an Image tothe grape FreresChurche.Ind there was honozably buried, with 
baryed"1"%® melſe and dirige. nd the Freres pꝛay fot her al the pere long, and de⸗ 
uede o Cue. ſpꝛe the people in theyꝛ ſermons to doe the ſame. Moꝛeouer by the 
Dukes commaundemente, there was a funerall made fot her inthe 


Chapell of the Caſtell, where it was ſayde, ſhe dyed, and _ — 
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hyshead:Caſtell of woulſebutell, whiche is not farre from the Citie 
of B1unlwicke:fo2 thither tame alſo the repoꝛte of her death. And at 
this Obite oꝛ exequie was his wyfe the Dutches, with her women a 
trayne ol maydens, all in mournynge apparell: thithere came manye 
uſtes that were ſente foz oute ofthe contrye, whyche had a dyner 
made them, and monye geuen in re warde to euery man ſomewhat; 
after the olde accuſtomed maner amonges the papiſtes. In themeane 
tyme Eue, whole deathe ſo many bewayle d, liueth and fareth well in 
the Caſtell of Stanſſeburge, where ofteniymes the Duke viſiteth 
her and ſyns that tyme hath had by her ſeuen childꝛen:he perfwadeth 
hys wyfe alſo to ſygnyſye to her parentes and frendes, that Eue is 
dead. But when it was bzuted abꝛode that ſhe was alyue, and kepte 
in the Caſtell of Stanſſeburge,hys wyfe which had alſo an Jnkling 
therof,conceaucth a vehement ſuſpicton;z inqupꝛeth ofthe ſeruaũtes, 
ho we the matter ſtoode: but he foꝛbad that any man ſhoulde come at 
her ol thoſe that knewe any thyng:but thys ſuſpicion ſticked faſte in 
her mynde, ſo longe as ſhe lyued, and wꝛyting ofte vnto hym, bewap⸗ 
led her milerye. Thys fact ol hys was recyted emonges others in the 
ſame pꝛeſence, to thent ent all men might vnderſtande, what opinion 
he had of hys owne relygion. The concinſion of theyꝛ accu ſation was 
this, to pꝛoue foꝛ ho we iuſte x neceſſarye cauſes, they attempted war 
agaynſt hym, who contemnyng the Pꝛoclamations of Themperour, 
and of kinge Fernando, had diſturbed the Publicke peace, and had 
wiought all kynde of Jniurye to they! fellowes and confederates. 

The Duke of Bzunfwicke was not pzeſent at thys action, Thempe⸗ 
roure ſo willing it: Foz the Pꝛoteſtantes deſyꝛed thathemyghthaue 
ben pꝛeſente, and herem had moued Themperour. On Eaſter Mon⸗ 
dap, which than was the. xitij. day of Apꝛill, Themperours ſoldiours, 
led by the Marques of Piſcare,foughte a dattellin Piedmont, with 
the Frenchemen at the Tovone of Carignane, and loſt the felde, and 
many thonſandes of them were ſlayne. The generall of the Frenche 
armie was Angian Duke of Uandoſme, befoꝛe mentioned. hanre⸗ 
port came of that ouerthꝛow, many men ſuppoſed that Themperome 
volde not haue refuſed the treatye of peace, but he was erneſtly bent 
to haue warre,# made pꝛeparation ac coꝛdyngly. The Duke of Bꝛſiſ⸗ 
wickeaunſwereth to the accuſation of the Pꝛoteſtantes, the. xxiij. day 
of Apꝛill. And powꝛyng out a greate heape of repꝛoches, obiecteth vn⸗ 
to the conſpiracie, tebellion, treaſõ, extoꝛtiõ ſocietie wirh the Turkes 
and Frenche men, and touching the letters founde in his caſtel, he ex⸗ 
caſeth as well as he maye, and yftheyz cloſettes were ſearched, he ſat- 
eth there might a great deale worſe ſtuffe befounde. But the matter, 
concernyng Eue hys darlyng he toucheth but a little, to thys repꝛoche 
the Pꝛoteſtanteg matze aunſwere agayne⸗ And whan Thenpofouns

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wolde ſuffer the matter to be pleaded no moꝛe openly,they erhibite a 
wꝛyting, the ſame afterwardes doth the Duke of Bzunſwicke, The 

The Duke rrbiſ dap of Apzill Charles the Duke of Dauoye,agapne byhyzams 
— 4 baſſadoures accuſeth the French kyng, and beſydes the violence and 
Frech king, iniurpes ofthe fooumer peres, he ſayeth, how he hathe ſtyꝛed vp the 
. Turkes lientenante,Barbarouſſe,who beyng ayded by the Frenche 

men hath taken by compoſition hys Citie of Nite, and agaynſt hig ff 

delitie and pꝛomeſſe, ſpoyled it, and leadyng many awape into capti- 

uitie, hath ſette it on fyꝛe:he requireth therfoꝛe, that they would help 

hym in thys hys ertreme milerye eſpeciallye,ſeeyng the enemies are 

fully pꝛeftred to retourne to the ſege of the caſtel. He hath craued ayde 

of the Biſhop of Roome, and he hath — hym only that trybut, 

whiche the clergie are wonte to paye hym yerely: But that is a verye 


ſmal reliefe in thys hys pouertie, where he ſcarſely poſſeſſeth the tenth 


parte of hys dominion. And that he came not hym ſelle to the counſel, 
he excuſeth hym by hys age, the lounge Jozney,and the iminent daun⸗ 
ger of hys enempe: And ſaieth moꝛeouer how he is not hable to beare 
the charges, whiche hath ſcant ſomuche as wyll fynde hym, hys ſõne, 
— 9g x hys familie. Aboute thende ok Apull the S wiles aſſemble at Bade, 
Dainceslets made aunſwer to the letters ol the ſtates ol . Howe they 
ters. captaynes beyng demaunded the queſtion, ey that they ſaw no 
band of Turkes in the Frenche campe, noꝛ hearde any thyngetherof; 
Foꝛ than woulde not they haue ſerued. And that the Frenche kynge, 
beyng ol them moued herin, doeth complayne, that when he ſent Am⸗ 
baſſadonrs the laſt winter, they coulde not be admitted which il they 
myght haue ben heardeſpeake,couldeeaſely haue confuted thys llaũ⸗ 
der: And that if Themperoure refuſe not peace, he pꝛomiſeth both the 
Bohemers, that wꝛote to hym in Febꝛuarie, and alſo the Germanes. 
hys ayde agaynſt the Turke. Howe as touching themſelues, ſomme 
ofthem in dede are bounden to ſerue the French kyng Wis warres, 
by compolition, ſome agayne are only in league ofamiWMotith hym 
haue ben theſe many peres, out of whoſe dominions, if runne into 
Fraunte, it is done contrary to theyz will and kno wle 
may alſo happen in ſome places in Germany. But they 
that the kynges Imbaſſadours ſhoulde be hearde, and pen 
ſhed: noherm if they may do any good, they wil with al theit

And when the Caſtell was kept agaynſt them which 
fox the ſituation was vnpꝛennable, they burnt it, in the begynnyngol 
the moneth of May. In thys Alſemblie Themperoure with a ſolemn 
ſeremonie created woolfang,Malterof Pzuſle,openly and —

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ol the yeare paſte, they requyꝛed ayde of Thempyꝛe: Foꝛ nowe is the 
matter bzoughy to the verey extremitie, and yf they bee nowe leafte 

deſtitute, they muſt nedes doe, as men are wont in matters deſperat, 

and foz the which no man can blame the:they wil accept right harde 
conditions, yea bddage it ſelfe rather, that whileſt other men ſit ſtill # 

loke on, they ſhould fal into pꝛeſent deſtruetiõ. How the Frech kings

clared,whan the ambaſſadours therfoze wer retournedhome,y oras f the rich 
ti6,which they ſhould haue had befoze the ſtates of germany, theyſet a mballa⸗ 
oth in punt. In the beginning, to get good will. they ſay how bothe dours. 
nations haue one t theſame oꝛiginall. neither can any thing chaunce = 
bnto germany which apperteineth not as wel vnto Fraunce. Thã do 

they cofute the repoꝛtes oltheir aduerſaries, as though the king with 

an other warre ſhould diſturbe the cõmon welth a haue made league 

with the Turke, vling a certẽ pꝛelace toappeate thempeiour. Ind af- 

me how the loꝛmer warre was begon, loꝛ that the king could not 

obteine of the duke ol Sauoie his mothers inheritaũce. And this la⸗ 

ter, toꝛ kinges ambaſſadours, which wer ſlain againſt the law of alt 
nations: nd y the king hathe no league no2ſocietie with the Turke. 

but foz marchandiſe a cõmon quiet, ſuch as the Uenetians, Poloniãs 

#0thers haue. And albeit ther wer any league bet wirt the it wer not 

tobe repꝛehended , fo almoch as in times paſt both Abꝛaha, Dauid c y men 
Dalomõ, Phineas, the childzen ol Tobie ⁊ captaines o the Machss ane had 
det haue done the like. After allo themperours,Yonozius,C6ſtatine, ſeagues 
Theodolius p vonger, Juſtinianthe ſecod,Palaologus,Leo, Frede⸗ with men ot 
ck the firſt # ſecond, haue vſcd the aide a ſuccour of nations of a con⸗ a contrarye 
traty religiũ. And doubtles Fꝛedericke the ſecond was euen vpon the reiygyons 
ſhoulders of the ſaratens carted again into Italy fr5 whence the bit: 
hopes of Rome hadexpulſedhim.They kfiow,how great powers x 

ade the king hathoftener than once pꝛomiled to the Turkiſh warre: 

Hereof alſo the Biſhop and Senate of Cardinalles, are good wyt- 

nelles . The cauſe whye the Turke inuadedHongarye, was fox the 

(0tentyon aboute the gouernemente : And after was . p20- 
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voked by the war inAlfricke foꝛthe taking of Townes: And where 

oflate the Turkiſſhe name came into the Ligurian Sea, it is not to 

be imputedto the kynge:neyther maketh it to the pourpoſe, that Po: 

line the kinges leruaunt was in the lame: Foꝛ thintẽt of Barbarouſſe 

was to ſearche and take Andꝛowe de Aurie his enemie. And when 

he could not fynde hym, he beſeged the caſtell of Hice, and that of hyg 

owe determination. The kyng in dede hath takerftrewes with the 
Turke,lyke as he hath at other tymes ſhewed them, which is honeſt 

c hurtfull to no man: foz the which he ought not to be blamed conſp⸗ 

dering that the greateſt men that be, haue alſo lately muche deſpꝛed 

the lame. The ſtate ol the publyke weale is loze afflicted,and for that 
is the kynge right ſoꝛy: And by this meane mate peate be recouered i 
Themperoure will reſtoze to the Ringe that thinge that is his owne 

ryghte and in heritaunce:Pfthey can bꝛynge thys to paſſe, the kinge 

wyll ſpare neyther trauell, coſt, noꝛ perill to defende Germanye from 

all fozeine violence.

ſter, and his heires males ſhould ſuccede him yet vpon thys condicis, 

if befoze that chaunce,they ſhal agree vpd religion. Ind fot a further 

bande of amitye,Fernando,by Themperours conſente, pꝛomileth to 

— his daughter Elenoze in marriage to the Dukeof Sarõs eldeſt 

lonne,yfa reconcilemente in religion map be had, befoze ſhe be mary⸗ 

ing able, This latter thyng was kepte verey ſecret, and cloſely coue- 

red on eyther ſyde, ſo that neyther the Lantzgraue and hys fellowes 

knewe anye thynge thereof , Foz the matter was done by a fewe 

| counſellours,and Themperourevſed Granuellane,Fernando Hoſfe- 
4 man, the Duke ol Saron,Pontane and Burtarte. The King ol Dt 
1 marke alſo,ſendynge hys Ambaſſadours, fell ts a compoſytion with 

| Themperoure, where befoze he had kepte hys power all the wynter 
longe fo the chaunce that myghte haue happened he ſemed to fo2ſake 
The French the Freuche Kynges frendeſhyp foz the Turkyſhe confederacye: fot 
king baten fomuch the Ambaſſadours dyd ſygnyfye,in famyipar talke withtheir

any fozeine Pꝛynces, eſpecyally the Frenche Kynge, and the Magil⸗ 
trate permitted to execut thoſe that were taken with the maner. Be⸗ 
cauſe the controuerſy ofrelygyon could not in theſe warlycke affaires A decree fo2 
bee treated on. it is differred tyll the nexte alſemblye to bee holden in relegton. 
the moneth of December ; In the meane ſeaſon wyll Themperoure | 
appoynte certen good and well learned men to compile ſome godlye 
fourme ok refoꝛmation, and alſo exhoꝛteth the Pꝛinces to do the lyke, 
to the ende that thzoughe a Conference made in the next aſſemblye, 
ſome thyng by common aſſent map be eſtablyſſhed,to be obſerued vn⸗ 
tylla generall counſel to be holden in Germany, oꝛ apzouincial Sin⸗ 
ode ok the ſame. In the meane tyme let alt men de quyet, and ſtyre vp

ol Dathan, Abiron, and Coxe, whiche wolde haue taken vpon them 
the authoꝛytye ol Moyſes dc Jaron:And alſo ofkyng Ozias, whom 
God ſtrake with Lepzoſie,fo2 that he wolde attempte to burne incẽſe 
bpon the Aultar:he telleth hym playnely that he hath nothing to doe 
with the relozmation of Churches but the ſame to be longe vnto hys 
office chyefly, whom God hath geuen authozytie to bynde and looſe:

Intheſe dayes allo cometh foozthe a boche of Luthers, to 
bookeofibe chyng the Loꝛdes ſupper, wherin he reneweth the olde controuerſie, 
4.02025 ſup- Alld ſpeaketh many thynges agapnſte Zwinglius and the feliowes 
pet. ofthe ſame doctryne which was aunſwered by them of Zuricke,# 
that ryght ſharpelye.J tolde you befozeof Clergie and —

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Collon, howe they with theyꝛ whole fozce reſiſteth the Archebiſſhop 
in the reloꝛmation of religion: But where as he pꝛocedeth, they ſen⸗ 
dyng agayne Ambaſſadours q letters, requyꝛe hym to leaue, and at- 
tende the decree ofthe counſeli,yfnot they muſt cõplayne to the high⸗ 
er magiſtrate, and fynderemedy,to quyet theyz conſcpence, and paci- 
ſye Gods wꝛath . They are lothe to take that waye, but pf he goo foꝛe⸗ 
warde, they muſte nedes do it. han they coulde not thus pzeuayle, 
the. ix. daye of October they aſſemble in the head Churche of Collon, 
and there recyte by wꝛytyng amonges other thynges what hath ben 
done at Moꝛmes.xxiij.peres paſt, what Luther by the common aſſet 
of all Pꝛinces was condemnedof Themperoure, what was decreed 
at Auſpurge, what at Kegenſpurge, and what latelye at Spper. All 
theſethynges neglected, they ſaye, how theyz Archebyſſhop Herman, 
hathe gona new waye to woꝛke, and hath ſent foz Bucer an Apoſta⸗ 
ta and twyſe polluted with inceſtuous mariage,aſacramentary, and 
adefendour ol that opinion, and to hym hath committed theccleſiaſti⸗ 
call function, and hath appointed euery where new pꝛeachers, lewde 
and euill perſons: by them alſo was a fourme of a refourmation dini- 
led. let fozth by the pꝛinces commaundement. All the which thinges 
they haue euer to theyꝛ powers reſiſted, and ofte deſſred the Archebiſ⸗ 
ſhop, that he woulde ſtaye vntyll the counſell, oz at the leſte vntill the 
tonuention of thempire, but all was in vayne. And nowe fozaſmuthe 
t the ſtate ol the pꝛouince is lamentable,x tendeth to greate vnquy⸗ 
etnes,x he will not be perlwaded, they ofneceſſitie doe flee to the laſte 
remedye, and doe appeale to the Biſihop of Roome, and to Thempe- 
toure, the hyghe pꝛotectour and aduocate of Gods churche and com⸗ 
mitte all theyꝛ thoughtes vnto they: tuition. The chief ofthis aſſem- 
blye was Geoꝛge of Bzunſwicke, Duke Henry hys bꝛother, Pꝛouoſt 
ofthe ſame College. This thynge knowne, the Archebiſhop ſettynge 
fozthe a wꝛytyng, ſayeth, there is no cauſeof Appellation:Fox he had 
done nothynge contrarytohysdewty:therfoze he reiecteth theyꝛ ap⸗ 
pellation,andtruſteth,thatthey wil leaue they: enterpꝛyſes: but if not 
he wil pꝛocede not withſtanding inthoſe thinges that concerne gods 
gloꝛpe, and amendemente ol Churches. And agayne in an other wzy- 
tynge,he confuteththeyzſclaunderous repoꝛte of Luther and Bucer, 
and affirmeththat he was neither pꝛiuie to the condemnationofLu- 
ther,befoze he ſawe it inpꝛint, noꝛ conſented to the decre ol Aulpurge. 
Luther was in dede condemned at Rome, but his cauſe not hearde, 
violently and tyꝛannically. But inthe decree of Regenſpurge,he and 
all other Biſhops were enioyned torefozme theyꝛ Churches. And he 
ente fo2 Bucer thꝛoughe the meanes ol Gropper , who ſoofte and ſo 
hyghly commended hym, in whom he alſo could lynd nothing blame» 


wozthye, Andit is a greate tooken that he ſhoulde bee an _ 
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loʒthat Themperoure amonges many, choſe him to be one of the col⸗ 

loqutours as a man godly learned, ⁊a louer of peate, the ſame judge: 

ment hath he alſo of the reſt of the miniſters of the churche by him ap⸗ 

poynted. After the peace concluded, Themperour ſent the Byſſhop ol 

Arras, Granuellans ſon, and the Frenche kyng, Cardinal Bellape, 
An Ambal⸗ ioynctely to the kynge of Englande, to treate à peace, but it was in 
fade to the bapne, the king refulyng to reſtoꝛe Boloingue. In theſe daies allo the 
uynge ot Duke of Ozleans and the Cardinall of Turnon, and Ladyes of the 
Englande, Frenche courte came to Themperoure at Bzulfelles,foz a mutual re⸗ 
ioyſyng ol the peace. Themperour had appoynted the captayneg and 

bandes of Spaniardes to wynter in Loꝛayne, # in the contrie there 

aboute. In Themperours pꝛouinces annexed to the houſe ot Burgũ⸗ 

dye, manp were euery where deſpꝛous to know the golpel, but ſecret: 

ly, foʒ feare of Themperours pzoclamationsx punniſhment. In thoſe 

parties is a Towne called Tournoye,the chiefeſt amonge the Ner: 

Petet bꝛulie Wans.Thither came a Frenche pꝛeacher from Straſburge, beyng ol 
| them ſente foz, one Peter Bꝛulpe, of whom mention is made, inthe 
twelfth booke.udhan he was commen thither in the monethofSep- 
tember,beyng gently receyued, of them that ſent foꝛ him, he beganto 

inſtructe them pꝛiuately. And after,fo2 the ſame cauſe, went to Lyſle, 

a Towne of Flaunders,and retourneth aboute thend of Octobze as 

gayneto Tournap:but nowe was the matter bꝛought to lyghte, and 

ſearche made foꝛ hym thꝛoughout al the cytye a the gates kept ſhutte. 

Being therefoze in pꝛeſent daunger, and coulde be no longer hyd the 

ſecond day of Rouember, in the night ſeaſon he was by ſerten ofhys 

frendes let do wne oner the walles by acoꝛde: whan he touched the 

earthe and ſatte dowone on the grounde, one ol them, laining ouer the 

walle,as ſoftly as he toulde, bad him a dew, and whyleſt he thus ley⸗ 

ned, he foꝛtuned to thꝛuſte of a ſtone, that cleaued not laſt to the moꝛ⸗ 

ter, whiche fallynge vpon hym as he ſate, bꝛake hys legge: who bexed 

partely with the ake ofhis legge, partely foz colde, when he tould not 

ſtyꝛre thente, ſatte ſtyll and bewayled hys chaunte and miſerie. That 

That hearde the watchemen, and ſuſpecting,as it was in dede, came 

vnto hym take hym and catye hym 77 when the bzutehereof 

tameinto Germanye,the Scnate of Straſburge, ſendynge they let⸗ 

ters did intreate foꝛ him, the ſame did alſo afterwardes the Ambaſſa- 

doursof the pꝛote ſtantes, which wer that tyme at oꝛmes, but that 

was ſomwhat to late. And beloꝛe theſe letters came, whiche were ſẽt 

in the name ol the Duke of Saxon and the Lantzgraue, he was dyſ⸗ 

154 2 e patched out ol the waye. This was on the. xir. day ol F ebꝛuarye. The 

burnteat maner of hys executiõ was extreme. Foꝛ he was bꝛent in a mall fire, 
Tourney that hys toꝛment might be ſo mutch the greaeer. He confeſſed his doc- 
tryne conſtantlye euen to the laſte bꝛeathe: And as he lape in mow 
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comfoztyng hys diſcyples by letters, which were fettred in chaynes, 
heerhorteth thẽ to be conſtat. The ſentence was pzonounced againſt 
him, that he ſhould ſuffer fpz tranſgzeſſing themperours commaunde- 
ment. F02 many yeres paſt themperoure had ſet fozth molt ſtreit pꝛo⸗ 
clamations, in allhys dominyons there awape, agaynſt the Luthe- 
ranes.Ind they be red euery yere twyſe,leſt anymi ſhould pleade ig- 
nozaunce.u9hehe was lent fox out of priſon ts be examined Frets n, 
that wer diuines,are him,befoze the magiſtrate, what his opinion of 925 cram" 
the ſacrament ofthe altare, as they calle it, of the meſſe, ol conſecratißõ; 
of adozation of the hoſt, ol purgatozye,ofthe woꝛſhipping ol ſainctes, 
of eewil,of good woꝛkes of Juſtification, of Images,of Baptilme, 
of vowes,of confeſſion of ſynnes;ofthe Mirginitie of our lady.uSher- 
untohe aunſwered:that the verey bodyablud of Chꝛiſt is there retei⸗ 
ned,not with the mouthe;but in ſpirit thzough fayth,and neyther the 
ſubſtannce of bꝛeade noꝛ wyne is chaunged:But whan the ſupper is 
diſtributed to the congregation after Chzyſtes inſtitution in the vul⸗ 
gare tongue, than are they verely conſecrated,euen by the wozdegof 
Chyyſt.Foz that ſtill and ſecret mutteryng e de 
treate, a ſpeake to the bꝛeade and wyne, belongeth rather to inchaun⸗ 
terg and charmerg than vnto Chaiſtianes. Che popilſh maſſe to haue 
nothyng cõmon with the Loꝛdes lupper but to be a ſeruite inuented 
by men, to the repꝛoche # iniurye of Chꝛyſt:the adoꝛation ofthe bꝛead 
tonſerrated to be Jdolatry:Foz there is woꝛſhipped a creature in the 
place of the Creatour, that he kno weth not, noz can fynde non other 
purgatozy,Cauing the bloud of chzpſt which fozgeueth vs, not the trei⸗ 
pas only, but alſo the payne dew oz our ſynnes;Therkoze themaſſe x 
other pzaiers, which are applied vnto the dead, are not only ol non ef- 
ett, but alſo wicked, foz aſmoche as they are inſtituted beſydes gods 
woozde:Sainctes can not be better wozthipped, than yl we folſowe 
they: faythe and vertues: what ſoeuer cometh beſydes, is euyll, and 
they, whyleſt they lyued; wolde permit no wozſhyp to be donne vnto 
them.

Scripture, noꝛ yet can bee perfourmed ,but is atounentynge ofthe 
mynde ryghte peryllous:Ofthe perpetuall virgynitye of our Ladie, 
he nothynge doubteth.Concernyngeall theſe thynges, a fewe dayeg 
before he ſtode fooꝛthe, he wꝛote vnto hys wyfe, and to others ofhyg 
frendes, that requyꝛed thys of him, vling the ſeruyce of hys ſyſter. And 
whan he was condemned to dye, he aduertiſeth hys wyfe in an other 
ietter, with what kynd ol punniſhment he ſhould end his lile the nert 
dape, and alſo tomfoꝛteth her, ſhewyng her, that the condicyd of a dif:

Chꝛyſtendome. The ende of whyche conſultatyon was thys that all- 
beit the altercation amonges them was greate, yet wolde they alter 
no tote of thoſe thynges, whyche they had befoꝛe ſetfooꝛthat Parys. 
After the example of the Pariſiãs, the Diuines of Louaine alſo dꝛawo 
dut articles, and alter, by Themperoures permiſſion, ſet them forth, 
to the nomber bf. xxxii. ofthe ſame ſerte foz allthe woꝛlde, as bee the 
Paryſyansbefoze rehearſed. Thoſe doeth Emperour by hys pꝛocla⸗ 
mãtyon confyꝛme and ratyfye publyſhynge hys letters thero the day 
beeloze the Ides of Matche. The Diuines wꝛptte, howe they tcoke 
thys payne the moꝛe wyllyngly, foꝛ rhat they knewethe ſame ſhoulde 
be well accepted of Themperour; who had hertoloꝛe requy2ed of the 
amorhe lyke thynge. In thecompoſytion of the peaſe,it was agreed, 
that Thempetourand the Frenche Kynge,ſhoulde to the vttermoſte 
ofthey2 power, reſtoze the olde Retygyon,, as they terme it: And 
thole thynges that wee haue nowe recyted, eme to tendeto the ſame 
ende. And the Cardinallof Tournon, which went withthe — — 
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Oileans into Flailders,is thought tohauefefhered muchthat mat⸗ 1, 111, 
ter. Int Luther aunlwereth them of Louain with cotrary theames, cwereth ty; 
and talleth them heretickes,and bludſuckers, who teaching wicked rx ouapne. 
thynges,that can neyther be defended by reaſon noꝛ ſcripture,doe ad 
tovyolence,and perſecute with fyze and ſwozde : Foz bothe they and 
allo the Paryſians pꝛopounde onlye bare pꝛopoſitions, and pꝛeſcribe 
what they wyll haue followed, but alledge no place of Scripture to 
p20ue it and incenſe the magiſtrate to perſecution, The alſſemblie of 
Thempire was than at Wooꝛmes. Themperoure beynge diſeaſed of an Aſſible 
the goute, was longe oꝛ euer he came: He had theyꝛe hys deputes, the at wozmes. 
Cardinallof Auſpurge, and Fridericke Counte ol Furſtemberg. The 
xxiiii. day of Marche, kyng Fernando, in Themperours abſence, pꝛo⸗ 
poundeth. herfoꝛe thys conuention is called, verely foꝛ the eſtablys 
{yng ok relygion, the la we, and peace, and foꝛ the Turkiſſhe warre. 
He ſheweth howe Themperoure wyſſhed to haue ben here in perſon, 
but hathe ben letted hitherto by reaſon of ſyckenes, and yet intendeth 
to come, ſo ſoone as he hathe recouered healthe. And berauſe he wyll 
not longer hynder the common conſuitation,therfoze hathe he requy⸗ 
red hymto commence the thynge, chiellye concernynge the Turkiſhe 
warre, ſoꝛ the which cauſe Themperoure made peace with the Frech 
kynge, to thentente that all thynges beyng patyfyed, relygyon maye 
be quyeted and relourmed, and alter, all fozce and power bee pꝛepa⸗ 
ted agaynſte the Turke. And after he hathe declared what trauell 
Themperour hathe euer taken to pꝛocure a counſell, fyꝛſte wyth Cle⸗ 
ment the. vii. at Bononie, after with Paule the. iii, at Roome, Genes 
Rice Luke, and no w lately at Buſſet. And becauſe it is now bꝛought 
to paſſe, and already in hande at Trente, Themperours aduiſe is, not 
to treate of Relygyon in thys Conuention, but to attende vpon the 
pꝛocedynge of the counſell, oꝛ yf there ſhalbe none, than befoze thende 
ol thys alſemblye, to appoynt an other conuocatyon ol Thempyꝛe fox 
the lame pourpos. But now requyꝛeth them eſpecially to cõſult ofthe 
Curkilhe warre: Foꝛ he is aduertyſed by ſondꝛp letters a meſſengers 
that the Turke is comming into Yongary with a greater power thã 
tuer he did, to thentente he may after inuade Germany.

And becauſe a firme peace can not bee had, extept the execution ofthe 
law were miniſtred indiflerentli: and how that ſhould be don, it was 
in the laſt conuention at Spier decreed.

And ſeyng it is thus, reaſon wolde that they ſhoulde 
requyꝛe no moꝛe, but conferre with the reſte of the Turkyſhe warre. 
They againe ſaye, how it was inacted at Spier, firſt that ther ſhould 
bee no troubled moue fo2 Kelygion, ſecondipe, that thys diſſention 
Gould be accoꝛded, thzough a godly and frendly diſputation. Foz bps 
pon thys foundation reſteth the peate of Germanye, neyther wolde 
they haue founde any lacke at all,yf the matter myghte thus haue re⸗ 
mapyned. But no we, inalnoche as the Byſſhop hathe called a coun⸗ 
ſell, to let and diſturbe this reconcilement, wherin he alone with hys 
adherentes, hathe power to determyne, by whole detree alſo, moſte 
men affirme, that the foozmer pacification ſhoulde bee finiſhed, they

Fot the Byſſhop of Cauallon, deputie to the Biſhops Legate, had ap⸗ 

poynted certen captaynes to go and ſlaie them. The nexte daye, they⸗ 

go a little further, and hide them ſelues in the woodes: Foꝛ there was 

daunger on euery ſyde, and Miners had commaunded vnder payne 

of deathe, that no man choulde ayde them with any thynge , but that 

they ſhoulde bee ſlayne withoute redemption, wherſoeuer they were 

founde. The ſame pꝛoclamation was of foꝛte alſo, in the Biſſhop of 

Roomes dominions therby, and it is ſayde, how the Biſſhops ofthat 

Countrie did fynde a great part ofthat armie. Mherfoꝛe they wente 

a werye and a paynefull Jozney, carying they childꝛen vpon theyꝛe 
ſhoulders, and in theyꝛ Armes, and in theyꝛ lwaddling clothes i that 

did many women great with childe. And when they were commẽ to 

the place appoynted, thither was alreadyereſozted a greate nomber 

whiche had loſt theyꝛ goodes,# ſaued themſelues by flyght. Hot long 

after it was ſhewed them, howe Miners came with all his power to 

geue the charge vponthem. This was in the euenynge. And becauſe 

they muſt goe thozow rough and combꝛous places, they take counſel 

to leaue ther behinde the women, and childzen, and a fewe others ts 

kepe with them,and amonges them the miniſters of the churche:the 

relidew were appoynted to go tothe Towne ol Muſlie. And this did

ble depar- tude of women a childꝛen, beyng deſtitute of all ſuccour. What ſights

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man maye caſely perceyue. han they had gonne al nyght long, and 
paſſed ouer the great hyll of Leberon, they might ſee many Uillages 
and Fermes let on ſyꝛe. After this Minerius diuidyng hys armye in⸗ 
to two partes Marcheth him feife with thone towardes the Towne 
ok Herindolum: And hauing knowledge by eſpiall, which waye the 
Meriudolans were fled, ſendeth thother parte ol hys armye to hunte 
them oute.Bekoze they came into the wood, one ol the ſoldiours mo⸗ 
ued with pitie, runneth befoꝛe, and from the toppe olan hyghRocke, | 
where he iudged that the Merindolanes ſatte vndernethe, he caſteth A ſoldfoure, 
downe two ſtones, c afterwardecalleth vnto them, though he could gevetb them 
not ſee them, that they ſhouldimmediatly flee from thence. Andat the warnenge. 
ſeife (ame time, came two of thoſe that went to Muſſie, to ſhew them 

that theyꝛ enemyes appꝛoched, and ſo cauſe the miniſter;and the reſy⸗ 

dew ol them that were leaft with the women, to Runne their waies, 

ſhewing them a narrow way through the wood, wherbythey might 
eſcapealldaunger. Theſe were not fo ſoone gone, but the Soldionrs 

came ſtreight wales in a great Rage / dzawing oute theyz\wozdes, 

with a greate outcrye,bad kyll theſe Heretickes. Neuertheleſſe they 

ſepng no men amongesthem,abſteyned from ſlaughter at that time. 

But whan they had done greateoutrage,and ſpoyledthem of theyze 

moneyand vittayle, they leade them awaye, Theyzpourpos was to .

Aſter he goeth to the towne of Cabꝛier, and battereth Cabzler ysl- 

it with hys oꝛdenauuce, and vſpnge the ſeruiceof Capitayne Polpne, ded. 

that bzought in the Turkes nauie, he perſwadeth the Townes men, 

to open they: gates, pꝛomiſyng that they ſhoulde haue no harme. But 

a whyle after whan the ſoldiours were lette in, they were all ſlayne, 

without reſpect had, eyther of age oꝛ of womankynde. Many fled in- 

tothe Churche, and ſome to other places, dyuers in tothe wyne ſellar 

ofthe Caſtell. But beyng bꝛought fooꝛthe into a meddowe and ſtrip- 

ped naked, they were llayne eche one, not men onlye but alſo women 

nreate with chylde. Miners alſo ſhutteh a fourtye women in a barne q terrydle 

fall of ſtraw and hey, after ſetteth it a ſyꝛe and burneth it: And whers example of 
iy women put of theyꝛclothes therewith to haue quenched the crueltye.

rayne foꝛ the wynter ſeaſon. They, alter they had wꝛought moche e⸗ 
uyll in thoſe parties, by Themperours cõmaundement depart thence 
inthe moneth of April, and trauelyng by Straſburge, whe they had 
there paſſed ouer the Rhin, they goe through Sweutia into Auſtriche;

And where as he,amonges 
others, hath the comendation ofa godly and a chꝛiſtian kyng,Them- 
peronre p2ayeth hym, to thynke vpon the Turkiſthe warre , ſubcribe 
tothecounſellof Trente,and yfthe Pzoteſtantes will not beframed 
to amendement, to aſſiſte hym with hys ayde and counſell,as alſo o. 
The kinges ther kynges haue pzomiſed. The king ofPolleagayne made ajiſwer, 
aunſwer to how he deſyꝛed that he myghte ſee that day, whan chꝛyſtian kynges# 
thcmperonr P2ynces, all ciuille warre and diſcoꝛde layde a parte, ſhoulde bende 
they2 whole power at ones agaynſte the Turke:Foz then wold hebe 
none of the laſt. And as concernyng the counſell and the Pꝛoteſtates,

* ore ger faple Themperoure hys Frende and alie. The ſametyme it was 
rousof tear, Wiptten from Rome, how the Biſſhop,notwithſtandyng that he had 
called a Counſell,and ſente hys Legates thyther, was ſo deſyzougof 
warre agaynſt the Lutheranes, that hereunto hepzomiſed aide ol xii 
thouſande footemen,and ſyue hondzeth hoꝛſemen. And that pꝛiuelpe, 
alſo he hyzed Centurions and Captaynes. And whan it was ſhewed

On the moꝛrow alter the feaſt ol Þ#- 
fireth Loe tecoſt, a Frere obſeruaunt. an Italian, made a ſermon befoze Them- 
peroure to berour, kyng Fernando, Cardinal Farneſtus,the Biſſhop of Auſpurg 
Watte. and Granuellan, and in hys ſermon makinge a digreſſion tothe Lu⸗ 
| therans when he had inuephed moche and ſpoken difpitefully _ 
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thẽ it is tyme no we,ſayeth he, moſt victouous Emperour,that at the 
laſte pou doe your offyce:certenly it hathe ben delayed ouer longe:f03 
the thyng ſhoulde haue ben don long ſince. God hath bleſſed you with 
many great gyftes, and oꝛdeyned you defendour ofhis church. her⸗ 
f0ze extende youre power and diſpatche out ofthe waye that peſtite⸗ 
tous ſoꝛte of men: Foꝛ it is not lawefull foꝛ them any longer to behold 
the ſonne, whiche doe thus pollute and confounde althynge:Neyther 
ay that you will doe it: Foꝛ it ſhoulde haue ben done already, already 
I ſape, and longſyns:therfoze may ther be no longer delay. Foz how 
many thouſand people do you thinke to be in daunger ofenerlaſting 
ſaluation,thzough theyꝛ madnes? All the whych God ſhall requyze at 
your handes, vnleſſe ou fynd the remedye. It is ſayde how G2anuet- 
lan was moche offended with thys Trompete, eyther foꝛ that he fay⸗ 
ned ſo, oꝛ els foꝛ that he ſawe,howe it was a warnynge to the Pꝛote⸗ 
ſtantes. Not many daies after this ſermõ, Farneſius departeth ſecret⸗ 
ly bynyght, and retourneth to Rome with great expedition. In theſe 
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dapes Luther ſetfoꝛth a boke in the vulgare toungue intitled againſt 4,4, againg 
the Biſſhopꝛycke of Roome oꝛdeyned by Sathan, in the which booke ihe Pope. 


heaunſwereth fyꝛſt to the Byſſhoppes letters, wherby with ſo vehe- 
ment woꝛdes, he dilwadeth Themperoure from the refoꝛmatiõ of re⸗ 
lygion, lyke as you haue heardebefoze. After thoſe places ot ſcripture, 
which the Biſhop doeth vſurpe to oſtablyſhe hys ſupꝛemacie, he con⸗ 
futeth moſte aboundantly, and applyeth them to make agaynſt hym. 
Beloe the booke he ſet a picture, whych by and by declareth the ſome 
ofthe argumente. The Byſſhop ſytteth in an hyghe chayꝛe, with hys 
handes ioyned and ſtretched out in folemne apparel, but he hathe aſſe 
eares; And aboute hym are many deuelles, of diuers ſhapes, wherof 
lomeſet a triple crowne vpon hys head, with a tourde in the toppe of 
it:others let hym downe by coꝛdes into hell vnder neth hym, hozty- 
ble to be holde, ſome bꝛyng wood and colle:others as ryght ſeruytea⸗ 
ble ſtaye his feete that he may deſcend rightly and ſoftely. Not longe 
alter came kooꝛthe certene theames ofhys, whyche he had heretofoze 
diſputedofthe thꝛee gonermentes,Eccleſtaſticall, politycke and De- 
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conomitze. n hiche he ſapeth God hathe oꝛdeyned agaynſte the furye themes of 
ofthe Deuill:but he vtterlye ercludeth the Byſſhop from all theſe/foz bie gouern 
that he condemneth and oppꝛeſleth the Goſpell, foꝛthat he bꝛyngeth, mentes. 


vnder hys ſubiection all lawes, and euen the ciuile lawe: And in al⸗ 
moche as he foꝛbiddeth matrymony to whom it pleaſeth hym. Ther⸗ 


foe he callety him the be aſt, which is named in Germany ofthe beare The wrlut 
and the wolle together. There is nothynge, ſayeth he, more fierce and beaſts. 


cruell then ſhe. herfoꝛe when a toten is genen, and that ſhe is once 
hearde of.ſtreyghtewayes all men get them to theyꝛ weapons to the 
intent they maxe kyll her: And y hapely ſhe ſhould take a caue oꝛanye

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incloſure, and gouernour oꝛ Judges of the ſoyle, wolde exempte her; 

dꝛ alſo defende her, ſhe choulde be perſecuted not withſtanding, and he 

that ſhould let oz diſturbe the hunters myght be ſlayne lawefully,3f- 

ter the ſelfe ſame ſoꝛte, muſt the Bilſhop be reſyſted ir he doe attempte 

and moue warre, lyke a wyld and a rauenyng beaſt, with what aide 

ſomeuer he is mayneteyned. Foꝛ they that wil ſerue oꝛ helpe a theele, 

ought to looke foꝛthe re warde ol the thynge which they deſerue. Th 

did he alſo ſende foozth an other picture, very fonde in dede, but pet as 

it were a pꝛopheſpe ofthe to come. The Biſſhop in hys pꝛelateg 

Luthers pic- apparell ſitteth vpon a greate ſowe with manye dugges, whyche he 
ture again Diggeth in with his ſpurres:hauyng two fyngers of hys ryght hand 
the Pope. nertehysthume ſtretched ryghte vp as the maner is/he bleſleth ſuche 
he chaunceth to mete with: In hys lefte hande he holdeth a new ſms: 
kingetourde, at the ſmell wherol the ſowe lyſtety TP herſnowte, and 

with her wydemouthe and noſethiriles catcheth after her pꝛaye:but 

he in deryſion, blamyng the beaſt fullbytterly, J ſhall rydethee,ſaieth 

he, with my ſpurres, whether thou wylt oꝛ noe. Thou haſte troubled 

me longe aboute a counſell, that thowe myghteſt rayle on me at thy 
pleaſure,and accuſe me franckelye.Beholde nowe, thys ſame is that 

counſell, that thou ſo greatlye deſp1eſt:by the ſowe he ſygnifyeth Ger- 
many. Thele trylles of hys, many mentaunted, as vnſemely foꝛ hym, 

and not verey modeſt: But he had hys reaſons whye he did lb, a was 

thought to haue had a greater toꝛeſyghte in thynges. And certen y in 

hys bookes are diuerſe and ſondꝛy pzophecyes, wherofthe ende pꝛoo⸗ 

ved ſome trewe the reſidew as yet are in the hande of God. In the 

Lutbet « meane ſeaſon Themperoure taketh order with Granuellan andNa- 
p;ophet, Uius to dein hand with the pꝛoteſtantes touching the counſel andthe 
Turkiſh warre: but after longe deciſion nothyng could be coucluded. 

The (anos Grinian the french Ambaſſadour, foz becauſe he vnderſtode not the 
ice of Sri, latyn tounge, conpꝛyſed hys matter in wzytyng,and vttered itbyan 
nia, intetpꝛetour, the.xx.daye of June:the ſomme of thys oꝛation was to 
exhoꝛt them al to thecounſell.This Gzinian was a nere frendetothe 
Cardinall of Tournon who is thought to haue ben the occaſyoner of 
thys Ambaſſade,fozhe had ben with Themperoure at Bꝛuſſelles, as 
I ſaydebefoze,and had treated of matters conternynge the counſel 
And than was it thus agreed, that the kinge ſhould ſende an Imbal⸗ 
fadour, to exhoꝛte themto the counſell, whych Themperoure and he 
had already appꝛoued: fozthys was thought to bee a meane to make 
* the Pꝛoteſtantes affraid. At this tyme dyeth Fraunces Duke of Lo⸗ 
— —— rayne, leauing behynde hym a yonge ſonne: Charles, a chylde of two 
Dake ot Lo: Peres olde. The Dukehad abzother called Niclas Biſſhop ol ents 
rapne, bet wene him and the childes mother Chꝛiſtien, Themperours Neee, 
arroſe a contention aboute the wardeſhyp;Al the Nobilitie an 
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hym moe, and lothed the womans gouernement,but thꝛough The- 

perours mediation, they were bothe appointed gardins, vet ſo, as the 

mothers authozytie was chiefeſt. In thole dapes alſo departeth the 

Daughter ol Ferdinãdo, which was maried two yeres befoze to the 

ſon ok Sigiſmunde king of Polle. But out of Spayne was bzought be birtd uf 

glad tydinges,of the birth of Charles Themperoures Nephewe, the Charlesſone 

nne of kynge Philip, foꝛ the whyche cauſe the Spaniardes made to kung Ppi⸗ 

qreate Joye at woꝛmes: But a few dayes after came woꝛde that the lex 

mother of the childe was dead. To Themperoure being at Woꝛmes 

tame the Marques of Piſcare, and bꝛoughte with hym certen o the 

chiele inhabiters of Millan. It was thought, how Themperour was 

than determined to marye the Daughter of Kynge Fernando to the

Ind ſo getteth ofhym certenthouſandes of Crownes:buthe neyther The Da 

letted Nifeberge, and cõuerted the monyereceyued,to warre againſt of Bꝛunſe⸗ 

the Pꝛoteſtantes, as ſhalbe declared herafter. Unto this conuentyon wicke get- 

came no Pꝛinces as J ſayde befoꝛe, but after Theperoure wag there, tetd monys 

the pauiſgraue Electoure came allo, and at the requeſt of the Pꝛote⸗ the F rech 

tantes, maketh interteſſion. But whan Themperdur law, how they ease. 

wold graunt nothyng to the Turkiſſhe warre,vnleſſe they obteyned 

they requeſte concerning the counſell and the chamber, he ſendeth an 

Ambaſſadoure to the Turke foz trewes,Gerarde Ueltuuiche, a man Thempe- 

berye well learned, and experte in toungues.

Agayne the .xyij, 
darth dayeof Julye, Paule the. il. citeth hym alter the ſame maner, that 
archebiſhop within two monethes he appere befoze hym at Roome:he cyteth allo 
of Colon. Penrye Stolberge Dean of the Cathedzall Churche in Collon, and 
hys Colleges, whyche were all of noble houſes, James Ringraue, 
Fryderycke eden, Chꝛyſtopher Oldenburge, Nychard Rauier and 

Phylyp Oberſten: Foz theſe bothe loued the Archebiſhop, and allow: 

ed not the ſuite ol the reſt. The Byſſhop ol Koome had dyuerſe pereg 

paſte millyked muche the Archebiſchop, whyche was chiefly longe of 
UergeryusByſlhop of Inſtinople, who beyng Ambaſſadour in Ger: 

many and comming on a time to Collon, whan he heard that he was 

aboute the refozmation ofhys churche, he rebuked hym ſoze botheby 

woꝛdes and letters, and accuſed hym whan he came at home. After 

longe diſceptation concernyng peace, the Chamber, and the Turkiſh 

warre, Themperoure, the fourthe daye ol Fuguſt maketh an ende ol 
pleadynge.

thyther. Then he recyteth the decrees of peace ofthe fourmer yeres, 

he decre and confirmeth them,commaunding that no man attempt any thing 
of Aulpurs: to the contrarye: After hetakethozderhowe the money graunted in 
the yeare befoze to the Turkyſſhe warre, ſhoulde be leuyed and reſer⸗ 

ued, the refozmation ofthe Chamber he differreth tyll the nerte con 
uention. That parte concernyngetheconference of Learned men the 
Catholyckes refuſe,neyther wold they aſſent to Themperoure here- 
in:thereſte they doe not refuſe. But the Pꝛoteſtantes Doe repete the

the matter beynge debates to and froe, whan Duke Moꝛis was ve⸗ 
tey erneſt, the Lantzgraue ſheweth hyu howe thys is the onlye way 
to haue peace, that he put in ſufficpente warrantyſe foꝛ Nelygion, that 
he yelde hyinſelfe into the cuſtodye of Duke Moꝛps, and delyuer hys 
whole pꝛouince vnto hym, and looke what Duke Moꝛys ſhal iudge 
hym to pape fox the charges of that warre, foz the harmes donne, and 

oftye controuerlye betwirte hym and the Cytie ol Gollarye, the ſame 

to be ratifyed,theſe condycyous dooeth the Lãtz graue permitte that 

Dutze Moꝛys, as interceſſoure ſhallpꝛopounde,. whiche yr he wyll re⸗

hurly burly and contlictr together, ther can nothing be ryghtly done, 

and therfoꝛe had nede ol a trewes durynge the treatye. Than was it 

almoſte nyghte, and by the Lantz graues permiſſion. trewes was ta⸗ 

ken from that tyme tyll the nerte daye at nyghte. In the meane ſea⸗ 

lon goeth Duke Moꝛys, and talketh with the Duke of Bzunlwicke, 

that he myght perſwade hym: But he cleane refuſeth all thoſe condi⸗ 

cyon, and pꝛopoundeth others farre bnlyke them and in communi⸗ 
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bandes of Hoꝛſemen ofthe Duke of Bꝛunſewyckes came nere vnto

cation with ſome ol Duke Maurytecounſellourg, within thele thee tie of the 
houres, ſayethhee, it ſhall appere , whether the Lantzgraue, oz J Duke of 
ber Lowe of the Woꝛide, as Haunyball ſayde to Scipio.

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bꝛake the truſe made, geuyng the charge vpontye Lantz graues for; 
ragers. vo herfoꝛe, the Lantzgraue hearyng, what condicyons Duke 
Denryc had pꝛopounded, he bꝛeaketh of all the treatye, and thanked 
Duke Mous fo his paines, the.xx.day of October the Dukeof Bꝛũ⸗ 
ſwicke by hys counſeilours, pꝛoueth againe Duke Moꝛts, and requi 
reth that they maye mete agayne in a conuenpent place betwirt both 
campes:but the Lantzgraue wolde not. Than Duke Moꝛis pꝛocla⸗ 
meth watre alſo agaynſt the Duke of Bꝛunſewycke, which thyng he 
tolde hym befoze, that he woulde doe, vnleſſe he agreed ofthe peace, 
ſendynge to hym hys letters from Mulluſe. After thys whan it was 
farre in the nyght, the Lantz graue ſent befoze Conrade Hauſtẽ, with 
eyght guydons of hozſemen, and aboute twelue thouſande footemen, 
with the oꝛdenaunce: he hym ſelfe with the reſt of his foꝛce followeth 
after, accompanped with the two Dukes, Moꝛis, and Erneſt. rohan 
the day began to appeare, the foꝛe warde came toa certen ſtrayte vp⸗ 
ponthe toppe of an hill not far from the Duke of Buunſwickes camp, 
alter alſo the Lantzgraue with the reſydew of hys armpe. Here was 
a ſoʒe conflict, and by reaſon of the ſtraytnes ofthe place, whych could 


A conflicte Not be paſſed but one way only, the fyght was a good whyle doubte⸗ 
betwirte the füll: But in that ſame inſtant the Lantzgraue ſhotynge ofhys Ode: 
Dake « the naumtce, repulſed the enemye. After tak nge delpberation, whan they 
L aizgraue. had found other places alſo wher they might paſſe through, the Litz- 


graue auaunced ſome parte ot hys armye, and ſhotte amonges his e⸗ 
nemyes, with hys greate pieces. There the Duke of Bꝛunſwichke ſen⸗ 
deth a trompet to Duke Moꝛts and deſpzeth a comunication:but the 
Lantz graue makynge no aunſwer; ſyꝛſt bꝛingeth through all his ar⸗ 
mye, than ſetteth them in oꝛder of battel, and diſchargeth hys peces at 
them. Than agayne come other two meſſagers from Duke Henrye, 
making the lyke requeſt: vnto whom the Lantz graue made aunſwer 
that other condicion of peace was there none, but that the Duke and 
hys eldeſt ſonne muſte come and yelde them ſelues vnto hym: Ik they 
ſo doe, well and good, yfnot J wyll pꝛoue, ſayeth he, what J can doe: 
thys ſhew hym, and conclude bꝛielly. Here goeth Duke Moꝛis in hãd 
agayne with his father inlawe, all the armye layeth he, is conueyhed 
thꝛough: How what hope is ther ofpeace? J wil ſaieth the other, that 
Henry and his ſonne ſhall ſubmitte themſelues vnto me:Jfthey ſhall 
refuſe, F wyll trye it by battell. nohan he had thys aunſwer, Duke 
Mous goeth agayne and ſpeaketh with Buunlwicke. But the Latz⸗ 
graue neuertheleſſe pꝛepareth fo2 the battell, and ſtyll ſhoutyng of his 
oꝛdenaunce, appꝛocheth nere hys enemye, and ſtayeth aboute fyue h0- 
dꝛeth paſſes from hym, and ſendeth wooꝛde to Duke Moꝛys by Co⸗ 
rade Hauſtẽ, how he cã not be in quiet, foꝛ that he feareth,leſt though 


occalyon oftalke, Duke Henry ſhoulde eſcape awape, Dube —_ 
: aye 
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ſapeth , how he muſt nedes tary till he haue ſpoken with him, and pꝛai⸗ 
eth hym ſo longe to abſteyne. A little whyle after he retourneth, and 
ſheweth how Duke Henry with plentifull teares, bewayleth his my⸗ 
ſerye, and wyll render hym ſelfe and hys ſonne, and deſyꝛeth hym, that 
he wolde vſe no cruell woꝛdes towardes hym. when the Duke was 
tommen and hys ſonne Charles Uictoz , the Lantzgrane ſayde vnto 
hym: Il J were in thy power as thou art nowe in myne, thou wold- 
eſt not ſulfer me to lyue longe. But J wyll vſethee a greate deale bet⸗ 
ter then by thy delertes: what came into thy mynde, that thou woul⸗ 
deſt not obey the Emperoure, refuſyng the ſequeſtration? foꝛcertenlpe 
by thys meane, thou hadſt wel pꝛouyded for thee and thyne, ſpeakyng 
on thys wyle, he appoynteth the both vnto kepers. But in thys meane 
whyle, the Lantzgraues armpye, had lyke to haue bickered with the 
tnemve, and had not the Lantzgraue and Duke Moꝛis with greate 
expedition runnen bet wirte them, there had ben a wonderful ſlaugh⸗ 
ter. The Duke of Bꝛunſwickes armpe, pourpoſed to depart wholyto 
gether in one companye, but becauſe there was daunger, leſte by oc- 
caſpon they ſhoulde attempte ſome newe enterpꝛyſe, the Lantzgraue 
followeth them, and ouertakyngthem vpon a playne, compelleth the 
that they ſhould teare in pieces their enſeignes, ⁊ pꝛomiſeth hym vpõ 
theyꝛ fydelytie, that they ſhoulde not ſerue agaynſte hym noꝛ hys fel⸗ 
lowes, within theſe ſire monethes. Than taketh he a waie from the, 
allthey2 munition, to the nomberof.rvin,pteces with allthat therun⸗ 
tobelongeth,and marching foꝛe ward recouereth the Caſtel of Ste- 
bꝛucke, and ſweareth the people to be trewe to hym, and commaun⸗ 

deth to geue Godthankes fox the victoꝛye. Then he punniſheth John 

Schamburge, x Otto Ritberg,Erles,fozaydynghys enemie, and ſo 

diſcharging hys armp, retournethhome. In thys tyme dyeth Albert

peroure. cth, how after the Duke of Bꝛunſwicke was taken, he found ſondyye 
letters of great impoꝛtaunce, ⁊ of ſecret deuyſes in hys tentes, which 
ſhew well enough, that he went about ſome great miſchiel, eyther a⸗ 
gaynſte him, oꝛ kinge Ferdinando: Foꝛ amonges others, ther is an e⸗ 
piſtle, whiche a pꝛince electour wꝛyteth agayne to hym, how he maye 
not vpon ſuch condicions come intothat league cofederacy,butthat 
it is rather his de wet, to vtter ſuch maner okcounſel: which doubtles 


he wolde haue done, had he not pzomiled him vpon his fydelytie to 


haue kept it cloſe. n herloꝛe let hym moue hym nomoze in the matter 

from henfozth,fo2 yf he doe, it halbe no counſell:theſe and ſuche other 

lyke thinges hath he to ſhew.

Tbempe⸗ 25215 that tyme at Buugesa Towne in Flaunders: the ſyxtedaye of 
ale — Nouember ſendeth to the Lantzgraue Nicolaus Conricius with this 
ätigraue. meſſage. He heareth, in what ſoꝛte the Duke of Bzunſwicke and hys

moderately vſe thys victoꝛv, that no man ſhall nede to feare hys vyo⸗ 

lente: he admonyſſheth hym moꝛeouer, that accozdyng to the auncy- 

ente cuſtome of Pꝛyntes, he doe intreate hys pꝛiſoners qupetlye and 
honeſtlye, neyther that he enfozce them to any vnreaſonable condicy- 

on oꝛ vnwoꝛthye fo: them, but permptte, that the matter maye bee 
frendelye and indifferentlye hearde. wherin verelye he, foꝛ hys offyce

wayes than one bꝛoken the imperial detrees, he truſteth that Them- 
peroure wyll playnly declare in how euill parte he taketh thys theyꝛ 
doyng:one of the chiefeſt ofhys adherentes, is Otto Erle of Ritberge 
his client, whõ he hath punyſſhed therfoꝛe:therbe alſo diuerſe others, 
of whom he myght iuſtely be auenged: but to thentent Themperour 
and all men ſhoulde clearly ſee,howe littell he and hys fellowes loue 
trouble, he hathe done nothyng to them, and hath diſcharged hys ſol⸗ 
diours. And leeyng it is thus, and that he tooke in hand a nedeful de⸗ 
fention, he deſpꝛeti erneſtlye, tgat Themperoure wolde banniſhe the

tall and the kyng of England, Stephen, Biſſhop of incheſter: But g 
they could not accoꝛde. In the meane ſeaſon the Ambaſſadours ofthe 
Pꝛoteſtantes wꝛought ſo moch;that bothe the kynges were content 
to haue a further treaty. Therfoze they ſend ambaſſadours;the Frech 
kyng to Arde, the kyng of Englãd to Cales and Guyſneg. They mete 
in the mydde ways bet wirt Arde and Guyſnes the. xx vi. daye of No⸗ 
uember, in tentes pitched in the playne leide: And whan the Ambal⸗ 
ſadoꝛs ofthe Pꝛoteſtants had pꝛopounded terten cõdicions of peace, 
the matter was longe, and moche debated betwyrt them.

ly the thing was wꝛought. Moꝛeouer the king ſemed to take in mar: 
uelous emll parte, that Themperour had the yere befoze made peace 
with the French king, and was ſo moch the moꝛe offẽded, fox that ag 
he ſayd he made warre with the Frenche king thꝛoughe his pꝛocure⸗ 
ment, by reaſon ot the Turkiſſhe league. In the moneth ol Januarye 
the Pꝛoteſtantes conuented at Frankelſoꝛthe, there they conſulted of 
the counſell of Trente, of augementyng theyꝛ league, foꝛ the charges 
ofthe warre ol Bꝛunſwicke, howe they will not foꝛfake the Arthebil. 
Hop of Collon, howe to ſolicite Themperour, in the aſſemblie ofthe 
pite, that he wyll graunte peace fo relygion, and refourme the iudg⸗ 
ment of the chaber. In thys cõuention the Ambaſſadours ofthe arch⸗ 
biſſhop of Collon complayne ol the iniuryes of the Clergye, and ofthe 
tommaundementes and citations bothe ol Themperour and alſo of 
the Biſſhop of Roome. In the meane ſealon the Paulſegraue pꝛynte 
electour, oꝛdeyned euery where miniſters of the church and pꝛeacherg 
of the Golpell,he permitteth alſo the whole ſupper ofthe Loꝛde, and 


lers in bys the Mariage ol pꝛiſtes: And the tenth daye ol January inſtead ofthe 
Churches · Popiſſſhe Maſſe, was ſeruice ſayde in the head church of Hedelberg, 


in the Duche tongue. n herkoꝛe the Pꝛoteſtantes, ſending an Ambal⸗ 
ſade, reioyſe therat, and geuinge him thankes, that he aunſwered the 
Archebiſthopof Collon his Xmbaſſadours ſo frankelye : they exhoꝛte 
hym alſo to pꝛocede, a to pꝛofeſſe the doctryne confeſſed at Auſpurge, 
and to doe hys endeuour that in the nerte aſſemblye at Regenſpurge, 
the peace and lawe maye be eſtablyſſhed. noherunto he aunſwereth, 
that he hath bẽ euer deſyꝛous of peace, and wilbe, ſo long as he liueth; 
loꝛ the Archebiſſhop of Collõ he is right ſoꝛv, that he is thus moleſted, 
efpecyally in hys olde dayes.Therfoze what tyme they ſhal ſend their 
Ambaſſadours to Themperoure, and to the Clergie and Senate ot 
Collon-to intreate ſoꝛ hym, he wyll alſo ſende hys with them: he had 
truſted theſe many yeres to haue had ſome agrement in religion: but 
in as moch as he ſeeth how the matter is daungerouſly differred nei⸗ 


ther is theire any greate hope, he toulde no longer delaye the wiſlhe # 


expectation oſhys ſubiectes.Therfoze hathe he begonne arefozmaty- 
on of relygion, whych he pourpoſeth to anaunce noꝛe, and to 


pꝛoteſſe it openly. At the ſeuententh daye of Januarpe, at Meſell mete 


the Ambaſfadours of the Pꝛynces electours which are named of the 


Nhine, tyole be Mentz;Collon,Treuers,+the Paulſegraue 02 Coũ⸗ 
te Palatyne: fo: the dominions of all theſe ſtretche vnto the Rhine. 


The Paulſegraue vrged the Archebiſhopes ol Wentz and Treuers, 
that they wolde ſende theyꝛ Imvaſſadourcs with hys 1 — — 


of Sletdanes(ommentaries. Fol. ccxxviij. 


Marques of Bꝛandenburges, to intreate foꝛ the ArchebiſſhopofCol⸗ 
jon: but they fearynge to get Dilpleaſure,refuſed it. At thys tyme aru- 
mour was noyſed abzode, that Themperour ſhoulde ſecretlymynde , 
warre.u9herfoze the Lantzgraue wꝛytyng hys letters to Gꝛanuellã 
the. rriiij. ol Januarie,ſayeth ho we it is repoꝛted not onlie in Germa⸗ 
ny, but allo ſygnyfyed oute of Italye, and otherplaces, that Thempe- 
roure, and the Bilſhop of Roome make pꝛeparation to warre vpon 
the Lutheranes, and wyll maynteyne the counſell, and beegynne the 
warres in the ſpꝛynge of the pere, and howe they intende to ſet vpon 
the Archebyſſhop of Collon with the foꝛce of the lo we contrie of Ger- 
many, vpon the Saxons, out of Boheme, ⁊ to inuade high almaigne 
with the power of Italie: ow Themperour wil allo haue ten thou⸗ 
ſande foote men and certen trouppes of hoꝛſemen, to garde hym, and 
tonduicte him to Regenſpurge. This bꝛute is not onlyſpꝛead abꝛode 
commoniye,but is alſo repoꝛted of head Taptaynes and Centurions, 
wherol ſome make they: boaſt that they haue reteyued money ofthẽ⸗ 
peroure already: And ſeyng Themperoure hathe peace with Fraũce, 
and hath alſo taken trewes with the Turke,as ſome do affyꝛme, ma⸗ 
ny men doe maruell to what vſe and pourpoſe, he ſhoulde wage men 
to warre: Neyther he noꝛ hys conſoꝛtes, whyleſt they conſyder the 
peace makyng of Nozinberge,confyzned after at Regenſpurge Spi⸗ 
er, and other places, can be eaſelye perſwaded, to beleue it ſhoulde bee 
trew eſpecially ſpnce they haue done ryght good ſeruice bothe to thẽ⸗ 
perour and to kynge Ferdinando agaynſt the Tnrke, and other ene⸗ 
myes alſo: Ho wobeit he thought good to declare theſe thynges frend- 
ly vnto hym, whych are ſygnyfyed to hym and hys fellowes, by many 
letters and meſſagers: Foꝛ it maye be, that the like thinges are repoꝛ⸗ 
ted to Themperoure by malycious perſons, ot hym and hys confede- 
ratours, whyche mapye rayſe a ſuſpicion, cauſe trouble, and put them 
bothe to charges: he doubteth not, but that he wyll make hym an att- 
wer. And in aſmuche as he hathe ben euer hitherto a counſelloure of 
peace, he deſp2eth him that from hencefoꝛthe alſo he wolde perlwade 
Themperoure to the ſame. Gꝛanuellan wꝛote an aunſwer to thys th 
ſeuenth day of Febzuary:How Themperoure hathe neyther made a- 
ny compacte withthe Bifſhop, leuyed ſoldiours noꝛ geuen money to 
any Capitayne. Albeit that yt he ſhoulde haue ſome foꝛce aboute hym, 
no man ought to maruel there at, in thys daungerous tyme, ⁊ doubt⸗ 
full tate ofthynges, whan the kynges and Pꝛynces nere aboute him 
doe mouſtre theyꝛ men: foꝛ who ſhoulde repꝛehende this in hym. y he 
loze ſee that hys countries ſuſteyne non inturye: but he ſayeth, the re⸗ 
poꝛt is vntre w, as is alſo the reſt of the ten thouland men, that ſhould 
garde hym to Regenſpurge: Foz Themperoure is now readyto take

A fewedayes after came thyther allo the 
Pꝛoteſtantes Ambaſſadours out of Fraunceand Englande,xrepozt 
their ambaſſade to ß Latzgraue & his fellowes.The next dap, which 
was the fourth day of Febzuary, the Lantzgraue departeth thence, x 
goeth to the Irchebiſſhop of Mentz, newly created, whiche was but 
one Germane mile ok, and amonges other thynges, intreateth him,; 
in the nexte aſſemblie of Regenſpurge he wold gene his aduiſe a coli 
ſell foꝛ the tranquillitie of Germany. And ſhoꝛtly after was diſſolued 
the conuention of Francketoꝛt, and by a decree made the Pꝛoteſtaͤteg 
ſendyng theyꝛ ambaſſadours to Themperour c clergie of Collon, in⸗ 
treate foꝛ p archebiſſhop. Duke Mous of Saxonie was not in league 
with the Pꝛoteſtantes, yet had he an ambaſſadour there, Chꝛiſtopher 
Carlebice, a gentelmã verey well learned, who immediately after the 
tonuention ended, went to Themperoure:the ſame time was Them⸗ 
peroure in Gelderlande, who befoze had ben aduertyſed,that the pꝛo⸗ 
teſtantes, had conſpyꝛed agaynſt hym at Franckefozte:neyther wan⸗ 
ted the matter ſetters foꝛe ward, which, as the comon ſaping is pow⸗ 
red oyle vpon the fyꝛe, and wolde ſaye, how theſe aſſemblies of ſtates 
and Pꝛynces, were kept to hys contempte. Nauius was ſent by thẽ⸗ 
peroure to the Archebiſſhop ofCollon : And came from thence to the 
Archebiſſhop of Mentz, and to the Paulſgraue, and by the waye loꝛ⸗ 
tuned to talke with Renarde Counte of Solmen, a man of warre 
and ol ſtoute courage, touching the pꝛelent ſtate of thynges, and how 
Themperoure is aduertiſed. And where the Erle tolde hym agayne 
what thinges were bzuted of Themperoure throughout Germanpe, 
he vtterly denyedit and ſapde it neuer came in themperours mynde: 
loꝛſo much he loueth peace, that al his owne affaires ſet apart, he will 
now to the counſel ot thempire:neyther doubteth he, but if the Latz⸗ 
graue woulde come vnto hym, he ſhould be frendly vſed, and hys ad- 


nyle is that he do ſo in any wyſe:foz ſo maye he, bothe pourge — 
an 
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and hys fello wes, a becauſe happely he wyll not goe to Kegenſpurg⸗ 
know Themperours mynde, pꝛeſently, and conferre with hym okthe 
comon welth: by this meanes alſo maye ail ſuſpicion and diſtruſt bee 
taken a waye, which is reyſed by miſrepoꝛtes on eyther ſide: and if he 
deſpꝛe to tome to Theperours ſpeache, he ſhal dee well to come with 
a ſmall company that he maye declare therby, what fapth and confy- 
dencehe hathe in Themperoure. when the Lantzgraue was aduer⸗ 
tpſed hereof by Counte Solmenſe, the. xx. daye ot Febꝛuarye he wꝛi⸗ 
teth to Nauius and to auoyd ſuſpicion, he ſhe weth him partely, what 


was donne at Franckefurte, after he declareth, how a repoꝛt wendof 


Themperoure, that he ſhould pꝛepare to haue warre: and amonges 
other Captaynes, had appointed Marques Albert, to leuie a thouſãd 
hoꝛſementho webeit the Erle of Solmen, vpon hys repoꝛt, affirmeth 
it to be vntrewe. And becauſe Gꝛanuellan alſo wꝛyteth the ſame, he 
will rather credite them, than ſuch flyeng tales, as are talked a bꝛode: 
Fo: he and hys fellowes hope well, that Themperour wil not ſhzink 
from the conuenauntes and decree of Spier eſpecially, ſeyng there is 
no tauſe geuen, whie he ſhould ſo doe: And to come ſpeake with Thẽ⸗ 
peroure, he will not refuſe, but fyꝛſt he muſt. conferre with hys leage- 
frendes, of whom ſom he voold haue pꝛeſent at the talke, and not ma⸗ 
ny. Ichewed pou befoze howe Themperourehad appoynted a taltze 
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of learned men at Regenſpurge, and had commaunded them to bee quiz £2 de 
there all at the begynnyng ol December. After he pꝛoꝛoged this daye iearnedms at 
to the Ides of Detember. Thither came ( ſent by Themperoure)e⸗ Regeſpurg+ 


ter Maluenda, a Spantarde,Eberard Billicke a white Frere, John 

Holmeſter au Auſten frere, John Cochleus, Diuines, as many hea⸗ 

ters. From the Pꝛoteſtantes came Bucer, Bꝛentius, Geoꝛge Maioz, 

and Erard, Schuepſius diuines, and with them alſo other loure au⸗ 

ditours. It the kalendes ol January,came the pꝛelidentes of the dil⸗ 

putatio n, Moꝛis Biſſhop of Eiſtet, æ Fridericke Counte of Furſtem⸗ 

berge. And at the length beganne the conference, the. r vii. daye of Jaz 

nuary:à ud the pꝛeſidentes ſpeaking of theyꝛ charge, a thynges cõcer⸗ 

ning themſelues, require the diumes, that in ſo graue t holy a buſines 

they walde not followe their affections,but treate ſyncerely, hauynge 

the ſeare of god befoze they: eyes, and a reſpecte to conco2d; And her⸗ 

n pꝛomiſe theyꝛ paines fidelit ie a vprightnes.Aiter they retite howe 

Theperours comanndement is, that the doctryne of thePzoteſtites 

eribited in tymes paſt at Auſpurge,ſhoulde in this communication be 
treated of omittynge thoſe thee firſt articles, ot᷑ the Trinitie, ot the in · 
carnation ał the woꝛd, and of oꝛiginallſinne. Foꝛ the two firſt are out 
ofcontrouerſie; and thys laſte hathe ben ſufficientiye debated alrea⸗ 
dye: But that all the reuͤdewe bee treated vpon in oꝛder, of iuſtyfyca- 
a Je . Sti. tion, ol 
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tion, of foꝛgeuenes of ſinnes, ot fulfylling of the law, of faythe, ofgood 
wootkes,of deſerte, of the Sacramentes,ofpurgatozy,ofpzaping fo, 
the dead,of the veneration,and inuocation of ſainctes,of reliques of 
Images, of monaſticall vowes,of the mariage ofpꝛieſtes, of choiſe of 
meates, ot holy dayes, of theccleſtaſticall traditions of the churche, of 
the power ofthe keyes,ofthe ſacred oꝛder, of the authoꝛytie of the bil⸗ 
ſhop of Koome,of biſſhops, ot generall counſelles. Theſe thynges once 
declared, the Pꝛoteſtantes conſideryng with what aduerſaryeg they 
were matched, requeſt that all theyꝛ talke and treaty myght be wiit; 
ten oute by notarpes, to thentent Themperour and princes map vn; 
derſtande the whole matter, and the argumentes, and pꝛobations of 
eyther partie. Contrarywyſe the pzeſidentes ſaye how that ſhould be 
to longe a wooꝛke, and that it ſhoulde ſuffice, yfthe chiefeſt poynteg 
were noted only: Agayne they ſaye howe nothynge ok that whiche is 
done, mape be vttered, and aſſigne the fozenoonefoz the diſputation. 
After muche debatyng, it was agreed, that two on eytherſyde ſhould 
commit al the talke to wꝛytyng, and that the ſame ſhould be laied vp 
into a cheſte faſt locked, and chewed to no man, extept the reſt be pre: 
ſent, and pet to be kepte in ſilence. Theſe thynges doethe pꝛeſidentes 
agree to, ſo that Theperoure be content, ot whõ they ſayed they haue 
no cõmaundement in this behalfe. The pꝛoteſtantes alſo accept it vp: 
on condicion to ſignifye the ſame to theyꝛ Pꝛinces, whom it concer- 
neth to knowe, and haue willed them to wꝛyte to them hereof. wh 
thys oꝛder was takẽ, eter Maluãda, a doctour of Paris beginneth, 
the ſyꝛſte daye of Febꝛuarie, and in hys pꝛeface ſpeaking muche in the 
commendation of Themperoure, he diſcourſeth at large the article ol 
Juſtifycation after the ſcoole maner. But Bucer interruptinge hym, 
ſayde how that was agaynſt the lawe of the conference, a oꝛder pꝛel⸗ 
cribed by Themperoure:the confeſſion oftheyꝛ doctryne lyeth befoꝛe 
hym:he mape take the chapter ot iuſtiſycation, and yfhe haue oughte 
to ſaye agaynſte it, let hym confute it in oꝛder, 02 obiecte, and he ſhal⸗ 
be aunſwered. He neuertheleſſe pꝛocedeth, and ſo concludeth, that he 
attributety muche to freewyll, and ſayde that a man is not iuſtifyed 
by faythe onlye, but alſo by hope and charytie. The nexte daye Buter 
declareth, howe the article ol inſtifycation was accoꝛded in the talke 
at Regenſpurge a peare ſynce, and ſheweth what Themperoure and 
the reſydewe of Pꝛynces and ſtates decreed touchyng the ſame, and 
deſyꝛeth that theſame bee enrouled amonges the Recozdes. - 

Then lollowyng the oꝛder pꝛeſcrybed by Themperoure,herepeteth 
the ſame Artycle, and deuideth it into foure partes:that a man is not 
iuſtyfyed befoze God, thwwngh hys owne wooꝛkes oꝛ merytes, but to 
be freelye iuſtyfyed by Chꝛyſte, thzougye faythe, what tyme he be⸗ 
leueth bothe that he is reteyued vnto grace, and that _ — 
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02 Chꝛpſte are ſoꝛgeuen:ho we Chꝛiſte with hys deathe hathe made 
atpſfactio fo2 our ſynnes:that God doeth impute fayth,fozrighteouſ- 
nes. Theſe thynges he Doeth confy2me and declare by the teſtimonies 
ofthe ſcripture, a ſheweth in what thinges he agreeth with Malue- 
da and what not, and coafuteth hys arguinentes, After Baluenda, 
the Carmelite Billicus taketh place, and conkuteth amouges other 
thinges ſpoken ol Bucer, that alſo of tuſtification, and denyeth that 
euer it was accoꝛded. The. xiii.daye of Febꝛuarye, Maluenda aun⸗ 
ſwereth Bucer, and concludeth thele thꝛee thinges, that wozkes doe 
diſpoſe and pꝛepare vnto iuſtification that charytie is the fy2me tus 
ſtifping:that the wozkes ofmentuſtifyed doe accompliſſhe iuſtificatt- 
tion, and deſerue eternall lyfe. ndhyleſt they were treatynge aboute 
theſe matters,the.rv.daye of Febꝛuarie came Themperours letters, 


comaundyg them to receyue Julius Pflugies Biſſhop of Numburg; Pflugius as 
amonges the pꝛeſidentes, that the nomber of Collocutours and addi⸗ monges ths 
tours be not augmented with extraoꝛdinarye men, and that there be Pꝛelidentes 


none other ſcrybes appoynted, but ſuche as the pꝛeſydentes had cho⸗ 
ſen, that all pwomyſe to kepe ſplence by an other, and to vtter no parte 
ofthe conference to any man liutng;befoze it be repoꝛted to Thempe⸗ 
roure,and ſtates ol Thempire, that to the thynges accoꝛded eyther 
parte ſhall fubſcribe, and ſuche as remayne in controuerſie, to bee no⸗ 
ted with kewe woꝛdes. hen the letters were thus recyted, the pꝛo⸗ 
teſtantes aun wer amonges other thynges, that they can not obſerue 
that poynte ot᷑ ſo ſtrayte kepynge ofſplence, foz becauſe they are com⸗ 
maunded to aduertyſe theyꝛ Pꝛynces from tyme to tyme,ofthe ſtate 
ofthe dyſputation. no hereaboute was moche contention, whilelt the 
pꝛelydentes ſayde, they muſt follo we Themperours cõmaundement: 
And the Pꝛoteſtantes agayne alleaged that they myght not ſwarue 
from the commaundementes of theyꝛ Pꝛynces. herelfoꝛe the pꝛeſy⸗ 
dentes at the laſt, wꝛyte vnto Themperoure what theyꝛ requeſt was 
But in the meane ſeaſon the Duke ol Saxon who lyked not the con⸗ 
ditions of the diſputation, after he had hearde thereof,ſendeth foꝛ hys 
men home agayne, to vnderſtande the whole matter. And when they 


were gonne, Bucer the. xx. daie of Marche departeth alſo, to declare, Che colo⸗ 
what was doone, to the Lantzgraue. whichething the pꝛeſidentes quie pigo 
looke verye vnpatientely: And where they had befoze geuen ware- ned, 


nynge to ſuche as were pꝛeſente, to remayne ſtyll, no we, that diuerſe 
were ſlypped awape, they exhoꝛte and charge the reſte in any wyſe 
to attende Themperours aunſwer : But they ſaye, that ſeynge theyꝛ 
chefeſte fellowesare gonne, it is but inuayne, foꝛ them to tarye: Ind 
prthe diſputatyon ſhalt tontyne we. they pꝛomyſe not to bee abſente, 
The Payyſteg after warde in theyꝛ Bookes ſetfooꝛthe, rayle vp⸗ 
pon them betterlye fox the ſame cauſe —_ thoſe Bucer — 
A. at the 
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at the full, and what ſoeuer is to be ſayde of the iuſtifycationof man, 
he treateth moſte largelye. noyth the Ambaſſadours of the pꝛote⸗ 
, Ambala antes lente to Themperouretointreate foz the archebiſlhop of Cal, 
cn T _—_ lon, were ioynedthe Ambaſſadours of the Paulſgraueand the Mar; 
4 $6.7, ques of Bzandenbuzge.electours.Theffect of they: requeſt wag this, 
ſhop of Col. that Themperoure wolde referre hyscale , to the reſydewe of mats 
lon, ters of Belygion, and ſtape the pꝛoceſſe commenced byhysClergye: 
Foz yfany violence oz wzonge ſhalbe offeredhym, they ſygnifye,that 
they can not neglecte hym. wohan the Emperoure had hearde them 
at Utreyght the.rrvi.daye of Febzuarye,theſeconde daye ol March, 
he gaue them an aunlwer by Nauius,declarynge what good wyl he 
had bozne hym hytherto and howe frendely he had aduertyſed hym 
what he ſhoulde and oughte to doe, whyche he hathe contemptuouſly 
deſpyſed, truſtynge to a vayne appellation whyche can take no place: 
Neuertheleſle takynge theyꝛe Ambaſſade in good parte, fox that he 
ſuppoſeth it to pꝛocede ot a zeale of peate and reconcylement of Rei. 
gion, he is contente, the rather at theyꝛe requeſte, to vſe in thys mat⸗ 
ter, the aduyſe and Counſell of Pꝛynces in the nert aſſemblye at Re: 
genſpurge: no hyther he is no we ready to goe, and deſyꝛeth that they 
Pzynces wolde come thyther themlelues in lyke cafe: fox albeit he is 
troubled with ſyckenes, vet to thentente an ende of controuerſyes 
myghte once be had, he wyll refuſe no trauell and payne. 
Aboute this tyme dyedAlphouſus Daualus the Marques of iſ: 
, Care,gouernoureof Millane, and in hys place ſurceded Ferdinando 
Sendet Gonzaga,that befoze was Uicerope of Sitilte, I chewed you befor 
Pill ane. bob the Counſell was differred,at Trent vntill the Ides of March. 
Tuhither ſent the Biſſhopthze Legates John Marimoũtapne, Mar⸗ 
telle Ceruine, and Reinalde Poole, Cardinalles, thither came alſo ſr 
— Lag Themperoure, but not at the daye appoynted, James Mendoza, a 
the counlell Sbaniarde, who after he had ſpoken moche in the commendation ol 
of Erente. Themperoure, and ofhys greate good will and zeale towardes the 
Counſel, and the Churche ol Roome, he excuſeth hys abſence and pꝛo⸗ 
myſeth hys endenoure and furtheraunce in hys name, and where as 
the Biſſhoppes be not yet commen oute of Spayne whyche Them⸗ 
peroure called, he ſayeth it muſte be aſcrybed to the farre and payneful 
ioꝛney thys was during the aſſemblye of uSozines. The Cardinalles 
hereunto make aunſ wer, albeit they neuer doubted of Themperours 
zeale towardeg Religion, pet was thys oꝛation ofhys to them right 
acceptable. And in as much as the Biſſhop, the trew vytare of Chil, 
and ſucceſſoure ot Peter, Pꝛynce ot the Apoſtelleg, after conference 
had with Themperoure,hathe appoynted thys Counſell fozthere- 
fourmatyon of the Publicke weale, namelpe of Germanye they? 
trulte is that the Emperoure wyll ſee there bee nothynge decree 
BT. at 190! 
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at Woꝛmes concernynge relygion, but that al thyngesbe referred to 

the counſel: If it ſhoulde be otherwiſe, not only the auncient cuſtome 

of the churche, but allo the lawe bothe of God and man ſhould be in⸗ 

frynged. Moꝛeouer it ſhoul de be an euyll pꝛeſident, and wold deface 

the whole dignytye of the Counſell: I's touchyng hym ſelfe, hys pꝛe⸗ 

ſence and perſone is to them ryghte acceptable. Where therekoꝛe ma- 

ny were long oꝛ they came, nothing was done that yere, but that ter - _ 

ten Freres made ſermons to the Biſſhoppes, in the tyme ol Aduente. Benebinge 

The Byſſhop allo ſendynge foozthe a bull of indulgences at the Jdes 7 — 

of December,faycththat the miſerye of thys tyme is ſuche, by reaſon donnes. 

ol the ouerflowyng of hereſpes, that albeit he take neuer ſo muche la- 

boure, trauell, and payne foꝛ the common welthe, yet can he ſcarſelye 

ſatyſfye hym ſelfe:tyerfoze hath he called a counſel, that the woundes 

ofthe Churche myghte bee healed, whyche are made by wicked he⸗ 

retyckes: And becauſe the ſaluatyon of all men conſyſteth therin, and 

agayne, that the fathers of the counſell beynge holpen bythe pꝛayers 

okothers, maye to God be the moꝛe commended, he erhoꝛteth al men 

in generall, that immediately they frame themſelnes to repentaunce, 

tonteſſe theyꝛ ſynnes to the pꝛieſt, and that thꝛe dates in the weke they 

tame theyꝛbody with faſtynge, and the lame dayes to be pꝛeſente af 

the diuine ſeruice, oꝛ incaſe they be licke, a can not, than to geue ſome 

thing to the pooꝛe, and let the pooꝛer ſozte oſtymes ſaye ouer theyꝛ Pa- 

ter noſter, and after receyue the Sacrament. Anto al that obeye this, 

he graunteth pardon and remiſſion oftheyꝛ ſynnes, and comaundeth 

all Byſſhops, to declare theſe thynges to the people. After the ſeuenth 

daycof Januarye,whan the number of Byſſhoppes was wel increa⸗ The begyn⸗ 

ſed, they begannethe Counſell: And whan all were commen into the nyng ofthe 

Cathedꝛall Churche, and maſſe donne, the foꝛeſayde Cardinalles, the counlell. 

Byſſhop of Roomes Legates had an oꝛation to the fathers wzptten. 

wherin they declare ho we the counſell is called foꝛ thꝛee cauſes chie⸗ The ozatts 

fly, that hereſyes maye be weded vp by the rootes, that the dyſciplyne of the ropes 

ofthe Churche maye be reſtoꝛed, and that peace maye be recouered. Legates. 

And ſape howe the whole blame of all thyspꝛeſente talamptie, is to 

be unputed to the Clergie:foz what hereſies, warre oꝛ diſoꝛder ſoener 

there is, they haue geuen the ocraſyon of alltheſc euplles thzoughe 

theyꝛ auaryce,ambition,and naughtie lyuynge:therfoze is ittheiuſte 

ſudgment of God, that they are nowe thus contemned, troubled and 

afflicted, yet not actoꝛdynge to theyꝛ demetytes: fet thete is not one 

othem that dooeth his dutye, therefoze they admoniſſhe enerye man 

{0 acknowledge hys faulte, and ſtudie to appeaſe Goddes wꝛathe, re wat 

tough the repentaunce and amendemente of lyle, vſpng herein the ning cf Ele- 

krampie ot Efbꝛas, Mehemias andother Capptapnes, who at theyꝛ vzasand Ne- 
\ Slay, + retoarne, demias. 
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retourne,admoniſſhed earneſtly the people of Jſcael,that confeſſinge 
theirs and their kathers offences, they ſhoulde call to God for mercpe. 
Then come they to declare theyꝛ owne duty, whiche are Judges in 
thys caſe, howe theyoughte to be free and voyde from anger, hatred, 
frendeſhyp, and geue nothyng to alfections, but to aſcribe all honour 
vnto god only, who with his aungels beholdeth thys congregation, 
neyther can any mans thought be hidde from him:therfoꝛe muſt they 
woꝛke ſyncerely, and exhozte the ambaſſadours ot kynges and pꝛyn⸗ 
ces to do the ſame. After this ozation, was red the decree of theſinod, 
ꝗ decree of by John Fonſſeca biſſhop of Caſtremarine a Spaniarde. In thys al 
the edinode chꝛiſtians are warned, to amende theyꝛ lyfe, feare God, many tymes 
redde. confeſſe theyꝛ ſynnes. go ofte to churche and pꝛaie to God foz publicke 
peace: And that all Brſſhops and other pꝛiſtes be addicte to pꝛayer z 
alſo euerye ſeuenth daye at the leſte, whiche is called Sondape, ſaye 
maſſe and make interceſſion foꝛ the hygh biſſhop, foꝛ Themperoure, 
foʒ the whole com wealth, that they faſt mozeouer,x gene aulmouſe 
to the pooꝛe: That in the head churche there be maſſe ſonge weekelye 
bpon the thurſedate in the honour of the holy ghoſt, that in maſſe time 
almen be attentife vnto the pꝛieſte, and rekrapne talkynge: Moꝛeouer 
that the biſſhoppes leade a ſober life and not fare ſumptuouſſy at theit 
tables, and that they do eſchew all light and Idle talke, and vſetheir 
familie to do lykewyſe, that in ſpeakyng, in apparel, and al behauiour 
they maye ſhewe an honeſtie. And in as much as the Synnode hath 
thys reſpect chielly, how the darknes of errours a hereſpes, that haue 
ſo many yeres ouerwhelmed the earth, being dꝛyuen awaie, the light 
of the treuth mate ſhyne fooꝛth, al ther be warned, chiefly the learned 
ſozte,that they conſyder diligentlye with them ſelues, by what waye 
thys mape belt be bꝛought to paſſe: Ind that in geuyng they? voyces, 
they follow the decree of the cotiſell Toletane, that they do it modeſt 
lye, not clamourouſelpe, that they be not contentious, noꝛ obſtinate, 
but pzonounce all thynges temperately and quietly:there was an o- 
Che ſeconde ther ſitting the fourth daie of Febꝛuary. noherin was nothyng done, 
ſeſſion of the ſauing that they confeſſed the articles of the fayth, and a date appoin⸗ 
node. ted foꝛ the third metynge, the eyght of Apull. Fox they hearde of moe 
that were cõmyng, and therfoze thought good to tarye ſoꝛ them, that 
the Authoꝛit ie of theyꝛ decrees myght be ſomuche the more. wohyleſt 
Luther cho / thys was donne at Trent, Luther was ſent foꝛ, to go to the Erles of 
fen arbiter. Manſlelde, to ſet an agremente bet wirt them, which wer at contro- 
uerſie foꝛ a piece of lande: he had neuer accuſtomed to treate of ſuche 
alfapꝛes, and had onlye applyed hysſtudye all the dayes of hys ite: 
But becauſe he was bozne at Jflebie, which is a Towneof y Erles 
ofManſfelde,he coulde not but take ſo muche payne foꝛ them and fo? 


hys countrye.Befoꝛe he came to Iſlebie, whych was in the a —

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of Januarpe, he felte hym ſelfe ſkant well at eaſe: Pet did he accom- 
plylſhe the thyng he came fo2,and ſometyme pꝛeached in the churche, 
and receyued alſo the communion.But the.xvii.date of Febꝛuarie, he 
wared ſo2c ſicke in hys ſtomake: he had with him thee ſonnes, John, Lutber is 
Martin, Paulle, and certen others ofhts frendes,emonges them al⸗ ſicke. 

ſo, Juſtus Jonas, the miniſter of the churche at Halles: And thoughe 
he was weake, yet did he bothe dyne a ſuppe with the reſte. Mhyleſt 
they late at ſupper, ſpeaking of ſõdꝛy thinges, he moued allo this que⸗ 
{id among others, whether that in the life euerlaſting, we ſhal know 
one an other. And what time they were all deſyꝛous to learne that of

full of the holy ghoſt; repleniſſhed with the trew knowledgeof god, 
heſpake thus. In lyke maner ſhall we alſo in another lyfe be renew- 
ed by Chzyſt, and ſhall know moꝛe perfitly our parentes, wyues, chil⸗ 
dꝛen a what ſo euer is beſydes : than Adainthat tyme knewe Eue. 
Alter ſupper whan he went a ſide to pꝛaie ( as he was accuſtomed) the 
payne of his ſtomake began to increaſe. There by the aduiſe of certen 
he dꝛanke of an Unicoꝛnes hoꝛne in wine: After, he ſlept quietly in the 
trindle bed of the ſtowfe by the ſpace of an houre oz two. Than awas 
kyng,he goeth to hys chamber, and lateth hym downe againe to reſt, 
and biddyng hys frendes good nyghte, that were with hym, he wyl⸗ 
led them to pꝛaye to god, that he wold graunt vs to kepe ſtill the doc⸗ 
tryne ofthe goſpell: Foꝛ the Biſſhop,and the counſell at Trente are a 
woꝛkynge ſome great miſchiel: nohan he had thus ſayed, and al was 
hulhte, he ſlepeth a good whyle, but the foꝛce of hys diſeaſe increaſing 
vpon hym at after midnight he complayneth ofthe ſtraptenes of hys 
ſtomake, and perteyuing that thende of his lyle dꝛewe nere, he calleth 
to God with theſe woꝛdes. O god my heauenly father, and the father 
of oure Loꝛd Jeſus Chꝛyſt, God ofal conſolatiõ, J gene the thankes, 
that thou haft reuealed vnto me thy ſonne Jeſus Chꝛyſt, whõ J haue 
beleued, o hom J haue p2ofeſſed, whom J haue loued, whom J haue 
et fooꝛthe, honoꝛed, whom the Bully of Roome and al that wick⸗ 
ed tabel doe perſecute, and diſhonour: J beſeche thee my Loꝛd Jeſus 
Chꝛyſt, receyue my ſoule:my heauẽly father, although J be taken out 
ofthys lyle, albeit J muſt now leaue thys body, yet know J aſſured⸗ 
lp that J ſhall remayne with thee foꝛ euer, and that noman can take 
me out of thy handes. Not long after thys pꝛayer ſayde, whan hehad 
ones oꝛ twyle cõmended hys ſoule into the handes of God, as though 
he had fallen a ſlepe, by little and littelhe departeth oute of _ — 
without 
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withoute any paine ofhys body that could be perceyued. And thus he 

dyed in hys ownenatyfe countrey,whychche had not ſeeneofmanie 

yeres the. rviii.daye ol Febzuarye, to the greate lamentation ofma⸗ 

ny. The Erles ol Manſtelde were deſirous, that he myght haue ben 

buried in theyꝛ countrey, becauſe he was boꝛne there, but at the com⸗ 
maundemet of the Pꝛince electour, he was honoꝛably caried to wit⸗ 
temberge, and buryed the fyft daye after :of eres he was aboute xi 

Tuthers foz he was boꝛne the yeare of oure Loꝛde a thouſande iii. hondꝛeth 
birthe. foureſtoꝛe and three, the tenthe daye of Houember, of ryght honeſt x 
good parentes, John and Margarite:he learned hys kyꝛſt pꝛyncipleg 

at home, from thence beynge ſente to Waydeburge, and then to Jſe⸗ 

nacke, he farre excelled all hys fellowes. After he came to Erfozd,and 

gaue hym ſelfe wholie to the ſtudye of logicke, and Philolophye: And 

whan he had ben there a whyle, makyng neyther paretes noꝛ frẽdes 

priuie to it, he pꝛofeſſed hym ſelte into the College of Auſten Freres,z 

applyed all hys ſtudye to the ſcripture, foꝛſakyng the lawe, whyche he 

ſtudied befoze, That time was an Uniuerſitie newly erected at wit- 

temberge: wherefoze Stupicious,of whom mention is made in the 

| fyꝛſte booke, hauynge the charge hereok, bꝛyngeth Luther thyther to 
Tutber ſeit reade diuimtie. Than was Luther ſent to Roome by the conuente of 
to Reme. hys oꝛder, aboute a ſuite that hanged there in the lawe. Thys was in 
the pere of our loꝛd. M. D. r. han he was retourned home, thꝛough 

the motion of hys freudeg he commented Doctour, at the charges ol 

Luthers elo / Duke Fridericke. nohat foꝛce and plẽtie of eloquente was inhim, his 
auents in workes doe ſufficiently declare certenly the Dutchtoungue he beau⸗ 
*2: Dutche tifyed and enryched exceadingly, and hathe the chiefecommendation 
dongue. therin, and hathe tranſlated out ol the latin toungue, ſuch thynges as 
were thought vnpoſſible, and erpzeſſeth the matter with moſt apte x 

pꝛoper termes.and many tymes by one woꝛde he ſetteth befoze youre 

eyes the whole matter. He wꝛyteth in a certeine place of the Biſchop, 

howe he hathe polluted the Loꝛdes ſupper, and hathe alſo applied the 

maſſe to them that be dead:he ſayeth he hathe pearſed with hys malle 

not only in to all coꝛners of Chꝛiſtendome, but alſo into Purgatozye 

it ſelfe: but he vſeth the Dutche woꝛd, whyche repꝛeſenteth that noile, 

as is · wont to be made, whan a man doeth rattle oz ſhake together a 

nomber of dead mens bones, oꝛ caſt aboute amonges them, he was ol 

The inuin- courage inuincible. hat tyme he beganne lyꝛſte to pꝛeache agaynſt 
eble conga ; pardons, he knewe not what the matter mente, as he hym ſelle con- 
ele of Luther feſleth, and did that thing only, and therfoꝛe wꝛote than verey lowly, 
botheto the Biſſhop x others: but whan he had pzofited in the know⸗ 

ledge of ſcripture dayly moꝛe and moꝛe, and perceyued that his doc⸗ 
tryne was agreable to F ods woꝛde, he withſtode the violence ol hys 
enemies, æthe malice ot the whole would with a moſt ſtouite _ 
andlpke 
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and lyke awalle of Bꝛaſſe remayned ſtyll vnmouable, deſpyſynge all 
daunger. vo han Themperoure helde a counſell ofthe ſtates impery- 
allat Juſpurge,immediatelyafter he was crowned at Bononie, by 
Clement the ſeuenth, a terrible tempeſt was lyke to enkwe, as in the 
ſeuenth booke is ſpecifyed. Than did he coumkozt bothe hys Frendes 
pꝛiuatelp,æ all others openly, and applying to thys pourpoſe the. xlvi. 
Plalme. God ( ſayeth he) is oure ſure caſtell and Bulwarke:that olde 
enemye of mankynde, taketh the matter in hande now with all hys 
foxce and po wer, he layethto all hys munition: And indede our pow⸗ 
ers is but ſmall, neyther can we longe ſuſteyne ſq greate a violence: 
Howbeit that noble champion, whom core ſelfe hath choſen vn⸗ 
to hym, he hathe put on Armure, and fyghteth fox vs: It youaxe, who 
that is? knowe foꝛcertentie that he is that Jeſus Chꝛpſt, who muſte 
nedes haue the victoꝛy and conqueſt: And albeit the whole compaſſe 
ofthys wozlde be full of Deuilles, yet are we not alfrayde, but with a 
moſt aſſured confidence doe looke foz a iopefull ſucceſſe:Foꝛ althoy 
Sathangnaſſhe hys teethe, and rage neuer lo fierſely,yet ſhall he no⸗ 
thyng pꝛeuaple agayuſte vs: Foꝛ he is iudged already, and thzoughe 
the wozde only, fallethdowne all hys armure. Thys wozdeſhall not 
the aduerſaryes take from vs but will they nyll they, ſhall leaue it be: 
hynde them: Foꝛ he is in our tentes and armye, who with his ſpirite 
and gyftes defendeth vs: yfthey take awate lyfe, goodes, wife, chil- 
thüdꝛen, take it patiently: Foꝛ they winne nothyng therby, and foz vg 
is pꝛepared a kyngdome euerlaſtynge. This Palme, whiche at that 
tyme he applyed to relyene ſoꝛrowe and heuynes, whan he had tran⸗ 
ſlated it into the vulgare toungue, ſomethynge wꝛaſtynge the ſence, 
he made it alſo in metre, and ſet a note to it ver ye conſonant to the ar⸗ 
gument, and a mete tune to ſtyze vp the minde. And ſo euer ſynce that 
tyme thys Plalme hathe alſo been muche ſonge amonges all others. 
Ind that there was ſuche a decree made at Auſpurge, he aſcribeth all 
the blame therof,in a booke ſetfoozthe alter warde, to Clement the ſe⸗ 
uenth, and hys Legate Campegious:but ſpeaketh all honoure 
| and good of Themperoure, vohoſe name and authoꝛp⸗ 

tie they vſed loꝛ a clooke, and repozteth hym 

to bee — | 

* 
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niarde wente thyther with Bucer. He had ben 
S many yeres a ſtudent at Paris, in the diuinttie 
of the Sarbonites: but when he had red the 
boohkes of Luther and others and dilligentlye 
5 A ſtudied the ſcriptures, that doctryne began to 
1 ED ware vyle to him euery day moꝛe a moꝛe: And 
at the laſt to thentent he might pꝛolit ſo much the moꝛe, leauing Pa⸗ 
tis, he went to Geneua, where Caluine was miniſter ofthe churche. 
And whan he had there remained a while, went to Straſburge:and 
becauſe Buter perteiued in him much learnyng, and an erneſt zeale, a 
few monethes after, whan he ſhould go to the diſputation at Regen⸗ 
ſpurge, he moued the ſenate, to appoint him to be his companion and 
felow that ioꝛney. Commyng therfoze to Regenſpurge inthe moneth 
tiaze goeth of December, he goeth to this Peter Maluenda, whom he kneweat 
to Paluenda Paris. He as one amaſed, bewayleth d lamenteth to ſee him in thele 
parties, and that in the company ofthe Pꝛoteſtantes, whiche wiltri⸗ 
Fewe Spa- humphe moꝛe of one Spaniard allured vnto their opinion, than ola 
ntardes loue great meany thouſandes of Germanes. And therfoze begã to admo⸗ 
the Goſpell- niſh him that he wold haue a reſpect to his name x not ſo ſhamekullye 
ſtaine and ſpot his countrey and honeſt familie. Diazius aunſwereth 
hym modeſtly commendyng the Pꝛoteſtantes doctrine, and ſo depar⸗ 
teth fo2 that tyme. And 
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Jud wha he came againe a fewe daies after, as was actoꝛded, Mal⸗ 

uenda planteth al his oꝛdenaunce, that he myght, to put hym in feare: 

And ſpeaking many thingesof the authozitie ol the biſſhop of Roome 

he rekeneth vp at large, how daungerousa thing his curſe 1s.Xgain, 

decaule Themperoure ſhould come thyther ſhoꝛtely, he aduiſeth him, 

not to tary hys commyng, which perchaunce will be daungerous fox 

him, but counſelleth hym to goe mete him by the waxe, and fallinge 

downe at the leete of Themperours confeſſour, craue perdon fo hys 

offence, aud pꝛomiſleth to be a furtherance to hym herein. oherunto 

Diazius aunſwereth ſtoutely and thzoughlye : And fayeth howe the 

doctryne of the Pꝛoteſtantes is conſonant to the doctrine of the Apo- 

ſtels and ꝛophetes, and lamenteth the miſerye of Spaynehis natif 

countrey, which is in ſo great darkeneſſe: he rebuketh Maluenda and 

his fellowes which impugne the manifeſt veritie, and geue Thempe⸗ 

roure euill counſell, and erneſtly warneth hun to leaue, he refuſeth his 

counſell, and ſheweth hym how he wyl, through Gods helpe pꝛofeſſe 

thys holſome doctryne, and wyll refuſe no daunger of hys ipfe theres 

loꝛe. han Maluenda ſawe hym ſo ſtrongelye confyꝛmed, thy com- 

myng hither ( ſayeth he) is in vayne: Foꝛ here ſhalbe nothing determi⸗ 

ned. And yt you liſte to doe any good open ly, as you ſeme to boaſt, vou 

ſhoulde haue gone to Trente. After this metinge, Diazius came no⸗ 

moꝛe in hys company. But Maluenda, wꝛyting his letters to Them⸗ 

perours cofeſſour repeteth the whole matter, and erhozteth him moſt 

erneſtly, to helpe the diſeaſe in tyme. hen thele letters were delyue⸗ 

red, there was a Spantard by, Parquina, whiche came lately from 

Roome. no ho vnderſtandyng the accuſation,beganne to excuſe Dia⸗ Sargutns 

ʒius, whom he knew verye wel. And after a few dayes he retourneth ercuſeth Dis 

home agayne, and declarech the matter to Diazius bꝛother, Alphon⸗ ae. 

ſug, a Lawyer at Roome, what he had hearde of Themperours con⸗ 

feſſour. JInthe meane ſeaſon Diaz ius went from Regẽſpurge to Nu- 

burge a Towne of Otto Henrythe Paulſgraue, ſtandyng by the Rt- 

ter of Thonawe twelue myles aboue Regenſpurge: the canſe of hys 

goynge thyther, was to ouerſee the coꝛrection of a boske that Bucer 

ſent thyther to be pꝛynted. Nys bꝛother Alphonſus kyndled with the 

tale of Warquina;#haply alto with the letters of ſom others beſides, His b:other 

immediately pꝛepareth him ſelſe to take his ioꝛney, and in greate haſt 4lpbonie co⸗ 

cometh kirſtty Auſpurge, and from thence to Kegenſpurge. Ind wha ech into er- 

he vnderſtode, whete Diazius was, he haſteth thpther; And to hym 

that marueled not a lyttell at his ſodan comming detlareth the cauſe. 

Ifcerhe vſeth in a maner the ſelfe ſame argumentes x reaſons, as did 

Maluenda at Regenſpurge: han he had aſſayed that in vayne he he tray- 

pꝛomiſeth hym a greate yerely penſion out ot hys benefyceg ſo that he toꝛous mind 
wil goe with him to Roome: n ohen that wolde take no place * of Alx bone. 
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Aftet certen dayes, he confeſſeth himſzife to be vanquiſſhed, and fap⸗ 
neth as though he loued the doctrine of the goſpel, and erhozteth him, 
that leauing Germany,whith hath aboundance ol learned men, and 
nedeth not hys trauell he wolde goe with him into Jtalye where he 
maye p2ofit many. Firſt they ſhall come to Trent, there be manpmen 
ofſingular learuynge and iudgement, which wilbe right glad of hyg 
companp:aſter they will goe to Roome and Naples, ſo ſhall it come 
to paſſe, that when many ſhalbe ryghtly inſtructed of hym in ſondꝛye 
plates in Italye, by this occaſpon the ſame doctryne mape beſet foꝛth 
alſo in Spapne:therloꝛe he pꝛapeth and beſecheth hym, to follow his 
aduiſe herein :he pꝛomiſeth to beare all hys charges, and what ſo euer 
is nedefull beſydes. Diazius ſtriken with great ioye and gladnes re⸗ 
toyſethbothe foz hys owne cauſe, and allo foꝛ hys bꝛothers: And ſen⸗ 
dyng his letters to Regenſpurge, vnto Buter and the reſt requpꝛeth 


do haue theyꝛ counſell. They wꝛite agayne, and admoniſſhe hym, that 


Alphonſeres 
fourncth to 


he goe not with hym.ndherfoze Alphãſus put quite beſyde that hope, 
deſpꝛeth hym at the leſte wile to goe with hym as farre asYulpurge, 
Whpleſt this gere was abzewyng, Bucer commeth to Nnburge,in- 
tendynge to goe home, as befoze is ſapde, and counſelleth hym not to 
ſturre one foote thence. And hehimſelfe departeth not befoze Alphon⸗ 
ſus was gon; whiche was the. xxv.daye ol Marche. But the daye bes 
foe that Alphonſus went thẽce, he talked with his bꝛother moſt curs 
toiſely,he exhoꝛteth hym vnto conſtancie, ⁊ thynketh hym ſelfea hap⸗ 
pye man, which hath pꝛofited ſo muche in a fewe dapes, thꝛoughe hys 
talke, in the trewe knowledge of God:he pꝛayeth hym, that he wolde 
wꝛyte vnto hymolte:and pꝛomileth all good wyll, and cauſeth hym 
to take.xiiij. Duckates, whether he wolde oz noe, and thus with ſhe- 


ding ofteares on eythtr ſyde, he departeth. riding in a wagon to Juſ⸗ 


purge, ſire myles from Auburge. The next daye tarying and lettinge 
the wagoner, by flattering wooꝛdes and rewardes that he myght be 


Nuburge to before hym, taketh the ſame waye that he came, and bying an hatchet 
—1 b:o- bythe waye ok a Carpenter, the.xxbii.daye of Marche in the dawes 
er. 


nyng ofthe daye he commeth agayne to Zuburge, and leauynge hys 
hoꝛſes without the gate, with the poſte ol Auſpurge, whõ he bꝛought 
with hym, he goeth into the Towne, artompanped with his mana 
murtherer, and commeth to hys bzothers lodging. His ſeruant leſt he 


ſhould be ſtreyght waies knu wen, had put on the apparellofa meſſe 


ger, that poſteth with letters, and going befoze knocketh at the doꝛe, 

and axeth foꝛ Diaʒius, vnto whom he hath letters: Ind being let in 

goeth vp to hyschamber, but Alphonſustarped benethe at the ſtayꝛe 

foote, watching, that no man ſhoulde let theyꝛ enterpꝛiſe. Didzius a 

wakyng, and hearpyng ſape that a meſlenger was commen from hys 

bꝛotcher, leapeth out ot his bed, and hauynge nothyng vpon 1 
0 
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1r3 clooke caſte aboute hym, and hys nyghte gere, goeth fooꝛthe into 

a dynyng Chamber next where he laye. By and by commeth he with 

the letters, and delyuereth them:it was ſkarce lyght daye. The effect 

of the letters was this. Howe he was verye carefull foꝛ the daunger 

he was in:let hym be well ware of Maluenda, a ſuche other enemies 

of the Goſpell.ndhyleft Diazius was readynge this, the Murtherer 

tandpng behynd his backe, letteth deyue athim with an hatchet that | 
he had hyd vnder hys clooke, with all hys myght, a ſtrake him in on = — 
the ryght ſyde of hys head vp to the healue . ſo that he hauing ſodainly -' abe e 
hys bzaynes thus clouen a ſonder, neuer ſpake woꝛde. The murtherer ; 
leaueththe Are ſtickyng ſtyll in the wounde,and getting hym quick 
ly downe the ſtayꝛes immediatlye with the pꝛincipall his maſter ha⸗ 
ſteth out ofthe Towne. There leaping vpon theyꝛ hoꝛſes, that were 
ready beloꝛe the gate, when they were comen with exceadyng great 
ſpede to Bothmey, which is a bayting Towne in the mid wape bee- 
twirt Auburge and Aulpurge, takyng freſhe hoꝛſes, whiche they had 
leafte there pourpoſely, they come to Auſpurge. In the ſame chamber | 
with Diaztus ded ly, dne Claudius Cenatcleus, a ponge gentteman Claudius 
of Sauoye. But the murther was fo ſecretly done that he in the nerte denacleus. 
chamber perceiued nothing, vntil ſuche time as he hearde the ſpurres 

ſtrize on the ſtayꝛes whan the murtherer ranne haſtely downe. Tha 

he arpſyng, came foꝛthe, and ſawe that miſerable and heuy ſight: the 

hzute of his miſcheuous dede, and facte moſte horrible, was immedi⸗ 

ately ſꝛed abꝛoade thꝛoͤughout Muburge, and diuerſe of the pzinces 

ſeruauntes that loued Diazius, tooke their hoꝛſes and purſued aſter 

them: whan they were cõmen to Juſpurge and coulde not ſynde the, 

being cleane out of hope, they determine to retourne backe agapne: 

But one of them, whiche was elder and ſtouter than the reſte called 

Michell herffer, rideth fozthe , with wonderfull ſpede, and as they 

were at reſt in a village, ſoꝛ werines oftheir ioꝛney, he getteth befoze 

them,x came ſonner than they to Inſpꝛucke, 4 declareth the whole 

matter to the Maieſtrate: And whan they came alſo not longe after 
he tauled them to be appꝛehended, and atculeth them of murther, and 
wiiting to his Pꝛinte Otto Henry counte Palatine, aduertiſeth hym 
where and howe they were taten. nohervponthe Pꝛince ſent two ol 
his counſellours frõ Nuburgeto Inſpꝛncke to playde the cafe They 
taking poſte hoꝛſeg came thither at the kalendes of pull, and toput 
the matter out of doubt, they bꝛing with them the night cappe of Dia 
nus the bluddy hatchet tyat ſle we him, and his bꝛothers letters. But 
toloe they came there Alphõſus had gotẽ leaue to wꝛite to his frẽdes 
n what cafe he ſtoode. The ſecond day of Apꝛill, whan the Imbaſla⸗ 
dourg of Auburge were comen before the magiſtrate e had — 
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hym of the whole matter they requyꝛed that they myghte bee put to 

executyon, oz yfthey wyll ſtande in the denyall of the facte, that they 

might be racked. The magiſtrates referred the matter to other iudg⸗ 

es. When they came befoze them, the murtherers were permitted to 

take aduocates to pleade ſoꝛ them:by thoſe was the matter differrey 

from day to daie: At the laſt were the plaintiues commaunded,to er⸗ 

e, hibite theire accuſation in Latin and in Spaniſſhe: After thys came 

. _ — Themperours letters, as he went to Regenſpurge, wherin they were 
foz a paracl- commaunded to ſurceaſe and let the pꝛoceſſe alone:foz he and his bo 
de. ther will haue the hearyng of the matter at Regenſpurge. whethey 
coulde obteyne none other aunſwer,Otto Henry and the electour of 

Palatine intreate the Senate of Jnſpzinke, vpon a ſufficient pledge 

to ſend the defendauntes to Nuburge where the murther was com- 

mitted: but they make their excuſe by Theperous letters. ndhat time 

thys murther was donne, Themperoure came to Spyer, goynge to 
Kegenſpurge, and by the waye, as he was at Bipounte, whyche is a 

Cbẽperoure Towne of Pꝛynce Wuolfangus the Paulſgraue, his wile, the Latz⸗ 
viſiteth the graues Daughter, lave in Chylde bed: whom Themperour went to 
Lantzgraue viſyte , and geuyng her moſte gentle and comfoꝛtable woozdes,dea- 
bys daugh- leth great rewardes amonges her women: but hauyng no wooꝛthye 
ter. gyfte readye at hande togeue the Ladye her ſelfe, he ſendeth it backs 
from Spier, whyther he came at the ende of Marche. The Lantz⸗ 

graue was admoniſſhed by Rauius (as befoꝛe is ſayde)to mete with 
Themperoure by the waye goyng to Regenſpurge : the ſame wooꝛd 

was ſent hym by Gꝛanuellan, in rhe moneth of Febzuarye, whan the- 

peroure was at Utrecht vpon the Maſe. Wherkoꝛe receiuing ſaufec- 

The Lantz- duite of Thẽperoure, he came to Spier. Thither came alſothe Paull⸗ 
mech to thz, Jr aue Electour, and wyllyam Manſbach, ambaſſadour to the Dube 
peroure. Of nOy2temberge, this was the. rxviii. daye of Marche. Than goeth 
the Lantzgraue to Themperoure, and talkynge with hym pꝛiuately, 

by his Chauncelour, whan he had tolde him the cauſe, and occaſion ol 

hys comming: It is not in one place, noꝛ in Germany only, but allo in 

foꝛeine Nations repoꝛted, moſte myghty Emperoure, that thꝛoughe 

the Byſſhop ol Roomes pꝛocurement, vou ſhulde mynd great diſplea- 

ſure tothe Pꝛoteſtantes: There goeth abzut alſo that at the conclu⸗ 

ſyon of the peace, vou chuld haue perſwaded the French kyng to ayde 

you in punniſſhyng the ſame: Moꝛeouer, that you ſollicite the Turke 


foz a trewes, that you may ſo muche the eaſelyer, bꝛynge youre pour- - 


pos to paſſe, andtherefoze (they ſaye) the Biſhop hathe called and 
comaunded a counſell, that vpon the decrees made in hafte, the mat- 
ter myght be put in execution:a it maketh vs the rather to think this 
repoꝛt to be trewe, to ſee howe erneſtly and buſply the ſuite — 


— 
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inſte the Archebiſſhop of Collon. And certenly, foꝛaſmuche as we 
haue ayded you chargeablye againſt the French kyng and the Turk; 
and offered to doe moꝛe, as was declared at Spier, becauſe we haue 
donne moꝛe alſo then euer our aunceters were accuſtomed,mozeouer 
maſmuche as you haue graunted vs large warrauntes concerninge 
the peate and the law, bothe at Kegenſpurg x at Spier, thele thinges 
chaunce to vs now beyonde all expectation. Net we truſt,that befoze, 
you departe out of Germany,you wyll cauſe that relygion be eſtabli⸗ 
wed, alter the pzeſcripte of Goddes wooꝛde; by a pzouinciall counfell 
of Germany,and in caſe the diſſention can not be thioughly acroꝛded, 
pet that the peace whiche was pꝛomiſed vs at Spier, vou wold com- 
maunde to be wholy obſerued, in ſuche wyſe, as it bee neyther chann⸗ 
ged noꝛ taken awaye by the Decree of any counſ ell. 
 Þereunto Themperoure aunfwereth by Nauins;Howe ſondꝛie 
tepoꝛtes haue commen to hys cares of them alſo, that they ſhould at⸗ 
tempte ſome enterp2yſe,yet wolde he not credite the ſame,eſpeciallye 
after he had hearde hys letters, wꝛitten to Rauius, and nowe alſo 
beleueth it muche leſſe: As concernynge that whyche he ſpake ol the 
Frenche kynge, there is no man able to pꝛoue it: he hathe peaſe with 
him only, and nothynge els : It is the guiſe of Fraunce to bꝛaue and 
dꝛagge ol matters that bee vñyne: he moued the Turke of a trewes, 
thielly fot the loue of Germany: fo ſeyng that in ſondue aſſemblyes ol 
Thempire, they complayned of the greate charges, and the pouertye 
ofthe people, he thought this the beſt waye to relyeue them, that du⸗ 
ryng the tyme of the trewes, they myght conſulte, how to make war 
agaynſte him, and to ſet an oꝛder in Religion: but herein as pet, is no⸗ 
thyng determyned, foꝛ hereofmuſt he conferre with hys bzother Fer⸗ 
nando:the Counſell, which they haue ſo many yeres requyꝛed ofhim, 
dq nowe thꝛoughe hys greate ſuite and labour, aſſembled: Ind what 
lo euer he hathe done therin, he hathe donne it of a good affettyon to 
the publicke weale: And where ſome perchaunce taketh it other wiſe, 
it is not well donne ofthem:he hathe vſed the Archebilſhop of Collon 
frendiye,but he coulde abyde no delaye at all: nohat is hys pꝛeparatp⸗ 
on to warre, he ſeeth pꝛeſẽtly:there is no man with him, but his houf- 
holde ſeruauntes, neyther doeth he gather any power: And the cauſe 
whie he ſent foꝛ him, is for that he ſuppoſeth him to be a man that deſt- 
teth peace: And therfoze requireth him, to declare his fantaſye; howe 
Relygion may be appeaſed,o2 what he thinketh maye be obteyned of 
his fellowes.Ind ikhe liſt not now, he wil appoint ol his toũſel to cõ⸗ 
lerre with him in matter. Thẽ the Lantzgraue ſpeaking himſelfe,yf 


t laye in me, noble Emperoure to dde anye thynge foꝛ the welthe ol Tbe Lantz 


Setmanye , and maynteynyge ol Amptpe beetwene you and the graue totte⸗ 
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fates of Thempire,certenly J wold lpare no paines, ſoꝛ this canſe 
chiefly came J hither : Jwiſſhed ſurelye to haue had ſome moe ol my 
fellowes here, but that could not be foꝛ ſhoztnes of tyme. The Duke 
of Hard is to farre of, and James Sturmius is troubled with ſick; 
nes: I beleue ryghte well that yon haue hearde ſondꝛpe repontes, but 
doubteles the trewthe is ſo as Þ wiote to Nauius, foꝛ there was no 
tonſuttation had agaynſt you at Frankefurte, but we treated onlie, 
howe we myght bothe perſeuer in dure relygion,and alſo repulſevns 
iuſte violence. Of the — was ſhewed vs, that fo: the affl⸗ 
nitie ol the Duke of Oꝛleans, the king had pꝛomiſed you ayde againſt 
vs: Many wiſe me matueled, that you ſued to the Turke for trewes, 
and ſuppoſed that no lyght cauſe moued you ſo to doe, eſpeciallyr ha; 
uyng peace with the Frenche kyng:but now foꝛalmuche as you ſape 
it is done foꝛ the common welthes ſake, J hanenothyng to obiette a; 
gainſt it: Foꝛ Germany had nede longe ſynce to haue ben vnburthe⸗ 
Whatcom, ned ol ſuche charges: we deſy2ed a counſell, the tre weth is fo, but the 
ſell the Pꝛo. {ame to be — — holded in Germany: And why we doe not 
teſtantes de· eſteme thys of Trent to be ſuche, we did lufficientlye declare it vnto 


ſpzed. yon at Mooʒmes:Foꝛ toſhewe any waye howe to atcoꝛde relygion, 
F maye not, withoute the aduiſe ofmanye fellowes, and J perceyue 
well I ſhould haue but ſmall thanke of neyther partie:yet will J not 
refuſe to conferre with your counſell herein, ſo it be not pꝛeiudiciall.J 
haue in dede no hope in the counſel, where all others ſecluded, the bil 
ſhoppes onlye, and ſuch others as be the Biſſhop of Roomes ſwoꝛne 


men ſhall determyne all thynges, but J ſuppoſe a ſynode ol Germany 

ſhulde not be vnp2ofitable:fo2 as yet other nations differ muche from 

vs in opinions and doctrine. And the thyng is ſo farre entred in Ger 

manp, that it can not be altered:Therfoze werethere nothyng better 

than pf you woulde permit relygion there to be free, vet ſo, as all men 

ſhulde obſerue the peace. J ſuppoſe, vou oꝛdeyned the colloquie at Re- 

Fteers be genſpurge of a verye good intent, but J heare by ſom that were pꝛe⸗ 
ditarbersef lent, howe there be certen bitter Freers, which call agayne in queſty⸗ 
peace. on, the articles already atcoꝛded, and be ofſo na e a lyfe withal, 
that there is no good to be looked for at they: handes. The Irchebil- 

ſhop of Collon is doubteles a goodman : And what ſo euer he dooeth 

in thys matter, he ſuppoſeth it to bee hys dewtye, eſpecyallye / th the 

decree of Regenſpurge inioyned hym to refourme his Churche: And 

that retoꝛmatið, he cauſed to be made as temperately as might be,ta- 

The beke of king awaye no moꝛethã was nedeful,x in the church goodes he altes 
ret: mation red verte littel. And his boke is agreable to the holy ſcripture, # cofir- 
*tTollon. med withthe teſtimonies of the auntient Doctours Tertultä, Auſte, 
ubzoſe a others which wer nerer the time ofthe — a” 
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if any violence ould be oftered hym foꝛ thys matter, the ſame might 
he awarnynge to others, that had altered agreat deale more. (Than 
czyeth Themperoure) J leauethe treatyof Franckfurte, ſoꝛ Jneither 
beleued the tales that wer tolde me neyther haue J geuen ante occa⸗ 
yon that it ſhoulde fo be. And J haue not pꝛocured the counſell fox o⸗ 
ther intent, then to pꝛokite the common welth, not mynding, that yfa- 
nythyng be there decreed, there ſhuld any wꝛong be donne to the pꝛo⸗ 
teſtantes therfoꝛe:foꝛ euen foꝛ this cauſe was appointed the conferẽce 
at Regenſpurge, the beginnyng wherof was very well, in caſe it had 
gꝛoceded. The Archebyſſhop of Collon, albeit he had pzomiſed to ſur⸗ 
ceaſe and differ the matter, pꝛocedech neuertheleſſe, and that by rigoꝛ, 
and compulſton, he putteth out the ozdinary curates, and putteth ino⸗ 
thers at hys pleaſure, he handeleth the Clergye extremely, he ſtayeth 
and witholdeth the rguenewes and cuſtomes ofthe Chanons, and is 
to pꝛeciſe in all thynges, ſo that J am conſtrayned, to aſſiſt the Clergie 
tomplaynynge vnto me of theyꝛ iniuryes:that the talke betwene you 
and my counſellours ſhoulde not be pꝛeindiciall therwith am J well 
tontented. Hereunto againe the Lantzgraue, that you beare ſo good 
an affection to wardes Germany, and my league frendes, moſt victo⸗ 
tous Emperoure, J am ryght glad and ioyful, and beſeche God that 
you mape perſeuer herein: And ſurely yf accoꝛdyng to youre excellent 
wyſedome, vou doe well conſyder, and waye with your ſelfe, what a 
tommoditye Germanye is to youre magnikicence, to youre Realmes 
and pꝛouinces, vou ſhall ſynde, that there is nothyng moꝛe to be wiſh⸗ 
ed foꝛ then that all ſtates ſhoulde bee glad ol pou theyꝛ ſupꝛeme Ma⸗ 
giſtrate: And that you agayne maye haue them ſtyll louyng and obe⸗ 
dient, Foz certenly yf it foꝛtune, that Germany ſhoulde be weakened, 
the ſame wylbe chiefly to poure diſcommoditie: Ind as touchpng my 
Loꝛde of Collon, the matter ſtandeth euen ſo as J ſayde befoze :Jn- 
almuche as he is a Sheparde, he wolde fayne haue hys flocke fedde 
with good and holſome foode: And thynketh hys dutye to be no leſſe. 
Therefoze hathe he cauſed a fourmethereofto be ſet ſooꝛthe: And they 
that are nowe hys aduerſaryes, were at the begynnynge moſte gre- 
dye of this refozmatyon:and now it is commen to paſſe, they refule it, 


and dꝛawe backe warde. Here themperoure interruptynge, ah ( ſapeth The Arche. 
be what ſhulde that good man reſourmeẽhe ſcarſelpe vnderſtandeth bilthop or 

any Latyn: And in alhys lyfe he neuer ſayde but thzee maſſes, wherof C9119 is ac- 
Jheardtwo my ſelfe:he is not learned. But he readeth ouer diligẽtly coumpted 
the Germane bookes,(ſayethþ Latzgraue )a as J am wel aſſured, he valearned. 


bnderſtadeth religiõ. Againe theperoure:to refourme is not to bꝛing 
in à new faith a religion. Neyther doeth he ( ſayeth the Lantzgraue) 
graunt, that he hath receyued a new Kelygion, but he hathe renewed 

Tt. iii. that olde 
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that olde,that was leafte of Chzyſt and hys Apoſtles: And where he 

hath diſplaced certen Curates ofthe churche, and placed others, the 

ſame aperteyneth to hys charge a office. Foz yfthe perſon be anaugh⸗ 

ty lyuer, oꝛ vnlearned, it is ſurely the Biſſhops parte to ſubſtitute an 

other in hys ſteade, that is fyt foz it: Foz within the iuriſdictiong of 

diuers Biſſhoppes many churches lye Uacant, as J am able to (aye, 

beyng deſtitute of Curates, where the people are fedde with no kind 

of doctryne, noꝛ gouerned by nodilcipline,but lyke bꝛute beaſtes lyue 

Tbe igno- a barbarous and diſſolute lyfe; where he hathe taken ſomwhat ol his 
T of the Clergye, he hath thys reaſon foꝛ hym, that he imployed a greate ſome 
la of reg / ol golde on the Turkiſſhe and Frenche warres. Andit is the maner 
<yng, ol Thempire, that the Pzince ſhal fox this caule, commaunde his ſub; 
tectes to paye:therefoze thys thynge Deſerueth no blame at all: And 

where it tscommonlye bꝛuted, that he did this foꝛ relygion, that had 

hys aduerſaryeginuented to bꝛynge hym in hatred. The nexte daye 

at the Paulſegraues lodging, mete the Lantzgraue,Gzanuella, Na- 

Atommuni- uius, and Maſbacke. There Nauus began the talbke, ⁊ repeteth ſome 
cation of the parte of Thẽperours comunicationthe dape befoze,declareth wher⸗ 
Latzegrane foze they are nowe mette,and ſheweth howe deſpꝛous Themperoure 
andotvers. ig of peace,and where foz the ſame cauſe he appoynted aconference at 
Regenſpurge he ſayeth the diuines wet a waie. Then aunſwered the 
Lantzgraue that of they departure from thence, as yet he knoweth 
nothyng,but the Duke of Saron and he were aduertiſed by letters, 

what vnreaſonable condictons were offered them at the begynning, 

whan they might neyther haue they? ſcrybes to wꝛyte, noꝛ ſeethe co- 

pye of the treaty,noz yet be permitted to wꝛite any thyng home:they 

Freers vile hearde alſo howe vntemperately the Freers that were collocutours 
- rte and handled the matter, which both wolde ouer thꝛowe the articles that 
eat neng. were there befoꝛe reconciled, and tooke awapye all hope of concozde, 
and with the diſhoneſt examples of life, where offenſe to many: he⸗ 

ther theire diuines departed therloꝛe, being in diſpayꝛe of the matter, 

as yet he knoweth not, but certenly they were not called thente. The 

talked Gꝛanuellan, and fyꝛſt ſpeakyng much ol Themperoures good 
nature, and loue of peace, he partely excuſed that of the condicions of 

the diſputation: And where they were pꝛohibited to ſygnifye oughte 

home, he ſayeth that was done without Themperours commaunde⸗ 
ment. There the Lantz graue erhozting,that theſe thynges ſet a ſide, 
they wolde come tothe pꝛelent matter, commendeth the decree made 


at Spier in the pere paſte concernyng peace, and oꝛder of lawe, and | 


declareth that a pzouinciallcounſell of Germany, were moſte erpedi- 
ent to accoꝛde and quyetReligion,and in almuch as Italyang, Spa- 
niardes, Frenchemen, diſſent ſo karre from the Germanes doctryne, 


in hys opynion a generall counſel ſhuld be to little porpos. Hot with⸗ 
ſtandynge 
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ſtandyng how ſoeuer the matter fall, and though none agrement can 
be made, yet ſhe weth he how they ought to oblerue the peace. a that 
the decree ol Spier mighte not be aboliſſhed: Foꝛ now was the ſtate 
ofrelygion ſuche in Germany, that Whoſo wolde aſſaye to extinguiſh 
it, muſte diſtroye innumerablethouſandes. ndhyche ſhoulde be bothe 
an erceading great loſſe to Themperoure, whom the fozce of Germa⸗ 
ny hathe auaunced, ⁊ alſo to other nations, that loue them not, chiefly 
the Turkes,a greate reioyſing and commoditie. The decree of Spi⸗ 
er, ſaveth Granuellã, was made but foꝛ a time, nepther was the fault 
in Themperoure, that it was of no moꝛe foꝛce:but whom it was log 
on, it is kno wen well enough: In pꝛiuate counſelles of ſeuerall naty⸗ 
ons, ther hath ben redꝛeſſe made only of vices a maners, but of faithe 
and religion, no mention made. And now are all thinges full of diſſẽ⸗ 
tion and ſectes, where touching the faythe, all are not of one opimts; 
Wherloꝛe this diſceptation concerneth not only the Germanes, but al 
other chꝛyſten people in lyke caſe: The moſte parte ofthe Diuines are ©. 
frowarde men, ſtubburne, and obſtinate, with whom the caſe can not aupburne « 
be dipatched : Therfoze muſte pꝛynces and noble men be at the ſkan- gpninare, 
nyng therof, and a certen meane waie in relygion founde oute: foꝛ you 
your ſelues do not permitte religion to be free: Fo ſuche as are of a 
contrary opinion to vou, are puniſſhed with impuſonment and by the 
purſe. And ſeeyng Themperoure deſpꝛeth chteflya concoꝛde, he maye 
in no wyſe graunte that thyng, which is vngodly: Foz yf all thynges 
were permitted to the common people, Than choulde not the Magi⸗ 
ſtrate liue in ſaftie. doe vn wiſely ( ſayeth the Lantzgrane)to reaſon 
ofſo weightie matters, my fellowes beyng abſent:notwithſtanding, 
by cauſe the matter is not hand led to any pꝛeiudice J wyll pzocede: 
ſuppoſethat Themperoure madethe decree of Spier foza good intẽt, 
and where the aduerſaries of the ſame, were then content to ſufferit, 
and ſo pꝛomiled they maye not nowe go backe with theyꝛ wozdes:A- 
gayne, inaſmuch as we gaue Themperoure ſtronge ayde agaynſt the 
ftenche kinge, we truſte ſurely, that the thyng, that was then agreed 
bpon, and confirmed with ſeales, ſhal not be bꝛoken. Mozeouer, there 
is nothyng that ought to let a pꝛouinciall counſel:Foꝛ we pꝛofeſſe the 
lame laythe that the Apoſtles, the counſell of Nice,# Athanaſius did, 
and oure diuines are agreed vppon the chiefe and pꝛincipall articles: 
ther was in dede a controuerſie amonges them cõcernyng the loꝛdes 
upper, but the ſame is nowe appeaſed:foz there is none but confeſſeth 
that the body and biud of Chꝛiſt is there truly reteyued: There be an- 
abaptiſtes, Dauidians, and J know not who beſydes, whom in dede 
we doe punniſh. Therloꝛe is it not nedeful that foꝛeine nations ſhulde 
bepꝛeſent when theſe thinges ſhalbe determined neuertheleſſe, if they 


gaue themſelueg to the knowledge of the trueth, it were chieflye — — 
wiſhe 
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wiſhed foꝛ: That certen meane opinions ſhuld be eſtablyſhed, a that 
by men of honour. I doe not greatly reſiſt, vut I thinke that cã hard⸗ 
ly be donne with out diuines: but if the ſincere pꝛeaching of the goſpel 
and the whole ſupper ofthe Loꝛd, and the marriage ofpueſtes might 
be permitted, as in tyme paſte Paphuntius perſwaded in the counſel 
Nicene, J ſuppoſe a concozde might be eſtabliſſhed: J know no plate, 
where men be conſtrayned to come to oure religion: we do not ſuffer 
a contrary and a ſondꝛpy doctryne in the ſelfe lame place, but we com: 


pell no man, kyll no man, noꝛ ſpoyle hym ot hys goodes: And in caſe 


men ot our relpgion myght remayne harmeles in your dominiõs, and 

might haue they: Churches ſeuerally, aſſuredly J coulde be contente 

fo: myne owne parte, to ſuffer youres to haue theyꝛ Churches in lyke 

caſe, with in my rule and dominion: but foꝛalmuche as you wyll not 

graunt to the ſame, we deſpꝛe allo to haue oure doctryne cquiualente: 
Therefo:e looke what J ſayde betoꝛe ofthe decree of Spier, and the 
pꝛouincyall Counſel of Germanie, the ſame doe J take to be beſt now 
alſo.Jfthere bee any man, ſayeth Gꝛanuellan, in all the woꝛlde, that 

loueth peace, aſſuredly it is Themperoure, who indede foꝛ theBiſhop 

of Roomes pleaſure, wyll not ſwarue one heare bzeadthe from equy⸗ 

tye: He hath kept allo the decree ol Spier, not without the greate ol⸗ 

fence ofthe other partye, and alſo ofthe Biſchop. Nea, Nauius and J 

doe ſuſtayne no ſmal diſpleaſure foꝛ the ſame cauſe: In a Counſellpꝛo⸗ 

uinciall, cannot ſee who ſhuld be Judge: Foꝛ al men doe not vnder- 

ſtand the ſcripture after one ſoꝛte. And becauſe that in the Conference 

of learned men, there appereth ſmal hope, doubtles ſom othermeanes 

muſte bee founde : Some Articles are in dede accoꝛded, but agayne 

there be moe pet in cõtrouerſie.Moꝛeouer thoſe that be accoꝛded, Bu⸗ 

cer doth interpꝛet moze largely than the thyng it ſelfe permitteth:and 

yl they ſhoulde nowe reſte here, it were eaſy to iudge, what wolde be 

Theme the ſtate ot Thempyze at the lengthe. J lyke it righte well ( ſayeth the 
route ought Lautzgraue, ) that vou ſape howe Themperoure hangeth not of the 
to compell Bifſhop his lleue: And wolde God he myghte bꝛynge the Biſſhopto 
the Pope to hys dutye: In tymes paſte,Biſſhoppes of Roome did honour Them- 
do bis dutte. perour as they? ſupꝛeme Magiſtrate, And now Emperours ar boun⸗ 
dentothem by an othe: In all controuerſies Gods wooꝛde oughte to 

be chyfe iudge, whyche is not obſcure , ſo that che minde ol men wolde 

frame themſelues accoꝛdynglye. Foꝛit ſheweth vnto vs ſynne,p20- 

uoketh vs to repentaunce and amendemente ol iyfe, and pꝛeacheth 

vnto vs Chꝛyſte, who hathe taken a waye the ſynnes ofthe woꝛlde, in 
whole name alſo God the Father is tobe called vpon, that he woolde 

graunte vs hys holye ſpiryte: Uerelye thys faythe and Doctryne 
hathe euer been, and ſtyll remayned in the Churche, as the Loꝛdes 


Pꝛaper, the Crede of the Apoſtles: And dyuerſe Songes beeſydes 
accuſtomed 
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accuſtomed in churches doe inſtructe vs of the benefite of Chzyſt:nei- The enve of 
ther muſt we hereconſyder, what the greateſt multitude weneth but 1. 
what the trewthe is. Foz at Jerufalem alſo, what time dinerſe of the 

Apoſtles and diſciples wolde haue had the heathen people that had 

receiued the Goſpel,circumciſed, Peter and Paule, James and Bar⸗ 

nabas, were of a contrary opinion, ⁊ the errour of the reſidew chew⸗ 

ed, did abzogate that yoke ofthe la we. At the whyche tyme, the grea⸗ The belle 
teſt parte of that congregatton,gaue place and obeied the iudgement tunges 

ofa ſew, that were in the right. e verely doe not p2eſcrtbe other na⸗ F!taic le. 
tions, but conet only, that the Germanes might agree withm them⸗ 

ſelues:to treate of meane waies, I could be cõtent, ſo that they ſwarz 

ued not from the decre ol Spier concernyng the eſtabluſſhment of the 

peace and lawe:and in other thynges it is to be ſene, what may be e⸗ 

ſtablyſſhed by Gods wooꝛde, and what maye not. But JJ wold haue 

aiſo my coſen and frend here, the Paulſe graue, who hathe ben at ma⸗ 

ny aſſemblies, and knoweth muche of matters paſt, to ſpeake hys o⸗ 

pinion herin. Then he, ſpeaking of Themperours good will and dif: Tbe mende 
polition, layeth howe the conference had at Kegenſpurge, was well —— Pauli 
and to muche purpoſe begonne: And if it were rene wed, and the arti: Raue. 
tles already accoꝛded, no moꝛe decided, he thinketh they myght come 
to ſome tollerable agrement in the reſt. Themperoure ſapeth Gran⸗ 
uellan) delyꝛeth a cõcoꝛde verie muche, as hath ben ofte repeted: And 
ercepte that be eſtablyſſhed, it will ſurely redounde to the dammage 
ofthe publycke weale: And albeit Themperour hath not thus muche 
pꝛolyt by themppꝛe, albeit he hath not hys health alſo, pet foꝛ the loue 
of Germany, hathe he taken his ioꝛney .: He hath taken no ſecret coun⸗ 
ſell eyther with the French king oꝛ with others, neyther commeth he 
to traue ayDe, but to pꝛouyde generally foꝛ all men. Bothe Fraunte a 
Englande leuie great foꝛce of men. whiche is greatly to be ſuſpected! 
Moꝛeouer Thẽperour hathto doe in Spayne,by reaſon ofthe death 
ofhys Daughterinlawe:Petallthele thynges ſet a part, hegoeth to 
the aſſemblie. But pf no Pꝛinces come thither, what ſhall he doe there 
alone? There is much calling and erping on hym to reſourme thinges, 
and yet wyll they not come to the place appoynted foꝛ conſultation: 
Therfoꝛe it ſhould doe well my Loꝛdes (ſpeaking to the Paulſgraue 
and the Lantzgraue ) if you, whiche are two ofthe chiefeſt, wolde goe 
thyther. Albeit layeth the Lantzgraue, that Themperoure hathe no 
greate reuenewesout of Thempire,yet, inaſmuche as he hathe ayde 
alwayes thence agaynſte the Turke, agaynſt the Frenche kynge and 
others: Ind fox that the dignitie of Thempire.getteth hym great au⸗ What pzu- 
thozytie amonges other kinges, and tyat he may leuye there alwaies fit hath ibe⸗ 
foce and power at hys pleaſure, and maye aſſemble greate armpes in percure out 


Germany, where others mape not doe the lyke, how mucheis thys to o Germany 
be eſtemed: 
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ve eſtemed? Our aduerſaryes are moe clamoꝛous than we, yet wyll 
they not follow good coũſell. Foꝛ we bothe allowed 5 decree ol Spi⸗ 
erand the articles acroꝛded fyue peres ſynce it Regenſpurge, we deſt- 
red to haue enrolled foz matter of recoꝛde, and admitted allo, al reaſo⸗ 
nable condicions of the taſte conference:contrarywyſe they, did none 
of al theſe,neyther wolde they be bzought to any cofozmitre:but wity 
open pꝛoteſtation, at Moꝛmes, refuſed the communication.

this daies talke hath pleaſed Themperour,and ſolliciteth him again, 
to come hym ſelſe to Regenſpurge, alſo he enquireth ofhym, whether 
he wolde talke agayne with Themperoure the ſame daye in the eue⸗ 
| nyng:he refuſeth not, and whan he came, Themperoure geueth hym 
Cbẽ peroure thankes by Rauins, fy2ſte,that he came thyther, ſecondely, foꝛthat he 
thanketb tbe ſeeth that the Paulſegraue and he are bothe deſpzons of a concoꝛde: 
Kantzgraue Howebeit, he ſuppoſeththe Collocutours wil retourne againe to Ke⸗ 
genſpurge:yfthey doe not, he wyll ſende foz them agayne: but in the 
meane tyme, he requireth him, that he wolde come hym ſcife to the al⸗ 
ſemblie, though not at the begynnyng, vet to wardes the later ende. 
He hym ſelfe hathverely, all other affaires layde a parte, taryed theſe 
thꝛee peres in Germany, to thentent he myght qupet the ſame. wher⸗ 
untothe Lantz graue aunſwered, that of the departure of the Collo- 
quitours, he heardenot befozethys daye, he hath alſo recyted the cau- 
{es, wherfoꝛe he thinketh it was done: But yfit be his deſyꝛe, and that 
his fellowes be content that the ſame Diuines of the contrary parte 
doe retourne agayne, ys alſo ſhall not tary from thence:But ſoꝛ him 
ſelfe, he may not goo thyther.foz that he hath ben at great charges in 
the warre of Bꝛunlwicke, and hath lately maryed a daughter, and is 
choſen vmpere bet wene the Dukes ol Saxon and foꝛ that he can not 
goe thyther with out a great company,and becauſe that thzough hys 
abſence,hys countrey might be in daunger by the confederates ofthe 
Duke of Bumſwicke his pꝛiſoner. Than ſayeth Thẽperour, that hys 
intent is not to burthen hym with vnneceſſarye charges, but he deſi

wolde he eri, and not uſfe that anyman ſhaldiſturbethepublci

pꝛomile nothyng,neuertheleſſe he wyll ſende Ambaſſadours, whiche 
hall trauell foꝛ peace: whych yt they can not in allthyugesobeyeand 
gratifye hym, he deſy2eth hym not to take it diſpleaſaantelye, neyther 
thynke it to be don of any obſtinacie oz mallice, but foz feareof godes

muſt they thinke of an euerlaſtingnes. Themperour againe ſpeaking 

of hys owne paines taken ( ſapeth) the matter of Saxon mape bedif- 
ferred:therfoze let hym come, and ſet all lettes a parte:foz he hym ſcife 

beyng pꝛeſent, myght bothe counſell and cauſe hys league frendes to 

ſhe we themſelues tractable, and be a meane, that the beginning ofthe 

treaty maye be reaſonable. After this the Lantzgraue complayninge 

ol dyuers, that had ayded the Duke of Bzunſwicke,maketh a buefe 

reherſall of the whole matter, and howe he was taken, (and ſayeth) 

how Duke Moꝛps & he, doe ſuſteyne by them great iniurye: Foz they 

are light perſons, and boꝛne to ſtyꝛe vp trouble: amonges whom Fri- n 
derick Spedius tolde him peſterdaye, that yfhe wolde heare hym, he plabbe.

thing it ſelf declared. that the bꝛute was not bayne, whan nowe not 
only in Germany,but alſo in Italy powers were leuted, and inozeo- 
uer the fozce ol Spaniardes did appꝛoche, the. vi. daye of June they 
goe to Themperoure, and foz becauſe all places are full of warlycke 
motions, they inqupꝛe of hym, whether theſe thynges be don thꝛough 
hys commaundemente: Foz in aſmuche as the repoꝛte goeth, that he 
myndeth no warre agaynſt the Turke noz other fozeine Prince, they 
maruell to what ende all thys pꝛeparatyon tendeth.

moditie, but alwayes don my indeuoure, that offences taken a walte, 
Germany might be in quiet: Fox this the decrees doe teſtiſye, ſooft by 
me renewed, albeit that certen doe enterpꝛete theſe thynges other⸗ 
wyſe, and doe falſely aſcribe vnto me the contrary. Moꝛeouer in thys 
my gouernemente of the common weith, J haue had euerinoze an el⸗ 
petpall care foz the pꝛeſeruation of the free Cities, that they ſhulde not 
be oppꝛeſſed by certen, whyche yf they myghte fynde an occaſyon, to 
b:ynge theyꝛ pourpoſe to paſſe, wolde not fayle to do it. ndhich thing 
Jſuppofe,you,as yon be wyſe me,haue marked by fozmer actes don;

rate. ne ziche thing certenly tendeth to the diſtruction ofthe publycke 
weale, and vnleſſe a remedy be found, it wyll come to paſſe, that Ger:

ther: W herloꝛe looke they ſhewe they? fayth and allegeauner to The- 

peruure, and ayde not his enemies, that Themperoure haue no cauſe 

ol diſpleaſure agaynſte them, vnto whom he wilſheth weile tet them 

wiyte thys whome with ſpede, and erhozte theyꝛ cyties to remayne 

in theyꝛ de wtye: Themperoure will aifo wꝛyte vnto them, e like wiſe 

ſends ambaſſadaurs. The ſame daye at Trent: it is oꝛdeyned, that in A fatute ot 

the Abbeies of Monkes t Chanons, there be ſome learned man aps Trent, 

pointed to reade a lecture of diuinitie, a herunto ſome benefyce aſſige⸗ 

nedout in ſteade ol a penſion: nd that no man be admitted to the ol⸗ 

fice ofreading but of whoſe learning, maners, and lyfe the Biſhop oꝛ 

Abbot be certayne of: nd becatiſe the pꝛeachyng of the Goſpel is no⸗ 

thyng leſſe nereſſarye, than the readyng it ſelie, the Biſſhops and al o⸗ 

ther pꝛelates ol the churche, are tommaunded to inſtructe the people, 

bꝛyfthey haue any lawful impedimẽt, to ſubſtitute others that (halls 

Mozeouer the headpꝛiſtes paſtouxes of the people are charged, at Þ 

leſt euery ſondaye, to declare vnto men thoſe thinges that are neceſſa- 

ty loꝛ ſaluation, and that they crhozt them vnto vertu, and feare them 

ſrom dice and ſyn: And a penaltie appoynted foꝛ ſuch as neglect their 

dutye. The Biſſhops alfo are admonifhed to note dilligentipe, what 

thinges are taught and incaſe hereſies oꝛ abſurde opinions be ſowen 

abꝛode, to vſe the remedie by the lawes pꝛeſcribed. Aſter are decrees A decree of 

made of oꝛiginall ſynne, and ſayethatthe whole ſpot thereof is taken derginal lin 

awaye thꝛough baptiſme: And that there remapneth in dede in them " 

that be baptiſed a motion to ſynne, oꝛ contupiſcence:ànd atbeit Paul 

lometyme calleth it ſynne, vet is it not done becauſe it is ſynne in dede 

and pꝛoperly lo, but becauſe it inclineth to ſinne: But the Uirgin Ma⸗ 

tye is not tompꝛyſed in thys decree,and that is to be oblerued, which 

intyme paſte was oꝛdeyned by Byſſhop Sirtus the fourthe ot that 

name, Than is the nexte daie limited to ſit in, the. xxix.ot June, ow 

did this Sixtus the fourth make n decre, wherin he did excommuni- 

ate them as heretickes, whyche teache that the Uirgyn Mary was 

conceaued in oꝛyginall ſynne, and that the daye conſecrated by the 

churche of Roome, in the memoꝛpall of her conceptyon, oughte not to 

be zept holy. Thys deere is wutten in that part of the Byſhops law, 

that is called ertrauagãtes. In this fozeſayd counſell a ſitting, Peter 

Daneſe, ambaſſadour to the French king, made an dꝛation, and ſpea: The o:acton 

bynge many thynges of the deſertes and godly3cale ofthe kinges of of the Frech 

fuunce towardes the Churche of Roome, begynnynge from kynge ambaſſa- 

Clodowep declareth, howe kinge Fraunces deſcendinge of the ſame bour. 
Ut p29gent- Danelſe. 
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pꝛogenitours, is in no kynde of dewtye inferyour to them, who was 

lynked with Leo the tenth in a continuall bonde of amytie, and lite⸗ 

wyſe with Adꝛian, Clement, and now with Paull the third, whyche 

in all this tempeſtuous ſtoꝛme of Religion, hathe ben well ware, that 

no alteration hath ben within hys dominions, foꝛ that he wold haue 

the whole iudgement ofthe matter to be referred to the church koꝛ al: 

beit he be of hys owne nature moſte mercitull: vet hathe he put them 

to moſt greuous tounentes, which by a certen pꝛiuate raſheneg haue 

allayed to diminyſhe the ſtateol the church, thzoughthe which dilly: 

gence and ſeueritie, he hath this obteined, that he deliuereth now vn, 

to them all Fraunce inpeaſable wyſe: Foz in it, is no new, noꝛ ſtraũge 

doctryne, which is not of auncient cuſtome and olde diſcipline confy;; 

med. And where he hathe alwayes thought it pzofytable fo2 the pub 

lycke weale, that in the church, there ſhuld be one, namely the bilſhop 

ol Roome, as the ſucceſſour of Peter, vnto whom all others, as to the 

head, myght referre all theyꝛ doynges, he hath ben euermoꝛe carefull, 

13 that thys magiſtrate myghte ſtyll kepe the ſupꝛemacye:and albeit he 
14 dt hath often times with large offers ben moued to the contrary and to 
of the kynge lollo we therample that an other hathe ſhewed before hys eyes, pet 
of England. coulde he neuer bee remoued from hys pourpos, and of late whanthe 
counſel! was called, a that he hearde howe certen fathers were there 

aſſembled, foꝛthewhich he commaunded certen of hyscheifeBiſſhops 

to repayꝛe thyther, a whan after a few decrees were made x bꝛought 

into Fraunce, he appointed hym and his fellowes to come and declare 

hys lykyng opinion touchyng the ſame: Therfoze his fy2ſt requeſt is, 

Lye Fricke that they wold ones eſtabliſhe in generall, what thyng in relygion is 
kynges te- to be followed and beleued: And agayne that foꝛ theccleſiaſticallper- 
qua lle. long they wolde pꝛeſcribe a moſte ſharpe diſciplyne of lyfe a maners: 
What ſo euer they ſhal decree, let thẽ put no doubte, but that though 

hys commaundement it ſhall be obſerued in all Fraunce. Moꝛeouer, 

toꝛ as muche as the kynges of Fraunce haue done very mucde fox the 

churche of Roome, that they wolde not ſuffer, any thyng to be dimiſ⸗ 

ſhed oꝛ altered the poſſeſſion wherof the kynges of Fraunce haue had 

euer ſynce Lewis ſurnamed Pius the lonne of great Charles: Final 

lp that of all the Frenche Churches, whercof he hathe the patronage 

left hym of hys elders, they wolde tonfyꝛme all ryghtes, pzineleges, 

and lybertyes. with the letters beloꝛe mentioned, and with further 

credite alſo, came Lazarus Schuendius to Straſburge, p. xxiii.daie 

An aunlwer of June, when he had by the waye ſpoken with the reſt ofthe cytyes. 
— 1 But the Senate, ſendyng hym awaye, not long after wꝛote vnto the- 
roughto the, peroure, and foꝛ that they made no directe aunſwer to Lazarus ther 
peraure. lape it was fox the ſtraungenes and difficultie of the thing, which did 
not concerne thẽ only, bnt others in lyke caſe. Nowe 66 
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that he beareth ſuch a lone to Germany, they geue hym great thikes, 
and beſecheth hym to perſeuer in the ſame, andſuffernot hym ſelle to 
be ſtyꝛred vp to ciupll warre:where he complayneth moꝛeouer of cer- 
ten, that doe not rhey2dewtie,netther ſhew they: dew obedtence,they 
were ſoꝛp ko heare it yet they truſt, that there be none oltheyꝛ Keligi⸗ 


on culpable in ſo greate a crime:Fo2 the fault hath not ben in vs(faye 


they)thatrelygion hath not ben accozded.Fo2 you knowe ryght wel, 
noble Emperoure , howe willinge and confyꝛmable we haue been, 
to haue a reconcilemente,bothe fyue yerespaſte at Regenſpurge,and 
allo ſynce and befoze at all tymes, where terten others,thzough thad- 
miſeandperſwaſton ofthe Biſhop,haue refuſed the ſame, and referred 
althinges to Roome:But the Bifſhop intendeth through violẽce and 
power to reteyne ſtyll thoſe greate errours foꝛ the vhyche arroſe all 
thys diſſentid in the church a doeth ſo handle the matter in al thinges, 
that we mapye not cõmit the cauſe vnto his iudgment: wherby it may 
wel be perteyued, that we luſteyne wꝛong, yl auy man ſhulde lay the 
blame in vs, that thys controuerſye is not appeaſed. And where it is 
obiected vnto them, that they ſhulde ſeke to plucke the church goodes 
in to theyꝛ owne handes, vnder the pꝛetence of relygion, it is vnfrend⸗ 
ly ſayde:Foz you haue heard and knowen, Ceſar, why oure fellowes 
toulde ſuffer no longer that monkiſhe lyfe in theyꝛ dominions, which 
was gro wen ſo farre out of oꝛder, and howe they haue conuerted the 
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ſame to better vſes,asfyndyng of Scooles and releuing of the pooꝛe. purche 
where agayne it is well knowne,howe men of the contrarp relygiõ goodes. 


heape vp the churche goodes, and abuſe them to all voluptuouſnes, a 
yet nothyng ſpokẽ of: furthermoꝛe, vou your ſelfe haue made decrees, 
bothe at Regenſpurg, and lately at Spier, how, foꝛ a common quiet, 
thoſe goodes oughte to be vſed: Nowe incaſe there be any man, that 
hathe not obſerued a meaſure herein, we doubte not, but yfthe ſame 
were called foꝛthe, and heard ſpeake, he wolde abyde iudgement, and 
gene none occaſpon, that Germanye ſhulde therefoze be layde waſte 
though warre. They obiect to our men, that they haue ſubuerted the 
miniſtration of iuſtice:bnt you are not ignoꝛant, moſte mightye Em⸗ 
peroure, wherkoꝛe they haue cõplayned ofthe iudges of the chamber, 
and howe erneſtly they haue deſpꝛed a redꝛeſſe, whiche albeit, it hath 
ben ofte pꝛomiſed, yet neuer came it to effette. Therfoꝛe foꝛ the pꝛeſer⸗ 
nation of peace, you did diſplace them lately at Spier, takynge oꝛder 
howe the Chamber ſhouldehereafter be eſtabliſhed: Which oꝛder we 
were alwayes cõtent to obeye, and ſo declared at Moꝛmes:but oure 
aduerfaryes did vtterlye refuſe it and ſayde ) they had rather haue no 
mdgement at all:therfoze is all the blame of this matter to be impu⸗ 
led vnto them: Finally we could neuer perceine that euer any of oute 
league fredeg did aſpire oꝛ couet pour office, oꝛ wẽt aboute to oppreſſe 
| | others; 
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others, oꝛ els boaſted 02 thteatened to wooꝛke any kynde of violence; 
Aud certenly we beleued that theſe thynges be beat? in to your head 
by the Byſhop of Roome and his miniſters foꝛ the hatred, which they 
beare to relygion: o wbeit we doe ſuppoſe, that vou haue perteyued 
dur good wil to wardes you, by the warres which you haue had with 
The good? fozeine nations;Xnd wold god he that incenſeth vou noweagapnſte 
wyll of the vs, had bozneyou euer the ſame good will, that we doe: fox then had 
Pꝛoteſtãtes ſome warres either not ben attempted at al, oz els much ſoner ended, 
toward this Nowe in thole ſeditions and watres,that haue chaunced in Germa⸗ 
peroure. up, lynce you were Emperoure how they haue demeaned themſelueg 
towardes you, and howe frankly oure men haue geuen they: ayde a⸗ 
gaynſt the Turke, it is openly knowen, and chiefely foz the defence of 
poure countries of Juſtriche.Fozaſinuche therfoze as we doubt not, 
but thoſe ſtates are free, and giltles in thoſe crimes, whych are repor- 
ted vnto you,and yfthey might be heard, were able to declare theyꝛe 
innocency,befoze you and all otheꝛs, we moſte erneſtlye requyꝛe you 
molt merciful Emperoure, and father ofthe countric,and fox the loue 
of God, and foz the pꝛeſeruation of Germany beleche you,to late aſide 
thys ſo great pꝛeparation, and to callthem befoze pou in iudgemente, 
that are ſo heynoufly complapned vpon to your hyghnes, accoꝛdynge 
to the auncient maner to pour pꝛedeceſſours accuſtomed, whiche we 
truſt that pou will not omitte, And yk you thus doe, we put no doubt, 
but that you ſhall ſooneperceyue how they haue ſuffered iniurye,and 
beare there greate good wylles to wardes you. And in thys conſulta⸗ 
tion, beholde, we beſeche pou, the miſerable ſtate of Germanp, both by 
reaſon ofthe continuall dearth of thynges, and alſo foꝛ that terriblea 
cruellenemyethe Turke:conſyder what fydelytie bothe they: elders 
haue ſhewed to your auncetours,and they alla vnto you and to kyn 
Ferdinando your bꝛother, whan bothe agaynſte the Turke again 
— other enemies they haue ſent you more aide tha any other haue 
donne, whyche they doe not refuſeto doe nowe alſo: Ponder weye 
with your ſelfe, what a moꝛtall warre thys wylbe, what calamit ie a 
euilles Hall redounde therbyto the innocente people, as chyldzen, in⸗ 
An beape of fantes, women and ſuche other lyke: And doe not, thꝛough they: per⸗ 
euplies of ct- walion, whyche foz mainteyning theyꝛ rule and power, doe malygne 
niil warre, Our men, bꝛynge the matter to that paſſe, that the noble countrey ol 
Germanp, oꝛ any parte therof, vnto you doubtles moſte addicted be⸗ 
ynge waſted thzough her owne fozce,and ſoꝛe afflicted, be not able a⸗ 
ny longer to teſpſte, and withſtande the Turkiſhe violence. herfoꝛe 
we ryght humbly beſeche poure excellentye, that you wolde complilh 
oure requeſt: we ſhall take the ſame in ſteade ola great beneſyte,and 
yk there ſhalbe any man, which after the matter hearde, will refuſe to 


obey you contrarpe to lawe and equitie, we will not only not allo we 
hys doinges 
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his doynges, but wil aſmuch as lieth in'vs,ayde you, our high punce, 

and Magiſtrate,geuen vs of God and euermoꝛe ſhowe all dew obe⸗ 
diente. Duke Moꝛis which came to Regẽſpurg the. xxv. date ol May, 
after he had long and much talked with themperoure pꝛiuelp, depar⸗ 
teth the.rx.daye of June. But what theffect of theyꝛ communication 
was the thinge it ſeife ſhal after declare. nohan the Ambaſſadours of 
the Pꝛoteſtantes ſaw that all thinges tended to warre and violence, 
neyther that they could with out daunger, eyther conſult of thynges 
nedetull, oꝛ wꝛyte home to theyz ſtates. they cõueyhed themſelues one 
after an other, and retourned home. At the Ides of June, Thempe⸗ 
roure ſent hys Ambaſſadour, John Muſchet, treaſurer ot hygh Bur⸗

gundie to the Swyſſes, and in the pzefaceſpeakynge ol hys loue and roars anbaſ- 
 zealetowardes the common wealth namely of German ie, and deſire ſadour tothe 
ofpeace:he ſayeth therbe tertẽ pꝛinces of Germanie, which vnder the @wylles, 


pꝛetence of the Goſpell, doe many thynges ſeditiouſelp, and fubuert al 
lawes, that when there is no iudgement, they nede not to feare what 
they doe: n hoſe boldenes now hathſo far pꝛoteded, that they attẽpte 
thynges agaynſt his office and dygnytie, and thzeaten him with war 
and violence, and are non other wyſe lyke but that in hys abſẽce, they 
. .ntendeto inuade and oppꝛeſſe the common tountrey:lor the whyche 
 conſideratidns,heis conſtrained to moue warre;that ſoꝛ the dignitie 
. bfhys plate and office he maye repulſe the daunger from the tommõ 


welth, and reſtrayne thein krom doing ſuch outerage nepther diſtru⸗ 


ſteth he but that God will further his enterpꝛyle: Ind ſuppoſeth alſo, 
that other ſtates whoſe welth conſyſteth herein will aſliſte him with 
theit aydead counſel; wherfoꝛe he requireth them. that they wold not 
be other wyſe perlwaded by hys aduerfaryes,which hatefully a ſpite⸗ 
fully deuyſe many thinges agaynſt him, neither that they atempt any 
matters though they2petſwaſion, oz permit ought to de done with 

in theyꝛ limites;wherby this his enterpꝛiſe might be im ow 02 hin⸗ 
dered, Foz this warte is taken in hande fozthe welth or al Germany, 
and foꝛ non other cauſe: Let them remayne therfoze in the olde amp⸗ 
tie and league, which is betwirt them: Foꝛ he will doe nothing to the 
contrary, noꝛ ſuffer that any of hys ſhall and whan vccaſtori ſhal ſerue 
he wyll ſhew them all lone and fauoure, as in dede he hathe done hy⸗ 
therto: whiche thinge may be dinerſely pereeyued, but chiefly in thys, 

that he neuer made league; with other kynges a ſtates, but they were 
tompuled in the ſame. The Cities ol hygh Germanye; and the Duke 


ol wirtemberge, hearing of Themperoursaunſwer that was geuen Tbe Cyttes 


by Hauius, as befoxe is ſpeciſped immediatiy ſendyng their letters to 
the Duke ol Saxon #the Lantz graue, the captapnes ol their league 
hew what is nedefmil to be donne, and pꝛomiſeth al theyꝛ aide a fide⸗ 
tie, doe leuie as manp ban des offotmen,as they were able to — 
bn and were 
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and were in the felde the kyꝛſte ol al men. And theyꝛ armie was deul⸗ 
ded in two partes: the one company was the Dukes of Mertemberg 
conteining.rriiij.enſeignes ol foote men, and amonges the wer many 
noble gentle men: The other was hyꝛed ofthe Cities. When alltheſs 
were aſſembled at Ulmes.the.xxi.day of June they marche to Gun⸗ 
ſperge,and the nexte dape whan they were muſtred, encamped in ſes 
uerall places. Theyꝛ Captaines were John Hedecke, Scherteline, 
Baithazar Gutling, Sebaſtian, Beſſerer, Mathew Langemantell, 
John Harder, and Joyce Roſeberge. They doe fyꝛſt bynde the pow⸗ 
ers ol the Cities, by an othe, as the maner is, charging them to follow 
and obey Scherteline, vntill the Pꝛinces them ſelues come, that be 
Captaynes of the tontederatie. Than goingto the Dukes men, when 
they had done lyke wyſe, they appointe Hedecke their captapne, after 
the ſame ſoꝛte. That done, Balthazar Gutling a noble mi boꝛne and 
counſellour to the Duke of wirtemberge, dy theconſente ok the reſte, 
ſpeaking to hys pꝛintes ſoldiours: My derely beloued fellowes(ſaieth 
he)Sathans Uicar the Biſhop ol Roome intendeth againe to kindle 
ſuch a fyꝛe, as ſhall inſſame t burne all Germany, the natyfe countrep 
ol vs all, and vtterly diſtroye the ſame: Foz bothe the wonderfull has 
tred that he beareth to trew relpgiõ, and alſo the deſyze of vengoaiice, 
fo; thecalamptie receyued in the fourmer yeres by the Almaignes, 
when Rome was taken and ſacked, doe moue himherunto.Therfoze 
bathe he ftyzed vp Charles the molt puiſſaunte Emperoure,to attipt 
warre againſt our pꝛinces a fates, that ar lincked in agodly league, 
truſting. that thzough violence x great crueltie, they ſhall cõpell th 
to the ſeruite and obſeruaunte ol they wicked and deuelich religion. 
Fox it is repoꝛted loꝛ certentie, how that pꝛoude and deteſtable bõd⸗ 
laue ot the Deuil. hath leuied already no ſinall foꝛce bothe ol hoꝛſemẽ 
# footmen, which he wil ſend to Thẽperoure: nde heare for a treweth 
alſo ol p appꝛoching of Spaniardes: But what euilles willenfwe ta 
our comon countrey, by ſoꝛeme ſoldiours, what diſtructts, a miſchief, 
enery man of vnderſtanding may eaſely perceine: Therloꝛe our prin» 
tes, ſtates, foꝛaſmuch as they knew it to be their dewtie,not only ta 
repulle al violence i inturie fro the people oftheyꝛe domintõg, but als 
ſo to trauela foꝛſee, that they be not deſceaued with falſe religis, # run 
in daunger ol euerlaſting daͤnatidõ, are wholy pꝛelixed, thꝛough gods 
help, to defend this war, which is moued againſt thẽ, not only bepode 
al expettatiõ, but alſocontrary to conenauntes & pꝛomeſſe. Ind ther- 
foze haue hyꝛed you a others moe with al the ſpede that might be: but 
in almuch as the chieftanes of the leage are yet abſent, ⁊ wilbe heare 
within theſe few dayes, the moſt noble pꝛince ot wirtemberge, Duke 


Alriche, to thentent that in the meane time, the whole matter may be 


gouerned by an oꝛder, neyther that þ enemie may eſpie any — 
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hurt bs hath appoynted to be your Captayne, John Hedecke a man 
ofa noble houſe and parentage. noherloꝛe hym vou ſhall obeye, and ſo 
demeane your ſelues in all thinges, that the ſame wozthye and nota- 
ble lame, whiche oure elders in tymes paſt haue goten in ſondꝛy bat⸗ 
tels loughtẽ with fozeine nations, not without much mãhod & blud- 
ſhed, may be allo bequethed to oure offpzyng and poſterytie: Al other? 
thyuges we ſhal committe to almyghtie god, who doupt les in this ſo 
iuſte a cauſe, and godly delencion, will pꝛepare ſuche meanes foꝛ vs; 
ag vnto his diuine maieſtie, ſhal ſeme good and expedient. J told you 
beloꝛe howe the Pꝛoteſtantes ambaſſadours departedfrom Regen⸗ 
ſpurge whan there was no longer place of conſultation there: But 
now that their armie was leuped,as we haue here ſhewed they aſſẽ⸗ 
bled at Ulmes, to conſult what is to be donne. oherkoꝛe the. xxi. day 
of June, they adꝛeſſe they? letters to the Duke and ſtate ol Uenyſe # 
complayning of the iniurie of the Biſhop of Roome, deſyꝛe them that 
they wold not ſuffer hys fo2ce to paſſe thzough theyꝛ dominton, and if 
the Biſhoppes power ſhulde be augmented, they ſhew bythe exam- 
ples of fourmer tyme, what they, and other people in Italie may loke

Themperoure ſent ſo haſtely inpoſt to Roome. uSherfozethzough his a leage bee⸗ 
ſolliciting,the league, whiche befoze was conceaued and penned, the twyrte the 
rrvi.daye of June is decreed vpon theſe couenauntes.Fozaſmuch as Pope s the 
Germany hathe nowe theſe many peres perſeuered in great errours, Ewperovrs. 
in ſomuch that a great daũger is to be feared therby, fox theſchewing 7 


wherofthe counſel was called at Trent and commenced the laſt pere 
pat in the moneth of December:and the Pꝛoteſtantes doe reiect the 
lame, and ſaie it concerneth them nothyng,therfoze hathe the Biſhop 
and Themperoure, ſoꝛ gods gloꝛy, and foꝛ the pꝛeſeruatiũ ot᷑ the pub⸗ 
lycke weale, but chiefly ol Germany, concluded vetwene them ſelues 
bpon terten cõdicions.

tune the warre to be finiſhed,befoze the end of ſyre monethes, to take 

the commodttie therof;Jt ſhalbe lawfull foz Themperoure this pere, 

by theByſhop of Romes permiſlid,to take the one halle ofthe church 

The church goodes in Spayne,mozeouer it ſhalbe lawful fozhym to ſell as muth 
gJoovesin Abbey landes in Spayne, as ſhal amountetothe ſiumme of fyuehun- 
payne to Dieth thoulande Dukates,and all thys only foꝛ the mayntenaunceof 
be implopde this warre, but yet vpon condicion, that he late to thẽ againe in mont⸗ 
derein. gage ſo mutch of hys ovone landes: And becauſe the thing is ſtraũge, 
hethal make them ſufficient warrantiſe, at the arbitrement ot the bil 

ſhop: If any man wyll impeche oꝛ let thys they: enterpriſe, hym ſhall 

they ioyntly reſyſt with bothe theyꝛ foꝛces, and the one help theother, 

and they bothe to be bounden thus to doe, ſo longe as the warre ſhall 

indure, a ſpre monethes beſydes,after that the warre ſhalbe finiſhed; 

it ſhall befree foꝛ enery man to ioyne hym ſelfe vnto thys league, and

diſcetvt of the deuil e law breakers, plucked from the apoſtolicall re- 
ygion a frõ him, as the mot deare childꝛen out ofthe boſom d armes 
ofa moſt louing father: ot withſtanding it is the great gift of God, 
that many of them haue perſeuered coſtant in the faith towards god 
the church, to thintẽt verely that others, which though the talke of 
wicked men, haue ben diſceaued, ſhould haue an exãple ſet beloze their 
eyes a at the length conuert vnto the religion of their foꝛefatherg: lor 
it is a great token of gods goodnes, that in this diſcention of religiõ, 


they be at peace with in themſelnes, wherin other places, koꝛ this oc⸗ 


caſion hath ben great ſedition a tumultes: The whiche to appeale, he 
hath euer ſince he was firſt biſhop, vſed al ð gentle remedies he could 
deuiſe, and now alſo is fled to the laſt refuge, calling a generall coun⸗ 
ſel at Trent, a Towne of Germany, within the limites wherok, this 
cutl ſede of heretikes hath chiefly increaſed: vnto the whiche Towne 
they might ſally tom, and there defend their matters, yk they wold: foꝛ 
he truſted that in ſo ſacred a ſenate, to the which alwaies all chꝛiſten 
kingesand nations. haue attributed very much a in the aſſemble of ſo 
many biſhoppes, which thꝛough the inſtinctiõ of the holy ghoſt, ſhuld 
treate of religiõ no man wold be fo wicked, that he wold not ſubmit 
him ſelfe to ſo great an authoꝛitie, and which ſhuld not incontinently 
caſting awaie his wicked opinions, imbꝛate the iudgement of the ca⸗ 
tholicke church: And that he hath now alſo the ſame opinion of them, 
and by reaſon of they: concoꝛd at home, hat good hope that ſo many 
ofthem as haue continewed faithful and conſtant, will obey the coũ⸗ 
ell and that the reſt, which of no ſet purpos, but though a certen cre⸗ 
dulytie,haue ben bꝛoughte into errour, will not dilpyſe the authoutye 
olthe counſel: which thing that they wold doe,x come vnto the coun⸗ 
ſell, as vnto a certen heauenly Senate, oucr the which God himſelfe 
[9 pꝛelydent, he erhoꝛteth them moſte erneſtly, as he hathe donne alſo 
bekoze : And layeth howe it hathe ben a greate griel to hym, that dy⸗ 
lerle in Germany, yea, of the ſame number, that are called Pzynces, 
whyche not only doe pꝛoudely and inſolently contemne the counſell, 
but allo bapte it with curſed and raylyng woꝛdes, and ſaye how they 
wil not obey the decrees therof.

ligently x flackly, ther is no doubt, but god wold require at his hides, 
as of their father, the ſoules of ſomany childꝛen, as wer loſt thꝛoughe 
the falſehead of heretickes: and foꝛ this cauſe doeth he apen his mind

and a kynde of Tyꝛranye: Thereloꝛe he purpoſeth in thys — 
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toappeaſe not only relygion, but all other diſpleaſuresin lyke caſe # 
reſtoꝛe peace a libertie vnto Germany, and ſuch as ſhal do their dew⸗ 
tie to defend thꝛough his pꝛotection, and thoſe that be diſturbers of Þ 
c<mon quiet, ⁊ be oppꝛeſſours of libertye to punnich ſoze and extrem · 
pactoꝛding to theyꝛ demerites. This aunſwer of Themperoure, the The Palſe⸗ 
Pauligraue, the tenth day ol July, when it was bꝛought him the day graue ſcketh 
befoze,ſendeth to the Duke of Sarõ, the Lantzgraue, a the Duke of toreconſite 
wirtemberge, a declaryng the common daunger, that hanged ouer the pzotefiac 
Germany,eſpectally by the ſtraunge ſoldiour, if the war ſhould waxe to Zhemee- 
mottal,he beſecheth them, to condeſcend 4 graunt to as much as they dure 
maye: Foꝛ albeit the likelynes ofthinges is ſharpe a ſoꝛrowfull to be 
holde, yet he ſuppoſeth, that in caſe they wold make their ſubmiſſid to 
Theperoure,x follow his mynd in certen thinges, it wolde be agreat 
furtheraunce to bꝛyng the matter toa concoꝛd.

to that aſſẽblie, we ſent our ambaſſadours thither with ful authoꝛitie 
who allo conſulted vpon your demaundes, a ſhewed, what their ad⸗ 
uſe was, in ſo much as we could ſuſpect no diſpleaſure:mozeouer that 
aunſwer of poures,doeth cocerne thynges paſt, but yet to tome, whi⸗ 
leſt you ſaye that you will eſtabliſhe the common welth, x accoꝛdyng 
to youre authozitie;punniſhe thoſe that ſhalbe diſobedient: wdherfore 
we couldnot thinke,that befoze you had publiſhed pour demaundes; 
and befoze we had made any aunſwer, you wold haue prepared war: 
But at lengthe, whan by manye coniectures, and chyelely by youre 
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letters, adꝛeſſed to certen pzynces and Cities and alſo by the wondes 

of Granuellan, and talke of Rauius, we perceyued that youre pur; 

pole was to punylhecerten Pꝛyntes that were diſobedyent, and the 

bꝛute was euerpe where, that the warre was bente agaynſtevg we 

tooke it in dede heuely, and greuouſely as becommeth vs no leſſe and 

thought good to ſende thys epiſtle to ou, to pourge oure ſelueg. And 

fyꝛſte, we are truly able to affirme, that we # oure leagefrendes haue 

alwapes voꝛne the common charges impoſed vpon vs moꝛe than o⸗ 

thers, whan ſome alſo haue gonne free: Moꝛeouer, the apde, that you 

deſp2ed in the laſt aſſemblie at Spier, we found the meanes that you 

had them graunted, and perfourmedthe ſameoure ſelues : And now 

that alter all theſe ſeruices donne, we ſhulde be charged with diſobe; 

diente, it doet{ not only greue vs, but is alſomuche diſpleaſaunt and 
bytter: ne wolde haue wiſhed ſurelp, and it had ben alſo reaſou,that 

we ſhulde fyꝛſt haue ben accuſed and hearde,befoze it had commen to 

hande ſtrypes and that oure accuſation had ben thus blaſed abzode;

Theſe letters, whan the Xrchebiſhop had recetued, 
he publiſhed in all places, and commaunded they ſhuld be obeted:Be- 
ſydes he gaue tommaundement that they ſhulde pꝛaye in Churches, 
that God of hys mercy wolde tourne awaye the greate daunger that 
nowe hanged ouer Germany. At the ſame tyme the Pꝛoteſtantes (ed 
their ambaſſadours, to the kinges of Fraunce and England, newely 
reconciled, making ſuitetothem foꝛ ayde. After the Duke# the Latz- 
graue had wꝛytten thus to Themperoure pꝛiuatelp, as betoꝛe is ſayd, 


at y Ides of July, they ſet foꝛth a publicke wutingalſo, wherin they Chẽperour⸗ 
declare, ho we thys warre is made againſte Religion, and this to bee polpcie. 


Themperours intent, that vnder aſerten pꝛetence of rebellyõ, and as 
though he wolde punnyſh but a fewe,he myght plucke awaye the fel⸗ 
lo wes of the league, one from an other, and ſo muche the moze caſelie 
at the length ſubuert them all. And hereofthey bꝛyng manpe pꝛoues, 
and repoꝛte what kynge Fernando, what Granuellan, what Naui⸗ 
us and others ſpake pꝛiuately at Regenſpurge, verelye that the con⸗ 
tempt of the counſell was cauſe of thys warre. Moꝛeouer (they ſaye 
howe Themperoure ſent commaundement to them ofRauenſburge, 
whyche had lately recepued the doctryne of the Goſpell, that within 
afew dayes they ſhuld fox ſake they enterpꝛyſe, oꝛ els wolde he geue 
they? Citie and Landes to be deuyded amonges the Soldiours: but 
the Meſſager was called backe with the letters by the wave, leſte it 
ſhuld come fozthe a bzode that the war were agaynſt relygion:Foraſ- 
much alſo as the byſhop of Rome hath geuẽ ſentẽce againſt J þ Arch- 


biſhopof Collon, foꝛ the refoꝛmatyõ of doctrine + hath depuu?d him of che Card 
hysdignitie,x foꝛ that Theperouretn a maner doeth x thꝛeatneth the nail of aul 
lame,doeth not d ſufficietly declare the cauſe ofthe war? Foꝛ it is a cõ⸗ purge the 

mon bꝛure, how theyꝛ dꝛift 13,y the Cardinal of Auſpurg, who hath ſet firebzand of 


this matter a fp2e, ſhall thzoughe violence be ſubſtituted in hys plac 
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e: thys Warre. 
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It is repoꝛted mozeouex, that when they bee vanquiſhed, bandeg of 
Soldiours ſhalbe placed in all partes of Germany, whych in Them: 
perours name, ſhall ſee the decrees ol the counſell concernyng reiygi⸗ 
on maynteyned and put in execution: Furthermoꝛe it is wptten by 
dyuers men. howe the Archebylſhop of Toledo chielly, and fuch other 
pꝛelates in Spayne, do geue a great ſumme ot monyeto thys warte 
which they wold not haue donne, if it had not ben foz religion; It is 
wel kno wen allo, what maner of decree was made at Auſpurge.xvi, 
yeres ſynte, what tyme Themperoure pꝛoteſted that he could not a; 
byde thys ſecte and doctryne of Luther, but that to diſtroye the ſame 
vtterly, he wold beſtowe all hys fozce,treaſure,lyfe and blud alſo:For 
pl they were once oppꝛeſſed, as God foꝛbid, than ſhuld it quickely ap; 
pere, whether they wolde ſpare thys religion, and wolde not rather 
ſlaye the miniſtere of the churche, infozce theyꝛ wyues and their chil⸗ 
dꝛen, and reſtoze Monkes and Freers and all that relygious rabbell: 
But Themperoure map not lawlully woꝛke foꝛce agaynſt any ſtate, 
no2 banniſh any man, beloze his cauſe behearde, noꝛ bꝛyng ſoꝛeyn ſol 
diours within the bondes ol Germany, oz chaleng to hym ſelf any in⸗ 
herytance oz ſucceſſion belonginge to thempire: Foꝛ he is bounden to 
theſe conditions, and hathconfyzmed them by anothe:Foz yf it were 
lawful foz him to doe other wiſe, the ſtate of the publycke weale could 
not long endure: And what cauſe of diſpleaſure ſhulde haue agaynſte 
them, they cannot in the woꝛlde perteiue: Foꝛ touching me (ſaieth the 
Duke of Saxon) what fo euer diſſention was betwene him, his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Fernando, and me it was wholy quenched, two peares paſte, at 
Spier, and fo a nerer frendſhip, the lady Elenoꝛe daughter to kynge 
Ferdinando, was pꝛomiſed freely to my eldeſt ſonne, ſo that we could 
agree in religion. The ſame did Themperoure than cofyzme, a what 
tyme J ſhoulderetourne home from that aſſemblie, he ſent to me into 
my owne lodging Granuellan a Nauius.x with moſte large woꝛdes 
offered all good wil and frendſhip to me, and my childꝛen a my whole 
countrey.Ind what great cryme haue J commytted ſynce that tune, 
that he ſhould inted this crueltie againſt me? But doubteles themat- 
ter is euẽ ſo, as we haue ſhewed you befoze: becauſe we refule the bil 
choppes counſell, we incurre difpleaſure : But reaſon wolde that he 
ſhulde not imagine theſe thinges againſte thehouſe of Saron:Foz he 
| | kno weth, how after the death ol Maximilian, mine vncleDuke Fri 
* Dune Fans dericke,hauing the crowne imperial offered hym, thꝛough hys voyce 
—— court, Ad meanes gaue it vuto hym, to omitte in the meane tyme many 0-

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appoynte indifferent iudges, offered to abyde they: iudgment. Nowe 
concerning my owne parte ( ſayeth the Lantz graue) J was thꝛough⸗ 
I reconciled to hym fyue yeres ſynce at Regenſpurge, Ind foꝛ that J 
intended a fewe peares paſt to haue warred on certen Biſſhops, and 
fo: that aftervoardes J did helpe my coſyn the Duke of Wirtemberg. 
to tecouer hys owne, all thys and what ſo euer J bad haply don be⸗ 
ſydes agaynſte the la we voꝛytten oꝛ decrees of Thempire, eyther pꝛi⸗ 
nely oꝛ apartely, it was foꝛ geuen me, and wꝛytinges made therof,co- 
firmed with handes and ſeales: Therfoze can not J deuiſe oz imagin 
what ſhould be the cauſe of thys grudge: Againe whan J ſpake with 
him no we lately at Spyꝛe, he ſhewed hym elfe ſo frendelye bothe in 
woꝛdes and countenaunce, that J could perceyue no ſparke of diſpla⸗ 
fure. And it was couenaunted fyue pere ſynce at Regenſpurge, that if 
he ſhuld att ẽpt any thyng herafter agaynſt the Duke of Cleaue, that 
Ichuld not meddle in the matter: After, he moued war agaynſt him, 
and J kept touche and pꝛomiſe: And than what time he receyued the 
ſame Duke agayne to hys fauoure, whiche was befoꝛe Uerlone , he 
perdoned all y had ſerued oz aſſiſted hym with ayde. But yf he ſhould 
take in euill parte our abſence, that we came not our ſelues to Rege- 
(purge: we haue bothe made oure ercuſe, the Duke by hys Imbaſſa, 
dours, and J by pꝛelente talke with hym at Spier. But what is then 
the lybertye of Germany, oz ſtate ofÞpublicke weale, yt we muſt haue 
warre therfoꝛe, whan bothe in others heretofoꝛe, and alſo in this con⸗ 
uention nowe at Regenſpurge, many other Pꝛynces are abſent: And 


as loꝛ the warre of Bꝛunſwicke, we are not to bee blamed: Foz it is It is latwfa! 
lawfull foꝛ all men, to ſaue them ſelues from violence. We haue often tu tepulſe a 
tymes deſpꝛed in ſondꝛy alſemblies, that hys vyolence myghte be re⸗ biolence. 


ſtreyned: but moꝛe than woꝛdes a letters we could obteyne nothing: 
And pet in thoſe letters, whych Fernando at our requeſt wꝛote herof 
to Duke Henry openly, wer other letters incloſed, wherbyhe myghte 
eaſely perteyue, that he neded not to obeye the others. Thele Letters 
were foundein the caſtel of uolſbuttell, ſubſcribed with the kinges 
owne hande, and are fooꝛth commynge, and nede be: But in caſe the 
lyke ſeueritie had ben extended tothe Duke of Bzunſwicke,asthem- 
peroure ſheweth nowe vnto vs, albeit we haue not deſerued it, there 
had ben no warre at all: But in aſmuche as he impugned vs, who foꝛ 
the p:ofeſſion of the Goſpell doe ſuſteyne greate hatred, they coulde 
winke at hys myſcheuous actes. And Theperoure kno weth, how we 
commytted the pꝛouince taken, to gardience, and fo the defence takẽ 
in hande we offered our ſelues to abyde the oꝛder ofthe lawe, and ar⸗ 
bitrement by hym appoynted: yf he would haue taken the ſame way, 
and had not, foꝛſaking the Arbiterment and contemnyng Thempe⸗ 


cours ozder, attẽpted a new warre, but wolde haue tryed the matter 
with vs 
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with vs by the lawe the wap had ben eaſycnoughe.Forit we, being 
conuict in iudgement, had not obeyed, than ſhulde Themperour haue 
had iuſte cauſe to put the lawe in execution:but nowe, that he ſhulde 
thus doe, he hath not at al. Finally, from the time that this ute and 


his ſon were taken, themperoure did neuer demaunde thing of vs oz 


the ſame:therkoze there is no cauſe, wherfoꝛe we ſhould be acculed ſoꝛ 
negletynge oure dewtie. And in caſe it choulde bee aſcribed to vg, ag. 
though we ſhuld —— the law then haue we to muche wꝛonge. 
Fo: in aſmuche as of many peres now, thoſe only were receiued to be 


The iudges iudges okthe chamber, whych hated our religiõ moſt bitterly foꝛ that 
ofthe Cbã / the ſame iudges, all cõpoſitions ſet a part, gaue ſentence againſt vsa 
ber be Pa / our fellowes in matters ok religion, x alſo in ciuill cauſes wolde let vs 


viſtes, 


haue no iuſtice, we did, as we myght doe euen by oꝛder oflawe, necel⸗ 
ſarcly and lawfully refuſe them, as ſuſpected # our aduerſaries, pꝛote⸗ 
ſtyng that we wold declare moꝛe at large the cauſes of the refuſal be⸗ 
foze choſen iudges. Therfoze can there nothing be imputed vnto vai 
this be halle: Moꝛeouer two peres paſt it was decried at Spier, that 
the chamber ſhuld be eſtablyſhed vpughtiy,+ why it was not ſo don, 
it cã not be aſcribed to vs no our fellowes:and it is not vnknow to 
themperdure, how the laſt pere in the aſſẽblie at oꝛmes ther did no 
man reſiſt this decree of his moꝛe, than they themſelues, whiche wyll 
ſeme to be lopall# obedient pꝛinces, toꝛ this intent verely, that where 
as they be oure aduerſaries, they myght be oure iudges alſo. we doe 
heare moꝛeouer that this is layed to our charge as much blame woꝛ⸗ 
thy, that we ſeke to allure vnto vs certẽ ofthe Nobilitie: But maruell 
it is, that we ſhould be repꝛoued fox this matter: Foꝛ it is to be lounde 
t proued, that this hath ben alwaies the maner in the dayes ol oure 
foꝛefathers, that they ſhould ioyne vnto thẽ not only the gentelmenol 
their owne coũtries but the biſhops alſo: And though there wer ſom 


The leage fault therin, it is therfoze lawful to moue warre againſt vs, our caufe 
betwirtethe not heard, and albeit, that in the league ol in heritaunce, which is be⸗ 
thꝛe bouĩes. twene the houſes of Saxon, Bꝛandenburg a Heſſe, themperour is ex⸗ 


cepted, yet ought this to be ſo taken, if he do not abuſe his authoutie. 
Wherloꝛe, let Albert a John of Bꝛandenburge, coſins, who haue pꝛo⸗ 
miled to ſerue Themperour againſt vs,confider with thẽſelues dilli⸗ 
gently, what they doe c remeber their othe, wherwith they ar bode: 
we wold they ſhuld haue this knowledg and warninge, as they allo, 
which being our cltentes,take'wages vnder thẽ inthis war. Neither 
are they excuſed, if haply they wil ſay how thẽperour is pourpoled to 
punnilh certen pꝛinces fo2 diſobedience: Foꝛ they knewe themſelues, 
howe there can be no ſuch thing imputed to vs iuſtly: Bnt if Them⸗ 
peroure had accuſed vs of any crime, as reaſon wold haue requpꝛed, 
c that we could not haue conluted the ſame, he ſhulde not 1 — 
k o ble 
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to ble all theſe polycies, and ſollicite our fellowesto withdꝛaw them⸗ 
ſelues from vs. Foꝛ yl he coulde haue ſhewed our offence, they wolde 
haue fozſaken vs, ol theyz owne accozde, and in a cauſe that had not 
den good, few wold haue a biden the comms daunger. Furthermoꝛe, 
what tyme we with the reſt gaue hym apde two yeres ſynce. againſt 
the frence king, he pꝛomiſed than, that when that warre ſhulde be fi⸗ 


niſhed,he wolde goe into Hongary hymſelfe agaynſt the Turke. And 


no we doe the Turkes inuade Hongary, and the places ther aboutes 
with great foꝛce a power, as in dede it is repoꝛted of many, a doubte⸗ 
les therbe in thoſe parties both at Offen and Peſt great garniſons of 


Curkes:But the poore mens liues of þ countrieare neglected, which 
are now caſt vnto they enempes, as a pꝛaye, and in the meane while 
they ſeke howe to make ſlaughter in Germanye, and that all thynge 
maye ſwymme full of theyꝛ blud, that pzofeſſe Chʒyſt. And ſeing it is 
ſo, we truſt ſurely, that moſte men will pitie and lament our caſe, and 
wil not aſſiſt our aduerſaryes, whiche ſeke onlyto extinguiſh the doc: 
trine ofthe Goſpell, as they haue donne in all others places of theyꝛe 
dominions, and bꝛing vs into extreme bondoge, but wilbe content fox 
reafonable wages rather to follo we oure tampe, than theirs, wherin 
is the Romiſh Antichꝛiſte, and his adherentes, whole chyle endeuour 
is thys, that enen with the ſlaughter of all Germany, they mayeeſta- 
bliſh agayne,and confirme theyz wicked and deueliſhe doctryne. And 
inaſmncheas after muche intreatinge foz peace beyng ofno crime as 
petcouicted, we are enkoꝛced to warre, to defend our ſelues from vi- 
olence, we truſt that God will aſſiſt the treweth agaynſt lyes and in 
thys hys cauſe, wilbe our hygh Emperour a enſeigne bearer againſte 
the wicked deuiſes of the biſhop. Unto him verely doe wecommmt the 
whole matter, and beſeche hym, to confounde the cruell counſellesof 
bludthirſters,and euer moꝛe and more to auaunce the maieſtie # glo- 
wp olhys name. The ſame daye they wꝛyte to John Marques of Bꝛã⸗ 
denburge: And betaule he is bothe in the league of the P2oteſtantes, 
as byhis owne letters can be pꝛoued, and agayne in putuateconfede- 
racte with them ok olde tyme, they admoniſhe hym, that he weare no 
armure agaynſte them, but doe accoꝛdynge to the conuenauntes and 
donde of league foꝛ otherwiſe they will vtter the whole matter a de⸗ 
tlare openly, how farre agaynſt hys de wtie, are hys doynges,uwdher- 
vnto he aunſwereth, how he ſerueth Themperoure, he doeth not de- 
nye, ſoꝛalmute as he hath put him oute of doubte, that he warreth not 
again} religion:he is indede ol the Pꝛoteſtantes league, but only by 
meane ol the conteſſion of Auſpurge: As touchyngthe pꝛyuate league; 
therin is T hemperoure excepted by expꝛeſſed woꝛdes: And ſeeyng it 
bs lo, there is no cauſe, why they ſhuld be offended withhys ſeruics, oz

antes. haue moued warre agaynſt all godly men, he erhoxteth allmeninge: 
nerall,to faſtæ pzaye vnto God, confeſſe they2 ſynnes, and euery man 
choſe him a ghoitely father where he lyſte, and than receyue the ſacra: 
ment, to the trikent that god intreated map p2oſper this warre, which 
Themperoure and he haue nedefullye attempted, to roote out Here 
Thediligice lies, alid reſtoꝛe the peace of the Churche. And albeit Themperoures 
of the Pꝛote⸗ intent was that leuping powers in euery place as ſecretly as migtt

pyzebe bounden to him, and what fidelitie they ought to perfourme, 
But all thele thinges ſaieth he) neglected, John Fridericke Electour 
of Saxonie, and Philip, Lanzgraue ofHeſſe, by a certen raſh bolde⸗ 
nes, haue at all tymes, as muche as in them laye, hindꝛed all oure tra⸗ 
uaile and paynes taken ſoꝛ the publicke weale neyther haue they ben 
obedient, and haue not only them ſelues reſiſted vs, but haue alſo inti⸗ 
ſed other ſtates to doe the lyke, and with them to make vnlawful co- 
ſpiracies. And the Lantzgrauecerten yeares paſt, pꝛetending a cauſe 
J knew not what, attempted war againſt ſom of the chieleſt ſtates ol 
thempire, and inuading their dominious, did extoꝛt agreat ſomme ol 
monie. Ind alter, they both together, ſet vpõ an other pꝛince ol them⸗ 
pyꝛe, the cauſe not kno wen, and dꝛoue him out of his pꝛouince a kepte 
it to them ſelues. They haue alſo gotten into theyꝛ ovone gouernmet, 
londꝛy Biſhopuctzes and offices as well Eccleſtaſticall as Ciuile, the 
Loꝛdes wherof are ofan auncyente cuſtome vnder the iuriſdittion ol 
Themppꝛe, ⁊ haue they? place in the conſiſtoꝛy amonges other ſtates, 
and as yet alſo, thoughe they haue ofte complayned and ſued to vs in 
all aſſemblies, they deteine them ſtyll in that ſermtude. They haue al⸗ 
ſoſpoyled many of theyꝛ goodes and perely reuenewes, and receyued 
into theyꝛ tuition the clientes and ſubiectes ok others.

Ind all theſe thinges doe they ſo much the moze boldely.fo that they 
ſontemne iudgementes,and neyther acknowledge noꝛ feare the ma- 
mſtrate:Fox thzoughe theyꝛ fault the hyghe iudicrall place of Them⸗ 
pyꝛe is taken awaye:the lawes kepe ſilence,and ofa long tyme now 
there hathe ben no tuſtice miniſtred, to the great loſſe and domage ol 
many,and alter a ſtraunge example, ſuche as hathe not ben hearde ol 


beloꝛe. Ind that which is woꝛſte ok all, they woꝛke all theſe thynges, The p;ote- 
vnder that goodly and pleaſaunt name of Religion peace, and lyber⸗ nantes as 
tie: Foꝛ thele vſe they, as clokes, to couer thep2 Doinges , where thep cuſedot trea⸗ 
delyꝛe nothyng leſſe, than eyther the agrement of relygion, oz ol Ger- ſon. 


many the peace and libertie:certes they can pꝛoue by neuer a plate of 
ſcripture, that it is la wfull foꝛ them obſtinately to reſiſte theyꝛ hyghe 
Magiſtrate in any caſe:but the contrary is moſt manifeſt, aſwell by 
holy ſcripture, as alſo by autenticke hiſtoꝛves, that thoſe auncient pꝛo⸗ 
ſeſſours of the chꝛiſten doctryne, which confirmed their faithe, not in 
woꝛdes only, but alſo by theyz dedes and death, did obey heathẽ pꝛin⸗ 
tes. Wherfoꝛe doubtles they ought much leſſe to dente vs theyꝛ dew- 
tie, vnder the pꝛetence of religion. And when they denie that, they de⸗ 
clare euidently that theyꝛ intente is, to take fro vs the crowne impe⸗ 
rial ſtepter, and all oure authoꝛitie, and vſurpe the ſame to tbẽſelues, 
and when they haue confounded all thinges, to oppꝛeſſe religid, law, 
peate, and lybertye: Ind thus auaunced hyghly, with new honours 
and poſſeſſions, to bꝛing all men vnder theyꝛ tyꝛany. Foꝛ this do their 
woꝛdes teſtifye,ful of malicious thꝛeatninges, and alſo their famous 
iibelles and pictures diſperſed into all places, to the great mockerye 
#cotitempt of our name Moꝛeouer, they haue not onlymade leagues 
againſte vs, in thoſe their conuenticles,but haue alſo ſtyꝛed vp foꝛein 
binges againſt vs, ſecretly aided the ſame with theyꝛ helpe a coũſel. 
Ther be ſomme olſo that cantel what they haue attempted, to induce 
Turke into Germany. nohich thing is the rather to be credited, foz 
that the ſame ſhuld be verey fitte and commodious fo2 their pourpos. 
Wherkoze by theſe they: doinges they bꝛeake they? allegeaumce, that 
they owe vnto vs, and infringe the dignitie ofoure office,they reiecte 
all decrees, which they neuer eſtemed otherwyſe,than yl they had bẽ 
made foz thys intent, that others myght not repulſe violence frõ them 
lelues, but that it were permitted to thẽ only, to doe imurie to all me. 
Therefoze they haue fallen into that moſte heynous crime of treaſon, 
and into the condygne puniſhement fox ſuche an offente by the lawes 
preſcribed. And becauſe they doinges beknowen, there is no nede to 
declare thẽ. Ind albeit þ thzough the authoꝛitie, p we haue, we might

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haue punniched them long lynce,accozding vnto their demerites, vet 
fo; the loue of peace, and to auopde trouble, we haue fauoured them 
verye muche, graunted to them otte in many thynges, moze allo than 
became vs, and herin haue oftener than once hurte our owne conc; 
ence, and miniſhed oure authoꝛitie, and not wellpzouyded faz others. 
Thus did we fyue peres ſynte at Kegenſpurge, deale moſte gentlye 
with the Lantzgraue,# twoyeres paſt at Spier with the Duke of 
Saron,ofthys hope verely,that they beyng vanquiched thzongh ur 
great lenitie, pacience and elemencie, ſhulde at the length leaue they; 
bngodly deuiſes, and ſhuld nede ol no extreme remedy. But where in 
dede J percepued, that this did no good at all: a that they abuſed our 
gentlenes,inaſmuche as contemning the decrees of tyempire,z bꝛea⸗ 
king conuenauntes, they pzocede obſtinately, æ thꝛoughe a licencious 
luſt to rule, take other mens landes x poſſeſſions, and wilbe bounden 
to no lawes: ut ſeke, to ſubuert the whole ſtate of Þ publicke weale, 
And certenlp, vnleſſe they be firſt put to ſilence, neyther can Relygion 
be accoꝛded, noz the other partes ol the comon weale eſtabliſhed and 
refourmed, we are conſtrayned to vſe agaynlt thẽ the authoꝛitie that 
god hath geuen vs. And becauſe they? rebellion is manifeſt inſomuch 
as they themſelnes cannot denye,agayne,foz that they wooꝛe by vi⸗ 
olence,and will abyde no iudgment. Therfoze doe we outlaw them, 
as falſe rebelles, ſeditious (ot treaſon giltie) and diſturbers ol the ch 
mon quiet, and we are pꝛefixed to punniſhe them, as they haue deſer- 
ued, to thintente we maye haue libertie by them alter warde, to eſta⸗ 
bliſh the common wealth, and doe ſuche thynges, as pꝛoperly concern 
our office: therfoʒe we ſtraytly charge and commaunde, that no man 
ayde the in any caſe, neither take theyz parte:they that ſhall doe other 
wyſe, chall in curre the daunger both of iyfe and goodes: And tet ſuch 
as are happely gon already to ſerue them, retourne as ſoone as they 
poſſible can. But let all men geue they; ayde vnto vs, and fynde no 
let oꝛ cauillation thzoughe any league, oꝛ pꝛiuate conuenauntes. Foꝛ 
we make all theſe thinges fruſtrate. Moꝛeour we releaſe all the No- 
bilitie and commons of theyz dominions, ol they; allegeaunte tothe, 
wherby they are bounden to them, and aſſure them to be in ſaftye, yt 
they doe obeye: But ſuche as hall refuſe,to be punnyſhed, in iyke ſoꝛt 
as they. The. xxu.daye of July, Gerarde Uelduuiche is ſente agayne 
from Regenſpurg to Cõſtantinople, frõ whence he was but lately re⸗ 
tourned.Theperour, whan nothing could here de determined, pꝛoꝛo⸗ 
geth the conuentiõ ol thẽpire vntil Þ kalends of Febꝛuary in the next

the countrey fled vnto Roome, and came thyther with a meane com; 
pany. Atter ward going to Uenyſe,he became Suffragan to the pa; 


triarche of that Citie: But in fyne waxing werye of that ſtare, here: 


tourneth to Roome, and beyng bzonghte to an exigente, and a verey 
lowe ebbe, what tyme he had ſoldehys hoꝛſes, and in a maner putte 
awape all hys ſeruauntes, the Biſhop of Roome placed hym, in the 
Haſpytall of the holy ghoſte, wherin he ended hys lyle full pooꝛelpe:

eth the whole matter. And albeit they haue omitted no kynd of dew⸗ 
we towardes Themperour,# ſuppoſed there had ben no taufe of dil⸗ 
plealure, yet haue they hearde longe ſynce . bothe by his aunſwer, and 
allo by the talke ofotherg, that he intendeth to war onthẽ, as though 
they ſhould be drſobedrent, where as yet they are neither connictof a⸗ 
ny crime, noꝛ haue done wꝛong to any ma: And beit ſo, that the offfce 
were moſt trew; that he imputeth to them, vet were it not gwlul fox 
him, befoze the cale be examined, to attempte the matter VF foxce o 
armes: but this enterpꝛiſe of his, is agaynſte the ryght and lawes o 
Thepie, again? couenaunt #cuſtome of fozmer time:Fo2if Thepe⸗ 
tours had any matters againſt any ſtate, the ſame hath be euer accu- 
ſtomed to be examined opẽly: Now;he knoweth;how of many yezeg 
there hathe den meanes deuyſed,that Germany myght loſe her liber⸗ 
tie. And without all doubt, thys warte alſo tendeth to ſuche an ende: 
And albeit they haue alwapes hitherto perceyned in him a deſyꝛe to 
mainteyne common lydertie, and although he lately pꝛomyſed manye 
thinges touching his good will towardes them, and ſent them woꝛd 
that he wold not ſulker the fozeine ſoldiour to paſſe thꝛough his couns 
trep,yet is it repoꝛted vnto them, that he Hath gene them wape alrea- 
dy, and alſo vitayle and munition: whiche thinge greueth them not a 
lyttel, and ſuppote, that he is perſwaded,ſo to do, thꝛough falſe ſclaun⸗ 
derg. But where as by theyꝛ wꝛitinges lately ſetfoozth is declared az 
boundantly, how iniurioully the Emperoure dealeth, and howema⸗ 
i}couenauntes,afwel publicke as pꝛiuate, are in thys one thing bꝛo⸗ 
ben, they truſt yet, that in the delẽce ol lybertye, he will aſſiſt the with 
hys ayde and tounſell, eſpetiallye, ſeynge he put them in hope of the 
lamethynge no we lately by hys meſſager,Therfo:e he ſhall doe well 
tocbmaunde Themperours ſoldiours to depart out of his Townes 
ol Koene and Ingolſtad, oꝛ els to permit them to plate as manye of 
theyz men there allo.

bꝛeaking the glaſſe windowes in euery ſtrete, defated in a maner the 
whole citie, it ſinged trees and turned them vp by the rootes. In that 
calamitye periſhed two hondꝛeth perſons, oꝛ there aboutes partly c; 
ſumed with fpꝛe, partly by the ruine and fall ofhouſes, ſtones a tyles 
onerwelmed,befydesthoſe that were ſoꝛe wounded, and pet eſcaped 
death, wherofthe nomber was great. Many of them two dayes and 
thꝛee, ſoppie foure dayes alter were found and dꝛawen out of the ſel 
lars a tes vnderneth the grounde, wherunto they were led di: 
nerſe ofthem dead, whiche periſhed, eyther foꝛ honger, o2 foꝛ lache of 
bieathe ſome a lyue, which fynding they: vitayles lapdevp,ſuſteyned 
they: lite. Moꝛeouer a great nomber of hoꝛſes, and other beaſtes wer 
burnt vp ſtables and all. And the wal it ſelfe, where the Toure ſtode, 
was thzowen downe flat with the grounde, aboue two hondꝛzethpa⸗ 
ſes in length. At the. ir. daye ol Zuguſt, the Swiſſes mete agayne at 
Baden, and the fourth day after, maketh aunſwer to the pzoteſtants 
Ambaſſadours, whom they appoynted to be there at the ſame tyme, 
as beſoꝛe is mentioned, not all the S wiſſes, but ſuche only as wer ol 
the popiſhe religyon. n ho ſayde they were very ſoꝛp, that this warre 
was moued betwene Themperoure and them, neyther was there a⸗ 
nything that they had rather, oz wiſhed foz moꝛe, then peace. There⸗ 
foze they wolde not intermeddle in this warre to noꝛ fro, noz incline 
themlelues to either partie, howbeit, they wolde kepe out fozeine ſol⸗ 
diours, and not ſuffer them to paſſe thoꝛow theyꝛ dominion and ſtate 
their owne men at home, as muche as in them lyeth: And fo2 the lame 
cauſe haue geuen ſtrayte commaundement already, that no man goe 
foozth to ſerue in the warres, but attend vpon the Magiſtrates plea- 
ſure, and looke to the defence oktheyꝛ countrey:yet this not withſtan⸗ 
dyng, many are gonne a warfare, whom they haue takẽ into wages: 
which thing is a great grief to them:therfoze they deſyꝛe them, to dil 
tharge the ſame, and ſuffer them to retourne home agayne: Beſydes 
the foꝛmer demaundes, the pꝛoteſtantes requyzed of themthis moꝛe⸗ 
ouer that they wold not enter into that confederacie of Themperour 


and Bilhop of Roome nor apde the with any men, wherunto the bil 


chop eſpecially moued thẽ, but that they wold aſſiſt them, whych wer 
eonſtrained to defend vniuſt warre, and repulſe from them violence.

that you myght recouer and eſtablyſh agayne all kynde of Papiſtrie, 

quenching the trew doctryne, that we pꝛofeſſed at Auwpurge. And ſe⸗ 

ing the caſe is thus, and that we made — foz this pourpos, 

that we myght perſeuer in thysRetygion,andDefende-it ioyntelp tos 

gether, although any man els ſhuld pꝛetẽd ſome other tauſe of diſple⸗ 

ſure, agaynſt any of vs. we were dꝛyuen of neceſſitie to ſtande to dure 

owne defence, whyche bothe Gods lawe and alſo the lawe of nature 

doeth permitte and graunt vs. And albeit, that by reaſon of this your 
enterpꝛile, we are in nothing bounden to you, and therfoze neded not 

to declare vnto you any part ot our mynd, yet foz a further aſſurance, 

we renounce the allegeaunce and dewetye, wherby we were boundẽ 

to ou, not that we wold deminiche the ryght and commoditie of thẽ⸗ 

ppꝛe, but rather pꝛeſerue and mainteyne the ſame. This therefoze we 

pꝛoteſt openty, and that in ſolemnwyle that we are ol this mynd that 

we purpoſe to repulſe from vs, thys warre of you, and pour fellowes. 

Fo: in ſo godly and honeſt a cauſe, we ought to refuſe no perill. They 

ſent theſe letters by a yong gentelman and a Trumpeter, as the ma⸗ Thẽperoure 
ner is, to themperoure in hys campe befoꝛe Landſhut: n hiche he did woulde not 
not only refuſe to receyue, but alſo cummaunded in paine of theyꝛ life; recepue the 
totary it agayne where they had it: And added this moꝛeouer, that if Pꝛoteſtants 
anp man from hencefoo2th came vnto hym from them, he thoulde in⸗ letters.

Foz ſo oft (ſay they)as he graũted peace vnto vs # The Cmpe- 
our religto, he did it craftely,foz a time only, vntil we had gtue rours crafte 
money to ſerue the publique vſes a neceſſities of themptre .Af- towarde the 
ter he called the decrees made, in doubt a into queſtion, a helde Pꝛoteltants 
the matter ſo long in ſutpence. till he had made peace with the 
french king. a taken truce with the Turck. a that the biſhop & 
he eſpiyng a time conuenient, had appointed the counſell of 
Trent. concluded vpon a league:but hereof wil we bꝛing pꝛo⸗ 
bations,Fiue yeares paſt at Regenſpurg, he made a decree of 
religion, and wher as in diuerſe pointes we milliked the ſame, 
he declared his minde moze at large, and gaue it vs in wꝛyting 
ſufficiently:The ſame in other allemblies affer, his deputies # 
king Ferdinando did cofirme. And yet two peres lince. in the co 
vention at Spier, whan mention was made therof, he ſapd. 4 
how he did remeber no ſuch declaratiõ. The laſt yeare in the cõ 
uention at 1dozmes,the Byſhop of Pildeſleme.ſatd openly be⸗ 
foze al the P2zinces, how themperour pꝛomited the catholikes. g 
the decree of Spier ſhuld take no place after the Frech warres, 
A few monethes paſt, when he went to the conuentton at Res 
genſpurg,Granuellan ſpake it to me, ſayththe Lantgraue. in 
the pꝛelence of the Paulſgraue, of my counſellours, a the Im- 
baſſadour of the Duke of woirtẽberg. how that decree dk Spier 
was applied vnto the time: And that now themperour can not 
longer mainteyn the ſame againlt the other ſkates, Sire yeres 
paſt at Hagenaw,king Firdinando, whan he ſheweth hiscom- The Empe⸗ 
miſſion to thecatholiques,ſaid,that vnto vs ſhouldno decrees ers decrees 
be obſerued:Fo2 they were made koꝛ fear of the Turkiſh warre, "adcfozfear 
what time he had nede of our ayde. what thinke vou! as not 
this a goodly cauſe and a fetch to ſupplant vs a our felowes, 
They conkeſle the craft the ſelues, wherby they licked vs of our 
money. Therkoꝛe it is playn , that he intended alwayes the di 
ſiructis of religiõ.as the late cõtedtracie declarethj a taried but 
only to2 a time to ſerue his purpos.a becauſe he wold appere to 
haue þ matter lawfully decided, he was euer in hãd w vs, þ we 
Quld ſubmit our ſelfs to þ biſhop of Romes coũſel, but why we 
might not ſo do, it is ſuſficietly declared i our bokes ſet fo:th of 
| AA. iii. the ſame. And 
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And his purpoſe was, to maintain a execute the decrees of the 
countell.t̃oꝛ the 4ccompliſhement wherot he had longe befoze 
ſollicited certen foꝛrein Pꝛinces:but fearing leſt by this mean 
he ſhould ſet in his top, all that cleaued to religion, he pꝛeten⸗ 
ded an other cauſe and fained rebellion, that he might with. 
d:awe our fellowes,and whan he had vanquiſhed the chiefeſ, 
myght after compell the reſidue to obey his commaundement, 
And albett that he and his bzother thought to hepe marue⸗ 
lous ſecret this theirſubtill and crattie counſell, yet though 
the ſingular goodnes of God.tt commeth to lyght dayly moze 
and moꝛe. Foꝛ the Biſhop himlelfe, by his Imbaſſadours decla⸗ 
red to the Switzers. the cauſe of the warre, and copie of the 
league. herby it is manifeſt that not.they alone, but al other 
that p2ofeſle the ſame doctrine. are in the lyke daunger a that 
this is their indeuour.to reſtoꝛe papiſtrie in all places. Let all 
men iudge therfoze how truly this matter was handled, when 
lately in the conuentton at Kegenſpurg, they went about to 
perſwade,and cocluded alſo.that foz the appeaſing of religis, 
The d{fimy they would vſe lawfull and quiet remedies. Ye tolde me hym 
lation of the ſelfe ſapth the Lantgraue,latelp at Spier, that he was in no 
Cmperour, league with the Byſhop:The ſame affirmed Granuellan.This 
ts verely that ſame fatherly mynde and affection;This is that 
reale and loue of peace, wherof they ſpeake ſo muche. Did ever 
man heare of the lyke thing, that he wold perſwade the Pzin- 
ces quite contrary, to that whiche he hath had ſo long p:efired 
in his minde? we know right well, what dutie the Pꝛinces 
owe vnto the Emperour, and againe. what he ought to per: 
fourme vnto them: Foz as we are bounden to hym, ſo is he a 
gatne bounden alſo vnto vs: And wher as our cauſe not heard. 
he doth outla we vs. and ſeketh to put vs beſides our lades and 
poſſeſſions , in that he bꝛeaketh the bonde of the ciuile lawe, 
wherby the patrone is bounden againe to his cliente . Now? 
where he chargeth vs with rebellion, tt is nothing. and he him 
ſelfe knoweth,thathe doth vs wrong. Foꝛ euen foz the ſame 
cauſe, ſaith the Lantgraue.he gaue me thikes lately at Spier 
fo: that J haue omitted no diligence to appeaſe religion. But 
where he ſayth, that J pꝛepared warre, a punyſhed certen fla⸗ 
tes by the purle. I dente it not, and there was tuft cauſe ſo to 
do: Nenerthelefle it is openly kno wen. how thꝛough the me- 
diation of Lewys the Paulſgraue, and Richard the Archbr⸗ 
chop of Treuers, allthis matter was quietly ended: he him ſelf 
alſo, wziting his letters, all be it he had taken the matter dil- 


leaſauntly,yet foz as m FJ had diſcharged mine armie. 
P y,yet foꝛ 5 uche as J had diſcharg nile 
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ſignified that he required no moꝛe: Again. what time he ſpake 
to me of the ſame ſixtene peares ſynce at Juſpurg, I made my 
urgation in ſuche ſozte befoze king Ferdinando,Friderick the 
aullgraue and certen others, that he was contẽt and ſatilft- 
ed, Wherkoꝛe he ought not to make that mattir any part of oc⸗ 
caſſon ofthis warre. And where as J reſtozed Ulriche Duke of 
wirtemberg.at the interceſſion of Geozge Duke ol Saxd, and 
Che Archbiſhop of mentz. J was foꝛ that matter reconciled by 
compoſition, which he ratified. And after at Regenſpurg,vp 
his faith and aſſuraunce,he toke awaycleane and abolyſhed al 
diſpleaſure .Now he ſpeaketh alſo of þ warre with the Duke 
of Brunſwick: but the cauſe therof we haue erpzeſled in wzyt- 
ting and after that. in a moſte frequent audience of the Em⸗ 
pp2e, he him ſelf being alſo pzeſent , we declared moze at large 
two yeares paſte. The Duke that tyme made ant were, but the 
Emperour refuſed to heare our contutation of the fame, And 
why wold he not heare and examine dewly the whole matter, 
and by the aduyſe of the Pzinces.haue taken ſome oꝛdꝛe in the 
thing? Certenly becauſe he deſpꝛed ayde foꝛ the Frenche a Tur⸗ 
kyhe warre,of a purpoſe he let it dle pe. and wold haue it put to 


gaͤrdens, and herein we fulfilled his deſire at 1Bozmes, a were 


content that Frederick the Paulſgraue and his Coſin John 
Simmer, hould kepe and gouerne the pzoutnce by vs taken, 
bntill ſuch tyme as the matter ſhould be lawfully decided and 
determined. That done. he afſured vs, that the Duke of Bꝛun⸗ 
ſwick ſhould alſo aſſent to the ſame, and wꝛyting his letters, 
charged hym earneſtly, that he ſhould obeye. but he cõtemning 


. hiscommaundement.rayſed warre againſt vs,and was taken 


therin,as it appereth by a wzyting ſet fozth by me and Duke 
Baurice,Therfoze did we nothing in this warre contrary to 
dur dutte, nothing againſt the la wes and herein we appeale 
to egall iudgement. But here by it is to be ſene. what fauour 
he beareth to Religion. Foz albeit that the Duke of Bꝛun⸗ 
twick contemned his commaundement mot ralhely, although 
at what tyme he heard of the ſequeſtration, he ſpake of Them- 


perour many lewde and oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes. yet, becauſe he The Duks 
was a moſte bitter enemp of our Religion, he did althyngs vn- of Bziſwis 
punyched. here he ſayth. that we haue bꝛought certen vnder a bitter ene- 
dur fubiection.it is farre otherwyſe, and we haue orte made mr to f pro- 
aunſwere to the lame. This in dede map be wel verified of him dean. 


niche hath bꝛought vnder his iuritdiction diverſe pꝛouinces 
of the Empire. and alſo Byſhopꝛikes. and againſt this pzeſent 
varre,hath aſſembled nobles and gentlemen, that he mightsl 
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lure them to him koꝛ dur dictruction. This verely we grayye 

that we haue receiued diuers into our tuition a fidelitie, that 

it they ſhould be in daunger fo2 the doctrine of the Golpell, we 

Gould defende them: And that we ſuppoſe to be our duty, 0, 

God commaundeth to ſuccour the affiicted. And none haue 

moꝛe nede theſe many yeares nowe of helpe and defence, than 

thoſe that are taken foz Lutherians. But in other things that 

do not concerne Religion, we defend them not, no, we haue aj 
wayserhozted them to geue the magiſtrate their right and ho 

nour due. He obiecteth to vs, that we ſhould haue exhoꝛted tom 

not to repare to the Aſſemblie:But that is both vayne and ab 

ſurde:Fo2 where as our Ambaſſladours wer lately alſembled at 

W oꝛmes, and he went to Kegenſpurge, we commaundedthf, 

that (al other thinges ſet a part) they ſhould go alſo to that af; 
ſemblie.unto all other aſſemblies of thempyꝛe, ether we haue 

comen our ſelues oz always ſent our Imbaſſadours, Concer- 

ning that he ſayth of the chamber, and iudgement, it hath ben 

ofte confuted heretofoze . Mozeouer he maketh mention okan 

Heathen Magiſtrate.to declare that we might not reſiſt hym. 

But we haue not only done our duty. but alſo moze than we 

ought todo, # haue geuen him moze, than euer our auncellers 

Haue accuſtomed, to our great lofle and hinderaunce: Indthat 

He hath nocauſe of complaint at all, it ſhall appere by that we 

wall here recite, 1 | 

Lhe french .. A certen Ambaſſadour of the Frenche kyngs ſent vnto hym 
am lately(byoccaſion fell in talke of this warre) Pe ſaieth, itiva 
£ h — very great enterpꝛite that he taketh in hand. and aduilethhin 
rour from to conlider with him lelte. how great is the koꝛce of Germany, 
this warre. and how muche daunger is in the thing: And if perchaũce one 
| v2 two haue offended; there maya meane be founde,howfopa- 
ritie the matter without warre.nherunto he made this aun⸗ 

Fwere, there nedeth no pacitieng of the matter: Foꝛ he wilcow 

Theemye- quer Germany,02 hazard all that euer he hath in the worde. 
— 1 Foꝛ the power therofts not ſo great. that he nedeth muche te 
many, keare it: Foꝛ twenty veares ſynce and moze, hath he larde the 
7. .* . Foundationof this matter. Oktentymes they haue giuen hem 
Vl aapde, in ſondzy and many warres, latelyalſo againſt the hyng 
him felt. They haue bene at great charges. in many aſſeblies ol 

the Empyꝛe. Moꝛeouer in tondꝛy warres they haue loſt a great 

number of their mẽ. a to is their ſtrength decayed. And al thelt 
thinges hath he done fo: this intent, that Germany might be 

diffitute ot power, a voyd of fozce and ſtrength: therfoze is this 
tyme commodious to wozke this feate in. He that heard (9 
* 2 42 , ba 
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talle ofhis by the mouth ot the Ambaſſadour, an honeſt man 
and wozthy of credit, repoꝛted the ſame vnto vs. Why ſhould he 
than impute the cauſe ol the war to vs,feing he hach intended 
the ſame,of ſo long tyme befoze7 han we were than pꝛiuate 


perſones,and dzowned in the dꝛegges of the Romich Religion? 


Ind it he had ſtande to his decrees and conuenauntes than we 
wold haue done our duty: but in aſmuch as he hath bꝛokẽ ths 
lame. and the chief obedience is dew vnto God, let him aſcribe 
the faulte vnto him ſelte. Foꝛ conſidering that he intẽdeth de- 


ſtruction both to Religion and libertie: he geueth an occaſion, 


wherby we may reſiſt him with a good conſcience, Foz in this 
caſe is it lawful to reſiſt, as it is to be pꝛoued both by ſacred # 


pꝛophane hilkozies, Foz God is not the authour of vniuſt vio- Sod is not 
lence, nether are we bounden to him otherwyte than it he ful- the auctour 
fyll the conditions foꝛ the whiche he was created Emperour. of wzong. 


he graũteth that he hath agreed with vs pztuatly,and that is 
to bs a great pleaſure to heare: herkoꝛ the doth he moue war 
fo: thoſe matters. toꝛ the which once a faithful agrement was 
made! Foꝛ it can not be pꝛoued that we haue committed any re 
bellion, ether beloꝛe oꝛ after the ſame compoſitions. But thus 
the caſe ſtandeth. Pe made a decree at woꝛmes. xxv. yeares 
palt and let foꝛth a ꝓꝛoclamation, againſt Luther and ſuch as 
imbꝛaced his doctrine. a appointed moſte extreme punichmẽt. 
And that ſame acte now in this warre he intendeth to put in 
execution, is Crown and Scepter we neuer coueted: Foꝛ we 
ate content with our owne landes and reuenewes, and pzaye 
God, that in his feare, we may kepe and maynteine the ſame, 
Nit be true that he ſayth, why haue we ſo oft geuen him ayd, 
and lately but two yeares ſynce.againſt the kyng of Fraunce? 

02 the whiche deſert and denefithe ought in dede to fo2get al 
diſpleaſure,though no reconctlement had bene made. de ne- 
ler re poꝛted him eutl, but foꝛ the opinion ol his vertu, haue al 
ways commended hym highly. And as foz famous libelles and 
pictures, nether haue our diuines noꝛ yet any others ſet foꝛth 
againſt hym: ea our diuines and learned men haue euer moze 
ertolled him with great pꝛayſes. a exhoꝛted the people in their 
lermons to do the ſame, and pzaye to God koꝛ his pzeſeruatis, 
Perauenture they haue ſet foꝛth ſomwhat againſt the by(hop 
of Rome: but there was no cauſe why we ſhould inhibie them 
lo to do. But how vilaynoully and ſlaũderoully Cochleus, and 
Hadamar, the wohite frere of Collon, haue rapled againſt vs, 


our tellowes, and diuines, euen now at Kegfſpurg , whan the Tbe UKable 
allemblie was holden to appeaſe the controuertie, it is mant- ot Papittes. 


teſtly 
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fefflyknowen. He obiecteth vnto vs conſpiracies, and tonnen 
ticles wherin he doth vs great iniury.as in all other thinges, 
Foꝛ we are boꝛne and bꝛed in Germany, where men be far bold 
of ſuche crafty deuiles, as haue bene wꝛought againtt vs theſe 
many yeares paſt, and now firſt bewꝛay them ſelues. Howbeit 
that we might defende our ſelues againſt vniuſt violence, we 
made a league. and denie it not, and did it dnly to dekende our 
lelues,and to iniury no mã. and wherfoze we made it, we haue 
now in two ſeuerall wzitinges declared. And fiue peares ſince 
faith the Lantgraue, when J went thꝛough with the Empe⸗ 
rour at Regenſpurg, Granuellan ſayd then to me. and tomy 
chauncelour, how the Emperour was nothing offended with 
our league, but could be content alſo.that we ſbould receiue in 
to the ſame as many as we would. Ffter he ſpeaketh in darke 
wozdes,as though we ſhould haue moued the Turke to inuade 
Germany : But this thall the thing it ſelke conkute. Fo: we 
haue alwaps giuen apd againſt the Turke, yea moꝛe than euer 
our pꝛogenitours haue done, and that at ſuche tymes as we 
were not bounden, foꝛ that the couuenauntes were not kept, 
and whan diuerſe others, whiche had pꝛompfed apde perfour- 
med nothing. But you haue heard already how he and his 
bꝛother haue deuiſed lo with the Turke, that he might oppꝛeſee 
ſodainly vs only and our fellowes , Be had ayde giuen him la⸗ 
tely by a publique decree againſt Fraunte: Than he pzomyſed, 
that whan that warre ſhould be kiniched, he would go ſtreight 
againft the Turke. After he made peace with the enemy, with 
out their knowledge, with whole money he had made warte. 
vehold now, he bẽdeth al his koꝛce againſt vs. P it not a goods 
ly matter to ſe the munition bzought out of Autriche tothe 
warre in Germany,and in the meane ſeaſon to ſuffer Yongary 
to be ouer runne with the Curkes:? The ſeditions, coſpiracies. 
and treaſons, wherwith he chargeth vs. are none at all nethet 
is ther any other cauſe of war. than the ſame befoze rehearſed. 
He ſayth, he hath graunted vs ouer muche,and wynked at our 
dolnges, to the grudge of his own conſcience: but this is far 
ned alſo. Foz his deſire was long ſince to haue made warre a⸗ 
gainlt vs, and could not, being impeched hitherto, and was ol 
neceſlitie conſtrained to differre it, till he had quieted the Dult 
of Cleaue, the king of Fraunce, and the Tutke , Foꝛ what hys 
mynde hath bene. thole extreme and moſte greuous executions 
of godly men in his coũtreis do declare. And that alto he agreed 
with vs heretofoze, we now firlt percetue, that it was done kot 
this intent, that being diſpatched ol other altaires h. _ 
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entent, that being diſpatched of other affaires, he might intẽd 
this warre only. Wherok aſlurediy J coulde ſuſpecte nothyng. 
ſayth the Lantgraue,by reaſon of the great good wyll and hu⸗ 
manitie that he che wed me lately at Spier. At the which time 
alſo Nauis wylled my Chauncelour. that in any caſe this taln 
might be kept ſecret, Finally the ende or his accuſations, to 
pluck our fellowes from vs. And therfoze aſcribeth vnto vs Ty 
ranny, extoꝛtion and diſturbaunce of the clergie , but vndeſer- 
uedly. Foꝛ we punylh extoꝛtions and murther in our dominiõs 
ertremely, and therby haue purchaſed no ſmall Hatred to our 
ſelues, But lately that innocent man, John Diazius. was ſo 
cruelly and deteſtably murthered,as neuer man was. from the 
beginning of the woꝛlde vntyll this day: Chat Fratricide his 
brother appꝛehẽded and acculed. Certen Pzinces made reaueſt 
that ſo hoꝛrible a fact myght be punyſbed: but what inſued 
therot, the matter it ſelfe dec lareth. He imputeth the cauſe of 
all diſpleaſure and trouble vnto vs: But his decree of udozmes 
vas cauſe of all together, wherunto our aduerſaries cleaued 
as to a moſte ſure foundation, eſpectally the Duke of Bzun- 
wick. whiche made a confederacte with diuerte, betoze the con 
uentiõ of Juſpurg, where as, what maner of decree was made, 
it is openly knowen. Certenly thoſe crueil and fierce wozdes 
ther pzonounced, cauſed vs to make the league and cõtederacie 
that we are in at this daye. The Byſhops adherẽtes haue bene 
euermoꝛe buſy with vs. in al aſſemblies, and would haue com-

pelled vs to the choiſe of meates;and holy dapes of their owne 


makyng. Moꝛeouer we permitted the Emperour at Auſpurg, 
whan he pzomyſed vs faire and targely that he ſhould appoint 
peachers, But it is knowen wel enough, how wicked and how 
ignoꝛaunt men he afligned to that office, It is an auncient cu⸗ 
tome of thempire. that whã any Pzince is minded to retourne 
home, from thalſemblie he may do it by the Emperours leaue. 
How be it, my father (ſayth the Duke of Saxon) what tyme he 
was at Juſpurg,could not obtaine licence of him to departe, 
and heard it allo repozted, that in caſe he pꝛepared to goe, he 
would yet be ſtayed againſt his wyll. Ind albeit my vncle Fri⸗ 
derick had done muche koꝛ hym. yet would he neuer, as long as 
my father liued confirme hym in his own Dukedome,only be⸗ 
cauſe of the decree of ndo2mes and Religion. Seing therfoze 
that the cauſe of this warre is manifeftlyknowen, we defyze 
all men to geue no credit to the contrary, and defende with vs 
their common and natife countrey. As fo2 our own ſubiectes 
and clienteg, whom he hath releaſed of their W which 
they owe 
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they owe vnto vs, we doubt not but they wyl do their duty vx; 

to vs as they are bunden. The pꝛoteſtaũtes letting lippe that 

occaſto of fight at Ingolſtad, as betoꝛe is ſayd, and remayn ng 

there thꝛe dapes after, whan the Emperour in the meane ſea; 

The Pzote- fon had foꝛtikied his Campe ſtrongly, the fourth day ol Septẽ⸗ 
üauntes re- Ver, they remoued thence,that they might encountre with the 
moue their Erle of Bure, oꝛ ſtop his paſſage: Notwithſtanding that ſome 
Campe. Were againſt it. and ſaid how they nede to go no further toſeke 
the enemy, which was in light. and betoꝛe their eies. Chey pit. 

ched the next tyme at Neuburg, which they had foztified with 

a garniſon befoze,two days after they marched to Donauen, 

The tenth day of September they encaped beſydes Uending, 

a towne of the Erles of Deting, lending from thence elpialles 

to bꝛing them ſome intelligence of the Erle of Bure. That per. 

cetuing the Emperour, ſent aduertiſement to the Erle, who 

turning out of his way,and marching from Noꝛinberg to ke 
genſpurg,came to the Emperour at Ingolſtad in ſafitte,wher 

$0:c the Pꝛoteſtauntes being fruſtrated of their hope, the third 

day after returne vnto Donauerde , Hether came vnto them 
Chꝛiſtopher Counte Oldenburg, and Friderick Riteberg with 

two legtons,and the Erle of Bichling with kiue enſeignes of 
kotemẽ. In the meane tyme the Emperour remoued his campe 

to Nuburg:Ind whan no ande came, the ſouldiours of the gat- 

uburg rẽ⸗ Nylon rendꝛed the towne. The Emperour pardoned them abta⸗ 
v:ed vnto þ Ring ſtipulation ot them, that they ſhoulde no moꝛe weare ar⸗ 
Emperour. MUre àagatnſt him. Than the repoꝛt went, how the Emperour 
would to Auſpurg.wherfoze the Germaines paſſe ouer Cho⸗ 

nawe, to let him of his iourney: But whan he leauing a garnt 

ſon at Nuburg,marched toward Marxeme,. they returne back 

into their fozmercampe.} tolde you befoze how they had ſent 
Ambaſſadours fo2 aydeboth into Fraunce and Englande, but 

that was in vaine. And the king of Fraunce in dede erculed the 

Fraunte de · Matter. toꝛ that hauing made peace with ß Emperour, he ard 
ned to apde He could not. How beit, foꝛ that he would not haue the Empe⸗ 
the Pzoteſt. rours po wer tncreaſed, he deſpzed Peter Stroſle(a Floꝛktine d 
man of war and erceading riche)to lende them the hondetth 

thouſand crownes,and to the intent he might the eaſelierdoe 

it. he payeth a great ſomme ol money. that he ought him. he 

was content. toꝛ atmuche as they ot Stracburg.Auſpurg . and 

Ulmes became ſuerties,+ goeth toꝛth with John Sturmius 
chat was tent Ambaſſadour into Fraunce, to the pꝛinces in 
their campe at Donauerde. han he came thither. he was ho 


noꝛably receiued, and departed in tuche torte, as he Wen

paſſing halte a myle from the Emperour,

departure. he ſawe ſhuld be like to kal into the lapſeol their en. 
nemies. he thought not good to de part. but ſending meſſfgers; 
both to haſte them fozward,# to cal back the Duke of Sard;he 
kept the Hilles, that he was vpon, a ffired not. In the midway 
bet wirt both armies was p Kiuer ot Egra, which was in dede 
but ſmal. vet hard to paſſe ouer.eſpecialp fo2 themperour, if he 
wold haue foughten the battel.zanto this riuer was come the 
Erle of Bure with his power. Ind whan it was very like that 
they (huldHaue ioined in battel,themperour calleth him back. 
4 comaundeth him ſtra itiv to go no further. Thus they retut- 
ned both into their campe,#the pꝛoteſtauntes pitched nottar 
fro Notting.

Foꝛtune fauoured the mans deuite: And tettyng fozwarde by 
night, whan he was come thither as tone as day appered, and 
was auauncing his ladders to ſcale: the townes men yelded 
them ſelues, The ſouldtours of the Garnyſon were fayne to 
laue thẽ ſelues by flyght.This done, themperour marcheth to 
Donauerd.The pꝛoteſtantes intent was. to haue aſſaulted the 
Emperour in his campe, but his departure altered þ purpoſe, 
it is thought how themperour had ſome intelligence therofb? 
eſptal.Jn thoſe days the Duke of Alba. ſent to demaũde of che 
Lanfgraue, why he kept ſo much che hilles and mountaynes:

matter in battell?; The Lantgraue ſent him woꝛd again. howe 
he and his kello wes were ftue dayes together in the plain kiel⸗ 
des befoze Ingolſtad, and offered battell: why would he not 
light: hy did he not bicker at Nozlinge, where he taried koꝛ 
him the whole dave? whyleſt this was done in Sweden there 
fell a great alteration in Saxonie. How the Emperour had de 
uiſed with Duke Maurice at Negenſpurg and Ferdinando at 
Pꝛage again. how the Emperour commaunded him to inuade 
and enter in poſſeſſions of the Electours of Saxonie and the 
Laniaraues countreis, it is befoze ſpecified. herupon Duke 
Maurice in the fir beginning of the — — home 
from Kegenſpurg,calleth a conuention at Chemnice of al the 
fates within his dominion. and there coſulteth what is nede- 
fullto be done. They countell him to know certenly of the Em- 
perour. whether he wyll permitte them to kepe their Religion 
ſafely,ſecondly that he, and the Marques of Bzandenburg E- 
lectour, hould make interceſſion. And in caſe they may be in al 
ſuraunce foꝛ Religion. and that interceſſion wil take no place, 
they exhozte him,that in as much as he is bounden in al other 
matters beſides Religion,. to obey the Emperour, he would ſit 
quiet, a hire a power to defende his countrey. tinto the which 
thing they pꝛomite him ayde. a chouſe ſpx out of the whole nũ⸗ 
ber, to alliſte him at all times with their aduiſe a counſel: But 
whan themperours comaundemet befozeſatd came. vnto hym, 
and king Ferdinando alſo muſtred men in Yongary, a leuied a 
power in Boheme. he holdeth another aſſembly ok his ſtates at 
Fridberg the eight day of October. There he reciteth 8 fozmer 
treaty.a ſapth. how after their aduiſe. the Marques of Bꝛandẽ 
burg a he haue ſolicited the Duke ol Saxon a the Lantgraue, 
to permitte þ they might intreate the matter. a haue earneſtly 
admonylhed them alſo, what perill is in the thing, a that they 
would ponder it diligently. How beit as vet in dede they haue 
recetued no conuenient aunſwer, and libelles are ſet out, the 
matter come to hand ſtripes, a they haue bickered together, # 
haue had ſondzy ſmal coflictes:and albeit þ thei haue at diuers 
times required his ayd. yet fozaſmuch as themperour hath 
ten himſufficiet warrafitiſe fo2 religiõ.thertoꝛe hathHhe.follo- 
wing their coſiſel, tired nothing, but hath kept ſoldiours foꝛ $ 
defence of his pꝛouince.a conferred in matters of coũtell w the 
lix cholẽ.

to þ Dukes to come into a ſtraungers handes, it ſhould be a great griefto 
ot Baxon. him.

he pzomyleth hym muche good wyll and amitie, and cheweth 

that he deſpzeth nothyng that is his. He ſayeth mozeouer, how

no doubte, but the craft would ſone appere. Wherkoꝛe let them 
not truſte to his pꝛomeſſe. And where they are affrayd of them. 
perours ſentence of outla wyng them, he marueleth greatly, 
where they knowe,that the ſame is not lawfull foz hym ſo to 
doe, vnleſle the parties had kirſt bene ſommoned, and conuicte 
in iudgement. But the greateft grief of all ts, that the noble 
houſe and people of Saxonie ſhuld be thus deuided: Foꝛ if they 
were of one mpnde,and would ioyne their fo:ces together, the 
daunger that is ſo feared, might eaſely be repulſed.

About this tyme began again-perfecutis in Frannce.Chert 
is a town in thoſe parties called Melda, ten miles from Paris 
the byſhop therof in koꝛmer peares was Willis Briſſonet: he 
being deſirous of purer doctrine, appointed good pꝛeachers ;

beyng taken whan they were all together, they are put in 
pwlon. and alter their examination caried to paris in cartes,' 
Chere recepuing ſentence at death, and caried home agapne. 
lourtene of them. bounden to ſeueraul takes, were vurnte 
quicke all at one tyme, the relidewe wert wyhypped and banni⸗ 
ſhed, As they were retournpng home warde from Parts; one 
tommeth runnyng to them out or the next village, and exhoꝛ⸗ 
teth them to perſeuer to the ende. Wherfoze beyng appꝛehen⸗ 
ded, hefuffered lyne punyſhement as the others did. Beloꝛe ther 
were bꝛent, they were put on the toꝛture, to the intent they 
ſhould vtter the fellowes and kollo wers ot theyꝛ doctrine, but 
they could extoꝛte nothyng out of them.

We are entred verely,vponour tourney to repꝛeſle his boldneg 
and rebellion. Wherſoze we will that you firſt, fozeſee, that in 
ſuche places, wherby we (hal paſſe with our armie, there want 
nothing that is neceſſary,and that the ſouldtours be wel vſed, 
Mozeouer, that contemning all the othersc@maundementes, 
pou perfourme vnto pour P2ince al loue and due obedience, as 
in dede you haue done hetherto. Foz euen fo this intent haue 
we taken this warre in hande, that his fierſenes being oppꝛel⸗ 
ſed, peace #quietnes may be foꝛ pou recouered. The ſamedaye 
alſo he wꝛyteth to the counſellours and gouernours of Pꝛage. 
How he is pꝛelixed to be auenged vpon John Fridericke accoz- 
ding vnto his demerites: Let them pꝛouide therfoze, that his 
campe map be vitayled out of their countrey. Che. xxiiit. of 
Marche. the nobles and cities of Boheme, whiche had lately 
made a league, whan they were alſembled at Pzage, as it was 
determined, they make warlike la weg, and ſuche as are requi- 
ſite toꝛ the warres it nede requyze , and committe the chief go . 
uernment to Caſpar Phulgtus , About thts tyme king Ferdi⸗

Nicolas Minquit, to renew the aunci⸗ 
int league: But he falling ſicke by the way, whan he was not 
able to go to Pꝛage. wꝛyting his letters deſyzed them to ſende 
ſome me of credit to him, with whom he may treate a coclude, 
whan thelt letters were receiued, the Noble men of Boheme 
wpte to the Duke ol Saxon from Pzage, the, xxviii. daye 
Marche, ſignitieng what Minquit required, and howe deſp⸗ 
tous they be. to gratifie him herein, and graunt , that reaſon 
would. it ſhould fo be. Howe beit they are impeched by reaton 
ol this troubleſome tyme, and pꝛelent diſquietnes. Foz Duke 
Maurice and his bꝛother are come with their foꝛce into Bohe⸗ 
me, intending to doe ſome miſchief, and all thꝛough the pꝛocu⸗ 
tement ol kyng — ſ— him not to take this ſo, 
as though they would not that the league ſhould be renewed, 
Fo: they wyll both kepe the ſame, and perſeuer in the olde amis 
tie. as well as if it were already renewed, They wyll alſo doe 
their indeuour. that it halbe confirmed again as ſone as may 
be.

Chat the cauſe why they haue put on armure, a led foꝛti their 
armie, is to defende their countrie from vniuſt violence. elpeci⸗ 
ally in his ablẽce. And pꝛay him. to intreate themperour , that 
he war not againſt the Duke of Saxõ, but ſuſter that his caſe 
may be frendly debated.

02 els wil he 
lende the meanes to repꝛeſle their rachenes wel enough. here 
they intreate koꝛ the Duke of Saxon, he can not a lyttle mar⸗ 
vell:Foz he hath not deterued lo. neither of the Emperour, noꝛ 
or him, noꝛ yet of the lande of Dahn e their * 
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koꝛ a parliament, he wyll doe herein as ſhall become hym. In 
the meane tyme the Duke ol Saxon taketh from Duke Ways 
rice Fridberge and Miten.a towne by the Ryuer of Albis. 

And about this tyme the Fathers that were at Trente, re- 
moue to Bolonia la grace, neither after that ſeſſion wherein 
they treated of the Sacramentes,made they any decrees at al, 
The cauſe of their departure (as it isſayde ) was, foz that the 
ay2e of this place was not greatly holſome, after the opinion 
of Hieroſme Fracaſtoꝛ, Phiſitton to the Fathers of the coun⸗ 
ſell, who had of the Byſhop of Rome therkoꝛe, theeſcoze ducka⸗ 
tes a moneth.

Ind whan he was come a- 
gane to Franckefurt,the.rit.dave of Ap:ill.he putteth two to 
death, wherof the one John Uerden , was of the ſame towne, 
the other william Gelluſe , was a ſubiect of the Lantgraues, 
The cauſe of their execution was, fo2 that they were ſapde to 
be ſent by the Lantgraue.that they ſhould bye of a Smyth the 
keyes of one gate.that they ſhould ſet the town on kyꝛe in foure 
ſondzye places,that they ſhould dꝛyue in Jron nayles into the 
Canons and other great pieces, ſo that they might not be ſhot 
of, That whyleft others were quenching the fy:es, they with 
the helpe of their kellowes ſhould ſlape the Erle of Bure and 
his familie. the Conſull and the Senate. That they ſhould in⸗ 


kecte the welles of the town with poyls, eſpectally that, which 
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ferued the Erles kitchin,and another whiche ts in the Court. 
Alter came fozth a wzytting,pourpozting howe they confelled 
tn p2yſon this cõſpiracie, and perſeueredin the ſame whã they 
were led to execution. But the Lantgraue pourgeth hym ſelke, 
and affrrmeth that lynce that tyme that Franckefurt came in 


tothe Emperourshandes,he hath attempted nothing,and c0- 


kuteth the crimes oblected with many weighty woꝛdes: he had

Ind whan he had kyꝛed the 
loge. he pitcheth his Tentes nere Mulberge, by the Ktuer of 
Albis. But the Emperour fearingleſt he ſhould haue retired tg 
Wittemberge, the ſtrongeſt and chiefeſt town ol his Dukedom. 
ſawe he had nede to make haſte, commaunding therfoze his ar 
mye to marche koꝛe warde, whan they had repoled them ſelues 
one daye, the. xxiiii.day ol AIpꝛyl.they come to the water in the 
moꝛnyng by tymes. The Duke of Saxon had placed certen on 
the contrarp banke with field pieces. to let the Emperour,that 
he ſhould neither make a bꝛydge noꝛ findea tooꝛde to tranſpozt 


his armie. Ind alto might defende that bꝛydge whiche they

And William Thumſerne with his power was abſent.neither 
tould al the reſt be put in oꝛdꝛe in ſo great expedition of them- 
perour.>herfoze,being at the lẽgth vanquiched id the greater 

nomber a multitude. whan they had fought till it was night:

the p;omilion of Maurice, hal hepe ſtili the town and Cafttl, 
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yow he had thought the Emperour would not haue dealte to 
with him. Ncuerthelelle,it this be pꝛetired and determined, he 
deſireth, to haue certen knowledge, to the intent he maye take 
oꝛder in matters concerning his wyke and his childꝛen. The 
Pꝛince Electour ot Bzandenburg,afterhe had heard of the bat 
tell. taketh his tourney tmmedtatly, and comming to the cape 
the ſixt day of May. doth mitigate the Emperours mynde, lo 
that altering his ſentence, he ſaued the Dukes lyle. tdherfo!e 
the Emperour pꝛopoundeth conditions, which after the Duke 
had confirmed the.xvitt.daye of May, he redemed his life, J. 
monges others was wytten this alſo, that what ſo euer the 
countell oz the Emperour ſhould decree concerning Religion, 
he ſhould appꝛoue. But where he would in no wyſe aſſenteto 
that. and perſeuered in the ſame, and herein reſpected no daun 
ger, the Emperour commaunded that part to be croſſed a blot. 
ted out. And the reſt ol the conditions were theſe , Chat here- 
nounce tht dignitie ot Electourchip, toꝛ him teite, and toꝛ his 
chyldꝛen. and permitte the Emperour to diſpoſe it at his plea⸗ 
ſure. He delinereth vp to the Emperour wittemberge and Go⸗ 
the, the ſecond foztreſle of his dominion, yet ſo as he may take a 
way all his ſtuſte and pꝛouiſion, ſauing the munition. andthe 
third part of the vytayle: The Emperour permitteth the ſoldi- 
gurs ot the garriſons to departe, yet without enſeignes. The 
Dute of Saxon frely releaſeth Marques Albert without ral 
ſome, and reſtoꝛetij ſuch thinges as were taken trom him. The 
Emperour againe ſetteth at libertie Dune Erneft of Bun. 
S wick. aking firſt a pꝛomeſſe ot his tidelitie. he Duke ol Sar 
m reſtoechtuche thinges as in this warre tyme haue benetas 
hen av ay trom the Exles of Maſtielde, the Marques ofP2ulle, 
and them of Solmen. He renoũceth his titie ot Maydenburg. 
Dalberſtate and Halles. e pzomyſeth to obey the iudgement 
of the chamber imperiall. whan it ſhalbe eſtabliſhed by Thems 
perour, and to geue tuwarde the charges therol. He aſſenteth 
that Duke ẽry ot Hun wick and his tonne ſhalbe deliuered. 
neither wylihe commence any action agatnſt them. He tozla- 
keth ail leannes madz-againft the Emperour and king Ferdt⸗ 
nando neither wylthemake anpfrd hencefo:th , wherin they, 
their pꝛauintes and feflowes ſhal not be compztſed. The Empe 


_ , raurdathconfiſcate ali his ĩandes, and geneth the ſame to his 


bzother fertinandts, and Duke Maurice, pet to, as Duke Mau 
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of Gothe. with al the pꝛolite. ho wbeit he ſhal raſe the Caſtell.a 
not foztifie the towne: Foz fo muche as the Duke of Saxon 
is greatly indebted, to the intent thoſe debtes may be payed, 
whiche were dew,befoze the league of Smalcalde, Duke Mau⸗ 
rice ſhall genie to his childꝛen as a ſubſidie an hondꝛeth thou- 
land crownes. Moꝛeouer he ſhall paye ſuche other debtes, as 
depende vpon the landes confiſcated, and geuen to him by the 
Emperour.and and by this meane ſhall the ſuites and contro⸗ 
uerlies betwixt them haue a kinall ende. The Duke ſhall at⸗ 
tempte nothing againſt them. that haue ſerued the Emperour 
in his warres. noꝛ yet againſt the kyng of Denmarke. He ſhall 
obſerue the la wes and ſtatutes. that the Emperour and the ſta 
tes of the Empyze ſhall decree. Foz as muche as he is releaſed 
dt execution and bodely puniſhement, he ſhall remaine from 
hencefozth in the cuſtody of themperour,oz of his ſonne, pꝛince 
of Spapne.The goodes befoze mentioned his childꝛen ſhall vſe 
and eniope. ſo that they and the people alſo do ratitie the condi 
tions of peace.

Recrode a Thumſerne, who'neuerthelefle, it he ſhall diſcharge 
his armie within this moneth, Q<albe: therin compꝛehended. 
Beloꝛe theſe thinges were condirtoned, the Emperour out of 
his campe befoze nittemberge the ſyrfe daye ot May. ſummo⸗ An aſſemble 
neth all the ſtate s of the Empp1:e,to mete at ulme at the Ides ot tdempyꝛe 
ot June. to the intent to make a league. He ſendeth thether at aimes. 
Imbaſſadours, the Cardinal of Auſpurg , Maraues John ot 
Bꝛandendurg. Lirane and Henry Haſie. The ſame doeth kyng 
Ferdinando. Untothat whiche the commiſlioners of P2age; png Ferdi 
had lately ſayd;concerning the league made. as though it were nandos let⸗ 
no newe thyng. noꝛ againft the cuſtome of che countrey; Ferdi ters to the 
nando aunt wereth from the campe bekoze ie cemberge at the Bohemers, 
des ot May. That it is plainly a new and a ſtraunge enter. 
ple. and whiche appertaineth vtterly to his iniury . Moꝛeo⸗ | 
ner he devlareth what they haue attempted in his abſenceand 
how many wapes they haue rebelled, and by ſonvey reafons 
goeth about to pꝛoue, that this tame league was made againtt 
the Emperdur and him. nhertoꝛe he chargeth and commaun⸗ 
veth them, to abolyſhe a defeate the ſame; to reſtoꝛe vnto euery 
man his ſeale againe. and deliuer a copie ot᷑ their league to his 
Imbaſſadours:amtede they obeye this acroꝛdingiy.he wyl doe 
#3 his councell chall terue him. Albeit the E mperour had accoz 
ded with the Duke ol Saxon. as befoꝛe is ſatd,yet the garriſon 
that kept aoittemberge to the nombꝛe ol thꝛe thouſand — 
OUrs, and 
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ourg. and the citezens alſo refuſed to rendꝛe. except the pꝛince 
him ſelte did ſo commaunde them. Foz the townes men fearey 
chiefly the oultrage of the ſouldiours, whan they might (ee in 
a maner of the towne walles what hurte they did in the coun⸗ 
trey,cſpectally the Spantardes and Hongarians. The Duke 
of Saxon therfoze the. xxi. day of May, whanhis bzother,hyps 
ſonne and certen cotinſellours,came out of the towne tohym, 
doeth releaſe them of their othe koꝛ the warres,and commaun⸗ 
deth them to departe thence, befoze thꝛe dates be ended. whan 


wittiberge this commaundement was geuen, the townes men maße rr

Two dapes after king fer⸗ 
dinando and his two ſonnes, came into the towne accopanted 
with the Electour of Bꝛandenburg. and Duke Maurice, to ſee 
it only, and making no long abode retourneth into the campe. 


At atter none alſo the Emperour hym ſelfe entreth. and whan 
he was come into the Caſtel. heſaluteth the Duchelle, again

ture toꝛ a certen ſpace appareled with riche array, with hys 
crowne. Scepter, and other oꝛnamentes, was layde vpon his 
bed; wherunto at certen howꝛes both dynner and ſupper was 
ſerued, with lyne ſolemnttfe, as was accuſtomed being a lxue. 
lter were theſe garmentes taken away, and n e

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rell put on. There were continually pzeſent; rtviit. Monkes. 
ſuche as are commonly caled begging. Freers. Thoſe ſange 
Maſſes and Diriges fo2 hym, without ceaſing, A bout the dead 
cops were ſet.xiiii.great tapers, and ouer againſt. ſtoode two 
aultars, wherupon from the tirſt day light, tyli it was noone, 
was ſayde Maſſe continually, There was alſo a chapel iuſt by. 
wherin were burning innumerable Tapers a lightes, About 
the chariot wherin the coarſe was caried, went. xxiiii. Freers 
with ſo many Tapers . And befoze them, went fiue hondzeth 
pooꝛe men, in mourning apparell, with euery man a toꝛche. 
Belydes other nobles of Fraunce. there were pꝛelent. xi. Cardi⸗ 
nalles. The funerall Sermon made Peter Caſtellane, Byſhop 
of Macon, ot whome is mentioned befoze, Ye, amonges other 
thynges declareth howe the king was pꝛekixed to buylde a Col 
lege, wherin all artes and tongues ſhould haue bene red and 
taught. Ind that ſixe hondꝛeth ſhuld haue bene founde there 
to learning. Ind to the ſame vie, had alligned out fittie thou- 
ſand crownes pearelp. 

J che wed pou befoze how Duke Ericke of Bꝛunt wick went 
to Bꝛeme: Howbeit at the. xxti.day of May. he departeth from 
the liege. to defend his owne coũtrey from ſpoyling . The lame 
did Gxiſberger, whiche led an other part ol the armte, and they 
lirſt agreed vpon a place, where they ſhould mete againe with 
their powers. This Duke chaunceth vp his ennemies. Which 
was the fozce of Hamburge, that came to apde the Bꝛemers. 
Chey kought ſoze till it was within night, and in fine: Dune 
Erick being dilcomtited, and dꝛiuen backe with his hozſemen 
into Riuer of iturge. loft many ol his men. Neuertheleſſe. he 
him ſelle elcaped, but loſt all his munitiõ, and after comming 
to the Emperour.lapde all the faulte in Wriſberger, that came 
not to helpe him. neith the Bꝛemers and their kellowes, were 
Counte Albert of Mant elde, Erle Bedecke, Thumſerne, Con⸗ 
rade Phenninge, and diuers others. But after the Duke of 
Saxon had cõdicioned with the Emperour, al thefe foꝛces flip- 
ped away. nohileſt theſe thinges are a doing: the Electour of 
Brandenburg and Duke Maurice. intreate diligently foz the 
Lantgraue. And to the intent the thing might the moꝛe conue 
mently be accõpliched, they ſende fo2 him to Lipſia: but where 
the Emperour would in any wyſe , that he ſhould tubmit him

It knew.ſayth he. that the Emperour 
might be fntreated, to ſuffer me to retourne home againe, and 
to let me haue one of my Caſtels furniſbed with ozvenaunce,y 
could be content foꝛ a common quiet, to Rate all the refte, and 
deliuer all the munition accozdingly. Than ſapeth Eblebe. J 
wyll repoꝛte this tale vnto Duke Maurice, and within a tewe 
dayes, wyll eyther repare vnto pou agapne, oz aduertiſe you of 
the certẽtte hereof by letters. in the meane ſeaſon J deſire poy 
to ſurceaſe from other deuiſes. Going therfoze vnto Duke 
Maurice. not long after,he retourneth with letters to hym krõ 
Duke Maurice and the Electour of Bꝛandenburge, bearyng 
date the fourth day of June out of the campe bekoꝛe wittem⸗ 
berge, whiche were of this impoꝛtaunce. Chat ſo ſone as they 
vnderſtode moꝛe of his mynde by Eblebe, they became agayne 
peticioners to the Emperour , and what they haue obteyned, 


that doth the copie it ſelfe and conditions of peace, whiche Eb⸗ 


lebe bꝛyngeth him. declare. And in as muche as the conditions 
are tollerabie. they doubte not, but he wyll admitte the ſame, 
efpectally conſidering in how great daũger he ſtandeth. Their 
aduiſe is therfoze that he refuſe them not, but ſubmitte hym 
ſelte to the Emperour without condition: Foꝛ he nedeth not to 
feare. left the Emperour ſhuld burthẽ him with great thinges, 
02 deteine him p2pſoner,fo2 they wyll become ſuertie fo: that 
matter.

Ind ſeing it is ſo, and 
in as muche as this compoſition ſwalbe not only fo2 hymſelſe, 
hut alſo to the common wealth expedient. they hartely require 
hym that he would come withall expedition, and bꝛyng with 
him the Duke of Brunſwick and his ſonne, and receine the 0s 
dittons, and followe their aſſuraunce and fidelitie herein. And 
let him not be atrayd. that his pꝛyſoners ſhould be taken from 
him by the way.

diently and accoꝛding to his dutie. That he obſerue ſuche de⸗ 
crees as the Emperour ſhail make, foz the pꝛeſeruation of the 
common wealth. That he ſende ayde againſt the Turke, at all 
ſuche tymes. as other Pꝛinces do. That he fozſake all confede- 
racies,but namely the league of Smalcalde, and deliuer to the 
Emperour all ſuche kynde of weytinges. That he make no lea⸗ 
eat any tyme, wherin ſhall not be compzyſed the Emperour 
and king Ferdinando. That he do fozbid the Emperours enne⸗ 
mies to come within his dominion. It the Emperour ly de to 
puniche any man. he ſhall not take vppon hym to defende the 
ſame. e ſhall geue the Emperour leaue to paſſe thꝛough hys 
countrey, whan the thing ſhall ſo require. That ſuch iudbiectes 
of his. as ſhall ſerue in the warres againſte the Emperour, oꝛ 
kyngFerdinando,he punylhe extremely. Ind ſuche as do ſerue 
at this pzeſent , that he calle them home againe , ſo that with 
in thele.xiiii.days they fozſake their enleignes and vnles they 
obey, to make the fozfeate all their goodes, whiche ſhall than 
come to the Emperours vſe .

ſame: pet ſo.as he deſpꝛed a kurther declaration in diverſe poin⸗ 

tes. The ſixte dap of June, whan the Emperour houldremoye 

his campe,he calleth again his ſouldiours out of wittẽberge. 

And immediatip Duke Maurice putteth in his, and the ſame 

daye calling the Conſulles and Senate into the Caftel,ſaith: 

that he will demiſbe no parte of their pꝛiuileges and libertſes, 

and ſo cauſeth them all to be f woꝛne to him. Foꝛ wittemberge 

Wittiberge is the pꝛincipall towne of the Electourſhip. whiche the Empe⸗ 
a town oke. rour had lately geuen to Maurice, confiſcating all John Fri:

Than putteth he Jus 

ius Perflugius. in poſſeſſion of the byſhopꝛike of Numburge, 

and diſplaceth Nicholas Amſtoꝛte, inſtituted by Duke John 
Fridericke. as is mentioned in the. xiiii. bone. Moꝛeouer Laza- 

rus Schendie was ſent with a fozce of men, both to raſe the 

caſtel of Gothe: And alſo to deliuer Marques Albert, that was 

there in captiuitie. The laſte wynter. the Archebyſhopol Pay- 

denburge had made a compolition with Duke John Friderick 

and geuen place to him in his pꝛouince. But at this chaunge 

of foꝛtune when both the Emperour and alſo the clergie tone 

it in euill parte) he had a Coadiutour aſſigned him,Fridericke, 

tonne to the Pꝛince Electour ot Bꝛandenburg. KyngFerdi- 

nando retourning from the Campe of wittemberge intothe 

lande of Boheme, ſtayed a whyle at Letmerice.a frontier town 

there. From thence at the beginning ol June. he wꝛote his let⸗ 

ters to al the ſtates of Boheme, wherin he complaineth again 

of the league, faying that the ſame is made againſt him, wher 

fo:e he commaũdeth them to fozfake the thing. and that euere 

man wꝛyte vnto him tenerally. what his mynde is therin. #02 

he knoweth that many haue fallffoz lacke of experitce. whom 

he is mynded to pardon, and to moleſte no man, * — — 
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i zue comttted high treaſon againſt his Pꝛincelpke Maieſtie. 
Wuan the ſtates were come to Ulme, the Emperours Ambaſta- 
dours befoze named, recite with a long circũſtaunce how great 
ly the Emperour and king Ferdinando haue traueled foz the 
peace of Germany. al wel in publique as alſo in pꝛiuate aſtap⸗ 
18. But þ Dube of Saxon a the Latgraue, hauing no reſpect 
to the lame. haue not only rebelled them ſelues: but alſo pꝛocu⸗ 
ed others to do the like, and bꝛeaking al la we a equitie, haue 
tourmoiled al thinges in Germany. Therkoꝛe hath theperour 
bene dziuen,by reaſon or his office a dignitie, to attemp warre 
not without the great daũger ot his lite, a loſſe of goodes. And 
what harmes theſe rebelles a outla wes haue done to the loꝛd⸗ 
ſhips of Mentz. Waybenburg,Yalberffac, Eiſtet, A uſpurg, Ful 
den, Stolberg, Wanſfeld.e the citie of Gemund,tn this warre, 
it is to wel hno wen. And in aſmuche as themperour ſeketh all 
meanes that Germany might haue quietnes.he thinketh it ve 
rye requiſite that ſome league were made, cõcerning the peace 
therol. Of the ſame mynde is allo king Ferdinando, and wilt 
come both into this cokederacte.to thintent that both this pꝛe 
ſent tumulte. and it any other ſhall hereafter aryſe, it maye be 
lightly repꝛeſſed. Foꝛ euen foꝛ the commoditie of the comon coũ 


ttep. they will omitte no diligence. And loke againe that they

Pꝛoteſtauntes. eſpectallp the Cities, and fleſeth Juſpurg and 
Ulme. ot a great ſome of money After he commenceth pyoceil 
againſt the Duke of mrrtemberge foꝛ his whole Dukedom, ag 
though he had bꝛoken kidelitie and conuenaũtes, made in four 
mer peares. Neither did it auaile him any thing at all, that he 
had ſo lately redemed peace of the E mpersur vpon molt ſtrapte 
condicions.,Lpkewyſe che Cardinall ot Aucpurg, doth extozte 
alſo of the citie a great quantitie of gold. Moꝛeouer the Cardj 
nall of Trent aſketh them monep.ſa ping. ho we he apded hinge 
Ferdinando with men; to recouer the paſſage in the Alpes, ta: 
ken, as is fade. by Scherteline. Themperour alſo moueth the 
; Swilles vnto a neweleague : Bet doeth he exempte, Baill, 
Thc Cmpe. Turicke. Sehafuſe and rerten others. foꝛ that he ſaydthey ap⸗ 
de loten pexteined to the Emperour. Chen by oneafſent make afiſwere, 
— — how they haue a league alredy, with the houſe of Aullrich and 
Burgundie: wheruntv they cleaue furely;and other confede- 
racie will they none make. Theſame do they loke foꝛ agayne ot 
him alſo, About cheefridofJuly;the Emperour cõmeth to Aul⸗ 
purge, with the Dnlis 66 Saxon pꝛyſoner And the Lantgraue 
he left at Dohauerde;garded with Spaniardes, whiche dyd 
An armed many thynges dayly in his contempt and mockery. This was 
al:mble, an armed aflemblie Hor there wana gabniſon in thocitie be. 
foꝛe, ot᷑.x.enſeignes ob ſdtemen nd ti the countrey roum ai 
bout wert foꝛces of Sparnyardes and Italians. Of whome to 
de vopde and free, they of Meming payde thirty thouſand; and 
Kemptem;twenty thouſandcrownes.Boſpdes.there.came out 
ornether Germany about ſyrhomdzeth-hozcemen;whome the 
- Emperour beff6wed inthe coũtrie nere vnto the citie.©weltls 
enſeignes ot Spantardes,whan they had wyntered a whyle a 
Bibzach, cher we ro ted-tyto-thole-partirs:that.bozder on tte 
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lake Bꝛigantine. At wiſſeburg a town ot Hoꝛgouie, wyntered 
ſeuen hondꝛeth hozſemen of Naples. Gerarde Uelthutche,who 
went to the Turke. as J ſapd in the, xvii. boke, retourneth to 
the Emperour the. rit.daye of Juguſte , hauing made truce koꝛ 
fpue peares, After the Emperour came to Auſpurg , he taketh 
the head churche and certen others to him ſelf, and leaueth the 
reſt koꝛ the Senate and people: But his chaplaines befoze they 
wold ſaye any ſeruice in their churches,pourged and hallowed 
them againe with many ceremonies, as ſuſpended and pollu⸗ 
ted with Lutheraniſme , The Emperour appointed pꝛeacher 
in the Cathedzal churche, Michell Sidonte,Suffragan to the 
Archebyſhop of Mentz. He amongeſt other thinges , made di⸗ 
uerſe ſermons of the ſacrifice of the Maſle, whiche after he ſet 
fo:th in pꝛint. And where as in their churches came in maner 
none of the citezens, the catholikes, as it is repozted, offered 
money to the poꝛer ſozte to come & be pꝛeſent at their ſeruice. 
This aſſemblie was maruelous great. Ill the Pꝛinces Elec⸗ 
tours were there, and amongeſt them Adolphe Arche byſhop of 
Collon, and Duke Maurice. Thither came alſo kyng Ferdinã⸗ 
do, and the Cardinall of Trent. Henry the Duke of Bzunſwick 
the Duke of Cleaue.the lady Mary the Emperours ſyſter, and 
his Niece, the Ducheſſe of Lozayne, wydowe, At the kalẽdes of 
September they began to ſytte. There, whan Maximilian of 
Auſtriche,had in the Emperours name made a ſhozt pzeface, 
the Emperours Secretary declared by w2yting, what thinges 
{ould be there decided. whiche were chiefly two,how Religion 
might be accoꝛded, and the controverſies about the ſame ap- 
— again how the chamber ſhould be eſtabliſhed. a the 
awe there miniſtred. wherin he requireth them to geue theyꝛ 
faithful aduiſe and counſel. The tenth day of this moneth. Pe⸗ 
ter Aloiſe, the byſhop of Romes ſonne Paule the thirde, was 
layne at Placence,at home in his own houſe. and ſhoztly after 
ferdinando Gonzage, the Emperous lieftenaunt in Lumbar- 
die,taketh the citie. The newes hereof within a fewe dapes 
came to Juſpurge. And as the matter was repoꝛted to the Ems 
perour, the ſame ſtoꝛy as they ſayd , was communicated alſo to 
the P2inces,and deliuered vnto them in w2yting. The whole 
dilcdurſe redoundeth to the inkamie. and diſp:ayſe of Peter . 
loiſe. Ind thus the caſe ſtandeth, as the ſame wzytyng ſpect- 
fieth.whan after the exchaunge made. Peter Jloiſe was crea- 
ted Duke of Placence and Parma, he did many thinges cotra- 
ry to la we and equitie, and thꝛough his rigour offended all 
ſoꝛtes of men. And amonges others, he depzined 8 Pa⸗ 
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lauitine ot᷑ all his landes and poſſeſſions, Ind where he to e; 
ſchewe the daunger,fled to Creme, a towne belonging to the 
State of Uenitſe, he caſte his wyte and his chyldzen in pwion. 
Where as the ſame matter was like to growe to ſome great cõ⸗ 
motion, the Cardinall of Trent, who bare good wyl to ð houſe 
of Farneſe,by his letters w2ytten, intreateth the matter: but 
Duke aunſwered frowardly. Bis ſonne Octautus came after 
to Trent. retourning from the Emperours campe home ward. 
Unto whome the Cardinall declareth the whole matter, decy, 
ring him to be a peticioner to his father in the ſame. he pꝛomi 
ſeth ſo to do, and alter letteth him vnderſtande that Hierome 
may be receiued againe into fauour, ſo that he wyll come hym 
ſelfe,and humblie require pardon. And where it was to be fea: 
red. leſte contrary to faith and pꝛomyſe. ſome greater miſchief 
Gould be wꝛought againſt him: the Cardinall, with a ſmall 
trayne goeth to Creme. a ſendeth foz Prerome to come ſpeake 
with him. But he fearyng treaſon, came not befoze, he knewe 
aſluredly that it was the Cardinal. han thei had tallied and 
conferred together, and the Cardinall pzomyſed largely to tra⸗ 
uell in his cauſe, they take their tourney both together, Ind 
the Cardinall ſent one oz two of his company bekoꝛe, to aduer- 
tiſe the Duke of their comming. Than doth he cotrary to that 
Octauius had ſignitied ſende playne woꝛde, ho we he can not 
reſtoꝛe him. Ind albeit the mellengers ſent. being men graue a 
witty.ſpake many things to mitigate his fury, pet perſeuered 
he ſtyl in the ſame. noherkoꝛe p Cardinal, whan he had b:ought 
Palauicine agayne to Creme, retourneth to Trent, owe had 
certen of the Nobilitie betoꝛe this, whiche hated hym allo, con 
ſpired his death. They hiring certen deſperate murtherers, 
wayte an occaſion, and many tymes ſeuerally come abꝛoade 
with the ſame garde after them, and eche of them pꝛetende to 
do it foꝛ their pꝛiuate enemies. And in the meane ſeaſon every 
of them demaunde of their men pꝛiuely, whether thei willaith 
fully take their parte in reuenging a w2ong done vnto them, 
as they ſayd. by the Dukes Stewarde . ho pzomyſe their ſer⸗ 
uice not only in that, but alſo to kyll the Loꝛde himſelf, a bout 
this ſame tyme.his father Pane the third, wꝛyteth vnto him, 
that he ſhould take hede to him ſelfe the tenth daye of Decem- 
ber: Foz the ſtarres do pꝛognoſticate vnto hym ſome great mils 
koꝛtune the ſame day. Foz the byſhop was much geuen not on ; 
ly to Aſtrologie, but allo to Negromancte, as it is certenly a 
firmed, whan the Duke had receiued his fathers letters, he 
was in feare and carekulnes. And whan that day * ——

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goerh out of the caffell, in his hoꝛte litter, with a great compas« 
ny to view the koꝛtikication of the towne, that he had begone. 
Che conſptratours were there allo: but whan they coulde not 
there accomplilhe the thing deſired, they ſtaye. and whan he re⸗ 
tourned home, wapte vpon him. and as it had bene of duty,goe 
deloꝛe him, to the nombꝛe of; xxxvt. And whan he was come 
with his hoxſelitter into the caſtell, they plucke vp the dꝛa we 
b:idge immedtatlpe, that no mo ſhoulde followe after, there 
by and by they appꝛoche him with their twoꝛdes dꝛawen. and 
calling him bitterly tyꝛaunt. eye him within the hoꝛtelitter. 
and murther at the ſame tyme with him, his chaplayne, the 
maiſter ofhis hozſe, and kiue Almaines ot his garde. Itter they 
runne vp and downe the caftell and ſpoyle altogether, finding 
— treaſure and ſommes of mony, whiche he had appointed 

the koꝛtiticatiõ of the citie. Jn the meane time was a great 
concourſe of people about the caſtel.inquiring what the mat; 
ter ment, that they heard ſuche-noyſe and crying within: They 
make aunt wer from aboue,that they haue kylled the tyꝛaunt.

apde ſent the with al tpede. oho ſending thither a garriſon in 
halt. taketh the citie. a ſweareth the to be true to themperour. 
After. he wꝛiteth of al things to themperour, deliring to know 
his plealure herein. They of Parma wer alſo moued to ſubmit 
theſelues vnto themperour. But they ſending letters to By⸗ 
Hopof Rome, ſay they wyll ſtil remaine vnder his obeyſaunce, 
and refuſe not. the Father being lla pne, to doe homage to his 
ſonne Octautus, and acknowledge him koꝛ their Pzince. This 
is the ſomine of the newes, which were repoꝛted to be ſent vn 
to the Emperour,and wherof the ſkates were made partakers, 
But others declare þ matter to be far otherwyſe, a taye it was 
pourpoſly done. a that a fewe howꝛes alter. the murther was 
omitted, Gözage was at ö gates of the citie w a garriſon: but 
Jcan affirme nothing. How ſoeuer the matter was, al mf con

ned. might there be pzeſent. Foz where their turiſdictioisgret, 
it is not expedtent,Þ they ſhuld,eſpectally at this tyme, be tar 
from their own charge. At the lẽgth thzough themperoursin- 
duſtrie. whan no man wold come at Mantua. noꝛ Uicfce,acott 
ſell in dede was called and begonne at Trent without the boz- 
ders of Germany, which rather belogeth to Jtaly.Foz$ which 
cauſe alſo few Germanes came there, Neither could they eſpe⸗ 
cially in time of war, whan al wayes a paſſages were ſſopped# 
cloſed vp. But now that this tempeſt is blowen ouer, and the 
thippe at the hauons mouth, a all men were bzought into a ve 
ry good hope, beſides al expectaciũ, that the counſel ſbuld thus 
be remoued oꝛ rather diutded, wherin the pꝛeleruatiõ of thecd- 
mon wealth conſiſtethit greueth them not a litle: becauſe of 
daũger that is like to enſue therby.Foz theſe, rrvit. peres hath 
Germany ben to2zmoyled with newe a pernicious tectes a op 
mons.a the byſhops in maner beare no authoitie. And in this 
diſſolute oultrage, and cofuſion of things: innumerable thou- 
ſandes are in daunger of their ſaluatfon.Byiefly, though this 
ſame peſtilent euill is intected a cozrupted, whatſoeuer before 
was clere.a the ſtates ot thempire plucked a ſonder, do obſerue 
no frendlþip amõges them ſelues, Jn theſe ſo many and great 
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onjls their only refuge is to the Apoſtollcall churche. herkoꝛe 
ther hartely pꝛay him. euen foꝛ the wealth of Germany: that 

he would reſtoze the counſell, ndhiche if he wonld there is no⸗ 

thing . but he myght loke foꝛ at their hãdes. But it not they ci 

not ſee from whence they ſhould ſeke remedy . Foꝛ ſtoꝛmes and 

tempeſtes arriſe on euerp ſyde, whiche all to repulſe, God hath 

oꝛdained the holy churche of Nome as a certen bulwarke and 

rocke moſte ffrong .

han theſe letters were delivered, the Byſhop. the. xxvii. daye 
of Decẽber, at after Waſle,ſendeth foꝛ the Emperours Ambaſ- 
ſadour Mendoza, into the ſenate of Cardinalles, and ſheweth 
him, what the Synode of Boloigne hath anſwered, whoſe opt- 
mon he ſateth; is not miflthed either ofhim , oꝛ ofthe Cardi⸗ 
nalles. as conſonant to right and reaſon. Foz his part there is 
nothing that he would not wyche to do foz Germany. Ind this 
can the Emperour witnefle . Foꝛ nothing that concerned tie 
dutie ofa good paſfour, and a moſte louing father, hath bene of 
him omitted. He perceiueth in dede what the Emperour, what 
king Ferdinãdo and the States of the Empire require, but he 
ſuppoleth ho we they deſire it in tuche wyle, as it may ſtande 
with the peace and commoditie of other nations, and with the 
libertie of the churche. nohan Mendoza ſawe howe the Biſhop 
toke that company at Boloigne fo2 the countell, he was fully 
mynded to haue pzotefted to the contrary immediatiy.

Kyng Caſimire, father vnto Sigiſmunde.ſubdewyng them 
Lhe victory in a great battell,bzought them to conditions of peace, Than 
— ling Ca- amonges other thinges it was accoꝛded, that from hencefo;th 
mite. they ſhould acknowledge the kynges of Polle, foz their Magi- 
{frate.geuyng the their fidelitie by an othe . But afterwardes 
certen Maiſters of that oꝛder bꝛake conuenauntes, geupnge 
them ſclues in to the tuition of others. Of the whiche Albert 
ok Bꝛandenburge was one, who being bounde by conuenaunt 
to doe homage vnto the kyng his Uncle, within the halt yeare, 
wold not. herkoꝛe the kyng alveit he loued peace, pet was ol 
nereſſitie conſtrapned to attempte warre ; And albeit they ne⸗ 
ner iopned in battell with their whole foꝛces, pet by Koades 
made. kyꝛyng. ſpoyling. and elcharmouſbing. was much harme 
done. in ſo muche that Alberte being to weake, came vnto the 
kyng to take truce. But at the ſelfe ſame tyme came a fozce of 
Germaines to apde hym. Foz the whiche cauſe he departed 
without concludyng the ſame, and began to rene we watrre, 
But not long after, beyng of them foꝛſanen. where he dyd but 
dillemble bekoꝛe. than was he conſtrayned in ſadnes to intreat 
fo: peace . Whiche being ones concluded by the mediation of 
certen.it was condittoned that he ſhould geue his fayth tothe 
kyng by an othe, and doe all thynges as becommeth a faxthful 
and truſty Cliente, 
Albert reezp . It is certen therfoze that the lande of P2uſſe, hath euer 
ve» into the ſynce the memoꝛy of ma.and from the tyme. they fy;(t recetued 
en1th of the the Chꝛiſten Keligion,both by the la we of armes and alſo by 
ning of Pol. ſond2y conuenauntes.aparteyned tothe Realme of Polle. for 
? il any others haue made any title o2 clatme to it the ſamehat) 
ben thꝛough the arrogancie a wꝛong of ö maiſters of tho2der, 
who being thzough þ kinges permiſſiõ, Germains — 
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about oftentimes to intitle others in the ryght of Pꝛulle. 
whiche ti ing alluredly hath bꝛed muche dillention bet wixte 
the Germaines and Polonians, and cauſed alſo this ſame de» 
cree, wherin Duke Albert was outlawed. But what rygizl 
haue they to outlaw an other mans cliente? Foz in d he came 
not to iudgemẽt when he was ſited not of his iudges. that ded 
he by the kynges commaundement, vnto whome all the faulte 
is to be imputed, in caſe there be any at all. But if he ſhould be 
outlawed foꝛ this cauſe, that he acknowlegeth the king foz his 
Magiſtrat. that were very vnreaſonable.that any man Gould 
ſufter puniſhemẽt foz doing his duty. Wherfoze moſttriumphac 
Emperour,and ſtates moſt noble, the king doeth hartly requys 
e vou that this vniuſt and vnlawfuill decree of outlawery,pzes 
ſcription may be repꝛeſled. either is there any cauſe why any 
man ſhould thynke, that kyng would foꝛ any ambition oz des 
ſyre to enlarge his kyngdome, bꝛyng P2uſle vnder his fubtectts 
on. Foꝛ he that hath refuſed moſt Goodly pꝛouinces.that haue 
bene frely offred htm, how ſhould he come then into the ſulpici 
on of this matter? Certenly that cofitrey is not ſo muchwozth 
vnto hym. but that. it he myght with his honour, he coulde be 
content to fozgoe it: But ſitͥ it doth pꝛoperly belong vnto his 
dominion. he can not other wyle doe. Foꝛ the cauſe, why okten⸗ 
times trouble a cõtẽtion hath riſe about it. was euer thꝛough 
che fauite of the Maiſters of the oꝛder. as J che wed you befoze, 
And God in dede hath often plaged their bolde enterpzyſes, 
And thele thinges knew ryght well. moſt noble Emperour and 
bing Ferdinddo, your grandfather Maximilian. who remem⸗ 
bꝛing the iniuries. which he and his father Friderick, receiued 
of them, made a faithtull pzomyſe to kyng Sigiſmunde, what 
tyme they met at Nienne. a pꝛomiſed ag well in his owne as in 
tour names alſo. that he woulde geue no maner of ayde vnto 
bis oꝛder. Ind this dyd Maximilian. after no newe example, 
but followyng the trade of his aunceſfours, Foz both the Ems 
percur Sigtſmunde,metyng kpng Ladiflaus, gridfather to 
the king my Maiſter. did not this much only. but alſopzomiſed 
aide againſt them. And þ Emperour Friderick. your great grad 
lather . ioyned his koꝛce and power with Caſimire.the father of 
king Sigitmund. againſt Matthte. hyng ot Hongary, and this 
ſmelayd 02der.of one cõtederacie. Ind although that kyng Ca- 
limire, beinglet a impeched with ß warres of this-0zdze, could 
lende themperour ffridericke that time no ayde ol men. pet did 
ie ayde him w monie, ſo much as his couenãt was. wWherby it 
is euident, how this oꝛder hach always ben enemies to $ hous 
BH. iit. of Juſtrich whiche 
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whiche hath euer bene linked to Polle with bondes of leg 

and affinities. Mherot king Sigiſmſide requireth pou to — 
ſome contideration. Foꝛ tn caſe there be any of the ſame oꝛder. 
that thinke them ſelues bounde to fight fo2 the chꝛiſtian faith 
and Religion, there is nothing fo: them to do in Pꝛulle. Foꝛ all 
that be round about it. doe pꝛoteſſe the chꝛiſttane religiõ. Cher 


foe mult they ſee vnto other places, where they map exerciſe 


them ſelues. Foꝛ now of many yeares, Hieruſalem is poſſeſſed 
of a barbarous ennemy, toꝛ the defence of the whiche place, it 
is ſaid how this oꝛder was in times paſt inſtituted, Conſtant» 
nople alſo is kept of the ſame nation: Here lieth their wozkez 
bulines. O2 if this be thought ouer olde oꝛ to far of, there are 
many ſtrong cities of Chꝛiſtendome wonne lately, why do not 
theſe wozthy knyghtes go thether, that thei might either reco⸗ 
ter that is loſte. oꝛ defende the reſt fro the ennemy? But if they 
delight moꝛe in ciuile warre, than euery man may tudge,howe 
vn woꝛthy they are of that name. But thus the caſe ſtandeth: 
this ozder hath bene alwayes without oꝛder. Foꝛ the whiche 
cauſe alſo they were expulſed not out of Pꝛuſſie only, but out 
of Boheme lykewyſe, well nere an hondꝛeth and fiftre peares 
paſt. Ind yet hathno man hetherto delyꝛed the ſame places, 
out of the whiche they were expulſed, as common and vacant 
to be geuen them. But only Polle ſemeth fit to be moleſted 
herein, whiche ought moſte of all to be fauoured. Foꝛ albeit 
that oꝛder Hath offended many, vet hath it done moſte hurt of 
all to the Realme of Polle, Foz ſauing a few of the firll, ſcarſly 
were there any maiſters of that ozder that did their duty, but 
contrariwyſe.foz the moſte part, leauing the Barbarous enne 
mies, haue tourned their weapons againſt their Pagiſtrate, 
kynges ot Poolle. Ind not þ only, but haue bꝛought into their 
confederacte alſo the Tartarians,a crueil kynde of people, and 
moztall ennemies to all Chziftfans,as is wꝛytten of Michell 
Cochmeſter. n hertoꝛe if any man would make the —_— 
coſider p patnes, perilles,charges, warres,tumultes. battaiis. 
flaughters a deſolatfons , wherof this oꝛder hath chiefly bene 


- cauſeof,he (hal find it is hardly ſo much woꝛth. And ß kinges 


deſire is, that there myght ones be an ende of theſe euils. Fo? 


it any man would attempte warre againſt Albert Duke of 


P2ulle.thekyng wyll not altogether ſit ſtyll and ſee hym takt 
wꝛong.toꝛ as muche as he is both gincle to hym and Patrone. 
There are thꝛeateninges and menaces bꝛought to the kynges 
eares,whiche doubtlet he is toꝛp to heare. Fo2 he loueth peace 
and quietnes, but chiefly the concoꝛde eee, bein 
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be it in caſe any man ſhall attempte violence, he wvil in dede 
vnwillyngly put on Irmure, pet fo2 all that wyll he doe it, to 
wfende him and his. He deſyzeth the trendchyp of all Pꝛynces. 
but chiefly yours molte mighty Emperour and kyng Ferdinã⸗ 
do, and wyſheth the ſame to continue foꝛ euer. Ye hath often 
times heretoloꝛe intreated pou by letters and — — 
pꝛeſcription decreed againſt Duke Albert, might be abolys 
ſhed, But where the ſame is not done hethert5, he doeth not lo 
muche impute it vnto vou, as to the aduertitie of tyme. But 
nowe that alwa pes are made playne,and lettes taken awaye, 
he ſuppoſeth,you haue occaſion now to perfourme the thyng, 
whiche you haue right franckely pꝛompled, whan not by one 
lettre oꝛ two, you haue ſignified how that pou were moꝛe rea« 
dy in wyll than in power to gratifie hym. But in cate this oꝛ⸗ 
der wyll not ceaſe, but ſteare vp warre and trouble, he truiteth 
that alter the example of your pꝛogenitours pou will kepe allſu 
redly the conuenauntes of Maximilian and Fridericke Empe⸗ 
perours.

who the. xxiii.daye of January maketh aunc were in the vul⸗ 
gar tongue, and after a certen pꝛetace. In this.taith he reſteth The Oꝛatid 
the whole controuerlie of the matter, whether Pꝛulle be vnder ot tde ꝙar⸗ 
thedominion ofPolle, oꝛ of the Empire. J J lhall pꝛoue the quesof Pn 
later to be true. the matter chalde eaſy to determine. And thus ſ e. 
ſtandeth the caſe,moſfe triumphant Emperour, moſte mighty 4'9 
kyng,and'molte noble Pꝛinces and ſkates, as I ſhall declare, 
out foure hondꝛeth peares paſt, whan a publique war was 
attempted againſt the Barbartans. whiche vexed ſoze the men 
ot dur religion thꝛoughout al Atie a Aſtrike. this oꝛder. wherof

ale, but in fine hauing a great ouerthzowe, they were dit

In the whiche compo⸗ 
ſition of peace.he foꝛſakethj all ſuite and ſtrife, neither calleth 
he him ſeife Loꝛd oꝛ inheritour of Pꝛuſſie . and byndeth all his 
ſucceſſours, that within one yeres ſpace after they come to the 
Crowne.they ſhall Cweare to accepte a ratitie the ſame peace, 
and compelle the byſboppes and other ſtates ot the Realme to 
take the ſame othe. and that euery tenth yeare this othe ſhould 
he renewed. This was alſo cõdicioned at the ſa me tyme, it any 
king of Polle ſhall hereafter moue warte vpor: the Maiſter of 
_ that the people be not bounde to obeye oꝛ afliſte hym, . 
t that peace be continually kept on either partie. And this 
compoſition was confirmed with two hondzeth Seales, as it 
is to be ſhe wed. Pet did not p peace indure aboue.xiiti. yeares, 
Fo: in the yeare of our Loꝛde. M. CC CC. i.the people, making Lhe people 
arebellion,conſptred againſt the maiſter. Ind albert that the rebel. 
Byſhop of Nome and the Emperour Fridericke the thirde, did 
outlawe them. Albeit the maiſter deſired that matter might 
be heard, yet did they ſo litle regarde all this, that about. xx. 
townes and caſtels rebelled in one daye. Unto thts confpiracte 
of theirs foyned him ſelte the kyng ol Potle, Caſimire, father 
to Sigiſmunde,and bꝛought vs vnto ſuche a perpleritie, that 
Lewys Erlinſuſie who than was maiſter of the oꝛder conſtray 
ned though feare of the pꝛetent daunger, as a moſte conſtant 
man might doe in ſuch a cate.to the intent he might both kepe 
ſtill his pꝛouince.and alto ſaue him ſelfe in the ſame, accoꝛded 
with him vpon conditions moſte vnreaſonable, without the 
authoꝛitie either ot the Byſhop oz the Emperour.oꝛ pet the ſta 
tes ol the Empyꝛe. Che cõditions of this peace amonges other 
thinges are theſe. That the Maiſters ol Pꝛuſſie fro hencetoꝛth 
ſhal within lixe monethes after he be choſen Magiſtrate, come ,-—** 
bnto the king of Polle , and by an othe acknowledge hym foz ,, — 
their Souratgne,and ſhall ayde hym againſt all men. they (bal ang ,.oe 
alſo receaue into the oꝛder aſwell Polonians as Germaines, a and the kni- 
ſhall admitte them to beare office,and for ſuche landes as they gyies. 
ſhall wynne hereafter,to do homage to the kynges of Polle, 
Whiche conditions verely do not only cõcerne the pꝛiuate lofſe 
and rebuke of my oꝛder, but alſo the publique domage and res 
pꝛoche of the Empire a Nobilitie of Germany, herkoꝛe. ſince 
that time haue there bene maiſters. nohich conſidering the vn. 
reaſonablenes of the thing, haue made greuous complaintes

Foꝛ they would 
do no homage to the kynges ofPolle, foz that neither the ps 
chop noꝛ the Emperonr had contitmed that copoſition of king 
Calimire. And that in the yeare. M. CCC CC. the Emperoux 
Maximilian in the aſſemble at Auſpurge made a decree, wher 
in he commaunded them to geue their fayth to the Empyꝛe on⸗ 
ly. And where after to appeaſe the controuerſie. Maximilian 
had appointed a daye at Paſſa we. in the yeare a M. D. x. ſen» 
ding thether Imbaſſadours,there could be nothing at all cons 
cluded. herupõ enſued that laſt warre. Moꝛeouer Albert him 
ſelte. xxitii peares paſt in the conuention at Nozinberge as a 
Pꝛince of the Empyꝛe had his place amonges others, and ſigs 
ned the decree there made. hertoꝛe it is euident that the king 
of Polle hath no right to Pꝛuſſe, and that it was not lawfuil 
foz Albert to withdꝛawe him ſelf vnto his tuition and pꝛotec⸗ 
tion. owe where the Ambaſſadour repꝛoueth my oꝛdꝛe of vn⸗ 
thanketulnes and bꝛeakyng of conuenauntes, herein he doeth 
vs wꝛong. and it is to be pꝛoued by olde wꝛytinges that ſcars 
ſely haue any kinges of Polle kepte touche and pꝛomeſſe with 
vs. Mas there euer wzyting ſene confirmed with mo Seales, 
than 2 ſame wherby we accoꝛded with king Ladiſlaus: might 
there any moꝛe aſſuraunce be made? And yet breaking the ſea⸗ 
les and wꝛyting. the warre was renewed againſt vs. This re⸗ 
compence had we of them fo2 reſtozyng vnto them Sarmatie a 
a great part of Lituania. He named certen Emperours of tour 
mer tyme. and ſayeth how they were offended with our oꝛder. 
But the truthe ts farre otherwyſe . Foz Sigiſmunde did not 
only ſequeſtre ſtrife and gene ſentence with vs. as befoze is me- 
tioned, but alſo gaue vs apde againſt the enemie . Igaine the 
Emperour Fridericke, what tyme the people rebelled,as J ſaid 
befoꝛe.ſhe wed vs all the fauour that might be, and baayſhed 
the coſptratours. and foz the ſame cauſe helde an aſſemble of d 
Emppꝛe at Noztnberge.tn the which conuention a decree was 
made to apde vs. The lyke good wyll and fauourdid Maximi⸗ 
lian ſhewe vs. Foꝛ he neither would that we ſhould ſwearets 
the kyng of Polle,and therkoꝛe both in his owne name, and al 
ſo of the whole Empyꝛe he wꝛote ſondzy letters to kyng Sigi 
munde.,and made than a decree foz vs right honozable.This0- 
ratour p2ocedeth,and in the wayeof mockery, demaundeth ol 
vs why we do not recouer Hierutalem and ſuch other like pla. 
ces:ſurelp I am not ſo cleane without experience, but I — 
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taunte againe, neuertheleſſe by reaſon of this honoꝛable au« 
dience J wyll refrayne;+ wil alke him but this queſtion only. 
firlt why þ kyng of Polle doth not recouer thoſe places, which 
the Pꝛince of Molcouia hath taken fro him within theſe te we 
yeares:whiche are in compariſon as muche as all Pꝛuſſie. A⸗ 
gaine, why in ſo great foztune,he doeth not defende his owne 
ſimites from the dayly inuaſtons of the Tartarians? Uerely 
theſe are plages foꝛ bꝛeaking his fidelitte.Ye ſayeth, our oꝛder 
in tymes paſt waserpulſed out of all Boheme. udhy he ſhould 
thus ſaye,J knowe not, vnleſſe that by this example he would 
ſhewe, that they myght allo lawfully ſpoyle vs of our goodes. 
and tourne vs out of landes and polleſſions. Foꝛ the diſtruction 
of þ tyme touched not only our oꝛder, but pearſed alſo thꝛough 5 
out all the lande of Boheme. and was extended vpon the chiek⸗ Tie commo 
lp, which followed the olde Religion, what tyme great tumul⸗ tion in Bo⸗ 
tes were reyſed there foꝛ the doctrine of John Hulle. Our oꝛder yeme foz tbe 
hath warred with kinges of Polle, J confeſle it, but that euer doctrine of 
they gaue the occaſtd of warre, J dente vtterly. Foz they neuer John Hulle. 
attempted warre,but either to defende their right, oz els to re⸗ 
couer their owne . He ſayeth, we haue made leagues with the 
Cartarians. This may well be verefied of them. Foz it ts ma- 
niteſt. that they haue vſed their ayde. againſt men that p:ofeſle 
the Chꝛiſten religion. Againe the/ſituation ofthe countrey de-' 
clareth eaſely, whether the Tartarians lie moꝛe commodious 
and nerer bs,02 them. Ind that whiche he ſpake laſte of the ci⸗ 
ties Danſke and Eluinge,ts grounded vpon no reaſon: Fo2 ey- 
ther citie is of our dominion #belongethto the Germane Em⸗ 
pyꝛe neither hath the kyng of Polle any other title there: than 
that whiche He hath obtayned th:ough the rebellion and trea⸗ 
ſon of the citez ens, as it map be pꝛoued by ſondꝛy reaſons, And 
ſeyng theſe matters are thus. moſte redoubted Emperour, mol 
mighty kyng, and States moſt honozable,J beſech you, that p 
ſentẽce already geuẽ, may be put in executid.Foꝛ this to obtein 
at your handes, ought doth the equitie of the cauſe, and digni⸗ 
tie of the Empyꝛe, and State of Religion. and the honour a all 
lo cõmoditie of the Hobilitie of Germany. The Ambaſſadour 
ol Polle, had pꝛepared a contrary wꝛyting. but did not exhibit: 
the ſame. Foꝛ whan the reaſons were heard on both partes, 
certen were:choſen out of the whole nõbꝛe to examine the mat 
ter. whoſe determination was, that the ſentence pronounced: 
againſt Albert ſhould be maynteined. But pet conlideryng the 
great difficultte that would be in the execution of the ſame, ; 
they relerre all to the Emperour. Ind ſþoztly after kyng nat 
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munde departed, foz pure age, whan he had reigned, rlif,veres; 
He was ſonne vnto king Caſimfre,as befoze is ſayde, he had 
thꝛe bꝛethꝛen. wWherof Ladiſlaus was kyng of Hõgary and Bo⸗ 
heme. the father ot kyng Lewys and Anne. John albert, and 
Alexander, whan they had reigned in oꝛder alter their father 
Caſtmtre,leauing behinde them no childzen; paſſed ouer the gg 
uernment to their pongeſt bzother Stgiſmunde, unto whome 
no we fucceded his lonne of the ſame name , who had maried 
daughter of Ferdinando kyng of Romapynes. 

J (bewed vou of Mendoza in the kourmer boke, how he pꝛo⸗ 
teſted at Rome concerning the countell. udherunto, at the ka 
tendes of Febꝛuary followyng,the Byſhop, calling a Senate of 
The Popes Car dinalles,made this aunt were. nohat tyme Mendoza, thou 

aunſwer to {atdefft how the Emperour Had commaunded thee, to make pꝛo⸗ 
Pendzza. teſtation againſt the counſell,thou madeſt vs right ſo:owfull, 
But after we had moze diligently wayed the letters ofthycom 
million, we were comkoꝛted agayne. And kirſt J wyll ſpeake ot 

the cauſe of our griet a heuines , Foz that maner of pꝛoteſting 

is after an euill example and chielly vſed of ſuche, as are either 

reuolted wholy from dewe obedience, oꝛ haue begon to water 
therin.Therfo:e did it greue me exceadingly, whiche haue al- 

wa pes boꝛne a fatherly loue to the Emperour, and as becom⸗ 

meth the paſtour of the church haue euer delyꝛed concoꝛd. Ind 

it greued me and the Senate of Cardinallesſo much the moze, 

fo2 as muche as at this time we loked foꝛ nothing leſſe. foꝛ the 
Emperour hath made warre with his aduerſaries and the ens 

nemies of the churche, and hath done it thꝛough the ayde of 

The warre myne armie. And albeit Mendoza thou ſemeſt to eſteme thys 
finiſhed by lyghtly. yet ought it to be accepted foꝛ a great benelite.foꝛ the 
Popes army ayde was exceading great, that J ſente. in ſo muche that it lar 
ſurmounted the abilitie and power ofthe holy treaſure came 
to him moſte in feaſon. hat thing thertoꝛe could leſſe be loked 
foꝛ, than that after the victoꝛy obtained, and that ſo lately. the 
Emperour ſhould rendꝛe vnto me ſuche kruicte ot Godly zeale 
deneuolence:Uerely,that the ende of the lame warre . hould be 
the beginning ot pꝛoteſting againſt me. Certes, it hath chaun⸗ 
ced vnto me, that the Pꝛophet complayneth of, that lokyng to 
gather grapes. ſhould fynde wylde berieg. J haue euer ſynce 
the tyme J was kirſt called to this dignitie paſtozall, with eat» 
neſt tudy tilled, cheriſhed themperour, as a moſte noble plante. 
that I myght once haue a plentifull vintage . But this enters 
pꝛyle ot his hath almoſte taken away trõ me al hope of frutcte. 


Thou haſt heard the cauſe of our griel:heare allo, how we were

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relieued or the ſame. Thou; as though thor: hadt had autho⸗ 
utie geuen thee. to pꝛoteſte againſt me and this ſacre? tenate, 
1 ſo vled the ſame; as is neither vnto vs honoꝛable noꝛ mete 
0: condigne koꝛ the Emperour. But in the letters ot cõmiſſion. 
there is not one woꝛde. that ſheweth it to be themperours wil, 
that thouſhouldeſt thus pꝛocede. J ſay there is not one wozde, 
tothe intent thou mayeſt better vnderſtand it. that geueth the 
authoꝛitie thus to do. The Emperour cõmaũdeth his deputies 
at Boloigne. that they ſhould pꝛoteſte thus befoze our Legates 
there whiche haue chaunged the place of the counſel, which af 
ter thou didſt perce tur once done. thou woldeſt vſe the fame ma 
ner o pꝛoteſting here allo in our pzeſece, But herein haſt thou 
paſſed the bondes or thy cõmillion. And ik thou haſt not percet- 
ved this befoze Mendo a, acknowledge now at the laſt hang 
warning. Foꝛ themperour cõmaũdeth s to pꝛoteſt, not aga int 
vs noꝛ bekoꝛe this pꝛelence. but againſt our legates.p; were aus 
tours of that remouing. nhertoꝛe thẽperour hath done herein 
the duty of a tẽperate P2tnce, which hath ſtayed within thoſe 
bondes t limites,.a wold not that p pꝛoteſtation ſhuldbe made 
beloꝛe me. whom he knoweth to be thelawfull a only iudge of 
al ſuche cauſes.

hym that thou myghteſt bꝛyng me in contempte, whyleſt thou 
ſapeſt, that he hath delyꝛed a counſell.not of me only, but alſo 
of my pꝛodeceſſours, Byſhoppes ot᷑ Rome. The thing it ſelfe re, 
quyzeth.that J ſhould aunt were thee to the ſame , Foz it thys 
were alwayes the Emperours mynde and deſy:e, that a coun; 
fell myght be holden,of the ſame mynde haue J bene ener ag 
well as he. Igayne. as J am his elder in peares,ſo haue J deſi⸗ 
red this thyng befoze him. as the moſte honoꝛable Cardinalles 
can tell, whiche were of the ſame nomber at that tyme. And 
whan J was choſen Bythop, J continued of the ſame mynde 
#yl{. And hauing the leſte occaſion in the woꝛld. J called a coũ 
fell, firſt at Mantua,and after at vaicence , But thether came 
none at all,and hether but very fewe. And the Legafes, which 
J ſent.taried there halte a yeare,lokyng fo2 the otherBiihops, 
whiche J hadſummoned, ſending a bꝛoad letters and meſlen- 
gers into all partes. o wbeit thou ſayſt.that theſe cities were 
not commodious fo2 other nations to repare to, but that Tret 
was fit toꝛ the pourpoſe. But al men knowe that Trent is not 
to be compared vnto theſe.neyther in quantitie, noꝛ plentie of 
all thynges. Therfoze the incommoditie of the place was not 
the let. but the warres of Pꝛynces. Nowe conſyder with me, 
whether was moze keruent in this behalte: The Emperour, 
whiche letted the counſell with warlpke tumultes oꝛ the Bye 
chop. whiche was euer a peace maker, who neuer ayded anp 
Pꝛynce in warre. tauing the Emperour onip, and that in the 
tame warre, whiche ſemed to open the way vnto the counſell- 
Whether the Emperour were conſtrayned to warre, a brought 
vnto it againſt his wyll. J diſpute not. But certen it is, that 
the counſell was let by the warres. | 

J come vnwillingly vnto this compariſon, becauſe the cons 
tention is of the pzayſe of vertu, which is al dewe vnto God a- 
lone, but thou Mendoza haſt geuen the occaſion. will not be 
tedious, and will only warne thee to cſider euery peare ofmy 
bythop2the,and marke wel what care and ſtudy JJ haue taken. 
Foꝛ verely theſe two thinges haue bene euer befoze my eyes ta 
make peace amongeſt pꝛinces.and to kepe a coũſel. and herein 
haue ſpared, neyther coſte noꝛ papne, foz all myne olde —— 
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But neyther doeſt thourepzoue anythyng; before the counſel, 


and blameſt only my Legates, in that they remoued to Bolo⸗ 


igne without my knowledge. Moꝛeouer this doeth offende 


thee,that J cal the congregation ot the Fathers at Boloigne. 


a counſell, and thynkeſt that they ſuſteyne iniurie therby, that 


remayneatTrente , But what euill is in that! Foz thus all 


men tpeake, ho we the Counſell is remoued from Trent to Bos 
nonie. herfoꝛe it J chould doe the dutie ot an vpꝛyght iudge. 
Jought ſo to call it, tvli I knowe it to be otherwiſe by contra⸗ 
iy pꝛobations.eſpecialiꝝ fythe the moſte parte of the Byſhops 
are gone with our Legates thether; Foꝛ not the leſſe parte, as 
thou affirmett, but the greater, ought to pꝛeuayle in doubtfull 
matters. And it is euident. that the Counſell hath power to 
temoue els where. But whether it were ſawtully remoued, 
wherin is al the cotrouerſle, J reſerue vnto myſelf the tudge- 
ment of that thyng , whiche is offered me. And in the meane 
tyme doe attribute vnto that congregation, thename of the 
Counſell, But thou affirmeſt thoſe; that werecauſers of the re 
moning, to be vnto me addicted. Thynkeſt thou this thynge 
woꝛthy of repzehenſton 7 Than thou pzayſeſt ſuche as remap⸗ 
ned at Trente, koꝛ bycauſe they fauour me not. But conſider 
what daunger herein is. Foꝛ of this thing are wonte to'arryſe 
dilſentions, and ſcilmes, vnto the churche moſte perifiouſe, 
what tyme the Byſhoppes withdꝛawe them ſelues krom the o⸗ 
bedfence of their hygh Pzelate , But if vou vnderſtande by ad⸗ 
dicted,ſuche as be factiouſe, that wyll take my parte, whether 
it be right 02w2ong,verely J knowe none ſuche.. Foꝛ J haue 
none other partaliyng, than that which is the part of a father 
towardes his childzen,o2 of the paſtour toward his flocke.Net- 
ther hach there chaunced as yet any ſuche controuerſte in the 
Counſell, that J neded any ſuche addicted and vowed men, 
But this J requyze of the Byſhoppes chilly, that they pꝛouide 
to: the libertie of conſcience , and gaue an eſpectall charge to 
my Legates, whan they went vnto the counſel, that thei chuld 
le in any wyſe,that the byſhops ſhuld haue no cauſe to cõplain 
or taking away from them their libertie in geuing of voices. 
You finde much fault alto, that J can not be perſwaded by no 
requeſtes of thẽperour.noꝛ of king Ferdinado,no al þ ſtates of 
thepy2e,x gathereſt hereby. p take no care foz Germany,eſpe- 
cially, whan theperour hath though his great labour a pains 
bought to palle, that ſuche as were lately ſwarued from the 
church. do not now refuſe the decrees of p cofiſel, ſo it might be 
tontinued at Trent, Certes J neuer refuſed by determinate 
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woꝛdes, but that they myght retourne to Trente, fo that the 
ſame may be lawfully done. and without offence of other nati, 
ons. But how deſirous Jam ot the health of Germany, hereo 


A counſell it is euident. that twyte J haue called a counſel thither, — 


fent my Legateg, whiche after they had at the firſt tyme, by 


Trent twile the pace of feuen monethes, loked chiefly toꝛ the commynge of 


the Germanes. Pariſe, Moꝛone and Poole Cardinalles, thou 

knowelt thy elſe, howe there came none at that tyme.Thither 
came in the Emperours name Granuellan, the Byſhop of Jr: 
ras.and you vdur ſelfe Mendoza,and you can all witnes, how 
great was the pattence of our men in abyding fo2 the reſt. But 
what was the ende therof Not fo muche as you pour ſelues 
would tary, And albeit my Legates intreated you, that at the 
laſt. one of the thꝛe myghtremapne , fozan example to others; 


pet alledging a certen ercuſe,you departed not many dayes af; 


ter. Agayne two peares aĩter.in a tyme moꝛe conmodious thei 
met there againe. And 'Jſent Legates thither, Mountane, 
Crucei and Poole Cardinalles. Thyther came you alſo, and 
Fraunces Toletane. And pou remembze howe longe was the 
erpectation, and how many monthes were conſumed in vaine 
tofoze they could begynne. And afterthey were come to the 
matter,and many holfome decrees were made, pou know how 
fewe of them came thether,that chiefly neded that remedy, Of 
the Bychoppes came none at al:A fewe of them ſent their pzoc- 
tours. Bztefip there appeared no ſignes noz tokens that they 
would come to amendement. | 

And whan-many reſozted thether out of Spayne,Fraunce, 
Jtaly and further Pꝛouinces. out of Germany, whiche was 
next of all others,hardely came there any one. But nowe vou 
ſa pe that the ſtate of Germany ts otherwyſe,and that the Ems 
perour, whole power and authoꝛitie is nowe augmented, doth 
bndertake that in caſe they retourne to Trente, all the Ger⸗ 
maines wyll followe the decres of the countell. J beleue,Pen- 
do za. it᷑ it be true thou ſapeſt. But if the Germapnes be of that 
mynde.why doe thep not plapnely ſubmitte them ſelues to the 
counſell, where ſo euer it be. And pet J woulde not that this 
ould be ſo taken, as though J paſſed greatly in what place 
the Synode be holden. But pou lo ſticke vnto Trente that vn⸗ 
leſſe it be finiſhed there ; where it firſte began. you wyll ſay? 
that Germany is vndonne. But take hede what you doe, For 
whylelt pou bynde vs to the walles of one Citie, you doe imu⸗ 
tie to the holy Ghoſte, Inode 
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\nolde tyme God oꝛdeined Dierufalem, asa peculiar place, 
wherin he wold be wozlhipped, foz it plealed him thã: but wha 
the ceremonies a ſhaddowes of the la we were abolyſbed. Akter 
that our ſauiour Chꝛiſt.the ſunne of rightuoutnes ſhone koꝛth 
he would be ſerued in all places, Therfoze pou bꝛyng in a newe 
bondage, whan you would compell vs to a place. But ſeyng 
that Germany ſhould be cured, it is nedefull that the counſell 
be kept there. uo hy than. ik the Danes, Gothtans, oꝛ Bꝛitans 
be vexed with lyke diſeaſes, ſhould euery of them haue a gene⸗ 
tall countell kept in their owne countreys: No not ſo:Fo2 in at 
ſembling ofcounſelles, there is not ſo much conſideration had 
of them,foz whom the lawes are made, as of thoſe whiche doe 
make and pzeſcribe the ſame. They be Bylhoppes and other ta- 
thers, whole commodities are chiefly reſpected , Foꝛ it is to be 
p;oued by ſondzy examples, that counſels haue oftentymes 
bene holden, out of the countreis where the hereſies ſpzange 
by what. whether were not this an vnreaſonable thing, that 
i Germaynes only ſhould take vpon them to appointe the 
place of the counſell,and the Election and libertie be taken a- 
way from all other nations: This is to declare, that this bit. 
ter pꝛoteſtation of yours neded not. But nowe to the reſt of the 
lame. vou ſaye howe the aul were we made vnto the Emperour 
was bnſitting and full of Iyes, and grounded neither vppon 
ryght noꝛ reaſon. Theſe thynges are vnreuerently tpoken. and 
herein thou doeſt vs wzong, but becauſe thou bꝛyngeſt no rea- 
ſon,Jcannot aunſwere thee diſtinctely. Howe be it. J ſuppoſe 
it greueth you. that we delſpꝛe the decrees may be racifled, and 
they well allured that ſhall repare to the counſel, that theſame 
maner and oꝛder of pleading be ſtyll reteyned whiche hath re⸗ 
mayned in the churche from the Ipoſtles tyme vnto this daye, 
finally. that the ſaufeconduicte be ready. But in thele demaũ⸗ 
des is nothing ſtraunge oꝛ vnreaſonable, and are wont to be 
pꝛouided foꝛ as wel by la wes of the Byſhops as alſo of Empe- 
rours, Nowe where you ſaye , that whatſoeuer incommoditie 
ſhall arryſe in tyme to come, the Emperour wyll aſcribe it vn⸗ 
to me. And alſo in this my negligence wyll take vpon hym the 
charge of the church. Nerely ſo far fozth as God wyll geue me 
grace, J wyli ſo demeane my ſelfe, that J wyll geue no iuſt 
cauſe, to be thought negligent in matters cocerning the chur- 
che. Neuertheleſſe. it it ſo foztune., though the imbecillitie of 
mans nature, J hall not be offended, ik my negligence, maye 
ſtyꝛe vp and charpen the Emperours dilligence, to ſuccour the 


Churche, fo that ye ſtaye hym lelfe within the pꝛecincte and 
JJ. iii. limites 
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limittes pzeſcrybed, that is: It᷑ he followe herein the rule ot 
ryght and lawes of the holy Fathers. Finally, as concernin 
the chtefe point of your Pꝛoteſtation, where you contende 
the remouing of the counſell to be vnlawfull, in ag muche ag 
the effecte of all the controuerſte theron dependeth, J take vn⸗ 
to my ſelf, the examination therof, by vertue of my power and 
authoꝛitie, and committe the hearing of the ſame to the moſte 
wozthy Cardinalles,Partſe,Burges,Poole and Creſcent. And 
commaunde, that in the meane tyme whyleſt they do examine 
the thing. no man what ſo euer he be, attempte any thynge to 
the contrary. And alſo charge the kathers. ar well that be at 89 
nonie, as alſo at Trent, that it they haue any thing to tape oꝛ 
alledge in this matter, they do it within this moneth. And let 
I ſhould ſeme in any point to hinder the commoditie of Ger. 
many. J wyll not refuſe to ſende myne Imbaſſadours thether. 
ſuche as may cure the infirmitte of their people, it J (al vnder 
ſtande the ſame not to be vnthankeful to them and to the Em 
perour. Beſpdes all this, whan the iudgement is ended, in cale 
it ſhall appere that they did not wel to remoue vnto Boloigne 
J will deuiſe by all meanes. that the Synode may be cotinued 
at Trent. And at fewe wozdes, will do what J can that in tine 
the auncient Religion may agapne de reſtoꝛed to Germany, 

The Cardinall of Trent was bekoꝛe this retourned to Au. 
purge. as J ſaid.tidhan the Emperour than, hearing his talle. 
and alto receiuing letters fro Mendoza dated at Rome, about 
the ende of December. ca we but ſmall hope of the counſell. the 
riiii.daye of Januar declareth the matter to ð ſtates, in what 
eaſe it ſtandeth, and how he hath ſignified to his Xmbaſſadour 
Mendoza, that he ſhould make pꝛoteſtatton at Rome, concer- 
ning the remouing ot the counſel, Iffer the ſame ſhal be done, 
he wyll geue them the copie to w2yte out. And albeit the hope 
of the counſell is not vtterly to be neglected, yet,byreaſon ot; 
long delay whiche is like to come betwirt, he thinketh it to be 
requiſite, and neceſſary,that in the meane tyme there be ſome 
meane founde,to conſetue the peace of Germany, They haue 
in dede committed vnto hym the charge of this matter: but he 
thinketh it expedient.that out of the whole nombꝛe be choſen 
a fewe good and well learned men, to haue the doing hereof, 
And he wyll alſo appoint certen to conſult with them. udher- 
foze he requireth them to be wylling hereunto, and al affectivs 
lapde aſpde, to cdſider what commoditie it were koꝛ the comon 
wealth, and euery of the alto that a reconcilement were made. 
Let them call to remembꝛaunce, howe betoꝛe this —

eight. What do you not ſe a bond pꝛepared ol a perpetual a euer 
laſting amitie betwene vs? It hath bene oftetimes wiched foz, 
but in theſe eight hondꝛeth yeares paſt, chaũced neuer ſo good 
an oppoꝛtunitie. Ind this can not they deny, which hinder the 
peace amongeſt you. But by this meane ſay they, we wold pꝛo⸗ 
cure to our ſelues lozdfhip, to you bondage. But þ haue we in 
our letters ſent to you 5 laſt yeare paſt, ſufficiently cdfuted,and 
now take God to witneſſe, that p king is minded to ioyne with 
pou in moſte aſſured frendſhyp. At you ſhal refuſe, 4 p:ouoke vs 
againe to warre thꝛough your frowardnes, vnto whome ſhall 
the kaulte of common euilles be aſcribed? Pou haue p:omiſed | 
the daughter a heyre of your Realm in mariage to our hing by 
common allent of parliamẽt.Wꝛitinges were made of theſame 
and confirmed with the common ſeale of the Realme. Many a 
great alluraunces were deutſed,# vou were cotented to put in 
pledges, till they came both to lawfull age. Theſe w2ytinges 
of yours are in our cuſtody. as a perpetuall witnes againfe 
you. At all the whiche thinges, Hamelton, Erle of Arraine.go⸗ 
uernour of pour Realme was not only pꝛeſent, but Pꝛeſident 
allo and chief doer. But the ſame, alter the Cardinal of Saint 
Andꝛewes, and certẽ other pꝛelates of the Clergie had put him 
in feare and terrour, and ſhewed hym agayne great hope an 
other waye,he bꝛoke his faith and conuenauntes. In whome 


alluredly , of what ſo euer euils is chaunceth in — 
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tyme the whole blame is to be imputed. Jn khat you haue loft 
ſo many foꝛtes and Caſtelles. chat after the battell foughten, 
you wanted to many thouſandes ot pour men, that we haue ſo 
karre inuaded pour Kealme, it is chiefly to be aſcrybed vnto 
hym. But what ende at the length doe you lone of this obſti⸗ 
nacy and vnloyault ie: hauyng the victozy, we offer you peace, 
we polleſle a great part of pour kyngdome, and yet make Eng; 
landcommon to vou. The ſame that men vanquyſhed are wont 
to ſuffer as a great ignomie, that what tyme they are vnited 
with the people that haue the victozpe.they-ſhould fo:ſake and 


loſe the name of cheir owne nation. that doe we frely graunte 


vnto pou, and refuſe not to receive þ auncient name of Bꝛitai⸗ 
nes, common to both nations. n hat thing, toꝛ the loue of God, 
can ot vs be moꝛe performed ? Mill not ai men iudge this, that 
we haue iuſt cauſe to warre, whan they cha knowe that fo li⸗ 
berail, ſe reaſonable and Honeſt condicions could take no place 
with you? we {et open fo2 pou al ways to come vito our frend⸗ 
ſhip, neither do we expulſe pour Quene out of your Realme. 
but wil allo eſtabliſh her and her daughter in England. Again. 
we intende not to abꝛogate pour lawes : Foz both Englande, 
andFraunce, and the Emperours countrepes alſo, do vie ſon⸗ 
dzplawes. They hat ſene to hinder the peace. doe put you in 
ſuche feare : But thep pꝛouide only fo: thetr owne commodit ie 
and pleaſure, and care not fo2 pour wealth, But tourne you 
awaye pour epes and mynde from them, and conſider the ſtate 
of pour common wealth. Nou haue a mayde., inheritour ot᷑ 
your Kealme,ſhe muſt doubtles mary at the length. Thertoꝛe 
te ſhall epther be marped to one of pour owne nation: 02 to 
ſome fozeine Pꝛince. It he mary at home, our ryght and title 
remapneth yet neuertheleſle vnto vs whole, and that thinge 
wyll ſtyꝛe vp ciuile tumultes and diſſention. It ſhe take a ſtra⸗ 
unger, ye ſhal both haue vs your continual ennemies.and in a 
moſte miſerable bondage ſhall ye ſerue a foꝛeine nation. Bou 
mult ſeke foz ayde that is farre from you. And the foꝛces that 
(hall be ſent.it can not be ſpoken, what hurt they wyll do pou. 
and howe pꝛowdely and arrogauntly they wyll deale with 
you. Foꝛ thus wyl they be perl waded. that in their ayde and de⸗

As foꝛ the cities ther was no great accompt made 
of the, Themperour thertoze at the Ides of aye, calleth all the 
States befoze him. And in the pꝛeface ſpeakingof his ʒeale towar 
des Germany ſaieth, we perceiue by manifeſt arguments, ⁊ by the 
thing it ſelf,y neither the peace can be eſtabliched, noꝛ law x iuſtice 
miniſtred, vnleſſe the cõtrouerſie of religib the firſt appeaſed,which 
hath now many peares ſturred vp thempire muche grudge a dyl⸗ 
ſention, hatred. dilcoꝛde # ciuile warres. This hath bene verely the 
cauſe, why by many cõuẽ tions & cõferẽces we haue often ſought a 
remedy: But in the meane time not only in Germany, but alſo into 
other natiõs and people of Chziſtedome hath this ſame cotageous 
infection pearſed, in lo much that ther appereth no moze pzeſent re- 
medy, than a general toũſel:which at the lẽgth at your requeſt, we 
p2ocured to be holdẽ at Trẽt, and moued you alſoaty beginning of 
this conuentiõ, to ſubmit your ſelues to thauthoꝛitie of p ſame. And 
that charge might be comitted vnto vs in p meane ſealõ, to deuiſe 
ſome godly meanes, wherby they might liue quietly p meane while 
in Germany, which cõtẽtatiõ and cõtydẽce of youres, was vnto vs 
both tha a now alſo right acceptable. What time therfoze we gaue 
our ſelues wholy vnto this carefulnes, c demaũded your opinions, 
we than perceiued not without the great grief ol our mynde, that 
the diſagrement in religion was thoccaſion of all the foꝛmer euils.

An the meane time Maximilian, the cldeſt ſonne of 

T — bo king Ferdinando, departinge from Juſpurge,goeth into Spaine, 

Den. to take in Mariage, the Lady Mary, the Emperours eldeſt daugh 

ter. his coſin Germane. The Cardinall of Trent was ſente wyth 

him, and a fewe monethes befoꝛe, the Duke of Alba. At the ende ot 

Mape the hoꝛſmen of Ralpes. that befoze were in Hoꝛgouia, come 

into the contrie neare vnto Strauſburge, and there remaine by the 

ſpace of thzee Monethes, and hardly can it be expꝛeſſed, how arro- 

gantly they vſed them ſelues. Many times woulde they come into 

the Citie, neither wanted that thinge great ſuſpicion. Duze Moꝛis 

not long after the Emperours decree was ſetfoꝛth departeth thẽte: 

But Marques Jhon of Bꝛandenburge the bzother of Joachim 

John Mark. the electoure,goeth to the Emperour,and kinge Ferdinando ſtan⸗ 

of Bzand. dinge by, beſecheth him to fauoꝛ him in this matter, and ſpeakinge 

refuſeth the ſomewhat of his ſeruice towardes him, ſaieth, that he vpponthis 

Intercm. gffiaunce chiefly ſerued him in this laſt warre,fo2 that he hadaſſu- 

red him touchinge Religion. The Emperoure ſheweth him howe 

this is the conſente of the ſtates imperiall, and ſateth that no man 

oughte to ſwarue from theſame:he replied againe, that all had not 

allented, and aunlwered him plainly that he could not with a good 

conſcience pꝛaiſe the ſame decree,and ſtill vꝛged his pzomeſſe and 

couenaunt.Whan the Emperour might not pꝛeuaile, he commaun 

deth him to departe , whiche men ſuppoſe to be done foz this caule, 

orgy _ leaſt he ſhould thꝛough his example and talke cofirme the mindes 

| Vol others. Wherfoze the lame day towardes euening, he taketh his 
iourney homewardes and in all his dominion altered nothing. 


The Pꝛince Electoure his bzother , who indeuoured —_—_ 
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pleaſe themperoure,made no aſſiſtaunce:No2 vet the Paulſgraue 
hauing the Emperoure at the ſame time not his very good Loꝛde. 
The Jinbaſſadoures of the Cities, ſuche as were of the confeſſion 
of Juſpurge,when they were v2ged,did intreate, that they mighte 
firſte aduertiſe their Senates, to the intent they might anſwer ac- 
coding vnto their mindes: which thing was permitted them to do. 
The Emperoure commaunded Wuoltgange Pꝛince of Bipount, ot — 
the houſe ol Palatine, which had his Imbaſſadours thete to come ot Swebug 
him lelfe: And whan he came, he doth inſtaunt him to confirme the 
detre. He ſateth,he knoweth none other Reltgivn ſaue that, in the 
which he was boꝛne and bꝛought vp in buto this day: Wherfeze, he 
requireth him, to haue ſome conſideration of him, and ſateth he wil 
do herein whatſoeuer he maye with a ſafe conſctence . The Empe- 
roure foꝛ that time letteth him ſo departe, but afterwarde he vꝛged 
him charply by letters and by meſſagers, as (hail be recited in his 
place. Whileſt the Senate of Auſpurge conſulted , the Emperoure 
placeth ſouldiours thꝛoughe out the Citie. There was a righte fa⸗ = 
mous Miniſter of the Church Wuolfgange Puſcuius the , ſeinge Puſculus ds 
Godlineſſe go to wzacke, and the Senate tunoꝛouſe, and could not parteth to 
appzoue the booke, departeth from thence,to Bernes in Swiſſer- Vernes. 
land. At Yale in Sweuia was Jhon Bꝛentius. He was in greate 
daunger two yeres paſt, what time. as the pzoteſtantes retourned Tut 12502 2 
home, the Emperour came vnto Hale, and now was in much moze urn 
daunger. Foꝛ then a little befoꝛe theEmperour came thither which 
was in the beginning of Decembze certain Spanich ſouldtoures, 
comming into the Towne, went ſtraightwaies vnto his houſe, and 
require to be let in. oꝛ els thꝛeaten much cruelty. Which beinge re⸗ 
teiued. did many thinges fierſelye and arrogantlye. Wheretoze he 
biddeth his wife and his family, hauing none other place to repare 
to, to get them into the hoſpitail houſe of the City, and a little after 
followeth he him ſelfe , leauinge one at home to geue them vitailes 
and thinges neceſſary.But the next daye commeth a noble man of 
Dpatne, which was of the Cleargy,and thꝛuſting them oute at the 
doꝛes, kepeth the whole houſe to hum ſelt, and going into his ſtudie, 
(earcheth all thinges. There, whan he had founde certaine letters 
wꝛytten to Bꝛentius from his ftendes concerninge the trouble of 
this time, he ſeketh to pꝛocure him much diſpleaſute , whan he had 
vttred the ſame to his Countrye men. Wherefoꝛe, he followingethe 
aduiſe of his frendes, in a cold and ſharpe winter nighte, conueteth - 
him lelt into the country, leaſt by his pꝛeſence he Hould hinder his - <= 
Citeʒens But when the Emperoure was come thither, andhewed 
clemency, and ſemed to be nothing offended foꝛ anye kinde of Doc 
trine taught there, Bꝛentius at the laſt retourned thither, and exe⸗ 
| cuted 
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cuted his function vnto this time , that the Emperdure woulde 
haue all men to receiue the decree made concerning Religion, 
Foz beyng commaunded as many other learned men were thoꝛow⸗ 
The plean- out Germany, to declare what he thought ofthat boke: albeit he vn 
nes and god derſtode his owne daunger, vet, to thintent he might perfourme hys 
lines of Bꝛt duetie to the cõgregation, he pꝛonoũceth the ſame to be contrary to 
tius. the Scriptures, and ſo declareth it by wꝛiting. n hich alter p it came 
into the Biſhops handes, Granuellan in themperours name, comi- 
ded thambaſſadours of Hale, that they ſhould finde the meaneg that 
he might be bꝛought bounden to Auſpurge. But beinge admoniſhed 
by his freindeg, he ſteppeth a ſide into the countrey by: And not longe 
after commeth to Hale a bande of Spanterdes:the Captaine wherof 
goeth immediatly to the houſe of Bꝛentius, and ſeketh euery where 
diligently, if he might find any pꝛay to cary away: but the moſt part 
of his ſtuffe was conueted by his frendes xalies,vnto another plate. 
Thus therfoze he, whiche had taught there rxvi.yeares, was eriled: 


Bis wife and And his wife alſo, thoughe che had a greuous ſicknes (whereof che 


his childꝛẽ ba died ſhoꝛtly atter) was baniſhed withall his family. Wherefoꝛe ſhe 
nithed, poze wꝛetch wandꝛed vp and downe with.vi.childzen , and knewe 
not where to become,oz to haue any retuge, all men were ſo ſoze a⸗ 

kraid of the Spaniardes: And this thing augmented her diſeaſe # 

ſoꝛom.that che knewe not in the meane while, what was become ot 

her huſband. But whan Ulrich, Duke of Wirtemberge hard of the 


miſery of Bꝛentius, all be it he him ſelfe was in great daunger,yet 

gaue he reliet᷑ ſecreatly to him and his family. Furthermoꝛe the Ci⸗ 

ties of Sweuia following all foz the moſte parte the Emperoures 

authoꝛity, pꝛomiſed to accompliſh his commaundement . Wherfoꝛe 

the pꝛeachers euery where remoued out of diuers plates, leaſt they 

Godlie pzea- qhould commit any thing vnwoꝛthy their pꝛofeſſion. Andzeas Oli. 
chers lier. ander foz this cauſe leauinge Nozinberge, wente into the lande ol 
Pꝛuſſe: Spire and Wooꝛmez had but ether of them one, which fled 

alſo to ſaue them ſelues. William the Earle olf Raſſowe, ſuffred C- 

The fearful- raſmus Sarterius to depart foꝛpᷣ ſame tauſe:Moꝛeouer the Dube 
nes of þ duke of Wirtemberge, in whoſe country were garriſons of Spaniardes, 
* Wrtem- eyerp where, as hath bene ſaied,vhan the commaundement came 
— from the Emperour.cauſed the Boke ſetfozthe to be recited in the 
Pulpit,and commaundeth that no man do any thing to the contra 

ry, and if anpman wil ſayMaſſe,he geueth them liberty, and char⸗ 
geth his ſubiectes, that they diſturbe no Pꝛieſt, and putteth away? 

The conſtan thole Miniſters of the Church, which would not allow the boke. 
cy of the duke Amonges whome was Erardus Schueffius. The Emperoure by 
of Saronie, Granuellane and the biſhop of Arras moued the Duke of Saxon 
captiue to obey the decree, and followe the doctrine of the * 
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forth, Ind albeit they aſſaid him with fair pꝛomiſes, and ſhewed him 
ſome hope ofdelineraunce,yet he perſenered conſtante in his opini⸗ 
on. And the laſte yere, ſaithe he, amoges the condicions whiche the 
Emperoure pꝛopounded, this was waytten alſo, that J ſhoulde ap- 
pꝛoue the decrees that ſhoulde be made by him, and by the Counſell 
concerning Religion: but whan he perceiued that J coulde not be 
induced though the terroure oz feare ot any pearill, to aſſent , he re⸗ 
leaſed the ſame condicion, and after that neuer moued any thing to 
meconcerning religion. n hiche certenlye I toke than in ſteade ofa 
greatbenefite,and being caſed hereof as of a moſt waighty burthẽ, 
al the other conditions, which the Emperoure at his pleaſure deter- 
mined on my parſon and all my goodes. J ſuffered the moꝛe caſelye, 
and with the better wil, truſting that from hencefozth J ſhoulde be 
permitted to kepe my Religion free: but now foꝛ ſo muche as he vꝛ⸗ 
geth me againe, and commaundeth me to fubſcribe, J do heare pꝛo⸗ 
teſt » I was ſo bꝛought vp in my pouth, and after by the reading of 
holye ſcripture ſo tonfyꝛmed, that J do beleuethis doctrine to agree 
thꝛoughly with the wꝛytinges of the Pꝛophetes and Apoſtles, ney⸗ 
ther tan it be conuicted ol any erroure. Foꝛ the whiche cauſe verelye 
bothe my father # J, and certaine other Pꝛinces, exhibited in times 
paſt a confeſſion of the ſame doctrine compꝛiſed in wꝛytinge, and re⸗ 
ferred it to a law ful counſel, conſidering ther foꝛe that God hathe il⸗

The Dukes at home: And J take God to witnes, and than will alſo, what time 
godly mind. he all take an accompt of vs all foz our doinges, that J reſpected 
nothinge els,than that,thzoughe the true woꝛchippinge of God J 

might entoy the inheritance ot the heauenly kingdoe. Whichthing 

E! hartely deſire that the Emperour would certainly beleue and be 

ully perſwaded of me. In all other thinges my will hath bene al- 

wales ready to gratity him. and euer chalbe and the infidelity and 

pꝛomeſle which J haue made him, that will J kepe as becommeth 

a iuſte man, and boꝛne ot noble parentage, Furthermoze J beſeche 

him to remit all diſpleaſure, and at the lengthe to deliuer me from 

this continuall captiuity. That I be not repoꝛted the firſt of all o⸗ 

ther Pꝛintes that chould lead his lite with him pꝛiloner. Where he 

Cruelty the- Perſeuered thus conſtant and immouable, they began to hadle him 
wed to D. ot [omwhat moꝛe hardly, and toke from him his bokes of Scripture 
Dar.

In thoſehe ſaieth. he hath commaunded his wife and coũ⸗ 

ſelloures ,that they chould fulfil all the reaſt of the conditions, and 

ſatiſfy ſuch as complaine foꝛ the warre paſt:Againe he laieth, how 

he hathe the boke w2ytten of Religion: And albeit there be manpe 

thinges which he doth not wel vnderſtand, and the which he caͤnot 

affirme by the ſcriptures. pet, foꝛſomuch as they ground their thin⸗ 

ges ot antiquitie, and authozitye of holy fathers, he will not matze 

him ſelf wiſer then they, and doth both allow that wꝛyting, and wil 

deuiſe alſo, that his ſubtectes ſhall obſerue the ſame.

bzought to extreme milery. Mozeouer,foz a further aſſuraunce he 

will geue his two ſonnes pledges,vntilihe be fullye ſatiſfied, And 
whatſoeuer way he ſhall pꝛeſcribe, that will he be ready to accom- 


plithe . But he pꝛeuailed nothiug foz all theſe pzaiers . c _— 's 
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times by his kepers, which were Spantardes, remoued frõ plate 80 bileſt he 
to place, firſt from Donauerde to Nozling. Than toDatlbzune,af- ade 1s ſet 
ter to Hale in Sweuia. Whileſt the Emperoure attempteth theſe vp in getma 
thinges in Germany.the aſſets abzogated in Englande by arte nue, it is put 
of Parlaiment. And not longe after was appꝛehended Stephen, do un in eng 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, who contended that the lawes whiche were f | 
made in the kinges noonage, were of none effect. Ye was comma und of win 
ded the yere befoze to kepe his ownhouſe,and not to come abꝛode: cheuer. 
but being newlye enlarged, whan he was thoughte to haue thaun⸗ 
ged his opinion, he made a Sermon befoze the king andhis coun- 
fell, in the which whan he had declared his minde he was commit 
The Emperoure the.xiiii day of June commaundeth to be red 
bnto the Cleargy the fourme of refozmation,as they call it. In the The @ccle- 
which were contained theſe Chapiters following, of oꝛdeininge of ſiafticatrefs; 
the offices of the eccleſiaſticall ſtate, of Monaſteries of ſcholes, of mati ol the 
holpital houles, ofthe miniſtration of Gods wozd,of the miniſtyg. mpergur. 
tion ofthe Sacramentes of the Ceremonies of the Maſſe, of the 
Ceremonies of the Churche,of the diſcipline or the Cleargye and 
laietie,of the Pluralitie of benefices, ot᷑ vilitations, of Saintes, ot 
excommunication. And amonges other thinges are theſe ſetfozthe 
thielly, that ſuch as come to take holy o2ders be diligentlye erami⸗ 
ned oftheir belief,of maners and learning. but eſpeciallpe of here- 
ſies ſpꝛead ab2ode chiefly in this time, and whether they beleue the 
lame that theratholicke,apoſtolicke, and Church of Rome doth be⸗ 
leue: The inquiſition of manners is commaunded to be made, as ſ. 
Paule pzeſcribeth in the thirdechapter of the firſte Epiſtle to Ti- 
mothe but that ſame, which Paule amonges other thinges admo⸗ 
niſheth, that the miniſter of the Church choulde be the huſbande of 
one wife, which could well gouerne his houſe, and had obediẽt and 
faithfull childzen , is cleane omitted: That no man de admitted to 
the office of a Bichop, except he be firſt Þ2teſt,oz pꝛomiſe to tereiue 
the reaſt ofthe oꝛders ſo ſhoꝛtly as is poſſible: That Biſhops take 
cure of their chepe, and fede them with doctrine and with the facra- 
mentes: That they alſo viſiteofte their Churches, and ouerſee that 
other Miniſters do theyꝛ dutye, that the wolues do not wozrye the 
locke: That the monaſticall life be inſtituted againe, in places 
where it is left: That in ſcholes be nothing taughte, excepte it be a⸗ 
greable to the Catholike Church: T hat the Sacramentes and Ce. 
remonies of the Churche be miniſtred in the Latintounge, leaſ itt 
the people vndetſtand them, theyChould tome in contempte: That 
the Canon of the Maſſe remaine whole, and be ſpoken ſoftlye, to 
the intente thoſe tremblable miſteries maye retaine they _ 
dignt- 
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dignitye : That in accuſfomed Ceremonies nothinge be aultered:

Mozeouer that ſupplications be made at the Churches dedj- 
cated to Sainctes:let the Cleargye liue temperatelye and ſobzely, 
and eſchue vohozedome:let them put awaye heir Concubines , oz 
els be puniſhed: That the ciuile Magiſtrate hall aſſiſte the By- 
Goppes,that a refoꝛmation be made of manners and Diſcipline, 
And that rhe Eccleſtaſticall liberties may be wholye mainteined, 
let the Saintes in euerye dioceſſe be put in vꝛe againe , and kepte 
twiſe euerye peare, wherein (all inquiſition be made of euerpe 
mannes manners and vices, ſuche as may not otherwiſe be refoz- 
med Hall ve excommunicated:let al men flee they; ſpeach and com- 
panye,and not to be receiued againe into the Communion, befoze 
they humbly deſire fozgeueneſſe , and pꝛomeſſe amendment. This 
refoꝛmation being red the day befoze ſaide , the Biſhoppes after a 
little deliberation, do conkirme, and ſaye that oztlye after they be 
come home, they will kepe Saines: howe be it in diuers thinges, 
they deſire that the Biſhoppe of Rome mape be moued to geue his 
aſſente. This boke alſo was after put foꝛthe in Pꝛinte. J chewed 
you befoꝛe of the Ambaſſadoures of the Cities, howe they ſignified 
the matter home: but whereas they of Dtrauſburge, whiche were 
the chiefeſt of them, were longe oz euer, they aunſwered, The Em 
peroure calleth vppon them by Granuellan:who the. rx bin. dap of 
June ſendeth foz the ambaſſadoures , whereof James Sturmie 
was the pꝛincipall, and there by Henry Yaſy, which was interpꝛe⸗ 


burge ſhulde toure, ſateth : howe they knowe in what ſozte the ſtates requeſted

the Emperoure,and put him in truſte todeuiſe ſome meane which 
mighte be obſerued till the Counſell: whiche thinge he hathe done 
actoꝛdinglye and hathe cauſed learned men to compile a Booke, 
which al the P2inces,a fewe extepted, and the chiefeſt Cities haue 
appꝛoued: And wheras they and certaine others intreated them⸗ 
peroure that they might aduertiſe theyꝛ Senate at home, he grau- 
ted them, and hathe loked euer ſence foꝛ an aunſwere . And that he 
hathheard nothinge hitherto, he is ſomewhat offended, and there: 
foze hathe commaunded him to knowe what theyz meaning i8. 

They, whan they had declared the cauſe of their longe ſcilence er⸗ 
hibite letters addꝛelled to the Emperoure from the Senate. Howe 
they wiſhed foz nothing moꝛe, than that they might gratitp him - 
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all thinges : but they and theyꝛ Citezens were perſwaded,that in 

caſe they ould thzoughly admit this decre they chuld bothe hurt 

ther owne conſciente, c alſo offed God moſt greuouſly:#+ ſeing he 

of his wiſedome can conſider,how terrible a thing that were, they 

deſire him foꝛ Chꝛiſtes ſake, that in ſo waightye a matter, whiche 

toncerneth not landes oꝛ goodes , but the ſaluation of their ſoules 

and life euerlaſting, he would haue ſome conſideration ofthe , and 

ag he hathe done to others of the contrary parte,ſo he woulde per 

mit allo that they mighte bſe the Religton confeſſed at — 

vntill the decree ofthe generall counſel as ofte times in aſſembles 

hathe bene determined, and not compell them to p2ofeſſe otherwiſe 

with their mouth, than theyꝛ heart thincketh:and they wil againe 

loꝛeſee, that in their City be nothing done vnteuerently oz againſt 
Religion, and that euill opinions take no place. And that no cauſe 

of tomplaint de geuen to their neighboures, Whan Granuelld has 

heard theſe letters he ſateth,how the Emperour hath had alwars 

a good opinion of their Citie: and foꝛ as muche as all foꝛ the moſte 

parte haue commended and ratified the dectce made, let them not 

thincke to be exempted . Foz they are commaunded to admitte no 

ſuche kinde of aunſwer:therefoze is this Supplication in vaine: 

wherefoze let them aunſwere plainelp what the minde of the Se⸗ 

nate is. Hereunto they ſape: where the matter was committed to 

the Empetoure,that did they and the other ambaſſadours vnder- 

ſtand euermoꝛe of Politike matters, and not of Religion, fo2 that 

they luppoled, it to be alwaies referred to the counſell, that there 

both partes being heard, the determination might be made: but in 

this boke are determined in a manner all articles otreligion:whi⸗ 

the if they chould now admit, without any due examination befoze 

had, oꝛ the learned men of their part heard ſpeake, than ſhould they 

be no longer in contronerſy, neither neade they the authozity of the 
tounſell:and wher diuers Pꝛinces and ſtates haue allowed the de- 

tree made, it is no maruel:foz the ſame is foꝛ their commoditye:foz 

thoſe haue al things permitted them ſafe and whole, but they haue wpolence is 
a fourme ofreligton pꝛeſcribed them, and are commaunded to foz- not to be v⸗ 
lake thoſe opinions, which haue bene ener in controuerſy,the mat- ſed in religi⸗ 
ter neuer heard:where notwithſtanding in all aſſemblies,» whole popu reatb 
cauſe hathe bene referred to agenerall tounſell: Foz certainlye to 59096 .. 
compel any man that he ſhould do any thing againſt his conſcience 

Ea heaup matter,yea though he be in — it be deteeted: 

They ſuppoſe. that ther be many good men on both parties, which 

pet notwithſtanding may differ in opinion and tudgement:againſt 

whom no foꝛce is tu be vſed, but the matter to be decided by reaſon, 

truthe, and argumentes:Wherefoze conſideringe that in all other 

LL. i. thinges, 
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thinges , whiche do not concerne Religion,they commit vnto the 
Emperoure whatſoeuer they haue, they deſirehim:that he woulde 
pꝛeferre vnto him this one ſuite of the Senate: They know,howe 
greate the Emperoures power is and what daunger they take vp 
on them in caſe he will attempt to try the matter by fozce: where; 
foꝛe vnlelle they were parſwaded, that God woulde be greuouſſye 
offended with the confirmation of this decree , it were ſtartze may: 
nes, it they ſhould not obey him herein. There Granuellan, whan 
he had repeted their koꝛmer ſapinges,affirmeth,how they, at what 
time they were reconciled to the Emperoure , pꝛomiſed to obſerue 
ſuch thinges as he ould enactefoz the wealth of the Empire: of 
the which ſozt is this decre made by the aduiſe oflearned men, and 
by the moſte parte appꝛoued, therefoꝛe mape it not be refuſed , foz- 
ſo muche as it agreeth and conſenteth with the Churche: and wpll 
they take ſo much vppon them, that they ould thincke to ſe moze 
than the whole Church doeth:Jnd choulde make a departure from 
the reaſt:They ought not to haue altered Religion, but by the com 
mon conſent ofthe whole wozld : wheretoze if they haue none other 
commiſſion,let them know of their Senate, whether they wil obey 
02 no: Where they ſay,how they vnderſtode it only of Politike go⸗ 
Uernement , whan the cauſe was committed to the Emperoure,it 
ſkilleth not how they vnderſtode it but howe the moſte part ofthe 
ſtates toke the thing. Againe they ſaye,howe they and ſuche other 
like Ambaſſadours,wereeſtranged and excluded in manner from 
all conſultatton,neither were they called to counſell tha, what time 
this cauſe was referred to the Emperoure:wherefoze they did not 
otherwiſe take it, than befoze is ſayed:yea and certain Pzinces al⸗ 
ſs toke it after the ſame ſoꝛt:what time they made their peace wyth 
the Emperoure, they toke vpon them no obſeruaunce,foz that they 
feared leaſt the ſame ould in fine be applied vnto religion: which 
thing is not vnknowen to his ſonne, the biſhop of Arras, who then 
alſo in the Emperoures name pꝛomiſed, that the whole cauſe okre⸗ 
ligion choulde be referred to a lawfull Counſell:but wher he laieth 
20 ms one; Bom this decree muſt be receiued as a common act of the Empire, 
E. be — they dorefuſe no burthen of the common wealth, but this pꝛeſente 
led to his  C3Ule dothe concerne theyꝛ ſoules health, and life euerlaſting and 
faith. againe, the whole burthen of the decre ould reaſt vpon the godly 
people foꝛ the other multitude, whiche contempne religion, careth 
nothing. what be oꝛdeined:but no man oughte to be conſtrained to 
imbꝛate his faithe:they put no doubte in the Emperoure, buthe lo- 
ueth peace and concoꝛde: yet neuertheleſſe,if this waye be taken, 
that men chall becompelled againſte their conſcience to ſpeabeand 
do, it is muche to be feared, leaſte ſo ſodatne an aulteration do = 
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vp greate rommotions. That boke was in dede tompiled of certen 
learned men, of whome ſome had the knowledge of the truthe: foꝛ 
the lame dothe well appeare : but certaine others haue intermixred 
many thinges,which are not conſonante to the ſcriptures and d3c- 
trine of the fathers, as it is to be pꝛoued, if place were permitted to 
ſpeake it: They haue made no ſeparation from others, but in the 
thiefeſt articles do agree with thetrue Churche:whertoze they de⸗ 
ſire him againe, that the letters mighte be delittered to the Empe- 
toure, to the intent they might lo aduertiſe the Senate: Foꝛ other 
thing haue not they in commiſſton to ſay. Than began he to ſpeake 
moꝛe angerly and vꝛged thein with the decree,and made a digrel⸗ 
ſion to other thinges,and laide howe the nobles in Fraunce made 
theyꝛ boaſte, that they of Strauſburge would not admit the decre: 
which thinge was repoꝛted to the Emperoure,and raiſed ſome ſuſs 
picion the concluſion was, that he laid how the Emperoure requi⸗ 
red a platne and direct aunlwere: and that no man is in dede to be 
infoꝛced vnto any faith:but that is to be vaderſtand of ſuch as are 
no Chꝛiſtians:toꝛ thoſe that do denye the faithe, whiche they once 
pꝛofeſſed, may be compelled to it by the fire. Wherevnto the ambal⸗ 
ſadoures aunſwere , what bꝛute the Frenchmen haue raiſed they 
know not, but certaine they are, that the Senate hath as pet made 
no decree, noꝛ anye thing els done, than this ſame which they now 
do ſollicite:leing therefoze they refuſe to deliuer their letters to the 
Emperoure, they will no further intreat them but make repoꝛte to 
the Senate: by fire may a man be taken out of this life, but can not 
be compclled thereby to beleue-otherwile : and thus ended they? 
talke. They had treated with the Ambaſſadours of other cities ſe- 
uerallye in ſozt much like, and menaced them with thzcatninges, 
and aſſigned a day, by the which they ſhoulde make anſwere , and 
tommaunded to tarye till they had aunſwere, bzoughte them from 
home, but noſuch thinge was pzeſcribed to the Ambaſſadoures of 
Strauſburge. Touching the monye which the Emperoure requi- 
red to be leuied foꝛ chaunces to come, the ſtates, thoughe muche a- 
gainſte their willes appꝛoued and pꝛomiſed alſo kinge Fernando 
etery peare duringe the truſe, an hondꝛeth thouſand crownes: but 
they delire the Emperoure againe, that he woulde take awaye hys 
Gartiſons, and diſcharge his Souldiours, which were placed o- 
uer all Germanye, and did much hurt both in towne and country, 
and releue the poze that complained much thereof, elpecially ſince 
all thing is now quiet and peaceable. 

The Emperoure ſateth there be vꝛgent cauſes wherfoze he can * 
not at this time diſcharge his foꝛces:and concerning the hurt done — — 
there is none to his knowledge: koꝛ ſeing he doth paye them, it is a⸗ diſcharg hrs

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againſte reaſon, and his will alſo, that they choulde do anye man 
wꝛonge:ſuche lyke thinge hathe bene repozted to him heretofoze 
but whan inquiſition was made, there coulde nothinge in aman⸗ 
ner be founde:Neuertheleſſe he will do what he can to knowe the 
certaintye:Foz no man {hall eſcape vnpuniched that hathe oughte 
offended. At this time allo the ſtates do graunte that the Emperoꝛ 
mape at his pleaſure conſtitute the iudgemente ofthe Chamber, 
and ioyne vnto them other iudges foꝛ aſſiſtaunce , And they them 
ſelues pꝛomiſe to beare the charges of the ſame , Df thetreatye bes 
gonne concerningea league befoze ſaide, the winedinge vp was 
this, that the Emperoures pꝛouinces, whiche he hathe 
in Germanye and lowe Dutchlande,and all that be- 
longe to the houſe of Burgundy,ſhould be vnder 
the tuition and defence of the Empire, and be 
contributaries vnto publicke affaires, yet 
ſo, as they mape vle their ovwne lawes 
and iurildiction: And that Ger- 
manpe ſhall againe looke foꝛ 
the like aide and de⸗ 
tence of the Em⸗ 
peroures Pꝛo⸗ 
uinces.

He laſt day of June the conuention was dil⸗ 
ſolued. In the. xix boke I hewed you howe 
85 N the Emperoꝛ perlwaded all men, to ſubmit 
them ſelues to the Counſell, and that on his 
warrantile, who wold ſe that thaction chuld 
de lawfull:Mowe therefoꝛe a decre is made, 
that the counſel chuld be continued at Tret, 
and the Emperour ſaith, he will deuiſe,that 
— lit be there recommeced ſo ſhoꝛtly as map be. 
Which thing whã it chalbe bzought to paſſe, he requireth that thay. 
all, eſpecially of the clergy, of the religion of Pꝛoteſtants, 
come thither vnder his ſaufeconduit:toz he wil take oꝛder, th 
whole matter Chalbe godly and chꝛiſtenly decided and determh d 
accozding to the holy ſcriptures and doctrine of the fathers, all 
tections laid apart, and that they the ſelues allo ſhalbe hard ſpeak 
lo much as chalbe thoughte requiſite. After, are other decrees red, 
as is atcuſtomed, eſpecially that of religion, ⁊ a ſtrait charge geuẽ, 
that al men obey the ſame,as was alſo befoze declared at the Ides 
of May, the. iii. authoꝛs of the boke are befoꝛe named: of whõ J hõ Jflebi rewar 
Iſtebie receiued foꝛ his paines taken a liberal reward bothe ofthe ded of them;

as an holy thing,and neceſſary to ſaluation,to the intent they them 
ſelues might therby be the better greſed # r Not long at- 
tt, ter 
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ker the Emperaur ſent his letters to the pzinces that were abſent, 
eſpetially vnto thoſe,where he thought molt nede was, x comman⸗ 
deth them immediatly to obeythis decre. And the tẽth day of July 
he wꝛyteth to Eraſmus,biſhop ok Strauſburge to ſee the thinge 
which he had bꝛought to paſſe thzough his great trauel put in cxe. 
cution, ⁊ tkhe wanted conuentet miniſters, to take them els wher. 
The repoꝛt of thts decree was incontinentlipe ſpzead abꝛode farre 
The decreof and wide. And the Uenetians make pꝛoclamation the. xix.daye ot 
the Aeneti⸗ July, that whoſoeuer haue any bokes, wherin is any thing wt: 
my ten againſt the catholicke faith, they bꝛinge them vnto certen men 
within. viti. dates: foꝛ after all inquiſition be made, and ſuche as 
haue deſerued, halbe puniſhed : æ to the pꝛomotours they pꝛomiſe 
a reward and to kepe their counſel. The Biſhop of Rome hath his 
ambaſſadours there continually, as in kinges courtes alſo: They 
with the eies and eares of many do ſe and heare muche, and often: 
times are cauſes that ſuch decrees be made: but pet the Senate of 
The wildde UVenile vſeth this pꝛouiſion, that they ſuffer not the Biſhops 0zin- 
of the — quiſitozs ot Rome to geue ſentence ok iudgemente, but tone with 
tern ofreuigi them alwaies their officers and lawyers which call heare the er⸗ 
on, amination and ſe that nothing be done malitiouſlye oz cruellyea- 
gainſt any man within their iurildiction. This law made they in 
the yere of our Loꝛd. M. D. xi. what time thoſe inquiſitours vſed 
great cruelty againſt poꝛe men in the countrye aboute Bꝛixia, as 
though they had bene inchauntozs,and had medled with the deuil: 
and now ſence Luthers doctrine was depely roted & ſpzed abzode, 
the ſame law is of fozce ſtil, though the biſhops gnache their tethe 
at it, and wold neuer ſo fatn haue it aboliſhed. About this time did 
the French King ſend aid into Scotland againſt the Engliſhmen, 
and amonges others the Ringraue with a fozce of Germaines. 
But the Emperoure baniſheth the Earle of Sichlinge , Yuberte, 
Who were ang Sebaſtiane Scherteltne al in one wꝛyting, and choꝛtly after 
outlawed by the Kingraue,counte Bedecke, Recrode, and Riſeberge, and allo 
the emperos. delireth all fozeine Pzinces, that they would not maintainethem, 
but gratify him herein, and biddeth them whan occaſion chal ſerue, 
to loke fo the like at his hand. The Ladye Jane, daughter to the 
Daughter of ing of Hauerre, which was affianced and Maried. vii. peres be⸗ 
mn foze to the Duke of Cleaue,as we haue ſpecifted,is now toynedin 
Dake of a4 Mariage with the Dukeof Uandome, a Pꝛinte of thebloud royal, 
dome. Elenoꝛ the French Quene, ſiſter to the Emperoꝛ, leauing Joo, 
goeth into Flaunders. Duke de Ammalle ſonne to the Duke o 
Guyſe,whanhe had bene a longe ſuter to the Emperoures Nete 
the Ducheſſe of Lozapne, he maricth the Daughter of Hercules, 
Duke ot Farrare, About 
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About this time, Lewes Auila.a Spaniard , ſetfoꝛth in pꝛint The fo of 
thehiſtozyofthe Germane warre,done by the Emperoure , wzyt- Lewes Aui- 
ten in the vulgare tonge:where he ſpeaketh of the takyng of Mar; 1a, cf the ger 
ques Alberte at Kochlice,heſayeth how he was ſo intangled with mains war. 
the wantonneſſe of women, that he coulde not pzoſper , The ſame 
dooke came foꝛthe afterwardes in Italian, Latin and Frenche, 

Althoughe the Emperoure had moſte ſtraightlye commaunded, Ayo impug 
that no man chould in any wiſe impugne the boke ſet fo2th concer- ned the Inte 
ning Religion, yet were diuers wꝛytinges publiſhed, whiche did run. 
tondempne the whole Doctrine thereof,and warned menne to be⸗ 

ware and eſchewe the ſame as a mooſte pꝛeſente Peſtilence. One 

oftheſe was Caſpar Aquila, chiete miniſter of the Church of Sal- 

uelde in Thuringie.

Wherfoze p matterwag 
debated, about four of the clocke were ſent oute of the Citye aboute 
two hondzeth Citezens into the Suburbes. After they were come 

foꝛth and found in manner nothing, they begin ſomewhat to lack:

ditche in the middes, and by the ſame ditch being than almoſt dy, 

aſſaulte thicke and fierſly the watchmen of the towne:ſtraightway 

alſo thoſe whiche we lated remained in the woodes , chewed them 

ſelues in like tale, and by great foꝛce and violence bꝛeatze open one 
of the gates, but the Citezens fought moſt valeauntly, and choting 
of theyꝛ oꝛdenaunce, flewe their Captatne,Alphoſe Utues,by and 

by at the firſt incountre. But whan they were ſcarſely able to with 
ſtand the foꝛce of ſo great a multitude, by little and little they retire 
and on the bzidge ouer the Rhine they foughte a longe time, and 
hardlye at the laſte were receiued againe into the City: and where 
the ennemies battered the gate ſoze. They diſcharged at them the 
great pieces of the walles, and from ouer the gates, andluema- 
ny:whome they by and by tomble of the bꝛidge into the Rhine and 
whan they [awe how thep2 laboure was in vaine, they recule back 
into the Duburbes,and ſet the Bꝛidge ende on fire, to the ende the 
Townes men ſhoulde make no ſalt out. After, whan they had ful- 
filled they filthy luſte, they gather on a heape the dead cartaſes ol 
their felowes, and burne them and the luburbes together, that no 
man {ould vnderſtand how many were ſlaine, of the townes men 
were killed aboute an hondꝛeth. Whan the alarme was geuen at 
Conſtance, as the manner is, the Swiſſes that were neare neigh- 
boures, came in theyꝛ armure to healpe them, but the goucrnour of 
theyꝛ Country, who at that time was of Lucerna, called them back 
vnder agreate penaltye, foꝛ hatred he bare to Religion. Howe the 
Amballadoures of Strauſburge reaſoned the matter with Gran- 
uellan, it is befoze declared:at their retourne home after thaileble, 
they repoꝛt the whole matter to the Senate.

lo of the citizens which with their leud talcke did heape on all theſs 
matters:the Senate therfoze coſtrained thzough their opoztunity 
intreateth certaine Pꝛinces, and alſo the Swiſſes by letters,to be 
meanes fo them to the Emperoure. The Swiſſes therfoze imme, 
diatlye call aſſembles,and agree to it: but thoſe that are of the no. 
mich religion pꝛomile vnder this condicion, if they ſhall reteiue the 
decree of the Empire lately made concerning Reltgion, and admit 
againe the Cleargy into the Citye. Wherefoze whan the Citezeng 
did ſoꝛe v2ge it, the Senate doth publich the ſame decre: after they 
go to it by voyces.andthey pꝛeuailed, which ſaid it was to be recei. 
ued Foz they all cried oute they were btterlye vndone, in caſe they 
chuld longer remain in that ſtate:and that themperozs power was 
exceading great and almoſte infinite, which they were neuer hable 
to reſiſte. han this ozdinaunce was made by the people the Se:

to many men chanced lately at Conſtance, wherefoꝛe very many

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Senate houſe renoũced their fredome of the citie, wee to dwell 
els where, not without the repzehenſion of many. The Empe⸗ 
rour remouing from Juſpurge , and leauing there a garriſon, 
fo: the alteration of religion a ate of the comon wealth, mars 
ched with the reſt of his fozce to dalme. han he was come thi⸗ 
ther, he diſplaceth the Senatours and oꝛdeyneth new, and cds 
maundeth the miniſters of the churche to pziſon, amongeſt the 
whiche was Martin Frecht,toz that they refuſed the decree of 
Religion. The Senate being wholy addicted to Themperour, 
receiueth the decree. During the conuentiõ at Juſpurg, at the 
requeſt of Granuellan,they hav deſired Frecht to repare to Au⸗ 
ſpurg.and helpe fozwarde the cauſe of Religion, and to be ei⸗ 
ther with Plugius. Sidonie, oꝛ with Jflebte , ho. toꝛ that he 
ſuſpected þ matter. a that no mii of other cities was ther of his 
vocatio,refuſed it. Being after cõmaũded to declare his minde 
what he thought of the decre made: he copziſed theſame in w2s 
ting. And now whe themperour was come to Ulme, ß Senate 
calleth foz him a thother miniſters of Þ churche, a aſketh they; 
opinion. They anſwer as befoze,x# ſhewe what thing in the de- 
tree they like and what they milline. Being demaunded, where 
the pꝛeachers of Auſpurge haue receiued the ſame by an othe, 
8nd yet neuertheleſſe pꝛeache the Goſpell, why they can not do 
lie wyſe?

They verely at the firſt, what tyme they were admit- 
tedto this vocation did pꝛomyle by their fidelitie, to pꝛeache 
the doctrine of the Golpell purely and ſyncerely , without the 
traditions of men. It the Senate nowe do miſlyke that waye, 
they requyze them, to releaſe the of their othe.

Moꝛeouer. he wziteth 
tothe Senate alſo,that they would not impeche them. Tham⸗ 
balladours of Straſburg after thet were come to Collon þ.vits 
dap of September, exhibite to themperour, from the Senate, 
an other epiſtle wꝛytten in Frenche. ot this impoꝛtaunce. Al be 
it, moſte triumphant Emperour, what time we were recoctled 
vnto you. e made no pꝛomiſe to obſerue ſuch things as ſhuld 
be decreed, Al beit we neuer aſlented that the cauſe of Religion 
ould be handled on this wyſe, yet. in al thinges þ we poſlible 
may, we are ready to gratitie your Mateſtle not only in ctutle, 
but alſo in diutne matters. e perceiue wel enough that your 
highnes a the reſt of the Pꝛinces will haue no conſtderatton of 
tur doinges. a that it is reaſon, that we chuld folow pour kote⸗ 
ſteppes. Pet this notwithſtanding, we beſeche pou eftſones to 
conſider,that foꝛ fo muche as euerp ma mult render vnto God 
an aceõpt of his own doing. we haue iuſt cauſe to be careful foz 
dur ſaluation.a to foꝛſee.ᷓ we do nothing at any tyme againſt 
dur conſcience.foꝛ which cauſe alſo we were in very good hope 
that after you had heard our diuines. you would haue mitiga⸗ 
ted the decree. But conſidering that you referre vs to the coun⸗ 
ſel. a ſay how the matter ſhall there be debated accoꝛding vnto 
holy ſcripture, we are thus contented. And leaſt we ſhuld ſeme 
contentious oꝛ obſtinate do not refuſe, but that the Byſhop of 
our citie may ſet fozth that oꝛder of yours in certen churches w 
bs. by men of his kacultie. And we ſhal deuiſe with hym koꝛ the 
churches. neither wil we diſturbe him in anything. neither foz 
bid the citezens to repare thither, but p it may be fre fo2 euer 
man to followe ſuche religion as he ſhal thinke good hym ſelf, 
yet vnder this condicion. d we may haue again a few churches 
in which Gods woꝛde may be purely taught. a the ſacramẽts 
miniſtred. as it is decẽt.a that in þ vulgare tongue. me wil pꝛo 
nide alſo þ the people ſhalbe kept in ozder, a that nothing be o⸗ 
therwile done than is ſemely. Againe we ſhal cõmaund þ holy 
daies.a faſting dates be kept. a wil ſuffer nothing to be done. et 


her in ſermõs oz other places þ may be any oſtẽce vnto others. 


And fo2 ſo much as this doctrine hath now theſe many peares 
ben ſo depely roted in mens mindes, that it can not without $ 
hurt of coſctence,be taken away ſo ſodenly. And againe. foꝛ ſo 
much as by this meane. which we haue ſhewed you. your high- 
nes decre may take place amoglt vs. we beſech you in þ hartieff 
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maner þ we can, to graunt our requeltes, a to ſuffer vs in this 

religiõ vntil the tyme of the counſel, which ſhalbe both a mol 

thakeful duty vnto God, a make chiefly foꝛ þ peace ot our citie 

and whole Pꝛouince.Atter themperour had heard this letterg 

And beſides ſuch thinges as James Sturmius with his great 

eloquence declared at large. he made anſwer by Seldie, a ſpegs 

king many thinges ot his zeale towards Germany, alter long 
debating. at Þ length he ſendeth the away after this ſoꝛte, that 

they ſhould go thꝛough with their biſhop, yet vpon this condi⸗ 

tion.that it they can not agre, they ſhould ſtande to his arbitre 

ment. han themperour was come into Bꝛabant, it was his 

pleaſure to haue the Duke of Saxon with him, but the Lant- 

graue he ſent to Judenarde. a towne in Flaũders. On the boy 

ders of Bꝛabãt.he diſchargeth all thoſe fozces that he bꝛought 

with him from Auſpurg. J haue ſpoken befoze of the iudgemẽt 

of the chaber imperial. how the ſtates permitted themperourþ

to them theſe conditions. Chat they (hall acknowledge Ferdi ⸗ 

nando and his childꝛen and heyꝛes koꝛ their Loꝛdes from hence 

fo:th,and the we vnto them al faith and dew obedience, a hall 

not reuolte from them at any tyme , neyther make any league 

oꝛ contederacie. Suche lawes and ſtatutes as Ferdinando and 

his deputes ſhallmake, concerning Religion and other mat- 

ters.they ſhal thꝛo wl obepe. In warre and other aſtaires, thet 

ſhall be ready at all tymes to ayde and ſerue kyng Ferdinando. 

his childꝛen and heyꝛes obediently, as the reſt ot his payne 
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Che tame conditions atter warde they receiue by an othe, two 

daies after, the gouernour calleth the Senate, and demaũdeth 

of them,what is the komme of their comon treaſure:that their 

gunnes with al their fourniture be bzought into an accompt. 

he cõmaundeth allo, that no townes man do weare any longe 

ſwoꝛde. that no man pꝛelume to come to the foztifications,no? 

where the watche is. That their names, whiche during ů war 

admonylhed the citte of daunger, be reuealed. That an inuen⸗ 

toꝛy of their goodes be taken, whiche are abſent, and flit from 

thence,and that the ſame be deteined. Chat they delyner vp all 

publique wꝛitinges. Ind that ſome man that is expert thertn, 

declare whereunto euery of them aperteineth. After this,he cõ 

maundeth all the miniſters of the churche to depart out of the 

citie within eight dates . In this moneth Auguſtus, bother 

bnto Maurice Duke of Saxony,taketh to wyfe the lady Anne quganus 

the daughter of Chꝛiſttan king of Demarke.Jn the cõuenaũts maried a 

ol martage it was condictoned,that Duke Maurice,ſhould ac. wyte, 

ligne him his poꝛtion. not out of the lãdes of John Fridericke, 

but ol his owne inheritaunce.

They alſo chiefly rebelled, a had ſlaine ß kings A comotian 

Liettenaunt.hertoꝛe whan ſo (bzewed an example was ſhe- at Burdeux 

wed,z the thing tended to a kurther daunger, the French king | 

ſent thither the Coneſtable of Fraunce a Duke Danmal with 

a power of. rxrt.enſeignes of foteme, wherof. xt. were Almatig- 

nes, and a fo:ce of hozſemen. hich thing once knowen they of 

Burdeux,make meanes to ß Coneſtable, #ſay v they are cdten- 

ted. that he ſhal enter with the Frenchmẽ armed, but they bete 

che him not to ſuffer the Germanes to come within their citie. 

He made ant wer. thet ſhuld not pꝛelcribe him: the Germains 

ſerue the king aſwell as the reff.Therfoze wil he doe herein. as 

he hall thinke good. Ind albeit they ſet not open the gates of 

their citie,yet hath he keyes wherwith to vnlock ß ſame. her 

loꝛe thus he entred the xix. day of October. Ind whi he had pla 

ted his men here a there in due oꝛder. and allo planted his oꝛde⸗ 

naunce in place conuenient, firſt he cõmaundeth the citeꝛẽs to 

bzing foꝛth al their armure a weapons, a the ſame to be caried 

into the caſtel,ſo were ſpent two dates.The third daye they be⸗ 

gan to make tnquiſitto from houſe to houte. a a great nõber of The dangh- 

ſedictous perſones were appꝛehẽded. Ffter they came to an hoꝛ fer tbat was 

rible laughter; Foz they wer not executed w one kind of death, * Burdeurs 
. | MM, iii. There 
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There were alſo bꝛought toꝛth.xiiii. Gentlemẽ, with haulterg 
about their neckes, wherof one oꝛ two were executed. But the 
Almaine Captaines made tnterceſſion fo2 the reſt, and begged 
their pardon of the Conſtable. This ſozoufull and bluddy ſpecs 
tacle laſted.xii.daies. Ind beſides thoſe that were put to death 
in this tyme, very many were allo condempned to the Galees, 
Moꝛeouer all wzytinges, wherin their fredomes and pꝛiuile⸗ 
ges of the comon wealth were conteined. were burnt all, they 
themſelues making the fp:e . And becauſe they had murthered 
the kynges Lieftenaunt.the Conſtable dꝛiueth them to ſcrape 
vp the earth, wher with he was couered and buried, without 
any toole,euen with their nayles and fingers. whan they had 
thus ſcraped Þ dead coarſe out of his graue, the ſame was bu⸗ 
ried againe with a great #ſolemne pompe of Freers a pꝛieltes. 
All the citeʒens folowe after to the nomber of fiue thouſande, 
with euery man a candell in his hande. Ind as they came be- 
koꝛe the Coneſtables lodging. the Bere was ſet downe, and ſta 
ved betwene times. Than doe they fall downe there vpon their 
knees, and with a lamentable crie beſeche him of mercie, they 
deteſte their owne offence, and geue thankes vnto the kyng,foz 
that he hath not punylhed the ſame moꝛe extremely. han all 
theſe thinges were tiniched. the. ix.daye of Nouember they des 
parte thence.leauing behinde them a garniſon. | 
About this tyme there chaunced a maruelous thing in Italy. 
There is beſydes Padwey, a towne belonging to the ſtate of 
Ueniſe,called Citadella. Heretn dwelte a citezen named Fraũ⸗ 
ces Spiera, an experte man in the lawe, and a great pleader 
of cauſes. ho with a wonderfull feruent zeale , began to im 
bzace the doctrine of the Goſpel , Ind whanhe pꝛolited therin 
dayly moꝛe and moze, he declared not only at Home amonges 
his frendes. what he thought ofeuery article, but alſo abzoad 
amonges all men whereſoeuer he came. This thnig couldnot 
long be hidde,and at the length was repozted to the Boſhop of 
RomesLegate,whiche was than at Ueniſe,John Caſe,Irch: 
byſhop of Beneuento.nohan Spier vnderſtode this, he percer⸗ 
ued eaſely in what daunger he ſtode. han he had thertoze ta- 
ken long deliberation. and cõtulted euery way, what was bel 
to be done. at the laſt he reſolued, being ſent koꝛ, to goe ſpealie 
with the Legate.wherfoze going to weniſe,and confeſſing his 
errour(as he thought, oꝛ els ſatd foꝛ feare)craueth pardon,and 
p:omileth obebience from hencefozth. The Legate. although 
he were glad of this voluntary cofeſlion, yet foz an example to 
all others, he commaundeth him, that 1 = iy 
re 
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openly ſuche thinges as he hah ſpoken bekoꝛe. He was cõtent: 
Ind albeit he bega euen than to repent him of his doing, yet dun tanta 
thꝛough the inſtigation of his frendes,affirming that z whole 
hope not of him only , but alſo of his wyte, children, and ſub- 
faunce conſiſted herein. he did obeye , ſhoztly after he fell 
into ſickenes both of body and minde. and degan to diſpayze of 
Gods mercy.Therfoze by the aduiſe of his krendes, he was ca- 
ried from Citadella,to Padwey, that he might haue ready at 
hand both helpe of good Philitions and cofozt of learned men. 
Che Phiſitions, John Paulus Craffus, Bellacata, Friſimele- 
ga,as ſone as they ſawe him. iudged by a by the diſaſe to come 
ofa vehement thought, and that there was no better remedy, 
than the coſolation of the mynd. 1dherfoze many learned men 
reſo:ted to him daily. and by the teſtimonies of holy ſcripture, 
whiche declare vnto vs the great mercy of God, they endeuou⸗ 
red to cure his mynde. But he ſayd, he could not in dede denye 
theſe thynges,howbetrt they concerned him nothing. Foꝛ in as 
muche as he had once abiured the truthe knowen koꝛ feare of 
perill, he affirmed that he was appointed to everlaſting tour- 
mentes,and that in his minde he felte and ſawe them already, 
neither could he loue God, but hate him exceadingly. Ind here 
in he perleuered neither would he nowe eate any moꝛe meate, Spier wold 
and whan it was crommed into him by violence, oftentymes recetue no 
would ſpitte it out againe. It were long to recite all thinges, comfozte. 
whiche eyther he him lelfe ſpake, oz other men alledged out ot 
the holy ſcriptures, to bꝛyng him from delperatiõ. What tyme 
therfoze all their counſelles were ſpent in vaine, and both the 
intirmitie ot his body, a alto the anguyſch or his mynde increa- | 
ſeddaily moze and moze. he was caried home againe,and there Vetecd in 
died miſerably in the ſame ſtate and deſperatio.As he lay ſicke aire. , 
at Padwey, there came often to comtoꝛt hym amongeſt many 
others Peter Paule Uerger, Byſhop of Inſtinople, whiche is 
inYiſtria, a towne vnder the dominion of the ſtate of Nenite. 
It hath bene declared in the fourmer bokes Howe the By- 
ſhoppes of Rome Clement, and Paule haue vſed the ſeruice of 
Uergerius befoze in germany. Certes he was in hygh fauour 
with king Ferdinando. whileſt he was in Yongary,in ſo much 
that whan his daughter Catharine was bozne, Uergerius , & 
Geozge Marques of Bꝛandenburge. and John Archebychop of 
Lunden. were her godfathers at the kounteſtone. But after he 
reuolted from the Bychop of Rome by a wonderfull occaſfon, A woverfal! 
han he was ſent fo: to Rome from the conference of udo2zmez connerlid of 
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befoze is ſafd . Che Byſhop going about to make newe Cardi⸗ 
nalles,appointed him alſo amongeſt other. But there were 
ſome that pꝛiuely whiſpered in his eare,p he was nowthzoy 

muche familtaritie with the Germatns become a Lutherane, 
After that Uergerius had heard this by Cardinall Ginuciug, 
vnto whome the Bylhop had tolde it, he was maruelouſly aſto⸗ 
nied. And to the intent he myght pourge hym lelfe, he goeth 
home into his countrey, and begynneth a boke. whiche he int. 
tuled,againft the Ipoftatas of Germany. Ind whyleſt to con⸗ 
kute their argumentes, he tourneth ouer diligently the boo- 
kes of his aduerſaries,and pondering depely their reaſons: he 
keleth hym lelfe taken and vanquiſhed. Than caſting away all 
hope of his Cardinalſhyp, he goeth to his bꝛother⸗ JohnBap- 
tilt, Byſbop of the citie of Pole, and reciting the whole matter, 
aſketh his counſell. is bꝛother being afrapde at $ beginning, 
lamenteth his caſe much. But after he was perſwaded by hym 
to applie hym ſelte to the ſearching of the Scripture, and had 
conſidered diligently that article of iuſtitication, comparinge 
the ſentences together. he geueth place, and iudgeth the biſhop 
of Romes doctrine to be falſe. udherupon they retoyſed the one 
to the other. Ind as the very duty of Byfhops ts, began to in⸗ 
ſtruct the people in Iſtria, and pꝛeache diligently the benefite 
of Chꝛiſte implopde vpon mankynde,and declare what wozkes 
God requireth of vs, to the intent they myght call men againe 
to the true Religion. But there ſpꝛang vp many adnerſaries, 


eſpectallp Freers.ſuche as are called obſeruauntes, who repoꝛ⸗ 


ted the thing to the inquiſitours, the chief wherof was Inni⸗ 


Inquill. ball Grpſon,andtoyned with him in commiſlis Hierome Mu⸗ 
fours agaiſt tiug.whiche after w2ote an inuectiue againffUergerius, and 


Uergerus, 


not that only,but ſet fozth a boke alſo, wherin fo: the Hatred 
of Keligton, he diffameth'Germany with moſte ſclaunderous a 
rapling woꝛdeg. nehan Grifon was come to Pole and toJuſii- 
nopte;he ruſheth into mens houſes, and ſearched if they had a⸗ 
ny bokes pꝛohtbited. Than, whan he had ſpoke many thynges 
in his Sermon, he curſed all thoſe,that wold not pꝛelente ſuch 
as were ſuſpectedof Lutheraniſme. Pet he pzomyſed a lefle pu 
nilhment vnto ſuche as would come to amendement . a of their 
owne tre wyll arne hym pardon. But on thoſe that would not 


wyllpngly cfeſſethetr crime, and were after accuſed of others. 


he ſayde he would be auenged by kyꝛe, and entringe into every 
houſe:feared alt men. no hertoꝛe there were founde dinerſe that 
accuſed them ſelues, a fox teare refuſednothyng: Ol the which 


nomber the rycher lozte pꝛyuely, and poozer openly were con. 


ſtrayned 
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trayned to confeſſe their errour. Suche as confeſſed, how they 
had red the ne we Teſtament in the vulgare tongue, he dillwa⸗ 
ded moſte earneſtly to abſtayne hereafter, Than, the common 


multitude, whole myndes were ſtrynen with feare, accuſed one 


gn other full buſely, without any refpect had. eyther of kynred, 
frendchyp 02 benefites. Foz the ſonne ſpared not the father,noz 
the wyte her huſbande,noz the cliente his Loꝛde and patrone. 
Che complaintes were all fo2 the mofte parte of triflyng mat- 
ters, tuche as one repꝛehended in an other fo2 ſuperffitis, Here⸗ 
unto were added pꝛeachinges againſt the doctrine of Merge⸗ 


rius. Ind on a certen date, whan there was a great audience ot 


people aſſembled in the head churche of Juſtinople. The inqut- 
ſitour Griſon, whiche ſayed maſſe than pourpoliy,getteth him 
vp into the pulpet in a rych veſtiment, a amongs other things 
to the intent he might thꝛuſt in his ting, at this time ſaith he, 
and theſe certen yeares paſt, you haue had many ſtoꝛmes and 
much vnſeaſonable weather, which deſtropeth one whyle your 
Oliues,an otherwhyle your Coꝛne: And nowe marreth your 


uines,now eftſones pour cattell a other goods. Ind the cauſe ' 


of all theſe euilles commeth of pour Byſhop. and the other ſoꝛt 
ol heretikes. And neuer lone foꝛ any better, vnleſſe they be fir 
reffrayned. Therfo2e the next way is to ſet vpon them a fone

them. Thꝛough this their violence ergerius was conſtreined Uergerſug 


to repaire to Mantua, vnto the Cardinall Yercules Gunſage, repareth to 
with whome he was familtarly acquainted, But where bothe Pantua. 


diuerſe at Rome, and alſo John Caſe, v Byſhops Legate with 
the enetians,admonylſhed the Cardinall by letters and mel⸗ 
ſengers,that he ſhould no longer mainteine ſuche a man, he 
goeth to Trent, where the coũſel was holden at the ſame time, 
to make his pourgation . Whan-the Byſhop of Rome knewe 
therof, albeit he had rather haue had hym deteyned pꝛiſoner. 
ret leaſt any ſuſpicion ſhould aryſe namely in Germany, as 
though the counſell were not free, he wꝛyteth agapne to his 
Legatcs there, that they permitte hym not to haue any place 
in the ſeſſion, but that they commaunde hym to departe from 


thence. Being after this ſozte repulſed,he wee to Weniſe , Here Ve isputont 
the Biſhops Legate befoze named. exhoꝛteth him by al meanes ort counſel 


that he would go to Rome: But he, whiche vnderſtode his daũ⸗ 

ger,refuſed.Than the other a fewe dates after comaunded him 

in the Bychops name. that he retourne no moꝛe to Juſtinople. 

Therfoze went he to Padwey. Ind whyleſt he there was, he be- 

helde this miſerable example befoze rehearſed. here with be⸗ 

ing wehemently moued, whan he had tene p:eſentiy the ——

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vt God, wherwith that wꝛetched man was ſtryken, he began 

moꝛe and moꝛe to be confirmed. and than he determined plain» 

ly,to fozſake contrie and all that euer he had, and go into volũ⸗ 

tary exile rather. and to be in place where he might frely pꝛo⸗ 

keſſe Chꝛiſte. hiche he did within a fewe monethes after, and 

taking his tourney out of the countrey of Bergome he came in 

to Khetta, bozdering vpont the tame. And whan he had pꝛea⸗ 

Aergerlus ched the Goſpel there. and allo in the vale of Tely that iopneth 
pꝛeatheth h next vnto Italp, certen peares, Chꝛiſtopher the Duke of wir: 
Sake u in temberge ſent foz hym to Cubinga. Befoze he departed out of 
Abena. Italy. the Bychop ok Polle his bzother was dead, and it wasſy 
Cpected that he was poyſoned. Moꝛeouer many notable mf be⸗ 

lides Uergerius,ſawe Spiera in the ſame ſkate, and amongef 

others Matthewe Gribalde,a Ciuilian of Padwey; who com. 

pꝛyling in wꝛyting the whole matter whiche he p:eſentlyſaw 

and heard. ſet it fozth in pꝛinte. As Uergertus dtd alſo. and St» 

giſmunde Gelowe a Poloman., and Henry Scotte. The Arch⸗ 

The abhomi Hyſhop ot Beneuento, befoze mentioned, compyleda booke of 
pp filthy Buggery,and ſo filthy as nothyng can be deutſed moze fo: he 
4 ar ig nothing aſhamed to extolle and pꝛapte the moſte detettabie 
| rp. vice of all others. yet commonly vſed in Grece and Italp. Jn 

the meane tyme the Archebyſhoppes of Germany.eſpectally of 

Mentz. Collon.and Treuers. euery man in his owne dioceſe 

holde conuocattons, to thintent to refourme their churches af 

ter the oꝛder pꝛelcribed by the Emperour:Foz this had they p20 

miſed him to do. Jn the pꝛouince of Collon Bucer had taught 

befo2e.as in the.rv.boke is ſpecified. and there were diuerſe mi 

niſters of the churche,that had maried wyues . But although 

the Emperours decree did permitte the mariage of pzieſtes, tyl 

the counſell ſhould determine the ſame, yet ſayed the Biſhop of 

Collon, how that appertained only to the Lutherians, and 

led ple, not toſuche as folowed the churche of Rome. Wherkoze by ade- 
des bind teg cree made, he diſanullethmatrimonies contracted, and decla- 

hs weaes 7eth them to be inceſtuouſe, and commaundeth the childꝛen be 

gotten of ſuche to be baſtardes. The Archebyſhop of Treuers 

hath but a ſmall pzoutnce,conteining only the Byſhop2ylies, 

Metz,Tullp.andUerdon.There neded no ſuche lawe . For the 
pꝛieſtes in theſe places,had rather haue cõcubines tha wyues. 
But in the Irchebyſhop2pke it ſelfe where there appered to be 

moꝛe daunger, he decreed as his fellowes did. The iuriſdiction 
of Mentz. is moſte large. Foꝛ vnder hym be. xii. Byſhops. and 
almoſt all Heſſe is alſo win his pꝛouince. Therfoze he began to 

inſtaunt and vrge them to obey ß Emperours —

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did the Arche bychop of Treuers, who had allo ſome turiſdctis 

there. But the Lantgraues ſonnes, and the other rulers and 
counſellours,heard theſe thinges with deafe eares. The Arch- 

ppthop of Mentz ſent alſo to Frackfurth his ſuffragan Michel 

Sidonie. Who firlt hallo wyng the churches there, pꝛeacheth a 

teacheth after his maner. The Bylhop of Juſpurge compelled 

certen pꝛieſtes that were not conſtante, to abiure their religid 

and doctrine.

Che 
decrees wherot he ſetteth fozthin a bone afterward, Lykewyſe 
do the Irchebyſhoppes of Treuers and Collon, who hath allo 
a large pzouince . That booke amonges other thynges eſtably, 
theth koꝛ confeſſion. that no mã be admitted to the Lo2des ſup: 
per, vnleſle he be firſt conteſled. Of the hallowyng of Salt, wa, 
ter and other thynges, which though exoꝛcilmes and pꝛaiers. 
are pꝛepared.as they ſay,foz the vſe of faithful men. Ot the Re- 
liques,of the inuocation and adoꝛation of Saincts, of Pilgri, 
mages, of pꝛapers fo2 the dead, of pourgatozy, of faſting, and 
choyſe of meates, of the canonical houres,as they terme them, 
of the tremblable miſteries of the Maſle , Unto this Spnode 
came Maurice Byſhop of Eiſtet: The reſidue ſente Ambaſſa: 
dours. But that oꝛdynaunce of hallowyng and conſecratyng, 
aparteineth to many matters, Cuery leuenth daye, whiche is 
called the Sonday, whan there be many people in the churche, 
the pꝛieſt exorciſeth, as they terme it. firſt Salte, after water.

And whan it is 
conſecrate, the pꝛieſt putteth it into the chyldes mouth. andco⸗ 
maundeth the deuil to come out, and thꝛite ducketh the infant 
in the water. and with ople, wherin he dippeth his thombe ans 
nointeth the bꝛeſt and ſhoulders of the childe. Women allo af- 
ter their childebed, whã they come to be churched, at their kirdt 
entring in at the churche doꝛe, are puritied with this water. 
Finallp,it ſerueth koꝛ many, vſes, but chiefly , whan they haue 
to do with ſptrites in the nyght. and pꝛactiſe coniuryng. And 
they hallo we with certen pꝛayers, whatſoeuer apperteyneth 
to the apparell of Pꝛieſtes. Mozeouer the water of the fount⸗ 
ſtone, tapers.candels,palmes;thePaſchall lambe, as they ter- 
me it. made of ware, Egges.Fleſhe, Cheſe.Bahõ. Flowꝛes. er⸗ 
bes, and kruictes of trees.,and vpon all theſe thynges is caſt the 
foꝛſayd water.

the Towꝛe of London pꝛiſoner. The Loꝛds afterward declare vn- 
to the people the cauſes,+ charge him with euil gouernement ofthe 
common wealth, and ſetfozth a pꝛoclamation of the ſame inÞ21nf, 
wherunto foꝛ a further teſtimony ,enery ma ſubſcribeth his name:

trary to Gods woꝛd: Foz in ſuche caſes was this alwaies of foꝛce, 
that is wzytten in holy ſcriptures, howe we oughte rather to obeye 
God than men.

| — of Goꝛdius the martir,who beinge requeſtedof — —— 
his frendes , whan he was caried to exetutton, that foꝛ ſauingeof martyz. 
his life, he woulde foꝛſake his opinion, aunſweared, that the tonge 
ought not to ſpeake any thinge in repꝛoche of him that made it:the 
which thing alwel apperteineth vnto al mẽ: Foz this is the opiniõ 
bothe ofthe aunciente Churche , and alſo of certaine of the kyꝛſte — betrag 
Bichoppes of Rome, that they do not only betray the truth, whiche bold tein he 
leache kalle Doctrine, but alſo ſuche as dare not pꝛofeſſe openlye lence. 
and defende the truthe knowen: wherefoze the whole caſe muſte 
be comitted to god, nether ought they, ether foꝛ v pleſure of any mi 
02 fearte ot anp peril, to fozſake the pꝛofeſſiõ of Ueritie, but to ſet 
betoze their eies thexample of Daniel. who cotrary to pᷣ pꝛoclama⸗ 
lid ot bing Darius, woꝛchipped God w the windowes fet open on 
euerpe ſide. Certes, he mighte haue done the ſame pꝛiuatelye and 
lolelye,withoute any daunger, but foz as much as the ſame thing 
O .it. concer- 
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concerned the p2ofeſſion of his faith. and glozpof gods holy name 
with a great and a conſtant courage, he called vpon God openlpe, 
and had no reſpect of any daunger, which being pꝛocured foz him 
by his aduerſaries, lighted after on theyz owne heades, 
Wheretoze they beſeche all men, to attempte no fozce noꝛ warre 
againſte them, whiche are members of the true Churche, and that 
they woulde followe herein the ſteppes of the Chꝛiſtiane Souldi. 
oures of fozmer time,whych in dede would not obey, whan them 
pe roures in the warres required they ſeruice againſte the Chit- 
ſtians, as is to be pzoued by the example of Saincte Mozis the 
martir : howe greuouſlye alſo God was offended with the Jſrae- 
lites foꝛ that they being afraid of the multitude of their ennemies 
did not healpe theyz weake felowes, is expꝛeſſed in the boke ofiud; 
ges, that it mighte be a doctrine foꝛ al men, not only not to fozſake 
in their neceſſitye the bzethzen and fellowes of their Religion, but 
alſo to ayde and ſuccoure them: They doubte nothing, but 5 good 
men will be moued by theſe thinges:Fo2 God liueth ,x is immoz- 
tall, which hath full oft in times paſt chewed the mighty powerof 
his right hande,and nowe can alſo declare the ſame . They deſyze 
them alſo hartely,that they wouldcaule theſe letters tobe exhibi⸗ 
ted to the Emperoz,to king Ferdinando, and to other pꝛintes and 
ſtates, and alfo to make interceſſion foꝛ them, that no extremity be 
wꝛought againſt them:foz they wil refuſe to do nothing, that may 
be godly and honeſtly pertozmed:they require mozeouer, that the 
would commend them vnto god by their pꝛaiers, to thend verely, 
thꝛough thexample ofthe Niniuites, they may from the bottom of 
their hartes bewail their ſinnes,# hartely ſigh vnto God, that they 
may boldly pꝛofeſſe this doctrine of the goſpel, whiche hathe nowe 
theſe. xxx.yeares bene pꝛeached, and may let it foꝛth with the god- 
lines ok lite, that they may chew the woꝛckes of loue vnto all men, 
but chiefly to the miniſters of the church, now baniſhed and eriled, 
and to they: childzen and wines and ſuche other miſerable people: 
Ind that theymay kepe thts holſome doctrine pure and ſafe from 
the deceites of them, which vnder the pꝛetente of reſtozinge Cere- 
monies, do now bꝛyng in againe the whole rabble of the Romiche 
doctrin. In the month of Octobze, Frauntes Duke of Matua the 
ſonne of Duke Fridericke, marieth the Lady Katherine, daughter 
to Ferdinando Ringe of Romaines.

In 
this ſpace and within theſe limites, muſt the Cardinals kepe them 
ſelues, with their family and houſhold ſtuffe. And enery Cardinal 
is alowed. iii. Seruauntes, to lie in his chamber, and alwaies to 
wait vpon him, whileſt the reaſt make the beds, and do other thin 
ges neceſſarye,Againe there be.xii.appoynted in generall, whiche 
make cleane the chambers, and conuey the filthe and o2dure to a 
place aſſigned. Thoſe that be once within, are compelled to remain 
vnleſſe they fall ſicke, and whan they be once gone out, they are re- 
teiued no moꝛe in, except they be cardinals.

He him ſelf alſo re- 
ioyſed much,that he had liued vnto this time, ⁊ ſayd that day wold 
be to him moſt delectable, wherin he (ould deſerue ſo wel of man⸗ | 
kinde,but this his toy was not effectuall,foz a fewe wekes betoze paules tort 
thatſame day, which he ſo greatly deſired, he departed. as befoze is was vain, 
ſpecified. Vaulus Fagius, which went with Bucer into Englad, 
about the end of Rouembꝛe, died at Cambꝛidge of a Feuer Quar- 
tane. How the matter was taken vp by arbitrement betwirt the bi; 
chop of Strauſburge and the Senate, J haue chewed you befoze. 
Now had the biſhop intended to begin the thing in his churches at 
Chꝛiſtmaſſe, and had pꝛeſcribed the cleargye an oꝛdꝛe whiche they 
chould followe: but foꝛ that they were not tully furniſhed, he differ⸗ 
red it till the firſt of Febꝛuary. Than, in thoſe thze temples, which | 
the Senate by tompolition, had graunted him, the Puneſtes begin * 5 5 ©: 
againe fyꝛſt to ſing theyꝛ Euenſong,and the nert day maſſe, which 
fo; the ſpace of.rrt.yeares,hadde bene omitted: there was a great 
concourſe,eſpectally of yong people. Foz vnto them it was a ſtrage a araunge 
light, and befoꝛe neuer heard of, to ſee there ſo manye with hauen fight e ncuer 
crownes,and in a new kind of apparel;whiche ſange that no man hard ot. 
could vnderſtand. Tapers and Lampes, burning at noone dayes, 
ſmoking and perfuming with ſenſours, to ſe the pꝛieſt and his mi⸗ 
niſters ſtanding at the aultare, pꝛonouncing al thinges in a ſtrãge 
language, vſing manye curteſies, and ſondꝛye geſtures, bowynge 
downe with his handes faſt cloſed , one while caſtinge abꝛode hys 
armes, an other while bꝛinging in the ſame; ſomtime turning him 
ſelf about, now crying out a loud, and now again muttering ſomes 
thing in great ſecreatnes,ſomtime loking vp a loft, ſomtime down 
to the ground, and cannot ſtand ſtil tn a place, but remouinge now 
fo the tight hand, and now to the left hand of the aultare to croſſe x 
bleſſe with his fingers, to bꝛeethe in the chalice, and likte it vp on 
highe, after to let it downe againe, in certaine places to name, one 
while the quicke, an other while the dead, to bꝛeab the hoſt, as they 
call it, and put it into the chalite, to knocke on his bzeaſte wyth his 
filt, to ſigh,and to wincke as thoughe he were a ſlepe, to a wake a⸗ 
gaine, to eat one part ot the bꝛe ad, and ſuppe ofthe reaſte wyth the 
wine, leaſt any dꝛop ſhould remaine to wache his handes,to croſſe 
and bleſſe with the gut patent, to put the ſame to his foꝛeheade and 
bꝛeaſt, to kiſſe one While the aultare, another while an Image — 
= | cloſe 
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cloſed in timbꝛe oꝛ metall:theſe thinges, I ſay,and ſuch other like, 
the yong people beheld not without great maruel and wonder, noꝛ 
certainly without laughter, and could hardly be kept vnder. At af- 
ter none, a certain pꝛieſt, whom they had pꝛocured thither from an 
other plate, maketh a Sermon in the head church, woher he had no 
great audience, vet diuers reſoꝛted, as they are wot in a new thing 
There did a certaine ponge man make a noyſe, J know not what: 


the thurch = whome one of the Dergeauntsrebuked,andmade a bulines with 


him as though he would haue caried him to pzyſon.By and by the 
youth came al flocking about him, and as in ſuche a caſe it is com- 
monly ſene, there arole an vpzoze and tnmult, while euery man in. 
quireth what the matter is, and ſtirre vp aud down in the churche. 
Wherupon the pꝛeacher, who thought verely there had bene a ſedi⸗ 
tion raiſed, being ſoze afraid of his owne part, went downe ſodenly 
outof the pulpit, ⁊ by his fellowes let into the chauncel which was 
kẽſed with dozes of Iron. Foꝛ al the pꝛieſtes were there, a amongs 
them were certain pꝛebendaries ofthe ſame church, boꝛne of noble 
houſes, which ſitting neare the pulpit to heare, conueied the ſelues 
in alſo quickly, knowing not what would come therof. The whole 
matter immedtatly was declared to the conſul and Pꝛetour, who 
with the reaſte ofthe Senate were hearinge Sermones in other 
churches. They tame in all haſte to appeaſethe Tumulte: but be- 
toze they came all was quieted,foz beſides a fewe younge men, no 
man once ſtirred. Wherefoze the Senate, amonges others.ſentto 
them James Sturmius, who declareth tothe pzincipaloftheclar- 
gy befoze ſaid, that the Senate is ſozye foz this diſturbaunce,and 
eweth thoccaſion therof,and affirmeth that there was no citezen 
found in the lame, and foꝛ as muche as it was done withoute theyz 
knowledge, pꝛapeth them not to take it diſpleaſauntly, and pzomt- 
ſeth them, that they wil ſe to it from this time foꝛward, that no ſuch 
like thing happen. But they woulde not thus be ſatiſfied,andſaye 
plainly how they wil no moze from hencetoꝛthe put they: lines in 
ſuch a daunger, and the nert day they depart in great diſpleaſure, 
leauing of their wozk begon,and reparing to the biſhop at Taber- 
nes.complaine of thepr miſfoztune. Thus therefoze was the mat- 
ter diſcontinued foza fewe monethes after. In the meane time they 
had complained to the Emperoure of the whole matter, as hall be 
declared hereafter Many men ſuppoſe,how they refopſedinward- 
ly in theyꝛ mindes, they had ſo good an occaſion to leaue. Fo ſo log 
as the Maſſe was aboliſhed by a decre of the Senate, they had li⸗ 
ued molt at liberty, and receiued theyꝛ whole reuenewes withoute 
any paines taking:but now, that they are bounden to dailyſerulce, 
although the laboure be not great, pet was this occaſion 0 
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onto them right acceptable, wherby they might ſhake of that yoke 
of bondage: eſpecially leinge theyꝛ doinges were derided and con⸗ 
tempned of the common prople, and they them ſelues poynted at 
with fingers, and hated of moſt men. The Senate, atter inquiliti⸗ 
on made, could percetue no fault in anye townes man. Aboute the 
beginning of Febzuary,the ambaſſadoꝛs of England and Fraũce 
mete, to treat a peace. Foꝛ the Engliſhmen hauing loſt thoſe foztes ; 
vefoze ſatd;were dꝛiuen to an narrow iſſue, Aboute this time alſo TheP2otec- 
the Pꝛotettoure, the kinges vncle was deliuered out of the towꝛe, #92 ol englad 
wheras the counſel percetued that the ſame ſhould pleaſe the king 
wel:and foꝛ ſo much as the Earl of Warwick was the chief occaſts. 
ofhis appꝛehenſion, this meane was found, that theyꝛ frendchippe 
chould be renued through affinitie . Wherefoze the Earle of War⸗ 
wickes ſonne marieth the Duke of Somerſets daughter. And af- 
terward the Kinge gaue vntothe Earle of Warwicke the Duke- 
domeofNo2thumberland:but this frendſhep laſted not longe, as 
chalbe declared hereafter . Jn the meane ſeaſon at Rome was all 
full offactions and partakinges:eſpeciallye the Farneſians were 
very earneſt that one of theyꝛ ſide might be choſen,and at the firſt 
in dede Alexander, that was Nephewe to Paulus, and certatne o- 
ther Cardinals his clients ioyned them ſelues to the Cardinalles 
imperials:but when the frenche Cardinals gaue they2 voyces to 
Cardinall Saluiate a Flozentine, Alexander fearing leaſt at the 
next leſlion, Daluiate choulde be pzonounced Bichop, reuolted to 
the French part, taking firſte an othe of them, as it is repoꝛted foꝛ 
tertaintie,. that they ſhoulde not chule Saluiate. By this meane at 
the lengthe, Jhon Mary Mountane, whome we (aide befoze was 
high pꝛelident of the counſel at Trent and Bononie, the. vit. day of 
Febzuary was created Biſhop , And he was euer accompted to be 
a moſte earneſt fauourer ot the French partie, and alſo of the Fer- 
neſtans, The cauſe why Farneſtus bare no good will to Dalutate 
was repoꝛted to be this. foꝛ that he feared, leaſt it he ſhould obtain 
the dignity, he would cut choꝛt both him, his bꝛethꝛen a kinſtolkes 
ot much riches, which they had heaped together by right # wzong; 
and would auenge the Jniury done to his houſe by Paulus and 
the Farneſians. And it is ſaid, how Cardinall Farneſius woulde 
not pꝛomeſſe the good will ol him and his to Mountane, whome 
Paule the third made Cardinal till he had allured him by his fi⸗ 
delitie, tgat he would frely permit Parma to his bꝛother Octauia⸗ 
nus. The biſhop after an old cuſtome, chaungeth his name and is 
called July the third ot that name.

and the Frenchmen pay them Mony: Jn that peace were allo the 
Scottes compꝛiſed. After, ſending ambaſſadozs on bothe parties, 
the two Kinges confirme the peace with a new amity. Foꝛ p french 
King was made Knight of the Garter in England,and the Kinge 
of England againe of the French ozder. Whiche verelye amonges 
great Pꝛinces, is as it were a cogniſaunce of moſte aſſured frend⸗ 
chip. Where they of Maidenburge were defaced with ſondzy Pꝛo⸗ 
clamations by themperour,the.7riiti.day of March, they publilhe 
an other wayting, chiefly to the next inhabiters about them. 
Firſt they pꝛoue, that they can ueither by Gods lawe, n02 _ 
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law be tonuicted of rebellion:after they declare, hobo ſuch as put on 
armure againſt them. do make warre againſt Chꝛiſt him ſelte. 
Thirdly they confute the crimes obiected, and ewe that they be 
ſtlaunders, ſurmiſed by theyꝛ aduerſaries, Ind albeit, ſaye they, 
that thzough theyꝛ pꝛeuocation the Emperour hathe exiled vs, yet 
may we truely aſfirme that we haue as yet refuſed no reaſonable 
condition, ſo that we might intoy ſtil the doctrine pꝛofeſſed at Auſ· 
purge, and the liberties that oure elders haue lefte vs: of the ſame 
minde be we now allo, neither refuſe we anye kinde of dutye that 
ought to be done to the Emperoure, o to the Empire, and take god 
towitnes, that we haue geuen none occaſion ot any warre oz trou⸗ 
ble, but couet chiefly to obſerue peace with ali men, and by Þ meane 
of the true religion and doctrine to attaine to the life euerlaſtinge. 
And this doubtles is the cauſe of all the hatred , that is rayſed as 
gainſt vs. Now is it deuiſed by the law that the interioure magt- 
ſtrate chall not impeche the right of the ſuperioure. 
 Woxeouer,if it lo foꝛtune that the Magiſtrate paſſe the boũdes 
ok his authoꝛitye, and commaund any thing that is wicked, that he 
ſhould not only be obeyed, but alſo, if he attempte any fozce,be reſi- 
ted. There is no man, we thincke,that can denye , but that all rule 
and gouernement dependeth of God only: againſte whome if anye 
pꝛoclamation come foꝛthe, oꝛ it any decrees be made, the matter is 
clearely out of doubt, that the ſame oughte to be reiected and refu- 
ſed,but of this ſozt is the decre made at Juſpurge concerning reli⸗ 
gion:Therfoze can not we obey them, that woulde make vs to re- 
teiue the ſame Mauger our heades and take from vs the lighte of 
the Goſpel, and ſettozth that Romich Jdoll, that they might dꝛaw 
vs into euerlaſting damnation. And ſeinge the caſe ſtandeth thus, 
ther can no rebellion of right be obiected vnto vs: again, euery mã 
may eaſely perceiue, how vnlawful it is to woꝛke anye violence a- 
gainſt vs, foꝛ in i are not we only aſſaied, but this thing is wzou- 
ght:to theud that the pzofeſſozs ofthe true doctrine might vtterlye 
be extinguiched, that thzough our ſide mighte be wounded Chziſte 
him ſelf, and al godly people,Foz we areal the members of Chꝛiſte. 
Wherfoze ſuch as defile them ſelues with ſo wicked a facte , what 
thing els may they loke foꝛ, but Gods vengaunce: Tonchinge the 
foztes and villages taken, we haue ſpoken in our laſt fozmer wzy- 
ling neither is it neadefull to repeate the ſame. Foz ſo ſone as we 
walbe alſured of peace, we will reſtoꝛe them to the right owners. 
Where alſo our enemies haue raiſed a bꝛute, as though there were 
vled amonges vs an intermixed x vncerten lecherp, it is a moſt im 
pudet lie. Therfoꝛe we beſeche you foꝛ the honoꝛ of od, p pe do not 
defile your ſelues with innocent blud, but pꝛay God that he would

tonfiſcated, whether puniſhment lo euer they ſuffer . Againe they 
Gall haue none authozity to make any will, and whatſoeuer they 
chall do herein ſince the time they firſt began to infringe thys oure 
law ſhalbe truſtrate and take no place. Furthermoze we charge # 
comaund that no man receiue into his houſe, oꝛ aid with any thing 
ſuch as he knoweth to be ſuſpected of hereſy, but that he aduertiſe 
immediatiy thinquiſitour oꝛ gouernour of the place, and chal ſuffer 
puniſhment if he do it not. "= 
Duch as not of obſtinate malice,but thzoughe infirmitye haue 
fallen into errour and hereſtes,and yet haue not tranſgreſſed thys To talcke of 
our law, and haue done nothing ſeditiouſlye, but of their owne ac- faith is fo; 
coꝛd haue retourned to amendement, and after they haue abiured, binden. 
be receiued again to grace, hal after y haue no conferente among 
them ſelues of matters appertaining to faith and religion: if they 
haue, to ſuffer,as thoſe that are returned to their vomit, he that be 
ing not conuicted, but vehementlyſuſpected ofhereſy,Chalbe condẽ⸗ 
ned, ether tabiure oz to do open penance, it p ſame man ſhalbe after 
accuſed okhereſpe, he ſhal ſulfer as one that is reuolted. Unto ſuch 
| PP. iii. as 
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as be ſpotted with hereſy,and ſtained with line crimes , chalbe ge- 
uen none honoꝛ noꝛ dignity,nether fall they beare anye office in 
the common wealth. Unleſſe a man bꝛing with him a teſtimoniall 
from the Curate of the Church where he dwelt laſt, let him not be 
ſuffered to haue any habitation oz dwelling. Foz ſuche ought to be 
had foz ſuſpected. That the gouernoꝛs of peate, and all other oure 
Clients ,euery man in his pꝛouince, inquire diligently foz ſuchas 
hall bzeake this law, and that they aſſiſt the inquiſitoures and ec⸗ 
cleſtaſticall indges.ſo that thoſe whiche be founde culpable, maye 
ſuffer accozding to che fourme pzeſcribed:ercepte they ſo do, they 
hall ſuffer toz it at oure pleaſure. Let the common Pꝛoctoure alſo 
know, whether they do their duetie, and if they ſhalbe found negli⸗ 
gent, let him tommaund them to come to iudgement, and if it (hall 
appeare that they haue offended , let them either be depꝛiued ot 
they: office,oz otherwiſe puniched, as halbe thought expedient. 

Beſides this, let all Bichops, Archdeacons, and Abbots with ſuch 
other like Pꝛelates, ſearch with all diligence, if any of the Clear- 
gy be infect with this diſeaſe,and puniche it extremely. They that 
know any man defiled with this Peſtilence, oz in what places the 
Heretickes lurcke and frequent let them pzeſente them immediat- 
lp, vnleſſe they do ſo, to ſuffer the ſame puniſhment that the others 


Rewardskoz chould. The pꝛomotour if the accuſation be not falle, chal haue the 
pꝛomotours g ne halt ot his goodes. Which goodes in dede ſhall not exceade the 


ſumme of vi. C. crownes. Foꝛ whatſoeuer halbe aboue this ſome, 
the tenth part therof chalbe alotted vnto him. He that chal detect to 
thinquiſitour pꝛiuy conticles although he were of theyꝛ Counſell, 
Hall not be puniſhed, ſo that he thinke well of Religion, and from 
hencefoꝛth refraine theyꝛ company :but he that all pꝛeſent them,

herein, Chal not eſcape vnpuniched. They that being accuſed of he⸗ 
reſy, and cited to appere hauefled,andhaue bene after outlawed, 
whanthey haue heard that the cõpanions of their offences be dead, 
are wont to make ſute, that they may be ſuffred to make their pur- 
gation, foꝛ ſo much as they ſuppoſe, how the crime can no moꝛe be 
pꝛoued, by this meanes it chaunteth, that retourning again, they 
ſow abꝛode falſe doctrin and erroꝛs: but that the ſame be in no wile 
done, it is foz the comon pꝛofit. Wherfoze we cõmaund, p ther be no 
plate geuen to their requeſts, but þ al ſuch, as after they wer cited 
haue appered, but ſoughtto ſaue the ſelues by fleing, halbe accõted 

foꝛ conuictes, c perſons condemned. They that chal mabe any = 
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fo: ſuſpected, fted,baniſhed,o2 foꝛ Anabaptiſtes let them be taken 
fo: ſuppoꝛters of heretikes. And that iudges # gouernozs receiue 
none ſuch into fauoz,vnles it be ether by the periniſſto of vs, oꝛ of Þ 


Quenes ſiſter. Thoſe v chal do otherwiſe, chalbe depꝛiued of theyz a pꝛotlama⸗ 
gouernmẽt. That no pꝛinters oꝛ bokeſellers, do pꝛint, ſel.oꝛ vttet a tion toꝛ pn 
ny thing cocerning the ſcripture, but by theyꝛ aduile a conſent, vnto *% 


who this charge is comitted:x+ foꝛ ſo much as there is a regiſter. of

Foꝛ wheras diuers of thẽ had ii.oꝛ 
iti bichoppꝛicks, ⁊ many others alpired to dignity, by an exchãge 
made, they permitted ſome other to inioye one, and in ſteade of one 
biſhoppꝛicke, which they left, they had of them again many abbot- 
chips oꝛ ſuch other like pꝛomoitõs.

Wherfoze the tenth day of Septembꝛe, he geueth the aſſault bothe 
by ſea and land, and within a fewe houres ſpace,taketh it by foꝛte. 

The takin The knightes of the Khodes,that were vpon the ſea did thempe⸗ 
— '# roz that day good ſeruice:but the Spaniards which fought by lad, 
Africa. and cxcelled in nombze,whan the City was taken, had the mooſte 
partof the ſpoyle. The nombze ofthe pzyſoners was great,aboute 
an.viti.thouſand:which being put into Shippes, were led awaye 

6 captiue into Sicilie, Sardinte,and to other places. The ſituation 
. ot the city, is ſaid to be very pleaſant, by reaſon of grene medowes 
ſame. and hilles ſct with Oliues & palme trees, and fair ſpzinges ofwa- 
ter. Not far from thence is repoztedtobe a goodlye coꝛne Country, 

which with a molt awple increſe peldeth again to the plowmt that 

it hath receiued. Colmus the duke of Flozence ſent themperoꝛ men 

in this war vnderthe conduit of Joꝛdane Urſine,#* Alaſtoz Bali⸗ 

on. Foꝛ becauſe winter was now at hand, and vitaile coulde not be 
pꝛouided, the Uiceroy, leauing there a garriſon of Spaniards,re- 

tourneth with his army into Dictite:D2agutus fled to theTurke, 

traueling to Conſtantinople. This thing was thoccaſion ofa new 

warre, which the Turke attempted afterward, not only againſte 
Emperour, but alſo againſt King Fardinando. Whan themperour 

had commaunded Duke Henrp, and the Senate of Bzunſwick to 

lay a ſide their weapons, their armies were diſcharged on bothe 
parties:but all thoſe fozces afterwarde,Geozge Duke of Megel- 

burge, the ſonne of Albarte, a pounge man that had ſerued Duke 
Henrp, allured vnto him. The cleargy of Maidenburge, and Pꝛe- 

lates of the head church, moſt of them gentlemen bozne, who were 

chiefly offended with the city, had waged him with great rewards 
& pꝛomeſſes, as it is repoꝛted, that though his aide they might a- 
uenge the ſelues, but this do they deny, as challbe declared hereat: 

ter. And their archbiſhop Jyb Alberte was lately departed:wher- 
foze theyp2omiſed him gouernment of Þ hole pꝛouinte, in caſe he 

couid ſubdue it,# by wꝛytings laid to pledge to him iii.pꝛincipal ca 

ſtels. Thus he marching firſt thzoughy coũtry of Halberſtat,cam 

after into p pꝛouince of Waidenburge,x ther pzactiſing laughter, 

ſpoyling a burning ſurp2iſeth the towneof Wancelebe , ſpoyleth # 

ſetteth it on kire:and whanhe had there attẽpted the caſtel in vain, 

c loſt diners ofhis mẽ, he marcheth fozward,# which way fo euer 
he wẽt, did erceding much harm. Wherfoꝛe Þ people of the country 
t villages, whẽ they ſaw their goodes t cattel taken and dziuena⸗ 
way, come to p Senate of Maldẽburge, crauing their aid l ws

and declare how they wyll refuſe no peryl no coſte herein. The 
Senate therfoze aſſigned them a daye, wherin they ſhoulde be 
all in a redines: That was the. xxi.daye of September. Than 
went out of Maydenburg together with the huſband men the 
citeʒzens iointly and the loldtours of the garryſons, with thꝛe 
bandes of hoꝛſemen, with tield pieces and other furniture, and 
reſte that night two myles from the citie. In the moꝛnyng be⸗ 
foꝛe daye lyght,auauncing their campe, they marche ſtreight⸗ 
waye to wardes their ennemie, and when they came into his 
ſyght. put them lelues in oꝛder of battell. In the foꝛe warde, 
where was thought moſte daunger, ſtode the citezens and ſol- 
diours:After them were placed the countrie people. The Duke 
of Megetburge percepuing this o2der,ſodenly tournyng about 
his rankes, inuadeth the huſbandmen, a kynde of people ney- 
ther well armed. noꝛ ererciſed in feates of warre , and that vpo 
ſuche a ſoden. that he gaue the charge, befoze the others coulde 
tourne them ſelues, with their ozdenaunce , oz be able to re- 
ſcewe them. So therkoꝛe they caſting awaye their weapons, 
fled, who myght runne kaſteſt, and bꝛeaking the rankes of their 
fellowes, make the waye open fo2 the ennemy to get the victo- 
ry. Che moſte part of the all, what at the geuing of the charge, 
and what after in the chaſe were ſlapne. Ok the citezens and 
loldiours were not many loſte, but dyuers taken, The gunnes. 
carriage and al warlyke furniture came into the handes of the 
ennemies, Jn the meane ſeaſon the Emperour was very in- 
ſtant. that both decrees made at Tuſpurge, ſhould be obſerued, 
and maketh a greuous complaynt of the cities of Maydẽburg 
and Bꝛe me. Foz they only of all the cities remayned conſtant. 
albeit the Bzemers were not outla wed. But the Pꝛinces make 
intercefiion,and require that they myght haue the hearyng of 
the matter. Ind whan the Emperour had coſented,they adꝛeſſe 
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their letters to eyther citie, the. xxii. daye of September and Tbe pznces 
cite them to appere at Auſpurge the ſecond day of Houember, letters to th 
and by taufe conduicte to come auntcwere in their cauſe, ſen- ol Parden⸗ 


dyng their Imbaſſadours with full power and authoꝛitie to 
conclude, There was a certen woman at Auſpurge,a citezen of

them. wherkoꝛe he pzopoundeth foz the Bzemers theſe, that 
they ſubmit them ſelues vnto his power, humbly craue pards, 
foſake al leagues.a make no cofederacy whertn he a his whole 
tamilie be not compꝛiſed. That they obey the chaber imperial, 
and be contributaries to the charges therof foz their poꝛtion.

vndone, beholde, t e a wzytynae the kyꝛſte daye of 
ndon he hey publyſh zytynge the ty: —— 
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October, wherin they recite the whole matter, and ſaye that 
they haue not loſt aboue two hondꝛeth of their Citezens and 
ſouldiours. Ind they whiche appered to nede comfozt, do them 
ſelues conkirme others, Foz God ſay thei, would by this meane 
trie our conſtancie.

Moꝛeouer they pzomyle to make 
interceſſion to the Emperour that he wyl abolylh the ſentence 
of publication, verely vpon theſe conditions · That as other 
P:inces and ctties.,fo they alſo may humbly deſire pardon. and 
deliuer him. xvi. pieces of oꝛdenaunce, and an hondꝛeth thou- 
ſandcrownes.to the end they map inioye their goodes already 
confiſcated. And that ſomme of mony they ay they will laye 
out and debource koꝛ them, that they reſtoꝛe vnto the Clergie 
their goodes: Concerning the hurte done on either ſyde, a tou⸗ 
chyng the habitatton of the clergie, and ceremonies of the ca- 
thedꝛall churche,they them ſelues will take ozder . And to the 
intent the Emperour may the eaſlter be perſwaded.that a gar- 
riſon be receiued into their citie, tyll the Emperour haue cons 
firmed the pacikication. and the reſt of the condicions lhalbe ac 
compliſhed. Ind that the ſoldtours ſhal do them no iniurp.thei 


them ſelues wyll foꝛſee. But in caſe the Emperour refuſe theſe 


thinges.than wyll they haue out their ſouldtour immediatly. 
reftozing vnto them their citie ſafe, and in euery point ſuch as 
thep founde tt . But the Senate refuſed to make ſurrender oz 
korecetue a power into the citie. | | 

Jn the moneth of December. the States of the Bychopꝛine 
of maydenburg,but thiefiy the Clergie ſet fozth a wꝛptinge fn 
the vulgare tongue, againſt the Senate and people of Mayde- 
burge,and ſaye howe they haue aunctently and by right apper 
teined to the iuriſdiction ol them and of the Archebichop, and 
that is to be pꝛoued by the letters of Otto the firſt Emperour. 
Ind many thinges ſaye they, haue they pꝛoudly and pꝛeſump⸗ 
tuoully done. chiefly againſt Burcarte and Gunther, Archeby⸗ 
wops. but being reduced to their dutie, they haue ſuffered con. 
digne punichment. as by hiſtoꝛies it map be declared. But in 
tyme that Erneſt of the houſe ot Saxon, and Albert of Bꝛan⸗ 
denburge were Byſhops,a compoſition was made fo2 all con- 
trouerſies, but they kept not conuenauntes. Ind ſo ofte as the 
Byſhops by the common aſſent of the other ſkates decreed any 
thyng fo2 the p2ofit of the common wealth, they alwayes dzew 
backwarde,and ſought the meane, howe they myght rule the 
reſt. And what tyme the Cardinall of Wentz had reciued John 
Albert his coſpn to be his coadintour: They would not only al 
lowe the ſame, but alſo toke from hym the title and honour 
due vnto hpm, although they were oftentymes ſpoken to foz þ 


ſame, And agayne whan he had ſuccededin the Bylbopeyrene 
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ter the death of Cardinal Albert. they would neither take hym 
fo: their Bylhop noꝛ geue hym their kidelttie, and herein perſe, 
uered ſo longe as he liued. albeit noble men ofte times intrea⸗ 
ted therin. Ind this did they koꝛ this intent, that they myght 
obteine the gouernment, whiche may eaſely appere vnto any 
man, that wyll conſpder their doinges. And albeit that in boo⸗ 
kes ſet foꝛth. to the intent to reyſe a commotion.they go about 
to perſwade the people, as though they had nothing offended, 
as though they were clerely faultles, as though they ſtoode in 
daũger fo2 the truth ſake only, and foꝛ Religto, but the matter 
is far otherwyſe. Fo: their Religion hath had no let noꝛdiſtur⸗ 


Their actes hgunce, although thei poſleſſed ß churches of our Juriſdiction, 


againſt the 
Clergie. 


And toꝛ fo much as they ſapd how they would aunſwer it ina 
lawful coſiſell, we ſuffered all thinges patientiy. But they not 
content therwith,made a conſpiracie.a — — à league, 
whiche — — not la wkull fo2 them to doe, but by our con⸗ 
ſent and the Irchebyſhoppes, would haue infozced vs to they: 
Religion. nherot᷑ it doth well appere that they ſought not re- 
ligion. but the goodes of the churche. And þ this was wꝛought 
that they might vnder ſome honeſt pzetence couer and clone 
their treaſon and rebellion. Full many ſeditious thinges haue 
thei wzought againft the Emperour and ſtates of the Empire, 
neither can all be recited, but we ſhall touche thoſe thynges 
whiche pꝛoperly apperteine vnto vs. Ind foure yearegpaſf, 
b:eakyng their faith and conuenauntes wherby they are boũd 
to vs. Thet gaue vs the deftaunce,and entring into our houſes 
toke our goodes and expulſed vs, ſome alſo they caſt in pꝛiſon. 
wherof ſome are dead and the reff doe remaine captiue at thys 
pꝛeſent. Than bete they down our houſes euen with the grotid 
and bꝛought our townes, landes, and gouernmẽtes into their 
ſubiection. And foꝛtitipng their citie trongly,that they might 
the moꝛe ſately rebelle. they impoſed to the commõ people pay- 
ment of mony monethly, and certen other charges. The chur⸗ 
ches and houſes of Religion partly they raſed and partly defa- 
ced, and caſting downe the belles out of Þ ſtepies. made gunnes 
of them. and toke vp the dead bodies not only of monkes and 
pꝛieſtes. but alſo of Noble men, and caſt them vpon their ram⸗ 
pares. Images, aultarg, and graueffones,they haue cowched e 
lade tn their walles. In the churches that were ſtanding thet 
haue put downe all Gods teruice.nohat oꝛnamẽtes oꝛ pꝛecious 
Jwelles, what wꝛytinges oꝛ monumentes to euer they founde 
in churches, they tpoiled. and beating the pzteffes and other mi 
niſters of the churche with their fiftes and ſcourges, one * 
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out of the holy places.yea from the very auitars. They haue in 
ſondꝛy places exacted new tributes, cleane contrary to the cus 
ſtome of the countrey. Pea they haue bꝛoken down in their ku⸗ 
ry. the ſepulchꝛe of our founder great Otto thek mperour.A nd 
theſe be domeſtical euils. But not contented here with they in⸗ 
uaded the byſhopꝛike of Halberſtate, a there ſpopling the Col⸗ 
lege of Hhamertleb. a plucking the pꝛieſtes þ were ſaping malle. 
from the aultars,ſome they woũ ded. a ſome they lewe,and pol 
| — all thinges hallowed, trode the hoſte conſecrated vnder 
their keete. After diſguiſing them ſelues in Monkes apparell, 

whan they had done many thinges in great oultrage a mockes 
rie:they returned home loden with ſpoyles a boties. And a cer⸗ 
ten wall oz rampare of þ countrep.that was made with a very 
gret coſt,. a was right neceſſary in thoſe parties.they caſt down 
without any cauſe, burning a cutting vp the bꝛidges that no 
mi might paſſe. Mozecuer they haue ſought to take away our 
liues. as they do alſo at this pzeſet, inſomuch þ we can neither 
remaine in our own houſes,noz with our frẽdes. without gret 
daunger. and whome they ſuſpected to geue vs lodgyng, they 
would bꝛeake into their houſes by night, take their goodes, a 
cary away diuers of the nobilitie captiue. whom they alſo put 
bpon the racke . Pea they haue ſpoyled Noble matrones a vir⸗ 
ging. a ſtriped them out of their apparel.a ſo euil intreated thᷣẽ 
that thei haue bꝛought them in daunger of their lite. and haue 
not kept their handes alſo fro ponge babes a childꝛen. Bzteflp 
we ſuppoſe.that there is not the life example of crueltte ſene 
amongeſt the Turkes. Ind if any man wold maße an eſtimate 
aſwel.of thoſe goodes that they haue gotten of ours, as alſo of 
the harmes done vs: he ſhal finde it at » leaſt to a mount aboue 
viff, C. M. crownes. To ſpeake nothing in the mean: ſeaſon of 
the tontumelious repꝛoches a raplinges. of 5 famous libels # 
picturs which they haue ſet foꝛth in contẽ pt a mockery of thẽ⸗ 
perour a ſtates imperial. of the iniuries alſo, which we haue 
ſuſteined fully now xxvii. peares. Foꝛ they haue caſt ſtones at 
bs. thꝛowen vpon vs the filthe of the ſtretes. and as we haue 
gone though the citie. haue oftetimes made a clamoꝛous out- 
trie againſt vs. and dꝛiuen vs from place to place. many tymes 
alſo in the nyght they haue ſet our houſes and gates a fyꝛe a 
with ſtones bzoken our glaſe wyndowes. Finally: no kynde cf 
dutrage hath bene of the omitted. And foure peres ſince.v xxbi 
day of July. whã at 5ᷣ requeſt of 5 conſuls we aſſembled in our 
college. they required of vs, firſt that we ſhuld pꝛoteſſe theſame 
religion p they did. Secõdly. p towardes the furniture of 5 war 
RR. i. within 
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within eight dapes we ſhould paye. xx. thouſand crownes At. 
ter this, entring into the churche , and the citezens reparinge 
thither , thꝛuſte out the Pꝛieſtes by violence, and ſhut vp the 
churche dozes,and demaunde of the infertour ſozte of pzieſtes a 
great ſome of mon. and when they wer not able to pay it. wer 
dꝛiuen out of the citie into extle. After the ſelte ſame ſoꝛte alſo 
haue they handled the reſt of the clergie.entring vpon all their 
landes and goodes. In the whiche thing verely, they haue not 
only tranſgreſſed the la wes both of God and man. but allo bꝛo 
ken conuenauntes and their faith geuen. Foꝛ we are their 
giſtrates,and they may chiefly thanke vs both foz their lande 
& goodes. Ind what time lately Geoꝛge Duke of Pegelburge, 
had interteined thoſe koꝛces whiche had defended and alſo beſe 
ged the citie of B2tifwick,in nomber about the thouſand, and 
without our knowledge,marched thꝛough the coũtrie of May 
den burg and Halberſtat. They thzough a wonderful pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion iſſued out of the citie. of this intent and purpoſe, that af 
ter they had firſt diſcomfited the ennemy, they might bend the 
whole foꝛce and bꝛunt of the war againſt vs , yea vtterlp to di⸗ 
ſtroye vs. Foꝛ they had two tunnes full of haltars, and had hi⸗ 
red certen hangmen with t woꝛdes, that ſome thei might hige, 
and head other ſome. Ho weit, through the goodnes of God .it 
chaunced far otherwyle. Foꝛ where they wer an eight thouſad 
men.they were dilcomkited. and ayne a boue two thouſand, a 
amongſt theſe were many innocẽt people, whom they had part 
Ip by fozce, partly by flattery allured vnto thẽ.a eight enſignes 
taken.a al their munition @ furniture. Ind they goe about to 
aſcribe the cauſe of this warre vnto vs. a ſap how the Duke of 
Megelburg moned warre thꝛough our tmpulſion:But that is 
falſe.Foz both ottẽtimes bełoꝛe.ã alſo after the battel, we ſent 
Ambaſſadours foz peace, and wiche foꝛ non other thing at this 
tyme than that they being reconciled to themperour, woulde 
reſtoꝛe vnto vs our olde tranquillitie and quietnes. But foz ſo 
muche· as they refuſe all peaceable wayes, and deteyne by koꝛce 
and iniurie our caſtels, townes and villages, we are d:inento 
ſeke ſome meane, wherby we may recouer the ſame. Now ſuch 
thynges as they interre and alledge foz their purgatton, be all 
foꝛged and fatned,as it is commonly knowen Foꝛ we haue not 
diſturbed oz bindꝛed their religtõ. And whan lately the moſt no 
ble Pꝛinces Duke Maurice a thelectour of Bꝛandẽburg ofired 
them reaſonable cõditiõs. they pzoudly reiected the, a makin 
a ſalee out in the truce time, allaulted by night a certen aũciẽt 
gentleman at home in his owne houſe, which had _ 125 — 
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dilpleacure, and being aflepe in his bed at their tõming. whan 
eons hardly eſcaped awaythalfnaked;rauening and diſtroy- 
ng his goddes, they ſpopted his wyte and chyidꝛen of all theyꝛ 
appareli,and thzeatening them otte with death.left the ſtarck 
naked, in ſo muche that one of the Nobilitte comming thither 
by chaunce, couered the woman with his owne garment. Cer⸗ 
tenly what oultrage they dyd that nyghte, can not with fewe 
woꝛdes be erpꝛelled. Chey haue alſo made their aduaunt o 
ly,that we may loke koꝛ reſtitution in vayne. Foꝛ they be lo 
highly auaunced with dur landes and goodes, that they haue 
accuſtomed them ſelues to a finer kynd ot lte. neither can they 
be taſely bꝛought to render agapne other mens goodes. And 
where as the matter is thus, and teing they adds vnto the in⸗ 
iuries of the koꝛmer peares contempt alſo,and are vtterly bent 
vpon our dilkruction, we could not but recite theſe wozthy ac⸗ 
tesof theirs, though ſomewhat batefly, ndherfoze if meanes be 
founde now to reduce the _— to their dutie. no man ought 
to marueil therat. Foꝛ who loeuer they be chat loue this ciuile 
and common ſoctetie of men. can not chote but be of ſtomake a⸗ 
gainſt them. muche lefle ought to ſuccour and aide them. Itter 
the fame ſoꝛt had thei accuſed them a litle-befoze ſending their 
Amdaſladours to Toꝛge. where than Duke Maurite helde aſſẽ 
blies concerning the ſame warre. But no da pes after, 
inthe ſame moneth.the Senate maketh a1 p'0pon w2ps 
tinge. Howe they ſuppoſe that all the ates of the ByHopzike 
do not make this complaint of them. but that it pzocede 
gether of the clergte,fo2 it greueth them ſay they, that the Go. 
{ellis taught ſincerely amongeſt vs, that their wickednes ts 
diſcloſed.,andthetr dignitie decayed', This is thechiefcauſe of 
allhatred.Theſe thinges haue pꝛicked the fozwatde, to accuſe 
vs falſely tothe Emperour,that beyng by him once outlawed; 
we myght be ſo muche the moꝛe ſubiecte to iniury. Afluredly 
we haue offende the Emperourtn nothing; and tnfoping our 
religion and li bertie. there is nothing but he may haue at our 
handes. me de in dede bounde to the byſhop of this citie: 
But pet vpon certen conditions, that they ſwall not diſturbe 
bs in our liverties. thoſe conditions haue we not bꝛoken: But 
our aduertartes counſeUed the Archebyſhop John Albert. that 
he ſhould demaunde certen newe thynges that were not accu⸗ 
ani norco we cd aogebem: 96.o 
n cauſe why they ſhould alledg : fo: 
vere not fatthful tohimthem ſelues , #1t greued them; what 
time in koꝛmer peares they ſawe the waye prepared foz . 
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to bi Archebyſhop. Foꝛ they had rather had him excluded 
But vnto them are not we — — in any point. 
Do longe as the conuenauntes of tozamex time were obſerued, 
we refuſed no kinde ol dutte. But atterthat they twarued from 
the ſame, we reſiſted, a hereof grewe ſonday diſpleaſures. and 
verely in thete latter yeares, whan new wayes were inuented 
to exacte mon in this pꝛouince. we ſpake againtt it in op aſſe 
blies, + declared how this was not vſed by byfhopsof tozmer 
time, although it was al in.uayn.Foz divers of þ Cates a chief 
iy the clergie had a great part of that pzay . This is þ froward- 
nes that they obiect againſt vs. They went out of the citie but 
of their owne acco2ded , and incenſed with a certen pꝛyde. 
whan they ſawe the Duke of Saxon # the Lätgraue ſubdued, 
Fo: than they ſuppoſed how the tyme was come, wherin they

truthe were afflicted. as ſedittouſe,rebelles,and moſte hurttull ange the 
men of ati others. Me haue tntreated the Emperour cocerning verite, 
our religion #1tberttes, but hitherto we labour in vayne, #to | 
what ende belonge all their deuiſes, in our fozmer wꝛytinges 
we haue ſufficiently declared. verely the thing it ſelf ſpeaketh. 
that this is ment only, how wicked papiſtrie may be reſtoꝛed. 
Chis controuerſte hath oftentimes bene bꝛought to a cõmuni⸗ 
cation, and certen conuẽtions haue ben had fo: the ſame cauſe,

God of his inlinite mercyhath ope- 
ned vnto vs the knowledge of his Goſpel: udhom we beleche to 
graunt vnto vs this ſo great a benefite perpetually, but thoſ? 
whiche pꝛomite vs aſliſtaunce herein, howe it is credible that 
theytan oꝛ allo wyll perfourme the ſame, whan they them ſel- 
nes be ok wauering myndes in Religion, and ſtudy to pleaſe 
men: that our aduerſaries may recouer their goodes, ano that 
damage done on both parties may be egallp bozne , we refuſe 
not. But that they ſhould retourne in the citie. a agayne ſet vp 
their idolatrie. that can we by no meanes ſuſter. Ther ſay how 
they were no tmpediment to bs in religion, but certenly they 
wanted no wil therunto. But we haue cauſe to geue God thã⸗ 
hes þ ſent chꝛe wed co wes ſhoꝛt hoꝛnes. Che bodies ot dead men 
were not ſo intreated as thei repoꝛt. But where as foꝛ our own 
defence we plucked down certẽ churches nere vnto the citre, fo 
many bodies as were founde not wholy coſumed; were coueted 
to an other place,. a buried deper. Again it was permitted vnto 
al men, that ſuch of their kinred as they ſoũd there. they might 
tranſpoꝛte whether they would. Chat ſame ot thẽperour Otto 
the lirſt. is moſte talſe.a a ſhametul lie by them deuiſed. Foz we 
are not ignoꝛant. what honour is due to that chief magiſtrate 
ctelpecially to him of whom they ſpeake. thẽ perour Otto, who 
did many woꝛthy actes. a was a moſte earneſt detendour a pꝛo⸗ 
tectour of þ libertie of Germany. That ſeruice. which they call 
holy a Godly. a which they complaine that we haue diſturbed 
in their churches is nothing leſle than holy, but — = 
raye 
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high repꝛoche ol God, They theſelneshadidg betone caried out 
of the citie their veſtimentes . chalices c other oꝛnamẽtes. But 
their wꝛytinges a publique monumẽtes we kept ſatelp, ahaue 
not aboliſheð, at they fallp accuſe vs Moꝛeouer their pꝛieſteg 
wer not ed, but they thẽtelues ſpotted the churches aca: 
ried the pay els where; Che college 02 monaſtery of Yamerfie, 
bie. which neuerthe leſle belbgeth not to thẽ. thertoꝛe did we al. 
ſaile at the laſt; foz þ our ennemies had a place of refuge therin 
& there deuided the dottes talẽ kr our felo wes a vs. her they 
adde mozeoner that our men did many thinges there intolctip 
@ outrageouſly, that ame was fozgedby themonkes. Is cdrer⸗ 
ning the iniuries. which they ſay were done vnto the in the ci⸗ 
tie, thus ſtandeth the matter. bout. xxv.peres ſince, whũ they 
on the eight day befoze Eaſter, whiche is called Palm ſondaye. 
were in hand with their kond a trifling ceremonies, they were 
laughed at byß cõmon people that thether reſoꝛted, but whoſe 
rachnes a boldnes pꝛotceded further, a tuch as bꝛake glaſſe wyne 
dowes, they were ſuerlp puniſhed of vs a baniſhed foꝛ other ins 
iuries we Rowe none. neither haue they euer bꝛought thẽ be⸗ 
koꝛe vs. herfoze we haue done nothing contrary to our pꝛo⸗ 
melle.oꝛ cõpoſition. neither haue we geuẽ our aduertaries any 
cauſe of warre. Ind ſeing the matter is thus, we deſire all me, 
that they geue no credite to their fclaundzous repoztes, but to 
lament our chaunce, which are cõſtreined to defend the warrep 
is attfpted againſt vs;tothintent we might mainteine ß pure 
doctrine of the Goſpel; theliberties receiued of our elders;foz 
the which thinges alſo godly kinges a magiſtrates of foturmey 
times. a the Mãchabeis men of moft ſtoute courage haue retu⸗ 
ſed no perill oz daunger. e wiche fo2 peace moſte chiefly aboue 
al thinges: But that is denied vs hetherto. noherfoꝛe being lag 
c ſoꝛe afflicted with the inualions ot᷑ our nere neighbours we 
could not repulte fr6 vs vntuſt violẽce. ndherby we haue allo d 
better contidence, that ſuche as we haue pꝛouoked with no in⸗ 
tury, wil iudge this war to cõcerne tht nothing a ſtande in the 
awe a teare of God,. the reuenger ot al vnrighteouſnes. Fo: the 
telt tame caute that hath ſttred vp this trouble againſt vs, wyl 
choꝛtip after wrap vp the alto in great diſtreſle a perils, ſo ma⸗ 
ny as couet to retein a maintein the pure doctrine. Che letters 
wherwith the byſhop of Rome had called the coũſell. Thempe- 
rour the fifth day of January chmaundeth to be red in the Se⸗ 
nate of ſkates a Pꝛinces.erxhoꝛting th. that they wold pꝛepare 
thẽtelues. Che ſame dap king Ferdinãdo. infoꝛmeth the fates, 
how in $ truce time, the Turks ware buſy in Hongary. a build 
acaſtel within his dominion, a went about to ſurpziſe his ca⸗ 
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fel of Zolnock, a foꝛtitie theirs with a garriſon. how alto they 
haue made an inrode into TCranſſyluania: wherof verely he 
hath geuen them none occaſton,# doth al that he can, that the 
truce taken may be obſerued, but in caſe the Turke ſhal refuſe, 
he deſired to haue aide geuen him. J told you in the xx. boke of 
Stephen byſhop of witnchelter.fo2 what cauſe he was appꝛehẽ 
ded in Cuglãd. And where he perleuered in his opinion. a wold 
neither aliowe the ſtatutes already made. noꝛ ſuche as ſhuld be 
made her after cõcerning religion. during the kinges nonage, 
he was depꝛiuetch of his bychopꝛike this veare in the moneth of 
January, #comit*ed again to warde. Andꝛew Oſiider, whom 
I ſayd went into P2ulle, ſet foꝛth this time a new opiniõ aſtir⸗ 
ming þ man is not iuſtitied by faith , but by the rightuouſnes 
of Chꝛiſt dwelling in vs. a faith that Luther was aiſo of his o⸗ 
pinion. But the reſt of the diuines his fellowes did ſtoutly im⸗ 
pugne it. aſfirming that he ſaid of Luther to be falſe, who not 
many monthes betoze his death. lett a moſt ample #4 goodly te⸗ 
ftimonyinthe p:eface of the kirſt Tome of Melachthons boke, 
wherin are treated the comon places of holy ſcripture: where 
therfoze he inueieth againſt Melanchthon. he maketh alſo Lu 
ther his aduerſary, foz that they were both of one opinidõ.Mo⸗ 
teouer by a conference made, they pzoued manifeſtly that Lys 
ther taught cleane cõtrary to him in this matter: and ſay þ his 
doctrine is peſtiterous. which ſaith þ the tulkification of fayth 
coſiketh not in the bloud a death ol Chzift, wherby we are rede 
med a iuſtitied. The matter was handled with great cõtentiõ. 
ht gim ſelf verely pzetended, as J ſatd, as though Luther had 
ben of his opiniũ. But in p meane time he made his auaunt a» 
mongſt his adherentes,as it is wꝛitten. Luther a Melãchthõ 
had made #coptled a diuinitie after Iriſfotels doctrine, which 
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lauereth moꝛe of the ſleſhe than of 9 ſpirite. Albert the Duke of Tye Duke 
Pꝛulland deſired at þ firſt þ the matter might haue ben appea / of p;aife 
led by mediatours. But per waded by Oſtander,after much de addicte to © 
bating. he became of his opinion, a comaundeth his adyerſas ander. 


ries to depart out ot his dominiõ.Amongſt who was Joachim 
Merlin, who mult nedes be packing. although not only cites 
Jens, but alſo wom? a childꝛen beſought $Pztnce right htibly, 
that they might not be depꝛiued of ſucha paſtour. This Oſtan 
der taught many peres at Noꝛinberg. a that much to his come 
dation, neuer made bulines. but ſemed in al things to folowe 
Luthers doctrine ſo long as he liued. But whan after thempe ; 
rours decree of religion. he toꝛſone Nozinberg, a went into the 
land of Pꝛuiſſe.he reiſed vp this ſame queſtiõ.hich many mẽ 
ſuppoſed 5 he durſt neuer do ſo long as Luther liued. De chielly 
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pꝛouoketh them of noittẽ berg to confute theſe thinges it 
can,# ſapth how he wil defend his opinis,wholoener mpugn 
theſame.,4taunteth Melanchthon bitterly; Whoſe opinion at 
learned men koꝛ the moſt part namely in Saronie,rep:oued, 
bokes ſet toꝛthj.a rebuked,that in a time moſte troubleſome he 
diſturbed the congregation. Ind where he had hãdled ſo vngod 
iy Melonchthon. a man of ſo great modeſtie a learning, with þ 
were al men offended exceadingly. In an other certen booke he 
contendeth. that albeit mankinde had not ben loft though the 
ſinne of Adam, pet ſhuld Chꝛiſt haue bene bozne neuertheleſſe, 
The eight day of Febꝛuarp is dilolued the cofiſell of thempire, 


Therin made themperour a decre,s toꝛſomuch . ſaith he. as this

But where as the ſtates haue alledged ſon- 
d;y reaſons, why the decrees of the fozmer conuention of Aut⸗ 
purg concerning religion #refozmation,be not kept, al this 
reuoke to mine owne conſideration a wil know of eche man ſe 
uerally what impediment there is. Therfoze let euery man foz 
ſce,þ the matter may come to reherſall, Jt was alſo decreed p

' Wherfoze the Emperour, the. riii.day of May publiching his

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den. and to foꝛſee, leaſt by this occaſion greater commotiong ariſe 
in Italp, and after in otherplaces:agatn;whileft J conſider vpon 
how iuſt cauſes the biſhop is moued and how he hath omitted no⸗ 
thing. that Octauius might do his dutye, J haue committed thyg 
charge to Fernando Gonzage, becauſe I canot my ſelt᷑ bi pꝛeſent, 
he chal aid the biſhop in my name. Whertoꝛe we wil # command al 
our loutng ſubiects thzoughout Lumbardie, i they be to him obe- 
dient in this war none otherwile tha to our ſelt, and p they indeuoz 
The war of to anoy thenempas muche as ts poſſible foz them to do. So ther. 
Parma be- foze Gonzage beginneth the war, and firſt ſpopling the country be 
twixt them- ſegeth the city ol Parma and the biſhop of Rome Mirandula. Foz 
peroure and therle of Mirandula was of the French parte, and except he were 
french king. egoped tn,mighthaue helpen greatly the Pzince and city ot Par» 
ma. At the twenty day of ape the Biſhop of Rome wꝛote to the 
Swiſſes very louingipe, like as he had taken vnto him the name 
of July the ſecond, which loued them intierlye well, ſo had he alſo 
purpoſed in louinge them to immitate his example and foteſteps, 
Hitherto in dede he hath bene ſo occupied with ſondzye.; and that 
molt waighty affatres of the public weale, that he hath had no le⸗ 
ſure to declare thaſtection ot his mind, yet hath he bozne them (ill 
in perfect memozy:and that the ſame apeareth chiefly in ii.thinges 
fir. that foꝛ the cuſtody of his body, he hath choſen in the Citye a 
garde of the ſame nation.

|y:wherfoze he deſtreth him and that moſt earneſtly, that he wold 
take it in that part.and leaue the opinion that he hath conceiued of 
him:foz the ſame albe to the great comodity of the comon weale; 
But it he refuſe this ſatiſfaction, and chuſe warre befoze peace, he 
him ſelf ſeeth how greatly that wil be to the damage and daunger 
of all Jtaly and Europe,and that alſo there can be no certen trea- 
ty had in Religion, that may continue: wherefoze concerninge the 
mooſt pearillous commotions that chal ariſe hereof ,that the conn- 
ſell already called, can not aſſemble, oꝛ if it do ot neceſſity muſte be 
diſperled and that in this troubleſome time he can lende none of 
the bichops of his realme vnto Trent of all theſe thinges ther can 
be no fault laid in him, who is willing not only to offer tonditions 
of peace, but alſo to take, æ this ſo pꝛoteſteth ſo openly. Howe be it The terte 
the biſhop truſting to thaid and pꝛomeſſes of themperoꝛ, was no⸗ minde of 
thing the mileder foz thys ambaſſade. The rvit.day of June, duke Pope Julye- 
Youts graunteth againe ſafeconduite to them of Maidenburge, 
that they ould ſend vnto him ambaſſadours concerning peace. 
Pho taking theyꝛ iourney, being conducted by Marques Alberte, 
finde Duke Moꝛis at Pirne a Towne of Meiſſen. Foꝛ he was re⸗ 
tourned home, and ſemed to woꝛke ſlackly. When they were come, 
in themperoꝛs name he pꝛopoundeth theſe conditions. That they 
Hould pelde them ſelues without any condition, and humblye de⸗ 
ire pardon. They (hal make no leage againſt themperoꝛ, king fer 
dinando, Juſtriche,oz Burgundie:they chal oblerue al the decrees 
ofthempyꝛe. They hall aunſwere to the law, and recompenice the 
fleargy foz domage done, that they caſt down they? foꝛtifications a 
Rampires, and admit into theyꝛ City a garriſon ofa M. and CC. 
ſoldiours. They hall receiue themperoꝛ, Ringe Fardinando , and 
theyz deputies at all times, wyth what power ſomeuerthey bꝛynge 
with them that they deliuer twelue greate pieces of oꝛdenaunce, 
pape an CM. Crownes, and confirme all theſe conditions by an 
oth. Thele thinges, although they were not able to perfourme , yet 
did they not vtterlyrefuſe,# thzough thinterceſſion,of CounteYe- 
decke, by little a little ſome thing was remitted. Themperoz befoze 
this ſending his letters into Germany,eſpecially to the ſtates of Þ

And certenly duke Mozis gaue in comaundement to Philip Me⸗ 
lanchton, that he uld pen tharticles of doctrine, which chuld after 
be exhibited openly:whan that boke was finiſhed , the pꝛince com- 
maunded al the diuines a miniſters of the church to mete atLipſia 
the viii. ol July, wheras the lame was red and appꝛoued by couſet 
of them al. The ſame oꝛdꝛe allo toke Chaiſtopher, duke of Wirtem 
berge, who cauſed Bzentius to compile a boke of the ſame argu- 
ment. And albeit that the ſence of either nur was all one, pet 
wold Duke Moꝛis haue his bobe exhibited by it ſelf.leaſt it many 
together chould pꝛopound the lame thing in common, themperour 
might conceiue a ſuſpition of ſome conſpiracy made: Meuertheleſſe

The. xxv. day of July, the Marques Albert, in thablence of Duke 
Mous reiecteth ſuch thinges by a trompetter, as they of Maiden 
burge had anſwered tothe conditions of peace, pꝛopounded at Pit- 
ne by duke Mozis. The day befozehe had taken an ouerthzow:foꝛ 
they bickered with greater fozces than euer they did bekoze. About 
the viii. day of Auguſt ther had like to haue bene a greate ſedition 
in the city. Foꝛ letters wer bzought to the ſoldioures. wherein this 
was conteined, how ther wer certen of the Senatozs, which wold 
betray the city tothenemy,and amonges them was Henry Alman. 
Wherfoꝛe the ſoldiozs flocking together cal foꝛ him: whẽ he came, 
he ſaith it is to him an iniury, and refuſeth no puniſhment , if it — 
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de pꝛoued, affirminge this to be inuented by the ennempe, that the 
thing which they are not hable to do by power and foꝛte of armes, 
they might bꝛing to paſſe by craft and policy:agatine whan the hole 
Senate were become ſureties fo2 him, the matter was appeaſed, 
xa certain nombꝛe of Citezens c Souldiozs were choſen, whiche 
ſhuld marke what manner of letters from hencefozth were ſent to 
fro, The eight day after, Duke Moꝛis adꝛeſſing his letters to p ture Bous 
Emperoure, declareth how he verely can be content with the late letters to thz 
conduit, which he had geuen neither doth he greatly find any lacke Cmperour. 
therin:how be it. he heareth lay, that a decre was made in the coũ⸗ 
ſell oft Conſtance, that inquiſition choulde be made againſte Here⸗ 
tickes oꝛ ſuſpected of Hereſy,tthaply being called to the Counſell, 
they repaired thither, and that ſentence ſhoulde be pꝛonounced a- 
gainſt them, although the Emperour had graunted them lakecon⸗ 
duit. this decre to remaine in the common recozdes. | TY 
And like as they had decreed,ſo did they pꝛactiſe in deede , in 
burninge J hon Huſſe, who came thither by the ſafeconduite of the 
Emperoure Sigilmunde: and ſeinge it is ſo, he canne lende none 
of his to Treute, vnleſſe the Pꝛelates there will graunte alſo their 
ſatecondunt in the whole name of the counſel, as in times paſt was . 
done in the counſel of Balil. which was nert vnto the ſame: foꝛ the Tie burnt 
Bohemers being feared with the fozmer example. would not come child the fyze 
thither at the lame time, vnleſſe they had firſt receiued the publike dꝛeades 
ſafeconduit of the whole counſell:his requeſt is therefoꝛe, that he 
ether thzough his authoꝛity 02 fauour would obteine this at theyz 
handes:foz except they might be in like caſe aſſured,as they wer in 
times paſt at Balill, it ought not to be pꝛeiudiciall to him, oz to a- 
ny other ofthe ſame pꝛofeſſion it they ſuffered no man of theyꝛs to 
trauel thither. But cocerning the Bohemers, and Jhon Huſſe that 
was bꝛent at Coſtantz, and ot the warre that inſued therok, J haue 
ſpoken in third boke. And becauſe a decre was made atCoftantz, 
that the next counſel after the lame ſhould be holden, the fift peare 
after,an other after bii.yeares, and from that time foꝛeward euery 
tenth pere, the fathers aſſemble again at Baſill, And toz ſo muche 
as the Bohemers were not as yet reconciled, the matter was trea- 
ted betwene them by letters and intermeſſagers,# in the towne of 
Egre was made a dꝛaught of a ſafecõduit, which if p fathers wold 
admit, the Bohemers ſaid, how they woulde not refuſe to come. 
Atter that thoſe which were ſent had declared theyꝛ ambaſſade, the 
fathers appꝛoued the ſame fourme, and ſet to theyz feales, and ſen⸗ 
ding vnto them withal moſt frendly letters. exhozt them to pꝛepare 
them ſelueg, that. what time the ſateconduit alſo of the Emperour 
Digiſmund ſhall come vnto them, they may take their iourney.

Wherefoze whan Duke 
Wozis was warned hereof by his counlel,hemaketh ſute to them- 
peroꝛ, and bꝛgeth the pzeſcript of Baſil,as the laſt, and moſte con- 
uentent fo this time. Fox the pꝛoteſtantes caſe was in a maner al 
one with the Bohemers, and foz much like cauſes was the counſel 
of Tret called,as it was in times paſt at Baſil,that is to wit that 
hereſies might be roted out, that peace and tranquillity mighte be 
reſtozed to the common wealth, and that vices being taking away, 
the church might be refourmed.

4 craments they beleued to be: f inallp, why they taught not after the 
fozme pꝛeſcribed by themperoꝛ thze peares paſt, wheras they pꝛo⸗ 
miſed ſo to do:as wel as the Senate, and all other ſtates do! They 
make aunſwer euery man foz him ſelf ſeuerally, hom Chꝛiſt did in 
ſitute the whole ſupper, whole pꝛeſcript is to be followed : that in 
holy ſcripture are found only two Sacraments, Baptiſme, and the 
Loꝛdes ſupper:and that they received not that fourme of doctrine, 
fo that it diſſenteth from holy ſcripture.Yere ſpake the Biſhop of 
Tbe conſtan Arras in a great coler, thinke you than that themperoz may not as 
cy of the pze- wel in deuine matters, as in ciuill, make lawes and pzeſcribe cer- 
lates, tain ozders:what themperoz may do, we now diſpute not ſay they, 
but, as we haue ſaied, that fourme we neither recetued,no2 certen- 

ly tan allow. Than wared he alſomoze angry,andbeing fuloftu- 

rye , taunted them with ſoze rebukes.Whan they alſo ſpake ofthe 
Sacraments, Seidie a Cluiliau,as an interpzetoure, did rebuke 
them,being thus ſent from them,they are comaunded to tary with 

out, and being led by a keper, are beſtowed euery man in his place, 

that they might not come together. After were lent foꝛ, certaine ot 

the chiekeſt Senatours. whan they were commen,they were let in 
altogether, and commaũded that within tii.daies,theſe pꝛeachers 

Quid depart out of the city befoze the ſanne ſetting : that hereafter 

they pzeach no mozewithin the limites of thempire,noz lo farre - 
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the Emperours dominion ſtretcheth:that they ſpeake with none of 
their frendes noꝛ kinſtolkes, nether tell any man the cauſe of their 
departure,noz after to wzyte to any man within the city, oꝛ ſignify 
what is done with them, Theſe thinges were they conſtrained ful 
ſoze againſt their wils,with holding vp their fingers, as the cere⸗ 
mony is, to pꝛomiſe by an othe: after was the Senate commaun 
ded to ſhutte vp the Church doꝛes, wherin Luthers Religion was 
taught, til the Emperoꝛ ſhould contremaund them. After the ſame 
ſozt alſo, they dealt afterward with the ſcolemaſters, and with the 
city of Meminge. and others in Sweueland, which were alſo ſent 
foꝛ to come thither:foz they were both foꝛbidden to teach, and alſo 
to retourne home againe And wheras ont of them alledged that 
his wife was neare the time of deliuerance,and therfoze beſought 
them earneſtly, that he mightonly be permitted to ſe her:thebiſhop 
of Arras turning towardes his company, he calleth her, ſaith he, 
his wife, which is an harlot. Thus therfoze they beinge compelled 
todepart,cauſed great heauines in the Citp:but the citeʒ ens ſhew⸗ 
td them what pleaſure they could both by giftes, and other libera⸗ 
lity. The Duke of Saron alſo pꝛiſoner, whan he hard therot, voth 
comfozted them by intermeſſagers,and alſo holpe them with mony 
at theyz departure. The tauſe, why the Emperoꝛ pꝛoceded on thys 
wiſe againſt them was thought to be, firſt. foz that he was ſtirred 
vp hereunto of many: ſecondlye, foʒ that after inquiſition made, he 
found that the pꝛeachers were a let, that his decre of religion toke 
not place: inallp, foꝛ that he had heard repoꝛt ofthe conſent and a- 
grement of the diuines of Saxon, Sweuelãd, and Dtrauſburge. 
And the readieſt way was thought to be. it they were exiled, to the 
end the fathers at Trent might haue the leſſe to do, and the victo⸗ 
ty moꝛe eaſilp, in caſe they ould hardly haue anye aduerſaries to 
ſend againſt them. They therfoze being thus dꝛiuen oute, and ba⸗ 
niched. led partly to the Swilſes, and partly to other places, when 
the bzute of this thinge was blaſed abꝛode, it made manye men a 
fraid. Foꝛ that which chaunced there, no man douted, but the ſame 
Gould allo be done in other plates:but behold, whileſt all men are

Touching the Hippes inter⸗ 
cepted, the imperials ina waiting ſetfozth,repozt that whan them- 
perour loked k oꝛ nothing leſle than warre , and commaunded hys 
lubiectes to ſit quiet, the french Captaine Poltne chaunced vppon 
them, andas though he caried the Quene - Scotlande, * 
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vnto them that koꝛ honoure lake, after the olde accuſtomed kation. 
they chuld vaile their bonnets, ſtrike ſaile, and hailſe her with, cho⸗ 
ting ok their ozdinaunce:which thing whan they had done, beinge 
vnarmed, they were fradulently circumuented,and caried awaye. 


Many men had great maruel that the king durſt, in this ſo great 
ood foꝛtune and pꝛoſperitp of the Emperoꝛ, renounce his frend⸗ 
ip:yea it is ſayedto haue chaunced to the Emperour, contrary to 
his expectation: Foz all be it he warred againſte the Duke ok Par- 
ma, pet would he not ſeme tyerfoze to be enemy to the French men 
with whome he had made peace ſeuen peares befoꝛe. How be it the 
king, foz that he ſawe howe thzougyh the ſide ol Octauius, he him 
ſelf chuld alſo be wounded , foz y he had alredy intelligente that 5 
Turkes wer lailing on the Sea. Again, foꝛ that he had intelligece 
by intermeſſagers. how Duke Moꝛis was affected, a foꝛ ſo muche 
as the Emperoure was thought in that imbecillitye of bodye, and 
diſeaſe that retourned ofte, to be of no longe lite, he attempted the 
thing with a ſtout courage. - 
And in manner about the ſame time, the Turkich Fleete, whan 
it had aſſailed Malta in vaine, ſurpꝛiſeth Tripolis a City in Af. 
fricke. The blame hereofthe Emperoure laying all together in the

But the King ſo fone as be knew therot, ercuſeth the matter, and 
ſaith how the cauſe of the Turkiſh warre is,foz that the Emperoꝛ 
reſtoꝛeth not to them the city of Ifricke , actoꝛding to his pꝛomes, 
fo: that King Fardinando doth hold and foztify the Caſtel of Zol⸗ 
nocke ſtanding at the frontiers of Hongary within the Turkiſhe 
dominion,foz that he denieth to pay him his yearely tribute, and 
attempteth new enterpꝛiſes in Tranſſyluania . After this he con- 
futeth the Emperours narration,wherin is declared, how Tripo- 


lis was loſt thzough the treaſon of Aremount the French ambal⸗ 


ſado2,witha contrary narration,and confyꝛmeth the ſame by the 
letters of the great Turke. Whileft theſe things wer a bꝛuing, the 
day ot the conſel came. the firſt of Septẽbꝛe, at the which day were 
ther pꝛeſent, beſides the biſhops of Italy # Spaine,tharchbiſhops 
of Mentz a Treuers, to the great ioy a gladnes, as it appeted of al 
mt not long after came alſo tharchbiſhop of Colõ. Foz themperoꝛ 
had tarneſtly moued thẽ both pꝛeſẽtly in Þ cofiſel at Auſpurge, t af 
ter alſo by letters #meſſagers,y they chuld be ther. foꝛ they exceld al 
others in dignity, welth it power, ⁊ the moſt part ot bichops iner 
many are cõpꝛiſed vnder theyꝛ dominiõ: wherfoz thincking to tary 
log,they ſold altheyꝛ hozſes,reſeruing only a few. made theirpꝛo

mthe French Kinges ambaſladoure, the abbot of Belloſan, with 
letters which were indozſed to the conuention of Trent, which al The French 
ter he had deliuered to the biſhops Legate, and he had red the ſy- Funges — 
perſcriptton,a queſtion aroſe,why he chuld call it a conuention,ra- unſel. 
ther than a counſell: and vnleſſe he could chew a commiſſion. thoſe 
letters were neither to be red noz yet receiued, and where an excea⸗ 
ding great clamour was raiſed,eſpecialiy by the Spanich biſhops, 
and he affirmed that his commiſſion was compꝛiled in the letters, 
the bichops Legate ariſeth , and calleth a ſide the fathers into the 
reueſtry, The matter being decided, that the indoꝛſinge mighte be 
taken in good part, they condeſcended to heare him. Therfozewhe 
they had red his letters pꝛiuately. wherin the king did bztefly ſig- 
nify his griet, and that he had iniury done him, and required them 
to tredite his Ambaſſadour. They all ſit downe againe, and than 
reading the letters openly, make this an were. Where the kinge, 
bnder the name of a conuention doth ſignify the counſell, it is tak] 
ofthem in good part: neither will they therefoze conceiue any ſini· 
ſtrall ſuſpicion of ſo great a king, who hath the title of the mooſte 
Chꝛiſten:but in cale his mind and wil be otherwiſe,than take they 
thoſe letters, as not wzytten to them. After he was commaunded 
to declare his meſſage. Than he reciteth a long oꝛation wꝛytten. 
And tirſt, the king rehearſeth what he treated by his ambaſſadour 
Paulus Thermes, with the biſhop and Senate of cardinals: and 
how by all theſe meanes he hath nothing pzeualled , notwithſtan- 
ding that he had opened alwates vnto peace:and ſaith how biſhop 
July,who after thexample of his pzedeceſſoures ought to appeaſe 
the controuerſies of Pꝛintes, hath kindled an exceading great fire 
at ſuch time as he ought leaſt to haue done it, whan doubtleſſe the 
ſtate of the Chziſten common wealth was ſoze afflicted; and ſeing 
the matter is thus t foꝛ ſo much as he dealeth ſo ſharply a roughly 
with him, which is theldeſt ſonne of the church. he pꝛoteſteth, as he 
laith is likewiſe done at Rome, firſt. that foꝛ the moſt troubleſome 
tumultes of warre he may not lend the biſhops ot his 1 wo 
rent: 
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Trent:again,that he taketh not this foz a publike oz general cog 
fel, but rather fo2 a certain pꝛiuate conuention , which is not inſti⸗ 
tuted foꝛ the pꝛofit of the common wealthe,but koꝛ the vtilitye of a 
few: Finally, that nether he. noꝛ any man within his realme can be 
bounden to the decrees therof:but declareth alſo furthermoze that 
he wil vle ſuche remedies, it the caſe ſo require, as in alike matter 
his pꝛogenitoꝛs haue accuſtomed:he will be euer of a ſounde and 
ſincere mind towardes religion, and the Church of Rome, neither 
wil he cõmit any thing woꝛthy of iuſt repꝛehenſion: but in as much 
as he is burthened with thiniuries and hatredof certain, without 
his deſert,he cannot otherwiſe do at this pzeſent. Therfoꝛe let the 
take this pꝛoteſtation in good parte, and Communicate vnto him 
the doctrine oz teſtimony of this action, to thend he map certify o- 
ther Pꝛinces and people of Chziftendome , concerninge the whole 
matter. But wheras he ſaith, he wil vſe the remedies ot his pꝛoge⸗ 
nitoutes, thus it ſtandeth, like as in all other Regions, ſo alſo in 
Fraunce,ifany Bichoppzicke oz Abbotſhip be vacant, ſuch as are 
called Chanons oꝛ Monkes had fre election to chuſe them:but the

Wops and Patrones beſtowed:Mozeouer all maner of ſutes and 
controuerlſies touching benefices oꝛ matters of the church wer de: 
Reſeruatybs cided within euery pꝛouince. But biſhops of Rome, as Couetouſ- 
and rack sex nes increaſed, began to ſubuert thoſe elections, and by reſeruatios 
Pectatiue. and grates expectatiue, as they name them, haue dertued all the 
gaine to Rome, and to them ſelues, a called alſo to Rome, all ſutes, 
euen the fyꝛſt inſtaunces, as they call them. And the beginning of 
this alteration chanced in Fraunce,in the time of King Lewes the 
ninth:but he reſtſted ſtoutly, and in the yeare of our Loꝛd M. CC. 
lx vii. made a law, that thold cuſtome ſhuld be reteined,nether that 
any tribute chuld foꝛ that cauſe be paid to the biſhop of Roine, 
This law was verely of fozce many yeares, but at the lengthe the 
violence of the biſhops pꝛeuailed againſt it, and ſo far as chꝛiſten· 
dome ſtretcheth. they publiſhed thoſe fozeſaid graces and reſerua- 
tions, and were very chargeable to all men, vntill the Synode of 
Balill toke away this kinde of pillage,and reſtozed the aunciente 
lawes of contributions and elections, and pꝛohibited firſte frutes 
to be paid. This decre of the counſel,the King of France, Charles 
the ſeuenth by thaduiſe of his Counſell didratify, and in the yeare 
M.CCCC.rrrviit.confirmed by Pꝛoclamation. But Eugenius 
the fourth pzonounced this counſell to be ftuſtrate, and of none et- 
fett, as J ſaid in the firſt boke,and the Biſhops that ſucceded hin 
reiected that decre,and ſaid it was Dciſmaticall: and in dede Pi- 
us the ſecond, ſendinge his Ambaſſadoure to Lewes the _—— 
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ſonne to Charles the ſeuenth,moned him earneſtly to aboliſh that 
lame confirmation:and the king aſketh counſell of the Senate of 
tis, the mooſt famouſe of all Fraunce,which in a maner conſi- 
eth wholy of lawpers. They,repeting many thinges ofgreat an- 


tiquitp, declare, what the biſhops of fozmer time, what the Coun- 


ſels,and finally what his pꝛogenitoꝛs, Clodowey, Charles pᷣ great 
Phillip Deodate, Lewes the ninth, Philip le Bean, Lewes, Huti⸗ 
ne,Jhon the firſt, and laſte what his father and grandfather haue 
herein determined:and except thauntient lawes be obſerued, it wil 
tome to paſſe, ſay they, that al theccleſiaſtical ozdze halbe bzought 
to confuſion, and that Fraunce ſhalbe leſſe populous, whan ſo mas 
ny ſhal run to Rome, and ſhalbe ſo much impoueriched, that chut- 


ches, and many ſuch other ſumptuous buildings in France halbe 


neglected and fall to tuine. And as touching the monp matter, vn 


les your fathers confirmation of the decree at Baſill maye be of — — 
ue, there halbe caried yerely out of Fraunte vnto Rome ten C. (400572 


. Crownes. Foꝛ to let other thinges paſſe, in the time of Pius Rome. 


the ſecond, now biſhop, there haue bene vacant at the leaſt twentye 
Biſhoppꝛickeg, which haue paid euery one of them aſwel foz their 
firſt frutes, as foz other charges, vi. M. There haue fallen abbot- 
ſhips about ix. and euery one of them haue paied two thouſand, ot 
other benetices haue bene void aboue two hondꝛeth, whiche haue 
paid v. C. crownes a piece. Moꝛeouer, within your realme are an 


hondꝛeth thouſand pariſhes and aboue, out ot᷑ the which an infinite 


quantity ot᷑ gold hath bene gathered by that ſame deuiſe of the bi- 
chop of Rome. Walke therfoze in your fathers foteſteps,* ſwarue 
not from the decre of Baſil. Certainly this was the counſell ofthe 


- 
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Deuate:but the king being ouercommen with the Biſhops, either 
authozity oꝛ policy, would neades abolich the confirmation, the Che vntuer⸗ 
chief woꝛker of this matter was Cardinall Baluen, in great fauoz aty of Paris 
with the king. whom the biſhop of Rome had cozrupted : how be it apealeth fro 
both the kinges pꝛocurer, and alſo the vniuerſity of Paris, whome ide Pope. 
it much concerned, reſiſted with a ſtout courage, and appealed frõ 
the bichop to the counſel. Afterward Lewes the twelfth had great 
emnity foz the ſame cauſe with July the ſecod,and the matter wag 
bꝛought into the counſel of Laterane, and Fraunces the firfte, that 
lucceded Lewes. concluded at the length with Leo the tenth , vpon 
certaine conditions at Bononie,after he had taken Millan:verely 
that when a Biſhoppꝛicke oz Abbotſhip were vacante,the Couent 
in dede ſhould not haue thelection therof,but that the king choulde 
within. vi. monethes nominate ſome man tothe Biſhop of Rome, 
whome he thought wozthy of that office. This ſame therfoze is the 
thing amongs others, which Ring Henry now, by his 2 
A igniti- 
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ſignified vnto them of a remeady.Foz kings ate on this witewst 

to bꝛidle the biſhops; when they are at diſſention with them, and (6 

to put in pzactiſe the confirmation ob the decreof Baſil, elpectaily 

at this time, when their thondzebolt is not ſo greatly feared: as it 

was in time paſte. Ind foz ſo muche as the Realme of Fraunte ig 

both moſt large and rich alſo, Nome can not without great hinde⸗ 

rance want the reuenues therof-- And that which he ſignified hete 

that he would do, the ſame did he not longe atter, as you hat hear. 

Zharrogan- The ſame remeadye alſo in times paſte vled the King of Fraunce 
cre of Poope Phillip le Beaw,againſt Bouiface the eight. Aoꝛ wheras he com- 
Boniface a- qnaunded him to war againſt the Darazens ,andrefuſing his er. 
gaintt p king cuſe, foꝛʒbad that he ſhuld take no mony of the churthes within his 
of Araunce. ne Bealme, which the king was dꝛiuen to dofoz the neceſſitye 
of his warres, and vnleſſe he obeyed the ſame, did ſuſpend him dut 

of the Church: he aſſembleth au his Mobles and ſtates at Paris, 

and reciting the wzonges of Boniface whan both all the Biſhops, 

Pꝛintes and Hobilitie being demaunded hadconteſſed , that they 

held al their landes and reuenues thꝛough his liberality a benefit, 

he commaundeth,that from hencefoꝛth ther be no mony conueid to 

Rome, and cauſeth al wates and paſſages to be watched diligẽtly. 

But wheras the Senate of Paris made thaccompt, how much the 
bichoppꝛickes and abbotſhips vacant do pav, as befoꝛe is ſaid, this 

ſay they, is to be vnderſtand ot foꝛmer time:foz now is the paimẽt 
dubled, and exceadeth the yearely reuenues, in ſo much, that many 

beneficed men. by reaſon of the great exaction, do leaue their buls 

in the handes of the Banckers. And within the realme ol Fraunce

| of tharchbilhoppzickes verily about thze ſcoze thouſand crownes, 
and thze hondzeth, as thaccompte was made in the time of Lewes 

the twelfth. What time theſe letters were red, the fathers ſay howe 

they halbe anſwered at the next ſeſſion in caſe Þ king wil acknow- 

ledge the counſel to be at Trent. But ſuch thinges as are nowe in 

treaty,they do not admit, but in as much as they may do lawfully: 

and therfoze can not graunte him any teſtimonye oz inſtruction ot 

this action. Atter whan the day of the next ſeſſion was appoynted 

the. xi. of Octobʒe, euery man returneth home, which was about u. 

a clock at after none. And here ſemeth a mete place to declare what 

is the manner and oꝛdꝛe of the publicke ſeſſion, vohan the (ame day 

came, the fathers as they vſe to ſpeake, aſſemble in the houſe of the 

bithops Legate. And ſtiltrom pᷣtathedꝛal church vnto his 1 
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and ſouldioures on either ſide the way, about foure hundꝛed, and 
fifty hoꝛſmen, oꝛ mo. At ir. of the clocke commeth foꝛth the Legate 
with his Croſter befoze him:and the cardinall of Trent goeth on 
his lefthand After follow thoſe that are in commiſſion with him; 
and tharchbiſhops that are Pꝛinces electoꝛs. Than the Ambaſſa⸗ 
doꝛs of themperoꝛ, and kinge Ferdinando ioyned together, after- 
warde the reſidue of the biſhoppes euerye man in oꝛdꝛe. Phan the 
luſt of them are come to the church, the Souldiours by and by dil⸗ 
charge their pieces: and after repair to the market place, and there 
and about the Temple kepe warde till the counſell bꝛeake vp . All 


they foꝛ the mooſt part are taken bp in the country, that they maye 


de pꝛeſt and ready at the ſame day: and the Towne it ſelf alſo doth 
kepemany,whan they be come into the church, they heare Maſſe, 
that done, the decrees of the counſel are recited, and the day alſo al⸗ 
ſigned foꝛ the next ſeſſton to come. Than alſo if any ambaſſadours 
haue ought to ſay, they are hard: But by reaſon of diuers, ſondꝛy. # 
many buſp ceremonies that are vſed in all matters, thaction is de- 
{ated til it be far in the day: which at the lengthe beinge finiched, the 
legate retourneth home with the ſame pompe. In ſittinge, the Bi- 
hops Legate hath the chiet place, next him the Cardinal of Trent. 
than the Legates copartners, after tharchbichops electoꝛs:on the 
letthand late thambaſſadozs of themperoꝛ and other Pꝛinces. On 
the middle fourmes lit Archbichops, Bichops, and other pꝛelates, 
every man in oꝛder as he came. The ſecond dap of Septembꝛe, the 
the deuines had Themes geuen them to dilcuſſe and reaſon vpon, 
wherof euery man may ſpeake his mind to thintent, at the next ſit⸗ 
ing they may be determined. And in pꝛonouncing of ſentences of 
this meane was pꝛeſcribed, that they ſhould cleue to the holy ſcrip-

ture,to the traditions of the Apoſtles, to the receiued and appꝛo- 


ued counſels, and authoꝛities of the holye fathers, that they ve a 
bieuitie, that they abſtain from ſuperfluous and vnpzofitable que⸗ 


ſtions, that they eſchue all frowardnes and contention. But as c6- 
(erning the oꝛdꝛe, it was agreed, that thoſe deuines choulde ſpeae 
lirſt which the biſhop of Rome ſent,ſecondly whome the Emperoz 
lent, and ſo foꝛth. Mozeouer the biſhops Legate permitteth them,

that foz the ſearching out of the truthe,and as theyſaye,to confute 


falſeopinions,they might read ouer all maner of bokes. And there 
were deuines a great nombze, Spaniards, Italians #Germanes 
whome both the bichop of Rome, and themperour, and alſo his li- 
ſer Mary, had lente, whome alſo tharchbichops ot Collon + Tre- 
uers, and the biſhops of Spaine and of Italy had bꝛoughte wyth 
them. Unto whome was referred the knowledge of al matters, ne- 
ther was it lawfull for others , than foꝛ ſuche as were of the ſame 
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pꝛofeſſion, and that had taken the degre of doctoꝛchip, toſpeake z, T 
nything. pet foꝛ the fauoꝛ of the Archbichops of Colon and Tre: | 
uers,was admitted Jhon Gropper a lawyer, and Jhon Delphe a 
batcheloz of diuinity, but no doctoz. And foꝛ ſomuchas incertaine 
koꝛmer littinges of the pere a M. O. xlbi. and the peare following. 
they had made a determination, ot̃oꝛiginal ſinne, iuſtikication, and 
trewil, o the vii. Sacraments, ot the new law, as they terme it, in 
general, and alſo of baptilme and confirmation particularelp, hex 
condelcended, that al thoſe ſtanding in fozce of the decre, they chuld 
pꝛocede to the reſt, and firſt in dede to the Dacrament of thanches 
geuing. Wherfoze certain Theames wer deliuered to the deuine © 
with theſe ſelfſame woꝛds, that they chuld ſearch and try, whether ® 
they were heretical, and mete to be condẽned by the holy Senode: 
which Theames they had collected oute of the bokes of Luther. 
The maner Zwingliug- Buter, and ſuch otherg. And the deuines vſethemat- X 
of making þ ter after this ſoꝛt. They aſſemble all daily in the houſe or the B / 
Articles of (ops Legate, by the ſpace of many hours, obſeruing thoꝛdꝛe be 
faith. tozeſaid euery of them reaſoneth of the ſaid Theames without a-. 
ny interruption, vet ſo, as they ſubmit al their ſayings to the fudg- 
ment of the church of Kome.Fo2 none of the pꝛoteſtãts wer ther. 
This place is open indifferently foꝛ all men:and the Biſhops Le. 
gate.and the reſidue of all the fathers are many times ther pzeſit; 
but the deuines only ſpeake, and the woꝛdes and ſentences of eue⸗ 
ry man are regiſtred by the Stribes. What time all men had done 
The maner teaſoning, which was than accuſtomed to be done ina Monethes 
of making p ſpate, the bichops reſozte to the biſhop of Romes Legate, and era ⸗ 
vecrees, mine the ſentences of the deuines whiche the Scribes had noted: 
after, out ot euery nõbꝛe & natiõ wer cholẽ certen, which peruſing 
ouer al their opinions, might therof make a doctrine : what thinge 
Gould be determined and beleued in euery poynt:after this they co-, 
demne the contrary doctrin and errours, as they call them, wyth a 
euous ſenſure, yet not with many wozds:al theſe thinges are in 
ine related to the whole aſſemble. When they be thꝛoughly agreed 
they coine vnto open ſeſſions, as J ſaid befoꝛe, and the decrees be ? 
red openly:that done the biſhops are demaunded, whether they al⸗ 
low the lame. They anſwer all, that they pleaſe them well. And lo 
the deuines declare what is theyꝛ opinion of euery matter:but the 
biſhops only, and with them a few other mitred men haue authozi- 
ty to determine:that thing which is thus decreed, they commaund 
to be ſacred and holy, and call thoſe detrees, Canons. Theſe thin- 
ges in dede are thus done outwardly,but thoſe that are better ac 
quainted with Romiſh matters, wil affirme that all thoſe articles 
of doctrine are wzitten befoze at Rome, by the biſhops ay 
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ment, and ſent to his Legate in time, that the deuines may in their 
reaſoning folow that pzeſcript and oꝛdze. Foꝛ the Biſhop finedeth 
ther diuers of them, and many biſhops alſo, and therfoze it is com⸗ 
monly ſpoken by a fond pꝛouerbe that the holy ghoſt commethina- 
ny times from Rome to Tret incloſed in a male, Foz this cauſe ve 
tely that the biſhop ſendeth ofttimes letters in poſte , ſignifying to The holy 
his Legates there what he woulde haue done. The fourth day of — 
Septembze, Erle Yedeck commeth to Maidenburge:by him duke maundemkt. 
Moꝛis did ſo mitigate the conditions betoze pꝛopounded, that they 
thought mete to pꝛoceade in the treatye. In the meane while was 
truſe taken, which was after alſo pꝛolonged foꝛ many daies. as 1 
hall hereafter declare. The French king hauing his mind altena- — F — 
ted from the bichop ol Nome, publicheth a wzyting.aud ſpeakinge ang agarnd 
many thinges of thiniury done vnto him ok the cauſe of the warre the Pope. 
of Parma, and whye he reteiued Octauius into his tuition, com- 
maundeth vnder a great penalty, that no mon from hencefoꝛth be 
tonueied to Rome:toꝛ conſidering that the ſinewes of warre con- 
ſiſteth in mony, what madnes were this, with his own mony # his 
ſubiectes to maintaine the foꝛte of his aduerlarye. and ſtrengthen 
his power⸗ how it is the peculiare office of the biſhops of Z8me to 
appeaſe the controuerſies of kings:this verely did Paule 9 third, 
who being almoſt woꝛn foꝛ age came to Nice in Ligurie to make 
areconcilement betwene his father and themperoꝛ: but July fol- 
loweth cleane an other wates, and hauing lately called a counſeil, 
bery neceſſary in dede fo2 the common weale, hathe ſtirred vp war 
agaiuſt him, ſurely of a ſet purpoſe,that he mighte erclude all the 
trench church, which is one ofthe pꝛincipall:ſo that ther can not be 
holden a lawful counſel, wherin both therroꝛs of the pꝛelates and 
miniſters of the church mighte be refourmed.and their faultes a- 
mended, This pꝛoclamation ofthe king was openlye pꝛoclaimed 
at Paris, the vii. day of Septembꝛe. whereas a few daies befoze, g tren pꝛo- 
ther was an other moſt hainous pꝛoclamation ſetfozth againſt the clamation a, 
Lutheranes,whiche partly confirmed ſuch like decrees of fozmer gainſte the 
peres, partly where they ſemed not to be diligently enough wzitte, Lutheranes. 
karpned them, omitting nothing that concerneth great ſeueritye, 
and ſuch as wil vtter any thing are pꝛomiled great rewards, whi- 
che thing in dede the king was thought to haue done foꝛ this intẽt 
that he might bꝛidell hereby ſuch as in Fraunce deſired to haue an 
alteration of Neligyon, leaſte by reaſon of thys diſſention ol hys 
with the bichop, they ſhould take ouermuch libertye: 
And againe, leaſt they whiche beare a reuerente tothe Churche of 
Vome chuld conceiue any apinion of him, that his minde chould be 
altered concerning Religion: Finally 9 the biſhop him ſelt 
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and the Senate of Cardinals might ſee, that they might be recei: © 
ued into his frendchip whan they wold. Than out of themperourg 
court came foꝛth a wzyting, wherin is retited the oꝛiginal cauſe of © 
the warre of Parma, and how iuſte an occaſion of diſpleaſure tze 
dichop of Rome hath againſt Octauius, and the Earle of Miran 
dula, and of what an vnquiet mind the Frech king is, which ſeketh © 
all manner of occaſions, and bendeth his whole foꝛce, that he mape 
impeche and defeat the moſt noble enterpꝛiſes of themperoz : hom 
beit theinperoz being nothing moued withall theſe thinges,wilſs © 
much the moze couragiouſly and ſtoutly pzocede.Dctauius pete ©: 
ded,as though he had come of neceſſity into thobeiſance and tuiti- *: 
on of the French king oz thiniuries and laying in wapt of Ferna 
do Gonzage. But that is confuted by this vwzytinge : Foz if there 
were any cauſe of feare, the occaſion was geuen of him ſelfe , woas 
Hath ofttimes laid wait foz the life of Gonzage Aſter it is recited, 
how Placence came into the hands of themperoz: FozPeterJloiſe ©: 
the bichop of Romes baſtard ſonne, whan he had obteined Pirma 2: 
The wicked and Placence,gouerned the common wealth cruelly and like an os 
luſtes of the ther Nero, and accompliſhed his wicked luſt not only vpon wome, 
popes ſonne hut on men alſo:wherfoze he was ſlain at home, and murtheredof 
his citeʒens, which could no longer abide ſo great crudeittye:after 
the townes men, foꝛ Þ they ſaw a pꝛeſent daunger pꝛepared againſt 
them, in caſe they ſhuld come again into the iuriſoiction of the Bi⸗ 
chop and church of Rome,hadthis only refuge to ſane them, if they 
gaue them ſelues to themperoꝛ, eſpecially, conſideringe alſo , howe 
they were once fre citezens of the Empire:ſo therefoze they moued 
Gonzage, and deſired him that they mighte be receiued into them- 
pcrozs tuition: Foz otherwiſe wold they pꝛouide them aid andſuc- 
tour elſſe wher: Thertozeit is vntrue that he chuld faine him ſelfe 
to be a fraid:Foz themperoz hath imploid many benefits vpon the 
Farneſians:e hath choſen Octauius to his ſonne in law, # gaue 
to his father Aloiſe the city of Nouaria foꝛ euer, and honozed hym 
with the dignity of a Marques:but great hath bene their vnthak- 
fulnes, both at other times, and chiefly whan thzough the pꝛetence 
of frendchip they aided him, in puntſhing certain rebels ofGerma- 
ny, their whole endeuoꝛ was to haue taken from him Genes and 
Lumbardy:Foz verelp in the ſame tumult was ſlain ful wickedly 
amonges others, Joannine Aurie, a man of an excellente vertue, 
whilelt he both did themperoz faithful leruice, and repulſed pearil 
Apurgation from his country. After tame foꝛthe an anſwer to theſe thinges in 
of the french the French kinges name. Wherin is made mention, how thempe- 
kpng. ro2,to haue the frendſhip of the biſhop of Rome Paule the thy2de, 


gaue vnto his ſonne Peter Aloiſe, the title and degre ot a — 
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ques,how he tote bnto him Dctauius the ſonne ot Peter to be his 
ſonne in law, how he p:eterred-hts other ſonne Flerander tomany 
eccleſiaſticall pꝛomotions: how afterward he made a league with 
the bichop, wherin it was pꝛouided that the decre of the Senate of 
Cardinals,that was made concerning the gouernment of Parma 
and Placence,themperoz ſhuld confirme to the houſe of the Frene- 
ſians:but what time themperoz made war in Germany,and pꝛetẽ⸗

ded,as though he moued not the ſame war foꝛ Religion, but to pu⸗ twixt p pope 
nich the rebellion of certain. this deniſe was dilplealaunt to the bi⸗ and emperoz 


ſhop,foz that he ſaw how by this meane, he went about his pꝛiuate 
affairs,and to pꝛocure to him ſelf rule æ gouernment:neither was 
he diſteiued in his iudgement: Foz the war being almoſte finiſhed 
dohan themperoꝛ had no great neade of the Freneſians ſeruice, he 
declared plainly, how he bare the biſhop no great good will: Foꝛ e⸗ 
uen than his lieftenants in Lumbardy fixed their eies and mindes 
toſurpztle Placence,and not long after were pꝛocured certain mur 
therers , whiche ſtue Peter Aloiſe in his chamber, and befoze the 
Townes men heard ot the murther committed, ſauldioures were 
bought in, which in themperoꝛs name did take the Caſtel. And it 
thempero2 were not pꝛiuy to this act, it had yet ben reaſon, that af- 
ter the death of bichop Paule, he chuld haue reſtoꝛed the City to the 
thurche of Romie:but he hathe not onlye not reſtoꝛed the ſame, but 
hath alſo gone about to take Parma from his ſonne in law, and e- 
len than was in hand with the ſame deuiſle, whan the Biſhop yet 
lived, in ſo muche, that Paulus, beinge ſoꝛe vexed in his minde to 
thinke vpon ſuch vnkindnes, departed out of this life: Afterwarde 
wer murtherers take at arma, which ſpake it of theyz own mind, 
that Fernando Gonzage had waged them to ſlay Octauius: whan 
he therfoze was bꝛought into this diſtreſſe, whan he ſaw. how 
they, ot whome he lotzed foꝛ healpe, and alſo his father in 
lawe,laye in wait to take from him bothe landes and 
life alſo, he requireth his aid and ſuccoꝛ, which 
he could not deny him, ſo humbly cra- 
uing the lame, 
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: e of Trent enter intd matters,and graumt ſafecondrit to come to the Caunkey, 
The rench king accozdeth not to the ſame:yea he dillwageth the Hwilſes from goings 
thither:a compoſition was made with them of Mai vnder certaine conditions.

Whether it be necel⸗ 
arp ta ſaluation, and commaunded by Goddes lawe, chat all men 
Gould receiue the Sacrament vnder both kinds. Whether he that 
receiuethbut one,tabeth les, than he that receiueth both: Whether 
the Church hath erred,in oꝛdeining⸗that only Pꝛieſtes ſhoulde re- 
eiue vnder bothe kindes, and not the reſidue , Whether the ſacra- 
mente oughte to be miniſtred vnto childꝛen alſo. Touchinge theſe 
theames , befoze the Synode ſhoulde determine any thinge, they 
ſaied how the Pꝛoteſtantes deſired to be heard; and to haue ſafe- 
conduit graunted them:where therfoze they haue longed greatlye 
hitherto to2 they2 tomming.and are in hope that they will returne 
to the auncient concozd of the Church, they graunt them ſafelpe to 
tome, and ſafely to retourne: And differ the determination of theſe 
queſtions to the fine and twenty day of January,.that they may be 
foze that day repair thither, and declare what they haue to ſay: thẽ 
will they treat alſo. touching the ſacrifice of the Maſſe, becauſe the 
argument is like. Theſe thinges did they read openly in ſuch ſozt, 
as if theyꝛ aduerſaries had made requeſt to be heard in theſe thin- 
ges only, wheras they neuer thought of any ſuche matter. Foz be- 
ſides Duke Moꝛis, no man once moued the Emperoure, and hys 
ſutewas framed after an other ſoꝛt, as befoze is ſaid,and the mat- 
ters were much moze watghty,that they would haue pꝛopounded. 
But foz what intent the thing was thus pzonounced, a man may 
make a toniecture, but nothinge can be affirmed. | 
How be it, of two thinges the one muſte neades be: Foz either 
the requeſt of Duke Moꝛis was coldlye and ſlenderlpe pꝛeferred 
vnto them. oz els haue they vſed the matter crattely and negligent⸗ 
lye, which thing is moꝛe like to be true, by the lafeconduit that they 
ſent. Foꝛ where Duke Moꝛis would haue had the ſelfe ſame aſſu- 


raunce foz his men, that the Bohemers had in time paſte: They be batecos 
wꝛote the lafeconduite with a few woꝛdes, and very negligently, dnit of the fa

Firſt they recken vp how they loked foꝛ moſt ample things at rye counſel 
his hands, and that foz ſondꝛy cauſes, but at the comminge of this watteth to þ 
meſſenger,and after they had red his letters, they concetued an in- french king. 
ward ſoꝛow, foꝛ that they are fallen from their expectation:and yet 
foꝛſomuch as they are neither touched with the gilt of conſcience, 
noꝛ haue geuen none any occaſton ofdiſpleaſure,they haue not pet 
laid aſide thold hope they had of him: wherfoꝛe thopinion which he 
hath conceiued, as though this counſel were called foz the pziuate 
pofit of a few, can leaſt ofall take place in ſo wozthy a Dinode. 
Foꝛthe cauſes ofcalling this Counſell were pꝛopounded not only Cauſes of 
ofthis BiGop,but alſo of Paule the thirde, verelye, that hereſies calling the 
mighte be roted oute, the ſchole of Diſciplineamended , and peace counſel, 
be reſtoꝛed to the Church:is not this plaine tnoughzcan ther be a- 
ny moze godly oꝛ Chꝛiſtianlite thing be done ?

heſenduo man, yet hall the counſell neuertheles haue bothe his 
dignitye andauthozitye,foz that it was lawfullye ſummoned,and 
now foz tuft cauſes reſtoꝛed:ànd where he lignikied, that he would 
ble the remedies, that his pꝛogenitoures had done befoze:theyſup- 
poſed he would neuer p2ocede ſo farre, as to reuoke thoſe thinges, 
which were taken away c aboliſhed in times paſt to the great com 
modityof the kinges of Fraunce:and ſeing that godhath ſo highly 
| auaunce 
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auaunced him, and indued him with ſo great benekites, they truſte 
verelp, that he wil do nothing, wherby he chuld ſeme vnthankeful, 
ether towards God, oz to our mother holy church: let him only haue 
à reſpect to his pꝛogenitoꝛs, to that ſame title and ſurname ot moſt 
thꝛiſten king: Finally, to his father king Fraunces, who honoured

doꝛs. Men ot molt excellent learning:he oughte to walcke in theſe 
koteſteps which are both frech and domeſtical, and follow this exã⸗ 
ple, and remit pziuate diſpleaſures toꝛ the commonwealthes ſake, 
Themperoz and the Biſhop had exhoꝛted the Swiſſes, that they 
chuld be at the counſel:but it was in vaine: and the Biſhop in dede

Moꝛlet beinge thus 
inſtructed, came vnto thaſſemble of Baden, and there alledgynge 
his reaſons.perſwaded not only them, which had longe ſence fo2- 
ſaken Papiftry,but alſo all the reſidue of the Swilles, euen as he 
deſired, Wherfoze none of them came to Trent. Out ot Khetia cam

The Spaniardes, which wer in the land of Wtrtemberge,were 
ſent foz about this time by themperoꝛ, and ſent into Italp, to ſerue 
in the warre of arma. By theyꝛ departure was the whole coun- 
try deliuered rom a moſt greuous ſeruitude, wherwith it had ben 
oppꝛeſſed by the ſpace offiue yeares : onlye the Caſtell of Aſperge 
the Emperoure reſerued to himſelf, placingin ita garriſon of Al⸗ 
maines. Jn theſe dates alſo, Henry Paſte, by the Emperoꝛs com- 
maundement,traueling thzoughout Sweaden, euery woher chaun 
geth the ſtate ol the common wealth, and oꝛdeineth newe Sena⸗ 
toꝛs:he diſchargeth alſo the pꝛeachers and Scholemaſters , vnles 
they wyll obey the decre of Religion, as was latetye done at Aul⸗ 
purge. It is mentioned befoꝛe how Duke Moꝛis, and the Duke ct 
Wirtemberge had commaunded Artictes of Doctrine to be w2yt- 
ten, which arter chuld be exhibited: how alſo the Senate of Stral- 
hurge had toyned them ſelues vnto this they: doing. ma 
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wherfoze the duke of Wirtemberge ſending ttvo ambaſſadoures, haenballa⸗ 
Jhon Theodoztcke Pleninger,and Jhon Hecline, commaunded pour que 
chem, both to exhibite openly this confeſſion of doctrine, and to lay temberge to 
alſo that the deuines chuld come, which Chal treat al thinges moze the counſcll. 


plentifully,and defend the ſame, ſo that they may haue ſafecodutt 


gcco2ding to the decre of Balill. 


Thep, ſo ſone as they came to Trent, which was almoſte at the 
end of Octobze go vntothe Earle Mounfoꝛte, and exhibite vnto 
him the commiſſion of theyꝛ ambaſſade, and chew him how in they? 
pꝛinces name, they would pꝛopound certaine thinges in the coun- 
ſell, he in his talke tended to this end, that he thoughte good they 
ſhould repair to the bichoppes Legate:but they ſeinge that if they 
ſhould confer with him any thing, it wold apere that they choulde 
attribute vnto him the chiefe right and authozitye of tudgemente, 


wherin they perceiued a pꝛeiudice and hinderance of their matter. 


Wherfoze they come not at him, but wꝛyting letters to theyꝛ punce 
tary foꝛ an anſwer of his pleaſure herein. In the meane leaſon the 
deuines do reaſon after theyz manner, of the queſtions befoze pꝛo 
pounded concerning penaunte and vnction. The third day of No- 
uembze,Counte Yedeck being ſent of Duke Moꝛis, came to Mai- 


were dzawen and lealed. And the ſoldioꝛs in dede were aſſured by 
ſafetonduit, that they might ſafely depart. This was the vitt.daye 
of the lame month, but ſo ſone as they were diſcharged, they were 
pꝛiuelpe reteined, and hired againe, by the duke of Megelburge, 
which was now by the pacification releaſed:foꝛ Duke Moꝛis pur⸗ 
poſely woulde not do it in his owne name. And the conditions of 
peace were theſe.

That they caſt down the foztification of the city,at themperoures 
plealure: That they admit into theyꝛ city,themperozs garriſon at 
all times, and ſet open theyꝛ gates foꝛ him: That they pay L. M. 
crowns to themperozs cofers: That foꝛ the charges of the warres 
they deliner to themperoꝛ xu. great pieces of oꝛdenaunce:that they 
let at liberty the duke of Megelburge a thother pziſoners . Whan 
theſoldiozs of the garniſon wer gon out ot the citye, the ſame daye, 
which were to the nombꝛe ot ii. M fotemen, and an hondꝛeth hozſs 
men, Duke Moꝛis ſent in v.enſeignes of footemen, and the nexte 
dap. the Senate going foꝛth to mete him he entreth the city whys 
whole army, aud recetueth them al into thobeiſance of themperoꝛ, 

them- 


denburge, and calling out the captains of the ſouldioꝛs into a place — 


without the city. made a ful end, and wꝛytinges of the ſame matter denburge. 
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tzempire,# ot him ſelf, which had bene chiefe captain of the ſame

Than cauſeth he the pzeachers to be ſente foz , and by his counſet- 
loures,Faccie,Carlebice,and Moꝛtiſie he complaineth of iniurye 
done him, by reaſon of the bokes and pictures ſetfoꝛth by them, ag 
though he chuld haue fozſaken the doctrin of the golpel, as though 


ge ould haue moued warre againſt the city, foꝛ the conſtant pꝛo⸗ 
keſſing of the true doctrine:wherfoze he hath iuſt cauſe to be offen · 


ded. if he would followe his affections , but all theſe thinges he te. 


mitteth koz the common wealthes lake, requireth that they wold 
from hencefozth erhozt the people to amend their liues, and honoz 
the Magiſtrates:he commaundeth alſo pꝛaiers to be openly made 
fo: the Emperoure foꝛ him ſelfe and foꝛ all other Magiſtrates:he 
ſaith mozeouer howe there is at this pꝛeſente a counſell holden at 
Trent, wherin he will exhibit the confeſſion of a godly doctrine, as 
well in his owne name, as alſo of other Pꝛinces and ſtates, let thẽ 
pꝛay therfoꝛe, that God would pꝛolper and turn to good the whole 
action of the counſell, and that they raile not againſte the ſame, ag 
they haue accuſtomed to do. They, deliberating vppon the matter, 
make anſwer, that in dede they ſet not fozth thoſe pictures, how be 


ti. they iudge them wozthy no repꝛehenſion: and that certaine with 


in his dominion haue by the ſpace of iii.peares ſwarued from the 


pure doctrine of the Golpell, it cannot be dented:foz there be bokes 


and monuments extant:and that the city was beſteged becauſe of 
the Golpell, it is eaſy to pꝛoue, it a man conſider only the fyzſte au⸗ 
thozs of the warre: In admonichinge the people they haue omitted 
nothing the ſame wil they alſo do hereafter:foꝛ the counſel,which 
is aſſembled to quench the verity, wherin that Romich Antichziſte 
obteineth the higyeſt plate, they can none otherwiſe pꝛay, than that 
God may confound, bꝛeake, and diſſipate their enterpꝛiſes and de⸗ 
uiſes:foz there is no good thinge to be loked foꝛ at theyz handes. 

Such conditions of peace were in dede ſpzead abꝛode:but certaine 
it is, that they were well aſſured both foz their liberty and religion. 
Duke Moꝛis alſo had rather the City chould be open fo: him then 
foz themperour, as thend declared afterward. After this ſoꝛte they 
of Maidenburge being deliuered, belides thexpectation of many, 
got them ſelues great pꝛaiſe and renowne amonges foꝛaine nati⸗ 


The noble Ons, foꝛ ſo much as in manner they alone thzoughout alGermany,

Where as Bykhoppes doe reſerue vnto them 
ſclues, certen caſes and offences , fo: the whiche other p:teftes 
can not aſſoyle,to be well done. Although the crime be remit⸗ 
ted, yet is not the puniſhement therfoze releaſed, and that ſa- 
tiſfaction conſiſteth in wozke, and not in kayth. That by ſuch 
penaunce.as eyther God ſendeth vpon vs, oz the pꝛieſte inioy⸗ 
neth, o2 els of our owne fre wyll we chole vnto our ſelues, the 
ſynnes are clenſed. concerning tempozall punyfbement. That 
ſatiifactions wherby ſynnes are redemed, be Goddes ſeruice. 


That the pꝛieſte hath power-:fo bynde and lowſe, Ind therkoꝛe 


may iniopne penaunce to hym that confefſeth his ſynnes.Ind 


this mriche concerning penaunce . They decree that extreme 


vnction is a Sacrament inſtituted of Chaifte, fo2 that it ge⸗ 
ueth grace, remitteth ſynnes, and comkoꝛteth the ſpclie 0 * 
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ble of this Sacrament to be the ſame, wherofſpake Saint Ja 
mes the Apoſtle, Thoſe ſeniours alſo wherofhe made mention 
not to be aunciẽt in yeares, but pzreftes,and thet only to be the 
Miniſters ofthis Sacrament . This doctrine they commaiide 
to be celebꝛated and obſerued. Suche as teache oꝛ beleue other 
wyle they deteſte and accurſe as peſtilent and wicked. 

Che next daye atter the ſeſſions, were bꝛought the Duke of 
wirtemberges letters to his Ambaſſadours. Mhome he com⸗ 
maunded, that they ſhould pꝛocede, and in the aſſeſſion, at the 
xxv. dave of Mouember. they ſhoulde exhibite the confefſion.of 
the doctrine wꝛyttẽ. nohen therfoze thoſe letters were bꝛought 
ſo lyttle tyme to late, and that it was a long ſeaſon to the next 
ſitting and Earle Mounkoꝛt was alſo abſente,they goe to the 
Cardinall of Trent. and ſaye they haue certen thynges whiche 
they ſhould in their Pꝛynces name pꝛopounde in the counſell: 
And howe the ſame ſhould haue bene done in the laſte ſeſſion, 
but that the letters came ſo late that the occaſion was paſte. 
Wherkoꝛe they requyꝛe. that he, whiche is a Germapne bozne, 
would both foz the loue of the countrie, and fo2 their Pꝛynces 
ſake alſo, whome he kinewe, turtherthẽ in this caſe, and bꝛing 
to paſſe, that the fathers being called together, they myght de⸗ 
clare their mefſage . He with moſte ample woꝛdes. pzomiſeth 
eat beneuolence. Howe he wyl pzeferre the matter to the by 


the Frenche Ambaſladour was cauſe of the ſame decree, whan 
lately in the op? ſittyng there wasreyſed an vnſemely vp2ore, 
and a very clamozouſe outcrie. Mhertoꝛe he inquireth what 
Houldbe the effectof their requeſte noho koꝛ the deſire they had 
to further the matter. ſhe we him the letters of their cõmiſſion. 
Wherby vnderſtanding that they ſhould exhibite ſome boke of 
doctrine, he tetteth the ſo departe at that time as he put them 
inhope.that within a fewe dates;the thing might take effect. 
Che next daye he calleth koꝛ them againe, andſateth howehe 
hath conferred with the legate ol the whole matter, # foꝛ the 
better credit alto ſhewed him the letters of comiflion. But that 
he is ſoze offended, fo2 that they ſhoulde thynke to exhibite a 
w2yting,and thynketh thus. that thoſe whiche ought of dutte 
ket:crently to receiue and obeye the rule and oꝛder of doctrine, 
woulde pꝛelcribe they: Elders, whiche thynge is both abſurde 
ani vncommely. Other aunſwere coulde he get none at thys 
F:clent , but pet woulde he bee in hande wee oem , .

perours Imbaſſadour: y9ho both by vertue of his otfice and au 
thozitte,may pꝛotite them greatly,and will do it right gladly, 
euen fo: his ſake, whiche hath cõmended the matter vnto him. 
They followyng his counſell,ſpake vnto him: who pzomiſing 
them gently many thynges, ſo departeth.But whan thei came 
againe the ſecond tyme,he began to make an excuſe, by reaſon 
of the diſputations that the Dtuines ſhould nowe haue, wher 
at the fathers muſt be pꝛeſent. Mhiche kiniſbed, he would eſpie 
an occaſion. It is to be thought that he recetued a muche like

Ind koꝛ ſo muche as they were all of lyke condition and 
authozitie,he heweth him the commiſſion of his Imbaſſade. 
as the maner and cuſtome is, and ſayeth he is lent thither to 
intent he might conkerre and conſulte with the reſidue or the 
pꝛoteſſion of Auſpurge, howe this controuerſle of religion and 
doctrine myght be appeaſed,and a publique quiet eſtabliſhed, 
He taking a copie of his commiſſion, whiche he ſayde he would 
ſende to the Emperour, and ſpeakyng many thinges of the doc 
trine and dignitte of the counſlell, like as he was in dede a lear⸗ 
ned man and an ozatour,offered his ſeruice and diligẽce.

they wolde pꝛocure vnto you, an eaſpe and honoꝛable victozye, 
dempnylh the charges of the warre, and reffoze to the common 
countrye peace and quietnes.

Albeit he is lothe at this 
pꝛeſent to leaue his countrie. pet fo: that he tendꝛeth che caſe 
greatly .he ſaveth he is determined to go, hauing firft receiued 
letters rom him. Than ſayeth the other. the ant wer is vncer⸗ 
ten a doubttul neither can he ſee what good is to be lokied oz, 
In p meane whyle his kathers eſtate is miſerable , who pineth 
away {92 ſoꝛro we and lotheſomnes of the pꝛyton. Whome he 


may by uo meanes leaue deſtitute, bothe bycauſe ot his duty. 


and alto of his pꝛomeſſe. Therfoze let hym indeuour and bꝛyng 


to paſſe, that within a certen and that a ſhoꝛte tyme, there be 


made a direct aun were. Jf the tame be not done, neyther he 
no: the Marques of Bꝛandenburge. may tahe it ditpleaſaunt⸗ 
Iy,if they be ſued, and cõmaũded to anſwer to their obligatiõ. 
As cdcerning his iournep. he wold he ſhuld tahe W 
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#02 he knoweth not. whether it be wyſdottefozhim ſo to do, 
Cheſe thing :? were thus handeled foz a countenaunce , befoze 
certen counſellours, whome Duke Maurice woulde not make 
pꝛiuie to this deuile or his. Foꝛ ſince he firfte began to treate 
with Counte Hedecke , which was at what tyme he allured to 
him me part of his koꝛce, as J told you in the fourmer booke, 


he would ſcarſly let any of his owne coũſell know any thyng ol 


that matter, in ſo muche that none of them vnderſtode , wher⸗ 
fo:e Fraxine us p Frenche Ambaſſadour came.oꝛ what he made 
there. han he had therfoze recetued this anſwer from them- 
perour, by and by he fired his minde to make warre,and taried 

only fo2 the ſeaſonable tyme of the peare. And touching thoſe 
fo:ſayd theames they began to diſpute the ſeuenth daye of De⸗ 
tember. And the ſirt daye after, whiche was the ſhoztelt daye of 
wynter. Maximilian entring into Trent with his wyle a chil⸗ 
dꝛen. was receiued of the Byſbop of Romes Legate, and of the 
Byſhops of Spayne, Italy, and diuers alſo ot᷑ Germany, but 
not yet of the Electours. Ye bzought with him out of Spayne 
an Olyphaunt ot Inde. whiche the kyng of Poztugall had ge- 
uen him, a rare ſpectacle,and a beaſt not often ſene in Germa⸗ 
ny. The next daye after,ft foꝛtuned þ John Gropper,of whome

Iſpake betoꝛe.did diſpute, and alter that he wared hote, he in⸗ Therafling 
uered ſoze againſt Melanchthon and Bucer, though he were #*Gcopeec + 


dead, and rayled moſte bitterly on thẽ both. being a Germain. 
where both the Spantardes and Jtaltans, were a great deale 
moze temperate. Whiche thing was againſt the decree of them⸗ 
pire,and alſo againſt the la we by them ſelues made, that vere⸗ 
ly the matter ſhould be treated, all affections ſet aparte, and 
without rapling. Wherfoze a few daies after, John Sleidane, 
by occaſion of talke ſpake cf the ſame to the Emperours A'm- 
baſſadour, Pictaue , and complaineth that they ſhould be per- 
mitted to haue ſuche libertie. Ye ſayde,they did it cleane cons 
trarp to their willes, and alſo the mindes of the fathers, that 
they haue bene moſte earneſtly admonilſbed, that thei ſhould ab 
ſtapne. And albeit that perchaũce they are pꝛouoked to do this 
by the example of their aduertarties, whiche haue nowe theſe 
many peares triumphed in this kynde, yet will they take ſuche 
oꝛder. that it ſhall no moꝛe be ſo, And that the Emperour wold 
alſo be loth that any occaſion of offence ſhuld be geue any mi.

Palauſcine, was alſo pꝛeſent at the ſame, After the Byſhop of 


Rome heard of the murther, he appointed certen to examine 


the matter,and alſo doeth excommunicate the parſons aboue 
named. han the wpdowe of John Mapuode ſawe þ ſhe coulde 
Hardely defende Tranſlyluanta , ſhe made a conuenaunt with 
king Ferdinando. and permitted him to haue the gouernment, 
and deliuering him the armes and oꝛnamẽtes of the Realme, 
retourned into the lande of Poole. By this meane therfoze fer 


dinando poſſeſſeth in a maner all Tranſſpluania, by the helpe 


Of the byſhop ol Mardin. But becauſe he appered after wardes 
to attempt newe deutſes, and to aſpire to the gouernment. he 
loſt his lite. J ſbe wed pou in the fourmer boke of the pꝛeachers 
and miniſters of the churche. that were expulſed krö Tuſpurg, 
whertoꝛe the moſte part of the church were diſtitute of pziefts, 
not without the great grudge of the people, who ſuppoſedthat 
the ſenate hadcauſed the Emperour thus to do. Where therkoꝛe 
it was to be feared leaſt this heate would ſomtime bꝛeatze out. 
at the length, whan they had ſought long and much, they foiid 
one Caſpar Yuberine, whiche pzofefled the fourme of doctrine 
pꝛeſcribed by the Emperour. There be certen bokes of his wꝛyt 
ten concerning Religion, whiche were alwapes very welcome 
mended,euen of Luther him ſelte. But why no we he had alte- 
red his mpnde, J can not aifirme . who after he came to Auſs 
purge , began not to pzeache by and by, foꝛ that he feared the 
mutinie of people. but at Chꝛiſtmas after he began, to the wo- 
der of many, which had red his bokes befoze.The ſoldtours, as 
well ſuche as beſeged Maydenburg. as thoſe that defended the 
lame, wyntered in Thuringe and there aboutes, and did much 
harme.eſpecially to men of the churche and amongeſt others 
alſo to the Frchebyſhop of Wentz . whoſe limites reache vnto 
thoſe places.Tharchebyſhops of Mentz. Treuers, a Collon,be- 
ing herewith offended, he fozthe damage receiued, a they, koꝛ f 
they ta we alſo, that the ſame chaunce might redounde vnto 
them. determined to retourne home. ſending bothe letters and 
meſſengers to the Emperour of the ſame matter. But the Em; 
perour, who deſired greatly to haue the counſel continued, an- 


twering the third day ol January,your letters, ſaith he,of the 


xxi.of Deceber,are come to my handes.Ind bycauſe J had com 
maunded Fraunces Toletane to treate with pou of ſuche mat- 
ters, as you wꝛyte vnto me of: agatne, fo: as much as 5 byſbop 
ot Arras had declared vnto pour Pꝛocurer here certen 9 9 
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ofthe ſame ſoꝛte in mp name, J had thought you had bene ſas 
tiſfied: But fo2 fo much as J heare ſay, how koꝛ an vnpleataũt 
bute, reiſed, you intende to retourne home, J thought good 
to admoniſhe pou by thts wꝛyting that you geue not credit to 
althinges that are repoꝛted. Foꝛ although there hath ben now 
foz a certen tyme a bꝛute.as though it were to be feared, leaſte 
there ſhould be ſome commotiõ in Helſlta, vet am J credtble in⸗ 
foꝛmed. that if there be any thing at all, it is but the derziſe of 
a fewe.whiche the greater part alſo diſcommendeth. wherkoꝛe

gine lo crattie deuiſes but as concerning thole bandes that dx vegys 
were at Mapdenburg. J haue heard many complaine,# certen eo. 


flates be caretull, leaft they will remoue their campe a wozke 
ſome greater miſchiek. But after J vnderſtode, that koꝛ lacke of 
paiment of their wages. they flocke together a wozke this oul- 


trage, ſending Amballadours #gouernours,J comaunded ther 
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ſee that in any wyſe there were mony leuied fo paie them. Ind 
not that only, but w2yting my letters alſo to Duke Maurice. 
became ſuertie toꝛ the ſame money that is owyng, ſo that the 
ſoldiours map be diſcharged. And this Jdid, not bycauſeJ 
was bounde. but toꝛ that J loue chiefly the peace and tranquii 
litie of Germany. Nowe thertoꝛe J loke in a maner euery mo⸗ 
ment.that the ſame be done. and ſuppoſe verely, that they ſhal 
flippe awaye without the dammage of any man, and all this 
mutinie and trouble be appeaſed, but in caſe whan the pay, 
ment is made. the armie be not diſcharged:than is it eaſel per 
ceiued,. that there is ſome other deniſe in hande. Than ſhall we 
alſo take an other waye , whiche we haue in our head at this 
p:eſent. Nowe, as touching other repoztes that are bzought 
vnto me, whiche are many in dede,but vet doubtfull and ful of 
contrarietie, al theſe J ſuppoſe be imagined fo2 the moſte part 
of our ennemies, and accoꝛding to their olde maner and light. 
nes ſpꝛed abꝛode. to diſturbe thacounſell a peace of Germany, 
But J truſte in God that ſuche pꝛiuie conſpiracies ſhall at the 
laſt come to lyght, and haue an ende accoꝛding to their demeri. 
tes. Foꝛ ſince the rendꝛing ot᷑ Maydenburge, all thinges were 
quiet in Germany. and all uintes and ſtates do ſo louingiy a 
obedtently demeane them telues towardes me. that certenly J 
can not ſee what cauſe of any new mutinie can 02 ought to be 
imagined oꝛ pꝛetẽded. J am not ignoꝛaunt that men ought to 
be circumſpecte, andeſpectally at this time . a in theſe ſturres 
of fozeine nations. that no ſuſpicion of the leaſt daũger is to 
be neglected · Againe JF am neyther ſo cleane voyde of care no: 
diligence, that J wyll let paſſe with a deaf peare, ſuch thinges 
as are repoꝛted, foꝛ I haue ta a maner in all places eſpialles. 


Kings bane to inquire of euery matter. And herein do J ſpare neyther cofte 
long armes. noꝛ trauell. Howe be it to make a full determinatiõ ofa thing. 


vpon euerp light repoꝛte. you pour ſelfe of pour wyſdome con⸗ 
ſider, how vndilcrete a thing it were. Ind that pou ſhuld no we 
leaue the counſell.vnleſſe ſome extreme neceſſitie vꝛged vou .it 
is in no wyle to be committed. Foz conſidering howe great a 
furtheraunce conliſteth in pour pꝛeſence.it is to be keared.leaſt 
thzough pour departure. the counſel hould not only be diſper- 
ſed. but alſo Religion it ſelfe houlde vtterly peryſhe, wherin 
verely bothe the common ſaluation of men, and all your pi 
uate commoditie reſteth. And conſideryng the caſe ſtandeth 
thus. J hartelp deſp:e vou, my Loꝛdes of Mentz and of Cre⸗ 
uers.that altering pour counſell you doe not as yet take your 
tourney. Ind you my loꝛde of Collon, which make not r Log

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halte, J exhoꝛt ernellly to perſeuer ſtyll. Ind generally J re- 
quire you all, that you who occupie the chieleſt places amogeſt 
the ſtates of the Empire, would helpe one an other with apde 
and counſell,declaring amonges your ſelues a bzotherly loue 
and benevolence. In the meane tyme J wil kepe diliget watch 
fo: the common wealth, and as muche as J am able by polycie 
and power, will ſee to quenche in tyme, the flambe that ſhall 
haply ariſe,to the intent that (ciuile euils oppꝛeſſed, and our 
 fozce increaſed)fozrein warre may moze eaſely be defended,and 
that you hauing your countries quiet, and trãquilitie recoue⸗ 
red, may altogether applie the altaires of the chꝛiſtian comms 
wealth. Pet neuertheleſſe J would aduiſe you, that ſuche of 
pour counſellours and officers as you haue left at home,do pꝛo 
uide fo all thinges, that nothing chaunce vnloled foz , a that 
they conferre their counſelles with ſuch of their krẽdes a neigh 
bours,as are to be truſted, n1dherin if J may alſo pꝛołite you a- 
ny thing. J will do it gladly:So that if any tumulte be, which 
Ican not thinke there wyll, vou may beſo muche the moꝛe 
ready what ſo euer chaunceth , Ind ſeing there is no great di⸗ 
ſtaunce betwirt vs. vou ſhall do me a pleaſure, in caſe you ſhall 
wyte vnto me ofſuche thynges, as from hencekoꝛth you thall 
haue intelligence ok.

A few dates 
bekoꝛe Erle Monttfozt was returned to Trent, Unto him ther⸗ 
foe go the Ambaſſadours of wdirtemberg, a declare howe they 
haue _ nothing to paſſe hitherto by the Cardinall, and 
Coletane.And foꝛ fo much as he a his fellowesAmbaſladours 
do pzelent there the Emperours perſone, they require g̊ theyꝛ 
Pꝛinces demaundes might be heard. But where as than they 
teceiued no very good aun wer, they being almoſte in diſpaire 
of the thynge, were pourpoſed to goe home. As the Pꝛince had 
lately commaunded them. in caſe they were longe delayed. The 
Imbaſſadour alſo of Straſburge declared his commiſlton to

q pꝛepared al things foz d next ſitting, the. vit,day of January 
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tome thither the Imballadours of Duke Maurice, of whome 
the Emperour had written a litle betoꝛe, uoltie Coler, and 


Leonard Badehoꝛne a Ciuilian. by their coming, the Bythops 


of whome A ſpake were well chered vp, and chiefly the Empe, 
rours Imbaſſadours, toꝛ that they thought there was nowe 
no moꝛe doubte in Duke Maurice, whiche followed peaceable 
wapes. Che thyꝛde dape after they came. they declare their met 
ſage to the Emperours Ambaſſadours. Firſt, they recite, howe 
the Diuines that ſhould come were not ſufficiently aſſured by 
the countell, and foz that cauſe their Pꝛynce did tende no man. 
He is in dede right wel affected to wardes the common wealth, 
and delyꝛeth much that ſome wape of concoꝛde might be koũd. 
And therfoze was fully reſolued to ſende ok his owne, ſuche as 
are good men, and louers of concoꝛde, and doubteth not but 
that diuerſe others wyll lykewyſe do the kame. But that the 
ſame may be done, theſe be his requeſtes 

Firſt that thoſe that ſhall come, may haue ſaufeconduicte 
accoꝛding to the fourme of the decree of Balill, as the Bohe⸗ 
mers were aſlured in tymes paſt. That they ſurceaſe from all 
action in the meane tyme tyll they come. That when they ſhal 
come, all fourmer actes map be retracted, and the date appoin, 
ted fo2 the ſeflion,be adiourned. That there may be had a coun- 
ſell, wherin all nations and people may aſſemble, Chat the 
Bylhop of Rome take not vpo hym the authozttie of pꝛeſident. 
but ſubmitte hym ſelte to the counſlell, and releaſe all Byſhops 
of their othe.,that all mens voyces in the counſell may be free, 
and their iudgementes not intangled . whiche thynges alſo, 
whan they ſhall thinke good, they wyll declare moze atlarge 
in the aſſemble of the fathers, and mage requeſte that ſome 
thing may be done in it lo ſhoztly as may be. Foz the Diuines 
haue already taken their tournep,and are come at the leaſt f0z- 
tie mples on the waye, and tary nowe tyll they be called, This 
was the tenth dape of Januarp. They ſaped howe they were 
both ryght glad of thetr comming, and that alſo they woulde 
p:eferre all theſe thynges vnto the fathers.They ſignified alſo 
the whole matter to the Emperour , who to gratifie Duke 
Maurice.did aduite and counſell the fathers, that they ſhould 
aunſwere myldly and frendly to his requeſtes. Mozeouer the 
Duke of wirtemburge. where he had heard no certentie befoze 
after he knewe that Duke Maurice had ſent thyther. commaũ 
ded his Ambaſſadours to tary tyll the next ſeſſions, and to er- 
hibite theyꝛ w2ytinge in the tame. He ſent them alſo an other 
wꝛytinge, ho wbeit very bztef, of the ſame tenure in a — 
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as was the requeſt of Duke Maurice, and wylled them to put 
vp thatalſo-wtth the confeſſion of doctrine. The Imbaſſadour 
of Straſburge was commaunded to attende till either Duke 
Maurice men came, oz that it werecertenly knowe, they wold 
not come. han they were come therfoze, he communicateth 
with them the cauſe of his Imbaſſade, and ſheweth them how 
thinges ſtode, and vnderſtandeth by them againe, what their 
commiſſion was. The ſame do the Ambaſſadours of Mirtem⸗ 
berg · and thecaſe was comen to them al. which they notwith- 
ſtanding koꝛ that it was long oꝛ they came, followed and vrged 
chielly, and therfoze they intreated diligently the thꝛe Archby⸗ 
ſhops Electours, and the Cardinall of Crent.a great t᷑rende to 
Duke Maurice, and the Emperours Imbaſladours, that foz 
the common wealth lake. they would both be wylling them ſel 
ues, and alſo perſwade the reſt of the kathers herein. Foz none 
ofthe Ambaſſadours would go to the legate Creſcentius,.oꝛ a» 
ny ot his fellowes legates, leaſt thei ſhould appere to attribute 
to them any thing. But bycauſe they were ſent to followe the 
Emperours mynde, a ſatiſfie the decre of the Empire, therkoꝛe 
they vied his Ambaſſadours, which was their high a chietma- 
gilrate,fo2 their interceſſours, And at this pzeſent time came 
newes, within a few dates Puke Maurice wold come to the 
Emperour, whiche made al men to be of better hope, a a great 
deale moꝛe willing. In this moneth was beheaded at Lõdon p 
ke of Somertet. vncle as J ſatd beſoze, to the king of Eng- The unte 
nde. a with him certẽ of his krendes. as Michel Stanope, fit ot Somerlet 
Rafe Fane, a ſir Myles Partrich knightes. And ſome repoꝛted beheaded. 
that the ſame was done by the pzocurement of the Puke of ; 
Noꝛthumberland. They that were of the wittier ſozte, began 
tuen than to feare the good king. whome after his kinſfolkes 
were diſpatched out of the waye: they ſawe was moze open to 
daunger a treaſon, Foz after the Duke of Somerſet was dead, 
the Duke of Nozthumberland put to the king newe chamber» 
laines, a amonges them his own ſonnes a kinſmen. han the 
daye of the next ſeſſion was now at hand, the Emperours Oꝛa 
tours, ſending foz thambaſſadours of Duke Maurice, declare 
what thet haue done with the fathers in their cauſe. How thet 
haue obteineda ſaufecondutct ſuch as they wylhed foz. How al 
ſo thaction map be diſcontinued a diſterred, vntill they come a 
may be pꝛeſent attheſame:Fo2 that al nations a people be not 
there aſſembled , that lieth not in the fathers to perkourme. 
The counſel was lawfully ſõmoned. And although al mf come

that ſuche decrees as are made ſhould be reuoked. let them con; 
ſider them ſelues, howe vndecent a thing it were:Foz it belon- 
geth to the repꝛoche and inkamie of lo great an aſlemblie, Let 
Diuines come only: They ſhall both be in all matters hearde, 
and alſo intreated moſte gently . Ind if any thyng offende the, 
oꝛ be done without reaſon, if they ſee them ſelues ouermuche 
aggrauated,they haue free libertie to departe whan they wyl. 
They deſy2e them earneftly that they would geue ſome thynge 
to the tyme, and not to couet to haue all thynges graunted the 
in this one moment. han they ſhall come to the action, than 
may dpnerle thinges by occaſion be obteyned, whiche appeare 
nowe very harde. The fathers, they aye, be very deſyzous of a 
refozmation.and wyll not fayle to doe their dutie, and longe 
ſoꝛe fo2 the Diuines comming, vnto whome they wyll ſhewe 
all good wil a fidelitie, and haue thynges to pꝛopoũde of great 
impoꝛtaunce, and delpꝛe that they may begynne, to the intent 
that by this occaſion, they may come fo2th alſo. That whiche 
they requyze moꝛeouer touchyng the ſubmiſlton of the Byſhop 
of Rome they deſyze them ſome thyng to qualifie. The fathers 
do ſee and perceyue, that there is ſom what in that high digni⸗ 
tie, that may be repꝛehended. and ought in dede to be redꝛelled. 
But yet mull they pꝛocede after ſome fine deuiſe. The Empe- 
rours mynde and wyll ts, that all thinges ſhould be ritely and 
lawfully done. But they finde by daily experience, howe fayꝛe. 
and diſlemblingly they muſt treate with the Byſbops legates. 
Foꝛ verely they mult vſe a ſingular dexteritie, and deale with 
them by policie.noherkoꝛe let them no we contente them ſelues 
with ſuche thinges as are grafited, which are ſurely not with⸗ 
out their great trauell obteyned and fynde the meanes, that 
the Diuines may make haſte. And than will they neytherin 
publique noꝛ pꝛiuate cauſe omitte any parte of their dutie. 
And whan they were come hytherto, they delfuer vnto them 
the ſaukecondutcte : hiche they byd them reade, and alter to 
ſende it them againe. This was the. xxii. dayeof January. 
And thus ſending them awape. in the ſelfe ſame momente. 
call fo2 the \mbafſadours of the Duke of mirtemberge. Ind 
firſt make an ercuſe touching the fourmer tyme, by the moſte 
weightie affaires of the fathers .

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Coletane,vnto whome he had not ſpoken bekoꝛe. Foz this pze- 
ſent he ſayde he had nothing els to ſaye, and how he lozed day- 
ly koꝛ letters fro home, Foꝛ immediatip after that Duke Mau⸗ 
rice Imbaſſadours were come, he was commaunded to w2yte 
home what their comiſlion was, and to attende what the Se⸗ 


nate would haue done further moꝛe. Ho webeit he required the 


in the meane tyme. that in thoſe matters, whiche the Ambaſla 
dours of Duke Maurice had pꝛeterred vnto them, they would 
ſo vle them lelues, that they myght come koꝛthwith, to open 
treatie. They ſaide againe howe they had certen thinges to do 
with the Imbaſſadours ol Duke Maurice and of the Dune of 
wirtemberge. nohan any thing ſhalbe done, they will let hym 
vnderſtãde, that he may ſignilie the ſame to his citezens, They 
verely do greatly wyſhe foꝛ a concoꝛde. And the Emperour alſo 
applieth his whole endeuour a ſtudy to the kame. They deſire 
bery muche alſo, that thaction might beginne and doubte not 
but God wyll aſliſte that moſte honeſt enterpꝛiſe. Whan this 
was done, the Imbaſſadours of Saron,wtrirtemberg a Straſ⸗ 
burge, hauing coference together. do way that fourme of ſauke 
conduicte whiche they had receſued. Ind foz ſo muche as they 
had wꝛytten out befoze euery chapter of the decree of Baſill, 5 
all men might ſee, eſpectally ſuche thynges as concerned any 
veightie matters, it was not hard koꝛ them by and by to dil⸗ 


terne in what places this difſented from that. Whan they had ye cautecs 
therfo2e peruſed it ouer, ſtreight wape they perceiued. that the duict altered 


chiefeft places, were partely altered and partly omitted. Foꝛ in 
the laufeconduicte that in times paſt was geuen to the Bohe- 
mers, are theſe thinges amongeſt others. That they chuld haue 
allo authoꝛitie to decide matters. That in al matters of cotro- 
uerſte,the holy ſcripture,the oꝛder of the pꝛimatiue churche, a 
ſuche counſelles a interpꝛetours as were agreable to the ſcrip⸗ 
ture, ſbould be in ſtede of the iudge. That they might vſe their 
owne ſerutce at home. Chat nothing ſhuld be done in contẽpt 
oꝛ repꝛoche of their doctrine, Wherof. the firſt the thirde a laſte 
were cleane omitted. And the ſecond and chieleſt thing in dede 
was ſoꝛe altered. 9hiche thinges conlidered, they them ſelues 
deuile a new fourme, following the koteſteppes of the decree of 
Baſil,But in the meane tyme Toletane,ſent his ſeruaũt once 
oꝛ twyſe foꝛ p paper, fearing.as it appered, ouermuch diligẽce: 
But they neuertheles pꝛoce de. a at the laſt wha the thing was 
finiſhed, Duke Maurice Ambaſſadours come againe vnto To- 
letane,# comparing thone with thother ſhewe him, what lack 


they find therin. Than began he to ſtomack the matter, a was 
| right ſoꝛe 
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right ſoꝛe offended, Foꝛ why ſhould they not be content with p, 
whiche they with great labour a diligence had obtained: Foz 
ſuche as ſhould come, were aſſured ſufficiently , Foꝛ the chieleſt 
point is wherby it is pꝛouided that they may ſafely come a ſa⸗ 
kely goe. All other thinges ſerue nothing to that purpoſe, but 
only concerne the maner of treatie in the coũtell: which thin 

might a great deale better be determined what time the Diui⸗ 
nes be p:eſent, than now. They make aunt wer, how they may 
not paſle the bõdes of their cõmiſſion, which is. that they may 
not recetue a ſauteconduicte contrary to that of Baſill , Two 
dayes after,the fathers aſſemble all in the houſe of the byſhops 
legate,and with them themperours Imbaſſadours, who call 
befoze them there thambaſſadours of the Duke of noirtẽberge, 
which the dap befoze they had ſayd they would doe. nohan they 
were bꝛought in, they are comaunded to declare their meſſage, 
Who after they had ſhewed their cõmillion, a made a bzief pꝛe⸗ 
face,b:ing fozth the confeſſion of doctrine wꝛitten. a deliuer it 
to the ſcribe of the counſel, as the maner is. Ind ſaid allo that 
Diuines ſhould come from their Pztnce , whiche ſhould treate 
of all things moze aboundantlp, ho wbeit vpõ theſe coditions, 
Firſt.p̊ by coſent of both parttes,conuentet iudges ſhuld be cho 
fen, which ſhuld heare the diuines reaton a iudge vpꝛightly of 
matters þ be in cõtrouerſie.Foꝛ inaſmuch as the Pꝛince percei 
ueth,þ the doctrine ol his diuines, doth koꝛ $ moſt part diſagre 
with þ doctrine of biſhop of Rome & of other biſhops, whiche 
ar many wayes boũd to him, he thinketh it very vnreaſonable 
c againſt al right,that they, which ſuſteine þ parſone either of 
platntife oꝛ detendãt.chuld chalenge to the ſelues thauthoꝛitie 
of iudgement. Secondly, that it was decreed in thaſſembles of 
thempire at Juſpurg,that the counſel huld be continned, dal 
thinges Godly rightly done. Ind this was euermoze ſotatie 
of their Pꝛince, that ſuch thinges as were decreed in the coun⸗ 
ſel in fourmer yeares,ought not to haue the fozce of a law. but 
that all thinges ſbould be repeted krõ the beginning. Foꝛ what 
right oꝛ reaſon were it, whan two men go to the la we, that the 
thing whiche is decreed, whan the one hath iuſt cauſe to be abs 
ſent.ſhould be taken foꝛ kerme and ſtable?: Moꝛeouer.ſeing ma⸗ 
ny dcerees were made not only in the fonrmer, but alſo in this 
fame counſell,contrary to the holy Scriptures, and alſo many 
olde errours eſtabliſbed, their Pꝛince requireth that the ſame 
be ot none authoꝛitie,. but þ al thinges may come to a dew era- 
minatid. Thoſe ſame articles cõpꝛiled in wꝛitig they exhibited 


together w the cofeſlis of doctrine. noh this was done, ant wer 
= was made 
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made them, that the fathers, whi they ſawe time, (houli fhew 
them their opinion. a thus were they dimiſſed. Theſame daye 
in tho euening they ſent liße wiſe toꝛ thambaſſladours of Duke 
Mar rice. The v. whan they came, recite with a long oꝛotion 


dems andes of their Pꝛince, in like ſoꝛte as they did of late to ß ye rranke 
Em perours Imbaſſadours:ſauing that the ende was moꝛe Pls (reache of 
thie. Wher this was ſaid moꝛeouer. that ð ſame ſeruice a oꝛder O. Maurtce 
that is ved in the popiſh churches. was not the true religion, Ambadad. 
but a countreteated thing , a as it were a ſhadowe of religion, *2 the Fas 
whan they had made an end of thozation, they were anſwered ders. 


wich the ſelfſame woꝛdes. as beloꝛe were the Ambaſſadours of 
wirtemberg. Amongſt other thinges this greued thẽ moſte, þ 
their religion was deſcribed by ſo vile a contẽptuoute a name. 

which was afterward well knowen.Thambaſſadours had in⸗ 
tended to haue vttered their meſſage openly in the publique af 
ſize: But to auoyde this, which they knew certenly they wolde 
do, they were heard pztuatly.Foz either mult thet nedes do this 
oꝛ els leaue al to 8 comon treatie. They had bzought with thẽa 
confeſſion of doctrine witten by Philip Melanchthon, as J 
the wed you befoꝛe. but where as they had no comaundemet of 
this thing. I know not koꝛ what cauſe,thet did not pꝛeſent the 
ſi me. The next day, which was p. xv. ol January, was thopen 
ſeſſions, a the biſhops legate was brought to the church with ỹ 
pompe befoze reherſed. Than was the nber of ſoldtours much 
augmẽted, a alſo a greater reſoꝛt of people out of ſõdꝛp places, 

fo: that they ſuppoſed that the treatie of theſame day ſhuld be 
terp notable. no han the maſſe a all other ceremontes were ful- 
ip fiuiſhed. it was recited in the pulpit, how foꝛ the pꝛoteſtãtes 
cauſe the whole matter ſhould be differred till the. xix. daye of 
Marche, befoze the whiche day. they will be here in good time, 

to pꝛopound their matters. Ind this to be krendly graũted the, 

loꝛ that the counſel truſteth . that they wil come not obainatlp 
to impugne the catholique faithe. but foz a zeale to knowe the 
truth. a that they will in fine admitte a obete the decrees ol ß 
churche a ſchole of coꝛrection. How they haue mozeouer a lar⸗ 
ger ſaufecondutcte,ſo that no lack can be kounde. Furthermoꝛe 
that in the next litting the treatie ſhalbe of the Sacramẽt of 
Matrimonie. The third daye alter. whan nothing came koꝛthe 
at al. the Ambaſſadours of Duke Maurice a their fellowes de⸗ 
maunded of Fraunces Toletane, with whom they chaunced to 

dine that day. a copie of theſame ſautecõduict, which was ſyo⸗ 

ken of openly: ho made them a gentle ant wer. but whã other 

thꝛe dates were paſt, thambalſadour of Straſburg at 25 
of the 
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of the relidue goeth vnto Pictaue. He cõplaineth that this is 
the lixt daye. wherin they can heare nothing. Ind that befoze 
was a longer delay, foꝛ that the ſaufeconduicte was not ſuffi- 
cient, #nowe is the time tracted again. Ind certenly the diui⸗ 
nes wil not come, befoze ſuche time as the magiſtrates be con. 
tented with their ſaukecondutcte. He ſaide howe there was no 
kaulte in him. a marueiled why Toletane thus differred them, 
who had the chieteſt place amongeſt them. He would go talke 
with him. a doubted not but the matter ſhould be diſpatched þ 
ſame day.That thing whiche he ſhould learne by him, he wolde 
Gewe him. Ind thus went to him. This was the laſt daye ſas 
uing one of January. Within a fewe houres after,al thambat⸗ 
ſadours were commaunded to come to the houſe of Toletane, 
Who deliuered to euery of them a copie of the ſaufecoduicte,ſi 
ned vnderneth by the ſcribes of the counlell. There was alſo 
Earle Monfozt.Pictaue beginneth the tale, firſt in dede he 
excuſeth the delay made, and than ſpealiingmuch of their own 
eale, and the great good wyll of the Emperour he admoniſbed 
them. that the diuines might come with all poſlible diligence, 
whiche they truſted doubtles they would, hauing once receiued 
Lhe Ambaſ their ſauteconduict. Than go they apart and reade it. Ind the 
ſadours of þ places whiche they had amended befoze the ſeſltons, they finde 
Pooteft. de- nothing altered. noherkoꝛe they come to them againe, and com⸗ 
luder. playne therot᷑, and ſhe we what lacke they finde in euery point. 
Thambaſſadours of Saxon deſire alſo to know, what anſwere 
the fathers haue made to their requeſtes . Theſame do they of 
Wirtemberge. Againe ſpeaketh Pictaue, @ touching the ſaute 
conduicte, antwereth. here they deſire that their men might 
haue authoꝛitie to decide, that ſame do they ouertimely. han 
the diuines be here pꝛelent, a in woꝛke it ſelte, many thinges 
map foꝛtune vpon occaſions to be graunted , whiche are nowe 
refuſed. here they would that holy ſcripture only choulde be 
iudge of euery controuertie.there is no man againſtthat. But 
whan there arriſeth ſtrife about thinterpꝛetation of ſcriptur. 
vnto whom ſbuld credit be geuen ſoner than the cotiſel:Scrip- 
How muche ture is à dome thig a without lite. as alſo other politike lawes 
= , "way be:But the mouth of the iudge mult be applied therunto, that 
8 a ok it may be wel percefued. which mout verely is the voice of the 
@criprne. councell, a this maner hath bene alwayes obſerued ſince the 
Apoſtles time, whanſoeuer there aroſe any doubtful matters. 
where they would vſe their owne ſeruice at home, it is not in 
dede openly graũted thẽ, neither pet it is pꝛohibited. Leaſt any 


thing ſhould be contemptuouſly done againſt their uni 
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doctrine, they nede not to feare foz it hould be ftraightly pꝛoht 
bited. Foꝛ both the Emperour wold haue it ſo, a the fathers al 
ſo hate all ſuche intẽ perauncie. Ind ſeing thaſſemblie is made 
fo: peace & vnitie.immodeſte a oppꝛobꝛius Woꝛdes ſhall not be 
vnpuniched. Unto ther requeſts they make in a maner the in ke 
aunſ were as they did lately befoze the ſitting, Pow al the trea 
tie was diſterred toꝛ their cauſe vntill an other tyme: But that 
the decrees made ſhould againe be repeted, they pꝛay them not 
to dilgrace ſo many notable men. They will pꝛomyſe a become 
ſuerties. þ whan the diuines ſbal come they ſhal be heard in al 
thinges. Where they would haue the Biſhop of Rome brought 
in lubiection.a the other releaſed.fo2 aſmuche as the ſame be⸗ 
longeth pꝛoperſy to hpmlelfe. fathers can determine nothing 
befoze the matter be declared to him. Concerning the requeſtes 
of thambaſſadours ot Wirt emberge. foꝛ ſo muche as they be ot 
the fame ſoꝛte.the iudgement ot the fathers is like alſo.her⸗ 
foe they intreate them. that they would not foꝛ ſo ſmall mat⸗ 
ters.ſuffer the occaſion ſo long wylhed fo2 of accomplichyng a 
moſte holy thyng. to be letted and diſpointed, wherof doubtles 
all the nations of Europe ſhall recetue fruite, but that they 
would indeuoure and perſwade their magiſtrates, that the di⸗ 
uines might come with ſpede. Thei can not at this time wozke 
agreater benefite foꝛ the common wealth. han the Ambaſſa 
dours had againe replied.and vꝛged this thing chiefly. that it 
is againſt all reaſon. that ſuche as ſuſteyne aparte of the ſutte; 
ſhould iudge in a matter of controuertie.at the length they de⸗ 
parte thus. that they receiue the copie of the ſautecõduite vpõ 
no other cõdition. but to ſende the lame to their magiſtrates, 
whiche they would do tmmedtatly with all expedition. neither 
wyl they fatle fo further the matter. to much as in them lieth. 
nother do they diſpatre alſo of their coming. Thambaſſadours 
of Duke Maurice ſende their copie out of hand, a ſo did tham- 
baſſadour of Straſburge . they of Wirtemberge carte their co⸗ 
pie with them. going home the firfte daye of Febzuary, by the 
Pꝛinces permiſſion. who not long after ſent others. as hereaf-

Whan the decrees are confirmed in the counſell houlc , _ 
ere 
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were theames wont to be deliuered to the diuines koꝛ the next 
diſputation,as I che wed you betoꝛe: But ſynce the laſt ſittin 
this was cleane omitted, wherof were repoꝛted cauſes mo thb 
one. Pet was it ſayde commonly. to be done koꝛ the Pꝛoteſtan. 
tes ſake. Foꝛ in the beginning of Febꝛuary. whan the one of 
Duke Maurice Xmballadours and the Ambaſſadour of Strat 
burge, went fozth ot pleaſure to ſee the ether part of Italy x 
Uentſe, the other; whiche had ſene Italy befoze ; treated with 
the Emperours Ambaſſadoursfo2 ſo much as he ſuppoſedthe 
diutnes would come right choꝛtly . whiche in his opinion were 
now at Auſpurg.that p whole intreatie might be differred vn⸗ 
till than. and that the fathers would patientip beare ſo ſmal a 
delay. Tharchebichop of Treuers had wich him a black Freer,

bim ſelk to go choztiy to the Emperoꝛ: Than will he amongs other 
dhinges treat with him alſo ot theſe matters pꝛeſently: and that al 
wb with his diuines Gould come. —_w ĩ ͤ 
Mozeouer the ambaſſadoꝛs and diuines of certain Pꝛinces and 
Cities:amonges the which he named the Duke ol 13 omeranes to- 
ſing, the copy of the which letters, thone of thambaſſadozs, foꝛ that 
his felowe was not yet retourned from his iourney, ſendeth to the 
Cardinall of Trent at Bꝛixrna, which was lately gon thither. oz 
he, betauſe he was both moſt ſeruiceable to the Emperoꝛ,. and alſo 
loued Duke Moꝛis by reaſon of muche familiarity, dearely well, 
and chiefly wiched that the counſel might pꝛotede, toke very heaue⸗ 
ly this diſſention growing, wherofther was much talk. And that 
was the cauſe that thambaſſadoz ſent theſe letters., wherwith he

Wherfoze many ran daily to the churches both Biſhops # others, 
. eſpecially Spaniardes, obſeruing the difference ofdaies.Foz they 
attributed to this religion one while les time, an other whilemoze, 
n this great taciturnitye,as befoze'ts ſaide, the ambaſſadoure of 
traſburge inquired of themperozs ambaſſado2 Pictaue, of the 
ſtate of thinges, who ſaid, how the bꝛute that went, that the counſel 
Goulde be pꝛoꝛoged, was vntrue, and that themperoꝛ would haue 
them in any wile to pꝛoceade, and continue their action:where alſo 
ther hath nothing bene done of late, that is foꝛ theyz cauſe, whiche 
baue put the fathers in hope ot the comming ot the diuines This 
was in the beginning of Marche, whan Duke Moꝛis had aboute 
thend of Febzuary called backe the deuines from Nozinberge,who 
after the bzute was raiſed that he hould come to themperoꝛ, whe 


he had paſſed a certain way of his tourny,retourneth home, and be 


ginneth to take munſters as in the nexte boke chalbe recited. 

When theſe things wer knowen, and ſondꝛy meſſagers came daily 
one after another and that the matter was now out of doubt, the 
Archbiſhops of Wentz and Colon, vnto whome came lately great 
plenty of vitaile out of the nether partes of G ermanp, pꝛepared the 
ſelues to hozſbacke with great expedition, and the eleuenth day ol 
March they depart in the dawning ot the day, wheras ouer nighte 
the biſhoys of Romes Legate, accompanied withthe reſidue ofthe 
Biſhops of Italy and Spaine, came vnto them to bid them fare⸗

they will let them vnderſtand. „ — 

In the meane tune duze Moꝛis ambaſladoꝛs were in great di- 
ftres and carefulnes.Fozthey wer ſuppoſed both to haue handled 
the matter craftely;and to haue bene pꝛiuy to their pzinces doings 
and to haue plaid all together the diſſemblers: where they againe 
affirmed,that neither they knew any thing that was don at home, 
no2 pet receiued any letters from thence,and knew not which way 
to retourne home out ot daunger. And foꝛ ſo muche as they ſawe, 
that the longer they taried, the moꝛe daunger it were foz them, the 


riii.day of March they depart as pꝛiuelp as they coulde, aſſone as 


the day apeared, and ſpeding them haſtly to Bzirna , are thaduiſe 
of the Cardinall of Trent, what is beſt to be done. At the laſt thone 
ofthambaſſadoꝛs, which befoze he came to Trent, had made longe 
abode at Juſpzuck,and in his pꝛinces name had with p reſt made 
interceſſton to themperoz foꝛ the Lãtzgraue, hauing firſt receiued 


e rtept J ve diſceiued, a lafeconduit tame to Inſpꝛucke, a made his 


purgation to themperoꝛs counſel,x pꝛoueth that he was not made 
puuy to this war, in ſuch ſoꝛt as they did credit him. From thece he 
goeth ſtraight home: and thother taking his iourny thzough Car- 
ta, returneth into Saronie. When tharchbrſhops of Mentz and 
Ccllon appꝛoched nere vnto Inſpꝛuck, they were honoꝛably recei⸗ 
ucd of ſuch as themperoꝛ (ent to mete them. Amonges whom was 
the biſhop of Arras. After they both talking long # much with the 
Emperoz alone,ſpede thẽ on their tourny , foz the matter required 
haſt, The vi. day aſter that thambaſſadoꝛs of Duke Mois were 
departed from Trent, came thither ini. diuines from the Duke of 
Lirtemberge, wherof Bꝛenttus was one, and ii. of Straſburge, 
Whertoze thambaſſado2s tmmedtatly repair to Earle Monfoꝛt, 
name the diuines vnto him that be cummen , and pꝛaye him ſo to 
deuiſe with his fellowes, that the fathers may anſwer to theyz des 
maundes, and that the action may begin. . 
The next day, which was the. xit. of March, and appoynted fox 
the open ſeſſtons,as befoꝛe is ſaid, the fathers aſſẽble in the houſe 


ok the Biſhops Legate. There was thambaſſadoꝛ of the Kinge of 


Poꝛtugall, which was lately come thither: who after he had ſhew⸗ 
ed his cõmiſſion, was after a ſolemne manner, receiued and admit 
led ot the kathers: This done the cõmon ſeſſion was adiourned to 
the firſt of May, and other thing was ther none done. And al theſe 
thinges were wzought pziuatelye. The duke of Wirtemberge had 
cauſed in» meane time 5 confeſſion of doctrin, which his ambaſſa- 


dozs had exhibited, to be ſetfozth in pzint , wherof firſt thambaſſa- 
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and after alſo the diuines had bzought with them certain Copies, 
wherof though many had the ſtght:yet a great deale moe wanted. 
Foꝛ the Biſhoppes Legate reſerued to him ſelf that wzyting that 
was openly exhibited the xxiiii.day of January,and would hard⸗ 
ly ſuffer any to read it. Which tying was thanfirſte knowen, in lo 
much that now, whan it was commen foꝛth in Pꝛinte, diners Bi- 
Gops both of Italy and Spain, and diuines ſought foꝛ it diliget- 
ly, althoughe perauenture not all fo2 one intente. But the Legate 
Creſtentius, taking the ſame diſpleaſauntly,blamed ſoꝛe a certain 
learned Phiſitton of Trent, toꝛ that he hadde ſowen abzode ſuche 
kinde of bokes. And alſo thearle Motozt diſſembling not the mat- 
ter one whit,ſpake in ſuch ſozt,as though they had tranſareſſcdthe 
conditions of their ſateconduit, and ſaid that ſuch as were openly 
aſſured from daunger,oughte alſo to eſchue all occaſton of offence, 
Twodates after that pziuate treaty in the Legates houſe,Pictas 
ne cheweth the ambaſſadoz of Straſburge,in the night, whẽ they 
reaſoned together certaine houres befoze ofthe treatye to be tom. 
menced,that in caſe they would haue any thing pꝛopounded to the 
fathers by him and his fellowes, they wold not fail them herein, 
alſo appoynteth them an hour. Wherfoꝛe the next day, which was 
the xxui.of Warch,thambaſſadozs of the Duke of Wirtemberge,x 
of Straſburge reſozt to the houſe of Toletane, whan Pictaue had 
begon the talk, thambaſſadoꝛs of nSirtemberge ſaid how they de- 
ſire the (ame now, that they did at their fyzſt coming, namelye that 
they might haue an anſwer to the demaunds, long ſince exhibited 
which thing done, they may the better pzocede dntothe reſt: a wher 
after many wozds to and fro it appeared euidently, that it they did 
ſtick at this, the whole treaty choulde be let thereby: The amballa- 
doꝛs, as they wer commaunded,make this recitall. All be it they ca 
not obtaine ſuch thinges as befoze they required, vet to thintent it 
may appeare and be knowen,howe greatly deſpzous theyꝛ Pꝛince 
is both of peace and concozde.,againe that the treatye of the matter 
Houlde be no longer delated , Wozeouer to obey the Emperoure, 
and fulfill the decre of thempire, they are contente to admit the di⸗ 
uines to the diſputation, and to pꝛeſẽt them in their pꝛinces name. 
Howbe it vppon this condition, that they graunte no part of they? 
right hereby, and that all ſuch thinges may remain ſafe and whole 
vnto them and theyzs, as are agreable to the lawes and cuſtomes 
and to the decrees of thaſſemble at Juſpurge. han they had p20- 
nounced this foꝛme of Pꝛoteſtation, they deliuer it vnto them by 
wꝛyting. and after depart out of the place. han they were called 
in againe, the others commend their doing, and ſay how they per- 
teiue rightwell, that they be wholy bent to a concozde, 3nd 
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And ſeing it is ſo, the next conſultation they ſay is. concerning the 
manner of the treaty, and deſyze to know, what their opiniõ is, tou 
ching the lame. Thambaſſadozs go a ſide, and after they had con⸗ 
ſulted of the matter, declare vnto them , how they haue found two 
wais. That is to wit, that ether the deuines may be hard, touching 
all the decrees of doctrin made in this counſell, oꝛ els that the con⸗ 
fellion of doctrin pꝛeſented to the fathers, and now alſo ſetfozth in 
Pzint,may be laid fozth amonges them, and euery Chapter therof 
be decided in oꝛdꝛe:foz theyꝛ diuines are tommen foꝛ this intent 4 
they may mozeat large erpound and declare the doctrin compiled 
in that boke, and anſwer ſuch as will impugne the ſame: This le- 
meth vnto them the readieſt way,and know no way better , Than 
alſo thambaſſadoz of Straſburge ſaid, how the magiſtrates of his 
tity had red the ſame wꝛyting of the doctrineof Wirtemberge , and 
did appꝛoue and pꝛofeſfe the lame, a had ſentdiuinesthither , whis/ 
che chould toynethem ſelues to his confeſſion,and with the diuine 
of Wirtemberge (ould defend the ſame: This was he commaun- 
ded to ſhew them, and confirme in the name okhis city c tellowes, 
wherunto it was anſweared. | „„ 

That where they wer ſo foꝛward, and w2ought ſo plainlye and 
lincerely, where allo the ſtate of Straſburge and other cities ther 
vnto annexed haue ioyned them ſelues to the ſame doctrine, they 
are right glad and geue them harty thankes, and withall expediti⸗ 
on wil ſignify the ſame to themperoz.,doubtinge not but he will be 
bery deſirous to hear it:but as touching the treaty of the deuines, 
and the manner of diſputing by them deuiſed,they will choꝛtly ads 
uertiſe them, what is thopinion of the fathers therin. | 

I few dais after,wher they kept ſilence,and the biſhop of Num- 
burge departed thence,and the reſidue alſo of Germane Biſhops, 
which wer but ii. that remaind, were ſaid to pꝛepare them ſelues to 
take their iourney. Thambaſſadoꝛs went to Monkoꝛt. to heare, it 
the fathers had anſwered anything: he had nothing els to ſay: but 
but this only, how the fathers as yet had made none anſwere And 
whan mention was made of the Biſhops departing , he ſaid howe 
the Biſhop of Numburge went no further but to themperoure:foz 
ther chould come certain commiſſioners thither out of Saxonie to 
treat a peace with Duke Moꝛis: and foꝛ ſo much as he is of p ſame 
country, and that one of the pꝛincipall, beinge hereunto requeſted, 
he could not ſay them nay:foz the reſidue he ſaid, he knew nothing. 
Foꝛ in ſo much as the Emperour deſyzed lo greatly that the coun- 
lell might pꝛocede, they them ſelues alſo applied hereunto all theyz 
wozdes and dedes, leaſt men ſhould dilpair — dy thinge, The

—— whan he was ready to depart, themperoꝛs ambaſſadours ſend fox 


burge deter⸗ him Pictaue beginneth to ſpeake. her yeſterday they wer agre- 
ned. 
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The nexte day, which was the xrvii. day of march, thambaſſadoꝛ 
ofStraſburge goeth to themperoures oꝛatoꝛz. Pictaue, and tolde 
him howe the ſtate of his buſines was ſuche that he muſte return 
home: And therefoze deſired to knowe what he Choulde repoꝛte at 
home of the deuines matter. By this occaſion they entred againe 
into talke of the manner of the treaty that Could be. Ind he affir- 
med verely that to pꝛocede after thoꝛdꝛe by themlatelypzeſcribed, 
it might not be conuentently:Foz now they were in hand with the 
Maſle,which thinge Gould be next diſcuſſed:which matter ſemed 
vnto him mete firſt to be diſcided,and after to come vnto all þ reſt: 
How be it this, he ſaith,he ſpeaketh of him ſelfe pziuately,not that 
his fellowes haue ſo willed him. Thother inferreth againe:howe 
like as their deuines haue accuſtomed to debate thinges from the 
very beginning in oꝛdꝛe. Ok the creation. Ok the fall of man. Oko⸗ 
riginall ſinne,as they terme it. Ot iuſtification. Ot faith. Of woz- 
kes, and finally of the Dacraments:ſo ought they nowe alſo to be 
permitted to vle the ſame oꝛdꝛe: Mozeouer the ſame daye wherein 
they deliuered them the ſafeconduite at the end of January, theyꝛ 
pꝛomiſe was.that the deuines Gould be hard in all matters:wher 
in they ought to perſeuer, and not to ſubuert and altare the nature 
of thinges:foꝛ vnleſle the fozmer thinges be well determined, all 
diſceptation ofthe laſt,thatdepend of the firfte is to no purpoſe, 

And after they could not agre ofthis thinge betwene them ſelues, 
he anſwereth touching his tourney,that this may not be graunted 
him:foz themperoz hath commaunded them that they ſuffer no mã 
to depart, After much talcke,where he alledgeth that he hathe nas 
moze to do, and whatloener alſo remaineth,Goulde be done by the *- 
diuines,which had commiſſion tn wzyting foz the ſame: he biddety 
him go to thearle Montoꝛt,. and chew him the letters of commiſſi- *? 
on. After verye gently he biddeth him farewell, and wicheth him 
wel to retourne. Whan thearle Montfoꝛt had ſene the commiſſion, 
he ſaid in dede that he would his buſineſſe ſo required, he might 
longer remain:but foz ſo much as the time mult be ſerued, he will 
not be againſt it:and ſo letteth him frendly depart . The next daye 


edthat hemight depart, now they haue moze diligently conſidered 
the thing, and conferred their heades together, they can not geue 
himieaue to depart:fo2 nowe is the matter bꝛought top palſe, that 
the frute of the time ſpent is to be loked foꝛ, and thaction to be com- 
menced:ſo that it the biſhops Legate were not ſickly , ſome thinge 
might be determined this ſelf ſame day:therefoze muſte he (till re- 
main:foz it he ould now depart at this inſtaunt, the fathers mw 
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de ollended, which know that he hath ben certain Monethes here 
pꝛeſent. Themperours commaundement allo is ſuche, as no man 
at all may depart:and if his magiſtrate haue ſocommaunded him, 
he ought to exhibite the letters of the ſame, to thintent they mighte 
excuſe it to themperoꝛ. Than ſaid he, how it was not the commaũ⸗ 
dement of the Senate, but that his owne matters ſo required: and 
alledging certain cauſes, vnleſſe it wer foꝛ p ſame,he ſaid he wold 
not ſtirre one fote:foz that both thauthozity of the Senate , whych 
would haue him to remain ther longer, and alſo their honours that 
requeſt him hereunto, and the cauſe it ſelf moꝛeouer, whiche he lo⸗ 
ueth,of reaſon ought to obtain this of him: Howbeit ſince that the 
deuines be commen, he may now much better beabſent , eſpecially 
ſeing this thing remaineth only, that they be admitted to thaction: 
Here be alſo thambaſſadozs of Wirtemberge to aſſiſt the deuines, 
and thecauſe is common to both, as lately it was declared: and if 
it ſo be that the matter be earneſtly and conſtantlye handled , it is 
poſſible, that the Senate will ſubſtitute an other in his place, whõ 
he hath all ready aduertiſed of his departure hence, Ther replieth 
he againe, willing him at the leaſt to abide ſo long, till thaction be 
commenced, which ould be out ofhand:andif perchance the Le⸗ 
gate Creſcentius recouer not his health, they will yet ſo folow the 
cauſe that his felowes in commiſſion thal execute the thing. Whan 
he could neither by excuſing,noz intreating pꝛeuaile any thing, he 
fleeth to the laſt remeady, which vntill that time he had purpoſelye 
reſerned,and laid how both he and all others that wer pꝛoteſtants 
might lawfully by thepz ſateconduit depart thenceat any time, 
Than at thelaſt ſaith Toletane, that is ſo in dede, neither can they 
let oz be againſt it, but that he may depart:howbeit they could not 
but declare what themperoz hath commaunded.,and what alſo they 
them ſelues would haue done. Thus therfoꝛe he departing, com- 
mendeth vnto them the cauſe and deuines alſo, Than were the fa- 
thers at diſſention amonges them ſelues and not bent al one wap. 
Fo: the Spaniards, Meapolitans, and Siciliãs, and whoſoeuer 
wer of themperoꝛs part, but chiefly the Spaniardes, and thempe⸗ 
roꝛs ambaſſadoꝛs, wer impoꝛtune that thaction might be continu- 
ed: but the biſhop of Romes clients, foꝛ that they ſuppoſed that the 
Spaniards wet about a refoꝛmation of the court of Rome, ſought 
to find ſome let and delay: and foz ſo much as the chiefeſt Biſhops 
of Germany by reaſon of ciuill tumults, wer departed all ready. 
They loked allo foꝛ the ſame octaſion, and ſo much the rathe , fox 
that by daily letters and Mellagers, it was repozted how Duke 
Moꝛis and his confederats were already in atmure. The French 
kinge alſo by the Cardinalt Tournon treated diligentlye withthe 
pp. iiii. biſhop 
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Bilhop of Rome oz peace: which ik it toke effect, foz as much ag 


French king had war that time with themperoz. No man doubted © 


but that foz his ſake alſo the counſel Gould be diſlolued. Wherfoze 
themperozs ambaſſadoꝛs which knew and feared all theſe things 

laboured thts rhiefly,that the thing which they moſt coueted, they 

The biaſ might bꝛing to paſſe by thambaſſadozsofthe Pzoteſtantes.

The reque- Epiſtle. Whan certain deuines ofthe Pꝛoteſtants had heard him 
ſtes ofthe ſpeke this opflp,after deliberatio take,bycomon aſſent they wꝛite 
pꝛoteſtantes to themperozs ambaſſadoꝛs, the laſt day of Marche, declaring foz 
deuines. what intent they were ſent,verely to expound and defend the con: 
keſſion of the doctrine exhibited:they complain that ther is none acs 

tion commenced, and that the decrees of the counſel already made, 

haue in manner nothing els, but a bitter repꝛoch and deteſtinge of 

that doctrin which they do pꝛofeſſe: and that alſo this other daye a 

gray Frier ſpake not only many abſurd things openly,and contra- 

ry to the conſent of the Church and expoſition of thold doctozs,but 

alſo poured out greataboundaunceof railing wozds againſt their 

doctrin andchurches:and all be it that many will ſay that he dothe 

theſe things againlt the wil of Þfathers, yet ſe they w what an aſ- 

ſenthe teacheth and is hard:1f this be thonly cauſe , why they wer 

ſent foz hither,that they might be verely a ſpectakle and laughing 

ſtock to others, and chould be compelled to hear datly thiniuries c 

repꝛoches of theyꝛ doctrin,ther was doubtles no nede to haue ta- 

ken this tourney in hand, and all theſe things might haue ben de- 

clared by wzpting:wherfoze they earneſtly require them accoꝛding 

to their office and authoꝛity, they wouldbzing to paſſe, that both the 

fathers would at the laſt declare what lack they find in the confeſ- 

ſion exhibited, and that they may againe alſo be openly hard in all 
matters. Thoſe letters thambaſſadoꝛs receiue very gẽtly, and ſay 

they are glad alſo, that they haue an occaſion miniſtred to vꝛge the 

matter, to thintent that it the Legate Creſcentius do refuſe , they 

may treat with his fellowes, and with the fathers . Than alſo the 

ſame Frier leftreading,ercuſing the matter by ſickneſſe.

(el the beſt they can foꝛ them ſelues. Than ſaid he againe, that the 
matter is not bzought to that poynt, neither ought it ſo to be taten. 
ag though ther wer no hope of any further action remaining:foad- 
uertiſe their Magiſtrates, and ſignify vnto them in what caſe all 
thing ſtand, it is wel done of them, and accoꝛding to their duty:ne- 
ther doubt they, but they. when they thal hear therot, wil both mar⸗ 

uel at this long delay and ſurceaſing , and will take it alſo in euill 
part: owbeit he requireth them to take paciently the tediouſneſſe 
ofa few daies: In the meane time they will trauell, that they may 
haue a oirect anſwer.

county of Tiroll, and bandes of ſoldioꝛs hired, and commaunded 
all to repair to Inſpꝛucke. Now wer allthe biſhops of Germanye 
departed thence:ther remained only the deputies of the biſhops of 
Spier and Munſter. Whan theſe newes were bzoughte, unmedi⸗ 
atly the biſhops of Italy flee,carying all theirbaggage down the 
riuer of Athelis Wherfoze thambaſſadozs of Wirtemberge being 
herewith moued, what time of their own accozd the councell nowe 
llipped away, come to themperoꝛs oꝛatoꝛs, andſhew thefoz what 
cauſe they purpoſe to go home with the diuines alſo . Who in dede 
at the firſt were ſoze againſt it, and ſay howe they may not aſſente 
therunto,ercept themperoꝛs pleaſure be knowne: but when that 
might not pꝛeuaile, they require to haue the cauſes of their depar- 
ting deltuered to them by wziting.,# ſtgned with their own hands, 
to thintent they may make an ercuſe tothemperoꝛ, and to the fa- 
thers.Pictaue demaunded this alſo, it haply after theyꝛ departure 
the fathers ſhall pꝛoceade in thaction, what than chall the 
N ap: 
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lapewherunto thambaſſadozs conferring with the diuines bppon 
the matter, ſay they wil make them anſwer,and the viii. day of Xs 
pꝛill early in the mozning, they deliner vnto them a wꝛytinge. In 
The anſwer the ſame they recite, what time the confeſſion of their doctrine wag 
vf the pꝛote/ exhibited:wherfoꝛe the diuines tame. How they haue in vain ſolli- 
— am⸗ cited hitherto, that they might receiue an anſwer to their Pzinces 
alad92 demaundes: How vnto that day ther appeared no hope of any ac- 
tion that chould be: How alſo ther is war raiſed,ſo.thatinot only 8 

biſhops of Germanp, but alſo of Italy do depart , & that all ſtates 

are now ſo intangled with troubles, that they can loke foz nothing 

at this pꝛeſent: Mozeouer the biſhops of Germany being abſente, 
perauenture it were not expediente that anye pꝛogreſſe Moulde be 

made: And if any time hereafter chance,wherin this buſines may 

betreated wel and oꝛdꝛely, they ſuppoſe,how their Pzince will not 

be wanting: The diuines mozeoner thinke thus, that ther be ma⸗ 

ny decrees made both in this, and alſo in the fozmer counſel, which 

might be welrepzoued,in caſe they be lawfully hard: Ind ifthe fa⸗ 

thers do now pꝛotede herein it is to be thought, that their doings 

wil be like the reaſt. Meuerthelelle, in caſe ether the decrees alrea- 

dy made, may be amended,o2 ſuch may hereafter be decreed, as are 

conſonant to the holy ſcripture, ther is no doubt, but the ſame will 

be recetued with moſt obedient harts: This thing vnto them dout- 

les will be moſt ſoꝛowful, as in certain places of the confeſſion ex- 

hibited hath bene declared : which wzyting verely they iudge to be 

good and godly, and alſo whan time chal ſerue, will declare it moꝛe

netians. Ot the fathers J chewed you befoze;how they dzue not all 

Diners min- by one line. The Spanich biſhops in dede lemed ok all others molt 
des inthe Diligente:diuers alſo ofthe Germanes pꝛetended, as thoughe the 
counſel of thing required much refoꝛmation:but the mind of them p thought 
Trent. beſt of al others, was this;that the ſchole ofcozrection and maners 
of the church ſhould be refourmed,that al ſuperfluous ER

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bition, and diſhoneſt examples of liuing ſhuld be taken away, that 


every man be reſident in his own church, and that eche man chuld :

the Chattes by an othe,to be true to him, and makinge peace with 
them of Waidenburge, and ſendinge his ambaſſadoures to Inſ- 
pucke,as in the fozmer boke is menttoned, he entreth into league 
with the Frenche kinge, and aſuraunce made on either ſide by 
pledges geuen, they thoughte m by wꝛytinges ſettoꝛthe tode- 
clare the cauſe ot the warre, to thentent they might win therby the 
— wils of many. Moꝛeouer the Marques Albert of B2zanden- 
burge, going pꝛiuely into Fraunce to the king withdzewe him ſelf 

wholy to the ſame buſinelle, 
AAa.i.

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In the meane ſeaſon the ſouldiours,aſvgll.thole that defended 
Maidenburge, as they that heſẽged the ſame winkered atchullu⸗ 
lie, and the piates t re Awoutes, and did mathe hurte to the Hoꝛ⸗ 
thuſtans and them'sf Herfumd. And whan themperoz demaunded 
the cauſe therof ol Dake Mis which hawot the whole war bene 
generall,he was anlwered that ii tumalt was foz want of pai- 
ment oftheir wages. Foꝛ this he pꝛetendꝛd the cauſe,wher in dede 
they ſerued him. and ſecrcatly were bounden to him by an oth. And 
that he might the better perl wade the ſelf ſame time, he lente am⸗ 
baſſadoutes toughe Inſpꝛucke to Trent, whiche might obtaine 
a ſafeconduit foz the diuines that ould come, and pꝛopound cer- 
taine other thinges in the counſel: Afterward he commaunded the 
diuines to follow, whiche goinge as farre as Hozinberge, taried 
thereloking foz letters from the fozeſaid ambaſſadours, as befoze 
is mentioned:he ſent alſo other ambaſſadozsto the Emperoure. 
Chꝛiſtopher Carlebice, and Ulrich Poxztiſe,vohich Gould tary foz 
his comming in the bozders of Bauter, whoſe aduiſe and counſell 
he might vle in the treaty. Furthermoze he co deda lodging 
tobe pꝛepared fo him at Jnſpzuck,and he him fett toke histour- 
ney, and whan he had gone two ozthze daies iourny on his waye, 
ſending from thence to Jnſpzucke moſte gentle letters, and alled- 
ging a certain cauſe foz anercuſe,returneth home again, and thus 
tracting the time. whan he had dꝛiuen it of from day to day. In the 
beginning of the ſpꝛing time hauing called backe his men in due 
ſeaſon, he began to take muſters of his ſoldioꝛs, which in the win⸗ 
ter time he had gathered very ſecreatly,and addꝛelling his letters 
vnto all vᷣ ſtates ot thempixe, ſaieth: Ther is nothing in this wozld 
to him ſo deare as concozd;but he wicheth chielly foz an agrement 
in religion accoꝛding to the doctrin of the Pzophets and zpoſtles:

haue they ſpoken vnto certen, that vnleſſe theyfollowe their p2oce- 
dings. let them not truſt greatly oꝛ leane to fozmer pꝛomiſes: Foꝛ 
at what time thoſe pꝛomiſes wer made, che ſtate of time was other 
wile:but now they mult obey, oꝛ els, ſuch as refuſe muſte be punt- 
Ged:and not contented with theſe woꝛdes, they haue ſtirred vp al⸗ 
ſo fozein kings againſt him and other pꝛinces ok his ſtate and pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion. and haue inuented ſondzy cauſes to bꝛing them in hatred, 
whileſt they blame vs foz teligion oz certen other things , wheras 
the thing it ſelf declareth, that they care foꝛ no religion, but haue 
alwaies had an eie, how thꝛoughe thoccaſton of diſſention in Keli⸗ 
gion they might aſpire to the gouernment.

Wherfoze,althoughe he with fozce of armes choulde repulſe Im

ſureties foꝛ him, that vnles he perfourmed couenaunts,they wold 
deliuer him into his cuſtody , albeit that accoꝛding to the foꝛme of 
touenaunts, the mony he was condemned in, is paid, his artilerye, 
and munition deliuered, his Caſtels and foꝛtes raſed, Henrpe the 
Duke of Bzunſwicke and his ſonne ſette at libertye, the letters of 
confederacye exhibited, in ſo muche, that nothinge moꝛe tan be re- 
quired, yet coulde neither the ſuite of him and the Marques of 
Bꝛandenburge, noz the lamentable teares of his wie, whiche 
pined to deathe foz ſoꝛowe, noꝛ the Pꝛayers of the people oz inter- 
cellion of other pꝛintes pꝛeuaile any thinge vnto this daye: Foz he

hathe ofttimes ſpoken to themperoꝛ, and becauſe diuers men haue 
had a ſiniſtrall opinion ot him, he hath intreated him moſt earneſt.

would graunt him this foꝛ the benefits which his elders had done 
vnto his Pzogenitozs,and £02 his deſerts alſo towardes him and 
king Fardinando, and that he woulde ſette him at libertye: but all 
thele things could moue him nothinge,yea he conſtrained the cap: 
tife to anſwer to matters in the lawe out of pziſon,and to plead hig 
cauſe, lying in fꝛtters, which can be done by no lawe elpeciallye in 
matters ſo waighty:toſpeabe nothing in the meane time, how ſuſ- 
piciouſly, æad howe rachly he handled the matter, after a ſtraunge 
example, ſuch as neuer was hard of in Germany , that verely vn. 
der this pzetence ofthe law, he might by little and little tourn both 
him and his childzen out of all they: landes and poſſeſſions, and 
bꝛing them in luche diftres , that they choulde be no moze hable to 
maintaine thepꝛ ſtate and dignity: which thinge that it come not to 
paſſe, toucheth him very much, by reaſon of the alliaunce and hope 

of ſucceſſion that he hath with the houle of Heſſe. 5 
This thing in dede might be thought a wonder, were it not that 
theſe craftes and policies are manifeſt in the ſight ofal men, whi⸗ 
che doubtles tende vnto this ende, that the ſame Monarchye, that 
hath ben now ſo many peares in framinge, mape at the lengthe be 

eſtabliche. | F | 
The thirds The third, and chiefe poynt is that, which concerneth all men, 
cauſe. and our common natiue country of Germany, whole ſtate doubt- 
les is moſt miſerable:Foꝛ contrary to the lawes and couenauntes, 
foꝛain ſouldiours are bꝛought within the limits of thempire, whi⸗ 
che haue now many peres ben here letled, and euery wher bothe in 
towne and Country conlumeth other mens goods, and exertiſe al 
kind ot filthy luſt: Moꝛeouer, many times ther be new wais inuen⸗ 
ted to get mony,and the auncient liberty diuers wates infringed, 
neither is any ſtate, no not the Pꝛinces electours, in this caſe ſpa⸗ 
red:a thambaſſadoꝛs of foꝛen kings, which be ſozy foz theſe things 
and loue the wealthe of Germany, are pꝛohibited to come at anye 
publike aſſembles, clean againſt the manner of thempire: Finally. 
this is altogether wzoughte, that all men maye be bzoughte into a 
chametull and ſtraight bondage: foꝛ the which thing doubtles our 
poſterity and ofſpꝛing may haue moſte iuſte caule to deteſt the co. 
wardiſe and ſlouthfulnes of this time wherin that moſte pzectous 
tewelland goodly oznament, that is, the liberty of our coũtry huld 
be loſt:ſeing therefoze that the caſe ſtandeth thus, at the laſte is he 
awabed.and William the Lantzgraue, the ſonne of Phillip, whoe 
the iuſt ſoꝛow fo his fathers milerye hathe raiſed, and _— 
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league with the french king, whom thenemp ſeketh alſo to depziue 


of that he hath, are determined foꝛ the deliuerãce of the Lätzgraue 
and the duke of Saxon, to maintaine their honoꝛ, and recouer the 
liberty of all men, to attempt the matter by fozce of armes:therfoꝛe 
doth he exhozt, that no man diſturbe this his enterpꝛile, but that al 
men do further and pꝛofeſſe the ſame, and put in good aſſuraunce: 
Foz ifit be otherwiſe and if any man by one meane oz other aid the 
aduerſary,he wil take him foz his ennemy. J hon Albert, Duke of 
Megelburge ſubſcribedalfo to the ſame letters, chiefly foz the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation of religion, foꝛſomuch as duke Moꝛis had ſaid howe he 
warred foꝛ the ſame cauſe alſo. And the Marques Albert of Bꝛã⸗ 
denburge publiſheth a wzyting in manner of the ſame effecte, and

tomplaineth that the liberty of Germany is oppꝛeſſed euẽ of them, Emperoure. 


which of duety ought to maintain and auaunte the ſame: he ſaithe 
ther is holden now a counſel, wherin be a few aſſembled fo2 toſub. 
uert the truthe:and that alſo there be many aſſemblies of the Em 
pire. Wherot the end is this, that by certaine coꝛrupted with bꝛibes 


and faire pꝛomiſes, mony maye be gotten by ſome ſubtile fetche to 


the vtter vndoing of Germany, and the ſgme to be w2ought chiefly 
by the cleargy, which in the conſiſtozy ok the Empire lurmounte in 
nomb2e,and now is the matter bzought to y paſſe, that theffect of al 
counſels dependeth almoſt ofone mannes pleaſure,which is net- 
ther gentleman noꝛ Germaine bozne,no2 annered to the Empire, 
tothe great repꝛoche aſſuredlye and hinderance of all Germaines: 
Ind it this ought to be the (fate of the weale publike, it were much 
better to call none aſſembles at all, but that mony choulde be frelye 
and franckly geuen, whanſoeuer it is cõmaunded and required: foꝛ 
lo ſhuld ther be no loſſe of time, and beſtdes great charges choulde 
be ſpared. By ſuche like craft alſo is the ſeale of thempire commen 
into ſtraungers hands, which foꝛeiners at theyꝛ pleaſure abuſe to 
the damage of Germanpꝛpet is ther no man at al that dare bewail 
theſe things, vnlelle he wil enter into high diſpleaſure:Nether pet 
are the Germanes matters and ſutes diſpatched,but are moſt log 
delaid in ſo much that many men complain much of the ſame: Foꝛ 
the ſtate ot the things is ſuch that the Germanes had nede to learn 
other lãguages, in caſe they ſhould be there to do them ſelues anye 
good;of the lame ſoꝛt is this, wher againſt tholde cuſtome of Ger- 
many it ts pꝛohibited, that no man may ſetue anye foꝛeine Pꝛince 
in his warres, that the pꝛoteſtantes being reconciled ouer + aboue 
molt greuous penalties, wer conſtrained to admit other moꝛe vn- 
wozthy conditions, and foz that a great ſome of mony aroſe of the 
Pꝛoteſtants clients foz ſeruing thein in theyꝛ warres.

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The ſame burthen alſo was laid vpon other ſtates and Pzinceg, 
that had nothinge offended, and as thoughe that warre had bene 
made foꝛ the common wealth, they were commaũded to paymony, © 
to recompence the charges ofthe warres,toz this intent verelye, 5 
ther chould no linewes noz foꝛce at all be lefte in all Germany: 
like ſoꝛt is it, that ciuill controuerſies of moſte waighty matter, 
are committed, not to the publick iudgement of thempire, but vnto 
a few commiſſioners, that it may be in their power either to eſta⸗ 
bliſh oz diſplace great pzinces:Againe that it is pꝛohibited that ng 
Pꝛince mape ſet his owne Image in his coyne that newe Sena: 
toꝛs are made in euery towne of the Empire, that this bondage is 
impoſed in manner vppon all Germanes, that they be conſtrained 
to ſuffer fozreine ſouldiozs in their country ,whiche bothe do verye 
much yarme,and bzing many men to beggery,and alſo pꝛactiſe al 
kinde of arrogancy and lechery that hath not ben hard of: Foꝛ his 
own land was not ſpared, although he pꝛomiſed him better, foꝛ the 
kidelitye and ſeruice done to themperoz : Yowbeit at what time he 
was deteined by reaſon of the warre of Maidenburge, and about 
matters of the common wealth was abſent, ſoldiozs wer bzought 
into his country. Notwithſtanding that his officers deſired much 
to the contrary:and thus certainly both he and other pꝛinces, whi⸗ 
che inthe fozmerwaragainſt the pꝛoteſtants, foꝛ his pꝛeſeruation 
and dignity, put in great hazarde their liues and goodes , haue re- 
The ſtoꝛy of ceiued a goodly recompence in that boke which Lewes Auila ſet- 
Lewes Aui- fozth of matters done in the ſame war, a naughty and a lying fel⸗ 
la, of the p20 low, whileſt he ſpeaketh of all Germany ſo coldly,ſo diſdatufullye 
tellantsWAr and ſtraungely, as though it were ſome barbarous oꝛ vile nation, 
whole oꝛiginall were ſkarcely knowen: And the vnwoꝛthineſſe of 
the thing is ſo much the moze,foz that the ſame boke is pꝛinted and 
ſetfozthby a certain eſpeciall pꝛiueledge of themperoꝛ:Mow vere⸗ 
lybe many thinges excuſed,by letters ſent thzoughout Germany, 
but it is the ſelf ſame ſong.that hath ben ſongen now many yeres, 
andall thinges tend hitherto,that they ſay, how accozdinge to the 
ſtate of times the decrees muſt be altred,and that men muſte obey 
the pzeſent counſels, oꝛ els ſuffer puniſhment: And wheras certen 
Painces haue taken armure to repulſe this ignominpe and ſerut- 
tude,he hathe alſo pꝛomiſed them all aide and fidelity, yea and his 
life allo: And this he pꝛoteſteth openlye, and deſireth, that no man 
aid their aduerſaries , but that all men woulde further this ende- 
uoureofhim and his fellowes, and defend the commen cauſe: Foz 
although very many perchaunce will followe the contrarye parte, 
yet let no man pꝛomile him ſelf better things, ik the aduerſary may 
vanquiche:foꝛ than ſhall the ſtate and condition of all — 
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be common: but in caſe anye manne beare armure againſte him 
and his felowes, him wil he perſecute with ſwozd and fire. There 
goeth a bꝛute, he ſaieth, ot him and his fellowes, as thonghe they 
wold bꝛing into Germany tozetn nations, and euen the Turk him 
ſelfe, but this is a falſe and an abſurd ſclaunder: Foꝛ what a mad - 
neſſe were it to pꝛocure ſo greate a daunger to them ſelues a theyꝛ 
countrye:Jt is vaine alſo, that diuers repozt of him, as though he 
QGoulde attempte this warre to enriche him ſelfe the hathe ſerued 
nowe manye yeares the Emperoure, and kinge Ferdinimdo, and 
hereby hathe ſoughte no gaine, but rather pzaile and honoꝛ ; Not 
without the great loſſe of his ſubſtaunce:he hath had alſolarge of- 
fers made, and not to be contemned, but all thoſe refuſed ; he hathe 
fixed his minde on this warre, wherin the liberty, and foꝛmer dig 
nity may be reſtozed to the common country. In the which warre, 
il it foꝛtune, that the ſame ouermuch authozity of the Clergy, and 
pꝛohibited by holy Scripture,be infringed and weakned,no man 
ought to blame him therkoꝛe:Foꝛ certainly the chiefe biſhoppes of 
the Empire haue bene the occaſton of al theſe euils:yet is it not his 
intent, that thoſe Colleges which were founded chiefly foꝛ the no- 
bility ſhoulde be diſtroyed,but that the vices beinge taken awape, 
and thoſe thinges amended,that can not be bozne with , they maye 
remaine in their vocation and be auaunced alſo:wherunto he will 
be a furtherer to them, ſo that they will be contente , and not ſuffer. 
them ſelues to be perſwaded otherwiſe by his enemies. The king rye trenche 
of Fraunce alſo, in his letters (etfozth,ſaithe,he hathe this reſpecte kingsletters 
chiefly that Religion being eſtabliched, he may pꝛofite the publike 
weale, and chiefly his frendes. And therfoze immediately after the 
death of his father, he had reſtoꝛed Scotlande to their foꝛmer dig- 
nitp,renued the league with Swiſles , recouered Boloigne, and 
bꝛoughte againe the old inhabiters and Citezens diſperſed hither 
and thither, into they: landes and poſſeſſions, he hathe made peace 
allo with the king of England, and entred with him into perfite a- 
mity:and whileſt he was occupied with theſe matters, the Empe⸗ 
roure by ſecreat deuiſes hath Jmagined many thinges foz his dt- 
ſtruction, and oftner than once hath geuen occaſion ofwarre, how 
beit both foz the common wealthes lake, and pꝛiuatelpe alſo to re- 
lieue his peopie,he would attempt nothing. but winckinge at the 
iniuries, he gaue his minde whollye to the eſtablichmente ok his 
realme:but this his quietneſſe, afterward, by his aduerſaries was 
alcribed to a certaine timerouſneſſe and cowardlineſſe: but in the 
meane ſeaſon were bꝛoughte vnto him greuous complaints ofthe 
Pꝛinces and ſtates of Germany , whiche ſatde that occaſion was 
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ſought partly foꝛ Religion, partlye foꝛ the Turkiche warre,and to 
punich rebellion, to — them into bondage, and that by craftye 
counſels, diſlention, and taction are mainetained, and Germanye 
impoueriched, ſo, that it can no longer be doubted , but that he go⸗ 
eth about to make a monarchy foꝛ him ſelfe and the houſe of Au- 
ſtrich:of the whith thing verelye he conceiued an inwarde ſoꝛowe, 
both foꝛ the common oꝛiginall of either nation, and alſo foz the old 
amity and frendſhip , which euer continued ferme and inuiolated, 
ſo long as it might by themperoures crafte and policpe:Foꝛ if that 
tate Gould haue an alteration, and Germanye loſe her liberty, he 
percetueth well, what damage and daunger the ſame will be fox 
him and all his realme:oꝛ Germany is not only the foꝛtreſſe and 
ſtrength of Fraunce, but alſo of the whole chꝛiſtian comms welth: 
And therfoze hath he deſired oft with earneſt pꝛayer, and wiſhing, 
that either nation with their fozces topned together, might ſo ſtap 
them ſelues, that they ſhould nead to be afraid of no man: a where 
no hope ofthis thing appeared, and pet many craued his healpe, he 
coulde not ſee by what meanes he mighte ſuccoure the Emppꝛe, ſo 
rente and toꝛne a ſondꝛe:but in this conſultation ſo waighey, God, 
which is a righteous iudge, hath hewed a goodly way. Foꝛ Octa- 
uian Freneſe, Duke of Placence and Parma, whome themperour 
and the Bithop of Rome, July, laide in waite foz , required aide of 
him, and declaringe al their iniuries hathe perſwaded him, to take 
vppon him the detence of him and the countye of Mirandula. Ak- 
ter this came alſo thoſe complaintes of the Pꝛinces and ſtates of 
Germanp, which required they might enter into league with him, 
fo2 that they ſaid, howe by that meanes onlye, the common wealth 
mighte be reſtoꝛed: but howe iuſte and waighty cauſes they be foz 
the whiche the Pꝛinces attempte warre, he will notrecite,fo2 that 
the ſame may be vnderſtande by theyz owne wzytinges: Hotwith⸗ 
ſtanding let euery man way with him ſelfe, whether this vnſatia- 
ble couctouſneſle of oure aduerſaries dothe not geue a moſte iuſte 
occaſion of griefe, whiche deſtropinge the wealthe of the Empire, 
ſwepe all into theyꝛ owne coffers and treaſury. The Burgonians 


pꝛelled bi the do nowe inuade them of Treuers, Gelderland, and Wirtemberge,

and make inuaſion into their countries , and deſtroyeth the Latz- 
graues dominion divers wates:oflyke ſozte is it, that themperoz 
ercludeth his ambaſſadozs from thaſſemblies of the Empire that 
he pꝛohibiteth. that no manne map ſerue in fozeine warres that he 
putteth to death noble capitains, and woꝛthy ſeruiceable men and 
amonges others, Uogellperge, whole execution he him ſelf beheld 


at Auſpurge, to thintent he mighte latiltpe his bloudye 
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ft not a mooſte euill an example, that he choulde pꝛouoke and hyꝛe 
men with greate rewards to ſlay ſuch as ſerue him in the warres? 
Aſſuredlye it can not with fewe woꝛdes be expꝛeſſed what craftes 
dure ennemies vle:Foꝛ into the ſame iudgemente of the Chamber 
and conſiſtoꝛpe of the Empire are admitted and placed ſuch, as by 
their meanes they may bꝛing to paſſe and obtaine what they liſte: 
Fo2 doubtles the blame of all theſe euils is to be imputed to thys 
kinde of menne. Eſpectallye to the iudges of the Chamber:Foz the 
which cauſes verely he could not deny Þ Gerinains,requiring his 
aid: Therfoꝛe hath he made league with them, and not only ß, but 
alſo is determined to imploy vpon this warre all his foꝛce and his 
royall parſon. either yet doth he looke foꝛ anye pꝛiuate p2ofite 02 
gain therby,but minedeth this thinge only,that Germany beinge 
reſtoꝛed, and Jhon Fridericke the Duke of Saron and the Lantz 
graue deltuered, whome he hathe detained pꝛiloners in longe and 
bnwoꝛthy captiuity, he maye win p2aiſe and renowne tmmoztall, 
as did in times paſt Flamminius, koꝛ deliuering Grece from bon- 
dage:neither is there tauſe that auy man choulde feare anye fozce 
02 violence: Foꝛ in as much as he attempteth this warre foz liber- 
ty he will wholly endeuoure that no man be hurt vadeſeruedly:let 
them truſte therefoꝛe to this pꝛomeſſe, whiche he confirmeth vnto 
them faithfully, and geue no creadit to aduerſaries, which ſay his 
purpoſe is to afflicte and plage the al he not only inten⸗ 
deth no ſuch matter, but alſo receiueth al them̃ into his defence and 
ſuition, ſo that they do not annoy him noꝛ yet his league frendes. 
foꝛ after libertye recouered,he is put in good hope by many mens 
letters, that the concoꝛd of the churche, hall and may alſo be reſto- 
ted, and that by lawfull meanes , whan all ambition and pziuate 
luere is farre remoued. And what ſo euer he may helpe hereunto, 
he will do it gladly: Theſe are the things, wherorhe thought good 
lo admoniſh them, to thend they may vnderſtand what his will 
and purpole is: wherfoꝛe he requireth them, that in ſo tuſte warre, 
which of neceſſity1s attempted foꝛ the wealth of Germany, no ma 
would impeche oꝛ hinder him o2 his confederates:fo2 otherwiſe, it 
any man be fo cleane voide ot all loue and duety , that he oweth to 
his country, that he intend to make reſiſtaunce, him wil he deſtroy 
with ſ\wozd and fire:and albeit he Chal do ſo vnwillingly, pet, ik az 
ny ſuch ſhalbe, the ſame as a naughty and a cozrupt membze, muſt 
be cut of from the reaſt of the body, leaſt it do hurt by his infection, 
and in ſuch ſoꝛte be reſtrained that it do no moꝛe harme: The reſt 
they may know of his ambaſſadoꝛ Jhon Frarine,Biſhop of Bay⸗ 
on, whom he hath lent vnto them with further of his pleaſure — 
whome 
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whome he pꝛaieth them to geue creadit. This wꝛytinge beinge ſet 

foꝛth in punt, in the vulgare tonge,had ouer the head, a bonnet be 
Lharmes of twene two daggers,and wꝛytten by, that the ſame was the badge 
liberty. of liberty. And vnderneath that was the title of the kinge, who na⸗ 

med him ſelfe the reuenger of the libertye of Germany,and of the 

Pꝛinces captiue. This badge oz cognoiſaunce many ſay was foũd 

in old coynes, and vſed by them, that flue Julius Ceſar, Where he ©” 

ſaieth, how themperoꝛ had aſſigned a reward foz them, that coulde 

flay certaine of his captaines thus ſtandeth the caſe, Thempero : 

by pꝛoclamation lately ſetfozthe , had againe with woꝛdes mooſte 

waighty outlawed the Rinegraue, Recrode,Riſeberge and Scher 

teline, which in dede ſerued all the French king. as J haue ſaid be⸗ 

foze , and appointed foure thouſande crownes in rewarde foꝛ him 

that could bꝛing fozth any of them, either quicke oz dead. Foz they 

furthered the cauſe very muche, and whan thisleague was made, 

going into Germany, pꝛeſted ſouldtoures,and bzoughte them into 

Fraunce. IndDcherteline in dede whan he had ſued many peres 

in vaine, and coulde bythe interceſſion of no man bereconciled to 

themperoz oz King Fernando, being in a manner conſtrained fled 

to the French king. i | 

Theſe letters of the kinge,and the P2inces , diſpearſed abꝛode 

in Germany.ratiſed in ſome hope, but in manye, feare and careful- 

nes. Duke Mois, which wzought all thinge by diſſimulation the 

firſt ot March. holdeth an aſſemble of the ſtates of his dominion, 

and amonges other thinges he pꝛopoundeth, becaule he is ſued ol 

the Lantzgraues ſonnes, to pꝛeſent him ſelt, he may no longer letze 

delates,o2 diſceine their expectatiõ. Therfoze wil he go vnto chem, 

to kepe his faith and pꝛomeſſe:let them therfoꝛe in the meane tune 

obey his bꝛother August, whome he hath made his deputye in his 

abſence, and let them gather a fozce to defend the country, that no- 

thing chaunce vntothem vnpꝛouided. Thelectoz ofBzandenburge 

was pꝛeſent at this treaty,toz that he was ſommoned to appeare: 

but when the Lantzgraues ſonnes did permit him, that he ſhoulde 

at the next pzoceſſe,appeare,and diſcharge his bond, he retourneth 
Duke Po2zis home. Duke Mozts hauing put in ozdze his thinges at home, and 
goeth to ths appoynted certain counſelloures to aſſiſte his bzother Auguſte: he 
keld. goeth with a few ſmall company to thoſe fozces,which J aide be⸗ 


2e he had in the country of Turing, and marching fozth abideth 
foz the Lantzgraues ſonne. 
Befoze he departed fro home the Burggraue of Meyſſen, as they 
call him Henry, of the noble houſe of the Plauians Chaunceloz of 
Boheme, in the name of king Ferdinando, treated with — 
g 
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gently foꝛ a reconcilemet. The Lãtzgraues — fozth his 
armye,when he came to Erlebache the eightene daye of Marche, 
where alſo was the French ambaſſadour , Fraxin e, they bothe re. 
queſt them of Franckfurt by letters amonges other thinges, that 
they teceiue no garriſon ol the Emperours into their city. And all 
beit that they anſwered neither plainlye noꝛ purpoſelpe, vet, foꝛ ſo 
much as they muſt go foꝛward, there was none other thing done. 
The ſixt daye after. he ioyneth with Duke Moꝛis: And when 
they were commen wyth their whole armpe thze dayes after to 
Schwinkfurt, Duke Mozis declareth vnto him, how king Fardi- 
I nando woulde make interceſſion, and ſtgnifted the ſame plainlye 
both by letters and ambaſſadoures, as thoughe he had authoꝛitys 
of the Emperoure to treat, yea touching the deliuerp of his father, 
He therfoꝛe making pꝛiuy to it the French ambaſſadoꝛ, refuſeth 
not, that the conditions and requeſtes of king Fardinando, ſhould 
be heard, which thing determined, they march with great expediti⸗ 
on, by Koteburge, Dingelſpelle, and Nozling to Donauerde: At 
Koteburge, Marques Albert ioyneth him ſelte to them with hys 
power bothe of hoꝛſe men and fote men. Whiche waye ſo euerthey 
wente, they bzoughte the Citezens into theyꝛ ſubiection, and dil⸗ 
placing thoſe, whiche the Emperoure befoꝛe had choſen, do oꝛdain 
newe Magiſtrates: And exact ot them alſo mony and munition. 
Ind becauſe Auſpurge was kept with no great garriſon. 
And again betaule in the ſelte ſame daies, a certain piece of the 
wall and Rampeare was fallen downe, they marched with exceas 
ding greate iourneis, and the laſte daye ol Marche, reaſted not ſo 
much as in the night ſeaſon, and came thither the firſte daye of J- 
pꝛill at midday, and making roades there, declared them ſelues to 
be ennemies: In the Citye were foure enſeignes of fotemen, ſente 
by themperoure:but where the Townes men the fourth dap after 
rend2ed the city, then wer permitted to depart, : | 
Than they that ſommoned the Cities of high Germany, and a 
monges them alſo No2tnberge, andcommaund them to be befoze 
them at Juſpurge,at thend ol Apꝛill, and alſo vꝛge them of Wuol⸗ 
mes. whiche were but nine miles from Aulpurge, that they ſhould 
aide them with all thinges, and come into theyz ſociety. 
Aboute this time, the Pꝛince of Salerne, by occaſion of falling 
oute with the Uiceroy ol Naples, reuolteth from the Emperoure, The Þ2trics 
and goeth into Fraunce: — th 
Whileſt theſe thinges ate done in Germany,theFrenche kinge, from . 
marching foꝛth, with an huge armp, ſurpꝛiſeth Tullie, a Uerdome pero: 
townes of thempire, at the boꝛders of Fraunce, after he — 
02ayne, 
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Lozayne,and ſendeth theyong Pzince into Fraunte, aboute nine 
yeres of age, though the Lady Dowager his mother intreated nes 
uer ſo much to the contrary,* pꝛomileth him his daughter in mas 
riage: Whileſt the king him ſelf was occupied with theſe affaireg, 
his lieftenaunt the Conſtable, Annas Memoꝛaunce, woho led the 
Uantward,ſurpziſeth Metz, a famous city of thempire, the tenthe 
day of Apꝛill, whan bothe the garriſon within was ſmall, and the 
French men made fair pꝛomiſſes, and laidehowe the kinge made 
this warre to maintaine theyz liberty. Foz what time the Frenche 
king went out ot his owne pale, which was aboute the eighte dap 
of Marche, ſendinge vnto them letters, and meſſagers, he deſired 
only that they would pzepare him vitaile,? he might paſſe thꝛough 
thepꝛ country with his armye,p2omiſinge all beneuolence. And he 


The Cardi- ſed fo2 his miniſter the Cardin all Lenoncurt, bichop of the Citpe, 
nall betraied who ſetfozth his good will and zeale to the Senate.

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The coneſtable alſo wꝛote vnto them moſte frendlye: but whan 
he tame neare vnto the citye with his foꝛce, he deſired to be let in. 
and obteined:the next day he was maſter of the gates, and of al the 
foꝛtifications. Thither came alſo afterwardes the kinge him ſelfe 
at the x viii. day of Apꝛill, and there remaining four daies after he 
had taken thothe of the Senate and people, he appoynted Moun- < ! 
ſir Gõnoꝛie to be they2 gouernoure,and commanded their armure * 
to be deliuered, and caried into one place, and the Citye to be fozti= © 
fied,likewiſe doth he in the Townes befoze named, and in Lo- 
raine, and ſending his meſſagers befoꝛe to Straſburge, to Hage⸗ 
nawe, and other places neare, and to the bichoppe of Stralburge, 


- required to be aided with Wheate and Uttaile . Whan Auſpurge 


was taken, as J faid, and thold Senate reſtozed, which thempe- 
roure had diſplaced, and the liberty of geuinge of voices, reſtoꝛed 
alſo to the peaple , the Pꝛinces contederated marched towarde 
Woulmes that refuſed they league Mhan they tame thither the 
xii. day of Ipꝛill, they ride aboute this Citye:ànd whan they were 
Got at with the greate pieces, they demaunde to be ſatiſfted foz the 
iniuries done them with the ſumme of thzee hondzeth thouſande 
Crownes, which denied, they becommed their enemies But duke 
Monis goinge from thence,wente to Lintz, a towne ok Auſtriche, 
that he mighte vnderſtande by kinge Farnando the conditions or 
peate. Foz he, as J ſaid,by the Emperoures conſent, was a meane 
to iutreat a peace. Afterwarde the Emperoure exhoꝛted by his let 
ters the chiefeſt Pzinces of Germanye, that they woulde allaye to 
quenche this fire, and deuiſe ſome meanes of peace, the whiche he 
woulde not be againſte. And 
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Ind where as dtuerſe required his aide, koꝛ that thei were able 
to do nothing againſt ſo great a power,. comkoꝛting their myn⸗ 
des. he ant wereth. that he hopeth wel that the treatie of peace 
commenced ſhall haue a lucky ſuccefſe,if not: than will he ney⸗ 
ther kaile them. noꝛ the common weale , han woulmes had 
bene beſeged ſir dates, the Pꝛinces.the.xix.day of Ipꝛill.remo⸗ 
ued to Stocach,a towne of Hegouia. There they recetued mo⸗ 
ny in the French kinges name foz thꝛe monethes (as is conue⸗ 
naunted) and Gamey Marchtane,the Frenche pledge was delt 
uered: Foꝛ the other, Nantoliet died by the waye. The Pꝛinces 
pledges, whiche they gaue to the Frenche kyng , were Chzifſo- 
pher Duke of Megelburg,and Philip the Lantgraues ſonne. 
Che laſt of I pꝛill the — retourne to Thona w. certen my- 
les beneth Woulmes. In the meane ſealõ Marques Albert bur 
neth the townes and villages belonging to woulmes, and ers 


tozteth money, and taketh their cafteil of Helteſteyne, ſituated 


on a high hill, and placeth therin a garriſon, and the towne of 
Gilling nere vnto it. whiche is thze myles fro woulmes. with 
certen villages by the ſame, he condemneth to pape. xviit.thou 
ſand crownes. hã Duke Maurice was come to Lint3,he pꝛo⸗ 
poundeth of deliuering the Lantgraue his father in lawe, of

kyng,thetr kello we. and confederate, of the outlawes to be re⸗ 
(ctued agapne into kauour. 

Thole were the Ryngrane. and others betkoꝛe named. and al 
ſo Erle Hedecke whiche in fourmer yeares gaue hym ſelfe into 
the tuttion of Duke Maurice. as befoze is ſapde. Yowbeit the 
Emperour had appointed no rewarde againſt his lyfe, leaſt he 
ſhould offende Duke Maurice, as it is to be thought. Unto 
theſe demaundes, Ferdinando, with whom were Maximilian 
his ſonne,and his ſonne in lawe Albert. Duke of Bauter, and 
alſo the Emperours Ambaſladours. maketh aunſwere. Powe 
the Emperour is content that the Lantgraue beſet at lyber- 
tie. yet ſo that the warre maye ceaſe immediatly , Touchinge 
Religion and the common wealth. he is well pleaſed., that the 
matter be determined in the next conuention of German. But 
the Emperour is very lothe that the Frenche kyng choulde be 
herein compꝛiſed. Neuerthelefle Dune Maurice may knowe of 
him, in what ſoꝛte he wyl be accoꝛded. Che outla wes may alſo 
be taken to mercte, in caſe they wyl obeye the condition offered 
by the Emperour, Moꝛeouer. Ferdinãdo requefted, that whan 
peace were once concluded, — Maurice would helpe him in 
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Hongary,. and that the ſoldiours ſhould not flippe away to the 
Frenche kyng . Wherunto whan Duke Maurice had aunſwe. 
red, and ſayde that that he could determine nothing without 
the conſent of his fellowes , they departed ſo, as at the, xxvi. 
day of Map,. they ſhould mete againe at Paſſa we, whiche is a 
towne betwene Lintz and Regenlpurge, where the Nyuers of 
Thonawe, and Oene mete.Thither ſhould come alſo the Pꝛin. 
ces that were interceſſours, and their deputies, On Maydaye 
the Lantgraues ſonne.,and John Albert Duke ofMegelburg, - 
leade the armie of Gundelfinge, a there lye eight whole dayes 
together lokyng koꝛ Duke Maurice retourne out of ⁊uſtrich. 
han he was come, the next daye was the armie munſtred at 
Lawginge,a towne of Otto Henry the Pauſgraues, Foz they 
had alſo recouered his pꝛouince, poſſeſſed by the Emperour, 
and had erpulſed the Byſbop of Juſpurge out of his coun» 
trie. Ind verely Otto the Paulſgraue , iopned hym ſelfe vnto 
their league. From thence they goe to warde the Alpes. Ind it 
chaunced at the ſame tyme that kyng Ferdinando had obfey- 
ned ofthem a truce, whiche beginning the. xxvi.daye of Map, 
Gould ende the eight daye ol June. In the meane tyme Them⸗ 
perour leuied a power at the fote ot the Alpes, whiche aſſem⸗ 
bled at the Towne of Rwe. In this hurly burly the ByHop ot 
Auſpurge Cardinall, which befoze was not very ryche and had 
noweLſuſtepned great loſle,as J ſapde, went to Rome. that he 
myght obteyne of the Byſhop new pꝛomotions and benekfices, 
wherwith he might fill vp thoſe ſinkes agayne. After this the 
iudges of the chamber impertalflie away from Spiers. Foꝛ by 
the Frenche king and the Pꝛinces in their koꝛlaide w2ytinges, 
ſignitied plainly a diſpleaſnre,@ aſcribed to thẽ in a maner the 
blame of all their trouble. The Frenche king came with his ar 
mie byß boꝛders of Loꝛaine to Saberne, the third day of May. 
foure myles from Straſburg;atown belonging to the biſhop, 
He had befoze requeſted them of Straſburg to ayde his armie 
withthinges neceſſary . Foz the whiche cauſe Amballadours 
were ſent vnto him to Sarburg, ſeuen myles from Straſburg 
whiche ſhould offer him a certen quantitie of wheate a wyne, 
thoſe were Peter Sturmie, Fridericke Goteſſeme, and John 
Sleidane. But the Coneſtable accompted that as nothynge, 
whiche they offered-.. And albeit the Ambaſſadours departed 
from hym in ſuche-fozte,as that they would aduertyſe the Se⸗ 
nate. and after make repoꝛte vnto hym, pet ſente he the nexte 
daye two Gentlemen fo2 a ſpedy aunt were. ſpeakyng muche of 
the kynges great good wyll and zeale towardes Germany. and 


alſo foz 
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alſo koꝛ what intent, the kyng had moued His warre, verely 
that — reſtoꝛe the libertie of Germany oppꝛeſſed. In os 
ther requeſt was; that foz ſo muchas the ſoldiours had nede of 
many thinges. they might bie the tame in their citie. and that 
artificers might be ſuffered to bꝛyng foꝛth their wares and ſel 
them within the tampe. wherunto the Senate made this an⸗ 
were. that in ſuche matters of weightie impoꝛtaunce, there 
is nothing wont to be determined but by the conſent of the 
whole ſtate. han the matter abe debated, they wyil lende 
agayne Ambafſadours to declare, what their mynde is. han 
they were thus ſent awayzthe next daye p tame Imbaſſadours 
were ſent again into the cam pe. which was than at Saberne. 
whan they were heard ſpeake,and offered tome what moꝛe, thã 
befp2e;and had alſo declared cauſes why the ſoldiours might 
not be permitted to come within thecitie , the Coneſtable bes , Cone⸗ 
gan to ſpeake diſpleatauntiy, and makyng a compariſon, how ga ble chi 
parttali iudges they were, both of the kynges benekites, and al deth withem 
ſo ot the Emperours iniuries, gaue very ſharpe language. Che ot Stracb. 
concluſion of his tale was, that the nexte daye they ſhoulde W's 
heare the kyng hym ſelfe ſpeake; whiche would affirme al that 
he had nowe layde. On the moꝛrowe were the Ambaſſadours 
ſent fo2 betoꝛe the kyng, with whome was the Cardinal of Los 
taine,the Duke of tc8andome,andthe:Coneſtable.And there re 
oꝛte vnto hym. what talke they haue had with the Coneſta⸗ 
le at two ſeuerall times, and offer as many raters of Otes, as 
thei did befoze of wheate, and alter alſo ſomewhat moze wyne; 
beſeching the king. that both foꝛ the olde amitie. that d kinges 
of fraunce haue had with the ſtate of Straſburge, and alto of 
his owne humanitie,he-would take in good parte their offer. 
Fo: they haue great fozce of ſoldiours within their citie. and a 
great nomber of people alſo be fledthither out of the countrie, 
ſo that the citie can not ſpare that coꝛne, that they haue foz 
they: pꝛouiſion. The kyng, atter he had fyꝛſt conferred with 
his counſell. began him ſelfe to declare. foꝛ what cauſe he came 
into Germany,to the ſelte ſame effect.that the Coneſtable had 
the daye befoze. Saying that vitayle was moſte neceſſary, and 
not to be denied any man. that would paye fo: the ſame, vnles 
he wer an ennemy. It ÞSoldiours want that. they wyl fynd a 
wape. howe to come by the fame. But what inconuentence 
wold come therof,euery man mayeaſely perceiue. That thing 
whiche was offered, the kyng in dede rekuled not. but he would 
haue had it deliuered in bzead, Thibaſſadours again in coꝛne: 
Bh. ii. Wherupon 
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where vpon when they coulde not agree, they departed with 
out the matter concluded. han the Ambaſladours were res 
tourned,the Senate made a decree... Foxas muche as no parte 
of that wheate, whiche is in the cite. can be ſpared.that there 
onld be as much bzead made. as myght be in the places thera 
boutes. Foꝛ the Imbaſladourshad alledged both to the Cone⸗ 
ſtable.and the kyng allo. that the ſtate ot the citie and condiciõ 
of time was ſuche, that from thence was nothing to be ioked 
koꝛ. But in caſe any thyng neyght bo gathered in the countrie. 
belonging to the tame, cheꝝ ſhould haue it right gladly, Ind 
this did þ Senate decre.leaftanpertremitte ſhuld be wꝛoughe 
vpon the plowmen and people of the countrey . And ſo, that 
whiche could ſodenty be gotten in townes and villages with 
out the citie. was caried to the Campe, but that fame was ve⸗ 
ry litle.nehan the countreꝝ ot Loꝛaine, and citie of Metz were 
taken. they ot᷑ Straſburge immediatiy toke vp to the nomber 
of fiue thouſand ſouldiours.to detende their citte,agayne they 
pulled down very many alwel publique as pꝛiuate butldinges 
about the citte,andcut downe trees, and oꝛcherdes and what 
ſo euer did let the pzoſpecte.,:o2 that might be a ſuccour to the 
ennemie. and where moſte nede was began to foꝛtitie their ci⸗ 
tie. This ſame was a great diſpleaſure to the Frenchmen, and 
in the later communication the Coneſtable did not diſlemble 
the ſame to the Amballadours . Foꝛ it is thought, howe they 
were in a certen hope. that like as by a certen face of frendſhip, 
they entred Metz. ſo alſo they ſhould not haue bene ſhut out of 
Straſburg; But whan they knewe, that the citie was excea⸗ 
ding ſtrong, andſawe moꝛeouer all thinges pꝛouided ſo dili⸗ 
gently fo: the defence of the ſame, chaunging their purpoſe,as 
it is to be thought, they tourned an other way. and remouinge 
their campe the feuenth day or Pay , marched to warde Haga- 
nawe and miſleburg. Hither came vnto p king, Xmbaſſadours 
from the Paulſgraue Electour, from the Archebyſhoppes of 
Mentz and of Treuers,commillioners, and from the Dukes of 
Cleaue and wirtemberge, whiche koꝛ the common wealthes 
ſake, were lately aſſembled at wourmes. whole requeſte was 
this. that the kyng would abſteyne from ſpoyling the countrte 
and ſpare the pooꝛe people. And foꝛ ſo muche as he pꝛoteſteth 
to make warre koꝛ the lybertie ot Germany, that he woulde 
ſtape with his armie.Foz it he ſhuld goe further, theſame wold 
be to the great loſſe and dammage of the Emppꝛe. Ind they re⸗ 
qupꝛe hym̃ to geue his mynde to the wayes of peace, whereof 
they bothe haue alreadpe made mention to the 9 
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and wyll doe alſo Hereafter , and truſte that all wall be well. 
Where he wꝛiteth of entring into league with him, they deſire 
htm to conſider herein their honour and eſtimation, Foꝛ by rea 
ſon of their othe and faith they owe to the Empire, thepare 
not able to perfourme it. But pet will they do their endeuour. 
that a generall peace map be eſtabliſhed, Furthermoꝛe they re⸗ 
quire him moſte inſtauntly.that he would ſpare the domintos 
of Straſburg. whiche is a fre citie of the Empyze, and that by 
his mediation Marques Albert would intreate moze gently 
the Byſhop of Wirciburge. 

At the ſelfſame tyme. which was the. ri. day of May. letters 
were bzought to Þþ king fro Duke Maurice, wherin was wzyt- 
ten what was done at Lintz. Duke Maurice required mo2eo- 
luer. ᷣ the byng, whom he wold haue alſo compꝛiſed in the trea- 
tie of peace, would declare, vpon what conditions he would ac⸗ 
toꝛde with the Emperour - whan theſe letters were receiued. 
the kyng, vnto whome this thing was thought to haue chaun 
ted vnlokied foꝛ. two dayes after, remoueth his campe, and lea 
uing Germany. marcheth agayne towardes Loꝛaine. But be⸗ 
foꝛe his departure, he aunſwereth the Ambaſſadours of the 
Pꝛinces befoze named. How he hath already obteined theſame 
thyng,foz the whiche he came with his army into Germany, 
foꝛ the captiue Pꝛinces ſhall be deliuered. And this was the 
cauſe of his warre: He therfoze hath wonne honour enough, 
Indifthere chaunce any tyme hereafter, wherin Germany 
may requpꝛe his apde, he wyll ſpare neither paynes. coſte, noꝛ 
perill. And nowe leading backe his army, he intendeth to re- 
tourne home.chiefly,foz that his ennemies haue inuaded Fra- 
Unce. As concerning the complaintes of the pooꝛe people, he 
is hartelp ſozy . Ho wbeit there can not be ſo good oꝛder taken 
in any Armie. but that licenttouſe ſoldiours wyll alwayes do 
ſome harme. Not withſtanding he taketh moſte dilligent hede.

that bothe as little harme be done as ts poſſible. and alſo that 


offences be moſte ſtraptely punyſhed. Touchyng that whiche 
they w2yte of the Emperour and of peace, he loketh certenly 
fo: at their handes.

Germany is releaſed from thoſe miſeries, where with it laye 
oppꝛelled. Nowe mult they well koꝛſee, that they doe not diſho- 
neſtly loſe thepꝛ libertie. by hym reſtozed. Foz thep: requeſt tou- 


chynge them ofStraſburge, he can not ſaye them naye, not 
wichſtanding. that what tyme he was there with his army. 
ſoldiours ot᷑ that citie vſed great pꝛeſumption and arrogancie 


towardes his men. han the king was entred into Germany, 
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Bartin van the Emperours power of the low countrets, by the conduict of 
Rofſem ſpoy Marten Roſleme,tnuaded Champaignie in Fraunce,burning 
ler Chapa- and deſtroying all betoꝛe them, and tone the towne of Iſteney, 
nee. ſtanding by the Uyuer of Maſe, belonging to the Duke of £9. 
raine.but lately turpꝛyſed by Þ Frencheme. This was thought 
to be one cauſe, why the kyng retourned with his armie, ano⸗ 
ther, foꝛ that he miſliked Duke Maurice doinges,and againe, 
The ſuite of {92 that his hope failed hym at Stratburge. Whan he had re⸗ 
tbe Huus moued from wilſeburge. mbaſſadours came to the kyng.ſent 
tothe png, from all the Swiſſes. King Ferdinado hath a Region iopning 
to the Heluetians.called Sontgouia. Ind they of Enſeme are 
the chiefeſt of all that countrey. who being afrayde of their 
partes,had intreated the Swifles.that foꝛ the aucthoꝛitie and 
fauour that they had with the kyng.they would make interceC 
ſion foꝛ them. Wherfoze at their requeſt and charges takynge 
their tourney, they commended to the king alſo the cities nere 
vnto the ſame, Colmar. Seletſtat. and Straſburg.ſaying how 
this countrie was linked vnto them in great amitie, both foꝛ 
the nerenes therof , and alſo chiefly foꝛ that they ſerue them in 
a maner ot᷑ all their wheat, ſo muche as to them is nedefull, ſo 
that no diſpleaſure can be done to them, whiche they ſhall not 
feele alſo.unto whome the kyng maketh aunſwer the. xr.daye 
of May beſides Bipont. Howe he doth ſoꝛgeue them of Enſem 
ſo that they wyil releaſe ſuche or his ſoldtous,as they haue pꝛi 
ſoners. As touching the reſte, foz whome they ſpake, he neuer 
ment them euill. And albeit that the ſouldiours ot Straſburg 
receiued his men ſom what roughly befoze the gates, and put 
them back that came thither to bie thinges, yet wil he not foze 
ſake their amitie therkoꝛe, euen foz their ſakes that intreate a 
be meanes fo: them. owe that he poſleſleth Loꝛayne. he (hall 
be their nere neighbour. and wyll do nothing againſt the ma⸗ 
ner of neighboutrhead. Ind loketh again koꝛ the ſame good wil 
and dutie ol them alſo. There were befoze at Saberne, Ambat 
fadours ſent to the king by p Senate of Baſill about theſame 
matter. vnto whome alſo was made a gentle aunſwere . J (hes 
wed befoze of Duke Maurice, howe he departed from Lintz. 
Kyng Ferdinando allo whan the conuention was done, went 
immediatly to the Emperour at Jnſp2uck, to inſourme him of 
all the matter. And Duke Maurice retourning to the campe, 
marcheth with his fellowes toward Thalpes as befoze is ſaid. 
And whan he came almoſt there, by the perl waliõ of the Frech 
Ambaſſadour,he determined to ſet vpon the ſoldtours, whiche 


the Emperour had leuied in thoſe partes. Ind where * — 
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daye of Maye he was not far from Fieſſa, which is a to wne ſts 
tuated at the entring vp to the Alpes, by the ryner of Leyche, 
he ſendeth fozth elpialles, to vnderſtande of the ennemie. They 
all in a maner bꝛyng worde, howe they kepe the ſtraptes and 
narrow paſlages ofthe moũtaines,. and haue ſo foztified them- 
ſelues, that they can be hurt by no meanes. nher toꝛe the Pꝛin 
ces lende fozth certen hozſemen, choſen out of the whole nom⸗ 
ber, whiche riding almoſte to their ennemies campe, intercept 
diverfe;and bꝛing them away to the Pꝛinces. By whome they 
vnderſtande many thynges, and the next daye marching koꝛe⸗ 
warde with-theirfotemen,andhauing with them but t wo ho 
dꝛeth hoꝛſemẽ only,. they go to Fieſſa. Ind what time thei were 
not karre of Rewe, they come vnto the ſtraptes whiche were 
kept by the Emperours ſoldiours to the nomber of eight hon⸗ 
d:cth,and with two field peces. a põ whom geuing the charge 
whan they were once entred into 5 ſtraptes, ouerthꝛowe their 
ennemtes, who ſlipping away by flight. made them that incã⸗ 
ped at Rwe. to feare and tremble, The Pꝛinces purſuing with 
ſpede, geue charge vpon thẽ alſo, a finally put them to flight. 

wherok a thouſand wer taken. and lane. and dꝛowned. in the 
Ryuer of Leych:ànd loſt alſo one enſeigne. The next moꝛning 
they go to the Caſtell of Erenberge, wherof we haue ofte made 
mention. And whan as foꝛtune would, they had taken the foꝛ⸗ 
treſſe, ſtanding vnderneth the caſtel, and had wonne the ſtraite 
wapes and paſlages,and had mozeouer ſ urpꝛiſed diuerſe peces 
of great oꝛdenaũce furniſhed. they clyme vp the ſtepe a pitcheil 
hill vnto the caftell, and albeit they were lapde at with many 
weapons, yet tone they it by ſurrender . There were in the ca- 
ſtell.xiii.enteignes of fotemen:Bherof.tr. were taken. and.iiii 
eſcaped, of the whiche thꝛe were of Germaines, and one or J⸗ 
talians. And they that were taken, were about thꝛe thouſand, 
where they loft but fewe of their owne men. After that, was 
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Dule Maurice in great daunger. Foꝛ whan he woulde haue D. Pe. u ca 


matched foꝛe warde. the ſoldiours that were vnder Utſeverge, 
would not, vnleſſe they might haue an extraoꝛdinary pape foz 
the wynning of the caſtell. But Duke Maurice ſa yd that was 
no reaſon, and commaunded with al, to appꝛehẽde a ſeditious 
lelo we that was moꝛe clamoꝛouſe than the reſt. There all the 


reſt make towardes him not only with their ppkes, but alſo Duke Bozis 
with their handgunnes info muche, that with moſte ſpedy ure larns. 


lighte, he could hardely ſaue his lite. The. xxi.day of May two 
legions were ſent by the Alpes to Jnſp2zuch, whiche was from 
thence two daxes tourney, Al the hoꝛſemen — —

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legion of fokemen about Freſla and Rwe, to defende and zepe 
the paſſage. The next daye Duke Maurice a his felowes P:in» 
ces followyng after.topne with the army of kotemen, at Zir. 
ley, whiche is not two great myles from Fnſp2ucke.But when 
The Emre. the Emperour heard that Ereberge was wonne he departed 
ficcth away ſodenly in the night awaye from Jnſp2ucke, with his bꝛother 
by uyght, Ferdinado, who was lately come thither to perſwade a peace, 
as F ſayd befoze,and thꝛough the Alpes, as they go to Trente, 
tourning on the left hande he came to Uillace a towne in car 
nia, by the Riuer of Dꝛaue, whan he had a little befozeſetat © 
libertie John Friderick. Duke ol Saxon. which had bene fiue 
Lhe Duke peres pziſoner.leaſt his ennemies (huld aſcribe this vnto their 
cf ron ſet gloꝛie, whiche thing in dede the pꝛiloner alſo hym ſelfe woulde 
at libettie. not. ha he was at lbertie. he followed the Emperour neuer⸗ 
theleſſe, whytherſocuer he went. In the ſelfe ſame tyme,quene 
Marie. the Emperours ſyfter helde an aſlemblee at Achen in 
lowe duchcland.to make a league with the pꝛinces about her, 
And the Duke of Cleaue in dede, excuſeth the matter by Im⸗ 
baſſadours.

The Empe. Maurice came to Inſpꝛucke, what thinge ſocuer was founde 
lutte ſpoited there of the Emperours, and of the Spatardes, and the Cardi⸗ 
nalles of Juſpurge.tit was ſpoyled, But to kyng Ferdinandos 
and the citezens goodes , there was no harme done. Ind fozla 
muche as there remayned but thze dates only, vnto the truce, *'

gaipſt godly Foꝛ they did not only caſte the Godly pꝛeachers in p2yſen, but 
pꝛcachers. in this citie alſo compelled them by an othe, a with great vn⸗ 
gentienes, that thep ſhould departe out of the — 
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empire. Ind albeit that ſame othe was very wicked, and ther⸗ 

koꝛe is grounded vpon no lawe noꝛ reaſon,yet, leaſt any ſclaun 

der might aryſe , we haue called home agapne thoſe ſelfe ſame 

eachers and ſcholemaiſters, whiche our aduerſaries had exi⸗ 

ed, thinking it our dutte ſo to doe. wherfoze all ſuche as after 
this ſozte were banniſhed, as befoze is layd, we do clerely relea⸗ 
ſe from that bonde of othe, wherunto thꝛough fozce a violence, 
contrary to the lawes thei were botnde,and reſtoꝛe them vnto 
libertie, in iopning them, that not only in this citie, but alſo 
in other places, accoꝛding to their vocation, they teache Gods

Lightnaw.a caſtell of theirs, ſtandyng 
fiue myles from thecitte, with the towne ioyning to the ſame, 
Dis armte was of two thouſand hoꝛſemen. and. rix.enſeignes 
ol kotemen. The nerte date ſending his letters to them of No- The Parg. 
tinberge,albeit the Frenche king ſateth he, and the Pꝛinces cõ Aivertes ars 
federated, haue declared by w2ytinge ſuffictencly,and at large mie. 
what they thought of the common wealth, and how thet were 
bent to recouer the libertie of Germany, and Religiõ alſo, vpõ 
hope and confidence that all good men with wylling n——_ 
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woulde not only imbꝛace this their enterpꝛyſe, but would al 
ſo with all their fozce and indeuour further theſame, whiche 
many haue done in dede: pet haue pou neyther declared what 
pour mynde and pourpoſe is. noꝛ as J heare, haue ſent no Imp 
baſſadours to the aſſemblee appointed at Juſpurge, but pꝛe⸗ 
pare all thinges fo: defence,plantyng pour oꝛdenaunce here a 
there on your walles and Bulwarkes, and Hiring fozce of ſols 
diours, make auaunt, that you wyll perſeuer to the vttermoſte 
ertremitie, as Jam credible inkoꝛmed, and it maketh me to bee 
leue it the moꝛe, foꝛ that hetherto you haue ſent no Ambaſſas 
dours to me foꝛ peace. Mhiche ſome not withſtandinge haue 
done, bothe Pꝛinces and Cities further of ;- where therkoze 
the ſame w2yting,of the kyng and Pꝛinces conkederated, doth 
manikeſtly declare, that ſuche, as either ſhallreſifte this enter⸗ 
pꝛyſe of thetrs,02 not further theſame, (hall be taken as enne⸗ 
mies. And againe.oꝛ ſo muche as Jam adioyned to the ſame 
warre. to the ende to bꝛyng all thoſe,tn whole limites J come, 
to do their dutie, and to leaue behynde my backe no foztified 
place, out of the whiche any fo:ce oꝛ ſaleinge out is to be fea» 
red. therkoꝛe haue J taken from you, whiche as yet haue not ſa 
tiſfied my expectation.the caftell of Lightnaw, whiche was a 
great annopaunce to my campe , pzeſeruing the ſouldtours of 
the garriſon , whome neuerthelefle A might haue otherwyle 
vſed. But bycauſe the chief thing vet remaineth. J require pou 
doth in the Frenche kinges name and mp fellowes, that yore 
wyll make a direct aunt wer, what you are purpoſed to doe foz 
the defence of the libertie ot Germany, and foz the ſtablichyng 
of Religion,. and let me vnderſtande it to moꝛrowe, that J may 
knowe, what thyng is to be loked fo2 of you, and in what ſoꝛte 
F ought to accept vou. Howbeit, what tyme Duke Maurice 
and his fellowes were at Schwinfurte, whiche was the. xxvi. 
daye ol Marche. as befoze is ſayde, they demaunded of them of 
Noꝛinberge.aith.ſocietie. munition. vitayle.a a great ſomme 
of monie. But after muche debating, all other conditions o⸗ 
mitted, what tyme they had paied them an hondꝛeth thouland 
crownes,they pꝛomyled them peace as well koꝛ them lelues as 
their tello weg. by letters deuiſed in moſte ample wyſe, : 
Nowe therfoze what tyme Marques Albert aſſayled them. 
they make complainte to them. And bycauſe Duke Maurice 
was not ret retourned from Lintz, the Lantgraues Sonne 
wꝛytynge to them agapne the thyꝛde daye of Way, from Gun⸗ 
delfynge,byddeth them be of good comlozte, and the 
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And the fift day after whan Duke Maurice was retourned, 
they w2yte both. a pzomiſle to kepe conuenauntes, ſaping that 
this acte of the Marques is cleane beſides their expectation, 
neither do they like it. but will do all their indeuour,that they 
map recouer their own, a wyll alſo call back immediatip ſuche 
ayde as they haue lent him. Myan they of Nozinberge had re⸗ 
ceiued the letters ol Marques Albert, they wrote againe the 
ſame dap. ſignitiyng what thing Duke Maurice and the pꝛin 
tes had pꝛomiſed them by compolition. and ſate how that was 
the cauſe,that they ſent no Amballadours to him. Wherkoze 
they earneſtly pzap and beſeche hym that he wyll reſtoꝛe fully 
the caſtell talen, and gratitie his fellowes herein. Thꝛe dayes 
after he w2ote againe:Fo2 ſo muche as he doth not know. how 
they haue compounded with them, and yet it concerneth the 
frenche king very muche , vnto whome he is no leſſe addicted 
than to the others, he requireth to haue ſaukeconduicte foꝛ a 
credible man ot his. whome he wyll ſende into their citie, to ſe 
the inſtrument of their accoꝛde. They followe his mynde. and 
let him ſe it. But he neuertheleſſe. although Dune Maurice a 
his fellowes were meanes and diligently intreated him to the 
contrary.the.xi.dape of May. wꝛyteth to them againe. And in 
the Frenche kinges name eſpectally doeth charge them, that 
within a fewe houres they would aun wer him playnely, whe 
ther they wyll be obedtent , And where he recetued not, ſuche 
aunſwer as he would, the towne and caſtell of Lightnawe he 
ſpopleth , burneth , ouerthzoweth and maketh euen with the 
grounde. And whan he had exacted monpy of the townes men, 
he cauſed them to lweare to be true ſubiectes to hym # to his 
coſin Geoꝛge Friderick, alſo Marques of Bzandenburg.and be 
ſegeth the citie, 1Bherfoze the the Lantgraues ſonne calleth a⸗ 
gayne by and by two guidons of hoꝛſemen whiche he let hym 
haue againſt Woulfgange, the maiſter ot the oꝛder, and com⸗ 
maundeth to come vnto him, wherwith he was ſo2e offended, 

He attempted therfoze crucil warre, and whan he had burned 
and ſpoyled an hondꝛeth villages in their dominid, and about 

thꝛe ſcoꝛe and ten maners and fermes of the citezens. and the 
churches allo. he ſetteth on fyze mozeouer an erceading great 
wood that they had, whiche ſerued not them only, but alſo o⸗ 
ther inhabiters therby of tymber and firewood, and burned 
therof aboue thꝛe thouſand acres. And he had befoze this pꝛo⸗ 
claymed open warre to all others, thereaboutes that wold not 
obepe, both of the nobilitie and others, but chiefly to þ Byſhop 
of Bamberge, and of wirtemburg, whome allo in wr - 
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dꝛoue to moſte bnreaſonable conditions. Ind verely the bichoy 
of Bamberge,to ſaue hymſelte and his pꝛouince from pꝛeſent 
daunger. bought peace of him koꝛ wonderful lofles, Foz he was 
fayne to geue him. xx. to wnes a ſignories within his turiſdice 
tion. a made hym wzytinges of the ſame, the. xix.daye of May, 
and alſo permitteth him to haue all his wardes and clientes, 
And the Byſhop of n9irtemburge payde Hym two hondꝛeth x 
twenty thouſand crownes,and alſo taketh vpon hym and pꝛo⸗ 


mylcth to pape his debtes , whiche amounted to the ſumme of - 


thꝛe hondꝛeth and fiftie thouſand crownes.The cities of Swe 
uia hauing compaſſion of this vn woꝛthie and lamentable foz- 
tune of the Nozinbergtans, whiche were latelp aſſembled at 
Auſpurge(as befoze is ſayd)to the nomber of. rrvi.by Imbaſſa 
dours choſen out of the whole nomber, make interceſſion, eſpe» 
cially they of Auſpurge. And whan they were come by ſaufechs 
dulcte to Roꝛin berge, alledging many reaſons, they exhoꝛte 
them to peace,. and tell them of the takpng of the ſtrapte paſſa. 
ges in the Alpes, and of the caſtell of Erenberge, and declare 
that the ſtate both of Hongarie and Italie is ſuche, that there 
can be no apde noꝛ ſuccour loked foz of any man. Itter they ex- 


hibite the condicions pꝛopounded by Marques Albert. They 


geue them thankes foꝛ their good wyll and paynes taken, and 
declare both howe the Marques hath no cauſe to war againſt 
them. and alſo what was treated with Duke Maurice a his ſc 
lo wes. Ind becauſe the conditions be ſuche, as partly they are 
not able to perfourme them, and partly can by no meanes be 
excuſed to the Emperour and kyng Ferdinando, they ſaye.they 
wyll abyde the extremitie,. and commit the matter vnto God. 
Fo: they knowe them ſelues ſo cleare, that they can be conten⸗ 
ted to be iudged herein not only by the Emperour, but by all 
other Pꝛinces alſo, yea by the next frendes #kinſfolkes of the 
Marques him ſelke. han the interceſlours had repoꝛted theſe 
thinges agayne to the Marques, and had duely placed their 
woꝛdes with termes apte and conuenient, and he not only re⸗ 
lented nothing. but alſo thꝛeatened moſte cruell thynges. Che 
fourth daye of June, they aduertiſe them by their letters, that 
His mpnde is ſet all on crueltte, and howe they could not bꝛing 


Him to any moze reaſonable conditions. Ind nowe the Mar⸗ 


ques ſboteth of his ozdenaunce into the citte, with much moꝛe 
violence, than befoze,and one night maketh the batferie,moze 
ouer to put thẽ in the moze terrour. he burneth one of the ſub- 
urbes. And about the ſame tyme came into the Campe to hym 
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dours krom Duke Maurice, a the Lantgraues tonne, to make 
peace. They, taking to them the Imbaſſadours of the cities. 
whiche being in dilpayꝛe of the matter, were els mynded to de⸗ 
parte. atter a long a laboꝛious treatie, at the length perſwade 
boch partes, and conclude a peace. Foꝛ the Marques has his ar Nozinberge 
mie lately augmented, by Job Dalbeck and Chꝛiſtopher Dide: jath peace 
burge. Erles, and Duke Maurice weyting his letters to the ſe- with p Par. 
nate, ſignitied that he was moſte greuoufly offended with this © 
the Marques dotnge,yet now could not remedie it. The condt- 
tions of peace were theſe, They ſhould paye two hondꝛeth thou 
ſand crownes. and deltuer him ſtre great pieces of artyllarie, 
with all thinges furniſhed, They ſhould beare their fauour to 
the Pꝛinces confederated, as they of uſpurg do. That he hym 
ſelfe hould againe reſtoꝛe ſuche thinges as he had taken from 
them. noherkoꝛe about the. xx. day of June, was leuied the ſiege 
of the moſte kamous and mightie citie in maner ot all Germas 
ny. a beſt furntſbed of all thinges, but eſpecially moſte ſtrongly 
foꝛtitied. The Marques full of luſty courage by reaſon of thps 
lucky ſucceſle, the. rr, daye of June, wꝛyteth letters to them or giert to 
woulmes out ot his campe. Wherin was conteined, howe the the ot caol⸗ 
Noztnbergtans, to their exceading great hinderaunce, by hym mes. 
banqui ſhed. had receiued conditions of peace, would do what 
ſo he and his fellowes ſhall comaunde them. Nowe therfoze is 
he det ermined to belege them allo. but far other wyle, a muche 
moze ſtreightly , than he did or late. Ind it foꝛtune fauour his 
pourpoſe,. he will ſpare no mankinde, that is pal ſeuen peares 
olde,ercept thet retourne in time and immediatly ſending Im 
baſſadours.,do fully ſatiſfte him and his league frendes, and al 
ſo make their purgation of their rebellion lately committed. 
Ind what they wyll doe herein, he comaundeth them to ſende 
— woꝛde, by the bzynger of theſe letters, Tinto the whiche 
etters they aunſwer bꝛiefly, that whyleſt they be ſaute, and ſo 

longe as they haue Ipfe, they wyll doe no ſuche thynge as he 
demaundeth, _ 3 

The Frenche king paſſing out of Germany, with his army 
deuided in thꝛe partes. came at the laſt to Walderking. whiche 
is a litle towne of the dutchie of Loꝛayne by þ Rtuer of Sare. 
Chere vniting his armie.the.xxv.day of May,marchingfozth i -.-.. 
and paſſing ouer the riuer of Motel. what tyme he came into $ ning dedroy 
lande of Luͤtcemburg. he diſtroied all befoze him with ſporling eth Tempe 
and burning, pꝛouoked by the example of Roſſeme, as they the rour coũtcie 
ſelues repozte, and recouereth the towne of Aſtenep, voyde of 


ſoldtours to defende it. Foz Marten Koſſeme was retourned 
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home. Igaine pitching his tentes, he taketh a little towne 
by ſurrender called Danutllers, atter that alſo Juepe. one of 5 
chiefeft fo:tes there. Jn the ſame town was Count Mantkield 
Erneſtus,gouernour of the whole countrey. with the floure of 
the youth there with him. Al they were taken pꝛiloners. Alter. 
warde was the towne ſpoyled ot the outragious ſoldiours a- 
gainſt the kinges will. as they repoꝛte. Now let vs retourne to 
Duke Maurice. He, foꝛ to treate a peace. as J ſaid, was goneto 
Paſſa we. There he repeting the treatie that was at Lintz, the 
kirſt ot June, pꝛopoũdeth a declareth al thinges moze at large. 
There were themperours Imbaſſadours,kpng Ferdinando, Al 
bert Duke of Bauier. the Bpſhops of Saliſburge a Eiſtet,. and 
of all the chiet Pꝛinces of Germany, the Ambaſſadours alſo of 
Cleaue and of wixtemberge. and many others beſides, He com 
platneth that the ſtate of thempire whiche chiefly ought to be 
kree. is gouerned by ſtraungers. that thauthoꝛitie of the Pꝛin· 
ces Etectours is deminiſhed. a that many things be done with 
out their aduiſe a knowledge. That certe thinges alſo are pluc 
ked away,. a alienated fro thempire. Howe meanes are deuiſed, 
that thautoꝛitie of electing theperour may be take from the, 
in cõmon aſſemblies the Electours voices are in a maner ne» 
glected, that the pꝛiuate conuenttons of the Electours, are fo: 
a certen feare omitted, and their liberties inkringed, whylef 
the chamber imperiall recetueth thoſe, that appeale from the, 
contrary to tha auncient cuſtome. That the controuerties of 
the ſtates Imperial are purpoſly maynteined. and be neuer ac⸗ 
co2ded, befo:e either partie haue ſuſteined loſſe and dammage. 

Howe in the Emperours courte a man can hardly be heard 

lpeake, neyther is his matter exactly kno wen, chiefly foꝛ that 

they vnderſtande not the tongue, and that there is muche lolle 

not only ot coſtes, but of tyme alſo: In open aſſemblies mat- 

ters are handled nothyng trendly, and ik any man pꝛopounde 
ought koꝛ the common wealth. it is taken in euyl parte. Chat 
Germany is ſoꝛe tmpouerylhed and beggered with thoſe okte 
and dayly conuentions, and at home oftentymes are many 
thynges neglected, and neyther yet is the publique ſtate any 
whyt amended, yea it is made wozſe and moze intricate . By 
ſtrayghte pꝛoclamations it is pzohibited.that no man ſerue in 
fozepne warres.That ſuche as be reconciled, are bounde . that 
they ſhall not warre againſt the Emperours countrey , and fo 
are plucked from the Empyꝛe. Jn the Pꝛoteſtaũtes warre ſuch 
as ſerued their Loꝛdes. accozding to their dutte, were punt{ved 
by the purſe, luch as in the ſame war remained in — 
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frend{}yp, were commaunded to paye alſo, and that their lan⸗ 
des and goodes ſhould be put to tale, vnleſſe they payed imme- 
diatly,and their Imbaſſadours, bicauſe they did not by and by 
aſſent, were commaunded vnder paine of death. that they ſhuld 
not departe from the court. That koꝛeine ſoldiours haue bene 
oftentimes bꝛought into Germany, and the laſt warre beinge 
finiſhed. were diſtributed hither and thither into P2ouinces, 
whiche haue done many thinges diflſolutely and vitiouſly,and 


haue gloꝛied of the conqueſt of Germany, and haue ſayde, how 


it hould be annexed :v the Emperours patrimonie, and that 
in the head cities ſhould be buylded caſtelles and foztes , Howe 
muche oꝛdenaunce and warline munition. was, as it were in a 
mockerie, caried out ot Germany into fozetne nations. Howe 
direrſe men. koꝛ a certen ambition, haue cauſed the armes of þ 
Pꝛinces of Germany to be ſet vpon þ gunnes which they made 
io: themſelues.as though they had taken them from the, How 
there be ſet koꝛth bones. a that with the Emperours pꝛiuilege. 
whiche ſounde to rhe great repꝛoche and inkamie of Germany, 
as though it were cõquered and bꝛought in bondage. That in 
common aſſemblees, vnder the name of the Emperours p20- 
uinces, certen men were placed amonges the Pꝛinces and ſta⸗ 
tes. and this to be w2ought thꝛough ſecret deuiſes. that the nd 
der being augmented, they may pꝛeuayle by the nomber of vox 
tes. Nowe foure yeares paſt was oꝛdeyned the iudgemẽt of the 
chamber imperial, and lawes made by a very fgwe,u 
alter publiſhed. to the great hynderaunce of.man e 
of them that be of the Pꝛoteſtauntes Religion n. 
are btterly excluded from that benche . Wherfozg tt 
ſelfe requyzeth, that thoſe lawes be better ſkafiiedin 
conuention , Theſe and uche other lfhe thynges 
deth,and foz as muche as they chiefly concerne th

'F+ | he requpꝛeth that they be redꝛeſſed out of hande, 


emppꝛe bereftozed to the fourmer dignitie, and that others 
be not permitted to delude and contempne the ſame, 

The interceſſours conferring together, iudged nothinge a⸗ 
mille in theſe requeſtes. Howebeit to the intent, that both the 
Emperours dignitie ſhould be mainteined, and might lo much 
moze eaſely be perſwaded, they thynie . that many thynges, 
whiche concerne the refozmation of the Tate publique. map be 
ryght well ditterred tyll a generall conuention of the Emppꝛe. 
There was pꝛelent the French Ambaſladour,Frarineus: ho 
the thyꝛd dape of June made an oꝛation befoze the Pꝛinces. 
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How bet wene the Frenchemẽ and the Germatnes,fn old time 
and befoze the name of Francons was knowen, there was ſo 
great lykenes of lite and maners, that Germains be theſame 
people, whiche the Romaines in times paſt called the bꝛethꝛen 
of the Frenchemen. But after that the Francons had planted 
them ſelues in Fraunce, both natios were ſo vnited, that there 
was one Empire. one Pꝛince, and the ſame la wegs koꝛ both. A- 
terwarde, whan an alteration chaunced, and that thempyꝛe 
was deuolued to the Germains: The Dukes of Saxon a other 
Emperours, fo2 that they had their oꝛiginall ofthe kinges of 
Fraunce.had continual amitie with the Frenchmẽ, in ſo much 
that Philip king of Fraunce,cauſed þ aunctent league, whiche 
could ſcant be read foz the olde antiquitie therof, to be wꝛitten 
out in golde letters,and layd vp in an holyer place. Ind verely 
not without iuſt cauſe. foz during that league ot amitie, the cõ 
mon wealth of either nation was in dede moſte floꝛiching. And 
certenly the koꝛce of Germany was tha ſo great.that it pzeſcri- 
bed lawes,not only to the Hongarians. Bohemers,Polontas, 
and Deanes. but alſo to the Jtaltans. And þ kinges of Fraſice, 
ko: the maintenaunce of religion, haue warred many times a- 
— thennemies of Chꝛiſtendom. The Saracenes #Turkes, 

oth in Alta, A ſtricke a Europe, and haue had moſte noble vic⸗ 
toꝛies. But after chaunced a time moꝛe vnkoꝛtunate. whan cer 
ten Emperours as newiy entred, and not very Germaines,noz 
woꝛthy of þ dignitie, haue fozſaken that amitie with kinges 
of Fraunce. and haue induced great calamitie to the common 
wealth. But this ſoze plage, thꝛough Gods benefite , was hea» 
led by the noble houſe of the Dukes ol Lutcemburg. out of the 
whiche haue iſſued certen Emperours, men of great vertue, 
linked moſte aſſuredly to the kinges of Fraunce. Foz the father 
of themperour Charles the fourth, died in batcell toꝛ the kyng 
of Fraunce. The like good will beare alſo the Pꝛinces of Au⸗ 
friche, amongeſt others Albert the firſte , who neither foꝛ pꝛo⸗ 
melle,no2 thꝛeatening of the hyghe Byſhops, could be bzought 
to warre againſt Fraunce. Theſe thynges he reciteth to: this 
intent, that they may ſee, ho we euell certen councellours and 
miniſters of the moſte puillaunt Emperour Charles the fyfte; 
pꝛoupde fo2 the — — whpleſt they woꝛke not thys. 
thinge only, that they glucke a ſonder the one from the other, 
theſe two moſte excellent nations: but alſo thzough their craft 
and ſubtiltie haue bꝛought thts to paſſe longe ſynce , that the 
moſte noble P2zince,kyng Fraunces, was iudged an ennemie, 
His cauſe not harde,This do they to their owne pꝛiuate — 
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but to the erceading great hinderaũce of the common wealth, 
Foꝛ how harde it were koꝛ them, during the amitie ofthe two 
nations to infringe the libertie of Germany, and to buyide vp 


that their kyngdome, it doeth hereof ſufficiently appeare, koꝛ mye libertie 
that they being nowe allrayde of the fo:zce of Fraunce, be not of Germany 
ſo impoꝛtune as they were, noꝛ doe not ſo muche v2ge that reftozed by þ 
Spanpſhe poke and bondage. Theſe be verely they whiche by power of 
intreatie and tributes, obteyning peace of the Turke , vnder Fraunce. 


the colour of Religion, and obedience, haue bꝛought in diflen- 
tions and factions into Germany, who apded with the power 
of Germaynes,haue warred againſt Germany, whiche haue 
exacted money of all men, and made the State ol the Empyꝛe 
miſerable, by placing here and there garriſons of Spanyardes 
by vnarmyng the armaries, and openypng the waye to confiſca 
tion. Foꝛ the matter is bꝛought to that paſle , that bothe the 
ſeale of the Empy2e, and the iudgement of the chamber. and al 
ſo the ryght and libertie of aſſemblies depende only vpon the 
pleaſure of the By(hop of Irras , Foz what example is this oꝛ 
what equitie is if, that ſuche as to get their liuing ſerue in fo- 
reine warres ſhould be ther foꝛe executed, outlawed, and with 
= rewardes ſet koꝛth! be in daũger of murtheryng, to omit 
n the meane ſeaſon ſo many murthers, lecherous actes, ſpoy- 
lynges and robbinges of townes, and eſpectally the handlyng 
of Religion, whiche hath not bene after one maner, but dtuers 
accoꝛding to the tyme . Certenly what ſo euer Hath bene done 
theſe many yeares nowe, tendeth all to this ende: that, con⸗ 
trary to the la wes of the Empyꝛe . khyng Ferdinando being her- 
unto epther compelled, oꝛ els by fayze pzomeſles allured, the 
Pꝛynces alſo by a certen feare and terrour ſubdued, the Pꝛince 


of Spayne might be made Emperour. And ſhuld not noble cou The way o⸗ 
rages wylhe fo: death rather, than to beholde lyght of Þ Sun pened foz þ 
in ſuche diſtreſſe and miſeries? Iſluredly there can no man be P2ynce of 
imagined ſo very a coward oꝛ fo barbarouſe, who theie thyngs Syayne to 
would not moue, tBherfoze no man ought to maruell, chat in be Cmyer, 


the ende ther (ould arriſe ſome P2inces, and amongeſt them 
Puke Maurice thelectour of Saxony, which thought it their 
parts euen with þ hazarde of their liues to recouer þiibertte of 
their natife coũtrie. And they, being of the ſelues not able, no2 
of power ſufticiẽt to ſuſtein ſuch a charge alone, haue deſired þ 
ayde of the king of Fraũce. Ind he doubtles ſetting a part 5 dif 
pleaſure of foꝛmer yeares,hath not only made the partaliers of 
al his foztunes, but hath alſo imploied him ſelfe wholy to the 
ſame buſines,making a league with them wherein amongeſt 
CCc.iii. other 
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other thinges it is pꝛouided, that thei may not cõpounde with © 
the ennemie. but by the kinges conſent. Yowbett, Duke Mau. 
rice, although he be tied with that ſame bonde,yet,foz weale 
of His countrie,and to followe the mynde ofkyng Ferdinand 

requiring him hereunto, hath lately demaunded of the moſte 
chꝛiſttan king, how he could be content to haue peace. whiche 
thing chaunced vnto him in dede ſomwhat contrary to his ex. 
pectation.toꝛ that. conſidering his benefite is fo great. he ſup⸗ 
poſed that in matters touching him, he ſhuld not haue ſent to 
him a far of, but to haue deutſed with him pꝛelently. euerthe 
leſle becauſe he ſetteth much moze by publique. th by his own 
pꝛiuate pꝛokites. he would deny nothing to a Pꝛince ot his con 
kederacie. Wherkoꝛe if the woundes of the comon wealth may 
be healed. as they ought. a from hencefozth alluraunce made, p 
they bzealie not out again.it the captiue Pꝛinces may be relea 
led, vpon ſuche conditions as be in the league expꝛeſſed. Mozeo 
uer.in caſe the olde leagues of Fraunce with the Empire, and 
this new conkederacie alſo made ot late with the Pzinces,may 
ſo be confirmed,þ they may take place foz euer, if theſe thines, 


I ſape, may be bꝛought to paſſe, he is ſo well affected towardes 


the common wealth, that not only he wyll aſlent gladly to the 
treatie of peace, but alſo wyl giue God hartie thakes, that his 


Aduiſe and helpe hereunto hath not wanted. As touching his 


pꝛiuate matters, toꝛ ſo much as the Emperour deteineth many 
thinges by koꝛce, and hath made warre vpon no iuſt cauſe, the 


king thinketh it reaſon,that he pᷣ hath firſt done wong. hould 


firſt ſeke alſo to make ſatictactiõ. e verelp, althoug he neither 
diſtruſte his foꝛce noꝛ vet his cauſe, will ſo demeane him ſelle. p 
it may be well perceyued both how deſtrous of peace he 1s, and 
how willing alto to gratifie Duke Maurice a them all. Here⸗ 
unto the Pꝛinces aun were. Yowe that recitall of antiquitie 
repeted of fourmer memoꝛp. cocerning the coniũctiũ of Fratice 
and Germany was to them right toyfull, and no leſle pleaſatit 
to heare, that the kyng pꝛekerreth the common wealth aboue 
his pꝛiuate comoditres,and is not againſt, but that the Pꝛin⸗ 
cesconfederate may conclude a peace with the Emperour. F02 
that it ſhould ſo be.it is fo2 the p2ofite, not only of one nation. 
but alſo of all Europe, whiche afflicted with ciuil diſcozde, ten 
deth to diſtruction. And ſuche conditions of peace, as the kyng 
requyzeth, they doubte not but that they may be obteyned.F02 
the Emperour both befoze this tyme, and alſo in this trouble 
thinketh well of the common wealth, and wyll not haue the 


libertie of Germany deminiſhed. There is good hope —_— 
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that he wyll ſhoꝛtly delyuer the captiue Pꝛinces. But that 

both the olde leagues ſhould be renewed and the newe confir- 

med, the king of his wyldome vnderſtandeth. that in this ſame 

conuention ſo great a matter can not be finiſhed. Neuertheles 

they wylbe vntainedly, that the ſame amitte, which hath bene 

alwayes betwene bothe nations may remayne ferme and vn⸗ 

uiolable. That ſuche pꝛiuate ſuites as he hath with the Empe 

rour,myght be appeaſed, they both couet chiefly, and alſo wyll 

refuſe no papnes and trauell therin. And where as the kyng af 

firmeth that the Emperour deteineth dinerſe thinges that ar 

his and ſignifieth plainly,that he hath thinges to lay clayme 

to, they thinke it not againſt reaſon that he ſhewe, what thing 

that is. Foꝛ they are mynded to p2eferre the controuertie to the 

Emperour,# be as meanes therin, And they deſire very much, 

that the kyng would accept theſe thinges in good part. Nowe 

as concerning the alliaunce betwene the Germapnes a Freche 

men.

tourneth from thence to Paſſaw by poſt hozſes, that he might 
be there at the daye appointed, and his fellowe P2tinces remo⸗ 
uing their campe, the next moꝛning the fourth day aftercame 
to Koteburg, whiche is a towne nere vnto francony by the ri⸗ 
uer of Duber. But Marques Albert neuertheleſſe purſued his 


Bargues Al enterpꝛiſe, and hauing dꝛiuen the citie of Nozinberge to make 
bertwarreth their peace. he compelled alſo the nobilitie and ſtates in theſe 
fo; himſelle. parties, to be at comaundement, Foz albeit he mainteined the 


common cauſe at the firſt.as in the wꝛiting let foꝛth he pꝛolel⸗ 
ſed to do, pet was he not of the ſame league, and whi the liege 
of Ulmes was leuted, he went about his pꝛiuate affaires, whes 
ther it were koꝛ that he would wynne to hym ſelte alone. what 
ſoeuer the chaunce of warre had geuen hym, oz that he myllp⸗ 
ked Duke Maurice his doinge, oꝛ els moued by the Frenche 
kynge. was bent otherwyſe . Notwithſtanding thoſe that he 
toke the faith of he commaunded to perfourme the ſame kide⸗ 
litte alſo to His felowes. Afterwarde inuading the pꝛouince of 
the Archehiſhop of Mentz, by the Ryuer Meyne, doeth excea⸗ 
ding muche harme with burning and tpopling, and demaun⸗ 
deth ol hym a wonderfull ſumme of money. Ind where diuers 
made interceſſion. neither pet could thei agree vpõ the ſumme. 
The Xrchebpſhop, kyꝛſte ſynkynge hys great Artylarie in the 
Ubhyne. the kyꝛſte daye of July fled awaye, to ſaue hym ſelte. 
The ſelfe ſame tyme alto, Marques Albert, whiche leffe 
nothynge vnattempted, wylleth the Irchebylþop of — 
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to deliuer vnto him the chiekeſt caſtell of his dominion, whiche 
is ſituated, where the Riuers of Rhine and Poſell mete, vpon 
an hyghe Hyll, naturally ſtrong,and very commodious. Ind he 
ſayd. ho we he required this of him in the Frẽche kynges name. 
He, alter he had conferred with his counſell, ſent him woꝛde p 
he could not accomplylbe his requeſt herein, Foꝛ as muche as 
the Pꝛinces intercellours in the latter part of their aun were 
that they made to the Frenche Imbaſſadour (as befoze is men- 
tioned)ſayd howe they thought it reaſon, that thekyng ſhould 
declare what he required of the Emperour. The Amballadour, 
by the kyng aduertiſed, whan he was with the armie beſydes 
Eiſtet. the. xix.daye ot June, wzyteth to them agayne,how the 
kyng hath attempted this war, koꝛ none other cauſe doubles, 
but to pꝛotit the whole common wealth, and chiefly to reſtoꝛe 
the libertie of Germany ſoze opꝛeſſed, what tyme certen P2yn- 
ces had long and muche requeſted hym to the ſame , And allu⸗ 
redly ſought no pꝛiuate gayne to him ſelfe therein, and that 
may the thing it ſelke beare witnes.Fo2 he had taken nothyng 
at al in Germany, where it had not bene harde fo: him to haue 
done. Ye permitted the Pꝛinces alſo to warre frely as they liſt. 
And albeit that in the meane tyme that he Hymſeltfe laye ſtyll 
with his armie by the Riuer of Rhine. his ennemies had inua- 
ded Fraunce, vet did he not once remoue tyll he was aduertiſed 
by Duke Maurice , that ſuche thinges myght be obteyned by 
peaceable meanes, toꝛ the whiche this warre was attempted, 
wWhiche thing kno wen. he was not a litle glad, whan he ſawe 
the thinge pꝛocede, alter their hartes deſire. Foꝛ his aduiſe and 
counſell was,firf that the Pꝛinces ſhould not neglect,ſo good- 
ly an occaſion as this was; neither diſceiue them ſelues, oꝛ by 
others be abuſed,as they were befoze. Mozeouer, fo2 ſo muche 
as he had ſhewedſo notable a token of his good wyl and kideli⸗ 
tie.that the amitie of both nations might alluredly be eſtabli⸗ 
ſbed, to thintent that he himſelf may after wardes haue better 
leaſure to ſe vnto other cõmodities of the comon wealth: And 
becauſe Due Maurice hath demaunded of him, in what ſozte 
he would be accoꝛded, this is his opinion, that he ſayth howe 
Emperour moued warre againſt him without any iuſt cauſe, 
And the kinges of Fraunce be not wont to deſire peace of their 
ennemp.eſpectaily of ſuche one, as neither in power noꝛ other 
thing they be inkeriours to. Now to pꝛopounde any thing (vn- 
leſle there were certen hope to obteine j ſame) he teeth no cauſe 
why. And as touching them ſelues he ſuppoſeth, that they wil 
require nothing of him, but that may ſtande with his —— 
and dig⸗ 
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and dignitie. And he lo loueth them againe and ſo eſtemeth 
them,. that in caſe he may fe them treate the cõmõ peace of the 
whole wozlde,he would foz their ſakes geue ouer a great parte 
of his right. nd is contented alſo, that they ſhall bothe heare 
and determine his requeſtes, ſo that the Emperour refuſe not 
to doe line wyſe, and wylbeth greatly that foz the ſame cauſe, 
there might ſome conuention be had as ſone as might be. And 
it it may ſo be, than ſhall all men vnderftande, both how much 
he loueth the common wealth, and alto howe karre from the 
truthe are thoſe thinges, whiche are bꝛuted of him by his ad. 
uerſaries,cocerning the Turkiſhe league. But tif theſe thinges 
can take no place, and that all conſultations be referred only 
to his diſcretion, neither can obteine that league ok amitie 
with the Germaines whiche by good delerte he loked fo, the 
blame ought not to be imputed to him, ik there chaũce further 
trouble to ariſe, Theſe letters were red vefoze the Princes the 
firft dap of July. han Duke Maurice was come to Paſſawe 
at the day. on the moꝛowe was bꝛought the Emperours atinſ- 
were to king Ferdinando. Than he whan the pꝛinces were ſet 
ſapd. ho we the E mperour in dede had wꝛitten his mynde, but 
did not aſſente to many thinges. And koꝛ fo muche as it is ſo,it 
is not nedefull to declare expꝛeſſely what thing he hath aunſ- 
wered to the reſt. Neuerthelelle to thintent it may appere, how 
greatly he himſelfe delireth peace, and howe well he wyſheth 
vnto Germany. he wyll go with great expedition to the Empe 


rour,. doubting not but that he hail perl wade him. Wherkoꝛe 
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he deſireth erneſtiy, that Duke Maurice woulde be content to 
expect ſo long as he may goe and come, whiche ſhall not paſſe 
eight dates at the moſte. yBhiche thing when he refuſed imme⸗ 

diatly,the king was very impoꝛtune: But that was in vayne, 

and Duke Maurice calling vnto him the Pꝛinces and Imbal⸗ 

ſadours ſaith. how they them ſelues know right well, whiche 
haue bene p2eſent and pꝛiuie to all doinges fo the ſpace of a 
moneth. that he hath lefte nothing vadone , that he might ey⸗ 
ther by ſtudp oꝛ trauel. woꝛke to conclude a peace. and doubted 
not but pᷣ they wolde alluredly witneſle we him the lame. woher 
foze he requireth them, p they would ill beare him their good 
will, a helpe to further the cõmõ cauſe of Germany, foꝛ he may 
graunte no further reſpite,fo2 this long treatie is had in ſuipi 
tion of his fellowes already, herunto. han they had made n 
gentle aunt wer. cõmending his good will. they delire king Fer 
dinando. that he in themperours name would make a playne 


determination, Foꝛ they ſuppoſe that what ſoeuer he did, the 
Emperour 
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Emperour would confirme and ratifie. vanto this Ferdinando 
anſwered,that his bꝛother had geuen him no ſuch authozttie, 
Fo: than would he not take ſo muche paines to trauell to and 
fro:F02 he might in no wyſe paſle the bõdes by him p:eſcribed, 

che wed you befoze how the Pꝛinces that were interceſſours, 

ytheir letters w2ytten the.rvi.dap ot June,exhozted thempe⸗ * 
tour to peace.Unto the whiche letters the laſt of June thempe — — 
rour ant wereth from Uillace, How from the time he firlt recet gd 
uedthe crowne tmpertall, he hath euer deſired peace, yea and 
now wtlheth koꝛ nothing els . wherkoze there is no cauſe that 
they hould comend the ſame ſo greatly to htm, but vnto them, 
whiche be thauthours of theſe comotions. And that thei wold 
ſodo,he requireth the by the faith, they owe vnto him. As tou- 
ching his owne pꝛiuate affatres,he will koꝛ their ſakes graunt 
very muche Ind concerning the whole pacification, he hathe 
wꝛytten hes minde to his bꝛother king Ferdinando, of whome 
they ſhall heare al thinges. unto the which letters they wzite Tbelr annt⸗ 
againe the fift day of July, what time king Ferdinando retur⸗ wet to the 
ned to the Emperour. Powe thei at his requeſt and deſire came C=zecour, 
firſt vnto this treatie. and ſo muche the rather, fo2 that he pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to doe any thing koꝛ the commõ wealthes ſake, Ind how 
they haue though their exceading great labour, carekulnes. a 
diligence. kounde out the way of peace. Wherfoze they beleche 
him eftſones.a that moſte intierip that he would haue ſome re 
ſpect to the c omon countrie. Many, and the chieteſt ſtates of 
thempire,keping their faith vnto him, haue already ſuſteined 
great calamitie, and nowe the condicion of thinges is ſuche, # 
the occaſton of deliberation to be had, ſo bꝛiet̃, that the other 
Pꝛinces a ſtates, eſpectally ſuche as are nere the tire. although 
they would neuer ſo fatne perfourme vnto him al faith and lo⸗ 
ialtie. pet can they not ſo do. no they are conſtreined to conſult 
by what meanes they may ſpedely eſchewe the pꝛelent calamt 

tie and diſtructiõ. Ind in caſe he refuſe peace. intẽding to make 

warre, there wyll doubtles moſte greuouſe and perillous altes 
rations arriſe therot in Germany, whiche alter warde wyll re⸗ 
dounde to his pꝛouinces alto. noherkoꝛe ther were nothing bet⸗ 
ter. than that he would content him ſelte with the conditions 
of peace, whiche they wyth fo great trauell haue pzocured,eſpe 
cially, ſince $ chiefeſt pointes were firſt appꝛoued at Lintz. the 
fourme and foteſteppes of the whiche treatie they haue kollo⸗ 
wed herein. Againe koꝛ as muche as all ſuche thinges, whiche 
pꝛoperly concerne his dignitie are pourpoſly referred to the cõ⸗ 


uention of thempire, to the ende they may there moze Hato 
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quictly be treated. The ſame day, wherin this was done, Duke 
Maurice departeth thence, and whan he was come to his kel⸗ 
lo wes the. xi. day of July, which that tyme incamped at Mer. 
getheme. he ſheweth them, what is done, and ſaith ho we kyng 
Ferdinando is ryden in poſte to the Emperour, and ſuppoſety 
that very ſhoztly he will ſende of His counſellours, whiche ſhal 
bꝛing a full and determinate aunſwer . Ind in this doubtful 
fate of thinges, leaſt they ſhould ſit ſtil and do nothing. and by⸗ 
cauſe there was at Franckefurt a garriſon of the Emperoursg 
of. xvii.enſeignes of fotemen,and a thouſand hozſemen, at the 
leading of Conrade Hanſteyne.ſo that they of Heſſebye were in 
no ſmall daunder,they condeſcended to goe thither , tBherfoze 
whan they had done much harme to woulfgange , Maiſter of 
P2uſle, by burning and fpotling his countrie. where they were 
at the ſame time, marching fozwarde through the lande of the 

Archebychop of Ment3.the.rvit.day of July they come to Fric 

kurt. But the Pꝛinces a interceſſours and Imbaſſadours, ſent 
immedtatly after Duke Maurice and his fellowes into they: 
campe Ambaſſadours, whiche might mollifte their myndes a 

perſwade the to peace. During the whiche liege, Geoꝛge Duke 

of Megelburge. adioyned vnto Duke Maurice, euen he which 

firſt of all men moued warre againſt them of Maydenburge, 
was flayne with a great piece. What tyme they began lirſte to 
beſtege Franckfurt , the Pꝛinces conkederated deſyzea great 
quãtitie of batteryng pieces of the Paulſgraue Electour, who 

ſayeth them nay ones oz twyſe: But whan he myght none o⸗ 
therwyſe choſe, and they thꝛeatened to come with their whole 
armte,he gaue them eight of the beſt he had, with all their fur- 

nitute. Kyng Ferdinando retourning to Paſſawe at the daye, 
which was the. ritt. day ol July. declareth to the interceſſours 
what the Emperours mynde was in euery thyng. 5 
EAerely that the matters concerning the Empy2e, whiche J 
ſayde befoze Duke Maurice had pꝛopounded, oulde not be 
heard of certen commiſſioners ſeuerally, but of all men in ge- 

nerall in the whole aſſemblee of the Empyꝛe. Igayne that the 

cauſe of Religion ſhould quietly remapne vnto the next con- 

uention of the Empire. In the which conuention, that which 

Gall ſeme good to be done therin from hencekoꝛth by the com⸗ 
mon aduiſe of the ſtates, the ſame to be cofirmed and ratified. 
Themperour alſo þ.xt.day of July anſwereth thinterceſſours 
to their laſt letters, þ like as they haue bytheir letters ſo hath 
his bꝛother king Ferdinãdo treated w him diligently to accept 
| b cõditions. Ind 
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Ind he in dede would gladly haue pleaſed both parts but he is fot 
divers cauſes letted, whiche he declareth to his bꝛother: foꝛ it lieth 
not in him to cofirm & appꝛoue al things indifferẽtly:and wher by 
thoccaſion of this cõmotion, diuers, without al deſert are fallẽ into 
much calamity,y is he as ſoꝛy as one man liuing:pet hath not the 
ſame chanced thꝛough contidente in him, which put no mi in that 
hope, wherunto he chuld truſt: Foꝛ although he ſẽt vnto certen chtef 
punces,y they chuld remedy this euil growing, at the beginning ol 
$tumult, pꝛomiling thẽ al his indeuoꝛ, yet was not this his minde 
therfoz,þwhatſoeuer chuld be pꝛopoũded. he wold alow p lame: foꝛ 
ſuch things as cocern the hole Empire, he thinketh reſs they chuld 
be referd to the publik allẽblies:at the which time verely if any ma 
chal bztng foꝛth any iuſt cõplaint of him he wil not fail to do his du⸗ 
ty, which verely he hath not omitted hitherto:Fo2 ſith as yet there 
hath no ſuch requeſt ben bꝛoͤught vnto him, which neuertheles ou⸗ 
ght to haue ben done, befoze war had ben attẽpted, he could not cõ⸗ 
iecture, what thing chuld be required ol him, much les geue inſtruc 
tios to his ambaſſadozs [et top aſſaw. what thei ſhuld anſwer to e- 
uerp poynt, which in dede foꝛ thoffice'# dignity of his perſon, he in 
tẽdeth to do him ſelf pzeſetly:whertherfoz he aloweth not al things 
many perauenture go about to perſwade him to, ther is no cauſe 
why any mã chuld repꝛehend this in him: but thoſe be interceſſoꝛs 
ought rather to perſwade it erhozt the to reſonable c moderat con- 
diciõs:eſpecially ſince they ſe, how he doth hardly at the laſte, not 
befoze he is of neceſſity cõſtraind, attempt war, which he intendeth 
not to folow now nether, if he may chuſe, and in caſe they ca deniſe 
ſome reaſonable conuenient way ot peace: And ſeingthe caſe ſta- 
deth thus, his truſt is,y they wil declare all fidelity to him rather, 
being their chief magiſtrate, than that they chuld gene ear to ſuch. 
as contrary to theyz duty, haue made league with theyꝛ ennemies, 
and raiſed vp cõmotions:he perceiueth, and is not ignoꝛaunt what = 
euils appꝛoche neare, whan both armies are bꝛought foꝛth to ioyn 
in battel, and is exceadingly moued with the loſſes of the common 
weale, a chtefly,of thinnocent people, therfoꝛe minedeth peace, as 
he hath done alwaies, and wil refuſe no condition reaſonable:and 
it is not to be aſcribed vnto him, that in the mean ſeaſon, whileſt he 
conſulted of the condicions (ft vnto him at ii.ſeueral times, certen 
ſtates ſuſteind great loſſes:Foꝛ ther was a truſe al the time of the 
interceſſion:and wheras, during the ſame time the Marques Al- 
bert afflicted diuerg ð coulde not he do withall: Foz euen from the 
beginning was he euer againſt the treatye of peace: Mozeouer in 
anſwering the ſame,he neuer made any delay: And if they had per⸗ 
ſeuered in the lame wap. which by the was firſt p2oponded,# after 
DDV, i. ward 
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ward altred,anſwer might haue bene much ſoner # moze plainlye 
made, pea if they had not ſhꝛonke from the treaty of Lintz,wherof 
they the ſelues make mention. al things might haue ben concluded 
log lince:wher therfoz they ſe how he is minded towards p comms 
welth,he earneſtly requireth them, that together with his bꝛother 
Fernado,vnto who he hath opened him ſelt wholy, thei wold bꝛing 
them to reſonable cõditions, a therin haue reſpect to the welth and 
dignity of thempire:foꝛ certenly he wil vle the ſame lenity a peacea 
1 ble wais fro henceloꝛth that he hath done hitherto , foz þ he abhoꝛ⸗ 
reth very much al ctuil war:butin caſe peace can not vpon theſe cõ⸗ 
dicions be eſtabliched, he loketh foz all fidelity ofthem,whyche are 
bounden to him. He anſwered than alſo by king Fardinando to the 
letters of the French ambaſſadoz, red vnto the Pꝛinces, as befoze 
is ſaid. How he had peace with theFrench king, which he obſerued 
diligently: And although he did many things arrogantly a pꝛoud- 
ly,yet hath he diſſembled the ſame foꝛ a common quietnes: but he, 
albeit he pꝛomiſed by his ambaſſadoz verylargely, c pꝛetended no 
ſuch thing made war againſt him both by Sea and land, befoꝛe he 
had pꝛoclaimed the ſame: ow be it he hathe offered this condition 
all ready, that it Duke Mois, electoure, chould in his name bꝛing 
any reaſonable conditions of peace, and to fozmer actes agreable, 
he wold not refuſe them: but ther is no certen oꝛ determinate thing 
pꝛopounded, and this his dꝛift, that wher he hath laid the blame od 

bzeaking the peace in him, he ſaith how the wap of concoꝛde muſte 
be ſet open by him alſo. | =

Turkes lieuetenant in Hongary, ſent at this time to the Pzinces | 
confederated # others but intercepted, wherby it appeareth euidet 
iy, he was the cauſer of the hurt, that the Turkiſhe nauye did the 
laſt yere. and motioned alſo that the like might haue ben done this 
ſame yere,aud that he is right ſoꝛy. that ther is no moꝛe harm don. 
Co be bꝛief that is his intente and purpoſe,and the Emperoursof 
Turkes alſo, vtterly to vndoe him and his bꝛother Ferdinando, to 
thintent they may afterward bzing the whole common wealth, but 
chiefly Germany into extreme danger & diſtres:but how wel theſe 
thinges do agre with his fair pꝛomeſſes, and what care he taketh 
foz the wealth of Germany. any man may ealilye percetue:Fo2the 
thinge it ſelte declareth what his minde is: Foz that the — 
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ſtates of thempire wer this pere ſoꝛe bered & afflicted,and vtterly 
diſtroid, that many others wer in moſt pearil a danger p thzough 
the help of the Germains, that linketh the ſelues with him, certain 
places of thempire wer bꝛought into his tirannical power, and are 
nowe by him alſo foꝛtified, the whole blame is to be aſctibed vnto 
him:ſeing therfoze that the caſe ſtandeth thus. he cannot ſee what 
credit may be geuen to his ambaſſadaꝛs letters vtterly foꝛged. and 
fained:and in dede after his opiniõ it had den much better to haue 
teiected the ſame, than to haue recetued any luch kinde of anſwer; 
and if they conſider al thing diligentiy. he douteth not but they chal 
perteiue, what he by hig ambaſſadopintendeth's goeth about:and 
foꝛſomuch as that ſame-wzyting maketh not —— pꝛeſtttteaty, 
he thinketh it nothing nedeful to anſwer any moꝛe to the fame. ⸗ 
bout the x iui.of July. king Ferdinando, ſente Hentye of the noble 
houſe of the —_ urgraue of Meiſſen, a chanteloꝛ of Bo⸗ 
heme, vnto the camp befoze Frankfurt.

Theſe many peres now they haue wiſhedfoz no 
thing moze thanthat the true Religion of Chꝛiſt, and alſo thanciẽt 
ſiberty might flozih thzoughout al Germany,and to this end haue 
they bent not only all their doinges and counſels,butalſo haue al- 
wats imploid hitherto thetrmony# goods, and are now of þ ſame 
mind alſo,nether wil they at any time fail either the wealth oꝛ dig- 
nity of the comon country,foz ſo much as they are able at all times 
to perfoꝛme: They know mozeouer that thys is theyꝛ bounden du. 
ty,fo the ſameoth and fidelity. by the which they are bounden to þ 
Emperoꝛ: And ſeing it is ſo. there nedeth no further declaration of 
theyꝛ wil: The king ol Fraunce alſo, what time he was in Alſatia. 
had demaunded no ſuch thing or them: Again, that wyting, wher- 
of he maketh mention ſetfozthe by the Pꝛinces confederated, was 
not ſent noz ſhewed vnto them: Whertoꝛe they deſire him to accept 
this ſatiſtaction,and wozkno violence to them noz to their coutry. 
In this ſelf ſame inſtant Marques Albert being aduertiſed , that 
duke WPozts intended to make peace, leuing at Spiers a — 
1.65 return 
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teturneth with his army to franckfurt, renueth the ſiege, which 
Duke Moꝛis hauing made peace, had fozſaken, pitching his tents 
on thother lide of the town, on this ſide the riuer of Meyne vppon 
the higher ground ſomwhat, from whence he might very commodi 
ouſly beat the town, with his oꝛdinaunce. And this pacification he 
toke molt diſpleaſantly,and ſpake enil woꝛds of duke Mozis,and 
would not be compꝛiſed therein. The conditions of peace be theſe, 
Chat the Pꝛinces confederatedſhal leaue they: armure befoze the 
rii.day of Auguſt and ſo diſcharge their army,that they may ſerue 


king Farnando, if he ſo will, and neither annoye themperoure noz Conditions 
Germany At the ſame day alſo the Lantzgraue, being ſet at liber- gc peace. 


ty: ſdalbe deliuered at his caſtel of Rintelſe, which he hath vp6 the 
Rhine, putting in firſt ſurety, to obſerue couenaunts geuen by the 
Emperoꝛ at Hale in Saxony: They alſo whiche at the ſame time 
became lureties foꝛ him, Duke Moꝛis thelectoz of Bzandenburge 
and Wuolfgange Duke of Sainebꝛicke, renuing their obligation 
entre again into bondes: The ſuit that the Lantzgraue hath with 
the Earle of Naſſow foꝛ the Lozdſhipof Chats, all be examined 
by the Painces Electozs , and of ſuche alſo as bothe the plaintife, 
and allo the defendaunt chal aſſign tothe ſame matter:of the whi⸗ 
che afterward themperoz ſhall chuſe out lire. which all determin 
the caſe,yet ſo,that the matter be diſcuſſed withintwo yeres ſpace. 
Pithin ſixe monethes , the Emperoure (hall holde an aſſemble of 
the Empire, to conſult chiefly,howe and by what meaue the diſſen⸗ 
tion of Religion may beſt be appeaſed: In the meane time all men 
ſhall obſerue peace, and no manſhall be moleſted foz religion: and 
what ſo euer ſhall be decreed, concerning the manner ot appeaſing 
Religion, by the common aſſent of the ſtates, and by the authozity 
ofthe Emperoꝛ, that is to wit, that the controuerſp may be quieted 
by godly and rightfull waies, the ſame to be firme and ſtable: un⸗ 
to the tudiciall place oz Chamber of the Empire ſhall be admitted 

alſo thoſe , whyche are of the Pꝛoteſtantes Religion: All other 
thinges,which pꝛopꝛely concerne the dignity and libertye of Ger- 
many,ought to be intreated of in the conuention of thempire:Otto 
Henry the Paulſgraue is alſo permitted frely to enioye his lande 
and domin ! on:during this warre ſo many as by geuing their faith 
to the Pꝛinces confederated, haue boũden them lelues vnto them, 

ſhall be tree from all bondes, and theyz owne men, as befoꝛe: they 

that haue ſuſtained any domage in this warly tumulte, chall com- 

mence none action thertoꝛe, againſt thoſe that haue done it:yetthal 

it be the part of themperoꝛ and ſtates, in the nexte aſſemble to de; 

uiſe ſome meane, whereby they mayereceiue ſome recompence fog 

the lolleg they haue recetued. 5 
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As concerning the French king, foꝛ ſo much as matters of them 
pire concern him nothing, it halbe lawful foꝛ him to declare vnto 
duke Moꝛis ſuch pꝛiuate actions as he hath againſl themperoꝛ þ 
they maye after be related to themperoꝛ: The dutlawes are recet- 
ued to mercy, ſo as they attempt nothing hereafter againſt thempe 
toꝛ, and thother ſtates, ſo that they alſo, which ſerue in the French 
kinges warres , retourne againe into Germanpe within thꝛee 
moneths, cleane foꝛſaking him and his ſeruice:he that al bꝛeatze 
this peace, chall be iudged an ennempe. Unto all theſe thinges, the 
pꝛinces that wer ther pzeſent,of the chiefeſt dignity, and the depu⸗ 
ties of others ſubſcribed. Foꝛ this pacificatiõ was deuided at Pal 
ſaw,whiche was ſigned alſo by themperoz, Whan this peace was 
concluded, Fratineus, the Frenche kinges ambaſſadoz retourneth 
home. And certenly the king toke this compoſttion greuoudly : but 
hearing, that the Lantzgraue ould be in great daunger,ercepte 
this compact were made. he aſſented, and ſent againe the pledges 
ſafe into Germany. The third day of Auguſt, Duke Moꝛis, and v 
Lantzgraues ſonne, departinge from Frankfurt, go two ſeuerall ® 
waies: This man into Heſſe, and thother leadeth his army to Do? 
nauerde, and ſendeth them downethe riuer of Thonawe intoHon- Z 
garp, againſt the Turke inuading but that legion which was vn⸗ 
der the leding of Riſeberge;paſſing ouer the riuer of Moene, went 
to Marques Albert, not withoute the greate care of the Pzynces, 
which teared,leaſt themperoꝛ woulde take an occaſion hereby, not 
argues Al to dtmiſſe the Lantzgraue. Marques Albert lipng befoze Frank- 
bert refuſeth kurt, where he might haue bene compailſed in the peace,and would 
the peace. not. The ix. day of Auguſt he departeth thẽce, and triſpoztinghts 
army ouer the rhine, incampeth beſides Mentz, and bꝛoughte the 
citezens into his ſubiection. About thend of July, themperoꝛ retur 
ning from Uillace to Inſpꝛucke, and the eight day after departing 
thence, and marchinge thzoughe Bauter, with Almaignes,Bohe- #7 
mers, Italians, and Spantardes,which at the beginning of Ju. 
ly atriued at Genes, at the conduit of the Duke of Alba, the xx. dag 
ol Auguſt came to Auſpurge Tharchbichop of Mentz, whã he had 
wandzed certain daies in Sweuia, ſo ſone as he vnderſtode ofthe 
Emperoꝛs comming, he taketh his tourney thither. At this pꝛelent 
time they of Senes through the pꝛocurement and aid of the french 
king, caſt out a garriſon ot᷑ Spaniards, and pull downe a caſtell, 
that was begon ther to be builded by themperoꝛs commaundemet 
and recouer theyꝛ foꝛmer libertye. Jn the meane ſeaſon Marques 
Albert impoſeth a great ſome ot mony to theccleſiaſticall perſons, 
eſpecially of Mentz and Spiers:whan the lame could not be lent; 
ed, by reaſon that many wer fled,he ſpoyleth the churches of =_

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city,and began to take the lead of the cathedꝛall church at Spier, 
but at the requeſt of the Senate he lurceaſed: And at Mentz he 
burneth the biſhops caſtell, ſtandinge by the Rhtne,hts owne lod- 
ging, and fine churches. Moꝛeouer all the chippes, yea thoſe, that 
were laden with wine and wheat: And calling away thoſe ſouldt- 
ours of his, that he had ther placed in garriſon, marcheth towards 
the boꝛders of Treuers. The riit.day of Auguſt, Herman, archbi⸗ 


chop of Collon, a pure aged man, ended his life in his natiue chu The deathe 


try, and had ſuch end, as he deſired. Foꝛ he had many times wiſhed

that either he might letfoꝛth the doctrin of the goſpel a put in gopd or Solon. 
oꝛder the churches ol his pꝛouince, oz liue a pꝛiuate life:and being is wich

ſometime by his frendes admoniſched, how much enuye he choul 


pꝛocure vnto him ſelf by this alteration of religion, he was wonte 
to make them anſwer,how there could chaunce nothing vnto him, 


vnloked foꝛ, and that his minde was eſtabliſhed agatnfte all that 
might foꝛtune, he came of the noble houſe of the Earles of Weden. 
The Lantzgraue being ſet at liberty, as couenaunte was, and ta- 
king his iourney homeward, whan he was commen to Utrecht, a 
Towne ſtanding by the male, by the commaundemente ol Quene 
Mary regent ot Flaunders which was there pꝛelente, he was at- 
tached againe, and committed to the cuſtodye. of the ſame 2 
ardes, which had kept him theſe v. yeres. And the canſe hereof was 
foz that Riſeberge. who had ſerued the Lantzgraues ſonne went 
with all his fozce vnto Marques Albert, as befozets ſaid. Wherin 
the Quene laid, how the peace was bꝛokẽ, and thertoze might not 
che let him depart, befoꝛe ſhe knewe themperoꝛs pleaſure therein. 

Duke Mois, as I ſaid,comminge to the water of Thonawe, the 
ri. day of Auguſt ſendeth his army befoꝛe, the footemen, downe 
the riuer and the hoꝛlmen by lande:he him ſelfe foz his pziuateaf- 
faires rideth home in poſte, mineding ſoztly to return to them a⸗ 
gaine. Whan Marques Albert came to the frontiers ot Treuers,

which refuſed to haue any garriſon, he bꝛingeth again his men to

dates at Auſpurge,diſplaceth the Senate, wohlche the pꝛinces had 
lately oꝛdeined, and abzogateth all the tribes,# reſlozeth the ſame 
ſtate ot the common weale, and the Senate by him eſtabliſhed ; 2

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ofthe miniſters ofthe churche he remoueth thꝛe, and the reafte he 
permitteth to teach and miniſter accoꝛding to the fourmand ozder 
of the ronfeſſion of Aulpurge which thinge declared in the pulpit, 
made many meright glad. This was the xxv.day ofÞ moth of Zu 
guſt. Wheras in the yeare befoze,they were in a manner the ſame 
day exiled, as I haue in the rriti.boke declared. After that, depar- 
ting thence the firlt day of Deptembze,and leauing behind him & 
garriſon of vi.enſeignes offotemen , two daies after he came to 
Wuolmes:but his army wente an other wape, till they came to the 
bozders of Wirtemberge which was done foz their ſakes of Wuol⸗ 
mes, leaſt theyꝛ country, which had chewed to themperoz ſo greate 
kidelitp, chould ſuſtain a new domage: The ſame day that thempe⸗

tourney homeward, The Litzgraue alſo being releaſedthe fourth 
of nne home the lixt day after. The ſame time 
tame fozth the fourth Tome of Luthers wozckes . To the whiche 
Melanchthon making a pꝛeface.reiopyſeth much at the Dukes re- 
8 highly commendeth his conſtanty, which he vſed in the 
time of his molt aduerſity, In the meane time that Marques Als 


bett was at Treuers, all the churches were chut vp, who temai⸗ 
ning there viii dates, whan he had burned certen Abbaies, and a 


caſtel of the biſhops not far from the towne. he leaueth in the city a 
garriſon of rii.enſeignes. Afterward marching towards Sircke, 
which is a towne of the Duchie of Loꝛaine, inthe midway betwixt 
Metz and Treuers the xiii.day of Septebze he paſſeth ther with 
his army ouer the riuer of Moſelle, and inuadeth the land of Lu- 
cemburge,and from thence retourneth again into Lozaine,and e- 
uerp wher doth very much harme,attending to ſe what manner of 
condition the french king would offer him. How he had ſoꝛe afftic- 
ted the bichops in Franctonie.tt is bekoze recited : but whan them: 
peroꝛ appzochedneare, being ſued to of the Bichops, he dothe diſ⸗ 
charge thoſe compattes, and chargeth them, that they ſtand not to 
them. but ſeke ta recouer theyz owne , the ſame doth he permit allo 
to them of Nozinberge,and after exhoꝛteth them, that foz the de⸗ 
fence of theyꝛ co they would make a league: the ſame things 
wꝛpteth he to them of Sweuia to the inhabiters of the Rhine and 
others,aſwell pꝛinces as cities. Wherfoze theſe fozeſaide Biſhops 
with the ſtate ol Nozinberge dofoztify them ſelues afterwardeby 
a league, and what time Marques Albert, at the Emperoꝛs com- 
ming. went into Lozaine, tge biſhop of Bamberge,aboute the end 
of Auguſt, and in Septembꝛe, recouered the townes of Fozcheme

life tn him: he doubtles wil be alwats of one mind towards the, 


hat is to wit, frendly and liberall. And all be it that diuers of the, 
] whiche haue receiued of him greate benefites haue not ſhewed the 


ſelues verye thanckefull , yet wyll not he therefoze renounce the 
Frendſhip of the reaſt. After that Marques Albert was aduertt- 
ſed of the commaundement ofthe chamber Imperiall, he wzyteth 
manyeletters to the Biſhop of Arras, to the Duke of Alua, and to 
the Emperoure him ſelt, ſignifpinge what the Biſhops go aboute, 
and howe they bꝛeake couenauntes, and fo2 ſo muche as he hathe 
ratified thoſe compactes that were made him, he requyzeth that 


ther mape be a penaltye appoynted, vnleſſe they obey the lame. At. 


terwarde ſendinge a meſſager to the chamber at Spier, declareth 
how the Biſhoppes haue not only bzoken couenauntes, but them- 
peroꝛs commaundemente alio:wherefoꝛe he requireth them, that 
they woulde ſuffer none action to be commenced againſte him, and 
that they woulde aboliche the letters, whiche his aduerſaries had 
obtained. herunto they make anſwer, how it is theyꝛ partes and 
duety to miniſter the law vnto all men: which they coulde not denie 
the bihoppes alſo requiring the ſame,

The Empe- Themperoꝛ the xiii.ot March wzyteth an anſwer to the letters 

roursletters of Marques Albert. How he ratified that compacte he can not de- 

- —— ny: How he paied him alſo and his men theyꝛ wages molt liberal- 

Albert. lpe, to his owne greate hinderaunce, where he gaue to the reſidue 
nothinge: And he woulde haue bene righte glad, if the Biſhoppeg 
woulde haue ſtirred no moꝛe in the matter, and toz the ſame cauſe 
he ſent an ambaſſadoure to them, to perſwade them: but ſince they 
haue retuſed, and haue appealed both to him, and alſo to the Pzin- 
tes electoꝛs, and to the Chamber impertall , he ſeeth well inoughe 
how this can not be denied them: Especially, conſideringe howe di⸗ 
uers ſtates haue concetueda ſuſpition of him, and ſpꝛeade diuers 
bꝛutes:Foꝛ in caſe he ſhould now accompliſhe his requeſt,and cõ⸗ 
maunde them to kepe couenauntes, it woulde be ſaide that he did 
wꝛonge, and it choulde increaſe ſuſpicion:Foz his office is, to mi- 
niſter iuſtice indifferently vnto all men, and pꝛohibite w2onge and 
violence: Therefoze the only way is this, that the matter maye be 
frendly taken vp. and he doubteth not, but he him felt if he ponder 
the matter diligently, wil take this ſame way:and to the intent the 
matter may the moze eaſely and purpoſelye be bꝛoughte to paſſe,he 
will appoynt his owne kinſmen, the Dukes of Bauier and of Wir 
temberge that they chall be meanes in the matter. 

The biſhops verely in diuers and ſondꝛy letters haue complat- 
ned to him greuouſly:Neuerthelelle he truſteth that they will not 
refuſe the treaty:foz the controuerſy that is betwene the Duke of 
Bꝛunſwicke and his nobility, he hath committed the hearinge of y 
matter to Jhon Marques of Bꝛãdenburge: And hath appoynted 
alſo the dukes of Bauer and Wirtemberge, to end: the matter be- 
twene therles of Deting,the father andthe ſonnes.Jn manner a- 
bout this time, both tharmy of counteMWanſfeld chꝛank away, and 
thambaſſadozs of Jhon Friderick # duke Moꝛis met together to 

atcoꝛd the two: Foꝛ he in his letters # coyne, that he ſtamped, vſed 
Tharmes of ſtil the name of electoꝛ and ii.ſwoꝛds a croſſe, which is tharmes of 
Dlectoꝛchep Electozchip, a by themperoꝛs permillis foꝛtified again his caſtelof 
Goth, which thing duke Moꝛis toke greuouſly,# cõplaineth ther- 
of to his ſtates:the opiniõ of al thẽ was to deuiſe meanes ot peace: 
The Cardi⸗ wherkoꝛe, as J ſaid , ambaſſadoꝛs wer ſẽt, but pet in vain. Jnthis 
nall Lenon- time alſo Robert the biſhop of Metz, Cardinal Lenõcurt, moſt ad⸗ 
courtes am- ditt to the french king came to Metz, a chalengeth to him elfe, the 
bitten. hole turiſdictis,x ſaith it belõgeth to him,. which is a pzince - _ 
| pire, 
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and oꝛdeineth a newe Senate, and placeth in that nombꝛe diuers 
of the Cleargy, and foꝛtifieth Marſey a little Towne ſtandinge at 
the Frontiers ot Germanp, with foꝛtificatiõs # garriſon of french 
men. His letters wer bekoze intercepted, wherein hedeſired of the 
king that he would permit him to haue the iuriſdiction, whiche the 
Bichoppes, his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs haue had: Foz his intent is, to oꝛdain 
anew Senate and to receiue none into the ſame:but that ſhall be 
wholly addicted to him:oꝛ els will it come to paſſe, that ſuch as be 
of the Emperoꝛs part all remaine there, and the others ſhall de⸗ 
part thente, which doubtleſſe woulde be tohis great hinderaunce: 
Foz vnleſle all ſuſpected perſonnes be cleane remoued, let him not 
loke to kepe the City in quiet poſſeſſion. And he deſircth to declare 
his hart and good wlil towardes him: Foꝛ euen fo2 the lame cauſe 
thielly, came he into theſe parties, and receiued this bichoppzicke, 
that he might do him ſome notable ſeruice, 

Than was Marques Albert at Yedelberge with thePaulſ- 
graue electoꝛ, and had ſente thoſe fozeſaid letters to the iudges of 
the chamber. That time came alſo to Hedelberge, by themperozs 
commaundement , the Dukes of Bauier and Virtemberge, foꝛ a 
pactficatton:thither came alſo the Duke of Cleaue. The matter be 
ing longe debated, whan the Bichoppes had offred him a wonder» 
full ſumme of mony.eſpecially Bamberge,that he might haue his 
Townes in quiet, and the interteſſoꝛs aiſo appꝛoued this conditi⸗ 
on: The Marques which would haue his couenauntes obſerued, 
which themperoꝛ had alſo confirmed, wheras in the ſame time, his 
taptaines leuied hoꝛſmen foz him in Saxony, and was now aſſu- 
ted of terten other mennes aid. he departeth and nothing done, the 
interceſloꝛs being ſoꝛe offended, and bendeth him ſelfe to war, and 
publiſhing a wꝛyting the xxvii. ot March, repeteth the whole mat- 
ter in oꝛder, complaining mooſte greuouſſye of his aduerſaries foꝛ 
bꝛeaking theyꝛ pꝛomeſſe, and confuteth that reaſon, whereby the 
Biſhoppes alledge, that they maye alienate nothing of the church 
goodes, and ſheweth how he is dꝛiuen of neceſſitye to defende hys 
righte by fozce of armes. The biſhop of Wirciburge was ther him 
ſelf, Hamberge had ſente deputies; | 

The grudge and controuerſy was betwene the Duke of Wirs 
temberge. and the maiſter of the Almaigne ozder,thzough the me- 
diation of pzinces was here appealed, where this man to retouer 
his townes again, paid xxx.thouſand Crownes. At the ſecond day 
of Apꝛill, whyche than was Eaſter dape, Duke Mois came al- 
lo vnto the Pꝛinces at Hedelberge, vling greate expedition. Thꝛe 
dais atter, he returneth home againe in poſte. Theſe pꝛyntes that 
were interceſſoureg. make a league, that they mape defende them 
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ſelues from iniurie, and therin be copziſedalſo the Archbichopg of © 
Mentz and Treuers. Whan Marques Albert refuſing the condi. 
tions, wente from Hedelberge to gather his armye, the Biſhoppexg 
of Bamberge and Wirciburge pꝛocure other letters from the cha. 
ber, in the which both the Archbichoppe ol Mentz . the Paulſgraue 
Duke Moꝛis, the Maiſter of Pꝛuiſſe, the Duke of Saxon, the 
Duke of Wirtemberge, the Lantzgraue, the Moꝛinbergians, and 
all theyꝛ neyghboures,are commaunded to aſliſt them: This was 
the ſecond day of Map. | 1 
Duke Moꝛis, who ſuſpected Marques Albert, and ſuppoſed © 
that he was alſo pꝛicked at by the ſame, foz his owne affuraunce, 
maketh a league with the Duke ofBzunſwtcke, and pꝛomiſeth aid 
to the Bichoppes and Nozinbergtans, In the meane ſeaſon Mar 
ques Albert,. hauinge leuied his power, marcheth foꝛewarde, and 
in the Countries of the Bichoppes and ſtate of Nozinberge,he de:. 
ſtroyeth all with burninge and ſpoylinge, and taketh the Citye ob 
Bamberge, the head Towne of all that Countrye, and thꝛeatnetg 
warre to the Hobilitye of Frankonie, vnleſſe they will obey, and 
ſurpꝛiſeth Schuinfurt, a Towne imperiall, and foꝛtifieth it with 
a garriſon. The Hoꝛinbergians, becauſe they hold certain townes 
and Caſtels by the benefite of the Kealme of Boheme, had intrea⸗ 
ted king Farnando that they might leuy certaine hozſmen in hys 
dominions to defend thoſe places: The king was content, and per- 
mitted them to gather fiue hondzeth:but the Marques as they 
were comminge intercepteth them, and taketh alſo certaine of the 
fozeſaide Townes and Caſtels. Againe on the other ſide, Henrye 


Duke of Bꝛunſwicke, which had dꝛawen vnto him a greate parte 


of Counte Manſteldes army, by Phillip his ſonne moueth warre 


againſte his neighboures, inuadinge the boꝛders and Countries 


of the Bichoppes of Munſter and Minden, and of his Colin allo 
Duke Erike of Bꝛunſwieke, and of the ſtate of Bꝛeme, and extoꝛ⸗ 
teth of them a maruelous great ſome of Monpe. Aboute this tune 


the controuerſy that the Duke of Cleaue had with the Archbiſhop 


of Collon,foz a certaine iuriſdiction, by the mediation of the Paull 
graue and the Bichoppe of Treuers, whiche met at Bacheracke, 
was thzoaghly appeaſed. 

. Flittle while after, at the beginning ofthe monthe of June, the 
Paulſgraue, tharchbichop of Mentz,thambaſſadozs of the dukes 
of Bauier and Wirtemberge,by themperoꝛs comaundement mete 
at-Franckfurt,aboute the warte of Franckonie. The Emperoure 
had ambaſſadozs ther Coũte Conigſten, therle of Solmen,x+Yery 
Haſie:king ferdinando had ther allo diuers And wher the biſhops 


vꝛged the Emperours abꝛogation, ⁊ the Marques his cofirmatio, 
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thelectozs admoniſh his ambaſſadoꝛs, to ſignify this vnto him to 
thintent he may aduerttſe them, whether he wil haue to tate place. 
Themperoꝛ the xv. day ol June maketh anſwer . Wheras in the 
laſt yeare paſt he had hard of the compoſition of Marques Albert 
and the biſhops, at the lute and requeſt of certen , he aboliſhed the 
ſame, cõmaunding the biſhops not to kepe it, foꝛ that it was a mat 
ter ot an euil pꝛeſident, to compell any man to ſuche ſubiection, foꝛ 
doing of his duety to him and to thempire: But aiterwarde, whan 
Marques Albert would none otherwiſe accoꝛd with him, excepte 
thoſe fozmer compoſitions were ratified, (he) to eſchue a further in 
tonuenience, which was than like to inſue vpon all Germany ſer- 
ued the time pꝛeſent. And, fo ſo much as he had an armpe readye, 
and Counte Manſteld alſo, in his name was gatheringe a newe 
power in Saxonie, and he him ſelf being troubled with the french 
warres, could not ſuppꝛeſſe him, neither was ther in al Germany, 
that was hable one day to abide his fozce,he made peace with him, 
in hope verely that he chuld quiet him afterward:Ecpeciallp it the 
Punces that be his kinſmen (ould trauell in the thing:and certẽ⸗ 
ly, it God had ſente him good ſuccelle betoze Metz he had deuiſed 
meanes, wherby he chuld haue ben ſatiſfted:Fo2 he did hin muche 
good ſeruice in the lame warre, in ſo much that he was deſirous to 
gratify him:but after that the ſiege toke no place, he aſſaid howe to 
make a concoꝛd by them at Yedelberge:and wher the Marques re 
fuſed the conditions ther pꝛopounded, and agatnhath moued war, 
it was to him very diſpleaſaunte , and thertoꝛe did he aſſigne thys 
other conuention at Franckfurt: And now it is repoꝛted vntohim, 
that he attempteth warre, not only againſte the Biſhoppes, but a- 
gainſt certen others alſo:which thing both greueth him exceading 
lye, and is done alſo contrarye to the compactes:Fo2 he, what time 
he was receiued into fauoure, pꝛomiled faithfull ſeruice hereafter 
bothe to him and to thempire: Ind pet it he would now at the leaſt 
obey, he coulde be tontente to foꝛget all thinges paſt:but where he 
him ſelfe alſo is had in ſuſpicion of diuers.it is wzongkullye done: 
whertoꝛe let them indeuoure wyth all theyꝛ fozce to make a pacifi⸗ 
tation, and require no further declaration of him in this matter: 
The ſame ſhall be to him mooſte acceptable , and in matters con- 
terninge the Empyꝛe he will do nothinge from hencefozth , but by 


theyz aduiſe and Counſell. At the lengthe they departed froFrack- - 


furte, wythoute the matter ended. Aboute the ſame time alſo, by

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In the month of May, Ihon- Duke of Nozthumberlad,which af- The Lady 
ter the death of the Loꝛd Pꝛotectoꝛ, the Ringes Uncle, hadß chief z ane orur- 
gouernment (as befoze is ſaide)marieth one of his Sonnes to the folke maried 
Lady Jane of Suffolke,daughter to the Lady Fraunces, whiche to Guylfozd 
was Nece to Kinge Henrye the eighte , by his Siſter the Frenche Oudler.

Foz the Emperour purpoſed to recouer Denes,ſendinge thither a = ſoꝛc 
power from Naples vnder the conduit of the Uiceroy⸗ Peter To- Aar in ta- 
letane:but wheras he died, and the Turkich Nauy, to the whiche pe. 
the Pzince of Salerne, going out of Fraunce, had ioyned him ſelf, 
was ſailing on the Seas of Grece and Italy, the ſoldiozs retour⸗ 
ned home, to repulſe the neare and domeſticall daunger. 

Marques Albert kepinge warre in Franconte , Duke Moꝛis 
and his fellowes ſend their army thither. The Marques therfoze 
leauing a garriſon at Schuinturt and other places, whan he had 
euerye where cracted Monye, haſted with greate expedition into 
Saxony, leading away with him many pledges oute of the domi- 
nions of No2zinberge and Bamberge captiues , Whan he was c6- 
men to Aruſtet, there were the ambaſſadozs of Jhon Fridericke, 
Duke of Saxon, to intreat him that he would not hurte his coun- 
try:he pꝛomiſed right gently,and kept it. After , marching into the 
limites of Erkurde, he ſpoyleth there manye villages . Duke Mo- 
ris amaſed at his ſoden comming. which had ſente his armye into 
Franckonie, as J ſaide,commaundeth all his Nobiltty, after alſo 
thother ſtates to put on armure,and hyzeth as many as he coulde, The war. 
but the Marques paſſing thzough his countrye,with oute doinge maketh war 
anye hurte,vohan he came to Halberſtat, he taketh the gates, and in Saronye. 
impoſeth to the Cleargye there a greate ſumme of Monye , after 
that, he burncth and deſtroyeth the Countrye of Henrye the Duke 
of Bꝛunſwicke, beinge aided by Duke Ericke, and the Nobilitye 
of Bꝛunſwicke. 5 

The Duke of Bꝛunſwickes armye,whiche J ſaide befoꝛe, was 
gone into Franckonie, by the conduit of Phillip his Sonne, whan 
they had attempted Schuinfurte in vaine, and ſaw ther was pea⸗ 
rill at home, retourne into Saxonie:likewiſe do the Souldioures 
of Duke Moꝛis, whereot the Earle Yedecke had the leading, and 
ioyn w Duke Moꝛis about oꝛthuſe. And foꝛ ſo much as þ Mar- 
ques tourned downe into the pꝛouince of Minden, Duke Moꝛis 
thinckinge that he woulde haue gone thzoughe Heſſe, and againe 
made inuaſton into Franconie, from Nozthuſe marcheth to Em- 
becke, that he mighte pꝛeuente him. Than in the ende ioyninge all 
his foꝛces together. he incampeth in the countrye of hildeſſeme, at

ſome euer any man had, he Gould try it at the law, and woꝛcke no 

kozce no2 violence: And certainly the ſtate of Germany, which hath 

bene nowe certaine yeares nowe ſoze afflicted with Ciuul warres 

doth much require peace and qutetneſle. 

wWherkoꝛe, what time there aroſe warre lately within the limits 

of the Empire, kinge Ferdinando, with the healpe of others, inde⸗ 

uoured and toke paines, that the warre was appealed , Ind here 

in at the lengthe had the Pꝛinces conſentes, that were chiefe Cap⸗ 

tatns of the warre, and finally, thꝛough the Emperoures permil⸗ 

ſion concluded peace. Mherin it was pꝛouided amongs other thin⸗ 

ges, (not only) that nothing be done to the contrary but that ſuche 

alſo as be in dãger ſhuld be atded and alliſted, but that ſame peace 

did not Marques Albert refuſe only, but alſo did wzyte openly to 

certen renowmed pꝛinces, that the ſame tEded to the great repꝛoche 

and dommage of Germany, and was moze woꝛthye to be called a 

treaſon, than a peace making. By which woꝛdes you declare ſuift- 

ciently, what minde you beare to pour natiue tountry. Again, whã 

you had with ſpoyling and burning diſtroied the countrye that li- 

eth by the Rhine, wheras you had no good lucceſſe in Fraunce, and 

themperoꝛ had an army pꝛepared ; thꝛoughe interceſſion you were 

reconciled to him, vpon reſpect only, that he would confirme youre 
compoſition with the Bichopß of Bamberge and Wirciburge. But 

vou ſtraightwaies abuſinge this confirmation of themperoꝛ, who 

permitted you to ſhew no violence, haue by youre miniſters manye 

times put in feare, either pꝛelate, with moſt terrible thꝛeatninges, 

ſaying how you would infoꝛce them, by tharmies of the Carles of 

Mauſteld and Oldenburge, to obſerue their couenauntes, as it is 

by your own mens letters to be pꝛoued. And that alſo pou mighte 

bꝛing this to paſſe, the ſoldioꝛs, which you dilcharged after p ſiege 

of Metz was leuied, vou commaunded to retourne to you! againe, 

at the beginning of Apzill. And all be it that they put their matter 

to the arbitrement of themperoꝛ, king Ferdinando and the Pzin- 

ces; oꝛ els referred the controuerſy to the iudges of the chamber, t 

lawes of thempire, and namely at Hedelberge offered ſuche condi⸗ 
tions, that not only the pzinces intercefſozs, but alſo themperoꝛ by 
his letters appꝛoued the ſame : yet you refuſinge all theſe offers, 
haue inuaded their pꝛouinces, and ſurpaiſing certain places,yaue 
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not ſpared to ſpoile gentle women, and ſo pꝛattiſing ſpoilinge and 
exattions of monp, haue fired many Caſtels, Townes, Uillages, 
and other buildinges, burning cruelly not only them , but the men 
in them in ſome places, aſwell of theyzs , as of the late of Nozin- 
berge, which both by the publicke law of the Empire, anda league 
alſotately made did aſſiſt them. After this haue you taken oute of 
ſondzye places, Townes men and Citezeris,of greate yeares:and 
foꝛ age vnweldie, as pledges foꝛ the mony impoſed, where it is not 
to be had, and haue caried them aboute with vou into the lower 
partes of Saxony, cruelly and tirannically which way ſoeuer pou 
went. Wozeouer,agatultt all righte, vou haue pꝛoclaimed warre a. 
gainſt the Nobility of Franckonie, and taken Sthuinturt a town 
imperiall, and foztifted-it with a garriſon , by the whpche thynges 
doubtleſſe you haue raiſed vp a wonderfull trouble and terrour in 
all places. Furthermoze;you haue not ſpared the king Fardinan- 


do: And all be it you are bounden to him by wardſchip, and league 


of inheritaunce, yet thzoughe a certaine deſperate rachneſſe, you 
haue not only made Rhoades into the bozders of Boheme, but al- 
ſo haue ſoꝛe affiicted the poſſeſſions of his kingdom, graunted out 
in times paſte by compoſition to them of Nozinberge , and diuers 
honeſt men alſo of the ſame iuriſdiction , vou haue partlye flaine; 
and partly bꝛought into extreame pouerty and miſery, and the ſame 
guidons of hoꝛſmen, which the king licenced the Moꝛindergians, 
tv leuy foꝛ the defence of theyꝛ Country, and not to wong any man 
you haue ſet vppon, and taken, and ſpoyling them of hoꝛſe and ar- 
mure, vou haue compelled them to retourne home again. Further⸗ 
moꝛe, vou kepe certaine Traitoures and ſuch as the Ringe hathe 
outlawed foz rebellion ,andſpeake woꝛdes, as it is repoꝛted, full of 
thzeatninges againſt the Ringe and the Bohemers Pet hathe the 
king geuen you none occaſion ſo to do. but hath euer auanced pour 
commodities,by what meanes he coulde: And all be it you entred 
his Country one peare paſt, full like an ennemp. vet are you notig- 
nozaunt, how frendly than he wꝛote vnto you that both yon ſhutd 
amend this fault:and alſo beware from hencefo2th, 


Nom foꝛ my part, ſaith Duke Moꝛis, all be it that in all my life he com⸗ 
I neuer gaue you any occaſion of diſpleaſure, but haue rather be⸗ plaint of D. 
ſtowed vpon you many benefits, yet, the laſt yeare, whan after the Boꝛis vpon 
peace concluded, departing from Franckfurt,foz the common wel⸗ Barques al. 


thes ſake, and king Ferdinandos, Fled my army into hongary a- 
gainſt the Turke;you remember by what meanes you ſoughte to 
allure my men from me, and what oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes you gaue 


me, both to your ſoldioures and others, what time, ſpeaking of the 


pacificacion of paſſawe, you called it the betraying ol Germanpe. 
meaning 
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meaning it by me, and my frend Henrye Plauie.Mozeouer J am 
not ignoꝛaunt. what thing was attempted the laſte winter, whan 
I was in Hongary.ts the deſtruction ofme and my country. by the 
armyofthe Earle Manſfeld, which was than iu the duchy of Bꝛa 
ſwicke. And whan you wer reconciled to themperoꝛ, what manner 
of woꝛdes, and not only how ſtinginge and bitinge, but alſo howe 
thꝛeatning and contumelious ye ſpake againſte me and my pꝛo- 
Uince at the ſiege ol Metz, ther know, which were · than in Campe 
with pou. And whan vou retourned home, atter the ſiege was leui⸗ 
ed, being demaunded ot me by letters, ofthe ſame matter, and of 
pour mind towards me. vou anſwered pꝛoudlye, ) whatſoeuer you 
haue (ſpoken of me oz ot᷑ others, you both remembꝛe it, and will not 
deny the lame: And to thother you made ſuchanſwer,as I can ge⸗ 
ther no certaintainty therot. After, wzyting tome of the ſame mat⸗ 
terfrom Yedelberge,you alledged certain thinges of great parſo- 
nages foꝛ this intent as I ſuppole, that you might cauſe me to ſuſ- 
pect and diſtruſt them: but wheras J gaue no great regard to ſuch 
matters, I aduiſed and counſelled you, bothe by letters and inter⸗ 
meſſagers, that youſhould obſerue the peace, and alſo deſpꝛed to 

unow, what J my ſelfGould loke foz at pour hand. But you,wzy- 

ting letters to thelectoz of Bzandenburge : All be it vou ſpake of 
ine lomwhat temperatly,yet,wher you come to the-parifiration of 
Paſſaw, vou ſignified plainly enough. howe pou were affected to⸗ 

wards me, and not long after declared it alſo in dede, Foz in certen 

of your laſt letters, you required me, that J woulde call backe my 

army, which was in the tentes of the confederates in Franckonie, 

foz this intent verelp, that vnleſſe I ſo did, pou mighte haue an ocs 

taſion to war againſt me. Againe, choꝛtly after pou led your army 

thzough my country and my bꝛothers Auguſtus, wher youhad ge; 

uen vs no knowledge ther ot befoze,cleane contrary to thaunciente 

tuſtome of Germany. pou make your boaſt, that you did no hurte 

as you went, but my men repoꝛt to me far otherwiſe. And all be it. 

that it were ſo, yet do J not ſo much aſcribe this to pour will, as to 
neceſſity. Foz it is knowen how faſt you marched, and how weary 
the Douldiours wer: And you knewrightwel,that in caſe vou had 
attempted any foꝛce oꝛ ſhewed violence, it had notben harde foz me 
to haue reſiſted you andpourarmy,being ſofaint and weried with 
traueling, and to haue called home thoſe that were in Franckonie: 
but doubtleſſe your purpoſe was, to haue ſet on me at pour return. 
and that haue your Souldioꝛs not let to ſaye. Mozeouer, paſſyng 
thꝛough the country of Thuring.pou ſpoiled certen villages of the 
city of Erturd, which is vuder our tuition. Which you denye not in 


pour owne letters wzptten to me from Bzunlwicke , Pour * 
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alſo haue flatne diuers in my bzothers Country, and neare vnto 
Bichlinge, they toke two gentlemen, and whan they had appealed 
vnto me, bette them with whippes and caſt them in pꝛilon. 

pet foz all this could not J be bꝛoughte, to attempte warre:but 
required the ſame by letters that J did befoꝛe, and exhozting you 
to peace, wherof there was than a treaty at Franckfurt , inquyzed 
what minde you were of towardes me and my fellowes. But how 
bitterly & angerly you anſwered,it appereth by your own letters. 
Fo: neither woulde pou vtter pour minde,and pet accuſed the tre 
ty of Franckfurt as ſuſpected. hereof J could gether none other⸗ 
wiſe,but that you were determined to continue the warre of Fran- 
konie, yea and as octaſion ſerued, to ſpare neither me noz my fel- 
lowes. Which you alſo denounced to them of Erkurde , and imme⸗ 
diatlyatter declared alſo to others. 3 

Fo: beſides many others diſpleaſures, that you did the Bichop⸗ 
pꝛicke of Halberſtat, which themperoꝛ, as you knowe, hathe com- 
mitted to my pꝛotection, vou impoſed a great ſome of Monpe, and 
ſpoyled they? colledges in the country neuertheleſſe. The ſame did 
you alſo in the Archbichoppꝛicke of Maidenburge, which is like- 
wile compꝛiſed vnder my tuition, and haue exacted Monpe of the 
Nozthuſians and Mulluſians. And Henrye the Duke of Bzun- 
ſwicke, with whome J haue made a league, righte honeſt in dede, 
and not repugnant to the treatye of Þafſawe,you haue perſecuted: 
with ſwoꝛd and fire, ſo ſone as J had aduertiſed you by letters, ot 
the league, and the reaſt of my tellowes. Theſe thinges doubtles, 
be not cozreſpondentto certain of pour foꝛmer letters. 

Now therfoꝛe, although that king Ferdinando ( J) and our fel- 
lowes do greatly deſire peace:eſpectallye of Germany, euer ſence 
the pacification of Paſſaw, to indeuoꝛ that al thinges may be quis 
et: Eſpecially in theſe parties:which thing alſo very manye of the 
nobility of Bꝛunſwicke, which ſerue now in your camp tan teſtify: 
pet, foꝛ ſo much as you haue remoued the war into theſe parties, 
declare manifeſtly, whan you inuade our fellowes,what your intẽt 
is. Mozeouer.foꝛ ſo muche as there is a bzute,y you are hyꝛing of 
greater foꝛces, though it be in an others mas name, which you are 
not hable to find except you permit them to robbe and ſpople, and 
wozke what miſchiet they liſt, in ſo much that not only Frankonte, 
but other pzouinces alſo, ſtand in great danger of you, which your 
ſelfe can not diſſemble, whileſt you ſaye,you will bꝛynge to paſſe, 
that no man els (hall be in better caſe than you are: oꝛ theſe cau- 
ſes J ſay, and foz ſo muche as you leaue no place bnto Concozde, 


king Fernando(J)and our fellowes,ſeing we are next the daͤger. 
are 
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are conſtrained to put on armure,to repulſe from vs violence and 


intury,to tue end we may deliuer our natiue countrye, and retouer 
the Publitze quietneſſe. Foz this do the lawes of the Empire, not 
only permit, but inioyne vs alſo, and the higy court of the chambze 
imperiall commaundeth vs, to aid and alſiſt our neighbozs of fri 
konye. And althoughe at this time that you leuye men in, vou pꝛe⸗ 
tend to do it in themperoꝛs name, pet knowe we aſſuredly, that the 
ſame is fo2ged and fained. Foz he hath declared what his mind is. 
not only to vou, but to vs and other alſo, and ſhoztly you ſhal know 
moꝛe. what he thincketh. But, ſince this our enterpꝛiſe is attemp⸗ 
ted foꝛ the common wealthes ſake, and thertoze neaded no declara 


tion ok our mind, pet to thintent, you chall not be ignoꝛant, we both 
do pꝛoteſt, that we will do hereafter, as the thinge it ſelfe (all re⸗ 


quire, that this pour diſſolute, and moꝛe than Tirannicall cruelty, 
may be ſuppꝛeſſed. And this verelye in oure owne name, and oure 
kellowes, we do pou to vnderſtand, and hear teſtify, that the blame 
of all the calamity,that Gall chaunce in this warre, is wholy to be 
imputed vnto vou, which will come to no reaſonable condition: ne- 
ther doubt we this alſo, but the euerliuing God will alliſte rather 
thoſe, that ſeke the ſafegard oftheir countrye, than him, that goeth 
about deſtruction, and warreth on his natiue country. What time 
theſe letters were deliuered, in the campe of Marques Albert, the 
Ambaſſadoures of the electoure of Bzandenburge , were lente to 
perſwade a peace. 


Whan he had red the letters he cõ ſulteth ofthe matter with his 


captaines,* demaundeth of them, whether they will take his part: 
Who affirming, he calleth foꝛ the pong getleman that bꝛought the 
letters. and tourning his talke to him. Thy Pꝛince, ſaith he, hathe 
thꝛiſe bzoken his faith befoze this, and hath done wickedly,x thys 


Tbe Par. is the fourth fact of the ſame-ſozt:let him come hardly, Jwil pꝛous 
annſwere to What he can do: This tell hun in my name. 
duke Pozis. 


With theſe woꝛdes he geueth him certaine crownes in rewarde, 
and ſendeth him a waye. There the ambaſſadoures that were in⸗ 
terceſſoꝛs, all we do nothing than ſay they enothing, ſaith he, you 
may retourne home. han therfoze he perteiued the waight of the 
aes Warte, he ſendeth Duke Ericke of Bzunſwtck to the Empero! the 


albert fen- third day of July,. and ſignifieth vnto him how thzough the policy 
deth to the of terten, ther wer many aduerſaries raiſed againſte him, wohiche 


indeuoꝛ, that the couenaunts be not only not kepte, but alſo that he 


might be expulſed out of al his lands and poſſeſſions, by reaſon of 


a new conſpiratp, and that is he able to pꝛoue:that certen Pꝛinces 
_ electozs,and the chieleſt of all Germanpe, haue conlpired to — 
; an

a newe Emptrour. And the cauſe why the Biſhoppes beſo loꝛe 
againſt him. is long of the iudges of the Chamber. Pepzayeth 
hym therfoze that he would not be offended.ifhe ſhall attempt 
ought againſt them. His aduerſartes alto, to bꝛyng hym in ha. 
tred, and to allure mo vnto them, haue reyted this bzute of 
him. as though he hath con lpyꝛed with him to oppꝛeſſe the li⸗ 
bertte of Germany. This doubtleſſe haue certen Pꝛynces obiec 
ted vnto hym, and letters ate caſte abꝛoade in Germany . as 
ſent from the Byſhop of Arras. howe he verely fo; this intent. 
hyꝛeth an armte. that he myght accomplyſhe his wyll. Foz the 
Duke of Alba ſhall bꝛynge his ſonne, the Pzynce ot Spayne 
into Germany to the next conuention of the Empyꝛe. that he 
may be denounced the ſucceffour of the Emppꝛe. With this is 
kyng Ferdinando ſo fully pertwaded. that entryng into league 
with his ennemies, he hath pzoclatmed warre againſte hym. 
He hath verely excuſed this vnto many ryght dilligentiy: but 
the luſpicion tncreaſeth dayly. Therkoꝛe is he fubiecte vnto 
great periiles and daungers, in a maner fo2 this cauſe only. 
that he wyll not fozſake his frendchyp, wherkoꝛe he humbiy 
beſecheth hym, that he wyll bothe ratitie thoſe compoſitions 
of the Byſhoppes; and alſo dekende hym and his.

in the abſence of Marques Albert, inuade his dominion, he; 


into league with the faulſe Bykhoppes, imbꝛaced agapyne the 
Popithe doctrine. Wherunto they alter warde. ſetting fozth a 
doke make aun were, and recite the whole matter in oꝛder, e⸗ 
uer ſpnce the peare befoze,howe cruel warre he hath kept. how 
they made compacte with hym ; howe after by'the. Empe⸗ 
rours permiſſion and conlente, they made a league with the 
Byſboppes abonte them. ho we he hathe refuſed mooſte reaſo- 
nable conditions. offered by the ſame Byfhoppes,and againe 
moued warre agapnſte them: and howe, at what tyme, 
bothe fozthe league made, and alſo koꝛ the commaundement 
of the Chamber, they ayded they: fellowes , he inuaded a⸗ 

apne they: Countrie lately. Amongeſt others of hys wyc⸗ 

ed Ictes , they recite this as a rare example of ſuche crueltie 
as hath not bene hearde ol, that, hauyng . two —

The great their dominion, Altoꝛte and Lanſe, he ſhut in not the fowneg 
crueitie of men only, but alſothe people he could fynde in the countrie, 
Pat. Albert and tattell, and after ſet them on kyꝛe in ſondzy places, but chi⸗ 
efly about the gates, pourpoſing doubtleſſe to burne them all 
vp. In the which fire they ſaychyldze and women with chylde. 
and many licke perſones, which were not able to bzeake down 
the walles and eſcape, were there miſerably bzent. Touchinge 
that he ſateth of altering their Religto, they declare to be falſe 
fo: the league is made only, to repulſe violence from them and 
theirs.

png ok. xvi. yearesof age, to the exceadynge great griet᷑ of all 
good and Godly men. Foꝛ after his death enſued a maruelous 
alteration of thynges in'Englande , as ſhalbe declared hereat⸗ 
ter. Jt was bzuted abꝛoade. that he was poyloned. Certenly, 
1952 there was not in Europe a kyng of ſo great expectation theſe 
Thevertues Ma np peares. From his very chyldhode he was excellently well 
of Coward bꝛought vp and inſtructed in vertue and learnyng, and had 
the ſixt, not only the Latin tongue, but the Greke and Frenche alſo, 
and loued the doctrine of the Goſpell exceadyngly, and gaue 
bnto all learned men enterteinement and ſ\uccour , to Ger⸗ 
- matnes, Jtalians, Frenchemen, Scottes, Spanyardes, and 

Polontans, | 

A battell phat tyme both armies were not karre aſonder in Saxo⸗ 
tough be. nie, and the Marques was come ouer the water of ueſer, the 
cape Duke nynthdaye of July at after none. they ioyned in battell with 
Par. Albert all theyꝛ fozces.Ifter a longe fyght, Duke Maurice whiche ex⸗ 
. celled in horſemen. had the victozy,but he hym ſelfe beyng firt- 
ken with a dagge thꝛough his bowels; died within two dayes 
after. The Marques came to Hanobꝛie in ſafitte . There were 
flapne aboute foure thoulande, in a maner al hoꝛſemen. Chert 
were taken exceadyng many. Henry the Duke of Bztinſwycke,

At 

the ſame tyme therkoꝛe, there were together in one campe the 
Lantgraue and the Duke of Bꝛunt wick. with the Byſhoppes, 

by a maruelous chaunge and contrarietie in thinges, where 

Duke Ericke of Bꝛunt wicke, that had marted Duke Maurice 

ſyſter, apded Marques Alberte. Many menne thought that 

tyme. that lyke as kinge Ferdinando gaue ayde againſt Mar⸗ 

ques Albert, ſo did the Emperour incourage and ſtrengthen 

the Marques againſt Duke Maurice. Howebeit the Empe⸗ 

rours letters ( whiche hereafter J (all recite)impoꝛte no ſuche 

kynde of thynges. 

Che Frenche kyng was ſayde than to haue treated of newe 

deuiſes with Puke Maurice, & was ryght ſoꝛy toꝛ bis death, 

Dube Maurice being caried into his Tente, the ſame nyght 
wzyteth letters to the Byſhop of 1Birtemburge, his fellowe in 

that warre,wheretin he declareth the whole matter, and ſaieth 

howe the victo2y is his.but that he is ſoze wounded: And ſup⸗ 

poſeth that Albert is fliyng . He admonylheth hym therfoze, 
that he commaunde the wayes to be layde foz hym in certen 
places, that he may be intercepted, and not ſuffered to paſſe, 
hat ſo euer his owne Cate oz ende ſhal be, he is of a good con; 
ſcience. Foꝛ he toke in hande this warre, that he myght ſup» 

p:elle that diſturber,and recouer the quietnes of Germany. He 

was buried at Fridberge a Towne of Meiſſen, the kourtenth 

daye after the battell by Henry his father, and his yong ſonne 

Albert. De was. xxxii. yeares olde and vpwarde ; His pꝛelence 

was thought to be a great cauſe of the victozy, oꝛ els it was x, g,,,,, 
ſuppoſed that the Marques ſhould haue wonne the fielde. Foz wan þ tieive 
many of his hozſemen were fled. There were taken of the en- and ion hig 
nemies and — vnto hym out of the battell. liiii. enteig - te. 
nes, and. xiiii.guidons.Foꝛ the whiche Duke Maurice in dede 

ſpent his owne lyfe, but yet he ouerthꝛewe the koꝛce and po⸗

Lipſia, Joachim Camerarte, made the oꝛation funerall, and 
Tpeakyng muche in his commendation. he rekened vp the won · Tbe woͤders 
ders that went befoze his death. Dꝛoppes of bloude ſtyckynge befoze bis 
vpon tbe leaues of trees, the moſte impoztune barkynge of beate. 
Dogges, and werieng one an other. The nepinge of HYozſes 
hearde::and the clatterynge and clankynge of Parneſle, and 


certen other thynges full of terrour. G1

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Againe. his owne Tente ouerthzowen with a whirle wynde, a 

the reſtdue ſtanding till and not touched, and certen woꝛdeg of 

his owne.as foꝛeſpeaking and pꝛognoſticating his deathto co⸗ 

me. Ind certenly as touching thoſe red dꝛoppes. they were com 

monly ſene in diuerle places, and euen at Straſburge aboute 

the beginning of June, what tyme they fell vpõ bowes, graſſe, 

tyled Houſes and ſtones, That tyme did there fite a wonderfull 

number of butterflies, and ſome there were, that ſayde, howe 

theſe — dꝛoppes came of them. Againe others iudged that 

Great trend it did pourtẽde and ſignifie ſome thing. Betwene Duke Mau⸗ 
ſhip betwirt rice and Margqes Albert. being both of one age, there had bene

But the. xvitt. daye of July. Marques Albert wꝛyteth letters

letters to v he went thꝛough their coũtrie into Saxon, he paſſed without 
— D. harme doing, £02 that he had no hoſtilitte in his mynde. But 
Paurice- Duke Maurice hath not only hurt men of his dominion, but 
2 alſo to the intent to gratitie certen wicked a periured biſhops, 
had renounced þ auncient league, that is bet wene his familie 

and ß houſe of Saxon. in a maner foꝛ no cauſe.a after a ſtraũge 

example had made warre againſt him. whiche thing being lo 

in dede, and koꝛ ſo muche as they the telues haue furthered his 
enterpiſe.cleane againſt the Emperours cdõmaundement. ther 

fore mult he ſee fo2 hym ſelfe, ho we he may recompentce himſelf 

koꝛ the domage receiued and therfoze renounceth their league 

and amitie. The Emperours armie, atter Turwen was ouer⸗ 

15 thꝛowen, marching from thence into Artois. in the moneth of 
a July toke the Caſtell of Heſdine by allaute. There was ſlayne

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Che ne wes of the battell in Saronfe was bꝛought to the Em⸗ 
erour within a very fewe dayes. who after the. xxii. daye of 
ue, auntwereth Duke Ericke of Brunſwicke , whome Mar⸗ 

ques Albert had ſent, as befoze is ſayde, Howe he is not a little 
ſoꝛp.that the diſpleaſure is growen lo karre, foz he had muche 
rather that all thts controuerſte had bene appeaſed, and vnles 
it be ſo, he feareth leaſt it wyll come euyll to paſle, not only to 
the Empyze, but alſo to Marques Albert.eſpecialty,ſince that 
ſo many of the chiefeſt States doe ſet in fote herein, and haue 
made a league. Therfoze his aduiſe and requeſt is,that with al 
ſpede they laye downe theyꝛ weapons, and deutſe ſome meanes 
of concoꝛde. It the Marques be ſo content, he wyll deuiſe, that 
the contrary parte ſhall ſurceſſe alſo, and diſtruſteth not, but 
that he ſhall perl wade them. Ind he earneſtly deſyzeth, that he 
refuſe not ſo to doe:Foꝛ other wyſe, the caſe ſtandyng as it doth 
no we, he can not vle his ſeruice,.leaſt he ſhould increaſe the ſu⸗ 
ſpicion that is reyſed already.

Ind in a maner about the ſame time, the nobilitie 
and ſtates of his dominton.ſent thyther Ambeſſadours alſo in 
the abſence of Duke Juguſte, that the Emperour, wold accept 
their Pꝛince as by them commended, The Dune of Saxon had 
ſent Imbaſſadours alſo.to kyng Ferdinando,and to the kynge 
of Denmarke.about theſame matter. Jn the meane ſeaſon the 
Biſhop of irtemburg beſegeth Schninkurt. which was kept 
with a garriſon of Marques Albert. as befoze is ſayd. Ind the 
Byſhop of Bamberge, and the Moꝛinbergians. whan they had

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ol Scripture. and aſked him how he knewe theſe thinges to be 
the Goſpell?The kinges littenaunt alſo ſayd there were onely blatpte 
but two Euangeliftes, Matthew and John: Foꝛ the other two Tbe —— 
and Paule alto. had as it were ſowed together certen fragmen- — me * 
tes. and patches, And it it were not that the Doctours of the n 
churche did attribute to Paule that authozitie, he wold ſet no 
moze by his Epiſtles, than by Eſopes fables. Ind whan Mar⸗ 
ſake inferred agayne,that there were Godly teſtimonies of the 
vocation and office of S.Paule,eſpectallp in the.i.chap.ot᷑ the 
Epiſtle to the Galathtans. That maketh nothing fo; the mat- 
ter ſaith he, fo2 he beareth witnes of htm ſelf. Unto thoſe that 
ſuffer with hym. the hangeman put an haltar about their nec⸗ 
hes, as the maner is. But Marſane. whome the iudges comais 
ded to be led without a bande about his necke, ſayed vnto the, 
is their cauſe better than mine? why wil you not geue me uch 
a chaine alſo? noh will pou not dubbe me knight of this noble 
and excellent oꝛder? alluding to 8 accuſtomed maner of kinges,

Of many peares 
nowe, he had bene of a contrary opinion (as he pꝛetended at 
the leaſte) and had vtterly fozſaken the Popi(h doctrine. Ind 
the cauſe why he nowe tpake thus (as they ſaye ) was foꝛ that 
he was put tn hope tobe pardoned. Ind albeit that the reſte of 
his talke being finiſhed, he ſayd he ſpalie as he thought. yet be 
ther ſome that affirme he was ſoꝛy fo2 ſo ſaiyng. what time he 
loking round about htm; perceiued no ſuccour, a ſawe that he 
was begtled. And other that ſuffered at the ſame time, one ſir 
Thomas Palmer. night. pꝛoteſſed the doctrine of the Goſpell 
with moſte conftancie. And the Duke was condened(as J ſaid) 
of rebellion a treaſon. And albett there were great ſu {ct0s, 
he had geuen the king poiſon, yet was he nothing at al exami⸗ 
ned foꝛ that matter: No2 in the ſ pꝛonoũced againſt hyny 
any mẽtion made therof. Of Peter Marty: the Floꝛentine. we 
haue ſpoken befoze, whiche going into England fir yeres pal. 
by the kinges ſending loꝛ, was reader of the diuinitie lecture 
at Oxfozde.wdhome many made muche of foz his excellent legx 
ning and vertue, but he wanted not alſo euil willers.udherfoz 
when the king was dead, he was commaunded not to ſtyꝛe ons 
fote thence without the pleaſure of the Muenefirſte knowen; 
no: cary away any thyng that he had, vnder agreatpenaltie, 
in caſe he ſhould doe otherwyſe . He was content to obeye, but 
whan he ſawe he was Jonge delayed. he w2yteth to the counſe» 
lours ot the Realme concerning his ſtate, and it he had ought 
oſfended. he requireth that his accuſer might be bꝛought fozth, 
and the matter examined: Wherupon thꝛough their permit 
ſion. he came to London. There he ſyndeth the Archebychop of 
Cantoꝛbury his Patrone and frend, of whome the Popylh pꝛe⸗ 


che byſhap of achers had reyſed a bꝛute. as though he ſbould be vnconſtant x 
—— wauering. as though by his commaundement the Malle were 


reſtoꝛed at Cantozvury, a as though he had pramyſed the ſelle 
ſame thing to the Nuene. And bꝛagged with alofadiſputatis 
that (ould be. Ifter he knewe of this, tmmediatly he ſet koꝛth 
a wꝛitynge to pourge him ſelfe, and lapth. how a terten pzief, 
vnknowyng to hym, had ſayde Maſſe at Cantozbury. bede⸗ 
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he denieth the other thing alto. yea. he pꝛoteſteth. it the Quene 
wyll geue him leaue, to pꝛoue.that the actes of ipng Edwarde 
concernyng the Loꝛdes ſupper and other articles of doctrine, 
be conſonaunt to the holy Scriptures, and that the Rompſbe 
Maſe is cleane repugnant from the inſtitution of Chꝛiſte. fo? 
the declaration wherof, he deſpꝛeth no great nomber, but euen 
a very fewe.and amonges them, Peter Martyz,to ayde and at⸗ 
ſiſte hym. And foꝛ ſo muche as the contrary parte, adourned 
their Religion by the commendatid of antiquitie, ſaiyng that 
it hath continued aboue a thouſand and fiue hondꝛeth yeares, 
he affirmeth that thei be not able to pꝛoue the ſame, but he wil 


pꝛoue, that the doctrine, whiche in kyng Edwardes dates, was

ſica. belonging to the ſtate of Genes, a fewe townes excepte 


foe ſaid. And pſame he raſeth.as he had done Cerwen befoer: 
The French king in the meane ſeaſon leuieth his armie about 
Amiens, and attendeth, tyll the Swyſles. whiche he had ſent 
foz were come. han Heldine was now ouerth:owen, the Ems 
ur at the ende of Auguſte was in mynde to attempte Doz. 
ans. but whan the Conſtable heard therof by eſptall , he lea: 
deth fozth a great number of hoꝛtemen, and ſome part of foote- 
men. ſo ſpedely.that he ſet vpon them oz euer thei were aware, 
and putteth them to flight. laying and takyng many of them. 
And what tyme the Swifles were come about the beginninge 
ol September, a ten thouſande footemen, the kyng went vp 
the water of Some. on the banke wherof ſtandeth Imtas; and 
commeth to Coꝛbie. From thence ſending out certen guidons 
ol hoꝛſemen, he runneth about the Towne of Bappam, as 


though he would beſtege it. But the ſeuenth daye of Septem⸗ 
Ser ſendyng an Herault of Irmes to Cambzaye, he requireth 


to be certified, what hartes the Townes men beare towardes 


hym. that is a very large towne;belongyng to the Byſhop,and -,, Frichs 
aunciently to the Empire, and in the ſame warre whiche the zung attem⸗ 
Emperour made with the Frenche king. it was a neuter town tet ©avzay 


inditierent to both. but at this tyme it was moꝛe of the Empe-» 
rous parte. The ning therfoze ſendeth them woꝛde . that he wil 
do nothing againft cõuenauntes.ſo that they wyl do theſame, 
and let their citie be ſet open foꝛ him. who is pꝛotectour of the» 
pire.a be ready to ſerue him in all — wel as they be to 
themperour. But when gouernour of ò town had My 8

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matter tothe —— made aun wer, that toꝛ ſo muche 
as the Frenchmt᷑ had with tpopling and burning diffroped al 
the coſitrie,þ he (hould takethem fo: his ennemies.· But befoze 
this meſſage came againe from the Emperour , the kynge ma⸗ 
king roades out began to aſſate the citie certẽ dates, But whey 
nothing pꝛeuatled. about che middes of September. he rayſeth 
his campe, and pttcheth his tentes two mples from the Empe⸗ 
rours campe, whiche was than at Malencene, a towne of He- 
nault.nere vnto the riuer of Scalde.Thi he appꝛocheth nerer, 
and certenly the thing was like to haue come to a batell, but d 
end was this. that the king. toꝛ that he had appꝛoched ſo nere ß 
Emperours fo:ttkicattons, after he had loſte very many of his 
men.retourned with his army the. xviit. day ol September. At 
his departinghe diſtroped all far and nere with fire. The mat⸗

in dede ſate.-howe the Emperour would not fight, but this the 
imperials deny. Che king retourning home, diſchargeth the 
Swiſles. In this ſame moneth are dilcharged the garriſon of 
lixe enſeignes ot fotemen, whiche had by the Emperourt com- 
maundement bene all that ware at Tuſpurge,. as J ſaydin the 
fourmer boke. About this tyme alto met at Hailbꝛune.p Paul 
graue, the Irchebyſbop of Mentz. the Duke of Bauier.and the 
Duke of nirtemberge. from the Irchebyſhop of Treucrs, and 
the Duke of Cleaue came Imbaſſadours . There was pꝛeſent 
in the name of king Ferdinando, the Bychop of Paſlawe. This 
fommer the rage of þ p made a great laughter at Paris, 
and in the meane timed were burnt there alſo fo: Luthe- 
raniſme.The king had a davling, whoſe huſband in tyme pal 
had bene gouernour of Nozmandy. The ſame woman being a 
wydowe had two ſonnes in lawe at the ſame time p2iſoners; 
Duke de Anmalle , and the Wareſchall Marchtan as befoze 
A ſaved. Ind fo2 the raunſome of Duke de Anmalle, Marques 
Albert demaundeth a hondzeth thouſande crownes, but that 
was aboue his habtlitie; wherfoze the bꝛute went. that the. 
which might do with the king what ſbe liſt, to p ende ſhe might 
make the mnonte. without her owne hinderaunce, had obteined 
that the kynge ſhould geue her their landes and goodes, that 
were condemned koꝛ heretie. Fo: the cuſtome of Fraunce is. 
that the kynge taketh not only the lyfe of ſuche as be condem ; 
ned. but their goodes alſo. hat tyme therfoze this pzaye was 
obtayned many they tape, were bzought in daunger. J wyll 
not certenly affirme this. but it commeth to paſſe many tymes 
in Fraunce and in other places, that the bloude of —— 
pe 
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perſones is not only apleaſure,but alſo a gaigne to many, 

Marques AItbert, after his ouerthꝛowe in battell, retour- 
neth to B2unlwicke,as a little befoze J haue ſayed, but where 
he vnderſtode by eſptall, that the Duke would beſege the citie. 
making no longe aboade, he gathered vp what hozſemen he 
could; and commaundeth them to abide his comming in Tu⸗ 
ringia, and ſending to his kitnſfolies and allies toꝛ ayde. han 
he was holpen ol them, he haſteth into Turinge , and the fifth 
daye of October. vſing great expedition, beyond al mens erpec 
tation, came to Weymer. where he was ryght gently receiued 
ot John Fridericke. and there remayning two nightes. that he 
myght refreche his louldiours after their trauatle, that ape 
ſcattered a bꝛoade in the cotitrie, he marcheth towardes Franc 
khony. Chat tyme the Erle Plaute and his fellowes beſeged a 
towne of his named Birnt. But hearing of his comming they 
leuied their ſtege, and gote them to Bamberge. But he being 
accompanied with no great bande of hoꝛſemen, goeth koꝛthe 
the. xi. day ol October to eſpte what is done at Yoſte,the town 
lately loſte. The ſoldiours of the garriſon chaunced than to be 
ſomewhat vn warely without the gates, foꝛ their pleaſure, be- 
ing altogether careleſſe, Wherkoꝛe, fynding this occaſion, and 
exhoztinghis men to be valiaunt. ryding vpon the ſpurre, ſet⸗ 
teth vpõ them quickely,and putting them to flight. followeth 
akter, and entring in at the gates with them: whan the towns 
men retoyling at his ſight and pꝛeſence, came running to him. 
he lle we the moſte parte of them. He founde there great pieces 
of Artillerie, and certen others, whiche they call field pieces, 
but without any cariage oꝛ furniture. Fo2 the enemies had ca 
ried awape all that were furniſhed to make the batterie at 
Birnte. Leauing ther an enſeigne of kotemẽ, he goeth to Blal⸗ 
ſeburg. his chief caſtell.Atter he came awaye from Bꝛunk wick 
Duke Henry beſeged the citie, and battered it ſoꝛe with ſhot, 
But the Bychoppes, and they of Nozinberge, whiche ſuppoz« 
ted all that armie, ſendyng hym wozde, that he ſhould repapꝛe 
to them. Duke Henry demaundeth of the citezens about foure 
thoulande crownes. Whan they refuſed this, and the Souldi⸗ 
ours vnlelic they were payde their wages, woulde beare none 
enleignes. they being atrayde or their owne daunger, pꝛompte 
to geue Hym lo muche. Than at the lengthe leuieng the ſiege, 
whan he had appoynted his Soldiours a dape, whan they 
ſhoulde be payed, he taketh his tourney thzough Turinge, -+ 
That knowen, the Duke of Saxon. John Friderick, koꝛ that 
he was not as pet made at one with him, goeth him ſelfe a his 
GgGg. ii. thꝛee 
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thꝛe ſonnes to Gothe. leauing his wife at epmer.koꝛ that the 
was not very wel in health, Duke Henry being now furniſhed 
to take his iournev.ſending vnto him letters, albeit ſayeth he, 
J haue had tuft cauſe, and good occaſion allo, in theſe certen 
peares pal, to reuenge the iniuries of kourmer time done vnto 
me, yet, toꝛ ſo muche as vou were in the Emperours cuſtodp. J 
haue attempted nothing againſt either your ſubiectes oꝛ chil- 
dꝛen., but haue permitted the thing to la we a iudgement. But 
pou not contented with kourmer iniuries haue holpen now of 
late alſo with pour apde and counſel, Fibert of Bꝛandenburg. 
the diſturber of Germany, and my vttermolle ennemp, whiche 
I knowe koz certentte, although vou w2ought it lecretly. ther 
koꝛe, in caſe my army now ſhal doe any hurte to your countrie. 
there is no cauſe to coplatne therof: Foz p beginning is of your 
ſelte. Duke Henry was determined to haue playd the vfter en- 
nemy, with Albert a Uolrate Erles of Panſtfeld,fo2 the laſt pe - 
res war. Yowbett thꝛough thinterceſſid of Duke Auguſt. who 
they ſought vpon. the matter was appeaſed. John Fridericke, 
receiuing the Duke of Bꝛunſwickes letters, began totreate w 
him byambaſladours.a to mitigate his minde.ſo that he chuld 
come to meymer with two guidons of hoꝛſemen, a kiue enſeig- 
nes of kotemen, a the reſidue-of his armie. be placed in 5 coũtrie 
therabout. Bither came to him from the P2zince, Minquice his 
chaũcelour.a declaring his cõmiſſiõ.pert waded him th:oughly 
to quietnes. Ind where beboze he required a great ſome ot mo⸗ 
nie. thetame now doth he partly remit. a remaining there two 
dates without doing any hurt. de parteth frendly.It the. xviii. 
day of October, began a diſputation at Londd, by the Quenes 
comaundement, of the pzeſence of Chꝛiſt in the Sacrament of 
the altar, as they terme it. The matter was reaſonedſir dates, 
not without oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes, where one of the Romlh dic- 
trine,Docto2 weſts, that was pꝛoloqutour.demeaned himſelfe 
diſoꝛderly what was decreed of the ſame, and what was thend 
of that parliament, J wyll declare here after, About the end 
of October, Michael Serueto, a Spantarde, was executed at 
Geneua, He had many yeares ſince ſet fozthdiuerſe bookes, a- 
mongeſt other thinges of the trinitie, vtterly repugnaunt to 
comon conſent of the church. Ind whan at the length he came 
this peare to Geneua, p Senate being certifted of him, cõmaũ 
deth him to be apzchended, and after appointeth Caluine who 
befoꝛe had wꝛytten againft him, other miniſters of þ churche, 
to haue conference with him. t9herfo:e there was a great and 


a bitter diſputation amongſt them, where as he — 
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tymes tell Caluine he lied. very immodeltly . But the Senate, 
leaſt any thing ſhould be done in lo weightie a matter rachelp. 
aſketh counſell touching the ſame opinions offtHe'Doctours 
of Bernes, Zurick, Baſiil, and Schafuſlans They allmake 
aunſwer,that the ſame thinges redounde to Gods high contu- 
melie. Ind where he wold not only not fozfake his opiniõ, but 
alſo with oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes a curted ſpeakinges defende the 
ſame, he was condẽned to die. nohan he came to ß place of execu 
tion. a william Farell did exhoꝛte hym. he would not call vpon 
Chꝛiſte,. the eternall ſonne of God, Ind where he che wed no to⸗ 
ken of repentaũce, vet did he not defend his cauſe vnto the peo⸗ 
ple. Many men aſcribed the blame of his death to Caluine: 
But he. letting foꝛth a booke, reciteth his opinton, and all the 
matter as it was. a dectareth that heretthes may be puniſhed 
with death. The laſte ſauing one of October, James Sturmie 
a man moſte iuſte and wittie,and the very beaultie of the No- 
bilitie of Germany, both koz his excellent gyttes of mynde,and 
notable lerning,departeth out of this life at Straſburg , wha 
he had layne ſicke ofa quartaine,by-the ſpace of two moneths. 
He was paſt thꝛe ſcoꝛe and thꝛe yeares olde. In theſe dayes 
Reynold Poole, an Engliſheman bozne,a Cardinal, comming 
from Rome, goeth though Germany to the Emperour , And 
whan he was come to the frontiers of the-Paulſaraues coun- 
trie,recetuing newes from the Emperour, who ſent vnto hym 
Mendoza, he retourneth to Dilling whiche is a towne of che 
Bylbops of Xuſpurge by the water of Thonawe, and there at⸗ 
tendeth, till he ſhal heare moꝛe from the Emperour. The Duke

Nouember came to his feilowes Campe. whiche was than at 
Lichtefelſe a Towne belongyng to Bamberge.

loꝛe at Birnthe. And the Counte Plauie and his Fellowes had 
beſeged it. Ind what tyme the great pieces of Artillerie came 
from Noꝛinberge, wher with the Towne myght be battered, 
they makyng ſurrendzte, the tenth of Nouember velde them 
ſelues in their ennemies hãdes. who taking certen of the Cap⸗ 
taines. let goe the reſte without armure, oz enſeignes. That 
done, they go to Colembach. a Towne of Marques Aibertes. 
and batter it very ſoꝛe. And the towneſmen percetuing that 
they were not able to defende it from the ennemie carte out all 
their goodes and houchold ſtuse into the caffel of Blaſſeburge,

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and after, ſetting the houſes on fire, fite thether them ſelues al 
ſo. Chus in tine the ennemy entreth the to wne. and kylling di⸗ 
uerte that were tounde —— the fire, and ſpoyleth 
the reſte that was lefte.Afterwardes whan Coũte Plauie had 
taken by ſurrendꝛie the caſtell of Lichteberge and the townes 

of Biruth and Holie. and raled the walles, he beſegeth the ca⸗ 

ſell of Blaſſeburge, the chieteſt toꝛte that the Marques had, a 

kept with a great garriſon. This tyme, the Frenche men. go⸗ 

Uercelles ing pꝛiuely out of Piedmount, vpon the ſoden, take Uercelles,; 
ſurpziſes, a towne of Turin, whiche the Spanyardes kept. But where 
they thought them ſelues hardly able to defend the ſame being 

ſo nere Millan, and Gonzago.the Emperours liettenaunt ap- 

pꝛoched alſo with a power. they ſpopled the towne, and retour- 

ned home in due ſealon laden with boties. Not long after it 

was ſignified and written both trom &enite and other places, 

of Solyman Emperour of Turkes, who had hanged his eldeſt 

be Turck fonne, Muſtapha,foz ſuſpicion of treaſon. They repoꝛte, that 
hanged his the murther was committed, thꝛough the pzocurement of his 
ſonne uſta ſeconde wyfe, whiche coueted to haue her ſonne auaunced. and 
pba. to ſuccede his father. I haue ſpoken befoze of the Irchebychop 
of Cantoꝛbury: he, and Nnene Jane, with thꝛe ſonnes of the 

Che Artbby Puke of Nozthumberlande, being bzought to the barre, in the 
wop of Can moneth of Nouember, were oõdemned to luffer foz treaſon:but 
tozbury and accoꝛding to the cuſtome of the Kealme.thet were caried again 
— tone to p2yſon, and thꝛough the interceſſiõ of certen, were reſerued. 
emned Sebaſtian Scherteline;, of whome ofte mention is made, kor 
whoſe death the Emperour had appointed a great rewarde,as 

in the laſt boke is declared. was at this tyme reconciled to the 
Emperour and king Ferdinando. and recouered all his goodes. 

At the ſuite of the byſhoppes and their conſoꝛtes.the iudges of 

the chamber imperiall, with a ſolemne ceremonie, the fyꝛſte of 
December do outlawe Marques Albert of Bꝛandenburg. as a 

Barques Al diſturber of the publique quiet,and of the Emptre,diſpatching 
ve rt ouila · ghzoade their letters hither and thether. and the ſame tet vp o⸗ 
wed, penly. and permitted his lyfe and goodes to be ſpoiled of alme. 
Duke Henry of Bꝛunſwicke. leauing Counte Plauie at Þ ſiege 

of Blaſſeburg. the ſirt day of December goeth with his power 

to Schuinturte, whiche towne in dede being ſituated on the 

banke of the Riuer of Moene,the Marques kept with a ſtrong 
garriſon. The Duke had an ayde of Soldiours that came from 
Noꝛinberge and Foꝛcheme. But Maraues Albert ſuſpectinge 

the matter firſte , what vitaile ſo euer was in places therea- 

boutes,he bꝛought it into the Towne , after he _— = 
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buildinges about it, to the intent he might take away the oc⸗ 
caſion of beſteging from the ennemie that tyme of the peare. 
Wherkoꝛe Duke Henry, without any exploicte done, hauinge 
loft alſo many of his men, what tyme the Marques ſaleed out, 
and fought, retourneth home with no great company, paſling 
though the countrie of John Fridericke, without harme do- 
ing. han Marques Albert vnderffode that he was outlawed 
by the chaber,he ſucth to the Emperour.that he would reuerſe 
the iudgement: But he ſayeth howe he may not let the execu⸗ 
tion of the lawe. So than he refuſeth the iudgement as coꝛrup 
ted with bꝛibes and rewardes, and maketh a pꝛoteſtation. in a 
wꝛyting ſet fozth of the ſame. But the tudges do commaũd the 
next pꝛouinces ofthe Empire to ſe the thinge executed. 

This tyme was holden in Englande a parliament of al the be Godly 
States ot the Realme. And koꝛ ſo muche as in kyng Edwardes lawes of 
tyme, there were actes made, of the Loꝛdes ſupper , of ceremo⸗ good Ev- 
nies,of the miniſtration of the Sacramentes, of the mariage ward repea- 
of pꝛieſtes ot the election of Byſhoppes, of oꝛdeining the mini- led. 
ers of the churche. ol the fourmg of pꝛaying. and of ſuch other 
like thinges. In this parliamẽt it was enacted, that thoſe ſta⸗ 
tutes ſhould take no place, but that all men (ould followe the 
fame Religion. whiche was obſerued at the death of kyng Hẽ⸗ 
ry. Mozeouer, that no man ſhould moleſte oz diſauiet ſuche 
pꝛieſtes and miniſtrs of the churche, as ſhalbe oꝛdeined hereaf- 
ter. Furthermoꝛe the diuoꝛcement of Muene Katherine, the 
Nuenes mother is pꝛonoũced to haue bene onlawtfull. Finally Quene &. 
there was debated amonges the Nobles concerning the Que⸗ ty ax(ances 
nes mariage.anda greed that ſhe ſhould be eſpouſed to the Em to the &mpe 
perours ſonne, king Philippe. Ok whome there went a repoꝛt roucs ſonne 
befoze,that he ſhould marie his Colin daughter to Emanuell 
king of Poztugale,and to his aunte Elenoꝛe. han this was 
agreed vpon, the Emperour ſendeth koꝛ Cardinall Poole. The 
cauſe why the Emperour would haue hym to ſtaie in Germa⸗ 
ny was this (as many ſuppoſed) leaſt he being ot the bloud ro⸗ 
iall. and well beloued in his countrie, ſhould haue bene ſome 
let to the mariage. In ſtede of thoſe Byſhoppes, whiche J ſayd 
befoꝛe were thꝛuſt in pꝛiſon. were created others at this tyme. 

Foꝛ the full conkirmation of the Matrimony , the Emperour 
ſent a moſte honoꝛable Ambaſſade into Englade, which might 
alfiaunce Quene Mary to kyng Philippe being abſent, Che 1554. 
chief Imbaſſadour was Counte de Egmonde, They arriuinge 
at London about the beginning of January, after they had 


treated of the matter a fewe dayes,b2yng it to paſſe. The com;

bꝛoke to haue the charge abꝛoade. Nowe was Wiat p2oclat-

that it ſhould be lawfull foꝛ him to determine concerning her 
martage, and either to reteine oz diſplace her counſellours at 
his pleaſure. Che third daye after was pꝛoclaimed a pardon to 
all the comon people. ſo that they would fozſake the captaines 
and authours of rebellion, and to him that would bzing Wiat 
p2pſoner, was appointed a great rewarde , The Duke of Sut- 
folke was allo accompted in the nũber of traitours. And wher 
as the ſame daye the conſpiratours came nere vnto the citte, 
the Nuene cutteth in two London bꝛidge ouer the Nyuer of 
Cemte,leaſt any ſhould go out to them. Che next day thei come 
into South warke, ſuppoling that the citeʒẽs would haue ioy⸗ 
ned with them: But they were holden in with a garriſon . In 
the meane ſeaſon the Duke of Suffolke is taken in an other 
parte of the Kealme, by the Erle of Huntington, whome the 
Quene ſent after him with hozlemen, whan the contederates 
had ſpent two dates at the citie, and traueled on that ſyde in 
bapne, taking an other way they paſle ouer the Temſe at King 
ſtone ten miles aboue London, and ſo marche towardes the ci⸗ 
tie. There at thelaſte was Wtat and his felowes intercepted, 
of that power , whiche the Quene had ſent out with the Erle 
of Penbꝛoke, and committed to p2yſon , The next daye, whiche 
was the ſeuenth daye of the ſame moneth, pꝛoclamation was 
made, vnder payne of death, that who ſo euer had receiued any 
of theſe rebelles into his houſe, ſhould bꝛynge them fozthe and 
pꝛeſent them immedtacly.A fewe dayes after the Dulie of Suf 
folkie is bzought pꝛyſoner to London.

And nowe was the compolition made betwene hym and 
Duke Auguſtus . Fo2 where the kyng of Denmarhe , ſendynge 
Ambafladours,as J ſayd befoze,made great interceſſion, after 
much and dtuerſe,and almoſt an halfyeares diſceptation,now 
at this tyme was the matter appeaſed. vpon theſe condicions. 
John Fridericke departeth from the Electourſhyp. from Meil⸗ 
ſen, and from the Townes of mettell mines. Dune Jugulius 
diſceaſing without Heires males, all theſe thinges retourne 
to the Duke of Saxon a his heires males. In the meane tyme 
the Duke of Saxon map vſe the name and the armes ot Clec- 
tourchip, as well in ſealing of letters as in coyninge of mo» 
nie. Duke Juguſtus alſo graunteth to hym and to his ſonnes 
certen townes and gouernementes, and koꝛ the debtes that 
were behynde of certen fourmer peares whiche Duke Maurice 
had not payed to his ſonnes, he papeth do wne to the ſumme of 
an hondꝛeth thouſand crownes . He redemeth alſo the Caftell 
and towne of Contgſperge, ſtanding in Franconie, and layed 
to moꝛgage to the Biſhop of Wirtemburge foz, xl. thoulande 
crownes, and reſtoꝛeth it to the Duke of Saxon a his ſonnes. 
Finally the league of inheritaunce of the houſe of Saron, in 
theſe fourmer peares infringed, is renewed, and eſtabliſhed a⸗ 
gayne . The ſame compoſition John Fridericke, lying on his 
deth bed, not long befoze he ended his Iyfe, confirmed with 
his w2yting and ſeale, andcommatided that his ſonnes ſhould 


doe like wyle. nherkoꝛe with a noble courage vanquichyng all 


euilles and miſeries, wherinto he chaunced, he = —

pꝛiſon.noꝛ in the cuſtodp of fozeine ſoldiours. wherũto he was

fonnes and ſudiectes peace and quietnes. His wyke alſothe 5, 001, 
Ducheſſe.hauing her owne wylhe;left this earthiy manſton. nes or bis 
Fo: often tymes ſhe had ſaied. that he coulde be content to dye wyte. 
with all her harte. to that ſhe might firſt ſe her hut band fate a 

at libertie. And the tame many times did ſhe pꝛay to the liuing 

God foꝛ, with many teares and ſighinges. The fame dape that 

the ended her Iyfe, had Duke Zuguſt a ſonne bozne named Ilex⸗ 

ander.

Senes . ding certen thinges by eſptall,ſet vvon them ſodenly, and ſlew 
of them a great nomber. They not withſtaͤding, reſtoꝛing their 
ſtrength continued the ſiege. therfoze the Frenche kyng hy» 
reth about thꝛe thouſand Swiſſes to apde thoſe that were bee 
ſieged. The Duke of Flozence had fiaunced his daughter to Aſs 
canio the Byſhop of Komes nephewe , and meanes were deui⸗ 
ſed. to auaunce hym by thismariage- | 
In theſe dates;the gouernour of Millan Ferdinando Gons 
zago, being ſent foz, came tothe Emperour in Bꝛabant: Chi⸗ 
ther came alſo Babtiſta Caſtaldus. whome the Emperour, as 
J ſapde, in fourmer yeares ſent Imbaſladour into Hongarie. 
The death About the middes of Ipꝛill. Sir Thomas iat was executed 
of Wiat, at London: Befozehe ſuffered, excuſinge the Lady Elizabeth 
and the Erle of Deuonſhyꝛe diligently, he affirmed that they 
were not pꝛiuie to this conſpiracie. Than 
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Chan alſo the Archbiſhop of Cantozburye,the Biſhop of London 
and Hugh Latimer were caried firſt to Windſoꝛe, and after to Or- 
fozd,and after they had diſputed with the diuines of that vniuerſi⸗ 
ty, and alſo of Cambzidge,perſeueringe in theyꝛ opinion, they are 


committed to pziſone . At the ſame time againe the Quene helde a 


Parliament. Wherin che pzopounded two thingesrhieflye,concer- 1 
ning her owne mariage,and reſtozing the ſupzemacy to the biſhop in England. 


of Kome:wherof the obteined the firſt bpon certain conditions, but 
this other, the Nobility being chiefly againſte it che coulde not per- 
ſwade,CardinalPoole,after he had bene a certen time with them⸗ 
peroz,wente to the French kinge,and was a counſelloꝛ of peace to 
them both: but he pꝛeuailed nothing. At thend of Apzill, Marques 
Albert receiuing lx.thouſand crownes,ſendeth away Duke D'an- 
malle his pꝛiſoner. wher a little befoꝛe he had loſt Holanſperge, an 
other foꝛtreſſe of his dominion. Not long after, themperoꝛ ſending 
his letters from B2uiſlels,where he was in the winter befoze out 
lawed by the chamber, he outlaweth him again, and complaininge 
that he ould wozke ſo much miſchief vnpuniched, commaundeth 
with wozdes moſt waighty,that allPzinces and ſtates, but cyiefly 
thoſe that are nexte him, do put the P2oclamation of outlawrye in 
execution. They had met twiſe befoze this at Roteburge to treate 
a peace: but wheras nothinge was concluded,themperoure decreed 
this againſte him, and foz the ſame the ſtates aſſembled after, at 
VWuozmes.al ſuch as belonge to the pꝛouince ofthe Rhine. Or the 
comon aſſemble of thempire p chuld be holden at Auſpurge, Jhaue 
ſpoken oltner then once:# becauſe themperoz,being impeched both 
with licknes andalſo with warres,could not be ther, king Fernan⸗ 
do at his requeſt, taketh this charge vppon him, and the Pꝛinces 
being of him deſiredto come exculed them ſelues by reaſon of the 
troubleſome ſtate of Germany. Themperoꝛ had all ready ſent tht-: 
ther certenof his counſell,and had alſo choſen out the Cardinall ot 
JIuſpurge foz theſame purpoſe:but what time foꝛ the cauſe aboue 
named, no man tame, the matter was differred til a time moꝛe con- 
ueniẽt. Marques Albert had wꝛitten certen thinges(ſpitefully and 
bitterly againſt the Nozinbergians,as though in the fozmer war 
they hadpziuely aided the French king and his fellowes, and had 
paid mony,as though they huld haue had a great ſuſpitiõ ot᷑ them- 
pero2,both they # alſo the biſhops theyz fellowes, had ſpoken cons 
tumelious woꝛds, that they Chuld fauoz the french king moze then 
themperoꝛ. p they them ſelues had attẽpted this war againſt him. 
they do what they are able, ð the biſhops uld not kepe couenants 
as though they chuld ſeke to deſtroy al the nobility, as though they 
ſhoulde haue bzoken theyz pꝛomiſe expꝛ 84. ſigned in 1110 
i. ing 
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againit Par theyz wzyting vnto all the ſtates, both confute al thinges in o2dze, 
ques albert. and verity the moſt thinges of him, and recite, vpon what conditis 
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ting as though they ſhould haue made a wicked anda cruel warrs 
againſt the people of his dominion, as thoughe they had cozrupteg 
the iudgemente of the Chamber with bzives . He called them allo 
traitoꝛs to they2 country,diſperſing abzode libels therof.thzoughe 
out Germany. This knowen,the Nozinbergians,whan atter the

they gaue Monxe to Duke Moꝛis and his fellowes , and declare 
who is the authoz of the warre.Foz euen at the ſame time ſay they 
that the P2inces interceſſoures met atHedelberge,heby his vaüt⸗ 
currers leuied as muche power as he poſſible mighte in Saronpe, 
and that is to be pzoued aſwell by others as alſo by thoſe letters, 
which oneofhiscurriers, William Grumpache wꝛote vnto him the 
T ir. of March. 

Than it king Ferdinando, duke Mois, and the dukes of Bꝛũ⸗ 
ſwicke, had not imploid all theyꝛ foꝛce, yea their liues and blud fox 
theyz country, he would doubtleſſe haue made an hoꝛrible deſtruc⸗ 
tion and waſte thzough oute all Germany. De had dꝛiuen the By- 
hops of Franckonie to conditions moſt vnreaſonable:but that 6s 
polition the Emperoz made after fruſtrate,and gaue them leaue to 
recouer againe theyꝛ owne. n hertoꝛe the Biſhoppe of Bamberge 
wan againe certaine ofhis Townes and gouernments, longe bes. 
toze that he was receiued againe into the Emperozs fauoz., and es 
uenthan.at what time by reaſon of his high treaſon,not onlye his 
landes and poſſeſſions, but his life alſo might haue bene taken fro 
him lawfully. Afterward by the Emperoꝛs commaundemente we 
made this league toz the defence of oure pzouinces, Than was 
reconciled to the Emperoꝛ, and obteined ofhim the confirmation! 
the compactes made, but yet vppon condition that he ould betrue 
to him and to the Empire: but he, all be it the Emperoꝛ permitted 
him no violence, in the time of the ſiege of Metz wꝛote home to hys 
captains, that they ſhould feare the biſhops, and vnleſſe they wold 
reſtoꝛe that they had taken to woꝛke fozce and violence. | 

So they, in the montheof January followinge, makinge an in- 
uaſton recouered manye thinges by fozce of armes. Wherekozethe 
Biſhop of Bamberge, admoniched his fellowes to aide him accoze 
ding to they2 league:we neuertheleſle, leaſt we ſhould do anything 
raſhiy by ſondzye letters and intermeſſagers, exhoꝛted Marques 
Albert to peace:but he anſweringe contemptuouſlye and oppꝛobzi⸗ 
ouſſp. ſaid amongs other thinges that the mo ennemies he had.the 
moze hanoz and pʒaiſe ould ye win Th is 
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This was in the beginning of March, and not long after began ö 
treatye at Hedelberge. And whan he ther refuſed moſte ample an 

large conditions, his kinffolkes and alltes,interceſſozs,exyozting 
hun vnto peace , he went home and leuied an army, we being ſolli⸗ 
cited and moued againe by the Biſhoppes, did than at the laſt pꝛo- 
feſſe our ſelues his enemies. This was the laſt pere, the firſt of A- 
pꝛill. And wheras he him ſeif hath moued a moſt cruell warre,at- 
ter a very ſtraunge example, and ſuch as hath not bene heard of in 
Germany, he goeth about to charge vs with that crime. But aſſu⸗ 
redly it is vntrue neither was ther euer any ſuch like thinge com- 
plained of vnto vs. But his ſoldiours haue omitted no kind of cru- 
elty, and chauncing on a time to find plobomen in the field, hanged 
them vp both the fathers and the ſonnes, in a manner befozeoure 
faces;and haue not only infozced women a liue, but haue alſo dig⸗ 
ged them vp whan they haue bene dead. The laſt yere in Þmoneth 
of Map, a certaine gentelman of Frantonie, Nicholas Eglofſten, 
was infoꝛced to yelde vp his taſtell of Conrute:but he did not on⸗ 
ly burne it, but alſo fineding ther about a foztye country men, and 
with them the miniſter ok the church commaunded them to be hã⸗ 
ged bp all in an Ozchard adioyning to the Caſtel, and caried away 
with him his wife and his mother Pziſoners.He wente aboute in 


dede to excuſe this matter by letters to the Nobility of Franconte, 


but nothing to the purpoſe. How he alſo intreated his pꝛiſonners. 
both our men and the pledges of Bamberge whiche he haled with 
him into Saxonie can declate, and all other ſuch as hehath detei⸗ 
ned in pꝛiſone. Foz bothe he demaunded of them an vnreaſonable 
ſumme ofmony , and mooſte greuouſiy toꝛmented them vppon the 
racke,and alſo ſterued them foz honger and cold, ſo that many di- 
ed, and the reſidue hauing their limmes ſtarke deade , by reaſon of 
the cold, wer faine to haue them cut of and taken away. Ind wher- 
as certain of them, had nothing, either to paye their raunſome oꝛ to 
liue by. he foꝛbad they choulde haue any meate geuen them. And it 
the ſouldioures of the warde, being vanquiſhed with their lamen- 
tations and pitiful cry,hadnotſomtime caſt them a piece of bzead, 
that was ſo dꝛye and moulded with longe kepinge, that no Cattell 
noꝛ bꝛute beaftes,vnleſſe it were foz extreme honger,woulde haue 
touched, they had died all foꝛ want ofmeate. 

And all be it } ſom of them made a piece of mon by theyꝛ fren- 
des, pet hardly could theytherfoꝛe get a little ſtraw & water. Wher 
foe cettaine were ſtaruen foꝛ honger and thurſte, not onlye in the 
terrible darkneſſe, but allo in the ſtench of the pꝛilon, in the mids of 
thozdure,Uermen,# venemous beaſtes. And whan they had thus 
periched. coarſes wer not than — ,noz remouedfrs _ 
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but lefte with them that were aliue there, and increaſed the Pꝛilon 
with ſtenth. But howe gently we haue intreated his Pꝛiſonners, 
both captaines and certen centurions, and euen ſuche as deſerued 
woztt of bs, and haue rendzed them ſelues without condition, that 
may be knowen by their owne teſtimony. Ind howe vnwilling he 
is to haue peate, that may well appeare by the two laſt treaties of 
. Roteburge,(as ou know) moſte noble Þzinces,which either wer 
there pour ſelues, oꝛ lente thither pour ambaſſadoures. 

Foꝛ althoughe we ſuſteined by him wonderkull loſle and cala⸗ 
mity, and all be it he was already outlawed, pet in the fozmercon- 
uention we made this offer That if he wold leaue his warre, and 
demeane him ſelte well from hencefoꝛth. and woulde trye the mat- 
ter by the law, we would alſo lay a part oure weapons, and put the 
matter to tharbitrement of the Pꝛinces that were interceſſours, oꝛ 
to the iudgement of themperoz and ſtates of the Empire:the ſame 
offer made the Bichoppes. by the aduiſe and conſente of the ambaſ⸗ 
ſadours of King Ferdinando: The counſelloures alſoof the Pꝛin- 
ces interceſſoures, foz the loue ot᷑ peace added this mozeouer, that 
ik the ſtates of Franconie, that be in confederacy, would pꝛomiſe to 
reſtoze him his pꝛouinte, as it was than, they oulde ceaſe warre 
on both lides, and kepe peate from heucefozth,and that the Publi⸗ 
tation, in that behalt Gould be fruſtrate, and the whole controuer⸗ 
ſy committed to a frendly and lawfull treaty, | | 
But he in acontempt and mockery called the interceſſo2s his e- 
nemies pꝛocurers, and ſaide he woulde not ſuffer him ſelte to be 
b:oughte into ſuche diſtreſſe, neither did he couet to haue this out. 
lawry as yet reuearſed, and would alſo put in hazard the reaſte of 
that he had. and ſpake many ſuch other lite things. both rachly⸗ op⸗ 
pꝛobziouſiy and with thꝛeatninges to the higheſt,meane, and low⸗ 
eſt. degrees, as it is to be pꝛoued by thoſe letters, that are in Painte 
at Holanſperge. After, at the nexte aſſemble , althoughe we offered 
moze largely,yetwaghe nothing the rather inclined to peace,yea, 
he went about craftes @policies,neither commendable,noz pzince- 
live . Foz at the requeſt of the interceſſoz8,committinge the whole 
matter to the Emperoz and certen-Pzinces , he pzomiſednot to at- 
tempt longer warre,and thatſame compꝛomiſe, themperoꝛ ſending 
lettets from Bꝛuiſſels the fourth of Apꝛill, did ratifye,and willed 
the Rates of Frankonie, that they Could leaue warre alſo, and co- 
mit the caule to his care and fidelity. v. | 
And this did Marques Albert foz _ intent ful craftely , as it 
appeareth by ſuchthinges as folowed,y both he might aye them 
pero2thatheſhuld not cõmaũd certen pꝛouinces ofthempire to put 


the outlawry in execution. that he him lelf allo might haue ou 
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to haue oppꝛeſſed vs vppon a ſoden:but thꝛough Gods benekittge 


matter was detected, by his own letters at the ſametime tntercep- 
ted, which he ſent hither and thither to his chief Captains and Ce. 
turions,wherin was this: that he hãth admitted the treaty de Rote 
burge,fo2 this purpoſe only, that in the meane ſeaſon; he map pꝛe· 
pare him ſelt, and ſet vpon his enemies:and notoe ii thinterreſſozs 
chal haply require them to foꝛſake their enſeignes let them not o⸗ 
bey, but kepe together, and in no wiſe ſcatter abzode:and for Aer 
cuſe iet them allevge this cauſe that they haue mauy months wa 
ges owing them, and thertoꝛe may not departbefsze they be paid; 
but wy mon will — in — ayer without — 
doing, til they haue reteiued theyz monp. Hitherto appertaine atfo 
thole letters ot his, voherin he — his chiettaines wy 
out delay to let vpon al men, whoſoenerthey be, whan this treaſon 
therfoꝛe was bꝛought tolight, and wheras dut men demaunded of 
of his ambaſſadoꝛs, ſent ta Roteburge, whether he would ſtand to 
the compꝛomiſe, and could haue no certain antwer:by the aduiſe ot 
king ferdinandoes ambaſſadozs;we wer conſtraind to commit the 
matter vnto God firſt and to themperoꝛ and thempire as ours let. 
ters ſent to themperoꝛ the ſame time declare. And ſeing the matter 
ts thus, and foꝛ ſo much, as euery man may eaſiy perteiue, by ſuch 
thinges as we haue truelye rehearſed, that we are hitherto dꝛiuen 
by ſo manye railinges;repzoches and diſpleaſures, to repulſe his 
fury and violence, that we haue obeied the commaundement of the 
high and chief Magiſtrate therefoꝛe we beſeche all men, that loue 
vertue and honeſty, and hate violence and iniurye, to conſider dili⸗ 
gently, that vnleſſe the ſentence geuen ſhoulde be put in exetution. 
and this his boldneſſe be repꝛeſled how great daunger hangeth o- 
uer not vs only. but them alſo, L ee eee e 
Whertoꝛe let no man aid oꝛ aſſiſt him, oꝛ geue him any ſutcozin 
place oz refuge, but as it becommeth noble Pꝛinces, ⁊ ſuch as loue 
their country, we wiſh they would not only not impeche therecuti 

on of the commaundement,but that they them ſelues alſo would ſe 
the thinge executed tothe vttermooſte of theyꝛ power, and woozke 

ſo herein, that all others may be made afraide by his example. 
And that alſo they geue no creadite to hys famous libels and 
ſlaunders ſette foꝛthe agaynſte vs, and ik he chall againe attempt 
anye thinge againſte vs that they further hym not wyth they? aide 
oz Counſell, we requyze them moſte earneſtlye. Marques Albert 
rccetutng mony of duke D'anmalle, as befoze is ſaid,haſteth into 
Saxonp, and there hiringe ſoldioꝛs in the n of Mape, goeth 
f ö | fo 
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to Dchuinfurt pꝛiuely, and the tenth daye of June, with viii. hun: 
dꝛeth hoꝛſmen, and vii. enſeigns of fotemen, in the dawning ofthe * 

dap. he entreth the towne, on that ſide that was not beſieged. Ind 
foꝝ becauſe they wer in great penury of al things.the third day af- 


ter whan he had ſpoyled the Towne, in the night he leadeth out al 


the ſoldio zs, aſwel hoꝛlmen as fotemen to the nombze'of rviii.en- 
ſeignes with the artillery, leauing no ward at al to kepe the gates 
and taketh his iouruy to Ritzing, a town ſtanding beneath on the 
riuer ol Moene. Whan it was now light day. and thenemies per⸗ 
ceived the gates vnfurniched, at the lound or the Tröpet, they pꝛe⸗ 
pare them ſelues euery man to follow and purſue after him:but di 
uers, and that chiefly the ſoldioꝛs of the Duke of Bzunſwick, wer 
tommaunded of him to enter the towne, who ſpoile and deſtroy ail 
that was left. Wherfoze the chief captains and gouernours of the 
field. leaſt thꝛough the delay and taryinge of the reaſte Marques 
Albert chould haue time to eſcape, ſet the towne on fire in diuers + 
ſondzy places:ſo they being dꝛiuen to depart, repair vnto tharmy. 
And albeit the Marques was gon certain hours hefoze them pet 
fo that he was ſo letted andhindzed with thoꝛdenaunte. p he could 
make no ſpeade, he was ſtaide of the foꝛewarde, and with them 
he bickereth:but the reaſt oftharmy appzoching,whan he ſaw him 
ſelt to weake foz ſo great a multitude, exhoꝛtinge his men to make 
the beſt Gift they can,cuerp ma foz him ſelfehe) accompanied with 
a few hoꝛſmen, goeth ſpedetpout ofſtght,and by ſwimming ouer p 
riuer to Ritzing, eſcapeth, loling all his munition and tariage. 
The viii. day after was the Caſtell of Blaſſeburgh, his chiefeſt 
Foꝛtreſſe rendzed vp. and came into the handes of king Ferdinan- 
do, when the Chauncelour ot Boheme, Counte Plauie, which beſe- 
ged the ſame continually was dead a little befoze. Thus therefoꝛe 
Marques Albert was expulſed and dziuen out of all his domini⸗ 
on. Phileſt theſe thinges were done in Franconie, Henry Duke of 
Bꝛunſwicke, in the lower partes of Sarony, compelleth diuers. 
aſwell Pꝛintes as Cities, and many of the Nobtlity to pay mony, 
and be vnder his ſubiectib, as the Duke of Megelburge,the dukes 
of Luneburge, the Nꝛinces Anhaldes, and Earles of Wanſtelde: 
An other part alſo ot his and the biſhops power, hauing diſcomfi- 
ted the Marques, a taken Schuinfurt , puniſhed right ſoꝛe Rote- 
burge, a Towne imperiall. and Counte Henneberge amonges 0- 
thers, and were thus bent, that except they might recouer the char 
ges of the warre, which they ſaid appartained to all men, they p2e- 
tended to wozke much violence:but thzough mediation the matter 
was appeaſed, and the war ceaſed. 5 
In manner about this time, Charles duke of Sauop, * 
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of a great part of his dominion, as J tolde you in the tenth booke. deathot 
departeth oute of this life, leauuinge his ſonne Philibert his heyze, — TD. 
who had ſerued themperoꝛ in his warres now many yeares. ing or Sauop. 
Fernando ſetting foꝛth of late a Pꝛoclamation, had commaunded 
his ſubiectes, that nothing ſhould be altered in the Sacramente ot 
thanckes geuing, and that after thold cuſtom, ſuch as reteiued the 
Loꝛdes ſupper, chould be contented with thone kind as they terme 
it:but the Robles, Gentlemen, andCities wheras they had diuers 
times befoze ſued to him herein, now again they require him moſt 
humblye by they? letters, and alledginge manye tealſons, that they 
might he permitted to receiue the whole Supper of the Lozde , ac- 
cozding to the commaundement anv inſtitution of Chꝛiſte, and cu- 
ſtome of the pzimatiue Churche . Unto theſe letters ot theyꝛs, the 
xxiii.ot June, the king auſweringe from Vienne, Jhad full little he tertcis 
thoughtclaith he) that you would haue talled in queſtion that pzo- of king Far- 
tlamation of mine, and haue found cauillations therin. Foꝛ Þ met dinando to 
only that my ſubiectes chould perſeuer in thauncient and true Re- — — 
ligion, and obedtence of the Catholicke church, without the which, — 
no man can obtain ſaluation, and that they ſhould recetue this ſa. 
trament, the chiefeſt of all others, after the law and cuſtome of the 
church, and neither thꝛough the coꝛrupt opinions of certain, oz foz 
curioſity and pꝛide alſo,ſhould (ware from that duty, which they 
both owe to the church and alſo to the Magiſtrate. This is verely 
the mind and effect of the ſame pꝛoclamation:nether is it any new 
thing that J commaunded,but an old oꝛdinaunce, which hath ben 
bꝛought as it wer by had vnto my pꝛogenitoꝛs. Emperoꝛs. kings, 
and Dukes of Tuſtrich, and to me alſo, Han J began to gouerne 
the common wealth was deduced, and vnto this time, by me dili⸗ 
gently,as becommeth a Chꝛiſten Pꝛinte obſerued, and at ſondꝛpe 
times to my people alſo inioyned that they ſhoulde remapne in the 
ſame. Mherfoꝛe J ſuppoſed that you would not haue attempted a 
ny thyng againſt this my pꝛoclamacion, which in all other thinges 
do contende, that there Mould be no alteracis, and that pour lawes 
and liberties myght remaine vnto you whole. Foz certenlythat you 
do, is a new deuiſe, and lately of you conceauedbya certayne opt- 
nion, and now alſo reaſoned at large, as though it were lawful foz 
you to iudge of my commaundementes,whiche am your chiefe and 
ſupzewe magiſtrate, oꝛ as though the ſame ought ofryghtto be per 
mitted you,which certen yeres now diuers of you, of your own ac- 
co2d,contrary to the lawes of the church and my will, haue taken 
vpon you pꝛiuately to vſurpe. But becauſe the queſtion is harde+ 
ful ot difficulty, as you alſo affirme, J will doubtles thincke moze 
therupon, and whan tune is make ſuch anſwer, that it may be well 
ä Hh. liii. percet- 
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perceiued, that J do not tender a little the ſaluation o my people: 
but in the meane time J loke foꝛ al obediẽce of you, and truſt that 
— you wil do nothing agatnſt my pꝛoclamation. Unto this the ſtates 
to p Minges afterward anſwer again by wꝛyting: Andthe ſamecſay they) that 
letters, we haue oft times ſpoken befoze of our ſauiour Chꝛiſtes commaũ⸗ 
dement⸗moſt puiſſant king, we now repete again. Foꝛ he did inſti. 
tute his ſupper with plain and manifeſt woꝛds, that after the ſame 
ſozt, that he him ſelf pꝛeſcribeth it might be reteiued of al men:ne- 
ther is it lawfull foz any man moꝛtall to alter hys inſtitution. 
It maybe pꝛoued alſo that this was the manner ok thauncient 
Churche, and the ſame that is vſed now a daies, to haue crept in by 
little and little. Foꝛ euen the counſel of Conſtance graunteth that p 
ſame was ſo inſtituted ot Chꝛiſt. Wher therfoze thys cocerneth our 
ſaluation, certainly neither curioſity noz pꝛide hath moued vs here 
vnto. Wherby we truſte the rather that you will refer your conſuls 
tation to the commaundement ot Chꝛiſt and his Apoſties,and con- 
ſent of the pꝛimatiue Church, and will not that our conſciẽce hula 
be burthened, which thing that it might pleaſe pou to do, we beſech 
vou foꝛ the honoz of God, and the glozye of his name, and foz oure 
own ſaluation. We do acknowledge pou, and that moſte gladipe to 
be our high Magiſtrate geuen vs of God, and there is nothing in 
this woꝛld, but that vou both may # ought to loke foz at our hads, 
ik it lie in vs to do. But in this one matter we deſire you to be ta- 
uozable to vs. In the bychop of Wirciburges dominion ther is an 
Thabbot of Abbay of Mökes, called Newſtat. The Abbot therof, Jhonfrile, 
Newſtat ac- after he came in ſuſpition of Lutheraniſme,the fift day of May he 
cuſed of He / ig cited, to come the vi;day to Wirciburge,and to anſwer vnto cer- 
. tain interrogatozies. And the queſtions were theſe . whether it be 
lawful to (weare:whether anye man be bounden by his othe,whe- 
1 ther it be lawful to make a vow of Chaſtity, pouerty and obediẽtce, 
ared to him. Whether ſuch manner of vowes do binde, whether becometh better 
the miniſters o the church mariage oz ſingleneſſe, whether ther be 
one true and Apoſtolital church, whether the lame, as the ſpouſe ot 
Chꝛiſt, be contigually gouerned by the holy ghoſt, whether he can 
alwaies diſcern true and holſom thyngs, whether the ſame by rea⸗ 
ſon ok her head, Chꝛiſtes vicar, be called rightlyß church of Rome. 
whether all the bokes of both Teſtaments, that be in the Cannon, 
be lawful and true, whether the holy ſcripture ought to be eXpouns 
ded, after the mind of the holy fathers,the doctozs of the Church c 
tounſels, anb not after thopinion of Luther and others of the lpke 
ſoꝛt, whether that beſides the Scriptures, ther is nede alſo of other 
traditions as be thoſe of the Apoſtles and ſuch other like, whether 
the ſame faith,aucthozity and obedtence oughte to be geuen * _ 
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ſame traditios,as to the holy ſcripture, whether we ought to obay 
p ciuill magiſtrate in politick matters,# in holy things.theccleſt- 
alticall ozdinary,whether ther be vii.ſacraments.of the Churche, 
whether childzen oughte to be Chꝛiſtened, whether they oughte to 
Chꝛiſten in the Latin tounge, with Salt,Dile, Water,Charactes 
and erozciſmes, whether that by baptilme be cleane putte awape 
Oꝛziginall ſinne, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that concupiſcence, which rematnety 
loſeth the name of the lame inne, whether the bzeade be chgunge 

and conſecrated into the body, and the wine into the blud ot Chai 

by the vertue of the wozdes which the Pꝛieſt pzonounceth;X Whe 
ther it do ſo remaine , althoughe it be not by and by .xecelued.vwhe- 
ther the Sacrament being after this ſozt conſecrated is to be woz- 
ſhipped, wan either it is bozne aboute foz the honoz of Chzilte,oz 
caried vnto ſickfolkes,oz alſobereſeruedin thepix, whether Chal 
is to be woꝛſhipped vnder the fozme of bzead and wine; whether 
Chꝛiſt be wholly vnderneath either kinde , whether the confeſſion 


of linnes do pꝛepare a man to the wozthy receiuing ofthe Sacra- 


ment, whether Maſſe be a true and continuall ſacrifice,whether þ 


the Cannon of the maſſe is to be reteined, whether the Sacramèt 


of confirming is to be vſed,whether ther be iti. parts of penaunce, 
contrition,confeſſion,and latiſtaction, whether the pꝛieſt may foꝛ⸗ 
geue his linnes, which hath not befoze coufeſſed the lame, whether 
Dꝛieſtes onlye haue authozitye ofthe keyes. whether the ſoules ot 
good men do loue vs, whether they nꝛay to God foꝛ vs, whether we 
ought to pꝛay vnto Sainctes, whether ſaincts Holy dates oughte 
to be oblerued, whether the relikes of Sainctes oughte to be woz- 
chipped, whether the ſoules of the godly not yet repurged;be relie⸗ 
ued with Walles;P2zaiers, Faſtinges and Almaſe dedes, whether 
there be a place of Purgatozy; whether the time of Lent and other 
times of faſting appoynted by the Churcheoughte to be oblerued, 
whether on daies by the Church fozboden,we ought to abſtain kr 


eatingof fleh, whether the people ought to be ſtitred vp vnto deli 
gion by Ceremonies, what Ceremontes be godly, and whiche not? 


Unto theſe dothe he make anſwer,the xrvii.daye of May at large: 
And althoughe he confirmed his ſayinges with the Teſtimonies 
not only of ſcripture, but of the doctoꝛs alſo, vet was he condemned 
the rrv.of June, and depꝛiued of all his functiou. About thend of 
June, the french king marching with an army out of Chapaigne, 
tatzeth the way to the riuer ol Male, and inuading the Emperozs 
country iopning to Tournap, ſurpꝛiſeth amonge many other thin-

The French king appeared to haue 
deſired the battell: but whan the time was tracted, he tourneth in- 
to Henault, and taketh Biuſe a town and caſtel of Quene Maries 
the Lady Regent of Flaunders,wher che had a houſe of pleaſure, 
all the which he ſpoileth and burneth, and deſtropeth all the coun- 
try. farre and neare with ſpoyling and burning. After he commeth 
to the ſiege of Rentie, a towne in the bozders of Artois: but at the 
Emperozs comming. whole army was now wholly aſſembled the 
ſiege was leuied, after light conflictes had, and ſkirmiſhing on ei⸗ 
ther ſide. This was in the moneth of Auguſt, wheras in a manner 
the ſame time, the kinges armpe in Italp, at the conduite of Peter 
Dtrolle,ſet vpon by themperoꝛs power, wherok was gouernoꝛ the 
— — of Marignan, receiued a great ouerthzow.Uery many 
the Dwilles were llain, which as J ſaid befoze wer ſent thither 


e king. | 

In the meane time the Emperots ſonne Phillip , the xix.da of 
Ally arrive in England with a Nauy oute of Spaine,and the 

ourth day after in the euening,commeth to Winchelter, where the 
Quene taried toz him, and going to the Cathedzall Churche,wyth 
all the Nobility befoze him, was receiued of the biſhop of Winche- 
ſter and certaine others. Emonges other Pꝛinces there was with 
him the Duke of Alua. The next day he goeth to the Muene,# tal- 
king with her long and much, verye familiarely,the ſeconde daye, 
which was kept holy to S. James the Patrone of Spain, the ma⸗ 
riage was ſolempniſed: And ther was themperoꝛs ambaſſadoure, 
who affirmed openly , howe themperoz had geuen to his ſonne foz 
his mariage, the kingdom of Naples, Afterwardes departing fro 
thence, at the laſt he entred into London the head city with greate 
pompe and ſolempuitie. In the moneth of Auguſt certen ſtates of 
thempire mete again at Wouzmes,foz that themperoz called vpon 
thefecution againſt Marques Albert. Who being expulſed out of 
his country, went firſt into Lozaine,and after into Fraunce,wher 
the king denied him not intertainmente . And becauſe it was to be 
feared leaſt he ſhould attempt ſome thing, leaſt he choulde make a 
roade into Alſatia oz the parties neare vnto it: they that are of the 
pzouince of Rhine, about thend of Deptembze,ſent certen guidos 


of hoꝛlmen into the bozders of Lozaine to kepe the paſſages.But 


they at the laſt without any exploict done,returne home, not with» 
out the domage of them wher they lay. Jn the moneth of Octobꝛe 
they aſſemble again at Frankfurt,both foz this,and foz other cau- 
ſes. Unto the which conuention wer bzoughtethe letters of Wars 


gues Albert, wherin he complaine th of his enemies laſt war, and 
ſpeazing 
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tpeaking much of þ biſhop of Arras, he taunteth ſpitefully amõges 
others, the bichops of Treues and Straſburge and alſo the Lantz 
graue, and calleth thoſe bloudy hoꝛſmen, that laye in waite foꝛ hys 
life. There were letters alſo red inthe name of the Frenche kinge, 
wꝛytten in the Dutch tonge the firſt day ot Octobꝛe. And ſpeaking 
of thold amitte of Fraunte and Germany, our eunemies. are who- 
lp addict, ſaith he, to infringe the ſame: And certen yeres paſt, they 
wꝛought the matter ſo far, that my father was declared an enemp: 
but J neuertheleſſe, when about two peres ſince the ſtate of them⸗ 
pire was miſerable and cieane out of oꝛder, foꝛgetting the offentes 
paſt, declared plainly, what good will Þ bare you, following here 
in the foteſteps of my pꝛogenitoꝛs, which ſoughte euer to auaunce 
pour honoꝛ and dignity, Foz it can not be pꝛoued that euer they of- 
fered you w2onge:but our aduerſaries haue many wates , gone a- 
boute to plucke from you all pour liberties and goodes alſo, what 
time they haue deuiſed ſondꝛy policies not only to ecact mony, but 
haue alſo kindled factions betwene noble houſes:, as you knowe 
rightwell: And albeit the caſe ſtandeth thus, yet thꝛough their pꝛo⸗ 
turement, J heare ſay,howe certaine ſtates, which are in dede my 
neighboꝛs, ot whom verely J loked foꝛ no ſuch thing, haue moued 
warre againſt me, wher they haue pzoclaimed the ſame befoze, 
Which doubtles is to me great maruef;andſomuch the moze in 
dede, foꝛ that there is no quarrell betwirt vs. Foꝛ in that, which is 
commonly ſpoken of Marques Albert. as though J choulde aide 
him againſt you, J recetue wzong. Foz inaſmuch as J chewe him 
fauoꝛ. do it both foꝛ the ſame old frendChip,whiche J ſaide hathe 
bene alwaies betwene vs and alſo fo2 that this hath bene euer the 
cuſtoine and entertainment ofthe kinges of Fraunce , that Pzyn- 
tes in aduerſity,eſpectallye Germatnes,Choulde haue with them a 
late retuge and ſuccozing place It were much moze pleaſaunte to 
me lurelp, to ſe him in honoꝛ at home, and all thinges ſafe and wel, 
than to ſe him thus diſcomtited, expulſed and deſtitute of all ſuccoz: 
J would haue withed alſo, that he had not chaunced into this cala 
mitp.oꝛ at the leaſt wiſe might now be teconciled vpon reaſonable 
conditions. And foꝛ ſo much as thꝛough the fault of mine aduerſas - 
ty he is bought into this diſtreſſe, which he hathe pzonounced the 
lame thing truſtrate, and after hath ratified it:why ſhuld J be had 
in ſuſpition, foꝛ hauinge compaſſion of his miſtoꝛtune⸗but that J 
chuld geue him aid againſt thempire, it neuer came in my thought: 
neither will J do it here after, aad that you maye be aſſured of, ſo 
that you again do nothing againſt the lawes of amity. And wheras 
youu ought to loke foꝛ nothing els of me but that is peaceable and 
trendlpe, J require of you agame, that you be — 4 
* thzoug 
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thꝛough their craftes,which neither loue me noꝛ pou, ſo that either 
vou ſhould make warre pour ſelues with me. oʒ aid them with men 
and monye . Foz this is theyꝛ endeuoꝛ, that they mape make thepz 
pꝛiuate affaires common. But rather obſerue amity, and take the 
condition that is oſtered you. And what you intende herein, J te⸗ 
quire you to aduertiſe me plainly by the bearer hereof: Wozeouer, 
that accoꝛding to thauncient cuſtome and pacification of Paſſaw, 
my ambaſſadoꝛs, which hal come to the next aſſemble of thempire 
map haue ſafeconduit. | 
Unto this was made anſwer,how the hozſmen that were lente 
tothe frontiers of Lozaine, concerned none iniury towardes him, 
but was done fox this intent, that in caſe Marques Albert Gould 
make anpe ſodaine inuaſion, his enterpziſe mighte be diſapoynted: 
touching his Ambaſſadoures and the ſafeconduit , foꝛ ſo muche as 
they haue no commiſſion hereof , they will aduertiſe theyꝛ pzinces, 
and diſtruſt not but they will do herein, that all be reaſonable. 
Themper92 About thend of Octobꝛe themperoꝛ geueth ouer to his lone Phil- 
geuech revs lip the Dukedome of Millan, ſendinge meſſagers to inueſthim 
PP” herein with accuſtomed Ceremonies. The French kingeleuipnge

lan. ging the Swiſſes, he placed the reaſt of his ſoldiozs in garriſons, 
And themperoz not far from Heſdine,which in the peare befoze he 


toke and ouerthzew(as is ſaid)eſpying a place conuentent, began 

a new foztification of a Towne,and to thintent he might bꝛinge it 

to paſſe, he maintaineth an army,whiche in the monthe of Nouem- 

bꝛe, deſtroyeth all Picardy with ſpoyling and burning as farre as 

Amias. Wherefoze the whole fozce and violence ofthe warre ligh⸗ 

ted vppon the poze and miſerable people on either ſide.Afterwarde 
themperoz diſcharging the reaſt of his armye, interteined ſtill a le- 

gion oz two foꝛ him ſelt. The ſame time the French king ſet a new 

power into Italy, and amonges others certaine Almaignes, to re- 

lieue them of Senes, whome the Emperozs fozce and the dukes of 

Flozence beſieged hotelp. : ; 

At the. xii day of Nouembze was holden a Parliament inCng- 

land. Foz the which Cardinall Poole comming oute of Bꝛabant, 
Cardinall wheras certen ambaſſadozs were commen out of England , to cos 
herb eng Withim,and amonges them the Lozd Paget: the rriii.ofNouem- 
= 4 bꝛe he came to London, being right honozably receiued,in all pla- 
ces, wherſoeuer he came, and was immediatly reſtozed to his blud 

and houſe ot inheritance with common aſſent and conſt, fromthe 
which kingYenry the eight had diſplaced him. The v.day after he 
came into the Parliament houſe,and in the pzeſence of king Phil: 
lip and the Quene,whi he had ſhewed the cauſe of his — 
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he exhoꝛteth them to return to the cõmunion ofthe church reſtoꝛe 
to the moſt holy father the biſhop of Rome his due authozity,. who 
wil graunt vnto the all clemency a gentlenes: he admonicheth thẽ 
alſo, to genie God thankes, which hath geuen them ſuch a king a a 
Quene: finally, wher they haue reſtozed him to his houſe d inhe- 
xitance,he tabeth it foz a very great benefit, and ſaith he is ſo mu⸗ 
ch the moze boũden, to reſtoze them again to the heauẽly court and 
toũtry, which he wiſheth molt of al other things. hẽ he had ſpokẽ 
to this eftect, he goth a part. Ther the biGhop of Mincheſter being 
Chanceloz,repeting his ozation,and with many wozds erhozting 
thẽ to vnity and concozd, ſaith they are boũden to geue God great 
thankes, who of his vnſpeakable mercy hath raiſed them vp a pzo 
phet of their owne ſede,whiche is,that moſt honozable Cardinall, 
which is wholy inclined vnto their ſaluation. The next day, when 
the Nobility and commons had appꝛoued thoꝛation & requeſts of 
cardinal Poole, there was dꝛawne a fourme of a petition, wherin 
they beſeche the King and the Quene, that they would make inter- 
ceſſion to him. The ſome ot that ſupplication was this. How it re⸗ 
pented them ſoꝛe of the ſciſme,foz that they haue denied their obe- 
dience to the Apoſtolicall ſeat, and that they haue conſented to the 
decrees made againſt the ſame:but from hencefozth-they wil be at 
the commaundemente of him and the Quene, aud will do all that 
euer they can, that all ſuch lawes and ſtatutes may be abꝛogated 
the ſame Parlament: Whertoꝛe they mooſte humbly. beleche they 
highneſſe.that they wold be meanes, and bꝛing to valle, that being 
abſolued from the ſinnes and cenſures , whith they haue commit⸗ 


ted againſte the lawes of the Church, they may be teceiued again england re- 
— penitent childꝛen into the boſome of Chziſtes church, that from tarneth to 
hencefozth they may lerue God in the obedignce of the lea and Bi⸗ her vomit. 


Goppes of Rome, to the glozye of his name, and increaſe of theyz 
owne ſaluation. In other dap, whan the King and the Quene and 
Cardinall Poole were pꝛeſent:the Chaunceloure ſtandeth vp and

red it. he exhibiteth vnto them the letters or his commiſſion. And 
than were the lame red, that all men m Oy perceiue,that he had

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authozity geuen him by the Bichop of Rome to aſloile them. Aktet 

he maketh an oꝛation, and declareth howe acceptable a thing vnto 

God is repentaunce, and how much thaungels in heauen reioyſe 

foꝛ a penitent ſinner, and alledging foꝛ the purpoſe manye exams 

ples, geueth God thanckes, which hath put in them a minde deſi. 

rous ot amendement This done, he arriſeth:lizewiſe do the King 

and the Quene and kneie down vpon they: knees. There he than 

calling vppon the high power and mercy of God, beſecheth him to 

loke mercifully vppon the people and pardone their offences: And 

affirming him ſelf to be ſent therfoze from the highe Biſhop, Chꝛi⸗ 

The Cardt- ſtes vicar,to geue them abſolution, lifting vp and ſtretching foꝛth 
nal geueth » his hand, as their manner is, bleſſeth the whole multitude, and al 
Lesoe“ able ſolleth them After this, they go to the chappell: ere was geuinge

bout moꝛe milch iet. to thintent he may vere and plage again oure 
natiue country of Germany:Again,fozaſmuch as he hath hys re- 
courſe into ſondzy plates ther, which he taketh foz ſtarting holes, 
t refuge as J am credtly infoꝛmed, J thought it neteſſary foꝛ the 
comon countries ſake, to renue Þ fozmier decrees, Eſpecially ſince 
1 there is none of you, but both he loueth his countrye, and 
old pꝛouide foꝛ þ ſafegard ot him ſelf, his lands a ſubiects.⁊ alſo 
wold haue thenterpꝛiſes of him, and his adherents impeched #let- 
ted. Wherfoꝛe J charge & commaũd vnder the ſame penalties be- 
foe expꝛeſſed, p no man nid him ox his felowes with any thing, ne 
ther with help no2 counſel, relief, mon, vitails, no: artillery: Ind 
alſo þ nether he noꝛ his fellowes be permitted to make any power 
oꝛ leuy ſoldioʒs in any of theyz domint6s,# if he attempt any ſuch 


thing. p euerye man let him by alwaies poſſible, and kepe in they2 
people and ſubiectes, that they run not oute to him, and ſuch as be 
offeders,and will not obey this tommaundemente to puniche ex⸗ 
tremely. Theſe letters were let vp in all places in Pꝛint. | 
At the.rrix.of Decembze,kingFerdinando,foz becauſe of the — 
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ſel, wherof J haue ſpoken befoze,p it chuld be holdenat Auſpurge; 
came thither:and fineding no man there, two daies after,ſenvinge bunu 
doth letters and meſlagers, he erhozteth the pzinces,Þ foꝛ ſo much Aulpurge. 
as they chould treat ot moſt waightye affaites of the Emmpite, they 
would repare thither with ſpede:he him ſelt although to his great 
olle and hindꝛaunce, leauing his own country, is commen thither:d 
he might conſult with them of the common weale, and deuiſe ſuche 
meanes as be p2ofitable# neceſſary fo2 thafflicted ſtate of Germa- 
ny:wherfoꝛe let them come the lelues,æ not do the thinge by they: 
deputies:foꝛ ſo the waightines of the cauſe requireth:and thempe⸗ 
toꝛ his bꝛother hath geuẽ him ful authoꝛity to treat, neither wil he 
tary them any longer than he neades muſt.

A little after, alſo the Biſhoppe of Saint Dauid was condem-: 
ned,and.ſent home to ſuffer, Jt was wzytten than out of Englãd, 
that ambaſſadoures.woulde go to Rome in the name ot the whole 
Realme, which ſhuld both geue the biſhop thankes foz hys greate 
tlemẽty, which he hathe ſhewed towardes them, and p2omiſe him 
allo from hencefoꝛth al obedience and kidelitye. The v. daye ol Fes 
bꝛuaty king Ferdinando, though verye fewe Pꝛinces were there, 
beginneth the treaty at Auſpurge, How they them ſelues knowe, 
toz howe waightye and neadefull cauſes the Emperoure had ap⸗

Notwithſtandinge at the xxir.of Nouember he camehither at 
the laſte, to confultefoz the common wealth Which thinge alſo the 
Emperoure deſireth chielly, that is to wit, that mhat ſo euer tier 
neth Goddes giozye,and the tranquillitye ofthe Empire, the ſame 
might by the common conſente ot them all de here determmed: fog 


how much hath bene alwais themperozs dilligence, Fudye;paine; 


and cart, foꝛ the — hath to the common country. that both the 
publicke quiet, and offences being taken away, Religion might be 
eſtahliched, that is ſo wel tried and knowen:both by all others, and 
allo by the decrees that were made in the two laſte aſſembles, that 
it uedeth no further declaration. What ſo euer allo he pꝛomiſed at 
the ſame time to do, he perfourmed in dede: but how pernitious cõ⸗ 
motions as well ciuill as foꝛeine haue beyond al expectation chaũ- 
ted lente, by the which all thoſe ſo holſome decrees were not onlye 
letted and diſturbed but alſo taken away, to the greate damage of 
the common weale, that is ſo manifeſt to all men, that it nedeth no 
further reherſall:but herein was not the Emperour to be blamed, 
who gaue none occaſion of offence vnto any man, and hath alwais 
dealt vprightlye and conſtantlye, and whatſoeuer the ſclaunder of 
his aduerſaries be, hath chiefly had reſpecte to the common pꝛofit: 
neither doubteth he but they alſd beleue p ſame, and hold him clear- 
ged in this behalf. Wher therfoze to remeadye theſe euils,thempe- 
ro2hath called this couuſell,he was certenlypurpoſed to haue ben 
pꝛeſent him ſelf at the whole treatye,but deteined by lickneſſe and 
other affaires. he could not:pet neuertheleſſe he would not, that the 
thing ould be longer delaied, to thinteut verely that bothe this e⸗ 
uill increaſing might be reſtrained, and he mighte do his duetye ta 
his country, which he loueth aboue all otherthinges. ö 

- Wherfoze he hath made him his Uicegerent and genen him ful 
authozitye, that together with them he mape deuiſe meanes bothe 
honourable and allo pꝛofitable foz the common weale. and foz the 
ſame purpoſe hathe lente certen men, and ioyned them with him in 
commiſſion to treat ofthe ſame:and the chief and pzincipal matter 
chalbe concerning Religion: Foz this ſo lang a diſſention hath ben 
the head and welſpꝛinge of all theſe tumultes and miſeries:⁊ that 
thele many peares now, ſo manye thouſandes haue loſte not onlye 
their liues, but alſo their ſouls and eternal ſaluation. is altogether 
long of this:and that ſame is ſo manifeſtly known, that it neadeth 
no further declaration: oꝛ doubtles it is a lamentable and an hea 
uy light, that thoſe which are al of one baptime, name, Empire and 
lãguage, ſhuld be thus ton a ſõdʒe, in the pꝛoteſſiõ of» ſame — 
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which ſo many hundzeth peares they haue reteiued of their elders, 
as it were delinered from hand to hand: but the taſe is much moze 
grenous,foz that there ariſeth daily not one ſect oꝛ two. but diners; 
whileſt cuery man wil maintain his own opinion. Whiche thinge 
doubtleſſe is bothe tothe repꝛoche of God, and bzeaketh the bonde 
of charity. and diſturbeth mennes mindes in ſuch ſoꝛt that the vul⸗ 
gare people knoweth not what in the wozld to beleue, but the grea⸗ 
teſt miſchief of all is, that in theſe ſo greateerroures, very many by 
little and little growe vp in, and that there be found diuers, as wel 
of the chiefeſt Mobllity, as of otherg. which ſetting cocke on houpe; 
beleue nothinge at all, neither regard they what, reaſon, what, ho- 
neſty. oꝛ what thing conſtiẽte doth pzeſcribe:and: this is done both 
to the great hinderaunee and daunger ot innocent pouthe: And ter⸗ 
tainly it were chiefly to be lamented, it G ermanye, which hath had 
ſo manpe peares the chiet pꝛaiſe of Religion and vertue, ſhuld now 
be ſo abaſed, and ſo far degenerate, that it mighte not be compared 
with the heathen people or old time neither oughte to be pꝛeferred 
at this daye befoze the Turkes alſo and Barbarians, noꝛ in thys 
poynte to be thoughte one whit better:and betcauſe there hath bene 
no redꝛeſſe made hitherto of this great enoꝛmity, althoughe many 
tonuentions haue bene had therefoze , foꝛ that fewe men cared foꝛ 
it, oꝛ becauſe thoſe, whome it belt became to remeadye it, partine 
wincked therat. partly ſeruing the time had areſpect moꝛe to their 
pꝛiuate commoditye, foz this cauſe the euer liuinge God hathe of 
longe time nowe plaged all Germany,and certain ſtates pꝛiuate⸗ 
ly with diners calamities, in ſo muthe, that the ſame region, which 
in times paſt, foꝛ nombze of people excelled in ſtrengthe and vale- 
auntneſſe,and was hable eaſily to repulſe all fozatne violence, the 
ſame being rent and toꝛne with diſſentions, warres and commoti⸗ 
ons, as well ciuill as fozeines.is now in greate daunger, and ten. 
deth to vtter deſtruction, excepte God do wonderfullye pzeſerue it: 
Therfoze is it neadfull that euery magiſtrate indeuoꝛ fo2 his part, 
herein to do his duetie , and haue an efpeciall regardeto the caaſe 
of Religion, wherein bothe Gods honoure,and the honeſtpe of life 
Alſo is conteined. | WR 70779 
Moꝛeouer, ther hath ben mo waies than one deuiſed to appeaſe 
religion:but that an vniuerſall, free, and godlye counſellmighte ve 
had, ſemed alwaies from the beginning. not only to the Emperoz; 
but alſo vnto them all to be the beſt waye. Foz becauſe that in as 
much as it is a matter of our faith, it apperteineth not to one only 
people, but alſo vnto al other nations ofchziſtendome, which mul 
doubtleſſe be called to the ſame, what vices ſoeuer be in any plate 
they map be refozmed and taken W oze did the —

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both foz his own duetie,and attheyꝛ requeſt alſo,laboz this waye 
to the vttermoſt of his power, and at the length bzought it to paſſe, 
that ſuch a counſell was oftner than once called, and ſometimes aj 
ſo commenced:but what impediment ther was at euerpe time, and 
why no frute of the ſame returnedto the common wealth, that doth 
he leaue to his place, doubting not, but many ot them, whiche were 
either at the Counſels them ſelues, oꝛ hadde their deputies there, 
know the matter well inough: And now, ik they be ſo contente, that 
the ſame oꝛdꝛe of the counſell maye be repared to, and take place: 
which thing verely is aboue all others tobe wiſhed foꝛ of almigh- 
ty God, he will not only aſſent thervnto moſt willingly, but alſoap- 
ply the thing with ail ſtudy, faith and dilligence : And than in dede 
is thts thing only to be conſulted ot, how thoſe cauſes that wer be- 
tozealet and impediment might be auoided and taken awaye: but 
if foꝛ the tumultes of warre,and tempeſt of the common wealthe, 
they ſhall thincke mete it be differred vntil an other time moze qui- 
et, he is content, that other godlyand tollerable waies be debated,

chaunced: Therfoze muſt they tonſult and way with him düigent⸗ 
ly. how theſe two poyntes of the lam maye be amended. that dothe 
vnquiet and troubleſome perſons may be made a feard, and ſuche 
as are faithtull to thempire may know aſſuredly that they ſhalnat 
want aid againſt foꝛce and violence:which thing may now be done 
ſo much moꝛe commodiouſly foz that the fuundation hereof is laid 
of late at Woozmes andat Frankfurt: herfoze they ſhal de wel, 
if they follow the conſultation there-begou,and bꝛing it to an end:

tion of thempire:let them ponder therfoꝛe, what commodities they 
recetue ot theſe diſcozdes and domeſticall euils, which they vndou⸗- 
tedly haue craftelpe raiſed and ſuppoꝛted, that in this diſlention of 
the ſtates, they might accomplich theyꝛ gready luſt, and by a loden 
inuaſion might bꝛing al men into their ſubiection and bondage: foꝛ 
other nations, which haue bene ſo vanquiſhed by them and ſupplã⸗ 
ted, ought to be a warninge foꝛ them, to take hede to thẽ ſelues, and 
to take ſuch counſel, wherby, both the pzeſent tempeſt and ruine of 
the country may be blowen ouer, and the Empire conſiſte and per⸗ 
ſeuer in full ſtrengthe and authozitye,and all foꝛaine violence, as 
in times paſte, ſo nowe alſomaye be manfullye and valeauntly res 
pulſed: And what ſo euer the Emperoure and he are able to do here 
in bothe with they2 aide and counſell, they will do it right gladlye, 
and that in ſuche ſoꝛte, as all men maye vnderſtande, what intier 
loue they beare to the common Countrye : And let them perſwade 
them ſelues ofthis to be moſte aſſured What time this Oꝛation of 
kinge Fardinando was publiſhed thzoughoute Germanye, it was

After on Chꝛiſt⸗ 
maſſe euen. The Bichoppe ſendeth foꝛth this 
wzyting. Since J lately heard(ſaith he) that 
——=—England,whichof many yeates nowe, was 
ſeparated and plucked from the body of the Church, is thꝛough the 
vnmealurable mercye of God bzoughte againe to the Communiog 
of the ſame Church and to the obedience ol the lea ot Rome by the 
ſinguler dilligence fidelitye, trauell and induſtrye of kinge Phillip 
and Mary his wife, and Cardinall Poole. J toke greate pleaſure 
in my minde: And alſo,as reaſon was, gaue thankes vnto Godas 
hartely as I could, and omitted nothing, but that the frute and pꝛo 
fit of this my gladneſſe might redound to the whole City. But, like 
as that father, ot whom the Goſpelinentioneth, hauing recouered 
his ſonne loſt, not only re:oyleth exceadingly, and is pzinately glad 
in his minde, but allo inuiteth others to feaſting and making good 
cheare together with him: Enen o J verelp, to thintent, that al the 
wozld may vnderſtand. how great is my ioy and gladnes, will that 
common thanckes and pzaters be made. Cherfoꝛze, by the power? 
Jhaue, J permit euery man iu generall, that he maye chuſe him a 
p2teft, whom he liſt, vnto whom he may conkeſſe his ſinnes rightly: 
And geue to the lame pꝛieſt authozity,yhe may koꝛgeue al manner 
of linnes. be they neuer ſo grenqus.euen thoſe whiche are reſerued 
to my power alone, and are woute to be excepted by name:that he 
map remit not only the treſpaſſe,but the paine alſo foz ſinnes due: 
that he may impoſe ſuch ſatiſfaction as behoueth,and may releaſe 
all vowes, except chaſtity and Religton:lo yet, that they be recom- 
penſed by an other wozke:yea truſting vpon Gods mercye,and the 
interceſſionof ſainctes,Peter and Paule, J graunt full remiſſion 
ok all ſinnes,. which ts wont only to be geuen but euery fifty yeare, 
to all thoſe, that with an humble hart do conuert to God and who- 
ly confeſſing their ſinnes, whan they (hall vnderſtande this indul⸗ 
gence to be ſetfozth by vs, will twiſe oz thꝛiſe a weke faſt and geue 
Almole and vſe other godly exertiſes, and after receiue the Sacra. 
ment, with thanckes geuing and pꝛaiers vnto God, that he with » 
light ofhis countenante, would illumine thoſe that walze in dark⸗ 
neſſe, that he would geue peace, and moue the heartes of kinges to 
concoꝛd. Aud this ſo great a benefite Þ graunt to them alſo, which 


are hindꝛed either by reaſon of age oz lickneſſe, ſo that they can not 
perkozme 
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of Sleidanes (ommentaries. Fol.cecc. xliiui 


perfoꝛme the thinges befoze ſatd. And to the intent that theſe oure 
wꝛytinges may be euery where knowne, Icharge and commaund 
all Hatriarches, Archbiſhops, and ſuche other like, that ſo ſone ag 
they ſhall haue receiued a copy of the ſame dy and by they cauſe it 
to be publiſhed euery man thꝛough out his Pꝛouince, and ſince the 
gift is fre, that they ſet it forth without any gain. * 
In the laſt boke I chewed you how Blaſſenburge the head ca- 
ſtellok Marques Albert, wherinthe hope of the whole country cõ⸗ 
ſiſted. by ſurrend2y was taken: And at this time, leaſt being rero⸗ 
uered it mighte geue an otraſion of further diſpleaſure.his aduer⸗ 
ſaries do ſubuert and raſe it to the ground, not without the greate 
diſpleaſure of the houſe of Bꝛandenburge, and the Marques kin- 
red. Ferdinando king of Romaines, both befoꝛe he came frõ home. 
and than alſo, when he was commen to Aulpurge to the aſſemble, 
by meſſagers and letters exhoꝛted the Pances to make haſte, and 
tome thither in parſon, as in the laſt bokehath ben laid. 1 015 
And chieflyhe had ſoilicited the Pꝛinte electoꝛ ot Saxonp, to 
tome to Auſpurge:who had both excuſed him ſelte beioze , that he 
tonld not come, namelp foꝛ the ſtate of Suwrony not veryquiet,. and 
now ſending ambaſſadours thither,ercuſeth the matter againe, # 
by occaſion falling into the mention of the Turk cheweth in what 
— Germany ſtandeth, which in times paſt being mightye and 
ared ol others, is now almoſt deſtitute and void ot ftrength, ha⸗ 
uing reteiued ſo many diſpleaſures and plagues. And that this e⸗ 
uill is ſo much the woꝛſe, that there is amonge the ſtates ſo greate 
an alienation ot mindes, and diſtruſt amonges them ſelues: And 
how the Emperour him ſeif, to remeadye this diſeale, had omitted 
no kind of diligence:but yet Þ al labour hitherto hath ben taken in 
bain:Foz the minds ot men to be ſo bitterly exaſperated. # alwais 
ſo ſet open to diſpleaſure, that vnneth any hope ot retoncilement is 
to be had:how a few yeares paſt, his bꝛother Moꝛis had ozdatned 
that certain Ceremonies, and things indifferẽt chould be kept ill 
in Churches of his dominton, but that the lame commaundement 
was ot ſo little foꝛce, that it was allo taunted with the libels, and 
bitter raylings of many. In ſo much that it was not in his power 
to confirm it, vnles he would bzing him ſelf in daunger. 
And therfoze are many afraid foꝛ attempted any thingin this 
behalf: ow on thother ſide, they that be on the contrary part, and 
impugn the doctrin pzofeſſed at Auſpurge, how little they thincke 
to eſtabliſh any godly and lawfull refoꝛmation, it is known wel t- 
nough by the doings of fozmer time, when the matter was attemp 
ted ether by talk and conference,oz els by counſels. . 2

Conſideringe therefoze that after ſo much labour taken, and 


counſels holden, the waye of concozde can not be found, God per⸗ 


anenture ſo willinge and reuenginge oure ſinnes , he belecheth 
him earneſtlpe, that the ſame Booke, that conteineth the ſome of 
the Chzilten doctrin, and was in times paſt erhibited at Auſpurge 
he would not take foꝛ an euill oz wicked boke. 

But know it foꝛ a certenty to be a page and a godlye wꝛytinge, 
which can chewe vnto vs the ſonne ol God authoure of ſaluation, 
whiche in Doctrine dothe plainly agree with thauncient churche, 
and with thoſe foure chiete Counſels:whiche teacheth and fetteth 
koꝛthe true Chzilten wozckes,and exhozteth the people to ſhew o; 
bedtence to the Magiſtrate. 

herefoꝛe in cale a ſure peace in that aſſemble mape be eſta- 
bliſhed, there is no doubte but that the Emperoure and he maye 
haue greate aide in Germanpe againſte the Turke, where as elſſe 
they that are ofthe Pꝛoteſtauntes Religion, and manpe of theim 
in dede bozne and bꝛoughte vp therein, will perſeuer conſkantiye 
(n the ſame Religion, 

Foz vnleſſe ſuch a peace may be had, that may comple bothe 

Religion and alſo the Churche goodes,and if the matter , as mas 
nye times it hathe bene Choulde be differred to an other aſſemble, 
and delaied from daye to daye,and the people belefte in this dout⸗ 
full tate of thinges, to be vncertaine howe pactentlye all menne 
woulde take it. 

Foz though he andotherÞzinces chould be quiet and do their 
duetp, and chewe all obedience, vet that it maye be, that menne of 
the meaner and baſer (ozt may raiſe ſome tumulte, and mape pze- 
tende this vncertaintye ok ſtate, and feare of pearill foz Religion: 
Eſpeciallpe in thoſe places, whiche geue apoztunitye to attempte 
ſuche thinges:Dince therekoze the cale of the Empire is ſuche he 
earneſtiye requireth him to pꝛouide foz the common tranquillity, 
foz ſo muche as he hathe full authozitye of the Emperoure to de- 
termine . But of late yeates this condition was pzopounded of 
his bꝛother Moꝛis at Paſſawe,that in caſe the controuerſy of Re- 
ligion mighte not be reconciled , that yet neuertheleſſe anaſſured 
peace might be had, til the thing might be thzoughli appeaſed:and 
although the Emperoz would not than admit the ſame condition, 
fo that he ſaide it apperteined to all theſtates ofthe Empire, pet 
in as muche as at the ſame time he repꝛoued it not, and with ex- 
pꝛeſſe woozdes added to the Compolition, that he woulde lee 
that in the Couuſell the matter choulde bee handeled indiffe- 
rentlpe, nepther that there choulde be anye crafte vſed in the

doices concerning Religiõ.he truſteth foꝛ the ſame cauſe, that 
he will moue in this behalte not only thoſe whiche were that 
tyme at Paſſawe, but other ſtates alſo ſo ſone as the counſel be 

inneth, and perl wade them to peace. When thambaſladours 

ad ſpoken to this effect the fourth daye of Febzuary,the nexte 
daye after king Ferdinando pꝛopoundeth to the ſtates in ſuche 
ſoꝛte as I ſhewed you tn þ laſt boke, The minifters of p churche 
dꝛiuen out of the lande of Boheme, the learned men that were 
in Metllen and in wittemberge, and amongeſt others Melãch 


thon,comfo:t them with an epiftle, and ſhew the cratt of the co a 


trary part, who atfirmed that they kept a neceſſary oꝛder in the 
churche,+that thoſe whiche either had not receiued oꝛders at 
the Byſhops hande, oꝛ had wyues, could not miniſter the Sa⸗ 
cramentes. Foꝛ this cauſe of expulſion they fapned, that they 
ſhould not ſeme to haue a deſire to oppꝛeſle v true doctrine: but 
theſe men ſhe we how it is a ſtarke tyꝛãny, that maried pꝛieſtes 
would be put from the holy miniſtery. Foz Sathũ was the aus 
thour of pꝛohiting matrimony,as it is euidẽt by þ ſcriptures: 
And that we ought not to ſeke to be oꝛdeined of the byſhops, y 
are the open ennemies of the Goſpell, and defende idols, but ob 
that fellowthtp, which hath pure doctrine, a therfoze hath the 
ke pes of the titngdome of heauen.

nitie, wherbp pou ercelle all men, and geueth to your fubtectes 

a iuſt cauſe of artef, when they being of vou clerely deſtitute,ar 
made ſubiect to fozetne power. But herein a great deale moꝛe 
inconuenience ſhalbe, when all their goodes, lyfe. health a dig⸗ 

nitie ſhall be at their pleaſure,the helpe of appealing being ta 
ken a wap. Foꝛ verely appellation is the refuge and ſanctuary 
of innocencie: nd pou are the pꝛotectour and defendour, both 

of the appellation and alſo of innocentes, rea besides vou no gate howe 
man hath any right otter the people. But and if the la we and bycops (te 
tudgement be nowe committed to the Inquiſitours and By⸗ autyozt!te of 
ſhops officers, appellation taken away, this were to ſet open a kinges to cõ 
wyndowe and to make a waye that euen innocentes might be vdemn? inna⸗ 
condemned, and loſe both body and goodes , Foz they being in⸗ nes. 
dewed with 
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dewed with lo great power, to witte. the kinges ful authoꝛitie 
will foꝛget their dutie, and will kepe no meaſure, what tyme 
the ſhall ſee euerp degree to them ſubiecte, and not only com. 
mon perſones, but alſo Noble men a Pꝛinces to ſtande in their 
hande. Ho wbeit yet this meane wape may pou take. that your 
iudges ſhuld heare the cauſe and geue ſentence, And it there be 
any obſcure opinion. that the ſame be determined by the cler- 
gie. Let the alſo that be with in oꝛders be tudged of their owne 
men. Concerning appellattons, let a wzytyng be obtetned of 
the Pope, wherby this may be permitted to your iudges. Ind 
when the matter ſhall come to this iſſue, that iudgement mut 
be made of luche as haue —.— let there be pꝛetent certen 
of pour choſen countellers of the eccleſiaſticall ozder,o2 it ſuche 
wante, other tried and fit men. Jn the inquiſition let this be 
oblerued. that the Popes Inquiſ.tour doe ſubſtitute and place 
bnder him in pꝛouinces, men of vpꝛight fame and good men, a 
that the Byſbop doe beare the whole charges, and not the de⸗ 
kendaunt. pet ſo.t hat the matter being determined, the coſtes 
be required of whome it behoueth.

though it be neceſſary, that this hath hitherto bene thereby 
bꝛought to paſſe, that their facte ſhould be deteſted rather, than 
that they ſhould be amended: Moꝛeouer.toꝛ bicauſe it is much 
better,. to remedy the diſeaſe in time. than to geue it ſpace whi⸗ 
left it may increaſe and after to lay to a medicine, it ſhalbe law 
full foz you(moſte mercitull kyng) herein to followe the maner 
and ſteppes of the olde a pꝛimatiue churche: Foz the ſame was 
not eſtabliched either by kyꝛe oz fwoꝛde, but the diligence of the 
Biſhops did euer reſiſte Yeretickes, whyleſt they both pꝛeached 
to them oftentymes Gods wo2de, and ſhone befoze them in ex 
ample of good lyle. Since it was therfoze in tymes paſt by this 
meane firlke confirmed,it may nowe by the ſame alſo be retey- 
ned and kept, ſo that you would only execute that, whiche lt⸗ 
eth rather in pour power to do. Thts verely, that Byſhoppes # 
Paſtours of ſhepe , ſhould them ſelues gouerne their churches 
p2eſently.Let alſo the inferiour miniſters do the ſame. Againe 
that from hencefozth ſuche be made Byſbops as are able them 
ſelues to teache the people, and not to ſubſtitute deputies in 
their ſteade. This is the rote, that mult be tilled: vpon this fot» 
dation muſt we builde, foz ſo may we hope well that Herelies

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neglected,it is to be feared,leaſt thei wil increaſe moꝛe #moze, 
what p:oclamatios ſo euer be finally made, oꝛ what remedies 
ſo euer be vſed.

In this ſame moneth the Emperour calleth befoze him at te eme. 
Bꝛuſſelles the rulers of all ſtates, and ſpeaking of his ſicknes, Charles ge⸗ 
che weth them amongeſt other thinges that he would goe into nein the go- 

payne, and geueth ouer his gouernement, his right and ail a:rnemit to 
is power to Philip his tonne, and exhoꝛteth them to their du⸗ his Senn 
tie. Theſe ne wes were ſpꝛed abꝛoade ouer al Europe far a nere, Þblltp. 
and a nauie was pꝛepared, and the day appointed foz his tour- 
ney at the Jdes of Nouember: But by lit le and litle this bꝛute 
wared colde, and becauſe wynter was at hande, they ſayde his 
nauigation was differred to the next ſommer. 

Nowe mult we come to the counſell of the Empire, of what 
matters they ſhould treate, kyng Ferdinando the lilte daye of 
Febꝛmary had pꝛopounded, as is ſapde in the ende of the laffe 
booke: But where many came very ſlowly, they began not be⸗ 
toe the nonas of Marche. Chan at the laſte the Ambaſſadsurs 
of the Pꝛinces Electours doe conſulte, of what matter they 
cbould firft treate: Ind although there were many againſt it, 
ret doe all conſente at the laſte to treate fyꝛſte of Religion. 
Che ſame alſo was thought mete in the Senate of the other 
Pꝛynces and Cities, After muche debatynge they agreed to 
geue peace to Religion: But this thynge came chiefly in con» @bether | 
trouerſte, that the Pzoteſtauntes woulde haue it lawefull fo: ewe 
all men indifferently to followe theyꝛ doctrine. But their ad- nun 2 
uerlaries with muche contention did reſilte them, and ſapde . 
that the ſame was not to be permitted either to the cities that 
had recetued the decree of Juſpurge made ſeuen peare befo:e 
concerning Religion, oꝛ pet to the whole ST ay the a . 
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And pk any Byſhoppe oz Abbot woulde chaunge hys Relf- 
gion. they woulde haue hym remoued., and an other to be ſub⸗ 
ſtitute in his place. Therfoze the contention was ſharpe, and 
the Pꝛoteſtauntes alledged this cauſe toꝛ their purpole , that 
the pꝛomeſſes of God as well of the olde as of the newe Tefta- 
ment, whiche conteine our ſaluation , doe apperteine generals 
ly vnto all men. Ind therfoze not to be lawfull toꝛ them to tn- 
clude the ſame within any certen limites, oz bꝛynge them to 
any reſtreinte, leaſt that they ſhould hutte bothe them ſelues 
and others out of the kyngdome of heauen. That there ts nei⸗ 
ther Turke noꝛ Jewe of any zeale at all, that would not bee 
glad to bꝛinge all men to his owne Religion. Howe muche 
moꝛe than ought we to doe the ſame , whome God hath ſo ear» 
neſtly and ſtraightly charged? wherfoze they are able to pꝛoue. 
that all men in this caſe ougbte to haue libertie graunted 
them, bothe by the holy Sctkptures, and alſo by the decrees of 
the kathers and counſelles. ho we thoſe whiche take vpon them 
the title of olde and Catholique Religion, not without the 
great diſhonour of God, handle Religion and abuſe the chur- 
che goodes. Neuertheleſle to eſtabſiſhe a peace, they do per» 
mitte that they may kepe ſtyll their lawes, Kites and ceremos 
nies, and iniope all their goodes, landes. and poſſeſſions, cu⸗ 
ſomes, rightes, and pxutleges, tyli ſuche tyme as the diſſen⸗ 
tion in Religion be accoꝛded Wherkoze they can not allo we 
that they ſwoulde pꝛeſcribe that condition to the Byſhoppes: 
Foꝛ ſo ſhould it come to paſle, that they them ſelues ſhoulde be 
bounde to impugne the appꝛouers and felowes of their owne 
Religion, Ind to theyꝛ great diſhonour they ſwoulde condemne 
their owne cauſe, | 

Fo; this were (ſape they) to graunte, our Religion and 
doctryne not to be wozthy of the Churche goodes. and that the 
ſame goodes haue bene hetherto applied amiſſe to our Chur⸗ 
ches and Mintfteries.nde ſhould alſo confeſſe they? wicked doc- 
trine and miniſterie to be grounded vpon Goddes wozde, and 
that the Churche goodes are conſecrated to this kylthie lyte 
of they2s, Lawes and Ceremonies, | | 

But howe greate an aſſence woulde this thynge ingender, 
pk we ſhoulde mayntepne the cauſe and lyuynges of them, 
whyche doe perfourme no p2offtable noꝛ neceſſary dutte to 
the Churche? And ſhoulde betraye them who fo2 the ſame 

Religion oughte of vs to bee moſte ſet by 7 The — 
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amonges other thinges aide this. it the Clergie ſhould be per» 
mitted to alter their Religton,tt would come to palle,that By» 
Gop2ties,and ſuche other like colleges ſhould be made pꝛopha⸗ 
ne,and by litle and litle being plucked away from the churche 
would come into the handes of Pꝛinces, and be made their in- 
heritaunce. But they affirme that this was neuer their intẽt: 
But to haue had a reſpect to this dnly, that being called again 
to their olde koundation, they might be imploped to the true 
vies, and that the ſame goodes might be annexed to the ſame 
churches foz euer. Ind to take awaye all doubtes, they pzomiſe 
to put in good aſſuraunce. that in what Byſhopzthes oꝛ Colle» 
= ſoeuer Religion ſhall be altercd,no part of their goodes to 
e alienated, and that after the death oꝛ reſignation of the by» 
Wop: free election and adminiſtration ould be permitted to 
the College. But where after muche reaſoning they could not 
agree. ther exhibite on both partes to kyng Ferdinando their 
reaſons compꝛiſed in wꝛytinge. and requeſte hym that he wold 
fynde ſome wape. Chis was after the Jdes of June. Foꝛ they 
pꝛoceded very ſlo wiy. The cauſe wherof many thought to be, 
that the concluſion of peace bet wene the Emperour and the 
Frenche kyng was loked foꝛ: Foz that the tame was thought 
to mate not a litle foz either parte. TH 
But tie Papiſtes made as it were an ertraozdinary w2y- 
ting, vehement and byting to the intent they myght the moꝛe 
ſet foꝛch their matter. Ind kirſte ſaye they, the pꝛoteſtauntes 
haue pꝛopounded five conditions: Firft that the catholiques 
ſould ailowe that doctrinezwhich many yearespaff, e in this 
our time alſo,by a by ſo ſone as it ſpꝛãg vp,of the oꝛdinary mas» 
irate hath bene alwapes condened, Secondly that the ſacri⸗ 
es which they by the ſpace of theſe, xxx. whole yeres haue cd« 
mitted;(hould be ratifted a allowed, a that neither by law, noz 
by other godly:#1awful meanes the church map recouer p ſame 
goedes. But they wold alſo haue peace to be made with them, 
wherenatwityſtadeng it is fozboden to haue any copany with 
them. Mo:eouer that ther might place ins colleges # churches 
ofarchbiſbops a ot other pꝛelates wickedminiſters,to ſet fozth 
doteftable e condened doctrine,to aboliſh the true ſeruice #cere 
monies of þ church: a to bꝛing in new a wicked in their place, a 
that they may noꝛiſb thoſe falſe pzeachers of v churche goodes, 
directly againſt tholde la wes g cuſtome of the churche. Further 
moze that it ſhould be la wetull foꝛ all perſones as well eccleſt- 
aſtical as ciuile which as pet followe the catholique religio, to 
reuolt fro their true religion, a to come and followe their loꝛe. 
| III. ii. F inally, 
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inallp when any of the Pꝛinces 02 By(yops do reuolt to their 
yde, that it (hall not concerne the ſame perſone only, but muſt 
appertetne to the people alſo that are ſubtecte to his gouerne-. 
ment, and to the goodes; and the whole eccleſtaſticallturiſdic- 
tion. No we although theſe thinges do ſtriue with the la wes of 
God and man. albeit ther be contrary to the othe both ol them. 
perour and of the king and of al the Pꝛelates. in ſa muche that 
the catholiques may not conuentently receiue them, vnleſle 
they would bzeake both their kapeth and pꝛomeſſe, yet toꝛ as 
much as they ſticke obſtinatiy to their pourpoſe, and thꝛeaten 
koꝛce alſo.the catholiques at the length are contented, ſo tarre 
koꝛth as they ought to do by the pacitication of Paſſawe, and 
haue declared the lame ſuſticientiy in the Senate of the Em⸗ 
pire, ſhewyng how they can not graunt that libertie ot chaun⸗ 
ging religion indifferently to all men. Foz ſo chould it come to 
paſſe that the Empire ſhoulde be bꝛoughte to deſolation, and 
that hyghe top of dignitie taken away from Germany : Foꝛ it 


Che oſtice of ig the dutie of Archebyſhops and other Pꝛelates, that not only 
arcbesexth, they do not permitte any Religion condemned, but alſo that 


they hould admoniſhe and put in keare Byſboppes and ſuche 
others yea the vnlearned that are ready to reuolte, and ſuche 
as continue in their errour, to pꝛeſent to the Catholique and 
Romiſhe churche , Foz this maner hath euer ſince the tyme of 
the Apoſtels bene oblerued, as it is to be pꝛoued by ſondzy teſti⸗ 
monies of counſelles, but chiefly by that of Calcedonie. Nep⸗ 
ther ought any man to thinke.thatſuche as do reuolte, ſhould 
be left to their owne conſcience. Foz in thinges that concerne 
our fayth,euery man ought not to be permitted to haue his cõ⸗ 
ſcience free. But when any departeth from the comms conſent 
of the churche, he ought to be puniſhed and reſtreyned . Ind in 
caſe he obeie not. he muſt be excommunitcated, after the exam⸗ 
ple of thoſe counſelles, whiche are accompted the thief,whiche 
condemned Arrius. Macedonius, Meſtoꝛius Eutyches, Xndin 
dede the counſell of Calcedonie depoſed Diolcoꝛides che mapu⸗ 
teyner of Eutyches from his Byſhopꝛike. Foz where it is ſayde 
that euery man ought to haue his iudgement and conſcience 
free-: Ind that neyther Chꝛiſte noꝛ his Apoſtles did euer com? 
pelle any to beleue. yea when many went a waye from Chꝛiſte. 
there was none holden againſt his wyll, this ſame _—_ 
grounded vpon no koundãtion: And is conkuted by Saint Au- 
guſttne at large in the two hondzeth and fourth Epiſtle . Foz 
il it (ould be free fo2 Byſhoppes, fozſaking the catholique Ue- 
ligton, to reuolte to an other, they wyll not 8 — 

x 5 pöwopzike, 
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Bychopꝛike, fo2 they wyll ſaye that they can not doe it with a 

ſaute conſcience.but they wyll deſyze ayde of the Pꝛoteſtaũtes. 

that they wyll afliſte them in mainteining their ſtate, and ke⸗ 

ping of the people in their Religion. Jf this be done, there is 

no doubt. but theſe wyl take in hande to defende them. and wil 

ſape they doe it ot dutie, to the end that they may haue the go⸗ 

uernment.and alſo the polleſſion of the goods. But wher theſe 
men ſaye they are bounde to admitte-fellowes of their Religiõ 
and to exclude no man out of the kyngdome ofheauen: Jt doth 

not excuſe them,foz there is one only fayth whiche all that are 
chꝛiſtians ought to p:ofefle and obſerue . This faith in tymes 
paſt both Emperours and kynges, and all Pzinces and Rulers 
of the Empire. and the people alſo confirmed by an othe.Uere- 
ly this catholique faith is the ſelfe fame, which we of Germa⸗ 
ny from the beginning vnto this time haue followed, thoſe ex⸗ 
cepted that haue reuolted from the ſame. wherkoꝛe there is no⸗ 
thing to be made ne we, but all thynges ought to be referred to 
this fayth, and the mynde is to be ſubdued, that it may obeye 
the catholique churche. He that doeth other wiſe, and taketh to 
him ſelfe any pꝛiuate Religion. he vnleſſe he obeye admoniche⸗ 
mentes ought of his Bykhop to be excommunicated, and to be 
remoued from all function: is goodes alſo ought by the ciuile 
Magiſtrate to be publiſhed, neither is he to be ſuffered within 
the limites of the Empire.Fo2 that ſame libertie oꝛ licenctoul- 
nes of Religion the fathers haue alwayes reiected as a certen 
confuſion of the kaith. a made this la we. that what thinges ſo 
euer were once determined of coiiſels in matters of faith. chuld 
no moꝛe be reaſoned, noꝛ called in doubt. ſo that it is lawtulfoz 
none to oꝛdeine oꝛ pꝛopounde any thing to the cõtrary. Foz hi⸗ 
ſtoꝛies teache vs, what time Malentinian themperour, admit⸗ 
ted all kinde ot ſectes, what trouble aroſe of the ſame. Again if 
this chuld be receiued, p whoſoeuer dillenteth fro s catholique 
faith.ſhuld be excuſed by his conſcience. Than ſhould the Ana⸗ 
baptiſtes # Z winglians.a Schuuenchfeldians, a ſuche other 
like alſo be ercuſed,# in this peace cõpꝛiſed. They ſape how the 
pꝛomeſſes of God, wherby he pꝛomiſeth vs euerlaſting life, ap» 
perteine to all men in generall, neither ought they of the to be 
reſtreined. A's though thoſe pꝛomeſſes apperteined to the only. 
whiche be of their p2ofeſſion. But the thing is far otherwyſe: . 
Foꝛ what tyme they wall twarue from the communion of the 
churche, they are excluded from the kingdom of heaue, euen by 
their own iudgement: And where there is no taluation out 
of the churche , howe ſhould the kyngdome of heauen belonge 
| XLII. iii. tothem. 
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to them, whiche reiecte the Sacramentes of thechurche, and 
contemne the oꝛdeining of pꝛieſtes, vnto whome Chꝛiſte hathe 
geuen power to binde andioſe? Ind il there be no p2teftes con⸗ 
ſecrated amonges them. howe obtepne they remiflton of their 
lynnes? and except thetr ſinnes be fozgeuen, how ſhall they be 
made partakers of the heauenly kingdome:! Thertoꝛe thoſe pꝛo 
miſes apperteine not to them only: But rather they are to be 
thought to be of that nomber, whome Chꝛiſte ſapeth he knowe 
eth not. They bꝛagge that they are able to pꝛoue. ho we the Ca⸗ 
tholtques by ſondꝛy abuſe both religion a the churche goodes. 
But let vs ſee what thing is herein tobe blamed, After the hos 
ly Scripture and the lawes of the fathers and counſelles the 
churche goodes ought to be difkributed to Byſhops and mint» 
ſters of the churche, to be imployed vpon the pooze , bpon repa- 
rations, and it the thing require ſo vpon the raunſomyng of 
them that are kept pzyſoners of the Turkes and Barbarians, 
Uerelp this cuſtome hath continued a thouſand and thze hon⸗ 
dreth peares ſince , that the ſame goodes ſhoulde bee tmployed 
to Godly miniſters and dfes : Ot the whiche ſoꝛte be, to ſaye 
Maſſe, to ſhewe Gods woꝛde. to repare and builde churches, to 
kynde poꝛe men. alſo Montes. Freers and Nunnes , But what 
do they! putting out certen'Bylbops they make newe, as they 
were pꝛophane and ciuite oſtirers, vnto whome they geue as 
ſmall a poꝛtion as they can poſſible: They iovne to them other 
miniſters, whtche bꝛing ß lely people into errour, whileſt both 
they contemne the ſound doctrine, and miniſter to the people 
the Sacrament, whole and the bꝛead in dede not conſecrated, 
to witte a creature in place dt the creatour, and vnder the co- 
lour of true woꝛſhipping. committe Idolatrie. They ſape that 
from hencefo:th they wyll implope the churche goodes aboute 
none other matters, but to the vſe of ſcholes, noꝛ wyll conuert 
no part therof to them ſelues (well let it be ſo) but by this vie 
the catholique religion bould be polluted, and vtterly opp:eſ- 
fed, Ind this vle ſhall be a great deale wozſe than if the ſame 
goodes were beſtowed about pꝛophane matters.Fo2 theſe cau⸗ 
les therfoze.it is not lawefull toꝛ the Catholiques, to allowe 
this condition, as it is w2ytten, . 

This w2yting(as J ſaved) was ertraozdinary and pꝛiuatiy 
made. The Pꝛoteſtaũtes being aduertiſed hereof, wꝛite againfk 
it. and firſt che we what is the true doctrine , the ſame verely, 


wi ting of whiche is conteined in the wꝛytinges of the Pꝛophetes a Xpo- 
ſtles. Secondly,they declare how muche the doctrine of the Pa 
piſtes differeth from the ſame, whiche haue ſo many —_ — 


the Papiſtes 
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tuted the Loꝛdes ſupper , whiche haue bꝛought in co kilthie er⸗ 


rours of purgatoꝛp.ot᷑ pꝛaving to the dead, whiche take awaye 
and denie the remiſſion of linnes, whileſt they ſaye we muſt al⸗ 
wa yes doubte of the grace ot God, whiche ſo muche diſbonour 
matrimonie, inſtituted of God, which with deteſtable and hoꝛ⸗ 
rible crimes are defiled in this their ſenglenes ol lyte . euẽ with 
the ſame vices that Saint Paule rehearſeth. Of theſe thinges 
it mayclerely appeare who haue fozſaken the true Religion. 
And ſeing it is ſo, ſuche eccleſiaſticall perſones, as either haue 
nowe already oz els hereafter ſhall imbꝛace the pure doctrine 
can not be of them neglected. Is touching the churche goodes, 
all thinges be maruelouſly defiled alſo , Truthe it is that a be- 
nefice is geuen fo2 dutre, but it is to be conſidered diligently of 
what ſoꝛte is the office of a pꝛieſt oꝛ byſhop, And that a conſides- 
ration ot ſcholes muſt alſo be had. Foz euen from the tyme ol 
P2ophetes this maner hath euer remapned. And nowe the pꝛe⸗ 
lates of churches ſeke chiefly, that ſuche thinges as are due to 
miniſtrs of the churche. to teachers, ſchollers andſcholes to al» 
mouſe houſes and hoſpitalles, they tmploye to their own vſes, 
that they may liue in al voluptuouſnes. Theſame do thei with 
Abbeies a Colledges. Doeth not the Byſhop repzeſent a great 
Pꝛince, who taking firſt the polleſlio ot his byſhopztke, entreth 
the citie with two thouſand hoꝛſemen? And theſe thinges in 
dede they do, where there is none of them all that can doe his 
dutie: what mynde oz conſcience is there? Can theſe obiecte fas 
crilege and extoꝛtion to others: Their doctrine is in dede con- 
demned of Freers: But thꝛough their wickednes, þ perſwade 
them not to reade their w2ytings.Ind that the Pope and that 
the rabble do condemne anddeſptiſeit,to be no maruell:Foꝛ af- 
ter the ſame maner was Chꝛiſte and his doctrine intreated of 
Anna, Caiphas, and all the ſozte of Phariſets and Byſhoppes. 
They make oft mention of counſelles and ot the churche: But 
it lieth not in the power of the counſelles and churche to pꝛo⸗ 
pounde oꝛ commaunde any newe doctrine, beſides the ſame 
whiche ts left vs by the P2ophetes, of Chꝛiſt and his J poſtles. 
Chat they ſpeake of the conſecrating of miniſters to be fonde 
and worthy to be laughed at; Foꝛ that foliſhe and hiſtrionicall 
annointing mahketh nothing foz 5 purpoſe, Finally their wꝛy⸗ 
ting to be full of rapling a oppꝛobꝛious wozdes, but this they 
committe to God, and would only,aunſwer the thynge in fewe

when this was the ſtate of thinges, king Ferdinado, whom |, to 


both partes had requeſted, that he would ſhewe ſome way : — the Pziaces, 
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befoze is ſayde, about the beginning of Auguſte ſendeth Xn 
baſſadours to the Electours 8 certen other Pꝛinces, with this 
meflage, howe to obeye the Emperour his bzother and to fur- 
ther the common wealth, he came to Juſpurge the third Kalf- 
des of January, not without the lolle and hinderaunce of his 
owne affatres. Igaine when he was come thither. how he was 
dꝛiuen to tary long,becauſe fewe oꝛ none were come, befoze he 
could pꝛopounde any thing. Foz the matter was differred tyll 
the nonas of febzuary. Than firſte he declared the cauſes of 
ſommoning the ſapde aſſemblee: But in conſultations to haue 
had wonderfull delapes, and not befoze the tenth Kalendes of 
July was there any aunſwere made hym, and that but of one 
only point of the deliberation. that is to witte of the peace in 
Keltgton, and that ſelfe tame aunſwere,not of one mynde, but 
diuerſe and contrary, He verely fearyng this longe befoze , had 
admoniſhed them diligently, that they woulde haue bene pꝛe⸗ 
ſent at the counſell them ſelues : Jf they followed his aduiſe 
herein. the matter in his opinion might haue bene bꝛought to 
an ende wythed foz: dapon the other parte, whiche concerneth 
the publique peace, they doe nowe conſulte, but becauſe it is to 
be thought. that it can not be diſpatched in a ſhoꝛt tyme. A⸗ 
gaine , fo2 bicauſe the ſtate of his countries requpꝛed his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence.toꝛ as muche as the Turkes ſemed to attempte new mat- 
ters,and th:eaten ſoꝛe. not withſtanding that he treateth with 
them foz peace. Moꝛeouer foz as muche as nothing can be done 
oꝛ determined to any pourpoſe vnleſſe they be pzeſent them 
ſelues,therfoze he thinketh good, that the counſell be differred 
tyll an other tyme, and that-nowe a decree be made after this 
maner. Fo2 as muche as thꝛough the abſence ot the Pꝛynces 
nothynge can be determined, they are agreed that all treatie 
be differed tyll the nexte aſſemblee, the begynnynge whereof 
to be made at RKegenſburge aboute the Kalendes of Marche. 
of the peare followyng . There the P2inces them ſelues to bee 
pꝛeſent. that they map together with the Emperour, oꝛ with 
hym determine and oꝛdeine thoſe thynges wherof they haue 
nowe conſulted, and hereafter (ball doe. In the meane ſeaſon 
the pacification of Paſſawe to remayne in full ſtrength. Ind 
koꝛ as muche as it conteyneth this, yꝛſt. that in the counſel 
of the Empyꝛe ould be treated, whether that by a generall 
oꝛ by a pꝛouinciall counſell of Germany , 02 els by the cone 
ferrence of learned men the cauſe of Religion onght to be ap⸗ 
peaſed. Secondly that the thynge be done by the common coũ⸗ 


ſel of al ſtates, not without the ozdinary power of themperour 
Therkoze 
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Chertoꝛe he, whiche loueth peace and concoꝛde, hath determi⸗ 
ned at the next allemblee ro exhibitie a certen booke compiled 
koz the reconciling ot ſuche matters ag are in tontrouertie:but 
in it to be none tntrapping, and to be made only fo? this ende, 
that the dilcoꝛde ſhuld gro we no further, and that the offences 
might be mitigated, Moꝛeouer, to thintent that they them ſel- 
ues may the better determine, whether by the meane declared 
in the boke, the diſſention may be taken vp,oz whether that an 
other way muſt be ſought toꝛ. Cherkoꝛe he requireth them to 
take this pꝛoꝛoging in good part, and that to the next counſell 


they would come them ſelue 8s. atter his example who fo: the co 


mon welthe ſake hath bene nowe ſo longe tyme out of his pꝛo⸗ 
uinces. And that he hath choſen the place at Regenſpurge, foz 
bicauſe fo: the iminẽt daũger of the Turke, he may not depart 
far out ofhis owne countrie. Let them aduertiſe him therfoze 
what they wil do herein. to the ende he may be certen, that the 
matter ſhall not be fozflowed. that with vatne expectation the 
better part of the time do not paſſe a wap. as it hath heretofoze 
oftener than ones. Theſe requeſtes hearde, the moſt part of the 


Pꝛinces thought it not good, that he ſhould departe befoze the 


peace confirmed.Fo2 al Germany to be in great expectation ot 
this mat ter. Ind ſince they agree nowe better in voyces, than 
euer they dtd befoze this time, they beſeche him that he woulde 
make an ende befo:e his departure: To the intent verelp that 
in the next allemblee they might with ſo muche moꝛe expedi⸗ 
cton, take oꝛder and determine of Turktſhe matters, which yet 
remained. Xs touching the boke which he wold exhibite, many 
of them ſayde howe the line would come of that, as chaunced 
to the other bone whiche ſeuen yeares paſte was wꝛytten alto 
of Religion and ſet fozth . Foz yet it is frethe in memozy with 
what rayling woꝛdes it was taunted : Foz where it was ſet 
koꝛth, and pꝛiuileged by the Emperour to haue made a c6co2de, 


there aroſe occaſions therot of many offences and diſſentions. 


when Ferdinando had heard theſe of his Ambaſſadours as 
bout the eight Kalendes of September, the dape befoze the ka» 
lendes of the ſame moneth,he declareth what his opinion is of

ſa we: wohiche ſayeth by plane woꝛdeg , that thoſe whiche fol- 
lowe the olde Religion. as weltof the ſtate eccleſiasticall as ci⸗ 
uile. not to be moleſted in their Religion, Ceremontes, goodeg. 
polleſſions, rightes. pꝛiuileges:but that they (ould inioye all 
theſe thinges quietly without the interruption of any man, 
I tan not te therfoze how this condition can be denied them, 
whiche apperteineth to the ende that we ſpake ol(that is) that 
they map iniope their thinges quietiy. hiche in dede can not 
be.it they ſhould releaſe this condition: Foꝛ to ſhould it come to 
paſſe. that ſuche as happely foꝛſake and relinquiſhe the holp oꝛ⸗ 
der and auncient Religion, would kepe ſtyll neuerthelelle their 
oftice.goodes. and poſleſſions, neyther would it be la wekull foꝛ 
their colleges in the meane time to trie the la we with them in 
this caſe. And this inconuentence wil come alſo, that bet wene 
the Byſbop and them there wyll be no great good wyll . Foz 
where it is reaſon. that accoꝛding to the lawes of the founda⸗ 
tion mete perſones ſhould gouerne and rule holy offices, and it 
they do againſt thoſe la wes.oꝛ relinquithe their ſlate.that thi 
their Collegers ſbould remoue them, and ſoꝛſee, that the ſame 
reuolting hurt but him alone.

and neglecte their dutie. Foz lyke as it (ould be gretouſly and 
euyli taken of you, in caſe they would haue ſuche miniſters as 
fo:ſake and impugne pour Religion. ot you to be reteyned; So 
Hould it be muche moze greuoule vnto thẽ, it both the gouern- 
ment. and poſſeſſion ot landes and goodes ſhould beleft vnto 
them, whiche ſhould both foꝛſake and impugne their Religid. 


Foꝛ what other thing myght hereof be loked foz, but debate. 


ſtrife and contention? Che foundation therkoꝛe of the thinge 
that is nowe in hande, to witte peace it telle, by this meane 
Gould be vtterly taken away.

whiche we couet not to deminithe oꝛ decaye, but by al meanes 


to mainteyne them, It would haue pleaſed vs right well, that 
this queſtion had neuer bene moued, but to haue ſtande in the 
decrees of fourmer peares, made at Noztnberge, Kegenſpurg a 
Splers, whiche include in the peace al the parteners of the cõ⸗ 
keſſton of Juſpurge: Ind at the firſt in dede the Imbaſſadours 
of the thze Irchebyſhops Electours, did wittely conſider this 
alſo. But after when this doubte began to be moued of others, 
they went vnto their ſyde. They that firſt moued this queſtion 
had peraduenture ſome cauſe ſo to doe , but what hath inſued 
therof,nowe appereth . Fo2 if this let had not chaunced by the 
way,al þ matter in our opinto)hadnow ben bꝛought to a good 
ende. But why we ſhould not admitte that codtcion, there wer 
Godly and wetghty cauſes. Foz euery man doeth eaſely percet- 
ue. ho we muche it ould be to the contempte and hinderaunce 
of our Religion. if we ſhould permitte, that ſuche as imbꝛace 
the ſame, ſhould be diſplaced and depꝛiued of all their honour a 
dignitie. and accompted in the nomber of heretikes . What the 
firſt foundations of Colleges were, and what vices haue crept 
in ſince, we wyl here paſſe ouer in ſilence: But we ſuppoſe that 
many of the ſame ſtatutes be not againſt our Religion. Again. 
to aſſente that none of the eccleſiaſticall ſtate ſhould be of that 
Religion, whiche as the true # Chꝛiſten Religion we pꝛokeſſe. 

were doubtles no ſmal offence, Fo2 by the ſame facte we ſhould 
codemne it as wicked and vnwozthy the ſtate of pꝛiſtes. whiche 

ought chiefly to ſet foꝛth Religion. And ſeing it is thus moſte 

mightie kyng, we beleche you to waye theſe thinges in your 

mynde. and foꝛ the authoꝛitie that you haue of the Emperour, 

pou would ſuffer that part to be omitted. But he maketh auns 
were that nothynge moꝛe can be graunted them: Ind ſayeth 

moꝛeouer that thoſe thinges are no we permitted them, which 
of ſo many yeares could neuer be obteined. Therfozelet them 
haue conſideration hereot᷑.toꝛ els ſhall they be fayne to departe 

without any thing finiſhed: Whiche it it ſo come to paſſe, and 

any incduenience ariſe therot᷑. there is no cauſe why the blame 

chuld be layde either in þ Emperour oz in him, who ſo quietly a 
patiently hath handled the matter. and Hitherto hath remap⸗ 
ned: Whiche nowe he can defer no longer. Therfoze he geueth 
them ten dayes, that in the meane time they may wz2yte theſe 
thinges home to their Pꝛinces, and make him a direct _— 
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when the daye came, theſe men, koꝛ that they had omitted ng 
dtligence,that al others were pꝛouided foꝛ concerning reltgio, 
and koꝛ that they might not pꝛelcribe any meaſure herein to ß 
king oꝛ Emperour, doe aſlent,. eſpeciallp ſince the king alſo re⸗ 
leaſed certen thinges as hereafter ſhalbe ſhewed. 
A decrewher, CVerf92e the ſeuenth Ralendes ol October the decree made 
by retigid ts was red openiy,as the maner1s,to this effect, Foz the doctrine 
frelp permit Of Pꝛoteſtauntes, faith and Religion, the Emperour ging Fer⸗ 
to all men. dinando, and the reſidue of Pꝛinces and fates ſhall hurte no 
man of the whole Empire in any wyſe, neither ſhall they com» 
pell any man to foꝛſake his Religion, ceremonies and lawes, 
whiche in their dominion the Pꝛoteſtauntes haue already oꝛ⸗ 
dei ned, oꝛ hereafter (hall ozdepne , by commaundemctes oꝛ any

Not that 
J would not gladlygratifie my people, but foꝛ that ſee it is 
not lawful, that 3 (ould be pꝛeiudiciali to the Chꝛiſtẽ church, 
& ſboulde alter the lawes of the ſame. and the holſome decrees, 
at my pleaſure, where J mult rather heare it as Chꝛiſt cõmaũ⸗/ 
deth. Howbeit foꝛ as much as J know by long expcriece, what 
occaſion of great eutls this bitter contention about Religion 
bꝛingeth. J haue doubtles with my bꝛother ß Emperour bene 
now theſe many yeares wholp occupied, that they might come 
to a compoſition. And thertoꝛe hath the matter bene attepted 
in many counſels of the Emppꝛe. &certein conferences of lear- 
ned men, and thzough our medtation hath bene begon once oz 
twyſe the counſell of Trent : But where as the treatie came to 
no good effect, that can not doubtles be tmputed to vs, neither 
ts it vnknowen, by what dtutſes and crattes the matter was 
than hindered. Now where you require that the pure doctrine, 
and the benefite of the peace newly made foz Religion map be 
graũted you : Like as heretofoze J haue kept backe no man fro 
the true Religion. co will J not alfo do it hereafter. Again you 
are as well compaiſed in the ſame peace, as are the people of o⸗ 
ther Pꝛinces. Foꝛ this is the meaning of the ſame decree, that 
the people ſhall followe the Religion of their Pꝛince. And it is 
permitted to tempoꝛall Pꝛinces to choſe whether Religto they 
will, fo: that the people ought to be content with the choiſe of

But where pou ſap the meaning of the late decree made 

at Auſpurg to be, that the people ſhould applie them ſelues to 

the Religion of their Pzince.Uerely fo2 as much as a fewe yea 

res paſte, and longe befoze this decree , we haue with common 

conſent erhibited fo your highnes ſupplications concerninge 
Religion, it were lawfullfoz vs alſo, in caſe we would dwel in 

the ſame aunſ wer. to ſell our goods. and flitte with our wpues 

and childꝛen to ſome other place: But what diccõmoditie were 

herein, agapne, how heute and ſozowfull newes this would be 

to the people, who ſeeth not? hen verely they ſhal heare. that

Ind touching Counte Palatine thus ſtan- 
deth the matter. The maner and dignitie of my vocation 
requpꝛeth.that 3 ſhould mapntepne the ryght of my Byſhop- 
rike, and nepe the people committed tomycharge in the olde 
and Catholique Religion.

J was very deſtrous of the truthe and therin to aſtected, that 
I hne we any thing to be wꝛytten vntruely , A would ſerape it 
out. and admoniſhe the Reader of myne o wne acco2de , to geue 
no credit to it. Doubtles A would haue thought that all men 
here with would haue bene ſaticlied, eſpectally, ſince the very 
reading ſhould pꝛoue it true that I ſaid: But in as muche as it 
is repoꝛted to me far other wyle to me was very loth⸗ 
fome and greuous,J am dꝛiuen of neceſlitie to adde ſome thin; 
ges to my pꝛetace. And firſt in dede euer ſince the beginning of 
the woꝛlde it hath bene accuftomed, that matters as wel eccles 
ſiaſticall as ciuile ſhould be cõmitted to wꝛyting:nohich thing 
in dede bookes do teſtitie, and the ſame cuftome hath alwayes 
flo:iſbed chiefly amonges noble a tree nations, eſpecially Gre⸗ 
kes and Romaines.

By the whiche woꝛdes ve- 
rely, he doth both commende it excea v, and alſo ſheweth, 
of what ſoꝛt it ought. to be, and nowe, foz as muche as in this 
our tyme hath chaunced ſo great an alteration of Religion. as 
ſince the tyme of the Ipoſtles the like hath not bene, #nofmal 
ſturre of ciuile policie hath inſued alſo vpon the ſame as is cd» 
monly wont to do. J verelp, although not the meteſt man ol al. 
at requeſte of certen good men, toke vpon me this kynd of wey⸗ 
tinge, tothe ſetting koꝛth of Gods glo2y, and with great kidell⸗ 
tie and diligence haue bꝛought it to this our tyme.

d, and alto as I ſatde in the p:eface,J wil pꝛoteſte it openly, 
that the Reader be not abuſed, Ind as concerning my papnes 
Aire ole vereiy;that in ſearching out of the truthe, no mans 
itligence could haue benemo moꝛe than myne hath bene, and 
lie as many are able this to teftifie, fo doubte not but the 
thing aiſo it ſeife hall declare. Ind in deſcribing matters of 
Religion,. might not omitte polytique cauſes.Fo2 as J ſayde 
befo2e;they came in maner alwapes together, and eſpectally 
in our tyme they could not be ſeparated . And that they come 
together, this is a ſure reaſon and grounded vppon the ſcrips- 
ture. To witte that ſo ſone as amonges any people Religion 
is chaunged,by and by arriſe offences,difſenttons,debates, vp- 
rozes,factions:and warres. Foꝛ euen foz this cauſe Chzift ſaith 
that the.ſonne is plucked from his father, and the daughter fro 
her mother: Alſo that his doctrine bꝛyngeth not peace, but the 
ſwoꝛde. and ſapeth it ſhall tyze vp fyze alſo amonges the nere 
ol bloud. And this bath bene euer the ſtate of thinges ſince the 
woꝛlde was made. neither can it be denied, and the thing it ſelf 
ſpeaketh.Foz fo ſone as in our time gods benefite geuen to ma. 
and the Goſpell began to de pꝛeached, againſt the Popes par⸗ 
dons and traditions ot men. by a by the woꝛlde began to reiſe 
tumultes, and chiefly they of the clergte. pon this very oc⸗ 
caſion the matter was bꝛought into the common aſſemblee of 
the Empire. Ind where certen Pꝛinces and cities recetued alſo 
this doctrine,the fire went further abzoade, a the matter was 
handled by diuerſe meanes, tyll at the lafte it ended in warre. 
And in all this ſame deſcription a man may ſee, what care and 
diligence the Emperour toke, that the diflentto might be take 
vp: At is to be ſene alſo, what the Pꝛoteſtañtes and ſtates haue 
aunſwered,and what maner ot conditions they haue oktenti⸗ 
mes offered. But when the matter kel out into warre, the hand 
ting of it was variable and diuerſe. And the Emperour in dede 


that J may bzyngofmany examples, one ſending his letters

w2yting, declared the cauſe of his enterpꝛiſe. This wꝛytinge. 
whertn the toundation of themperours cauſe conſifteth, with 
the aunſwere of the contrary part, might not be omitted Fox 
than J pꝛaye you what maner of ſtoꝛpy were it to be thought. 
whiche raccompteth but the doinges of the one part only?: And 
vet howe F haue demeaned my ſelfe herein, howe J haue mo⸗ 
derated and tempered my ſtyle. it may be ſene by c ng the 
dutche with the Latin, wherunto J referre my ſelte alſo. The 
warre being now dꝛiuen of tyit wynter. the Emperour had the 
vpper hande, where the ennemies were gone euery man home; 
Thete victoꝛies and triumphes of his allo, firſte in highe Ger» 
man, and after in Saxonie, J recite faithfully all, and this 
oꝛder is kept euery where: Foꝛ neither J take awaye.noz attri⸗ 
bute to any man moꝛe, than the thing it ſelfe requireth a pers 
mitteth, whiche thing ke we men haue perkourmed, as it is eui⸗ 
dent. Foꝛ many in the narrations put alto their iudgement as 
well touching the perſones,as the thinges. Ind to ſpeake no⸗ 
thing of olde wꝛyterg, it is knowen, howe platine hath deſcri- 
bed the Popes liues. Ind a litle befoze our dayes, a wozthye 
unyght, Sir Philip Commines, ſet fozth a notable hiſtoꝛie of 
his tyme, and amonges other thinges he ſheweth ho we after p 
death of Charles Duke of Burgundy , who was ſlayne in bat⸗ 
tell alittle from Naunce;Lewys the. xii. king of Fraunce, tone 
away from the daughter a heixe of Duke Charles, either Bur- 
gundy.and alſo the countrieof Artois. Ind albeit that Com- 
mynes was bounde to Fraunce by his othe , although he were 
one ofthe kinges counſel, yet he ſateth that this was not wel 
done of him. About the. xxitit.yeares — Senate of Uent- 
ſe appointed Peter Bembus to d the warres which they 
had made with the Emperour Maximilian, with Lewys the 
renchekpng,and with Pope July the ſeconde,# with others, 
which he did compꝛiling the matter in. xii. bones: Ind amon⸗ 
geſt other matters he repoꝛteth. ho we Lewys the. xii. kynge of 
Fraunce denounced warre to the enetians: He ſayeth ho we 
the Herault ot armes, after that he came befoze the Duke and 
the whole Senate, ſpake theſe woꝛdes . To thee, Lawzedane 
Duke of Ueniſe, and to all other citezens of the ſame , Lewys 
kyngof Fraunce commaunded me to denounce warre,as tome 
bnfaithfull, poſſeſſing townes of the Bylhoppes of Rome and 
of other kynges gotten by fozce and by w2onge, and ſekyng to 
catche and bꝛyng al thingesof al men diſceiptfully vnder your 
gouernement: Ye him ſelte cometh to pou armed to * — 
e.

tame. Thele wozdes, would tome man ſaye koꝛ as much as they 
behetnouſe againſt the Henetians . Bembus ſhoulde haue o⸗ 
mitted. But he would not ſo, but wꝛote them out ot the cõmon 
recoꝛdeg into his boke, and added to the auntwer made to the 
eee eee eee e nent, 
ce with the pꝛiuilege of the Senate. Paulus Jouius.belides o- 
ther wrytinges, wherin he compꝛiſeth the foꝛces of certen no⸗ 
dle mẽ, hath not log ſinre ſet toꝛth allo two Tomes ot thinges 
done in his tyme: But howe frankely he wzpteth, thoſe that 
haue red them can teſtitie. Not withſtanding that in certen 
places he doth the Germanes wrong: And yet the ſame wozke 
camefo:zth authoziſed by ſondzypziuleges; ho ſo wyll, may 
ceke the ninth leafe of the ſeconde Tome, alſo in the lite of Leo 
the:x. leafe. rcftt;and.xrciitt, And in the lte of Alphonſe Duke 
of Farrare. leate.xlii. All the bokes ofgood authours be full of 
examples. Ind Comines is foꝛ this cauſe chiefly commended, 
that he wꝛote to indiſterently: But he kepeth this maner, as J 
——— — not only he difcribeth the thinges, but 
alto addecth his tudgement. and pꝛonounceth what euery man 
Hath done be it right oꝛ wꝛong. Ind albeit that J do not ſo, yet 
is it vſed ol many. But that whatſoeuer is done on either part 
Gould be recited, that tame is not oniy reaſonable , but being 
frequented in all times is nedefull alto. Foꝛ vtherwyle can not 
the Hilkozp be compiled. where ſo euer be factions, where war 
and ſeditton is there doubtles are al thinges full of complain⸗ 
tes accuſations, and defenſions with other cõtrary wꝛytings. 
Now he that reetteth all theſe thinges, in ſuche oꝛder as they 
were dvne, doeth iniurie to neither part, but followeth plawe 
of the ſtoꝛy. Foꝛ in thole bꝛawlinges and complaintes euery 
thing is not by a by true that one obtecteth to an other, when 
there is grudge, hatred, and malice amonges them. it is knowẽ 
and tried, ho we the matter is vſed on either ſpde , It the euill 
wo2des; that Popes and Byſhops and ſuche other lyke, haue 
po weed out againſt the Pꝛoteſtauntes.xxxvi.peares paſt, were 
true: what thinge could be imagined moꝛe wicked than they? 
Paule the thirde, being Pope ſent his nephewe by his ſonne 
Cardinall Farneſe, Ambaſladouz to the Emperour to Bzuflels 
the peare of our Loꝛde. M. cecec. xl. He there gaue counſell a- 
gatntt the pꝛoteſtauntes, whiche not long after was ſet fozth 
in pꝛinte, and is ol me recited in the. xiii. bone of my Hiſtoꝛy. Af 
ter many contumetiouſe woꝛdes . amonges other he ſayth that 
the pꝛoteſtauntes do reſifke Chꝛiſt no leſle, but rather moꝛe tha 


the-Turkes do: Foꝛ theſe fleye the bodies only, but they leade 
| the ſoules 
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The ſoules alſo info euerlaſting pardition. J pzay pou what moze 
heynouſe oꝛ hoꝛrible thing zan be ſpoken, 

And in caſe theſe thinges ſhuld not haue bene recited, then might 
the Pꝛoteſtauntes haue hed iuſt canſe of complaint againſt me: but 
the matter is farre otherwiſe : Foz neither be thinges true, becauſe 
he ſaid ſo: And ik J Gould haue omitted this , 7 might iuſtly haue 
commen into ſuſpition, as though J handled not the matter vpꝛight⸗ 
lp, and would gratify moze the one part. And that it is thus, as J 
haue plainly declared, 7 doubt not, but reaſonable men will indge, 
that J haue done nothing contrary to the law of an hiſtozy , and ſo 
much the rather foꝛ that the moſte thinges are taken out of common 
retoꝛdes, which had ben ſetfoꝛth in Pꝛint befoꝛe. 

Thertoꝛe they do nothinge frendly, no they do me plaine w2onge, 
which thus do ſclaunder my woꝛcke, and ſo much the moꝛe w2onge, 


if they vnderſtand thoꝛder ol compiling an hiſtoꝛy, but if they knowe 


it not, I would they chould learne or ſuch thinges as we haue nows 
declared, and of others that wzyte ſtozies. 

But when J ſpcake of Hiſtoꝛiographers, J meane not thoſe of 
dur time, which ſtudy only, to extoll, and highly cominend what part 
they liſt, and ouerwhelme thother with contumelious and railynge 
woꝛdes. They that are ofſuch ſoꝛt, be not woꝛthy to be ſo called, 

Jhon Cocles.vi.yeares paſt,ſetfozthe Commentaries, in a man⸗ 
ner af the ſame argument that mine are:but all thynges are heaped 
vp with ſuch hoꝛrible, fozged,and abhominableſclaunders and lyes 
as haue not bene hard, 

Cardinall Poole in the boke lately ſetfozthe, calleth the Doctrine 
renewedin Germany Turkiche ſeede , Of luche lyke wozdegare al 
theyꝛ bokes full. But what like thing is found in all my wooꝛke 2 J 
haue verely wꝛytten the wonderfull benefite of God, geuen co thys 
ourtime,o2derly and as truely, as J could poſſible, and foꝛ the ſame 
purpoſe, J gathered. xvi.yeares ſinte, what ſo euer belonged herun⸗ 
to, neither haue J wꝛytten rachlye, but with aſure iudgemente pꝛo⸗ 
ceaded. | 

And what labour and paines this wozkehath coſt me, nerte the 
liuing God, J know, Foz his gloꝛy haue J chiefly regarded,andlea- 
uing the pꝛactiſe of the law, J haue applied in a maner all my ſtudy 
herevnto:and verely J muſt confeſſe, that thꝛoughe Gods motion 7 
haue ben after a ſoꝛt dꝛawen vnto this labour And nowe where di⸗ 
uers requite me ſo vnwoꝛthye thanckes foz my ſo greate trauell 
and paines, | 

J wilcomit to him, whoſe cauſe chiefly J toke it in hãd:foꝛ Jknow 
vndoubtedlp þ J haue offredvpva — him a moſt acceptable ſacrifice 
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with the ſame verely goodconſcience J comfoꝛt and ſuſtain my ſelf, 
eſpecially ſeing that my laboz ts commended of learned men, whiche 


bothe geue me thanckes, and conkeſſe alſo that they haue receiued 
much trute therby. noherekoꝛe J deſire all louers ofthe veritye, that 
they wold geue no credit tothe ſclander of a few certen me: but wold 
gentelly accept my labozs,faith,and dilligence , nether conceiue any 
ſiniſtre opinion of me.Furthermoze J pꝛoteſt that J doacknow- 
ledge the Emperour and king ol Komaines, foꝛ the high 
Magiſtrate. whome God hath oꝛdained, and to 
whom in al things, that be not againſt 
God, we ought to obey,as 
Chꝛiſt and thapoſtles 
teach.
